The General Assembly of North Carolina convened at 12:00 p.m. today in the State 
Legislative Building in Raleigh. Counting from the first Assembly elected under the Constitution of 
1776, this is the 140th. Senators and Representatives were elected annually from 1777 to 1836. 
Biennial elections have been the rule since 1838 except for brief periods following the Civil War. 


) The General Assembly has convened at the seat of government in Raleigh since 1794. Before 
that, it met at various times in New Bern, Halifax, Hillsborough, Fayetteville, Tarborough, and 
Smithfield. 


With this issue of the Daily Bulletin, the Institute of Government begins its 56th year of daily 
legislative reporting. 

The Institute, founded in 1931, is a unit of The University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 
It is devoted to teaching, research and consultation in state and local government in North 
Carolina. 

The Daily Bulletin is published each legislative day. It is designed to help members and 
staff of the General Assembly, state and local government officials, and members of the the news 
media understand and follow the progress of pending legislation. Each issue comprises two parts: 
bill digests, and calendar action. 

The bill digest section includes summaries of all bills introduced in the House and Senate, 
and summaries of amendments, committee substitutes, and conference reports adopted in either 
house. The calendar action section lists all floor actions that took place in either house that day. 
Bills are identified by number and short title. Symbols indicate bills that were ratified, bills that 

, failed, and dates of earlier changes to the bill. The calendar action section is produced from 
information entered into the computer-based bill status system maintained by the Institute and the 
Legislative Services Office. 
We regret that we cannot provide free copies of the Daily Bulletin to all state and local 
government officials who might be interested in the activities of the General Assembly. The high 
cost of printing and distribution and the limits of our production staff and equipment require us to 
hold the press run to manageable proportions. We urge those government officials who receive 
| the Daily Bulletin to make it available to others and not to look on it as a personal copy. The

AND INVITING THE GOVERNOR TO ADDRESS A JOINT SESSION OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES." Invites Governor Martin to address a joint session of House and Senate at 
12 noon on Thursday, January 31. 

Introduced by Barnes. Ratified Res. 1. 


S 2. 1991 LOTTERY BILL REFERENDUM. "7O ESTABLISH A STATE LOTTERY AFTER A BINDING 
REFERENDUM." Subject to a statewide referendum on Nov. 5, 1991, adds new GS Ch. 143C 
providing for a state lottery. Effective Jan. 1, 1992 creates five-member State Lottery Comm'n to 
oversee lottery; comm'rs to be appointed by governor for staggered five-year terms; qualifications, 
powers and duties specified in bill. Governor is to appoint director to manage operations; director 
may appoint up to four ass’t directors. Specifies reports, audits, and studies to be made. As soon 
as practicable, public sales of tickets must begin. Comm’n is to promulgate rules specifying types 
of games to be played (subject to restrictions specified in bill), number and value of prizes, 
method for determining winners, sale price of tickets, validation procedures for winners, proce- 
dures for distributing tickets directly to purchasers or through retailers. Specifies restrictions on 
persons who may be selected by directors as retailers; comm’n to determine compensation to be 
paid to retailers. Makes sale of ticket to person under 18 a misdémeanor. Sets out restrictions on 
procurement of goods and services. Creates State Lottery Fund within State Treasury. At least 
50% of lottery revenue to be allocated for prizes; no more than 16% of revenues for expenses: 
balance to General Fund to be used as General Assembly directs, beginning with 1991-92 fiscal 
year. Pre-empts local regulations and prohibits levy of state or local taxes on lottery fund or 
prizes.

S 3. SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT ACT BLANK BILL. "TO PROVIDE THE SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT 
AND ACCOUNTABILITY ACT OF 1991.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

S 4. SUPPORT MILITARY TROOPS-1. "EXPRESSING SUPPORT FOR THE MILITARY TROOPS 


SERVING IN THE PERSIAN GULF." As title indicates.

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ADOPTION OF RULES 
HOUSE RULES 


The House today adopted the 1989 House Rules as the 1991 rules with the following 
amendments. Rewrites Rules 5 (3), 32, and 36 to provide that permanent subcommittees may 
report directly to floor of House if (1) subcommittee recommendation is for favorable report, favor- 
able as amended, or favorable as to committee substitute; (2) subcommittee recommends that 
report be directly to floor; and (3) standing committee chair approves, in writing, the sending of 
the the bill directly to the floor. Rewrites Rule 26 (a) to delete requirement that chairs of subcom- 
mittees reflect partisan makeup of House. Rewrites Rule 45(c) to provide that Reading Clerk and 
Sergeant-At-Arms serve at pleasure of Speaker. Rewrites Rule 31.1 to provide following deadlines 
for introduction of bills (each deadline allows introduction of bills up to seven days after deadline 
if request for bill is in Bill Drafting office by original deadline): study commissions, Feb. 20; state 
agency bills, March 21; local bills, April 4; public bills not dealing with appropriations or taxes, 
April 11; appropriation or tax bills, May 2; resolutions, May 9. Exempts redistricting bills from 
deadlines, and provides that Senate bills not dealing with appropriations, taxes or adjourment 
must be received by May 16.

H 2. EDUCATION IMPROVEMENT ACT. "TO IMPROVE EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
NORTH CAROLINIANS." Adds new GS Ch. 116, Art. 5B, “Education Improvement Act of 1991,” to 
provide grants for tuition, fees, and books at institutions of higher education in North Carolina. 
Grants are available to NC residents enrolling as first-time freshmen to pursue bachelor’s or asso- 
ciate degrees. Specifies minimum academic standards for eligibility; requires that applicants not 
have a criminal record, as defined in act; and requires that applicants be in financial need, as 
defined. Requires, for continuing grants after enrollment, that student make specified progress

in financial need. 

Grant amounts are full tuition and fees if student attends a public institution or average of 
tuition and fees at UNC constituent institutions (except School of the Arts) if student goes to 
private institution, plus in each case up to $450 per year for books. Student must apply for a 
federal grant before receiving this state aid. 

Establishes 13-member Education Improvement Comm'n to determine eligibility for grants, 
and vests administration of grant funding in State Education Assistance Authority.

TERM." Proposes new Sec. 25 to Art. Il of NC Constitution as title indicates. Does not apply to

Subject to voter approval in a referendum to be held in conjunction with the 1992 general elec- 
tion, amends N.C. Constitution Art. Il, Sec. 11, to provide that, beginning with the 1993 session, 
the General Assembly shall convene in odd-numbered years on a day in February to be 
prescribed by law and shall remain in session for no more than 70 legislative days, and in even- 
numbered years shall convene on a day in May prescribed by law and shall remain in session for 
no more than 20 legislative days. After the adjournment deadline, no valid action may be taken 
other than adjournment. Further amends Sec. 11 to provide that extra sessions are limited to the 
purpose stated in the call and may remain in session for no more than 20 legislative days. 
Subject to voter ratification of proposed amendment, amends GS 120-11.1 to fix convening date 
for odd-year session as Wednesday after second Monday in February, and for even-year session 
as Wednesday after second Monday in May.

S 8. TERM LIMITATIONS. "TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF CONSECUTIVE TERMS THAT MEMBERS OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OR COUNCIL OF STATE MAY SERVE.” Subject to voter approval at 
1992 General election, amends N.C. Constituion, Art. Ill, Sec. 7 and adds Art. || Sec. 25 to limit 
council of state officers (except for Governor and Lieutenant Governor, who are covered by simi- 
lar provisions already in Constitution) to two consecutive terms in office, beginning with 1994 
elections.

H 5. RAISE MINIMUM WAGE. "TO RAISE THE MINIMUM WAGE AND TO AUTHORIZE A TRAINING 
WAGE." Amends GS 95-25.3 to raise the minimum wage to $3.80 per hour effective Aug. 1, 1991 
and to $4.25 effective April 1, 1992. Authorizes training wage for specified employees of $3.35 
per hour from Aug. 1, 1991 to March 31, 1992, and of $3.61 thereafter. Beginning Aug. 1, 1991 
and ending April 1, 1993, training wage may be paid to workers under age 20 for first 90 days of 
employment, providing employer provides on-the-job-training in accordance with federal regula- 
tions.

RATE.” Amends GS 105-164.3(8b) to exclude mopeds and tow dollles from definition of "motor 
vehicles,” thereby making them subject to sales tax. Amends GS 105-164.13(32) to subject to 
sales tax motor vehicle bodies being attached to a titled chassis. Amends GS 105-164.3(7a), - 
187.1, and -187.5(b) to provide an 8% alternate highway use tax for motor vehicle leases of less 
than 365 days and 3% for leases of at least 365 days (now, 8% for first 90 days and 3% thereaf- 
ter). Effective July 1, 1991.

H 10. HIGHWAY USE TAX TRANSITION. "TO ALLOW LESSORS AND RENTERS OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES TO ELECT TO PAY HIGHWAY USE TAX ON MOTOR VEHICLES OWNED ON OCTOBER 1, 
1989, AND TO CLARIFY THAT THESE MOTOR VEHICLES ARE OTHERWISE SUBJECT TO THE 
GROSS RECEIPTS TAX." Amends GS 105-187.11 to permit retailers to elect to pay highway use 
tax on vehicles owned before Oct. 1, 1989 and rented or leased on or after that date. 
introduced by Lilley. Referred to Rules. 


H 11. SCRAP TIRE TAX AMENDMENTS. "TO APPLY THE TIRE TAX, USED TO PAY FOR THE 
DISPOSAL OF SCRAP TIRES, TO NEW TIRES FOR ROAD CONSTRUCTION EQUIPMENT AND OTHER 
NEW VEHICLE TIRES.” Redefines fee imposed on sale of tires by Art. 9, Part 2B of GS Ch. 130A 
for scrap tire disposal as tax, and enacts Art. 5B of GS Ch. 105 to administer tax. Defines as tire 
all tires, including those on farm equipment, road construction equipment, special mobile equip- 
ment. Exempts from tax aircraft tires, recapped tires, and tires used on bikes and other human- 
powered devices. Levies tax on all retail and wholesale sales of covered tires, including tires sold 
for used vehicles offered for sale, lease or rental. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 12. UPDATE I|.R.C. REFERENCE. "7TO UPDATE THE REFERENCE TO THE INTERNAL REVENUE 
CODE USED TO DETERMINE CERTAIN TAXABLE INCOME AND TAX EXEMPTIONS.” Amends nu- 
merous sections to change references to federal Internal Revenue Code from that in effect Jan. 
1, 1990 to that in effect Jan. 1, 1991. Amends GS 105-134.6(b)(8) to deduct from taxable income 
certain federal tax credits taken in lieu of deductions. Amends GS 105-134.6(c) to add to taxable 
income certain adjustments made to taxpayer’s federal personal exemption. Effective for taxable 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1., 1991.

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H 13. REPEAL FRANCHISE TAX AMENDMENTS. "7O ELIMINATE THE FRANCHISE TAX INITIAL 
RETURN AND TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM FRANCHISE TAX." Repeals GS 105-123 (new corpora- 
tions required to pay initial franchise tax in first 60 days of existence) and amends GS 105-122(d) 
to raise annual minimum tax levy to $35 (now, $25). Effective for tax years beginning Sept. 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Rules. 


H 14. GENERAL ASSEMBLY OPEN MEETINGS. "TO END THE EXEMPTION OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY FROM THE OPEN MEETINGS LAW.” Rewrites GS 143-318.11(b) to provide that all 
meetings of legislative commissions, committees (including conference committees) and subcom- 
mittees must be held in open session and with reasonable public notice (which can be provided 
in open session). Allows executive session if the affected body makes finding that executive 
session necessary to prevent disclosure of information legally confidential or privileged, informa- 
tion relating to pending state litigation, or information related to land acquisition. Allows caucuses 
and meetings of representatives of one house on conference committees to be in private. Defines 
Legislative Research Commission, Legislative Services Commission and Advisory Budget 
Commission as governmental bodies, thus making them subject to general open meetings law 
requirements and exemptions. Specifically lists 15 commissions as entities subject to special leg- 
islative rules rather than general open meetings law. Exempts bills and resolutions of a legislative 
nature from GS 143-318.6A, which authorizes lawsuit to void action taken In violation of open 
meetings law. Effective Sept. 1, 1991.

H 15. STATE LOTTERY REFERENDUM (IDEN S 2). "TO PROVIDE FOR A BINDING REFERENDUM 
ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NORTH CAROLINA STATE LOTTERY.” Identical to S 2, introduced

Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, 
and Natural Resources $2,100,000 for fiscal 1991-92 to be allocated as $50,000 grants to named 
counties for use in surveying illegal discharges of sewage to land or surface waters. Appropriates 
additional $4,200,000 for fiscal 1992-93 to be allocated as $100,000 grants to named counties for 
providing grants-in-aid to persons with family incomes less than 50% of median in local area for 
use in eliminating discharges. Appropriates from General Fund to DEHNR $245,624 for 1991-92 
and $219,124 for fiscal 1992-93 for program support, including up to five positions. Appropriates 
from the General Fund to DEHNR up to $170,000 for fiscal 1992-93 to be used as $10,000 
incentive grants to counties which complete surveys prior to Jan. 1, 1992. Makes grants to follow- 
ing counties: Alleghany, Anson, Ashe, Bertie, Bladen, Camden, Caswell, Chatham, Cherokee, 
Chowan, Clay, Columbus, Duplin, Edgecombe, Franklin, Gates, Graham, Granville, Greene, 
Halifax, Hertford, Hoke, Hyde, Jones, Madison, Martin, Mitchell, Montgomery, Nash, Northampton, 
Pamlico, Pender, Perquimans, Person, Robeson, Sampson, Stokes, Tyrrell, Vance, Warren, 
Washington, and Yancey. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 19. DRIVER LICENSE EXEMPTIONS. "TO REINSTATE THE EXEMPTION FOR CERTAIN DRIVERS 
LICENSES FOR PUBLIC SAFETY WORKERS." Adds new clause to GS 20-7 (a) (3), allowing a class 
"C" licensee to drive any fire-fighting vehicle, rescue vehicle, or any combination of vehicles, 
regardless of gross vehicle weight, operated in performance of duties for a municipal or rural fire 
department, or a rescue squad. 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Rules. 


H 20. MOTOR VEHICLE PROPERTY TAX. "TO PROVIDE FOR A MORE EFFICIENT AND 
EQUITABLE PROCEDURE FOR ASSESSING AND COLLECTING LOCAL AD VALOREM PROPERTY 
TAXES ON CERTAIN MOTOR VEHICLES." Amends the Machinery Act to add a new GS Ch. 105, 
Art. 22A to classify motor vehicles (defined as all motor vehicles except manufactured homes and 
vehicles owned by public service companies) and to establish for those classified motor vehicles 
an entirely new system of ad valorem property taxation. 

Registered vehicles. For classified motor vehicles that are registered the system is as fol- 
lows: (1) Each month the Div'n of Motor Vehicles (DMV) sends to each county assessor a list of 
vehicles that were initially registered or for which registered was renewed two months ago. (2) 
The county assessor appraises the vehicles as of the preceding Jan. 1 and determines owner- 
ship, situs, and taxability as of the registration date. (3) The county prepares a tax bill that in- 
cludes county, municipal, and district taxes on the vehicle and sends a notice to the owner. The 
owner is relieved of the duty to list the vehicle. The tax is due four months after the date registra- 
tion would have expired or an initial registration is made. (5) Interest on unpaid taxes accrues at 
the rate of .75% per month following the due date. Taxes may be collected by levy, garnishment, 
or attachment but do not constitute a lien on the taxpayer’s real property. (6) Each month the 
county tax collector sends to DMV a list of vehicle owners that are four months delinquent in 
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payment, and DMV then refuses to renew registration for those vehicles until presented with a 
pald tax receipt. (7) Provides for pro rata refund or release of taxes levied on a registered classi- 
fled vehicle If the owner surrenders the vehicle’s registration plates to DMV before the end of the 
tax year. 

i Unregistered vehicles. For classified vehicles that are unregistered or for which registration 
is not renewed the system is as follows: (1) Vehicle owners must list the vehicle for taxes on or 
before Jan. 31 following the date the vehicle was acquired or registration was not renewed. (2) 
Value, ownership, situs, and taxability of the vehicle is determined as of Jan. 1. (3) The due date 
(Sept. 1) and delinquency date (Jan. 6) are the same as regular property taxes. (4) Collection 
may be enforced by levy, attachment, and garnishment but the tax Is not a lien on the taxpayer's 
real property. 

Taxes on classified motor vehicles are included in the tax levy of the units of local govern- 
ment for the fiscal year in which the taxes become due. The board of county commissioners is 
authorized to relieve the tax collector of uncollected taxes on classified motor vehicles that are 
one year or more past due if the board determines that the taxes appear to be uncollectible. 

Repeals the following statutes: (1) GS 105-312(h1), which now imposes a $100 late-listing 
penalty on unlisted motor vehicles, (2) GS 20-50.2, which now requires applicants for motor ve- 
hicle registration to certify that no property taxes are owed on the vehicle, and (3) GS 20-66(d) 
which now allows DMV to Issue two-year registration plates. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1992: first applies to taxation of classified vehicles for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, 1992.

CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS TO CHAPTER 126 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES REGARDING THE 
STATE PERSONNEL SYSTEM.” Amends GS 126-4 (powers and duties of State Personnel 
Comm'n). For qualifications for each class of positions, requires Comm’n to consider education, 
training, experience, licenses, certifications, and “other job-related requirements” (deletes consid- 
eration of "age, character, [and] physical condition”). Adds Veterans’ Day as paid holiday for 
state employees; limits paid holidays Comm'n may establish to eleven per year. Requires 
Comm’n to cooperate with Dep’t of Public Education, UNC, and community colleges to develop 
programs in management and supervisory skills, performance evaluation, specialized employee 
skills, performance evaluation, accident prevention, equal employment opportunity awareness, 
customer service, and maintaining accredited certified public manager program. 

Present GS 126-5(e) allows state employee exempt from other provisions of State Personnel 
Act (GS Ch. 126) to be transferred, demoted, or separated from position by dep’t head, but 
creates exemption for employee with ten years or more cumulative service who is removed from 
position "for reasons other than just cause”; bill requires reassignment of such an employee at 
same grade and salary, including all across-the-board increases since placement in the exempt 
position. 

Amends GS 126-7(c)(7) to make performance pay dispute a contested case issue for pur- 
poses of Administrative Procedure Act if employee alleges that disputed performance rating is 
result of unlawful discrimination under GS 126-36. 

Amends GS 126-83 to provide that GS 128-15 (veterans’ preference in state employment) 
applies to persons exempted from coverage of GS 126, Art. 13 (regarding duties of Personnel 
Comm'n to take military service into account in setting qualifications for positions); provides GS 
128-15 not applicable to person covered by GS 126, Art. 13.

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$11. REPEAL APA SUNSET. "TO REPEAL THE SUNSET PROVISION OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
PROCEDURE ACT.” Deletes provision in SL 1985, Ch. 746, Sec. 19, that makes Administrative 
Procedure Act expire Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 12. APA RULE MAKING APPLICABILITY. "AN ACT MAKING THE ADMINISTRATIVE RULE- 
MAKING PROCESS MORE UNIFORM BY APPLYING THE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE ACT'S 
RULE-MAKING PROVISIONS TO ALL PRINCIPAL STATE DEPARTMENTS.” Amends GS 150B-1 to 
make all of APA, except Art. 3 provisions on administrative hearings, applicable to Dep’ts of 
Correction, Revenue, and Transportation. Makes conforming changes in statutory sections con- 
cerning rule-making by those departments. 

Provides that rules of the above departments that do not meet GS 143B-30.2 standards, as 
determined by Rules Review Commission, are repealed effective Jan. 1, 1994. Those agencies 
may adopt, recodify, amend, or repeal a rule In response to Comm'n objection without notice and 
hearing. 

Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 1.

"TO PROVIDE FOR A BINDING REFERENDUM ON 


THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NORTH CAROLINA STATE LOTTERY.” Substantially similar to S 2 
and H 15 except that this bill limits use of net lottery revenues to capital improvements and a 
"rainy day” fund. 

Introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Courts. 
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H 22. REGULATE REVERSE MORTGAGES. "TO REGULATE REVERSE MORTGAGES.” Adds Art. 
21 to GS Ch. 53. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, prohibits reverse mortgage loans issued by anyone 
except NC Housing Finance Agency, bank, savings & loan, credit union or entity approved for 
purpose by Comm’r of Banks. Sets procedures for seeking approval and informing public of 
authorization. Authorizes Comm’r to regulate loans. Exempts loans from provisions of GS Ch. 24 
(Interest) and GS Ch. 45 (Mortgages and Deeds of Trust) in conflict with act. Allows (1) parties to 
agree to any interest rate and repayment schedule; (2) borrower to pay for taxes, insurance and 
assessments on condition of default, or lender to pay and charge to mortgage; (3) payments to 
be recalculated if contract provides (sets out formula for recalculation); (4) prepayment at any 
time without penalty. Limits borrower’s liability, when full value of house mortgaged, to lesser of 
outstanding value of loan or fair market value of house, and limits lender enforcement to sale of 
property. Allows parties to contract for shared appreciation. Requires lenders (1) inform Comm'r 
of terms of prospective loans; (2) advise applicants to seek counseling; and 3)give applicants 
names and addresses of counselors listed with Comm’r; (4) give borrower name of lender’s agent 
who will respond to inquiries; (5) issue annual statement of account to borrower containing speci- 
fied information. Defines default by lender and borrower and conditions for demanding early 
repayment. Requires Div’n of Aging to certify mortgage counselors; forbids lender fraud; sets out 
penalties Comm'r may impose on lenders; permits borrowers to sue; and sets out appeals 
procedure.

H 23. FUEL TAX CHANGE. "TO MODIFY THE FUEL TAX STATUTES TO ENABLE NORTH CAROLINA 
TO ENTER THE INTERNATIONAL FUEL TAX AGREEMENT." Amends several sections of GS Ch. 105 
Art. 36A (Special Fuels Tax Act) for purpose stated in title. (1) Amends GS 105-449.22, which 
identifies a “user of special fuel” for reporting fuel consumed by a leased motor vehicle. (2) 
Amends GS 105-449.42A to specify who is "motor carrier” and responsible for road tax reports 
and road tax as between lessee and lessor when lessor is in leasing business and between 
lessee and lessor who is an independent contractor. (3) Amends GS 105-449.37(a) to delete ex- 
emption for vehicles operated by nonprofit organizations. (4) Amends GS 105-449.39 to allow the 
Sec’y of Revenue to refund a motor carrier for excess motor fuel excise taxes paid without first 
auditing the carrier’s records or requiring carrier to furnish a bond or establish a one-year history 
of compliance with the motor fuel tax laws. (5) Amends GS 105-449.40 to permit the Sec’y of 
Ravenue to ~~". a motor carrier to furnish a bond in specified circumstances and raises the 
maximum bond to four times the carrier’s average tax liability or refund. (6) Changes the proce- 
dure in GS .05-449.47 for registering a motor carrier and its fleet for purposes of the road tax. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 24. REVENUE DEPARTMENT REPORTS. "TO CONSOLIDATE THE LAWS CONCERNING 
REPORTS BY THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE.” Rewrites GS 105-256 to require Sec’y of 
Revenue to issue (1) every two years a Statistical tax report including amounts collected, classifi- 
cations of taxpayers, and geographic distribution of taxes; (2) every two years a list of tax reve- 
nue reductions established by chapter and, if convenient, amount by which each reduces 
revenue; (3) reports required by law; (4) other reports Sec’y thinks needed. Requires state and 
local gov't to furnish Sec'y information needed for reports. Sets out distribution list and allows 
Sec'y to charge some requesters for documents. Repeals Sec’y’s statutory reporting require- 
ments set out in Art. 37, GS Ch. 105 (tax research); GS 119-24 (oil and gas inspections); and 
147-88 (recommending revisions of tax laws).

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H 25. EMC COMMUNITY SERVICE PROGRAM. "TO REQUIRE THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO ESTABLISH A COMMUNITY SERVICE PROGRAM; AND TO 
REQUIRE THAT COMMUNITY SERVICE MUST BE PERFORMED IN EXCHANGE FOR REMITTED 
FINES." Amends GS 143B-282.1 as title indicates. Service program will emphasize environmental 
projects. Commission is to establish program features, including reporting requirements, a for- 
mula for commuting service hours to dollars, a method for approving programs, and verification. 
Violator must agree to perform community service for remission of fine. If community service is 
not performed within specified time, a civil action to recover remitted penalty may be instituted.

S 15. LOCAL HEALTH BOARD RULES (= H 18). "TO CLARIFY LANGUAGE TO AUTHORIZE 
LOCAL BOARDS OF HEALTH TO ADOPT RULES MORE STRINGENT THAN THE COMMISSION FOR 
HEALTH SERVICES OR THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION WHEN DEEMED

S 23. NO BLUE LIGHTS ALLOWED. "7O PROHIBIT THE USE OF BLUE LIGHTS BY ANYONE 
OTHER THAN LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL." Amends GS 20-130.3(c) to prohibit installation, 
activation, or operation, as well as possession, of a blue light in or on any vehicle (now, unlawful 
only “to possess”). 

introduced by Forrester. Referred to Veterans Affairs. 


S 24. NO DRIVER LICENSE FOR DELINQUENT. "7O DENY ELIGIBILITY FOR OR REVOKE THE 
DRIVERS LICENSE OF A DELINQUENT MINOR FOR ONE YEAR FOR ALCOHOL, DRUG, OR 
FIREARM VIOLATIONS." Amends GS 20-9 to deny a driver license to any person under 17 con- 
victed of an alcohol, drug, or firearm violation, or adjudicated delinquent for such offenses. Adds 
new GS 20-17.5 to revoke for one year the license of any provisional licensee over 16 convicted 
of the same offenses. Provides for report of conviction or adjudication of delinquency of any juve- 
nile under 18 to the Div’n of Motor Vehicles. Excludes Div’n of Motor Vehicle records created 
pursuant to this act from public inspection. Effective March 1, 1992. 

introduced by Raynor. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 25. LOCALS INSPECT ABC PREMISES. "TO AUTHORIZE INSPECTIONS OF ABC LICENSED 
PREMISES BY LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." Amends GS 18B-502(a) to allow officers 
of local law enforcement agencies that have not contracted to provide ABC enforcement to in- 
vestigate premises of ABC licensees during their operating hours, limited to view of premises. 
Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Alcohol Control. 


S 26. MODIFY FIRE RELIEF FUNDS. "7O MODIFY THE STATUTES GOVERNING FIRE RELIEF 
FUNDS." Adds new GS 58-85-5 creating State Fire Service Relief Fund Board (Board) to manage 
State Fire Service Relief Fund (Fund) and oversee management and uses of local relief funds 
receiving proceeds of fire and lightning insurance premium tax imposed by GS 58-84-10. 
Specifies membership and functions of the Board and requires that it meet at least quarterly and 
report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and to Fiscal Research

Div'n. Provides for "Firemen’s Relief Fund” funds in possession of Treasurer of NC State 
Firemen’s Ass'n to be transferred to new Board for "State Fire Service Relief Fund” on July 1, 
1992. 

Amends GS 58-84-25 to annually appropriate premium tax funds collected pursuant to GS 
58-84-10 to be distributed according to the section, and to require Comm'r of Insurance to report 
such receipts and disbursements as part of annual budget request and report to General 
Assembly. Amends GS 58-84-30 to specify that section does not prohibit consolidation of local 
relief funds and to require that Board issue rules regulating such consolidations. Rewrites GS 
58-84-35 to make control of board of trustees of local fire rellef funds subject to review by Board 
and limit disbursement of funds to purposes authorized by rules issued by that Board. Rewrites 
accounting and filing requirements in GS 58-84-40. Amends GS 58-84-45 to provide that if certifi- 
cate required to be filed by municipal clerk is not filed with Comm’r by Oct. 31, premium tax 
funds due to departments listed in certificate are forfeited to Fund unless clerk and affected fire 
departments file appeal with Board. Amends GS 58-84-50 to (1) require Comm’r to pay Ass’n 
amount sufficient to pay Ass’n dues for every member of a fire dep’t from proceeds of premium 
tax, (2) give Ass’n supervisory authority over annual financiual statements filed by local relief fund 
boards, and (3) require Ass’n to furnish managerial support to local fire relief fund boards. 
Rewrites GS 58-85-1 to provide for money in Fund to be paid out as determined by Board. 58-85- 
10 to require treasurer of Ass’n to make annual report to State Treasurer of expenditures of 
funds derived from premium tax. Amends GS 58-85-15 to provide that firemen meeting specified 
requirements shall become members of Ass’n (Formerly, fire companies could become members.) 
Repeals GS 58-85-30 (payment of funds to Volunteer Firemen’s Association by treasurer of 
Ass’n). Provision for creation of new Board effective Jan. 1, 1992; other substantive provisions 
effective July 1, 1992.

S 27. FIREMEN DISABILITY PAYMENTS. "7O PERMIT INJURED FIREMEN TO RECEIVE 
DISABILITY PAYMENTS UNDER THE NORTH CAROLINA LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM AFTER ONE YEAR'S SERVICE.” Amends GS 128-27(c) to provide that fire- 
men or rescue squad workers with one or more years of service who are injured in the line of 
duty are eligible for disability retirement. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 28. ADDITIONAL FIRE PENSION CONTRIBUTIONS. "TO PERMIT VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS 
TO THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND." 
Amends GS 58-86-35 to permit eligible rescue squad workers to apply for membership in cited 
fund and to permit firemen and rescue squad workers to make additional contributions to fund in 
amounts to be set by fund’s board of trustees and to receive additional benefits as set by board. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 29. SCHOOL COUNSELOR SERVICES. ”"7TO REQUIRE SCHOOL PRINCIPALS TO LIMIT THE 
AMOUNT OF TIME A SCHOOL COUNSELOR IS ASSIGNED TO NONCOUNSELING DUTIES." Adds GS 
115C-288(g) to require principals to ensure that school counselors reserve at least 95% of their 
time for direct services to students and for guidance-related administrative services. Applies be- 
ginning with the 1991-92 school year. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Education. 


S 30. CONTRACTOR BOARD AUTHORITY. "7O CLARIFY THE DISCIPLINARY AUTHORITY OF THE 
GENERAL CONTRACTORS LICENSING BOARD, AND TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO PREFERS 
CHARGES AGAINST A LICENSEE IS AN AGGRIEVED PARTY UNDER CHAPTER 150B.” Amends GS 

87-11(a) to provide General Contractors Licensing Board power to revoke and suspend (now, only 
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revoke) a general contractor's certificate of license. Also gives Bd. power to use other disciplinary 
measures, including reprimand and probationary terms, in any combination against a licensee 
who has committed (present language Is “Is found gullty of”) violations described in present stat- 
ute. Bd. may suspend, or condition, sanction upon ficensee correction of any work deficiencies 
leading to the disciplinary action. Injured party who prefers charges against a general contractor 
under this section is a "person aggrieved” for GS Ch. 150B purposes. 

Amends GS 143-151.17(c) to provide that a person making a certified complaint under that 
section is also a "person aggrieved” for GS Ch. 150B purposes. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 31. CAMPGROUND MEMBERSHIPS. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 66 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES 
REGULATING PREPAID ENTERTAINMENT CONTRACTS TO INCLUDE SALES OF CAMPGROUND 
MEMBERSHIPS." Amends GS 66-118 to include paid-for memberships providing right to use 
campgrounds for more than 30 days as entertainment contracts regulated by GS Ch. 66. Amends 
GS 66-120 to treat campground membership sellers differently than other entertainment contract 
sellers in event of buyer or services provider relocation. Seller of camping memberships does not 
have to refund buyer if buyer relocation does not preclude buyer’s “reasonable” use of camp- 
ground (now any seller of prepaid entertainment contract must refund buyer if buyer moves more 
than eight miles and more than 30 miles from seller’s facility or a substantially similar facility). 
Also adds language presuming that a entire relocation of a campground to another tract of land 
materially impairs ability to provide services, entitling buyer to a refund of a portion of payment 
(now entertainment contract seller must move more than eight miles to trigger refund). 

Amends GS 66-119, GS 66-120, and GS 66-124 to require that all parties selling entertain- 
ment contracts purchase a surety bond, or establish an escrow account, equivalent to outstand- 
ing liabilities to buyers or $10,000, whichever is greater, up to a maximum of $1 million per 
facility. Entertainment contracts must include clause notifying buyer of bond or escrow account. 
Entertainment contract sellers who can provide services on day of sale must purchase a Surety 
bond (now, statute requires only seller who cannot provide services on day of sale to purchase 
surety bond or open escrow account). Deletes GS 66-124 language permitting buyer to waive 
extension of righi to cancel a contract for services unavailable on date of sale. 

Amends GS Ch. 66, Art. 21 to require any person or business bonded under the chapter to 
keep records of bond and premium payments, as well as records of buyers’ addresses and pay- 
ments, open io inspection by the Attorney General. Upon closing, such businesses must provide 
Attorney General lists of buyers, copies of their contracts, and a record of all payments received. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 32. BUILDING INSPECTOR DUTIES. "TO AMEND CHAPTERS 160A AND 153A OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE DUTIES OF LOCAL BUILDING INSPECTORS." Rewrites GS 160A-425 
and 153A-365 to require that both owner and occupant of building be notified of defects following 
inspection (now, either) and that when defect is in construction inspector also try to notify builder. 
Provides owner and builder share responsibility for correcting construction defect but builder 
bears "primary responsibility.” Applies to inspections made on or after ratification date. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Local Government. 


S 33. CAR DAMAGE DISCLOSURE. "TO EQUALIZE THE DAMAGE DISCLOSURE REQUIREMENTS 
FOR AUTO MANUFACTURERS AND NEW CAR DEALERS." Amends GS 20-305.1 to reduce to 3% 
of manufacturer’s suggested retail price (now, 5%) the amount of damage that triggers damage 
disclosure duty. Applies to new automobiles sold on or after ratification date. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Judiciary 2. 
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S 34. MOBILE HOME FINANCE CHARGES. "7O ABOLISH THE USE OF THE RULE OF 78s AS IT 
PERTAINS TO INSTALLMENT LOANS SECURED BY MOBILE HOMES." Adds GS 25A-32.1 to provide 
that consumer credit installment sale contract secured by residential manufactured home may be 
paid in full at any time before maturity, in which case borrower must be credited with all un- 
earned finance charges. Makes same provision when lien foreclosed and/or collateral 
repossessed.

H 32. ELECTION DAY TRANSFER SIMPLIFIED. "TO REENACT AN ACT WHICH EXPIRED JANUARY 
1, 1991, WHICH SIMPLIFIED THE REQUIREMENTS FOR ELECTION DAY VOTER TRANSFERS." Re- 
enacts and makes permanent the changes to GS 163-72.3 that were contained in Ch. 427, SL 
1989. That act (1) allowed precinct assistants to Issue notices of election day transfer; (2) deleted 
provisions for placing transfer ballots in envelopes and assigning them numbers; (3) provided that 
transfer ballots cast at the polling place at which the person would have voted if a change of 
address report had been filed before the end of registration, were to be counted in the same 
manner as those of other voters; and (4) authorized the board of elections, with 60 days’ notice 
to the state board of elections, to provide that each polling place be an additional location for 
casting transfer ballots, and that transfer voters, after receiving a transfer certificate, vote at the 
polling place where they would have been assigned if they had filed a change of address report 
before registration closed. Applicable to primaries and elections held 30 days after act is pre- 
cleared under federal Voting Rights Act of 1965. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Rules. 


H 33. CREDIT REPAIR ACT. "TO REGULATE THE BUSINESS OF PROVIDING CREDIT REPAIR 
SERVICES." Amends GS Ch. 66 by adding a new Art. 30 to regulate businesses that offer to: 
improve, correct, or repair a consumer's credit rating; obtain charge card or installment credit; or 
provide advice regarding any such action. Certain organizations, such as banks, credit unions, 
savings institutions, nonprofit organizations, licensed real estate brokers, and licensed consumer 
reporting agencies, are exempt from this act’s coverage. 

Credit repair businesses shall not charge or receive payment or valuable consideration 
before full performance of the services agreed upon or for referring a consumer to a credit gran- 
tor who will extend credit under substantially the same terms as they will to the general public. 
Such businesses may not represent that they can arrange removal of derogatory credit informa- 
tion from a consumer's credit report, unless the business is informed that there is negative or 
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disputed information to be removed. They may not advise a consumer to make untrue or mislead- 
ing statements to a consumer reporting agency, someone who has extended the consumer credit, 
or someone to whom a consumer has applied for credit. A credit repair business shall not make 
or use any untrue or misleading statements in the offer or sale of their services, or engage in any 
practice which would operate as fraud on potential purchasers. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1991 every credit repair business contract with a consumer must be in 
writing: Contracts with consumers must also notify consumers of their option to cancel the con- 
tract at any time within three days after the date of the transaction and must include a “Notice of 
Cancellation” form for the consumer’s use. 

Violations of act allow a consumer to void a contract. Consumer waivers are unenforceable. 
Businesses claiming exemption from this act bear the burden of proving an exemption. These 
remedies are in addition to those provided by law or equity. Violations constitute unfair trade 
practice under GS 75-1.1.

S 35. BAD CHECKS/NO CHECKING ACCOUNT. "7O PROHIBIT FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS FROM 
OPENING CHECKING ACCOUNTS FOR PERSONS WITH THREE OR MORE WORTHLESS CHECK 
CONVICTIONS." Rewrites GS 53-65 (banks), 54-109.55 (credit unions), and 54B-127 (savings and 
loans) to forbid opening withdrawable account (checking or negotiated order) for applicant who 
fails to state in writing that he has not been convicted of three or more bad check charges on 
different dates within past seven years, with at least one conviction on or after October 1, 1991. 
Effective October 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Banks. 


S 36. BAD CHECK TAX FOR SCHOOLS. "7TO PROVIDE MAXIMUM FEES THAT MAY BE CHARGED 
BY FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS AND MERCHANTS FOR RETURNED CHECKS, TO LEVY A TAX ON THE 
PROCESSING OF RETURNED CHECKS, AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX 
SHALL BE USED FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDING CAPITAL COSTS." Rewrites GS 53-65, 54- 
109.55, and 54B-147 to limit to $5 the processing fee that a bank, credit union, or savings and 
loan association, respectively, may charge and collect for each check or negotiable order of with- 
drawal draft drawn with respect to an account with insufficient funds. Amends GS 25-3-512 to 
reduce from $15 to $10 the maximum processing fee that may be charged and collected for bad 
checks. Adds new Art. 5B ("Returned Check Tax”) to GS Ch. 105. New GS 105-187.21 levies 
privilege tax on every financial institution engaged in business of receiving deposits of funds sub- 
ject to withdrawals or to be paid on checks of the depositor. Sets the tax rate at $10 for each 
check drawn on the institution with respect to an account with insufficient funds. New GS 105- 
187.22 requires institutions subject to the levy to collect the tax as part of the charge for proc- 
essing the returned check and specifies that tax is to be passed on to depositor, not borne by 
the institution. New GS 105-187.23 sets out procedures for tax payments and returns. New GS 
105-187.24 provides for net proceeds of the tax to be distributed quarterly to counties on a per 
capita basis and used by counties only for public school capital outlay purposes or to retire in- 
debtedness incurred by the county for such purposes. Effective October 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Banks. 


S 37. INFRASTRUCTURE BOND BILL. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF TWO HUNDRED 
SEVENTY-FIVE MILLION DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO 
A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER 
AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR GENERAL STATE PURPOSES.” Subject to voter approval at a referendum 
to be held on Nov. 5, 1991, authorizes the State Treasurer to issue general obligation bonds of 
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the State of North Carolina in the amounts and for the purposes indicated (each category to be 
submitted as a separate ballot proposition): 

Clean Water Bonds. Authorizes $150 million in bonds for deposit in Clean Water Revolving 
Loan & Grant Fund to make revolving loans and grants to eligible local governments. Allocates 
65% of proceeds to wastewater projects, 35% to water supply projects. If bonds approved, 
amends various portions of GS Ch. 159G to (1) set maximum interest rate on loans at 7%, (2) 
increase loan maximum to $5 million, (3) increase grant maximum to $750,000, and (4) add fi- 
nancing assistance as purpose for which loans and grants may be made. 

State Park Bonds. $45 million for capital facilities in state parks and recreation areas. 
Provides that particular projects to be financed shall be determined by Sec’y of EHNR. 

Area Mental Health Facilities Bonds. $25 million for making grants to counties or area 
authorities for capital improvements at mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance 
abuse treatment centers. Provides that grants shall be made by Sec’y of Human Resources on 
recommendation of Medical Care Comm’n 

Community College Bonds. $25 million for making loans to community colleges for cost of 
instructional equipment. Provides that loan fund shall be administered by State Board of 
Community Colleges 

Solid Waste Management Bonds. $25 million for deposit in Solid Waste Management Loan 
Fund for use as loans for financing capital costs of local and regional solid waste management 
programs, in accordance with GS Ch. 159]. 

Zoo Bonds. $5 million for North American Phase exhibits at State Zoo. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Finance. 


S 38. NO "STACKING” OF UIM INSURANCE. "7O PROHIBIT "STACKING" OF UNDERINSURED 
MOTORIST COVERAGES.” Amends GS 20-279.21 to provide that the limit of UIM coverage appli- 
cable to any claim is determined by using the total limit of an owner’s policies on the particular 
vehicle Involved In the accident giving rise to the claim (now owner's policies determining the limit 
are not confined io those covering the vehicle Involved in the accident). Requires Comm’r of 
Insurance to hold hearings, pursuant to GS 58-2-50, within 90 days of act’s effective date, to 
determine size of reductions in motor vehicle liability insurance premiums resulting from changes 
embodied in this act. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 39. NO POINTS FOR FIRST ACCIDENT. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO SAFE DRIVER INCENTIVE PLAN 
POINTS SHALL BE ASSESSED FOR THE FIRST ACCIDENT WITHIN THREE YEARS IF THERE IS 
PROPERTY DAMAGE ONLY AND NO MOVING VIOLATION INVOLVED." Adds (a1) to GS 58-36-75 to 
prevent auto liability insurance surcharge or points assessed against driver covered for five years 
who has had one accident within preceding three years involving only property damage (no 
moving violation). Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Insurance. 


S 40. SIMPLIFY SPECIAL PLATE STATUTES. "TO CONSOLIDATE AND SIMPLIFY THE SPECIAL 
LICENSE PLATE LAWS." Amends GS Ch. 20 by repealing GS 20-80 through GS 20-81.2 and GS 
20-81.4 through GS 20-81.11. Adds new sections to Art. 3, Pt. 5 of the chapter to consolidate the 
repealed statute into a single statute. The only special plate not included in the consolidation Is 
the plate issuable to consulars and diplomats, which the U.S. gov’t requested discontinuance of 
in 1985. Changes the phrase "Antique Auto” to “Antique” so that plate is applicable to trucks 
and motorcycles which qualify as antiques. Changes the phrase "U.S. Judge” to "U.S.J.” for 
security purposes. Shortens the phrase "U.S. Coast Guard Auxiliary” to "Coast Guard Auxiliary” 
to afford easier placement on a plate. 
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Simplifies the special registration plate statutes by establishing a uniform fee schedule as 
follows: Congressional Medal of Honor, Prisoner of War, and 100% Disabled Veteran plates are 
all free; Active National Guard plates cost the standard registration fee only; personalized plates 
are registration plus $20; all other special plates are registration plus $10. 

Establishes one revenue account, the Special Registration Plate Fund (now there are two 
funds, with several different accounts). After special plates costs, including administrative costs, 
are deducted from the Fund, one-half of the proceeds shall be transferred quarterly to the 
Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund (now that organization receives $10 of the $20 addi- 
tional fee collected for personalized plates). No administrative costs associated with collecting 
and accounting the revenue to the Natural Heritage Trust Fund are deducted from this amount. 

Of the remaining one-half of the Fund, the Sec’y of Transportation may reserve up to 
$100,000 for traffic control at major events, as defined by GS 136-44.2. Funds allocated for traf- 
fic control neither used or obligated at year’s end will remain in the Fund and will be distributed 
among the three agencies as outlined below. The quarterly allocation of remaining Fund revenues 
is to the Dep't of Economic and Community Development, the Dep't of Transp., and the Dep't of 
Human Resources in proportions now outlined in GS 20-81.3. 

Moves requirements concerning the publication Access North Carolina from the motor ve- 
hicle statutes to the handicapped persons statutes. Makes technical and conforming changes to 
the motor vehicle statutes. 

Effective July 1, 1991.

S 41. SAVINGS AND LOAN TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE 
SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS LAW." Amends GS Ch. 54B as title indicates. Allows classification of di- 
rectors and their terms to be set out In certificate of Incorporation (now as set out In GS 55-8-06); 
permits majority of directors to dissolve association when "substantially all” assets have been 
sold for purposes of terminating business. Allows Administrator or staff member of Savings 
Institutions Division to obtain loan secured by own account in association and to continue debt 
acquired by a state savings bank through the secondary market. Deletes requirement of stock- 
holders’ weighted voting for directors and adds requirement that associations have at least five 
directors. Amends GS 54B-131 to provide that (1) association exercising right of setoff against 
member's account may freeze the account during the 30-day grace period allowed to the 
member; (2) member’s interest in joint account is subject to setoff provisions, and (3) association 
not liable for good faith error in exercising setoff powers. Authorizes minors to have interests in 
joint accounts. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 42. BANKING TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE CERTAIN TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO 
THE BANKING LAWS." Amends GS 53-20(h) to provide that when the Comm’r of Banks appoints 
an agent under federal law to oversee liquidation of a bank, the Comm’r is relieved of further 
responsibility and liability in that regard. Amends GS 53-47 ("Limitations on investment in stocks”) 
to provide that the section does not prevent banks from subscribing to or purchasing capital stock 
of the Federal Home Loan Bank. Repeals GS 53-59 (dealing with payment of deposits in trust for 
a minor aged 15 or older). Amends GS 53-87 to require that in ascertaining undivided profits from 
which dividends may be made, one of the deductions from actual profits must be all overdrafts 
over $1,000 which have been on the books for 60 days or longer. Adds new GS 53-91.1 requiring 
that banks write off any asset or portion of asset that is classified as uncollectible unless it is 
secured by collateral acceptable to the Comm’r. Adds new GS 53-107.1 giving the Comm'r the 
power to order any bank, or any bank officer, or employee to cease and desist from (1) violating 
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any provision of GS Ch. 53 or any lawful regulation issued thereunder or (2) any course of con- 
duct that is unsafe or unsound and likely to cause insolvency or dissipation of assets or to jeop- 
ardize or seriously prejudice the Interests of a depositor. Requires that notice and hearing 
provisions of the APA apply, except that when extraordinary circumstances require immediate 
action, the Comm’r may take immediate action and promptly afford a subsequent hearing. Gives 
Comm’r power to impose civil money penalty of up to $1,000 for each violation of an order issued 
under the section, and to impose a penalty of up to $500 per day for each day that a person or 
entity violates a cease and desist order issued under the section. New GS 53-107.2 provides that 
administrative orders and penalties issued by the Comm’r under the preceding section are sub- 
ject to review by the Banking Comm'n. Authorizes Comm'n, after notice and hearing, to impose, 
a penalty of up to $10,000 against a person or entity for violating any lawful orders of the 
Comm'n or the Comm’r. Amends GS 53-110 to provide that (1) a bank may keep its records by 
any means "capable of conversion into written form within a reasonable time” and (2) computer 
data, which Is capable of conversion into written form within a reasonable time, is deemed to be 
an original record for all purposes. Effective October 1, 1991. 

introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 43. AUTOMATIC COMMITMENT, INSANITY. "TO PROVIDE FOR AUTOMATIC COMMITMENT OF 
PERSONS FOUND NOT GUILTY BY REASON OF INSANITY OF VIOLENT CRIMES AND SHIFTING 
BURDEN OF PROOF." Amends GS Ch. 15A, Art. 80, by adding GS 15A-1321.1, which provides 
automatic commitment for not less than 50, but not more than 90, days for any defendant found 
not guilty by reason of insanity for violent crime charges, as now defined (now, no minimum com- 
mitment time limit). Automatic commitment is in lieu of an initial hearing for involuntary commit- 
ment. 

Amends GS 122C-276 (inpatient commitment; rehearings) and GS 122C-277 (judicial review 
of release) to require 50 days to pass since an individual’s original commitment before there may 
be either a rehearing on whether the patient should be recommitted beyond Initial commitment or 
a judicial discharge or conditional release. Provides that In hearings under either statute, the 
respondent bears the burden of proving by a preponderance of the evidence that he Is no longer 
mentally ill, that he is no longer dangerous to himself or others, and that, therefore, he is entitled 
to release. Dangerous to others means that within the relevant past, the respondent has inflicted, 
attempted to inflict, or threatened to inflict serious bodily harm on another, or has acted so as to 
Cieaié @ SULsiafiwai risk Of bodily harm to another, or has engaged in extreme destruction of 
property, and that there is a reasonable probability that such conduct will reoccur. Previous epi- 
sodes of dangerousness to others must be considered when determining reasonable probability of 
future dangerous conduct. Clear and convincing evidence that respondent has committed a homi- 
cide in the relevant past is prima facie evidence of dangerousness to others. 

Effective October 1, 1991.

H 34. DEBT COLLECTION PENALTY UP. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF 
THE DEBT COLLECTION PRACTICES ACT." Rewrites GS 75-56 (creditors collecting debts them- 
selves) to set minimum penalty of $100 and allow imposition of fine for each violation. Amends 
GS 58-70-130 (debt collection agencies) to allow fine for each violation. 

introduced by Hasty. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 35. ATTORNEY FEES, NEW HOMES. "7O REQUIRE THE COURT TO AWARD REASONABLE 
ATTORNEYS’ FEES TO PREVAILING PLAINTIFFS IN CLAIMS INVOLVING HOME CONSTRUCTION." 
Amends GS Ch. 6 by adding a new GS 6-21.6. Provides that when a homeowner or homeowners 
association "substantially prevails” in a court action against a licensed or unlicensed general con- 
tractor for claims of fraud, unfair or deceptive commercial practice, negligence, breach of con- 
tract, or breach of warranty arising out of the construction or alteration of one or more residential 
dwellings in this state, the court shall award reasonable attorneys’ fees to the homeowner or 
homeowners’ association. A court does not have to award the fees if it determines as a matter of 
fact that specific time expended was not reasonably necessary to prevail in the claim.

H 36. CONSTRUCTION AUDIT FOLLOW-UP. "TO REQUIRE THE GENERAL CONTRACTORS 
LICENSING BOARD AND THE CODE OFFICIALS QUALIFICATION BOARD TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE STATE AUDITOR AND TO REPORT IMPLEMENTATION STATUS TO 
THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON GOVERNMENTAL OPERATIONS." As title indicates. 
Each to report no later than October 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to State Government. 


H 37. HOMEOWNERS RECOVERY FUND. "TO ESTABLISH A HOMEOWNERS RECOVERY FUND 
UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF THE GENERAL CONTRACTORS LICENSING BOARD.” Adds 
new Art. 1A to GS Ch. 87 requiring General Contractors’ Licensing board to charge all licensees 
up to $50 a vear. whenever needed to maintain $150,000 fund for reimbursing homeowners 
harmed by contractors. Sets fund administration requirements, authorizes board to administer 
fund and expend money for reimbursements, insurance, and expenses, and to invest funds, re- 
porting annually to state treasurer. Sets eligibility requirements for reimbursement including ex- 
haustion of civil remedies against contractor and possession of unsatisfied judgment. Establishes 
board discretion over reimbursements; prohibits use of board funds to pay homeowner'’s attor- 
neys’ fees; subrogates board to claimant against contractor. 

introduced by Hasty. Referred to State Government. 


H 38. CONTRACTORS REVIEW COMMITTEE. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
RESIDENTIAL CONTRACTORS REVIEW COMMITTEE." Amends GS Ch. 87 by adding new Art. 1A. 
Establishes within the General Contractors Licensing Board the Residential Contractor Review 
Committee responsible for investigating, reviewing, and, as necessary, referring all complaints re- 
ceived by the Board regarding residential construction. On-site investigation must involve at least 
one member who is a general contractor. Committee must establish procedures for timely 
response to complainants as well as procedures for sharing information with other boards and 
committees who regulate the residential construction industry. 

Committee is composed of seven members: two appointed by the Speaker, two appointed by the 
Lt. Governor, two appointed by the Governor, and one being the Board member who is a residen- 
tial contractor and has an unlimited general contractor’s license. Establishes initial staggered 
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terms followed by three year terms coterminous, where applicable, with Board membership. 
Describes Committee member compensation and reimbursement payable by the Board. Provides 
for Committee selection of officers and at least three meetings each year. 

Increases from seven to nine the membership of the State Licensing Board for General 
Contractors. Requires that one member be a registered engineer practicing structural engi- 
neering. Increases from two to three the number of Governor-appointed public members and re- 
quires that one of these public members serve on the Residential Contractors Review Committee. 
Increases from one to two the number of residential contractors who are members and requires 
that one of them hold an unlimited general contractor’s license. 

Amends GS 87-11 to require that the Board refer to the Committee charges pertaining to residen- 
tial construction. Increases the number of Board votes required to reissue a revoked license from 
three to five.

H 39. BURLINGTON/ALAMANCE SCHOOL LINES. "TO CLARIFY AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE 
BOUNDARY BETWEEN THE ALAMANCE COUNTY AND BURLINGTON CITY SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS.” Amends Ch. 166, SL 1985, to provide that vote in annexed area to 
determine whether area shall be included in city or county school system shall not be held unless 
five or more registered voters reside in area. During 42-month period following annexation, peti- 
tion from a registered voter in area may request election by stating there are now five voters. 
Election must be held within three months of notice to board that there are five voters. Applicable 
to annexations on or after September 1, 1988.

H 40. ELECTION DAY TRANSFER SUNSET OFF. "TO REMOVE THE SUNSET FROM AN ACT 
SIMPLIFYING ELECTION-DAY TRANSFERS." Amends sec. 2, ch. 427, 1989 SL, to delete Jan. 1, 
1991, sunset of GS 163-72.3. Effective Jan. 1, 1991. [See digest of H 32 for summary of GS 
163-72.3] 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Judiciary |. 


H 41. CONTRACTOR LICENSE LIMITS. "7O DECREASE THE PROJECT COST MINIMUM FOR 
APPLICABILITY OF CONTRACTORS LICENSURE REQUIREMENTS AND TO CLARIFY EXEMPTION 
PROVISIONS.” Amends GS 87-1 to (1) reduce project cost limit that triggers requirement for a 
general contractors license from $45,000 to $25,000; (2) require that person who constructs or 
alters (new) a building on land occupied by that person must verify when applying for a permit 
that it is his or her intent to occupy the building after completion in order to be exempt from 
license requirement; (3) require that if a person exempt under (2) does not occupy the building 
within at least 12 months after completion it will be presumed that the person did not intend to 
occupy the building, which presumption implies fraud when applying for the permit; and (4) ex- 
empts from licensure requirements farmers who construct buildings on their farm land for their 
own use if the construction costs less than $45,000. Amends GS 87-14, which imposes require- 
ment on building departments to secure proof from a person applying for a building permit that 
the person is licensed as a general contractor or is exempt from licensure, to incorporate the 
project cost reduction of GS 87-1 from $45,000 to $25,000. Applies to bids made, projects under- 
taken, or permits applied for on or after ratification.

H 42. STATE FACILITY ASSESSMENT FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE STATE 


CONSTRUCTION OFFICE FOR ADDITIONAL STAFF TO EXPAND THE FACILITY CONDITION 
ASSESSMENT PROGRAM." Appropriates $300,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from 
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General Fund to Dep’t of Administration as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Holmes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 43. REPAIR BUDGET ITEM. "TO REQUIRE A REPAIR AND RENOVATION BUDGET ITEM." Adds 
GS 143-10.3 to require state agencies to budget for repairs and renovations by reserving amount 
(determined by General Assembly annually) per square foot of occupied building space. Reserve 
fund to be allocated according to priorities of Facility Condition Assessment Program of Office of 
State Construction. Effective July 1, 1997. 

Introduced by Holmes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 44. SPEAKER TERMS LIMIT. "7O LIMIT THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OR REPRESENTATIVES 
TO SERVICE IN TWO CONSECUTIVE GENERAL ASSEMBLIES.” Subject to voter approval at 
November, 1992, general election, amends N.C. Constitution, Art. Il, Sec. 15 to provide no 
person may serve as speaker of the house in 3 consecutive General Assemblies. Service as 
speaker during any part of the term of a General Assembly is service in that General Assembly 
for purposes of the amendment. Effective Dec. 31, 1992, so that a person who served as speaker 
in the 1991 General Assembly and again in 1993 may not serve as speaker in 1995. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Courts, Justice, Constitutional. 


H 45. REPEAL GUBERNATORIAL SUCCESSION. "TO LIMIT THE GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT 
GOVERNOR TO ONE CONSECUTIVE FOUR YEAR TERM EACH.” Subject to voter approval at the 
November, 1992, general election, and effective for 1992 elections, amends NC Constitution Art. 
lll, Sec. 2(2) to provide that no person elected to office of governor or lieutenant governor is 
eligible for election to next succeeding term in the same office, except that person elected lieu- 
tenant governor in 1988 is eligible for re-election to that office in 1992. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Courts, Justice, Constitutional. 


H 46. SPECIAL FUELS LICENSE EXEMPTION. "TO PROVIDE THAT USERS OF MOTOR VEHICLES 
WEIGHING TEN THOUSAND POUNDS OR LESS ARE NOT REQUIRED TO OBTAIN A SPECIAL FUELS 
TAX LICENSE.” Amends GS 105-449.9 to increase the class of vehicles exempt from obtaining 
special fuels tax licenses from 6,000 pounds or less to 10,000 pounds or less. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Finance. 


H 47. SCHOOL DISCIPLINE BY PARENT. "SUPPORTING THE EFFORTS OF TEACHERS TO 
CONTROL THEIR CLASSES AND REQUIRING PARENTS TO ASSIST IN DISCIPLINING THEIR 
CHILDREN AT SCHOOL." Amends GS 115C-391 to add new subsection (a1) providing that if a 
teacher or principal finds that a child is a behavior problem the principal may ask the child’s 
parent or guardian to come to the school and discipline the child as the parent deems appro- 
priate. If the parent or guardian refuses or fails to do so, the principal may suspend the child.

H 48. AMBER LIGHTS FOR REACT VEHICLES (IDEN. S 47). "TO PERMIT CERTAIN RADIO 
EMERGENCY ASSOCIATED CITIZENS TEAMS (REACT) VEHICLES TO ACTIVATE AMBER LIGHTS 
WHILE OPERATING ON THE HIGHWAYS.” Amends GS 20-130.2 to allow REACT vehicles under 
contract to counties to display amber lights while responding to emergencies.

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H 49. ECU NURSE MIDWIFERY FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH A NURSE 
MIDWIFERY EDUCATION PROGRAM AT EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Appropriates $95,000 for 
each year of 1991-93 biennium from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors as title indicates. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 50. PROPERTY TAX TECHNICAL CHANGES. "7O MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE 
PROPERTY TAX STATUTES.” Amends GS 159-55(a)(4) to change the definition of the appraised 
value of property as "its true value in money as defined in GS 105-283 and revealed by the 
county tax records and certified to the issuing unit by the county tax supervisor [assessor].” 
Makes various other technical and conforming changes in GS Ch. 159. 

Introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Finance. 


H 51. REVISE PROPERTY TAX COMM’N LAW. "TO CONSOLIDATE AND REVISE STATUTES 
CONCERNING THE PROPERTY TAX COMMISSION, TO REPEAL UNNECESSARY DUTIES OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE, TO REPEAL THE REQUIREMENT THAT ALL OF THE EMPLOYEES IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TAKE AN OATH, AND TO CONFORM OATHS REQUIRED BY THE 
OFFICEHOLDERS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO THE OATH REQUIRED BY THE 
CONSTITUTION.” Amends GS 105-288 to transfer statutes pertaining to creation and duties of the 
Property Tax Comm’n from GS 143B-222 through-225 to GS 105-228 and consolidates those stat- 
utes but makes no substantive changes; repeals GS 143B-222 through-225. Amends GS 105- 
228(a) and 105-289(a) to transfer provisions concerning Dep’t of Revenue’s duties generally to 
supervise taxation of property by counties and to appraise the property of public service com- 
panies from 105-288(a) to 105-289(a), making no substantive changes. Amends GS 105-288(c) to 
add to oath taken by members of Property Tax Comm'n statement “that | will not allow my ac- 
tions as a member of the Property Tax Commission to be influenced by personal or political 
friendships or obligations.” Adds similar statement to oath taken by county assessors by amend- 
ing G.S. 105-295, to oath taken by members of boards of equalization and review by amending 
GS 105-322(c), and to oath taken by tax collectors and deputy collectors by amending GS 105- 
349(g). Deletes requirement of GS 105-288(c) that employees of Dep’t of Revenue take same 
oath as is taken by Property Tax Commission members. Amends G.S. 105-289(a) to delete 
requirement that Dep’t of Revenue make reports to each General Assembly concerning revisions 
of the property tax law.

H 52. FOREIGN CREDIT UNION ACT. "TO REGULATE FOREIGN CREDIT UNIONS." Adds Art. 14N 
to GS Ch. 54 allowing Administrator of Credit Union Div’n to approve operation here of credit 
unions incorporated in other states if reciprocity granted. Before approving Administrator must 
find credit union to be (1) organized under similar laws; (2) solvent; (3) insured through federal 
agency; (4) regulated by state of origin; and (5) needed—and not harmful—in North Carolina. To 
operate here credit union must comply with Art. 14G (terms of loans) and rules set out in Arts. 
14A through 14M; furnish reports to Administrator and submit to examinations if requested; and 
maintain agent in state for service of process. Administrator may deny or revoke approval! if credi' 
union fails to meet terms for approval, fails to comply with state laws, rules or Administrator’s 
orders, or engages in unsound practices. Effective October 1, 1991.

H 53. ASSUMPTION FEE CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING ASSUMPTION FEES IN 
CONNECTION WITH CERTAIN REAL ESTATE LOANS." Rewrites GS 24-10(d) to provide the follow- 
ing fees may be changed in connection with the assumption of a mortgage or deed of trust: (1) 
for loans secured by a first mortgage on property on which there is located one to four dwelling 
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units, if the mortgage contains a due-on-sale clause one of the following fees may be charged (a) 
that permitted by FHA or VA or (b) for other loans the greater of the fee permitted by FNMA or 
FHLMC; (2) for loans secured by a mortgage of $100,000 or more on other types of real estate 
(a) if the mortgage contains a due-on-sale clause, such fee as agreed upon by the parties, or (b) 
if the mortgage contains no due-on-sale clause, a fee not to exceed $500 unless otherwise pro- 
vided in the loan documentation.

H 54. CREDIT UNION TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE CERTAIN TECHNICAL 
AMENDMENTS TO THE STATUTES RELATING TO CREDIT UNIONS." Adds new GS 54-109.7 to pro- 
vide that a NC credit union may conduct business in other states that permit it to do business 
there, and makes technical amendments to GS 54-109.21 and 54-109.82. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Brubaker. Referred to Commerce. 


H 55. MORTGAGE BANKER/BROKER PROVISIONS. "TO AMEND REGULATIONS PERTAINING TO 
MORTGAGE BANKERS AND BROKERS." Rewrites Art. 19 of GS Ch. 53 to require registration of 
mortgage servicers (as well as bankers and brokers) and exempt from registration requirement (1) 
lenders approved and supervised by federal or any state government; (2) officers and employees 
of registrants; and (3) lenders making fewer than three loans in 12-month period. Allows Comm’r 
of Banks to accept line of credit in place of capital from applicant for registration. Forbids regis- 
tered broker (1) to charge borrower (except for credit reports and appraisals) before agreeing in 
writing to lend; (2) be paid by lender of which he is principal stockholder, partner, trustee, direc- 
tor, officer, or employee; (3) to be paid by borrower for loan in which he is lender or any of 
above; (4) receive pay from borrower in addition to that specified in writing; or (5) be paid for 
transacting loan if broker has effected sale of real estate that secures the loan and been paid (or 
will be) therefor. Requires that mortgagor in residential mortgage be informed, in accordance with 
federal Real Estote Settlement Procedures Act, when mortgage servicing transferred, and that 
registrant comply with escrow provision of that act. Amends GS 66-106 (regulation of loan bro- 
kers) to exempt from that statute brokers of residential mortgage loans who are registered under 
GS Ch. 53. Effective October 1, 1991.

CAPITAL NEEDS AT COMMUNITY-BASED REHABILITATION FACILITIES." \dentical to H 26, intro- 
duced Feb. 6. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 46. CATAWBA PROPERTY DISPOSITION. "CONCERNING DISPOSITION OF PROPERTY FOR 
LOCAL DEVELOPMENT IN CATAWBA COUNTY." Adds City of Claremont to list of municipalities 
subject to 1989 Sess. Laws Ch. 266, which allows certain local governments to take into account 
prospective tax revenues as consideration for conveyance on lease of real property for economic 
development purposes. 

Introduced by Allran. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 47. AMBER LIGHTS FOR REACT VEHICLES (= H 48). "TO PERMIT CERTAIN RADIO 
EMERGENCY ASSOCIATED CITIZENS TEAMS (REACT) VEHICLES TO ACTIVATE AMBER LIGHTS 
WHILE OPERATING ON THE HIGHWAYS." Identical to H 48, digested in House section of today’s 
bulletin. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Transportation. 


S 48. AIRPORT AUTH. SECURITY INTERESTS. "7O EXTEND TO AIRPORT AUTHORITIES THE 
AUTHORITY TO PURCHASE PROPERTY SUBJECT TO A PURCHASE MONEY SECURITY INTEREST.” 
Amends GS 160A-20 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Transportation. 


S 49. REFINE USE VALUE LIMITATIONS. "TO PROVIDE A MECHANISM TO ASSURE THAT ONLY 
LAND USED EXCLUSIVELY FOR COMMERCIAL FARMING MAY QUALIFY FOR PRESENT USE VALUE 
TAXATION.” Amends GS 105-277.2 to add definition of “commercial” for purposes of agricultural, 
horticultural, or forest land that qualifies for use value (under current law, land must be in com- 
mercial production of crops or livestock). “Commercial” production means the land is used for a 
purpose calculated to produce a profit from the sale of agricultural, horticultural, or forestry prod- 
ucts. Land purchased by the owner at a price that is more than five times but not more than 10 
times the present-use value of the land is presumed by the assessor to be purchased for a pur- 
pose other than commercial production. This presumption can be rebutted by the owner. Land 
purchased by the owner at a price that is more than 10 times its present-use value shall be 
conclusively presumed by the assessor to be purchased for a purpose other than commercial 
production. Effective for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Finance. 


S 50. SENATE PRESIDENT’S APPOINTMENTS-1. "7O APPOINT A PERSON TO FILL A VACANCY 
ON THE STATE BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE SENATE.” Appoints Sanford Walter Bailey of Wake County to State Board of 
Transportation for a term to expire June 30, 1991. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Rules. 


S 51. FUNERAL AND BURIAL TRUST ACT. "TO MODIFY THE FUNERAL AND BURIAL TRUST 
FUND ACT." Rewrites GS ch. 90, to art. 13B, transfer authority over funeral trusts from Banking 
Comm'n to Board of Mortuary Science. Expands definitions connected with “preneed” funeral 
planning and regulates "preneed licensees’” handling of trust funds deposited in financial institu- 
tions for preneed arrangements. Specifies contracts may be either standard or inflation-proof, 
revocable or irrevocable, and establishes requirements for each. Establishes fund for reimbursing 
purchasers’ financial losses due to licensees’ defaults. Board to (1) administer fund; (2) reimburse 
purchasers in its discretion (but no attorneys’ fees); (3) insure against losses; and (4) invest 
funds. Requires licensees to deposit funds within 10 (now 30) days of receipt. Increases estab- 
lishment’s license application fee from $25 to $250 and sets salesperson’s fee at $100 and fee 
for each contract at $15. Authorizes board (1) to deny, suspend or revoke licenses for criminal 
convictions or violations of statute or rules and (2) to require reports and adopt necessary rules. 
Classifies embezzlement under article as Class H felony; other violations as misdemeanor punish- 
able by $500-$1,000 fine and/or 10 day-six month imprisonment. Adds two public members to 
board. Entity licensed before effective date entitled to renewal if it meets all requirements of 
article except definition of "funeral establishment”. Effective January 1, 1992; applicable to ar- 
rangements entered into on or after that date.

H 56. INDUSTRIAL ECON. DEV. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE INDUSTRIAL 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT FUND." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Economic and 
Community Dev. $5 million for fiscal 1991-92, as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 57. RAILROAD ADVISORY COMMISSION. "TO CREATE A RAILROAD ADVISORY 
COMMISSION.” Creates Railroad Advisory Comm’n consisting of 10 members: two appointed by 
Governor; House Speaker or designee; member of House appointed by Speaker; Senate 
President Pro Tem or designee; member of Senate appointed by President Pro Tem; Sec’y of 
Transportation; State Treasurer; and two officers of N.C. Railroad Co. appointed by its board. 


Att’y General required to participate and attend meetings. Comm’n must advise Governor, Council 
of State, and General Assembly of its opinion of any proposed lease or other transaction involving 
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a substantial portion of the assets of N.C. Railroad Co. If Comm’n determines by June 30, 1993, 
that it is unable to recommend any action, it must report this to the General Assembly prior to the 
expiration of Railroad Co.’s leases on Dec. 31, 1994. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 58. PEARL HARBOR DAY. "TO DESIGNATE DECEMBER SEVENTH AS PEARL HARBOR 
REMEMBRANCE DAY." Adds GS 103-10 as title indicates. 
Introduced by Gray. Referred to State Government. 


H 59. MAKE CLOGGING STATE DANCE. "TO MAKE CLOGGING THE OFFICIAL STATE DANCE.” 
Adds GS 145-14 as title indicates. 
introduced by Holt. Referred to Rules. 


H 60. HAZARDOUS WASTE COMM. REPEALED. "TO REPEAL THE STATUTES CREATING THE 
NORTH CAROLINA HAZARDOUS WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMISSION." Amends GS Ch. 130B as 
title indicates. Deletes all statutory provisions referring to powers and responsibilities of 
Hazardous Waste Management Comm'n and makes accompanying technical and conforming 
amendments to remaining sections. Responsibilities now given to Comm’n would rest in the Dep’t 
of Environment, Health and Natural Resources. 

Amends GS Ch. 130B to delete language concerning regional efforts to solve hazardous 
waste management problems. Amends GS 130B-5 to delete language requiring Governor to deter- 
mine that a hazardous waste facility is essential and in the state’s best interests. Removes lan- 
guage requiring Governor to authorize facility establishment and approve schedule for choosing 
site as well as technology and design capacity of each facility. Amends GS 130b-11(c) to prohibit 
siting of hazardous waste treatment facility on land on which a hospital is located.

H 61. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE 
REVENUE LAWS AND RELATED STATUTES.” Makes technical and clarifying changes to revenue 
laws and related statutes. Amends GS 105-83 to make clear that privilege tax on installment 
paper dealers does not apply to corporations liable for bank privilege tax under GS 105-102.3. 
Amends GS 105-88(b) to remove installment paper dealers from exemption from privilege tax on 
loan agencies. 

introduced by Lilley. Referred to Finance. 


H 62. LEGISLATORS FOUR-YEAR TERM. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA 
TO PROVIDE FOR FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO 
MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO OTHER STATUTES." Subject to voter approval at the next 
statewide primary or general election, and effective for the 1994 elections, amends NC 
Constitution Art. Il, sec. 2 and sec. 4 as title indicates. Amends Art. Il, sec. 14(1) to provide that 
Senate President Pro Tempore’s succession to President of Senate will last until the qualification 
of a new Lieutenant Governor or the end of the Senator’s term, whichever comes first. Also pro- 
vides that a President Pro Tempore serving as President of the Senate has the same right to vote 
as every other Senator, and does not have an additional right to vote when the Senate is equally 
divided. Makes conforming changes in several other places in the Constitution and in the 
Statutes.

S 52. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ARREST. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF LAW ENFORCEMENT 
OFFICERS TO ARREST WITHOUT A WARRANT FOR CERTAIN MISDEMEANORS." Amends GS 15A- 
401(b) to allow law enforcement officer to arrest without warrant person who officer has probable 
cause to believe has committed one of the following misdemeanors out of the officer’s presence: 
(1) domestic criminal trespass under GS 14-134.3 (entry of premises of former or separated 
spouse after being forbidden to do so by lawful occupant); (2) assault under GS 14-33(b)(1) or 
-(b)(2) (assault on female, assault that inflicts serious injury, or assault with deadly weapon) where 
person is spouse or former spouse of victim or person is living or has lived with victim as if 
married. Deletes former GS 15A-401(b)(3) which allowed warrantless arrest in similar cir- 
cumstances of person believed to have communicated threat or committed domestic criminal 
trespass. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 53. REPAIR BUDGET ITEM (=H 43). "TO REQUIRE A REPAIR AND RENOVATION BUDGET 
ITEM.” \Identical to H 43, introduced February 11. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 54. STATE FACILITY ASSESSMENT FUNDS (= H42). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
STATE CONSTRUCTION OFFICE FOR ADDITIONAL STAFF TO EXPAND THE FACILITY CONDITION 
ASSESSMENT PROGRAM." Identical to H 42, introduced February 11. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 55. FORT FISHER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR SHORELINE PROTECTION AT FORT 
FISHER." Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources $3.5 million for fiscal 1991-92 to help match federal funds for purpose described by 
title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 56. GREENSBORO OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF GREENSBORO TO LEVY A 
ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Allows City of Greensboro to levy 3% 
occupancy tax on gross receipts of businesses providing lodging subject to state sales tax im- 
posed under GS 105-164.4(a)(3). Exempts religious organizations, business with fewer than five 
units, education organizations, summer camps, and nonprofit organizations. Earmarks tax pro- 
ceeds for War Memorial Coliseum debt service, Tourism Development Authority, and other 
tourism-related expenses. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Finance. 


S 57. ELDERLY PROPERTY TAX DEFERRAL. "70 PERMIT ELDERLY INDIVIDUALS TO DEFER 
PAYMENT OF PROPERTY TAX INCREASES ON THEIR RESIDENCE UNTIL THE PROPERTY IS 
TRANSFERRED." Adds GS 105-282.2 to allow NC resident aged 65 and older with disposabie 
income for preceding calendar year of $15,000 or less to defer increases in property taxes levied 
on residential real property or a mobile home occupied as taxpayer’s permanent residence. 
Amount deferred is amount by which property tax on qualified property exceeds tax due on that 
property for year preceding year in which deferral application is made, but taxes deferred may 
not exceed 85% of property’s fair market value. Deferred taxes constitute lien on the property, 
and interest accrues at rate established by Sec’y of Reven'ie under GS 105-241.1 for late pay- 
ment of state taxes. Requires payment of all deferred taxes upon owner’s death, upon transfer of 
the property to anyone other than 65-year old spouse who continues to occupy property as per- 
manent residence, or upon failure of owner to occupy property as permanent residence for three 
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successive years. Also requires payment of all additional taxes when total of all liens on the prop- 
erty, including deferred taxes and interest, exceeds 85% of fair market value. Requires owner to 
notify assessor of any liens against property at time of application and of any new liens arising 
after application. Permits application for deferral to be made at any time during calendar year. 
Requires assessor, on or before Sept. 1 each year, to give taxpayer an annual statement of 
amount of deferred taxes and accrued interest. Provides that mortgagee or trustee choosing to 
pay deferred taxes does not thereby acquire right to foreclose. Except as otherwise dictated by 
federal law, declares void any clause in mortgage or deed of trust prohibiting owner from defer- 
ring taxes on property pursuant to this act. Provides that placing property in this tax deferral 
status does not prevent collection of taxes on personal property that have become a lien against 
the property. Makes conforming amendment to GS 105-282. 1(a)(3). Effective for tax years begin- 
ning on or after July 1, 1991.

S 58. DENTISTS/GENERAL ANESTHESIA. "TO AUTHORIZE QUALIFIED DENTISTS TO ADMINISTER 
GENERAL ANESTHESIA." Amends GS 90-29(b) to provide that a person who "administers an 
anesthetic of any kind in preparation for or incident to any operation not within the oral cavity and 
who is certified by the American Dental Society of Anesthesiology” shall be deemed to be prac- 
ticing dentistry. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 59. PUBLIC HIGHER ED. ACCESS. "7TO ENSURE ACCESS TO PUBLIC HIGHER EDUCATION FOR 
NORTH CAROLINIANS WITH PROVEN ABILITY TO LEARN.” Adds new GS Ch. 116, Art. 5B, 
"Access to Public Higher Education,” to provide tuition and fees at institutions of higher educa- 
tion in North Carolina to eligible students pursuing baccalaureate degrees. Specifies minimum 
standards for eligibility, including having a parent or guardian who is a NC resident, having a 
composite SAT score of at least 900, having no criminal record, and having financial need, as 
defined in act. Allows constituent institutions to provide tuition and fees payments to some stu- 
dents who do not meet ail of the established requirements, as limited in the act. Requires for 
continuing payment that students make specified progress toward a degree, be enrolled full-time, 
rank in the upper 50% of his class in the constituent institution, and have no criminal record. 
Appropriates from General Fund to the State Education Assistance Authority $100,000 for fiscal 
1991-92 to implement this act. Effective July 1, 1991. Applies to payments made for academic 
years beginning with 1992-93. [See similar bill H 2.] 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Higher Education. 
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H 63. BURKE NAME PRIVATE ROADS (=S 63). "TO ALLOW BURKE COUNTY TO NAME PRIVATE 
ROADS." Amends GS 153A-238(b) and 153A-239.1(b) to add Burke County to list of counties 
authorized to name private as well as public roads under procedure in GS 153A-239.1. 
Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Local Government I. 


H 64. SIMPLIFY SPECIAL PLATE STATUTES (=S 40). "TO CONSOLIDATE AND SIMPLIFY THE 


SPECIAL LICENSE PLATE LAWS." Identical to S 40, introduced Feb. 7. 


Introduced by Huffman. Referred to Transportation. 
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H 65. HONORING CAMPBELL FOLK SCHOOL. "HONORING THE FOUNDERS OF THE JOHN C. 
CAMPBELL FOLK SCHOOL AND THE PENLAND SCHOOL OF CRAFTS AND DECLARING BOTH 
SCHOOLS AS NORTH CAROLINA ARTS AND CRAFTS RESOURCES." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to Rules. 


H 66. GREENSBORO OCCUPANCY TAX (= S56). "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF GREENSBORO 
TO LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Identical to S 56, introduced 
Feb. 12. 

Introduced by Bowie. Referred to Finance. 


H 67. VETO/SUCCESSION REPEAL. "TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM IN NOVEMBER 1992 TO 
AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO REQUIRING A THREE- 
VOTE TO OVERRIDE, AND IN A SEPARATE BALLOT QUESTION IN NOVEMBER 1992 TO REPEAL 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT PERMITTING THE GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 
TO SERVE TWO SUCCESSIVE TERMS." Subject to voter approval at November, 1992, general 
election, and effective Jan. 1, 1993, amends NC Constitution, Art. Il, Sec. 22 to provide veto for 
Governor. Exempts from veto provisions bills that propose amendments to NC or US 
Constitutions, bills in which General Assembly makes appointments, joint resolutions, local bills 
(generally defined as bills affecting fewer than 15 counties), and legislative redistricting bills. All 
other bills subject to veto. Three-fifths vote of membership of each house voting separately re- 
quired to override. Requires recorded votes on all override votes. Requires Governor to return 
vetoed bills within 10 days after presentation to him unless General Assembly has adjourned sine 
die or for more than 30 days. Requires Governor to reconvene General Assembly to consider bills 
vetoed after adjournment. 

Also amends NC Constitution, Art. Ill, Sec. 2(2) to prohibit Governor or Lt. Governor from 
serving two successive terms, but makes person elected Lt. Governor in 1988 eligibie for election 
to second successive term. 

Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Courts. 


H 68. COMMUNITY FOUNDATION ENDOWMENT FUNDS. "TO MAKE THE UNIFORM 
MANAGEMENT OF INSTITUTIONAL FUNDS ACT APPLICABLE TO COMMUNITY FOUNDATION 
ENDOWMENT FUNDS ADMINISTERED BY BANKS OR TRUST COMPANIES." Amends definition of 
“institutional fund” in GS 36B-1(2) to include fund for the benefit of a community foundation or 
community trust and held by a bank, trust company, or other fiduciary that is trustee of the foun- 
dation or trust. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Judiciary Il.

S 60. NO INCREASES FOR PAID ACCIDENTS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THERE SHALL BE NO 
SURCHARGES OR PREMIUM INCREASES OF ANY KIND WHEN AN INSURED PAYS FOR THE 
DAMAGES IN AN ACCIDENT INVOLVING PROPERTY DAMAGE ONLY AND THE INSURANCE 
COMPANY DOES NOT HAVE TO PAY ANY CLAIMS." Amends GS 58-36-75(e) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Insurance. 


S 61. SENATE PRESIDENT APPOINTMENTS-2. "TO APPOINT A PERSON TO FILL A VACANCY ON 
THE STATE BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE SENATE.-2" Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Rules. 
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S 62. SENATE PRESIDENT APPOINTMENTS-3. "TO APPOINT A PERSON TO FILL A VACANCY ON 
THE STATE BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE SENATE.-3 Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Rules. 


S 63. BURKE NAME PRIVATE ROADS (= H 63). "TO ALLOW BURKE COUNTY TO NAME PRIVATE 
ROADS." \dentical to H 63, introduced Feb. 13. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Local Government. 


S 64. CONTINUE PERSONNEL STUDY COMM. "TO REAUTHORIZE THE STATE PERSONNEL 
SYSTEM STUDY COMMISSION." As title indicates. Study Comm’n on the State Personnel System 
is to be appointed within 30 days of adjournment of 1991 General Assembly. Composition, 
charge, etc., are substantially similar to Study Comm’n authorized by SL 1989, Ch. 802, Part XXI. 
Comm’n may make interim report to 1992 regular session, is to make final written report on or 
before convening of 1993 session, and terminates on filing its final report. Allocates to Comm'n 
$25,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $20,000 for fiscal 1992-93 from appropriation to General 
Assembly. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 65. MEDICAL MALPRACTICE STUDY. "TO REESTABLISH THE MEDICAL MALPRACTICE CLAIMS 
ARBITRATION STUDY COMMISSION." As title indicates. Comm’n consists of 13 members ap- 
pointed as described in the act. Allocates from funds appropriated to the General Assembly 
$25,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium for the Comm'n's work. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 66. PORTS AUTHORITY/NO SALES TAX. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
PORTS AUTHORITY MAY RECEIVE REFUNDS OF SALES AND USE TAXES PAID ON DIRECT 
PURCHASES OF TANGIBLE PERSONAL PROPERTY." Amends GS 105-164.14(c) to add Ports 
Authority to list of governmental entities entitled to sales tax refunds. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Finance. 


S 67. STATE PORTS TAX CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE A TAX CREDIT FOR THE USE OF NORTH 
CAROLINA PORTS.” Adds GS 105-130.41 and GS 105-151.18 to allow credit against corporate 
and individual income tax to taxpayers using Wilmington or Morehead City deepwater docks for 
the export of cargo loaded on an ocean carrier. Credit is equal to excess of charges on exported 
processed cargo for current tax year over average of such charges in three prior tax years, but 
not in excess of 50% of tax liability and subject to $1 million cumulative cap. 

Requires Ports Authority to report to General Assembly regarding the impact of this act on 
shipping and economic growth. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1992. 
introduced by Block. Referred to Finance. 


S 68. PORTS AUTHORITY CONTRACTS. "TO EXEMPT THE STATE PORTS AUTHORITY FROM THE 
PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 143 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES IN THE SELECTION OF ARCHITECTS, 
ENGINEERS, AND OTHER PROFESSIONAL CONSULTANTS WHERE THE FEE FOR SUCH SERVICES 
IS LESS THAN THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS." Amends GS 143B-465 as title indicates. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 69. MONEY TRANSMITTERS ACT. "7O REGULATE THE TRANSMISSION OF MONEY AND THE 
SALE OF CHECKS." Amends several sections of Ari. 16, GS Ch. 53. (1) Changes title from Sale of 
Checks Act to Money Transmitters Act. (2) Amends definition of check in GS 53-193 to include 
any instrument for the transmission or payment of money transmitted by wire or other means. (3) 
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Amends GS 53-197 by deleting provision that applies $500 investigation fee for applicant seeking 
license to sell or issue checks to applicant’s license fee. (4) Adds new GS 53-199.1 to require 
licensee to have on hand permissible investments equal to value of outstanding checks sold. 
Exempts any licensee found by Comm’r of Banks to have sufficient assets to conduct business in 
safe and sound manner. (5) Raises annual license fee of $500 in GS 53-202 to $1,000 plus $25 
for each location at which licensee’s checks are sold, up to maximum of $10,000, except for 
locations exempt under GS 53-205. Sets fee for 1991 at $500 plus $25 for each location. (6) 
Amends GS 53-203 to require posting certificate with name of issuer and authority under which it 
operates at each location other than those exempt by GS 53-195. Requires licensee to file quar- 
terly report of agent activity with Comm’r. (7) Adds GS 53-203.1 to require check, draft, money 
order, or other payment issues or sold by licensee to have name and address or telephone 
number of issuer. (8) Amends GS 53-204 to change filing date for annual list of locations and 
agents and requires filing of annual financial statement. (9) Amends GS 53-195 to provide that 
Money Transmitters Act does not apply to sale or issuance of checks by credit unions. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 70. FOREIGN BANK REGULATION. "TO REGULATE FOREIGN BANKS." Amends GS Ch. 53 by 
adding Articles 18A, the NC International Banking Corporations and Bank Agencies Act, and 18B, 
the Domestic International Banking Facility Act. Art. 18A sets forth the terms and conditions under 
which an international banking corp. may enter and do business in NC. Requirements for license, 
renewable annually, are described in the act. 

Art. 18B defines for regulation domestic international banking facilities as banking offices 
located within NC, other than international bank agencies, which receive funds from outside the 
US or employ funds for banking purposes outside the US. Banks with total capital funds of $25 
million or more may establish a domestic international banking facility upon compliance with the 
article. Banks with total capital funds of less than $25 million need to comply with the article and 
obtain Comm’'r approval. Requires such banking offices to register with the Comm’r of Banks, 
and pay a registration fee annually. Provides that a domestic international banking facility shall 
not be subject to any tax or license fee in NC by virtue of its business location in NC or its 
business activities outside NC. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 71. APPOINTED JUDGES/CONSTITUTION. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA CONSTITUTION 
TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF APPELLATE JUDGES BY THE GOVERNOR, WITH THE 
ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO AUTHORIZE THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE TO DETERMINE IF JUDGES SO APPOINTED SHOULD BE 
RETAINED IN OFFICE." Proposes various amendments to Art. IV. of NC Constitution as title indi- 
cates. Courts affected by amendments are Supreme Court and Court of Appeals (now, both 
courts filled by statewide election for eight year terms.) Requires majority of both House and 
Senate for confirmation. Allows General Assembly to require Governor to make his nominations 
pursuant to procedures it establishes by law. Prescribes initial term for persons appointed of four 
years, followed by subsequent terms of eight years. Allows General Assembly to allow service by 
nominee pending confirmation. Allows General Assembly to extend terms of sitting appellate 
judges if necessary for transition to appointment system. Submits proposed amendments to voters 
at 1992 general election. If approved, effective Jan. 15, 1993. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Constitution. 
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S 72. APPOINTED JUDGES/STATUTE. "TO PROVIDE FOR APPOINTMENT OF APPELLATE JUDGES 
BY THE GOVERNOR SUBJECT TO THE ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE RECONFIRMATION OF SITTING JUDGES BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO 
PROVIDE FOR TRANSITIONAL AND OTHER PROVISIONS NECESSARY TO MOVE FROM AN 
ELECTIVE TO AN APPOINTIVE SYSTEM." Adds new Art. 1A, subject to passage of constitutional 
amendment in S 71, dealing with appointment, confirmation, and reconfirmation of Supreme 
Court and Court of Appeals judges. In general, replaces current system of election of appellate 
judges in statewide, partisan elections with system in which those judges are appointed by 
Governor, subject to confirmation by General Assembly and reconfirmation upon recommendation 
of Judicial Selection and Retention Commission and approval by General Assembly. 

Appointment and confirmation. Adds new GS 7A-4.1 giving Governor power to appoint ap- 
pellate judges (Supreme Court Chief Justice is separate office for this purpose). Adds 7A-4.2 to 
require Governor to make nominations from current and former state court judges and nominees 
of district bar organizations. Adds GS 7A-4.3 to require Governor to submit to Comm'n three to 
five names he is considering for nomination; Comm'n, within 30 days, is to provide Governor with 
its determination that potential nominee is “Well Qualified”, “Qualified,” or "Not Qualified.” 
Comm'n proceedings not open to public, and its determinations are confidential, except for that 
of person whose name is submitted to General Assembly. 

GS 7A-4.1 provides that nomination subject to confirmation by General Assembly, normally 
in first regular session in which nomination could be considered. Allows consideration in special 
or extra session. Requires majority vote of both House and Senate to be confirmed. If confirmed, 
allows nominee to begin service immediately, but term of office begins on first Sept. 1 occurring 
in an odd-number year and after the confirmation. Initial term is four years. 

Reconfirmation. Adds GS 7A-4.4 dealing with reconfirmations. Requires sitting appellate 
judge to notify Governor and Comm'n of desire to continue to serve. Requires comm’n to conduct 
public hearing on issue of judge’s fitness to continue service. Comm'n to make recommendation 
to General Assembly on whether judge should continue in office. Requires 60% majority in both 
Senate and House to reverse Comm'n recommendation. Term of office for reconfirmed judge is 
eight years. 

Judicial Selection and Retention Commission. Adds GS 7A-4.5 creating Comm'n composed 
of 15 members. Four each are appointed by Governor and State Bar President, with one from 
each judicial division. Bar appointees must be lawyers, Governor’s cannot be. Provides for one 
appointee from Senate, House, NC Bar Ass’n, Ass’n of Women Att’ys, Academy of Trial Lawyers, 
Ass’n of Black Lawyers, and Ass’n of Defense Att’ys. 

Transitional provisions. Adds GS 7A-4.7 to provide that judges in office on effective date are 
subject to reconfirmation provisions, but not to original confirmation proceedings. If judge has 
been in office four or more years, provides for reconfirmation in regular session convening in year 
immediately after expiration of term, and extends term until Aug. 31 of that year following term. If 
term expires before judge has four years in office, reconfirmation to be in regular session conven- 
ing after judge has four years in office and extends term to Aug. 31 of that year. 

Effective date. If constitutional amendment approved, effective Jan. 15, 1993. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Constitution.

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is charged for facilities’ use more than 31 days in advance (was, exemption for seller after appli- 
cation to and exemption by Attorney General upon satisfying substantially the same requirements). 
Senate amendment #2 amends present GS 66-121(a) (buyer’s right to cancel) by requiring that a 
seller must furnish the buyer, at time buyer signs entertainment contract or agrees to buy serv- 
ices, a completed "Notice of Cancellation” form, with which the buyer may cancel the contract 
within three days (now, buyer may cancel but seller need not provide a form for the buyer’s use). 
Describes required cancellation form language. Also makes technical and conforming changes.

GS 20-81.7(a) to provide special registration plates, valid for five years and renewable by annual 
fee sticker, for the groups described in the title.

DUTY." Requires state to pay difference between military pay and ordinary monthly salary of state 
employees, and local school administrative unit employees paid in whole or in part with state 
funds, who were called to active duty as a result of Persian Gulf War. Continues all state benefits 
for such persons through period of active duty. Effective retroactively to July 1, 1990. Expires July 
1, 1992. 
Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Public Employees. 
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H 71. UNC GERONTOLOGY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO COORDINATE AND EXPAND EFFORTS IN RESEARCH, TEACHING, AND EXTENSION 
IN GERONTOLOGY." Appropriates from General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $100,000 in 
both fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93 to provide funds to create the position of Gerontology 
Coordinator. Effective July 1, 1991. . 

Introduced by N. Crawford. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 72. IN-HOME FUNDS (=S 76). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE FUNDING FOR IN- 
HOME AIDE SERVICES AND CAREGIVER SUPPORT SERVICES." Appropriates from General Fund 
to Dep't of Human Resources $3,010,629 for fiscal 1991-92 for use as title indicates. Gives Dep't 
authority to require local match. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by N. Crawford. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 73. LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN FUNDS (=S 77). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources $215,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $433,000 for fiscal 1992-93 for cited program. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by N. Crawford. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 74. TRANSPORTATION ASSISTANCE FUNDS (=S 78). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA ELDERLY AND HANDICAPPED TRANSPORTATION ASSISTANCE PROGRAM." 

Appropriates from Highway Fund to Dep’t of Transportation $2 million in each year of 1991-93 
biennium for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by N. Crawford. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 75. ALZHEIMER’S SPECIAL CARE UNITS (=S 81). "REQUIRING THAT THE NORTH CAROLINA 
MEDICAL CARE COMMISSION AND THE SOCIAL SERVICES COMMISSION DRAFT RULES 
CONTAINING STATE STANDARDS FOR SPECIAL CARE UNITS IN NURSING HOMES AND REST 
HOMES FOR ALZHEIMER’S AND RELATED DEMENTIA PATIENTS AND THAT THESE COMMISSIONS 
MAKE A REPORT TO THE STUDY COMMISSION ON AGING. As title indicates. Special care unit 
means a wing or hallway of a rest home or nursing home separated by closing doors from the 
rest of the home and designed for Alzheimer’s and related dementia patients. Standards shall 
include guidelines concerning type of care provided in special care units, the type of resident 
who can be served by the unit, the ratio of residents to staff members, and staff training require- 
ments. Report required by Oct. 1, 1991.

Amends Greensboro charter to: (1) prohibit initiatives proposing ordinances if same issue has 
been subject to referendum election in previous year; (2) provide that initiative elections are to be 
held at first general election at least 90 days after sufficiency of petition determined, referenda 
and recall elections to be held between 90 and 120 days after sufficiency of petition determined; 
(3) add malicious destruction of public property to crimes for which rewards may be offered; and 
(4) increase the maximum claim against the city that may be settled by the city manager from 
$10,000 to $25,000.

Amends SL 1989, Ch. 1066 to extend 
deadline as title indicates from Feb. 1 to Mar. 1, 1991.

S 77. LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN/FUNDS (=H 73). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN PROGRAM." \dentical to H 73, introduced 14 February. 
Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 78. TRANSPORTATION APPROPRIATION (=H 74). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA ELDERLY AND HANDICAPPED TRANSPORTATION ASSISTANCE PROGRAM." 
Identical to H 74, introduced 14 February. 

Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 79. ALZHEIMER’S ASSOCIATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE ALZHEIMER'S 
ASSOCIATION.” Appropriates $80,000 for both fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93 from General Fund to 
Div’n of Aging, Dep’t of Human Resources to be divided equally among the four chapters of the 
Alzheimer’s Ass’n of NC. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 80. HOME CARE LICENSING. "TO AMEND THE HOME HEALTH LICENSURE ACT." Amends GS 
Chap. 131E, Part C to require home care agencies to obtain license from Dep’t of Human 
Resources, whether or not they provide care on part-time, visiting basis or full-time, continuous 
basis. Adds respiratory therapy, in-home aide services, and infusion nursing services to definition 
of home care. Excludes from licensure requirement traditional public health services provided 
without payment or reimbursement, hospice services, individuals who provide services, and 
nursing registries. Requires public home care agencies to be licensed. Makes conforming amend- 
ment to GS 131E-137 (requiring counties to provide certain home care services). Requires North 
Carolina Medical Care Comm'n to adopt specific licensure rules for each type of home care 
service. Rules must permit licensing, without review or inspection, of agencies accredited or certi- 
fied by Joint Comm’n on Accreditation of Healthcare Organizations, National League for Nursing, 
National Home Caring Council, North Carolina Accreditation Comm'n for In-Home Aide Services, 
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or other entities recognized by Medical Care Comm’n. Adds new GS 131E-141.1 providing that 
operating an unlicensed home care agency is a misdemeanor punishable by fine of not more 
than $500. Makes each day of operation after conviction a separate offense. Effective Jan. 1, 
1992.

S 81. ALZHEIMER’S SPECIAL CARE UNITS (=H 75). "REQUIRING THAT THE NORTH CAROLINA

H 77. SUP’T CHAIR STATE EDUC. BOARD-2. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO CHANGE THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION AND TO MAKE THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
BLIC INSTRUCTION THE CHAIRMAN OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION." Subject to voter 
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approval in the 1991 general election, amends N.C. Constitution, Art. IX, Sec. 4, to make Sup’t of 
Public Instruction (Sup’t) chairman as well as secretary and chief executive officer of State Board 
of Education (Board), and to change membership of Board to consist of Lt. Governor, Sup't, 
Treasurer, eight members elected by Senate, and eight elected by House of Representatives. 
One person is to be elected by Senate and one by House from each of the state’s eight educa- 
tional districts. Sets up staggered four-year terms for elected members. Authorizes General 
Assembly to permit vacancies in elected seats to be filled by appointment of a legislator, a legis- 
lator whose term has expired but whose successor has not qualified, or a committee of the 
House, Senate, or General Assembly. 

Amends GS 115C-10 (appointment of Board) to conform to constitutional amendment and 
to specify nomination and election procedure in Senate and House for Board members. President 
Pro Tempore and Speaker are generally to fill Senate and House vacancies, respectively, on 
Board, when Senate and House are not in session. 

Amends GS 115C-11 to make Sup’t the Chairman of Board, and makes other technical and 
conforming changes, including increased role for Vice-chairman of Board in certain cases. 
Amendments to GS 115C-11 and technical and conforming changes are same as in S 9. 

If amendment is approved, terms of Board members appointed prior to March 1, 1993 
expire on March 1, 1993. Otherwise, amendment is effective on certification of amendment by 
State Board of Elections to Sect’y of State after election is held. Remainder of bill is effective 
March 1, 1993, but only if amendment is approved.

H 78. CLARIFY FUNERAL BENEFITS. "TO CLARIFY FUNERAL BENEFITS PROVIDED BY ALL 
BURIAL ASSOCIATIONS OPERATING IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Amends GS 143B-472.3 to make it 
clear that funeral benefits provided to burial association members consist of cash or merchandise 
and services but not free embalming or free ambulance service. 

introduced by Mercer. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 79 SIMPLIFY SOFT DRINK TAX. "TO SIMPLIFY THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE EXCISE TAX ON 
SOFT DRINKS." Amends GS Ch. 105, Art. 2B (Soft Drink Tax). Amends GS 105-113.51 to replace 
collections ‘system using stamps and crowns with a system of monthly reports and payments. 
impoced on the distributor, wholesale dealer or retail dealer who first handles 
the soft drink in the state, with secondary liability on a retail dealer who acquires a non-tax-paid 
sui. drini.. -siabiishes procedure for reporting sales outside the State and to the federal govern- 
ment, which are exempt from taxation. Amends GS 105-13.52 to provide for a rate of $.72 per 
gross on the first 15,000 gross of bottled soft drinks (half the regular rate) and a discount of 4% 
on subsequent sales if the tax is paid on time. Amends GS 105-113.53 to allow Sec’y of Revenue 
to require a bond to cover the anticipated tax liability of a dealer or distributor. Amends GS 
105-113.46 to exempt 100% natural juice (was 35%) and GS 105-113.47 to require registration of 
exempt milk and natural juice drinks. Makes other technical and clarifying changes. Provides for 
redemption of unused tax stamps or crowns, review of registrations for exemptions, and that act 
does not apply to tax liabilities, refunds or credits due or available prior to effective date. 
Effective October 1, 1991. 
introduced by Lilley. Referred to Finance. 


H 80. PUBLIC TRANSIT RENTAL CAR SURTAX. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES THAT ARE 
ORGANIZERS OF A PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY TO LEVY A RENTAL VEHICLE SURTAX."” 
Adds GS 105-187.20 to 105-187.22 to allow counties participating in regional transportation 
authority to levy a surtax on rental vehicles upon request of the regional transportation authority. 
Tax applies to the commercial lease or rental of a private passenger motor vehicle or motorcycle; 
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rate may not exceed $2 per day or $60 per rental or lease. Surtax to be collected in the same 
manner as sales taxes and the proceeds transferred to the authority quarterly. Public notice and 
hearing must precede levy. 

Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Transportation. 


H 81. PUBLIC TRANSIT PARKING TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES THAT ARE ORGANIZERS OF 
A PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY TO LEVY A PARKING PRIVILEGE TAX." Adds GS 105- 
187.30 to allow counties participating in regional transportation authority to levy, upon request of 
public transportation authority, a privilege tax, not exceeding $60 per space per year, on parking 
spaces not ancillary to private residences. Tax is payable to county tax collector, who transfers 
the proceeds to the public transportation authority. Public notice and hearing must precede levy. 
Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Transportation. 


H 82. AMENDING BEDDING SANITATION LAW. "TO AMEND THE BEDDING SANITATION LAW." 
Amends GS 130A-261(1) to include within definition of “bedding” padded or stuffed items de- 
signed to be or commonly used for reclining or sleeping and to delete present requirement that 
"bedding” includes only items at least one inch thick. Effective Jan. 2, 1992. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 83. 1991-93 APPROPRIATIONS ACT (=S 88). "TO MAKE BASE BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS 
FOR CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR 
OTHER PURPOSES." Appropriates from General Fund for current operations of state agencies 
$7,474,303,660 for fiscal 1991-92 and $8,201,241,432 for fiscal 1992-93. Appropriates from 
Highway Fund to Dep’t of Transportation $955,358,725 for fiscal 1991-93 and $944,920,900 for 
fiscal 1993-94. Contains numerous special provisions. 

Continuation budget items. H 83 and its companion S 88 embody Governor Martin’s budget 
recommendations for the 1991-93 biennium with two exceptions: (1) these bills do not include 
capital projects to be funded from voted or non-voted state bond issues, and (2) the Governor 
made no recommendations for funding probable increased costs for state employee health bene- 
fits or for reducing benefits to offset costs. The Governor’s budget address and the Summary of 
Recommendations accompanying the budget indicate that a continuation budget prepared under 
normal conditions would require General Fund appropriations of $8.1 billion for 1991-92 and $8.3 
billion for 1992-93, compared to estimated revenues for those fiscal years of $7.6 billion and $8.2 
billion respectively. In order to bring recommended spending within estimated revenues, the 
Governor's budget recommends eliminating all non-mandatory inflationary increases in the con- 
tinuation budget for such items as food, utilities, postage, maintenance and service contracts, 
overtime, shift differential, and other similar items. In addition, the recommended budget con- 
tinues the negative reserve concept introduced in 1990 and increases the amount to be managed 
in that manner to $211 million. Finally, the budget reduces reimbursements to local governments 
by $242.5 million in 1991-92 and $247.5 million in 1992-93 under the assumption that the General 
Assembly will authorize a one-half cent increase in the local sales tax. Thus, the recommended 
base budget is reduced to $7.78 billion for 1991-92 and $8.11 billion for 1992-93. 

Change budget items. The recommended budget includes change budget items (not includ- 
ing capital improvements) totaling $13 million for 1991-92 and $86.8 million for 1992-93. These 
items include both increases and reductions to the continuation budget. The following table iden- 
tifies the items by agency and amount.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Small county school system supplemental fund. Recites that appropriations to Dep’t of 
Public Education include funds for assisting small county systems in providing comprehensive 
education program. Defines small county system as one with 3,000 or fewer students in final ADM 
for prior school year. Provides that funds to be allocated to local units based on formula adopted 
by State Board of Education. 

Purchase buses in lieu of contract transportation. Authorizes purchase of buses and mini- 
buses with funds appropriated for contract transportation to serve exceptional children in accor- 
dance with rules adopted by State Board of Education. 

Teacher salary schedule. Provides that funds appropriated for teacher salaries are sufficient 
to move each teacher up one year on schedules in effect for 1990-91. 

Department of Public Instruction reduction. Recites that appropriations to Dep’t of Public 
Education reflect permanent reduction of $1.5 million for operating expenses of Dep’t of Public 
Instruction, and directs Dep’t to identify specific positions and support expenses to be deleted 
from the budget prior to July 1, 1991. 

Funding for local city school systems. Recites that appropriations to Dep’t of Public 
Education reflect permanent elimination of state funding for positions of superintendent, 
associate/assistant superintendents, and maintenance supervisors in city school administrative 
units, but that positions based on average daily membership will not be affected. 

NC Geographic Alliance Network funds. Authorizes State Board of Education to allocate up 
to $50,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium for cited program headquartered at East Carolina 
University. 

Cities-In-Schools contract authorization. Authorizes Dep’t of Public Education to contract with 
Cities-in-Schools Dropout Prevention programs for technical assistance. 


COMMUNITY COLLEGES. 

Appropriations not to be used for recreation extension. No change. 

Assistance to hospital nursing/fund distribution. No change. 

Full-time equivalent teaching positions. Provides that in determining FTE positions each year, 
total curriculum full-time equivalent student enrollment shall be divided by 21 and occupation ex- 
tension full-time equivalent enrollment shall be divided by 22. 

Public school students taking community college courses. Provides that high school students 
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enrolled in community college courses pursuant to GS 115D-20(4) and 115D-5 are exempt from 
tuition. 

Workforce preparedness. Recites that $40 million for fiscal 1991-92 and $60 million for fiscal 
1992-93 are appropriated to implement recommendations of Governor’s Comm'n on Workforce 
Preparedness as follows:

Dep't of Public Instruction 3,000,000 4,500,000 
Dep't of Community Colleges 25,400,000 38,100,000 
Dep't Econ. & Comm. Development 11,520,000 17,280,000

DPI funds are to be used to expend TECH-PREP curriculum, to institute an examination 
process more closely tied to the curriculum, and to establish a “comprehensive career develop- 
ment and guidance program” in each high school. Community College funds are to be used to 
(1) upgrade post-secondary technical training, (2) improve training services to state’s more tradi- 
tional industries, (3) increase funding for new and replacement equipment, (4) establish industry- 
focused Technical Training and Development Centers, and (5) upgrade funding for literacy educa- 
tion. Dep't of Economic & Community Development funds are to be used to (1) develop NC jobs 
training program based on current Job Training Partnership Act, and (2) upgrade Labor Market 
Information System in Employment Security Comm’n. Governor’s Office funds to be used to sup- 
port State Job Training Coordinating Council, to be renamed Council on Workforce 
Preparedness. 


COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES. 

Aid to private colleges/tuition grant limitations. No change. Grants remain at 1990-91 levels. 

Wake Forest and Duke Medical School assistance. No change. Grants remain at 1989-91 
biennium levels. 

UNC Hospitals, Nursing. Directs Directors of UNC Hospitals to establish policies and rules 
governing classification and compensation plans for clinical nursing employees. 

UNC overhead receipts policy revision. Updates SL 1989, Ch. 936, sec. 2(b) to extend its 
application to 1993-95 biennium. 


DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION. 
Council of Governments funds. Reduces grant amount to $960,300 for each year of 1991-93 
biennium. 
Allocation of rape crisis center funds. Provides for quarterly disbursement of funds. 
Domestic violence center funds. No change. 


DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. 

Elderly & Handicapped Transportation Assistance. Allocates $2 million for each year of bien- 
nium to cited program. 

Cash flow Highway Fund appropriations. Certifies anticipated Highway Fund revenues of 
$971 million for 1993-94 and $990 million for 1994-95. 

Cash flow Highway Trust Fund appropriation. Certifies anticipated Highway Trust Fund reve- 
nues of $394.9 million for 1993-94 and $402.8 million for 1994-95. 

Highway Fund allocations for Controller. No change. 

Highway Fund limitations on overexpenditures. No change. 

Resurfaced roads may be widened. No change. 

Urban construction funds. No change. 

Highway Fund adjustments to reflect actual revenue. No change. 


HUMAN RESOURCES. 
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Medicaid. Standard provision with following changes: (1) increases allowable monthly cost 
of professional services related to drugs to $4.85; (2) exempts Div’n of Medical Assistance from 
APA procedures in establishing rates or reimbursement methods when state plan reflects rates or 
methods; (3) updates income eligibility standards for Medicaid and AFDC; and (4) provides that 
Dep’t may use Medicaid funds budgeted from program services to suppose administrative costs 
to extent that such costs produce net savings in services requirements, provided that such admin- 
istrative initiatives are approved by OSBM. 

NonMedicaid reimbursement. Standard provision, except authorizes Dep’t to negotiate with 
medical services providers under DHR programs other than Medicaid for rates as close as 
possible for Medicaid rates when such services cannot be provided when limited to Medicaid 
rate. 

Limitations on State Abortion Fund. Repeals all previous special provisions on this topic. 
Provides that State Abortion Fund shall not be available for abortion on demand. Allocates 
$200,000 for the 1991-93 biennium for abortion services provided within first 112 days of preg- 
nancy, and makes this cap applicable to all state funds without regard to source. Sets eligibility 
requirements as follows: NC resident whose income does not exceed financial eligibility criteria to 
be established by Social Services Comm’n and who meet one or more of following conditions: (a) 
pregnancy is result of rape or incest, (b) woman is mentally retarded as defined in GS 122C-3, or 
(c) in opinion of two doctors, mother’s life is endangered or her physical health (but not mental or 
psychological health) is gravely impaired by pregnancy. 

Family Support Act. Directs Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules to change method of 
budgeting AFDC payments so as to result in more recipients being able to find and keep work; 
rules to include subtracting countable income from state standard of need and paying percentage 
of difference. 

Retrospective accounting adjustment/AFDC. No change. 

AFDC women in third trimester. No change. 

Food stamp outreach program. Directs DHR to continue cited program. 

Child protective services funds. No change. 

Emergency assistance. No change. 

Adoption subsidy. No change. 

Foster care rate. Increases rate to $265 per month. 

Domiciliary rate increase. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, sets maximum rate of $822 for ambulatory 
residents and $861 for semi-ambulatory residents. 

Domiciliary state/county cost sharing. Provides that state will pay 50% and counties 50% of 
maximum domiciliary care rates "which cannot be paid by the eligible resident.” 

In-home aging services. No change. 

Caregiver support. No change. 

Senior center outreach and capital improvements. Directs Div’n of Aging to use $763,800 in 
each year of 1991-93 biennium to enhance senior center programs and facilities. Directs that 
State funds shall be used to test satellite services for existing centers, provide start-up funds for 
new centers, and fund capital improvements to existing centers. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, requires 
at least 10% local match and limits state funding to 90% of reimbursable costs. 

Aging federal matching funds. No change. 

Day care rates. No change. 

Day care allocation formula. Revises formula as follows: one-third of budgeted funds to be 
distributed on population basis, one-third on basis of number of children under age 6 in families 
below poverty level, and one-third on basis of number of working mothers with children under 6. 
Provides that no county is to lose funds as result of formula change, and that new formula is not 
to be implemented unless additional state or federal funds become available. 
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Willie M. Adds provision that no state funds shall be expended for Willie M. purposes 
except those specifically appropriated for those purposes by General Assembly in current or prior 
fiscal years. 

Mixed beverage tax for area mental health programs. No change. 

Thomas S. Adds provision that if DHR determines that local program is not provided appro- 
priate services, Dep’t may provide them directly or by contracts with public or private agencies. 

ADAP transportation reimbursement. No change. 

Specialized residential centers’ bed conversions. No change. 

Pioneer funding system. Authorizes DHR to pay budgeted funds to area programs for serv- 
ices under Pioneer System notwithstanding provisions of GS 122C-147 or alterations to implemen- 
tation plan caused by budget shortfalls. 

DHR program funds. Authorizes DHR, with approval of OSBM, to use any appropriated 
funds available to Dep’t in 1991-92 to implement Governor’s recommended changes in 1991-92 
state budget with respect to mental health accounts receivable/billing and Pioneer Funding 
Project. 

John Umstead Hospital planning. Authorizes DHR to use any available funds in 1991-92 for 
advance planning through working drawings phase of psychiatric facility at John Umstead 
Hospital. 

Liability insurance for physicians and dentists. No change. 

Transfer certain funds. Deletes required reports to Comm’n on Governmental Operations 
and adds provision that this authorization is to remain in effect until repealed by General 
Assembly. 

Community Action Program funds. Deletes required report to Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations. 

DHR employees as in-kind match. No change. 

Child caring institutions reimbursement. Effective July 1, 1992, directs that funds appro- 
priated for state payments to private residential child care agencies for foster care shall be 
disbursed in accordance with following requirements: (1) only those agencies currently receiving 
funds shall be included unless additional funds become available; (2) distribution formula shall be 
based on assumption that state is committed to paying allowable cost and will do so to extent 
that funds are available; (3) in any year in which available funds are insufficient, each agency's 
rate will be reduced by same percentage. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

Abolish Agricultural Finance Authority. Repeals GS Ch. 122D, thus abolishing cited Authority, 
makes conforming changes, and reverts funds remaining in Reserve for Farm Loans to General 
Fund effective June 30, 1991. 


DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMIC AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT. 

Reduce and transfer Rural Economic Development Center grants. Reduces grant funds for 
cited Center by $500,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium and directs that remainder of the 
grant ($1,225,000 each year) shall be retained and disbursed by Dep’t according to provisions 
established by the Dep't. 

Utilities regulatory fee. Sets fee at .09% effective July 1, 1991. 

Petroleum overcharge funds allocation. Reduces estimate of funds from Stripper Well 
Litigation to $4,898,489 for 1992-93. 

Worker Training Trust Fund. Sets appropriations from Worker Training Trust Fund to 
Employment Security Comm'n at $6,459,673 for each year of 1991-93 biennium. 

Tourism promotion grants. No change. 


DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 
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Funding for OSHA enforcement positions. No change. 


DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Buxton Woods purchase funds. Authorizes use of funds in Recreation and Natural Heritage 
Trust Funds derived from vanity plates to be used in 1991-93 biennium to match federal funds to 
purchase land at Buxton Woods. 

Maternal and child health care. No change. 

Health promotion funds. No change. 

Septage management fees. No change. 

Authorization for use of water and air quality fees. Sets amounts to be deposited in nonre- 
verting accounts established pursuant to GS 143-215.3A: (1) for water quality, $2,123,142 for 
fiscal 1991-92 and $2,148,017 for fiscal 1992-93; and (2) for air quality, $1,193,340 for fiscal 
1991-92 and $1,487,506 for fiscal 1992-93. 


DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE. 
Appropriation of state tax revenue to local governments. Makes following appropriations to 
local governments:

EMPLOYEE SALARIES AND BENEFITS. 

Most state employees salary increases. Recites that salary increase reserve funds provided 
in act are equivalent to 2% pay increase for permanent state employees, effective Jan. 1, 1992, 
but pay increases to be awarded only to those employees whose job performance exceeds satis- 
factory levels in accordance with State Personnel Comm'n regulations (but this limitation not to 
apply to members of Highway Patrol). Provides that no employee is to receive increase greater 
than 6%. 

Community Colleges salary increases. Authorizes Governor to transfer from salary increase 
reserve fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges funds sufficient to provide average 2% increase for 
all permanent employees (and, subject to availability of funds, for temporary employees as well), 
effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Public school personnel salary increases. Authorizes Governor to transfer from salary in- 
crease reserve fund to Dep’t of Public Education sufficient funds to provide average 2% increase 
for all school administrative personnel and non-certified employees, effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Higher education personnel salary increases. Authorizes Governor to transfer from salary in- 
crease reserve fund to UNC Board of Governors funds sufficient to provide average 2% increase 
for all employees exempt from state personnel act, effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Salary related contributions to retirement systems. Reduces employer contributions rates for 
retirement and related benefits in varying amounts for total reduction in appropriation for those 
purposes of $48 million.

Clerks of superior court. Amends GS 7A-101 to provide that salary of clerk of superior court 
Salary brackets shall be based on most recent OSBM population estimate as of July 1 of each

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H 84. CURRITUCK TAX SUNSET REMOVED. "TO REPEAL THE SUNSET ON LEGISLATION 
AUTHORIZING CURRITUCK COUNTY TO LEVY AN EXCISE TAX ON INSTRUMENTS CONVEYING REAL 
PROPERTY.” Amends SL 1985, Ch. 670, as title indicates. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Local & Regional Govt. Il. 


H 85. CURRITUCK NOISE DISTRICTS. "TO AUTHORIZE CURRITUCK COUNTY TO ESTABLISH 
NOISE DISTRICTS AND TO REGULATE NOISE WITHIN THOSE DISTRICTS.” Modifies GS 153A-133, 
as title indicates. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Local & Regional Govt. Il. 


H 86. CURRITUCK SOLID WASTE FEES. “TO AUTHORIZE THE COUNTY OF CURRITUCK TO 
COLLECT A SOLID WASTE FEE THAT IS BILLED AND PAID IN THE SAME MANNER AS AD 
VALOREM TAXES AND THAT MAY RESULT IN THE IMPOSITION OF A LIEN." Amends GS 153A- 
293(b) to add Currituck County to the counties authorized to collect solid waste fees as title 
indicates. Effective on ratification and applicable to fees imposed on or after April 1, 1991. 
Introduced by James. Referred to Local & Regional Govt. Il. 


H 87. ELECT GOVERNOR EVEN-NUMBER YEAR. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO SHIFT THE 
ELECTION OF THE GOVERNOR AND OTHER COUNCIL OF STATE MEMBERS TO 
NONPRESIDENTIAL EVEN-NUMBERED YEARS.” Subject to voter approval at 1992 general election, 
amends N.C. Constitution, Art. Ill, Secs. 2(1) and 7(1), to provide as title indicates. Governor, Lt. 
Governor, and other members of Council of State are to be elected for two-year term in 1992 and 
for four-year terms in 1994 and every four years thereafter. (Terms continue to commence on 
Jan. 1 after election.) For Governor and Lt. Governor, two-year term counts as one of the two 
consecutive terms allowed in same office. Makes conforming changes in table in GS 163-1. 
Constitutional amendments, if approved, become effective Jan. 1, 1993, and also apply to 
the 1992 election. GS 163-1 changes become effective beginning with 1992 election if constitu- 
tional amendments are approved. 
introduced by Ethridge. Referred to Courts. 


H 88. LAURINBURG ZONING NOTICES. "TO EXEMPT THE CITY OF LAURINBURG FROM CERTAIN 
ZONING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS." Amends SL 1989, Ch. 237 to exempt Laurinburg from mailed 
notice requirement of GS 160A-384 provided specified published notice made. 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Local & Regional Govt. Il. 


H 89. LOBBYIST REGULATIONS REVISED. "TO CHANGE THE REGISTRATION AND REPORTING 
REQUIREMENTS FOR LOBBYISTS AND THEIR PRINCIPALS, TO PROHIBIT CAMPAIGN FUND- 
RAISING FROM LOBBYISTS FOR LEGISLATORS AND COUNCIL OF STATE MEMBERS WHILE THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS IN REGULAR SESSION, AND TO REQUIRE A TWO-YEAR WAIT AFTER THEY 
LEAVE OFFICE BEFORE LOBBYING MAY BE DONE BY FORMER MEMBERS AND PRESIDING 
OFFICERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, FORMER COUNCIL OF STATE MEMBERS, AND FORMER 
CABINET SECRETARIES." Revises GS Ch. 120, Art. 9A (regulation of lobbying). By revising defini- 
tions of terms, makes the article apply to persons who engage in the business of influencing 
legislation action, broadly defined, and are paid to do so (or are reimbursed for expenses) or 
have a pecuniary interest in the action. The revised article also regulates public officials or em- 
ployees who lobby and includes in the definition of lobbying attempts to gain the good will of any 
legislative official. Requires lobbyists to register Sec’y of State before engaging in any lobbying 
but no later than 30 days after being employed, appointed, or retained as a lobbyist. Requires a 
separate registration for each lobbyist’s principal. Any entity other than an individual person who 
registers as a lobbyist must identify each person who will act on its behalf and to pay a registra- 
tion fee for each. Registration must be renewed annually by Jan. 15. Fees to be paid by iobby- 
ists’ principals are unchanged. 


i 
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Requires lobbyist to file a written statement of termination when he stops lobbying; state- 
ment is effective immediately. Such a lobbyist must file required reports for period during which 
he was registered as a lobbyist. 

Requires specified quarterly expense reports (now, annual) by lobbyists and lobbyists’ prin- 
cipals. In addition, lobbyists’ principals must file monthly expense reports during the session for 
each individual lobbyist retained. Expense reports must include name of any legislator who bene- 
fited from each expenditure. Waives detailed reporting for any category of expense for which $25 
or less was spent during reporting period. Requires principals to report the portion of compensa- 
tion attributable to lobbying activities paid to full-time employees. Quarterly and monthly reports 
are required whether or not any expenses actually incurred during reporting period. 

Exempts a person who represents only himself and receives no remuneration therefor, and 
individual giving facts or making recommendations to his own legislative delegation. 

Adds new GS 163-278.13A to prohibit members of Council of State or General Assembly 
and political committees formed on their behalf from soliciting or accepting contributions from 
registered lobbyists while the General Assembly is in regular session. In addition, registered 
lobbyists are forbidden to make such contributions. Violation is a misdemeanor, but no one is to 
be prosecuted for accepting such a contribution unless they are notified by State Board of 
Elections of the apparent violation and given an opportunity to return the contribution or request 
that it be returned. Prohibition does not apply to contributions to specified political party executive 
or campaign committees, to contributions by a Council of State or General Assembly member to 
his own political committee, and to contributions made to defray the expense of an election 
contest. 

Adds new GS 120-47.5A specifying that no individual may engage in lobbying within two 
years after having served as a member or presiding officer of either house of General Assembly, 
as a member of Council of State, as the principal head of state departments listed in GS 143B- 
6(1) through (9), or as a state employee whose annual compensation exceeds $25,000. 

Repeals GS Ch. 120, Art. 10 (influencing public opinion) and makes technical and conform- 
ing changes. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Ethics. 


H 90. YOUTH SUICIDE PREVENTION FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF HUMAN RESOURCES TO CONTRACT WITH ORGANIZATIONS FOR SERVICES RELATED TO THE 
PREVENTION OF YOUTH SUICIDE.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human 
Resources, Office for Children and the Family, $25,000 for both fiscal year 1991-92 and 1992-93 
as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Beard. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 91. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE FUNDS (=S 18). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF ADMINISTRATION TO HELP SUPPORT DOMESTIC VIOLENCE AND SEXUAL ASSAULT 
PREVENTION PROGRAMS AND CENTERS." Identical to S 18, introduced 6 February. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 92. SCHOOL COUNSELOR SERVICES (=S 29). "TO REQUIRE SCHOOL PRINCIPALS TO LIMIT 
THE AMOUNT OF TIME A SCHOOL COUNSELOR IS ASSIGNED TO NONCOUNSELING DUTIES." 
Identical to S 29, introduced 6 February. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Education. 


H 93. FAMILY PRESERVATION SERVICES. "TO PROVIDE FOR FAMILY PRESERVATION 
SERVICES, TO ESTABLISH THE COMMISSION ON FAMILY-CENTERED SERVICES, AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMMISSION ON FAMILY-CENTERED SERVICES." Adds GS Ch. 
143B, Art. 3, Part 5A (Family Preservation Act). Establishes Family Preservation Services Program 
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in Dep’t of Human Resources. Requires local program in each county by end of four year phase- 
in period. Defines family preservation services. Sets eligibility as those families with children aged 
0 to 17 who are at risk of separation from their family through placement in public welfare, 
mental health, or juvenile justice systems. Sets standards for service delivery and caseworker 
qualifications. Allows grants for local projects and intraagency fund transfers of out-of-home 
placement funds for family preservation services. Establishes and provides for appointment of 19- 
member Commission on Family-Centered Services. Defines Comm’n powers and duties, includ- 
ing: (1) developing plan for statewide implementation of program by July 1, 1995; (2) establishing 
standards and rules for the program; and, (3) preparing annual reports on the program, beginning 
May 1, 1992. Appropriates from General Fund, effective July 1, 1991, $80,000 for both years of 
1991-93 biennium implement to Comm'n. Provides substantive portion of act effective October 1, 
1991, but only if funds to implement the Comm’n are appropriated. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 95. CUMBERLAND INDUSTRIAL SITES. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 1079 OF THE 1984 SESSION 
LAWS TO AUTHORIZE CUMBERLAND COUNTY TO SELL INDUSTRIAL SITES IN ITS INDUSTRIAL 
PARK WITHOUT COMPLIANCE WITH G.S. 158-7.1(d)." Amends SL 1984, Ch. 1079, Sec. 1 (which 
now authorizes Cumberland county to sell industrial sites in its industrial park dispensing with the 
formal bidding requirements of GS Ch. 160A, Art. 12) to also relieve county of requirement public 
notice under GS 158-7.1(d) before conveyance of real property. Provides that county comm’rs, 
before accepting offer for site, must determine fair market value subject to whatever restrictions 
comm’rs impose and not accept less than that value; allows comm’rs to take into account 
prospective tax revenues generated by property in determining price. Effective upon ratification; 
all sales consummated in accordance with SL 1984, Ch. 1079 before ratification of this bill are 
declared valid. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 83. SENATE PERMANENT RULES. SENATE RESOLUTION ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES 
OF THE SENATE FOR THE REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE 1991 GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA." Adopts Senate Rules based on 1989 rules with substantive changes digested below. 

Motion to substitute. Strikes motion to substitute from the table of precedence of motions 
and inserts new Rule 22 to provide, in accord with general parliamentary law, that motion to 
substitute is in order with respect to any pending motion except motions for previous question, to 
table, to adjourn, and pending motion to substitute. 

Journal votes. Amends Rules 25 to make it clear that the results of all votes taken on the 
electronic voting system are recorded in the Journal (but makes no change in rules with respect 
to recording ayes and noes in the Journal). 

Excuse from voting. Amplifies Rule 29 with respect to Senators seeking to be excused from 
voting. Makes it clear that excuse extends to deliberations as well as voting. Provides that motion 
to excuse must be made after the bill has been placed on second reading and before any inoiion 
or vote on the bill or any amendment thereto. Allows motion to be made at later point in the 
proceedings if reason for request arises. Provides that Senator excused shall not deba’e the bill 
or any amendment thereto, vote on the bill or any amendment, or vote on any motion with 
respect to the bill at that reading, any subsequent reading, or any subsequent consideration of 
the bill. Allows Senator to later move that excuse from deliberation on particular bill be withdrawn. 

Committee structure. Revises Rule 32 to reflect current committee structure. See Bulletin #3, 
4 February, for list of Senate committees. Amends Rule 32 to exempt Redistricting Committee 
from 20-member limit. 
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Partisan balance on committees. Revises Rule 34 to provide that the “initial appointed mem- 
bership” of each committee must be balanced in accordance with party membership in the 
Senate. 

Committee minutes. Amends Rule 36.1 to delete former provision which exempted com- 
mittees on Appropriations, Finance, State Government, and Ways and Means from delivering 
committee minutes to legislative library after adjournment of the session. Also amends this rule to 
allow 30 days (now, 20) after adjournment for delivery of minutes. 

Rules apply to speeches from the Well. Amends Rule 38 to delete language that exempted 
from the Rules speeches from the Well. 

Copies required for introduction. Requires member to submit 25 copies of an introduced bill 
(now, 20). 

Memorial or commendatory resolutions. Amends Rule 40(c) to make it clear that a memorial, 
celebration, or commendatory resolution must be limited “solely” to a deceased individual, a 
North Carolina institution, or both. 

Bill introduction deadlines. Sets the following deadlines for the 1991 session: 

February 20. Introduction of study commission bills. 

March 21. Introduction of agency bills.

THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Establishes nomination, election, and election results 
reporting procedures for members of UNC Bd. of Governors to be elected by Senate. Senate 
Committee on Higher Education chooses nominees for two Bd. members of the minority party 
and six at-large members to serve four-year terms. Informal suggestions for nominations will be 

| received through Feb. 20, 1991. Each Senator may suggest a candidate for each open seat, but 
an individual may not be suggested for more than one category. Committee screens candidates 
to assure they are statutorily qualified and are willing to serve. Committee is to place nominees 
before Senate. There will be no nominations from the floor. 

Senate election is set for Feb. 28. Nominees to be listed on ballot by category and in alphabeti- 
cal order in each category.

PARTIES FINANCING FUND THROUGH GIFTS FROM TAXPAYERS’ REFUNDS, AND TO BASE 
DISTRIBUTION OF THE PROCEEDS ON THE MOST RECENT VOTE FOR GOVERNOR.” Repeals GS 
105-159.1, which allowed $1 of individual income tax to be dedicated to Political Parties 
Financing Fund. Adds GS 105-163.16(g) to allow taxpayer to designate all or any part of individ- 
ual income tax refund for use by political parties.

H 94. LOCALS INSPECT ABC PREMISES (=S 25). "TO AUTHORIZE INSPECTIONS OF ABC 
LICENSED PREMISES BY LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." Identical to S 25, introduced 6 


February.

H 96. ADVANCE DIRECTIVE/HEALTH CARE DECISIONS. "TO MAKE AN ADVANCE DIRECTIVE 
FOR HEALTH CARE MATTERS AN OPTIONAL PART OF THE ‘RIGHT TO NATURAL DEATH’ LAW." 
Amends GS Ch. 90, Art. 23 (concerning right to natural death) to establish optional procedure by 
which patient may establish “advance directive” designating several persons, one of whom is to 
act as patient’s agent to make health care decisions if patient is unable to. Such persons must 
be age 18 or older and not actively engaged in providing health care to the patient for remunera- 
tion. Those designated as agents may consent to giving, withholding, or stopping of any health 
care, treatment, procedure, or "extraordinary means” of prolonging life (not including care neces- 
sary to alleviate pain), and are authorized to talk to health care personnel, get information, and 
sign forms to carry out these decisions. If patient has executed advance directive and attending 
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physician determines that patient is unable to make or communicate health care decisions, desig- 
nated agent's decisions must be followed other than those involving the continuation of “extraor- 
dinary means.” If patient has declared, pursuant to procedure under present GS 90-321(c), desire 
not to have life prolonged by “extraordinary means,” then designated agent’s decision to discon- 
tinue "extraordinary means” must be followed "upon the direction and under the supervision of 
the attending physician.” Provides attending physician may rely upon advance directive that is 
signed, witnessed, dated, and proved before court clerk or notary public. Sets out form of word- 
ing and proof for advance directive. Amends GS 32A-2(9) (concerning power of attorney) to pro- 
vide that if attorney-in-fact for patient makes decision regarding hospitalization of principal that 
contradicts decision of agent designated by advance directive, agent’s decision will prevail. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applicable to documents executed on and after that date.

H 97. UNIFORM COLOR DISPOSABLE GLASS. "TO AID RECYCLING EFFORTS BY REQUIRING

Rewrites Rule 31.1 to provide following 
deadlines for introduction and consideration of bills (introduction deadlines allow one-week grace 
period if request for bill is in Bill Drafting office by original deadline): study commission bill intro- 
ductions, Feb. 20; state agency bill introductions, March 21; local bill introductions, April 4; intro- 
duction of public bills not dealing with appropriations or taxes, April 11; introduction of 
appropriation or tax bills, May 2; resolutions, May 9; receipt and reading as message of Senate 
bills, May 16.

H 107. BOARD OF GOVERNORS ELECTION-H. "HOUSE RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH THE

THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Establishes nomination and election procedures for 
eight members of UNC Board of Governors to be elected to four-year terms by House in 1991. 
Categories are: two women members; two minority race members; and four at-large members. 
Candidates will be nominated by Education Committee in conjunction with Subcommittee on 
University Education. Subcommittee will receive suggestions for nominations until 11:00 a.m., 
Feb. 26. Representatives may propose up to eight persons and shall ascertain that the individual 
is qualified and willing to serve if elected. Candidate may not be proposed for more than one 
category. After deadline for receiving suggestions, Subcommittee will screen candidates. 
Interviews will begin 11:00 a.m., March 5. Upon completing interviews, Subcommittee will vote on 
candidates to be recommended to full Education Committee. Subcommittee must submit at least 
two candidates for each vacancy unless only one person has been suggested for the seat in 
question, and shall by majority vote identify each such candidate as a "Recommended Nominee” 
or simply a “Nominee.” The full Education Committee will by majority vote propose at least two 
nominees for each vacancy to the full House (unless Subcommittee presented only one nominee 
for a particular seat) with nominees identified as Recommended Nominee or simply Nominee. 
Chairman of Subcommittee is to ascertain from House member suggesting a Committee nominee 
whether the nominee will serve if elected. Nominee may withdraw with consent of member who 
proposed his name. Nominations from the floor will not be received. House election will be con- 
ducted after notification that Senate has completed its election. Election will be conducted by 
roll-call vote. Election requires majority of those present and voting. Each member must vote for 
as many nominees as there are positions to be filled in the category. Sets out rules for conduct- 
ing runoff elections if needed.

MAY, DURING THE 1991 REGULAR SESSION, PROVIDE FOR JOINT SESSIONS OF BOTH HOUSES

jointly by House Speaker and Senate President Pro Tempore may only be held at times when 
both houses are in session by their orders. Such sessions to be held in House.

S 96. MERCHANTS SALES TAX DISCOUNT. "TO ALLOW A PERCENTAGE DISCOUNT TO 
MERCHANTS FOR COLLECTING STATE SALES AND USE TAXES.” Adds new GS 105-164.21 permit- 
ting merchants to retain as commission for collecting sales or use tax 3% of first $1,000 of 
monthly collections and 1% of remainder, subject to the following caps: (1) $100 per month for 
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each separate location; (2) $4,000 per semi-monthly period for each retailer group for taxpayers 
reporting semi-monthly, and (3) $8,000 per month for each retailer group for taxpayers not re- 
quired to report semi-monthly. Provision does not apply to local sales and use taxes, including 
Mecklenburg County tax authorized by SL 1967, Ch. 1096. Effective April 1, 1992.

S 97. MASTER LICENSE APPLICATION. "TO IMPLEMENT A MASTER APPLICATION SYSTEM FOR 
BUSINESS LICENSES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF THE SECRETARY 
OF STATE TO IMPLEMENT THE MASTER APPLICATION SYSTEM." Rewrites GS 147-54.16 to direct 
the Business License Information Office within the Dep’t of the Secretary of State to implement 
and administer an automated master application system for state licenses needed to conduct 
business, other than environmental licenses. (Statute had dealt with developing plans to do so.) 
Specifies that the appropriate agency is to continue to determine whether a requested license is 
to be issued and to issue the license if the application is approved. Provides that an applicant 
who receives written notification by the Office that a license requested through the Office is being 
issued by the appropriate agency may proceed with the licensed business activity without having 
physical possession of the issued license. Office is to collect the fees for licenses applied for 
through it. Office is the repository for an original signed application form submitted through the 
Office for a license that is included in the master system. 

Provides for implementation of the system over two years in two phases, as described in 
act. First phase is to be completed by Jan. 1, 1992. Dep’t of the Sec’y of State is to evaluate 
first phase implementation and report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations by 
Oct. 1, 1992. Second phase is to be completed by Jan. 1, 1993. Appropriates $309,056 for fiscal 
1991-92 and $233,629 for fiscal 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of the Sec’y of State to 
implement system. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 102. APPOINTED JUDGES/CONSTITUTION-2. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF APPELLATE JUDGES BY THE 
GOVERNOR, WITH THE ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO 
AUTHORIZE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE TO DETERMINE IF JUDGES 
SO APPOINTED SHOULD BE RETAINED IN OFFICE." Proposes various amendments to Art. IV of 
NC Constitution as title indicates. Courts affected by amendment are Supreme Court and Court 
of Appeals (now, both courts filled by statewide election for eight-year terms). Requires majority 


of both House and Senate for confirmation. Allows General Assembly to require Governor to make 
his nominations pursuant to procedures it establishes by law. Prescribes initial four-year terms for 
persons appointed, followed by subsequent eight-year terms. Allows General Assembly to permit 
nominee to serve pending confirmation. Allows General Assembly to extend terms of sitting appel- 
late judges if necessary for transition to appointment system. Submits proposed amendments to 
voters at statewide election on Nov. 5, 1991. If approved, amendments effective Jan. 15, 1992. 
[Identical to S 71 except for election date and effective date.]

H 103. APPOINTED JUDGES/STATUTE-2. "TO PROVIDE FOR APPOINTMENT OF APPELLATE 
JUDGES BY THE GOVERNOR SUBJECT TO THE ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, TO PROVIDE FOR RECONFIRMATION OF SITTING JUDGES BY THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, AND TO PROVIDE FOR TRANSITIONAL AND OTHER PROVISIONS NECESSARY TO 
MOVE FROM AN ELECTIVE TO AN APPOINTIVE SYSTEM." Adds new Art. 1A to GS Ch. 7A subject 
to passage of constitutional amendment in H 102, dealing with appointment, confirmation, and 
reconfirmation of Supreme Court and Court of Appeals judges. In general, replaces current 
system of election of appellate judges in statewide, partisan elections with system in which those 
judges are appointed by Governor, subject to confirmation by General Assembly and recon- 
firmation upon recommendation of Judicial Selection and Retention Comm'n and approval by 
General Assembly. 

Appointment and Confirmation. Adds new GS 7A-4.1 giving Governor power to appoint ap- 
pellate judges (Supreme Court Chief Justice is separate office for this purpose). Adds GS 7A-4.1 
to require Governor to make nomination from list of three to five candidates submitted for 
vacancy by Comm’n. Specifies procedure to be followed by Comm'n, and gives Comm’n power 
to adopt rules (and exempts Comm'n from Administrative Procedure Act). Specifies that Comm’n 
records are confidential except to Governor and legislature and staff. Makes list sent to Governor 
a public record. 

GS 7A-4.1 provides that nomination subject to confirmation by General Assembly, normally 
in first regular session in which nomination could be considered. Allows consideration in special 
or extra session. Requires majority vote of both House and Senate to be confirmed. If confirmed, 
allows nominee to begin service immediately, but term of office begins on first Sept. 1 occurring 
in an odd numbered year and after the confirmation. Initial term is four years. 

Reconfirmation. Adds GS 7A-4.3 dealing with reconfirmations. Requires sitting appellate 
judge to notify Governor and Comm'n of desire to continue to serve. Requires Comm'n to con- 
duct public hearing on issue of judge’s fitness to continue service. Comm’n to make recommen- 
dation to General Assembly on whether judge should continue in office. Requires majority vote in 
both houses to reverse Comm’n recommendation. Term of office of reconfirmed judge is eight 
years. 

Judicial Selection and Reconfirmation Comm’n. Adds GS 7A-4.4 creating Comm’n com- 
posed of fifteen members. Five each are appointed by Governor and State Bar President, with at 
least one each from each judicial division. Bar appointees must be lawyers, Governor’s cannot 
be. Provides for one appointee each by House Speaker, Senate President Pro Tem, NC Bar 
Ass’n, Ass’n of Women Attorneys, Academy of Trial Lawyers, and Ass’n of Black Lawyers. 

Transitional provisions. Adds GS 7A-4.6 to provide that judges in office on effective date are 
subject to reconfirmation provisions, but not to original confirmation proceedings. If judge has 
been in office four or more years, provides for reconfirmation in regular session convening in year 
immediately after expiration of term, and extends term until Aug. 31 of that year following term. If 
term expires before judge has four years in office, reconfirmation to be in regular session conven- 
ing after judge has four years in office and extends term to Aug. 31 of that year. 

Effective date. If constitutional amendment approved, effective Jan. 15, 1992.

H 104. SAME DAY VOTER REGISTRATION. "TO ALLOW VOTER REGISTRATION ON ELECTION 
DAY." Amends GS 163-67 to permit a person who is eligible to vote to be registered on election 
day by a precinct registrar, judge, or assistant. The person must appear at the precinct polling 
place that serves his residence and prove his identification (1) by showing a drivers license, (2) by 
showing a DMV identification card, (3) by showing an identification document of a kind approved 
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by the State Board of Elections, or (4) by having a registered voter of the precinct sign an oath in 
the presence of the official registering the person that the voter knows the person and knows him 
to be a resident of the precinct. Such a voter may vouch for only one person on any one election 
day. The newly registered person may then vote in the election. 

Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Courts. 


H 105. LICENSE EXAMINER REGISTER VOTER. "7O PROVIDE FOR THE USE OF DRIVERS 
LICENSE APPLICATIONS AND APPLICATIONS FOR SPECIAL IDENTIFICATION CARDS AS 
APPLICATIONS FOR VOTER REGISTRATION.” Amends GS 163-81 to provide that all drivers license 
examiners are ex officio special registration commissioners for the purpose of registering voters, 
that they need not be specially appointed by the State Board of Elections (as now required), that 
they need not take a special oath as registration commissioners (as now required), and that they 
need not meet the statutory requirements of other special registration commissioners set out in 
GS 163-41(b) (such as being a registered voter of the county, not being a candidate, not being 
related to a candidate, etc.). Also directs the Division of Motor Vehicles to modify its forms for 
application of issuance or renewal of drivers licenses and special identification cards to include a 
detachable part of the form on which the applicant for a license or identification card may apply 
to register to vote. The detachable part is to be as prescribed by the State Board of Elections. 
Specifies that the detached registration application is to contain the applicant’s previous voter 
registration address, if any, is to be forwarded by the Department of Transportation to the appro- 
priate county board of elections, and may be treated by the county board of elections as an 
application to cancel the previous registration. Effective January 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Courts. 


H 106. REGISTER VOTERS BY MAIL. "TO ALLOW VOTER REGISTRATION BY MAIL.” Adds new 
GS 163-72.4 to permit voter registration applications to be submitted by mail. The State Board of 
Elections is to develop a form which requests sufficient information to enable elections officials to 
process the application (including the applicant’s telephone number, whether and at what address 
he is currently registered to vote, and party affiliation) and to print and distribute the forms. The 
applicant and two witnesses must sign the form and it must be postmarked at least 30 days 
before an election to permit voting in that election. The application must be made under oath. 
Upon receipt of the application by mail, the county board is to send a notice of registration. If 
that notice is returned as undeliverable, a second notice is to be sent. If the second is returned 
as undeliverable, the voter registration is to be cancelled. Effective January 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Courts. 


H 108. PRESCRIPTION DRUG ASSISTANCE ACT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO ESTABLISH AND IMPLEMENT A 
PROGRAM TO ASSIST LOW-INCOME INDIVIDUALS TO OBTAIN PRESCRIPTION DRUGS AT 
REDUCED COST." Effective Oct. 1, 1991, establishes Prescription Drug Assistance Program in 
Dep’t Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Div’n of Adult Health to provide assistance in 
purchasing arthritis, diabetes, epilepsy, and cardiovascular disease medications to persons whose 
income is less than 200% of poverty level. Permits Dep't, subject to available funds, to provide 
benefits to eligible persons. Requires Dep’t to promote voluntary efforts to assist eligible persons 
in obtaining medications. Requires Comm'n for Health Services to specify charges for drugs avail- 
able in program. Effective July 1, 1991, appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep't $200,00 
in each year of 1991-93 biennium for administrative costs of program. 

Introduced by Green. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 109. CONTINUE PERSONNEL STUDY COMM'N (=S 64). "TO REAUTHORIZE THE STATE 
PERSONNEL SYSTEM STUDY COMMISSION." Identical to S 64, introduced 13 February. 
Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Rules. 


H 110. STATE PERSONNEL TECHNICAL AMENDS (=S 10). "TO MAKE CERTAIN TECHNICAL 
AND CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS TO CHAPTER 126 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES REGARDING THE 
STATE PERSONNEL SYSTEM." Identical to S 10, introduced 5 February. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 111. HIGHWAY PARTICIPATION SUNSET OFF. "TO REMOVE THE SUNSET ON THE MUNICIPAL 
PARTICIPATION IN IMPROVEMENTS TO THE STATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM." Amends GS 136-66.3(f) to 
delete provision setting expiration date of June 30, 1992, for statutory authorization for munici- 
palities (with population of 10,000 or more) to participate in the cost of state right-of-way acauisi- 
tion within city limits. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Transportation. 


H 112. LINCOLN REGISTER VACANCIES. "RELATING TO THE MANNER OF FILLING VACANCIES 
IN THE OFFICE OF REGISTER OF DEEDS OF LINCOLN COUNTY." Amends GS 161-5(a1) to add 
Lincoln to the counties in which the board of commissioners must receive a recommendation from 
the executive committee of the political party of which the former register of deeds was a 
member before filling a vacancy in the office and appoint the person recommended. 

Introduced by Gamble. Referred to Local Government II. 


H 113. AYDEN PRIVATE SALE. "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF AYDEN TO DISPOSE OF CERTAIN 
PROPERTY BY PRIVATE NEGOTIATION AND SALE." As title indicates. Describes tracts. 
Introduced by Jones. Referred to Local Government I. 


H 114. SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATOR FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATORS TO ALL SCHOOL SYSTEMS THAT ARE NOT CURRENTLY BEING 
SERVED BY STATE-FUNDED SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATORS." Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Public Instruction $3,845,570 in each year of 1991-93 biennium for use as 
title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Appropriations. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 103. SUBCHAPTER S CLARIFICATION. "TO CLARIFY SUBCHAPTER S CORPORATION LOSS 
CARRYFORWARDS."” Amends GS 105-131.4(e) (transition rules with respect to Subchapter S loss 
carryforwards enacted by SL 1989, Ch. 984, sec. 1) to make it clear that the one-half limitation 
applies separately to each year to which loss may be carried forward. Effective retroactively to tax 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989, and expires for tax years beginning on or after July 1 
1991. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 104. TAX CREDIT ADJUSTMENT. "70 ELIMINATE A TAXPAYER’S DEDUCTION FOR CERTAIN 
CONTRIBUTIONS OF LAND OR CROPS TO ACCOUNT FOR TAX CREDITS ALLOWED FOR THE SAME 
CONTRIBUTIONS." Effective retroactively to taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989, 
amends GS 105-134.6(c), 105-151.12, and -151.14 to require persons claiming tax credits for 
donations of gleaned crops and of land for conservation purposes to add the market values of 
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such donations to taxable income. Change eliminates current requirement that donor sacrifice 
federal deduction in order to claim state tax credit. Effective for taxable years beginning on or 
after Jan. 1, 1991, amends GS 105-151.2(d) to restrict married couples filing separately to a 
single tax credit for donated property. 

introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 105. INDEMNIFY TAX OFFICIAL. "TO PROVIDE FOR PAYMENT OF EXCESS DAMAGES AGAINST 
A STATE EMPLOYEE FOR COLLECTING OR ADMINISTERING AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL TAX.” Adds 
new GS 143-300.9 specifying that the State is to pay the excess amount of a judgment or settle- 
ment under GS 143-300.6 for damages against a state employee for collecting or administering a 
tax that is held unconstitutional. "Excess amount” is the amount of the judgment or settlement 
over the limit provided in GS 143-300.6 (in general, $100,000) and any coverage provided under 
GS 58-32-15, which authorizes the Public Officers and Employees Liability Insurance Comm'n to 
acquire "excess coverage” professional liability insurance. 

introduced by Winner. Referred to Constitution. 


S 106. CHILD CARE CREDIT/NONRESIDENTS. "AN ACT AUTHORIZING NONRESIDENT 
TAXPAYERS TO CLAIM THE TAX CREDIT FOR CHILD CARE AND CERTAIN EMPLOYMENT-RELATED 
EXPENSES.” Amends GS 105-151.11(d) to allow nonresidents and part-year residents to claim the 
income tax credit for child care and certain employment-related expenses. Credit must be pro- 
rated against NC allocable income pursuant to GS 105-134.5(b) for nonresidents, or (c) for part- 
year residents. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991, 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 107. PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX CHANGES. "7O SIMPLIFY AND MODERNIZE CERTAIN 
PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAXES TO IMPROVE ADMINISTRATION OF THE TAXES.” Rewrites GS 105-61, 
taxation of hotels and motels, 105-74, taxation of dry cleaning plants, and 105-85, taxation of 
laundries. Rewrite removes archaic terms and definitions. Extends tax levied by GS 105-61 to 
rentals of private residences to transients and makes rental agents responsible for paying the tax. 
Deletes exemption for private residence located in resort area and occupied by the owner for part 
of the season and replaces it with an exemption for private residence that is rented to transients 
for fewer than 15 days in the license year. Imposes tax of $50 for operating a laundry or dry 
cleaning establishment and $100 if the laundry or dry cleaner solicits business in a municipality or 
an unincorporated area other than the municipality or unincorporated area in which the laundry or 
dry cleaner is located. Allows cities and counties to levy taxes on laundries and dry cleaners in 

an amount not to exceed the state tax. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 108. SALES TAX ADMINISTRATION CHANGES. "TO IMPROVE ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
SALES AND USE TAX BY INCREASING THE LICENSE TAXES, ALLOWING MORE SMALL RETAILERS 
TO FILE QUARTERLY SALES TAX RETURNS, AND EXTENDING THE LIMITATIONS PERIOD FOR 
ENFORCING LIABILITY AGAINST CERTAIN TRANSFEREES AND CORPORATE OFFICERS.” Amends 
GS 105-164.4, -164.5, -164.6, and -164.29 to raise fees for licenses issued by Dep’t of Revenue, 
Sales and Use Tax Div’n to retailers and wholesale merchants to $25 (currently $5 or $10 de- 
pending on license). Amends GS 105-164.16 to permit retailers that owe less than $50 (currently, 
$25) per month in state and local sales tax to file quarterly returns. Amends GS 105-164.38 to 
make limitations period on actions to enforce sales and use tax liens against transferee of busi- 
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ness one year longer than period for actions against transferor. Amends GS 105-253 to make 
limitations period for actions for recovery of unpaid taxes against corporate officers one year 
longer than period for actions against corporation. Makes many technical changes to amended 
statutes. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 109. MODIFY TAX SECRECY PROVISION. "TO CLARIFY THE PROHIBITION AGAINST 
DISCLOSING TAX INFORMATION, TO MODIFY THE PROHIBITION TO PERMIT THE EXCHANGE OF 
CERTAIN INFORMATION BETWEEN DESIGNATED AGENCIES, AND TO EXCLUDE INFORMATION 
SUBMITTED ON A MASTER TAX APPLICATION FORM FROM THE PROHIBITION.” Rewrites GS 105- 
259 to make the following major changes: (1) allows Dep’t of Revenue to exchange information 
with any federal agency charged with collecting taxes; (2) allows Dep't of Revenue to exchange 
information on license and excise taxes with the ABC Comm'n, the Alcohol Law Enforcement 
Div’n, Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety, and the federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and 
Firearms; and (3) excludes information submitted to the Business License Information Office on a 
master application form from the definition of tax information, thereby making that information 
available to various agencies that must review the form in order to process license applications. 
Introduced by Winner. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 110. GASOLINE TAX AMENDMENTS. "TO IMPROVE THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE TAXES ON 
MOTOR FUELS, SPECIAL FUEL, AND MOTOR CARRIERS, AND TO TEMPORARILY RESTORE THE 
$40,000 CAP ON BONDS THAT MAY BE REQUIRED OF FUEL DISTRIBUTORS AND SUPPLIERS." 
Delays until July 1, 1991 raising of cap on amount of bond required of fuel distributors and sup- 
pliers from $40,000 to two times expected tax liability. Amends GS 105-449.25 to permit officer to 
allow continued operation of vehicle that fails to carry required fuel tax registration card or to 
display identification marker if officer determines that operation will not jeopardize payment of $75 
penalty. Amends GS 105-446 to make it clear that motor fuel tax refunds are available only for 
tax paid on fuel used in previous year. 

Makes following changes in GS Ch. 105, Art. 36A, applicable to special fuels: (1) deletes 
requirement that bulk-user store at least 100 galions of fuel; (2) makes clear that "motor vehicle” 
is one licensed under GS Ch. 20; (3) sets bond requirement at amount not to exceed (currently, 
equal to) supplier’s expected tax liability; (4) provides that supplier is agent of state in collecting 
special fuel tax; (5) makes grounds for license carnicellation identical to those for motor fuel 
distributors; (6) makes clear that suppliers are liable for tax on fuel sold to user-seller unless fuel 
goes into tank marked “For Nonhighway Use;” (7) makes user-seller liable foi tax on fuel in such 
a tank that is used on highway; (8) creates presumption that fuel used by user-seller in excess of 
that reported as acquired from supplier is taxable. 

Makes following, parallel anendments GS Ch. 105, Art. 36 and 36A, applicable to motor fuel 
distributors and special fuel suppliers respectively: (1) permits Sec’y of Revenue to accept irrevo- 
cable letter of credit instead of bond; (2) makes clear that corporations and limited partnerships 
must qualify to do business in NC; (3) requires individuals or general partnerships to designate an 
agent for service of process; (4) gives Sec’y authority to waive late application penalty ior refund 
of taxes; (5) makes failure to keep required records grounds for license revocation and a misde- 
meanor; (6) requires proof of willfulness for conviction for failure to file report or pay taxes, (7) 
requires Sec’y to give ten days notice of cancellation of license for failure to pay tax 
Introduced by Winner.

S 111. HIGHWAY USE TAX REDUCTIONS. "TO LOWER THE MINIMUM HIGHWAY USE TAX AND 


TO EXEMPT CERTAIN TRANSFERS OF VEHICLES FROM THE TAX.” Amends GS 105-187.2/a) to 
reduce the minimum highway use tax payable when a title is issued from $40 to $20 and exempi 
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the following transactions from the tax: (1) new title issued because the owner changed names; 
(2) vehicle transferred to Dep’t of Human Resources to be equipped for use by the handicapped 
and then transferred to a handicapped person; (3) vehicle used in the driver education program 
of a public school; (4) vehicle transferred as result of the death of the former owner; and (5) 
vehicle transferred as result of a gift between spouses or a parent and child. Effective July 1, 
1991 

introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


§ 112. DIESEL FUEL TAX REPORT. "TO MAKE ANNUAL SPECIAL FUEL REPORTS DUE THE 
SAME TIME AS ANNUAL MOTOR CARRIER REPORTS AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO 
THE MOTOR CARRIER LAWS TO FACILITATE ANNUAL MOTOR CARRIER REPORTS.” Amends GS 
105-449.10 and -449.39 as title indicates to change the filing period for annual diesel fuel reports 
from a calendar year to a fiscal year. 

introduced by Winner. Referred to Transportation. 


S 113. NONRESIDENT JOINT RETURNS. "TO ALLOW A NONRESIDENT COUPLE TO FILE A JOINT 
INCOME TAX RETURN IF ONLY ONE SPOUSE HAS INCOME FROM NORTH CAROLINA SOURCES." 
Amends GS 105-152 to require nonresident couples, one of whom has reportable NC income, to 
file a joint return if they have filed a joint federal return. Makes conforming amendments in other 
statutes. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


§ 114. REPEAL INHERITANCE TAX EXEMPTIONS. "TO REPEAL INHERITANCE EXEMPTIONS FOR 
CERTAIN TYPES OF PROPERTY.” Amends GS 105-3 to repeal inheritance tax exemptions for the 
following types of property: (1) pension, profit-sharing, and stock bonus plans qualified under sec. 
401, IRC; (2) retirement annuity contracts qualified under sec. 403, IRC; (3) annuities, bonds, and 
annuities received under IRAs; and (4) federal military retirement and survivor benefits. 

Effective Sept. 1, 1991, and applies to estates of decedents dying on or after that date. 
Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 115. SIMPLIFY BUSINESS LICENSE TAX. "TO SIMPLIFY LICENSE TAX FILING FOR RETAILERS 
AND WHOLESALERS.” Makes numerous changes in state and local privilege license taxes. 
Amends GS 105-164.16(b) to increase from $25 to $50 per month the amount of sales tax pay- 
able that will allow a merchant to file quarterly rather than monthly. Amends GS 105-102.5 to levy 
an annual $50 state license tax on retail and wholesale merchants and manufacturers, including 
merchants who sell or lease motor vehicles and motor fuel or special fuel. The tax is for each 
location at which the merchant is engaged in business. The tax does not apply to operators of 
merchandising dispensers licensed under GS 105-65.1 or to specialty market vendors, peddlers, 
or itinerant merchants licensed under GS 105-53. Counties are authorized to levy a tax of $35 on 
wholesale merchants, but not on retail merchants unless the retailer is also a wholesale mer- 
chant. A municipality may levy a license tax on wholesale and retail merchants but the tax must 
be based on the merchant’s gross receipts for the previous year. The tax shall be at a rate of up 
to $0.50 for every $1,000 of gross receipts, subject to a minimum tax of up to $30 and a maxi- 
mum tax of up to $2,000. A municipality may not levy a merchant's tax on an entity exempt from 
federal income tax under sec. 501, IRC, or on gross receipts from wholesale sales of alcoholic 
beverages. A merchant engaged in business in more than one municipality is subject to only one 
municipal tax on the same gross receipts; provision is made for apportioning receipts of a busi- 
ness with no fixed location in NC. Existing GS 105-102.5(b), levying a tax on numerous categories 
of businesses, -102.5(d), exemptions from the tax, and -102.5(c), authorizing local taxes, are re- 
pealed. Amends GS 105-36 to impose a $50 annual state license tax on the business of leasing 
or distributing movies, including movies on video cassettes, and prohibits cities and counties from 
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taxing the business; exempts from the tax distribution to institutions of learning. Amends GS 105- 
53 to (1) levy an annual state license tax of $50 on every peddler and deletes the lower taxes for 
various classes of peddlers; and (2) provides that an itinerant merchant shall pay a single $100 
state tax, rather than $100 for each county in which the merchant does business. Effective July 1, 
1992.

S 116. GREENSBORO BID LIMIT. "7O INCREASE THE BID LIMITS RELATING TO PUBLIC 
CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS FOR THE CITY OF GREENSBORO." Modifies GS 143-129 as it ap- 
plies to Greensboro to increase the threshold at which formal bidding is required for construction 
or repair work from $50,000 to $100,000. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Local Government. 


S 117. TECH PREP FUNDS. "TO ENCOURAGE COOPERATIVE EDUCATIONAL EFFORTS BETWEEN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC EDUCATION AND THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES." 
Requires State Board of Community Colleges to develop a pilot project for modeling alternative 
transportation methods. Permits Board to develop financial incentives to encourage regional pro- 
grams. _ Allocates from federal vocational education funds available to Dep’ts of Public 
Education and Community Colleges $150,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium to Richmond 
Community College for assistance to local education agencies and community colleges in starting 
tech prep programs. Allocates remainder of such funds for grants to pay for tech prep programs 
in public schools. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 119. LIGHTS/WIPERS ON SUNSET OFF. "TO REMOVE THE SUNSET ON THE ACT REQUIRING 
THAT HEADLIGHTS BE ILLUMINATED WHEN WINDSHIELD WIPERS ARE ON TO MAKE THAT 
VEHICLE MORE DISCERNIBLE DURING PERIODS OF LIMITED VISIBILITY.” Amends SL 1989, Ch. 
822, Sec. 3, to provide as title indicates. Has the effect of making permanent the amendment to 
GS 20-129(a) enacted by Ch. 822 which is scheduled to expire on June 30, 1991. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 120. AFDC INCREASE/COST OF LIVING. "7O ANNUALLY ADJUST THE AID TO FAMILIES WITH 
DEPENDENT CHILDREN TO REFLECT ANY CHANGE IN THE COST OF LIVING.” Adds new GS 
108A-36.1 to provide that the standard of need for the Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
Program is to be adjusted annually to reflect any increase or decrease in the cost of living. First 
adjustment is to become effective Oct. 1, 1991; subsequent adjustments, each Oct. 1 thereafter. 
Cost of living adjustment is to be based on the Consumer Price Index, with the percentage 
change to be determined for the 12-month period ending with the December preceding the year 
for which the adjustment will take effect. Increase in public assistance payments provided by this 
section is in addition to any other increase in such payments otherwise provided by law. 
Appropriates $6,956,672 for fiscal 1991-92 and $12,961,476 for fiscal 1992-93 from Genera! 
Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services, to implement act’s provisions. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 122. CAREER EMPLOYEES UNDER SPA. "TO DEFINE ‘CAREER STATE EMPLOYEE’ AND TO 
ESTABLISH A DIFFERENT SET OF CRITERIA FOR DETERMINING WHETHER A STATE EMPLOYEE /S 
SUBJECT TO CHAPTER 126 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." In general, makes length of service 
before employee is protected by state personnel act depend on whether employee holds “primar, 
level position,” "secondary level position,” “professional position,” “management !evei position ” 
or "consultant position,” rather than on pay grade. Amends GS 126-4 and -5 to provide that most 
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state personnel policies and rules do not apply to primary level employees until they have been 
continuously employed for 12 months, to secondary level or professional employees for 24 
months, and to management level or consultant employees for 36 months. Makes conforming 
amendments. Effective July 1, 1993 and applies to state employees hired on or after that date. 
Introduced by Johnson. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 123. PLUMBING/HTG. LICENSE NUMBER. "7O AUTHORIZE THE TRANSFER OF PLUMBING 
AND HEATING LICENSE NUMBERS." Amends GS 87-21(e) to authorize the initial holder of a 
plumbing and heating contractor license to designate in writing to the State Board of Examiners 
of Plumbing and Heating Contractors a qualified licensee to whom the Board is to assign the 
license number. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 124. DROP-OUT PREVENTION. "TO INCREASE STATE EFFORT TO PREVENT DROPPING 
OUT OF SCHOOL BEFORE GRADUATION.” Directs the Dep’t of Public Instruction and the 
Board of Community Colleges to adopt procedures to provide more accurate, comprehensive, 
and timely data on high school dropouts, alternative placements, and follow-through in alternative 
programs. Further directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to conduct research on issues of longer 
compulsory attendance, tying maintenance of driver’s license to staying in school, and limiting 
after-school employment hours, and to evaluate current attendance law to determine whether it is 
being adequately enforced. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Education. 


S 125. HIGHER EDUCATION ENCOURAGEMENT. "TO ENCOURAGE HIGHER EDUCATION IN 
NORTH CAROLINA.” Makes the following directions to the indicated boards and institutions: (1) 
Board of Community Colleges to ensure that each community college with college transfer deg- 
rees have articulation agreements with at least one four-year college; (2) Board of Education to 
include availability of advanced placement courses in assessing school system performance; (3) 
Board of Education to expand advanced placement program; (4) Board of Education to fund full 
implementation of pre-school programs for “at-risk” students; (5) All three boards to work with 
elementary schools to provide help with language and math skills for young students; (6) UNC 
Board of Governors and Board of Community Colleges to provide earlier college contacts for 
students; (7) UNC Board of Governors to expand pre-college program in math and science; (8) All 
three boards to consider efforts to provide earlier linkage of testing with skills needed for college 
entry; and (9) UNC Board of Governors and Board of Community Colleges to develop better 
transferability of courses between community colleges and four-year institutions. Effective July 
1,1991.

S 126. REMEDIATION. "TO INCREASE THE STATE EFFORT TO PROVIDE REMEDIATION." Requires 
State Board of Community Colleges and UNC Board of Governors to work towards agreements to 
provide local remediation. Requires State Board to develop a system to enable community col- 
leges to report to high schools on the performance of their students at the community college. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 127. EQUITY IN EDUCATION FUNDING. "TO PROVIDE FOR IMPROVEMENT IN THE FUNDING 
OF PUBLIC EDUCATION." Appropriates $11,900,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from 
General Fund to Dep't of Public Education for small needy school systems (those of 3,000 or 
fewer students) to provide an educational program roughly equivalent to the state-supported pro- 
gram offered in larger school systems. Methodology to determine need and distribution formula 
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are to be set in the Current Operations Appropriations Act of 1991. 

Provides that the estimated $50,000,000 in proceeds from corporate income tax currently 
earmarked for State Critical Needs Fund ($10,000,000) and Public School Building Capital Fund 
($40,000,000) for each year of 1991-93 biennium is to be used instead for principal and interest 
payments on state general obligation bonds to finance school construction. (Bond authorization 
provisions not included in bill.) Methodology to determine distribution formula, including match to 
be required by each particular county, is to be set in 1991 Current Appropriations Act. 

Appropriates $16,000,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from General Fund to Dep't of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services, for the State Public Assistance Equalization Fund, to 
reduce the impact of mandated expenditures for Aid to Families with Dependent Children, 
Medicaid, and Special Assistance for Adults. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 128. REVIEW OF EXEMPT PROPERTY. "70 PROVIDE FOR THE SYSTEMATIC REVIEW OF 
PROPERTY EXEMPTED OR EXCLUDED FROM PROPERTY TAXATION AND TO ALLOW PROPERTY 
THAT WAS ERRONEOUSLY EXEMPTED OR EXCLUDED TO BE TREATED AS DISCOVERED 
PROPERTY.” Amends GS 105-282.1 to require that a taxpayer’s application for exemption or ex- 
clusion of his property from property taxes must contain a complete and accurate statement of 
facts qualifying the property for exemption or exclusion, and indicating the municipality, if any, in 
which the property is located. Amends GS 105-312 to provide that failure of an owner of exempt 
or excluded property to notify the county assessor that the property no longer qualifies for that 
status subjects the property to discovery. Amends GS 105-296 to require the county assessor to 
annually review at least one-eighth of the parcels in the county exempted or excluded from taxa- 
tion. In so doing, the assessor may require owner to submit any information needed to determine 
if the property continues to qualify.

S 129. WATER TRANSFER PERMITS. "TO REQUIRE REGISTRATION OF ALL WATER TRANSFERS 
AND TO REQUIRE A PERMIT FOR THE TRANSFER OF ONE MILLION GALLONS OR MORE OF 
WATER PER DAY FROM ONE RIVER BASIN TO ANOTHER." Adds new Part 2A to GS Ch. 149, Art. 
21. Prohibits transfers of 1 million gallons or more of water from one river basin to another with- 
Out a permit to be issued by Environmental Management Commission (EMC). Sets up permit ap- 
plication process and requires EMC to publish information on application in NC Register within 30 
days of application. Requires EMC to hold public hearing on transfer below the point of transfer 
in basin that loses water. Requires EMC to consider following in evaluating permit: (1) protection 
of present and projected uses of water in losing basin, (2) protection of water quality in losing 
basin, (3) protection of water needs in losing basin, (4) protection of water needs of applicant, (5) 
benefits of transfer to state and local subdivisions, (6) whether applicant’s use of water is reason- 
able in light of harm from transfer, (7) whether transfer project will increase water conservation, 
(8) feasibility of alternative sources of supply for applicant, (9) impact on interstate water use, (10) 
whether transfer is consistent with other state and federal water resources law, (11) protection of 
losing basin’s ability to respond to emergencies, and (12) whether project will help or hurt naviga- 
tion, power generation, fish and wildlife, aesthetics, and recreation. Requires permit to specify 
amount of permitted withdrawal, location of all facilities involved in transfer, and level of flow in 
losing basin under which transfer will cease or be reduced. 

Requires all transfers under 1 million gallons per day to be registered with EMC. Registration 
must include amount of transfer, identification of places of withdrawal and transfer, and use to 
which water is put. 

Authorizes EMC to assess civil penalty of not more than $10,000 on persons who fail to obtain 
permit, violate terms of permit, or violate EMC rules governing transfers. Allows EMC to assess

$10,000 per day penalty on continuous violations. Makes violation of transfer statutes a misde- 
meanor punishable by fine of not less than $1,000 nor more than $10,000. Allows court to treat 
each day as a separate offense if violation is willful. Preserves existing common law and statutory 
rights of riparian landowners and other water users. 

Makes conforming amendments. Effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Block. Referred to Environment. 


S 130. PARK OFFENSES WAIVABLE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONFERENCE OF CHIEF DISTRICT 
JUDGES TO ADOPT A SCHEDULE OF PARK AND RECREATION OFFENSES THAT ARE WAIVABLE 
AND ADOPT A SCHEDULE OF FINES AND PENALTIES FOR THOSE THAT ADMIT GUILT OR ACCEPT 
RESPONSIBILITY." Amends GS 7A-148 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies to 
offenses committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 131. PRESERVE RAILROAD EASEMENTS. "TO ALLOW THE FILING OF AN AFFIDAVIT BY THE 
SECRETARY OF TRANSPORTATION OR BY AN OFFICER OF THE RAILROAD TO STATE AN 
INTENTION TO PRESERVE A RAILROAD EASEMENT FOR FUTURE TRANSPORTATION PURPOSES 
AND NEGATE THE PRESUMPTION OF ABANDONMENT." Amends GS 1-44.1 as title indicates. 
Affidavit to be recorded in county in which easement is located. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Transportation. 


S 132. NC PARK AUTHORITY. "7O ESTABLISH A NORTH CAROLINA PARK AUTHORITY TO 
MANAGE A PARK FUND FOR LAND ACQUISITION AND CAPITAL PROJECTS AT STATE PARKS.” 
Enacts new part 13A of GS ch. 143B to establish a 12-member Park Authority in the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources. Governor is to appoint one member from each of 
the state’s congressional districts; members to be knowledgeable about the park system or in 
finance. Authority to have the following powers: (1) manage the Park Fund established by GS 
143B-313.3; (2) issue revenue bonds to acquire land and build improvements for parks; and (3) 
advise Sec’y of DEHNR on land acquisition and improvements for parks. Enacts GS 143B-313.3 
to create a nonreverting Park Fund to consist of donations to the fund and fees collected in 
parks and recreation areas. The Park Fund shall be used only for land purchases, repairs, reno- 
vations, and facility construction in parks and recreation areas. The Fund shall be used to supple- 
ment and not replace appropriations for parks. Appropriates from General Fund $12,500 for each 
year of 1991-93 biennium for administrative expenses of the Park Authority. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Travel & Tourism. 


S 133. RESORT AREA AS STATE PARK. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF PARK OF THE STATE 
PARK SYSTEM TO INCLUDE STATE RESORT AREAS." Amends GS 113-44.9 to add state resort 
areas to the definition of "park” for purposes of the State Parks Act.

S 134. STATE TRAIL DESIGNATION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO DESIGNATE STATE TRAILS BY WRITTEN AGREEMENTS 
WITH PRIVATE LANDOWNERS AND OTHER UNITS OF GOVERNMENT WITHOUT REQUIRING THE 
DEPARTMENT TO POSSESS AN INTEREST IN THE PROPERTY.” Amends GS 113A-87 as title indi- 
cates. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Travel & Tourism. 
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S 135. PILOT PARK ENTRANCE FEES. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT. 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO PILOT THE COLLECTION OF ENTRANCE FEES AT 
CERTAIN STATE PARKS.” Requires Div'n of Parks & Recreation to begin collecting entrance fees 
at Fort Macon, Morrow Mountain, and Mount Mitchell beginning Jan. 1, 1992, and to report to 
General Assembly on this pilot program by convening of 1994 session. Pilot program to terminate 
when report is filed. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Finance. 


S 136. TRAIL SYSTEM LIABILITY. "TO EXTEND LIMITED LIABILITY PROTECTION UNDER THE 
TRAILS SYSTEM TO LANDOWNERS, UNITS OF GOVERNMENT, TRAIL DEVELOPERS, AND TRAIL 
MAINTAINERS." Amends GS 113A-95 to make clear that limitation of liability applicable to trails in 
NC Trails System applies to scenic, recreation, and connecting or side trails. Provides that limita- 
tion of liability applies as between landowners, lessees, occupants, or other persons in control of 
trail and persons who build or maintain such trails, and between those who build and maintain 
trails and trail users, so long as trail is built to standards adopted by Sec’y of Dep't of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 137. PARKS PLANNING STAFF FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO EXPAND THE 
PLANNING STAFF OF THE DIVISION OF PARKS TO DEVELOP PARK MASTER PLANS AND 
GENERAL MANAGEMENT PLANS AND MANAGE STATE RIVERS AND TRAILS." Appropriates from 
General Fund to Div’n of Parks & Recreation $262,484 for fiscal 1991-92 and $256,179 for fiscal 
1992-93 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 138. EARLY ED./HANDICAPPED FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR EARLY 
INTERVENTION, DEVELOPMENTAL SERVICES, AND EDUCATION FOR HANDICAPPED CHILDREN 
FROM BIRTH THROUGH FOUR YEARS OF AGE." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of 
Human Resources for cited purpose $1,329,293 for fiscal 1991-92 and $4,145,289 for fiscal 1992- 
93, allocated as follows: for fiscal 1991-92, $832,338 for preschool services for blind and visually 
impaired children, and $496,955 for such services for deaf and hearing impaired children; for 
fiscal 1992-93, $2,040,820 for child developmental disabilities, $1,527,318 for blind and visually 
impaired children, and $577,151 for deaf and hearing impaired children. Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources $3,093,512 for fiscal 1991-92 
and $6,031,131 for fiscal 1992-93 for developmental services for children from birth through two 
years of age, allocated as follows: for fiscal 1991-92, $878,172 for child services coordination, 
$162,196 for nutrition services, $467,144 for special therapies, and $1,586,000 for evaluation 
services; for fiscal 1992-93, $1,762,646 for child services coordination, $162,196 for nutrition serv- 
ices, $934,289 for special therapies, and $3,172,000 for evaluation services. Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education for educating handicapped children from three to four 
years of age $16,492,183 for fiscal 1991-92 and $20,338,040 for fiscal 1992-93. Effective July 1, 
1991.

S 139. BESSEMER CITY WARDS. "TO ALLOW BESSEMER CITY TO REDISTRICT ITS RESIDENCY 
WARDS TO THE EXTENT PERMISSIBLE BY FEDERAL CONSTITUTIONAL AND STATUTORY

PURPOSE IN THE ZONING STATUTES." Amends GS 153A-340 to provide that, for purpose of the 
rule that county zoning ordinances may not regulate bona fide farms, "bona bide farm purposes” 
include production of crops, fruits, vegetables, ornamental and flowering plants, dairy, livestock, 
poultry, and all other forms of agricultural products having a domestic or foreign market.

Amends GS 113A-36 to provide that the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources, in its reports to the Governor and General Assembly on additions to the rivers 
system, shall at a minimum set forth: (1) a description of the area; (2) feasibility of including the 
river or segment in the system; (3) how the river or segment addresses needs identified in the 
System-wide Plan of the State Parks System; (4) preliminary cost estimates for land acquisition; 
and (5) what local government action should be or has been taken to protect the river. Also 
provides that the potential designation of a river or segment for inclusion in the system shall 
expire after three years. Amends GS 113A-44 to direct every state agency to recognize the policy 
and purpose of the Natural and Scenic Rivers Act and take steps necessary to protect desig- 
nated rivers and segments. Adds new GS 113A-38.1 to direct DEHNR to adopt land-use guide- 
lines to be followed by local governments in protecting designated rivers, and provides that wher 
a segment has been designated local governments with jurisdiction over riparian land along the 
segment have two years in which to adopt zoning or other land-use controls that are at least as 
restrictive as the state guidelines. If the land-use controls are not adopted, designation of the 
affected segment shall expire. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 129. MOBILE HOME FINANCE CHARGES-2. "ESTABLISHING THE CALCULATION OF REBATES 
ON PREPAYMENT OF INSTALLMENT LOANS SECURED BY REAL PROPERTY OR MOBILE HOMES." 
Adds GS 25A-32.1 to ) provide that consumer credit installment sales contract secured by real 
property or residential manufactured home may be paid in full at any time before maturity, in 
which case borrower must be credited with all unearned finance charges. Makes same provision 
if lien is foreclosed or collateral repossessed. Makes conforming amendment to GS 25A-2. 
Introduced by Morgan. Referred to Commerce. 


H 130. IMPROVE APA RULE-MAKING PROCESS. "70 IMPROVE THE ADMINISTRATIVE RULE- 
MAKING PROCESS." Adds new Art. 2A ("Rules”) to GS Ch. 150B ("Administrative Procedure Act”) 
to make changes in law regarding adoption, publication, and effect of rules of executive branch 
agencies. Repeals current Art. 2 ("Rule Making”) and current Art. 5 ("Publication of 
Administrative Rules”) of GS Ch. 150B. Substantially modifies Part 3 ("Administrative Rules 
Review Commission”) of GS Ch. 143B, Art. 4. 

Statutory consolidation. A chief effect of te bill is to combine into one new Art. 2A the major 
Statutory provisions relating to adoptions of ru. »s by agencies, review of rules by the Rules 


Review Commission, hearings on proposed rules, conditions under which rules become effective, 
and publication of rules. 
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Creation of "Codifier of Rules". Amends GS 150B-2 to create new position of Codifier of 
Rules and to provide that position is filled by the Chief Administrative Law Judge of the Office of 
Administrative Hearings or a designated representative of that person. 

Rules Review Commission. Changes name of Administrative Rules Review Commission to 
Rules Review Commission. 

Adoption of rules by agencies. New GS 150B-20.2 modifies the permanent rule-making proce- 
dure to be used by agencies. Provides that the agency may publish in its notice of intent to adopt 
the rule merely a statement of the subject matter of the proposed rule-making (current law re- 
quires publication of the text of the proposed rule). Requires that the notice of intent to adopt the 
rule must include a short explanation of the reason for the proposed action (current law contains 
no such requirement). Permits adoption of a rule without a public hearing (current law requires a 
public hearing with respect to adoption of all rules). Instead, requires that the notice of intent to 
adopt must include instructions on how a person may demand a public hearing. Requires that a 
public hearing be held in two circumstances: where the agency has published merely a statement 
of the subject matter of the proposed rule making instead of the text; and where any person 
demands a public hearing. Requires agencies to maintain mailing lists of persons who have re- 
quested notification of rule-making and to maii notices to persons on the list. If an agency is 
required to hold a hearing, or if it chooses to hold a hearing even though not required to, it must 
publish notice of the time and place of the hearing in the North Carolina Register at least 15 
days ahead of the hearing (current law requires 30 days’ notice). Also shortens the minimum time 
the agency must accept written comments on the proposed rule from 30 days after publication to 
15; 

Adoption of rules by agencies upon petition. New GS 150B-20 makes modifications in actions 
required by agencies when the agencies are petitioned by a person for a rule adoption or 
change. Requires the agency affected to notify the petitioner of its decision of whether to adopt 
the rule petitioned for (current law has no such requirement) and permits the agency—upon adop- 
tion and publication of the rule—to indicate in the published rule that the rule was adopted in 
response to a petition and to identify the petitioner. Also requires petitioner to submit a proposed 
text of rule petitioned for. Specifies that failure of agency to grant or deny the petition within 30 
days constitutes a denial which becomes a final agency action subject to review under the 
Administrative Procedure Act. 

Adoption of temporary rules. New GS 150B-21.1 makes modifications in actions required for 
adoption of temporary rules. Requires that agency head (in addition to Governor or Council of 
State member) sign the statement of need for the temporary rule. Provides that the statement of 
need is reviewed by the Codifier of Rules for a determination that the statutory requirements for 
adoption of a temporary rule have been met and provides that the codifier of Rules may consider 
any information submitted by the agency or by anyone else in making the determination (under 
current law, the statement of need is not reviewed by the Office of Administrative Hearings; 
rather, both the statement of need and the temporary rule are reviewed by the Administrative 
Rules Review Commission). If the Codifier of Rules finds that the requirements for adoption of a 
temporary rule have not been met, he must return the rule to the agency. The agency may make 
a supplemental response. The Codifier of Rules then again determines whether the requirements 
have been met. The decision of the Codifier of Rules is an action subject to judicial review. A 
person affected by a temporary rule adopted by an agency may file for a declaratory judgment in 
Wake County Superior Court that the rule does not meet the standards for a permanent rule. The 
court may not grant an ex parte temporary restraining order. 

Review by Rules Review Commission. New GS 150B-21.8 removes from the Rules Review 
Commission any responsibility with respect to temporary rules. With respect to permanent rules, 
the Rules Review Commission reviews proposed rules on same bases that current law provides 
for the Administrative Rules Review Commission. The Rules Review Commission, however, is —

granted authority to seek a declaratory judgment that a proposed rule is outside the scope of the 
agency’s statutory authority if it objects to a rule on that basis. 

Rules becoming effective. New GS 150B-21.3 significantly speeds up the effective date of 
many rules to which the Rules Review Commission objects. If the Rules Review Commission ob- 
jects on any grounds other than that the agency lacked statutory authority to adopt the rule, the 
rule becomes effective five days after the agency delivers the rule to the Codifier of Rules (cur- 
rent law provides that a rule objected to by the Administrative Rules Review Commission be- 
comes effective the first day of the second month after it is filed with the Director of the Office of 
Administrative Hearings; current law also provides for the Administrative Rules Review 
Commission to block for 90 days implementation of rules in certain circumstances; that authority 
is deleted). If, on the other hand, the Rules Review Commission objects because it finds that the 
proposed rule is outside the agency’s statutory authority, the rule cannot become effective unless 
the agency obtains a declaratory judgment in its favor. 

Repeal of rules. Clarifies that an agency is not required to publish a notice of rule-making or 
hold a hearing if the law under which the rule was adopted is repealed or if that law or the rule 
itself is declared unconstitutional. Director of Fiscal Research of the General Assembly is given 
some responsibility for notifying Codifier of Rules in such cases. 

Hearings on other rules. New GS 150B-21.14 grants to Rules Review Commission authority to 
call a public hearing on its on motion on a rule that is not before it for review. 

Enforcement of rules objected to by the Rules Review Commission. New GS 150B-21.12 re- 
quires that when the Rules Review Commission objects to a rule on the grounds that it is not 
clear and unambiguous or that it is not reasonably necessary, the Codifier of Rules, in entering 
the rule in the North Carolina Administrative Code, must note the objection. New GS 150B-21.15 
then provides that in a proceeding for judicial review or enforcement of such a rule, the agency 
filing the rule has the burden of persuading the court that the part of the rule to which the Rule 
Review Commission objected in fact met the requirements of the law. 

Publication of the North Carolina Register and the North Carolina Administrative Code. New GS 
150B-21.17 provides that the Codifier of Rules must publish the Register two times a month (cur- 
rent law provides that the Director of the Office of Administrative Hearings must publish it at least 
monthly). New GS 150B-21.18 names the compilation of agency rules the “North Carolina 
Administrative Code” (current law gives it no name). 

Rules of the State Bar, Utilities Commission, and Industrial Commission. New GS 150B-21.21 
adds a requirement that rules of the North Carolina State Bar be published in the North Carolina 
Administrative Code (current law does not cover them). 

Clerks of superior court to get free copies of Register and Code. New GS 150B-21.24 adds 
clerks of superior court to free distribution list. 

New agencies covered by the APA. GS 150B-1 is amended to cause APA to apply to Rules 
Review Commission, but does not include rule-making as a "contested case” (current law, 
Administrative Rules Review Commission is exempt) and to Occupational Safety and Health 
Review Board. 

Executive orders out. GS 147-16.1 is amended to remove executive orders from the Register 
and the Administrative Code. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 131. UNC REPORT ON PUBLIC SERVICE. "REQUIRING THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO REPORT ON ITS PROGRESS IN ADOPTING STANDARDS TO 
CREATE AND ENHANCE AN ORGANIZED PROGRAM OF PUBLIC SERVICE AND TECHNICAL 

ASSISTANCE TO THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” Amends SL 1989, Ch. 936, sec. 5, as title indicates to 
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require quarterly reports beginning April 15, 1991, and ending April 15, 1993, to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 
Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to Rules. 


H 132. DRAINAGE ASSESSMENT NOTICE. "TO REQUIRE NOTICE BY CERTIFIED LETTER OF 
MEETING AT WHICH DRAINAGE ASSESSMENTS ARE DETERMINED." Requires drainage com- 
missioners to give notice of meeting at which assessments are to be set to all property owners by 
certified mail. Notice must be sent not more than 30 nor less than 10 days before meeting. 
Effective for all assessments levied 30 days after enactment. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 133. DOT USE RECYCLED GOODS. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
TO USE, CONSISTENT WITH APPLICABLE ENGINEERING STANDARDS AND ECONOMIC 
FEASIBILITY, CERTAIN RECYCLED GOODS FOR CERTAIN SPECIFIED PURPOSES." Amends GS 
130A-309.14 to require DOT to use, consistent with applicable engineering standards and eco- 
nomic feasibility, composted yard waste in highway beautifications projects, demolition debris in 
roadbed stabilization and construction projects, and scrap tires in highway construction. Effective 
July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Environment. 


H 134. PRIVATE RECYCLERS’ REPORT. "AUTHORIZING A COUNTY TO ENACT AN ORDINANCE 
REQUIRING PRIVATE RECYCLERS TO SUBMIT A REPORT TO THE COUNTY ON THE RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS SUBJECT TO THE GOAL SET FORTH IN GS 103A-309.04 THAT ARE BEING RECOVERED 
BY THE RECYCLER WITHIN THE COUNTY.” Amends GS 153A-136(a) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Environment. 


H 135. USED OIL CARRIERS TO BE MARKED. "TO REQUIRE A CERTIFIED TRANSPORTER OF 
USED OIL TO MARK ALL ITS VEHICLES OR CONTAINERS OF USED O/L ON THE VEHICLES WHICH 
TRANSPORT USED OIL.” Amends GS 130A-309.23(c) as title indicates. Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Environment. 


H 136. SOLID WASTE INCINERATOR BANS. "TO PROHIBIT THE DISPOSAL OF CERTAIN 
CLASSES OF SOLID WASTE BY INCINERATION.” Amends GS 130A-309.10 to prohibit after 1 Oct. 
1991 the disposal by incineration of lead-acid batteries, used oil, yard trash, and white goods 
(i.e., used appliances). 

Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Environment. 


H 137. PROHIBITED ACTS FOR ANTIFREEZE. "TO PROHIBIT CERTAIN ACTS REGARDING 
ANTIFREEZE.” Enacts new GS 130A-309.29 to prohibit the following acts regarding antifreeze: (1) 
collecting, transporting, or using antifreeze in a manner than endangers public health or welfare; 
(2) discharging antifreeze into sewers, groundwater, or surface waters; (3) disposing of antifreeze 
in landfills uniess approved by DEHNR; (4) mixing antifreeze in solid waste that is to be disposed 
of in landfills; (5) mixing antifreeze with hazardous substances that make it unsuitable for recy- 
cling. Violation is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine or imprisonment for not to exceed two 
years, or both. A person mixing antifreeze with solid waste that is to be disposed of in a landfill 
who had no knowledge that the solid waste had been mixed with antifreeze is not guilty of a 
violation. Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

APPOINT THE NOMINEE OF THE PARTY EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE VACATING SHERIFF." 
Amends GS 162-5.1 as title indicates.

H 139. TEMPORARY PARK EMPLOYEE PAY. "7O INCREASE THE RATE OF PAY FOR SEASONAL 
AND TEMPORARY EMPLOYEES AT THE STATE PARKS AND RECREATION AREAS." Appropriates 
from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $389,046 in 
each year of 1991-93 biennium for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by N. Crawford. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 140. PARK LIFEGUARDS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FOR MINIMUM 
LIFEGUARD COVERAGE AT EXISTING SWIMMING BEACHES AND POOLS IN THE STATE PARKS 
SYSTEM.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources $158,092 in each year of 1991-93 biennium for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 
1991.

H 141. STATE PARKS STUDY COMM’N. "TO CREATE A STUDY COMMISSION ON STATE PARKS

Tem., and three public members to be appointed by the Governor. Comm’n authorized to (1) 
identify needs of State Parks and Recreation Areas; (2) collect and evaluate various reports and 
recommendations regarding parks; (3) review and evaluate the Park Authority and Park Fund; (4) 
review and formulate proposed legislation to address needs of parks system; and (5) study other 
issues pertinent to State Parks and Recreation System.

H 142. PARK IMPROVEMENT PLAN. "TO ESTABLISH A PARK IMPROVEMENT PLAN (PIP) FOR 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS AT STATE PARKS AND RECREATION AREAS AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE INITIAL PHASE OF THE PLAN." Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Div’n of Parks and Recreation, 
$15 million in each year of 1991-93 for capital improvements in state parks based on Div’n prior- 
ity list. Effective July 1, 1991.

Amends GS 150B-23 to provide that if a contested case 
under the APA concerns a license, the party filing the petition must serve a copy on the person 
who holds the license and that a petition must be signed by a party or a party’s repres 
Further provides that an administrative law judge assigned to a contested case may require a 
party to file a prehearing statement; such a statement must be served on all parties to the con- 
tested case. If a prehearing statement has been filed in a case, the notice of hearing need only 
include the date, hour, and place of hearing; if no prehearing statement has been filed, the 
notice must also include a brief statement of the facts. Amends GS 150B-27 to delete the admin- 
istrative law judge’s exclusive authority to issue subpoenas and provides that subpoenas are to 
be issued as provided in GS 1A-1, Rule 45. Upon motion, the administrative law judge may quash 
a subpoena. Amends GS 150B-29(a) to provide that the administrative law judge may exclude 
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inadmissible evidence on his own motion. Amends GS 150B-33(b) to provide that the administra- 
tive law judge may issue subpoenas in accordance with Rule 45, provide for the taking of de- 
positions, and rule on prehearing motions and objections to discovery. Further provides that after 
a hearing the administrative law judge may order a party to file proposed findings of fact and 
written arguments in support of the party’s position. Amends GS 150B-36 to provide that if a 
party files a timely and sufficient affidavit of personal bias or other reason for disqualification of a 
member of the agency making the final decision, the agency shall determine the matter as a part 
of the record in the case, and the determination is subject to judicial review at the conclusion of 
the case. Further provides that the following decisions made by the administrative law judge are 
final: (1) lack of jurisdiction; (2) order pursuant to GS 7A-759(e) (decision as deferred agency for 
EEOC); (3) order entered pursuant to a prehearing motion that either dismisses the case for fail- 
ure to prosecute or grant the relief requested when the party against whom the petition is filed 
does not comply with procedural requirements; and (4) order entered pursuant to a prehearing 
motion to dismiss the contested case in accordance with GS 1A-1, Rule 12(b) when the order 
disposes of all issues in the case. Amends GS 150B-44 to provide that an agency that is subject 
to GS Ch. 150B, Art. 3 and is not a board or comm’n has 180 days from the day it receives the 
official record in a contested case from the Office of Administrative Hearings to make a final 
decision in the case. An agency that is subject to art. 3 and is a board or comm’n has 180 days 
from the day it receives the official record in a contested case from the OHA or 180 days after its 
next regularly scheduled meeting, whichever is longer, to make a final decision in the case. If an 
agency subject to Art. 3 has not made a final decision within these time limits, the agency is 
considered to have adopted the administrative law judge’s recommended decision as the final 
decision. Failure of an agency subject to art 3A to make a final decision with 180 days of the 
close of the hearing is justification for a person whose rights are adversely affected by the delay 
to seek a court order compelling action. Amends SL 1985, Ch. 746, sec. 19, to delete the Jan. 1, 
1992, sunset of GS Ch. 150B.

Please add the following paragraph to the digest of 
S 1125 (introduced 20 February): Bill also repeals the following provisions that levy a state privi- 
lege license tax: 105-46 (undertakers and coffin dealers); 105-51.1 (alarm systems); 105-61 
(hotels and motels); 105-62 (restaurants); 105-70 (packinghouses); 105-74 (dry cleaners); 105-80 
(firearms dealers); 105-85 (laundries); 105-89 (automobile dealers and service stations); 105-89. 1 
(motorcycle dealers); 105-97 (ice cream manufacturers); 105-98 (chain stores); 105-99 (wholesale 
distributors of motor fuels); and 105-102.1 (cooperative associations). Repeals effective July 1, 
1992. 


S 152. INDEX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. "TO INDEX THE AMOUNT OF THE PROPERTY TAX 
HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION AND THE AMOUNT OF THE INCOME LIMIT FOR ELIGIBILITY FOR THE 
EXEMPTION." Amends GS 105-277.1 to exclude from the tax value of residential property belong- 
ing to certain elderly or disabled persons an "index amount” determined individually for each 
county by the Dep’t of Revenue as follows: for 1991 tax year the amount is $15,000; effective for 
each county’s first revaluation of real property held on or after July 1, 1992, the exclusion will be 
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increased or reduced by a percentage equal to the average percentage change in real property 
values resulting from the revaluation. (Now, excludes first $12,000 in value.) Sets income eligibility 
limit at $11,000 for 1991 tax year; effective for 1992 and future tax years, directs Dep't of 
Revenue to compute uniform statewide income eligibility limit by increasing limit by same percent- 
age by which federal government adjusted Social Security benefits during the preceding calendar 
year. Also changes income eligibility limit to apply to "aggregate household income” of household 
in which eligible owner resides, defined as aggregate disposable income of all persons who main- 
tain a permanent residence in the same household (now, each owner’s income determined sepa- 
rately except that income of husband and wife living together is aggregated).

S 153. COMMEMORATE BANKING COMWM’N. "JOINT RESOLUTION TO COMMEMORATE THE

Adds new GS 131D-35 which provides 
that interest accrues on domiciliary home penalties from date of Penalty Review Committee deci- 
sion. Requires administrative law judge to award attorney’s fees to prevailing party if judge finds 
either no basis for the appeal or no basis for the penalty. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

50-30 to permit insureds, notwithstanding policy provisions to the contrary, to select and obtain 
reimbursement for the services of certified clinical specialists in psychiatric and mental health 
nursing when policy covers services within their scope of practice. Amendment to GS 58-6-1 de- 
fines "certified clinical specialist in psychiatric and mental health nursing” for purposes of regula- 
tion of medical service plans as licensed registered nurse with graduate degree and American 
Nurses’ Ass’n certification in that field.

S 161. REST HOME REVIEW TIME LIMIT. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES COMPLETE STAFF REVIEW OF LOCAL NEGATIVE ACTIONS WITHIN SIXTY DAYS." 
Amends GS 131D-34(h) to require that the Sec’y of Human Resources ensure that departmental 
staff review of local departments of social services’s penalty recommendations are completed 
within 60 days of receipt by the Dep't. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 162. ENVIRONMENTAL SPECIALIST FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES FOR ALLOCATION TO COUNTIES TO 
ASSIST WITH ENVIRONMENTAL SPECIALIST SALARY EXPENSE." Appropriates from General Fund 
to cited department $1.9 million for each year of 1991-93 biennium to assist with salary and 
related costs for one environmental specialist in each county, allocating $19,000 to each county. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 163. DEVELOP SOCIAL SERVICES PLAN. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES TO FURTHER DEVELOP THE SOCIAL SERVICES PLAN AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS 
TO PILOT THE CORE OF SOCIAL SERVICES.” With respect to the Social Services Plan mandated 
by Ch. 448, SL 1989, directs the Dep’t of Human Resources to pilot in five to ten counties the 
core services as described in its report to the General Assembly, including the establishment of 
minimum standards for core services such as staffing, caseload, training, and facilities. Directs 
the Dep’t to report periodically on the further development of the plan to the Social Services 
Study Comm’n it is reauthorized. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't $333,191 for fiscal 
1991-92 and an unspecified amount for 1992-93 for these purposes. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Waiker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 164. REST HOME COST REPORTS. "TO REQUIRE THAT DOMICILIARY HOME COST REPORTS 
BE CERTIFIED." Amends GS 131D-3 to add a requirement that cost and revenue reports of 
domiciliary care facilities be certified by a certified public accountant, verifying (1) that amounts 
reported in cost report relate to the proper year and reconcile to the general ledger, tax return, 
and appropriate financial statements, (2) the validity of payroll costs, (3) that depreciation ex- 
pense is supported by appropriate backup schedules, (4) that interest expense reported agrees 
with bank statements and other support documentation, (5) that food, utilities, and other vendor 
payments are adequately supported by source documents, (6) that rent and lease expenses are 
supported by lease agreements, and (7) that data related to paid patient days are supported by 
adequate census. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Human Resources. 
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S 165. HOME/COMMUNITY CARE BLOCK GRANT. ”7O PROVIDE FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES, DIVISION OF AGING, TO ADMINISTER A HOME AND COMMUNITY CARE 
BLOCK GRANT FOR OLDER ADULTS." Amends GS 153B-181.1(a) as title indicates and specifies 
sources of funds for grants. Provides that, subject to availability of current state and federal fund- 
ing, allocations to counties for older adults shall not be less than amount allocated in fiscal 1990- 
91. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 166. INNHOME/COMMUNITY-BASED FEES. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES, DIVISION OF AGING, TO CHARGE FEES FOR IN-HOME AND COMMUNITY-BASED 
SERVICES.” Amends GS 143B-181.1(a) as title indicates. Requires fees to be based on a sliding 
scale and to be used to extend services to functionally impaired older adults and family caregi- 
vers. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Finance. 


S 167. CLAY/GRAHAM/SWAIN FEE COLLECTION. "TO AUTHORIZE CLAY, GRAHAM, AND SWAIN 
COUNTIES TO COLLECT CERTAIN FEES IN THE SAME MANNER AS AD VALOREM TAXES." 
Amends GS 153A-293 to allow cited counties to collect solid waste fees as title indicates. Unpaid 
fees become a lien on real property. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Finance. 


S 168. BEP SB2/BLANK BILL. "IMPLEMENTING THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE LEGISLATIVE

BETWEEN THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM AND THE SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT AND 
ACCOUNTABILITY ACT OF 1991.” Blank bill contains no substantive provisions

S 169. SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION BONDS. "/JMPLEMENTING THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION ON THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM REGARDING THE USE 
OF STATE GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS TO FINANCE SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION.” Blank bill con- 
tains no substantive provisions.

S 170. SOCIAL SERVICES EQUAL. FUNDS. "IMPLEMENTING THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION ON THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM REGARDING SOCIAL 
SERVICES EQUALIZATION FUNDS." Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Education. 


S 171. SMALL SCHOOL FUNDS. "IMPLEMENTING THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION ON THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM REGARDING 
SUPPLEMENTAL FUNDING FOR SMALL SCHOOL SYSTEMS." Blank bill contains no substantive 
provisions. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Education. 


S 172. DRIVERS EDUCATION. "/MPLEMENTING THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
STUDY COMMISSION ON THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM REGARDING THE DRIVERS 
EDUCATION PROGRAM." Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Education. 
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S 173. FUTURE STRATEGIES COMM’N. "TO CHANGE THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON FUTURE STRATEGIES FOR NORTH CAROLINA.” Amends GS 120- 
84.7 revise membership of cited Comm'n. Provides for 15 members to be appointed as follows: 
(1) Governor appoints one representative of county government, one of city government, and 
three of private sector; (2) President Pro Tempore appoints one representative of city government, 
one of private sector, and three members of Senate; (3) Speaker appoints one representative of 
county government, one educator, and three members of the House. Provides that chairman may 
not be legislator. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Rules. 


S 174. CREDIT CARD DEREGULATION. "TO AUTHORIZE CREDIT CARD BANKS, TO AMEND THE 
RATE OF INTEREST AND FEES APPLICABLE TO CREDIT CARD ACCOUNTS, OPEN-END CREDIT, 
AND REVOLVING CHARGE ACCOUNTS.” Rewrites GS 24-11 to regulate open-end credit accounts, 
as distinguished from credit card and revolving charge accounts. Defines “open-end” accounts 
as those extended by a creditor under a plan in which the creditor reasonably contemplates re- 
peated transactions. Domestic lender (NC or federally chartered bank, savings and loan asso- 
ciation, or credit union, having its principal place of business in NC) may impose any fee or 
charge in extending open-end credit, whether secured or unsecured. All fees and charges are 
specifically deemed to be material to the determination of interest under the federal most favored 
lender doctrine and specified federal legislation. Lenders, other than domestic lenders, in an 
open-end credit plan are limited to: a monthly rate of 1 1/2% on the unpaid balance of the loan 
for unsecured credit and 1 1/4% for secured credit; a 25-day grace period is imposed on these 
lenders. Generally, any lender in a consumer open-end credit plan that is subject to the federal 
Truth-in-Lending Act who proposes amendments increasing any charge, interest rate, or fee to be 
paid by the debtor must notify the debtor in writing at least 30 days before the amendment’s 
effective date and of the debtor’s right to cancel the plan. 

Enacts new art. 21, GS ch. 53, regarding credit cards and credit card banks. GS 53-245 
permits a domestic lender (defined above), a foreign lender (lender chartered by the US, DC, or 
another state and authorized to accept deposits and make loans, having its principal place of 
business outside NC), or a holding company (a company controlling either of the two above types 
of lenders) to establish a credit card bank. GS 53-246 requires that a credit card bank engage 
only in credit card operations (including soliciting, processing, and extending credit), maintain 
only one office, operate in a manner not likely to attract customers from the general public in NC 
to the substantial detriment of other domestic lenders, meet the requirements imposed on other 
state banks under GS 53-2(4) and employ 50 persons in its credit card operations within a year of 
beginning business. Credit card bank cannot accept demand deposits or other deposits that the 
depositor may withdraw by check or similar means or pay to third parties, or a savings or time 
deposit of less than $100,000. Credit card bank is specifically prohibited from making commercial 
loans. All of the bank’s capital stock, except the directors’ qualifying shares, if any, must be 
owned solely by the domestic or foreign lender, or a holding company. Expressly provides that 
credit card issuers are not required to establish a credit card bank to issue and process credit 
cards. GS 53-247 generally establishes same requirements on credit card banks as GS 24-11 
imposes on domestic lenders extending open-end credit, but retains present 25-day grace period. 
GS 53-248 imposes for other credit card issuers the same terms that GS 24-11 imposes on 
foreign lenders extending open-end credit. GS 53-249 allows creditors to charge discounts and 


fees as agreed upon by the parties for those who provide goods or services and participate in the 
credit card plan. 
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Rewrites GS 25A-14 to establish the following requirements for revolving charge accounts: 
(1) maximum finance charge of 1 3/4% per month on the unpaid balance (with a $0.50 minimum 
charge); (2) 25-day grace period; and (3) continues the prohibition against imposing an annual 
charge. 
introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 175. HOMELESSNESS PREVENTION FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE HOUSING 
FINANCE AGENCY TO AID IN THE PREVENTION OF HOMELESSNESS.” Appropriates from the 
General Fund to the North Carolina Housing Finance Agency the following amounts for the follow- 
ing purposes: 

$500,000 for each year of the biennium to establish within the Multifamily Rental Assistance 
Fund a revolving loan fund to enable people facing imminent eviction from their primary residence 
to borrow rent. Agency is to adopt rules to administer the fund, including eligibility requirements, 
number of months’ rent that may be borrowed, and the limit, if any, on the amount that may be 
borrowed, and the specific requirements regarding repayment. 

$500,000 for each year of the biennium for the Housing Trust Fund to be designated for 
loans to finance specifically emergency and transitional housing. 

$5 million for each year of the biennium for the Housing Trust Fund to establish a revolving 
loan fund for public or private nonprofit agencies and individuals to develop affordable housing to 
low-income and very low-income families. Loans may be used for conversion of existing housing 
stock and for the development of new housing units. Agency is to adopt rules to administer this 
fund, including rules giving preference to applicants using existing housing stock. 

Directs Agency to report to Legislative Research Comm'n’s Study Committee on Homeless 
Persons, if authorized, to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, and to the 
Fiscal Research Div'n. 

Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 176. PUBLIC CONTRACT FULL INCLUSION. "TO ESTABLISH A COMPREHENSIVE GOALS 
PROGRAM FOR INCLUSION OF BUSINESSES OWNED BY MINORITIES, WOMEN, AND THE DISABLE 
IN PUBLIC CONTRACTS." Enacts new art. 3E, GS ch. 143, to provide maximum contracting op- 
portunities to minority business enterprises (MBEs), women’s business enterprises (WBEs), and 
disabled business enterprises (DBE’s). Requires state and local agencies, except the Dep’t of 
Transportation with regard to highway construction, to structure their procedures for procuring 
supplies, services, maintenance, and construction to attempt to achieve the following minimum 
verifiable percentage goals: (1) 10% of the total dollar value of procurements to be made directly 
or indirectly from certified MBEs; (2) 5% of the total dollar value of procurements from certified 
WBEs; and (3) 2% from certified DBEs. Procurement agencies may establish lower perceniage 
goals based on local circumstances, but in no event may the goals be lower than (1) 5% from 
certified MBEs; (2) 2.5% from certified WBEs; and (3) 1% from DBEs. No requirement that pro- 
curement agencies award contract to an MBE, WBE, or DBE that does not submit the iowesi 
responsible bid, taking into account the quality, performance, and time of estimated completion 
"Minority” is defined as a member of one of the following groups: African-Americans, Hispanics, 
American Indians, and Asians. Dep't of Administration is required to develop procedures for cer- 
tifying businesses as MBEs, WBEs, and DBEs, and is to maintain a directory of certified bus! 
nesses. Each procurement agency is required to designate an MBE-WBE-DBE liason »fficer 
Each procurement agency, other than the Dep't of Transportation with regard to highway 
construction, and each private nonprofit corporation, other than a college or university or hosp ta! 
that receives $500,000 or more during a fiscal year from the General Assembly must make an 
annual report to the Dep't of Administration regarding the number and value of iis contracts wi 
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MBEs, WBEs, and DBEs, and the Dep’t is to prepare an annual report from this information and 
submit it to the General Assembly. Repeals GS 143-48(b) (current provision regarding reports by 
agencies on contracts with firms owned by minorities, women, and the disabled) and 143-128(c) 
and (d) (requiring 10% participation in building contracts by minorities and women). Adds provi- 
sion to GS 143-128 expressly applying provisions of art. 3E, GS ch. 143, to building contracts. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Hunt. Referred to State Personnel.

Authorizes city council to adopt ordinance prohibiting housing 
discrimination. Adds handicap and familial status to grounds upon which discrimination may be 
prohibited. Permits city to create administrative mechanism for addressing complaints of discrimi- 
nation and to provide civil penalties for violations of ordinance, and to permit civil actions in the 
General Court of Justice. Permits city itself to enforce ordinance in court and to intervene on 
behalf of complainants. Contains numerous exceptions as required by federal law.

IMPAIRED DRIVING OFFENSE AND HAS ANY ALCOHOL IN HIS BLOOD.” Adds new subsection (a1) 
to GS 20-16.5 providing that persons 18-21 properly charged with implied consent offense (DW), 
commercial vehicle DWI, felony death by vehicle, impaired instruction and certain violations of 
limited driving privilege are offenses applicable to this age group) lose their license for 45 days 
under that section if the person has any alcohol in blood or if the person refuses a chemical 
analysis. Effective Oct. 1, 1991

H 159. ANNEXATION/SERVICES PROVIDED. "TO PREVENT A DIMINUTION IN MAJOR MUNICIPAL

CONSENT IN ORDER TO RESTORE, MAINTAIN, OR VISIT AN ABANDONED PUBLIC CEMETERY.” 
Amends GS 65-1 and 65-3 and adds GS 65-3.1 as title indicates. Defines "public cemetery” as 
one used by a community or neighborhood and in which members of more than one family are 
interred.

S 178. MADISON WATER/SEWER BIDS. "TO EXEMPT THE TOWN OF MADISON FROM ARTICLE 8 
OF CHAPTER 143 OF THE NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL STATUTES FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
EXTENDING WATER AND SEWER LINES.” Exempts town from public contract statutes, as title indi- 
cates. Expires Dec. 31, 1991. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Local Government. 


S 179. NO PASS/NO DRIVE. "TO REQUIRE HIGH SCHOOL AGE CHILDREN TO PASS IN HIGH 
SCHOOL TO BE ELIGIBLE FOR DRIVERS LICENSES." Amends GS 20-9 to prohibit issuance of 
drivers license to person between 15 and 18 unless person is high school graduate, enrolled in 
public or private school and maintaining passing grade in enough subjects to attain normal 
graduation, or is engaged in or has completed full-time course of vocational instruction at com- 
munity college. Amends GS 20-16 to allow revocation of license of person not meeting criteria to 
be licensed. Adds GS 115C-288(c), 115C-548.1 and 115C-556.1 to require principals to report to 
Div’n of Motor Vehicles names of people dropping out of school or who are not passing enough 
subjects to graduate. Reporting provisions effective on ratification; license provisions effective July 
1, 1991.

S 180. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE CENTER FOR 
COMMUNITY SELF-HELP TO FURTHER A STATEWIDE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM." As 
title indicates, appropriates $6 million for fiscal 1991-92 provided the funds are matched dollar for 
dollar by the Center for Community Self-Help or its affiliates. Appropriation to be allocated equally 
among eastern, central, and western regions. Center for Community Self-Help to report to State 
Auditor concerning expenditure of funds, and to report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations, the House and Senate Appropriations Committees on Natural and 
Economic Resources, and the Dep’t of Economic and Community Development quarterly for the 
next three years. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 181. UNDISCIPLINED JUVENILE. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE LAW STUDY 
COMMISSION TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF AN UNDISCIPLINED JUVENILE.” As title indicates, 
amends GS 7A-517(28) to include persons between 16 and 18 who are beyond the disciplinary 
control of parents, guardians, or custodians. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Aliran. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


S 182. PARENTAL CONTROL ACT ENFORCEMENT. "RECOMMENDED BY THE JUVENILE STUDY 
COMMISSION TO ELIMINATE APPEALS TO SUPERIOR COURT UNDER THE PARENTAL CONTROL 
ACT AND TO FACILITATE PRO SE REPRESENTATION BY PARENTS.” Amends GS 110-44.4 to pro- 
vide that enforcement actions by parents to exercise parental control over children under 18 may 
be brought in the county of the parents’ residence as well as in the county where the child can 
be found. Enacts new GS 110-44.5 to provide for pro se representation (without legal representa- 
tion) by parents. If party proceeding pro se does not request an ex parte hearing, clerk of supe- 
rior court shall set a hearing date and issue appropriate notices. If party requests an ex parte 
hearing, the clerk shall schedule a hearing within 72 hours of the time of filing or by the end of 
the next day on which the district court is in session in the county in which the action was filed, 
whichever is earlier. Clerk is to provide pro se forms for parties who elect to proceed in that 
manner. Clerk is also to provide pro se forms for parties who file motions for contempt for viola- 
tion of any order entered pursuant to the statute. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 183. STATE COORDINATION/HOMELESS STUDY. "7O REQUIRE STATE AGENCIES STUDY HOW

Directs Dep’'ts of Human Resources, Economic and Community Development, and Public 
Instruction, and the Housing Finance Agency, as well as other affected state agencies, to collabo- 
rate as title indicates. Study shall include: recommendations as to which agency should have the 
central state role, whether a state coordinator is needed, and whether legislation is necessary for 
coordination. Requires consultation with local public and private agencies which work with the 
homeless. Study to be presented to Legislative Research Comm’n’s Study Committee on 
Homeless Persons, if reauthorized, Legislative Research Comm'n on Governmental Operations, 
and the Fiscal Research Div. by Oct. 31, 1991.

SENATE BILLS 


S 86. RAILROAD ADVISORY COMMISSION (=H 57). Intro. 2/18. Senate amendment directs Att'y 
General or his designee (now, Att’y General only) to attend meetings and makes technical 
change. 


S 43. AUTOMATIC COMMITMENT/INSANITY. Intro. 2/7. Senate committee substitute amends GS 
15A-1321 to provide for automatic civil commitment of a person found not guilty by reason of 
insanity for any crime (was commitment only for violent crime conviction). Provides for hearing 
after commitment “before the expiration of 50 days” (was, no hearing for at least 50 days). 
Separates the hearing process for those automatically committed from hearing process for other 
patients by adding two new sections to GS Ch. 122C, Art. 5, Pt. 7. New GS 122C-268. 1 
describes hearing process following automatic commitment. Process includes: notice, counsel for 
respondent, representation of state by local district attorney or attorney general, provision of 
records to respondent, and, as preserved from the original bill, shift to respondent of burden of 
proving lack of danger to himself or others. Deletes provision that clear and convincing evidence 
that respondent has committed homicide in relevant past is prima facie evidence of danger- 
ousness to others. 

New GS 122C-276.1 deals with inpatient commitment rehearings for respondents who are 
insanity acquittees. Process is identical to that for automatic commitment described above. 
Deletes requirement that a commitment last at least 50 days before hearing, but preserves 
requirement that respondent bears burden of proving he is no longer dangerous to himself or 
others. Amends GS 122C-264 to require that clerk of superior court calendar hearing or rehear- 
ing. Makes technical and conforming changes.

(now, $400). Amends GS 14-86.1(a) to authorize forfeiture of vehicles, watercraft, or aircraft used 
in connection with certain crimes when the value of the property taken exceeds $1,000 (now, 
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$400). Amends GS 108A-53(a) to make fraudulent attempt to attempt food stamps a felony if 
amount exceeds $1,000 (now, $400). Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies to offenses occurring 
after that date. Provides that prosecutions for offenses committed before the effective date are 
not abated or affected by act.

S 190. MOMEYER INCORPORATED. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF MOMEYER IN NASH 
COUNTY." Provides for four-member town council, serving four-year terms, and a mayor, also 
serving a four-year term, elected by town voters. Town council members named in bill serve until 
organizational meeting of council following 1991 municipal election, but need not reside within 
town boundaries described in bill. Municipal taxes may be applied to citizens and property for 
year beginning July 1, 1991. Authorizes town to adopt budget ordinance for 1991-92 without fol- 
lowing timetable of Local Government Budget and Fiscal Act.

S 191. GOVERNOR/COUNCIL OF STATE TERMS. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO SHIFT THE

BEGINNING IN 1994." Subject to voter approval at November, 1991, general elections, proposes 
amendment to NC Constitution, Art. Ill, Sec. 2(1) to provide that Governor, Lieutenant Governor 
and Council of State elected in 1992 shall serve two years, with subsequent elections for four 
year terms beginning in 1994. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Constitution. 


S 192. HOMELESS FUNDS. ”"7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH STATE-FUNDED GRANTS 
TO LOCAL AGENCIES PROVIDING PROGRAMS AND SERVICES TO THE HOMELESS." Appropriates 
$50,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $100,000 for fiscal 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Economic and Community Development for cited purpose. Grants are to be available effective 
January 1, 1992 and may be made to public or private nonprofit groups. Grants are limited to 
$5,000 per agency. Effective July 1, 1991, up to 7% of funds may be used for administration of 
grant program. Dep't is to submit report on coordination of homeless programs by October 31, 
1991. A report on the specific results of the program is to be submitted by October 31, 1992. 
The Dep't is authorized to adopt implementing rules. Effective July 1, i991. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 193. ABOLISH RUNOFF PRIMARY. "TO ABOLISH THE RUNOFF PRIMARY." Under current law, 
a candidate for party nomination wins a two-person primary election if that candidate receives 
40% of the vote, defined as a "Substantial plurality.” If no candidate receives 40%, the candidate 
who finishes second may call for a second primary election, and the candidate who receives the 
most votes in that second primary, whether that number of votes constitutes a "substantial plural- 
ity” or not, is the nominee of the party. (Corresponding rules apply when the election involves two 
or more offices, constituting a group, and there are more candidates than offices to be filled.) 
This bill amends GS 163-111, -227.3, -278.6(8), -278.9(a), -278.13(d), -278.40B, -279{a)(2), -291, 
-179.1(a), and -192.1(a), and repeals GS 163-227.1 to abolish the right of the candidate finishing 
second in a two-person primary election to call for a second primary, regardless of the percent- 
age of the vote received by the leading candidate. (Corresponding changes would apply in multi- 
office races.) In the case of a tie in the primary, the party executive committee would choose the 
nominee under GS 163-114. This bill also makes changes in local legislation applicable to the the 
elections of the boards of education in Durham County, Charlotte-Mecklenburg, Orange County, 
Buncombe County, Yancey County, and McDowell County, where election dates are tied to dates 
of the second primary under current law. Also contains a provision that any local act that provides 
that a nonpartisan runoff election is to be held on the date of the second primary is amended to 
provide that the runoff is to be held on the date of the general election, and, to provide that the 
persons elected take office on the first Monday in December if the act calls for some other date. 
Effective for all primary elections held on or after Jan. 12, 1992.

S 194. MEMORIALIZE ROBERT SWAIN. "JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE LIFE AND

S 195. ED. IMPROVEMENT FUND CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE AN INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR

105-130.41 to allow corporations making a contribution to Education Assistance Authority to take 
corporate income tax credit equal to 50% of aggregate amount of contributions made during 
taxable year, up to a maximum credit of $1,000 per taxpayer per year.

recipients in finding jobs through federally funded Job Opportunities and Basic Skills program ($2 
million for fiscal 1992-93). Requires unspent funds to revert to Worker Training Trust Fund. 
Appropriates from Special Employment Security Administration Fund to Employment Security 
Comm'n of North Carolina $2 million for each year of 1991-93 biennium for administration of 
Veterans Employment Program, Employment Services Program, and Unemployment Insurance 
Program. Requires each department receiving funds to report to Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations on quarterly basis beginning Oct. 1, 1991. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Appropriations.

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H 182. HEA HOMELESSNESS PREVENTION. "TO REQUIRE THE NORTH CAROLINA HOUSING 
FINANCE AGENCY TO EXPAND ITS USE OF THE MULTIFAMILY RENTAL ASSISTANCE FUND TO AID 
IN THE PREVENTION OF HOMELESSNESS." Subject to availability of funds, directs cited agency 
to establish a revolving loan fund to enable people in shelters and transitional housing projects to 
borrow utility and security deposits necessary for moving into permanent housing. Effective July 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Commerce. 


H 183. STATE HEALTH PROJECTS. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO CONDUCT VARIOUS HEALTH-RELATED PROJECTS.” 
Directs Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to: develop health dep’t capacity for 
securing private sector funding to finance their mandated services, develop a statewide plan for 
assessing health status and needs for every county, plan for a statewide health data collection 
and retrieval system, and implement monitoring and evaluation of local health dep’t progress in 
achieving health outcome objectives. Requires reporting on above activities to Public Health Study 
Comm'n, if established by General Assembly, or alternately, the Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations in March, 1992. Amends GS 130A-29 by adding "establishing statewide 
health outcome objectives and delivery standards” to the areas of Comm’n for Health Services 
rulemaking. 

Introduced by Esposito. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 184. FOREIGN SALES CORP. TAX CHANGES. "TO EXTEND THE SUNSET ON THE PARTIAL 
TAX EXEMPTION FOR FOREIGN SALES CORPORATIONS AND TO MODIFY DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE REPORTING DATES IN ORDER TO PROVIDE SUFFICIENT INFORMATION FOR THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO DECIDE WHETHER TO RETAIN THE TAX EXEMPTIONS.” Amends SL 
1987, Ch. 637, to extend the expiration date of the corporate income tax exemption afforded by 
GS 105-130.5 for the foreign trade income of foreign sales corporations to Dec. 31, 1993 (now, 
Dec. 30, 1991). Requires Dep’t of Revenue to report to General Assembly on the following dates 
the estimated revenue loss attributable to the exemption each year: May 1, 1991; May 1, 1992; 
and Feb. 1, 1993 (now, May 1 of each year).

H 185. MODIFY GASTON OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO MODIFY THE SCOPE OF THE GASTON COUNTY 
OCCUPANCY TAX.” Amends SL 1987, Ch. 618, to eliminate the exemption for hotels, motels and 
inns with fewer than 27 rental rooms from the application of the 3% room occupancy tax. 
Introduced by Abernethy. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 186. STATE DOCUMENTS, ALKALINE PAPER. "TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN DESIGNATED 
STATE PUBLICATIONS BE PRINTED ON ALKALINE PAPER." Adds GS 125-11.12 and 143-170.5 
requiring that State Librarian and the UNC-CH University Librarian annually designate for required 
printing on acid-free paper “state publications that are of historical or enduring value and impor- 
tance to the citizens of North Carolina.” 

Introduced by Holmes. Referred to State Government. 


H 187. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT FUNDS (=S 180). "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
CENTER FOR COMMUNITY SELF-HELP TO FURTHER A STATEWIDE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAM." Identical to S 180, introduced 25 February. 

Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 188. HOMELESS OUTREACH FUNDS. "TO REQUIRE A VIGOROUS STATE OUTREACH TO THE 
HOMELESS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS.” Directs the Dep’t of Economic and Community 
Development to conduct a vigorous outreach effort to locate all the homeless in need of services 
and to inform them of the programs and services now available to them. This directive is effective 
January 1, 1992. By Oct. 31, 1991, the Department is to report the specifics of its planned pro- 
gram. Appropriates $25,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $50,000 for fiscal 1992-93 for the planning of 
the program. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Greenwood. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 189. UNDERCOVER MV INFO. CONFIDENTIAL-2. "TO CLARIFY THE ISSUANCE OF FICTITIOUS 
DRIVERS LICENSES AND REGISTRATION PLATES AND TO CREATE A CONFIDENTIAL 
REGISTRATION FILE.” Amends GS 20-39(h) to require that requests for fictitious drivers licenses 
and vehicle plates made to the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles must be accompanied by written ap- 
proval from the state SBI. Provides that all of the private registration plates issued to the depart- 
ments of Justice and Crime Control and Public Safety under GS 14-250 may be fictitious plates 
and may not be counted toward the total number of fictitious plates (100) authorized by this sub- 
section. Adds GS 20-56(b) to require DMV to maintain a separate registration file for vehicles 
bearing private tags which are owned by (a) Federal, State, and local law enforcement agencies 
and used in transporting, apprehending, or arresting violators of federal or State laws; (b) persons 
in the federal or State witness protection program; (c) IRS agents; and (d) public officials who 
prove to the Commrr that their safety is at risk. Requires the file to be confidential for div’n use. 
introduced by Warner. Referred Judiciary Ill. 


H 190. EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION JUDGMENT. "ALLOWING JUDGMENT FOR EQUITABLE 
DISTRIBUTION TO BE ENTERED PRIOR TO ENTRY OF DIVORCE DECREE IN CERTAIN CASES." 
Amends GS 50-21 to allow entry of a judgment for equitable distribution before entry of a decree 
of absolute divorce (which can be done under current law only by a consent judgment) if the 
parties have been separated for at least six months and they consent, in a pleading or other 
writing filed with the court, to an equitable distribution trial prior to entry of the decree of absolute 
divorce. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary |. 


H 191. PUBLIC CONTRACT FULL INCLUSION-2. "TO ESTABLISH A COMPREHENSIVE GOALS 
PROGRAM FOR INCLUSION OF BUSINESSES OWNED BY MINORITIES, WOMEN, AND THE DISABLE 
IN PUBLIC CONTRACTS." [This bill is substantively identical to S 176, introduced 21 February; it 
differs only in minor technical details.] Enacts new art. 3E, GS ch. 143, to provide maximum 
contracting opportunities to minority business enterprises (MBEs), women’s business enterprises 
(WBEs), and disabled business enterprises (DBE’s). Requires state and local agencies, except 
the Dep’t of Transportation with regard to highway construction, to structure their procedures for 
procuring supplies, services, maintenance, and construction to attempt to achieve the following 
minimum verifiable percentage goals: (1) 10% of the total dollar value of procurements to be 
made directly or indirectly from certified MBEs; (2) 5% of the total dollar value of procurements 
from certified WBEs; and (3) 2% from certified DBEs. Procurement agencies may establish lower 
percentage goals based on local circumstances, but in no event may the goals be lower than (1) 
5% from certified MBEs; (2) 2.5% from certified WBEs; and (3) 1% from DBEs. No requirement 
that procurement agencies award contract to an MBE, WBE, or DBE that does not submit the 
lowest responsible bid, taking into account the quality, performance, and time of estimated com- 
pletion. “Minority” is defined as a member of one of the following groups: African-Americans, 
Hispanics, American Indians, and Asians. Dep't of Administration is required to develop proce- 
dures for certifying businesses as MBEs, WBEs, and DBEs, and is to maintain a directory of 
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certified businesses. Each procurement agency is required to designate an MBE-WBE-DBE liason 
officer. Each procurement agency, other than the Dep’t of Transportation with regard to highway 
construction, and each private nonprofit corporation, other than a college or university or hospital, 
that receives $500,000 or more during a fiscal year from the General Assembly must make an 
annual report to the Dep’t of Administration regarding the number and value of its contracts with 
MBEs, WBEs, and DBEs, and the Dep’t is to prepare an annual report from this information and 
submit it to the General Assembly. Repeals GS 143-48(b) (current provision regarding reports by 
agencies on contracts with firms owned by minorities, women, and the disabled) and 143-128(c) 
and (d) (requiring 10% participation in building contracts by minorities and women). Adds provi- 
sion to GS 143-128 expressly applying provisions of art. 3E, GS ch. 143, to building contracts. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 192. PARENTAL RIGHTS TERMINATION. "TO ALLOW TERMINATION OF PARENTAL RIGHTS 
AFTER A PARENT HAS LEFT A CHILD IN FOSTER CARE FOR TWELVE MONTHS WITHOUT MAKING 
REASONABLE PROGRESS TOWARDS CORRECTING THE CONDITIONS THAT LED TO FOSTER 
CARE.” Amends GS 7A-289.32(3) to reduce from eighteen months to twelve months the time 
period after which parental rights may be terminated if the parent has not made reasonable pro- 
gress toward correcting the conditions that led to the need for a child’s foster care. Effective Oct. 
1, 1991 and applies to cases filed on or after that date. 

introduced by Jones. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 202. HONOR HUGH CALE AND ECSU. "JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING HUGH CALE, A 
FORMER MEMBER OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND COMMENDING ELIZABETH CITY STATE 
UNIVERSITY FOR ITS CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE ADVANCEMENT OF EDUCATION ON THE ONE 
HUNDREDTH YEAR OF THE UNIVERSITY’S FOUNDING. As title indicates. 

introduced by James. Passed 2nd & 3rd readings. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 197. PENSION ANALYSIS AMENDMENT. "CONCERNING LEGISLATIVE ANALYSIS OF CERTAIN 
PENSION MEASURES." Currently, GS 120-111.3 requires that any bill that affects payment of 
retirement benefits to public officers and employees must be referred to the Committee on 
Pensions and Retirement in each house and directs that, if the bill proposes changes in benefits 
to be financed by gains generated through changes in actuarial assumptions adopted by the plan 
for the previous budget year or through continuation of present assumptions, the committee must 
give equal consideration to the effects that such gains would have on annual employer or state 
contributions to the plan and to the amount by which the plan’s unfunded liabilities might, if any, 
be reduced. The statute further provides that if the gains could be used to modify employer or 
state contributions, resulting in a corresponding effect on state appropriations, the bill must, upon 
receiving a favorable report from the Committee on Pensions and Retirement, be referred to the 
Committee on Appropriations of the same house. This bill amends the statute to delete this last 
provision regarding mandatory referral to the appropriations committee.

S 198. INCREASE BAD CHECK FEE. "70 INCREASE THE PROCESSING FEE FOR BAD CHECKS." 
Increases from $15 to $20 the fee collectible by the recipient of a bad check from the issuer of 
the check. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hunt. Referred to Banks. 
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S 199. EDUCATION IMPROVEMENT ACT (=H 2). "TO IMPROVE EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR NORTH CAROLINIANS." \|dentical to H 2, introduced 31 January. 
Introduced by Hunt. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 200. EMANCIPATION BY PARENTS. "7O CLARIFY THE EMANCIPATION LAW AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR EMANCIPATION BY PARENTS IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 7A-718 to -724 to 
clarify that a petition for emancipation may be submitted by someone other than the juvenile who 
is the subject of the petition. Amends GS 7A-725 to provide that an order of disposition may be 
appealed to the Court of Appeals if notice of appeal is given in accordance with the rule of 
appellate procedure (now, notice must be given in open court at the time of the hearing or in 
writing within 10 days after hearing). Amends GS 7A-726 to provide that a married juvenile is 
emancipated notwithstanding any common law provisions. Adds GS 7A-727 to provide a proce- 
dure for emancipation by parents that differs from the procedure applicable to petitions from juve- 
niles in following ways: (a) the juvenile is the respondent; (b) the petitioner pays the costs of the 
proceeding, including a fee for a guardian ad litem and, if the guardian is not an attorney, a fee 
for an attorney for the guardian ad litem; (c) the judge is directed to order an investigation by a 
court counselor or the county social services department to substantiate the allegations; (d) the 
petition must be dismissed if the court finds that the petitioner is substantially motivated to avoid 
a support obligation; (e) process may be served only by personal delivery; and (f) the decree may 
be issued only if family reconciliation is not likely to occur prior to the juvenile’s 18th birthday. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applicable to petitions filed on or after that date. 

introduced by Allran. Referred to Judiciary Il.

H 198. RESTRUCTURE BUDGET PROCESS-2. "TO RESTRUCTURE THE GENERAL FUND BUDGET 
PROCESS SO AS TO ASSURE MORE STABLE BUDGETING, BY PROVIDING FOR USE OF THE 
PRIOR CALENDAR YEAR’S COLLECTIONS AS THE REVENUE ESTIMATES, LIMITING USE OF 
REVERSIONS TO ONE-TIME EXPENDITURES, AND PROVIDING FOR A RESERVE FUND.” Adds two 
new sections (GS 143-2.1 and -2.2) to the Executive Budget Act to require the Governor in pro- 
posing and the General Assembly in enacting a budget for a fiscal year to use as the State funds 
revenue estimate for the General Fund no more than the total of such funds actually received in 
the prior calendar year, subject to the following adjustments: (1) revenue decreases effective for 
only part the prior calendar year shall be annualized; (2) one-time revenues in the prior year shall 
not be included; (3) proposed or enacted legislation that will have the effect of reducing revenue 
shall be taken into account; and (4) in estimating the yield of increased taxes or fees, the 
General Assembly must use the lower of estimates made by the Fiscal Research Div’n and the 
Office of Budget & Management. Provides for phasing in this plan over four fiscal years beginning 
with 1991-92 by allowing General Assembly to add to the revenue estimate prepared as described 
above a percentage of the difference between that amount and the consensus revenue estimate 
as now prepared. For 1991-92, allows 95% of the difference to be appropriated; maximum 
amount to be added declines in future fiscal years as follows: 1992-93—80%, 1993-94—75%, 
1994-95—80%, 1995-96—25%. Allows one half of credit balance at end of fiscal year to be used 
for capital and one-time projects. Requires the remaining one-half of the prior year’s credit bal- 
ance to be appropriated to a Reserve Fund which may be used for the following purposes: (1) to 
meet appropriations if collected revenues are inadequate; (2) up to 10% for contingencies and 
emergencies; and (3) appropriations for one-time use while the General Assembly is in Extra 
Session. When the the Reserve Fund exceeds 5% of the General Fund, any excess above that 
amount may be used for tax relief, appropriations to dedicated funds, or capital projects. 
Creation of Reserve Fund effective July 1, 1991; change in budget estimation and enactment 
process effective for fiscal year 1991-92. [See similar bill S 5.]

H 199. LOCK BOX ACCESS BY SPOUSE. "TO ELIMINATE LOCK BOX INVENTORY REQUIREMENT 
WHERE THE PERSON ENTITLED TO ACCESS TO THE LOCK BOX IS THE SURVIVING SPOUSE." 
Rewrites GS 105-24(b) to provide that the custodian of a lock box must, upon request, allow a 
decedent’s surviving spouse access to the lock box if the surviving spouse is the co-tenant of the 
box or is the executor, administrator, or personal representative of the decedent's estate.

Provides that any other co-tenant of the lock box or any other executor, administrator, or personal 
representative may be allowed access only in the presence of the superior court clerk. In the 
latter case the clerk or clerk’s representative must make an inventory of the contents of the lock 
box in the presence of the custodian.

Repeals GS 130A-160 through GS 130A-178, dealing with venereal disease, in- 
flammation of eyes of newborns, and tuberculosis, and amends GS 130A-144, (statutory provi- 
sions dealing with reporting and treating of all communicable diseases), to carry forward from 
repealed sections provision that local health departments must provide examination and treatment 
for tuberculosis and for sexually transmitted diseases at no cost. Effective Feb. 1, 1992.

H 219. FOOD AND LODGING PERMITS. "TO REQUIRE A NEW PERMIT FOR RE-OPENED FOOD 
AND LODGING ESTABLISHMENTS." Amends GS 130A-248 to provide that a sanitation permit for a 
food or lodging establishment expires one year after the facility closes unless the permit is the 
subject of a contested case under the Administrative Procedures Act. Effective October 1, 1991. 
introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 220. MEDICAL EXAMINER FEE. "7O INCREASE MEDICAL EXAMINER’S FEES TO MEET 
INCREASED COSTS AND TO ASSESS THE FEES AGAINST THE COUNTY WHERE THE DEATH OR 
FATAL INJURY OCCURRED IF THE DECEASED IS A RESIDENT OF THAT COUNTY.” Under current 
law, the medical examiner receives a fee of $50 for every investigation of a death that he makes 
and a maximum of $400 for every autopsy. The fee is paid by the state unless the decedent was 
a resident of the county in which he died, in which case the county pays the fee. This bill 
amends GS 130A-387 and -389 to raise the fees to $100 and $800 respectively and to provide 
that the county of the decedent pays the fee if the death occurred in that county or if the fatal 
injury occurred in the decedent’s county of residence, regardless of where the death itself oc- 
curred. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 221. HARNETT SCHOOL LOAN. "DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO LOAN 
HARNETT COUNTY FUNDS FROM THE STATE LITERARY FUND." Directs the State Board of 
Education to lend $1 million to Harnett County from the State Literary Fund for public school 
facility needs. The loan is to be repaid from funds received by Harnett County from the Public 
School Building Capital Fund and the Critical School Facility Needs Fund. The Comm’n on 
School Facility Needs is directed to ignore the loan for purposes of determining Harnetts’ eligibil- 
ity for a Critical School Facility Needs grant.

H 222. UNC HANDICAPPED BARRIERS FUNDS. "TO MAKE THE PROGRAMS OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF NORTH CAROLINA ACCESSIBLE TO HANDICAPPED PERSONS." Appropriates $6.2 million for 
each year of 1991-93 biennium from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for purpose indi- 
cated in title. Directs Board of Governors to adopt comprehensive plan, to be completed by Jan. 
1, 1992, for needed modifications and authorizes use of up to $400,000 of appropriation for this 
purpose. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Education. 


H 223. WASHINGTON GARBAGE FEE COLLECTION. "7TO AUTHORIZE WASHINGTON COUNTY TO 
USE ALL THE REMEDIES THAT ARE AVAILABLE FOR THE COLLECTION OF DELINQUENT AD 
VALOREM TAXES AS REMEDIES FOR THE COLLECTION OF SOLID WASTE FEES." Amends SL 
1989, Ch. 1007, as title indicates. Applicable to fees imposed on or after July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Thompson. Referred to Local Government II. 
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H 224. WITHDRAW TRIAL DE NOVO APPEAL. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN APPEAL FOR A TRIAL DE 
NOVO MAY BE WITHDRAWN AFTER THE CALENDARING OF THE CASE UPON CONSENT OF THE 
COURT AND THE ATTACHMENT OF COURT COSTS.” Adds new GS 15A-1431(h) providing that a 
defendant may, with consent of the court, withdraw his appeal (from magistrate to district court or 
from district court to superior court) after the calendaring of the case for trial de novo, with the 
attachment of costs, unless the costs are remitted by the court. The case may then be remanded 
for execution of the judgment with any additional court costs that attached and that have not 
been remitted. Effective Oct.1, 1991; applies to offenses occurring on or after that date. 
Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 225. DARE OCCUPANCY/MEALS TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE DARE COUNTY TO INCREASE ITS 
OCCUPANCY TAX, LEVY A RESTAURANT TAX, AND CREATE A TOURISM BOARD TO PROMOTE 
TOURISM IN DARE COUNTY." Amends SL 1985, Ch. 449, which authorized an occupancy tax on 
certain accommodations in Dare County, to allow the county to levy an additional 1% occupancy 
tax on previously taxable accommodations, provided that the county comm’rs also levy a pre- 
pared food and beverage tax to become effective on the same date. The additional occupancy 
tax is to become effective two months after the comm’rs resolve to levy the tax, or Oct. 1, 1992, 
whichever is later. Authorizes Dare County to levy a 1% sales tax on prepared food and bever- 
ages Subject to the 3% state sales tax, provided that the commr’s also levy an increased occu- 
pancy tax. The prepared food and beverage tax does not apply to meals served at boarding 
houses, any sales exempt from the 3% state sales tax, vending machine sales, the nonitemized 
costs of meals charged together with the cost of rent by businesses subject to the occupancy 
tax, meals furnished without charge to employees by their employer, and regular groceries. 
Provides for collection and administration of the above taxes and sets penalties for evasion. The 
purpose of the above taxes is to promote tourism in Dare County. 

Directs the Dare County Board of Comm'rs to create a 13-member Tourism Board, to be 
appointed for two-year terms to spend above tax revenues for the promotion of tourism in the 
county. The Tourism Board is not authorized to purchase real property without the prior approval 
of the county comm’rs. 

Amends GS 105-164.14(c) to make the Dare County Tourism Board eligible for sales and 
use tax refunds. Amends GS 105-278.1 to exempt public tourism promotion authorities, approved 
by the General Assembly, from property tax. 

Introduced by Thompson. Referred to Finance. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 213. HAMMOCKS BEACH PARCEL REMOVED. "TO REMOVE CERTAIN LAND IN HAMMOCKS 
BEACH STATE PARK FROM THE STATE NATURE AND HISTORIC PRESERVE AND THE STATE 
PARKS SYSTEM TO ALLOW THE EXCHANGE OF PROPERTY FOR BOUNDARY MANAGEMENT." 
Removes a specified tract of 0.063 acres from cited park to exchange for other land to be in- 
cluded in the park, or to sell for purpose of using the proceeds to purchase such land. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 214. HOLLY SPRINGS ANNEXATION. "CONCERNING ANNEXATION OF CERTAIN PROPERTY BY 
THE TOWN OF HOLLY SPRINGS." Provides that GS 160A-58.1(b)(5) (which prohibits area within a 
satellite corporate annexation from exceeding 10% of the area within the primary corporate limits 
of the city) does not apply to the Town of Holly Springs for annexation of an area specified in the 
bill. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 215. ECU RECEIPT FUND USE. "7O SPECIFY THE ALLOCATION OF FUNDS APPROPRIATED 
FOR THE EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY SCHOOL OF MEDICINE FOR MEDICARE EDUCATION." 
Provides that funds appropriated to the Board of Governors for Medicare education at cited 
school are to be allocated as follows: (1) that portion of Medicare reimbursement that can be 
identified as having been generated through the efforts and at the expense of the Medical 
Faculty Practice Plan are to be transferred to the Plan’s account; and (2) the remainder is to be 
transferred to a special nonreverting account to be spent for nonrecurring items of equipment 
and facilities required to maintain the school’s teaching facilities within Pitt County Memorial 
Hospital and the Brody Medical Sciences Building. Specifies that all revenue received by the 
Medical Faculty Practice Plan from patients or their insurance companies for treatment in the 
Radiation Therapy Facility is to be retained by the Plan to defray current expenses and for future 
support of the facility. Specifies that all funds received by the school for the hospital for the lease 
of the Magnetic Resonance Imaging building and equipment are to be retained in a nonreverting 
account and expended for current expenses and for future support of the facility. Effective July 1, 
1991 and expires June 30, 1992. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Finance.

to withhold funds to abate a specific nuisance from scrap tire fees being given to unit of local 
gov't that operates scrap tire facility. 
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S 150. RAISING FALLOW DEER. Intro. 2/20. Senate amendment authorizes Wildlife Resources 
Comm’n to adopt rules to prevent release of fallow deer upon a finding that it is necessary to 
protect fallow deer or to prevent damage to native deer population. Adds GS 106-549.98 to allow 
Comm’r of Agriculture to set hourly rate to be paid by owners of slaughtering, meat canning, or 
packing businesses to defray expenses for inspection of fallow deer. 


S 164. REST HOME COST REPORTS. Intro. 2/21. Senate amendment requires certified public 
accountant or public accountant (formerly, “or an independent accountant”) to certify cost and 
revenue report, and changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1991, to ratification.

LT. GOVERNOR’S BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS 


* H 83 and its companion S 88 embody Governor Martin’s budget recommendations for the 
1991-93 biennium. A digest of these bills appears in Daily Bulletin No. 11 (18 February). Last 
week Lt. Governor Gardner made extensive formal budget recommendations for the biennium. 
The tables summarize how the Lt. Governor's recommendations differ from those of the Governor. 
Differences are identified by strike-through and underlining. The main points of difference are that 
the Lt. Governor would: 

—Restructure the Basic Education Program on a “block grant” basis. 

—Reduce the state’s contribution rates to the retirement systems and the disability plan for a 
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reduction in the continuation budget of $105.7 million for each year of the biennium. 
—Make the proposed 2% pay raise for state employees effective July 1, 1991, rather than Jan. 1, 


1992. 


—Set the amount of negative reserves to be managed by state agencies at $219 million for 1991- 
92 and $118 million for 1992-93. (The Governor’s budget sets the 1991-92 amount at $195.9 


million and none for 1992-93.) 


—Press for enactment of H 198 (introduced by Rep. Pope) and implement its revenue projection 


provisions for fiscal 1991-92. 
—Recommend no increase in the local sales tax. 


—Eliminate transfer of 1/16 of the corporate income tax to dedicated funds for local school 
construction and would replace this money with a voted bond issue. 


—Call for increases in tuition in the community college and university systems.

H 226. ONE CENT SALES TAX. "7O AUTHORIZE AN ADDITIONAL ONE CENT LOCAL OPTION 

| SALES TAX, ELIMINATE THE ANNUAL REIMBURSEMENTS TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR 

| PREVIOUSLY REPEALED LOCAL TAXES, AND TO ELIMINATE THE ANNUAL DISTRIBUTION OF 

| INTANGIBLES TAX REVENUE TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS." 

| Second 1% local sales tax. Adds new GS Ch. 105, Art. 43 to authorize counties that now 
levy local sales taxes at the full 2% rate to levy an additional 1% tax, in the same manner and 
subject to the same administrative provisions as the first 1% local sales tax (GS Ch. 105, Art. 39). 
Provides for one-half of the proceeds of the second 1% to be allocated to the county of collec- 
tion and one-half to be allocated on a per capita basis; each county’s allocation to be divided 
among the county and the cities therein in the same way as the first 1% tax is divided. 

Local tax reimbursements eliminated. Effective July 1, 1991, repeals the following statutes 
that now provide for annual appropriations to local governments intended to reimburse them for 
revenue loss or increased expense due to certain prior legislative actions: GS 105-164.44C (sales 
tax on food stamps); GS 105-275.1 (exemption from property taxes of livestock and manufac- 
turer’s inventory); GS 105-277A (exemption from property taxes of wholesale and retail merchants’ 
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inventory), and GS 105-277.1A (increase in property tax exclusion for residential property belong- 
ing to certain elderly or disabled individuals). Effective July 1, 1992, repeals GS 105-213 and 
-213.1, which now provide for distribution of intangibles tax proceeds to local governments. 

Hold harmless distribution. In order to ensure that no county receives in fiscal 1991-92 less 
from the second 1% sales and other distributions affected by this bill than it received in fiscal 
1990-91 from the tax reimbursements listed above, provides for any shortfall to be made up from 
the proceeds of the first 1/2% local sales tax before that tax is distributed. 

Funding of agencies formerly financed from intangibles tax. Amends GS 105-113.82 to pro- 
vide that cost to the state of the Ad Valorem Tax Section of the Dep’t of Revenue, the Property 
Tax Comm'n, and the Institute of Government’s property tax appraisal and assessment admini- 
stration program shall be deducted from the proceeds of the beer-wine excise tax before distribu- 
tion to local governments. 

Conforms the statutory nomenclature of the existing three local sales taxes to popular ter- 
minology (i.e., the first 1% tax, the first 1/2% tax, and the second 1/2% tax), repeals obsolete GS 
105-468.1 and GS Ch. 105, Art. 41, makes technical change in GS 108A-93, and includes a new 
transitional provision similar to present GS 105-468.1 exempting from the second 1% local sales 
tax construction materials purchased to fulfill a lump sum or unit price contract entered into 
before effective date of the levy.

Amends GS 115C-47 to require local boards of education to give school 
bus drivers opportunity to work more hours or full time if there are vacant positions; opportunities 
to work to include custodial, maintenance, food service, clerical, and secretarial work, and work 
as teacher assistants. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Buchanan. Referred to Education. 


H 231. ARSENIC PESTICIDES BAN. "TO BAN THE SALE OR USE OF PESTICIDES CONTAINING 
ARSENIC COMPOUNDS." Amends GS 143-443 to forbid distribution, sale, offer for sale, use, or 
purchase of any pesticide containing inorganic arsenical or arsenic compounds for which registra- 
tion by US Environmental Protection Agency has been canceled or that is labeled for use in or 
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around dwellings, golf courses, ornamental plants, lawns, or noncrop areas. Under GS 143-469, 
violation is misdemeanor punishable by fine of $100 to $1,000 and/or imprisonment up to 60 
days. Effective Oct. 1, 1991,. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Agriculture. 


H 232. NO TAX ROLLBACK ON CONDEMNATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT CONDEMNATION OF 
PROPERTY TAXED AT PRESENT-USE VALUE DOES NOT TRIGGER LIABILITY FOR DEFERRED 
TAXES.” Amends GS 105-277.4(d) to provide that when agricultural, horticultural or forest-land 
property being taxed at present-use value is taken by condemnation, present value tax liens are 
extinguished and no deferred taxes are due. 

Introduced by Gamble. Referred to Finance. 


H 233. STANLY AIRPORT AUTHORITY. "TO MODIFY THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE STANLY 
COUNTY AIRPORT AUTHORITY.” Reduces members of Stanly County Airport Authority from six to 
five — one county comm’r plus four (now, five) appointed members. Two appointed members to 
serve terms expiring March 31, 1993, and two to serve terms expiring March 31, 1995. Effective 
Apr. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Barbee. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 234. 1/2 CENT LOCAL SALES TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE AN ADDITIONAL ONE-HALF CENT LOCAL 
OPTION SALES TAX AND TO ELIMINATE THE ANNUAL REIMBURSEMENTS TO LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTS FOR PREVIOUSLY REPEALED LOCAL TAXES.” Adds new Article 43 of Chapter 
105 of the General Statutes authorizing counties to levy an additional 1/2 cent sales tax. 
Provisions currently applying to one-cent sales tax apply to adoption and administration of addi- 
tional 1/2 cent tax. Provides for quarterly distribution of net proceeds of additional 1/2 cent tax 
among counties and cities located within counties in proportion to the total amount of funds each 
county and city received during 1990-91 fiscal year from Local Government Tax Reimbursement 
Reserve created in SL 1989, Ch. 752. 

Amends or repeals following statutes to eliminate annual reimbursements to local gov’ts.: 
GS 105-213 and -213.1 (intangibles tax); -164.44C (sales tax on food stamp foods); -275.1 (exclu- 
sion from taxation of manufacturer’s inventory and poultry and livestock); -277A (exclusion of re- 
tailers’ and wholesalers’ inventory); and -277.1A (tax lost from 1985 increase in elderly/disabled 
exclusion). 

Additional sales tax provision effective on ratification; repeal of reimbursements effective 
July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Finance.

S 217. DOA PROCUREMENT POSITION. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 
TO HAVE ONE FULL-TIME POSITION FOR PROCUREMENT OF RECYCLED PRODUCTS.” As title 
indicates. Dep’t to use funds appropriated for fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to State Personnel. 
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S 218. VEHICLE TITLE AMENDMENTS. "7O INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR FAILING TO APPLY 
FOR A MOTOR VEHICLE TITLE AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO ARTICLE 3 OF CHAPTER 
20." Amends GS 20-74 to raise from $4 to $50 penalty for failure to apply for transfer of vehicle 
title within 20 days after acquisition. Amends GS 20-110 to authorize Div’n of Motor Vehicles to 
cancel registration and certificate of title of vehicle when presented with evidence that vehicle has 
been lawfully transferred to person who has failed to apply for registration and title as required by 
GS 20-74. Amends GS 20-57(b) to delete language authorizing registered owner to obtain addi- 
tional copies of vehicle registration from Div’n of Motor Vehicles for $3 each. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Transportation. 


S 219. DAVIDSON ANNEXATION. "TO EXTEND THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF 
DAVIDSON." As title indicates; describes annexed area. Effective June 30, 1991. 
Introduced by Odom. Referred to Local Government. 


S 220. LEGISLATED HIRING FREEZE. "TO CONTROL THE FILLING OF VACANT POSITIONS.” 
Declares vacant positions shall not be filled and positions shall not be reclassified without prior 
approval of General Assembly. Positions affected to include all permanent positions, including 
positions in nonstate agencies, that are partially or totally funded from state funds. Not applicable 
to (1) positions that Office of State Budget and Management (OSBM) has already approved to be 
filled before effective date of act; (2) vacancies existing because of leave without pay in accor- 
dance with existing personnel policies; (3) positions now filled by employee in training when posi- 
tion currently budgeted at higher level; and (4) positions of constitutional officers of state. 
Requires each dep’t, institution or agency that wishes to fill position subject to act to submit 
justification to OSBM; OSBM must then forward request and its own recommendation to 
President Pro Tem of Senate and Speaker of House. Effective on ratification and in effect 
through June 30, 1991. 

Introduced by Kaplan. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 221. MAYO FEASIBILITY STUDY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF 
ESTABLISHING A STATE PARK ON THE MAYO RIVER IN ROCKINGHAM COUNTY." Appropriates 
$35,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for fiscal 
1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 222. PIEDMONT AGRICULTURAL CTR. FUNDS (=H 216). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
CONSTRUCT THE PIEDMONT AGRICULTURAL MARKETING AND PROCESSING CENTER IN 
GUILFORD COUNTY.” Identical to H 216, introduced 7 March. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 223. MONTGOMERY SCHOOLS PROPERTY. "7O AUTHORIZE THE MONTGOMERY COUNTY 
BOARD OF EDUCATION TO CONVEY CERTAIN PROPERTY.” Authorizes Montgomery County Board 
of Education to give property described in bill to Montgomery County Association for Retarded 
Citizens, Inc. 


Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Local Government. 


S 224. MYROVER-REESE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE MYROVER-REESE 
FELLOWSHIP HOME SUBSTANCE ABUSE FACILITY.” Appropriates $125,000 from General Fund to 
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Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance 
Abuse Services to Cumberland County Area Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance 
Abuse Authority for fiscal 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations.

Senate committee substitute re- 
moves amendment to GS 54B-62(c) allowing Adm’r of Savings Institutions Div’n of Dep’t of 
Economic and Community Development (Adm’r) or any person in Adm’r’s office to receive loan 
secured by withdrawable account. Removes portion of proposed new GS 54B-131(c) (right of 
setoff on withdrawable accounts) providing that if savings and loan ass’n proceeds in good faith 
and takes setoff funds, but is later determined not to be entitled to them, ass’n’s sole obligation 
is to return the funds to the account with interest.

BASE BUDGET DELIBERATIONS 


Both houses will begin work on the 1991-92 Continuation Budget this week. Today, the 
chairmen of the Senate and House Appropriations Committees, Sen. Basnight, Sen. Plyler, Rep. 
Nesbitt, and Rep. Diamont, briefed the full Appropriations Committees on instructions they have 
issued to the chairmen of the appropriations subcommittees. The salient points are as follows: 


y. 


1. The Base Budget Subcommittees are to work from the Continuation Budget as prepared 
7 under normal budgetary assumptions, disregarding all adjustments recommended by Governor 
4 Martin to meet a projected revenue shortfall. 
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2. The subcommittees are asked to recommend a total reduction in the 1991-92 


Continuation Budget of $400 million. 


3. The 1991-92 Continuation Budget will not include any “negative reserve” appropriations. 
4. House and Senate subcommittees will meet and deliberate jointly, with each house re- 


serving the right to vote separately. 


5. Each subcommittee is instructed to report weekly to the leadership, no later than 
Monday afternoon, a cumulative list of budget reductions agreed to by the subcommittee to date. 
6. The target date for subcommittee reports to the full Appropriations Committee is April 


16. 


7. The target date for simultaneous reports of Continuation Budget bills to the floor of 


House and Senate is April 24. 


At this point, there has been no mention of plans, if any, to take action in the 1991 session 


on the Continuation Budget for fiscal 1992-93. 


The House and Senate leadership estimate the total gap between revenues and expendi- 
tures for the 1991-92 Continuation Budget to be $779.2 million. This figure was obtained by (1) 
adding back $480.9 million in Continuation Budget reductions recommended by Governor Martin, 
(2) including an estimated increase of $100 million in the cost of state employees’ health insur- 
ance, and (3) raising the projected revenue shortfall by another $200 million. These adjustments 
result in a revised Continuation Budget total of $8,219,300,000. From this total, the leadership 
proposes "first round” cuts of $400 million. The leadership has not indicated at this time how 
they propose to address the remaining $379.2 million. Obvious sources include revised revenue 


estimates, increased taxes and fees, and additional "second round” cuts.

REIMBURSEMENTS TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS THAT ARE PAID FROM THE GENERAL FUND, AND 
TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE COUNTIES TO HELP DEFRAY THE ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 
OF THE TRANSITION TO A TAX ON INVENTORIES." 

Reinstate property tax on inventory. Effective for property taxes levied for the 1992-93 fiscal 
year, amends the Machinery Act to repeal GS 105-275(33), (34), and (37), which now exclude 
from property taxation merchants’ and manufacturers’ inventory, poultry, livestock, and feed used 
in production of poultry and livestock. Also effective for fiscal 1992-93, re-enacts all exclusions for 
specific types of inventory which were repealed in 1985 and 1987 as obsolete when all inventory 
was excluded. 

Repeal inventory tax reimbursements. Effective Jan. 1, 1993, repeals GS 105-277.1 and 
-277A to eliminate reimbursements paid to local governments from the General Fund to offset 
revenue lost by exclusion of inventories from the property tax base. 
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Reinstate tax credits for property tax paid on inventory. Effective for tax years beginning on 
or after July 1, 1992, re-enacts GS 105-163.03 and -163.05 to restore income tax credits for 


property taxes paid on qualifying inventories and poultry and livestock. 

Transitional appropriation. Appropriates $2,000 to each county from General Fund for fiscal 
1991-92 to help defray the administrative costs of resuming taxation of inventories. 
Introduced by Beall. Referred to Finance.

SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATIONS TO THE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE PROGRAM FOR THE 
1991-92 FISCAL YEAR." As title indicates.

S 227. FRATERNAL BENEFIT SOCIETIES. "TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM BENEFITS WHICH THE

S 229. SOLID WASTE ADVANCE DISPOSAL FEE. "TO ESTABLISH AN ADVANCE DISPOSAL FEE 
ON CONTAINERS THAT ARE NOT BEING RECYCLED AT A RATE OF FIFTY PERCENT WITHIN THIS 
STATE. Creates GS 130A-310.32 to require the Solid Waste Branch, Dep’t of Human Resources 
to determine on Oct. 1, 1992 whether glass, plastic, plastic-coated paper, and aluminum con- 
tainers are being recycled at a rate of 50%. For any type of container not meeting that rate, a 
$.01 advance disposal is to be charged by retail establishments upon the sale of each container. 
The fees are collected and paid quarterly, less administrative expenses, to the Dep’t of Revenue 
in the same manner as general sales taxes. Net fees are to be placed in Container Recycling 
Trust Fund, from which funds may be allocated to support container recyling programs as follows: 
(1) capital assistance grants (50%); (2) litter control (15%); (3) promotion and education (10%); 
(4) technical assistance (8%); (5) research and development (7%); and (6) administration (10%). 
Containers may be returned to registered recycling centers for refunds of this fee. This section 
expires Oct. 1, 1996. 
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Creates GS 130A-310.33 to provide that if on Oct. 1, 1996 the 50% container recycling 
goal is not met the advance disposal fee shall rise to $.02 per container for each type of con- 
tainer not meeting the goal. Requires every container sold in state to have $.05 refund value. 
Establishes Container Deposit Fund and system for collection and administration of funds col- 
lected and recycling and redemption centers. Requires notice to consumers of the amount of the 
deposit, that containers are returnable, and the location of redemption centers. Notice required 
for vending machines as well as retail outlets. Information on this section to be included on State 
road maps and informational material printed after Dec. 31, 1994 and Dep’t of Public Instruction 
is required to develop educational materials about littering. The General Assembly is to review the 
Advance Disposal Fee Program annually.

S 230. DEATH BENEFIT DATE CHANGE. "TO MAKE THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE LAW 
INCREASING DEATH BENEFITS FOR TEACHERS AND STATE EMPLOYEES THE DATE OF 
RATIFICATION OF THAT ACT.” Amends Sec. 12 of SL 1987, Ch. 1108 to change effective date 
indicated in title from Aug. 1, 1988 to July 12, 1988. Appropriates $186,413 for fiscal 1991-92 
from the General Fund to Dep't of State Treasurer to fund the difference in benefits. Effective 
July 1, 1991. ;

S 231. HIGH POINT ELECTIONS. "CONCERNING MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS IN THE CITY OF HIGH 
POINT." Provides that the next election for mayor and city council members in High Point shall be 
according to the nonpartisan primary and election method. The primary shall be on Nov. 3, 1992 
and the election on Sept. 1, 1992. Specifies initial terms of either three or five years for mayor 
and council members elected in 1992 to permit the implementation of staggered four-year terms 
for council and two-year terms for mayor beginning with the 1995 election. Introduced by 
Seymour. Referred to Elections.

H 238. BROUGHTON HOSPITAI. A/C FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE AIR 
CONDITIONING FOR TWO WARDS AT BROUGHTON HOSPITAL IN MORGANTON." Appropriates 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources $200,000 for fiscal 1991-92 for stated purpose. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 239. STATE/LOCAL ONE CENT SALES TAX. "TO ELIMINATE STATE REIMBURSEMENTS TO 
LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR PREVIOUSLY REPEALED LOCAL TAXES, INCREASE THE STATE SALES 
TAX BY ONE CENT, AND EARMARK ONE-HALF OF THE PROCEEDS OF THE ADDITIONAL ONE- 
CENT TAX FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENTS." Effective May 1, 1991, amends GS 105-164.4 to in- 
crease the state sales tax to 4% on sales now subject to the 3% rate, 2.67% on sales now 
Subject to the 2% rate, and 1.34% on sales now subject to the 1% rate, and makes numerous 

! conforming changes to reflect these rate increases. Effective July 1, 1991, repeals all statutes 

| providing for reimbursements to local governments funded through the Local Government Tax 
Reimbursement Reserve (GS 105-213.1, -275.1, -277A, and -277.1A) and replaces this revenue 
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with new GS 105-164.44 requiring the Sec’y of Revenue on a quarterly basis to distribute one- 
eighth of the estimated net proceeds of the 4% sales tax to local governments in proportion to 
the amount of funds each unit received from the Local Government Tax Reimbursement Reserve 
in fiscal 1990-91. Provides that the 1% increase in the 3% rate does not apply to construction 
materials purchased to fulfill lump sum or unit price contracts entered into before effective date 
of the increase.

H 240. GIBSONVILLE TAX REFUND EXTENDED. "7O ALLOW AN EXTENSION OF TIME FOR THE 
TOWN OF GIBSONVILLE TO FILE AN APPLICATION FOR A SALES TAX REFUND." Allows Gibsonville 
until Dec. 31, 1991, to file for sales tax refunds for fiscal 1988-89. 

introduced by Decker. Referred to Finance. 


H 241. NC EDUCATION COUNCIL ABOLISHED. "7O ABOLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
EDUCATION COUNCIL." Amends GS 115C-105 to eliminate provisions establishing cited council. 
Introduced by Hege. Referred to Education. 


H 242. CREDIT CARD DEREGULATION/BANKS (=S 174). "TO AUTHORIZE CREDIT CARD 
BANKS, TO AMEND THE RATE OF INTEREST AND FEES APPLICABLE TO CREDIT CARD 
ACCOUNTS, OPEN-END CREDIT, AND REVOLVING CHARGE ACCOUNTS.” 

Deregulation of North Carolina credit card issuers. Creates new Article 21 ("Credit Card 
and Credit Card Bank Act”) in GS Ch. 53 to allow North Carolina credit card issuers to charge 
any interest rates and fees they and their customers agree upon (that is, to "deregulate” those 
rates and fees), but to impose following limitations on credit card issuers from outside North 
Carolina: (1) maximum interest rate on unpaid balance of 1.5% per month (1.25% for accounts 
secured by real or personal property); (2) no interest or finance change on accounts paid in full 
within 25 days of the billing date; (3) any annual fee imposed may not exceed $20. North 
Carolina issuers would include banks, savings & loan associations, savings banks, and credit 
unions organized under the laws of North Carolina or the United States having their principal 
places of business in Noth Carolina. 

Creation of credit card banks. Also permits the creation of "credit card banks,” defined as 
banks organized under the laws of the United States having their principal places of business in 
North Carolina, engaging only in credit card operations, with only one office accepting deposits, 
making no commerical loans, and operating "in a manner that is not likely to attract customers 
from the general public in this State to the substantial detriment of other domestic lenders.” Such 
credit card banks, like other North Carolina credit card issuers, would be able to charge whatever 
fees and interest rates they and their customers agreed upon. To qualify as a North Carolina 
issuer for this purpose, the credit card bank must employ (within one year after the date it begins 
doing business) 50 employees in North Carolina in its credit card business, or contract with a 
business in this state engaged in credit-card related activities (such as preparation and distribu- 
tion of statements, cards, other records and so on) which has at least 200 North Carolina em- 
ployees in its credit card operations. In the latter case, the Banking Commission would determine 
the minimum number of North Carolina employees the credit card bank must have in order "to 
assure the continued and substantive presence of the credit card bank in this State.” 

Elimination of merchant charge cap. Current law prohibits the credit card issuer from 
charging merchants who sell goods or services with the credit card more than 6% of the principal 
amount of their credit card sales as a service fee. This bill provides that the credit card issuer 
(whether a North Carolina issuer or not) may charge the merchant any fees it and the merchant 
may agree upon. 


Open-end credit other than credit card accounts. With respect to open-end credit (that is, 
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credit extended under a pian in which the creditor expects repeated transactions, in which the 
creditor imposes a finance charge on the unpaid balance, and in which the borrower may at any 
time charge up to a predetermined limit) other than credit card, the bill makes a distinction be- 
tween such credit issued by a North Carolina creditor and such credit issued by a creditor from 
outside North Carolina similar to that described above for credit card issuers. North Carolina 
creditors would be permitted, on the extension of open-end credit, whether secured or unsecured, 
to charge and collect any finance charges and interest, transaction fees, overlimit charges, late 
payment fees or delinquency charges, charges for bad checks, membership fees, and other fees 
and charges as the creditor and its customer may agree upon. Creditors from outside North 
Carolina would be limited to 1.5% monthly interest on unpaid balances (1.25% on secured ac- 
counts). Specifies period in which customer may cancel the plan upon proposal by creditor to 
change the terms of the plan. 

Revolving charge accounts. Amends GS 25A-14 to establish for revolving charge accounts a 
maximum finance charge of 1.75% per month on the unpaid balance and prohibit the charging of 
any finance charge on accounts paid in full within 25 days of the billing date.

H 243. DAVIE PROPERTY TAX ENFORCEMENT. "TO PROVIDE THAT DAVIE COUNTY MAY 
PROHIBIT ISSUANCE OF A BUILDING PERMIT TO A DELINQUENT TAXPAYER." Modifies GS 153A- 
357 to authorize Davie County to provide by ordinance that a building permit may not be issued 
to a person who owes delinquent property taxes.

H 244. HIGH POINT ELECTIONS (=S 231). "CONCERNING MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS IN THE CITY 
OF HIGH POINT." identical to S 231, introduced 13 March.

H 245. MERCHANTS’ SALES TAX DISCOUNT (=S 96). "TO ALLOW A PERCENTAGE DISCOUNT 
TO MERCHANTS FOR COLLECTING STATE SALES AND USE TAXES.” \dentical to S 96, introduced 
19 February. 

Introduced by Mercer. Referred to Finance. 


H 246. EQUITY INVESTMENT COMMITTEE. "TO REENACT A PORTION OF SECTION 2 OF 
CHAPTER 467, SESSION LAWS OF 1979, ESTABLISHING THE EQUITY INVESTMENT ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE, WHICH WAS INADVERTENTLY REPEALED BY SECTION 5 OF CHAPTER 751, SESSION 
LAWS OF 1987." Amends GS 147-69.2 to require the State Treasurer to appoint an Equity 
Investment Advisory Committee for assets that he is authorized to invest for designated state and 
local government retirement systems. The committee shall be composed of the State Treasurer 
(ex officio chairman), two members from the boards of trustees of the retirements systems, and 
two members of the general public. Directs the State Treasurer to appoint a secretary who need 
not be a member. Provides that committee members shall have only advisury ; wers and that 
membership is not a public office for purposes of multiple office-holding restrictions. 

introduced by Michaux. Referred to State Government. 


H 247. MECKLENBURG VOL. POLICE AUX. "7TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
VOLUNTEER POLICE AUXILIARY FOR THE MECKLENBURG COUNTY POLICE DEPARTMENT." 
Provides that Meckienburg County Comm ’rs may by ordinance provide for thie recruiting, training, 
equipping, and appointing of auxiliary police officers for Mecklenburg County anc >rescribe their 
duties and responsibilities. Chief of the Mecklenburg County Police Departmeni ' ‘to make provi- 
sions for uniforms, weapons, and other matters reasonably necessary for a voluni: ry police 
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auxiliary force. The force is specifically exempted from the jurisdiction of the Civil Service Board. 
Auxiliary policy officers are to be compensated only when called into active service in an emer- 
gency. They are to have the same police powers and powers of law enforcement officers as 
regular members of the Mecklenburg County Police Department.

H 248. MOORESVILLE OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF MOORESVILLE TO 
LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX." Allows Mooresville, after notice and public hearing, to levy an 
occupancy tax up to 2% on gross receipts from rental of lodgings subject to state sales tax. Not 
applicable to lodgings offered by nonprofit organizations. Requires operator to collect tax and to 
retain a 3% commission. Provides for collection and sets penalties for nonpayment. Tax proceeds 
go to town’s general fund. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Finance. 


H 249. BUSINESS INCUBATOR EXTENSION. "7O EXTEND BY TWO YEARS THE PERIOD DURING 
WHICH A SMALL BUSINESS CONCERN MAY REMAIN IN AN INCUBATOR FACILITY.” Amends GS 
143B-471.4(e) for purpose indicated in title, raising the maximum stay from three years to five, 
with the approval of the North Carolina Technological Development Authority. 

Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 232. ELECT GOVERNOR EVEN-NUMBER YEAR-2. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO 
CHANGE THE ELECTION OF THE GOVERNOR, LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR, AND THE REST OF THE 
COUNCIL OF STATE TO THE NONPRESIDENTIAL EVEN-NUMBERED YEAR, WITH SIX-YEAR 
TRANSITIONAL TERMS TO BE FILLED BY THE 1992 ELECTIONS." Subject to voter approval at 
1992 general election, amends NC Constitution, Art. Ill, Secs. 2(1) and 7(1), to provide as title 
indicates. Governor, Lt. Governor, and other members of Council of State are to be elected for a 
six-year term in 1992 and for four-year terms in 1998 and every four years thereafter. Provides 
that the term beginning Jan. 1, 1993 will be considered consecutive to any preceding and sub- 
sequent term for purposes of the provision in Sec. 2 limiting the Governor and Lt. Governor to 
two consecutive terms, but further provides that person elected to either of those offices in 1992 
may not seek re-election to the same office in 1998. States ballot proposition as whether to elect 
the Governor and other Council of State officers in nonpresidential even-numbered years begin- 
ning in 1998, making no mention of a six-year transitional term. 

introduced by Perdue. Referred to Constitution. 


S 233. GUBERNATORIAL VETO-2. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION FOR A GUBERNATORIAL 
VETO.” Proposes amendments to NC Constitution, Art. Il, Sec. 22, to provide veto for governor. 
Exempts from veto provisions amendments to US and NC Constitutions, bills in which General 
Assembly makes appointments, joint resolutions, local bills (generally defined as bills affecting 
fewer than 15 counties) and legislative redistricting (for Congress and General Assembly) bills. All 
other bills subject to veto. Two-thirds vote of members present and voting in each house sepa- 
rately required to override. Requires recorded votes on all override votes. Requires Governor to 
return vetoed bills within 7 days after presented to him unless General Assembly has adjourned 
sine die or for more than 30 days. Requires Governor to call special session limited to considera- 
tion of vetoed bill if bills vetoed after adjournment (otherwise, bills become law 40 days after 
adjournment). Submits proposed amendment to vote of people at statewide general election of 
November, 1992. If passed, effective Jan. 1, 1993. [See similar bills H3/S156.] 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Constitution. 
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S 234. SOLID WASTE SALES TAX REFUND. "TO PERMIT REGIONAL SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT AUTHORITIES TO RECEIVE ANNUAL SALES TAX REFUNDS." Amends GS 105- 
164.14(c) to add regional solid waste authorities created under GS 153A-421 to the local govern- 
ment entities entitled to sales tax refunds. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Finance. 


S 235. MECKLENBURG ASST. DA FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FIFTEEN 
ADDITIONAL ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEYS FOR MECKLENBURG COUNTY.” Appropriates 
$656,160 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to Dep’t of Justice for pur- 
pose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 236. MEMORIALIZE JAMES E. EZZELL, JR. "JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE LIFE AND 
MEMORY OF JAMES EARL "JIM" EZZELL, JR., LATE MEMBER OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.” As 
title indicates. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Rules. 


S$ 237. IV-D MEDICAL INSURANCE INFO. "TO REQUIRE EMPLOYERS TO PROVIDE MEDICAL 
INSURANCE COVERAGE INFORMATION IN IV-D SUPPORT CASES." Amends GS 110-139(c) to add 
medical insurance information to information that an employer must provide to state authorities on 
request to help locate a parent for purpose of collecting child support. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Insurance. 


S 238. INDIAN EDUCATION COUNCIL MEMBER. "TO ADD A MEMBER TO THE STATE ADVISORY 
COUNCIL ON INDIAN EDUCATION." Amends GS 115C-210.1 to increase membership of cited 
Council from 15 to 16 by adding one representative of the Cherokee Central School System ap- 
pointed by the State Board of Education from a list submitted by the Eastern Band of Cherokee 
Indians. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to State Personnel.

H 11. SCRAP TIRE TAX AMENDMENTS. Intro. 1/31. House committee substitute makes the fol- 
lowing changes in the original bill. Amends GS 105-187.17 to add paragraph which explicitly 
Classifyies the privilege tax imposed on tire retailers as a sales tax and the excise tax imposed on 
tire purchases as a use tax, and provides that the sales tax imposed on retailers is a credit 
against the tax on purchases. Eliminates the exemption for aircraft tires. 


H 34. DEBT COLLECTION PENALTY UP. Intro. 2/11. House amendimeni deleies minimum civil 
penalty of $100 per violation and provides that the current maximum penalty of $1,000 applies for 


each violation. 


H 215. CUMBERLAND AUDITORIUM COMM. Intro. 3/6. House committee substitute makes tech- 
nical changes. 


SENATE BILLS 
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S 72. APPOINTED JUDGES/STATUTE-1. Intro. 2/13. Senate committee substitute makes following 
substantive changes in original bill: (1) provides that majorities required for confirmation are of 
those present and voting; (2) provides that retired judges are among those automatically consid- 
ered to be eligible for appellate judgeships; (3) requires Judicial Selection and Retention Comm’n 
to consider bar membership, reputation for integrity, health, legal ability, and probable judicial 
temperament in evaluating candidates; (4) adds to Comm’n two additional legislative appointees, 
one each from House and Senate, both of whom must be laymen, as well as one appointee each 
from District Attorneys and Public Defenders, (5) requires the Governor and President of the State 
Bar to consider racial and gender composition of the state’s population in making their appoint- 
ments to the Comm'n; (6) disqualifies active judges and justices from serving on the Comm'n; 
and (5) makes clarifying changes. 


S 90. DEPLOYED SOLDIER LICENSE RENEWAL. Intro. 2/18; amended 3/5. Senate committee 
substitute rewrites original bill. Provides that a drivers license issued to a deployed soldier under 
GS 20-7 that would have expired during the deployment is automatically extended until 90 days 
after the soldier returns to North Carolina or two years from the expiration date of the license, 
whichever comes first. Provides that a temporary drivers license issued to a deployed soldier 
under GS 20-7 that would have expired 30 days after the soldier returns to North Carolina is 
automatically extended until 90 days after his or her return. Provides that the civil penalty and 
restoration fee under GS 20-309 do not apply to a deployed soldier whose motor vehicle liability 
insurance lapsed during the period of deployment or within 90 days after the soldier returned to 
North Carolina. To avoid the penalty and fee, however, a returned soldier must certify to the Div’n 
of Motor Vehicles that the vehicle was not driven on the highway by anyone during the period in 
which it was uninsured and that the owner now has liability insurance on the vehicle. Defines 
"deployed soldier" as a member of the US armed forces, NC National Guard, or NC Air National 
Guard on active duty who was deployed outside North Carolina in support of “Operation Desert 
Shield” or “Operation Desert Storm” on or after August 6, 1990. Provides that a copy of the 
soldier’s military orders specifying the deployment is conclusive evidence of the deployment. 


S 128. REVIEW OF EXEMPT PROPERTY. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute makes tech- 
nical changes. 


S 136. TRAIL SYSTEM LIABILITY. Intro. 2/20. Committee sub. 3/13. Senate amendment changes 
effective date from Oct. 1, 1991 to ratification. 


S 157. APA HEARINGS. Intro. 2/21. Senate committee substitute makes following changes in 
original bill: (1) the committee substitue deletes provision removing the APA sunset, found in Sec. 
19, Ch. 746, SL 1985; (2) with respect to the limitations period on filing a petition to begin a 
case, the committee substitute adds an amendment to GS 150B-23(f) providing that when no 
informal settlement request has been received by the agency before the notice of the agency 
decision in question is given, any subsequent informal settlement request does not suspend the 
60-day limitations period; (3) the committee substitute adds an amendment to GS 150B-27 provid- 
ing that, in addition to other methods of service of a subpoena on behalf of an agency that is a 
party to a contested case, any state law enforcement officer may serve such a subpoena; (4) 
current GS 150B-34(b) provides that before issuing a recommended decision, the ALJ shall give 
each party an opportunity to file proposed findings of fact and written arguments; the original bill 
amended the section so that it would provide that the ALJ may order a party to do so; the com- 
mittee substitute repeals the section all together; (5) the original bill amended GS 150B-44 to 
provide that an agency has 180 days from the day it receives the official record from the Office 
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of Administrative Hearings to make a final decision in the case; the committee substitute changes 
that to 90 days; and (6) the committee substitute adds an amendment to GS 150B-46 providing 
that, upon filing of a petition with a court for judicial review, other parties to ihe proceeding may 
file a response to the petition within 30 days of service; parties, including agencies, mayu state 
exceptions to the decision or procedure and what relief is sought in the response.

H 256. VETERANS CEMETERY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF 
A VETERANS CEMETERY TO BE ESTABLISHED IN THE SEVENTH UNITED STATES CONGRESSIONAL 
DISTRICT.” Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Veterans Affairs, Dep’t of Administration, 
$400,000 for fiscal 1991-92 for fees, advanced planning, site improvements, and construction 
costs of a veterans cemetery to be established in the 7th Congressional district. Funds may be 
used for extended employment of project manager during construction phase and administrative 
expenses. Unexpended funds are not to revert but to be used for completion of the cemetery. 
Effective July 1, 1991.

H 257. COMPROMISE USE-VALUE ROLLBACK. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES TO COMPROMISE 
TAXES DEFERRED PURSUANT TO USE-VALUE PROPERTY TAXATION.” Amends GS 105-277.4(c) to 
provide that upon the request of a taxpayer the county commissioners for good cause may com- 
promise the county’s claim for deferred taxes and interest pursuant to use-value property 
taxation. 

Introduced by Kimsey. Referred to Finance. 


H 258. PRISONERS WORK FOR COUNTIES (=H 259). "TO ALLOW COUNTIES TO REQUIRE 
PRISONERS TO WORK ON THE PUBLIC STREETS, PUBLIC HIGHWAYS, OR PUBLIC WORKS.” 
Amends Art. 4 (County Prisoners) of GS 162 as title indicates. GS 162-58 permits county com- 
missioners to enact regulations for the work of convicted inmates confined in county correctional 
facilities on the public streets, public highways, and public works. Provides that prisoners who are 
required to work must be supervised by county employees or the sheriff. Requires the county 
regulations to ensure that the supervisors somehow receive notice if a person under their supervi- 
sion is a county inmate. GS 162-59 provides that no prisoner shall be required to work on public 
projects unless first approved by the person with custody of the prisoner. Indicates that the 
person with custody either is the sheriff or the jail administrator of a district confinement facility. 
Provides that the person with custody may revoke approval at any time and return the prison to 
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the facility. Provides that neither the person with custody nor any jailer may be held liable for the 
actions of any prisoner, including those committed during and after an escape, while working on 
a public project outside of their supervision. GS 162-60 provides that a prisoner who works on a 
public project is entitled to have his sentence reduced by four days for each 30 days of work. 
The credit authorized is in addition to any other gain time credit to which the prisoner is entitled. 
Indicates that the person with custody is the sole judge as to whether the prisoner has faithfully 
performed his duties and is entitled to a sentence reduction. Requires a forfeiture of earned 
credit for escapes or attempted escapes while working on a public project. Amends GS 14-255 to 
clarify that a prisoner who escapes while working on a public project pursuant to GS 162-58 shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor (it had applied to escape by prisoners working pursuant to an earlier 
law that has been repealed). Increases punishment to imprisonment for not more than two years, 
a fine, or both (now, imprisonment for not more than 30 days or fine not greater than $50). 
Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Judiciary |. 


H 259. PRISONERS WORK FOR COUNTIES (=H 258). "TO ALLOW COUNTIES TO REQUIRE 
PRISONERS TO WORK ON THE PUBLIC STREETS, PUBLIC HIGHWAYS, OR PUBLIC WORKS." 
Identical to H 258, introduced 18 March. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Judiciary |. 


H 260. BEP/SCHOOL EQUITY FUNDS BLANK-2. "TO PROVIDE EQUALIZATION FUNDS FOR THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Rogers. Referred to Rules. 


H 261. DOT CONDEMNATION AMENDMENTS. "7O MODIFY THE PROCEDURES EMPLOYED BY 
THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION IN CONDEMNING PROPERTY." Makes following changes 
in Article 9 of GS Ch. 136 relating to condemnation of property by the Dep’t of Transportation: (1) 
amends GS 136-113 to provide that the interest that is to be added to an award of damages 
made by the commissioners, jury, or judge to a person contesting a condemnation is to be the 
interest that a prudent investor would have earned investing the amount of damages so as to 
produce a reasonable return while maintaining safety of principal (current law provides that inter- 
est is to be added at the legal rate established in GS 24-1); provides that the judge is to deter- 
mine how the interest should be compounded according to generally accepted practices of 
compounding; (2) adds new GS 136-109(e) providing that when no commissioners are appointed, 
each party must reveal to all other parties the number of appraisals of the property made on 
behalf of the party and the identity of the appraiser, as part of discovery in any trial on the issue 
of just compensation; (3) adds new GS 136-112.1 providing that whenever the Dep't of 
Transportation determines that certain improvements to private property must be made, such as 
driveways, culverts, or bridges, in connection with a highway project, and the property owner 
proposes an alternative during the negotiation process for taking the condemned land that would 
meet the needs of the project and better meet the needs of the owner, the Dep’t must pay to the 
owner the funds that were scheduled to be paid for the improvement and the owner must 
construct the improvement his way, to the Department’s satisfaction; and (4) amends GS 136-119 
to provide that the owner is to be awarded costs (including engineering fees) and attorney fees 
not only when the final judgment is that the Dep’t cannot acquire the land by condemnation or 
the proceeding is abandoned by the Dep’t (as in current law) but also when the final judgment is 
that the Dep’t is to pay to the property owner more than the Dep’t initially deposited with the 
court to cover reimbursement to the owner, as required by statute.

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H 262. CORPORATE APPORTIONMENT FORMULA. "TO CHANGE THE FORMULA USED TO 
APPORTION THE INCOME OF MULTISTATE CORPORATIONS TO THIS STATE.” Amends GS 105- 
130.4(i) to provide that business income of corporations other than public utilities and excluded 
corporations shall be apportioned by multiplying the Income by a fraction, the numerator of which 
is the property factor plus the payroll factor plus the sales factor (now, twice the sales factor), 
and the denominator of which is three (now, four). Provides that the denominator shall be the 
number of existing factors if one or more of the factors does not exist (replaces current method 
for calculating the denominator if a factor does not exist). Effective for taxable years beginning on 
or after Jan. 1, 1991. 

introduced by Barnes. Referred to Finance. 


H 263. LOCAL SOLID WASTE CONTRACTS. "TO AUTHORIZE ANSON, MONTGOMERY, AND 
RICHMOND COUNTIES TO ENTER INTO LONG-TERM CONTRACTS FOR DISPOSAL OF SOLID 
WASTE.” Amends GS 153A-299.6 to add cited counties to list of counties to which Part 4 ("Long 
Term Contracts for Disposal of Solid Waste”) of Art. 15 ("Public Enterprises”) of GS Ch. 153A 
applies. 

introduced by Hightower. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 264. ANSON SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ELECTION OF THE ANSON 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION FROM SEVEN SINGLE-MEMBER DISTRICTS, WITH TWO AT 
LARGE." Replaces SL 1989, Ch. 288, with two changes: (1) provides that the two at-large mem- 
bers are to be elected at same time, and (2) directs that the results of primary elections for the 
at-large seats are to be determined using the provisions of general law (GS 163-11).

H 265. ANSON FORCE ACCOUNT LIMIT. "TO RAISE THE FORCE ACCOUNT LIMIT OF ANSON

OPPORTUNITY.” Amends GS 66-94(3) to exempt business opportunity sales for which the pur- 
chaser pays less than $200, other than vending machine contracts, supply contracts, and busi- 
ness opportunity sales for which the seller agrees to provide a marketing program, from the 
provisions of GS Ch. 66, Art. 19 governing business opportunity sales. Amends GS 66-94(4) to 
exempt from the Article business opportunity sales where the seller agrees to provide a marketing 
program, if the purchaser pays less than $100.

H 274. SPEAKER’S APPOINTMENTS. "TO APPOINT PERSONS TO PUBLIC OFFICE UPON THE 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES." Blank bill con- 
tains no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Jack Hunt. Referred to Rules. 


SENATE BILLS 





S 242. MONTGOMERY SCHOOL BOARD BLANK. "TO REDISTRICT THE MONTGOMERY COUNTY 
BOARD OF EDUCATION." Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Conder. Referred to Education. 


S 244. GUBERNATORIAL VETO-3. "TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM IN NOVEMBER 1992 TO 
AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO REQUIRING A THREE- 
FIFTHS VOTE TO OVERRIDE." Proposes amendments to NC Constitution Art. Il, Sec. 22, to pro- 
vide veto power for governor. Exempts from veto provisions amendments to US and NC 
Constitutions, bills in which General Assembly makes appointments, joint resolutions, local bills 
(generally defined as bills affecting fewer than 15 counties) and redistricting for legislature and 
congress. All other bills subject to veto. Three-fifths vote of members present and voting in each 
house separately required to override. Requires recorded votes on all override votes. Requires 
Governor to return vetoed bills within 10 days after presented to him unless General Assembly 
has adjourned sine die or for more than 30 days. Requires Governor to call special session lim- 
ited to consideration of vetoed bill if bills vetoed after adjournment (otherwise, bills become law 
on 40th day after adjournment). Submits proposed amendment to vote of people at statewide 
general election of November 1992. If passed, effective Jan. 1, 1993. (See similar bills H 3, S 
156, S 233) 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Constitution. 
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S 245. ENHANCE SECURITIES ENFORCEMENT. "TO ENHANCE THE ENFORCEMENT PROVISIONS 
OF THE NORTH CAROLINA SECURITIES ACT AND THE INVESTMENT ADVISORS ACT.” Amends GS 
Ch. 78A, the North Carolina Securities Act, to add section making it unlawful to perpetuate se- 
curities fraud by using a system of telephones to communicate fraudulent information to the 
public. Further amends GS Ch. 78 by adding a section which prohibits manipulating the securi- 
ties market by willfully quoting a fictitious price, engaging in sham transactions to create a 
misleading appearance of active trading in a security, or employing any other deceptive or 
fraudulent technique. Transactions which comply with federal securities regulations cannot be de- 
fined as market manipulations for purposes of this section. 

Amends GS 78A-46, governing the investigative powers of the Secretary of State, to em- 
power the Sec’y of State to appoint securities law enforcement agents who will have authority to 
enforce the Investment Advisors Act (GS Ch. 78C) and the Commodities Act (GS 78D) throughout 
the state, and specifically to serve and execute notices, orders and demands issued by the 
Secretary of State related to securities’ administrative proceedings. 

Increases the sanctions available against violators of both GS Ch. 78A, and GS Ch. 78C, 
by authorizing the Secretary of State to impose a civil penalty against willful violators of up to 
$2,500 and costs for a single violation and costs and up to $25,000 and costs for multiple viola- 
tions, payable into the general fund, and allowing courts to order violators to pay restitution either 
to the state, to an appointed receiver, or directly to the victims of the fraud. 

Makes the willful violation of GS 78A-8, 78A-12, 78A-12, 78C-8(a)(1), 78C-8(a)(2), and 78C- 
8(b) Class H felonies. Allows the imposition of a fine of three times the amount lost or gained as 
a result of the fraudulent conduct for all criminal violations of GS Chapters 78A and 78C. Allows 
for the appointment of special prosecutors to assist DA’s in prosecuting criminal violations of GS 
Chapters 78A and 78C. 

Changes the standard for civil liability for securities fraud from acting in reckless disregard 
of the untruth or ommission to "in the exercise of reasonable care could not have known” of the 
untruth or omission. 

Changes the statute of limitations for violations of GS 78A-8(1), 78A-8(3) and 78A-10(b) from 
two years to the lesser of three years after the transaction or two years after plaintiff receives 
notice or should have known of the facts constituting the violation. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 246. EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES RESEARCH. "TO CREATE THE EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 
RESEARCH LABORATORY AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THAT PURPOSE." Creates 
Educational Facilities Research Laboratory as part of Applied Research Center of UNC-C. 
Creates nine member board of advisors, four to be appointed by Superintendent of Public . 
Instruction and five by Chancellor. Appropriates from General Fund $127,000 for fiscal 1991-92 
and $345,000 for fiscal 1992-93 for Laboratory. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 247. UPLIFT PILOT PROJECT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE SCHOOL BOARDS 

OF MECKLENBURG AND BERTIE COUNTY SCHOOL SYSTEMS FOR PILOT PROGRAMS "UPLIFT". 
Appropriates from General Fund $50,000 for each year of the 1991-993 biennium to each of the 
two school systems as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 248. FIREMEN/RESCUE/LAW DEATH BENEFIT. "TO INCREASE THE BENEFITS OF OF THE LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS’, FIREMEN’S, RESCL/E SQUAD WORKERS’, AND CIVIL AIR PATROL 
MEMBERS’ DEATH BENEFIT ACT." Rewrites GS 143-166.3 to increase benefit from $25,000 to 
$50,000 upon death of person covered by act cited in title. Appropriates $200,000 from General 
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Fund for each year of 1991-93 biennium to Dep’t of State Auditor to pay for increased benefits. 
Effective as to covered persons who are killed in line of duty on or after July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 249. ROAD SERVICE FEE LIMIT OFF. "AN ACT TO REMOVE THE LIMIT ON THE PAYMENT FOR 
EMERGENCY ROAD SERVICE PROVIDED BY MOTOR CLUBS IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Amends GS 
58-69-1(5) (definition of emergency road service) as title indicates; current limit is $50. 
Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to insurance.

House committee substitute (1) reduces to 
1.5% the maximum commission that a county may retain for collecting muncipal and special dis- 
trict taxes, (2) adds GS 20-66(i) to provide that Div’n of Motor Vehicles shall permit early renewal 
of vehicle registration when such application is made for purpose of consolidating property taxes 
on classified motor vehicles; when registration cycle is changed by such an early renewal, the 
registration fee is reduced pro rata; and (3) makes technical change.

Senate committee substitute (1) rewrites admin- 
istrative provisions to refer to preclearance of incorporation by U.S. Dep’t of Justice as required 
by Voting Rights Act of 1965; (2) provides that if preclearance is not given before opening of 
filing period for 1991 municipal election, Nash County Board of Elections is to reschedule election 
as appropriate; and (3) names different individuals to serve as mayor and council members pend- 
ing organizational meeting of Town Council.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 275. PAMLICO SUBDIVISION REPEAL. "TO REPEAL PAMLICO COUNTY LOCAL MODIFICATION 
TO SUBDIVISION STATUTE.” Repeals 1977 SL, Ch. 98 which exempted certain types of tracts in 
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Palmico County from the definition of “Subdivision” for purposes of GS Ch. 153, Art. 18 on 
County land use regulation. Does not apply to conveyances made prior to effective date of act. 
Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 276. POLITICAL PARTIES FUND ADMIN. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
POLITICAL PARTIES FINANCING FUND.” Rewrites GS 163-278.41 and 105-159.1 to provide for the 
State Board of Elections (currently, the State Treasurer) to administer the NC Political Parties 
Financing Fund. Adds new GS 163-278.43, requiring State Board to (1) review applications and 
certify that the party is eligible to receive requested funds, and (2) establish rules for administra- 
tion and enforcement. 

introduced by Jones. Referred to Courts. 


H 277. CLARIFY BANKS COMM’R AUTHORITY. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF THE 
COMMISSIONER OF BANKS UNDER THE CONSUMER FINANCE ACT.” Amends GS 53-178, which 
limits the charges and commissions consumer finance licensees may receive, to make clear that 
licensees can receive income from activities specifically authorized by the Comm’r of Banks under 
GS 53-172, which governs the conduct of other business in the lender’s office. 

introduced by Redwine. Referred to Commerce. 


H 278. LONG BEACH ASSESSMENTS. "7O AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE TOWN OF LONG 
BEACH TO ALLOW THE TOWN TO ASSESS BENEFITED PROPERTY FOR UNDERGROUNDING OF 
UTILITIES, AND FOR CONSTRUCTION OF PUBLIC STREETS BY NECESSITY." Authorizes Long 
Beach to levy special assessments without petition for street and sidewalk improvements, and to 
levy assessments for underground utilities under general law procedure. 

introduced by Redwine. Referred to Local Government I. 


H 279. HEALTH BENEFITS/HANDICAPPED. "TO PROVIDE HEALTH BENEFITS FOR HANDICAPPED 
DEPENDENTS OF TEACHERS AND STATE EMPLOYEES PREVIOUSLY EXCLUDED FROM COVERAGE 
BY THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN.” GS 
135-40.1(3) now allows teachers and state employees to continue health insurance coverage for 
an unmarried dependent child after age 19 if (a) the child is a full-time student under age 26 or 
(b) the child is physically or mentally incapacitated from a disability that set in before the child’s 
19th birthday and there has been no lapse in coverage since the handicap set in. Effective Oct. 
1, 1991, this bill amends this section to (1) permit continued coverage for a disabled child whose 
disability set in between ages 19 and 26 while the child was covered as a full-time student, and 
(2) delete the requirement that there must have been no lapse in coverage since the handicap 
set in. Permits dependents excluded from coverage under current law to enroll in the plan upon 
effective date of the amendment. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 280. TORNADO DISASTER FUNDS. "TO ALLOW EXPENDITURE OF CONTINGENCY AND 
EMERGENCY FUNDS AS MATCHING FEDERAL FUNDS FOR DISASTER RELIEF AND ASSISTANCE 
DUE TO TORNADO DAMAGE." Requires use of $381,164 from funds appropriated to cited fund 
for 1990-91 to pay state match for federal funds for disaster relief related to May, 1989, 
tornadoes. 

introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 281. RAIL CORRIDOR PURCHASE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
TO ACQUIRE PROPERTY FOR NEW RAILROAD CORRIDORS AND TO ENTER INSTALLMENT 
CONTRACTS FOR THE PURCHASE OF RAILROAD CORRIDORS AND OTHER RAIL PROPERTY." 
Amends GS 136-44.36B to allow the Dep’t of Transportation to acquire property for new railroad 
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corridors and to acquire active existing railroad lines by any method other than condemnation. 
Adds GS 136-44.36C to authorize the Dep’t of Transportation to purchase railroad lines by install- 
ment contracts. Provides that no deficiency judgment may be rendered against the state for 
breach of such contracts, and that state’s taxing power is not pledged thereby. 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Transportation. 


H 282. DOT CONTRACT PARTICIPATION SUNSET. "TO EXTEND THE EXPIRATION DATE FOR 
PRIVATE CONTRACT PARTICIPATION BY THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION.” Amends SL 
1987, ch. 860, sec. 2, as amended by SL 1989, ch. 749, sec. 1, to extend expiration date for 
private contract participation by Dep’t of Transportation from June 30, 1991, to June 30, 1993. 
Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Transportation. 


H 283. MEDICAL EXAMINER FEE-2. "TO RAISE THE MAXIMUM FEE FOR MEDICAL EXAMINER 
SERVICES." Amends GS 130A-387 to set maximum allowable fee for medical examiner at $100 
(now $50) for investigation and filing of report, and to set fee for autopsies at maximum of $800. 
Fees to be set by Sec’y of Environment, Health, Natural and Economic Resources. [See similar 
bill H 220.] 

Introduced by Stamey. Sent to Finance. 


H 284. LRC STUDY CONSUMER PROTECTION. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE ITS STUDY OF CONSUMER PROTECTION 
ISSUES.” As title indicates. Authorizes interim report to 1992 session and final report to 1993 
session. 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Rules. 


H 285. PUBLIC SERVICE MEMORIAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE LEGISLATIVE 
SERVICES COMMISSION TO ESTABLISH A MEMORIAL HONORING CERTAIN VOLUNTEERS AND 
PUBLIC SERVICE EMPLOYEES WHO HAVE DIED IN THE PERFORMANCE OF THEIR DUTIES." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Legislative Services Comm’n $10,000 for each year of 1991- 
93 biennium for purpose stated in title. Specifies that memorial is to be a plaque in the 
Legislative Building bearing names of honored persons. Requires Comm'n to honor individually 
any nominated NC citizen who lost his or her life in performance of duty as law enforcement 
employee or firefighter on or after January 1, 1991, and to include inscription dedicating it to 
memory of employees and volunteers who lost their lives in performance of duty before that date. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 286. MEMORIALIZE CHARLES RAPER JONAS. "JO/NT RESOLUTION HONORING THE LIFE AND 
MEMORY OF CHARLES RAPER JONAS, FORMER CONGRESSMAN AND ’MISTER REPUBLICAN’."” 
As title indicates. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Rules. 


H 287. LIMIT SESSION LENGTH-2. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA CONSTITUTION TO LIMIT 
THE NUMBER OF DAYS THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY MAY REMAIN IN SESSION EACH YEAR." 
Subject to voter approval in a referendum held at the next statewide primary or election, amends 
NC Const. Art. Il, Sec. 11 to set time limits on regular sessions of the General Assembly and 
extra sessions on legislative call. Provides for odd-year regular sessions to convene in February 
with a limit of 120 legislative days and even-year regular sessions to convene in May with a limit 
of 30 legislative days. Limits extra sessions on legislative call to 20 legislative days and restricts 
the subject matter to that stated in the call. Also amends Art. II!, Sec. 5(7) to limit extra sessions 
called by governor’s proclamation to 20 legislative days but does not restrict subject matter to 
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that stated in the call. Calls for change to take effect for 1993 General Assembly. If the amend- 
ments are approved, amends GS 120-11.1 to fix convening dates of regular sessions as 
Wednesday after second Monday in February in odd-numbered years and Wednesday after 
second Monday in May in even-numbered years. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Courts. 


H 288. CONGRESS UP UNEMPLOYMENT FUNDS. "JO/NT RESOLUTION MEMORIALIZING 
CONGRESS AND THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES TO APPROVE EMERGENCY 
SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATIONS TO THE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE PROGRAM FOR THE 
1991-92 FISCAL YEAR." As title indicates; urges Congress to enact permanent solution to deal 
with problem of unexpected increases in workload and to provide for removal of trust fund ac- 
counts of employment security system from federal unified budget. 

introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Rules. 


H 289. VALIDATE CONVEYANCES. "TO VALIDATE CERTAIN CONVEYANCES WHERE SEALS WERE 
OMITTED OR NOTARY WAS NOT QUALIFIED, CERTAIN NOTICES TO CREDITORS OF DECEDENTS 
WHERE THE DEADLINE FOR SUBMITTING CLAIMS WAS OMITTED, AND CERTAIN FORECLOSURE 
SALES." Amends GS 47-20.1, -51, -53, -53.1, -71.1, -108.5, -108.11 to extend coverage of valida- 
tion statutes to instruments executed prior to Jan. 1, 1991.

H 291. CHARLOTTE AUTO TAX UP. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE TO LEVY A 
MOTOR VEHICLE TAX NOT TO EXCEED TWENTY-FIVE DOLLARS." As title indicates. Requires that 
excess over $20 per vehicle be dedicated to public transit systems and transit-related activities. 
introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Finance. 


H 292. AFRO-AMERICAN CENTER FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE AFRO-AMERICAN 
CULTURAL AND SERVICE CENTER FOR THE ONGOING DEVELOPMENT OF THE CENTER." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Charlotte Mecklenburg Afro-American Cultural and Service 
Center, Inc., $2,000 for fiscal 1991-92. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Foster. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 293. SICKLE CELL CENTERS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES TO PROVIDE FUNDING TO THE COMMUNITY-BASED SICKLE CELL 
CENTERS.” Appropriates $1,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from General Fund to Dep't of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Health Services, to provide funding for community based Sickle Cell Centers. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Foster. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 294. THE RELATIVES FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE RENOVATION OF A FAMILY 
CRISIS INTERVENTION HOME SPONSORED BY THE RELATIVES, INC." Appropriates $2,000 from 
General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Foster. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 295. PAC CONTRIBUTION LIMITS. "TO LOWER LIMITS ON CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS MADE 
BY POLITICAL COMMITTEES." Rewrites GS 163-278.13 to set the following limits on a political 
committee’s contribution to any candidate or other political committee: (1) $1,000, if the recipient 
is a candidate for statewide office, statewide officeholder, or political committee with primary pur- 
pose of supporting or assisting such person; (2) $300, if the recipient is a candidate for non- 
statewide office, non-statewide officeholder, or political committee with primary purpose of sup- 
porting or assisting such person (for purpose of the section, superior court judge is a non- 
statewide officer); $1,000 if the recipient is a political committee with principal purpose that is not 
to support or assist only one candidate or officeholder. Effective with respect to elections occur- 
ring on or after January 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Courts. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 250. EDUCATION GOVERNANCE CHANGES. "7O AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO CHANGE THE 
COMPOSITION OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, TO MAKE THE GOVERNOR THE CHAIRMAN 
OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, TO MAKE THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC 
INSTRUCTION AN APPOINTEE OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, AND TO MAKE 
CORRESPONDING STATUTORY CHANGES.” Subject to voter approval at the Nov. 5, 1991, general 
election, amends NC Constitution to restructure the State Board of Education and make the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction an appointive office. 

State Board of Education. Amends Art. IX, Sec. 4 to provide a State Board of Education 
composed of the governor, lieutenant governor, state treasurer, six members elected by the 
Senate, and six members elected by the House. Elected members are to be chosen from 12 
educational districts and are to serve four-year staggered terms. Allows General Assembly to dele- 
gate to member or committee of House or Senate the power to fill vacancies in positions filled by 
that Chamber. (Implementing statutes provide for educational districts to be same as con- 
gressional districts for 1992 elections; Senate to elect from odd-numbered districts and House to 
elect from even-numbered districts.) Governor to serve as chairman of board. 

Superintendent of Public Instruction. Amends Art. IX, Sec. 4 to provide that the State Board 
of Education will appoint the superintendent of public instruction to serve at its pleasure, subject 
to confirmation by General Assembly. Allows Board to appoint acting superintendent; if General 
Assembly is in session, appointee may serve until rejection by Assembly or until Assembly ad- 
journs for more than 10 days without acting on nomination. If not in session appointee may serve 
until 30 days into new session or until rejection or adjournment, whichever is sooner. Makes nu- 
merous conforming amendments to statutes to reflect changes. Makes conforming amendment to 
Art. Ill, Sec. 7 (list of elective executive officers other than governor and It. governor). 

Effective dates and transition. Makes constitutional amendments effective upon certification 
of favorable election results and implementing statutory changes effective March 31, 1993 if 
amendments are approved. Extends the term of incumbent sup’t of public instruction to March 
31, 1993, and provides that terms of all incumbent members of State Board expire on March 31, 
1993. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to Constitution. 


S 251. STATE HOSPITAL GROUP PURCHASING. "TO ALLOW STATE MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL 
RETARDATION, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE FACILITIES AND OTHER STATE FACILITIES TO 
PARTICIPATE IN GROUP PURCHASING." Amends GS 143-129 to extend current exemption from 
provisions of that section’s bidding procedure to state facilities providing inpatient treatment or

which are operated under GS Ch. 122C. Exemption currently applicable only to two or more hos- 
pitals with competitive bidding purchasing program. Retains requirement that facilities have com- 
petitive bidding purchasing program. Makes conforming change to GS 143-56.

S 252. PROTECTIVE SERVICES PER DIEM. "TO INCREASE THE PER DIEM FOR MEMBERS OF 
THE PRIVATE PROTECTIVE SERVICES BOARD." Amends GS 74C-4(e) to provide that members of 
Private Protective Services Board who are not state officers or employees are to receive a per 
diem not to exceed $100 for each day during which they are engaged in official business of the 
Board (currently, per diem is tied to GS 93B-5(a), which sets $35 maximum). 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 253. DOT BID MANAGEMENT ANALYSIS. "TO MAKE THE RECORDS AND INFORMATION USED 
IN CONNECTION WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION'S BID ANALYSIS AND 
MANAGEMENT SYSTEM AND BID DATA AND DOCUMENTATION CONFIDENTIAL.” Amends GS 136- 
28.5 to provide that bid data submitted by a contractor to the Dep’t of Transportation and docu- 
ments prepared by the Dep’t of Transportation’s Bid Analysis and Management System are confi- 
dential and not subject to the public records provisions of GS Ch. 132. Documents prepared by 
the Bid Analysis and Management System may be released if the Sec’y of Transportation deter- 
mines that it is in the public’s best interest. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 254. LICENSE REVOKED FOR DRUG OFFENSES. "TO PROVIDE FOR DRIVERS LICENSE 
REVOCATION FOR CONVICTION OF DRUG OFFENSE.” Adds new GS 20-17.5 to require the 
Division of Motor Vehicles to revoke the drivers license of any person convicted of violating the 
Federal Controlled Substance Act, the NC Controlled Substance Act (Art. 5 of GS Ch. 90) or any 
other drug offense. Revocation is for six months; if conviction occurs while license is already 
revoked, period of revocation begins at end of current revocation. If conviction occurs before 
person obtains license, Div’n may not issue license for at least six months from date of con- 
viction. Specifies that conviction includes juvenile adjudications of delinquency based on violations 
of criminal statutes covered by section. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 for convictions entered on and 
after that date. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 255. MILITARY TAX FILING EXTENSION. "TO ALLOW AN ADDITIONAL 180-DAY PERIOD FOR 
DEPLOYED ARMED FORCES PERSONNEL TO FILE TAX RETURNS, AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
INTEREST TO BE PAID BY THE STATE ON REFUNDS DUE THESE PERSONNEL FROM APRIL 15 
UNTIL THE REFUND IS PAID." Amends GS 105-249.2 to provide that a member of the armed 
forces who is in combat zone or is in hospital as a result of injury or disease incurred in combat 
zone has 180 days after leaving combat zone or hospital to file individual income tax return with- 
out penalty. Interest on refunds to be paid from statutory filing date until refund is paid. Effective 
retroactively to Aug. 6, 1990. 

Introduced by Pollard. Referred to Finance. 


S 256. VETERANS CEMETERY FUNDS (=H 255). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF A VETERANS CEMETERY TO BE ESTABLISHED IN THE SEVENTH UNITED 
STATES CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT." Identical to H 256, introduced 18 March. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Appropris‘ions. 
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S 257. REST HOME APPEAL PROCESS. "7O AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES TO ISSUE PROVISIONAL LICENSES FOR DOMICILIARY HOMES AND TO ESTABLISH 
CERTAIN APPEAL TIME LIMITS." Amends GS 131D-2(b), governing the licensure of rest homes for 
the elderly and disabled, to (1) allow the Dep't of Human Resources to issue provisional licenses 
to rest home facilities pursuant to rules issued by Social Services Comm’n, and to give such 
facilities the right to an administrative hearing to contest the issuance of a provisional license, 
provided the facility files a petition requesting a hearing within 30 days after the Dep't gives 
notice of the provisional license, and (2) give any facility wishing to contest summary suspension 
of a license a right to an administrative hearing, provided the facility must file a petition for a 
contested case within 20 days after the Dep’t mails a notice of summary suspension. Amends GS 
131D-2(h) to provide that a facility wishing to contest a suspension of admissions is entitled to an 
administrative hearing, provided a petition for a contested case must be filed within 20 days after 
the Dep’t mails a notice of suspension of admissions. Amends GS 131D-34(e) to provide that 
when a facility wishes to contest a penalty, a petition for a contested case must be filed within 30 
days after the Dep’t mails a notice of penalty. Effective October 1, 1991, and applies to licenses 
issued and appeals entered into on and after that date. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Human Resources.

H 296. STATE MATERNITY HOMES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE STATE 
MATERNITY HOMES." Appropriates from General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 (1) $250,000 to Dep’t of 
Human Resources for State Maternity Home Fund to aid programs at Baptist Maternity Home in 
Asheville, Christian Life Maternity Home in Raleigh, and Florence Crittenton Home in Charlotte; 
(2) $250,000 to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services, for Florence Crittenton 
Home to establish treatment center for young, single, pregnant substance abusers, prevent birth 
defects caused by substance abuse, and expand therapeutic program for victims of incest and 
sexual abuse who are pregnant and between ages of 10 and 16. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 297. DRUG OFFENDER DRIVERS LICENSE. "TO REQUIRE A COLOR DIFFERENTIATED 
DRIVERS LICENSE BE ISSUED TO A PERSON CONVICTED OF AN IMPAIRED DRIVING OR 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE VIOLATION." Creates GS 20-7(n1) to provide that persons under age 
18 whose drivers licenses are revoked for impaired driving and persons holding commercial driv- 
ers licenses whose licenses are revoked for driving a commercial vehicle while impaired shall only 
be reissued licenses of a distinctive color. License of original color may be restored upon proof to 
the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles of: (1) completion of substance abuse assessment and any recom- 
mended treatment; (2) no conviction during the period the distinctive license was held for manu- 
facture, sale, distribution, or possession of a controlled substance; and (3) completion of random 
drug tests as required by the Comm’. Effective January 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Buchanan. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 298. DRUG OFFENDER LICENSE REVOCATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR MANDATORY REVOCATION 
OF DRIVERS LICENSES FOR CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE CONVICTIONS AND OTHER RELATED 
PENALTIES." Makes numerous changes to statutes dealing with license revocations. (1) Provides 
that person under 18 at time of offense who is convicted of violating NC Controlled Substances 
Act (Art. 5 of GS Ch. 90, and hereinafter cited as Art. 5) has license revoked under GS 20-13.2, 
and changes period of revocation under that statute (for all people subject to act, not just drug 
offenders) to six months (now, until 18th birthday or 45 days, whichever is longer). (2) Amends GS 
20-17 to provide for revocation of license for person convicted of violating Art. 5, Federal drug 
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law, or any other drug offense; period of revocation is one year under GS 20-19(f) for first offense 
under Art. 5 or for any number of offenses under federal or other drug law. If violation occurs 
when person's license already revoked, period is six months, but must be served at end of cur- 
rent revocation. If violation is second conviction under Art 5. within three years, period is one year 
but may be reduced to not less than 183 days. If the offense is third such conviction and most 
recent conviction is within five years, period is three years and may be reduced to not less than 
548 days. If offense is fourth or subsequent conviction, with most recent within seven years, revo- 
cation is permanent, but may be reduced to not less than five years. To obtain reduction, person 
must obtain substance abuse assessment and complete either treatment or drug education pro- 
gram, have no additional drug offenses, and undergo random drug tests which must reveal no 
illegal drugs in body. Cost of drug test to be borne by person seeking license restoration. Allows 
restoration to be conditional, and prohibits limited driving privilege for these revocations. (3) 
Amends GS 20-17.4 to provide for revocation of commercial driver license for felony conviction 
under Art. 5 for same periods as in (2) above. (4) Amends GS 20-179 to require as mandatory 
condition of probation for persons convicted of impaired driving a period of nonoperation (which 
cannot be offset by limited driving privilege).

H 299. DESIGNATING TRUCK ROUTES. "7O SIMRLIFY THE DESIGNATION OF TRUCK ROUTES.” 
Amends GS 20-116(h) to eliminate restriction of applicability to “primary” state highway system 
and make other stylistic changes.

H 300. NO POINTS FOR CERTAIN SPEEDING. "TO PROVIDE THAT THERE SHALL BE NO 
INSURANCE POINTS ASSESSED FOR SPEEDING TEN MILES OR LESS OVER THE SPEED LIMIT 
FOR FIRST OFFENSE IN THREE YEARS WHERE SPEED LIMIT EXCEEDS FIFTY-FIVE MILES PER 
HOUR." Amends GS 58-36-65(f) to provide that current exemption from premium surcharge and 
insurance points for speeding offense in which speed is ten miles per hour or less over speed 
limit includes offenses in which speed driven is over 65 mph.

H 301. CEMETERY ACT AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE CEMETERY ACT AND RELATED 
STATUTES. Amends GS 65-54 to provide for inspection fees for opening and closing of graves, 
raises maximum inspection fees from $1.50 to $2 per grave space, niche, crypt and grave 
opening/closing and from $4 to $5 per item in pre-need contracts. Amends GS 65-55 to increase 
cemetery license application fee from $400 to $5,000 and increase the required initial deposit for 
perpetual care trust funds from $30,000 to $50,000. Amends GS 65-59 to increase filing fee from 
$100 to $1,500 for approval of change of control of a cemetery. Amends GS 65-63 and -65(e) to 
increase from $35 to $40 per grave, niche or crypt the required deposiis for perpetual care 
funds. Amends GS 65-64 and -71(a) to provide that failure to make required contribution to trust 
accounts is a Class J felony (now, misdemeanor) if the delinquency totals $20,000. Amends GS 
65-69(a) to provide that liens or encumbrances on cemeteries are contrary to public policy and 
void ab initio. Amends GS 150B-38(a) to add the Cemetery Commission to agencies covered by 
Art. 3A of the Administrative Procedure Act. Effective October 1, 1991.

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H 302. APPLIED TEXTILE TECH CENTER. "7TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA CENTER FOR 
APPLIED TEXTILE TECHNOLOGY." Amends GS Ch. 115D, Art. 6 to replace NC Vocational Textile 
School with NC Center for Applied Textile Technology. Center is to be managed, subject to poli- 
cies of Board of Community Colleges, by ten-member board of trustees composed of president of 
the community college system and nine gubernatorial appointees. Tuition payments are to be 
deposited in state treasury (was treasury of school). Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Dickson. Referred to Education. 


H 303. AMEND FORECLOSURE POSTPONEMENT. "TO ALLOW MORE THAN ONE 
POSTPONEMENT OF FORECLOSURE SALES WITHIN THE NINETY-DAY POSTPONEMENT PERIOD.” 
Amends GS 45-21.21(a) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applies to foreclosure proceeds 
filed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary |. 


H 304. DRUG DEALER MANDATORY SENTENCES. "TO IMPOSE A MANDATORY, MINIMUM 
SENTENCE FOR SELLING OR DELIVERING DRUGS IN AMOUNTS NOT SUFFICIENTLY LARGE TO 
VIOLATE DRUG TRAFFICKING LAWS." Rewrites GS 90-95(b) to provide that manufacture, sale or 
delivery, possession with intent to do so, or conspiracy to do so is Class H felony for schedule | 
or Il drugs and minimum sentence is seven year prison sentence and $25,000 fine. For other 
schedules, it is a class | felony and minimum sentence is three years in prison and $10,000 fine. 
Prohibits suspension of sentence, good time or early parole, including for youthful offenders. 
Allows reduction to two-thirds of minimum if defendant renders substantial assistance to district 
attorney or police. Sentences run consecutively to all others. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 for offenses 
occurring on or after that date.

H 305. ARMED ROBBERY ELEMENTS. "TO REVISE THE ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS REQUIRED TO 
PROVE ARMED ROBBERY.” Under current law, two of the elements of the crime of armed rob- 
bery are that the defendant (a) threatened or endangered the life of another, and (b) did so with 
the use or threatened use of a dangerous weapon, implement, or means. This bill amends GS 
14-87(a) to revise these two elements so that the standards are subjective rather than objective, 
that is to say, that a reasonable person under the circumstances would have believed that the 
article in question was a dangerous weapon and that his life was being endangered or 
threatened. Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applies to offense occurring on or after that date.

H 306. MILITARY TAX FILING EXTENSION (=S 255). "TO ALLOW AN ADDITIONAL 180-DAY

FOR INTEREST TO BE PAID BY THE STATE ON REFUNDS DUE THESE PERSONNEL FROM APRIL 
15 UNTIL THE REFUND IS PAID." \dentical to S 255, introduced 21 March. 

Introduced by Hurley. Referred to Finance. 


H 307. PERSIAN GULF VETERANS’ SCHOLARSHIPS. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING 
SCHOLARSHIPS FOR CHILDREN OF WAR VETERANS TO INCLUDE CHILDREN OF PERSIAN GULF 
WAR VETERANS AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES." Amends GS 165-20 to add the Persian 
Gulf War under the definition of "period of war” and “wartime” for purposes of making children 
of veterans of this war eligible for government scholarships as provided by GS Ch 165, Art. 4. 
Makes technical changes to GS 165-122. Effective date July 1, 1991.

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H 308. GASTON LOCKBOX TAX COLLECTION. "TO ALLOW GASTON COUNTY OR ITS 
MUNICIPALITIES TO CONTRACT WITH FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS FOR RECEIPT OF PAYMENTS OF 
DELINQUENT PROPERTY TAXES AND INTEREST." Modifies GS 105-321(e) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Abernethy. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 309. STATE BAR AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO CHAPTER 84 OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES RELATING TO OUT-OF-STATE ATTORNEYS, PREPAID LEGAL SERVICES, 
DEPOSITS OF THE STATE BAR, AND BOARD OF LAW EXAMINERS RECORDS." Rewrites GS 84- 
23.1 to delete obsolete and redundant language. Revises GS 84-4.1, concerning limited practice 
by out-of-state attorneys, to make the language gender-neutral. Adds GS 84-34.1 to require de- 
posits of State Bar to be secured in the manner provided by GS 159-31 (b) for local government 
deposits. Amends GS 84-24 to provide that documents in the possession of the Board of Law 
Examiners as a result of inquiries or interviews in connection with examinations or licensing mat- 
ters are not public records within the meaning of GS Ch. 132.

H 310. PROFESSIONAL CORPORATION FEE. "TO INCREASE REGISTRATION AND RENEWAL

newal). Effective July 1, 1991

H 311. PRISON BOND APPROPRIATIONS (=S 265). "TO APPROPRIATE TWO HUNDRED MILLION 
DOLLARS OF GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY 
OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF STATE PRISON FACILITIES AND YOUTH 
SERVICES FACILITIES." Effective upon ratification, appropriates funds authorized by Nov. 6, 1990 
prison bond referendum, to be administered by Office of State Budget and Management; ex- 
empts OSBM from numerous provisions of GS Chs. 143, 113A and 133 regulating public building 
contracts with respect to projects authorized by this bill. Requires quarterly reports to legislature. 
Authorizes the following projects:

H 312. CONTINUE NURSING STUDY COMM’N. "TO CONTINUE THE LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION 
ON NURSING." As title indicates, with report to General Assembly due April 1, 1993 and Comm’n 
to terminate June 30, 1993. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Rules. 


H 313. NURSING EDUC. TRAINING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR NURSING 
EDUCATION AND TRAINING PROGRAMS." Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of 
Governors: (1) $1,472,000 for 1991-92 and $1,883,000 for 1992-93 for second and third year 
grants for the Nursing Scholars Program; (2) $54,000 for each year of the biennium for adminis- 
trative costs of the Nursing Scholars Program; (3) $150,000 for 1991-92 and $300,000 for 1992- 
93 for implementation of masters degree scholarships in the Nursing Scholars Program; (4) 
$100,000 in each year of the biennium for use by the Area Health Education Centers in expand- 
ing off-campus degree programs for registered nurses; (5) $20,000 in each year of the biennium 
for competitive grants to reduce the number of disadvantaged students who fail to complete 
nursing school, with a report to the General Assembly by April 30, 1993 on the effectiveness of 
same (and these funds not becoming part of the continuation budget); (6) $75,000 in each year 
of the biennium to continue refresher courses through the Area Health Education Centers; (7) 
$25,000 for the Area Health Education Centers [fiscal year not specified] to provide information to 
health care employers on differentiating clinical experience and expertise. Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges: (1) $2,600,000 in each year of the biennium for 
support and expansion of enrollment in nursing education programs; (2) $100,000 in each year of 
the biennium for development of a pilot program on transferability of community college associate 
degree nursing graduates into baccalaureate nursing programs, with a report on same to be 
made to the General Assembly by May 1, 1993; (3) $80,000 in each year of the biennium for 
competitive grants to reduce the number of disadvantaged students who fail to complete nursing 
school, with a report to the General Assembly by April 30, 1993 on the effectiveness of same 
(and these funds not becoming part of the continuation budget). Appropriates from General Fund 
to NC Center for Nursing: (1) $341,200 for 1991-92 and $460,000 for 1992-93 for operating 
costs, with a report due to the General Assembly by April 30, 1993 on the availability of non-state 
funds to fund one-fourth on the Center’s 1993-95 biennium; (2) $200,000 in each year of the 
biennium to provided competitive grants to long-term care facilities for continuing nursing educa- 
tion; (3) $200,000 for 1991-92 for incentive grants for pilot projects on differentiated practice 
models; (4) $125,000 for 1992-93 for competitive demonstration grants, $50,000 of which is to be

for employers of nurses for experiments with salary programs within professional practice models 
and $75,000 for improvement of productivity through use of information technology. Appropriates 
from General Fund to General Assembly $25,000 for 1991-92 for operation of Legislative 
Commission on Nursing.

H 314. NURSING SHORTAGE REMEDIES. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
PROGRAMS TO ADDRESS THE NURSING SHORTAGE IN NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 90- 
171.61(b), which sets forth the scholarships available through the Nursing Scholars Program, to 
add a $6,000 annual scholarship for students pursuing a masters degree in nursing. Amends GS 
116-37(d) to authorize the Directors of the University of North Carolina Hospitals at Chapel Hill to 
implement a competitive classification and compensation system for nurses at that Hospital. The 
Office of State Personnel is required to review the compensation plan annually. 

Creates a North Carolina Center for Nursing, whose purpose is to develop a statewide plan 
to address the nursing shortage by establishing and maintaining a data base on the supply and 
demand of nurses in the state and soliciting information and recommendations on the nursing - 
shortage from a variety of interested groups. The Center is also directed to promote the pro- 
fession of nursing in the state. The Center for nursing will be governed by a 15 member Board of 
Directors, eight of whom shall be nurses and seven shall represent other health care profession- 
als, providers and consumers. The Board shall be appointed as follows: four members, including 
at least one nurse and one hospital representative, will be appointed by the General Assembly 
upon recommendation of the president pro tempore; four members, including at least one nurse 
and one rest home representative, will be appointed by the General Assembly upon recommenda- 
tion of the speaker; four members, including two nurses shall be appointed by the governor; and 
three will be nurse educators appointed by university and college organizations. The members of 
the Board will serve staggered three year terms. The responsibilities of the Board of Directors are 
to implement the goals of the Center and to solicit private funds. 

Amends GS 90-171.72 to provide for state appropriations to support the Center for Nursing. 

Effective date July 1, 1991.

H 315. SHORTAGE OCCUPATION ASSISTANCE. "TO ASSIST STATE AGENCIES IN FILLING 
VACANCIES WITHIN SHORTAGE OCCUPATIONS, INCLUDING NURSING." Amends GS 96-29 to allow 
waiver of requirement that all state job vacancies which will not be filled solely from within organi- 
zation be posted with Employment Security Comm’n and not filled for at least 21 days after post- 
ing. Waiver applies only to job classifications declared to be in short supply by State Personnel 
Comm’n, and upon request of agency. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 316. COSMETIC ARTS FEES. "TO CHANGE CERTAIN EXAMINATION FEES CHARGED BY THE 
BOARD OF COSMETOLOGY EXAMINERS.” Amends GS 88-21 to revise fees payable to Board of 
Cosmetology Examiners as follows: apprentice examination, $20 (now, $5); registered cosmetolo- 
gist examination, $20 (now, $10); registered manicurist examination, $15 (now, $5); examination 
for fitness as registered teacher, $50 (now, no fee stated). Applies to fees due on or after ratifica- 
tion date. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Finance. 


H 317. ESTHETICIAN/MANICURIST REGULATED. "70 ESTABLISH A REGIST’ ATION 
REQUIREMENT FOR ESTHETICIANS, TO INCLUDE ARTIFICIAL NAIL PROVIDERS WITHIN THE 
DEFINITION OF MANICURIST, TO INCREASE THE COURSE HOURS FOR REGISTERED 
MANICURISTS, AND TO REMOVE THE EXEMPTION FOR MANICURISTS PRACT! .NG OUTSIDE 
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COSMETIC ART SHOPS." As title indicates; defines esthetician as person, other than cosmetolo- 
gist or student, who engages in skin care, makeup artistry, facials, or body waxing. Sets fee to 
apply for license at $30 and requires 750 hours of training at school approved by Board of 
Cosmetic Art Examiners and passage of examination to be eligible for license. Sets annual li- 
cense fee at $30. Amends GS 88-8 to specify that manicurist services include trimming, filing, 
sculpturing, or decorating nails, as well as sculpting or applying artificial nails. Amends GS 88-22 
to limit exemption from GS Ch. 88 to manicurists who work in barber shop (now, all manicurists). 
Deletes language in GS 88-30 that manicurist must be registered to work in beauty shop or simi- 
lar establishment. Increases to 300 hours the number of hours of instruction required to register 
as manicurist. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, but allows Board to adopt rules to implement act before 
that date, and allows applicant for manicurist registration filing application before that date to 
obtain registration with only 150 hours of instruction. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to State Government. 


H 318. OUTDOOR ADVERTISING FEES UPPED. "7O INCREASE THE FEES FOR INITIAL OUTDOOR 
ADVERTISING PERMITS TO COVER THE COST OF PROCESSING THOSE PERMITS.” Amends GS 
136-133 (permits to erect outdoor advertising within 660 feet of interstate highway right-of-way) to 
increase the initial fee for a directional sign to $200 (now, $20) and annual renewal fee for such 
a sign to $30 (now, $20), and to increase the initial fee for a permitted outdoor advertising struc- 
ture to $200 (now, $60). Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Finance. 


H 319. DAY CARE HEALTH ASSESSMENT. "TO CLARIFY RULEMAKING AND ENFORCEMENT 
AUTHORITY FOR DAY CARE HEALTH ISSUES." Rewrites GS 110-91(1) to require that rules on 
sanitation for day care facilities be adopted by Dep’t of Human Resources, and rules for medical 
care be adopted by Child Care Commission in consultation with Dep’t of Environment, Health and 
Natural Resources. Deletes requirement that each child must have medical exam, and allows 
health assessment which can be performed by nurse practitioner or certain public health nurses. 
Deletes language requiring separate bed or mat for each child under school age, and specifying 
methods of use and storage of beds or mats. Amends GS 110-92 to specify that Sec’y of Human 
Resources may request inspection by fire dep’t or other local officials to determine if fire evacu- 
ation plans are adequate. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 320. FIREMAN’S PENSION ELIGIBILITY. "TO ALLOW ADDITIONAL RETROACTIVE MEMBERSHIP 
IN THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND. Amends 
GS 58-86-45 to: (1) allow currently eligible members to join cited fund on or before March 31, 
1992 (was 1987); (2) gives until October 1, 1992 (was 1989) to make lump sum payment for prior 
service; and (3) allow workers under 35 years of age until April 1, 1992 (was 1987) to join fund 
with interest rate for back payments to be set by board of trustees. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Kahl. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 321. DOT APPRAISAL EXEMPTION. "7O EXEMPT REAL ESTATE ACQUIRED BY THE 
DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION FROM THE REQUIREMENT THAT IT BE APPRAISED BY 
LICENSED OR CERTIFIED APPRAISER WHEN THE ESTIMATED VALUE OF THE REAL ESTATE IS 
LESS THAN TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS." Amends GS 146-22.2 to exempt real estate to be pur- 
chased by the Dep’t of Transportation for an anticipated cost of less than $10,000 from the 
requirement that legally mandated appraisals of prospective state purchases be conducted by a 
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certified real estate appraiser. If the predicted value proves incorrect, and an appraisal actually 
values the real estate at greater than $10,000, the Department of Transportation must obtain the 
required appraisals from a certified appraiser before purchase. Effective upon ratification but ex- 
pires July 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Loflin. Referred to Transportation. 


H 322. INCREASE STATE ADMISSIONS TAX. "TO INCREASE THE STATE TAX ON GROSS 
RECEIPTS DERIVED FROM THE BUSINESS OF OFFERING ENTERTAINMENT OR AMUSEMENT FOR 
WHICH AN ADMISSION IS CHARGED, AND TO PROVIDE THAT MOTION PICTURES SHALL BE 
TAXED IN THE SAME WAY AS OTHER ENTERTAINMENT." Repeals GS 105-36.1 (license fee and 
local tax on outdoor theatres) and GS 105-37 (license fee and city tax on motion pictures). 
Amends GS 105-37.1 and GS 105-38(f) to increase from 3% to 6% the tax on amusements. 
Makes conforming amendment to GS 105-102.5(d)(1). Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Gamble. Referred to Finance. 


H 323. EXPAND PRISON INDUSTRIES. "7O PERMIT LIMITED EXPANSION OF THE PRISON 
ENTERPRISE LAUNDRY OPERATION.” Amends GS 66-58(16) to provide that prison laundry can do 
business with any county or municipal hospital (now only those which were doing business with 
laundry on May 22, 1973). 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 324. ELECTION RESULTS FILING. "TO REQUIRE COUNTY BOARDS OF ELECTIONS TO FILE 
CERTIFIED COPIES OF CERTAIN ELECTION RETURNS WITH THE SECRETARY OF STATE IN A 
FORMAT PRESCRIBED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE, SO AS TO ALLOW PUBLICATION OF THE 
RETURNS IN A TIMELY MANNER AND IN A READILY ACCESSIBLE FORMAT." Amends GS 163-195 
to require chairman of county board of elections, within seven days after general election can- 
vass, to certify to Sec’y of State election results for U.S. president and vice president, governor, 
It. governor, Council of State officers, U.S. senators, U.S. congressmen, justices and judges, dis- 
trict attorneys, members of General Assembly, and constitutional amendments and other proposi- 
tions submitted to voters. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Courts. 


H 325. LOBBYIST REGULATIONS REVISED-2. "TO REQUIRE LOBBYISTS AND THEIR EMPLOYERS 
OR RETAINERS TO KEEP EXPENSE RECORDS FOR THREE YEARS AFTER SUBMITTING EACH 
LOBBYING EXPENSE REPORT, TO INCREASE THE PUNISHMENT FOR MAKING FALSE AND 
MISLEADING STATEMENTS ON LOBBYISTS’ EXPENSE REPORTS TO A CLASS | FELONY, TO 
PERMIT THE SECRETARY OF STATE TO INVESTIGATE AND REFER EVIDENCE OF VIOLATIONS OF 
ARTICLE 9A OF CHAPTER 120 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES DIRECTLY TO THE APPROPRIATE 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY, AND TO GRANT THE SECRETARY OF STATE THE AUTHORITY TO MAKE, 
AMEND, AND RESCIND RULES, FORMS, ORDERS, AND DEFINITIONS IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
REGULATION OF LOBBYISTS." As title indicates. In addition to felony described in title, increases 
punishment for other violation of lobbying statutes to general misdemeanor punishable under GS 
14-3 (maximum of fine, two years imprisonment or both. In conducting investigations described in 
title, allows court to punish as contempt failure of person to comply with subpoena issued by 
Sec’y of State. Effective Jan. 1, 1993. [See similar bill H 89.] 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 326. ROWLAND OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF ROWLAND TO LEVY A 


ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Authorizes Rowland to levy occupancy

SENATE BILLS 


S 258. DRUG TRAFFIC SENTENCING CHANGE. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON CONVICTED OF 
DRUG TRAFFICKING MAY NOT RECEIVE PROBATION, A SUSPENDED SENTENCE, GOOD TIME, 
GAIN TIME, OR EARLY PAROLE, AND TO REQUIRE A REPRESENTATION FROM THE DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY THAT A DEFENDANT HAS RENDERED SUBSTANTIAL ASSISTANCE BEFORE THE COURT 
MAY CONSIDER A REDUCTION OF THE DEFENDANT'S MANDATORY PRISON TERM OR FINE FOR 
A DRUG TRAFFICKING CONVICTION.” Rewrites GS 90-95(h)(5) as title indicates. Effective October 
1, 1991, and applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 

introduced by Allran. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 259. STATE ETHICS CODE. "TO PROVIDE AN ETHICS CODE FOR PUBLIC OFFICIALS AND 
EMPLOYEES." Amends GS Ch. 128 to add new article entitled "Code of Ethics and Standard of 
Conduct for Public Officials and Employees.” The declared intent of the new article is to enact a 
code of ethics, including conflicts of interest standards, that will properly balance the state inter- 
ests in preventing public employees from exploiting their public office for private gain, preserving 
the impartiality of public employees, and attracting well qualified persons to public office. The 
ethics code is applicable to any person employed, appointed or elected to any position in state or 
local government except members of the General Assembly. The code defines organizations in 
which an employee has a personal or financial interest as businesses managed by members of 
the employee’s household, businesses in which the employee is an officer, partner or director, or 
owns more than a 10% interest, and businesses with which the employee is negotiating or has 
arranged prospective employment. Public employees are also defined to have a financial interest 
in transactions between a government agency and some other person or firm with whom the 
employee has an arrangement that will result in gain for the employee because of the transac- 
tion. Members of Occupational Licensing Boards are exempted from the conflict of interest pro- 
hibitions of the code with respect to rule-making activities. 

The code prohibits public employees from accepting anything of monetary value from or- 
ganizations which have contracts with or, are regulated by, the employee’s agency, and prohibits 
public employees from accepting anything of monetary value intended to influence, or In ex- 
change for, the performance of their public duties, except for salary or as otherwise provided by 
law. Customary gifts from friends are exempted from this prohibition. The code further prohibits 
agencies from soliciting organizations which do business or are regulated by the agency to pro- 
vide hospitality at agency meetings or conferences. Public employees are also prohibited from 
accepting outside employment with companies that do business with their agency except if such 
outside employment is specifically authorized by the agency. 

Public employees are prohibited from using their office to obtain personal profit or to bene- 
fit any organization in which the employee has a personal or financial interest. Public employees 
are specifically prohibited from participating in agency matters in which the employee has a finan- 
cial or personal interest, obtaining a financial or personal interest in any contract with the em- 
ployee’s agency, falsifying records or reports, and receiving consideration for hiring or promoting 
persons or arranging contracts. 

Elected and appointed public officers, and exempt employees as defined by GS 126-5(d), 
are required to file an annual financial and personal interest disclosure statement with the 
Secretary of State which will be kept on file as a public record for five years. 

Members of boards and commissions are prohibited from voting on, or participating in the 
discussion of, matters before the board or commission in which they have a personal or financial 
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interest. 

Private individuals are prohibited from knowingly offering gifts to public officials or em- 
ployees with the intent of improperly affecting the outcome of governmental decision making. 
Agencies are prohibited from employing engineering or consulting firms for public works contracts 
in which managers, owners or creditors of the firm have a financial interest in the proposed de- 
velopment site. Engineering and consulting firms are also prohibited from accepting such public 
works contracts. 

Knowing violation of this ethical code is defined as malfeasance in office and a misde- 
meanor and may subject the employee to fines, liability for restitution of any agency losses, and 
forfeiture of employment. Officers and employees may not be prosecuted for the above offenses 
if they relied in good faith reliance on a written opinion of the Attorney General, or the local 
District Attorney. 

GS 14-234 (self-dealing) and GS 14-234.1 (misuse of confidential information) are recodified 
as sections of this article. GS 14-235, 236 and 237 are repealed.

S 260. INCORPORATE TOBACCOVILLE. "TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF TOBACCOVILLE, 
SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF KING, AND TO 
AUTHORIZE ENTRY INTO AND RECORDATION OF AN AGREEMENT." 

Tobaccoville incorporated. Subject to voter approval at a referendum to be held within 120 
days after ratification of the act, incorporates Village of Tobaccoville in Forsyth County, to be 
governed by a mayor and four-member council; mayor elected at large for two-year term, council 
members elected at large for four-year staggered terms under the nonpartisan plurality method. 
Village to operate under mayor-council form of government. Describes village boundaries. 
Appoints members of Tobaccoville Incorporation Steering Committee as interim mayor and coun- 
cil. Authorizes Village to adopt budgets for fiscai 1990-91 and 1991-92 without complying with 
timetable in state laws governing local’ budget adoption, but no taxes may be levied for fiscal 
1990-91. Makes the Village eligible for distributions of state funds as if it were incorporated as of 
June 30, 1991. 

King annexation. Effective June 30, 1991, annexes three described areas to the City of 
King. 

R.J. Reynolds property protected from annexation. Authorizes City of King and Village of 
Tobaccoville (if incorporated) to enter into an agreement already concluded among Tobaccoville 
Incorporation Steering Committee, R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company, and City of King with 
respect to territory that will be protected from involuntary annexation by either municipality for 
certain periods of time, incorporates that agreement by reference, and empowers the parties to 
modify it at a later date without seeking legislative approval. Specifically forbids either 
Tobaccoville or King to annex certain property of R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company for a period of 
40 years, or to annex certain other property in a “non-annexation area” described in the agree- 
ment for a period of ten years (except for certain other property marked “excluded” on an exhibit 
attached to the agreement).

S 261. PRIVATE EXECUTION SALES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE EXECUTION OF JUDGMENTS BY 
PRIVATE SALE.” Amends GS 1-339.42 to allow clerk of superior court to order sheriff to perform 
execution by private sale. Amends GS 1-339.4 to provide that sheriff holds execution sale, with 
coroner to hold sale if sheriff is interested in the action. Amends GS 1-339.1(a)(3) to include such 
private sales within definition of judicial sale. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary |. 
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S 262. COMMUNITY COLLEGE PERSONNEL. "7TO REGULATE PERSONNEL RECORDS OF 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE SYSTEM EMPLOYEES AND RELATED MATTERS.” Amends GS 126-5(c2) 
and repeals GS 126-5(c1)(10) to make employees of community colleges whose salaries are fixed 
in accordance with GS 115D-5 and -20 exempt from all provisions of State Personnel Act (SPA) 
(now, exempt from all SPA provisions except those concerning equal employment opportunity and 
privacy of personnel records). 

Adds new Art. 2A to GS Ch. 115D (community colleges) to regulate privacy of community 
college personnel records. Makes personnel files exempt from inspection under public records 
law (GS 132-6). Requires boards of community colleges to maintain public record for each em- 
ployee indicating name, age, date of employment, current position and salary, date and amount 
of most recent change in salary and most recent change in position, and office to which em- 
ployee currently assigned. Makes all other personnel file information confidential and open for 
inspection only by employee, applicant for employment, former employee, or agent; president and 
other supervisory personnel of college; members of board and board’s attorney; person author- 
ized to inspect by court order; and federal, state, or local government official when necessary to 
proper function of agency. Confidential information not to be divulged for criminal prosecution or 
tax investigation. Allows community college president or board to inform any person or, corpora- 
tion of any promotion, demotion, suspension, reinstatement, transfer, separation, dismissal, em- 
ployment, or nonemployment of any applicant, employee, or former employee and reasons for 
such action, and to allow inspection of any portion of personnel file if board has determined that 
such information or inspection is “essential to maintaining the integrity of the board or to main- 
taining the level or quality of services provided by the board”; before disclosing the information, 
board must file memorandum, which is public record, of reasons for disclosure and information to 
be disclosed. Allows employee, former employee or applicant who objects to material in person- 
nel file to put in file statement regarding materials he/she considers inaccurate or misleading. 

Revises GS 115D-77 to repeal language forbidding State Board of Community Colleges and 
local community college boards to discriminate in employment on basis of race, gender, or na- 
tional origin; adds requirement that State Board and local boards "give equal opportunity for em- 
ployment and compensation of personnel . . . without regard to race, religion, color, creed, 
national origin, sex, age, or handicapping conditions, except where specific age, sex or physical 
or mental requirements constitute bona fide occupational qualifications.” 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 263. HISTORIC SITE TAX EXCLUSION. "7O EXTEND THE PROPERTY TAX EXCLUSION FOR 
HISTORIC PRESERVATION PROPERTY TO INCLUDE LAND HELD AS A SITE TO WHICH AN 
HISTORIC BUILDING WILL BE MOVED." Effective for property taxes levied for the 1991-92 fiscal 
year and forward, amends GS 105-275(29) to exclude from the property base land within an 
historic district held by a nonprofit historic preservation corporation for use as a future site for an 
historic structure to be moved from another site. Provides that an application for the benefit of 
this exclusion for 1991-92 may be filed at any time on or before Sept. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Finance. 


S 264. DIETICS/NUTRITION PRACTICE ACT. "TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF DIETETICS/ 
NUTRITION." Enacts a new chapter of the General Statutes to provide for licensing and regulation 
of persons engaged in nutrition counseling. Creates a North Carolina Board of Dietetics/Nutrition 
which is to consist of seven members; five professionals and two members of the public. Three 
Board members, including the representatives of the public are to be appointed by the Governor. 
Four are to be appointed by the General Assernbly, two upon recommendation of the speaker 
and two upon recommendation of the president pro tem. The members of the Board are to serve 
Staggered three-year terms. The Board’s responsibility is to oversee licensing process by creating 
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and enforce licensing regulations, establishing licensing fees and monitoring the continuing edu- 
cation of licensed nutritionists. 

In order to qualify for a dietitian/nutritionist license an applicant must either: currently be a 
Registered Dietitian; or have completed a BA in nutrition or a related field of study and com- 
pleted 900 hours of clinical practice and passed an examination set by the Board of Dietetics/ 
Nutrition; or have a masters degree in nutrition or a related field and completed 900 hours of 
supervised practice and passed the Board’s examination; or have a doctorate in nutrition or an 
equivalent field and maintain membership in a relevant professional organization. 

The Nutritionist’s licensing examination is to be administered at least twice a year by a 
national testing service. The examination requirement can be waived for qualified out-of-state ap- 
plicants. Provisional licenses may be granted to applicants who have completed the educational 
requirements pending their successful completion of the examination. 

The act contains provisions for displaying and renewing licenses and allows licensees to 
request that their license be declared inactive. 

The Board is given authority to revoke licenses or place licensees on probation if the li- 
censee engages in fraud in procuring a license, commits malpractice, practices without a license, 
commits a crime, is declared mentally incompetent, or violates the regulations established by the 
Board. Licensees are entitled to an administrative hearing prior to revocation or the imposition of 
probationary conditions. 

Effective March 31, 1992 it will be a misdemeanor to engage in the practice of dietetics/ 
nutrition or advertise as a nutrition professional without a license. 

The above licensing requirements do not apply to: health care professionals licensed under 
GS Ch. 90; nutrition students fulfilling clinical requirements; nutritionists who are employees of 
certain federal agencies; nutritionists aides; certain state or local government employees who are 
currently working as nutritionists, as long as such employees continue in their present job; infor- 
mal nutrition counselors including weight loss counselors, provided that the weight loss program 
for which they work has been approved by a licensed nutritionist; and employees or independent 
contractors of hospitals who provide nutrition information to patients, provided the hospital is 
making a good faith effort to employ a licensed nutritionist. 

Effective date October 1, 1991.

S 265. PRISON BOND APPROPRIATIONS (=H 311). “TO APPROPRIATE TWO HUNDRED MILLION 
DOLLARS OF GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY 
OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF STATE PRISON FACILITIES AND YOUTH 
SERVICES FACILITIES." \dentical to H 311, introduced 25 March. 

Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 266. FREE VACCINES-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE STATE MANDATED VACCINES 
WITHOUT CHARGE TO PHYSICIANS AND OTHER AUTHORIZED HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS." 
Similar to H 268 (introduced 19 March), except as follows: (1) Makes provisions exempt from GS 
130A-433, which allows Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources to charge fee for 
required vaccines. (2) Provides that physician or health care provider who receives vaccines free 
from Dep't may not charge patient for vaccines, but may charge reasonable fee for administering 
them. (3) Changes appropriations from General Fund to Dep’t to $2,626,732 for fiscal 1991-92 
and $4,466,138 for 1992-93. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 267. CPA EDUCATION REQUIREMENTS. "TO ENHANCE THE EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS 
FOR CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS." Effective Jan. 1, 1997, amends GS 93-12(5) (regarding 
Board of CPA Examiners) to require “accounting” as subject on which CPA applicant must pass 
examination, rather than “accounting theory” and "accounting practice,” and removes provision 
allowing applicant to substitute for bachelor’s degree in accounting two years in accredited col- 
lege with concentration in accounting plus two years experience under supervision of CPA. 
Effective Jan. 1, 2001, further amends this section to require the bachelor’s degree to include a 
total of 150 semester hours, and to allow Board to take applicant’s "total postsecondary school 
education” into account in determining whether applicant concentrated in accounting. 
Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Judiciary I. 


S 268. HIGHWAY USE TAX EXEMPTIONS. "TO EXEMPT FROM THE HIGHWAY USE TAX 
DONATIONS OF MOTOR VEHICLES TO NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS AND GIFTS BETWEEN 
RELATIVES." Amends GS 105-187.6(a) to add to list of full exemptions from the highway use tax: 
(1) title transfers by gift to nonprofit organization eligible for sales tax refunds when the vehicle is 
to be used or sold in carrying on the work of the organization, and (2) title transfer by gift be- 
tween individuals "related by blood, affinity, or adoption” (replacing existing partial exemption for 
transfers between husband and wife or parent and child). Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Odom. Referred to Finance. 


S 269. HIGHWAY FUND REIMBURSEMENT. "TO ALLOW THE HIGHWAY FUND TO BE 
REIMBURSED BY THE HIGHWAY TRUST FUND FOR THE AMOUNT OF HIGHWAY FUND REVENUE 
USED TO MATCH FEDERAL FUNDS APPLIED TO A HIGHWAY TRUST FUND PROJECT.” Amends 
GS 136-176(c) as title indicates (now, reimbursement permitted only for amount of federal aid). 
Applies to federal funds received on or after July 1, 1990, and Highway Fund money used on or 
after that date to match such federal funds. 

introduced by Goldston. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 270. REMOVE EDUCATIONAL LEAVE LIMIT. "TO REMOVE THE CAREER LIMITATION FOR 
EMPLOYER-APPROVED EDUCATIONAL LEAVES OF ABSENCE." Amends GS 135-8(b), concerning 
annuity savings fund for Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, to remove four-year 
limit on amount of creditable service that TSERS member may purchase for employer-approved 
educational leave of absence. Effective retroactively to Jan. 1, 1991, and applicable to leaves of 
absence granted on or after that date. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 271. MINORITY/HANDICAP ADOPTION FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO REIMBURSE 
LICENSED PRIVATE ADOPTION AGENCIES THAT MAKE HARD-TO-PLACE CHILDREN’S ADOPTIONS 
POSSIBLE." Directs Dep’t of Human Resources to reimburse each licensed private adoption 
agency up to $5,000 per child per fiscal year for costs associated with placing for adoption with 
permanent adoptive family a child who is a hard-to-place child, a member of a minority, is handi- 
capped, or is six years of age or older. Directs Social Services Comm'n to adopt impiementing 
rules, including rule defining “hard-to-place.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human 
Resources $1 million for each year of the 1991-93 biennium to establish an implementing fund, to 
be known as the James E. Ezzell, Jr. Memorial Fund, and provides that it shall become a part of 
the continuation budget. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 272. FIRE/RESCUE GOOD SAMARITAN ACT. "TO LIMIT THE LIABILITY OF FIREMEN AND 
RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS RESPONDING TO EMERGENCIES.” Amends GS 58-82-5(c), which 
governs the liability of firemen, to provide that all members of fire departments and rescue 
squads, rather than just volunteers, shall be immune from liability for rendering first aid to victims 
at the scene of an emergency, unless their acts amount to gross negligence or intentional 
wrongdoing. Further amends GS 58-82-5(c) to extend the scope of fire department and rescue 
squad worker’s immunity to immunity from any type of liability (now, immunity from liability in civil 
damages). 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Judiciary |. 


S 273. FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION AMENDMENTS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NORTH CAROLINA 
STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION TO CHANGE ITS NAME AND TO HOLD PROPERTY WITH A VALUE 
IN EXCESS OF FORTY THOUSAND DOLLARS." Amends the corporate charter of the N.C. State 
Firemen’s Ass'n (enacted 1889, amended 1949) to allow the Ass’n to change its name and to 
delete a restriction on the value of property that it may hold. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Judiciary I. 


S 274. DOT SURPLUS RIGHT-OF-WAY SALES. "7O CLARIFY THE SALE OF SURPLUS RIGHT-OF- 
WAY BY THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION.” Amends GS 136-19 to require Dep't of 
Transportation, in selling part of land it has acquired for highway which is not needed for that 
purpose, to give first consideration to former owner or his/her assigns if former owner owns prop- 
erty adjoining land acquired for highway. Allows Dep’t to refuse offer less than current market 
value. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Transportation. 


S 275. NURSING EDUC./TRAINING FUNDS (=H 313). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR NURSING 
EDUCATION AND TRAINING PROGRAMS." Identical to H 313, introduced 25 March. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 276. CONTINUE NURSING STUDY COMWM’N (=H 312). "TO CONTINUE THE LEGISLATIVE 
COMMISSION ON NURSING." Identical to H 312, introduced 25 March. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 277. SHORTAGE OCCUPATION ASSISTANCE (=H 315). "TO ASSIST STATE AGENCIES IN 
FILLING VACANCIES WITHIN SHORTAGE OCCUPATIONS INCLUDING NURSING." Identical to H 315, 
introduced 25 March. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 278. NURSING SHORTAGE REMEDIES (=H 314). "TO PROVIDE FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF PROGRAMS TO ADDRESS THE NURSING SHORTAGE IN NORTH CAROLINA.” \dentical to H 
314, introduced 25 March.

H 328. BEAUFORT COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ADVANCE 
PLANNING OF A CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECT AT BEAUFORT COMMUNITY COLLEGE." 
Appropriates $100,000 for fiscal 1991-92 to Dep’t of Community Colleges for advance planning 
for classroom/student services/student activities building at Beaufort Community College. Effective 
July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Chapin. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 329. PUBLIC HEARING/COUNTY HOME RULE. "7O REQUIRE A COUNTY TO HOLD A PUBLIC 
HEARING BEFORE CHANGING THE STRUCTURE OF THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS, AS A CITY 
IS ALREADY REQUIRED TO DO BEFORE CHANGING THE STRUCTURE OF ITS GOVERNING 
BOARD." Under GS Ch. 153A, Art. 4, Part 4 (popularly known as the County Home Rule Act) a 
board of county comm’rs may submit to the voters a plan for changing the structure of the board 
by adopting a resolution describing the proposed change which is put into effect at the next 
primary and general election held after the voters approve the plan. Present law does not require 
the board to hold a public hearing as a part of this process. This bill rewrites GS 153A-60 to add 
a public hearing as a necessary procedural step, and makes other technical changes in the stat- 
ute to characterize the board’s action as an ordinance rather than a resolution. 

Introduced by Creech. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 330. MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER DEFINITION. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLE DEALER." GS Ch. 20, Art. 12 regulates and licenses motor vehicle manufacturers, 
distributors, dealers, and salesmen in order to prevent frauds and other abuses. GS 20-286(11) 
defines the term "motor vehicle dealer” for the purposes of this regulatory plan. This bill rewrites 
the definition of motor vehicle dealer in broad and inclusive terms to include any person or firm 
which (1) deals in the sale, purchase, or exchange of an interest in motor vehicles, whether or 
not the vehicles are owned by the dealer, (2) is engaged in the business of selling new or used 
vehicles, whether or not owned by the dealer, or (3) offers to sell or displays for sale five or more 
vehicles within any 12 consecutive months. GS 20-286(11) now excludes from the definition of 
motor vehicle dealer, and thus from regulation, persons disposing of vehicles acquired for their 
own use. This bill removes from that exclusion, thus subjecting to regulation, corporations or 
other business entities primarily engaged in renting or leasing motor vehicles when selling those 
vehicles at retail. It also adds to the list of excluded activities, thus exempting from regulation, 
the following: (1) an employee of an organization arranging for purchase or lease of vehicles for 
use by the organization, (2) any publication, broadcast, or other communications media adver- 
tising but not otherwise arranging for the sale of motor vehicles owned by others, and (3) anyone 
dealing solely in sale or lease of vehicles designed exclusively for off-road use. 

Introduced by Creech. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 331. TRUCK/BUS TWO REARVIEW MIRRORS. "7O REQUIRE TWO REAR-VISION MIRRORS ON 
CERTAIN TRUCKS, BUSES, AND TRUCK TRACTORS.” Rewrites GS 20-117.1 to require buses, 
trucks, and truck tractors with a GVWR of 10,001 pounds or more to be equipped with two rear- 
view mirrors, one affixed on each side of the vehicle. If the driver also has a rear-view by means 
of an interior mirror, only one driver’s-side mirror is required, except that in driveaway-towaway 
operations, the driven vehicle must have at least one mirror furnishing a clear rear view; if the 
interior mirror doesn’t, then a side mirror must be attached to the left side. 

Introduced by Creech. Referred to Judiciary II. 


H 332. COUNCIL ON DISABILITIES CHANGE. "7O CONFORM THE LAW REGARDING THE 
GOVERNOR'S APPOINTMENTS TO THE GOVERIVOR’S ADVOCACY COUNCIL FOR PERSONS WITH 
DISABILITIES TO FEDERAL LAW." Rewrites GS 143B-403.2 to restructure the Governor’s Advocacy 
Council for Persons with Disabilities to consist of 21 members: six appointed by the governor, 
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one appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of It. governor, one appointed by 
General Assembly on recommendation of speaker, twelve appointed by the Council’s chair on 
recommendation of statewide advocacy and membership organizations associated with persons 
covered by the federal Developmental! Disabilities Assistance and Bill of Rights Act, and the chair 
of the Protection and Advocacy for the Mentally Ill Advisory Committee of the Governor’s 
Advocacy Council for Persons with Disabilities, ex officio. Of the members appointed by the chair 
of the Council, at least eight must be disabled persons or family members of disabled persons 
represented as follows: two representing persons with disabilities, two representing persons with 
mental retardation, and one representing persons with sensory impairment. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Russell. Referred to State Government. 


H 333. TEXTBOOK DISPOSAL RULES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO 
ADOPT RULES REGARDING THE DISPOSITION OF OLD TEXTBOOKS AND OTHER INSTRUCTIONAL 
MATERIAL." Amends GS 115C-102 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Jeffus. Referred to Education. 


H 334. MORE TEACHER VACATION LEAVE. "REGARDING ANNUAL VACATION LEAVE FOR 
TEACHERS." Amends GS 115C-302(a)(3) to increase to 35 (now, 30) the number of days of ac- 
cumulated vacation leave that a teacher may carry forward from one fiscal year to the next. 
Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Education. 


H 335. TIDEWATER RESEARCH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD OF 
GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO COMPLETE THE FACILITIES AT THE 
TIDEWATER RESEARCH STATION." Appropriates $1,750,000 from General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 
as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 336. ANIMAL SAFETY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE FOR ANIMAL HEALTH AND ANIMAL PRODUCTS SAFETY PROGRAMS.” Appropriates 
$393,130 for fiscal 1991-92 and $312,050 for fiscal 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Agriculture for improving animal health and meat inspection programs. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by James. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 337. AGRICULTURE MARKETING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE FOR INTERNATIONAL AND DOMESTIC MARKETING." Appropriates $1,300,000 
for fiscal 1991-92 and $1,850,000 for fiscal 1992-93 from General Fund as title indicates. 
Introduced by James. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 338. PESTICIDE PROGRAM FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE FOR PESTICIDE PROGRAM EXPANSION." Appropriates $1,545,156 for fiscal 1991- 
92 and $1,181,614 for fiscal 1992-93 to Dep't of Agriculture to improve pesticide compliance 
monitoring and expand pesticide disposal program. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 339. PASQUOTANK PROPERTY SALE. "TO EXEMPT PASQUOTANK COUNTY FROM THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF ARTICLE 12 OF CHAPTER 160A OF THE GENERAL STATUES AS TO THE, 
LEASE OR SALE OF CERTAIN PROPERTY." As title indicates. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Local & Regional Government Il. 
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H 340. INCREASE CURRITUCK OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE CURRITUCK COUNTY TO 
LEVY AN ADDITIONAL ONE PERCENT OCCUPANCY TAX AND TO USE THE PROCEEDS OF THE 
ADDITIONAL TAX FOR THE CURRITUCK WILDLIFE MUSEUM." As title indicates. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Finance. 


H 341. HORSE RACING/PARI-MUTUEL BETTING. ”"7TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
RACING COMMISSION AND TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH AND 
DEVELOPMENT." Adds new GS Ch. 16A, entitled "N.C. Racing Act.” Creates Racing Comm'n in 
Dep't of Commerce with three members, one appointed by governor subject to confirmation by 
General Assembly and two by General Assembly under GS 120-121 (one upon recommendation of 
Speaker and one upon recommendation of president of Senate); governor to designate chairman; 
provides for staggered six-year terms. Comm’n must report on Feb. 15 each year to governor and 
General Assembly on activities, receipts disbursements, and recommendations for legislation. 
Comm'n authorized to: issue permits to build racing facilities; schedule and issue rules for horse 
racing; establish civil fines for violation of horse racing laws and Comm’n’s rules; license racing 
personnel; supervise pari-mutuel betting on horse racing; and to enforce laws and rules governing 
horse racing. (Defines pari-mutuel wagering as system in which those who bet on horses that 
finish position for which bet is placed share in total amount wagered, less deductions required or 
permitted by law.) Provides for Executive Sec’y to manage licensing, racing, and betting under 
rules of Comm'n. Comm’n may employ auditor of betting; chief of racing security; medical officer; 
and other employees. 

Provides for four classes of licenses to be issued by Comm’n: Class A for ownership and 
use of horse racing facility where pari-mutuel wagering occurs; Class B for operating horse racing 
with pari-mutuel wagering; Class C for engaging in occupations relating to horse racing; and 
Class D for special licenses involving events that require state sanction and control. Sets out 
application procedure; standards and procedures for issuing and renewing licenses; and proce- 
dure for suspension and revocation. Prohibits licenses to conduct horse races (1) at place within 
150 miles of location licensed for extended horse racing, (2) at place that does not have popula- 
tion of at least 750,000 within 75 miles, (3) for at least three years after racing begins at first 
facility and three years after racing begins at second facility; (4) at place where racing prohibited 
by valid local zoning ordinance; (5) for county fair racing or for open structures without proper 
heating and air conditioning; (6) for facility less than 80% of whose employees are state resi- 
dents; and (7) for teletheater facility or other off-track betting structure within 100 miles of racing 
facility, within 100 miles of major mountain or coastal resort areas of state, or within 150 miles of 
horse racing facility. Sets fees for licenses: Class A—$12,000; Class B—$100 per day on which 
racing actually conducted; Class C—up to $100; and Class D—in Comm’n’s discretion. 

Establishes requirements for operation of pari-mutuel wagering. Forbids bets from anyone 
under age 18; persons under 18 not allowed in betting area. Licensed operator must deduct from 
16% to 19% of pool (total amount bet) depending on type of bet involved; remainder of pool to 
be distributed to winners. Requires that from the amounts deducted, 1% of all money in all pools 
go to capital improvements, 7% to purses for horse races conducted by licensee, and .5% for 
horse breeding funds managed by Comm'n. Imposes state tax, paid to Comm'n, of .5% on all 
pari-mutuel pools (additional .5% for pools involving combination of five or more bets); tax to be 
paid from amount deducted by licensee. Comm'n also may impose admissions tax up to 10 cents 
per person if: (1) requested by local government within whose borders facility is located; (2) 
public hearing is held; and (3) Comm'n finds that local government needs the additional tax to 
meet extraordinary expenses caused by the facility. No other tax may be imposed on horse 
racing except local real property tax. Taxes and license fees to be distributed by Comm’n as 
follows: tax for horse breeding fund goes to that fund; admission tax (if any) goes to local govern- 
ment; other receipts to be used for expenses of Comm'n; amounts remaining after expenses paid 
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go to General Fund. 

Defines various criminal offenses regarding horse racing, for example: influencing races by 
threats, bribery, or conspiracy — Class G felony; tampering with horses — Class G felony; operat- 
ing off-track betting business — Class H felony; offering altered pari-mutuel ticket for payment — 
Class H felony. Amends GS 14-289 (crime of advertising lottery) and GS 14-292 (crime of gam- 
bling) to allow licensed pari-mutuel betting. Amends GS 18B-1001 to allow Alcoholic Beverages 
Comm’n to issue various on-premises alcoholic beverages permits for licensed race facilities. 

Provides for referendum on provisions of bill at Nov. 5, 1991 general election. If majority of 
voters approve, act to become effective on first day of second month after election. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Courts. 


H 342. STATE BOND ACT OF 1991. "TO AUTHORIZE A BOND REFERENDUM ON THE ISSUANCE 
OF THREE HUNDRED FIFTY-FIVE MILLION DOLLARS GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE 
STATE, TO BE VOTED ON BY THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH 
ANY OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR EDUCATION FACILITIES, MENTAL HEALTH FACILITIES, 
WATER AND WASTEWATER FACILITIES, AND SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITIES.” Submits to the 
voters at the November 5, 1991, general election, six separate propositions for issuance of state 
general obligation bonds totaling $355 million. The separate propositions include $130 million for 
public school construction projects, $100 million for UNC capital projects, $25 million for area 
mental health facility capital projects, $25 million for community college capital projects, $10 mil- 
lion for the Solid Waste Revolving Loan Fund, and $65 million for the Clean Water Revolving 
Loan and Grant Fund. Provides that the $130 million designated for public school construction 
shall be disbursed as grants and loans to meet particular critical construction needs as deter- 
mined under the criteria developed by Comm'n on School Facility Needs for grants from Critical 
School Facilities Needs Fund; repayment of bonded debt for this purpose is to be on the basis of 
$100 million in state funds and $30 million in local funds. The state’s portion of debt service is to 
be funded by monies now earmarked for the Critical School Facilities Needs Fund;, counties may 
use their share of funds from Public School Building Capital Fund to pay their portion of debt 
service. Bond proceeds designated for UNC and community college projects are to be used for 
projects submitted for the 1991-93 biennium. Water and wastewater bond proceeds are to be 
used in accordance with GS Ch. 159G; solid waste revolving loan bond proceeds are to be used 
in accordance with GS Ch. 1591. Bond proceeds designated for area mental health facilities are 
to be used for grants to local governments upon recommendation of Medical Care Comm'n. 
Specifies detailed procedures for issuance of bonds by State Treasurer. 

Introduced by Pope. Referred to Courts. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 279. ELECTRONIC SURVEILLANCE, DRUGS. "TO PERMIT THE USE OF ELECTRONIC 
SURVEILLANCE IN THE INVESTIGATION OF DRUG TRAFFICKING OFFENSES.” Adds new Art. 16A to 
GS Ch. 15A authorizing use of electronic surveillance in investigations for drug trafficking or con- 
tinuing criminal enterprise offenses. Provides that order to be issued by three judge panel ap- 
pointed by chief justice on motion of attorney general. Allows law enforcement agencies to 
request attorney general to request that panel be appointed. Order valid for up to 30 days may 
be issued if panel finds probable cause to believe that individual is committing offense subject to 
Surveillance, that relevant communications will be intercepted, that normal! investigation will be 
unsuccessful and that place from which communications derive is used by individual. Generally, 
orders expire when expected communication intercepted, but may continue if proper showing 
made to panel. Allows extensions for up to 15 days. Requires regular reports to panel by law 
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enforcement agency implementing order. Provides that only SBI may operate equipment to con- 
duct surveillance. Allows use of information for investigative and court testimony purposes, and 
allows judges’ panel to release information to individual upon motion. Prohibits and makes it a 
Class | felony, other than in normal course of business of phone companies, etc., or as author- 
ized by Art., to use or disclose the use of wire or oral communications. Prohibits and makes it a 
Class | felony to manufacture, sell, or possess equipment that has primary purpose of surrep- 
titious interception of wire or oral communications. Authorizes civil action by person whose com- 
munication is intercepted, disclosed or used in violation of Art., with damages to include actual 
damages of not less than $100 per day or $1,000 per violation, punitive damages and attorney 
fees and other costs. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hartsell. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 280. APPLIED TEXTILE TECH. CENTER (=H 302). "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA 
CENTER FOR APPLIED TEXTILE TECHNOLOGY." Identical to H 302, introduced 25 March. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 281. SPECIAL ED. HEARING SUBPOENA. ”"7O PROVIDE REVIEW OFFICERS WITH SUBPOENA 
POWER." GS 115C-116 prescribes a procedure for resolution of disputes about the identification, 
evaluation, or educational placement of a child with special needs. One of the last steps is review 
of an administrative law judge’s decision by a review officer appointed by the superintendent of 
public instruction from a pool approved by the State Board of Education. This bill amends GS 
115C-116(i) to authorize those review officers to issue subpoenas on their own motion or upon 
written request. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 282. GIFTED STUDENTS PROCEDURE CHANGE. "TO IMPROVE PROCEDURES RELATING TO 
ACADEMICALLY GIFTED STUDENTS.” GS 115C-113(d) requires a local educational agency to 
complete a reevaluation at least every three years to determine the appropriateness of a child’s 
continuing to receive special education and related benefits. This bill provides that such a reeva- 
luation for an academically gifted child must be completed within three years of initial evaluation 
for a child who has been identified as such before the second semester of the third grade; for a 
child who has been identified as such during the second semester of the third grade or thereaf- 
ter, no reevaluation is required. Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applies to reevaluations of children who 
have not reached the second semester of the third grade by that date. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Education. 


S 283. WEIGHTS AND MEASURES ACT CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 
ACT." Amends GS 81A-26 of the Weights and Measures Act to require (1) that the delivery ticket 
accompanying bulk deliveries of heating fuel state the price per gallon or price per pound as 
appropriate and any delivery charges; (2) that any invoice corresponding to the delivery ticket 
contain all of the information that must be stated on the delivery ticket as well as the amount of 
any sales tax and a statement of the total amount charged; and (3) that a seller who quotes to a 
potential customer favorable terms not representative of prices charged to similar existing custom- 
ers must disclose (a) that the quote is not representative, (b) what terms apply to similar existing 
customers, and (c) how long the favorable terms will remain in effect. Adds new GS 81A-30.1 and 
-30.2 to provide that (1) violation of any of the provisions of GS Ch. 81A is a violation of GS 
75-1.1 (unfair trade practice, subjecting the violator to various penalties set forth in GS Ch. 75, 
including treble damages) and (2) the Comm’: of Agriculture may assess a civil penalty for any 
violation of GS Ch. 81A of up to $5,000 for each violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hyde. Referred to Judiciary 1. 
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S 284. AMEND SCHOOL WEAPON PROHIBITION. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR CARRYING 
A WEAPON ON SCHOOL PREMISES.” Amends GS 14-269.2 to increase the penalty for carrying a 
weapon on school grounds from a maximum of a $500 fine, six months imprisonment or both, to 
a maximum of a $2,000 fine, two years imprisonment or both. Effective date October 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 285. HOUSING TRUST FUND FUNDS (=H 272). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH 
CAROLINA HOUSING TRUST FUND." \dentical to H 272, introduced 19 March. 
Introduced by R. L. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 286. INDUSTRIAL COMM’N CHAIR DUTIES. "7O SPECIFY CERTAIN DUTIES OF THE CHAIRMAN 
OF THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION." Amends GS 97-77 to provide that chairman of Industrial 
Comm'n is chief judicial officer and chief executive officer of Comm’n, and that chairman may 
delegate duties and responsibilities. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 287. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY CHANGES. "7O MAKE CHANGES TO THE EMPLOYMENT 
SECURITY LAW PERTAINING TO CONTRIBUTIONS AND COVERAGE." Amends GS 96-9(c) (em- 
ployers’ contributions to unemployment insurance) concerning employers who are liable for contri- 
butions under experience rating system of financing unemployment benefits: if Employment 
Security Comm'n finds that employer’s business is closed solely because of entrance of one or 
more of its owners, officers, or partners, or its majority stockholder, into armed forces of United 
States, any of its allies, or United Nations, employer’s experience rating account shall not be 
terminated. If business is resumed within two years after discharge or release from active duty of 
such persons, employer’s account shall be deemed chargeable with benefits throughout more 
than 13 consecutive calendar months ending July 31 immediately preceding the computation 
date. Makes conforming change to GS 96-11(d). 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor.

H 34. DEBT COLLECTION PENALTY UP. intro. 2/11. Amend. 3/14. Senate committee substitute 
increases limit on civil penalties in private actions or actions instituted by Att'y General from 
$1,000 to $2,000. Changes minimum penalty owed debtor by collection agencies to $100 per 
violation (now, $100) and raises maximum penalty to $2,000 per violation (now, $1,000). Raises 
limit on civil penalties owed for deceptive or unfair trade practices by collection agencies from 
$1,000 to $2,000 for each violation. Effective with respect to actions brought on or after ratifica- 
tion date.

H 343. ADJUST LOCAL TAX PENALTY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE TO REDUCE 
ITS PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX PENALTIES AND TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN CITIES TO ALLOW CREDITS 
FOR PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX PENALTIES." Section 1 of this act amends GS 105-109(e) to allow 
cities and towns to reduce the 5% tax penalty for failure to pay a privilege license tax. This 
section is effective July 1, 1991 and applies only to the City of Charlotte. Section 2 amends GS 
105-109(e) to allow cities and towns to grant a tax credit against future taxes, for license tax 
penalties paid, if good cause is shown. This section is applicable to cities with populations 
greater than 380,000 and sunsets on October 1, 1992. 
Introduced by Cunningham. Referred to Finance. 


H 344. DISCHARGE PERMITS POOLS/SPAS. "AN ACT TO REPEAL G.S. 143-215.1(b1), SUCH 
THAT FILTER BACKWASH DISCHARGES FROM POOLS AND SPAS WILL BE SUBJECT TO THE 
SAME PERMIT REQUIREMENTS AS OTHER DISCHARGES, IN ORDER TO REMOVE A PROVISION 
OF STATE LAW THAT THE U.S. ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY HAS NOTED IS 
PREEMPTED BY FEDERAL LAW.” Repeals GS 143-215.1(b1), which directs the Environmental 
Management Comm'n to adopt rules exempting filter backwash facilities from its regulatory 


authority. 


Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Environment. 


H 345. RAISE MINIMUM WAGE-2. "TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM WAGE AND TO PROVIDE FOR A 
TRAINING WAGE FOR ELIGIBLE EMPLOYEES.” Substantially identical to H 5, introduced 4 
February, except for title. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Rules. 


H 346. PODIATRY FEES/LICENSE (=S 316). "TO INCREASE FEES CHARGED BY THE BOARD OF 
PODIATRY EXAMINERS AND TO PROVIDE FOR TEMPORARY PODIATRY LICENSES." 

Amends GS 90-202.5, governing podiatrists’ examinations, to allow the Board of Podiatry 
Examiners to raise the fee charged to applicants for examination or reexamination from $200 to 
$350. Further amends this statute to authorize the Board of Podiatry Examiners to issue tem- 
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porary licenses to applicants for licensure who are podiatry residents. These licenses are valid for 
the term of the applicant’s residency. Amends GS 90-202.10 to increase the fee for podiatry 
license renewal from $150 to $200. 

Introduced by Gray. Referred to State Governm=nt. 


H 347. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE. TO REQUIRE MAMMOGRAM AND PAP SMEAR 
COVERAGE IN HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE POLICIES, IN HOSPITAL OR MEDICAL 
SERVICES PLANS, IN HMO PLANS, AND IN THE STATE EMPLOYEES COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR 
MEDICAL PLAN." As title indicates. Adds GS 58-51-57 (health and accident insurance plans), GS 
58-65-92 (hospital or medical services plans), and GS 58-67-76 (HMO plans), and amends GS 
135-40.6(4) (state employees comprehensive major medical plan). Requires contracts issued, re- 
newed, or amended after Jan. 1, 1992, to provide coverage for pap smears and low-dose screen- 
ing mammography. Provides that deductibles, coinsurance, and other limitations that apply to 
other covered services may apply to these required services. Requires coverage for mammo- 
grams as follows: (1) one baseline test for women aged 35-39; (2) one test every other year for 
women aged 40-49, or more frequently upon a doctor’s recommendation; (3) one test annually for 
women 50 years of age or older; and (4) one or more tests annually, as recommended by a 
doctor, for women at risk for breast cancer. Women at risk include those (i) with a personal 
history of breast cancer; (ii) with a personal history of biopsy-proven benign breast disease; (iii) 
with a mother, sister, or daughter with breast cancer; and (iv) those who have not given birth 
prior to the age of 30. Mammograms must be reimbursed only if facility meets accreditation stan- 
dards set by N.C. Medical Care Comm'n or, if none are in effect, those set by the American 
College of Radiology. Insurance must cover an annual pap smear or those obtained more 
frequently if recommended by a doctor. 

Directs Medical Care Comm’n to adopt administrative regulations, including temporary 
rules, for accrediting facilities that perform mammographic procedures. Requires standards to be 
no less stringent than those of American College of Radiology. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 348. JONES ROAD HUNTING. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING FROM THE RIGHT-OF-WAY OF HARD- 
SURFACED ROADS IN JONES COUNTY." As title indicates. Violation is a misdemeanor punishable 
for first conviction by fine of $10 to $50 or up to 30 days imprisonment; second conviction within 
three years punishable by fine of $50 to $200, imprisonment up to 90 days, or both. Makes act 
enforceable by Wildlife officers, sheriffs and deputies, and other peace officers with general ju- 
risdiction. Repeals similar 1984 local act. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Albertson. Referred to Local Government II. 


H 349. FIREARM USE DURING DRUG OFFENSE. "TO ESTABLISH A SEPARATE OFFENSE 
PUNISHABLE BY A MANDATORY MINIMUM TEN YEARS IMPRISONMENT WITHOUT PAROLE, GOOD 
TIME, OR GAIN TIME FOR POSSESSION OF A CONCEALED WEAPON OR USE OF A DEADLY 
WEAPON DURING THE COMMISSION OF A FELONY DRUG OFFENSE.” Adds GS 90-95.6 to make 
possession of a concealed weapon or use of a deadly weapon during the commission of drug 
crimes defined by GS 90-95 a separate Class F felony offense. This offense will be punishable by 
a prison sentence of at least 10 years and those sentenced under this section will not be eligible 
for a suspended sentence, probation in lieu of imprisonment, parole, good time or gain time. 
Prison sentences imposed under this section must be served consecutively after any other other 
sentences being served by the offender. Effective October 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Justus. Referred to Judiciary I. 
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H 350. INDIAN AFFAIRS COMM’M DIRECTOR (= S 308). "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING 
THE EMPLOYMENT OF THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE COMMISSION ON INDIAN AFFAIRS." 
Identical to S 308, introduced 27 March. 

introduced by Dial. Referred to State Government. 


H 351. INSURER SOLVENCY PROGRAM. "TO AMEND AND IMPROVE THE INSURANCE LAWS ON 
THE MONITORING OF THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF INSURANCE COMPANIES IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE FINANCIAL REGULATION STANDARDS AND INSURANCE DEPARTMENT ACCREDITATION 
PROGRAM OF THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF INSURANCE COMMISSIONERS." Adds numerous 
provisions to GS Ch. 58 concerning the monitoring of the financial condition of insurance com- 
panies and amends others. In this summary “NAIC” means National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners. 

New Examination Law. Bill adds new GS 58-2-131 and -132 revising the law regarding finan- 
cial examinations of insurers. Requires the Insurance Commissioner to make financial examina- 
tions as often as appropriate, but at least once every three years, with the scope, nature, and 
frequency of the examinations to be in the Commissioner’s discretion. Specifies deadlines for the 
Commissioner to report the results of the examination to the insurer, for the insurer to request an 
informal hearing—conducted as a nonadversarial confidential investigatory proceeding, and for 
the Commissioner to enter any orders following the completion of the report and any hearing. 
Provides that insurer pays charges incurred in the examination. Non-North Carolina insurers li- 
censed in this state may rely on examinations conducted in their home states only if those exami- 
nations are conducted under NAIC guidelines. Amends GS 58-2-25 to specify employment 
qualifications of financial analysts and financial examiners employed to conduct the examinations. 

Insurer reports to include actuarial opinions. Bill amends GS 58-2-165 to specify that annual, 
semi-annual, quarterly, and monthly statements of insurers filed with the Insurance Commissioner 
must be prepared in accordance with NAIC handbook and manual instructions, unless modified 
by the Commissioner. 

Regulation of reinsurance intermediaries. Bill adds new GS 58-2-225 to authorize the 
Commissioner to adopt rules on the NAIC model to provide for the regulation of persons who act 
as brokers in soliciting, negotiating, or procuring the making of any reinsurance contract or binder 
on behalf of a ceding insurer—that is, an insurer that transfers a risk to an assuming insurer. 

Disclosure requirement for business transacted with insurer-controlled brokers. Adds new GS 
58-3-155 to provide that no property or casualty insurer that controls a broker—that Is, has the 
power to direct or cause the direction of the management of the broker—may accept insurance 
from the broker unless the broker has provided prior written notice of the relationship to the 
prospective insured, signed by the prospective insured. 

Sale of insurance company or major reorganization. Directs the Commissioner to prohibit 
new or renewal insurance by any licensed insurer that, in anticipation of a sale of the Insurer to a 
new owner or a major reorganization of its business or management, transfers all of its existing 
insurance business to another insurer or does not write any insurance for over a year. Specifies 
information new owners or managers must provide to the Commissioner for the removal of the 
prohibition. 

Insurer reports to the NAIC reporting system. Amends GS 58-4-5 and -15, adds new GS 58-4- 
25, and amends GS 58-2-220 to specify that all required financial reports by insurers are to be 
reported to the NAIC and to specify that such reports as so filed are confidential and are not 
public records. 

Deposits required of insurers. Amends GS 58-5-5, -10, -15, -20, -40, and -55(c) to revise the 
specifications of deposit amounts required of * on-North Carolina insurance companies and the 
specifications of types of securities that satisfy those deposit requirements. 

Credit as an asset or a deduction from liability allowed to ceding insurers in reinsurance 
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transactions. Adds new GS 58-7-21 and -26 to specify conditions under which a NC ceding in- 
surer transferring an insurance risk can take a credit as an asset or a deduction from liability. 
The conditions are geared to the financial condition of the assuming insurer. Adds new GS 58-7- 
32 to specify conditions under which an insurer ceding a life insurance agreement can take a 
credit as an asset or a deduction from liability. 

Minimum policyholders’ surplus to assume property or casualty reinsurance. Adds new GS 
58-7-33 to prohibit NC insurer with less than $10 million in policyholders’ surplus from assuming 
reinsurance on any risk without the approval of the Commissioner. 

Commissioner may require additional capital and reserves. Adds new GS 58-7-75 to grant 
Commissioner the authority, based on an insurer’s volume and kinds of insurance transacted, to 
require the insurer to maintain a larger amount of capital or surplus than otherwise specified by 
law. 

Regulation of broker-controlled insurers. Adds new GS 58-7-155 to regulate placement of 
business by a broker with a NC insurer that is controlled by the broker. Makes broker liable if he 
is found to have violated the statute and the insurer fails to meet obligations because of 
insolvency. 

Investments allowed and required. Adds new GS 58-7-160, -162, -163, -165, -167, -168, - 
170, -172, -173, -175, -177, -178, -179, -180, -182, -183, -185, -187, -188, -190, -192, -193, -195, 
-197, -198, and -200 to rewrite the laws regarding investments and limitations on investments of 
insurers. Identifies investments allowed and those not allowed. Specifies that allowed assets must 
be interest-bearing, not in default, and not eligible for purchase at a price above market value 
without prior approval of the Commissioner. Requires ail investments or loans to be authorized or 
approved by the insurer’s board of directors or the board’s designee. Requires the Insurer’s in- 
vestment portfolio to be diversified so that certain authorized investments equal policyholder re- 
serves and minimum capital and surplus that is required. Limits certain types of investments, such 
as non-investment grade bonds. Provides for special consent investments after satisfying other 
requirements so long as a single investment does not exceed certain specified amounts. Sets a 
three-year limit after ratification of the bill for insurers to dispose of ineligible property and securi- 
ties and defines effect of failure to dispose of them. Defines method of valuating bonds, in- 
vestments, and securities. Requires that improperly valued or unqualified assets must be replaced 
or revalued within 90 days. Requires that Investment portfolios of non-NC insurers must be of a 
quality substantially as high as that required for similar funds of like NC insurers. 

Asset maintenance. Amends GS 58-13-5, -10, and -25 to provide that an insurer may pledge 
no assets (now, assets above a certain amount) without the approval of the Commissioner and to 
raise the amount of unencumbered assets required to be maintained to include the amount of 
minimum capital and surplus rather than limiting the amount to reserve liabilities only. 

Insurance holding companies. Amends GS 58-19-15 and -25 regarding the reporting of 
mergers or acquisitions or insurers, material transactions between insurers and their affiliates, 
and dividends to shareholders. Amends definition of "extraordinary dividend,” the payment of 
which requires approval (or nondisapproval) of the Commissioner. 

Non-NC insurers report change of control. Adds new GS 58-19-17 to require a non-NC in- 
surer to report any change in control or change in assets of 25% or more. 

Surplus lines insurance placed with non-admitted non-NC insurers. Amends GS 58-19-20 to 
heighten the financial requirements placed on non-NC insurers not licensed in North Carolina who 
are eligible to accept surplus lines insurance from a licensed insurer eligible to place insurance 
with such non-admitted insurers. 


Failure to report impaired financial condition. Adds new GS 58-30-12 to place on insurer’s 


management the responsibility to report any financial impairment of the company to the 
Commissioner. Provides that failure to do so may result in a fine and prison sentence. Provides 
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penalties for certain acts that cause financial impairment. 

Bankruptcy court jurisdiction; other matters. Amends GS 58-30-15 to expand the personal 
jurisdiction of the court in an insolvency action involving an insurer to include personal jurisdiction 
over certain persons with claims to assets at issue or with an obligation to the insurer. Amends 
GS 58-30-140 to provide that any person who receives property from an insurer in receivership 
through a fraudulent transfer is personally liable therefore. Adds new GS 58-30-127 to specify that 
agents of an insured being liquidated are required to provide the receiver with policyholder infor- 
mation. Adds new GS 58-30-160 to provide for set-offs rather than cross payments between an 
insurer in receivership and other insurers. 

Commissioner to examine books of insurer in receivership. Adds new GS 58-30-22 to specify 
that the Commission is empowered to examine or audit the books or records of an insurer in 
receivership. 

Commissioner's supervision of insurers. Amends GS 58-30-60 to specify more grounds 
justifying the Commissioner’s placing a NC insurer under the Commissioner’s supervision be- 
cause of hazardous financial condition. Specifies what Commission may require insurer to do to 
improve its financial condition. Adds new GS 58-30-62 to specify that, in addition to hazardous 
financial condition, the following are grounds for the Commission to supervise an insurer: the 
insurer has exceeded its powers; the insurer has failed to comply with applicable provisions of 
law; the insurer is conducting its business in a manner that is hazardous to the public or to its 
insured; or the insurer consents to administrative supervision. 

Managing general agents. Adds new GS 58-34-2 to strengthen requirements regarding man- 
aging general agents (that is, agents with the authority to make underwriting and other decisions 
normally made by the insurer) and their relationship with the insurer. In general, requires monthly 
accounting, separate bank accounts for the insurer’s funds, segregation of records, underwriting 
specifications, and controls over claims payments. 

North Carolina Life and Health Insurance Guaranty Association. Rewrites the law governing 
the association by adding new GS 58-62-2, -6, -11, -16, -21, -26, -31, -36, -41, -46, -51, -56, -61, 
-66, -76, -81, and -86. Limits the association’s liability to residents of North Carolina. Limits asso- 
ciation’s liability with respect to interest-sensitive products by a market value index. Limits asso- 
ciation’s liability with respect to any one person. Makes more explicit exclusions from coverage 
for products not issued by or guaranteed by insurers. Limits coverage with respect to group prod- 
ucts. Changes requirements regarding response time for approving benefits for immediate needs. 
Requires impaired insurers to fully repay the association before being released from a delin- 
quency proceeding. Gives board of directors more flexibility. 

Interstate cooperation. Requires Commissioner and Department staff to maintain close con- 
tact with other insurance regulators, NAIC, and the National Conference of Insurance Legislators 
to promote the regulation of insurance and the continued solvency of insurance companies. 

Effective dates. Provision relating to insurer-controlled brokers and broker-controlled insurers 
and those relating to the NC Life and Health Insurance Guaranty Association are effective 
September 1, 1991. Provision relating to duty to report impairment of financial condition is effec- 
tive October 1, 1991. Provisions relating to investments by insurers are effective January 1, 1992. 
Remainder is effective on ratification. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Commerce. 


H 352. VACCINE INJURY PROGRAM. "7O LIMIT THE NORTH CAROLINA CHILDHOOD VACCINE- 
RELATED INJURY PROGRAM TO CLAIMANTS WHO ARE PERMITTED BY FEDERAL LAW TO BRING 
A CIVIL ACTION FOR DAMAGES FOR VACCINE-RELATED INJURY OR DEATH.” Amends GS 130A- 
423 to require persons suffering an injury from a vaccine to seek compensation under the federal 
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vaccine-related injury compensation program before seeking compensation under the North 
Carolina program. Makes conforming amendments to GS 130A-425(b) and -429. 
Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary |. 


H 353. PHARMACY ACT TECH. AMENDS. "7O MAKE VARIOUS TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO 
THE PHARMACY PRACTICE ACT." As title indicates. Deletes provision in 90-85.20 which prohibits 
reciprocal licensure of persons who have failed pharmacy licensure exam before completion of 
five years of practice in another state. 

Introduced by Woodard. Referred to State Government. 


H 354. PHARMACY BOARD FEES. "TO CHANGE CERTAIN FEES CHARGED BY THE BOARD OF 
PHARMACY.” Amends GS 90-85.24 to permit the Board of Pharmacy to charge the following fees: 
(1) $50 for original registration of dispensing physician, (2) $10 for renewal thereof, (3) $10 for 
annual registration of dispensing physician assistant, family nurse practitioner, or others not other- 
wise licensed to dispense, (4) $100 for original registration of places engaged in dispensing de- 
vices, and (5) $50 for renewal thereof. 

introduced by Woodard. Referred to Finance. 


H 355. MEDICAL BOARD SUBPOENAS. "TO CLARIFY THE SUBPOENA POWER OF THE BOARD 
OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS.” Amends GS 90-8 to empower Board of Medical Examiners to sub- 
poena patient records, notwithstanding the physician-patient privilege, and to grant immunity from 
civil damages to any person who in good faith responds to any such subpoena. 

Introduced by Gamble. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 356. LINCOLN GEOGRAPHICAL RECORDS. "MAKING A QUALIFIED EXCEPTION FROM THE 
PUBLIC RECORDS ACT FOR THE LINCOLN COUNTY GEOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION SYSTEM." 
Provides that Lincoln County is not required by the Public Records Act, GS Ch. 132, to make 
available to the public electronic copies of geographical data if the county makes hard copies 
available or allows on-line access to this information at reasonable cost.

H 357. MEDICAL BOARD PROPERTY. "7O SPECIFY THE POWERS OF THE BOARD OF MEDICAL 
EXAMINERS REGARDING REAL PROPERTY." Amends GS 90-2 to empower Board of Medical 
Examiners to own real property and deal with in in the same manner as any private owner, sub- 
ject to approval of the governor and Council of State as to acquisition, rental, encumbering, 
leasing, and sale. 

Introduced by Gamble. Referred to State Government. 


H 358. MECKLENBURG AREA FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR VARIOUS COMMUNITY 
SERVICE PROJECTS IN MECKLENBURG COUNTY." For fiscal 1991-92, appropriates from the 
General Fund $2,000 to The Bethlehem Center of Charlotte, Inc., $1,000 to Florence Crittenton 
Services, Inc. and $1,000 to Carolina Raptor Center, Inc. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Foster. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 359. ARTHRITIS PATIENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMMUNITY HEALTH 
SERVICES OF MECKLENBURG AND UNION COUNTIES, INC., ARTHRITIS PATIENT SERVICES 
DIVISION, FOR OPERATING EXPENSES AND STAFF EXPANSION." Appropriates $2,000 from 
General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Foster. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 360. MECKLENBURG MENTAL HEALTH FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE MENTAL 
HEALTH ASSOCIATION OF MECKLENBURG COUNTY FOR ITS ACTIVITIES AND PROGRAMS." 
Appropriates $2,000 from General Fund for 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Foster. Referred to Appropriations. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 288. REEMPLOYED RETIREES BENEFITS. "TO MODIFY THE BENEFIT RESTRICTIONS FOR 
REEMPLOYED RETIREES IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM 
AND IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND IN THE 
CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Amends GS 128-24, which defines membership 
in the local government retirement system, and GS 135-3, which defines membership in the retire- 
ment program for teachers and state employees, to provide that the retirement allowance for 
early retirement beneficiaries who are reemployed on a part time or interim basis will not be 
suspended unless the beneficiary earns more than 75% of his or her average final yearly com- 
pensation in any calendar year. When a reemployed beneficiary earns more than this amount, the 
retirement allowance will be suspended for the remainder of the calendar year and reinstated on 
January 1 of the following year. The amount of compensation used to determine eligibility for a 
retirement allowance will be increased annually based on the Consumer Price Index. Makes other 
technical changes to these statutes. 

Amends GS 135-1(10), to exempt from the definition of “employee” for purposes of the 
teachers’ retirement program, reemployed beneficiaries who remain eligible for retirement allow- 
ances. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1997. 
introduced by Block. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 


S 289. REMOVE DISABILITY AGE LIMIT. "TO REMOVE THE AGE LIMIT FOR RESTORATION TO 
MEMBERSHIP FOR A DISABILITY BENEFICIARY IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” 
Both the TSERS and the LGERS now provide that an employee who took disability retirement, 
was later restored to service, and subsequently retired on or after July 1, 1985, is entitled to a 
retirement allowance computed as if he or she were retiring for the first time. This bill amends 
GS 128-27(e)(3a) and GS 135-5(e)(3a) to delete the requirement that the subsequent retirement 
must have occurred on or after July 1, 1985, and to make it clear that in these cases the em- 
ployee’s disability retirement allowance terminates and normal retirement contributions resume 
when he or she is restored to service. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 


S 290. LGERS EMPLOYER/EMPLOYEE DEFINED. "TO REDEFINE ‘EMPLOYEE’ AND ‘EMPLOYER’ 
IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEE'S RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Deletes from definition of 
employee in GS 128-21 specific references to those employed by light and water boards, housing 
authorities, and fire departments. Deletes from definition of employer specific references to air- 
port authorities, housing authorities, redevelopment commissions, libraries, boards of health, fire 
departments, other separate local government entities and the retirement system itself. 
Substitutes provision defining employer as any political subdivision of the State approved by the 
LGERS Board of Trustees on advice of the Attorney General. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 
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S 291. ELECTRONIC JUDGMENT DOCKET. "TO AUTHORIZE THE USE OF ELECTRONIC MEANS 
FOR THE DOCKETING OF CIVIL JUDGMENTS AND THE MAKING OF ENTRIES IN JUDGMENT 
DOCKETS AND JUDGMENT AND DOCKET BOOKS.” Adds GS 1-208.1 section to make it clear that 
clerk’s records or entries which are created or maintained by electronic means can be included 
as part of a "judgment docket,” "judgment book,” "docket book,” or "judgment and docket 
book.” 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 292. DISABILITY INCOME PLAN CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS IN THE 
DISABILITY INCOME PLAN OF NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 135-101(3) to provide that short- 
term benefits will not be prorated for month in which beneficiary applies for service retirement 
allowance. Amends GS 135-104(a) to provide that period of continuation salary shall not Include a 
period during which a beneficiary receives Workers’ Compensation payments. Amends GS 135- 
105(d) to provide reimbursement of short-term disability payments at earlier of conclusion of 
disability period or termination of benefits (was, quarterly). Amends GS 135-106 to require benefi- 
ciaries to resign from work before applying for long-term disability payments and to add termina- 
tion of workers’ compensation payments to those events that may trigger 180-day application 
period for long-term disability payments. Deletes provision providing for special treatment of 
income earned by beneficiaries after first 36 months of disability period; provides for dollar-for- 
dollar reduction once sum of net benefit and income total 100% of monthly compensation. Adds 
provision permitting beneficiary to make irrevocable election to forfeit disability benefits and take 
early service retirement or receive accumulated contributions to Retirement System. 

Introduced by Biock. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 


S 293. MENTAL HEALTH CONTRACT SERVICES. "TO ALLOW AREA AUTHORITIES TO PROVIDE 
SERVICES UNDER CONTRACT TO CERTAIN ENTITIES." Adds GS 122C-117(a1) to authorize area 
authorities to provide services under contract to other governmental or private entities, including 
employee assistance programs. Makes conforming change to GS 122C-146 (fee for service). 
Introduced by Ward. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 294. ADOPT SUBSTANCE ABUSE PLAN. "AN ACT ADOPTING THE ADULT SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
TREATMENT PLAN.” Provides that for purposes of providing policy guidance for the development 
of services the General Assembly adopts the Adult Substance Abuse Treatment Plan as approved 
by the Mental Health Study Comm'n in Dec., 1990. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 295. MUSEUM PROPERTY DISPOSITION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE MUSEUM OF NATURAL 
SCIENCES AND THE MARITIME MUSEUM TO SELL OR EXCHANGE OBJECTS.” Adds GS 106-22.2 
to authorize the Dep’t of Agriculture, notwithstanding state laws on disposition of surplus property, 
to sell or exchange any object from the collections of cited museums in accordance with gener- 
ally accepted practices for accredited museums. Provides that proceeds of a sale of any such 
object shall be deposited in state treasury to credit of a special fund for improvement of the 
museums’ collections or exhibits. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Travel and Tourism. 


S 296. DISCOVER BAIL BOND SOURCE. "TO PROVIDE THAT A JUDICIAL HEARING MAY BE 
CONDUCTED TO DETERMINE THE SOURCE OF MONEY OR PROPERTY FOR A SECURED 
APPEARANCE BOND AND THAT THE BOND MAY BE REFUSED IF OBTAINED AS A RESULT OF A 
VIOLATION OF STATE OR FEDERAL LAW." Adds GS 15A-534.4 to permit a judicial official upon 
his own motion or that of any party to inquire into the source of money or property posted for 
bail, and to refuse to accept any appearance bond secured by property obtained by unlawful 
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means. Places on defendant the burden of producing evidence on the issue of whether the 
money or property was unlawfully obtained. Places on the State the burden of persuasion by 
preponderance of the evidence on the issue, but allows the judicial official to infer that the money 
or property was unlawfully obtained if defendant fails to produce credible evidence of its source. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applies to bond hearings conducted on or after that date, except that the 
court may not revoke or modify a pretrial release order entered into before that date solely on 
basis of this act.

S 297. INCREASE SPEEDING FINES-1. "TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM FINES THAT MAY BE 
LEVIED ON PEOPLE CONVICTED OF SPEEDING OFFENSES." Amends GS 20-141(j1) to set the 
maximum penalty for speeding in excess of 15 miles over the posted limit at $500 fine or 60 days 
imprisonment or both. Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applies to misdemeanor speeders arrested on or 
after that date. 

Introduced by Allran. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 298. SEAT BELT USE EVIDENCE. "TO MAKE THE FAILURE TO WEAR A SEAT BELT 
ADMISSIBLE IN CRIMINAL TRIALS." Rewrites GS 20-135.2A(d) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991, and applies to violations cited and offenses occurring on or after that date. 

introduced by Allran. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 299. INCORPORATE LEWISVILLE. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF LEWISVILLE IN FORSYTH 
COUNTY.” Describes town boundaries. Provides that town may not annex land to the east of its 
eastern boundary unless permitted under annexation agreement with Winston-Salem. Establishes 
governing body of six members, elected for two-year terms, comprised of a voting mayor and five 
council members. Provides for nonpartisan at-large election of governing body. Declares that town 
operates under council-manager plan. Provides for removal of mayor or council member by coun- 
cil for any of the reasons specified in NC Court, Art. Vi, sec. 8, and for recall by electorate at 
election triggered by petition of 25% of voters. Provides initiative and referendum procedures for 
certain ordinances if petition received from at least 15% of voters. Directs that incorporation elec- 
tion to be set not less than 60 nor more than 120 days after act’s ratification. Effective date of 
incorporation is June 30, 1991, or date election results determined, whichever is later. 
Introduced by Kaplan. Referred to Local Government,

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S 300. WESTERN CAROLINA CENTER FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR WESTERN 
CAROLINA CENTER." Appropriates $750,000 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Human 
Resources to re-cover a mile of walkways at the Western Carolina Center. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 301. AGRICULTURAL FINANCE AUTH. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO RESTORE THE 
AGRICULTURAL FINANCE AUTHORITY BUDGET.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Agriculture $215,804 for fiscal 1991-92 and $214,965 for fiscal 1992-93 for operation of NC 
Agricultural Finance Authority; appropriation to become part of the continuation budget. Also ap- 
propriates $204,627 from General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture $204,627 for fiscal 1991-92 for 
Reserve for Farm Loans of Agricultural Finance Authority as a one-time appropriation. Effective 
July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 302. SECONDARY ROAD PROJECTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR SECONDARY ROAD CONSTRUCTION 
PROJECTS IN THE TIP FROM SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS." Adds new GS 136-44.2C to provide 
that special appropriations for state highways may be used for secondary road projects contained 
in the Transportation Improvement Program. Exempts such funding from funding allocation rules 
for secondary roads contained in GS 136-44.2, -44.2A, and -44.5. 

Introduced by Piyler. Referred to Finance. 


S 303. INDUSTRIAL ACCESS TO RAILROADS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO PROVIDE FUNDING FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF RAILROAD TRACKS AND 
THEIR RELATED FACILITIES TO INDUSTRIES.” Allocates $500,000 annually from the State Highway 
Fund to construct access railroad tracks from existing tracks to current or proposed commercial 
or industrial sites. The Sec’y of Transportation is given authority to administer this fund subject to 
the approval of the Board of Transportation. The funds may be used to construct or improve 
railroad tracks and related facilities on public or private property as long as that property is being 
used or developed for industrial purposes. Unless there are insufficient applications for use of 
available funds, no county, city or town may receive more than 25% of this fund in any one fiscal 
year. The tracks and facilities constructed from this fund will be state property and all common 
carriers which use the tracks to which they connect may use the state constructed tracks. The 
owners of the land on which tracks are constructed will be responsible for track maintenance and 
the costs of any future relocation or removal. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Transportation. 


S 304. RAIL CORRIDOR PURCHASE-2. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO ENTER INTO INSTALLMENT CONTRACTS FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
RAILROAD CORRIDORS AND OTHER RAIL PROPERTY AND TO ACQUIRE PROPERTY FOR NEW 
RAILROAD RIGHTS-OF-WAY." Amends GS 136-44B to allow the Dep’t of Transportation to acquire 
property for new railroad corridors and to acquire active existing railroad lines. Adds GS 136- 
44.36C to authorize the Dep’t of Transportation to purchase railroad lines by installment con- 
tracts. Provides that no deficiency judgment may be rendered against the state for breach of 
such contracts, and that siate’s taxing power is not pledged thereby. [Similar to H 281.] 
Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Transportation. 


S 305. STATE LANDS ADVERSE POSSESSION. "TO PROVIDE THAT TITLE TO STATE LANDS 
CANNOT BE ACQUIRED BY ADVERSE POSSESSION." Adds new GS 1-45.2 as title indicates; re- 
peals GS 1-35 which permitted acquisition of state lands by adverse possession. Provides that 
new statute does not affect rights already vested. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Government. 


S 306. SURPLUS PROPERTY CHANGES. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING STATE AND 
FEDERAL SURPLUS PROPERTY." Enacts a new GS Ch. 143, Art. 31A1 to regulate the disposition 
of state surpius property. Assigns this responsibility to the Dep’t of Administration and directs the 
Dep’t to sell surplus, obsolete, or unused supplies, materials and equipment, warehouse it, and 
distribute it to tax-supported or nonprofit tax-exempt organizations. Authorizes the Dep’t to act as 
a clearinghouse of information for agencies and private nonprofit tax-exempt organizations who 
may be interested in obtaining surplus property. Amends existing GS Ch. 143, Art. 3A to limit its 
applicability to surpius federal property, and makes conforming amendment to GS 143-49(4). 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Government. 
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S 307. VEHICLE INSURANCE CANCELLATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT NOTICE OF CANCELLATION 
OF MOTOR VEHICLE LIABILITY INSURANCE IS NOT REQUIRED IF A NEW POLICY IS ISSUED AT 
THE SAME TIME THE OLD POLICY IS TERMINATED OR CANCELED.” Amends GS 20-309(e) as title 
indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Insurance. 


S 308. INDIAN AFFAIRS COMM’N DIRECTOR (=H 350). "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING 
THE EMPLOYMENT OF THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE COMMISSION ON INDIAN AFFAIRS." 
Identical to S 350, introduced 27 March. 

Introduced by Dial. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 309. AGRICULTURE MARKETING FUNDS (=H 337). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FOR INTERNATIONAL AND DOMESTIC MARKETING.” 
Identical to H 337, introduced 26 March. 

Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 310. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE (=H 347). "TO REQUIRE MAMMOGRAM AND 
PAP SMEAR COVERAGE IN HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE POLICIES, IN HOSPITAL OR 
MEDICAL SERVICES PLANS, IN HMO PLANS, AND IN THE STATE EMPLOYEES COMPREHENSIVE 
MAJOR MEDICAL PLANS." Identical to H 347, introduced 27 March. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 311. CONTINUING CARE AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE IMPROVEMENTS IN THE FINANCIAL 
REGULATION OF CONTINUING CARE FACILITIES.” Amends GS 58-64-5 to require those offering or 
providing continuing care (was, only providing) to obtain license and to permit Comm’r of 
Insurance to consider in licensure the actuarial soundness of facility’s plan to meet its contractual 
obligations. 

Substantially rewrites provisions of GS 58-64-20(a) governing financial disclosure to 
prospective residents of new and existing facilities. For existing facilities, facilities must provide 
projected financial statements for next five years prepared by a certified public accountant. 
Permits Comm’r to prescribe format for such disclosure. For proposed facilities, facilities must in 
addition provide the summary of actuary’s report estimating the ability of facility to meet its 
contractual obligations and a narrative disclosure detailing all significant assumptions used in pre- 
paring projected financial statements. The later must include (1) details of long-term financing for 
facility construction or purchase and financing of related development costs; (2) details of financ- 
ing to cover start-up losses and to provide reserves to ensure performance of contractual obliga- 
tions,; (3) total of life occupancy fees and methods for calculating revenues from and refunds of 
such fees; (4) description of facility's equity capital; (5) marketing costs; and (6) basis on which 
occupancy rate is calculated and effect of government subsidies on facility’s income. 

Amends GS 58-64-25 to add to the fees that may be retained upon cancellation of contract 
nonrefundable fees specified in the contract. 

Adds new GS 58-64-33 requiring facilities to maintain operating reserves equal to 50% of 
total operating costs projected for the year following most recent annual statement filed with 
Insurance Dep't. Provides that upon approval of Comm'n, facilities maintaining over 90% occu- 
pancy must maintain 25% return. Disbursement of operating reserves requires approval of 
Comm'r. Rewrites provisions in GS 58-64-35 governing funds that facilities must place in escrow. 
Permits release of first 25% of funds held in escrow when facility has sold 50% of independent 
living units, collected 10% deposit on those units, received commitment for long-term financing, 
and aggregate fees received or receivable plus long-term financing equals 90% of funds neces- 
sary to put facility in operations plus 90% of funds necessary to cover projected start-up losses 
and assure full performance on continuing care contracts. Provides release of remaining 75% 
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upon sale of 75% of units, collection of 10% deposit on those units (or achievement of 75% 
occupancy for 60 days), completion and permitting of units, and availability of units for occu- 
pancy. Requires release of escrowed funds to subscribers or residents within five working days, 
except that return of funds following voluntary cancellation may be delayed for up to two years 
while a replacement purchaser is sought. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Insurance. 


S 312. TEACHERS DEFERRED COMPENSATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT TEACHERS MAY 
PARTICIPATE IN THE PUBLIC EMPLOYEES’ COMPENSATION PLAN.” As title Indicates. Rewrites 
GS 147, Art. 2A to authorize local boards of education to allow their teachers to participate In the 
state’s deferred compensation plan for public employees. Amends GS 147-9.4 to direct local 
boards to make payroll deduction available to teachers choosing it. Effective with respect to de- 
ferral elections made by teachers on or after ratification date. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 313. ELECTION RESULTS FILING (=H 324). "TO REQUIRE COUNTY BOARDS OF ELECTIONS 
TO FILE CERTIFIED COPIES OF CERTAIN ELECTION RETURNS WITH THE SECRETARY OF STATE IN 
A FORMAT PRESCRIBED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE, SO AS TO ALLOW PUBLICATION OF THE 
RETURNS IN A TIMELY MANNER AND IN A READILY ACCESSIBLE FORMAT." \dentical to H 324, 
introduced 25 March. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 314. PRISON INDUSTRY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
CORRECTION FOR THE DEVELOPMENT AND IMPLEMENTATION OF MANUFACTURING OR OTHER 
INDUSTRIES WITHIN STATE PRISON FACILITIES BY PRIVATE ENTERPRISES.” Amends GS 148-70, 
which covers management of prison inmates and prison industries, to authorize the Sec’y of 
Correction to lease existing or new buildings or portions of buildings on prison grounds to private 
corporations for the purpose of operating factories which employ inmates. Provides that such 
leases will remain valid only as long as: all persons employed in the factory, except for necessary 
supervisory and training personnel, are inmates approved for employment by the Dep’t of 
Correction; the lessee complies with prison security regulations and the business conducts its 
operations according to law. Prison industries are exempt from the prohibition against the sale of 
merchandise by government units set forth In GS 66-58. Further provides that the Sec’y of 
Correction shall determine wages, working hours and conditions of employment, subject to the 
limitation that employees will be paid minimum wage if the products they manufacture are intro- 
duced into interstate commerce. 

Amends GS-66-58(b) to add section exempting prison industries from the prohibition against 
the sale of merchandise by government units. Amends GS Ch. 148 to exempt private prison en- 
terprises from the provisions of GS 148-2(b), which requires that revenues from prison industries 
be deposited in the Prison Enterprises Fund, and GS 148-18(a), which deals with compensation 
for work in prison industries. Amends GS 148-33.1 to add section stating that the provisions of 
GS 148-33. 1(f), (g) and (h), governing the status of prisoners on work-release, also apply to pris- 
oners employed in private prison industries. Effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Cooper. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 315. PHYSICIANS PROMOTE HIGHWAY SAFETY. "TO CLARIFY THE ROLE OF PHYSICIANS IN 
PROMOTING HIGHWAY SAFETY." Amends GS 20-7(e) to permit a licensed physician to notify the 
Div’n of Motor Vehicles that one of the physician’s patients has a physical or mental disability 
that the physician believes in good faith affects the patient’s ability to operate a motor vehicle 
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safely. Grants immunity from civil or criminal liability to a physician making any such report. Also 
amends this statute to permit DMV to require a medical certificate from applicants suffering 
mental disability (now, limited to physical disability).

S 316. PODIATRY FEES/LICENSE (=H 346). "TO INCREASE FEES CHARGED BY THE BOARD OF 
PODIATRY EXAMINERS AND TO PROVIDE FOR TEMPORARY PODIATRY LICENSES.” I\dentical to H 
346, introduced 27 March.

Provides for four-member city council serving four-year terms and mayor serving 
two-year term. Members are elected at-large by the nonpartisan plurality method. Provides for 
assessment of street and sidewalk improvements without petition. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Local Government. 


S 318. SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT APPOINTED. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO MAKE THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION AN APPOINTEE OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION AND TO MAKE HIM CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION.” Subject to voter approval at Nov. 5, 1991 general election, amends NC Const, Art. 
lll, Sec. 7 and Art. IX, Sec. 4 to change the method of selection of the Sup’t of Public Instruction 
from election by the voters of the state to appointment by the State Board of Education. Makes 
numerous conforming amendments, effective Jan. 1, 1993 and contingent on passage of pro- 
posed constitutional change, reflecting proposed change in method of selection of Sup’t. 
introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Constitution. 


S 319. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LATE FILING. "TO AMEND THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW 
PERTAINING TO WAIVER OF LATE FILING PENALTIES." Amends GS 96-10(j) to require the 
Employment Security Comm'n to waive late-filing penalties under specified circumstances. Limits 
employers to one such waiver every 24 months. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Manufacturing and Labor. 


S 320. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO 
THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW.” Amends GS 96-4(t)(5) to provide that the confidentiality pro- 
visions of GS 96-4(t) do not prohibit the Employment Security Comm'n from disclosing otherwise 
confidential information from an adjudicated case for the purpose of resolving issues raised pur- 
suant to the Employment Security Law. Amends GS 96-8 to add section providing that where a 
person is employed by two or more related corporations, each related corporation will be consid- 
ered to have paid the employee only the amount it individually dispersed to the employee rather 
than the total amount dispersed by the group of related corporations. Amends GS 96-9(a) to add 
section requiring all employers with 250 or more employees to file a computer tape or diskette 
containing the name, social security number and gross wages of each employee with the 
Employment Security Comm'n each quarter, beginning in the first quarter of 1992. Amends GS 
96-9(c)(2)(b) to provide that benefits paid out as a result of an administrative adjudication which is 
ultimately reversed will be considered an overpayment for the purposes of the waiting period 
requirement of GS 96-13(c). 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Manufacturing and Labor. 
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S 321. CONFORM EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW. "TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE 
EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW.” Amends GS 96-13(f) to provide that eligibility of aliens for bene- 
fits is determined based on workers’ immigration status at the time work was performed. Makes 
technical correction. 

introduced by Smith. Referred to Manufacturing and Labor. 


S 322. VETERANS’ CHILDREN SCHOLARSHIPS-1. "TO MODIFY THE STATUTES COVERING 
SCHOLARSHIPS FOR CHILDREN OF WAR VETERANS." Makes children of veterans of Persian Gulf 
War, defined as period from August 2, 1990 until the ending date prescribed by presidential proc- 
lamation or congressional resolution, eligible for scholarships provided under GS Ch. 165. Makes 
conforming amendments reflecting establishment of federal Dep’t of Veterans’ Affairs. 

Introduced by Pollard. Referred to Higher Education.

H 361. NO DRUGS AT SCHOOL BUS STOPS. "TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN DRUG OFFENSES 
COMMITTED AT LOCATIONS DESIGNATED AS SCHOOL BUS STOPS SHALL BE PUNISHABLE AS 
CLASS E FELONIES." Makes it a Class E felony (maximum 30 years imprisonment or fine or both) 
for any person 21 years of age or older to sell, distribute or possess with intent to sell or distrib- 
ute drugs at a school bus stop. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 362. CLARIFY INVENTORY TAX EXEMPTION. "TO CLARIFY THAT THE PROPERTY TAX 
EXEMPTION FOR INVENTORIES OF MANUFACTURERS, WHOLESALERS, AND RETAILERS DOES 
NOT APPLY TO INVENTORIES OF CONTRACTORS." GS 105-275(33) and (34) exempt merchants’ 
and manufacturers’ inventory from property taxation. This bill amends GS 105-273(8a), which de- 
fines the term "inventory" for property tax purposes, to exclude from the definition goods held by 
a contractor for use in construction projects, thus clearly subjecting those goods to taxation. 
Provides that if the contractor is also a retailer or wholesaler, his inventory Is defined as those 
goods he holds for resale.

H 363. AREA AUTHORITY PROPERTY. "TO REGULATE ACQUISITION OF PROPERTY BY AREA

Rewrites GS 112C-147(b) which governs the use of state funds for facilities used by area mental 
health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse authorities. Authorizes Sec'y of Human

authority, or by a private, nonprofit corporation under contract with an area authority. Permits 
state to recover a proportionate share the value of facility when facility ceases to be used by or 
on behalf of area authority. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 364. VOCATIONAL REHAB. VEHICLES. "7TO ALLOW THE DIVISION OF VOCATIONAL 
REHABILITATION TO PURCHASE MOTOR VEHICLES TO TRANSPORT CLIENTS.” Amends GS 143- 
341(8)(i), which directs the Dep't of Administration to operate a state motor pool, to allow the 
Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation Services of the Dep’t of Human Resources to own motor ve- 
hicles for the purpose of transporting clients being served under the federal Rehabilitation Act of 
1973. 

introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 365. REGISTER OF DEEDS PENSION PAYDAY. "TO PROVIDE FOR PAYMENT OF BENEFITS 
UNDER THE REGISTERS OF DEEDS’ SUPPLEMENTAL PENSION FUND ON THE SAME DAY AS 
OTHER RETIREMENT BENEFITS ARE PAID." Amends GS 161-50.5(b) to require that registers of 
deeds’ supplemental pension fund payments be made on the same day as those of the Local 
Governmental Employees’ Retirement System (now, last business day of month). 

introduced by Greenwood. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 


H 366. LGERS CREDITABLE SICK LEAVE. "7O INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF SICK LEAVE 
CREDITABLE TOWARD RETIREMENT FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES.” Amends GS 128- 
26(e) to change the amount of accumulated sick leave local government employees can credit 
toward retirement from a maximum of one month of credit for every two years of service to a 
maximum of 12 days of credit for every year of service. 

Introduced by Greenwood. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 


H 367. TSERS/LGERS LATE PAYMENT PENALTY. "TO PROVIDE FOR PAYMENT OF PENALTIES 
FOR LATE PAYMENT OF CONTRIBUTIONS BY EMPLOYERS PARTICIPATING IN THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Amends GS 128-23(e) to remove provision providing for the 
payment of interest on late payments to the Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement System 
caused by temporary insolvency. Amends GS 128-30(g) to provide that late payments to that 
system are subject to a penalty to be set by the system’s Board of Trustees. Requires State 
Treasurer, after notice from Board of the failure of an employer to make payments or provide 
information to Board, to withhold from employers and from municipality or county of which em- 
ployer is a part (now, employer only) disbursements of state funds and funds collected by the 
state (was, state funds only). 

Amends GS 135-8(f) to provide that late payments to Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement System are subject to penalty to be set by system’s Board of Trustees. 
Introduced by Greenwood. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 


H 368. CLARIFY RETIREMENT DEFINITION. "7O CLARIFY THE DEFINITION OF 'COMPENSATION' 
AS USED IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE 
TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Amends GS 128-21(7a) and GS 
135-1(7a) to redefine the term “compensation” for purposes of the Local Governmental 
Employees’ Retirement System and the Teachcrs’ and State Employees’ Retirement System 
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respectively, to mean wages prior to reductions pursuant to I.R.C. sections 125, 401(k), 403(b), 
| 414(h)(2) and 457, and to exclude reimbursements for expenses, payments for housing, and other 
_ allowances. 


_ Introduced by Greenwood. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 





H 369. CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS BONDS. "7O AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF NOT IN EXCESS 
OF FORTY MILLION DOLLARS BONDS OF THE STATE TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER 
AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR STATE BUILDINGS AND FACILITIES, SUCH AUTHORIZED BONDS TO BE 
ISSUED WITHOUT AN ELECTION DURING THE YEAR ENDED JUNE 30, 1992, IN AN AMOUNT NOT 
_IN EXCESS OF SUCH AUTHORIZED AMOUNT AND NOT IN EXCESS OF TWO-THIRDS OF THE 
AMOUNT BY WHICH THE STATE’S OUTSTANDING INDEBTEDNESS SHALL HAVE BEEN REDUCED 
_ DURING THE 1988-90 BIENNIUM." As title indicates. Portions of the bill specifying projects to be 
funded by bond proceeds are blank. 
Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 370. ANNEXATION DOCUMENTS FILED. "SPECIFYING PROCEDURES FOR FILING OF 
ANNEXATION DOCUMENTS WITH THE SECRETARY OF STATE." Amends GS 160A-29, -39, and -51 
to permit the Sec’y of State to specify physical limits on annexation documents which must be 
filed with Sec’y, and to require persons filing such documents to affix an identifying number to 
each document filed in connection with a particular annexation. 

Introduced by Jordan. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 371. SEC’Y OF STATE FEE INCREASE. "TO INCREASE THE FEE CHARGED BY THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE TO CERTIFY A DOCUMENT ON FILE IN THAT OFFICE." Amends GS 147-37 
to increase cited fee to $5 (now, $2). Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Jordan. Referred to Finance. 


H 372. MED. ASSISTANCE THERAPEUTIC LEAVE. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW RELATING TO 
THERAPEUTIC LEAVE FOR MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PATIENTS.” Amends GS 108-62 to calculate 
therapeutic leave for medical assistance patients in intermediate care or skilled nursing facility by 
the calendar year (now, 12-month period) and to increase number of consecutive days that may 
_be taken without approval of Div'n of Medical Assistance to 15 (now, 14). Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Russell. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 373. MEDICARE ELIGIBILITY CHANGE. "TO INCLUDE QUALIFIED DISABLED WORKING 
INDIVIDUALS IN MEDICARE AS REQUIRED BY FEDERAL LAW." Adds GS 108A-67 providing that 
qualified disabled working individuals are eligible for payment of Medicare Part A premium If (1) 
Social Security Administration determines the individual to be a "disabled working Individual”, (2) 
the individual’s income is less than 200% of federal poverty level, and (3) the Individual Is under 
65 years of age. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Russeli. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 374. HUNTER SAFETY STATEMENT. "7O PROVIDE FOR A PERSON HUNTING OR APPLYING 
FOR A HUNTING LICENSE TO SIGN A STATEMENT ON A FORM PROVIDED BY THE WILDLIFE 
RESOURCES COMMISSION CONFIRMING THAT HE HAD A HUNTING LICENSE PRIOR TO THE 
REQUIREMENT OF A HUNTER SAFETY COURSE.” As of July 1, 1991, GS 113-270.1A(a) will re- 
quire anyone seeking a hunting license either to produce a certificate showing that he has com- 
pleted a hunter safety course, produce a hunting license issued to him before July 1, 1991, or 
make out an affidavit that he had such a license. This bill changes the latter requirement from an 
affidavit to a form as title indicates. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Agriculture. 
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H 375. PROPERTY TAX RECORDS SECRECY. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE COUNTY TAX ASSESSOR 
SHALL MAKE CERTAIN TAXPAYER BUSINESS RECORDS AVAILABLE TO THE EMPLOYMENT 
SECURITY COMMISSION ON REQUEST." GS 105-296(h) allows a county assessor to require a tax- 
payer listing business personal property to provide, on a confidential basis, information not re- 
quired by law to appear on the listing abstract but that would be helpful to the assessor in listing 
or appraising the taxpayer’s property. The statute allows the assessor to disclose this Information 
to the Dep’t of Revenue. This bill would allow disclosure also to the Employment Security 
Comm'n. 

Introduced by Robinson. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 376. MOTOR VEHICLE INSPECTIONS. "REGARDING MOTOR VEHICLE INSPECTION 
REQUIREMENTS AND INSPECTION FEES." Amends GS 20-183.7(a) to shorten period during which 
a vehicle that failed inspection must be reinspected for free from 90 to 30 days. Adds new GS 
20-183.7(a2) governing the inspection of motor vehicles, trailers and semitrailers subject to fed- 
eral motor carrier safety regulations. Provides that inspection stations providing such inspections 
must charge a reasonable fee, give vehicle operator statement detailing equipment approved or 
disapproved, and perform free reinspection of disapproved vehicles within 30 days. Makes con- 
forming amendment to GS 20-183.7(c) (governing use of inspection certificate fees) and conform- 
ing and technical amendment to GS 20-183.3(a). Effective January 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Robinson. Referred to Transportation. 


H 377. HEALTH PROFESSIONALS’ RECRUITMENT. "TO ALLOW THE SECRETARY OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES TO SECURE ASSISTANCE IN THE RECRUITMENT OF 
HEALTH CARE PROFESSIONALS.” Permits Sec’y of Human Resources to contract with private 
firms for help in recruiting health professionals to work in state hospitals and health care facilities. 
Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 378. TRESPASS TO HUNT. "TO AMEND THE LAW PROHIBITING TRESPASSING FOR PURPOSES 
OF HUNTING.” GS 14-159.6 now makes it a misdemeanor, punishable by fine of $50 to $250 or 
six-months imprisonment or both, to willfully enter another person’s land without the owner’s con- 
sent for purposes of hunting or fishing thereon if the land has been posted. This bill removes the 
requirement that the land be posted, requires that the owner’s consent be in writing, and requires 
that the hunter display the consent to any law enforcement officer upon request, and empowers 
wildlife officers enforcement powers with respect to laws prohibiting trespass while hunting. It also 
adds two new sections (GS 14-159.6A and -159.6B) providing that a landowner who gives another 
permission to hunt, fish, or trap on his land owes that person no greater duty of care than he 
owes a trespasser, and provides that before a person enters on another’s property to hunt, trap, 
or fish he has a duty to ascertain who controls hunting, fishing, or trapping rights on the property 
and to obtain written consent to do so. The bill also amends GS 14-159.7 and 14-159.13(a) so 
that a person who enters upon posted property without permission for hunting, fishing, or trap- 
ping is guilty of second degree trespass, which is punishable by a fine up to $200 or 30-days 
imprisonment or both, and repeals GS Ch. 113, Art. 21A, which now sets out a method of regis- 
tering property with the Wildlife Resources Comm’n and regulates hunting on such property. 
Effective Sept. 1, 1991.

H 379. INCREASE SPEEDING FINES-2. "TO PROVIDE FOR HIGHER FINES FOR SPEEDERS 
DRIVING MORE THAN FIFTEEN MILES PER HO!/R OVER THE SPEED LIMIT.” Except for the title, 
this bill is identical to S 297, introduced 27 March. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 
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H 380. LOCAL GOV’T RETIREE BENEFITS. "TO PROVIDE POST-RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 
INCREASES TO CERTAIN RETIRED GENERAL EMPLOYEES, LAW OFFICERS, AND THEIR 
BENEFICIARIES IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND TO 
CERTAIN RETIRED LAW OFFICERS AND THEIR BENEFICIARIES IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Amends GS 128-27 to grant an increase, effective 7/1/91, 
in retirement benefits of persons (other than persons retiring under the Law Enforcement Officers’ 
Retirement System or the Law Enforcement Officers’ Benefit and Retirement Fund) who retired 
under the Local Government Employees’ Retirement System before 7/1/82 as follows: 4% for 
those retiring between 7/1/80 and 6/30/82, 6.6% for those retiring between 7/1/77 and 6/30/80, 
and 9% for those retiring before 7/1/77. Amends GS 128-27 and GS 135-5 to grant an increase, 
effective 7/1/91, to persons who retired under the law enforcement officers’ retirement systems 
cited above before 7/1/81 as follows: 2.3% for those retiring between 7/1/80 and 6/30/81, 9.3% 
for those retiring between 7/1/77 and 6/30/80, 14.3% for those retiring between 7/1/76 and 6/30/ 
77, and 21.3% for those retiring before 7/1/76. Provides that increases provided by this bill are to 
be in addition to any other post-retirement Increases allowed by 1991 session so as not to be 
compounded therewith. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 381. OSHA CHANGES. "7O COMPLY WITH CONGRESSIONAL CHANGES IN OSHA.” Amends GS 
95-138(a) to increase the OSHA civil penalties as follows: willful and repeated violations, $70,000 
(now, $14,000); serious violation, mandatory $7,000 (now, $2,500); non-serious violation, up to 
$7,000 (now, $1,500); failure to correct violation after citation issued, $7,000 (now, $1,000); viola- 
tion of posting requirements, $7,000 (now, $1,000).

H 382. NO STACKING OVERWEIGHT PENALTIES. "TO PROHIBIT THE STACKING OF 
OVERWEIGHT PENALTIES.” Amends GS 20-118(e)(3) to provide that schedule of penalties for 
violating weight limits shall apply separately to the highest of any axle-group weight limit violated, 
and to delete the requirement that the penalty shall be assessed on each pound in excess of the 
maximum permitted.

H 383. UNC HOSPITALS FINANCE. "TO MANAGE FINANCES BETTER AT THE UNIVERSITY OF 
NORTH CAROLINA HOSPITALS AT CHAPEL HILL." Amends GS 116-36.2(b) to add to funds defined 
as "special funds of individual institutions” operating funds of, receipts of, and General Fund 
appropriations for UNC Hospitals. Effective October 1, 1991, amends GS 105-164.13 to exempt 
from retail sales and use taxes sales to UNC Hospitals. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 384. UNC HOSPITALS FINANCE FLEXIBILITY. "TO PROVIDE GREATER FLEXIBILITY TO THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA HOSPITALS AT CHAPEL HILL.” Adds new GS 116-37(61) to 
permit UNC Hospitals to expend on patients’ behalf up to $7500 per admission for health insur- 
ance or services required to permit discharge when doing so would ultimately save money for 
UNC Hospitals. Such payments would be subject to collection as charges for the provision of 
medical services and may be withheld from lump sum payments due the patient by the state. 
Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 385. YOUTH COUNCIL CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE MAKEUP OF THE YOUTH ADVISORY 


COUNCIL." Amends GS 143B-386 to make following changes in membership of cited Council: (1) 
changes youth members’ terms from one to two years; and (2) specifies that one of the adult 
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members is to be an advisor of a local youth council at appointment and for the duration of the 
term. 
introduced by Holmes. Referred to State Government. 


H 386. AERONAUTICS AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE AMENDMENTS RELATING TO AERONAUTICS." 
Amends GS 63-68 to add planning to list of air transportation activities eligible for state loans and 
grants. Amends GS 63-73 to add repair contracts and contracts for certain services defined by 
federal law to those let under procedures for transportation projects in GS 136-28.1. 

Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 387. UNC HEALTH CARE DEBT COLLECTION. "RELATING TO THE COLLECTION OF HEALTH 
CARE DEBTS OWED ENTITIES OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Adds new GS 116-37A 
through -37G regarding the collection of amounts owed by patients (or former patients) to the 
University of North Carolina Hospitals at Chapel Hill or the School of Medicine at UNC-Chapel 
Hill, or both (referred to here collectively as “the hospital”). Provides that once the hospital has 
fixed the amount of the patient’s bill, a cause of action accrues in favor of the hospital, upon 
which the hospital may sue in Wake County, in Orange County, or in the county of the defen- 
dant’s residence. A verified, itemized statement of the account signed by the Director of Fiscal 
Services of the UNC Hospitals at Chapel Hill or his designee or the Dean of the School of 
Medicine or his designee constitutes a prima facie case. No statute of limitations applies to the 
initiation of the action or to the validity of the judgment once rendered. The suit is to be brought 
by the Attorney General on request of the hospital, except that small claims actions may be 
prosecuted by the hospital. Unpaid charges are a lien on all property of a deceased former 
patient and are payable from the the estate of the decedent as a fourth class claim. A verified 
statement of the account filed with the clerk of superior court constitutes a lien against property 
in the county owned by the patient, deceased patient, or other person legally responsible for the 
payment of the charges. No action shall be brought on such lien more than three years after the 
lien is filed. Nothing in the bill is to be construed to limit the authority of the hospital to treat 
indigent patients. However, if an indigent patient becomes reputed to be solvent, the hospital may 
proceed to collect.

H 388. ATT’Y GENERAL DEBT COLLECTIONS. "TO PROVIDE THAT SMALL DEBTS NEED NOT BE 
TURNED OVER TO THE ATTORNEY GENERAL FOR COLLECTION.” Amends GS 147-86.11(e) to 
permit agencies to use their own debt collection procedures for unpaid bills under $500 and 
amounts owed by patients that are less than Medicare Part A deductible.

H 389. SO. APPALACHIAN MAINSTREAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR SOUTHERN 
APPALACHIAN MAINSTREAM." Appropriates $485,000 from the General Fund to the Dep't of 
Correction to operate a pilot program to provide housing, employment and social readiness train- 
ing to recently released inmates at Southern Appalachian Mainstream, Inc. Requires Southern 
Appalachian to report quarterly to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations on 
the progress of the program. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 390. PLANT PEST CERTIFICATION FEES. "7O AUTHORIZE FEES FOR PLANT PEST 
INSPECTION AND CERTIFICATION.” Amends GE 106-420 to permit Board of Agriculture to set and 
collect fees as title indicates.

H 391. UNAFFILIATED CANDIDATE PETITION. "TO CONFORM THE PETITION REQUIREMENTS 
FOR UNAFFILIATED CANDIDATES TO A RECENT COURT RULES.” Amends GS 163-122 and -163 to 
reduce to 2% the number of qualified voters who must sign a petition to place an unaffillated 
candidate on the ballot for district office comprised of two or more counties, single county office 
or legislative district, or municipal office (now, 5%, 10%, and 10% respectively). Adds provision 
setting requirement for districts consisting of less than an entire county at 2%. Effective for elec- 
tions held on or after Jan. 1, 1992.

H 392. EXTEND BLAZE ORANGE REQUIREMENT. "TO EXTEND THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
HUNTERS WEAR BLAZE ORANGE TO ENCOMPASS THE HUNTING OF OTHER TYPES OF GAME." 
Amends GS 113-291.8(a) to require that hunters must wear clothing of hunter orange except 
while hunting with firearms for foxes, bobcats, raccoons, opossum’s and wild turkeys. Effective 
July 1, 1991.

H 393. WESTERN CAROLINA CENTER FUNDS (=S 300). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
WESTERN CAROLINA CENTER." identical to S 300, introduced 27 March.

H 394. URGE WELFARE REFORM CONTINUANCE. "URGING CONGRESS TO CONTINUE 
WELFARE REFORM TO ENABLE MORE PEOPLE TO AVOID LONG-TERM WELFARE DEPENDENCY." 
As title indicates. 

Introduced by Mercer. Referred to Rules. 


H 395. DIVORCE SUMMARY JUDGMENT. "TO ALLOW SUMMARY JUDGMENT FOR ABSOLUTE 
DIVORCE IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS Ch. 50-10, which requires a judge or a jury 
to make findings of material fact before granting a judgment for absolute divorce or annulment, to 
allow the court to enter summary judgment for absolute divorce and to make the required findings 
of material fact from nontestimonial evidence presented by affadavit or verified pleading. Effective 
October 1, 1991; validates prior summary Judgements of absolute divorce that meet summary 
judgment standard.

H 396. CLARIFY ALIMONY LAW. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW PERTAINING TO ACTIONS FOR ALIMONY 
OR ALIMONY PENDENTE LITE." Amends GS 50-19(c) to make clear that a divorce obtained by 
either spouse shall not affect the rights of a dependent spouse to pursue any action for alimony 
or allmony pendente lite which is pending at the time the judgment for divorce is granted. 
Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 397. RETIREMENT EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF THE COURTS 
TO EQUITABLY DIVIDE PENSION, RETIREMENT, AND DEFERRED COMPENSATION PLAN 
BENEFITS." Amends GS 50-20(b)(3), governing the payment of distributive awards in equitable 
distribution actions, to repeal the provision prohibiting courts from directing administrators of 
retirement and pension plans to pay out distributive awards of retirement and pension benefits 
before the plan beneficiary began receiving benefits, and to allow courts to order the payment of 
distributive awards of pension and retirement benefits in any manner that is permitted by the 
pension or retirement plan. Further amends this section to remove the 50% cap on the amount of 
pension or retirement benefits that could be awarded to the beneficiary’s spouse, and to allow 
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the court to award any percentage of such benefits to the beneficiary’s spouse permitted by the 
pension or retirement plan. Further amends this section to provide that if the recipient of a 
distributive award of pension benefits dies, the award will pass to the recipient’s successors or 
heirs only as permitted under the pension or retirement plan.

H 398. MARITAL ASSETS DISTRIBUTION. "TO AUTHORIZE JUDGES TO MAKE INTERIM 
ALLOCATIONS OF ASSETS PENDING A FINAL EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION JUDGMENT.” Amends GS 
50-20, the Equitable Distribution Act, to add section authorizing the Court, for just cause shown, 
to order the transfer of assets between spouses during the pendency of an equitable distribution 
action. Provides that such transferred assets will be subject to a full accounting at the final distri- 
bution stage of the equitable distribution action and that such transfers should not affect the 
court’s classification, valuation or distribution decisions.

H 399. PREKINDERGARTEN PROGRAMS. "TO ESTABLISH PREKINDERGARTEN PROGRAMS IN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Adds new GS 115C-81.2 directing the Department of Public Education 
to establish and implement a prekindergarten program for economically disadvantaged (defined 
as children from families with income below the federal poverty level) four-year-old children who 
are at risk of school failure. Directs the Department to solicit proposals from local school adminis- 
trative units and select units as it chooses to provide services to one-half of the state’s eligible 
children. States the intent of the General Assembly to make the program available to all eligible 
children in the 1993-95 biennium. Authorizes local units apply to the State Board of Education for 
funds to run such program and not only to make the program available to the children eligible but 
also to provide extended day programs and services to the parents of eligible children. Makes 
corresponding changes in various sections in GS Ch. 115C. 

Appropriates $22 million for fiscal 1991-92 and $44 million for fiscal 1992-93 from the 
General Fund to the Department of Public Education to implement the act.

H 400. MORTUARY SCIENCE REGULATIONS. "MAKE VARIOUS CHANGES IN THE BOARD OF 
MORTUARY SCIENCE PROCEDURES.” Amends GS 90-210.18 to make technical changes in elec- 
tion procedures for Board of Mortuary Science. Amends GS 90-210.23 to require funeral estab- 
lishments that fail inspections to pay for reinspections. Deletes from GS 90-210.25 provision 
prohibiting Board from registering resident trainee employed at funeral establishment performing 
fewer than 35 funerals in twelve months preceding application.

H 401. VENTURE CAPITAL WITHHOLDING. "TO PROVIDE THAT VENTURE CAPITAL 
PARTNERSHIPS ARE NOT REQUIRED TO WITHHOLD TAXES ON DISTRIBUTIONS TO NONRESIDENT 
PARTNERS.” Amends GS 105-154 as title indicates. Effective for taxable years beginning on or 
after January 1, 1992.

H 402. VEHICLE REGISTRATION ADDRESS. "TO PERMIT THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES 
TO CORRECT ITS RECORDS USING FORWARDING ADDRESSES FURNISHED BY THE POSTAL 
SERVICE.” Adds new GS 20-39(i) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Isenhower. Referred to Transportation. 
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H 403. COLLISION REPORT FEES UPPED. "7O CLARIFY CHARGES MADE FOR COPIES OF 
COLLISION REPORTS MAINTAINED BY THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES." Amends GS 20- 
166.1(i) as title indicates, changing fee for a certified copy from $4 to $5 adding a new $3 
charge for a copy provided by electronic data processing means. Effective June 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Isenhower. Referred to Finance. 


H 404. FELONY DRIVING WITHOUT LICENSE. "TO MAKE IT A FELONY TO DRIVE WITHOUT A 
LICENSE AFTER A LICENSE HAS BEEN SUSPENDED OR REVOKED FOR AN IMPAIRED DRIVING 
OR CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE VIOLATION." Adds GS 20-28(b1) as title indicates. Violation is 
Class J felony punishable by minimum imprisonment of 90 days and minimum fine of $2,000. 
Forbids suspended sentence or probation, and provides that time served may not be reduced for 
good time, gain time, or early parole. Also provides that operator’s license shall be suspended or 
revoked for another period equal to that in effect when violation occurred. Effective Jan. 1, 1992: 
applies to offenses committed on or after that date.

H 405. INCOME TAX RESIDENCY CHANGES. "70 SIMPLIFY THE DEFINITION OF THE TERM 
RESIDENT FOR INCOME TAX PURPOSES." Amends GS 105-134.1(12) to revise the definition of 
"resident” for individual income tax purposes to include an individual who is not domiciled in this 
state but who maintains a permanent place of abode here and lives in the state for an aggregate 
of more than 183 days during the taxable year (replacing language in this statute that now raises 
a presumption of residence from presence within the state for more than 183 days during the 
year). Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991.

H 406. NO INSPECTION CERTAIN TRUCKS. "TO EXEMPT CERTAIN TRUCKS REQUIRED TO BE 
INSPECTED UNDER FEDERAL REGULATIONS FROM HAVING TO ALSO BE INSPECTED UNDER THE 
STATE INSPECTION PROGRAM." Amends GS 20-183.2(a) as title indicates, exempting commercial 
motor vehicles as defined in Parts 383.3, 390.5, and 391.85 of the Federal Motor Carrier Safety 
Regulations. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Transportation. 


H 407. CONTINUE UTILITY REVIEW. "TO CONTINUE PERIODIC REVIEW OF ELECTRIC UTILITY 
FUEL COSTS.” Repeals SL 1987, Ch. 677, Sec. 5 which provides as amended for the repeal on 
July 1, 1991 of GS 62-133.2, entitled "Fuel charge adjustments for electric utilities”. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 408. FACILITIES PLAN LIMIT CERT. NEED. "TO AMEND THE CERTIFICATE OF NEED LAW TO 
IMPROVE THE ABILITY TO PLAN FOR CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY TREATMENT BEDS AND TO MAKE 
CLEAR THAT THE STATE MEDICAL FACILITIES PLAN LIMITS THE NUMBER OF BEDS OR 
FACILITIES THAT MAY BE APPROVED." Amends GS 131E-183(a) to provide that projections of 
needed beds and facilities contained in the State Medical Facilities Plan limits the number of 
health service facility beds, dialysis stations, ambulatory surgical facilities, and home health 
agencies that may receive certificates of need. Amends GS 131E-176(5b) to delete provision ex- 
Cluding residential treatment beds operated without a certificate of need from the inventory of 
chemical dependency beds in State Health Plan and provision excluding from that plan limits on 
the allocation of those beds between various kinds of chemical dependency treatment facilities. 
Effective October 1, 1991.

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S 323. VETERANS’ CHILDREN SCHOLARSHIPS-2. "TO MODIFY THE STATUTES COVERING 
SCHOLARSHIPS FOR CHILDREN OF WAR VETERANS TO INCLUDE THE CHILDREN OF VETERANS 
OF THE PERSIAN GULF WAR.” Substantially identical to S 322, introduced 28 March, except for 
title.

S 324. HOMELESS CHILDREN ASSIGNMENT. "TO CLARIFY THE STUDENT ASSIGNMENT LAW 
AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE ASSIGNMENT OF CHILDREN OF HOMELESS INDIVIDUALS AND OF 
HOMELESS CHILDREN.” Rewrites GS 115C-366 governing the assignment of students to school 
administrative units. Provides that children living in institutions, including foster homes and group 
homes, are to attend, subject to the other provisions governing assignment, the schools of the 
local school administrative unit in which the institution is located. Provides that homeless children 
are entitled to enroll in the school administrative unit in which the child actually lives. In the event 
of a dispute over which unit is appropriate, the person responsible for the child may ask the State . 
Board of Education to make a decision. That decision is binding on the local unit. Applies begin- | 
ning with 1991-92 school year. 

introduced by Walker. Referred to Education. 


S 325. CONTESTED CASE HEARING CHANGE. "TO ESTABLISH THE TIMES WITHIN WHICH 
HEALTH CARE FACILITIES MAY FILE PETITIONS FOR CONTESTED CASE HEARINGS.” Amends GS 
Ch. 131E, governing health care facilities and services, to provide that a petition for contested 
case must be filed within 30 days after the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 
mails notice of an agency decision. Creates an exception to this filing time by amending GS 
131E-103(b), in the Health Care Facilities Licensure Act, to provide that licensees have 20 days 
after the Dep’t mails notice of suspension, revocation or refusal to renew a license, to file a 
petition for contested case. Creates a second exception by amending GS 131E-109(c), within the 
same act, to provide that health care facilities have 20 days after the Dep’t mails notice of a 
suspension of admissions to file a petition for contested case. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 326. NURSE AIDE REGISTRY. "TO ESTABLISH THE AUTHORITY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES TO MAINTAIN A REGISTRY OF NURSE AIDES AND TO INCLUDE FINDINGS OF 
ABUSE, NEGLECT, AND MISAPPROPRIATION IN THE NURSE AIDE REGISTRY.” Adds new GS 
131E-111 to require the Dep’t of Human Resources to establish a registry of all nurse aides 
working in nursing facilities in the state. Provides that registry must include any findings that a 
nurse aide abused, neglected, or stole from a nursing facility resident. Permits nurse aides who 
dispute such findings to seek administrative review thereof under GS Chap. 150B.

S 327. MH/DD/SA SERVICES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO MEET THE NEED FOR 
MENTAL HEALTH, DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES IN NORTH 
CAROLINA." Makes following appropriations from General Fund for, respectively, fiscal 1991-92 
and 1992-93 for cited purposes: 

$5,435,000 and $6,265,000 to Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities and 
Substance Abuse Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, for the continued development of commu- | 
nity based periodic, day/night and 24-hour services in accordance with the Comprehensive Long- 
Range Pian for Adults with Severe and Persistent Mental Iliness. 

$787,000 and $1,100,000 to same division for start-up and operational funds for adult 
mental health residential programs in accordance with the same plan. 

$1,135,000 and $1,635,000 to the same division for the expansion of psychiatric rehabllita- 
tion services to long-term mentally ill patients and the addition of 33 health care technicians at 
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Umstead Hospital. 

$1,000,000 and $2,000,000 to same division for antipsychotic drugs for treatment of Indi- 
gent schizophrenics.

S 329. NURSING ACT TECHNICAL AMENDMENT. "TO MAKE VARIOUS TECHNICAL AND 
CLARIFYING AMENDMENTS TO THE NURSING PRACTICE ACT.” Amends GS 90-171.20(5) to in- 
clude within the definition of nursing programs, educational programs for registered nurses who 
are pursuing a BA in nursing. Amends GS 90-171.37, covering the revocation and denial of 
nursing licenses, to require the Board of Nursing to initiate an investigation upon receiving infor- 
mation concerning improper nursing practices. Further amends GS 90-171.37 to authorize the 
Board of Nursing to impose the sanctions listed in this section against any person who violates 
the provisions of the Nursing Practice Act rather than just willful violators of the act. Amends GS 
90-171.47 to make it mandatory for any person who has reasonable cause to suspect misconduct 
to report this to the Board.

S 330. STREAM OBSTRUCTION ENFORCEMENT. "TO MAKE THE OBSTRUCTION OF STREAMS 
AND DITCHES A STRICT LIABILITY OFFENSE, TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR THE 
OBSTRUCTION OF STREAMS AND DITCHES, AND TO REDEFINE THE AUTHORITY OF FOREST LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS TO ENFORCE THE PROHIBITION AGAINST OBSTRUCTION OF STREAMS 
AND DITCHES." Amends GS 77-13 to make it a misdemeanor to block the flow of a branch, 
creek, stream, or other natural passage for water (under current law, the blockage, to constitute 
a misdemeanor, must be done willfully). Makes the misdemeanor punishable by a fine of $500 
(current law, $50) or six months imprisonment (current law, 30 days) or both, and empowers the 
court to order the removal of the obstruction and restoration of the waterway and to permit 
authorized employees of the enforcing agency to enter the property. Extends enforcement author- 
ity to all law enforcement officers having territorial jurisdiction. Makes corresponding changes with 
respect to ditches in GS 77-14.

S 331. HEALTH INSURANCE REFORM BLANK. "7O ADOPT MODEL LEGISLATION OF THE 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF INSURANCE COMMISSIONERS IN ORDER TO PROMOTE THE 
AVAILABILITY OF HEALTH INSURANCE TO SMALL EMPLOYER GROUPS, TO PREVENT ABUSIVE 
RATING PRACTICES, TO REQUIRE DISCLOSURE OF RATING PRACTICES TO PURCHASERS, TO 
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ESTABLISH RULES FOR CONTINUITY OF COVERAGE FOR EMPLOYERS AND COVERED 
INDIVIDUALS, AND TO IMPROVE THE EFFICIENCY AND FAIRNESS OF THE SMALL GROUP HEALTH 
INSURANCE MARKETPLACE." Blank bill contains no substantive provisions.

S 332. INSURANCE TERMINATION CRIMES. "7O PROVIDE FOR CRIMINAL PENALTIES FOR 
EMPLOYERS WHO CAUSE TERMINATION OF GROUP LIFE OR HEALTH INSURANCE COVERAGE BY 
NONPAYMENT OF PREMIUMS AND TO REQUIRE INSURERS TO NOTIFY EMPLOYEES OF SUCH 
NONPAYMENT PRIOR TO TERMINATION, AND TO PROVIDE FOR CRIMINAL PENALTIES FOR THE 
FAILURE BY EMPLOYERS WHO SELF-INSURE FOR LIFE OR HEALTH BENEFITS TO TERMINATE 
COVERAGE OF EMPLOYEES WITHOUT PRIOR NOTICE TO THEIR EMPLOYEES." Blank bill contains 
no substantive provisions.

S 333. INSURANCE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO ADD 
CORRECTIONS IN THE INSURANCE LAWS." Amends numerous sections of GS Ch. 58 as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referrred to Insurance. 


S 334. THIRD PARTY ADMINISTRATORS REWRITE. "TO REWRITE THE LAWS ON THIRD PARTY 
ADMINISTRATORS.” Amends GS Ch. 58, Art. 56 to rewrite the laws on third party administrators. 
Adds GS 58-56-2 which defines the significant terms in the article. Defines “Insurer” as any 
person providing life or health insurance or workers compensation insurance, but excluding provi- 
ders of employee benefit plans which are governed by federal Employees Retirement Income 
Security Act (ERISA). “Third Party Administrator” (TPA) is defined as any person who solicits 
insurance business, underwrites insurance contracts, collects premiums or settles claims in con- 
nection with life or health insurance coverage except: employers acting on behalf of employees; 
unions; authorized insurers; licensed insurance agents or brokers; creditors pursuing insured 
debts; a trust acting pursuant to 29 USC 186; a trust exempt from taxation under IRC Section 
501(a); custodians acting pursuant to a custodian account that meets requirements of IRC 
Section 401(f); credit unions and financial institutions when collecting premiums for authorized 
insurers or agents; attorneys settling claims in normal course of business, licensed adjusters; ad- 
ministrators of ERISA plans; or licensed management general agents. 

Adds GS 58-56-6 to require that TPA’s act pursuant to a written agreement with an insurer 
including all provisions required under this Article and statement of duties of the TPA. Agreement 
may be terminated for cause but the insurer remains responsible for fulfilling any lawful obligation 
with respect to policies affected by agreement. 

Adds GS 58-56-11 to provide that premiums paid to a TPA will be deemed to have been 
received by the insurer utilizing the TPA’s services, and that claims paid by insurer through TPA 
will not be deemed to have been paid to the insured until such payments are received by the 
insured. 

Adds GS 58-56-16 to require a TPA to maintain complete records of its insurance transac- 
tions for a period of five years, unless these records are properly transferrd to a new TPA working 
for the same insurer, that the insurer employing the TPA is the owner of the records pertaining to 
the insurer, and that the Commissioner of Insurance shall have access to these records. 

Adds GS 58-56-21 to provide that an insurer must approve any advertising used by the TPA 
pertaining to the insurer’s business. Adds GS 58-56-26 to provide that insurers are ultimately 
responsible for the administration of their insurance programs, which includes assuming responsi- 
bility for determining rates, criteria and payment policies, and reviewing the operations of any 
TPA who adminsters benefits for more than 100 of the insurer’s clients. 
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Adds GS 58-56-31 to provide that TPAs shall hold any premiums collected in a fiduciary 
capacity, shall keep separate records for each insurer for whom the TPA works, and shall render 
a periodic accounting these insurers. Further provides that the TPA shall not pay any claims by 
withdrawing from the fiduciary account in which premiums are deposited but shall only make with- 
drawals from this account as provided by written agreements between the TPA and insurers. 

Adds GS 58-56-36 to prohibit making a TPA’s compensation contingent upon savings ef- 
fected in claims paid. A TPA may receive a commission based upon premiums collected or 
number of claims processed. 

Adds GS 58-56-41 to provide that when a TPA is employed by an insurer, the TPA must 
send notice to covered individuals informing them of the identity of the TPA and the relationship 
between the TPA and the insurer. Further provides that TPAs must itemize and explain all fees 
charged to covered individuals, may not charge such individuals for services for which the TPA Is 
paid by the insurer, and must disclose all charges, fees and commissions received in connection 
with the administration of the insurer’s business to the insurer. 

Adds GS 58-56-46 requiring TPAs to promptly deliver communications from the insurer to 
insureds. Adds GS 58-56-51 requiring TPAs to be licensed annually by the Commissioner of 
Insurance. Provides for a license fee of $100 and lists a series of financial and business docu- 
ments that must be submitted as part of an application for a license. Gives the Commissioner the 
right to inspect agreements between insurers and TPAs. Gives the Commisioner the authority to 
refuse to issue a TPA license if an applicant is not competent or not financially responsible. 
Defines out-of-state TPAs and provides that out-of-state TPAs are not required to be licensed in 
North Carolina. Provides that TPAs who work exclusively for ERISA plans do not have to be li- 
censed but must verify their status annually with the Commissioner. Adds GS 58-56-56 to grant 
the Commissioner authority to waive application requirements if the applicant is licensed by an- 
other state with licensing standards at least as restrictive as North Carolina. 

Adds 58-56-61 to require TPAs to file an annual report with the Commissioner, due on 
March 1 of each year which shall include a list of the insurers for whom the TPA is employed. 

Adds GS 58-56-66 to provide that the Commissioner must revoke or suspend a TPA’s li- 
cense if the TPA is in unsound financial condition, is engaging in business practices hazardous to 
insureds or the public, or fails to timely pay any judgment rendered against it in this state. 
Further provides that the Commissioner may revoke or suspend a license if the TPA violates an 
insurance regulation, refuses to allow inspection of its records, refuses to pay or underpays 
proper claims, is affiliated with a TPA or insurer that has engaged in improper practices, at any 
time fails to meet the qualifications for licensure, is convicted of or pleads guilty to a felony, or Is 
under suspension or revocation in another state. A TPA’s license may be immediately revoked 
without notice or hearing if the TPA is insolvent or in receivership, or if the TPA poses an Immi- 
nent threat to public safety or welfare. 

Repeals GS 58-56-1, -10, -15, -20, -25, -30, -35, -40, -45, -50, -55, and -60. Effective 
October 1, 1991.

S 335. MEWA REGULATION. "7TO REGULATE MULTIPLE EMPLOYER WELFARE ARRANGEMENTS | 
THAT ARE NOT SUBJECT TO THE EMPLOYEE RETIREMENT INCOME SECURITY ACT.” Adds new 
GS 58-49-35 to -65 requiring those multiple employer welfare arrangements (MEWAs) (defined in, 
federal law at 29 USC 1002(40)(A)) that are exempt from regulation under the federal Employee 
Retirement Income Security Act to obtain a license from the Comm'r of Insurance. Restricts li- 
censes to MEWAs that are (1) nonprofit; (2) es‘ablished by trade, industry or professional asso- 
ciations; (3) run under a trust agreement giving a board of trustees complete fiscal control; and 

(4) neither offered nor advertised to the public. Requires MEWAs to maintain excess insurance 

and loss reserves in accordance with sound actuarial principles and to demonstrate to Comm’r its : 
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ability to meets its liabilities. Specifies documentation to be included in application for license, 
including description of benefits and coverage offered, copy of excess insurance agreement, 
feasibility study conducted by independent actuary, and audited financial statement showing ade- 
quate loss reserves. Requires MEWAs to report to Comm’r on activities and financial condition 
and gives Comm'r power to investigate same. Permits Comm’r to deny, suspend or revoke 
MEWA’s license on specified grounds, including insolvency; charging excessive, inadequate, or 
unfair rates; loss of actuarial soundness; and violation of Comm’rs’ orders or of insurance laws. 
Authorizes Comm’r to implement plan to improve financial condition of a MEWA that with contin- 
ued operation may become impaired or insolvent. Makes conforming amendments to GS 58-49- 
30.

S 336. MEDICAL DATABASE SUNSET. "TO REPEAL THE EXPIRATION DATE OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA MEDICAL DATABASE COMMISSION." Repeals SL 1985, Ch. 757, Sect. 208(d), which 
terminates NC Medical Database Comm’n on July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 337. FIRE INSPECTOR TECH. AMEND. "TO MAKE A TECHNICAL CORRECTION IN THE LAW 
REGARDING CERTIFICATES FOR FIRE PREVENTION INSPECTORS." Amends GS 143-151.13(c) to 
specify that fire prevention inspectors have untill July 1, 1993 to complete in-service training to 
remain exempt from the requirement of certification for building code inspection. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Veterans. 


S 338. INSURANCE DEPARTMENT FEES. "TO RAISE MISCELLANEOUS FEES COLLECTED BY 
THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE.” Raises fees as follows:

S 339. INSURANCE SUBSTANTIVE AMENDS. "7O MAKE SUBSTANTIVE AMENDMENTS TO THE 
INSURANCE LAWS AND OTHER LAWS RELATED TO THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE." Makes 
the following changes to GS 58, 143, 131E, and 97. 

Amends GS 58-36-50 to require certain farmers mutual fire insurance association and to 


_ domestic insurance companies doing business on the assessment plan to use state-promulgated 


policy forms for kinds of insurance written and file for approval policy forms and endorsements; 
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Amends GS 58-8-35 to require insurance companies to print contingent liability of its mem- 
bers on front of policy in accordance with commissioner’s rules; 

Repeals GS 58-33-35(b) to eliminate exemption from licensing examination for agents for 
farmers mutual fire insurance association and assessment-plan insurance companies; 

Adds GS 58-41-50(g) to allow insurers to develop and use an individual form or rate if par- 
ticular risk is unique, if done in accordance with commissioner’s rules; 

Rewrites GS 58-43-5 to authorize commissioner to adopt rules permitting insurer at option 
of insured to replace properties insured with fire insurance with substitute property when "func- 
tional replacement” not possible or feasible; 

Amends GS 58-25-5(a) to exempt from requirement of insurance certificate the writing of 
marine insurance policies other than inland marine insurance policies; 

Amends GS 58-7-15 to redefine “annuity” to exclude requirement that periodic payments 
be dependent upon the continuance of human life; 

Amends GS 58-58-140(9) to provide that if group life insurance policy terminated for a 
class; insurer must offer insured an individual policy in an amount not to exceed smaller of indi- 
vidual’s net lost coverage or $10,000 (now, $2,000); 

Amends GS 58-51-80(g) to provide that rate adjustments for group accident or group health 
insurance policies must be preceded by a 60-day notice prior to the effective date of any rate 
increase or any policy benefit revision and a notice of nonrenewal must be given 60 days prior to 
termination; 

Amends GS 58-51-30 to provide for coverage of infants and adopted and foster children 
(now, infants only) and for such coverage to be provided by health care plan of a HMO; 

Amends GS 58-67-50(c) to allow commissioner to act upon evidence of HMO coverage and 
premium rates within 90 days (now, 30 days) after filing if such are not to be deemed approved; 

Adds GS 58-3-102 to require health insurer to inform the insured or insured’s health provi- 
der whether. particular health care treatment or procedure is eligible for benefits within 10 days 
after request received and provides for $1,000 per day penalty if insurer fails to comply; 

Amends GS 58-69-5 to provide that motor club selling insurance must display prominently a 
valid license issued by the commissioner in each office in which insurance is issued; 

Rewrites GS 58-33-25(e) to authorize limited representative to qualify for a license without 
examination to sell bail bonds executed or countersigned by surety bondsmen; 

Amends GS 58-71-80 to add to the grounds for denial, suspension, revocation, or refusal to 
renew a bail bond license "financial irresponsibility” and any cause for which issuance could not 
have been refused had it then existed and been known to the commissioner at time of issuance; 

Amends GS 58-71-105 to add to list of persons prohibited from becoming surety on a bail 
bond or a runner the spouses of any such person; 

Amends GS 58-71-185 to allow court to establish fine or term of imprisonment for violations 
of laws relating to ball bondsmen and runners; 

Amends GS 58-71-165 to provide that any person who willfully falsifies a report of a pro- 
fessional bail bondsmen or surety bondsmen is guilty of a class J felony; 

Amends GS 58-71-170 to authorize commissioner to conduct examinations of surety 
bondsmen under authority to examine bail bondsmen and under general authority to examine 
records of insurance agencies and agents; 

Adds GS 58-71-167 & -168 to require writien memorandum of agreement between principal 
and surety if ball bond premium payments deferred or paid after defendant released from custody — 
and requires certain bail-bonding-related records to be kept and maintained for not less than 
three years; 

Amends GS 58-70-65 to require collection agency permit holders located outside state to 
deposit in a separate trust account funds to pay monies due or owing collection creditors or 
forwarders within state; 
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Amends GS 131E-211(e) to change quorum on North Carolina Medical Database Comm'n 
from majority to members of comm’n who are present and who are entitled to vote; 

Amends GS 97-143 to authorize commissioner to assign and deliver to the N.C. Self- 
Insurance Ass’n the deposit made by an insolvent member if deposit needed to pay covered 
claims against premium taxes owed and to pay expenses of the association relating to covered 
claims against the insolvent member; 

Amends 58-51-20(a) to increase notice of nonrenewal of certain hospitalization and accident 
and health policies; 

Adds GS 58-63-22 to provide for the use and modification by the commissioner of cease 
and desist orders in proceedings involving charges of unfair trade practices and repeals prior 
statute (GS 58-63-30); 

Adds GS 58-62-92 to provide procedure for an appeal to the commissioner from a decision 
of the Life and Health Insurance Guaranty Ass’n and adds GS 58-48-42 to provide for appeals of 
decisions of the Postassessment Insurance Guaranty Ass’n; 

Amends GS 58-7-75(5)(d) to increase the amount of capital and/or surplus required for town 
or county mutual insurance companies; 

Repeais GS 58-42-55, which provides for the promulgation of mandatory or voluntary risk 
sharing plans; 

Adds GS 143-143.13(a) to provide that the N.C. Manufactured Housing Board may deny, 
suspend, or revoke a license for a manufactured home manufacturer, dealer, salesman, or set-up 
contractor who knowingly engages a person to perform set-up operations who is not licensed for 
such; 

Adds GS 143-143.25 to direct Manufactured Housing Division of the Insurance Dep't to 
provide staff support and administer and enforce manufactured housing licensing and warranty 
requirements; 

Adds GS 58-63-15(14) to provide that failure of an insurer found liable for civil claims to 
certain third parties to provide notice of claim settlement payments to such parties shall not 
create a cause of action against the insurer for such failure.

S 340. ALARM SYSTEMS LICENSING AMENDS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO THE 
NORTH CAROLINA ALARM SYSTEMS LICENSING ACT.” Makes numerous clarifying and technical 
changes to GS Ch. 74D, the Alarm Systems Licensing Act, and the following substantive amend- 
ments: (1) permits a department or division of a firm to be separately licensed under the Acct if it 
is distinct from the parent firm and operates from another premises; (2) authorizes board mem- 
bers who are not state employees to draw $100 per diem while engaged in official board busi- 
ness; (3) authorizes board to choose a vice-chairman and provides that chairman is an industry 
representative the vice-chairman must be a non-industry representative and vice versa; (4) ex- 
tends term of license to two years (now, one); (5) increases fees chargeable by the board and 
institute new fees for branch office certificate and limited monitoring and responding license; and 
(6) requires new employees to register within 20 days after employment begins.

S 341. VITAL RECORDS FEES. "7O INCREASE VITAL RECORDS FEES AND TO ESTABLISH A 
NONREVERTING VITAL RECORDS AUTOMATION FUND." Amends GS 130A-93 and adds new GS 
130A-93.1 to set a new fee schedule for vital records searches and copies and to set up a nonre- 
verting vital records automation fund for the purpose of fully automating the vital records system. 
The new fees would be up to $10 for issuing a copy of a vital record or searching when no copy 
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is made and an additional $10 when expedited service is specifically requested. When funds suf- 
ficient to fully automate the system have accumulated, further funds are to be available to the 
General Assembly for appropriation for public health purposes. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 342. INSURER SOLVENCY PROGRAM (=H 357). "TO AMEND AND IMPROVE THE INSURANCE 
LAWS ON THE MONITORING OF THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF INSURANCE COMPANIES IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE FINANCIAL REGULATION STANDARDS AND INSURANCE DEPARTMENT 
ACCREDITATION PROGRAM OF THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF INSURANCE COMMISSIONERS." 
Identical to H 357, introduced 27 March. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Insurance. 


S 343. ABC LAW AMENDMENTS. "AMENDING THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL LAWS." 
Amends GS 18B-301(b) to raise from four liters to five the amount of liquor or fortified wine that a 
person may possess at the residence of another, on noncommerial property not open to the 
public with the consent of the owner, and at a brown-bagging establishment. Also amends GS 
18B-1006(b) to raise from four liters to five the limit that can be held in a member’s locker at a 
private club (and extends that privilege to congressionally-chartered veterans organizations).

Adds new GS 18B-702(f) to make GS 14-90 (embezzlement of property received by virtue of office 
or employment) and GS 14-254 (malfeasance of corporation officers and agents) applicable to 
persons appointed to or employed by an ABC board and makes violations of either statute by 
such person a Class H felony. Amends GS 18B-805(e) to provide that local governing bodies, with 
the approval of the ABC Commission, may alter the manner of distribution of revenues from ABC 
sales available to that unit under GS 18B-805 or any local act, except that it may not alter any 
distribution called for by a local act to other entities such as school boards, libraries, and hospi- 
tals unless that entity agrees. Adds new GS 18B-904 to provide that in any hearing in which the 
suitability of a location or applicant is an issue, a local government official may be designated by 
the local governing authority to make recommendations pursuant to GS 18B-901(b) and may 
testify at the hearing without further qualification or authorization.

AND NATURAL RESOURCES." As title indicates. 

introduced by Simpson. Referred to Environment. 


S 345. WILDERNESS CAMPING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO MAINTAIN AND IMPROVE 
THE WILDERNESS CAMPING PROGRAM IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Appropriates from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Youth Services: (1) $134,006 for 1991-92 and $144,726 
for 1992-93 to fund six program slots for children eliminated from budget for Eckerd Family Youth 
Alternatives, Inc., NC Wilderness Camps in 1990-91 due to lack of state funds; (2) $228,480 for 
1991-92 and $246,758 for 1992-93 to increase salaries of counselors with Eckerd Family Youth 
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Alternatives Inc. to level commensurate with with that paid to counselors at Camp Woodson; (3) _ 
$240,000 in for 1991-92 and $259,200 for 1992-93 for eight family services workers to provide six 
months services to each child and its family graduating from Eckerd Family Youth Alternatives, 
Inc. Wilderness Camp. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 346. BUY OUT-OF-STATE RETIREMENT. "TO RESTORE THE PROVISION FOR PURCHASE OF 
OUT-OF-STATE SERVICE IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND 
THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Adds GS 128-26(j2) and GS 
135-4(11) as title indicates. Prescribes formulas for computing cost of such purchase. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 347. PROPERTY TAX RECORDS SECRECY (=H 375). "TO PROVIDE THAT THE COUNTY TAX 
ASSESSOR SHALL MAKE CERTAIN TAXPAYER BUSINESS RECORDS AVAILABLE TO THE 
EMPLOYMENT SECURITY COMMISSION ON REQUEST.” Identical to H 375, introduced 28 March. 
Introduced by Smith. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 348. AMEND STATE AUDITOR’S DUTIES. "TO AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING TO THE 
STATE AUDITOR." Repeals GS Ch. 112, "Confederate Homes and Pensions.” Amends GS 147- 
64.6(c)(13) to reduce from 30 to 15 working days of receipt of draft report the time given auditees 
to provide written responses to audits of economy and efficiency and of program results for inclu- 
sion in State Auditors’ final report. Amends GS 7A-343.1 to entitle Dep’t of State Auditor to one 
copy of reports of NC Court of Appeals. 

Amends numerous GS sections to eliminate State Auditor’s role in (1) payment of certain 
judgments against the State Treasurer (GS 43-51); (2) payment of counsel to prosecute banking 
offenses (GS 53-134); (3) audit of Board of Nursing, Board of Examiners of Practicing 
Psychologists, and Board of Therapeutic Recreation Certification fees receipts (GS 90-171.25, 
90-270.18, and 90C-7); (4) refund of sales and use tax overpayments (GS 105-164.41); (5) awards 
of aid to blind persons (GS 111-18); (6) payment to certain Governor Morehead School students 
(GS 115C-133); (7) payment of the militia (127A-106); (8) audit of special wildlife conservation 
fund (GS 143-247.2); and (9) certification of expenses of sheriffs in transporting certain prisoners 
(GS 148-29). 

Updates and standardizes statutory language describing the power of the Auditor with 
respect to (1) Rescue Squad Workers’ Relief Fund (GS 58-88-15); (2) Dep’t of Human Resources 
business enterprises for the blind (GS 111-27.1); (3) Wildlife Endowment Fund (GS 143.250.1); (4) 
Marine Fisheries Endowment Fund (GS 143B-289.8); and (5) Marine Fisheries special conserva- 
tion fund (GS 143B-289.9). in each instance language now provides that these funds or activities 
are "subject to the oversight of the State Auditor pursuant to” GS Ch. 147, Art. 5A.

S 349. SALE OF EASMENTS TO FILL. "TO PERMIT THE SALE OF EASMENTS TO FILL FOR LESS 
THAN FAIR MARKET VALUE.” Amends GS 146-6(c), which allows owners of land adjoining naviga- 
ble water to purchase easments to fill areas immediately in front of their land from the Dep't of 
Administration, to exempt the purchase of such easments from the provisions of GS 146-29.1, 
which prohibits the sale or lease of State owned real estate to private parties for less than fair 
market value.

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S 350. STATE PUBLICATION GUIDELINES. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE STATE LIBRARY SHALL 
ADMINISTER STATE PUBLICATION GUIDELINES." Amends GS 143-170.2 to transfer from the Dep’t 
of Administration to the State Library responsibility for administering state publications procedure 
manuals. Authorizes State Library to revise guidelines originally issued by Dep’t of Administration 
on April 1, 1990, at any time after July 1, 1990, provided that proposed revisions must be distrib- 
uted to all affected agencies who must be given a 30-day review and comment period. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Travel and Tourism. 


S 351. REGISTER OF DEEDS PENSION CHANGES. "7O RAISE THE MAXIMUM AMOUNT AND TO 
LOWER THE SERVICE REQUIREMENT FOR ELIGIBILITY IN THE REGISTER OF DEEDS’ 
SUPPLEMENTAL PENSION FUND." Effective July 1, 1991, amends GS 161-50.4(a) and -50.5(a) to 
(1) reduce the minimum period of service that one must have as register of deeds to qualify for a 
supplemental pension to ten years (now, twelve), (2) increase the maximum aggregate benefit of 
pension received under LGERS and the supplemental pension plan to 75% of the annual salary 
immediately preceding retirement (now, 65%), and (3) increase maximum monthly base rate for 
benefit computation to $1,200 (now, $1,000).

S 352. DOT UNDERGROUND TANKS. "7O ADDRESS ACQUISTION AND COMPENSATION BY THE 
DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION OF PROPERTY THAT IS CONTAMINATED BY LEAKING 
PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS AND THE DEPARTMENT'S ELIGIBILITY FOR THE 
COMMERCIAL AND NONCOMMERCIAL LEAKING PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK 
FUNDS." Amends GS Ch. 136, Art. 9, which governs condemnation proceedings by the Dep’t of 
Transportation, to add section authorizing DOT to appropriate any additional land that is neces- 
sary in order to investigate and clean up contamination, if a leaking petroleum underground stor- 
age tank is discovered within a DOT right-of-way. Further provides that if DOT aquires 
contaminated rights-of-way or surrounding areas pursuant to this section, the Dep’t is eligible for 
the Commercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Cleanup Fund or the 
Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Fund to the extent that the former 
owner or owners were eligible for these funds. Allows DOT to recover the costs of investigating 
and cleaning up contaminated rights-of-way it acquires from any party responsible for the con- 
tamination, and specifically authorizes the Department to offset such costs against condemnation 
damages it owes to any responsible party, and to place a lien against property owned by respon- 
sible parties from whom the Dep’t acquires the contaminated rights-of-way by condemnation. 
introduced by Goldston. Referred to Environment. 


S 353. STATE LIBRARY COMM’N MEMBERS. "TO MODIFY THE MEMBERSHIP AND 
APPOINTMENT OF THE STATE LIBRARY COMMISSION." Amends GS 143B-91, which covers mem- 
bership on the State Library Commission, to increase the number of members from 11 to 15 and 
to modify the appointment process. Under the new process, the governor will appoint eight mem- 
bers, the lieutenant governor and the speaker will each appoint one member, three members will 
be appointed by the NC Public Library Directors Assoc., two members will be the president and 
the president-elect of the NC Library Assoc. and two members will be appointed by the Board of 
Directors of this association. The State Librarian shall be an ex officlo member and shall act as 
secretary. The members will serve staggered four year terms and appointments to fill vacancies 
shail be for the remainder of the unexpired term. Appointees may serve no more than two suc- 
cessive terms, and a chair shall be chosen from among the gubernatorial appointees, and shall

serve no more than two successive two-year terms. Provides that the Commission shall meet at 
least twice a year and establishes various standing committees to advise the Secretary of Cultural 
Resources, the Commission and the State Librarian. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 354. STATE LIBRARY COMM’N DUTIES. "TO REVISE THE DUTIES OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
STATE LIBRARY COMMISSION.” Amends GS 143B-90 as title indicates. Directs the Comm'n (1) to 
work for the financial support of statewide and local public library and interlibrary services; (2) to 
aid and advise the Sec’y of Cultural Resources in the development of information services for the 
well-being of the state; and (3) to aid the Sec’y in the recruitment of a state librarian. Deletes 
duties concerning the evaluation and approval of certain state library plans. Effective July 1,1991. 
Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Travel and Tourism. 


S$ 355. LRC STUDY PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE PUBLIC RECORDS LAW." Authorizes the Legislative Research 
Commission to study the issue of whether the public records law should be changed to conform 
to technological changes in record keeping and to report its findings and recommended legisla- 
tion to the 1992 session or the 1993 sessopm or both. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 356. COMMUNICABLE DISEASE PENALTY. "TO MODIFY PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE 
COMMUNICABLE DISEASE LAW." Amends GS 130A-25 to set minimum, mandatory 12-month 
prison term for persons convicted of violating communicable disease laws. Effective October 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 357. STATE NUTRITION PROGRAM. "TO REVISE THE ADVISORY FUNCTIONS OF THE 
NUTRITION PROGRAM IN THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL 
RESOURCES.” Amends GS 130A-361 to permit nutrition program in Dep’t of Environment, Health, 
and Natural Resources to advise local agencies and to give the program additional discretion in 
deciding which activities to conduct. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S$ 358. WIC ADMINISTRATIVE PENALTIES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO IMPOSE A MONETARY PENALTY FOR 
VIOLATION OF RULES GOVERNING NUTRITION STANDARDS.” Adds new GS 130A-22(¢1) to permit 
the Sec’y of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to assess monetary penalties against 
vendors violating rules in the Women, Infants, and Children supplemental food program when 
vendor disqualification would result in hardship to those receiving benefits. Sets penalty at 5% of 
vendors’ average monthly redemptions for previous twelve months multiplied by the number of 
months in disqualification period.

S 359. ASBESTOSIS EXAMS FEES. "TO TRANSFER AUTHORITY TO SET FEES FOR SCREENING 
TESTS FOR ASBESTOSIS OR SILICOSIS TO THE SEC’Y OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL 
RESOURCES.” Amends GS 97-73 as title indicates. Amends GS 97-72 to allow Sec’y of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources to set amount paid for reading screening films at an 
amount not to exceed $10. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Environment. 
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S 360. IMMINENT HAZARD REDEFINED. "TO CHANGE THE DEFINITION OF ‘IMMINENT HAZARD’ 
IT APPLIES TO CHAPTER 130A OF THE GENERAL STATUTES.” Amends GS 130A-2 to define “im- 
minent hazard” as a threat to human life, of serious physical injury, or of serious adverse health 
effects (now, defined as immediate threat to life). Deletes from definition a serious risk of irrepa- 
rable damage to environment. 

introduced by Murphy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 361. ADDITIONAL AGGRAVATING FACTORS. "TO MAKE NORTH CAROLINA'S CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT STATUTE MORE EQUITABLE.” Amends GS 15A-2000, concerning proceedings in 
capital punishment cases, to add three additional aggravating factors that may be considered in 
deciding whether to impose the death penalty. These factors are: that the murder was committed 
because of the victim’s race, ethnicity or religion; that the murder victim was a child legs than 12 
years old and the defendant acted with specific intent to kill; or that the murder was an assassi- 
nation of the U.S. President or Vice President, a member of the U.S. Congress, a state governor 
or lieutenant governor, or a head of state of a foreign country. Effective October 1, 1991. 
introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 362. U.S.S. NC BATTLESHIP. "7O EXTEND THE TERM OF OFFICE OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
U.S.S. NORTH CAROLINA BATTLESHIP COMMISSION." Directs that those members of cited 
Comm'n appointed for terms ending in 1991 shall serve an additional two-year period and in- 
creases the term of thelr successors from two to four years. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Travel and Tourism. 


S 363. FISHERIES INSPECTION AUTHORITY. "TO CLARIFY THE INSPECTION AUTHORITY OF 
MARINE FISHERIES INSPECTION. Amends GS 113-136 specifically to authorize inspectors to (1) 
detain those believed to have engaged in regulated activity, (2) make warrantless searches of fish 
and wildlife, equipment, nets, equipment, licenses, and holding containers to detemine legal com- 
pliance; and (3) make warrantless entry and Inspection of structures other than private dwelling, 
including refrigerated rooms or coolers used for storage or processing of fish. Requires inspec- 
tion of structures to be conducted when premises ar open for business or fish being handled. 
Also authorizes inspection of fishery products or equipment in vehicles stopped by inspectors. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 364. CLARIFY STATE FUNDS AND ACCOUNTS/BLANK. "TO CONFORM THE FUNDS AND 
ACCOUNTS OF THE STATE TO GENERALLY ACCEPTED ACCOUNTING PRINCIPLES.” Blank bill 
cpmtaoms mp substantive provisions. 

introduced by Royall. Referred to Ways and Means. 


S 365. "DEPENDENT CHILD’ /IV-D CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF "DEPENDENT 
CHILD” IN IV-D CASES TO INCLUDE PERSONS OVER EIGHTEEN BUT UNDER TWENTY WHO ARE 
STILL IN HIGH SCHOOL.” Amends GS Ch. 110, Art. 9, which governs the administration of the 
IV-D child support program, to include within the definition of "dependent child” for purposes of 
this article, persons between the ages of 18 and 20 who are in high school. Effective July 1, 
1991. 

introduced by Marvin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 366. MARIJUANA TRAFFICKING. "TO PROVIDE THAT POSSESSION OF ONE HUNDRED 
MARIJUANA PLANTS IS A FELONY AND TO REDUCE TO TEN POUNDS THE MINIMUM AMOUNT 
FOR TRAFFICKING IN MARIJUANA.” Amends GS 90-95(h)(1) to make it a Class H felony, punish- 
able by at least five years imprisonment and a fine of not less than $5,000 to possess, manufac-

ture or conduct transactions involving more than 100 marijuana plants, and to reduce the amount 
of marijuana that it is a felony to possess, manufacture or otherwise deal in, from 50 pounds to 
10 pounds. Effective October 1, 1991.

S 367. PUBLIC HEALTH STUDY. "TO ESTABLISH THE PUBLIC HEALTH STUDY COMMISSION." 
Adds new GS 120, Art.22 to establish a permanent study commission as title indicates. Directs 
comm’n to study availability and accessibility of public health services by (1) evaluating current 
organizational structure of public health system; (2) evaluating public health service delivery and 
personnel needs in county or district health departments; (3) determining needs for training pro- 
grams for local boards of health; (4) reviewing local health department facilties; (5) examinng the 
need for legislation concerning AIDS; (vi) estabishing a standing subcommittee of not more than 
11 members to study public health system financing (the subcommittee is directed to consider 
the 1989-90 Public Health Study Comm’n’s report); (7) proposing a long-range plan for funding 
the public health system (the Comm’n may request the state health director to develop such a 
plan in consultation with Comm'n for Health Services and submit it to study comm’n); (8) estab- 
lishing a standing subcommittee to study injury prevention and control (subcommittee directed to 
study matter at least annually and make recommendatins to full Comm'n). 

Comm'n consists of 21 members: (a) House speaker appoints seven (including four House 
members; (b) Senate president pro tem. appoints seven (including four Senate members); (c) gov- 
ernor appoints seven (a recipient of public health services, a public health director, a county 
commissioner, an advocate for the low-income people, the Sec’y of Human Resources (or his 
designee), a physician, and an individual involved in the administration or funding of public health 
services. Member terms last two years; members may be reappointed for two consecutive terms 
and appointed again if off the board for two years. 

Directs Comm'n to report biennially to General Assembly not later than 30 days after it 
convenes. Directs the 1993 report to include the long-range plan called for above. Appropriates 
$50,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium to fund first two years of the study. 

Directs the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to perform following tasks 
and report to comm’n: (1) implement a plan to obtain private money to support public health 
activities; (2) establish a system for assessing health needs for each county; (3) plan for develop- 
ment of computerized statewide data retrieval system to be presented to comm’n by Oct. 1, 
1992, and (4) establish with the Comm’n for Health Services statewide health outcme standards 
and deliverty standards. 

Effective July 1,1991. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 368. MONROE PROPERTY DISPOSITION. "TO PERMIT THE CITY OF MONROE TO DISPOSE OF 
CERTAIN PROPERTY ACQUIRED BY EMINENT DOMAIN." Modifies GS 160A-279(a) as It applies to 
Monroe to allow condemned property to be conveyed by private sale to a public or private entity 

that will carry out a public purpose. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Local Government. 


S 369. PERMANENT PLATES ON TRAILERS. "TO PROVIDE MULTIYEAR REGISTRATION PLATES 
FOR TRAILERS." Amends GS 20-88(c) to allow owners of trailers to apply to the Division of Motor 
Vehicles for a multiyear registration plate, which would be valid for as long as the applicant 
owned the vehicle. Establishes the fee for such multiyear plates at $75 for trailers and se- 
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mitrailers and $50 for utility trailers designed to be towed by private passenger cars. Provides 
that such multiyear plates are not transferable and must be surrendered to DMV when the trailer 
is sold. Effective January 1, 1992.

S 370. TAX ON TRADED-IN ITEMS. "TO CHANGE THE SALES TAX TREATMENT OF USED ITEMS

definition of “sales price” for sales tax purposes to exclude the trade-in value of any item the 
buyer gives the seller as partial payment for the purchase. Amends GS 105-164.13(16) to elimi- 
nate the sales tax exemption for the resale of articles acquired through trade-ins. Effective July 1, 
1991.

S 371. OVERDIMENSION PERMIT VIOLATION. ”"7O CREATE A CIVIL PENALTY FOR OPERATING

PERMIT." Adds new GS 20-119.1 to set $300 penalty as title indicates. Prohibits other penalties 
for overdimension violations and makes penalty a tax subject to provisions of GS 20-91.1, which 
requires taxpayer to pay disputed taxes and then sue to recover them.

S 372. MENTAL HEALTH CLIENT RECORDS. "TO MAKE CHANGES TO THE LAW RELATING TO

55(a) to eliminate requirement that determination of necessity be made in writing by treating pro- 
fessional before confidential information on clients may be shared among state mental health 
facilities.

S 373. SCIENCE TECHNOLOGY BOARD MEMBERS. "70 ADD FOUR MEMBERS TO THE NORTH 
CAROLINA BOARD OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY." Amends 143B-426.31 to increase the 
number of members of the North Carolina Board of Science and Technology from 13 to 17 and 
to provide that one of the additional members will be appointed from the Microelectronics Center 
of North Carolina, one will be appointed from the N.C. Biotechnology Center and two will be 
members of private industry. Further amends this section to provide that the Secretary of 
Administration rather than the Secretary of Economic and Community Development will provide 
clerical services to the Board. 

introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 374. CIVIL JUSTICE ACT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE ACCESS TO 
CIVIL JUSTICE ACT." Appropriates from General Fund to NC State Bar $1 million in each year of 
1991-93 biennium for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 375. JAIL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION OF MENTAL HEALTH, 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISABIITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES, FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION, 
AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES IN JAILS." Appropriates $500,000 for each year of 1991-93 
biennium for the development of services in accordance with recommendations on topic pre- 
sented in the 1991 Report of the Mental Health Study Comm'n. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to APPROPRIATIONS. 
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S 376. MH/DD/SAS JAILS RECOMMENDATIONS. "ADOPTING THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
MENTAL STUDY COMMISSION CONCERNING MENTAL HEALTH DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES 
AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES IN JAILS." As title indicates; provides that adoption Is to pro- 
vide policy guidance only.

Prohibits taking of photographs or fingerprints 
for a worthless check offense under GS 14-107. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies to offenses 
occurring onor after that date.

S 380. CHILD SUPPORT PAYOR CHANGE. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW RELATING TO CHILD

payors’ of child support withholding to provide the date of withholding to the clerk of court. 
Amends definition of mistake of fact in GS 110-129(10) to include that obligor had more money 
withheld than was required to satisfy support order. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 381. NONTESTIMONIAL JUVENILE RECORDS. "7O REQUIRE THE RETENTION OF JUVENILES’ 
NONTESTIMONIAL RECORDS IN CERTAIN CASES.” Amends GS 7A-601 to require forwarding to 
the State Bureau of Investigation results of nontestimonial identification procedures (e.g., finger- 
prints) performed on persons 14 years or age or older charged with or found to have committed 
a delinquent act which would be a felony if committed by an adult. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 362. PATERNITY SUIT PROOF BURDEN. "TO CHANGE THE BURDEN OF PROOF IN PATERNITY

Effective 
October 1, 1991.

S 384. MOTOR VEHICLE LAW CHANGES. "TO CHANGE THE PROCEDURE FOR ISSUING 
NONRESIDENT NONCOMPLIANCE REPORTS AND TO MAKE CHANGES REGARDING SUSPENSION 
AND REVOCATION OF DRIVERS LICENSES.” Amends GS 20-4.19(c) to require that if a nonresi- 
dent fails to comply with a motor vehicle law citation, the clerk of court shall report the noncom- 
pliance to the DMV (now, law enforcement officer must). Amends GS 20-14 to provide that the 
holder of a driver’s license may obtain a duplicate if he proves that he has become eligible for 
reinstatement of his driving privilege following a period of suspension or revocation and the last 
license issued has not yet expired. Rewrites GS 20-16(d) to allow DMV agents to take possesion 
of a surrendered license if a license supension is upheld upon a hearing and the licensee 
requests that the suspension begin immediately. Amends GS 20-24.1(c) to provide that if a 
person whose license has been revoked for failing to appear or to pay a fine resolves these 
matters before the effective date of the revocation record, all entries on his driving record relating 
to it shall be deleted. Amends GS 20-24.2(b) to provide that if an order of forfeiture of a cash 
bond is sent to the DMV by mistake, the clerk’s office must withdraw the report and send notice 
to DMV, and DMV must correct its records accordingly. Rewrites GS 20-28.1(a) to provide that 
DMV must revoke the driving privilege for an additional period of time if any moving offense is 
committed while the person’s driving privilege is supended or revoked, except the offense of driv- 
ing while license suspended or revoked insofar as this latter offense is treated under this subsec- 
tion as the offense of driving without a license (now, no such exception).

Amends GS Ch. 110, Art. 7, governing 
day care facilities, to allow Child Day Care Homes, as defined in GS 110-86 to have up to nine 
children present at one time if no more than five are preschool aged. Amends GS 110-90 to 
empower the Secretary of the Department of Human Resources to revoke the license of any day 
care center which fails to comply with standards set by the Child Day Care Commission and to 
deny licenses to applicants who fail to meet either these standards or those established under 
this Article. Amends GS 110-91 to allow public health nurses to perform mandatory check-ups on 
children entering day care. Amends GS 110-94, to allow day care operators 30 days to file peti- 
tions for a contested case pursuant to the Administrative Procedure Act.

Provides that 
students enrolled in high school apprenticeships or similar programs as defined under federal 
Fair Labor Standards Act may work up to 23 hours per week while school is in session, any 
portion of which may be during school hours.

CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 95-25.22 to provide for liquidated damages in an action to re- 
cover unpaid wages, but allowing exception if violation was in good faith and employer had 
reasonable grounds for believing that act was not a violation of law. Provides for attorneys’ fee of 
$300 if default judgment is entered against defendant.

H 457. DRUG FELONS LOSE SCHOLARSHIP. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE TEMPORARY OR 
PERMANENT DENIAL OF STATE AID FOR HIGHER EDUCATION FOR CERTAIN DRUG 
CONVICTIONS.” Adds new GS 90-98.2 as title indicates. Makes person convicted, for first time, of 
felony under GS Ch. 90, Art. 5 or under Federal Drug Abuse Prevention and Control Act, ineli- 
gible for state financial assistance for at least one year from date of conviction. (State 
Educational Assistance Authority is permitted to impose longer period of ineligibility upon first 
conviction.) Makes person convicted second time permanently ineligible for state assistance. 
Effective 1 Jan. 1992, and applicable to academic years beginning with 1992-93.

H 458. CUMBERLAND SOLID WASTE FEES. "7O AUTHORIZE CUMBERLAND COUNTY TO 
COLLECT SOLID WASTE FEES IN THE SAME MANNER AS AD VALOREM TAXES." As title indicates, 
adding Cumberland to list of counties subject to GS 153A-293. Effective as to fees imposed on or 
after July 1, 1991.

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H 459. EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING PROGRAM (=S 421). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMIC AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA 
EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Economic 
and Community Development, Div’n of Employment and Training, $11,520,000 for fiscal 1991-92 
year and $17,280,000 for fiscal 1992-93. Provides that funds to be used to make grants to 
agencies operating on behalf of Private Industry Council. Sets out eligibility criteria for local 
agencies to use in disbursing funds. Also establishes criteria for allocation of grants to Job 
Training Partnership Act service delivery areas. Requires department to to report to governor, 
speaker and president pro tem on quarterly basis. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 460. HMO AMENDMENTS. "7TO MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE STATUTES GOVERNING HEALTH 

MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS." Amends GS 58-67-50(a) to require information provided to HMO 
enrollees to include a description of reasons for which enrollment may be terminated. Adds health 
maintenance organizations (HMOs) to GS 58-53-70 which permits insurers to refuse to issue con- 
verted policies under certain circumstances. Permits HMO to refuse to issue converted policy to a 
person terminated from HMO for cause. Adds HMOs to GS 58-53-75 governing renewal of con- 

verted policies. Permits HMO to refuse to renew policy of person terminated from HMO for cause. 


Amends GS 58-67-5(i) to provide that "net worth” includes HMO investments in securities or other 


investments permitted under GS 58-67.

H 461. WARRANTY AS INSURANCE CONTRACT. "TO AMEND THE LAW THAT DETERMINES 
WHEN A WARRANTY RELATING TO REAL PROPERTY CONSTITUTES A CONTRACT OF 
INSURANCE." Amends GS 58-1-20, which makes contracts of insurance of those warranties relat- 
ing to tangible personal property or fixtures to real property and issued in connection with sale of 
real property, to add the following exceptions: (1) performance guarantees given by manufacturer 
or seller of an appliance or other system or component of a home; (2) service contracts or war- 
ranties for repairs or service to home appliance, system, or component, if made by person who 
has manufactured, sold, serviced, repaired, or provided replacement for the appliance, system, or 
component. Deletes exception for warranties made by seller (who is not builder) of real property. 
Effective July 1, 1991.

H 462. REVENUE EMPLOYEES SERVE PAPERS. "70 AUTHORIZE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE

SEARCH WARRANTS." Amends GS 105-258, as title indicates, permitting such actions in civil mat- | 


ters to which the Sec’y of Revenue is a party or in which he has an interest, as long as employee 
so authorized by Sec’y. Makes conforming amendment to GS 15A-247. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary Ii. 


H 463. REVISE SCHEDULE Ili/STEROIDS. "TO ADD ADDITIONAL ANABOLIC STEROIDS TO THE 
LIST OF CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES TO CONFORM STATE LAW 
WITH THE FEDERAL LAW REGARDING THE CONTROL OF ANABOLIC STEROIDS." Amends GS 90- 
91(k) to redefine "anabolic steroid” as any “drug or hormonal substance, chemically and phar- 
macologically related to testosterone (other than estrogens, progestins, and corticosteroids) that 
promotes muscle growth” and to add numerous specific substances to the list in the subsection. 
Effective July 1, 1991.

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H 464. SEED FEES REVISED. "TO MODIFY THE FEES PAYABLE BY SEED GROWERS." 

Amends GS 106-277.28 to provide that each seed dealer or grower who sells, offers, or exposes 
for sale seed originated or labeled by the dealer’s or grower’s company must report the quantity 
of seed and pay an inspection fee of two cents for each seed container weighing 10 pounds or 
more and deletes exemption that now applies to farmers selling only seed grown on the farm. 
Provides Commissioner of Agriculture with authority to issue a stop-sale order for seed offered for 
sale if reports not filed or report is false. Effective July 1, 1992.

Adds new GS 110-90.2 to direct NC Child Care Comm'n to prohibit, begin- 
ning Dec. 1, 1991, persons convicted of child abuse from working in or operating a day care 
facility. Requires day care operators to submit fingerprints and completed standard criminal 
record check of prospective employees, and effective Nov. 1, 1991, of current employees, to 
Comm'n. Requires Comm’n to submit fingerprints to State Bureau of Investigation for check for 
prior child abuse convictions. Appropriates from General Fund to Comm’n $1.2 million for fiscal 
1991-92 and $400,000 for fiscal 1992-93 to implement these requirements. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 467. PESTICIDE APPLICATOR DEFINITION. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF ‘PESTICIDE 
APPLICATOR.’" Amends GS 143-460(29) [definitions for pesticide control program] to add follow- 
ing persons to definition of “pesticide applicator”: persons certified by Water Treatment Facility 
Operators Bd of Certification or Wastewater Treatment Operators Plant Certification Comm'n, 
who apply pesticides labeled for treatment of water or wastewater; and persons who apply anti- 
microbial pesticides that are not classified for restricted used and are not being used for agricul- 
tural, horticultural, or forestry purposes. Adds GS 143-460(2a) to define "antimicrobial pesticide”. 
Introduced by Albertson. Referred to Agriculture. 


H 468. BEE AND HONEY ACT ENFORCEMENT. "70 REQUIRE A PERMIT TO SELL BEES AND TO 
AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE TO IMPOSE CIVIL PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLATIONS OF THE BEE AND HONEY ACT.” Adds GS 106-639.1 to require annual permit from 
Comm’r of Agriculture for selling, offering to sell, or distributing bees in NC. Sets annual fee of 
$25 and exempts from requirement sale or distribution of less than 26 hives annually and one- 
time, going-out-of business sales. Amends GS 106-644 to permit Comm’r to assess civil penalties 
of up to $10,000 for violation of Bee and Honey Act (GS Ch. 106, Art. 55).

H 469. WASTE COMM’N MAY BYPASS COUNCIL. ”"7TO PROVIDE FOR THE TRANSFER OF

THE COMMISSION SELECTS A PREFERRED SITE FOR A HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY THAT

COUNCIL OF STATE FOR SUCH TRANSFER." Amends GS 130B-11(e) as title indicates. Directs the 
Dep’t of Administration to execute deed transferring fee simple title to the Comm’n upon the 
request of the Comm’n. If site not selected or facility discontinued, provides for reconveyance of 
title.

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H 470. MARIJUANA POSSESSION PENALTIES. "TO INCREASE THE SANCTIONS FOR A 
CONVICTION OF SUBSEQUENT POSSESSIONS OF ONE OUNCE OR LESS OF MARIJUANA." Amends 
GS 90-95(d) as follows: For first convictions of possession of one-half ounce or less of marijuana 
or one-twentieth ounce or less of extracted resin of marijuana, requires fine of $500 and minimum 
imprisonment of 24 consecutive hours, suspendable only on condition that the defendant perform 
8 hours of community service. For second conviction, requires fine of $1,000 and minimum im- 
prisonment of 48 consecutive hours, suspendable only on condition that the defendant perform 40 
hours of community service and lose eligibility for all state financial aid for higher education for 
one year. For third and later convictions, requires fine of $2,000 and minimum imprisonment of 
72 consecutive hours, suspendable only on condition that defendant successfully complete a 28- 
day drug abuse treatment program, remain in after care for 6 months, and test free of controlled 
substances for one year. Also requires suspension from any state-supported institution of higher 
education and permanent loss of eligibility for state financial aid for higher education. Provides 
that possession of larger amounts of marijuana or extracted resin of marijuana is punishable as 
Class | felony. Effective as to offenses occurring on or after Jan. 1, 1992.

H 471. BINGO AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES GOVERNING BINGO.” Amends 
GS 14-309.7 to raise fee for annual bingo license application from $100 to $200. Requires Dep't 
of Human Resources to charge $100 permit fee for annual or semiannual bingo games. Restricts 
annual or semiannual bingo games to donated or loaned premises or premises in which bingo 
games are otherwise permitted. Permits Dep’t to revoke or suspend bingo licenses for violations 
of bingo statutes.

H 472. SEWAGE SYSTEM REPAIR-2. "TO DEFINE THE TERM REPAIR AS USED IN RELATION TO

the expansion, alteration, or relocation of existing components of a system for sewage collection, 
treatment, and disposal when such work does not comply with an improvement permit, certificate 
of completion, operating permit, or certain public health laws. Definition specifically excludes re- 
placement of broken pipes, cleaning, or adjustment of the components of an existing system. 
[Similar to H 423.]

H 473. PUBLIC LIBRARY POLICIES. "7O ESTABLISH POLICIES FOR PURCHASES BY PUBLIC

ing that public libraries are to purchase materials for the "interest, information, and enlightenment 
of all people in the community” the library serves and stating that materials are not to be ex- 
cluded because of the origin, background, or views of those contributing to their creation. Further 
provides that libraries are to present all points of view on current and historical issues and stating 
that materials are not to be proscribed or removed because of partisan or doctrinal disapproval. 
Prohibits denial of use of library because of a person’s origin, age, background, or views.

H 477. DOG AND CAT STERILIZATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR STERILIZATION OF CATS AND DOGS 
ADOPTED FROM OR SOLD BY ANIMAL SHELTERS." Adds new GS 194A, art. 5 to provide as title 
indicates. Prohibits sale without sterilization unless shelter arranges for sterilization by a licensed 
vet and shelter enters into a written agreement with person purchasing or adopting that he will 
have the animal examined and scheduled for sterilization within seven days. Provides that shelter 
must require a deposit to ensure work will be done. Provides that violation is an infraction. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

ALLOW THE COURT TO RULE ON MOST TYPES OF MOTIONS WITHOUT A HEARING WHEN THE 
OPPOSING PARTY FAILS TO RESPOND TO THE MOTION WITHIN THIRTY DAYS.” As title indicates, 
excluding only motions for new trial and for judgment notwithstanding the verdict. Directs Court to 
issue rules by March 1, 1992, to be effective by July 1, 1992.

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H 485. INTERPRETER FEE AUTHORIZATION. "TO AUTHORIZE A NORTH CAROLINA

participation in Interpreter Classification System, to be used in operation of program. Effective

H 486. RAISE ABC LICENSE TAXES. "TO INCREASE THE ANNUAL TAX ON STATE LICENSES

tax on state retail malt beverage and off-premises retail wine licenses from $25 to $100 and tax 
on on-premises retail wine licenses from $25 to $100. Effective May 1, 1991.

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H 493. LOW PERFORMING SCHOOL UNITS (=S 463). "TO AUTHORIZE STATE ASSISTANCE AND

forming school units as those in which student performance measures are substantially below 
those reported by units with similar demographic characteristics and those in which student drop- 
out rates are substantially higher than the average statewide rate and directs the State Board of 
Education to identify such units. Requires each such unit identified to submit to board a plan for 
improvement and to notify parents that their unit is low performing. Authorizes State Board to 
waive state laws and regulations to permit fiscal and programmatic flexibility to implement plan.

H 494. BUSINESS CONTRIBUTE TO EDUCATION. "TO ENCOURAGE THE BUSINESS COMMUNITY 
TO FACILITATE STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT." Adds new GS 115C-47(34) directing local school 

boards, in consultation with local business leaders, to develop voluntary guidelines for after-school 
employment. Directs school boards to compare performance of employed students with those not — 
employed and report results to State Board of Education annually, beginning by July 31, 1993. 
Also directs local school boards to work with local business leaders to encourage employers to 
give parents time off to attend conferences with teachers regarding their children.

PERSONNEL EVALUATION PROCESSES FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Directs Dep’t of Public 
Instruction to provide technical assistance to local school units that choose to develop dual per- 
sonnel evaluation processes. Such processes attempt to provide information to teacher, to guide 
their professional growth, and to supervisor, to guide personnel decisions.

H 495. SCHOOL PERSONNEL EVALUATION. "REGARDING THE DEVELOPMENT OF DUAL 


H 496. STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT ACT (=S 446). "TO PROVIDE THE STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 
ACT OF 1991.” Adds new Part 5, to GS Ch. 115C, Art. 16, establishing a pilot program of 
outcome-based education. Such a program sets expectations for student achievement, during 
their careers and at high school graduation, and then measures performance to determine if 
those expectations have been reached. 

Directs State Board of Education to select four pilot sites for program, beginning with 1992- 
93 fiscal year. First year is to be used to plan the program, with approval by July 1, 1993, and 
next four years are to implement. Directs State Board to establish expectations for student 
achievement to be used in programs and sets out required content of such expectations. Sets out 
process and timetable for selecting pilot sites, and for assessing results of pilot programs. Directs 
State Auditor to audit pilot programs after first and second years of program. Directs report to 
General Assembly by March 15, 1998. 

Directs State Board to seek private funding, and to request from General Assembly per- 
mission to use such funds for expansion of program. Appropriates $4 million in 1992-93 from 
General Fund to Dept. of Public Education to implement act, to be used for staff development, 
for paying substitutes while teachers are engaged in staff development, and for paying for staff | 
development during summer. States intention of General Assembly to appropriate $4 million in 
each fiscal year through 1996-97, to complete implementation of program. Effective July 1, 1991. | 
Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Education. : 
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H 497. PUBLIC HEALTH SALARY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES FOR ALLOCATION TO ELIGIBLE COUNTIES 
TO INCREASE SALARY RANGES OF CERTAIN PUBLIC HEALTH WORKERS." Appropriates from 
General Fund $1,937,322 for each year of 1991-93 fiscal biennium to Dep't of EHNR for funds to 
increase salaries and fringe benefits for public health directors and nurses, health educators, and 
environmental specialists. Eligible counties are those who apply and whose salary ranges as of 
July 1, 1990, were below 90% of the state-recommended salary range for those positions. Funds 
are to be allocated to raise the salary range to at least 90% of the salary range. Allows counties 
to phase in salary increases over the 1991-93 biennium. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 498. HEALTH DIRECTOR QUALIFICATIONS. "TO ESTABLISH THE QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE 
POSITION OF LOCAL HEALTH DIRECTOR, AND TO ESTABLISH A HEALTH DIRECTOR 
QUALIFICATION REVIEW COMMITTEE.” Amends GS 130A-40 to set as minimum requirement for 
local health director effective Jan. 1, 1992, one of following: (1) medical doctorate and at least 
one year of experience managing health programs; (2) masters degree in public health admini- 
stration plus one year managing health programs; (3) masters degree in other public health field 
plus three years managing health programs; or (4) masters degree in field related to public health 
plus three years managing health programs. Before appointing person with qualification (4), local 
board of health must forward candidate’s application to local health director qualification review 
committee; if within 45 days comm. finds field of candidate’s master’s degree is not in field re- 
lated to public health, candidate is disqualified; otherwise, local board may proceed with appoint- 
ment. Adds GS 130A-40.1 establishing local health director qualification review comm. (QRC) 
within Office of State Personne! consisting of Dean of UNC School of Public Health, President of 
Ass'n of Local Health Directors, and State Health Director. QRC’s functions to include reviewing 
applicants for local health director who ciaim qualification (4), and reviewing requests of educa- 
tional institutions to determine whether a particular master’s degree is related to public health.

H 499. PUBLIC HEALTH MISSION. "TO ESTABLISH THE MISSION AND ESSENTIAL SERVICES OF 
THE PUBLIC HEALTH SYSTEM." Adds GS 130A-1.1 to declare a mission statement for the public 
health system in the state and to define certain "essential public health services” in the areas of 
health support, environmental health, and personal health. Directs the Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources to assure that such services are available and accessible to all 
citizens. Directs the Commission for Health Services to determine specific services to be provided 
with respect to essential public health service categories. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Barnhill. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 500. REPORT CHILD SUPPORT OBLIGORS. "TO ALLOW THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES TO HAVE THE NAMES OF DELINQUENT CHILD SUPPORT OBLIGORS PUBLISHED." 
Adds new GS 110-142, as title indicates, permitting publication of names and last known ad- 
dresses of persons three or more years delinquent on child support. Grants immunity from liability 
to Dep’t of Human Resources, its agents and assigns, and county departments of social services 
because of such publications. Attempts to grant comparable immunity to newspaper publishing 
such lists (but sentence incomplete).

H 501. STORMWATER UTILITIES (=S 453). "TO CLARIFY THE PUBLIC ENTERPRISE LAW WITH 
RESPECT TO STORMWATER UTILITIES ESTABLISHED BY CITIES AND COUNTIES AND TO GIVE 
WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITIES THE ABILITY TO OPERATE AND FINANCE STORMWATER 
UTILITIES.” Amends GS 160A-314 (for cities) and 153A-277 (for counties) to require a public hear- 
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ing before a unit established charges for stormwater utilities, to set out factors that may be in- 
volved in setting such charges, to limit such charges to the unit’s cost in providing the system, 
and to permit a unit to specify the order in which partial payments are to be applied among 
various enterprises. Amends GS 162A-2 and 162A-9 to give comparable authority to water and 
sewer authorities.

H 502. MUSEUM OF CAPE FEAR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF THE MUSEUM OF THE CAPE FEAR HISTORICAL COMPLEX.” Appropriates from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Cultural Resources, Division of Archives and History, $140,550 for fiscal 1991-92 for 
cited purpose, including expansion of the existing museum facilities, restoration of the Poe 
House, and the creation of Arsenal Park. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hurley. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 503. BANKING AMENDMENTS. "7O MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE BANKING LAW.” Amends 
definition of "practical banker” in GS 53-1(5) to include bank directors. Amends GS 53-12 to 
permit banks and savings associations to transfer their assets and liabilities to each other and 
makes conforming amendments. Amends GS 53-83 to delete provision authorizing a committee of 
stockholders to supervise examination of bank’s assets and liabilities. Makes technical 
amendments.

H 504. BANK HOLDING COMPANIES. "TO REGULATE BANK HOLDING COMPANIES." Adds new 
GS 53-227.2 as title indicates. Requires approval of Comm’r of Banks before (1) entity may 
become bank holding company, (2) NC chartered bank becomes subsidiary of bank holding com- 
pany, (3) bank holding company acquires 5% or more of voting shares of any NC chartered bank, 
(4) bank holding company or nonbank subsidiary thereof acquires all or substantially all the assets : 
of a bank, or (5) two bank holding companies merge. Prohibits approval of acquisitions or merg- | 
ers that result in monopoly or are part of monopolization effort; or, unless anticompetitive effects | 
are clearly outweighed by public benefit of action, that otherwise restrain trade. Sets out proce- 

dures for giving approval and gives Comm’r authority to adopt regulations, make examinations, 

and prescribe fees. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 505. RESPITE CARE CHANGE. "7O AMEND THE LAW REGARDING RESPITE CARE." Amends 

GS 143B-181.10 to make eligible for respite care program unpaid primary caregivers 60 or over 
who are caring for persons 18 or over. Deletes provision limiting attendance and companion serv- — 
ice, personal care service, or temporary out of home placement to 48 hours per month or 576 
hours per year. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Green. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 506. CLARIFY LEAD POISONING LAW. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW PROVIDING FOR THE 
PREVENTION OF LEAD POISONING IN CHILDREN." Amends GS 130A-131.5 to require Comm'n for 
Health Services to set rules regarding abatement of lead poisoning hazards in dwellings, schools 
and day care facilities determined by Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to be 
potential source of elevated blood lead content in child under six years of age (now, rules re- 
quired for all such facilities involving children under six). Provides that where Dep’t issues order 
to abate lead poisoning hazard, removal of children from facility not to constitute abatement. 
Introduced by Esposito. Referred to Environment. 
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H 507. LOW-LEVEL RAD. WASTE AMENDS (=S 418). "TO PROVIDE RULE-MAKING AUTHORITY 
TO THE NORTH CAROLINA LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY FOR 
COMPENSATING LANDOWNERS FOR LOSS OF VALUE IN PROPERTY DIRECTLY RESULTING FROM 
THE SITING OR OPERATION OF A LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE FACILITY AND TO AMEND 
CERTAIN PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 104G OF THE GENERAL STATUTES RELATING TO TAXES SO 
AS TO INCREASE THE BENEFITS AVAILABLE TO THE HOST COUNTY OF A LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITY." Amends GS 104G-6(a) to give the rule-making author- 
ity noted in title. Amends GS 104G-18 to delete the state tax provided for in subsection (c) and to 
increase the local tax provided for in subsection (d) from 2.5% to 6% of gross receipts. Provides 
that the local tax is to go to the host county, on a quarterly basis. Rule-making power effective 
upon ratification; tax provisions effective Jan. 1, 1993.

H 508. FELONY TO FORTIFY DRUG HOUSE. "7O CREATE THE FELONY OFFENSE OF 
FORTIFYING A STRUCTURE FOR THE ILLEGAL SALE, DELIVERY, MANUFACTURE OR POSSESSION 
OF A CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE FOR THE PURPOSE OF SUPPRESSING OR IMPEDING LAW 


-ENFORCEMENT ENTRY." Adds GS 90-97.1 to create a Class | Felony of fortifying a building, 


which is being used in drug trafficking, for the purpose of impeding law enforcement entry. For 
purposes of this section “fortifying” is defined as installing booby traps, alarms or surveillance 
systems, or using high security fences, barricades, attack dogs or similar devices. Effective Oct. 
1, 1991.

H 509. STATE PERSONNEL LIABILITY STUDY. "TO CREATE THE STATE PERSONNEL LIABILITY 
STUDY COMMISSION.” Creates Comm'n as title indicates, consisting of three senators appointed 
by president pro tem. and three representatives appointed by speaker. Comm'n to study personal 
liability of and insurance coverage for state employees and report to 1993 General Assembly. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the General Assembly $50,000 in each year of 1991-93 
biennium for Comm'n expenses. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Rules. 


H 510. CHILD SUPPORT ORDER MODIFIED (=S 383). "TO PROVIDE THAT COMPLIANCE WITH 
CHILD SUPPORT GUIDELINES IS A SUFFICIENT CHANGE OF CIRCUMSTANCES." Identical to S 
383, introduced 28 March. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 511. PATERNITY SUIT PROOF BURDEN (=S 382). "TO CHANGE THE BURDEN OF PROOF 
STANDARD IN CIVIL PATERNITY ACTIONS.” Identical to S 382, introduced 28 March. 
Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 512. SEDIMENTATION CONTROL COMMISSION. "7O RATIFY THE PROCEDURE FOR 
APPOINTING THE MEMBERS OF THE SEDIMENTATION CONTROL COMMISSION IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH AN OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL DATED JULY 10, 1974." Amends GS 143B-299 to 
delete provision making Sec’y of Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources or his 
designee chair of Sedimentation Control Comm'n. Adds member jointly nominated by NC League 
of Municipalities and NC Ass’n of County Comm'rs. Provides that Governor names chair. 
Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to State Government. 
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H 513. ETHNIC INTIMIDATION. "TO CREATE THE MISDEMEANOR OFFENSE OF ETHNIC 
INTIMIDATION AND TO ADD ETHNIC ANIMOSITY AS AN AGGRAVATING FACTOR TO BE 
CONSIDERED IN FELONY SENTENCES.” Adds new GS 14-401.14, making injury to person or prop- 
erty, or threat thereof, because of race, religion, or ethnicity, a Class | felony. Amends GS 15A- 
1340.4(a) to make it an aggravating factor the fact that offense was committed with racial, re- 
ligious, or ethnic animosity. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 514. SEAT BELTS/CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. "TO MAKE THE FAILURE TO WEAR A SEAT 
BELT ADMISSIBLE IN CRIMINAL TRIALS." Amends GS 20-135.2A(d) to remove language barring 
use of evidence of failure to wear seat belt from criminal trial. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and appli- 
cable to violations and offenses occurring on or after that date. 

introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 515. WORK ZONE TRAFFIC OFFENSES. "TO MAKE SPEEDING IN A HIGHWAY WORK ZONE A 
MISDEMEANOR, TO IMPOSE A MINIMUM FINE FOR RECKLESS DRIVING IN A HIGHWAY WORK 
ZONE, AND TO PROHIBIT THE IMPOSITION OF CERTAIN FINES FOR RECKLESS DRIVING IN A 
WORK ZONE UNLESS A SIGN ADVISES MOTORISTS OF THE FINES.” Amends GS 20-140(d) to 
provide that reckless driving in a highway work zone results in a minimum fine of $100, and GS 
20-141 to provide that speeding in such a zone results in a fine of between $50 and $300, impris- 
onment up to 180 days, or both. Defines highway work zone and requires that a sign be placed 
at the beginning of the zone, giving notice of the higher penalties, if such penalties are to be 
imposed. Effective as to violations on or after Oct. 1, 1991.

H 516. UNIFORM TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICES. "REQUIRING TRAFFIC SIGNS AND OTHER 
TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICES ON ALL HIGHWAYS AND PUBLIC VEHICULAR AREAS TO CONFORM 
TO THE MANUAL ON UNIFORM TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICES.” Amends GS 136-30 as title indi- 
cates. Repeals GS 136-31 which gives local authorities responsibility for erecting and maintaining 
appropriate local traffic devices and signs. Repeals GS 136-30.1 and GS 160A-296(b), which set 
standards for highway and municipal road pavement markings respectively. Amends GS 20-37.6, 
of the Motor Vehicle Act, to provide that the designation of handicapped parking spaces shall 
conform to the Uniform Manual. Amends GS 20-169, governing the powers of local authorities 
under the Motor Vehicle Act, to eliminate the provisions on obtaining DOT approval for local traf- 
fic signs and devices. Effective January 1, 1991. Nonconforming signs may remain in use until 
January 1, 1994.

H 517 PAROLE CHANGES (=S 415). "TO AUTHORIZE THE PAROLE COMMISSION TO PAROLE 
CERTAIN MISDEMEANANTS BUT CONTINUE TO SUPERVISE THEM FOR A PERIOD TO BE 
DETERMINED BY THE COMMISSION, TO GIVE PAROLE VIOLATORS CREDIT FOR TIME SPENT 
SUCCESSFULLY IN THE COMMUNITY ON PAROLE, AND TO MAKE COMMUNITY SERVICE PAROLE 
FLEXIBLE BY ALLOWING THE PAROLE COMMISSION TO DETERMINE THE AMOUNT OF SERVICE 
AND TIME PERIOD FOR SERVICE." Amends GS 15A-1372(d), with regard to prisoner serving sen- 
tence of imprisonment for misdemeanor except impaired driving, to allow Parole Comm'n to 
parole prisoner at any time but continue to supervise him for period determined by Comm'n (now, 
subsection allows Comm’n “simultaneously to parole and terminate supervision” of such pris- 
oner). Amends GS 15A-1373(d) (concerning vio'ation of parole from sentence for misdemeanor or 
felony not covered by Fair Sentencing Act [FSA,) to provide that unless parole violation is com- 
mission of same offense for which parolee originally imprisoned, time spent on parole in com- 
pliance with conditions, except for last six months, must be credited against maximum term of 
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imprisonment on recommitment (now, recommitment is for unserved portion of originally-imposed 
maximum term, and no credit is given for time on parole). Amends GS 15A-1371(h) (regarding 
misdemeanants and non-FSA felons) and 15A-1380.2(h) (regarding FSA felons) to provide that 
when Parole Comm’n grants community service parole, it may decide amount and schedule of 
community service to be performed (now, 32 hours required for every month prisoner would other- 
wise have served); also, where misdemeanant or non-FSA felon is concerned, Comm’n may 
dispense with requirement of community service if it finds it inappropriate to a particular case.

H 518. STATE HEALTH INS. CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE BENEFITS OF THE TEACHERS’ AND 
STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN.” Amends GS 135-40.6(5) to add 
coverage for lung, heart-lung, and pancreas transplants to Plan. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 519. EMPLOYMENT AGENCY CHANGES. "REQUIRING EMPLOYERS TO REIMBURSE 
EMPLOYMENT AGENCY FEES UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Adds new section to follow GS 
95-47.3 providing for employer reimbursement of employee-paid employment agency fees as title 
indicates. Applies to employment compensated in whole or part on a commission basis, when 
employment agency fee is based on a commission-based compensation stated by the employer in 
the job order. Provides that if that compensation is determined, by Commissioner of Labor, to be 
unrealistically high, employer must reimburse employee for difference between fee actually paid 
and what fee would have been based on employee’s actual earnings. Requires employment 
agencies to inform applicants of provisions regarding reimbursement and permits Commissioner 
to adopt regulations to implement act. Effective as to job placements on or after Jan. 1, 1992. 
Introduced by Wainwright. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 520. OIL SPILL CLEANUP LIABILITY. "REGARDING LIMITATION OF LIABILITY FOR PERSONS 
RESPONDING TO OIL SPILLS.” Amends GS 143-215.84 to shift liability for damages resulting from 
efforts to clean up oil spills from persons assisting in clean ups to spill’s responsible party. Does 
not shift liability for grossly negligent or willful acts, or for wrongful death or personal injury. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 521. STATE FAIR BORROWING INCREASE. "TO INCREASE THE BORROWING AUTHORITY OF 
THE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE FOR STATE FAIR IMPROVEMENTS." Amends GS 106-503.1 as title 
indicates. Increases authority from $100,000 to $1 million. 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Finance. 


H 522. CONTEMPT FOR PARENT OF JUVENILE. "TO CHANGE THE AUTHORITY OF THE COURT 
TO INSTITUTE CIVIL PROCEEDINGS FOR CONTEMPT FROM PERMISSIVE TO MANDATORY WHEN 
THE PARENT OF A JUVENILE ADJUDICATED AS DELINQUENT, UNDISCIPLINED, ABUSED, 
NEGLECTED, OR DEPENDENT FAILS TO COMPLY WITH THE ORDERS OF THE COURT OVER THE 
PARENT.” Amends GS 7A-650(d) to require court to bring civil contempt proceeding against 
parent who fails to comply with court orders in certain juvenile actions. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Dockham. Referred to Judiciary Ii. 


H 523. TRANSMISSION LINE SITING (=S 417). "TO PROVIDE A UNIFORM PROCEDURE FOR 
THE SITING OF ELECTRIC TRANSMISSION LINES AS RECOMMENDED BY THE UTILITIES 
COMMISSION." Adds Art. 5A, GS Ch. 62, requiring certificate of environmental compatibility and 
public convenience and necessity from Utilities Commission before any person may begin 
construction of electric transmission line. (Such a line is an electric line designed with capacity of 
at least 161 kilovolts.) Exempts following lines from requirement: replacement of existing lines; 
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lines approved by Federal Energy Regulatory Comm'n or by agency approving EMC lines, when 
the approving proceeding was substantially equivalent to that in bill; lines for which acquisition 
has begun; lines owned by city and constructed entirely within that city. Sets out procedures to 
be followed in approval proceedings, and allows waiver of notice and hearing requirements in 
specific circumstances. Permits local government to intervene in proceedings and allows, but 
does not require, Commission to incorporate provisions of local ordinances into final certificates. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1991, and does not apply to lines on which construction has begun at that time. 
Introduced by Colton. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 524. HISTORY MUSEUM CONTRACTS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL 
RESOURCES MAY CONTRACT WITH A NONPROFIT CORPORATION FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF 
FACILITIES TO PROVIDE FOOD AND BEVERAGES AT THE NORTH CAROLINA MUSEUM OF 
HISTORY.” Amends GS 121-4 as title indicates. 

introduced by Colton. Referred to State Government. 


H 525. HISTORY MUSEUM DUTIES. "7O MODIFY THE DUTIES OF THE MUSEUM OF HISTORY 
REGARDING THE ACCESSION OF HISTORICAL OBJECTS LOCATED IN THE EXECUTIVE MANSION 
AND OTHER STATE-OWNED BUILDINGS." Amends GS 121-7(b) to relieve NC Museum of History of 
responsibility for keeping track of items of historical or cultural importance in the Executive 
Mansion and other state-owned buildings (leaving museum responsible for such items in the 
Capitol).. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to State Government. 


H 526. DRUG SALES TO YOUTHS. "TO INCREASE RESTRICTIONS FOR SELLING DRUGS TO 
YOUTHS WITHIN ONE THOUSAND FEET OF SCHOOL." Amends definition of Class E felony in GS 
90-95(e)(8): makes it Class E felony for person 18 (now, 21) years or older to manufacture, sell, 
or deliver, or possess with intent to manufacture, sell, or deliver controlled substance on property 
used for educational institution (now, elementary or secondary school), or within 1,000 (now, 300) 
feet of boundary of real property used for public or private youth center (now, elementary or 
secondary school). Defines educational institution to include any public or private kindergarten, 
elementary, vocational, or secondary school, or public or private college, junior college, commu- 
nity college, or university. Removes exemption of transfer of less than five grams of marijuana for 
no remuneration. Raises mandatory minimum term of imprisonment from two to three years; sen- 
tence may not be suspended nor may offender receive probation; actual time served may not be 
reduced for good time, gain time, or “early parole.” Effective Jan. 1, 1992; applies to offenses 
occurring on or after that date.

H 527. EMERGENCY COMMITMENT CHANGE. "TO PROVIDE EMERGENCY COMMITMENT OF 
VIOLENT PERSONS SUFFERING FROM SUBSTANCE ABUSE UNDER THE SAME PROCEDURES 
AVAILABLE FOR VIOLENT PERSONS WHO ARE MENTALLY ILL.” Rewrites GS 122C-282, which 
covers emergency commitments of violent substance abusers, to provide that law enforcement 
officers and other persons who wish to detain or temporarily hospitalize violent substance abusers 
should obtain a certified oath from a physician or eligible psychologist stating that the person to 
be detained is a substance abuser in need of immediate hospitalization. Provides that the certify- 
ing physician or psychologist must notify the clerk of superior court as soon as possible. Further 
provides that such certification may serve as ~ custody order and the substance abuser may be 
transported to a 24 hour facility for the mentaiy ill for admission and processing or to a state 
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facility for the mentally ill if a 24 hour facility is not available. If an individual is brought to a state 
hospital in lieu of a 24 hour facility, the transporting law enforcement officer or other designated 
person must inform the clerk of court. Repeals provisions requiring a magistrate’s or clerk's order 
prior to detaining a substance abuser at a 24 hour facility. Effective January 1, 1992.

SPECIFIED." Amends SL 1989, c. 426, to require reports from Environmental Management 
Comm'n, on implementation of water supply protection law, on seminannual (rather than quar- 
terly) basis, beginning Jan. 1, 1991. Amends SL 1989, c. 603, to require annual, rather than 
semiannual, reports from Dept. of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR) on im- 
plementation of state water supply plan. Amends SL 1989, c. 727, section 225, to require semi- 
nannual reports from DEHNR on implementation of environmental agency consolidation. Amends 
GS 143B-279.5 to require Sec’y of DEHNR to make biennial report on state of the environment 
on May 1, rather than Jan. 1, of each odd-numbered year. Amends SL 1989, c. 168, section 47, 
to require report from Solid Waste Management Division on efforts to reduce emission of hazard- 
ous waste pollutants on seminannual rather than quarterly basis. Amends GS 130A-309.12 to re- 
quire annual, rather than quarterly, reports from DEHNR on status of Solid Waste Management 
Trust Fund.

H 536. STATUTORY RAPE REDEFINED. "7O REDEFINE STATUTORY RAPE AND THE AGE OF 
CONSENT." Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 537. OCEAN AFFAIRS COUNCIL (=S 389). "TO ABOLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA MARINE 
SCIENCE COUNCIL, TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA COUNCIL ON OCEAN AFFAIRS, AND TO 
REQUIRE THE OFFICE OF MARINE AFFAIRS TO ADMINISTER THE NORTH CAROLINA 
AQUARIUMS." Repeals GS Ch. 143B, Art. 9, Part 8 (NC Marine Science Council). Enacts new GS 
ch. 143B, Art. 9, Part 8B, creating NC Counci’ on Ocean Affairs, to be administered by Dept. of 
Administration. Provides that Council to have 12 members, six appointed by Governor represent- 
ing fields of ocean or coastal policy or law, coastal or marine ecology, coastal or ocean planning, 
commercial or recreational fisheries, marine anthropology or sociology, and a marine-related in- 
dustry; two appointed by Senate president pro tempore, one from marine-related industry and one 
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from field of ocean or coastal policy or law; two appointed by speaker, from fields of fisheries 
and marine or fishery economics; and one employee, appointed by governor, from each of Depts. 
of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources and of Economic and Community Development. 
Last two members have no vote. Directs that Council to serve as central ocean and marine policy 
planning body for the state and sets out specific duties. Rewrites GS 143B-390.2 to provide that 
Office of Marine Affairs to administer operations of the NC Aquariums; and adds GS 143B-390.4 
to provide for composition and appointment of local advisory committees for the NC Aquariums. 
Effective Sept. 30, 1991.

H 538. BLOCK GRANT FUNDING FOR SCHOOLS (=S 435). "PROVIDING FOR BLOCK GRANT 
FUNDING OF PUBLIC EDUCATION FUNDS TO LOCAL SCHOOL DISTRICTS.” Adds new GS 115C- 
417 to provide that state money for local schools shall be provided in a single grant to be used 
as determined by local boards of education. Directs that current allotment formulas be used for 
determining grants. Sets amount for certified positions at prior year’s average salary times 
number of positions earned based on average daily membership. Directs State Bd. of Educ. to 
set standards for allotting operational expense funds. Provides that schools not meeting accredi- 
tation standards are subject to State Bd. intervention. Provides that certified A and G teachers 
paid in whole or in part with state funds are paid on statewide salary schedule. Repeals GS 
115C-12(9)c., giving State Bd. authority to set rules for Basic Education Program. Requires State 
Bd. to apply equalization formula for small schools in 1992-93. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 539. TRIPLICATE PRESCRIPTION PADS. "7O REQUIRE THE USE OF TRIPLICATE 
PRESCRIPTION PADS TO PREVENT THE ILLEGAL SALE OF PRESCRIPTION DRUGS." Adds GS 90- 
105.1 requiring every practitioner who issues prescription for Schedule Il, Ill, or IV controlled sub- 
stance to use form meeting requirements of act. Dep’t of Human Resources to issue forms for 
fee covering its costs. Forms to include practitioner's name, address, and Federal Drug 
Enforcement Administration number; must be on pressure-sensitive paper to facilitate completion 
of second and third copies. No more than one prescription allowed per form. Forbids practitioner 
to preprint or issue any preprinted prescription for controlled substance. Sets out detailed proce- 
dure for filling in form and filing copies (first copy to DHR after prescription filed, second copy 
retained by dispensing practitioner or pharmacy; third copy retained by issuing practitioner). Sets 
out emergency procedure for oral or telephone prescription, with triplicate forms prepared up to 
72 hours later. Makes it general misdemeanor for practitioner whose license is suspended or 
revoked to fail to return official prescription forms to DHR within seven days. Makes conforming 
changes to GS 90-106. Amends GS 90-108 to make it general misdemeanor to manufacture, sell, 
deliver, or possess triplicate prescription form or counterfeit form unless authorized to do so 
under GS Ch. 90. Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 540. CHILD NEGLECT DRUG EXPOSURE. "TO PROVIDE THAT NEWBORNS WHO WERE 
EXPOSED TO ILLICIT DRUG OR ALCOHOL PRIOR TO BIRTH ARE NEGLECTED UNDER G:S. 7A- 
571." Amends definition of neglected juvenile in GS 7A-517(21) to include newborn infant whose 
body is shown to contain any amount of controlled substance or metabolite of controlled sub- 
stance unless result of medical treatment administered to mother or infant, and newborn infant 
who suffers from fetal alcohol syndrome or exhibits other symptoms of drug or alcohol abuse by 
mother; parent of such newborn not to be subject to criminal investigation. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Russell. Referred to Judiciary Il. 
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H 541. DISCLOSE ENVIRONMENTAL LIMITS. "TO REQUIRE DISCLOSURE AND RECORDATION OF 
ENVIRONMENTAL LIMITATIONS AND LIABILITIES.” Enacts GS Ch. 113A, Art. 16, entitled NC 
Environmental Limitations Disclosure Act of 1991. Directs environmental agencies (defined as 
agencies of Dept of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR); NC Pesticide Board; 
and local agencies whose programs, projects, and actions are subject to review, approval, or 
licensing by agencies of DEHNR) to review regulatory programs to determine which of them in- 
volve "environmental limitations and liabilities” that should be disclosed by recordation in office of 
register of deeds. Defines "environmental limitations and liabilities” as permits or registrations 
that involve hazardous or toxic substances or wastes; that impose continuing maintenance, opera- 
tion, or use conditions on permitted activities, when those conditions must be complied with by 
subsequent owners; that limit or restrict (i) protection of facility from erosion or (ii) rebuilding of 
facility damaged by erosion; or that is specifically required to be recorded in act (nine are so 
listed). Requires disclosure documents to be filed in register of deeds office of county in which 
land located, by owner or permit holder, within 30 days of issuance of permit, with notice of filing 
to appropriate environmental agency. Sets out required content of disclosure documents, provides 
for recording mechanics, and sets out conditions under which document may be cancelled. 
Provides that knowing violation of act is misdemeanor and permits agency to revoke permit for 
failure to file documents. Requires review of programs for determination of which involve environ- 
mental limitations and liabilities to begin upon ratification. Makes recording requirements effective 
July 1, 1992.

H 542. CHILD SUPPORT REFORM. "7O BEGIN THE PROCESS OF ADOPTING A REFORMED, 
UNIVERSAL, STATE-ADMINISTERED CHILD SUPPORT SYSTEM IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Amends GS 
110-228 to provide that on Oct. 1, 1991, General Assembly must begin uniform state-administered 
child support enforcement system, to supplant most of present system administered by clerks of 
court under GS Ch. 50; clerks to continue to collect child support payments; central clearing- 
house to serve as single repository and distribution point for all child support collections. New 
system to begin Oct. 1, 1991, with six counties designated in Expansion Appropriations Act of 
1991; same act to set date for completion of system in all counties. Adds GS 110-128.1 estab- 
lishing Child Support Trust Fund in Dep’t of Human Resources to receive funds generated from 
federal reimbursements and other savings resulting from uniform state-administered child support 
enforcement system. Fund to be used to support phasing-in of new system, to aid counties oper- 
ating local program under cooperative agreement, or as otherwise provided by General Assembly; 
money appropriated or otherwise received by Fund not to revert to General Fund. Adds Art. 121! to 
GS Ch. 120 creating Joint Legislative Child Support Oversight Comm’n (CSOC), with 16 members 
(8 members of Senate appointed by president pro tem and 8 members of House appointed by 
speaker) with two-year terms. CSOC to study child support enforcement system in state to make 
recommendations to General Assembly to improve it; study to include new state-administered 
system; long-term fiscal analysis of equitable plan for state/county sharing consistent with Social 
Services Plan; state and local cooperative agreements that would maximize federal reimburse- 
ment. Effective July 1, 1991, if General Assembly appropriates funds for implementation.

H 543. MOORESVILLE SCHOOL BOUNDARIES. "7O CLARIFY THE BOUNDARIES OF THE 
MOORESVILLE GRADED SCHOOL DISTRICT." Provides that General Assembly intends the 
Mooresville Graded School District to include Mcoresville, whatever its boundaries.

NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT TRUST FUND." A digest of this bill will appear tomorrow.

H 547. INDEMNIFY TAX OFFICIAL. "TO PROVIDE FOR PAYMENT OF EXCESS DAMAGES AGAINST 
A STATE EMPLOYEE FOR COLLECTING OR ADMINISTERING AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL TAX." Adds 
two new sections to GS Ch. 143, Art. 31A as title indicates. Also amends GS 58-32-15(b) to 
permit the state to purchase professional liability insurance with such coverage. Applies to pay- 
ments made on or after ratification date.

H 548. LEGISLATURE COVERAGE FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ENABLE THE AGENCY 
FOR PUBLIC TELECOMMUNICATIONS TO INCREASE COVERAGE OF THE LEGISLATURE." 
Appropriates $150,000 from General Fund to Agency for Public Telecommunications for fiscal 
1991-92 for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 549. CLARIFY PERSONNEL ACT SCOPE (=S 439). "TO PROVIDE CLARIFICATION ON THE 
APPLICATION OF THE VARIOUS PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 126 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES TO 
THE DIFFERENT CATEGORIES OF STATE EMPLOYEES." Amends GS 126-5(c) to provide that the 
classes of employees listed in that section are not exempt from GS Chap. 126, Arts. 4 (competi- 
tive service), 5 (political activity), 10 (employee interchanges), 12 (work options), 13 (veterans pref- 
erence), 14 (whistle-blowing protection). (Continues their non-exemption from Arts. 6 (equal 
employment) and 7 (personnel records.) Amends GS 126-5(c1) to provide that classes of em- 
ployees listed in that section not exempt from Arts. 5, 6, 7, and 14. Adds GS 126-5(c1.1) to 
provide that, except for paid leave and holiday provisions and for Arts. 5, 6, 7, and 14, GS 
Chapter 126 does not apply to (1) persons whose salaries are fixed by General Assembly, gover- 
nor, or governor and Council of State; (2) employees in office of governor exempted by governor; 
(3) employees in office of It. gov., exempted by It. gov.; (4) employees whose salaries are fixed by 
State Board of Community Colleges; and (5) employees of Low-Level Radioactive Waste 
Management Auth., Hazardous Waste Management Auth., and School of Science and Math. Adds 
GS 126-5(c1.2) to provide that, except for minimum leave provisions and arts 5, 6, 7, and 14, GS 
Chapter 126 does not apply to EPA employees of UNC and employees of State Ports Auth. 
Amends GS 126-5(c2) to extend protection of Art. 14 to school and community college em- 
ployees. Makes other technical and clarifying changes. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 
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H 550. AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL. "TO CREATE AN AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE.” Adds GS 106-520.12 to create a state Agricultural Fairs 
Council of 15 members including one senator, one representative, the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, three Commissioner of Agriculture appointees and representatives of various agricul- 
tural and educational organizations in the state. The members will serve terms designated by 
their appointing agency and the Commissioner of Agriculture will serve as Chair. Authorizes 
Council is to advise the Commissioner in making grants to qualified local agricultural fairs to pay 
premium awards, conduct events and build facilities, and to fair associations to assist in estab- 
lishing new fairs. Existing local fairs must provide matching funds. Provides that qualified fairs 
must (1) be run by a nonprofit or governmental organization, (2) be held annually for at least 3 
days, (3) include an educational component, and (4) must involve representatives from local agri- 
cultural and vocational education organizations. Any fair that receives state funds must also file 
proof with the Department of Agriculture by February 1 of the following year that all premium 
awards have been paid. Amends GS 106-520 to eliminate $100 limit on amount of money a 
county or municipality may appropriate to agricultural fairs. Repeals GS 106-508, 106-509 and 
106-510 which governed the payment of fair premiums and established reporting requirements. 
Makes technical changes to GS 106-516.1. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 551. CLEAN AIR ACT IMPLEMENTED. "7O IMPLEMENT THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE 1990 
AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL CLEAN AIR ACT." Amends GS 143-215.111 to allow the 
Environmental Management Comm'n to implement a graduated fee schedule sufficient to defray 
the cost to the state of developing and administering an air pollution permit program that meets 
requirements of Title V of 1990 amendments to the Clean Air Act and regulations issued thereun- 
der. Amends GS 143-215.114A to increase maximum civil penalty for violating air pollution regula- 
tions to $10,000 (now, $5,000). Amends GS 143-215.108 to (1) empower EMC to issue general 
permits for numerous similar air contaminant sources; (2) provide that in instances in which the 
1990 Clean Air Act amendments provide for a period of longer than 90 days for review of a 
permit application, the application is not deemed approved for failure of the EMC to act thereon 
until the time provided by federal law has elapsed, and furthermore that no permit required by 
the 1990 amendments shall issue before any review required by the Environmental Protection 
Agency or if the EPA administrator objects to its issuance in a timely manner; (3) allow any 
person who participated in public comment process to intervene in contested case begun by a 
permit applicant or permittee; and (4) allow any person who participated in public comment proc- 
ess and intervened in the contested case to obtain judicial review of final permit action. Amends 
GS 143B-317 to change the name of the Air Quality.Council to the Air Quality Compliance 
Advisory Panel and to make the following changes in its composition and responsibilities: (1) 
restructures the Panel to consist of seven members, two appointed by governor, two by General 
Assembly on recommendation of the speaker, two by General Assembly on recommendation of 
president pro tem., and one appointed by Sec’y of EHNR; specifies categories in which these 
appointments must be made; (2) empowers Panel to (a) render advisory opinions concerning ef- 
fectiveness of small business stationary source technical and environmental compliance 
assistance program, (b) make reports to EPA concerning this program, and (c) review information 
for small business stationary sources to insure that it is understandable by a layperson; and (3) 
direct the Sec’y of EHNR to designate an agency to serve as ombudsman for the stationary 


source program. Amends GS 143-215.107 to direct the EMC to regulate sulfur dioxide allowances | 


in accordance with 1990 Clean Air Act amendments.

H 552. SUSPEND LICENSES/DRUG FELONY. "70 PROVIDE FOR THE SUSPENSION OR 
REVOCATION OF PROFESSIONAL AND OCCUPATIONAL LICENSES OR CERTIFICATIONS OF A 
DEFENDANT CONVICTED OF A STATE OR FEDERAL DRUG OFFENSE.” Adds GS 90-98.1 requiring 
clerk of court to send to the defendant’s occupational licensing board (if any) a certified copy of 
judgment of conviction of violation of any provision of Controlled Substances Act or of Federal 
Drug Abuse Prevention and Control Act. Board must: for first conviction, suspend license for at 
least six months; for second, suspend for at least one year; and for third, revoke license per- 
manently. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, and applies to offenses occurring on or after that date.

H 553. TOBACCO CHECK-OFF. "7O CREATE THE ‘TOBACCO RESEARCH COMMISSION’, 
AUTHORIZE A REFERENDUM OF TOBACCO GROWERS REGARDING ESTABLISHMENT OF A 'TO- 
BACCO CHECK-OFF’ FOR TOBACCO RESEARCH, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES IN THE 
LAWS CONCERNING AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH." Creates Tobacco Research Comm'n within 
Dep't of Agriculture consisting of Comm’r of Agriculture, president of NC Farm Bureau 
Federation, and president of Tobacco Growers Ass’n (or designees of these officials), charged 
with duty of directing Dep’t of Agriculture in use in tobacco research of funds generated from 
tobacco assessments. Authorizes referendum among tobacco growers for assessment up to $.10 
per pound on tobacco marketed; referendum to be held upon petition by governing boards of 
Farm Bureau and Tobacco Growers Ass'n. If the assessment is defeated in the referendum, the 
‘Bureau and Ass’n may call another referendum in the next year; if it carries by two-thirds of 
more, the assessment shall be levied annually for three years and a new referendum may be 
called in the third year on whether to continue it for another three years.

H 554. AQUATIC WEED CONTROL (=S 455). "TO PROVIDE FOR THE CONTROL OF AQUATIC 
WEEDS." Adds GS Ch. 113A, Art. 15, to empower the Sec’y of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources designate a plant organism as a noxious aquatic weed under standards specified in 
bill, and to direct the control, eradication, and regulation of such weeds. Authorizes Comm’r of 
Agriculture to regulate importation, sale, use, culture, collection, transportation, and distribution of 
/such weeds as a plant pest. Makes violation of rules adopted pursuant to the new article a 
misdemeanor punishable for each offense by fine of $50 to $1,000 or imprisonment of 10 to 180 
days or both. Also authorizes Sec’y to request Att'y General to institute civil action for injunctive 
relief to restrain violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 555. FAIR EMPLOYMENT ACT. "7O PROHIBIT DISCRIMINATION IN EMPLOYMENT BECAUSE OF 
RACE, COLOR, RELIGION, SEX, NATIONAL ORIGIN, AGE, OR DISABILITY." This bill will be digested 
in tomorrow’s bulletin. 

Introduced by Kennedy. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 556. HEARING AID DEALER FEES. "TO INCREASE THE FEES RELATED TO THE HEARING AID 
DEALERS AND FITTERS BOARD.” Amends GS 93D-3(c)6 to authorize Hearing Aid Dealers and 
Fitters Board to set and collect fees for examinations, training, education programs, and licenses. 
Raises limits on fees set by board under GS 93D-5(a), -6, -8(b), -9, -11, and 13(b) as follows: 
$200 (now $100) to apply for license to fit and sell hearing aids; $200 (now, $100) to license fitter 
already licensed by other jurisdiction with equivalent standards; $20 (now $5) to issue license 
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certificate for applicant who passes exam; $100 (now $50) to register as apprentice and $200 
(now $100) to renew; $200 (now $100) for annual renewal of license; $25 (now $10) for late 
renewal payment; and $200 (now $105) to reissue license after suspension. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991.

H 557. NO GAS PRICE DISCRIMINATION. "TO PROHIBIT PRICE DISCRIMINATION IN THE SALE 
OF MOTOR FUELS TO A WHOLESALE PURCHASER UNDER CONTRACT.” Amends GS 75-82 as 
title indicates, applying prohibition to situations in which seller of fuel controls a retail outlet in the 
same competitive market area as the purchaser under contract. Prohibits sale at price, exclusive 
of taxes and net of allowances, greater than retail price, exclusive of taxes, of fuel at outlet 
controlled by seller.

H 558. ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAMS/FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE GOVERNOR'S 
ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAMS THAT PROVIDE ADULT VOLUNTEER FRIENDS AND ROLE MODELS FOR 
TROUBLED YOUNG PEOPLE." Appropriates $181,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Division of Youth Services, for purposes cited in 
title. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 559. FIRE INSPECTOR TECH. AMEND. "TO MAKE A TECHNICAL CORRECTION IN THE LAW 
REGARDING CERTIFICATES FOR FIRE PREVENTION INSPECTORS." Amends GS 143-151.13(c) to 
grant limited fire prevention inspector license to persons so employed on July 1, 1989 (was 1991), 
and gives such inspectors until July 1, 1993 to complete in-service training.

H 560. MECKLENBURG ASST. DA FUNDS (=S 235). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR FIFTEEN

introduced 14 March.

H 561. COMPANY POLICE ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE MINIMUM STANDARDS, DUTIES, AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF COMPANY POLICE OFFICERS AND COMPANY POLICE AGENCIES." This bill 
will be digested in tomorrow’s bulletin.

H 562. COUNCIL ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN. "TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE COUNCIL ON 
THE STATUS OF WOMEN TO THE NORTH CAROLINA COUNCIL FOR WOMEN." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Easterling. Referred to State Government. 


H 563. ACTION UNDER CIVIL RIGHTS ACT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NORTH CAROLINA HUMAN 
RELATIONS COMMISSION TO BRING AN ACTION FOR AN INTERFERENCE OF CIVIL RIGHTS 
UNDER CHAPTER 99D OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." Adds GS 99D-1(b1) as title indicates. 
Permits court to award compensatory or punitive damages, court costs, and injunctive relief, but 
not attorneys’ fees. Directs that damages are to be awarded to the person on whose behalf the 
action was brought. Amends GS 143B-391 to permit Human Relations Commission to adopt regu- 
lations to implement and interpret GS Ch. 99D.

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H 564. DIETETICS/NUTRITION PRACTICE ACT (=S 264). "TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF 
DIETETICS/NUTRITION." \dentical to S 264, introduced 25 March.

H 565. BANK CHANGES. ”7O ELIMINATE THE REQUIRED PERIOD OF EXISTENCE FOR A BANK 
OR SUBSIDIARY BANK OF A BANK HOLDING COMPANY BEFORE IT MAY BE SUBJECT TO 
INTERSTATE ACQUISITION.” Amends GS 53-211(a) of the Reciprocal Banking Act to repeal to pro- 
vision requiring North Carolina banks and bank subsidiaries of North Carolina bank holding com- 
panies to have been in existence five years before they became eligible for interstate acquisition.

H 566. HEARING AID BOARD CHANGES. "TO REVISE AND UPDATE THE LAWS RELATING TO

Amends GS 143B-289.5 to reduce from 15 to 11 the members of the 
Marine Fisheries Comm’n appointed by governor; adds four members with two-year terms ap- 
pointed by General Assembly (two on recommendation of House speaker and two on recommen- 
dation of president pro tem of Senate). Requires governor to fill vacancy with new member of like 
qualifications. Provides members serve at pleasure of governor.

In this situation, trust prop- 
erty to be distributed to income beneficiary if trust otherwise qualifies for marital deduction for 
federal estate tax or N.C. inheritance tax purposes, or is a Qualified Subchapter S Trust under 
Internal Revenue Code. Trust property distributable to a minor or incompetent beneficiary may be 
distributed to guardian of estate or of beneficiary, or in accord with N.C. Uniform Transfers to 
Minors Act, or in accord with N.C. Uniform Custodial Trust Act if 1991 General Assembly enacts 
it. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies to trusts in existence or created on or after that date.

S 396. VOTING STOCK BY FIDUCIARY. "GOVERNING THE VOTING OF SHARES OF CORPORATE

NETWORK." Amends GS 143B-426.39 to direct State Controller to make available the state tele- 
phone network for use from student phones in UNC campuses and School of Science and Math. 
Provides that Controller to bill the school or the students for such use, at school’s election.

S 403. INCREASE SENTENCE/ETHNIC ANIMOSITY. "TO PROVIDE INCREASED SENTENCES FOR 
CRIMES COMMITTED WITH ETHNIC ANIMOSITY." Amends GS 15A-1340.4 to make the fact that a 
defendant acted based on the victim’s race, color, religion, nationality, or country of origin an 
aggravating factor for sentencing purposes. Amends GS 14-3 to make a Class H felony the com- 
mission misdemeanors so motivated. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 404. LAW OFFICERS’ 25-YEAR RETIREMENT. "TO ALLOW LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS 
WHO ARE MEMBERS OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM OR 
THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO RETIRE WITH UNREDUCED 
BENEFITS AFTER COMPLETING TWENTY-FIVE “EARS OF SERVICE." Amends GS 135-5 and GS 
128-27 to provide that law enforcement officers who are members of the Teachers’ and State 
Employees’ Retirement System or the Local Government Employees’ Retirement System will be 
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eligible for full retirement benefits at 55, with five years of creditable service, or at 50 with 25 
years of creditable service. The amount of benefits will be computed by multiplying years of serv- 
ice by 1.64% of average final compensation. This provision becomes effective July 1, 1991 and is 
applicable to persons who retire on or after that date.

Comm’n to consist of 16 members; 12 appointed by 
Governor (one of whom Governor designates chairman); General Assembly to appoint two mem- 
bers on recommendation of President Pro Tem of Senate and two upon recommendation of 
Speaker of House.

DUTY, AND TO DISCOUNT FEES." Grants persons, on or after August 6, 1990, deployed outside 
state or ordered to active military duty as result of Operation Desert Shield or Storm, 90 days 
from return to state to renew occupational license that expired during deployment. Such licenses 
remain valid until the 90-day period is over. Provides that when such licenses are renewed, 
amount of fee to be prorated over period of license and reduced for that period of time the 
person was out of the state. Effective Aug. 6, 1990.

S 428. NEW AGENCY EFFECT ON JUSTICE DEPT. "70 PROVIDE FOR A REVIEW OF THE 
EFFECT OF THE CREATION OR EXPANSION OF A STATE DEPARTMENT ON THE DEPARTMENT OF 
JUSTICE." Adds new GS 143-15.1 prohibiting General Assembly from enacting bill creating a new 
state agency or expanding the enforcement or regulatory duties of existing agency, without first 
getting review from Attorney General as to effect of bill on ability of Justice Dep’t lawyers to 
provide legal services to the affected agency. Directs General Assembly, upon its finding that 
additional staff are necessary, to include in bill adequate appropriation to hire and equip such 
staff or make agency itself responsible for providing the same.

S 429. AMEND UNEMPLOYMENT HEARINGS. "TO AMEND THE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE

judge. Forbids unemployment insurance law judge to engage in private practice of law while in 
Office; violation is grcunds for removal.

Forbids continuance of matter except 
on application to Corim’r of Employment Security Comm’n, unemployment insurance law judge, 
or other authority assigned to make decision, and for good cause shown; "good cause” to in- 
clude service as member of General Assembly. Amends GS 96-4(t)(5) to make clear that Comm’n 
may disclose information, on written request and on reimbursable basis, from records of proceed- 
ing before unemployment insurance law judge or other hearing officer compiled to resolve issues 
under Employment Security Law.

S 430. WINE DISTRIBUTION ACT AMENDS. "TO AMEND THE WINE DISTRIBUTION AGREEMENTS

that provisions governing transfer to family members include transfers to personal representatives 
and testamentary trustees. Specifies procedur2 by which wholesaler may obtain consent of winery 
to transfer of business. Permits winery to object to transfer for good cause, and permits whole- 
saler to sue to determine if good cause exists and to collect damages for any losses caused by 
unjustified objections.

S 436. EXPAND/STAGGER PAROLE COMM’N. "TO ADD TWO NEW MEMBERS TO THE PAROLE 
COMMISSION AND TO PROVIDE FOR STAGGERED TERMS FOR ALL MEMBERS OF THE PAROLE 
COMMISSION." Amends GS 143B-267, effective June 30, 1991, to expand size of Parole 
Commission from 5 to 7, with the new members to serve until June 30, 1995. Directs the 
Governor to designate two of the present members to have terms ending on June 30, 1992, with 
the remaining members serving, as originally appointed, until June 30, 1993. Effective June 30, 
1991.

S 437. SAFE ROADS ACT AMENDMENTS. "7O AMEND THE SAFE ROADS ACT." Amends various 
sections of GS Ch. 20 to reduce the alcohol concentration level defined as per se impairment for 
drivers of noncommercial vehicles from .10 to .08. Amends GS 20-179 to increase the fines which 
may be assessed against convicted impaired drivers from $2,000 to $5,000 at the Level One 
punishment stage, from $1,000 to $4,000 at Level Two, from $500 to $2,500 at Level Three, from 
$250 to $2,000 at Level Four and from $100 to $500 at Level Five. Also increases maximum 
Level Five jail term to 61 days. Amends GS 20-139.1, governing breath analyses, to provide that if 
a person wilfully refuses to provide enough breath samples to permit a fully admissible breath 
analysis to be done, then the lowest result recorded, or the result of a single sample if only one 
sample is taken, may be used as evidence for any purpose in an ensuing prosecution except to 
establish per se impairment. 

Amends GS 18B-401(a), the open containers law, to make it unlawful to have any open 
alcoholic beverage in the passenger area of a motor vehicle, except in the passenger areas of 
for-hire limousines or buses, or in the passenger areas of trailers or campers if these are sepa- 
rate from the driving area. 

Amends GS 20-141.4 to state that involuntary manslaughter is a lesser included offense of 
felony death by vehicle, which is unintentionally causing another’s death while driving impaired, 
and makes felony death by vehicle a Class G rather than a Class | felony. 

Amends GS 20-16.2 to clarify that juveniles taken into protective custody for impaired driv- 
ing violations, who would have been arrested had they been adults, are included within the defini- 
tion of persons “charged” for purposes of implied consent offenses. 

Amends GS 20-179, to provide that a conviction for impaired driving that occurs between 
the date of an offense and the date of sentencing for that offense constitutes a prior conviction 
to be considered as an aggravating factor for sentencing purposes. 

Amends various sections of GS Ch. 20 to extend the revocation period for persons charged 
with implied consent offenses from 10 to 30 days and to extend the revocation period for implied 
consent offenders who fail to timely surrender their licenses from 30 to 60 days.

S 438. DEP’T EHNR CONFIDENTIAL INFO. "TO ALLOW THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO PROTECT CERTAIN CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION.” Adds 
GS 104E-29 making following information received by Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources under GS Ch. 104E (Radiation Protection Act) confidential and not subject to disclo- 
sure under public records law (GS 132-6): information which Dep’t determines is business infor- 
mation such as trade secrets (if person submitting it requests the determination); information 
provided by federal or state agency under claim of confidentiality; and information compiled in 
anticipation of enforcement or criminal proceedings to extent disclosure could interfere with such 
proceedings. Provides confidential information may be disclosed to representatives of federal or 
state agencies if necessary to carry out function of Dep’t or requesting agency or when relevant 
in any proceeding under GS Ch. 104E. Otherwise, officer or employee who knowingly discloses 
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information designated as confidential commits misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment up to 
two years and/or fine up to $500 and removal from office. Makes parallel amendments to GS 
130A-304 for purposes of information received under GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9 (solid waste manage- 
ment).

S 439. CLARIFY PERSONNEL ACT SCOPE (=H 549). "TO PROVIDE CLARIFICATION ON THE

THE DIFFERENT CATEGORIES OF STATE EMPLOYEES.” Identical to H 549, introduced 1 April.

S 440. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BONDS. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PERMIT THE 
ISSUANCE OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT BONDS TO FINANCE THE PUBLIC PORTION OF URBAN 
REDEVELOPMENT OR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS.” Subject to voter approval at Nov. 
5, 1991, general election, adds new section to Art V of NC Constitution, permitting General 
Assembly to enact general laws permitting a new form of local government borrowing. Borrowed 
funds may be used to finance public activities associated with private development projects within 
territorial areas defined within and by the borrowing local government. The security for such loans 
is property tax revenues on the increased property tax base in the defined territorial area. 
Provides that such bonds are not general obligations of the borrowing government (unless the 
government expressly pledges its faith and credit) and that voter approval is not necessary for the 
loans.

S 441. SCHOOL ADMINISTRATOR TRAINING. "REGARDING THE TRAINING OF PUBLIC SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATORS AT INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER EDUCATION.” Creates Education Leadership 
Comm'n consisting of 16 members. President Pro Tem. appoints: (1) three senators; (2) one prin- 
cipal; (3) one superintendent; (4) one parent of public school student; and (5) two business 
leaders; Speaker appoints (1) three representatives; (2) one teacher; (3) one principal; (4) one 
superintendent; and (5) two business leaders. Comm'n to study hiring, training and evaluation of 
school administrators. Requires report to Joint Legislative Oversight Comm’n before March 1, 
1992. Appropriates from the General Fund to the General Assembly $25,000 for fiscal 1991-92 for 
Comm’n expenses. 

Amends GS 115C-271 to require superintendents to complete the Superintendents’ Basic 
Executive Program within three years of being hired and to complete ongoing training at least 
every five years thereafter. Amends GS 115C-284(c) to require principals to complete Principals’

years thereafter.

S 446. STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT ACT (=H 496). "TO PROVIDE THE STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT 
ACT OF 1991." Identical to H 496, introduced 1 April. 
Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Education. 


S 447. FUEL TRUCKS ON LIGHT DUTY ROADS. "TO PERMIT VEHICLES TRANSPORTING 
HEATING FUEL TO EXCEED LIMITS ON LIGHT-TRAFFIC ROADS." Amends GS 20-118(c) as title 
indicates when transporting heating fuel for on-premises use at destination on the light-traffic 
road. 

Introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Transportation. 


S 448. WATERSHED PROGRAM AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED 
PROTECTION ACT BY DELAYING THE ENFORCEMENT DATE, CLARIFYING LOCAL AND STATE 
POWERS AND DUTIES, AND IMPROVING ENFORCEMENT OF THE PROTECTION PROGRAM." 
Amends GS 143-214.5(b) (water supply watershed protection) to allow Environmental Management 
Comm'n to establish class of local permits for development or construction which require ap- 
proval by Dep't of Environment, Health and Natural Resources prior to issuance. Provides that 
minimum statewide water supply watershed management requirements and critical water supply 
watershed management requirements may not be enforced by Dep’t until 180 days after it pub- 
lishes the classification in N.C. Register. Amends GS 143-214.5(d) to provide that local govern- 
ments may adopt ordinances implementing water supply watershed protection programs pursuant 
to their general police and regulatory powers. Amends GS 143-214.5(f) to provide that whenever 
local government has unlawfully issued permit affecting watershed or has filed to take appropriate 
enforcement action, Comm’n may take appropriate preventive or remedial enforcement actions 
including declaring permit void, assessing civil penalties, and filing action for injunctive relief. 
Amends GS 143-214.5(g) to authorize civil penalty against local government that fails to ade- 
quately administer and enforce the provisions of its watershed protection program. 

introduced by Daniel. Referred to Environment. 


S 449. COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS PERMITS. "7O REQUIRE OPERATING PERMITS FOR 
COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS REGULATED UNDER THE NORTH CAROLINA DRINKING WATER 
ACT AND TO AUTHORIZE THE COLLECTION OF FEES FOR SUCH PERMITS.” Adds new GS 130A- 
328 as title indicates. Requires Comm'n for Health Services to adopt rules concerning permit 
categories, permit issuance and renewal, and »ermit suspension and revocation. Requires Sec’y 
of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to set fees based on number of persons served 
by system. Fee must be at least $175 but not more than $500 per year. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Human Resources. 
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S 450. WATER POLLUTION CONTROL OPERATORS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE CERTIFICATION OF 
WATER POLLUTION CONTROL SYSTEM OPERATORS BY EXPANDING THE FUNCTIONS OF THE 
WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT OPERATORS CERTIFICATION COMMISSION AND TO RENAME 
THE COMMISSION AS THE WATER POLLUTION CONTROL SYSTEM OPERATORS CERTIFICATION 
COMMISSION.” Amends GS Ch. 90A, Art. 3 and GS Ch. 143B, Art. 7, Part 9, to rename the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant Operators Certification Commission as the Water Pollution Control 
System Operators Certification Commission and to generally replace all statutory references to 
wastewater treatment plants with references to water pollution control systems. Defines such a 
system as one for the collection, treatment, or disposal of waste for which a permit is required 
under rules adopted by either the Environmental Management Commission or the Commission for 
Health Services. Repeals SL 1989, c. 372, which had generally amended GS Ch. 90A, Art. 3, to 
add sanitary sewage systems to article’s coverage. 

Amends GS 90A-38 to provide that no permit is required for operation of a conventional 
septic tank system. Amends GS 90A-40 to permit Comm'n to issue certificates in an appropriate 
grade and type, without examination, to water pollution control system operators who on Jan. 1, 
1992 hold certificates of competency issued under the voluntary certification program of the NC 
Water Pollution Control Ass’n. Amends GS 90A-42 to generally and significantly increase fees set 
out in that section. Amends GS 143B-301 to increase size of Commission from 7 to 9 nine mem- 
bers, adding an additional water pollution control facility operator, superintendent, or director and 
a member employed by a commercial water pollution control system operating firm. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Environment. 


S 451. IMPROVE ENVIRONMENTAL ENFORCEMENT. "7O IMPROVE THE INVESTIGATION AND 
ENFORCEMENT OF CRIMES AGAINST THE ENVIRONMENT, TO DECLARE UNLAWFUL DISCHARGES 
TO BE CRIMES AND TO ESTABLISH A THREE-YEAR STATUTE OF LIMITATION FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF CERTAIN ENVIRONMENTAL CIVIL PENALTIES." Amends GS 14-399(i)(4) to add 
State Bureau of Investigation officers to those who may enforce littering law. Amends GS 114-15 
to authorize SBI, upon request of Governor or Att'y General, to investigate crimes of dumping of 
toxic substances, littering involving hazardous waste or in amounts exceeding 500 Ibs. or 100 
cubic feet, felonies involving hazardous wastes under GS 130A-26.1, and environmental offenses 
under GS 143-215.6B, -215.88B, and 215.114B. Amends GS 143-215.6A to authorize Sec’y of 
EHNR to assess civil penalty up to $10,000 for violating terms of any permit issued under Part 1, 
Art. 21 of GS Ch. 143; authorizes local governments that are approved by Environmental 
Management Comm'n to administer pretreatment programs to assess civil penalties for violations 
of their programs as Comm’n and Sec’y are authorized to do under GS 143-215.6A, but actions 
for collection must be handled by att’y representing assessing government. Amends GS 143- 
215.6B(f), -(g), and -(h) concerning offenses of negligently or knowingly and willfully violating con- 
ditions of permits issued by Comm'n to limit offenses to violation of rules adopted by Comm'n 
and to broaden them to include violation of any permit issued pursuant to Part 1 of Art. 21 as 
well as negligent failure to obtain a permit. Amends GS 143-215.6C to authorize Dep’t to issue 
summary suspension of permit or laboratory certification whenever reasonable cause exists to 
believe that a violation caused an unauthorized release of hazardous or toxic substances resulting 
in imminent hazard and Sec’y reasonably believes further releases may occur. Requires that civil 
actions by Att’y General under GS 143-215.6A(g), 113A-64(a)(2), 113A-126(d)(3), 143-215.114A, 
and 130A-22(a) be filed within three years after final agency decision or court order served on 
violator. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Environment. 
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S 452. DEVELOPMENT FINANCING BONDS. "TO PERMIT NORTH CAROLINA CITIES AND 
COUNTIES TO ISSUE BONDS TO FINANCE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND URBAN 
REDEVELOPMENT." Adds new GS Ch. 159, Art. 6, entitled Development Financing Act. Permits 
cities and counties to issue development financing bonds, subject to approval of Local 
Government Commission. Permits proceeds of such bonds to be expended to provide public fa- 
cilities within a development financing district established in manner set out below. Provides that 
when such a district is established, existing tax valuation is determined (and is denominated the 
base valuation); thereafter, each year that base valuation is subtracted from the current valuation, 
and the difference, if any, is the incremental valuation. Each year, each local government that 
includes the district within its boundaries levies taxes on property in the district in the same 
manner as taxes are levied throughout the unit; taxes on the base value go the taxing unit; taxes 
on the incremental valuation go into a special fund, which is used to retire the bonds issued 
under this act. Also permits bonds to be secured by any revenues arising from the public facili- 
ties, and, if general obligation bond issuance procedures are followed, by faith and credit of 
issuing unit. Permits issuing unit to contract with property owners within the development financ- 
ing district, under which such owners agree to a minimum level at which their property will be 
assessed during the life of the bonds. 

Adds new GS 160A-515.1, as part of Urban Redevelopment Law, permitting cities to estab- 
lish development financing districts within redevelopment areas and to adopt development financ- 
ing plans for such districts. Before such a district is defined, the county commissioners must be 
given notice and the city may not proceed if the county disapproves the proposed plan. Adds new 
GS 158-7.3 permitting cities and counties to establish development financing districts comprised 
of property that is blighted, deteriorated, or otherwise inappropriately developed, or is appropriate 
for rehabilitation or conservation activities, or is appropriate for economic development. Counties 
may only do so outside of cities, while cities may only do so within cities, and subject to the 
disapproval of county commissioners as above. Requires adoption of development financing plan 
for such districts. 

Bill places no limit on type of private project that may be constructed in development fi- 
nancing district located in redevelopment area. Bill limits private development in a district estab- 
lished under proposed GS 158-7.3, so that no more than 20 percent of such project may be used 
for retail uses. 

Bill makes numerous conforming amendments to GS Ch. 159 and other statutes. Effective 
upon passage of constitutional amendment authorizing general laws dealing with transactions of 
this kind. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Local Government. 


S 453. STORMWATER UTILITIES (=H 501). "TO CLARIFY THE PUBLIC ENTERPRISE LAW WITH 
RESPECT TO STORMWATER UTILITIES ESTABLISHED BY CITIES AND COUNTIES AND TO GIVE 
WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITIES THE ABILITY TO OPERATE AND FINANCE STORMWATER 
UTILITIES.” \dentical to H 501, introduced 1 April. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 454. SEDIMENTATION STOP-WORK ORDERS (=H 448). "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 
STOP-WORK ORDERS FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE SEDIMENTATION POLLUTION CONTROL ACT OF 
1973.” Identical to H 448, introduced 1 April. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Environment. 


S 455. AQUATIC WEED CONTROL (=H 554). "TO PROVIDE FOR THE CONTROL OF AQUATIC 


WEEDS." Identical to H 554, introduced 1 April. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to Environment. 
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S 456. SEDIMENTATION CONTROL AMENDS (=H 449). "TO STRENGTHEN THE SEDIMENTATION 
POLLUTION CONTROL ACT." Identical to H 449, introduced 1 April. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to Environment. 


S 457. GUILFORD SCHOOL REORGANIZATION. "TO CONSOLIDATE ALL OF THE SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN GUILFORD COUNTY OR TO PROVIDE FOR THE TWO CITY SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN THAT COUNTY TO HAVE BOUNDARIES COTERMINOUS WITH THE 
CITIES, SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM.” Calls a referendum for November 1991 within Guilford 
County on public school reorganization. Gives voters two choices: consolidation of all three school 
administrative units in the county into a single unit; or expanding the boundaries of the 
Greensboro and High Point school administrative units to match the boundaries of those cities, 
and providing for continued expansion of those administrative units each time the cities annex. 
Provides that whichever option receives the greater vote will become law. 

Consolidation of Units. Makes consolidation effective July 1, 1993. Provides for 11-member 
school board, with nine elected from districts and two at large; and sets out the boundaries of 
the nine districts. Provides for nonpartisan election of school board members to staggered four- 
-year terms, with the election occurring along with regular county primaries and elections; sets 
somewhat earlier date for initial, 1992 election and provides for initial staggering of terms. Gives 
transition powers to the new school board in the year before consolidation takes effect and pro- 
vides for the transition responsibilities of existing school boards. Generally provides for transfer of 
assets, liabilities, etc. from existing school units to new consolidated system. Directs that initial 
system funding levels to match current levels of the Greensboro school administrative unit. 

Expansion of City Units. Expands Greensboro and High Point city administrative units to the 
current city boundaries, and provides for continued expansion of unit boundaries along with an- 
nexations by those two cities, effective upon approval by voters in referendum described above. 
Sets up machinery for transfer of and compensation for property belonging to county unit that 
now, or in future, comes to be within one of the city units. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Education. 


S 458. CONTROLLER TECHNICAL CHANGES. "MAKING TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE LAWS 
ADMINISTERED BY THE OFFICE OF THE STATE CONTROLLER AND TO REPEAL OBSOLETE 
LAWS.” Generally as title indicates, clarifying and modernizing various provisions of law. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Peronnel. 


S 459. WELL CONSTRUCTION PENALTIES. "TO INCREASE THE CIVIL PENALTIES WHICH MAY 
BE ASSESSED FOR VIOLATION OF THE WELL CONSTRUCTION ACT." Amends GS 87-94 (regarding 
civil penalties for violation of Well Construction Act) to raise limit on civil penalty that Sec’y of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources may impose for violation of act or rule adopted 
under it to $1,000 for first violation occurring within preceding 24 months, $3,000 for second such 
violation, $5,000 for third, and $10,000 per violation for subsequent violation (now, limit $100 for 
all). Sec’y also may assess civil penalty equal to cost of any investigation establishing violation. 
Requires notice of violation and necessary remedial action; bars civil penalty for first violation if 
violation corrected within 30 days of notice. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies to violations oc- 
curring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Environment. 


S 460. STRIPED BASS PROCLAMATIONS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES 


COMMISSION TO ISSUE PROCLAMATIONS SUSPENDING OR EXTENDING THE HOOK-AND-LINE 
SEASON FOR STRIPED BASS FISHING." Adds new GS 113-292(c1) as title indicates. Permits 
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Comm'n to delegate proclamation authority to Exec. Director. Sets out requirements for publicity 
of such proclamations. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 461. FRANKLIN SOLID WASTE FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE FRANKLIN COUNTY TO COLLECT SOLID 
WASTE FEES IN THE SAME MANNER AS AD VALOREM TAXES." As title indicates, adding Franklin 
to the counties subject to GS 153A-293. Effective as to fees imposed on or after July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Speed. Referred to Finance. 


S 462. MEHERRIN INDIAN COMM’N MEMBERS. "7O ADD AN INDIAN MEMBER FROM THE 
MEHERRIN TRIBE TO THE COMMISSION ON INDIAN AFFAIRS AND TO MAKE CERTAIN TECHNICAL 
CHANGES." Amends GS 143B-407(a) as title indicates. 

introduced by Parnell. Referred to State Government. 


S 463. LOW PERFORMING SCHOOL UNITS (=H 493). "TO AUTHORIZE STATE ASSISTANCE AND 
INTERVENTION IN LOW PERFORMING SCHOOL UNITS." Identical to H 493, introduced 1 April. 
introduced by Perdue. Referred to Education.

H 443. FRANCHISE INVESTMENT ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA FRANCHISE 
INVESTMENT ACT." Enacts a new GS Ch. 78E giving the Sec’y of State authority to regulate 
franchises offered or sold in NC. Prohibits offering or selling franchises, unless the offer is regis- 
tered pursuant to the Chapter or exempt. Requires annual registration with the Sec’y of State, 
with the application setting out such information as the Sec’y requires; permits the Sec’y to 
accept examination of registration by comparable official in another state, in compliance with sec- 
tion. Requires franchisors subject to act to provide prospective franchisees with disclosure docu- 
ments, defined as the Uniform Franchise Offering Circular. Sets out fees for various filings under 
Statute. 

Exempts a number of offerings from registration. Principal exemptions are for: (1) franchi- 
sors with net worth of at least $10 million and who have had at least 25 franchises at 25 loca- 
tions for at least 5 years; (2) sale of franchise by franchisee; (3) sales to franchisees with net 
worth of at least $1 million or with individual (or joint) income of at least $200,000 annually for 
last two years, and with significant business knowledge; (4) sales of additional franchises or re- 
newed, modified, etc. franchises, to existing franchisees; and (5) franchises for which the annual 
franchise fee is $250 or less. Requires some of the offerings exempt from registration to never- 
theless meet the requirement of providing disclosure documents. 

Lists and prohibits a variety of deceptive practices. Grants Sec’y of State several methods 
of enforcing act: (1) denial, suspension, and revocation of registration; (2) issuance of cease and 
desist orders and authority to sue for injunctive relief; (3) authority to sue for penalty up to 
aa ai a a clr ee 
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$50,000; (4) authority to impose administrative assessments up to $5,000. Also provides that 
knowing violation of act is Class | felony; and grants franchisees private cause of action for dam- 
ages, against franchisors, for violations of act. Effective as to franchise agreements entered into 
on or after Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


H 450. CLARIFY TRADEMARK REGISTRATION. "TO UPDATE AND CLARIFY THE TRADEMARK. 
REGISTRATION ACT." Makes numerous clarifying changes in the Trademark Registration Act (GS 
Ch. 80) and the following substantive amendments: (1) requires an applicant for registration to list 
his principal place of business or distribution in NC or the physical location at which services are 
being rendered and to submit three specimens of the mark as currently used, one of which must 
show proof of use or distribution in NC; (2) increases application fee to $50 (now, $25); (3) in- 
creases renewal fee to $35 (now, $10); (4) requires registrants periodically to submit on forms 
supplied by Sec’y of State specimens showing five-year evidence of use of the registered mark; 
makes failure to submit such evidence on proper forms grounds for cancellation of registration; 
requires Sec’y of State to notify registrants of this requirement; (5) increases fee for assignment 
of registered mark to $25 (now, $10) and requires assignee to comply with registration provisions 
before assignment can be recorded; (6) sets fees that Sec’y of State may collect for copying, 
comparing, certifying, and recording documents relating to registered marks; (7) authorizes Sec’y 
of State to cancel registration on grounds that registration failed to comply with five-year evidence 
of use requirement or obtained registration by means of false or incorrect statements; and (8) 
adds computer software and video tapes to the list of classes of goods and services for which 
marks may be registered. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


H 530. AUCTIONS/AUCTIONEERS ACT. "MAKING VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO CHAPTER 85B OF 
THE GENERAL STATUTES RELATING TO AUCTIONS AND AUCTIONEERS.” Amends GS 85B-2 to 
exempt from coverage of GS Ch. 85B sales conducted by receiver or similar person conducting 
sale by order of U.S. Bankruptcy Court, and sales conducted by charitable or religious organiza- 
tion regardless of whether person conducting sale receives compensation; provides that any 
person or entity in business of arranging or conducting auction sales for compensation must be 
licensed under Ch. 85B if not exempted by GS 85B-2(a). Amends GS 85B-3 to require N.C. 
Auctioneers’ Comm’n to employ executive director (now, sec’y-treasurer). Amends GS 85A-4 to 
forbid issuance of auctioneer or auction firm license to person who has pled no contest to felony 
or has committed or been convicted of any act involving fraud or moral turpitude, or has within 
preceding five years committed any act that is grounds for license suspension or revocation. 
Requires passing written examination to be licensed as auctioneer or apprentice auctioneer (ex- 
empts those licensed and in good standing on effective date of act). Establishes stricter proce- 
dure whereby person who has suffered monetary loss as direct result of fraudulent act by 
licensed auctioneer may seek compensation from Auctioneer Recovery Fund; for example, ag- 
grieved person must first file lawsuit and obtain judgment, Comm’n must hold hearing, judgment 
debtor may defend self in Comm’n proceeding and Comm’n may defend Fund. Provides Comm’n 
may pay claim directly if loss readily ascertainable and less than $2,500. Amends GS 85B-5 re- 
garding licensing of nonresidents already licensed in another state under licensing standards ac- 
ceptable to Comm'n; limits such licensing to récsiprocal arrangement where resident state extends 
similar privileges to auctioneers resident in N.C. Amends GS 85B-6 generally raising limits on fees 
Comm'n may collect, and authorizing new kinds of fees; for example, $25 nonrefundable exami- 
nation fee, fee for reciprocal licenses, and $25 einstatement fee for renewal after license ex- 
pired. Adds GS 85A-7.1 to require licensed auctioneer to maintain trust account for deposit of all 
monies received for benefit of another person, on deposit at insured bank; licensee must maintain 
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complete records of deposit for at least five years, and Comm'n may inspect. Adds various new 
grounds for denial, suspension or revocation of license conviction; for example, felony or any act 
involving fraud or moral turpitude, giving bad check to Board, allowing unlicensed bid caller to 
call bid at auction, and calling bid at unlicensed auction firm sale. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


H 546 BIRTH IMPAIRMENT FUND. "7O ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA BIRTH-RELATED 
NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT PROGRAM AND THE NORTH CAROLINA BIRTH-RELATED 
NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT TRUST FUND." Adds GS Ch. 130A, Art. 20 to establish a no-fault 
compensation system to provide services and care for persons born in NC with birth-related neu- 
rological impairments. Birth-related neurological impairment is defined as cerebral palsy which 
develops during pregnancy or delivery, and excludes disabilities caused by genetic abnormalities 
or substance abuse. Grants the Department of Environment, Health and Natural Resources 
(Dep't) authority to establish and administer neurological impairment program within the Division 
of Maternal and Child Health, Section of Children and Youth, with the advice of a citizens’ ad- 
visory committee which shall include representatives of persons disabled by cerebral palsy. 
Provides that the remedies created under this article will be the exclusive legal remedies available 
to a person with birth-related neurological impairment. Provides that health care providers whose 
services result in neurological injuries covered by this section will be investigated by the Dep’t 
and by the Board of Medical Examiners which shall initiate disciplinary action against the provider 
if reasonable cause for doing so exists. These investigations shall be paid for by monies from the 
Fund established under this Article. Provides that a civil penalty action may be brought in 
Superior Court against providers who wilfully or wantonly cause neurological impairment. Penalties 
assessed will be paid into the Fund established under this Artice. 

Authorizes the Dep’t to develop evalutation centers to assess applications and develop case 
plans for eligible persons and to accept referrals to these evaluation centers from health care 
providers, social service agencies, schools and from impaired persons or their families. The Dep’t 
will make use of the evaluation results to determine whether applicant qualifies for the program 
established under this Article. A finding that an impairment is the result of a genetic abnormality — 
or substance abuse must be based on clear and convincing evidence. The Dep’t’s determinations 
are subject or review under the APA and the Dept. will have the burden of proof on this issue on 
appeal. 

Provides that if the Dep’t determines that a person qualifies as neurologically impaired, it 
will prepare a needs assessment and a financial assessment. The evaluation centers and service 
coordinators will then provide case management throughout the life of the impaired individual. 
Appropriations from the Fund established under this Article will be made only when all other 
sources of revenue have been exhausted except that only a portion of a family’s private Insurance 
will be allocated toward support of an impaired family member. Fund payments will be made 
directly to providers and payments shall be at reasonable levels using Medicaid and other govern- 
ment assistance programs as guidelines. Fund payments will not be considered in calculating the 
impaired person’s eligibility for private third-party payments or government assistance. 

Establishes the NC Birth-Related Neurological Impairment Trust Fund, to be administered 
by the Sec’y of EHNR, whose decisions will be subject to review by the Trust Fund Council, 
consisting of the Secretary, the State Treasurer and the State Controller. Provides that the State 
Treasurer will be the custodian of the Fund, that the Fund will be subject to oversight by the 
State Auditor and that it is eligible to accrue all interest and other earnings on its assets. The 
Fund will pay its own administrative expenses. The Fund is eligible to receive charitable dona- 
tions. Authorizes the Trust Fund Council to levy an assessment against physician-providers and 
hospitals or birthing clinics of up to a combined total of $170 per birth as a contribution toward 
the fund. That assessment is to be divided between the hospital or clinic and physicians based 
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on actuarial studies by Fellows of the Casualty Actuarial Society of the comparative costs for 
birth-related neurological defects incurred by physicians and hospitals. No assessment will be 
charged on free deliveries. If the Trust Fund Council determines that the Fund will be inadequate 
to meet its projected dispursements it may levy an additional assessment of up to 25% of the 
maximum assessment of a period of up to one year. Any person who fails to pay an assessment 
may be charged interest and a penalty of 50% of unpaid assessments. 

Provides that an actuarial investigation of the fund will be made annually. Further provides 
that for a period of five years, insurance companies will establish a reserve of insurance pre- 
miums attributable to anticipated expenses related to this type of neurological impairment. At the 
end of this five years and annually thereafter, this reserve, less expenses will be paid into the 
Fund. ; 

Requires physicians to participate in community obstetrical care programs designed to pro-  ~ 
vide services to indigent women as a condition of obtaining immunity from civil liability provided 
by this Article. 

Provides that the Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources and the Dep’t of 
Insurance will report on the progress of the program to the General Assembly. 

Provides that no funds from the General Fund will be appropriated for this program, that 
the provisions in the act are severable and that the full act will become effective July 1, 1992. 
Several sections of the act, including the provisions on immunity from civil liability will become 
effective upon ratification. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


H 555. FAIR EMPLOYMENT ACT. ”"7O PROHIBIT DISCRIMINATION IN EMPLOYMENT BECAUSE OF 
RACE, COLOR, RELIGION, SEX, NATIONAL ORIGIN, AGE, OR DISABILITY." Adds new Art. 62 to GS 
Ch. 143, entitled NC Fair Employment Act, to prohibit discrimination in employment on the basis 
of race, color, religion, sex, national origin, age or disability. Applies to employers engaged in 
industry affecting commerce who have 15 or more employees for each working day in each of 20 
or more calendar weeks in the current or preceding calendar year, to employment agencies, and 
to labor organizations. Does not apply to State of NC or to any of its political subdivisions, to 
United States, to an Indian tribe, or to a bona fide private membership club (other than a labor 
organization) which is exempt under Sec. 501(c) of the Internal Revenue Code. 

Covered Acts. Makes the following acts unlawful: (1) for employer to fail or refuse to hire 
or fire person or otherwise to discriminate in employment conditions and compensation because 
of the person's race, color, religion, sex, national origin or race (hereafter referred to as prohib- 
ited bases); (2) for employer to classify employees in a way that would adversely affect them 
because of one of prohibited bases; (3) for employer to reduce a person’s wage to comply with 
this act; (4) for employment agency to refuse to refer for employment or otherwise discriminate 
against individual because of one of prohibited bases; (5) for labor organization to discriminate in 
its membership practices or referrals for jobs against a person because of one of the prohibited 
bases; (6) for employer or labor organization to discriminate in apprenticeship or training or 
retraining programs because of a prohibited bases; (7) for employer, employment agency, or 
labor organization to discriminate against person for complaining about unlawful employment 
practices or for exercising or encouraging others to exercise rights under act. Makes it unlawful 
for employer, employment agency, or labor organization to discriminate in hiring, firing or other 
terms and conditions of employment against a qualified individual with a disability because of the 
disability. Defines discrimination to include (1) limiting, classifying employee in way that adversely 
affects opportunities of employee because of disability; (2) participating in a contractual relation- 
ship that has effect of subjecting employee to <iscrimination because of disability; (3) not making 
reasonable accomodations to the known physical or mental limitations of an otherwise qualified 
individual with a disability, unless employer can show that accomodation would impose an undue 
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hardship on the operation of the business; (4) using tests or other criteria that screen out persons 
with a disability, unless criteria is job related, is consistent with business necessity and perform- 
ance cannot be accomplished by reasonable accomodation; and (5) conducting medical examina- 
tions of employees as to whether person has a disability except under certain circumstances. 
Sets limitations on employee pension plans with regard to discrimination on the basis of age. 

Exemptions and Defenses. Lists numerous exemptions and defenses to act including (1) 
allowing organizations to select employees on the basis of religion, sex, national origin, or age 
when that is bona fide occupational qualification reasonably necessary to the normal operation of 
the business or allowing college that is supported by particular religion to hire employees of par- 
ticular religion; (2) allowing operation of bona fide seniority system; (3) allowing employer to pro- 
hibit illegal use of drugs and use of alcohol on job; and (4) providing that employee currently 
engaging in illegal use of drugs is not covered as person with disability but such employee is 
covered if successfully completed drug rehabilitation program and not currently using illegal 
drugs. 

Enforcement. Provides that complaints of unfair employment practices to be filed with NC 
‘Human Relations Commission no later than 180 days after cessation of practice. Commission’s 
employees to investigate complaints and may issue subpoenas for witnesses and documents. If 
executive director of Commission determines that there is not reasonable cause to believe that an 
unfair employment practice has occurred, dismisses complaint and authorizes complainant to sue 
in state court. If executive director determines that there is reasonable cause to believe a viola- 
tion has occurred then he must try to resolve the complaint by conciliation and persuasion. If he 
is unable to resolve the complaint, he may dismiss complaint and authorize complainant to bring 
suit in state court or executive director may bring state court action against complainant. Civil 
actions must be brought in superior court in county where alleged unlawful employment practice 
occurred. Court’s remedies include injunctive relief, reinstatement of employees, back pay, and 
cost and attorney’s fees to prevailing party except no attorney’s fees may be awarded to 
Commission and no costs and attorney’s fees may be awarded to prevailing employer unless 
case is frivolous, unreasonable or without foundation. 

Local Government Authority. Authorizes city and county governing boards to adopt ordi- 
nances prohibiting employment practices and enforcing ordinances in similar manner as proce- 
dures in this act. If local government adopts ordinance granting equivalent authority to investigate 
or act upon complaint as this act gives to NC Human Relations Commission, jurisdiction over 
complaint is given to local government not Commission. 

Authorizes NC Human Relations to adopt rules to implement and interpret act, effective 
October 1, 1991. Makes Fair Employment Act provisions effective July 26, 1992. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


H 561. COMPANY POLICE ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE MINIMUM STANDARDS, DUTIES, AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF COMPANY POLICE OFFICERS AND COMPANY POLICE AGENCIES.” Repeals 
GS Ch. 74A and replaces it with a new GS Ch. 74E, entitled Company Police Act. Permits 
Attorney General to grant company police status to institutions and entities and to commission 
designees of such institutions and entities as company policemen. Establishes three categories of 
company police: (1) campus police officers, employed by public or private colleges or universities; 
(2) railroad police officers, employed by certified rail carriers; and (3) special police officers, em- 
ployed by other company police entities. Requires nonpublic entities seeking status as certified 
company police to give evidence of liability insurance policy and sets out requirements for such 
policy. Empowers Attorney General to establish qualifications for individual applicants and certified 
entities, to monitor and discipline commissioned officers and certified entities, and to generally 
enforce act. Sets out arrest powers to commissioned officers, with special powers for campus 
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and railroad police. Requires commissioned officers to meet same standards required of public | 
police officers. Provides for status of records pertaining to individual commissioned officers and 

sets out fees for application, renewal, and reinstatement. Sets out grounds for termination of 
commissions and certifications and provisions for enforcement of act. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


H 566. HEARING AID BOARD CHANGES. "TO REVISE AND UPDATE THE LAWS RELATING TO 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE HEARING AID DEALERS AND FITTERS BOARD." Renames the 
Hearing Aid Dealers and Fitters Board as the Hearing Instrument Dispensers Board, and defines 
"hearing instruments” and "hearing instrument dispensing.” Recognizes position of executive 
secretary to board. 

Licensing and Registration. Requires passing minimum competency examination before a 
person may be registered as an apprentice by Board. Requires apprentices to sit for licensing 
examination after two years as apprentice and limits right to renewal of apprentice status to those 
who cannot pass license examination. Modifies licensing requirements for persons holding 
masters degree in Audiology, by requiring they pass minimum competency exam and have been 
registered as apprentice and have worked under a licensee’s supervision for at least one year. 
Modifies licensing requirements for persons licensed as audiologists under GS Ch. 90, Art. 22, by 
requiring passage of an examination but by deleting requirement of working under supervision of 
otolaryngologist. Allows Board to establish continuing education requirements. . 

Miscellaneous Changes. Permits sales of hearing instruments by catalog, direct mail, and 
broadcast media and sets out conditions to such sales. Modifies content of statement of sale 
required under GS 93D-7. Authorizes Board to set and collect fees not established by statute. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1991 
Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


H 573. GUILFORD SCHOOL REORGANIZATION (=S 457). "TO CONSOLIDATE ALL OF THE : 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN GUILFORD COUNTY OR TO PROVIDE FOR THE TWO CITY 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN THAT COUNTY TO HAVE BOUNDARIES COTERMINOUS WITH 
THE CITIES, SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM." Identical to S 457, introduced 1 April. 
Introduced by Gist. Referred to Local Government I. 





H 574. FOSCOE INCORPORATED. "7O INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF FOSCOE." Incorporates the 
Town of Foscoe, near Seven Devils on the Avery-Watauga County line. Provides for a five- 
member board of aldermen, serving four-year staggered terms, and for a mayor selected by and 
from the board. Provides for nonpartisan plurality elections and names the initial board, to serve 
until 1991 elections. Permits board to adopt a 1991-92 budget without reference to the timetables 
of the budget law or the Machinery Act. Includes a recall procedure for town officers. 

Introduced by Judy Hunt. Referred to Locai Government Il. 


H 575. SCHOLARSHIPS, VETERANS’ CHILDREN. "TO BROADEN COVERAGE UNDER THE STATE 
SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM TO INCLUDE CHILDREN OF WAR VETERANS WITH ANY DISABILITY 
RATING.” GS 165-22 now provides for award of scholarships to up to 100 children each year 
whose veteran parents are now or were at time of death receiving compensation for wartime 
service-connecied disability of 20% or more but less than 100% or a statutory award for arrested 
pulmonary tuberculosis (Class Il under the scheme set out in the statute). This bill reduces the 
parent’s minimum disability percentage for Class Il awards to 0%. 

Introduced by Wood. Referred to State Government. 
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H 576. TRANSFER COMMUNITY PENALTIES (=S 465). "TO TRANSFER THE COMMUNITY 
PENALTIES PROGRAM FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY TO 
THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF THE COURTS." As title indicates, recodifies current GS 143B- 
500 through -507 as GS 7A-770 through -775. Expands offenders eligible for program from non- 
violent misdemeanants and persons convicted of nonviolent Class H, | or J felonies to all misde- 
meanants and Class H, | or J felons who would be eligible for intensive probation or house arrest 
except those convicted of involuntary manslaughter. Changes Community penalties boards from 
advisory to directory boards and sets out duties. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Courts. 


H 577. PINEHURST ANNEXATION. "7O EXTEND THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF 
PINEHURST." Annexes described 1,100-acre area to Town of Pinehurst, effective June 30, 1992. 
Excludes 56.88-acre tract around Monroe Town Community. 

Introduced by Morgan. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 578. LAW ENFORCEMENT STUDY BLANK (=S 444). "REGARDING IMPLEMENTATION OF 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE STATE LAW ENFORCEMENT STUDY." \dentical to S 444, introduced 
1 April. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Rules. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 393. UNIFORM CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT. "7TO BE KNOWN AS THE NORTH CAROLINA UNIFORM 
CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT AND TO MAKE CONFORMING AMENDMENTS TO THE POWER OF 

' ATTORNEY STATUTES AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Adds GS 
Ch. 33B, to be entitled the North Carolina Uniform Custodial Trust Act. Allows any person to 
create a custodial trust by written transfer of property to a trust company or to any adult other 
than the transferor, for the benefit of any individual including the transferor, in a properly exe- 
cuted document which names the transferee as custodial trustee. Allows any adult to create a 
custodial trust by a written declaration which names as beneficiary any individual except the dec- 
larant, describes the property and designates the declarant as custodial trustee. 

Provides that title to custodial trust property is in the custodial trustee and the beneficial 
interest is in the beneficiary. Custodial trusts cannot be created for multiple beneficiaries. 
Property can be added to such trusts by properly executed written instruments and all custodial 
trust property held by the same trustee for the same beneficiary may be administered as a single 
trust. 

Provides that persons can be designated as successor or sustitute custodial trustees and 
that custodial trusts can only be terminated if a competent beneficiary or the guardian of an 
incompetent beneficary requests termination in writing or upon the death of the beneficiary. 

Provides that custodial trusts can be created to begin in the future and clauses creating 
such trusts can be incorporated into wills, trusts, insurance policies, deeds, payable on death 
accounts, an instrument exercising a power of appointment, provided that the beneficiary of the 
custodial trust is a permissible object of the power, or a writing designating a beneficiary of 
contractual rights. 

Provides that persons holding property belonging to, or owing a debt to an incapacitated 
person who does not have a guardian of the estate may transfer the property or discharge the 
debt by creating a custodial trust for the benefit of the incapacitated person. If the value of the 
debt or property exceeds $20,000 the creation of the trust must be approved by the court. 
Custodial trusts which are to begin in the future cannot be created in this way. 

Sets forth the general duties of custodial trustees. If no direction is given, the trustee is to 
manage the trust as a prudent person dealing with the property of another and is not bound by 
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other laws restricting investments by fiduciaries, except that if the trustee is selected because of 
his expertise, he should observe an expert’s standard of care. Grants the trustee all the rights 

and powers of property ownership over the trust property but requires that the trustee exercise 
those rights and powers in a fiduciary capacity. 

Allows the beneficiary to direct how trust monies will be paid out except where beneficiary 
is incapacitated in which case the trustee will expend the fund for the beneficiary and his or her 
family as necessary and appropriate. 

Provides that a beneficiary will be treated as incapacitated if the transferor so directs, if the 
beneficiary has been judicially declared incompetent, or if the custodial trustee determines that 
the beneficiary is incapacitated pursuant to a durable power of attorney, based on a certificate of 
the beneficiary’s physician, or based on other reasonable evidence. Authorizes custodial trustees 
to treat beneficaries as not incapacitated if the trustee determines that a prior incapacity has 
ceased. Regardless of the trustee’s determination, interested persons may file for a judicial deter- — 
mination of incompetence pursuant to GS Ch. 35A. Custodial trustees shall not be liable for de- 
terminations of capacity or incapacity if they acted in good faith. ‘ 

Provides that the trustee is entitled to reasonable expenses and reasonable compensation 
to be paid out of the trust. Requires the trustee to submit a written statement describing the trust 
property to the beneficiary or his guardian at least once a year, upon reasonable request by the 
beneficiary or guardian, and upon removal or resignation of the trustee. Allows interested persons 
and successor trustees to petition court for an accounting and requires an accounting if a trustee 
is removed by the court. Allows custodial trustees may petition the court for a review of the 
propriety of their actions. 

Creates a two year statute of limitations for actions for accounting or breach of fiduciary 
duty where there has been a final accounting and a three year statute of limitations for such 
actions where there has been no final accounting. Creates a five year statute of limitations for 
actions for fraud. The statute of limitations will be tolled during the minority or incapacity of a 
beneficiary unless the incapacitated beneficiary has a guardian of the estate. 

Provides that upon termination of the trust the property will be transfered to the beneficiary 
or his guardian. If the beneficiary is deceased the property is to be distributed to the beneficiar- 
ies under his will if any, to the designees in the instrument creating the trust if any, or to the 
decedent’s estate. Provides that if the beneficiary is incapacitated at the time for the trust to 
terminate, the trust should continue until the incapacity is removed. 

Provides that this chapter will apply to trusts in which the trustee is a resident of NC or has 
its principal place of business here and states that NC will enforce trusts set up under substan- 
tially similar laws in sister states. Amends GS 32A-1 to add paragraph to standard form creating 
power of attorney to conform with this chapter. Effective October 1, 1991. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


S 398. AMEND BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT. "TO AMEND THE BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT 
AND MAKE A CONFORMING AMENDMENT TO G.S. 47-18.1 AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL 
STATUTES COMMISSION." Adds new GS 55-5-02(c) permitting a corporation to change its regis- 
tered office or agent by including in its annual report the information required by GS 55-5-02(a). 
Adds new GS 55-8-08(e) permitting removal of entire board of directors, unless otherwise pro- 
vided for in articles of incorporation or bylaws. Adds new GS 55-8-20 permitting special meetings 
of board of directors upon cali of president or any two directors, unless bylaws provide otherwise. 
Adds new 55-15-21 providing procedure for application and approval of certificate of withdrawal 
for foreign corporation that has been merged into another corporation. Makes other amendments 
to GS Ch. 55 and to GS 47-18.1 of a technicai nature. 

introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 
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S 426. RECODIFY NOTARY PUBLIC ACT. "7O REVISE AND RECODIFY AS CHAPTER 10A THE 
STATUTES RELATING TO NOTARIES." Repeals GS Ch. 10 and replaces it with new GS Ch. 10A, 
making following substantive changes. Deletes requirement that notary applicant be registered to 
vote in NC, allowing application from anyone who resides or works in NC. Sets out grounds for 
which Sec’y of State may deny application to become notary. Raises fees for applying for or 
renewing notary commission from $15 to $25. Raises maximum fees that notaries may charge 
from $1 to $2. Makes various violations of Chapter crimes and sets out penalties upon conviction. 
Sets out provisions regarding changes in status of commissioned notary and requires notice to 
Sec’y of State of same and new commission upon change of name. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


S 464. CHILD SUPPORT REFORM (=H 542). "TO BEGIN THE PROCESS OF ADOPTING A 
REFORMED, UNIVERSAL, STATE-ADMINISTERED CHILD SUPPORT SYSTEM IN NORTH CAROLINA." 
Identical to H 542, introduced 1 April. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 465. TRANSFER COMMUNITY PENALTIES (=H 576). "TO TRANSFER THE COMMUNITY 
PENALTIES PROGRAM FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY TO 
THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF THE COURTS." Identical to H 576, introduced 1 April. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 466. ECU CAPITAL PROJECT (=H 490). "TO AMEND CHAPTER 965 OF THE 1989 SESSION 
LAWS TO PROVIDE CHANGES ONLY WITH RESPECT TO A PROJECT WHOLLY SELF-LIQUIDATING." 
Identical to H 490, introduced 1 April. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Finance. 


S 467. HIGHWAY TRUST ADMIN. EXPENSE. "TO REDUCE THE AMOUNT OF HIGHWAY TRUST 
FUND REVENUE THAT CAN BE USED FOR ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES." Amends GS 136-176(b) 
to reduce from 5% to 4 1/2% the amount of Highway Trust Fund moneys that can be used for 
administrative expenses. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 468. LEWD FILMS/NUISANCE. "TO PROVIDE THAT LEWD FILMS ARE INCLUDED IN THE 
DEFINITION OF NUISANCE.” Amends GS 19-1.2, definitions of nuisances, to include in definition 
(1) places where lewd films are shown in the regular course of business (was, as a "predominant 
and regular business”) and (2) places in which lewd publications are part of stock (was, "a prin- 
cipal or substantial” part of stock). Amends GS 19-2.1 to (1) permit abatement actions by local 
governments; (2) delete prohibition on private citizens bringing abatement actions where the al- 
leged nuisance involves illegal possession or sale of obscene or lewd matter; (3) provide that the 
bond provided by plaintiff in an action brought by a private citizen is to be in an amount set by 
the court, rather than in an amount of not less than $1,000; and (4) delete authority for defendant 
to go against bond for damages to person.

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H 581. FIVE-YEAR DRIVERS LICENSE (=S 471). "TO CHANGE THE GENERAL DRIVERS LICENSE 
RENEWAL CYCLE FROM FOUR TO FIVE YEARS AND TO MAKE UNIFORM THE REQUIREMENTS 
FOR OBTAINING A DRIVERS LICENSE." Amends GS 20-7(f) to provide that initial drivers license 
expires on the licensee’s birthday in the fourth or subsequent year after the license is issued in 
which the licensee’s age is divisible by five and is then renewable every five years thereafter. 
However, if person is 17 years old when initial license is granted, license expires on 20th birthday | 
and then every five years thereafter. If person is at least 62 years old when license is first issued, 
it expires on licensee’s birthday in fifth year after issued and every fifth year thereafter. Provides 
that licensee may apply to renew license only within 60-day period before expiration. Provides 
that initial special identification card issued expires on holder’s birthday in the third or sub- 
sequent year after the card is issued in which holder’s age is divisible by five and is renewable 
every five years thereafter. Sets out following drivers license fees: Class A license—$3.75 for 
each year of the period of which the license issued; Class B license—$3.75 per year; Class C 
license—$2.50 per year; special identification card—$1.25 per year; fee for Class A, B, or C 
commercial license—$10 per year; special endorsement (for specific kinds of commercial driving 
such as transporting hazardous wastes or driving double trailers) on commercial license—$1.25 
per year.

VEHICLES." Amends GS 18B-401 to prohibit transport, possession, or consumption of alcoholic 
beverages in passenger area of motor vehicle, while the vehicle is in operation on highway or 
public vehicular area. Exempts from prohibition passengers in motor home, taxi, for-hire bus, or 
for-hire limousine. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

SENATE BILLS 


S 407. PUBLIC HEALTH STUDY-2. "TO ESTABLISH THE PUBLIC HEALTH STUDY COMMISSION." 
Identical to H 476, introduced 1 April, and S 367, introduced 28 March, with these exceptions. 
Provides for a 14 (H 476/S 367: 21) member study commission, seven appointed by Speaker and 
seven appointed by Senate President Pro Tempore. Directs the Speaker to appoint four House 
members, one county comm’r, one local health director (from a list submitted by the NC Ass’n of 
Health Directors), and the Dean, or his or her designee, of the UNC School of Public Health. 
Directs the President Pro Tempore to appoint four Senators, one local health board member, a 
NC physician, and the President, or his or her designee, of the NC Public Health Ass’n. Directs 
that the Study Comm’n report to the General Assembly (H 476/S 367: General Assembly and 
Governor). Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced and referred to committee 1 April. 


S 469. ROCKINGHAM OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY TO LEVY A 
ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Permits Rockingham County to levy a 
3% occupancy tax, with proceeds remitted to Rockingham County Tourism Development Authority 
(TDA). Directs county commissioners, if they levy occupancy tax, to also create TDA. Provides 
that TDA to have 11 members, as follows: the executive director of the county economic develop- 
ment commission, ex-officio and non-voting; county comm’r appointed by board of comm’rs, to 
serve ex-officio and without a vote; four hotel or motel owners, one each appointed by the board 
of comm’rs and by the three chambers of commerce operating in the county; and five interested 
citizens, one each by the three chambers and two by the board of comm’rs. Permits TDA to 
spend tax proceeds on advertising and promotion of travel, tourism, and conventions in 
Rockingham County.

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S 471. FIVE-YEAR DRIVERS LICENSE (=H 471). "TO CHANGE THE GENERAL DRIVERS LICENSE 
RENEWAL CYCLE FROM FOUR YEARS TO FIVE YEARS AND TO MAKE UNIFORM THE 
REQUIREMENTS FOR OBTAINING A DRIVERS LICENSE." \dentical to H 471, introduced 3 April. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Transportation. 


S 472. DRIVERS LICENSE CHANGES. "7O REVISE THE DRIVERS LICENSE LAW TO HARMONIZE 
THE COMMERCIAL DRIVERS LICENSE PROVISIONS WITH THE REGULAR DRIVERS LICENSE 
* PROVISIONS, TO CLARIFY THE EFFECT OF A DISQUALIFICATION TO DRIVE A COMMERCIAL 
MOTOR VEHICLE, AND TO IMPOSE A FEE FOR A MOTORCYCLE ENDORSEMENT, A COMMERCIAL 
LEARNER'S PERMIT, AND THE RESTORATION OF A LICENSE AFTER DISQUALIFICATION." Makes 
numerous changes in language in Art. 2 of GS Ch. 20 (Uniform Driver's License Act) and Art 2C 
(Commercial Driver License) to clarify and harmonize the language used in the two articles. 

Definitions. Makes following substantive changes to definitions in GS 20-4.01: (1) Adds defi- 
nitions of classes of motor vehicles (A, B, and C) to section, thereby making definitions same for 
regular and commercial drivers licenses. Defines Class A as combination of vehicles towing unit 
with Gross Vehicle Weight (GVW) of 10,001 or more Ibs. Class B is either a single vehicle with 
GVW of 26,001 or more pounds or a combination of vehicles with GVW of at least 26,001 pounds 
towing a unit of less than 10,001 pounds. Class C is any vehicle not included in Class A or B. (2) 
Adds to definition of commercial vehicle any vehicle required by federal law to be commercial 
vehicle. (3) Deletes from definition of GVW the option of using registered weight of vehicle, 
thereby requiring use of manufacturer’s specifications of maximum loaded weight. (4) Adds defini- 
tion of conviction that is substantively identical to that in current GS 20-24(c). (5) Adds to list of 
serious offenses (for which license actions may be taken under commercial license law) the of- 
fenses of improper lane changes and following too closely. (6) Adds definition of regular drivers 
license that specifies that it applies to exempt commercial vehicles and non-commercial vehicles. 

Regular drivers license changes. Rewrites GS 20-7 to make numerous stylistic changes. 
Specifies that regular licenses cover vehicles that are non-commercial or exempt from commercial 
license law; specifies that Class C license allows person who is volunteer member of fire depart- 
ment or rescue squad to drive Class A or B vehicle in line of duty. Adds requirement in GS 20-7(i) 
that fee for motorcycle endorsement be collected, even if obtained at same time as regular or 
commercial license. 

Commercial drivers license changes. Rewrites GS 20-17.4 and adds new GS 20-17.5 deal- 
ing with disqualification of commercial licensees. Makes any violation of hit and run statute a 
basis for disqualification if it occurs while driving a commercial vehicle (now, just felonies). 


Specifies that if license action to be taken by Division involves disqualification to drive commercial — 


vehicle only, the person may keep any Class C regular license, but must turn in any other: Allows 


person to apply for Class C regular license. If action requires both revocation and disqualification, . 


license must be turned in, and person may obtain non-commercial limited privilege if he would 
have been eligible if offense had occurred in non-commercial vehicles. Provides that person who 
seeks Class C regular license may do so for duplicate license fee if disqualified license is not 
expired. If license is expired, person is treated the same as a person seeking renewal. Requires 
payment of restoration fee specified by GS 20-7(i1) for disqualifications. Amends GS 20-17 to 
provide for revocation in instances in which person convicted of commercial impaired driving and 
person had alcohol concentration between 0.04 and 0.10 or person failed to take test. Adds new 
GS 20-28(d) to require that person convicted of driving commercial vehicle in violation of that 
section commits misdemeanor punishable under GS 20-35, and requires DMV to impose addi- 
tional period equal to period to which defendant was subject at time of offense; for second of- 

. fense, two times that period, and for third offense, life disqualification (which can be reduced to 
10 years). Amends GS 20-37.13(c) to allow waivers of road test for commercial licenses until Oct. 
1, 1992, subject to certain conditions, including submitting the application by April 1, 1992. Adds 
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$5 fee for commercial drivers license learner’s permit. Amends GS 20-37.15 to exempt persons 
who have learner’s permit or who are renewing license from $20 application fee. Exempts em- 
ployees of DMV from endorsement fee. Deletes GS 20-138.2(f). 

School bus rules. Rewrites GS 20-218 to provide that section applies to public vehicular 
areas as well as highways, and to provide that school activity bus must be driven by person 
authorized to drive school bus or have license for class of vehicle to which bus is assigned. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Transportation. 


S 473. PROTECT CERTAIN JUDGMENTS. "7O PROTECT THE EFFICACY OF CERTAIN 
JUDGMENTS ENTERED IN RELIANCE UPON DOCUMENTS NOTARIZED BY ATTORNEYS." Amends 
GS 47-8, which prohibits attorney from administering oaths to paper writings used in legal pro- 
ceedings in which he appears as attorney, to provide that this rule is not to be used to affect 
judgment, otherwise proper, entered in action in which complaint or other documents were veri- 
fied in violation of section. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to Judiciary 1.

H 591. ROCKINGHAM OCCUPANCY TAX (=S 469). "TO AUTHORIZE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY TO 
LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Identical to S 469, introduced 3 


April. 


Introduced by Wilson. Referred to Local Government Il. 
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H 592. WASHINGTON OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF WASHINGTON TO LEVY 
A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Authorizes Washington City Council, 
by ordinance after a public hearing, to levy a 3% room occupancy tax with proceeds of tax to be 
used by City of Washington Tourism Development Authority for development of tourism. Exempts 
accommodations furnished by nonprofit organization, summer camps, and businesses renting no 
more than five units. Tax to be paid monthly. Makes willful failure to pay tax a misdemeanor and 
sets out civil penalties for late payments. Creates Development Authority of seven members, in- 
cluding one city council member, three hotel operators, two persons in tourist business, and one 
member of Chamber of Commerce.

H 593. HOLLY RIDGE SOLID WASTE FEE. "7O AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF HOLLY RIDGE TO 
COLLECT A FEE FOR SOLID WASTE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL SYSTEMS AND FACILITIES IN 
THE SAME MANNER AS AD VALOREM TAXES." Adds Holly Ridge to coverage of SL 1989, Ch. 
1007 to allow town to bill for solid waste fees along with ad valorem taxes, and make fee payable 
and collectable in same manner as taxes. Applies to fees imposed on or after July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Smith. Referred to Finance. 


H 594. NEWSPAPER INSERT NOT TAX EXEMPT. "TO REPEAL THE SALES TAX EXEMPTION FOR 
NEWSPAPER INSERTS AND TO USE THE REVENUE GENERATED BY THE REPEAL FOR SOLID 
WASTE MANAGEMENT." Repeals GS 105-164.13(36) as title indicates, and rewrites GS 105- 
164.44A (which directs a 1983-84 transfer of funds from the General to the Highway Fund) to 
transfer the proceeds of the sales tax on newspaper inserts to the Solid Waste Management 
Trust Fund. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 595. MEHERRIN INDIAN COMMISSION MEMBER (=S 462). "TO ADD AN INDIAN MEMBER

H 597. SBI DAY CARE ABUSE TASK FORCE. "TO REQUIRE THE SBI TO FORM A TASK FORCE 
TO INVESTIGATE ALL CASES OF SUBSTANTIATED CHILD ABUSE OR NEGLECT IN DAY CARE." 
Amends GS 7A-544 and -548 to require local department of social services to notify SBI If depart- 
ment’s investigation of a report of abuse and neglect indicates abuse in a day care facility. Adds 
GS 114-15.3 to require director of SBI to form a task force to investigate and prepare evidence 
when SBI receives report from local department of social services of abuse in a day care home. 
Requires SBI to begin investigation within 24 hours of receipt of report. Requires Child Day Care 
Commission, Department of Human Resources and Judicial Department to adopt rules to ensure 
that investigations taken by each group do not interfere with one another and to file joint report 
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with Governmental Operations by March 1, 1992 as to whether any additional legislation is 
needed. Rules to include development of methods by which SBI instructs Child Day Care 
Commission and local social services directors on ways to conduct investigations without destroy- 
ing evidence that SBI may be gathering for possible criminal trial.

REGULATE HUNTING WITH CENTER FIRE RIFLES IN PASQUOTANK COUNTY." Prohibits hunting in 
Pasquotank County, with gun or bow and arrow, from or across the right-of-way of any public 
road, or private land without the owner's permission. Prohibits hunting with a center fire rifle in 
the county, except from a stand at least six feet above the ground. Makes violation a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of $50, 30 days’ imprisonment, or both; and permits seizure and 
sale of weapons used in any violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Thompson. Referred to Local Government !. 


-H 599. SCHOOL TENURE CHANGES. "7O MAKE VARIOUS CHANGES IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOL 
TENURE LAW.” Amends GS 115C-325 to (1) add as a ground for dismissing or demoting a 
teacher the teacher’s providing false information or omitting a material fact on the employment 
application; (2) to allow superintendent’s written notice to teacher of recommendation of dismissal 
or demotion to be given by personal delivery as well as certified mail; (3) to require panel of 
Professional Review Committee to conduct hearing instead of investigation to determine whether 
grounds for dismissal or demotion are true. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Education. 


H 600. CARY FIREFIGHTER BENEFITS. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE LOCAL 
SUPPLEMENTAL RETIREMENT BENEFIT FUND FOR FIREFIGHTERS IN THE TOWN OF CARY, IN 
WAKE COUNTY." Amends Cary supplemental fire retirement fund legislation to (1) change basis of 
calculation of benefits from calendar to fiscal year; (2) make 15 years’ service with Cary fire 
department requirement for benefit for full-time paid Cary firefighters; (3) changes limit on benefit 
for retired firefighters from $1,800 a year to $150 per share; and (4) disclaims state liability for 
payment of benefit if assets in fund insufficient. 

Introduced by Jordan. Referred to Local Government I. 


H 601. RAILROAD CORRIDOR INTERIM USE. "TO PROHIBIT THE LEASING OF RAILROAD 
CORRIDORS BY THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION FOR INTERIM PURPOSES UNDER 
CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 136-44.36 to provide that Department of Transportation 
may not lease railroad corridors when (1) corridor was obtained by easement for right-of-way of 
100 feet or less in width that crosses farmland, (2) easement was granted to railroad before 1900 
for nominal consideration or without consideration, and (3) easement requires return of land to 
property owners. For such easements, land is to return to owners. 

Introduced by Gambie. Referred to Transportation. 


H 602. LINCOLN COMMISSIONER VACANCY. "TO PROVIDE THAT IN FILLING A VACANCY ON 
THE LINCOLN COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS, THE NOMINEE OF THE PARTY EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE OF THE VACATING MEMBER MUST BE APPOINTED." As title indicates, adding 
Lincoln County to GS 153A-27.1. 

Introduced by Gamble. Referred to Local Government Il. 
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H 603. GRANVILLE HUNTING PERMITS. "7TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGISTRATION OF LAND IN 
GRANVILLE COUNTY AND TO REQUIRE ANY PERSON HUNTING OR POSSESSING A FIREARM OR 
BOW AND ARROW THAT IS READILY AVAILABLE FOR USE TO SECURE AN ENTRY PERMIT 
BEFORE ENTERING OR REMAINING ON REGISTERED LAND OR REMAINING ON ABUTTING 
PORTIONS OF HIGHWAY." Establishes detailed procedures for registering and posting land in 
Granville County. Sets penalties for violation of act, including hunting or possessing weapon on or 
near posted land, removing notices, and refusing to show permit. Most violations made misde- 
meanors punishable by $50 or 30 days’ imprisonment. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Church. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 604. MOTOR VEHICLE SURETY BONDS. "7O INCREASE THE SURETY BOND TO BE 
SUBMITTED BY AN APPLICANT FOR A LICENSE AS A MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER, 
MANUFACTURER, DISTRIBUTION BRANCH, OR FACTORY BRANCH." Amends GS 20-288(e) as title 
indicates, increasing initial bond from $15,000 to $30,000 and bond for each additional place of 
business from $5,000 to $15,000. Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Transportation. 


H 605. JUVENILE COMMITMENT PROCEDURE. "TO CLARIFY PROCEDURAL REQUIREMENTS 
FOR DISPOSITIONS COMMITTING JUVENILES TO THE DIVISION OF YOUTH SERVICES." Adds new 
GS 7A-651(e) detailing required contents of judge’s order committing juvenile to the Division of 
Youth Services. Requires that court find that all alternatives to commitment have either been at- 
tempted unsuccessfully or are inappropriate and that the juvenile’s behavior is a threat to persons 
or property. These findings must be supported by substantial evidence in the record. Makes con- 
forming amendment to GS 7A-652(e). Effective as to commitments ordered on or after Oct. 1, 
1991.

H 606. DRIVER LICENSE COMPACT. "TO ENABLE NORTH CAROLINA TO JOIN THE DRIVER 
LICENSE COMPACT." Adds GS 20-4.21 to -4.25 to authorize Commissioner of Motor Vehicles to 
make agreements with other states in Driver License Compact by which each member state 
reports motor vehicle convictions to other member states. Upon receipt of report of conviction 
from member state with regard to driver licensed in NC, Div’n of Motor Vehicles is to give same 
effect to conviction as it would had conviction occurred in NC. Continues all driver license reci- 
procity agreements in force on Jan. 1, 1991. Makes conforming amendments to other provisions 
in GS Chapter 20. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 474. SEWERAGE DISTRICT EXPANSION. "TO PROVIDE THAT UNINCORPORATED AREAS 
ADDED TO AN EXISTING SEWERAGE DISTRICT ARE REPRESENTED BY THE MEMBERS 
REPRESENTING THE COUNTY IN WHICH THE AREAS LIE." Amends GS 162A-68 to delete require- 
ment that, following inclusion of unincorporated area in district, new board member be appointed 
to represent area. States that a newly annexed area is to be represented by incumbent members 
from county in which it is located with two exceptions. One, if including the new area extends 
district into another county, new members are to be appointed immediately to represent the area 
in that county. Two, if new area changes the county in which largest portion of district lies, new 
members from county now containing largest area are to be appointed immediately, in accor- 
dance with GS 167-67(2), and the county with lesser portion is not to replace first member whose 
term expires following change. 

Introduced by Hyde. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 475. CALDWELL/AVERY BEAR SANCTUARY. "TO REQUIRE THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES 
COMMISSION TO MODIFY THE BOUNDARIES OF A PORTION OF THE DANIEL BOONE BEAR 
SANCTUARY LOCATED IN CALDWELL AND AVERY COUNTIES." Directs that the portion of the cited 
sanctuary east of Forest Service Road 45 in Caldwell County be deleted from the sanctuary, and 
that the portion of the Pisgah Game Land in Caldwell and Avery Counties not in the sanctuary 
and located south of the northeastern portion of the sanctuary and bisected by State Road 1530 
be added. Effective Oct. 1. 1991. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 476. REGULATE HOME WATER HEATERS. "TO REGULATE THE TEMPERATURE OF HOME 
WATER HEATERS TO HELP REDUCE THE RISK OF INJURIES AND DEATH." Adds new GS 66-27.1A 
requiring manufacturer or installer of new residential water heater to preset thermostat no higher 
than 120 degrees Fahrenheit, if heater is to be offered for sale or lease in single or multi-family 
dwelling. Permits occupant of such dwelling to reset at higher temperature, and such an action 
relieves the manufacturer or installer from any liability for damages attributed to the resetting. 
Requires warning tag, regarding burn danger from higher temperatures, on or near the ther- 

. mostat. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 477. NEW HANOVER PUBLIC CONTRACTORS. ”"7O PERMIT NEW HANOVER COUNTY TO 
PROVIDE PROCEDURES FOR EVALUATING CONTRACTORS BY ORDINANCE." Authorizes New 
Hanover to adopt an ordinance providing procedures for evaluating the work of construction con- 
tractors on county capital projects, and to use the evaluations as a factor in awarding bids on 
future contracts. If the ordinance allows use of evaluation to determine lowest responsible bidder, 
it must provide for public hearing at least 10 before award of contract. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Local Government. 


S 478. ABC PERMIT CONFORM TO ZONING. "TO REQUIRE THAT APPLICABLE LOCAL ZONING 
REQUIREMENTS MUST BE SATISFIED TO OBTAIN AN ABC PERMIT." Amends GS 18B-901 as title | 
indicates. (Formerly, compliance with zoning was factor ABC Commission could consider in 
issuing permit.) 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Alcohol Beverage Control. 


S 479. SMITHFIELD ANNEX COUNTRY CLUB. "7O EXTEND THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE 
TOWN OF SMITHFIELD TO INCLUDE THE JOHNSTON COUNTY COUNTRY CLUB." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Local Government. 


S 480. MECKLENBURG ADMISSIONS TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE MECKLENBURG COUNTY TO ADOPT 
AN ORDINANCE LEVYING AN ADMISSIONS TAX ON CERTAIN EVENTS." Blank bill; no substantive 
provisions. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Finance. 


S 481. WSSU CAPITAL PROJECT (=H 488). "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE 
FINANCING, WITHOUT APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND, OF A CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS PROJECT AT WINSTON-SALEM STATE UNIVERSITY." \dentical to H 488, intro- 
duced 1 April. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 482. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS (=H 491). "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE 
FINANCING, WITHOUT APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND, OF CERTAIN CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS PROJECTS OF THE CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA AND THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA HOSPITALS AT CHAPEL HILL." \dentical to 
H 491, introduced 1 April. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 483. UNC-CH EPA PROJECT (=H 489). "TO AMEND CHAPTER 745 OF THE 1989 SESSION 
LAWS TO INCREASE THE AUTHORIZED PROJECT COST OF A WHOLLY SELF-LIQUIDATING 
RESEARCH FACILITY TO BE LEASED TO THE UNITED STATES ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 
AGENCY BY THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT CHAPEL HILL.” Identical to H 489, intro- 
duced 1 April. 

introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 484. HIGH POINT OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF HIGH POINT TO LEVY A 
ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX." Permits High Point to levy 3% room occupancy tax. Exempts religious, 
educational and charitable organizations, summer camps and businesses renting fewer than 5 
units. For first six years tax in effect, 32% of net proceeds to be used for tourism promotion; 
remainder for economic development and tax base enhancement. Thereafter, proceeds divided 
equally between foregoing activities. 

introduced by Seymour. Referred to Local Government. 


S 485. ELECTION LAW REFORM. "70 REFORM THE ELECTION LAWS." Makes following changes 
in election law, GS Chapter 163: (1) Makes it Class | felony for person to misrepresent the law to 
public through mass mailing or other means of communication where the effect intimidates, har- 
asses, or discourages potential voters from exercising right to vote. (2) Provides that county board 
of elections may permit polls to stay open until 9:30 p.m. if there are irregularities which cause 
undue delays in voting process including insufficient number of ballots or polling books, multiple 
breakdowns in voting machines, or opening of polls are delayed. (Now, in counties where voting 
machines are used poll closing may be extended to 8:30 p.m.) Any registered voter may request 
extension of polling hours, and if request is denied appeal may be taken to State Board of 
Elections or to superior court of Wake County or the affected county. (3) Authorizes party election 
observors to obtain at times specified by State Board, but not less than 3 times during day, a list 
of persons who have voted in precinct so far that election day. (4) Requires county board of 
elections to seal and secure ballots and machines within time set by State Board when recount 
requested or some other appeal of election results is filed. (5) Allows voter to register to vote not 
later than the Monday which is the 15th day, including Saturdays and Sundays, before the elec- 
tion. (Now, must register not later than the 2ist day, excluding Saturdays and Sundays, before 
election.) Makes identical change for notifying local board of name change and for changing 
party affiliation. (6) Provides that for purposes of determining residency for voting, student may 
claim college community as his domicile so long as he intends to make home in that community 
while he is attending school and has no intent to return to his former home after graduation. 
Does not require student to intend to stay in college community in order to establish domicile 
there. Requires State Board to provide specific training to county boards on rules for registering 
students. (7) Amends absentee balloting process by allowing person authorized to register voters 
in the county to deliver completed application form to local board, and by allowing absentee voter 
to request in application that local board send instruction sheet and ballot to official authorized to 
register voters and designated by absentee voter who would then deliver ballot to voter. Merges 
two current provisions for getting absentee ballots because of sickness into one allowing voter to 
apply for absentee ballot because of illness up to 5:00 p.m. on the day preceding the election. 
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(8) Requires State Board to promulgate minimum requirements for number of pollbooks, voting 
machines and curbside ballots to be available at each precinct, to provide training and screening 
program for registrars and judges, to provide additional testing of voting machines to ensure that 
they operate properly even with complicated ballots. (9) Provides that party executive committee 
must certify new nominee within 75 (now, 90) days before general election when person nomi- 
nated as candidate of party vacates nomination more than 120 days before election for cause 
other than death. Effective for elections occurring on or after Jan. 1, 1992.

MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO ADOPT RULES REGARDING WATER QUALITY AND AIR QUALITY 
THAT EXCEED OR ARE MORE COMPREHENSIVE THAN COMPARABLE FEDERAL REGULATIONS." 
Amends GS 143-215 and -215.107 to (1) delete existing provisions that forbid the Environmental 
Management Comm’n to adopt water quality and air quality rules that are more restrictive than 
comparable federal regulations, and (2) add provisions to both statutes specifically authorizing the 
Comm'n to adopt rules incorporating standards and limitations that exceed or are more compre- 
hensive than comparable federal regulations. Makes conforming amendment to GS 130A-295.02. 
[See similar bill S 386.]

143-166.13(a) (which lists officers eligible for salary continuation benefits) to add "sworn state 
law-enforcement officers with the power of arrest” in the Dep’t of Transportation and in the 
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University of North Carolina System; deletes Utilities Comm'n Transportation inspectors and spe- 
cial investigators. 
Introduced by Gottovi. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 613. DWI CIVIL LICENSE REVOCATION. "TO INCREASE THE IMMEDIATE CIVIL LICENSE 
REVOCATION FOR CERTAIN PERSONS CHARGED WITH IMPLIED-CONSENT OFFENSES FROM TEN 
DAYS TO THIRTY DAYS AND FOR CERTAIN OTHER PERSONS FROM THIRTY DAYS TO SIXTY 
DAYS." Amends GS 20-16.5(e) and (f) to extend 10-day suspensions under that section to 30 
days, and 30-day suspensions to 60 days. Makes conforming amendments to GS 20-28(a1), 20- 
16.2(a) and (i), and 20-16.5(k). Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 615. NO "STACKING” OF UIM INSURANCE (=S 38). "7TO PROHIBIT STACKING OF 
UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGES.” Identical to S 38, introduced 7 February.

H 616. CHILD NAME CHANGE. "TO ALLOW FOR THE CHANGING OF A CHILD'S NAME BY 
PETITION NOT MORE THAN TWO TIMES UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 101-6 
to permit the name of a minor child to be changed twice (normally a person is allowed to change 
his or her name only once under that section).

H 619. C.S. BROWN SCHOOL FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE C. S. BROWN 
SCHOOL AUDITORIUM RESTORATION ASSOCIATION." Appropriates $25,000 in 1991-92 from 
General Fund to entity cited in title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 620. RECYCLE LEAD-ACID BATTERIES. "TO REQUIRE THE RECYCLING OF LEAD-ACID 
BATTERIES AND TO OTHERWISE REGULATE THE DISPOSAL OF LEAD-ACID BATTERIES.” Adds 
Part 2C to Ch. 130A, “Lead-Acid Batteries”. Prohibits disposal of batteries in landfill, incinerator, 
or waste-to-energy facility. Permits returning used batteries to retailer, wholesaler, manufacturer, 
lead smelter or recycling facility. Requires retailers and wholesalers to accept from customer at 
least as many batteries as customer purchases and to post notices provided by Dep’t. of EHNA. 
Violators of Part incur $50 fine. Effective October 1, 1991.

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H 621. CONTINUING INSURANCE EDUCATION. "TO MODIFY THE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
CONTINUING EDUCATION OF INSURANCE LICENSEES.” Amends GS 58-33-130(b) to set following 
annual continuing professional education requirements for insurance agents and brokers licensed 
for kinds of insurance specified: life, accident and health insurance—12 hours; accident and 
health insurance—6 hours; fire and casualty insurance—6 hours; agents with multiple licenses— 
no more than 6 hours per license and no more than 12 hours total per year. Exempts agents 
licensed continuously in NC for at least 30 years from continuing education except for two hours 
per year if licensed to sell long-term care insurance.

As title indicates, 
adding Iredell to GS 153A-293 and to SL 1989, c. 1007, sec. 1. Effective as to fees imposed on 
or after July 1, 1991.

S 488. REGISTRATIONS FORWARDED PROMPTLY. "7TO REQUIRE REGISTRATION OFFICIALS TO 
FORWARD TO COUNTY BOARDS OF ELECTIONS COMPLETED APPLICATIONS TO REGISTER NO 
LATER THAN FORTY-EIGHT HOURS AFTER THE CLOSE OF REGISTRATION.” Amends GS 163-67(a) 
to require registration officials to forward applications to register to county board of elections 
within 48 hours after close of registration. 

Introduced by Forrester. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 489. WAKE ECONOMIC IMPACT STUDIES. "TO REQUIRE AN ECONOMIC BENEFITS AND 
COSTS STUDY BY UNITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT BEFORE THE PASSAGE OF REGULATIONS 
AFFECTING REAL ESTATE DEVELOPMENT, IMPROVEMENTS, OR RESTRICTIONS.” Provides that 
Wake County or municipal or other governmental units within Wake County may not pass regula- 
tion affecting real estate, real estate development or improvements without first having analysis of 
costs and benefits prepared by qualified independent analyst. Specifies what analyses to include. 
Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Economic Development. 


S 490. BURKE LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. "TO MODIFY THE AUTHORITIES OF BURKE COUNTY AND 
THE MUNICIPALITIES THEREIN TO UNDERTAKE LOCAL DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES.” Amends GS 
158-7.1 to permit Burke County and cities therein to (1) engage in site preparation for industrial 
properties or facilities, whether publicly or privately owned and (2) extend or provide for or assist 
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in extension of water and sewer lines to public or private industrial properties. Specifically permits 
use of general fund and utility revenues for economic development activities. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Local Government. 


S 491. CLAY SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO CHANGE THE MANNER OF ELECTION OF THE CLAY 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION FROM PARTISAN TO NONPARTISAN." Alters election method as 
title indicates, to begin as terms of present members expire. Terms begin on first Monday in 
December of year of election. Vacancies to be filled by appointment of remaining members. 
Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Education. 


S 492. AVERY SCHOOL ELECTIONS (=H 611). "TO CHANGE THE DATE OF THE NONPARTISAN 
AVERY COUNTY SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION FROM MAY TO NOVEMBER.” Identical to H 611, in- 
troduced 8 April. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Education. 


S 493. KINGS MOUNTAIN SCHOOL PAYDAY. "TO CHANGE THE PAY DATE FOR CERTAIN 
EMPLOYEES OF THE KINGS MOUNTAIN SCHOOLS.” Deletes Kings Mountain school unit from cov- 
’ erage of SL 1981, Ch. 422, which provides for employees to be paid on the last day of the 
month. Requires that Kings Mountain school unit 10-month employees, except bus drivers and 
cafeteria workers, be paid on 15th day of month and other employees be paid on last day of 
month. Effective July 1, 1991. Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Education. 


S 494. INCREASE AUTO LIABILITY LIMITS. "TO INCREASE THE REQUIRED MINIMUM FINANCIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROPERTY DAMAGE." Amends GS 20-279.1 as title indicates, raising the 
minimum from $10,000 to $25,000. Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Insurance. 


S 495. WILSON JAIL EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT THE CONTRACTS FOR A SIXTY-FOUR-BED 
ADDITION TO THE PRESENT JAIL FACILITY OF WILSON COUNTY FROM THE REQUIREMENTS OF 
THE PUBLIC BIDDING LAWS.” As title indicates. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Local Government. 


S 496. HOLLY RIDGE SOLID WASTE FEE (=H 593). "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF HOLLY 
RIDGE TO COLLECT A FEE FOR SOLID WASTE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL SYSTEMS AND 
FACILITIES IN THE SAME MANNER AS AD VALOREM TAXES." Identical to S 496, introduced 4 
April. 

Introduced by Pollard. Referred to Finance. 


S 497. EDGECOMBE FOX TRAPPING. "TO ESTABLISH A SEASON FOR TAKING FOXES BY 
TRAPPING IN EDGECOMBE COUNTY." Provides open season for trapping foxes in Edgecombe 
County from the later of Jan. 2 or last day of deer season through Jan. 31. Sets aggregate bag 
limit of 30 foxes for the season. Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 498. EDGECOMBE/TARBORO SCHOOL MERGER. "TO MERGE THE EDGECOMBE COUNTY 
AND TARBORO CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS." As title indicates, effective July 1, 1993. 
Names a 12-member interim merged school board, to take office upon ratification of act, with 
responsibility for planning for the merged unit. Authorizes interim board to appoint an interim su- 
perintendent, to assist in that planning, and directs State Board of Educ. to allot a "superinten- 
dent position administrator” to the interim board for that purpose. Specifically permits interim 
board to propose a budget for merged unit, establish provisions for election of permanent school 
board, and establish student assignment boundaries. 
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Provides that interim board to become merged school board upon merger, with full author- 
ity to operate school administrative unit. Requires 3/4 vote before merged board can change stu- 
dent assignment boundaries or policies of existing units regarding assignment of students to 
classes. Provides for protection of contracts of existing superintendents of the two present school 
units, and directs interim or merged board to present legislation to 1993 General Assembly on 
election of permanent school board. 

Imposes special majority requirements on certain actions that might be taken by permanent 
school board, regarding student assignment boundaries; selection and assignment of personnel 
filling certified positions; adoption and amendment of annual budget resolution; termination, 
reassignment, or replacement of superintendent appointed by merged board; and policies of ex- 
isting units related to assignment of students to classes within individual schools. Extends authori- 
zation to levy $.25 supplemental tax now authorized for Tarboro to entire merged unit. 
Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Education. 


S 499. ONSLOW HUNTING SAFETY. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING ON, OR FROM, OR ACROSS THE 
RIGHT-OF-WAY OF PUBLIC ROADS OR HIGHWAYS IN ONSLOW COUNTY WITHOUT THE WRITTEN 
PERMISSION OF THE LANDOWNER OR LESSEE AND TO CHANGE THE LAW REGARDING 
TRESPASSING ON POSTED LAND IN ONSLOW COUNTY." As title indicates. Violation is misde- 
meanor punishable by $500 fine and/or 30 days’ imprisonment. Effective October 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Pollard. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 500. CHAPEL HILL ADMISSIONS TAX. TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF CHAPEL HiLL TO ADOPT 
AN ADMISSIONS TAX ON EVENTS AT LARGE FACILITIES IN THE TOWN OF CHAPEL HILL.” 
Authorizes Chapel Hill Town Council to levy admissions tax of not more than $1 per admission 
ticket to entertainment, athletic or commercial events at facilities within city limits that have seat- 
ing capacity greater than 15,000. Exempts athletic events sponsored by NC High School Athletic 
Association. Sets out provisions for collection and administration of tax and penalties for viola- 
tions. Provides that tax effective on date specified in ordinance, but may not be earlier than first 
day of second month after date ordinance is adopted. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to Local Government. 


S 501. DUPLIN INDUSTRIAL SITE. "TO AUTHORIZE DUPLIN COUNTY TO ACQUIRE CERTAIN 
PROPERTY FOR AN INDUSTRIAL SITE.” Amends GS 158-7.1(b) to allow county to exercise power 
of eminent domain to acquire land in Faison Township for establishing industrial park. 
Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Local Government. 


S 502. TOPSAIL ISLAND NO-WAKE ZONE. "7O ESTABLISH A 'NO-WAKE’ SPEED ZONE FOR 
MOTORBOATS AT TOPSAIL ISLAND IN PENDER COUNTY." As title indicates, establishing the zone 
in Banks Channel, between Navigation Markers 16 and 18. Provides that violation of act is misde- 
meanor and specifies punishment for first and subsequent convictions. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 503. CABARRUS RECALL ELECTIONS. ”"7O PROVIDE PROCEDURES FOR RECALL FROM 
OFFICE ELECTED CITY, COUNTY, AND SCHOOL OFFICIALS IN CABARRUS COUNTY, THE CITY OF 
KANNAPOLIS, AND THE KANNAPOLIS CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT.” Authorizes Cabarrus 
County, cities of Concord, Kannapolis, Mt. Pleasant and Harrisburg, and Cabarrus County and 
Kannapolis City school units to adopt, by resolution, a recall procedure for mayors and governing 
board members. Requires that recall election be called upon receipt of petition of 35% of regis- 
tered voters of affected unit and specifies limitations upon timing of petitions. Directs board of 
elections to adopt necessary procedures to administer act within 90 days after ratification. 
Introduced by Hartsell. Referred to Election Laws. 
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S 504. BEAUFORT COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS. TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ADVANCE 
PLANNING OF A CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECT AT BEAUFORT COUNTY COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE.” Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund to Department of Community Colleges for 
fiscal 1991-92 for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 505. INCORPORATE WHITSETT. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF WHITSETT IN GUILFORD 
COUNTY.” Incorporates, without local referendum, cited town. Provides for five-member town 
council, elected at large to staggered four-year terms, and sets out initial staggering. Provides 
that mayor to be selected from among council and to serve at its pleasure. Names initial council, 
to serve until 1991 election, and permits adoption of budget and levy of taxes for 1991-92 regard- 
less of timetables of Budget and Fiscal Control Act and Machinery Act. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Local Government. 


S 506. ADOPT STATE MILITARY ACADEMY. "7O ADOPT OAK RIDGE MILITARY ACADEMY AS 
THE OFFICIAL STATE MILITARY ACADEMY." As title indicates. Disclaims state liability or intention 
to fund academy. | 
_ Introduced by Shaw. Referred to State Personnel.

H 625. IREDELL DISPOSAL FEES. "7O AUTHORIZE IREDELL COUNTY TO COLLECT CERTAIN 
FEES IN THE SAME MANNER AS AD VALOREM TAXES.” Amends GS 153A-293 to add Iredell 
County to the list of counties that may collect fees for waste disposal in the same manner as 
property with unpaid fees constituting a lien on real property.

Adds new GS 62-125 authorizing Utilities 
Comm'n to exempt domestic Public Cellular Radio Telephone Communication Service Providers, 
if licensed by the Federal Communications Comm'n, from regulation under GS Ch. 62. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 637. GUILFORD COMMISSIONERS’ DISTRICTING (=S 512). "TO EXPAND AND REDISTRICT 
THE GUILFORD COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS." identical to S 512, introduced 9 April. 
introduced by Gist. Referred to Legisiative and Local Redistricting.

S 507. DELETE SEED/FERTILIZER BOND. "TO DELETE BOND REQUIREMENTS FOR SEED 
DEALERS AND FERTILIZER MANUFACTURERS.” Amends GS 106-277.28(3) and 106-67 1(b) as title 
indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 
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S 508. FEED TESTING FEE ESTABLISHED. ”"7O ESTABLISH A FEE FOR FEED TESTING.” Amends 
GS 106-21.1 to require Department of Agriculture to operate a Feed Advisory Service (formerly 
established as pilot program) to analyze animal feed and sets fee of $75 for feed samples to be 
tested for fumonism. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 509. AGRICULTURAL PRODUCER AGENCY. "REGARDING DESIGNATION OF AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTS PRODUCERS’ AGENCIES FOR THE PURPOSE OF FEDERAL COMMODITY ASSESSMENT 
PROGRAMS." Adds GS 106-555.1 providing that for any federal commodity assessment program, 
the producers’ agency designated by the Board of Agriculture pursuant to GS 106-555 is to be 
the official state board for that commodity and no additional referendum will be required. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 510. WAKE ASSESSOR ABC CERTIFICATION. "TO CHANGE THE PROCEDURE FOR 
CERTIFYING MUNICIPAL AD VALOREM TAX VALUATIONS IN WAKE COUNTY TO THE WAKE 
COUNTY BOARD OF ALCOHOLIC CONTROL." Applicable to Wake county only, amends SL 1949, 
Ch. 1098, Sec. 1 to provide that Wake county assessor, not municipal mayors, certifies to Wake 
County Board of Alcoholic Control each municipality’s valuations for ad valorem tax purposes for 
use by the Board in distributing ABC profits among these units. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Local Government. 


S 511. WAKE FIREARM REGULATION. "TO REGULATE HUNTING AND THE USE OF FIREARMS IN 
WAKE COUNTY." Makes it unlawful in Wake County: to hunt with a center-fire rifle unless the 
person firing the rifle is at least 8 feet above the ground; to hunt on the land of another without 
the written permission of the owner or lessee of the land; and to possess a loaded shotgun or 
center-fire rifle on a roadway except in the passenger area of a motor vehicle. Exempts firearms 
being used for self-defense or by law enforcement officers from the provisions of this act. Makes 
act enforceable by wildlife officers and peace officers with general subject matter jurisdiction. 
Provides that violation is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than $50 and Imprison- 
ment for not more than 30 days or both. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

introduced by Johnson. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 512. GUILFORD COMM’RS RESTRUCTURED (= H 637). "TO EXPAND AND REDISTRICT THE 
GUILFORD COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS." Provides that effective December, 1992 the 
Guilford County Board of Comm’rs will consist of 11 members, nine of whom shall be elected 
from single member districts and two of whom shall be elected at large. Provides for staggered 
four year terms for comm’rs. Provides that candidates must reside in the district for which they 
seek to be elected. Identifies the precincts which constitute each new district. 

introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Local Government. 


S 513. WASTE COMPACT THIRD HOST STATE. "TO REQUIRE THE SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE 
LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGMENT COMMISSION TO DESIGNATE A STATE TO HOST 
THE THIRD REGIONAL DISPOSAL FACILITY AS A CONDITION TO THE DESIGNATION OF A 
PREFERRED SITE FOR A LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITY IN THIS STATE." 
Amends GS 104G-9 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Environment. 


S 514. LOW-LEVEL WASTE FACILITY SITE. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE 
WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITY TO BE LOCATED |)! NORTH CAROLINA BE SITED ON OR ADJACENT 
TO AN EXISTING NUCLEAR POWER PLANT." Amends GS 104G-9 to require Low-Level Radioactive 
Waste Management Auth’y to designate as preferred site for low-level radioactive waste disposal 
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facility a site that is located on (1) land on which there is a nuclear reactor licensed by U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Comm'n to generate electric power and is outside exclusionary zone estab- 
lished by Comm’n for such reactor; or If no such site available, (2) land for which license can be 
_ obtained which is closest licensable site to boundary of exclusionary zone. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Environment. 


S 515. WASTE COMPACT COMM’N MEMBERSHIP. "TO REQUIRE THAT ONE OF THE MEMBERS 
OF THE SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMISSION 
FROM NORTH CAROLINA RESIDE IN A COUNTY IN WHICH THE REGIONAL DISPOSAL FACILITY IS 
SITED." Amends GS 104F-2 to require that one of two members of Southeast Interstate Low-Level 
Radioactive Waste Management Comm’n appointed by Governor be resident of county in which 
low-level radioactive waste disposal facility established under GS Chs. 104F and 104G is located. 
Governor to make the initial appointment conforming to this requirement within 30 days after des- 
ignation of preferred site.

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S 415. PAROLE CHANGES (=H 517). Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute makes following 
changes in original bill: (1) Modifies amendment to GS 15A-1373(d) to delete provisions not allow- 
ing new rule for credit of time to apply if parole violation Is commission of same offense for which 
parolee was originally imprisoned and applying a different rule in that case. (2) Modifies amend-

PROVIDING THAT REGISTRANTS SHALL PROVIDE THEIR TELEPHONE NUMBER, IF ANY.” Amends 
GS 163-66 to specify that the chairman of each political party in a county has option of receiving 
biennially, on written request, one free computer disc or tape, including necessary documentation 
for use, of all registered voters in the county, rather than a free list of the voters. Adds date of 
birth, voting history, and telephone number, if any, to information included on list, disc, or tape, 
and amends GS 163-72(a) to add telephone number, if any, to information that is to be furnished 
by person applying to register to vote.

H 656. NC RURAL WATER ASS’N FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH CAROLINA

92 from General Fund to cited Ass'n for operating expenses. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Kahl. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 657. INCORPORATE WHITSETT (=S 505). "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF WHITSETT IN 
GUILFORD COUNTY." Identical to S 505, introduced 8 April. 
Introduced by Decker. Referred to Local Government I. 


H 658. MODEL YEAR LICENSE PLATES. "TO PROVIDE FOR PERMANENT REGISTRATION PLATES 
REFLECTING THE MODEL YEAR OF A MOTOR VEHICLE." Adds new GS 20-81.2.1 authorizing 
owner of any vehicle eligible for registration to use NC registration plates with the date of year 
corresponding to the model year date when the vehicle was manufactured, in lieu of registration 
plates otherwise required, if that plate is legible and serviceable as determined by Div’n of Motor 
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Vehicles. Owner must comply with the requirements for registration of the vehicle and receive 
Div’n approval. 

Provides for $35 fee to be charged for the application filed with the Div’n to use a model 
year registration plate, and specifies that renewal of such plates is to be made in the same 
manner as for special personalized registration plates with a $20 fee paid annually in addition to 
the regular motor vehicle registration fee.

H 659. ONSLOW HUNTING SAFETY. "7O PROHIBIT HUNTING ON, FROM, OR ACROSS THE 
RIGHT-OF-WAY OF PUBLIC ROADS OR HIGHWAYS IN ONSLOW COUNTY WITHOUT THE WRITTEN 
PERMISSION OF THE LANDOWNER OR LESSEE AND TO CHANGE THE LAW REGARDING 
TRESPASSING ON POSTED LAND IN ONSLOW COUNTY." Makes it unlawful in Onslow County to | 
hunt or to discharge a firearm from a road or highway without obtaining prior written permission 
from the owner or lessee of the land which abuts the road. Provides that even if such permission 
is obtained, any vehicle which is being used to hunt must be completely off the surface of the 
road before any attempt to kill an animal or bird is made. Provides that violations of this act are 
punishable by a fine of up to $500 or up to 30 days imprisonment or both. 

Amends GS 14-159.6, governing trespass for purposes of hunting, to strike Onslow County 
from the list of counties which require the consent of land owners before making arrests under 
this section.

H 660. ONSLOW ORDINANCE PENALTY. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION OF

511, as title indicates, increasing maximum penalties to fine of $500 and imprisonment up to six 
months. Effective 60 days after ratification. 

introduced by Grady. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 661. CLAY SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO CHANGE THE MANNER OF ELECTION OF THE CLAY 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION FROM PARTISAN TO NONPARTISAN." As title indicates, providing 
for election by the primary and election method; calls for elections in even-numbered years to 
four-year terms. Provides that Clay school board to fill its own vacancies. 

Introduced by Kimsey. Referred to Local Government I. 


H 662. CHANGE UNCLAIMED GARMENT LAW. "TO CHANGE THE LAW PROVIDING FOR THE 
DISPOSITION BY LAUNDRIES AND DRY CLEANERS OF UNCLAIMED GARMENTS." Amends GS 66- 
67, governing the disposition of unclaimed clothes by laundries, to increase the minimum period 
for which dry cleaning establishments must keep unclaimed clothes before disposing of them 
from 60 days to: (1) 90 days, if 30 days notice is sent by certified mail to the last known address 
of the owner; or (2) 180 days if no notice is sent. Strikes special provisions governing articles of 
clothing worth more than $500. Makes other technical changes.

H 663. ROCKY MOUNT FIREMEN’S FUND. "7O REWRITE THE LAW RELATING TO

Names initial board, to serve until 1993 
municipal elections. Permits adoption of budget and levy of taxes for 1991-92 without regard to

H 666. DELAY SEDGE GARDEN ANNEXATION. "TO DELAY ANNEXATION OF SEDGE GARDEN BY 
WINSTON-SALEM." Delays annexation of described area until June 1, 1993.

H 667. NONSURFACE DISCHARGE NOTICE. "TO REQUIRE AN APPLICANT SEEKING A PERMIT 
NOT DISCHARGING TO THE SURFACE WATERS OF THE STATE TO PROVIDE NOTICE TO THE 
CLERK OF EACH CITY AND COUNTY GOVERNMENT HAVING JURISDICTION OVER THE PROPOSED 
PERMIT.” Amends GS 143-215.1, governing permits for sewage systems which don’t discharge to 
the surface waters of the state, to include land application of waste among the types of systems 
covered by this section, and to require that applicants for permits give notice by certified mail to 
each city and county having jurisdiction over proposed permit site. Prohibits the Environmental 
Management Comm'n from issuing permits under this section if that conflict with any local zoning 
ordinance unless the Comm’n determines that issuing the permit would be in the best interest of 
the state, abut this provision does not apply to permits for single-family residences.

ONLY WITH A VOTE OF THE PEOPLE.” Amends GS 115C-512(b) as title indicates. (Now, subsec- 
tion directs that supplemental tax be available for levy in merged unit without voter approval.)

Conditions transfer of ter- 
ritory upon approval of voters in territory in referendum held on primary day, 1992. Provides for 
transition if referendum successful. Transfer effective July 1, 1993.

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H 671. VOTER LIST SALE RESTRICTED. "TO PROVIDE THAT VOTER LISTS MAY BE PROVIDED 
BY COUNTY BOARDS OF ELECTIONS ONLY FOR POLITICAL ENTITIES AND FOR JURY SELECTION 
PURPOSES." Amends GS 163-66 as title indicates. Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Courts. 


H 672. CUMBERLAND SCHOOL FILING. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE FILING PERIOD FOR THE 
CUMBERLAND COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION." Sets filing period for cited board between i2 
noon on first Friday in July and 12 noon on first Friday in August. 

introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Local Government I. 


H 673. TYPOGRAPHICAL ERROR CORRECTED. "7O CORRECT A TYPOGRAPHICAL ERROR IN 
THE LAW PROVIDING FOR AN EXEMPTION FROM THE DEFINITION OF THE PRACTICE OF 
DENTISTRY FOR SUPERVISED NURSE ANESTHETISTS INVOLVED IN THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
ANESTHESIA." GS 90-26(b)(6) now provides that administration of an anesthetic in the course of 
dental treatment constitutes the practice of dentistry, but excludes from this definition a qualified 
"nurse or anesthetist” administering such an anesthetic under the supervision and direction of a 
licensed dentist or physician, thereby implying that a licensed nurse may administer dental 
anesthesia under appropriate supervision. This bill deletes the word “or” in the phrase quoted 
above, so that the exception is limited to a licensed nurse anesthetist.

H 674. JONESVILLE/ARLINGTON MERGED. "TO MERGE THE TOWNS OF JONESVILLE AND

subject to referendum on Aug. 13, 1991. Provides that merger effective June 30, 1992. Names 
merged city Jonesville, but directs city’s board to change name, pursuant to general law, to 
Jonesville-Arlington. Provides for at-large election of six-member council, with three members re- 
quired to reside in each of two districts; defines districts as each side of Highway 21. Provides 
for separately elected mayor. Provides that council members serve four-year staggered terms and 
mayor serve two-year term; establishes initial staggering. Provides for transition between existing 
towns and merged town.

H 675. WATTS WASTE SITE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CLEAN UP THE WATTS 
RETREAT FARM WASTE DISPOSAL SITE, AN ABANDONED MIXED LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE AND 
HAZARDOUS WASTE DISPOSAL SITE LOCATED IN WILKES COUNTY." Appropriates $75,000 for 
fiscal 1991-92 to clean up a hazardous waste site on Watts Retreat farm in Wilkes County. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Brown. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 676. HALIFAX SCHOOL TERMS. "CHANGING THE TIME NEWLY ELECTED MEMBERS OF THE 
HALIFAX COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION SHALL QUALIFY." Provides that beginning with the 
1992 elections, newly elected members of the Halifax County Board of Education will take office 
in July following the election.

H 677. TEACHER EDUC. CONSORTIUM FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE MODEL 

TEACHER EDUCATION CONSORTIUM." Appropriates $150,000 to Dep’t of Public Education for 

fiscal 1991-92 for the model teacher education consortium; authorizes use of up to $30,000 for 
administrative purposes. Effective July 1, 1991.

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H 678. BURLINGTON SURPLUS PROPERTY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BURLINGTON TO 
SELL SURPLUS PROPERTY TO THE RALPH SCOTT GROUP HOMES, INCORPORATED, BY PRIVATE 
SALE.” As title indicates, describing two tracts of land. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Local Government Il.

S 516. MENTAL HEALTH INMATE SERVICES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE 
COMMISSION FOR MENTAL HEALTH, DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
SERVICES’ ADOPTION OF STANDARDS FOR SERVICE DELIVERY TO DEPARTMENT OF 
CORRECTION INMATES.” Amends GS 148-19(d) to update reference to cited commission and to 
limit authority of commission respecting inmates to adopting standards regarding mental health 
and mental retardation services (now, also includes authority respecting standards for substance 
abuse). 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 517. LENOIR COUNTY ARTS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR COMPLETION OF A NEW 
ARTS CENTER IN LENOIR COUNTY.” Appropriates $300,000 from General Fund to Lenoir County 
for fiscal 1991-92 to meet obligations toward the completion of a new arts center in the Midyette 
Hardware Store Building, provided county and City of Kinston raise $600,000 in local funds to 
match appropriation on a two-to-one basis. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 518. ANIMAL RESEARCH INTERFERENCE. ”"7O DEFINE AND MAKE CRIMINAL INTERFERENCE 
WITH ANIMAL RESEARCH.” Adds new GS 14-159.2 making unlawful (1) unlawful entry into 
research facility keeping animals for research with intent of disrupting research, damaging facility, 
or releasing animal or interfering with its care; (2) intentional damage to research facility or per- 
sonal property therein; and (3) intentional unauthorized release of or interference with care of 
animal at research facility. Makes violation a misdemeanor; and if an animal is released, having 
infectious disease, violation is a Class J felony. Also makes violator liable to animal’s owner for 
damages resulting from violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 519. AUTO SPOT DELIVERY SALES. "70 CLARITY LIABILITY OF MOTOR VEHICLE DEALERS IN 
SPOT DELIVERY SALES.” Adds new GS 20-72(d) specifying that a motor vehicle dealer may condi- 
tionally deliver possession of a motor vehicle pursuant to a contract for sale to a buyer prior to 
transfer of title. Dealer must maintain financial responsibility, as required by GS Ch. 20, Art. 13, 
until all documents needed to cause buyer to become vehicle “owner,” as defined by GS 20- 
4.01(26), have been executed by buyer and seller. Bill makes it unlawful, after delivery of vehicle 
has taken place, for dealer to fail or refuse to transfer title to buyer or to attempt to renegotiate 
any material term of the contract for sale unless the buyer has made a material misrepresenta- 
tion, has breached the contract for sale, or has failed to satisfy a condition of the contract. 
Provides that nothing in subsection is to be construed to impair dealer’s rights in the event of a 
misrepresentation, breach, or a failure of the buyer to satisfy a condition of the contract. 
Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Transportation. 


S 520. DURHAM PROPERTY ACQUISITION. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 


DURHAM TO PROVIDE FOR IMPROVEMENTS TO REAL PROPERTY BY THE SELLER OR LESSOR 
OF THE PROPERTY.” Permits City of Durham to buy or lease buildings or other structures, with 
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seller/lessor responsible for building improvements or equipage. Provides that such improvements 
or purchases, by seller or lessor, are not subject to GS Ch. 143, Art. 8, or Ch. 44A, Art. 3. 
Introduced by Royall. Referred to Local Government. 


S 521. NEW HANOVER BLANK BILL-1. "TO REORGANIZE LAW ENFORCEMENT IN NEW 
HANOVER COUNTY.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Veterans. 


S 522. TRAVEL AND TOURISM BOARD. "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA TRAVEL AND 
TOURISM BOARD.” Adds new GS 143B-434.1, as title indicates, placing new board within Dep’t 
of Economic and Community Development. Provides for 24-member board, with members repre- 
senting 15 specified categories. Directs board to advise state officials in developing policies, pro- 
grams, and budgets for travel and tourism and to serve as search committee to make 
recommendations to Dept’s Sec’y in selecting advertising agency and in selecting director of 
Division of Travel and Tourism upon vacancies.

S 523. BUSINESS OPPORTUNITY REDEFINED-2. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF ‘BUSINESS

CHEROKEE INDIANS SHALL BE ELIGIBLE TO: (1) BE A MEMBER OF A REGIONAL SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY, AND (2) APPLY FOR FINANCING A PROJECT WITH A LOAN FROM THE 
NORTH CAROLINA SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT CAPITAL PROJECTS FINANCING AUTHORITY." 
Provides that the Eastern Band of Cherokees may be members of a regional solid waste manage- 
ment authority pursuant to GS Ch. 153A, Art. 22, and that they shall be considered a “unit of 
local government” for purposes of this article. Allows the Eastern Band of Cherokees to apply for 
financing for solid waste projects pursuant to GS Ch. 159.

S 539. TIME FOR STAMPING CIGARETTES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO 
ESTABLISH BY RULE THE TIME PERIOD FOR STAMPING CIGARETTES.” Amends GS 105-113.20 

as title indicates. (Now, distributor must affix stamps within 48 hours after receipt of unstamped 
Cigarettes.) 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Finance. 
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S 540. STATE HEALTH PLAN CHANGES. "TO PROVIDE FOR TECHNICAL AND OTHER 
CLARIFYING CHANGES IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR 
MEDICAL PLAN." Amends GS Ch. 135, Art. 3, which covers medical and other benefits provided 
by the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, to require the executive administrator 
of the major medical plan to consult with the Committee on Employee Hospital and Medical 
Benefits before entering into contracts for optional prepaid benefit plans or with preferred health 
care providers. Amends GS 135-39.5 to add to the duties of the Executive Administrator, the 
responsibility to develop policies consistent with the Comprehensive Major Medical Plan set forth 
in Part 3 of this Article and to supervise the payment of claims and the recovery of improper 
dispursements. Amends GS 135-39.5B to eliminate reference to recodified Health Maintainence 
Organization Act and to clarify that persons enrolled in optional prepaid plans are not eligible to 
receive benefits under the Comprehensive Major Medical Plan except in special cases approved 
by the Executive Administrator. Amends GS 135-39.6A to allow the Executive Administrator to set 
a separate rate for coverages in which Medicaid is the primary payor. Amends GS 135-39.7 and 
135-39.8 to require the Executive Administrator to provide a written statement of the plan’s rules 
and regulations to employers and providers and to provide a written summary of board decisions 
to all interested parties in order to facilitate effective administrative review. 

Adds GS 135-40.1(7.1) to define "“Experimental/investigational Medical Procedures” for pur- 
poses of the Comprehensive Major Medical Plan as treatments not recognized as standard medi- 
cal treatment or use of items requiring government approval not yet granted, as determined by 
the Executive Administrator. 

Amends GS 135-40.3, which covers waiting periods under the Comprehensive Major 
Medical Plan to clarify that retiring employees that enroll as soon as they are eligible after retire- 
ment are subject to no waiting period for preexisting conditions and retiring employees who don’t 
enroll as soon as possible may enroll later but are subject to a 12 month waiting period. The 
waiting period does not apply to retirees who are changing from a prepaid plan to the: 
Comprehensive plan under the rules adopted by the Executive Administrator. This amendment is 
effective retroactively, to Oct. 1, 1982. Adds GS 135-40.3(b)(4) to provide that employees 
and dependents who reenroll in the Comprehensive Major Medical Plan within 12 months of ter- 
mination of enrollment shall not be subject to waiting periods or provisions governing preexisting 
conditions. However, persons switching plans, laid off employees returning to work, employees 
returning from unpaid leaves of absence, retiring employees reenrolling as retirees, dependents 
reenrolling as employees and employees reenrolling as dependents are not covered by the above 
exemptions. This section further provides that part-time employees who are hired full time also 
not subject to waiting periods or preexisting conditions limitations if they enroll in the 
Comprehensive Plan as soon as they are eligible. Amends GS 135.40.3 to add section clarifying 
that no coverage under the Comprehensive plan will be provided before premiums are paid. 

Amends GS 135-40.8 to require a third surgical opinion when the first two opinions differ for 
a variety of surgical procedures set forth in this section. Amends GS 135-40.6 on limitations on 
hospital benefits to provide that admission and length of stay certifications are not required for 
hospitalizations outside the United States and to clarify that the patient, and not the physician, is 
responsible for insuring that the required certification is secured. Effective retroactively as of 
January 1, 1986. Further amends this section, effective upon ratification, to provide that individ- 
uals who chose to have surgery against the advice of a majority of opinions are responsible for 
50% of eligible expenses or $500 in addition to their deductible whichever is less. 

Amends 135-40.6, effective October 1, 1991 to provide that admitting physicians must notify 
the Plan as soon as possible after emergency hospital admissions to secure necessary admission 
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and length of stay certification. 

Amends GS 135-40.7 to exclude from coverage costs in excess of negotiated rates charged 
by preferred providers when preferred providers are reasonably available. This amendment is ef- 
fective retroactively to July 1, 1985. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 


S 541. OVERWEIGHT PERMIT RECIPROCITY. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO TREAT OUT-OF-STATE TRUCK OPERATORS IN THE SAME MANNER AS THE 
OTHER STATES TREAT NORTH CAROLINA TRUCK OPERATORS WITH RESPECT TO THE ISSUANCE 
OF OVERWEIGHT PERMITS." Adds new GS 20-119(d) directing Department of Transportation, in 
issuing overweight permits, to consider the treatment of NC-based applicants in the home state of 
the applicant in deciding whether to issue the permit, seeking to maintain equity among states. 
Provides that if another state refuses to issue or honor overweight permits on trucks traveling to 
or from NC ports, but issues permits to trucks traveling to or from its own ports, the Dep’t must 
treat this as a discriminatory practice and refuse to honor overweight permits from that state and 
must impose a fine of twice the amount set forth in GS 20-118(a)(1) on all overweight trucks 
coming from that state.

EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Amends GS 135-5(b12) to change the formula for calculat- 
ing retirement benefits for members of the Council of State who are members of the Teachers 
and State Employees’ Retirement System by increasing the multiplier applied to the members’ 
final compensation from 1.64% to 3% for years of service as a member of the Council of State, 
provided that the members’ gross annual allowance may not exceed 75% of his highest annual 
compensation. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 543. LGERS CREDITABLE SICK LEAVE (=H 366). "7O INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF SICK 
LEAVE CREDITABLE TOWARD RETIREMENT FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES." Identical to 
H 366, introduced 28 March.

S 544. REPEAL PENDER TRAPPING LAW. "7O REPEAL THE LAW REGULATING THE SETTING OF 
STEEL TRAPS IN PENDER COUNTY." Repeals SL 1977, ch. 805.

S 545. PENDER BLANK BILL-1. "RELATING TO PENDER COUNTY." Blank bill; no substantive 
provisions.

S 549. ORANGE IMPACT TAX. "AUTHORIZING ORANGE COUNTY TO CREATE A TAX DISTRICT 
AND LEVY IMPACT TAXES AND AMENDING ORANGE COUNTY’S AUTHORITY RELATING TO IMPACT 
FEES." Creates an impact tax district including all parts of Orange county except land within 
cities of Hillsborough, Mebane, and Durham. (Permits subsequent inclusion of Orange county ter- 
ritory of cited cities into district upon favorable vote of majority of governing board of that city.) 
Declares that district is separate municipal corporation, governed by Orange county com- 
missioners. Permits comm’rs to levy a tax on the impact of land development in the district, as 
long as county does not have impact fee ordinance for any facilities except water and sewer. 
Provides that tax to be levied on basis of square foot of dwelling space to be constructed or of 
inclosed commercial building space, and permits different rates for different types of commercial 
construction. Requires consultation with governing bodies of cities included in district, before 
annual adoption of levy, and directs the sharing of proceeds with such cities on basis of develop- 
ment within those cities, their extraterritorial areas, and their transition areas. Providies for per- 
missible uses of the tax proceeds and for who is liable for payment of tax. 

Permits Orange county to levy a county-wide school capital impact tax, as long as county 
does not have impact fee ordinance for any facilities except water and sewer. Directs use of tax 
proceeds for school capital improvements. Amends SL 1987, ch 460, which permits Orange 
county to adopt impact fees, to provide that such fees may be imposed county wide if adopted 
for school capital outlay. 
introduced by Lee. Referred to Local Government. 


S 550. MERGED UNIT SUPPLEMENTAL TAX-2. "TO AMEND G.S. 115C-512 TO INCLUDE MERGED 
UNITS WHICH HAVE THREE ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS LOCATED WITHIN A COUNTY PRIOR TO 
MERGER WHEREIN ONE SUCH ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT SHALL BE LOCATED IN MORE THAN ONE 
COUNTY AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE PHASING-IN OF SUCH SUPPLEMENTAL TAXES AS MAY BE 
ASSESSED PURSUANT TO G.S. 115C-512." GS 115C-512 now provides that when school adminis- 
trative units are merged in certain counties, a supplemental tax that was in effect in only one of 
the merged units shall be extended to the entire unit without the need of further voter approval 
and the board of county commissioners shall be the tax levying authority for the supplemental 
tax. This bill makes GS 115C-512 apply also to counties with three school administrative units, 
two of which are entirely within the county and one of which is partly located in another county , 
and provides that for the first two years after a school merger in such a county the areas of the 
former administrative units shall be deemed supplemental school tax districts and the board of 
county commissioners may levy supplemental school taxes at different rates within the boundaries 
of those districts.

S 551. EXEMPT CELLULAR PHONES (=H 636). "TO PERMIT THE UTILITIES COMMISSION TO 
EXEMPT CELLULAR FROM REGULATION UNDER CHAPTER 62." |Identical to H 636, introduced on 
9 April.

WRITTEN PERMISSION BEFORE HUNITNG ON OR ACROSS THE RIGHT-OF-WAY OF PUBLIC ROADS

GUIDELINES RELATED TO WATER QUALITY; AND (2) NO LONGER REQUIRE AN EROSION 
CONTROL PLAN FOR CERTAIN LAND-DISTURBING ACTIVITIES WITHIN THE RAILROAD RIGHTS-OF- 


- WAY WHEN THESE ACTIVITIES ARE UNDERTAKEN IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE BEST

County to contract for design and construction of county detention facility without complying with 
GS 143-128, -129, -131, and 132.

H 681. VALDESE ANNEX CAROLINA MILLS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ANNEXATION OF CAROLINA 
MILLS, INC., PROPERTY BY THE TOWN OF VALDESE AFTER A FIXED PERIOD OF TIME.” Annexes 
described property into Valdese effective June 30, 1998, and provides that no municipality may 
annex this property until that him.

H 682. NEW HANOVER FINE INCREASE. "7O INCREASE THE MAXIMUM FINE FOR VIOLATIONS 
OF CERTAIN NEW HANOVER COUNTY ORDINANCES AND OF CERTAIN ORDINANCES OF THE 
MUNICIPALITIES THEREIN." As title indicates, increasing maximum fine for violation of ordinances 
adopted by New Hanover and cities therein from $50 to $500. Effective 60 days after ratification. 
Introduced by Gottovi. Referred to Local Government II. 


H 683. WILMINGTON ZONING DENSITY BONUS. "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
WILMINGTON TO AUTHORIZE ZONING DENSITY BONUSES IN PROJECTS CONTAINING SPECIFIED 
AMOUNTS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME HOUSING." As title indicates, requiring at least 15% 
of units within project to be for low and moderate income persons in order to qualify for the 
bonus.

H 684. JOHNSTON LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. "ALLOWING JOHNSTON COUNTY IN ARRIVING AT 
THE AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR AN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CONVEYANCE TO TAKE 
INTO ACCOUNT PROSPECTIVE REVENUES GENERATED BY THE DEVELOPMENT." As title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Creech. Referred to Local Government I. 
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H 685. SURRY PROPERTY TAX DISCOUNTS. "REGARDING DISCOUNTS FOR PAYMENTS OF 
PROPERTY TAX IN SURRY COUNTY." Permits Surry County or any municipalities therein to extend 
property tax discounts in effect on Aug. 31, 1991 until Nov. 1, 1991, and does not require ap- 
proval of Dep’t of Revenue. 

Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Local Government Il. 


H 686. WALNUT COVE CHARTER REVISED. "TO REVISE AND CONSOLIDATE THE CHARTER OF 
THE TOWN OF WALNUT COVE." As title indicates. Provides for four-member board of com- 
missioners, elected at large and by plurality method, serving four-year staggered terms. Provides 
for mayor elected to two-year term. Sets out method for establishing initial staggered terms. 
introduced by Diamont. Referred to Local Government II. 


H 687. REPEAL TAX CAP BOATS & AIRCRAFT. "7O PROVIDE THAT BOATS, AIRCRAFT, AND 
LOCOMOTIVES WILL BE SUBJECT TO STATE AND LOCAL SALES TAX WITHOUT PREFERENCES OR 
EXEMPTIONS." Repeals GS 105-164.4(a)(1b) (Sets state sales tax at rate of 2% of sales price of 
aircraft, boat, railway car, or locomotive sold at retail, with maximum tax of $1,500). Effect of 
repeal is to subject these items to state sales tax at 3% without maximum tax and to make them 
subject to local sales tax. Effective for sales made on or after July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Finance. 


H 688. MARTIN OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE MARTIN COUNTY TO LEVY A ROOM ) 
OCCUPANCY AND TRAVEL AND TOURISM TAX." Permits Martin County comm’rs to levy a 3% | 
occupancy tax on lodging, with proceeds going to Martin County Travel and Tourism Authority | 
(TTA). Exempts nonprofit organizations, summer camps, and businesses renting no more than five 
units. Permits TTA to spend proceeds in order to further development of travel and tourism; on 
cultural, recreational, and historic activities; on tourist-oriented events; and on tourist-related capi- 
tal activities and projects. Directs county comm’rs to establish 12-member TTA and sets out cate- 
gories of membership and appointing authorities. 

Introduced by Rogers. Referred to Finance. 





H 689. MADISON COUNTY SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO REDISTRICT THE MADISON COUNTY 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, CHANGE THE MANNER OF ELECTION FROM PARTISAN TO 
NONPARTISAN, CHANGE THE TIME OF TAKING OFFICE FROM APRIL TO DECEMBER, AND 
PROVIDE FOR THE SEPARATE ELECTION OF THE CHAIRMAN, ALL SUBJECT TO REFERENDUM." 
As title indicates; referendum to be held at November 1992 general election. Divides county into 
two districts as specified in bill with each district electing two members each. School board chair- 
man to be elected countywide. 

Introduced by Ramsey. Referred to Local Redistricting. 





H 690. INDIGENT COUNSEL REGULATIONS. "TO AMEND THE LAW RELATING TO THE 
ASSIGNMENT OF COUNSEL FOR INDIGENT PERSONS." Amends GS 7A-459 and 7A-467 to make 
rules and regulations of NC State Bar Council concerning the manner and method of assigning 
counsel for indigent persons applicable in every county, thereby deleting present exemption for 
counties that have a public defender’s office. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 691. SALISBURY FIREMEN’S FUND. "TO REMOVE THE CITY OF SALISBURY’S LOCAL 


MODIFICATIONS TO G.S. 58-84-35.” As title indicates, repealing two cited local acts. 
Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Local Government I. 
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H 692. FIRE/RESCUE DISABILITY BENEFIT. "7O PROVIDE MONTHLY DISABILITY BENEFITS FOR 
MEMBERS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION 
FUND WHO ARE DISABLED FOR REASONS OTHER THAN THE DISCHARGE OF THEIR OFFICIAL 
DUTIES." Amends GS 58-86-55 as title indicates, applying to such persons with at least 20 years 
service; provides benefit of $100 per month. 

Introduced by Woodard. Referred to Pensions. 


H 693. CIGARETTE MANUFACTURER’S TAX. "TO LEVY A ONE-CENT PER PACK LICENSE TAX ON 
CIGARETTE MANUFACTURERS AND TO REPEAL THE CURRENT TWO-CENT PER PACK EXCISE TAX 
ON CIGARETTES." Adds new GS 105-102.6 requiring cigarette manufacturers to pay, quarterly, a 
tax at rate of one-half mill per cigarette manufactured during the month and repeals GS Ch. 105, 
Art. 2A (the current NC cigarette tax). Prohibits local license taxes on cigarette manufacturers. 
Effective July 1, 1991, with first monthly report due by August 10, 1991. 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Finance. 


H 694. GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION. "TO REVISE AND CONSOLIDATE THE CHARTER 
OF THE GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION OF THE CITY OF GREENVILLE." As title indicates, 
establishing seven member commission and providing for organization thereof. Sets terms of 
seven named commissioners. Requires any contracts of comm’n of more than $500,000 to be 
approved by city council.

Limits application of 
license to rental agreements of 30 days or less and requires licensee to make available written 
materials to renters setting out specified information. Requires licensees to establish training pro- 
grams for employees dealing with rental customers. Exempts licensees from general insurance 
licensee requirement that premiums be treated as funds received in a fiduciary capacity. Effective

Effective the later of July 1, 1991, 
or the first day of first month after United Airlines locates an aircraft maintenance facility at 
Piedmont Trial International Airport.

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H 721. DURHAM CITY/COUNTY DISCRIMINATION. "TO ALLOW THE CITY OF DURHAM AND

MUNICIPALITIES.” Amends GS 44-51.4 to add an ambulance service supplemented by municipal 
funds to provisions of section permitting use of attachment and garnishment when charges for 
services are not paid.

S 569. WILMINGTON ZONING DENSITY BONUS (=H 683). "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF THE 
CITY OF WILMINGTON TO AUTHORIZE ZONING DENSITY BONUSES IN PROJECTS CONTAINING 
SPECIFIED AMOUNTS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME HOUSING." Identical to H 683, intro- 
duced 11 April. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Local Government. 


S 570. HOUSING VIOLATION CLOSINGS. "TO AUTHORIZE CITIES TO VACATE AND CLOSE 
CERTAIN DWELLINGS FOUND TO BE IN VIOLATION OF THE MINIMUM HOUSING CODE." Amends 
GS 160A-443(3)b. to provide that if a dwelling that has been ordered to be removed or demol- 
ished is located in city’s historic district and Historic District Comm’n determines, after public 
hearing as provided by ordinance, that dwelling is of particular significance or value toward main- 
taining district’s character, and dwelling has not been condemned as unsafe, the order may re- 
quire that dwelling be vacated and closed. 

introduced by Block. Referred to Local Government. 


S 571. SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH INS. "TO PROVIDE GROUP HEALTH COVERAGE FOR 
ALL EMPLOYEES OF SMALL EMPLOYERS." Enacts new GS Ch. 58, art. 53A. with intention of 
assuring availability of health insurance for "small employers,” defined as employers with be- 
tween 5 and 25 employees, a majority of whom work within NC. Directs Comm’r of Insurance to 
appoint Small Employer Carrier Committee, representing all insurance carriers in state writing 
coverage for small employers. Directs this committee, within 180 days after appointment, to 
recommend to Comm’r a standard health plan, in two forms: (1) health insurance, and (2) HMO- 
type plan. Sets out various minimum requirements for such plan. Requires insurance carriers, as 
a condition of offering health insurance to small employers in NC, to offer the standard health 
plan, and sets out conditions under which requirement may be waived. 
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Sets out numerous requirements for health benefits plans, apart from or in addition to the 
standard health plan, being offered in NC to small employers. 

Establishes a nonprofit NC Small Employer Health Reinsurance Pool, requiring membership 
by all carriers and multiple employer welfare arrangements "issuing or providing health benefits 
coverage” in NC. Directs members to select board for Pool, and then directs board, within 180 
days after selection, to submit plan of operation to Comm’r. Sets out procedures and require- 
ments for Pool plan of operations. Requires all patients admitted to hospitals for treatment, 
except patients not covered by insurance, or patients covered by Medicare or any other public 
program directly subsidized by US gov't, to pay service fee of $2 per day; imposes $1 per day 
fee on all such patients admitted to ambulatory surgical center or to a hospital for outpatient 
ambulatory surgical care. Makes payment of fee a mandated benefit of any health benefits plan 
providing coverage to NC residents or for treatment by NC providers. Directs payment of pro- 
ceeds of such fees to Pool, to help cover its expenses. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

S$ 572. MEMORIALIZE RALPH H. SCOTT. "TO HONOR THE LIFE AND MEMORY OF RALPH 
HENDERSON SCOTT, FORMER MEMBER OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY." As title indicates. 
introduced by Daniel. Placed on Calendar for 22 April. 


S 573. ALAMANCE BLANK BILL. "TO CHANGE THE LAW IN ALAMANCE COUNTY." Blank bill; no 
substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Local Government. 


S 574. CASWELL BLANK BILL. "TO CHANGE THE LAW IN CASWELL COUNTY.” Blank bill; no 
substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Local Government. 


S 575. CASWELL TRESPASSING TO HUNT. "ADDING CASWELL COUNTY TO THOSE COUNTIES 
AUTHORIZED TO REGULATE TRESPASSING TO HUNT OR FISH ON PRIVATE LANDS BY LOCAL 
ORDINANCE." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 576. UNMARKED CARS NOT USED AT NIGHT. "7O PROHIBIT THE USE OF UNMARKED LAW 
ENFORCEMENT CARS FOR ROUTINE TRAFFIC STOPS AT NIGHT.” Adds GS 20-196.4 to the Motor 
Vehicle Act to prohibit law enforcement officers from making routine traffic stops in unmarked 
vehicles at night. Effective October 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Law Enforcement. 


S 577. GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION (=H 694). "TO REVISE AND CONSOLIDATE THE 
CHARTER OF THE GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION OF THE CITY OF GREENVILLE.” 
Identical to H 694, introduced 11 April. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Utilities. 


S 578. PENDER SCHOOL LEASES. "TO ALLOW PENDER COUNTY TO ACQUIRE PROPERTY FOR 
USE BY THE PENDER COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION." As title indicates, adding Pender to 1989 
local bill now applying to Bladen and Columbus counties. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 579. STATE PROPERTY LEASE-PURCHASE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION TO PURCHASE PROPERTY USING LEASE-PURCHASE FINANCING.” Amends GS 
143-341(4) to permit Dept of Administration to use installment purchase agreement financing, with 
security for financing being a lien on the property being financed, to (1) purchase real property, 
or (2) acquire, construct, or repair fixtures or improvements on real property. Prohibits deficiency 
judgment against state in case of default; and prohibits use of nonsubstitution clauses. Requires 
Dep’t to consult with Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations before entering such 
a contract for "“lease-purchase of real property.” 

introduced by Pollard. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 580. DURHAM OCCUPANCY TAX INCREASE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF DURHAM TO 
INCREASE ITS ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX FROM THREE PERCENT TO FIVE PERCENT AND TO USE 
THE ADDITIONAL TAX REVENUE FOR PROMOTION OF TRAVEL AND TOURISM.” Notwithstanding 
title, authorizes County of Durham to increase room occupancy tax to 5%. Net proceeds of tax to 
be remitted to Durham Convention & Visitors Bureau to promote travel and tourism in Durham 
County. 

Introduced by Royali. Referred to Finance. 


S 581. INSURANCE GUARANTY ASS’N AMENDNMENTS. "TO AMEND THE LIFE AND ACCIDENT 
AND HEALTH INSURANCE GUARANTY ASSOCIATION ACT.” Adds GS 58-62-10(b) to provide that (1) 
life, health, or accident insurance policy holders who are residents of North Carolina, or who are 
residents of other states which have statutory insurance guaranty associations, who are not cov- 
ered by their own state’s association, and who hold policies issued by insurers domiciled in North 
Carolina and not licensed in the insured’s state, must be given coverage under North Carolina’a 
Insurance Guaranty Association Act, and (2) that beneficiaries, assignees or payees of aed 
described above also must be given insurance guaranty coverage. 

introduced by Goldston. Referred to Insurance. 


S 582. TRAVEL & TOURISM ADVERTISING. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE 
ADVERTISING BUDGET OF THE DIVISION OF TRAVEL AND TOURISM." Appropriates $1.5 million in 
each year of biennium from General Fund to Division of Travel and Tourism, for advertising. 
Specifies that appropriations to be in addition to all funds appropriated for that purpose by 
budget line item #3710. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 583. CATAWBA GEO. RECORDS ACCESS. "MAKING A QUALIFIED EXCEPTION FROM THE 
PUBLIC RECORDS ACT FOR THE CATAWBA COUNTY GEOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION SYSTEM." 
Provides that if county has geographical information systems databases and data files developed 
and operated by that county and county makes electronic access and hard copy access available 
at reasonable cost to public by terminals and other output devices locate in public facilities, 
person who receives electronic copy (whether on magnetic tape, disk, etc.) under public records 
law (GS Ch. 132) and not as provided by electronic or hard copy acess may not resell that infor- 
mation or use it for commercial purpose. Publication or broadcast by newspaper, magazine, 
radio, or television station is not commercial purpose. Applicable to Catawba County only. 
Introduced by Aliran. Referred to Local Government. 


S 584. DURHAM PARKING FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF DURHAM TO PROVIDE OFF- 
STREET PARKING AT REDUCED RATES OR WITHOUT CHARGE TO PERSONS RESIDING IN THE 
DOWNTOWN AREA OF THE CITY.” Makes local amendment to GS 160A-314, as title indicates. 
Introduced by Royall. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 585. DURHAM CORNER LOT ASSESSMENTS. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
DURHAM TO CHANGE THE MANNER IN WHICH CORNER LOT RELIEF FROM SPECIAL 
ASSESSMENTS FOR WATER AND SEWER PROJECTS IS CALCULATED." As title indicates, changing 
basis from exempting lot from project for second of two intersecting streets, to a basis that ex- 
empts the longer side of the lot from assessment. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to Local Government. 


S 586. JACKSON BLANK BILL. "CONCERNING JACKSON COUNTY AND THE MUNICIPALITIES 
THEREIN.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Plexico. Referred to Local Government. 


S 587. POLK BLANK BILL. "CONCERNING POLK COUNTY AND THE MUNICIPALITIES THEREIN." 
Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Plexico. Referred to Local Government. 


S 588. SWAIN BLANK BILL. "CONCERNING SWAIN COUNTY AND THE MUNICIPALITIES LOCATED

Takes 
effect as terms of incumbents expire.

S 593. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOARD ELECTIONS. "JOINT RESOLUTION SETTING THE DATE 
FOR THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES TO ELECT MEMBERS OF THE STATE 
BOARD OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES." Provides that Senate and House will elect members of the 
State Board of Community Colleges pursuant to GS 115D-2.1 at their regular sessions on 
Tuesday, May 14. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 594. COMM. COLLEGE TRUSTEES ELIGIBILITY. "RELATING TO ELIGIBILITY TO SERVE ON A 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOARD OF TRUSTEES." GS 115D-12 provides that four trustees of each 
community college shall be chosen by the boards of education in the college’s administrative 
area. This bill provides that persons employed by the boards of education making these appoint- 
ments are not eligible for these seats. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Higher Education. 
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S 595. STUDY ACCESS TO HEALTH INSURANCE. "TO CREATE A STUDY ON ACCESS TO 
HEALTH INSURANCE.” Creates 20-member Comm’n on Access to Health Insurance and author- 
izes it to study policies that the state could implement to provide greater access to health insur- 
ance coverage and how other states are addressing this problem. Comm’n membership to 
include: president of NC Medical Soc’y (or designee), president of NC Hospital Ass’n (or desig- 
nee), Comm’r of Insurance or his deputy, director of Div’n of Medical Assistance, president of 
Merchants Ass’n, president of NC Citizens for Business & Industry, seven members appointed by 
speaker of the House, and seven members appointed by Senate president pro tem. Specifies 
categories for speaker’s and president pro tem.’s appointments. Authorizes interim report to 1992 
session and final report to 1993 session. Appropriates from General Fund to General Assembly 
$50,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium to fund this study. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Veterans.

(3) directs that such programs emphasize governmental or nonprofit organizations but permits 
cleanups of private property of creeks, rivers, beaches, roads, or highways; and (4) adds new GS

tional wrongdoing. 


H 61. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 2/Il; house amendment 3/18. Senate 
amendment repeals GS 143-283.7, which now creates Employment of the Handicapped Revolving 
Fund. 


H 118. FISHERIES TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 2/20. House amendment makes technical 
change. 


H 244. HIGH POINT ELECTIONS. Intro. 3/13; amended 3/21. Senate amendment provides that in 
order to continue staggered terms for all city council seats, elections shall be held in 1995 and 
thereafter to fill expiring terms, and future terms to be four years for all seats. 


H 330. MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER-DEFINITION. Intro. 3/22. House committee substitute clarifies 
that the exemption from the definition of “dealer” for persons who are involved in the sale of less 
than five vehicles in 12 months applies throughout the definition. 


H 410. ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY ACT AMENDS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute permits 
local environmental impact ordinances to apply to only a particular class or type of major devel- 
opment project (rather than all major development projects) and requires state to give units of 
local government or other persons adversely affected by proposed state action opportunity to 
comment before final agency decision. 


H 587. REGULATE JET SKIING. Intro. 4/3; committee substitute 4/9. House amendment includes 
Atlantic Beach in bill’s coverage. 


SENATE BILLS 
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S 39. NO POINTS FOR FIRST ACCIDENT. Intro. 2/7. Senate committee substitute (1) defines 
situation in which no points are assessed and no premium increase made as involving (a) an 
accident with $1,000 or less of property damage, (b) no conviction of moving traffic violation in 
connection with accident, (c) no convictions for moving traffic violations and no at-fault accidents 
by owner, principal operator, or any operator covered by policy during the three years imme- 
diately before the application for policy or policy renewal, and (d) insured who has been covered 
by same carrier for at least the five years immediately before the accident; and (2) directs Rate 
Bureau to amend subclassification plan to implement act, with change effective Jan. 1, 1992. 
Provides that amendments to plan only apply to accidents occuring on or after Jan. 1, 1992. 


S 232. ELECT GOVERNOR EVEN-NUMBER YEAR-2. Intro. 3/14. Senate committee substitute: (1) 
adds provision to Sec. 2(1) of Art. Ill that Governor or Lt. Governor serving term beginning Jan. 1, 
1993 may not serve the term for same office beginning Jan. 1, 1999; (2) sets vote on constitu- 
tional amendments at November 1992 general election (was, November 1991 general election); 
and (3) deletes conforming amendment to GS 163-1. 


§ 237. IV-D HEALTH INSURANCE INFO. Intro. 3/14. Senate committee substitute expands ap- 
plicability of GS 110-139(c) to include occasions when the otherwise confidential information is 
necessary to enforce an order for child support; and to extend provisions requiring release of 
information to include existing or available hospital and dental insurance (as well as medical in- 
surance) coverage. Also makes conforming change to GS 50-13.11(c). 


S 306. SURPLUS PROPERTY CHANGES. Intro. 3/27. Senate amendment modifies proposed GS 
143-64.9E, to require Sec’y of Administration to consult with Advisory Budget Comm'n and Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations before taking any action concerning expendi- 
tures from equipment reserve fund. 


S 307. MV INSURANCE CANCELLATION. Intro. 3/26. Senate committee substitute clarifies that 
notice of cancellation is not required only if the same insurer issues the replacement policy in 
compliance with GS 20-309(e). 


S 317. GLENVILLE CHARTER. Intro. 3/26. Senate committee substitute makes clear that the 
mayor may vote on any matter and makes other technical changes. 


S 385. STATE EXAMINATIONS SECURED. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment makes clarifying 
change.

H 734. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES. "TO PROVIDE FOR COLLEGIATE INSIGNIA 
REGISTRATION PLATES." Adds GS 20-81.12 to authorize the Division of Motor Vehicles to develop 
and sell specialty collegiate license plates for an annual fee of $25 in addition to normal registra- 
tion fees. Allows the owner of any motor vehicle except a vehicle registered under the 
International Registration Plan or a commercial truck to apply for a collegiate license plate. 
Provides that requests may be combined with an application for a personalized registration plate 
upon payment of appropriate fees. Provides that $15 from each fee will be distributed to the 
Board of Governors of UNC and to independent colleges and universities in proportion to the 
number of plates sold representing each institution for use for academic enhancement and fund 
raising. Further provides that the Division of Motor Vehicles must receive 500 applications from 
an institution before a specialized plate for that college or university may be developed. 
introduced by Stamey. Referred to Transportation. 


H 735. BUNCOMBE PREDEVELOPMENT. "TO AUTHORIZE BUNCOMBE COUNTY TO ADOPT ’PRE- 
DEVELOPMENT ORDINANCES."" As title indicates; adds cited county to Ch. 970, SL 1986. 
Predevelopment ordinance sets forth procedures in granting or denying approval of subdivision 
plat before its recordation and in granting or denying approval of site plan for a development, 
and may provide for one reviewing agency to hear appeals from decisions rendered by another 
reviewing agency. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Local & Regional Government Il. 


H 736. NEW HANOVER BLANK BILL-4. "CONCERNING NEW HANOVER COUNTY AND THE 
MUNICIPALITIES THEREIN." Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 737. WILMINGTON RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS. "7O AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF WILMINGTON 
TO IMPOSE CONDITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS ON THE SALE OF PROPERTY.” Adds new section to 
Wilmington charter allowing city to include covenants, conditions, and restrictions in deeds con- 
veying city-owned property.

H 738. WILMINGTON ZONING VIOLATIONS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF WILMINGTON TO 
WITHHOLD FUTURE APPROVALS FROM A PERSON WITH OUTSTANDING ZONING VIOLATIONS AND 
SUBDIVISION ORDINANCE VIOLATIONS." Modifies GS 160A-175 to authorize Wilmington to include 
in its zoning and subdivision ordinances provisions to withhold permits and approvals applied for 
by a person who has not satisfied a final administrative order or fine imposed for violating the 
ordinance. Allows the city to continue such withholdings until the unsatisfied administrative order 
is reversed by a court.

H 739. HOLDEN BEACH ANNEXATION VOTE. "TO REQUIRE THAT ANY EXTENSION OF THE

title indicates. Referendum may be called by town governing board or by petition of 10% of 
town's registered voters is filed no later than 20 days after adoption of annexation ordinance.

H 741. EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN’S FORMULA. "DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
TO REVISE THE FUNDING FORMULA FOR EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN." Directs State Board of 
Education to revise funding formula for exceptional children for 1991-92, so that funding for each 
such child is no less than for 1988-89, as adjusted to reflect 1989-90 and 1990-91 salary in- 
creases. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Wilson. Referred to Education. 


H 742. MOUNTAIN PLANNING ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE MOUNTAIN AREA PLANNING SYSTEM 
ACT, TO ENCOURAGE DEVELOPMENT OF LAND-USE PLANS BY COUNTIES IN THE MOUNTAIN 
AREA OF NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new Art. 15 to GS Ch. 113A as title indicates. Creates 
Mountain Area Planning System Advisory Council consisting of 35 members appointed as speci- 
- fied in bill. Council to assist Sec’y of Dep’t of Economic and Community Development: (1) with 
preparing and amending State Guidelines for Mountain Area; (2) reviewing plans submitted by 
local gov’t under art.; and (3) on other matters as council or sec’y considers appropriate. Dep't, 
with council’s advice, to prepare, adopt, and amend guidelines, and all local land-use plans 
adopted under art. within mountain area (24 specified mountain counties) should be consistent 
with guidelines. Sets out detailed provisions for contents of land-use plan and effect of land-use 
plan. Permits county to adopt ordinance to exempt itself from article but only if voters approve in 
binding referendum that must be held by July 1, 1992. Allows city within county exempt from 
article to prepare land-use plan under article by majority vote of its governing body. Effective Jan. 
1991;

H 743. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOARD ELECTION (= S 593). "SETTING THE DATE FOR THE 
SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES TO ELECT MEMBERS OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
COMMUNITY COLLEGES." Identical to S. 593, introduced 11 April. 

Introduced by Black. Referred to Rules. 


H 744. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE SICK LEAVE BANKS. "7TO ALLOW LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION 
TO ESTABLISH SICK LEAVE BANKS FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES.” Adds GS 115C-47(34) as 
title indicates, permitting withdrawal of sick leave from the bank for emergency or catastrophic 
illness. Requires local boards to inform employees who donate or withdraw leave from bank of 
consequences for state retirement credit. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Public Enployees. 


H 745. MILITARY TAX GRACE PERIOD. "TO PROVIDE A GRACE PERIOD FOR MILITARY 
PERSONNEL TO LIST AND PAY PROPERTY TAXES AFTER DEPLOYMENT OR ACTIVE DUTY." 
Permits persons liable for 1990-91 property taxes, who, on or after Aug. 6, 1990, were deployed 
outside state or ordered to active military duty because of Operations Desert Shield or Storm, to 
pay those taxes at par at any time within 90 days after end of deployment or active military duty; 
if taxes not paid before end of that 90-day period, interest runs pursuant to GS 105-360 as if 
taxes were unpaid as of regular delinquency date. Permits same persons to list property for 1991- 
92 taxes during same 90-day period, without penalty for late listing. Effective retroactively to Aug. 
6, 1990.

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H 746. STATE RECYCLING AT PUBLIC AREAS. "70 REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO PROVIDE AND MAINTAIN RECYCLING BINS AT HIGHWAY REST AREAS, TO 
REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE TO PROVIDE AND MAINTAIN RECYCLING BINS AT 
THE STATE FAIRGROUNDS IN RALEIGH, AND TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO PROVIDE AND MAINTAIN RECYCLING BINS AT STATE 
PARKS AND AT THE NORTH CAROLINA ZOOLOGICAL PARK. As title indicates, amending GS 130A- 
309.14 and -309.06. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 747. MECKLENBURG TOWNS ETJ. "7O AUTHORIZE THE TOWNS OF MATTHEWS, MINT HILL, 
AND PINEVILLE IN MECKLENBURG COUNTY TO REGULATE IN CERTAIN EXTRATERRITORIAL 
AREAS." Permits towns named in title to exercise extraterritorial land-use powers under GS 160A, 
art. 19, up to one mile from limits, in those areas reserved for annexation by those towns under 
local annexation agreements with Charlotte. 

Introduced by Black. Referred to Local & Regional Government I. 


H 748. SPEAKER’S APPOINTMENTS-2. "TO APPOINT PERSONS TO PUBLIC OFFICE UPON THE 
RECOMMENDATION OF THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.” Blank bill; no 
substantive provisions. 

introduced by Hunt. Referred to Rules. 


H 749. TEACH SEXUAL ABSTINENCE. "TO REQUIRE INSTRUCTION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
REGARDING ABSTINENCE FROM SEXUAL ACTIVITY." Amends GS 115C-81 to require the State 
Board of Education to provide that the public school curriculum must include, in appropriate 
classes and grades, instruction that abstinence from sexual activity outside marriage is the ex- 
pected standard for all school-age children and is the only certain means of avoiding out-of- 
wedlock pregnancy and sexually transmitted disease, and that a mutually faithful monogamous 
marriage is the best lifelong means of avoiding sexually transmitted disease. Applies to school 
years beginning with 1991-92.

H 750. ABSENTEE BALLOTS/GUARDIANS. "TO ALLOW VERIFIABLE LEGAL GUARDIANS TO 
APPLY FOR AND OTHERWISE HANDLE ABSENTEE BALLOTS FOR THEIR WARD." Amends GS 163- 
227 to allow verifiable legal guardians to apply for and otherwise handle absentee ballots for their 
wards to the same extent that “near relatives” may now do for other voters. Effective January 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Loflin (by request). Referred to Courts. 


H 751. FULL-TIME REGISTRATION. "TO ALLOW COUNTY BOARDS OF ELECTIONS IN COUNTIES 
WITH LESS THAN 14,001 REGISTERED VOTERS TO DETERMINE WHETHER TO BECOME A FULL- 
TIME OFFICE." Amends GS 163-67 to permit the county board of elections in a county with fewer 
than 14,001 registered voters to keep its office open full-time, with the necessary funding for 
full-time operation to be provided by the board of county comm’rs, but with sole discretion on the 
issue of full-time operation to rest with the board of elections. 

Introduced by Loflin (by request). Referred to Courts. 


H 752. ELECTIONS BOARD COMPENSATION. "CONCERNING COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS 
AND SUPERVISORS OF COUNTY BOARDS OF ELECTIONS.” Amends GS 163-32 to provide that 
members of the county board of elections are paid $25 per meeting (now, $25 per day, prorated 
for days on which work is less than five hours). Amends GS 163-35 to increase to $8 (now, $6) 
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the hourly compensation rate for the supervisor of elections in counties operating under modified 
registration plans A, B, C, or D. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Loflin (by request). Referred to Courts. 


H 753. INDEMNIFICATION HOSP. SERV. CORP. "TO PROVIDE FOR BROADER POWERS FOR 
HOSPITAL, MEDICAL AND DENTAL SERVICE CORPORATIONS TO PROVIDE FOR INDEMNIFICATION 
OF INSURANCE FOR OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS." Deletes last sentence of GS 58-65-173(b), 
which now provides that bylaw, etc. providing for indemnification does not apply to claims or 
liabilities asserted before adoption of measure. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 754. VOCATIONAL EDUCATION EQUIPMENT. "DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
TO DEVELOP EQUIPMENT STANDARDS FOR VOCATIONAL EDUCATION PROGRAMS.” Directs the 
State Board of Education to develop equipment standards for vocational programs in the public 
schools, to assist local districts in assessing the adequacy of their equipment, and to insure that 
minimum standards are met at the local level by June 30, 1992. Authorizes the Board to set 
aside funds and to seek donations in order to satisfy this directive. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Education. 


H 755. ATLANTIC BEACH ANNEXATION. "7O EXTEND THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN 
OF ATLANTIC BEACH TO INCLUDE AN UNINCORPORATED AREA THAT IS COMPLETELY 
SURROUNDED BY THE EXISTING TOWN LIMITS." As title indicates, describing affected area. 
Effective June 30, 1991. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Local & Regional Government Il. 


H 756. DUNN ANNEXATION. "7O EXTEND THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE CITY OF DUNN." As 
title indicates, describing affected area. Effective June 30, 1991. 
Introduced by Stewart. Referred to Local & Regional Government I. 


H 757. DUNN FACILITY FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF DUNN TO IMPOSE FACILITY FEES." 
Permits Dunn to impose facility fees on new construction in city and in ETJ, intended to help pay 
for new community service facilities. Defines such facilities as streets and sidewalks; water, 
sewer, and drainage; parks, open space, and recreation; and any other capital costs of city 
departments. Requires that construction for which fee is paid must benefit from facility paid for 
with fee. Permits city to establish zones and have different fees within different zones. Contains 
procedures for levying and accounting for fees.

H 758. CITY REQUIRE GARBAGE COLLECTION-1. "TO AUTHORIZE A CITY TO REQUIRE AN 
OWNER OR A TENANT OF AN INHABITED BUILDING IN THE CITY TO PARTICIPATE IN ANY SOLID 
WASTE COLLECTION SERVICE PROVIDED BY THE CITY." Adds 160A-324 to authorize cities to re- 
quire owners or tenants of any building within the city limits, used as a residence or business or 
otherwise inhabited, to use the city’s solid waste collection service. [See similar bill S 618.] 
introduced by Stewart. Referred to Environment. 


H 759. HARNETT SOLID WASTE FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE HARNETT COUNTY TO COLLECT SOLID 
WASTE FEES IN THE SAME MANNER AS AD VALOREM TAXES AND, IN THE CASE OF 
NONPAYMENT, TO IMPOSE A LIEN ON REAL PROPERTY AND TO USE ALL THE REMEDIES THAT 
MAY BE USED FOR THE COLLECTION OF AD VALOREM TAXES." Adds Harnett to coverage of GS 
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153A-293 and SL 1989, Ch. 1007, as title indicates; effective on ratification and applicable to 
fees imposed on or after July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Stewart. Referred to Finance. 


H 760. HARNETT TOWNS FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWNS OF ANGIER, ERWIN, AND 
LILLINGTON AND THE CITY OF DUNN TO: (1) SEND ONE BILL THAT INCLUDES THE ITEMIZED 
FEES FOR SOLID WASTE, WATER, AND SEWAGE SERVICES, AND (2) TERMINATE ANY OR ALL 
SUCH SERVICES IN THE CASE OF NONPAYMENT, WITHIN THIRTY DAYS, OF THE TOTAL AMOUNT 
DUE FOR ALL SUCH SERVICES COMBINED." As title indicates. 

introduced by Stewart. Referred to Local & Regional Government I. 


H 761. SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH INS. (=S 571). "TO PROVIDE GROUP HEALTH 
INSURANCE COVERAGE FOR ALL EMPLOYEES OF SMALL EMPLOYERS.” Identical to S 571, intro- 
duced 11 April. 

introduced by Beard. Referred to Commerce. 


H 762. GREENSBORO/HIGH POINT ROOM TAX. "TO ALLOW THE CITIES OF HIGH POINT AND 
GREENSBORO TO ENACT ROOM OCCUPANCY TAXES IF THE GUILFORD COUNTY OCCUPANCY 
TAX IS REPEALED." As title indicates, permitting 3% tax. Directs that net proceeds of any tax 
from Greensboro be remitted to Greensboro Tourism Development Authority (TDA) and specifies 
how TDA may spend moneys. Directs that High Point allocate 85% of net proceeds of its tax for 
programs encouraging travel and tourism and remaining 15% for specific tourist-related events or 
activities or facilities or attractions for tourists. Requires Greensboro, upon levy of tax, to establish 
TDA and sets out required categories of membership. Requires High Point, upon levy of tax, to 
establish a convention and visitors board, and sets out required categories of PSE, 
introduced by Bowie. Referred to Finance. 


H 763. DURHAM CHARTER AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO THE CITY OF 
DURHAM CHARTER.” Amends charter to (1) authorize the city council to impose fines and penal- 
ties and make use of all enforcement remedies listed in GS 160A-175 to enforce its building 
inspection and minimum housing ordinances, (2) allow the city council to delegate authority to the 
city manager to purchase real property when money has been appropriated and upon certain 
notice conditions, and (3) authorize the city to file notice of lis pendens when complaints alleging 
violations of building inspection or minimum housing ordinances are filed.

H 764. DURHAM DENSITY BONUS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY AND COUNTY OF DURHAM TO

AND MODERATE INCOME HOUSING." As title indicates, requiring at least 15% of units within pro- 
ject to be for low and moderate income persons in order to qualify for bonus.

H 765. DURHAM COUNTY IMPACT FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE DURHAM COUNTY TO IMPLEMENT A

Authorizes Forsyth County to levy a 1% tax on 
prepared food and beverages, with proceeds to be used for economic development and educa- 
tional purposes. Exempts food and beverages sold pursuant to a boarding contract, sales exempt 
from sales tax under GS 105-164.13, vending machine sales, food and beverages sold by hotels 
Subject to an occupancy tax if the hotel bill is not Itemized, food and beverage furnished without 
charge by an employer to an employee, and groceries. Provides that nonprofits and governmental 
entities will be entitled to a refund of the tax for purchases for which they would be entitled to a 
refund of sales tax under GS 105-164.14.

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H 821. AMEND NATURAL DEATH ACT. "TO AMEND THE PROVISIONS OF THE NATURAL DEATH 
ACT TO INCLUDE THE MEDICAL CONDITION OF PERSISTENT VEGETATIVE STATE.” Amends GS 
90-321, “Right to a natural death,” to allow person to declare that his life not be prolonged by 
extraordinary means or by artificial nutrition or hydration if his condition is diagnosed as either 
terminal and incurable or as a persistent vegetative state (underlined provisions added) and to 
authorize attending physician to carry out person’s directions. Defines "persistent vegetative 
state” as a medical condition whereby in the judgment of the attending physician the patient 
suffers from a sustained complete loss of self-aware cognition and, without the use of extraor- 
dinary means or artificial nutrition or hydration, will die within a short period of time. Amends 
"Declaration Of A Desire For A Natural Death” form to allow person to authorize various options, 
and makes other conforming changes.

H 822. PERSONAL WATERCRAFT RESTRICTIONS. "TO PLACE RESTRICTIONS ON THE USE OF

unlawful to operate jet skis, waterbikes and like equipment at night, to ride or be towed by such 
vehicles without a life jacket, or to ride such vehicles recklessly by weaving or swerving in con- 
gested areas. Does not apply to performers in authorized competitions or exhibitions. Effective

H 823. BURLINGTON-GRAHAM ABC SALES. "TO ALLOW THE BURLINGTON-GRAHAM ABC

Sec. 22, Ch. 800, SL 1989 for purpose indicated in title. 

introduced by Holt. Referred to Local & Regional Government Il. 


H 824. DURHAM TRANSPORTATION AUTH. "TO MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE DURHAM CITY 
CHARTER RELATING TO THE TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY.” Authorizes Durham city council to 
require that majority vote of all transportation authority members is required to constitute action of 
authority, provide for excuses from voting and effect of failure to vote, and appoint and provide 
for compensation of alternate members to serve on authority.

H 825. DURHAM CITY MANAGER. "TO MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE DURHAM CITY CHARTER

Directs Halifax school board 
members elected in 1992 and thereafter to take oath at meeting held in July following election.

S 611. NASH ABC CREDIT SALES. "TO ALLOW THE NASH COUNTY ABC BOARD TO MAKE 
CREDIT CARD SALES IF AUTHORIZED BY THE ABC COMMISSION." Amends SL 1989, ch 800, to 
make GS 18B-800(d), prohibiting an expansion of credit card sales in local ABC systems and 
enacted by that chapter, inapplicable to ABC stores operated by Nash County ABC Board.

S 612. NASH/ROCKY MOUNT SCHOOL MERGER. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE MERGER AND 
CONSOLIDATION OF THE SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN NASH COUNTY AND THE CITY OF 
ROCKY MOUNT." Merges cited school units, including portion of Rocky Mount unit located in 
Edgecombe County, effective July 1, 1992. On or before July 1, 1991, Nash County Comm’rs and 
Rocky Mount City Council must jointly by resolution adopted by each board establish 11 voting 
districts in new school unit for purpose of electing to interim school board one member from each 
voting district. Sets procedures for electing interim board. Interim board to prepare and submit 
plan of merger and consolidation to State Board of Education. If interim board fails to submit 
plan or state board fails to approve plan before June 1, 1992, state board must prepare plan to 
be effective July 1, 1992. Term of office of each member of interim board continues until July 1, 
1992, when each member becomes member of Nash-Rocky Mount Board of Education. Sets out 
staggered four-year terms as specified in bill. Sets out criteria for achieving racial balance in 
designated schools. Sets out obligation of Edgecombe County Comm’rs and City of Rocky Mount 
to appropriate current expense and capital funds to merged school unit.

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S 614. ATLANTIC BEACH BEER POSSESSION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF ATLANTIC BEACH

WINE ON PUBLIC PROPERTY." Amends GS 18B-300(c) for purpose indicated in title.

S 615. WILMINGTON CODE ENFORCEMENT. "70 AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
WILMINGTON WITH RESPECT TO THE ENFORCEMENT OF BUILDING AND HOUSING 
ORDINANCES.” 

Amends Wilmington charter to authorize city council to impose fines and penalties and to take 
any other action authorized by GS 160A-175 (enforcement of municipal ordinances) in adopting, 
amending, or enforcing any ordinance authorized by GS Ch. 160A, Art. 19, Parts 5 or 6 (building 
inspection and minimum housing standards).

S 616. PENDER ORDINANCE PENALTY-2. "7O INCREASE THE FINE FOR A VIOLATION OF AN 
ORDINANCE OF PENDER COUNTY." Amends GS 14-4(a) to increase maximum fine from $50 to 
$250 for violation of Pender County ordinance. Applicable to offenses occurring 60 days on or 
after ratification.

S 617. WILMINGTON PROPERTY PURCHASE. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF

S 618. CITY REQUIRE GARBAGE SERVICE-2. "TO CLARIFY A CITY'S AUTHORITY TO REQUIRE 
PARTICIPATION IN ANY COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL SERVICES PROVIDED BY THE CITY." Amends 
GS 160A-192(a)(1) to provide that a city may by ordinance require owners or occupants of im- 
proved property to (a) place solid waste in specified places or receptables for convenience of city 
collection and disposal, and (b) participate in solid waste collection or disposal service provided 
by city or by any municipality, individual, or private corporation under contract with city, but ordi- 
nance may exempt certain classes of improved property based on differences in kind or degree 
of service required. Amends GS 160A-192(a)(2) to provide that ordinance may impose charges for 
availability of collection and disposal services. [See similar bill, H 758.]

S 619. WILMINGTON RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS (=H 737). "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF 
WILMINGTON TO FILE WITH THE REGISTER OF DEEDS A NOTICE OF SPECIAL CONDITIONS 
ATTACHED TO THE ZONING OF PROPERTY.” Identical to H 737, introduced 15 April. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Local Government. 


S 620. ROBESON SCHOOL FUNDING. "TO CHANGE THE MAINTENANCE OF EFFORT PROVISION 
FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF ROBESON COUNTY.” Amends 1989 SL, Ch. 986 to allow Robeson 
County to determine its appropriation to the public schools by applying a certain tax rate to the 
ad valorem tax base of the county rather than paying a designated percentage of the average 
local funding per ADM. Effective July 1, 1991 this tax rate will be $.49 per $100 until the next 
revaluation, at which time the rate is to be adjusted to a rate that will yield 102% of the revenue 
generated in the prior year by the old rate unless the revaluation shows a decline in the tax base, 
in which event the old rate is to remain unchanged. Provides that if the new method yields an 
appropriation for the public schools that is less than the amount approriated during fiscal year 
1990-91, then the county will continue to fund the schools at the 1990-91 level until such time as 
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the new method yields an amount greater than the 1990-91 appropriation. Further provides that 
upon approval by the County Board of Commissioners, the public schools may transfer funds 
between their current expense account and their capital outlay account. Authorizes the county to 
appropriate additional amounts above the minimum established by this section.

S 621. ST PAULS ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. "ALLOWING THE TOWN OF SAINT PAULS TO 
TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION PROSPECTIVE REVENUES GENERATED BY THE DEVELOPMENT IN 
ARRIVING AT THE AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR AN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
CONVEYANCE.” Adds St. Pauls to coverage of SL 1989, Ch. 266, as amended by SL 1989, Ch. 
913, with effect as title indicates. 

Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Local Government. 


S 622. ORANGE OCCUPANCY/VEHICLE TAXES. "AUTHORIZING ORANGE COUNTY TO LEVY AN 
OCCUPANCY TAX AND CHAPEL HILL AND CARRBORO TO INCREASE THEIR MOTOR VEHICLE 
TAXES." Permits Orange County comm’rs to levy a 3% occupancy tax; exempts nonprofit charita- 
ble, educational, benevolent, or religious organizations; comm’rs to decide on allocaton of reve- 
nues from tax, but at least 10% must fund visitor information services and cultural events. Permits 
Chapel Hill and Carrboro to increase motor vehicle tax to $10 and $15, respéctively. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to Finance. 


S 623. ORANGE/CHATHAM OMNIBUS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO LAWS 
APPLICABLE IN ORANGE AND CHATHAM COUNTIES." 

Orange County subdivision control. Modifies GS 153A-331(a), as previously modified by SL 
1987, Ch. 460, to authorize Orange County in its subdivision control ordinance to require develop- 
ers to provide funds for use by the county to develop recreational facilities for use by residents of 
the immediate area in which the subdivision is located, as identified with reference to a compre- 
hensive systems of parks and recreation in the county. 

Orange density bonus. Authorizes Orange County to allow a density increase of at least 
25% to developer of residential housing units if developer agrees to one of the following: (1) 
construct 40% of units for rent to persons earning less than 60% of county median income, (2) 
construct 20% of units for rent to persons earning less than 50% of county median income, (3) 
construct the greater of two or all of the bonus units for sale to persons earning less than 80% of 
county median income, or (4) donate suitable land to the county for development of affordable 
housing. 

Orange watershed conservation. Modifies GS 160A-407 to authorize Orange County and 
municipalities therein to acquire open space land for the purpose of protecting watershed areas 
and protecting the quality of public water supply sources. 

Orange sewer systems. Modifies GS 153A-121 to permit Orange County by ordinance to 
require owners of sewage collection, treatment and disposal systems (other than OWASA) to give 
security sufficient to cover (1) initial design, installation, and performance of system, (2) system 
replacement, and (3) system maintenance. 

Orange civil rights ordinance. Authorizes Orange County (1) to adopt a civil rights ordinance 
to discourage arbitrary discrimination based on religion, age, sex, affectional preference, race, 
disability, or marital status, and (2) create an agency or commission to assist in enforcing such 
an ordinance, subject to judicial review of the agency’s orders under the Administrative Procedure 
Act. Provides that such an ordinance is to be effective only in unincorporated areas of the county 
unless municipal governing consents to be covered by its provisions. Portions of bill relating to 
remedies and procedures for enforcement of ihe ordinance are blank. 

Trespass while hunting in Orange. Adds Orange County to coverage of SL 1989, Ch. 651, 
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which authorizes certain counties to adopt ordinances regulating entering private lands for pur- 
pose of hunting or fishing. 

Orange County school payday. Effective Aug. 1, 1991, modifies GS 115C-302 to permit 
Orange County school unit to pay nine-month instructional personnel on the 15th of the month. 

Chatham firearm regulation. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, makes it unlawful in Chatham County 
(1) to hunt on the land of another in Chatham County with the owner’s written permission; (2) 
possess a loaded firearm on another’s land while under influence of an impairing substance; and 
(3) for a parent or other person in loco parentis to knowingly allow a child under 16 to have 
unsupervised possession of use of a firearm, whether loaded or unloaded, and for any person to 
knowingly furnish any child under 16 with bow and arrow. Violation of the above is misdemeanor 
punishable by fine or at least $250, imprisonment for up to two years, or both; violator may also 
be ordered to complete a hunter safety course. Makes these regulations enforceable by wildlife 
officers and other law officers with general jurisdiction. 
Introduced by Lee. Referred to Local Government. 


-S 624. WINERY SPECIAL EVENT PERMITS. "7O CLARIFY THE APPLICABILITY OF THE WINERY 
SPECIAL SHOW PERMIT TO BE RENAMED THE WINERY SPECIAL EVENT PERMIT." Amends GS 
18B-1114.1 to rename the the winery special show permit to the winery special event permit and 
expands the types of activities for which such permits may be granted to include free wine tast- 
ings and sales at street festivals, agricultural festivals, balloon races and local fund raisers. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to ABC. 


S 625. WARREN LAND TRANSFER TAX. "7O AUTHORIZE WARREN COUNTY TO LEVY A ONE 
PERCENT LOCAL LAND TRANSFER TAX." Authorizes Warren County to levy a land transfer tax of 
up to 1%. Exempts transfers not subject to deed excise stamp tax. Transfer of land located in 
more than one county is subject to tax in county in which greater portion of the tract lies, as 
measured by its value: For first ten years, earmarks tax proceeds for capital improvements, in- 
cluding debt service. Beginning with the eleventh year, requires county to distribute one-third of 
tax proceeds to municipalities in the county in proportion to property tax levy; remainder to be 
retained by the county; county and municipalities may use revenue for any lawful purpose. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Finance. 


S 626. UNIFORM FRAUDULENT TRANSFER ACT. "TO REPEAL THE CURRENT STATUTES 
REGARDING FRAUDULENT CONVEYANCES AND TO ADOPT THE UNIFORM FRAUDULENT 
TRANSFER ACT IN ORDER TO MODERNIZE NORTH CAROLINA LAW AND HARMONIZE OUR LAW 
ON THIS SUBJECT WITH THOSE STATES THAT HAVE ADOPTED THIS UNIFORM ACT." Repeals Art. 
3, GS Ch. 39, entitled "Fraudulent Conveyances,” and adds new Art. 3A to GS Ch. 39, entitled 
"Uniform Fraudulent Transfer Act,” effective for all transfers subject to act made on or after 
ratification. Sets out definitions of terms in GS 39-22.1. Describes insolvency (GS 39-22.2), value 
(GS 39-22.3), and when transfer is made or obligation is incurred (GS 39-22.6). GS 39-22.4 
(transfers fraudulent as to present and future creditors) provides that a transfer made or obliga- 
tion incurred by debtor is fraudulent as to creditor, whether creditor’s claim arose before or after 
transfer was made or obligation was incurred, if debtor made transfer or incurred obligation (1) 
with actual intent to hinder, delay, or defraud creditor of debtor, or (2) without receiving reason- 
ably equivalent value in exchange for transfer or obligation, and debtor (i) was engaged or was 
about to engage in business or transaction for which remaining assets of debtor were unreason- 
ably small in relation to business or transaction, or (ii) intended to incur, or believed or reasonably 
should have believed that he would incur, debts beyond his ability to pay as they became due. 
GS 39-22.5 (transfers fraudulent as to present creditors) provides that (1) a transfer made or 
Obligation incurred by debtor is fraudulent as to creditor whose claim arose before transfer was 
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made or obligation was incurred if debtor made transfer or incurred obligation without receiving 
reasonably equivalent value in exchange for transfer or obligation and debtor was insolvent at that 
time or debtor became insolvent as a result of transfer or obligation; and (2) a transfer made by 
debtor is fraudulent as to creditor whose claim arose before the transfer was made if transfer 
was made to an insider for an antecedent debt, the debtor was insolvent at that time, and insider 
had reasonable cause to believe that debtor was insolvent. GS 39-22.7 (remedies of creditors) 
provides that in action for relief against transfer or obligation, a creditor, subject to GS 39-22.8 
(defenses, liability, and protection of transferee), may obtain (1) avoidance of transfer or obliga- 
tion to extent necessary to satisfy creditor’s claim, (2) attachment or other provisional remedy 
against asset transferred or transferee’s other property under procedure of Art. 35, GS Ch. 1, or 
(3) injunction against further disposition by debtor or transferee, or both, of asset transferred or 
other property, appointment of receiver, or other proper relief. If creditor has obtained judgment 
on claim against debtor, creditor—if court orders—may levy execution on asset transferred or its 
proceeds. Sets out in GS 39-22.9 when causes of action are extinguished.

S 627. RULINGS ON NO CONTEST MOTIONS. "THAT IN ORDER TO ACHIEVE GREATER JUDICIAL 
EFFICIENCY, AUTHORIZES THE SUPREME COURT TO ADOPT RULES THAT WILL ALLOW THE 
COUT TO RULE ON MOST TYPES OF MOTIONS WITHOUT A HEARING WHEN THE OPPOSING 
PARTY FAILS TO RESPOND TO THE MOTION WITHIN THIRTY DAYS." Authorizes the Supreme 
Court to adopt rules under which a moving party can request the court to rule on a motion with- 
out a hearing when the opposing party fails to respond within 30 days of service of the motion. 
Does not apply to motions for a new trial or motions notwithstanding the verdict. Directs that the 
rules adopted pursuant to this act may amend or supplement the Rules of Civil Procedure and 
the General Rules of Practice. Directs the Supreme Court to adopt such rules by March 1, 1992 
to become effective no later than July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Judiciary |. 


S 628. ASHEBORO CHARTER AMENDED. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
ASHEBORO.” Amends Asheboro Charter to provide that the city manager, the chief of police and 
the chief of the fire department need not be residents of the city at the time of their appointment, 
but must reside within the territorial jurisdiction of the city during their tenure. The provision re- 
garding the chief of police applies only to future appointments. 

Introduced by Waiker. Referred to Local Government. 


S 629. UNION JAIL EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT UNION COUNTY FROM CERTAIN STATUTORY 
REQUIREMENTS IN THE CONSTRUCTION OF COUNTY DETENTION FACILITY." Exempts Union 
County from GS 143-128 143-129, 143-131 and 143-132, governing specifications requirements 
and bidding procedures, for the purpose of contracting for the construction of a county detention 
facility. Exemption expires July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Local Government. 


S 630. THANK ALAMANCE CHORALE. "SENATE RESOLUTION THANKING THE ALAMANCE 
CHORALE FOR ITS PERFORMANCE ON THE OPENING DAY OF THE 1991 SESSION.” As title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Rules. 


S 631. GREENSBORO CITY SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO CHANGE THE ELECTION DATE FOR THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE GREENSBORO CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT TO BE THE 
SAME AS FOR THE CITY OF GREEENSBORO." Provide that, beginning in 1993, members of the 
Greensboro city school board will be elected in odd numbered years and the election and the 
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primary will be held on the same dates as the Greensboro municipal elections. Provides that 
there will be no election in 1992 and that terms of office that were scheduled to expire in 1992 
and 1994 will be extended by one year. 

introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Education. 


S 632. GUILFORD OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AMEND THE LAW CONCERNING THE GUILFORD 
COUNTY OCCUPANCY TAX.” Provides that repeal of Guilford occupancy tax is not effective until 
second succeeding fiscal year in which repeal resolution was adopted. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Finance. 


S 633. ACCIDENT PREVENTION DISCOUNT. "7O PROVIDE FOR AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE 
PREMIUM DISCOUNTS OF AT LEAST TEN PERCENT FOR CERTAIN PERSONS WHO COMPLETE 
ACCIDENT PREVENTION COURSES.” Effective for nonfleet private vehicle policies issued or re- 
newed on and after Jan. 1, 1992, amends GS 58-36-66 to require the motor vehicle insurance 
classification plan to provide for 10% premium reduction for insureds 55 years of age or older 
who complete approved accident prevention course every three years. Carriers may offer higher 
discount to such insured with approval of Insurance Comm’r. Does not apply to rates on policies 
reinsured by Reinsurance Facility. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Insurance. 


S 634. EMERALD ISLE BEACH ACCESS (=H 817). "TO REPEAL ACTS DIRECTING THE NORTH 
CAROLINA DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO BUILD A 
REGIONAL BEACH ACCESS FACILITY." Identical to H 817, introduced 15 April. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 635. REMOVE PENALTY/UNPLUGGED SHOTGUN. "TO ELIMINATE THE CRIMINAL PENALTY 
FOR TAKING MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS WITH AN UNPLUGGED OR IMPROPERLY PLUGGED 
SHOTGUN." Amends GS 113-294(m) to delete the unlawful taking of migratory game birds with an 
unplugged or improperly plugged shotgun from criminal sanctions specified in that subsection. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 636. HORSE OWNERS’ ASSESSMENT ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR A HORSE OWNERS’ 
ASSESSMENT." Adds new Art. 66 to GS Ch. 106 for purpose indicated in title. Provides that NC 
Horse Council may conduct referendum among horse owners on question whether assessment 
should be levied. Council to determine amount of proposed assessment (annual assessment not 
to exceed $10 per ton of horse feed), period for which assessment to be levied (not to exceed 
three years), and procedures of conducting referendum. Assessment to be collected only if major- 
ity of votes cast in favor. Assessment to cover all commercial horse feed subject to GS 106- 
284.40(b) and proceeds to be remitted to Dep’t of Agriculture with proceeds of inspection feee 
imposed by GS 106-284.40. Council to use funds for research and marketing related to horses. 
Introduced by Warren. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 637. SCHOOL ACHIEVEMENT GRANT. "TO PROVIDE FOR GRANTS TO SCHOOLS THAT 
EXPERIENCE THE MOST PROGRESS IN STUDENT ACHIEVEMENT FOR LOW-INCOME AND 
MINORITY STUDENTS." Appropriates $1,080,000 from the General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 to 
Dep't of Public Education to create an incentive program to promote student achievement for 
minority and low income students, where low income is defined as eligible for free or reduced 
price lunches. Authorizes the State Board of Education to award grants to schools whose student 
body is constituted of at least one-third minority and low income students. Low income minority 
Students are counted only once in the minority category. Provides that the formula for calculating 
school wide increase in student acheivement must give 50% weight to each of the two target 
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groups, and must factor out the impact of increasing enrollment of students in the target groups. 
Provides that the grants should be used to benefit the target groups and that up to 50% of the 
grant amount may be used for staff development. 

Authorizes three categories of grants: one of $10,000 per year for six years, to be given to 
high schools, whose graduation rates of students eligible for admission to UNC and scoring at 
least 750 points on the SAT, increases the most; one of $7,500 per year for six years, to be 
given to middie and junior high schools who achieve the greatest increase in students who score 
at or above the 60th percentile on ninth grade end-of-course tests; and one of $5,000 per year 
for six years to be given to elementary schools who achieve the greatest increase in students who 
score at or above the 60th percentile on sixth grade end-of-course tests. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 638. SMITHFIELD ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. "ALLOWING THE TOWN OF SMITHFIELD TO 
TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION PROSPECTIVE REVENUES GENERATED BY THE DEVELOPMENT IN 
ARRIVING AT THE AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR AN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
CONVEYANCE.” Adds Smithfield to coverage of SL 1989, Ch. 266, as amended by SL 1989, Ch. 
913, with effect as title indicates. 

Introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Local Government.

H 101. 1991 PERMANENT HOUSE RULES. Intro. 2/19. Committee substitute makes the following 
changes: (1) Adds a second or subsequent motion to reconsider to list of motions requiring a 
two-thirds vote for adoption [Rule 18(a)]; (2) revises Rule 26(a) to make it clear that in applying 
the rules, the word “chair” as applied to a standing committee includes a cochair and adds a 
new subsection (f) providing that the chair of the standing committee is a voting member of each 
permanent subcommittee of that committee; (3) amends Rules 32(b) and Rule 36 to make it clear 
that the decision of whether a subcommittee will make its report to the full committee or directly 
to the floor (with approval of the chair of the full committee) is made by the subcommittee; (4) 
amends Rule 38(b) to require that bills authorizing an assessment must be referred to Finance; 
(5) amends Rule 50 require officers and employees of the General Assembly to wear identification 
tags when on the floor of the House; (6) amends Rule 57 to bring the Legislative Office Building 
within its ambit (rule forbids circulating anonymous material to members); (7) amends Rule 61 to 
expressly provide that a member who served in the immediately preceding session may retain his 
seat in the subsequent biennial session; (8) deletes from Rule 36.1 provision authorizing vice- 
chair of a committee to request a fiscal note; (9) revises Rule 43 concerning germaneness to 
make it applicable to any measure before the house (original version applied only to bills). 


H 149. REMEDIATION. Intro. 2/21. House committee substitute requires that Board of Community 
Colleges’ reporting system be implemented by first day of 1991 community college fall quarter. 


H 165. LOW-INCOME HOUSING PRESERVATION. Intro. 2/25; amended 3/28. House amendment 
alters GS 160A-443(8) so that provisions requiring advance notice of vacating, closing, removal, or 
demolition of dwelling apply to all (not just nonprofit) organizations providing or restoring dwellings 
for affordable housing that have requested such notice. 


H 300. NO POINTS FOR CERTAIN SPEEDING. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute changes 
effective date from Oct. 1, 1991, to ratification. 
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H 302. APPLIED TEXTILE TECH CENTER. Introduced 3/25. House amendment makes technical 
changes. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 209. UNDERCOVER MV INFO. CONFIDENTIAL. Intro. 3/6. House committee substitute allows 
fictitious registration plates to be used on publicly leased, as well as publicly owned, vehicles. 
Narrows fictitious plates not counted toward limit of 100 to those issued to special agents of SBI 
and alcohol law enforcement agents of Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety. Requires Div'n 
of Motor Vehicles to keep separate confidential registration file for vehicles bearing private tags 
that are leased by, as well as owned by, certain public officials and others; removes persons in 
witness protection programs from category for whom confidential file must be kept; requires 
anyone for whom confidential file kept to provide satisfactory evidence to Comm’r of Motor 
Vehicles that his personal safety is at risk. 


. Please disregard the digest of the Senate Committee Substitute for S 232 on page 435 of the 
Daily Bulletin and substitute the following. 


S 232. ELECT GOVERNOR EVEN-NUMBERED YEAR-2. Intro. 3/14. Senate committee substitute: 
(1) deletes proposed amendment to Sec. 2(1) of Art. Ill that Governor or Lt. Governor serving 
term beginning Jan. 1, 1993 may not serve the term for same office beginning Jan. 1, 1999; (2) 
sets vote on constitutional amendments at November 1991 general election (was, November 1992 
general election); and (3) adds conforming amendment to GS 163-1. 


S 344. CLEAN WATER LOAN TRANSFER. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute amends GS 
159G-17 (concerning annual reports to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Govt’l Operations concerning 
loans and grants under Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Act of 1987) to delete require- 
ment that portions of report prepared by Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 
include (1) itemization of expenditures of administrative expense funds allocated from 
Administrtive Account during preceding fiscal year and (2) summary of total expenditure of admin- 
istrative expense funds allocated from Administrative Account. Removes Dep’t from GS 159G- 
18(a) provision requiring development of debt instruments for use under GS Ch. 159G. 





S 359. ASBESTOSIS EXAMS/FEES. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute amends GS 97-73 
to require Industrial Comm'n to conduct silicosis examinations and make reports pursuant to GS 
97-61.1 through 97-61.6 and 97-67 through 97-71. 


S 414. REVISE LIMITED PARTNERSHIP ACT. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment makes clarifying 
change and revises effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 

S 426. NOTARY PUBLIC ACT. Introduced 4/1. Senate committee substitute makes following 
changes in original bill: (1) provides that a notary public has "satisfactory evidence of identity” of 
an individual upon the identification of that individual by a credible person who is known to the 
notary and who knows the individual (original bill required an oath or affirmation of the credible 
person); and (2) deletes the requirement of the original bill that to be a notary public a person 
must possess a high school diploma. 


S 459. WELL CONSTRUCTION PENALTIES. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment corrects typographical 
error.

H 826. INCREASE MV LIABILITY LIMITS (= S 494). "TO INCREASE THE REQUIRED MINIMUM 
FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROPERTY DAMAGE." |dentical to S 494, introduced 8 April. 
Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Commerce. 


H 827. UNDERAGE ABC SALE PENALTY. "TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR PERMITTEES SELLING 
OR GIVING ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES TO PERSONS UNDER TWENTY-ONE YEARS OF AGE.” Adds 
new GS 18B-302(j) to make it unlawful for a permittee or employee to knowingly sell or give any 
alcoholic beverage to person under 21. Penalty for first violation is suspension of permittee’s 
permit for minimum of six months; for second violation, suspension for minimum of one year; for 
third violation, permanent disqualification of permittee from receiving any other permits under GS 
Ch. 18B. 

Introduced by Privette. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 822. TEACHER INPUT, SCHOOL PLANS. "TO AMEND THE LAW REQUIRING TEACHER AND 
ADMINISTRATOR INVOLVEMENT IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF LOCAL SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT 
PLANS." Amends GS 115C-238.3(a) to state that it is the legislature’s intent that teachers have a 
major role in developing the local school improvement plan (for a school administrative unit par- 
ticipating in the Performance-based Accountability Program) and to specify that at least half the 
staff members involved in developing the local plan are to be teachers. The teachers at each 
school are to select the teachers from that school who are involved in developing the local plan. 

Adds new GS 115C-238.3(e), which states that support among affected staff members is 
essential to successful implementation of a local plan, and requires a local board of education 
(local board) that decides to participate in the Program to present a proposed local plan to its 
teachers and administrators for their review and vote. Vote is to be by secret ballot. Proposed 
plan is to be submitted to State Superintendent of Public Instruction only if it is has the approval 
of a majority of the state-funded certificated instructional and instructional support personnel and 
a majority of the State-funded certificated administrators. Also provides that every three years 
after a local plan receives such approval, the local board is to present a proposed plan to con- 
tinue, discontinue, or modify the local plan to its staff members for their review and vote (vote is 
by secret ballot). Local board is to continue in the Program only if the proposal has the same 
majority approval as specified above. 

Effective on ratification; applies to all local school improvement plans developed for school 
years beginning with the 1992-93 school year. 
introduced by Diamont. Referred to Education. 


H 829. MARITAL PROPERTY PRESUMPTION. "TO ESTABLISH A PRESUMPTION THAT PROPERTY 
ACQUIRED DURING MARRIAGE IS MARITAL PROPERTY EXCEPT UNDER CERTAIN 
CIRCUMSTANCES." Amends GS 50-20 to create an explicit presumption that property acquired 
during marriage is marital property except when the property is acquired as separate property, 
i.e., by bequest, devise, descent or gift, or is acquired in exchange for separate property. 
Provides that this presumption is rebuttable by clear, cogent and convincing evidence. Applies to 
actions pending on, or filed after, the date of ratification. 

Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 
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H 830. CAMPAIGN FINANCE LAW EXTENDED. "7O EXTEND THE REPORTING REQUIREMENTS 
OF THE CAMPAIGN FINANCE ACT TO ELECTIONS IN ALL COUNTIES AND MUNICIPALITIES.” 
Amends GS 163-278 to eliminate the exemption for counties and municipalities having less than 
50,000 population from the reporting requirements of the Campaign Finance Act, so that all can- 
didates for county or municipal office would be subject to the Campaign Finance Act. Provides 
that newly covered persons or political committees must account for any money on hand on the 
date of ratification in any future report filed concerning a 1991 or 1992 election. 

Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Courts. 


H 831. SMALL SCHOOL SYSTEM FUNDING. "TO APPROPRIATE SMALL SCHOOL SYSTEM 
SUPPLEMENTAL FUNDING." Appropriates $11,913,069 for each year of 1991-93 biennium for pur- 
pose indicated in title. State Board of Education to allocate funds to each school unit with aver- 
age daily membership of less than 3,000 students under following formula: (1) round all fractions 
of positions to next whole position; (2) provide four additional regular classroom teachers; (3) 
provide additional program enhancement teachers adequate to offer standard course of study; (4) 
-change duty-free period allocation to one teacher assistant per 400 average daily membership; 
(5) provide base for consolidated funds allotment of at least $150,000, excluding textbooks; and 
(6) allot vocational education funds for grade 6 as well as for grades 7-12. Local Gov't Comm’n 
to determine whether funds were used to supplement and not supplant other funding and report 
to State Board of Education and specified legislative committees before May 1, 1992, and May 1, 
1993. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Thompson. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 832. PROHIBIT IMPAIRED HUNTING. "TO PROHIBIT THE USE OF A FIREARM WHILE UNDER 
THE INFLUENCE OF ALCOHOL OR ANY OTHER IMPAIRING SUBSTANCE." Adds new GS 113-291.9 
to make it a misdemeanor to discharge a firearm or have a firearm loaded and in hand while 
under the influence of an impairing substance or after having consumed alcohol to an alcohol 
concentration of 0.10 or more. Misdemeanor is punishable by fine of up to $500 and/or imprison- 
ment for up to 60 days and suspension of hunting license, if the violation does not result in death 
or serious bodily injury, and by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or imprisonment of three months to 
three years and suspension of hunting license, if there is death or serious bodily injury. Adds new 
GS 113-291.10 establishing (in manner substantially similar to that for testing of impaired drivers 
under GS 20-16.2) that one who purchases a hunting license gives consent to a chemical 
analysis if he is charged with a violation of the new law and establishing the procedures (also in a 
manner substantially similar to GS 20-16.2) for conducting such testing. A person charged must 
be told that he has a right to refuse the test, that refusal will result in immediate suspension of 
his hunting license for one year, that the test results (or refusal) will be admissible as evidence in 
the trial of the offense, that a test result of 0.10 or over will result in immediate revocation of 
hunting license for one year, that the person may have the test performed by another qualified 
person of his choosing, and that he may call and attorney and select a witness to view the test- 
ing procedure so long as the procedure is not delayed for more than 30 minutes. Provides that 
an unconscious person may be tested. Provides that upon a refusal the charging officer and 
chemical analyst must without delay swear an affidavit to that effect. Provides for appeals after 
tests and after refusals. Provides that a person stopped or questioned by a law enforcement 
officer who is investigating the person for a possible offense may request that a chemical analysis 
be performed before he is arrested or charged. Makes conforming changes in GS 20-139.1 to 
make procedures for testing impaired drivers generally applicable to those charged under this 
section. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 

Introduced by Wilson. Referred to Judiciary |. 
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H 833. ADOPT NAVIGATION RULES. "7O ADOPT THE INTERNATIONAL NAVIGATION RULES AND 
THE INLAND NAVIGATION RULES AS THE LAW IN THIS STATE." Amends GS Ch. 76 to adopt, with 
respect to vessels operating on navigable waters of N.C.: (1) federal International Navigational 
Rules Act of 1977 and rules adopted under it for vessels on waters outside of established naviga- 
tional lines of demarcation as specified in 33 CFR, Part 80; and (2) federal Inland Navigational 
Rules Act of 1980 and rules adopted under it for vessels on other navigable waters of state. 
Makes Wildlife Resources Comm'n responsible for enforcement of rules; violation to be misde- 
meanor punishable by fine not to exceed $35. (Now, GS Ch. 75A, Art. 1 establishes rules for 
navigation lights and other safety equipment for vessels; these rules refer to, and in some in- 
stances incorporate, provisions of federal laws that have been superseded by the federal acts 
referred to in bill; violation of safety equipment requirements is misdemeanor punishable by fine 
up to $250 under GS 75A-18.) Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applies to acts committed on or after that 
date. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Transportation. 


H 834. SAFE BOATING COMMITTEE. "TO CREATE A SAFE BOATING ADVISORY COMMITTEE.” 
Creates Safe Boating Advisory Comm. consisting of 20 to 30 members appointed by Governor for 
five-year terms; up to five members may be General Assembly members; other members must be 
actively engaged in organization that promotes boating safety. Comm. to study problems concern- 
ing boating and water safety and report to General Assembly. Appropriates $10,000 from General 
Fund to General Assembly for fiscal 1991-92 for use by Comm. Effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Brawley. Referred to Transportation. 


H 835. MUTUAL INSURER DISCLOSURE. "TO STRENGTHEN THE DISCLOSURE PROVISION FOR 
CONTINGENT LIABILITY UNDER MUTUAL INSURANCE POLICIES." Amends GS 58-8-35 to require 
insurance company to print statement in bold red type in unlimited assessment policy warning of 
holder’s possible liabilities. Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applies to policies issued or renewed’ on or 
after that date. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Commerce. 


H 836. MOTORBOAT LICENSES. "7TO REQUIRE THE OPERATOR OF A MOTORBOAT TO OBTAIN 
AND POSSESS A MOTORBOAT OPERATOR’S LICENSE. Adds GS 75A-9.2 to require anyone operat- 
ing motorboat on waters of NC to have motorboat operator’s license issued by Wildlife Resources 
Comm’n and carry it on his person or on board (present GS 75A-2 defines “motorboat” to in- 
clude vessels equipped with any propulsion machinery, but excludes vessels equipped only with 
electric motors and large vessels documented by U.S. Customs Bureau). To be licensed, appli- 
cants must be at least 14 years of age and pass written examination on boating safety prepared 
by Comm'n; certificate of completion of basic boating course given by Comm'n, U.S. Coast 
Guard Auxiliary, or U.S. Power Squadron within preceding five years meets examination require- 
ment. Comm’n to charge $10 one-time fee for license and may revoke it for cause. Exempts from 
licensing requirement: persons who hold valid Coast Guard license; persons who engage in com- 
mercial fishing and are registered with Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources; per- 
sonnel of federal, state, or local government and rescue personnel, when engaged in official 
duties; persons whose principal residence is not in N.C.; and persons acting under emergency 
conditions. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Transportation. 


H 837. POLITICAL PRESSURE/EMPLOYEES. "7O STRENGTHEN LAWS PROHIBITING THE USE OF 
POLITICAL INFLUENCE CONCERNING STATE EMPLOYMENT." Amends GS 126-14 and 126-14.1 to 
make it unlawful for any person to coerce a person who applies for position subject to State 
Personnel Act or any other person to: (1) support or contribute to political candidate, political 
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committee, or political party or (2) change political party in which he is registered, by threatening 
employment termination or discipline or preferential treatment with regard to state employee sub- 
ject to Personnel Act, probationary or temporary state employee, or applicant for position subject 
to Personnel Act. Violation misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment up to six months and/or fine 
up to $1,000. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applicable to offenses committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 838. PENALTY FOR CROP DESTRUCTION. "TO MAKE THE DESTRUCTION OF ANY CROP, 
PASTURE, OR PROVENDER A FELONY.” GS 14-141 now makes it a Class | felony to willfully burn 
or destroy another person’s corn, cotton, wheat, barley, rye, oats, buckwheat, rice, tobacco, hay, 
straw, fodder, shucks or other provender in a stack, hill, or pen, or secured in any other way out 
of doors, or grass or sedge standing on the land. This bill amends the section to delete all those 
references and make it a Class | felony to willfully burn or destroy another person’s crop, 
pasture, or provender. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 839. CREDIT INSURANCE PREMIUM RATES. "TO AFFECT THE PRESUMPTION OF 
REASONABLENESS OF CREDIT LIFE AND CREDIT ACCIDENT AND HEALTH INSURANCE RATES.” 
Current GS 58-57-35(a) requires that credit life and credit accident health insurance benefits must 
be reasonable in relation to the premium charged and provides that that requirement is satisfied 
if the premium rates are no greater than those set out in GS 58-57-40 and -45. This bill provides 
that such rates are conclusively presumed to satisfy the requirement, but that higher rates must 
be approved by the Commissioner of Insurance if the insurer demonstrates that the benefits may 
reasonably be expected to be reasonable in relation to the rates for the groups of insureds to 
which the rates would apply, giving due consideration to the past and prospective loss experience 
of the groups, to the reasonable costs and expenses of the insurer, and to other factors relevant. 
Introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce. 


H 840. CREDIT ACCIDENT & HEALTH INSUR. "TO MODIFY THE DEFINITION OF CREDIT 
ACCIDENT AND HEALTH INSURANCE.” Current GS 58-57-5(2) defines “credit accident and health 
insurance” as "insurance on a debtor to provide indemnity for payments becoming due on a 
specific loan or other credit transaction as defined in GS 58-51-100.” This bill retains this defini- 
tion but adds “with or without insurance against death by accident.” 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce. 


H 841. GROUP LIFE INSURANCE. "TO AFFECT GROUP LIFE INSURANCE." Current GS 58-58-135 
sets out the kinds of group life insurance that may be delivered in North Carolina. Subsection (5) 
provides for a type of policy that is issued to "an association of persons having a common pro- 
fessional or business interest,” to insure members of the association for the benefit of persons 
other that the association itself or its agents, subject to certain conditions, such as that the asso- 
ciation have been in existence for two years and that it is not formed for the purpose of procuring 
the insurance. This bill removes the condition that the association be one of "persons having a 
common professional or business interest,” but retains the conditions.

SENATE BILLS 


S 639. POWER OF SALE AMENDMENT. "TO MAKE /T CLEAR THAT A POWER OF SALE 

INCLUDED IN A LEASEHOLD MORTGAGE OR LEASEHOLD DEED OF TRUST IS ENFORCEABLE.” 
Amends GS 45-21.1 to amend definition of “sale” for purposes of power of sale to include sale 
of any leasehold interest created by lease of real property contained in mortgage, deed of trust, 
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leasehold mortgage, or leasehold deed of trust. Effective on ratification and applies to all re- 
corded instruments containing power of sale, regardless of when recorded. 
Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 640. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES-2. "TO PROVIDE FOR COLLEGIATE INSIGNIA 
REGISTRATION PLATES." Adds GS 20-81.12 to authorize Div’n of Motor Vehicles to develop and 
sell specialty collegiate license plates for annual fee of $25 in addition to normal registration fees. 
Allows owner of any motor vehicle except vehicle registered under International Registration Plan 
or commercial truck to apply for collegiate license plate. Provides that requests may be combined 
with application for personalized registration plate upon payment of appropriate fees. Provides 
that $15 from each fee will be distributed to the UNC Board of Governors and independent col- 
leges and universities in proportion to the number of plates sold representing each institution for 
use for academic enhancement. Further provides that DMV must receive 150 applications from 
an institution before specialized plate for that institution may be developed.

S 641. UNC-CH NAME CHANGE. "7O RETURN THE HISTORIC DESIGNATION - 'THE UNIVERSITY 
OF NORTH CAROLINA’ - TO THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA SYSTEM'S CONSTITUENT 
INSTITUTION THAT IS LOCATED AT CHAPEL HILL.” Revises statutory references to change the 
name of the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill by dropping the last three words, and to 
change the name of The University of North Carolina by adding the word System at the end. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Winner. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 642. SPECIAL PERMIT REGULATIONS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF _ 
TRANSPORTATION SHALL ISSUE RULES GOVERNING THE ISSUANCE OF SPECIAL PERMITS FOR 
VEHICLES OF EXCESSIVE SIZE, WEIGHT, OR NUMBER OF UNITS." Amends GS 20-119(a) as title 
indicates; forbids invalidation of rule by law enforcement personnel to allow assessment of over- 
weight penalties unless weight is in excess of weight stated on permit. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Transsportation. 


S 643. ABC PENALTY, 19-20. "TO MAKE A NINETEEN-YEAR-OLD AND TWENTY-YEAR-OLD 
PURCHASER OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES SUBJECT TO THE SAME PUNISHMENT AS THE PERSON 
FROM WHOM THE PURCHASE IS MADE AND THE SAME PUNISHMENT AS AN UNLAWFUL 
PURCHASER WHO IS UNDER NINETEEN YEARS OF AGE." Repeals GS 18B-302(i) for purpose 
stated in title. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 and applies to offenses committed on and after that date. 
Introduced by Hunt. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 644. GRANTS FOR PRIVATE CHILD-CARING. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE 
LEVEL OF GRANTS-IN-AID TO PRIVATE CHILD-CARING INSTITUTIONS.” Appropriates $2,136,031 for 
each year of 1991-93 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources for purpose 
indicated in title, so that state is reimbursing private institutions for 50% of actual cost of care for 
867 eligible children. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hunt. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 645. SECURITY INTEREST, RENTS/PROFITS. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE LAW RELATING TO 
THE CREATION AND PERFECTION OF SECURITY INTERESTS IN RENTS AND PROFITS.” Amends 
GS 47-20 (regarding deeds of trust, mortgages, conditional sales contracts, and assignments of 
leases and rents) to provide that recording of written document in accordance with GS 47-20.1 
containing assignment of leases, rents, uses, or profits from real property is valid and enforceable 
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from time of recording to pass the interest transferred as against assignor, and is perfected from 
time of recording against subsequent assignees, lien creditors, and purchasers from assignor. 
Provides that where such assignment is collateral assignment, after default under mortgage or 
other evidence secured by assignment, assignee may, but is not obliged, to collect and receive 
accrued lease revenues, rents, issues or profits, without appointment of receiver, any act to take 
possession of the property, or any further demand on assignor. Effective on ratification and ap- 
plies to all assignments regardiess of when recorded. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary |. 


S 646. HONORING DUKE, NCAA CHAMPS. "HONORING DUKE UNIVERSITY ON WINNING THE 
NCAA DIVISION | MEN'S BASKETBALL CHAMPIONSHIP." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Royall. Placed on Calendar for 4/28. 


S 647. UNC FISCAL ACCOUNTABILITY. "TO INCREASE FISCAL RESPONSIBILITY AND 
ACCOUNTABILITY ON THE PART OF DESIGNATED CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE 


- UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new GS 116-44.6, -44.7, -44.8, -44.9, and -44.10 per- 


mitting the Board of Governors, acting on the recommendation of the President of the University, 
to designate one or more constituent UNC institutions as "special responsibility constituent institu- 
tions.” To be so designated, the Board must expressly find that the institution has the manage- 
ment staff and internal financial controls sufficient to enable it to administer all additional 
management authority and discretion to be delegated to it, consistent with rules for controls and 
safeguards to be specified by the Board. All General Fund appropriations made by the General 
Assembly for current operations to a special responsibility constituent institution would be made in 
a single sum to each budget code of the institution and would then be expended by the institu- 
tion in the manner deemed by the Chancellor as maintaining and advancing the programs and 
services of the institution. Ail General Fund money appropriated to a special responsibility con- 
stituent institution would be recorded, reported, and audited in the same manner as General 
Fund appropriations to other constituent institutions. The Chancellor of a special responsibility 
constituent institution could authorize the transfer of money from one budget code to another, to 
be used only for one-time expenditures, upon finding that the transfer will help to maintain and 
advance the programs and services of the institution. Of the General Fund current operations 
appropriation credit balance remaining in each budget code of a special responsibility constituent 
institution at the close of a fiscal year, one-half would revert to the State treasury and one-half 
would be carried forward by the institution to the immediately ensuing fiscal year and could be 
used only for one-time expenditures. The Chancellor, upon a finding that to do so would advance 
the institution, could establish and abolish positions whether or not they are subject to the State 
Personnel Act, acting consistently with the state Salary Plan where applicable and subject to the 
availability of funds. 

Amends GS 143-53.1 to raise the competitive bidding benchmark for special responsibility 
constituent institutions from $10,000 to $25,000. Amends GS 143-55 to provide that a special 
responsibility constituent institution may negotiate a contract directly with a provider of supplies, 
materials, and equipment having a contract with the State when the institution can obtain better 
terms than the State contract offers. Amends GS 143-56 to provide that a special responsibility 
constituent institution may purchase research equipment without regard to Art. 3 ("Purchases and 
Contracts”) of GS Ch. 143. Amends GS 143-64.24 to exempt such an institution from Art. 3C 
("Contracts to Obtain Consultant Services”) of GS Ch. 143. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to Higher Education. 
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S 648. FETAL MURDER. ”"7O EXTEND THE DEFINITION OF SECOND DEGREE MURDER TO 
INCLUDE CAUSING THE DEATH OF A VIABLE FETUS." Amends GS 14-17 to include as second- 
degree murder causing the death of fetus that at time of its death would have been capable of 
sustained life outside the womb, but excepts lawful abortion pursuant to GS 14-45.1. Adds pre- 
sumption that fetus is presumed capable of sustained life outside womb six months or more after 
date of conception. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies to offenses committed on or after that 
date. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 649. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY. "CREATING THE NORTH CAROLINA AIR CARGO 
AIRPORT AUTHORITY, AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS TO FINANCE AIRPORT 
AND INDUSTRIAL FACILITIES AND AUTHORIZING UNITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT TO TAKE 
CERTAIN ACTIONS IN CONNECTION THEREWITH." Enacts new GS Ch. 159J, creating NC Air 
Cargo Airport Authority. Provides for Authority board of at least 10 members, appointed as fol- 
lows: Governor appoints three members; General Assembly appoints six members, two each upon 
recommendation of Speaker, Senate President, and Senate President Pro Tem; State Treasurer 
serves ex officio; and the board of comm’rs of each county in which land is acquired for develop- 
ment as air cargo site appoint one member. Provides for terms of various members and for or- 
ganization and operation of board. 

Authorizes Authority to acquire land for, develop, and operate an air cargo airport. In con- 
junction therewith, the bill authorizes the Authority to Gs finance and develop industria! comme: 
cial, and other business facilities. In connection with a'ro:: p2u0ns, avinonzes Autherity to 
adopt ordinances regulating traffic and parking within airport estapented punishable by $50 fine 
and 30 days’ imprisonment; and to appoint airport police. Additionally permits Authority board to 
adopt airport zoning ordinances for area around airport, and requires Authority approval of any 
city or county airport zoning within two miles of air cargo airport site. Makes Authority subject to 
GS Ch. 143, Art. 3 with respect to purchases, and to all provisions of GS Ch. 143 with respect to 
construction that is wholly or partially funded with state appropriations. 

Permits Authority to borrow money, for airport projects, through issuance of revenue bonds 
and through installment purchase agreements pursuant to G.S. 160A-20. Permits a county in 
which all or part of the the airport site is located to agree, after voter approval, to levy taxes as 
necessary to supplement the operating revenues of the airport or to pay debt service on airport 
bonds. Requires Local Government Commission approval of such bonds. Sets out procedures for 
issuance of bonds and provides for terms and conditions thereof. In addition, permits Authority to 
issue bonds to finance industrial and commercial projects and sets out provisions for terms, con- 
ditions, and security for such bonds. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Economic Development. 


S 650. EXPEDITE ADOPTION SERVICES. "TO EXPEDITE ADOPTIONS THROUGH THE VOLUNTARY 
PAYMENT OF FEES FOR CERTAIN SERVICES." Amends GS 143B-153(3)(g) to direct Social 
Services Comm'n to establish standards for certain adoption services that the Comm’n is author- 
ized to provide (including qualifications and supervisory requirements for individuals providing 
such services for the Comm'n). Amends GS 143B-153(8) to authorize Comm'n to establish by 
regulation a fee system to enable the Div’n of Social Services to recover the costs of preparing 
adoptive home studies and post-payment supervision services for those couples and individuals 
seeking to adopt children through independent adoption, licensed private agencies in other 
states, or international placement. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Finance. 
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S 651. JAIL EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES. "TO DEFINE EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES 
FOR PRISONERS IN LOCAL CONFINEMENT FACILITIES." Adds GS 153A-217(8) to define such 
services as care rendered by a physician or on the advice of a physician for the treatment of an 
injury or illness of an urgent, critical nature in order to save life or limb. Excludes from definition 
any care rendered of a nonemergency nature for a serious medical condition and care rendered 
after the prisoner is released from a local confinement facility. Applies to emergency medical 
services on or after date of ratification. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 652. REDEFINE "CLEAN RISK”. "7O AMEND THE ’CLEAN RISK’ DEFINITION IN THE NORTH 
CAROLINA MOTOR VEHICLE REINSURANCE FACILITY.” Amends GS 58-37-35(1) to make clear that 
the driving experience of persons in the owner’s household must be as "licensed drivers” and to 
provide that no such person may have been assigned any Safe Driver Incentive Plan points 
during the three years before the application for insurance or preparation for renewal. (Now, no 
such person may have had a chargeable accident or a conviction for a moving violation during 

- that period.) Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Insurance. 


S 653. BUSINESS INCUBATOR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE WEST CHARLOTTE 
BUSINESS INCUBATOR TO TRAIN AND PROMOTE MINORITY-OWNED BUSINESS IN THE WEST 
TRADE - BEATTIES FORD ROAD CORRIDOR." Appropriates $250,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from 
General Fund to West Trade - Beatties Ford Area Merchants’ Association for cited purpose. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 654. FERTILIZER STORAGE RULES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE TO 
ADOPT RULES FOR THE STORAGE OF FERTILIZER MATERIALS.” Amends GS 106-673 as title 
indicates. 

introduced by Parnell. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 655. JURY EXPENSE CLARIFICATION. "TO CLARIFY THE RESPECTIVE RESPONSIBILITIES OF 
THE COUNTIES AND OF THE STATE FOR THE EXPENSES INCURRED IN JURY SELECTION.” 
Amends GS 9-1 to provide that all expenses associated with administering jury system, including 
data processing, document processing, supplies, postage, and the like, are to be paid from the 
county’s general fund. Provides, however, that the clerk of superior court must furnish clerical 
and other personnel assistance as the jury commission may require. Effective July 1, 1991, and 
applies to expenses incurred on or after that date. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Judiciary I. 


S 656. MOTOR CLUB FINANCIAL STATEMENTS. "7O GIVE THE COMMISSIONER OF INSURANCE 
DISCRETION TO ACCEPT UNAUDITED FINANCIAL STATEMENTS WITH MOTOR CLUB LICENSE 
RENEWAL APPLICATIONS." Amends GS 58-69-10 to provide that first-time applicants for motor 
club licenses must submit audited financial statements and to permit Comm’r to require such 
statements from renewing licensees if reasonably necessary to determine whether to issue the 
license. Effective on ratification as to new license applications, and effective as to renewals expir- 
ing on or after June 30, 1991. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to Insurance. 
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S 657. WORKERS’ COMP THIRD PARTIES. "TO AMEND THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT 
REGARDING THE RIGHTS AND REMEDIES OF AN EMPLOYEE, HIS EMPLOYER, AND THE 
EMPLOYER’S INSURANCE COMPANY AGAINST THIRD PARTIES." Amends GS 97-10.2 (regarding 
rights and remedies against third parties in a case involving workers’ compensation) as follows. 
(1) Amends GS 97-10.2(f), setting the order of priority on moneys from third parties, to iftclude 
expenses incurred by the employee in the litigation of the third-party claim in the first category of 
priority. (2) Amends GS 97-10.2(j) to provide that either party to a suit to which that subsection is 
applicable may apply to the court for an order determining the subrogation amount; permits court 
to determine the amount of the employer’s lien and the amount of cost of the third party litigation 
to be shared between employer and employee. (3) Amends GS 97-10.2(h) to provide that a party 
follows the provisions of subsection (j), as amended by the bill, is also excused from the require- 
ment of subsection (h), that both employer and employee agree to any settlement or payment 
from a third party.

S 658. SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS’ CONTRACTS. "REGARDING THE CONTRACTS OF 
SUPERINTENDENTS OF LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION." Amends GS 115C-271 to provide for 
the election of either a city or county superintendent for a term of one to four years, ending on 
June 30th of the final 12 months of the contract (now, term of two to four years or until suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified). Authorizes county board of education to extend or renew superin- 
tendent’s contract with his consent at any time after first 12 months of contract (now, during final 
12 months), but term of extension may not exceed four years. Provides that if new board mem- 
bers have been elected or appointed during the contract, the board may not extend or renew the 
contract until after the new members are sworn in (now, limitation applies only during the final 12 
months of the contract). Provides that employment contracts for a period of less than one year 
are governed and limited by GS 115C-275 (providing for filling of vacancies). Effective Oct. 1, 
1991.

H 101. 1991 PERMANENT HOUSE RULES. Intro. 2/19; comm. sub. 4/15. House amendment 
adds to Rule 31.1(a1) a provision requiring a public agency bill to be identified as such after the 
bill’s short title. 


H 301. CEMETERY ACT AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute: (1) provides 
that application and filing fee imposed by GS 65-55(c) will be $800 (originally, $5,000) and that 
imposed by GS 65-59 will be $200 (originally, $1,500). (2) deletes change to GS 65-66(j) and 
instead repeals that subsection; (3) adds provision to GS 65-71(a) stating that each failure to 
deposit funds in a trust fund is a separate offense, and (4) makes numerous changes to clarify, 
but not change meaning of, language of existing law. 


H 306. MILITARY TAX FILING EXTENSION. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute rewrites GS 
105-249.2 (due date and penalties for certain persons serving in armed forces) and 105-158 
(taxation of armed forces personnel upon death) to prohibit assessment of interest or penalty on 
taxpayer for a period disregarded under IRC section 7508 and to prohibit taxation of person not 
subject to federal income tax under IRC section 692. Rewrites bill’s title to conform to change in 
bill’s substance. 
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H 330. MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER DEFINITION. Intro. 3/22; comm. sub. 4/11. House amendment 
changes effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 371. SEC’Y OF STATE FEE INCREASE. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute increases fee 
to $6.25 (originally increased to $5). 


H 553. TOBACCO CHECK-OFF. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute makes following substan- 
tive changes from original bill: (1) requires that State Grange and NC Tobacco Foundation join in 
the petition for the referendum and assist in managing the referendum; and (2) provides that 
assessment will stay in effect for six (originally, three) years.

H 842. STUDY ABC STORE PRIVATIZATION. "TO CREATE THE PRIVITIZATION OF LOCAL ABC 
STORE SYSTEM STUDY COMMISSION." As title indicates. Establishes six-member commission 
comprised of three Senators appointed by the President of the Senate (one to be designated 
cochair) and three Representatives appointed by the House Speaker (one to be designated coch- 
air). Directs commission to study privatization of local ABC stores and to report to the 1993 
session. Appropriates $50,000 for each year of fiscal 1991-93 biennium from General Fund to 
General Assembly for commission expenses. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 843. STRENGTHEN DWI LAWS. "TO AMEND THE SAFE ROADS ACT." Amends GS 20-12.1, 
20-16.2, 20-16.5, and 20-138.1, to reduce alcohol concentration that triggers various penalties 
from 0.10 to 0.08. Amends GS 20-179 to increase various maximum penalties as follows: Level 
One from $2,000 to $5,000; Level Two from $1,000 to $4,000; Level Three from $500 to $2,500; 
Level Four from $250 to $2,000; and Level Five from $100 to $500 fine and from 60 to 61 days 
imprisonment. Amends GS 20-139.1(b3) to provide that if a person refuses to give necessary se- 
quential breath samples, then result of the single sample or of the lowest of those given may be 
used in judicial and administrative proceedings for any relevant purpose; such a sample may not 
be used to establish a violation of GS 20-138.1(a)(2). Amends GS 20-13.2(d) to provide that the 
revocation under that section is to continue for the longer of the number of days from the charge 
until the licensee’s 18th birthday or 45 days (now, continues until the 18th birthday or 45 days). 
Amends GS 20-141.4 to make felony death by vehicle a Class G (now, Class |) offense and to 
provide that involuntary manslaughter under GS 14-18 is a lesser included offense. Amends GS 
20-16.2(a1) to define a juvenile as “charged” if he would have been arrested or criminal process 
would have been issued had he been an adult. Amends GS 20-179(c) to provide that a conviction 
for another offense involving impaired driving, occurring after the defendant’s conviction for the 
present offense by before or at the same time as the sentencing therefor, constitutes a prior 
conviction involving impaired driving for aggravation purposes. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 844. CEMETERY TAX EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT FROM PROPERTY TAXATION A CEMETERY’S 
BURIAL LOTS." Rewrites GS 105-278.2 to provide that all real property set apart for human burial 
or entombment purposes is exempt from property taxes (now, taxable if being held for purpose of 
sale or sale of burial rights). Defines real property to include land, tombs, vaults, monuments, and 
mausoleums, but excludes from exemption office buildings, maintenance shops, garages, and 
houses. Effective for taxes imposed for fiscal years beginning on or after July 1, 1992. 
Introduced by Wicker. Referred to Finance. 
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H 845. UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE. "TO PROVIDE INSUREDS OPTIONS FOR LOWER 
LIMITS OF UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE IN AUTOMOBILE LIABILITY INSURANCE 
POLICIES.” Amends GS 20-279.21(b)(4) to permit an insured motorist to choose underinsured mo- 
torist coverage at a limit lower than the policy limits for automobile bodily injury liability and con- 
tinues insured’s right to reject such coverage altogether. In addition, provides that rejection of 
such coverage binds all insureds and vehicles under the policy. Directs Rate Bureau to make 
appropriate filings with Comm’r of INsurance within 60 days after ratification, including a filing 
making the multivehicle rate for underinsured motorist coverage the same per vehicle as the 
single vehicle rate. Makes changes effective 60 days after approval of filings by Comm’.

H 846. INSURANCE PREMIUM FINANCING. "TO AMEND INSURANCE LAWS RELATING TO 
INSURANCE PREMIUM FINANCING." Amends GS 58-35-40(a) to delete authority for an insurance 
premium finance company to acquire a premium finance agreement from another company with- 
out recourse (but may do so with recourse). Deletes specific authorization of finance company to 
sell or transfer to another finance company the ownership of a finance agreement or power of 
attorney to cancel a insurance contract, if approved by the Insurance Commissioner. Effective

Amends GS 20-138.1, 20-12.1, 20-16.2, 20-16.5, and 20-179 to reduce from 
0.10 to 0.05 the blood alcohol concentration that triggers violation of those sections. Effective

filing of financing statements) to delete requirement that filing officer note in index the address of 
the debtor. Amends GS 25-9-404(1) to remove any provision for written demand by debtor for a 
termination agreement and requiring secured party to file that statement within 10 days after 
there is not outstanding secured obligation.

H 849. RECORD SEPARATE INSTRUMENTS. "TO REQUIRE REGISTERS OF DEEDS TO RECORD

MORTGAGES, AND OTHER INSTRUMENTS AS SEPARATE INSTRUMENTS.” Amends GS 161-14.1, 
45-37.2, 45-38, and 45-37 to make sections (which deal with filing of separate instruments in lieu 
of recording notations on the original instrument) statewide and to make such recording man- 
datory; permits register to continue making marginal notations as well. Makes conforming amend- 
ments to GS 45-6, 45-16, and 45-42.1. Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 850. MINIMUM LAND RECORDS STANDARDS. "TO REQUIRE THE LAND RECORDS

Resources, in adopting rules under bill, to cooperate and agree with NC Ass’n of Registers of 
Deeds.

Requires manufacturer or distributor to furnish purchaser with certificate of compliance, and pro- 
vides for use of and access to certificate.

and makes knowing violation or knowing false statement offense subjecting violator to fine of up 
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to $50,000 or imprisonment up to one year, or both. Permits Sec’y of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources to pursue injunctive relief. Permits Dep't to review effectiveness of part and 
report thereon to General Assembly and requires cooperation with such study. Effective Oct. 1,. — 
1991. .

$10 million for 1991-92 from General Fund to Piedmont Triad Airport Authority, for paying ex- 
penses of Authority in issuing or paying bonds. Effective the later of July 1, 1991 or upon location 
of aircraft maintenance facility at Piedmont Triad Airport by United Air Lines. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Appropriations. 


S672. AIRPORT FIRE SUPPRESSION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A FIRE 
SUPPRESSION SYSTEM AT PIEDMONT TRIAD INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT.” Appropriates $9.5 million 
for 1991-92 from General Fund to Piedmont Triad Airport Authority for fire suppression system. 
Effective the later of July 1, 1991 or upon location of aircraft maintenance facility at Piedmont 
Triad airport by United Air Lines. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 673. AIRCRAFT MAINT. EQUIP. SALES TAX (=H 718). "TO REDUCE THE STATE SALES TAX 
ON AIRCRAFT MAINTENANCE EQUIPMENT TO ONE PERCENT WITH A CAP OF EIGHTY DOLLARS 
PER ITEM AND TO PROVIDE THAT LOCAL SALES TAX DOES NOT APPLY TO AIRCRAFT 
MAINTENANCE EQUIPMENT." Identical to H 718, introduced 11 April. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Finance. 


S 674. COMPUTER SERVICES STUDY. "TO CREATE A STUDY COMMISSION ON COMPUTER 
SERVICES." Establishes Computer Services Study Comm'n to study organization, management, 
and cost of state computer services. Directs House Speaker and President Pro Tem of Senate 
each to appoint six members of twelve-member comm’n, four from each’s own chamber and two 
members each with a background in or familiarity with information systems or data communica- 
tions. Prohibits members from being employed by, providing consulting services to, or serving on 
the board of directors of any information systems, computer hardware, or telecommunications 
enterprise currently doing business with the state. Directs comm’n to examine functions, powers, 
and effectiveness of the Information Technology Comm'n, the organization and operation of the 
State Information Processing Service, the processes by which long-term plans for computer appli- 
cations are devised and approved, the policies and practices applied to hardware and software 
procurement, and the cost of computer usage in state government. Appropriates $10,000 for 
fiscal’ 1991-92 and $20,000 for fiscal 1992-93 from General Fund to the General Assembly for 
Comm'n expenses. Directs Comm'n to report to General Assembly at beginning of 1993 session. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 675. REGULATE HOME INSPECTORS. "TO DEFINE AND REGULATE CERTAIN ACTIVITIES OF 
NONGOVERNMENTAL HOME INSPECTORS." Enacts new GS Ch. 87, Art. 9. Prohibits person from 
inspecting the manner of construction, workmanship, and materials for construction of residential 
structure, and, for a fee, giving opinion on whether the structure conforms to the NC State 
Building Code, unless: (1) as to building requirements, the person is a licensed general contrac- 
tor; (2) as to plumbing or heating requirements, the person is a licensed plumbing or heating 
contractor; and (3) as to electrical requirements, the person is a licensed electrical contractor. 
Defines giving such an opinion without the appropriate license as engaging in unauthorized prac- 
tice of contracting. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Insurance.

H 865. LIMITED REPRESENTATIVE LICENSE. "TO ALLOW A LIMITED REPRESENTATIVE TO 
RECEIVE A LICENSE TO SELL CREDIT PROPERTY INSURANCE AND AUTOMOBILE PHYSICAL 
DAMAGE INSURANCE IN CONNECTION WITH A LOAN." Amends GS 58-33-25(e) as title indicates. 
Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Commerce. 


H 866. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY (=S 649). "CREATING THE NORTH CAROLINA AIR 
CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY, AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS TO FINANCE 
AIRPORT AND INDUSTRIAL FACILITIES AND AUTHORIZING UNITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT TO 
TAKE CERTAIN ACTIONS IN CONNECTION THEREWITH." Identical to S 649, introduced 16 April. 
introduced by Stamey. Referred to Transportation. 


H 867. LRC STUDY PRISON INMATE USE. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY VARIOUS OPTIONS FOR THE USE OF PRISON INMATES." 
Authorizes LRC to study (1) present use of prison inmates, (2) feasibility of using inmates for 
prison construction, state and local facility maintenance, and work in expanded prison enter- 
prises, (3) feasibility of expanding state-supported and private prison enterprises, (4) feasibility of 
expanding local government use of inmates, and (5) costs and benefits of the above. Authorizes 
interim report to 1992 session and final report to 1993 session. 

Introduced by Albertson. Referred to Rules. 


H 868. NOTICE OF SETTLEMENT ACT. "TO PROVIDE A MEANS OF RECORDING A NOTICE 
DOCUMENT PRIOR TO A REAL ESTATE CLOSING WHICH WOULD FIX AT THAT TIME THE PRIORITY 
OF TITLE DOCUMENTS RECORDED LATER IN CONNECTION WITH THAT REAL ESTATE CLOSING, 
AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Adds GS Ch. 47D entitled 
"Notice of Settlement Act.” Permits attorney or owner of record interest in real property to file a 
notice of a pending settlement affecting title to real property that attorney or owner reasonably 
believes will take place within seven business days of filing. Notice to be filed in register of deeds 
office and indexed in grantor index but not in grantee index. Effect of filing is to establish record 
evidence of grantee’s or mortagee’s interest in the property, and to establish priority in the 
grantee or mortgagee for seven business days as against others claiming under grantor or gran- 
tor’s lien creditors. Recording deed or mortgage within seven days of filing settlement notice con- 
tinues this priority, otherwise, notice of settlement is void and grantee’s priority is established 
from date of recording deed or mortgage. Allows only one notice with respect to any particular 
settlement. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 869. COMMERCIAL LOAN FEES. "7O AUTHORIZE CERTAIN LOAN AND APPRAISAL FEES AND 

TO AMEND THE USURY LAWS APPLICABLE TO COMMERCIAL LOANS." Amends GS 24-10 (which 

sets maximum interest rates on loans secured by real property) to add new subsection (h) permit- 
ting bank, savings and loan ass’n, savings bank, or credit union (or any subsidiary or affiliate 
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thereof) to charge a party to such a loan a fee as parties agree to for an appraisal performed by 
employee of lender. Rewrites GS 24-9 to permit parties to loan, extension of credit, or loan com- 
mitment, pri~arily for business or commercial purpose, to contract in writing for any level of inter- 
est or fees they agree to. Adds new GS 24-10.2 permitting the following fees: (1) for loans or 
extensions of credit governed by GS 24-1.1, 24-1.2, or 24-1.2A, fee for modification, renewal, 
extension, or amendment of terms, not to exceed the greater of 1% of outstanding balance or 
$25; (2) for loans or extensions of credit governed by GS 24-1.1 or 24-1.2, an origination fee; 
sets origination fee at level agreed by parties if principal more than $25,000, and no more than 
greater of 2% of loan or $50 for smaller loans. Makes conforming amendment to GS 24-1.2A 
(equity lines of credit). Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 870. MANDATORY VOTER ID. "TO REQUIRE IDENTIFICATION OF VOTERS.” Amends GS 163-67 
and -150 to require that a person entering the voting enclosure seeking to vote must, unless he is 
personally known by a present precinct official, show one of the following types of identification: a 
voter registration card (if the county issues them); a drivers license; a special identification card 
issued under GS 20-37.7; a passport; an identification card issued by the US Department of 
Defense; a social security card and one other type of identification showing the name and picture 
of the voter; or other identification acceptable to a precinct official in the precinct. Effective with 
respect to elections held on or after January 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Justus. Referred to Courts. 


H 871. SCHOOL MAGNETOMETERS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR MAGNETOMETERS 
FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Appropriates $50,000 in each year of biennium from General Fund 
to Department of Public Education, to be allocated to local school administrative units with 
greatest need for magnetometers; instruments to be used to detect weapons. Effective July 1, 
1991. | 
introduced by Green. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 872. GAS SERVICE FOR HANDICAPPED. "TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL SERVICES FOR 
HANDICAPPED PERSONS AT MOTOR FUEL FACILITIES." Adds new GS 20-37.6B requiring facilities 
with self-service motor fuel islands, and with two or more attendants on duty, to have one such 
attendant dispense motor fuel at self-service rates to cars driven by handicapped persons. Sets 
out conditions under which such service is required. Requires facilities to post notice of availabil- 
ity of such service. Makes failure to provide such service, when otherwise required, an infraction 
punishable by $25 fine for first offense and $50 fine for subsequent offenses. Effective Jan. 1, 
1992.

H 873. WATERSHED PROTECTION DEADLINE. "TO POSTPONE THE DEADLINE: (1) FOR 
COMPLETING THE CLASSIFICATION OF WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED AND (2) FOR SUBMITTING 
LOCAL WATER SUPPLY ORDINANCES." Amends Sec. 5, Ch. 426, SL 1989, to change the cited 
deadlines from 1 January 1991 to 1 January 1992 and from 1 July 1992 to 1 July 1993, 
respectively.

H 874. MODERNIZE STRAY LAW. "7O MODERNIZE THE LAW REGARDING THE TAKING UP OF 
STRAY LIVESTOCK AND TO CONFORM THAT LAW WITH THE LAW REGARDING THE TAKING UP OF 
LIVESTOCK RUNNING AT LARGE." Adds new GS 68-18.1 requiring impounder of livestock, when 
owner not known, to notify register of deeds of impoundment; register is to record information in 
special book, charging impounder $10 for doing so. Directs register to post notice and impounder 
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to publish notice, of the impoundment. Amends GS 68-17 to include straying livestock within 
procedures of section, and to specify that fees paid by the impounder under GS 68-18.1 are part 
of the reasonable costs impounder eventually recovers from owner. Makes conforming changes to 
GS 68-20, requiring notice of the sale to be posted after 30 days after publication of the notice 
required by GS 68-18.1.

H 875. CORRECTIONS FISCAL NOTES. "TO PROVIDE FOR FISCAL NOTES ON LEGISLATION 
CAUSING A NET INCREASE IN INCARCERATION.” Adds new GS Ch. 120 120, Art. 6E ("Correc- 
tions Fiscal Notes”) directing the Fiscal Research Div’n, upon the introduction of any legislation 
in the General Assembly which appears to cause a net increase in the number of persons incar- 
cerated (whether by increased penalties attached to existing law, by penalizing new behavior, or 
by other means), and upon the request of a member authorized by the rules to request fiscal 
notes, to prepare a fiscal note in conjunction with the Sentencing Policy and Advisory 
Commission stating the estimated cost of the increased incarceration. The legislation may not be 
considered until the fiscal note is completed and attached.

H 876. FEE-BASED PASTORS INSURANCE. "TO INCLUDE FEE-BASED PASTORAL COUNSELORS 
WITH OTHER HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS WHERE DISCRIMINATION IS FORBIDDEN FOR 
INSURANCE PURPOSES.” GS 58-50-30 provides (1) that where a policy of insurance provides for 
payment of or reimbursement for payment of certain professional services, the insured may 
choose any duly licensed provider, notwithstanding any provision in the policy and (2) that where 
such a policy provides for certification of disability by such a provider the certification of any such 
provider of the policyholder’s choosing is sufficient, notwithstanding any provision in the policy. 
This bill adds fee-based pastoral counselors to the list of health care providers covered by these 
provisions along with optometrists, podiatrists, dentists, chiropractors, and psychologists. Effective 
teed: 199 1.

H 877. VEHICLE DEALERS LICENSING LAW. "7O CLARIFY CERTAIN PROVISIONS CONTAINED IN 
THE MOTOR VEHICLE DEALERS AND MANUFACTURERS LICENSING LAW.” Amends GS 20-301(e), 
which now provides that the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles must limit the time for discovery in 
any contested administrative hearing under Art. 12 ("Motor Vehicle Dealers and Manufacturers 
Licensing Law”) of GS Ch. 20 to 60 days, to provide that that time may be expanded upon 
consent of all parties to the proceeding or upon the application of a party and a showing of good 
cause. Amends GS 20-305(5) to provide (1) that in a proceeding involving a proposed additional 
dealership (in which the issue before the Commissioner is a determination of whether there is 
good cause for not permitting the additional dealership), the manufacturer or distributor has the 
burden of proof, (2) that in a proceeding involving the proposed relocation of a dealership (in 
which the issue is also whether there is good cause for not permitting the relocation) the burden 
of proof is on the dealer, and (3) that in either such proceeding where there is not a finding that 
good cause exists for not permitting the additional dealership or relocation, the additional or relo- 
cated dealership must have obtained a license and actually commenced operations within two 
years or the application procedure must be repeated. Amends GS 20-305(6), which now provides 
that when a manufacturer intends to cancel a franchise of a licensed new vehicle dealer and the 
dealer appeals that decision to the Commission for a determination of whether there is good 
cause for the cancellation, the Commissioner must conduct a hearing and render a decision 
within 180 days, to allow for the extension of the period beyond 180 days on agreement of all 
parties or upon application of a party and for good cause. Amends GS 20-308.1, which provides 
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for certain claims arising out of matters addressed in Art. 12 to be heard by a court in addition to 
claims being heard by the Commissioner, to specify that such provision applies where a party 
seeks relief wholly outside the authority or jurisdiction of the Commissioner to award but does not 
apply to a person injured because he refuses to accede to a proposal for an arrangement which 
would violate the article.

4 878. SCHOOLS MUST STRESS BASICS. "70 GIVE PRIORITY TO TEACHING BASICS IN THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” Amends GS 115C-81(c) to direct local school boards to provide for efficient 
teaching, in all grades, of reading, writing, mathematics, English, and science. Prohibits removing 
students from such courses for other courses. Effective for 1991-92 school year.

H 879. SICKLE CELL FUNDS. "7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES FOR TRACKING NEWBORN INFANTS 
SCREENED FOR SICKLE CELL ANEMIA." Appropriates $20,000 in each year of biennium from 
General Fund to cited dep’t, for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Green. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 880. SOCIAL WORKER CERTIFICATION. "7TO PROVIDE FOR MANDATORY CERTIFICATION OF 
CLINICAL SOCIAL WORKERS.” Amends GS Ch. 90B, which prohibits persons from representing 
themselves as certified social workers, unless they are in fact so certified, to prohibit the practice 
of clinical social work unless certified as a clinical social worker. Provides for temporary certifica- 
tion of persons who meet all qualifications for such certification (which remain unchanged from 
current law) except for the two years’ practice requirement; persons with temporary certificates 
must practice under the supervision of certified persons. Permits persons currently engaged in 
clinical social work, who have done so for at least one year, to be certified without meeting gen- 
eral qualifications. Adds one more (to make total of three) clinical social worker to NC 
Certification Board for Social Work. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by J. Crawford. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 881. PASTORAL COUNSE!.CAS CERTIFIED (=S 712). "TO ESTABLISH THE FEE-BASE 
PRACTICING PASTORAL COUNSELORS CERTIFICATION ACT." Adds new Art. 25 to GS Ch. 

regulate the practice of fee-based pastoral counseling and psychotherapy as defined in ac . 
Provides that after act is ratified no one may represent himself to be a fee-based practicing 
pastoral counselor or pastoral counseling associate, or engage in, or offer to engage in, the prac- 
tice of fee-based pastoral counseling without a valid certificate. 

Act does not limit ministry, activities, or services of minister who is authorized by church to 
perform the ordinary duties of the clergy. Does not limit activities in course of study of those 
training for practice of pastoral care under qualified supervision in accredited educational institu- 
tion or facility. Does not limit activities of other professionals so long as professional does not 
claim to be fee-based practicing pastoral counselor or counseling associate. 

Establishes seven-member State Board of Fee-Based Practicing Pastoral Counselors, three 
members appointed by the Governor, two by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and 
two by the President Pro Tempore of the Senate. Sets qualifications for members, terms of office, 
method for filling vacancy, and reasons for removal from board. Requires board to use funds 
generated by fees for its operation. Requires annual report to the Governor of board’s activities 
and of pastoral counselors and counseling associates granted certificates. 

Authorizes board to set form and content of certification examinations. Requires board to 
certify applicant to practice pastoral counseling if applicant (1) pays fee of $100 (2) pays addi- 
tional examination fee of not more than $400, (3) passes board examination, and (4) submits 
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evidence of age, character, education, work experience, religious affiliation, and other items listed 
in act. Requires board to certify applicant as fee-based pastoral counseling associate if applicant 
(1) pays fee of not more than $400, (2) passes examination, and (3) submits evidence of age, 
education, experience, religious affiliation, and other items listed in act. Certification permits 
counseling associate to practice pastoral counseling under approved supervision. Permits board 
to recognize equivalent certification from another state and certification from professional 
organizations. 

Provides for annual renewal of certificates upon payment of renewal fee of not more than 
$100, if continuing education requirements have been met, if board has set such requirements. 

Sets out grounds for refusal, suspension, revocation, or other limitation of certificate and 
provides that procedure for any such action follows GS Ch. 150B, except as act specifies. Allows 
board to formally reprimand, censure, place on probation, or otherwise restrict applicant or 
counselor. 

Permits board to apply to the superior court for injunction to prevent violations of act or 
rules and authorizes court to grant injunctions.

H 882. OPEN MEETINGS AMENDMENTS. "TO ENHANCE AND PROMOTE ACCURACY IN THE 
RECORDS OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF PUBLIC BODIES AND TO IMPROVE PUBLIC 
UNDERSTANDING OF GOVERNMENT." Amends GS 143-318.10 to require all public bodies to keep 
“comprehensive” minutes of all official meetings, including of executive sessions. Makes such 
minutes public records, subject to public body’s right to close executive session minutes if disclo- 
sure would frustrate purpose of executive session. Rewrites GS 143-318.11(a)(5), which permits 
an executive session for consultation with attorney, to allow board to consult with attorney re- 
tained or employed to represent board, in order to preserve attorney-client privilege. Rewrites GS 
143-318.11(c) to require the motion upon which a board goes into executive session to state the 
session’s purpose "with sufficient specificity as to permit persons hearing or reading the motion 
to understand the nature of the matters and things to be discussed.” Amends GS 143- 
318.12(b)(1), to provide that if meeting is adjourned to time certain, in order for no further notice 
to be necessary, the time of the later session must be announced in open session. Rewrites GS 
143-318.16B, which now requires court in action enforcing open meetings law to award attorneys’ 
fees to prevailing party, to make such award discretionary with court, except the court must 
award attorneys’ fees to plaintiff if court finds public body or member or employee thereof "will- 
fully” violated law. Effective Sept. 1, 1991.

H 883. STATE BUDGET HEARINGS. "TO ENHANCE PUBLIC UNDERSTANDING OF THE BUDGET 
PROCESS." Amends GS 143-10, which describes the circumstances under which the Governor (as 
Director of the Budget) and the Advisory Budget Commission ("ABC") are to hold public hearings 
with respect to the proposed state budget, (1) to change the references throughout the section 
from "Director” to “Governor,” (2) to direct the Governor to set a schedule of public hearings at 
which he, the ABC, and the Office of State Budget and Management are to receive information 
required from state agencies and to provide information to and receive recommendations from 
the public regarding state revenues and expenditures, and (3) to specify that if the Governor 
determines that the revenues received or anticipated by the state will be inadequate to provide 
for all expenditures appropriated by the General Assembly and that proper administration of the 
budget requires that expenditures be reduced, the Governor may effectuate such reductions by 
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executive order, preceded by public hearings to explain the extent of the proposed reductions 
and the manner of the reductions and to receive information and proposals from agencies and 
from the public, unless an emergency exists, in which case the public hearing need not be held. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 884. NEWSPAPER DELIVERY, SEAT BELTS. "TO CLARIFY THE MANDATORY SEAT BELT 
LAW.” Amends GS 20-135.2A(c)(2) to exempt from mandatory seat belt law motor vehicles oper- 
ated by newspaper delivery persons actually engaged in delivering newspapers. 

introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 885. SOLID WASTE REDUCTION BLANK. "RELATING TO SOLID WASTE REDUCTION.” Blank 
bill; no substantive provisions. 
introduced by Luebke. Referred to Rules. 


H 886. ENVIRONMENTAL FEES BLANK. "RELATING TO ENVIRONMENTAL FEES.” Blank bill; no 
substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Rules. 


H 887. CANDIDATE APPEARANCE IN AD. "TO INCREASE THE FILING FEE FOR CANDIDATES 
FOR STATEWIDE AND LEGISLATIVE OFFICES, AND TO OFFER A LOWER FILING FEE FOR 
CANDIDATES WHO AGREE TO PERSONAL LABELING IN RADIO AND TELEVISION ADS." Amends 
GS 163-107 to increase filing fees, for following offices, from 1% to 10% of annual salary: gover- 
nor, It. governor, state executive offices, justices, judges, district attorneys, U.S. senator, U.S. 
representative, state senator, and state representative. Leaves filing fee for such offices at 1% if 
candidates agrees to personal labeling in broadcast advertisements. Such labeling is applicable 
to all ads paid for by the candidate, by a political committee authorized by the candidate, by an 
agent of either, or by any other person authorized by either to make payment. Such labeling 
requires a statement in the candidate’s voice (and with an on-screen appearance in a TV ad) that 
he or she has “approved the contents of this advertisement.” Requires candidate, after election, 
to file affidavit with State Board of Elections stating he or she has complied with requirement; 
failure to file the affidavit requires candidate to pay difference between former and new filing fee, 
and filing a false affidavit is made a Class | felony. Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 888. AQUARIUMS COMM’N,ENTRANCE FEE. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
AQUARIUMS COMMISSION AND AQUARIUM ENTRANCE FEES." Adds GS Ch. 143B-390.3 and 
390.4 creating cited comm’n, with 12 members appointed as follows: three by Governor, three by 
Speaker’s recommendation, three by Senate President Pro Tem’s recommendation, and three by 
NC Aquarium Society, one each residing in Carteret, Dare, and New Hanover counties. Provides 
for four-year terms. Directs comm’n to establish uniform schedule of entrance fees for aquariums. 
Establishes NC Special Aquariums Fund, into which unbudgeted entrance fee receipts will be 
placed; permits expenditure from fund only upon recommendation of comm’n and approval of 
Office of State Budget. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Finance. 


H 889. LENOIR COUNTY ARTS FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR COMPLETION OF A NEW 
ARTS CENTER IN LENOIR COUNTY." Appropriates $300,000 in 1991-92 from General Fund to 
Lenoir County for purpose cited in title, conditioned upon Lenoir County and Kinston matching 
the appropriation with $600,000 of local funds. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 890. NEWBORN SCREENING PROGRAM. "70 ESTABLISH A NEWBORN SCREENING PROGRAM 
WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES." Adds GS 
130A-125, as title indicates, requiring program to include educational materials, laboratory testing, 
follow-up protocols, and provision of dietary treatment products and medications. Requires that 
any regulations permit parents to object to screening. Permits establishment and collection of 
reasonable fee for laboratory tests, which are to be used to supplement the program and are not 
to revert. 

Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 891. STATE BUILDING COMM’N MEMBERS. "TO CLARIFY QUALIFICATIONS FOR A STATE 
BUILDING COMMISSION MEMBER." Amends GS 143-135.25(c)(3) to allow an employee of a com- 
pany holding a general contractors license, as well as a natural person with such a license, to 
serve on comm’n. 

Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to Rules. 


H 892. NO ORAL DRIVERS LICENSE TESTS. "7O ELIMINATE ORAL DRIVERS LICENSE TESTS." 
Amends GS 20-7(d) as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1992. 
‘Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to Transportation. 


H 893. INCOME TAX SURCHARGE FOR EDUCATION. "TO LEVY A TEMPORARY INCOME TAX 
SURTAX ON INDIVIDUALS TO RAISE REVENUE FOR EDUCATION." Adds GS 105-134.2A, imposing 
a surcharge on individual income tax in amount of 3% of amount of tax otherwise payable, and 
directing that the revenue be appropriated only for public schools, community colleges, and 
University of NC. Makes tax effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991 and 
terminates it for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Finance. 


H 894. GOV’T CONFER WITH LABOR ORG. "7O PROVIDE THAT GOVERNMENT AGENCIES SHALL 
CONFER WITH LABOR ORGANIZATIONS REGARDING EMPLOYMENT PROPOSALS.” Amends GS 
95-98 to provide that whenever proposals relative to salaries or other conditions of employment 
are presented by a labor union, trade union, or labor organization representing employees of any 
city, town, or other unit of government, the governmental unit or its designated representative 
must meet, confer, and discuss such proposals with the organization submitting the proposal. 
Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 895. MOTOR VEHICLE WARRANTY WORK. "70 ESTABLISH RETAIL PRICE TO BE PAID FOR 
WARRANTY WORK PERFORMED BY MOTOR VEHICLE DEALERS." Amends GS 20-305. 1(a) to re- 
quire that the schedule of compensation required under that subsection is to include reasonable 
compensation for administrative requirements associated with diagnostic work; and to include in 
determination of what constitutes reasonable compensation the retail price that dealers charge 
their retail customers for parts and the price paid to dealers for parts. Makes conforming amend- 
ment to GS 20-305.1(b). Adds GS 20-305.1(b1) requiring manufacturer to pay claims for compen- 
sation from dealer within 30 days after receipt of claim, and to disapprove claims in writing within 
that 30 day period. If there is not written disapproval, the claim is considered approved and must 
be paid. Effective Sept. 1, 19971.

H 896. BALLOT AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE CERTAIN CHANGES IN BALLOT INSTRUCTIONS AND 
BALLOT FORMAT.” Amends GS 163-140(a) to add a provision that except on mechanical voting 
machines, candidates in the general election for offices in any multicounty district are to appear 
on a ballot for that district that is separate from any other ballot. Amends GS 163-140(f) to pro- 
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vide that in ballots on which multi-seat races appear, the following instruction must be printed: 
"To vote a split ticket, you are urged not to mark the party circle at all. Instead, you should make 
a cross (X) mark in the square opposite the name of each candidate for whom you wish to vote. 
lf you do mark the party circle, however, you will still be allowed to vote a split ticket by making a 
cross (X) mark in the square opposite the name of each candidate for whom you wish to vote in 
any where where you doe wish to split your ticket.” Effective for elections held on and after 
October 1, 1991.

H 897. NO REQUIRED REPAIR COMPANIES. "TO PROHIBIT INSURANCE COMPANIES FROM 
REQUIRING SPECIFIC REPAIR COMPANIES BE USED BY CLAIMANTS AS A CONDITION FOR 
PAYING A CLAIM.” Adds new GS 58-3-155 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
introduced by Brawley. Referred to Commerce. 


H 898. CABLE TELEVISION LATE FEES. "7O LIMIT LATE FEES CHARGED BY A CABLE 
TELEVISION SYSTEM." Adds GS 153A-137.1 and 160A-319.1 to permit cable television systems to 
impose late payment charges. Limits amount of such charges to the greater of $.50 or 1.5% of 
amount past due, and prohibits such charges unless payment 30 days or more past due. 
Effective as to cable television agreements entered into after Oct. 1, 1991.

H 899. LAW ENFORCEMENT DEATH BENEFIT. "TO MAKE THE LAW RELATING TO LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS’ DEATH BENEFITS MORE EQUITABLE." Amends GS 143-116.2(d) to 
delete provision that limits coverage of section to full-time law enforcement officers. Effective July 
Lea tO, 

introduced by DeVane. Referred to Pensions. 





H 900. SPECIAL HAZ. WASTE INSPECTORS. "TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES 
CONCERNING RESIDENT INSPECTOR RULES AT SPECIAL PURPOSE COMMERCIAL HAZARDOUS 
WASTE FACILITIES.” Rewrites GS 130A-295.02(j) so it would require (now, permits) the Hazardous 
Waste Management Commission to adopt rules establishing reasonable times and frequencies for 
the presence of less-than-full-time resident inspectors at special purpose commercial hazardous . 
waste facilities. Defines such facilities as hazardous waste facilities which manage only limited 
quantities of hazardous waste, which limit their hazardous waste management activities to recla- 
mation or recycling, or which are determined to be low risk under rules adopted by the 
Commission. Rules under this section are to be based on factors including, but not limited to, the 
size of the facility, the type of treatment or storage being performed, the nature and volume of 
the waste being treated or stored, the uniformity of the waste streams, the predictability of the 
nature of the waste streams and their treatability, whether the facility utilizes automated monitor- 
ing or safety devices which do what a resident inspector otherwise would have to do, the fact that 
reclamation or recycling is being performed at the facility, and the compliance history of the facil- 
ity and its operator. Specifies that special purpose commercial hazardous waste facilities are sub- 
ject to inspection at all times. Provides that the Commission's rules are to specify a minimum 
number of inspectors during such times as the facility is in operation, undergoing any mainte- 
nance, or undergoing any test or calibration.

H 901. CLARIFY DEFERRED COMPENSATION. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF COUNTIES AND 
CITIES TO PROVIDE DEFERRED COMPENSATION BENEFITS TO EMPLOYEES.” Adds GS 153A- 
93(e) and 160A-163(f) as title indicates, exempting investment of funds in deferred compensation 
plans from GS 159-30 (which generally regulates local government investments). Permits in- 
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vestment of plan funds in life insurance, annuities and retirement income contracts, regulated 
investment trusts, and other forms of investment approved by Board of Trustees of NC Public 
Employee Deferred Compensation Plan. 

Introduced by DeVane. Referred to Pensions. 


H 902. FARM INSURANCE, RATE BUREAU. "TO REMOVE FARM COVERAGES FROM THE 
JURISDICTION OF THE NORTH CAROLINA RATE BUREAU.” Amends GS 58-36-1(3) to eliminate the 
North Carolina Rate Bureau’s jurisdiction over farm dwellings and their appurtenant structures 
and over other coverages written in connection with farm real or personal property. Amends GS 
58-40-15(11) to provide that Art. 40 (regulations of insurance rates), GS Ch. 58, does apply to 
insurance against loss to farm dwellings, farm buildings and their appurtenant structures, farm 
personal property, and other coverages written in connection with farm real or personal property. 
Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Commerce. 


H 903. NO CIGARETTE SALES UNDER 18-2. "TO PROHIBIT THE SALE OF CIGARETTES TO ANY 
PERSON LESS THAN EIGHTEEN YEARS OF AGE AND TO CLARIFY THE APPLICABILITY OF LAWS 
_TO AVOID THEIR CONFLICTING INTERPRETATION.” \dentical to H 852, introduced 17 April, except 
that this bill adds provision that act is to supersede and prohibit enactment of any local ordi- 

nances, regulations, etc., that are more restrictive. 
Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 904. OFF-PREMISE VEHICLE SALES. ”7O PROHIBIT THE SALE OF MOTOR VEHICLES BY 
MOTOR VEHICLE DEALERS AT LOCATIONS OTHER THAN LICENSED ESTABLISHED PLACES OF 
BUSINESS.” Amends GS 20-286(6) to add to definition of “established place of business” require- 
ment that business be carried on during normal business hours for at least four days a week, 46 
weeks a year. Amends GS 20-288 to delete provision for supplemental licenses and replace with 
prohibition on issuing licenses for locations that do not meet definition of established place of 
business. Provides that if location is contiguous to or within 100 yards of licensed premises, it is 
part of that place of business. Makes conforming changes to GS 20-289(a). Adds new GS 20- 
292.1, prohibiting dealer to display for sale vehicles at any location other than licensed estab- 
lished place of business and repeals GS 20-292, which permits use of vacant lots. Provides that 
supplemental licenses, and other licenses inconsistent with act, are to expire at the earlier of (1) 
on their own terms or (2) 120 days after ratification.

H 905. VEHICLE VALUE, HIGHWAY TAX. "TO PROVIDE AN ALTERNATIVE MEANS OF VALUING 
MOTOR VEHICLES FOR PURPOSES OF TAXATION UNDER THE HIGHWAY USE TAX." Amends GS 
105-187.3(b) to provide that, for purpose of highway use tax valuation, the retail value of a motor 
vehicle for which a certificate of title is issued because of its sale by a seller who is not a retailer 
is the lower of the market value of the vehicle or the sales price of the vehicle given in a state- 
ment filed under this subsection. Provides that when applying for a certificate of title, a person so 
purchasing a motor vehicle may file a statement of the sales price under oath or affirmation. 
Knowingly making a false statement is perjury, a Class H felony. Effective October 1, 1991 and 
applies to motor vehicles for which titles are issued on and after that date.

H 906. BROUGHTON HOSPITAL FUNDS. ”7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES FOR AIR CONDITIONING AT BROUGHTON HOSPITAL." Appropriates $200,000 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources for fiscal 1991-92 for purpose indicated in title. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 907. COST OF LIVING INCREASE PRIORITY. "70 GIVE GENERAL PAY INCREASES PRIORITY 
OVER PERFORMANCE PAY AS THE GOVERNOR AND GENERAL ASSEMBLY DETERMINE THE 
APPROPRIATE ALLOCATION OF STATE EMPLOYEE SALARY INCREASES RELATING TO COST OF 
LIVING ADJUSTMENTS AND PERFORMANCE PAY.” Amends GS 126-7 as title indicates, providing 
that performance pay may be allocated only when the total allocation for increases equals or 
exceeds 2%. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 908. RURAL ELEC. REGULATORY FEE. "TO ESTABLISH REGULATORY FEES FOR ELECTRIC 
MEMBERSHIP CORPORATIONS AND TELEPHONE MEMBERSHIP CORPORATIONS TO DEFRAY THE 
COST TO THE NORTH CAROLINA RURAL ELECTRIFICATION AUTHORITY OF REGULATING 
MEMBERSHIP CORPORATIONS IN THE INTEREST OF THE PUBLIC." Adds new GS 117-3.1 im- 
posing a fee as cited in title. Fees for 1991-92 fiscal year would be $.20 for each electric mem- 
bership corporation’s meter connected for service in NC and $.20 for each telephone 
membership corporation’s access line connected for service in NC. For subsequent fiscal years, 
the fee would be established by the General Assembly. The Rural Electrification Authority would 
each year propose a fee, which in odd-numbered years would be included in the Governor’s 
budget message to the legislature. The fee may be only that necessary to generate funds suf- 
ficient to defray the estimated cost of the operations of the Authority for the upcoming fiscal year. 
Specifies payment due date and membership corporation reporting requirements. Sets up special 
nonreverting fund in the office of the State Treasurer into which fees are to be deposited. 
Effective July 1, 1991 and applies to meters and access lines connected on or after that date. 
Introduced by Ethridge. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 909. UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE-2 (=S 688). "TO PROVIDE REDUCED 
INSURANCE RATES FOR REDUCED COVERAGES." Identical to S 688, introduced 18 April. 
Introduced by McLaughlin. Referred to Commerce. 


H 910. COMMUNITY-BASED ALTERN FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMMUNITY- 
BASED ALTERNATIVES PROGRAM.” Appropriates $1.5 million in each year of biennium from 
General Fund to Dept of Human Resources, Div’n of Youth Services, for purpose stated in title. 
Directs that $500,000 in each year be allocated evenly among counties and $1 million on a per 
capital basis. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 911. ALUMNI ASS’N ABC PERMITS. "TO PERMIT THE ISSUANCE OF CERTAIN ABC PERMITS 

TO ALUMNI ASSOCIATIONS ON SCHOOL AND COLLEGE CAMPUSES." Amends GS 18B-1006(a) to 
permit a nonprofit alumni organization that has a mixed beverages permit or a special occasion 

permit to obtain a permit for the sale of malt beverages, unfortified wine, or fortified wine on the 
campus or property of a public school or college. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 912. HOUSING VIOLATION CHANGES (=S 570). "TO AUTHORIZE CITIES TO VACATE AND 
CLOSE CERTAIN DWELLINGS FOUND TO BE IN VIOLATION OF THE MINIMUM HOUSING CODE." 
Identical to S 570, introduced 11 April. 

Introduced by Gottovi. Referred to Commerce. 


H 913. COASTAL COMM’N MEMBERSHIP. "TO PROVIDE THAT PERSONS WHO DERIVE A 


SIGNIFICANT PORTION OF THEIR INCOME FROM DEVELOPMENT-RELATED BUSINESS ACTIVITIES 
MAY NOT BE APPOINTED AS AT-LARGE MEMBERS OF THE COASTAL RESOURCES COMMISSION." 
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Amends GS 113A-104(c) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Gottovi. Referred to Environment. 


H 915. PSYCHOLOGISTS’ CONDUCT CODE. "7O PROVIDE FOR A CODE OF CONDUCT FOR 
PRACTICING PSYCHOLOGISTS." Generally, makes numerous substantive and clarifying changes 
which expand NC State Board of Examiners of Practicing Psychologists’ power to control pro- 
fessional misconduct. Amends GS 90-270.15 to specify that Board may discipline, place on pro- 
bation, and require rehabilitation of psychologists in addition to existing power to deny, revoke, 
suspend, and limit licenses to practice. Provides that rehabilitation may require treatment by pro- 
fessionals approved by Board. Makes clear that neither voluntary surrender of nor suspension for 
failure to renew license limits Board’s power to investigate misconduct or impose discipline. 
Allows Board to order physical and mental examination of licensees and applicants. Permits 
Board to assess costs of disciplinary action against subject thereof. 

Expands grounds on which psychologist may be disciplined to include (1) nolo contendere 
plea to felony charge; (2) nolo contendere plea to certain misdemeanors, including those re- 
flecting an inability to guard health and safety of patients; (3) filing of false claims for reimburse- 
. ment; and (4) unprofessional, immoral, dishonorable, or unethical conduct. Defines the last of 
these to include: (1) practice which endangers welfare of patients; (2) abuse of patients, students, 
supervisees, or trainees; (3) exercise of undue influence over such persons; (4) refusal to appear 
before Board; (5) failure to cooperate with Board or other organizations with responsibility for 
overseeing practice; (6) failure to maintain adequate records; (7) failure to cooperate or interfer- 
ence with other professionals to the detriment of patients; and (8) failure to practice competently. 
Alters less substantially grounds for discipline relating to alcohol and drug use, unprofessional 
conduct in other jurisdictions, and aiding in unlawful practice of psychology. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to State Government. 


H 916. RESTORE LOCAL GOV’T EARMARKING. "7O PROVIDE THAT DISTRIBUTIONS AND 
REIMBURSEMENTS TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS SHALL BE PROVIDED BY EARMARKING RATHER 
THAN BY APPROPRIATION.” Reverses effect of SL 1989, Ch. 813, by providing that following 
state-shared taxes are to be automatically distributed to local governments, rather than being 
subject to appropriation: beer and wine tax (GS 105-113.82); utility franchise tax on electric and 
natural gas companies (GS 105-116); utility franchise tax on telephone companies (GS 105-120); 
and intangibles tax and intangibles tax reimbursement (GS 105-213, -213.1). For the following 
local government reimbursements, provides that distribution is to be from specific taxes, rather 
than from Local Government Tax Reimbursement Reserve: sales taxes on food stamp foods and 
supplemental foods, reimbursed from collections of soft drink tax (GS 105-164.44C); manufac- 
turer’s inventory, reimbursed from individual income tax (GS 105-275.1); retailer’s and whole- 
saler’s inventory, reimbursed from sales and use tax (GS 105-277A); and homestead exemption, 
reimbursed from cigarette tax and ABC taxes (GS 105-277.1A). Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 917. LRC STUDY EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES. "JOINT RESOLUTION TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE REGULATION OF TEMPORARY AND OTHER 
EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES." As title indicates; comm’n may report to General Assembly in 1992, or 
to 1993 Session, or both. 

Introduced by Wainwright. Referred to Rules. 


SENATE BILLS 
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S 676. SCHOOL COMPUTER LEASE PURCHASE. "7O PERMIT LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION 
TO ENTER INTO LEASE PURCHASE CONTRACTS FOR COMPUTERS.” Amends GS 115C-47(28) as 
title indicates (now, cited paragraph applies to automobiles only). 

introduced by Warren. Referred to Education. 


S 677. RETIREES’ GUARANTEED RETURNS. "7O PROVIDE CERTAIN MINIMUM RETURNS TO ALL 
RETIREES OF ALL STATE-ADMINISTERED RETIREMENT SYSTEMS." Adds GS 120-4.26A (Legisla- 
tive Retirement System), GS 128-27(g1) (Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement System) and 
GS 135-5(g1) (Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System) to provide for return to a 
retired employee’s estate (or a surviving beneficiary designated for this purpose) of the difference 
between the employee’s accumulated contributions to the retirement system and the total benefits 
paid to him or his surviving beneficiary up until the time of termination of benefits due to the 
employee’s or beneficiary’s death. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Pensions. 


S 678. HUNTER CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE. "TO ESTABLISH PENALTIES FOR THE CRIMINALLY 
NEGLIGENT USE OF A FIREARM WHILE HUNTING." Adds GS Ch. 113, Art. 21B, making it unlaw- 
ful to hunt with firearm “without due caution or circumspection, or in a manner demonstrating a 
thoughtless disregard of the consequences or a heedless indifference to the safety of others.” 
Makes violation a misdemeanor, and provides for schedule of penalties, dependent on whether 
there was injury, whether it was to property or person, and the nature of any personal injury. 
Maximum penalty, imposed if death results, is a fine of between $1,000 and $2,000 and imprison- 
ment from 30 days to two years. Provides for suspension of hunting privileges, between one to 
five years depending on nature of injury resulting from violation; and provides for penalties if 
person hunts while license revoked under this section. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 679. GEOLOGIST PROFESSIONAL CORP. "TO INCLUDE GEOLOGISTS WITHIN THE DEFINITION 
OF PROFESSIONAL SERVICE IN THE PROFESSIONAL CORPORATION ACT." Amends GS 55B-2(6), 
-4, -6, and -14 for purpose indicated in title. Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 

introduced by Walker. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 680. JUDGE/JUSTICE AGE LIMIT. "TO CLARIFY THE AGE LIMITATIONS FOR SERVICE AS A 
JUSTICE OR JUDGE OF THE APPELLATE DIVISION OF THE GENERAL COURT OF JUSTICE." 
Amends GS 7A-4.20, which now requires appellate judges and justices to retire on the last day of 
the month in which they reach 72 years of age, to permit such persons to serve until the conclu- 
sion of their current term of office. 

Introduced by Hyde. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 681. INJURED EMPLOYEE SELECT DOCTOR. "TO ALLOW INJURED EMPLOYEES TO SELECT 
OR CHANGE TREATING PHYSICIANS IN WORKERS’ COMPENSATION CASES.” Amends GS 97-25 as 
title indicates. Employee could select initial doctor and change a single time at own pleasure. 
Second and subsequent changes of doctors would be subject to approval of the Industrial 
Commission. (Now, employee’s selection is subject to approval of the Comm'n from the first.) 
Introduced by Soles. Referred to Manufacturing. 


S 682. HOUSEMOVING AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND STATUTES REGULATING HOUSEMOVING.”" 

Amends GS 20-359.1 to modify the insurance requirements that condition receipt of housemover 
license as follows: (1) requires motor vehicle insurance, covering bodily injury and injury to prop- 
erty, with minimum of $350,000 (now, separate minimums for bodily injury to single and multiple 
persons and for injury to property); (2) clarifies that general liability policy is to cover operations 
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on streets and highways; and (3) clarifies that workers’ compensation coverage must be for all 
employees. In addition, makes insurance company, rather than policy holder, responsible for no- 
tifying Dept of Transportation of changes in policy; and requires housemover to post copy of 
bond or other surety, in amount of $50,000, for benefit of persons contracting with housemover. 
Amends GS 20-358 to impose annual license fee for housemovers of $100; and amends GS 20- 
360(a) to impose fee of $20 for housemoving permit. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Insurance. 


S 683. UNDERWRITING ASS’N DIRECTOR. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF 
DIRECTORS TO THE NORTH CAROLINA INSURANCE UNDERWRITING ASSOCIATION AND TO THE 
FAIR PLAN UNDERWRITING ASSOCIATION AND TO PERMIT THE COVERAGE OF FARM AND 
MANUFACTURING RISKS BY THE NORTH CAROLINA UNDERWRITING ASSOCIATION.” (1) Amends 
GS 58-45-20 to specify that the board of directors of the North Carolina Insurance Underwriting 
Association is to be composed of 11 persons: six to be selected by member insurers, fairly repre- 
sentative of the industry, of whom one is to be selected by the American Insurance Association 
(or successor), one by the Alliance of American Insurers (or successor), one by all other stock 
_insurers not affiliated with either of these two groups, and one by all other nonstock insurers not 
so affiliated; and five appointed by the Commissioner of Insurance, who are to be fire and 
casualty insurance agents licensed in the state and actively engaged in writing property insur- 
ance. Term is to be two years. (2) Amends GS 58-45-5(5) to provide that for purposes of Art. 45 
("Essential Property Insurance for Beach Area Property”) the term “insurable property” includes 
farming and manufacturing risks. (3) Amends GS 58-46-25 to specify that the board of directors 
of the Fair Access to Insurance Requirement Plan is to be composed of 11 persons: six to be 
selected by the member insurers, fairly representative of the industry, of whom one is to be se- 
lected by the American Insurance Association (or successor), one is to be selected by the 
Alliance of American Insurers (or successor), one by all other stock insurers not affiliated with 
either of these two groups, and one by all other nonstock insurers not so affiliated; and five 
appointed by the Commissioner of Insurance who are ito be fire and casualty insurance agents 
licensed in the state actively engaged in writing property insurance. Term is to be two years. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1997.

S 684. CHIROPRACTIC DIAGNOSTIC IMAGING. "TO ENABLE THE BOARD OF CHIROPRACTIC 
EXAMINERS TO CERTIFY DIAGNOSTIC IMAGING TECHNICIANS EMPLOYED BY CHIROPRACTIC 
PHYSICIANS." Adds GS 90-143.2 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 685. EXPAND NOTICE FOR LIEN ON CAR. "7O PROVIDE NOTICE TO EACH SECURED PARTY 
OR OTHER PERSON CLAIMING AN INTEREST IN A MOTOR VEHICLE, WHEN THE HOLDER OF A 
LIEN ASSERTS HIS LIEN AND PROPOSES SALE OF THE MOTOR VEHICLE TO SATISFY THE LIEN." 
Amends GS 44A-4(b), which requires Div’n of Motor Vehicles to give notice of proposed sale of 
motor vehicle to satisfy lien, to require that notice be sent to each secured party or other person 
with interest, who is either actually known to Div’n or can be reasonably ascertained. Also re- 
quires that copy of the application and order for sale be sent to same persons. Applies to liens 
arising after effective date, which is ratification. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 686. DIRECTORS CONFLICT OF INTEREST. "70 MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO CLARIFY 
CONFLICT OF INTEREST OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF HOSPITAL, MEDICAL, AND DENTAL 
SERVICE CORPORATIONS." Amends GS 58-65-173(b) to delete different treatment for public and 
nonpublic corporations, making whole section equally applicable to both; and to delete final sen- 
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tence, which requires shareholder approval in order for bylaws, contracts, or resolutions to be 
effective as to claims made or liabilities asserted against a director prior to its adoption, authori- 
zation, or approval by the board of directors. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 687. MOTOR VEHICLE TOWING STUDY. "7O CREATE THE MOTOR VEHICLE TOWING AND 
STORAGE AT THE REQUEST OF STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS STUDY COMMISSION." 
Creates study comm’n named in title, with six members: three Senators appointed by Senate 
President Pro Tempore and three House members appointed by Speaker. Directs comm’n to 
study methods by which state and local governments choose and reimburse towing companies, 
with special reference to mandating a rotation system. Permits interim report to 1992 session and 
final report to 1993 General Assembly. Appropriates $50,000 in each year of biennium from 
General Fund to General Assembly, to fund comm’n’s costs. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 688. UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE-2 (=H 909). "TO PROVIDE REDUCED 
INSURANCE RATES FOR REDUCED COVERAGES." Amends GS 20-279.21(b)(4) to permit owner of 
motor vehicle policy to select a lower limit of underinsured motorist coverage “as provided by his 
insurance carrier” and makes the selection of a lower limit or rejection of such coverage by 
owner binding on all insureds and vehicles under the policy. Directs Rate Bureau to make filings 
with Comm’r of Insurance to reflect act, within 60 days after ratification, including a requirement 
that multivehicle rate be the same per vehicle as the single vehicle rate; and makes new rates 
effective 60 days after Comm’r approves filings. (See similar bill H 845, introduced 17 April.) 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to Insurance. 


S 689. SURVIVORSHIP LAW CLARIFIED. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING CREATION OF A 
JOINT TENANCY WITH RIGHT OF SURVIVORSHIP." Amends GS 41-2 to add a provision specifying 
that a conveyance of any interest in real property by a party to himself and one or more other 
parties, as joint tenants with right of survivorship, creates in the parties that interest, if the instru- 
ment of conveyance expressly provides for a joint tenancy with right of survivorship. Effective 
October 1, 1991. Contains a provision that any such conveyance occurring between Jan. 1, 1991 
and Oct. 1, 1991, by a party to himself and one or more others that expressly provides for a joint 
tenancy with a right of survivorship shall have created such an interest. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 690. ENFORCE LIEN FOR CAR REPAIRS. "7O PROVIDE FOR THE ENFORCEMENT OF A LIEN 
ON A MOTOR VEHICLE IN CONNECTION WITH REPAIRS, WHEN THE LIENOR DOES NOT HAVE 
POSSESSION OF THE MOTOR VEHICLE.” Adds new GS 44A-6.1 to allow holder of lien to secure 
payment of charges for the repair, servicing, towing or storing of a motor vehicle who has involun- 
tarily lost possession of the vehicle to institute action in small claims court to regain possession of 
the motor vehicle. If the owner retains possession, the owner must pay a bond to the clerk of 
court for the amount of the lien. The clerk may distribute the undisputed portion to the lienor 
upon application and the magistrate is to direct appropriate possession of the vehicle and dis- 
bursement of the remainder of the bond. Either party may appeal to district court for a full trial. 
Makes other conforming technical amendments. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 691. NO HIGHWAY TAX ON SCHOOL BUSES. "TO EXEMPT PUBLIC SCHOOL BUSES FROM 


THE HIGHWAY USE TAX." Amends GS 105-187.6(a) for purpose indicated in title, providing a full 
highway use tax exemption when a certificate of title is issued as a result of a transfer of a motor 
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vehicle to the state or a local board of education for use as a school bus for public school 
transportation. 
Introduced by Ward. Referred to Finance. 


S 692. GROUP HOME ZONING. "TO RESTORE DISCRETION TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS 
REGARDING ZONING OF GROUP HOMES." Adds new GS 168-22.1 providing that no municipality 
or county may adopt or enforce zoning regulations or other provisions that have the effect of 
excluding family care homes from the entire zoning jurisdiction. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Local Government. 


S 693. CHANGE EVICTION PERIODS. "TO SHORTEN CERTAIN TIME PERIODS CONTAINED IN THE 
PROCEDURE FOR EVICTING TENANTS. Amends GS 42-3 and 42-28 to shorten from 10 to five 
days the following two time periods: (1) when landlord makes a demand for payment of past due 
rent and tenant fails to pay, after a period of five days (now, 10) there is an implied forfeiture of 
the lease and the landlord may enter and dispossess the tenant without having declared a forfei- 
ture and without having reserved right of re-entry in the lease; and (2) when the landlord files a 
complaint under summary ejectment procedures of GS 42-26 or -27, the clerk of court will issue a 
“summons requiring the tenant to appear at a certain time within 5 days (now 10) of the date of 
summons and answer the complaint. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 694. SOCIAL WORKER CERTIFICATION (=H 880). "TO PROVIDE FOR MANDATORY 
CERTIFICATION OF CLINICAL SOCIAL WORKERS." Identical to H 880, introduced 18 April. 
Introduced by Lee. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 695. INTERNATIONAL COMM. ARBITRATIONS. "TO PROVIDE SPECIAL RULES FOR 
INTERNATIONAL COMMERCIAL ARBITRATIONS." Creates new Art. 45B ("International Commercial 
Arbitration”) in GS Ch. 1 “to promote and facilitate international trade and commerce, and to 
provide a forum for the resolution of disputes that may arise from participation therein” and “to 
encourage the use of arbitration as a means of resolving such disputes.” Titles the bill the "North 
Carolina International Commercial Arbitration Act.” 

"Unless the parties otherwise agree.” Throughout the bill, provisions regarding appointment 
of arbitrators, procedures for arbitration, place of arbitration, etc., are set out, with the provision 
that the parties may agree otherwise. In this summary, that caveat is not repeated throughout, 
but is noted here in general. 

Scope of the bill. The bill applies to “international commercial” arbitration. “International” 
means that the parties have their places of business in different countries, or the place of arbitra- 
tion is outside the countries of the parties, or the place where a substantial part of the commer- 
cial obligations of the parties is to be performed is outside their countries, or the place with 
which the subject matter of the dispute is located is outside those countries. “Commercial” 
means a relationship related to a transaction for exchange of goods and services; a distribution 
agreement; a commercial representation or agency; an exploitation agreement or concession, a 
joint venture (or similar device); carriage of goods or passengers by air, sea, or land; a contract 
relating to construction, insurance, licensing, factoring,leasing, consulting, engineering, financing, 
or banking; transfer of data or technology; use or transfer of intellectual or industrial property, 
including trade secrets, trademarks, trade names, patents, copyrights, and software programs; 
and a contract for the provision of any type of professional service. 

Limitations on scope of the bill. The bill states that it does not affect any other law in force 
by virtue of which certain disputes may not be submitted to arbitration or may be submitted to 
arbitration only pursuant to some other law. Also, the bill does not apply to any agreement which 
provides explicitly that the agreement is not subject to the North Carolina International

Commercial Arbitration Act. 

Rules governing arbitrations. The bill sets out rules regarding such matters as presumptions 
that written communications have been received, waivers of rights to object to procedural de- 
viations, grounds for challenge of an arbitrator and procedure for such challenge, failure or im- 
possibility of arbitrator to act, appointment of substitute arbitrator, determination of rules of 
procedure, appointment by arbitrator of experts, and language to be used in the arbitration. 

Role of superior court. The superior court in the county where the arbitration is to take 
place (or other agreed upon county) has the power to compel arbitration according to an agree- 
ment, or, the proper situation, to stay arbitration; to grant interim relief where arbitrators have not 
been appointed or are not available; to grant orders of attachment or garnishment, claim and 
delivery, appointment of a receiver, delivery of money into court, and other orders necessary to 
ensure the preservation and availability of assets or documents; in the proper situation, to appoint 
arbitrators or substitute arbitrators; and to assist the arbitrators in obtaining discovery and taking 
evidence, including issuing subpoenas. 

Actions of the arbitrators. The bill provides that, in accordance with the applicable arbitra- 
tion agreement, there may be one arbitrator or a panel of arbitrators. In accordance with the 
agreement, the arbitrators may conduct hearings or may decide the issue on written submissions 
and documentary evidence. The final award of the arbitrator (or panel, by majority vote) will not 
state the reasons behind the award; it simply states the award, which may include payment of 
money in a particular currency and may include specific performance. Within 30 days, either 
party may request a correction of a typographical or computational error in the award. Otherwise, 
the award is final and the arbitration is terminated. 
introduced by Ballance. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 696. EASE SATISFACTION OF JUDGMENT. "70 REQUIRE EXECUTION UPON THE PROPERTY 
OF A DEBTOR OF A JUDGMENT DEBTOR WHEN THE EXECUTION AGAINST THE PROPERTY OF 
THE JUDGMENT DEBTOR IS RETURNED UNSATISFIED. Adds G.S. 1-360.1 to allow execution of 
unsatisfied judgment debts on the property or debts of the judgment debtor that is held by an- 
other, provided that other person or corporation has property of or debt to judgment debtor ex- 
ceeding $10. Makes conforming amendment to G.S. 1-360. 

introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 697. TAX MILITARY SAME AS FEDERAL LAW. "TO CONFORM THE TAX TREATMENT OF 
ARMED FORCES PERSONNEL AND CERTAIN OTHER INDIVIDUALS TO FEDERAL LAW.” Completely 
rewrites provisions governing interest and penalties on taxes due during time in combat zone (GS 
105-249.2) and abatement of individual income taxes for persons who die as a result of combat 
(GS 105-158). As amended, GS 105-249.2 provides that interest or penalties may not be 
assessed against any taxpayer for any period disregarded under federal Internal Revenue Code 
section 7058. Also grants automatic filing extension for that time period. As amended, GS 105- 
158 abates state income tax when federal tax is abated under I.R.C. section 692. In addition, 
provides that taxpayers entitled to interest on refunds under |.R.C. section 7058 also receive in- 
terest on state tax refunds. Effective on ratification; applies retroactively to Aug. 2, 1990. 
Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Finance. 


S 698. LRC STUDY SESSION LENGTH LIMIT. "JOINT RESOLUTION PROVIDING THAT THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION SHALL STUDY THE ISSUE OF LIMITING LENGTH OF 
LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS." As title indicates. Directs comm’n to report to 1991 General Assembly 
no later than April 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Odum. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 699. INSURANCE EQUALITY STATUTE. "70 FULFILL THE INTENT OF THE INSURANCE 
EQUALITY STATUTE BY CORRECTING OMISSIONS IN THAT STATUTE." Amends G.S. 58-50-30 to 
provide that where treatment is performed by a duly licensed optometrist, podiatrist, dentist, 
chiropractic physician or psychologist, insurers may not impose limits on treatment unless the 
same limitation is imposed on treatment by any other licensed physician; provides that coverage 
shall not be denied for services routinely offered by an entire category of licensed health-care 
providers. 

introduced by Odum. Referred to Insurance. 


S 700. CERTIFY INTERIOR DESIGNERS. "7O ESTABLISH THE CERTIFIED INTERIOR DESIGNERS 
TITLE REGISTRATION ACT." Adds new GS Chap. 838B as title indicates. Establishes N.C. Board of 
Certified Interior Designers with power to operate certification program for interior designers. 
Makes eligible for certification persons who (1) pass examination; (2) complete four-year bache- 
lors degree in interior design or professional degree in architecture from accredited program; and 
(3) have two years of diversified experience. Contains provisions for waiver of degree requirement 
and for certification without examination. Grants Board power to deny, suspend or revoke certifi- 
cation under specified circumstances. 

Prohibits uncertified persons from holding themselves out as certified interior designers, but 
does not otherwise restrict provision of interior design services. Makes knowing and willful viola- 
tion of provisions of GS Chap. 83B an unfair trade practice under GS 75-1.1 (enforceable through 
civil proceedings only).

S 701. AQUARIUM COMM’N, ENTRANCE FEE (= H 888). "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH 
CAROLINA AQUARIUM COMMISSION AND AQUARIUM ENTRANCE FEES." ldentical to H 888, intro- 
duced 18 April. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Agriculture. 


S. 702. TURFGRASS/FORAGE ASSESSMENT (=H 633). "TO PROVIDE FOR A TURFGRASS/ 
FORAGE RESEARCH ASSESSMENT." Identical to H 633, introduced 9 April. 
Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 703. TRAVEL AND TOURISM POLICY ACT. "TO PROVIDE THE TRAVEL AND TOURISM POLICY 
OF NORTH CAROLINA." Makes findings and sets policies regarding encouraging travel and tour- 
ism in the state. Directs the Dep’t of Economic and Community Development, Division of Travel 
and Tourism to implement the stated policies, sets the Division’s general duties, and requires the 
Division to make annual reports to General Assembly by January 15 of each year, commencing in 
1992. 

introduced by Warren. Referred to Travel and Tourism. 


S 704. GEOGRAPHY-BASED CURRICULUM FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
GEOGRAPHY-BASED CURRICULUM IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $50,000 in fiscal 1991-92 to establish the North Carolina 
Geographic Alliance Network Program, headquartered at East Carolina University. Effective July 
1, 1991. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Agriculture. c 


S 705. INCREASE BID LIMITS. "TO RAISE THE LEVEL OF EXPENDITURE ON PUBLIC BUILDING 
PROJECTS ON WHICH INFORMAL COMPETITIVE BID PROCEDURES MAY BE USED." Amends GS 
143-129 for purpose stated in title, permitting certain contracts without compliance with formal 

bidding procedures otherwise required, with following limitations: (1) counties and municipalities 
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with populations greater than 50,000, construction and repair contracts up to $100,000 and appa- 
ratus, supplies, materials, and equipment contracts up to $20,000; (2) counties and municipalities 
between 14,000 and 50,000 population, $75,000 and $20,000 respectively; and (3) counties and 
municipalities under 14,000, $50,000 and $20,000 respectively. Now, GS 143-129 sets the limits 
at $50,000 and $20,000 without regard to population of the county or municipality. Also amends 
GS 143-129 to permit bidder to make its required deposit, in the form of a letter of credit in 
addition to cash, cashier’s check, or certified check, as now provided for. 

introduced by Sands. Referred State Government. 


S 706. ENFORCE CORP. ACQUISITION LAW. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ENFORCEMENT OF 
CERTAIN NORTH CAROLINA LAWS REGARDING CORPORATE ACQUISITIONS.” Adds new GS Ch. 
75E ("Unlawful Activities in Connection with Certain Corporate Transactions”). Declares the fol- 
lowing to be unlawful under this new chapter: (1) to consummate any business combination in 
violation of Art. 9 ("Shareholder Protection Act”) of GS Ch. 55; (2) to make a control share acqui- 
sition without complying with the provisions of Art. 9A ("Control Share Acquisitions”) of that chap- 
ter; (3) to make any untrue statement of material fact or omit to state any material fact necessary 
in order to make the statements made, in light of the circumstances under which they are made, 
not misleading, or to engage in any fraudulent, deceptive, or manipulative acts or practices, in 
connection with (a) the application of Art. 9 to any business combination or to the acquisition of 
beneficial ownership of more than 20% of the voting shares of a corporation or (b) the application 
of Art. 9A to any control share acquisition; and (4) to willfully and knowingly aid or abet any other 
person to engage in conduct prohibited by this new chapter. Authorizes Attorney General to con- 
duct such investigations as he deems necessary to enforce the new chapter and to institute a 
civil action to prevent or restrain violations. Authorizes any person injured by a violation to main- 
tain a suit for damages, allowing recovery of treble damages for willful violations and recovery 
costs and reasonable attorneys’ fees. In any suit by Attorney General where a violation is found, a 
civil penalty may be imposed of up to $100,000 (trebled for willful) for each violation, to be paid 
into the General Fund. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 707. RETURN OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY. "7O PROVIDE PROCEDURES FOR THE RETURN 
OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY." Creates GS 40A-70 to provide that if property condemned by 
public body is not used for purpose for which it was condemned within seven years but is still 
owned by that public body, the original owners (including heirs, successors and assigns) may 
secure return of legal title by making written demand and paying to the condemnor the full price 
paid upon condemnation plus interest. Allows public condemnor to reconvey condemned property 
to original owner upon determining the property is not needed for the purpose for which it was 
condemned, provided the original owner pays the condemnor the full price paid plus interest. 
Introduced by Odom. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 708. DOMICILIARY HOME RATE INCREASE (=H 859). "TO SET MAXIMUM RATES FOR 
RESIDENTS IN DOMICILIARY CARE FACILITIES." Identical to H 859, introduced 17 April. 
Introduced by Walker. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 709. INTEREST ON ESCROW ACCOUNTS. "TO REQUIRE THAT FUNDS HELD FOR THE 
PAYMENT OF TAXES, INSURANCE, OR OTHER COSTS INCIDENT TO A FIRST MORTGAGE OR DEED 
OF TRUST ON RESIDENTIAL REAL PROPERTY MUST BE PLACED IN INTEREST-BEARING 
ACCOUNTS." Adds new GS 45-45.2 as title indicates. Requires regular payment of interest to 
owner of funds, or, at owner’s request, application of interest to underlying loan. Effective Jan. 1, 
1992. 

Introduced by Pollard. Referred to Banks. 
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S 710. MENTAL HEALTH CLIENTS’ RIGHTS. "7O AMEND THE LAW RELATING TO MENTAL 
HEALTH CLIENTS’ RIGHTS TO PREVENT UNNECESSARY DUPLICATION OF RULES." Adds new GS 
122C-68 to provide that facilities accredited by Joint Comm'n on Accreditation of Healthcare 
Organizations are deemed in compliance with all Comm’n for Mental Health, Developmental 
Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services’ rules governing clients’ rights (GS Chap. 122C, Art. 
3) except those governing corporal punishment, restraints, and seclusion. 

introduced by Ward. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 711. COMMERCIAL LOANS FEES (=H 869). "TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN LOAN AND APPRAISAL 
FEES AND TO AMEND THE USURY LAWS APPLICABLE TO COMMERCIAL LOANS." Identical to H 
869, introduced 18 April. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 712. PASTORAL COUNSELORS CERTIFIED (=H 881). "TO ESTABLISH THE FEE-BASED 
PRACTICING PASTORAL COUNSELORS CERTIFICATION ACT.” Identical to H 881, introduced 18 
April. 

Introduced by Plexico. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 713. OFFICIAL STATE TARTAN. "TO DESIGNATE THE CAROLINA TARTAN AS THE OFFICIAL 
SCOTTISH TARTAN OF THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new GS 145-15 for purpose 
stated in title. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to State Government. 


S 714. MILITARY BASE EDUC. PROGRAMS. "7O ALLOW INDUSTRY SPONSORED PERSONNEL 
TO ATTEND EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS ON MILITARY BASES.” Amends GS 116-15(e) regarding 
licenses for nonpublic post-secondary educational institutions to allow industry sponsored person- 
nel to attend exempt post-secondary degree activities on military bases. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to Veterans. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 95. CUMBERLAND INDUSTRIAL SITES. Intro. 2/18. Senate committee substitute deletes provi- 
sion permitting sale of Cumberland Industrial Center without complying with public notice require- 
ments of GS 158-7.1(d) and amends title accordingly. Provides that if county takes projected tax 
revenues into account when determining sale price, comm’rs must (1) find that sale will benefit 
economy and create jobs and (2) require by contract that purchaser make improvements within a 
period of time not to exceed 10 years that will generate tax revenues taken into account when 
setting price. Provides that if improvements are not built the purchaser must reconvey the prop- 
erty to county. 


H 113. AYDEN PRIVATE SALE. Intro. 2/20. Senate amendment removes provision that the sale 
could be made “with or without monetary consideration” and removes provision that Ayden could 
receive value from the property “by the development of the property conveyed, or through other 
means.” 


H 206. REGISTER OF DEEDS VACANCIES, TERMS. Introduced 3/5. Senate amendment adds a 


provision repealing Ch. 14, SL 1991 (relating to filling vacancies in register of deeds office in 
Lincoln and Edgecombe counties) and makes technical changes. 
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H 291. CHARLOTTE AUTO TAX UP. Intro. 3/21. Senate amendment adds Town of Matthews to 
bill and changes title accordingly. 


H 314. NURSING SHORTAGE REMEDIES. Intro. 3/22. House committee substitute adds nursing 
educator appointed by Area Health Education Centers Program to NC Center for Nursing board 
of directors. Deletes provision requiring report by UNC admissions officers on use of high school 
health occupation courses in admission decisions. 


H 339. PASQUOTANK PROPERTY SALE. Intro. 3/26. Senate amendment specifies that the bill 
only applies to the sale or lease of an industrial park of approximately 550 acres in the northern 
portion of the county. 


H 367. LATE PAYMENT PENALTY. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment changes penalty from Board's 
discretion to a set penalty of 1% per month with a $25 minimum. 


H 423. SANITARY SYSTEM REPAIR. Introduced 4/1. House committee substitute changes bill’s 
amendments to GS 130A-334 by adding an additional definition. Defines “maintenance” to mean 
normal or routine maintenance including replacement of broken pipes, cleaning, or adjustment to 
an existing sanitary sewage system. Change’s bill’s amendments to GS 130A-336 by specifying 
that no improvement permit is required in order to do “maintenance” on a sanitary sewage 
system. 


H 462. REVENUE EMPLOYEES SERVE PAPERS. Introduced 4/1. House amendments delete pro- 
visions granting to Dep’t of Revenue employees the power to execute search warrants. 


H 464. SEED FEES REVISED. Introduced 4/1. House committee substitute adopted 4/17 makes 
following changes in original bill: (1) Changes the bill’s amendments to GS 106-277.28(2) to pro- 
vide that the schedule of seed dealer license fees set out there applies only to dealers offering 
seeds for sale (thereby excluding, for instance, dealers who only export from the state). (2) 
Changes the bill’s amendments to GS 106-277.28(3) so that it now provides that each seed 
dealer or grower who has seed, whether originated or labeled by the dealer or grower, that is 
offered for sale in NC, must report the quantity of seed sold and pay an inspection fee of two 
cents for each container weighing 10 pounds or more; provides that the fee does not apply to 
seed grown by a farmer and offered for sale by the farmer at the farm where the seed was 
grown; (3) Deletes from GS 106-277.28(3) the requirement that seed dealers and growers make a 
$500 deposit with the Commissioner "to guarantee faithful performance with the provisions of this 
section.” Amends title accordingly. 


H 574. FOSCOE INCORPORATED. Intro. 4/2. House committee substitute makes technical 
corrections. 


H 610. MARTIN COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. Introduced 4/8. House amendment makes tech- 
nical corrections. 


SENATE BILLS

Specifies that in 1991 
and every four years thereafter the Senate will elect at least two members of the political party 
having the largest minority of the members of the General Assembly and the House will elect at 
least two women and two members of a minority race, and that in 1993 and every four years 
thereafter the House and Senate swap those responsibilities. Provides that in electing members 
to the Board of Governors, the Senate and the House select from a slate of nominees made in 
each house, prepared as provided by resolution in each house. For each category for which 
members of the Board of Governors are to be elected, the slate is to contain at least twice the 
number of nominees as total seats open. Each house is to hold its election within 30 legislative 
days after appointments to its Education Committee are complete. Provides that every person 
who has served at least one full term as chairman of the board is a member emeritus, regardless 
of his age (now, must have served the term and not have attained age of 70).

INSURANCE UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF RESIDENT LICENSED INSURANCE AGENTS AND

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H 920. PLAT REGISTRATION. "TO ALLOW PLATS OF REAL ESTATE DEVELOPMENTS TO BE 
PRESENTED TO THE REGISTER OF DEEDS FOR REGISTRATION OR RECORD BEFORE ALL 
CORNERS IN THE DEVELOPMENT ARE PERMANENTLY MARKED." GS 39-32.3 now states that a 
register of deeds may not accept for registration or record any subdivision map or plat that does 
not show the location of control corners. This bill adds a provision that it is not necessary that 
metal stakes or other permanent markings be in place at all subdivided lot corners in order to 
record such a plat.

H 921. UNC NONRESIDENT TUITION INCREASE. "TO PHASE IN THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
NONRESIDENTS AT THE CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA 
PAY THE FULL COST OF THEIR EDUCATION." Amends GS 116-144 to delete requirement that 
UNC nonresident tuition be close to rates charged by comparable schools. Effective for 1991-92 
academic year requires UNC Board of Governors to set nonresident tuition at 100% of the cost of 
providing education. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 922. NOTIFY LIENHOLDER OF SETTLEMENT. "TO REQUIRE THAT A MOTOR VEHICLE 
LIABILITY POLICY SHALL REQUIRE THAT THE LIENHOLDER BE NOTIFIED OF SETTLEMENT OF AN 
INSURED’S PROPERTY CLAIMS." Adds new GS 20-279.21 providing that every motor vehicle liabil- 
ity policy must provide that the primary lienholder listed on the title of an insured motor vehicle 
must be notified, at least 10 days in advance, of the issuance of a property damage settlement 
check to an insured, or, if the prior notice is not made, that the settlement check be made pay- 
able to the insured and that lienholder. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 923. CLARIFY UNC BOARD NOMINATION. "TO CLARIFY THE PROCEDURES GOVERNING THE 
SELECTION OF NOMINEES FOR ELECTION TO THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF NORTH CAROLINA AND THE TIME FOR HOLDING THE ELECTION.” Amends GS 116-6 to 
specify that the Senate and the House of Representatives each elects one-half of the persons 
necessary to fill vacancies on the UNC Board of Governors every two years, except that the 
chamber that filled the seat originally fills a vacancy in an unexpired term. Specifies that in 1991 
and every four years thereafter the Senate will elect at least two members of the political party 
having the largest minority of the members of the General Assembly and the House will elect at 
least two women and two members of a minority race, and that in 1993 and every four years 
thereafter the House and Senate swap those responsibilities. Provides that in electing members 
to the Board of Governors, the Senate and the House select from a slate of nominees made in 
each house, prepared as provided by resolution in each house. For each category for which 
members of the Board of Governors are to be elected, the slate is to contain at least twice the 
number of nominees as total seats open. Each house is to hold its election within 30 legislative 
days after appointments to its Education Committee are complete. Provides that every person 
who has served at least one full term as chairman of the board is a member emeritus, regardless 
of his age (now, must have served the term and not have attained age of 70).

H 924. AIR PERMITS/LOCAL ORDINANCES. "TO PROHIBIT THE ISSUANCE OF A PERMIT TO 
EMIT AIR CONTAMINANTS UNTIL EACH LOCAL GOVERNMENT HAVING JURISDICTION STATES 
THAT THE PROPOSED FACILITY IS CONSISTENT WITH LOCAL LAND-USE PLANS IF IT HAS SUCH A 
PLAN." Amends GS 143-215.108 to provide that air quality permits may only be issued to facilities 
that are consistent with city and county zoning and subdivision ordinances applicable to site. 
Applicants for such state permits are to submit by certified mail to the applicable city or county a 
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request for a statement of consistency and a copy of the state air quality permit application. If 
the city or county does not respond to the state within 15 days of receipt of the request the 
application may be considered without reference to the local ordinances. Effective October 1, 
1991 and applies to permits issued on or after that date.

H 925. PLUMBING/HTG. EXAM GRACE PERIOD. "TO PROVIDE A GRACE PERIOD FOR 
PLUMBING AND HEATING CONTRACTORS ELIGIBLE TO OBTAIN A LICENSE WITHOUT 
EXAMINATION.” Amends GS 87-21 to provide that plumbing and heating contractors in business 
for at least five years as of July 6, 1971 in an area previously not subject to licensure require- 
ments, and continuously in business since then, must upon application be issued a license with- 
out examination. Expires Dec. 31, 1991. ;

H 926. TICKET PRICE SERVICE FEE. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE PROMOTER AND TICKET SALES 
AGENT MAY AGREE TO CHARGE A REASONABLE SERVICE FEE THAT EXCEEDS THREE 
DOLLARS." Amends GS 14-344 to exempt the initial sale of tickets by ticket sales agents from $3 
per ticket limit on ticket sale service fees.

H 927. ARCHAEOLOGICAL RESOURCES BLANK. "TO STRENGTHEN THE PROTECTION GIVEN 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL RESOURCES." Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 928. NO BOND FOR CERTAIN ACTIONS. "70 ELIMINATE BOND IN ACTIONS WHERE THE 
STATE OR A COUNTY IS THE PLAINTIFF." Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 55(c), to add actions in which 
the state or a county is the plaintiff to exemption from bond requirements where service is by 
publication and default judgments are entered.

H 929. TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS TO THE LAW.” Makes 
two citation corrections in GS Ch. 7A. 
Introduced by Kennedy. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 930. PARENTAL LEAVE ACT. "70 ENTITLE EMPLOYEES TO PARENTAL LEAVE UPON THE 
BIRTH OR ADOPTION OF A CHILD." Adds new Art. 20 ("Parental Leave Act”) to GS. Ch 95. 
Provides that an employer (who employs 25 or more employees for each working day during each 
of 20 or more calendar workweeks in the current or preceding year) must provide an employee 
(defined as someone who has worked for the employer for at least 900 hours in the previous 12 
months and for a minimum of 12 months) a total of 12 workweeks of parental leave during any 
24-month period because of the birth of a child of the employee or adoption of a child under age 
five. Except in an emergency, the employee must give the employer advance written notice of the 
requested dates of the leave. Employee must notify employer immediately if the employee realizes 
it will not be possible to return to work at the end of (or before the end of) the leave. The 
employer may treat failure to return by the end of the leave as a resignation. The 12-week leave 
could be used at any time within the first year after the birth or adoption. The leave is unpaid, 
but employee or employer may elect to substitute employee’s paid vacation leave, personal leave, 
or other parental leave for all or part of the 12 weeks. Upon return from leave, the employee is 
entitled to be restored to the position of employment held before the leave began or to an 
equivalent position with equivalent benefits, pay, seniority, retirement, fringe benefits, and other 
conditions of employment. Seniority does not accrue during the leave. Employer must maintain 
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coverage under any group health plan for the duration of the leave just as if the employee were 
not on leave. Unlawful acts include any discrimination against an employee for requesting or 
taking parental leave. Employee may bring civil action to enforce the act and court may grant 
injunctions, restraining orders, and lost wages as well as attorneys’ fees. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Kennedy. Referred to Judiciary |. 


H 931. PRIVATE PROPERTY PROTECTIONS. "TO REQUIRE GOVERNMENTAL COMPENSATIONS 
FOR PROPERTY RIGHTS INFRINGEMENT, TO ESTABLISH INVERSE CONDEMNATION 
PROCEDURES, AND TO PROVIDE FOR REGULATORY ROLLBACK PROCEDURES." Creates new GS 
Chapter 47D. GS 47D-2 provides that when any regulation by the state or any of its political 
subdivisions reduces the value of property to 75% or less of its fair market value for uses allowed 
as of Jan. 1, 1992, or the date of acquisition, whichever is later, compensation must be paid to 
the owner by the governmental unit or units imposing the regulation. The required compensation 
is value of the interest taken or the decrease in fair market value. Waiver of this right to compen- 
sation may not be a condition of governmental approval to use real property. GS 47D-3 provides 
that no compensation is required for regulation of uses determined to be public nuisances in fact, 
provided that such a determination in subject to full judicial review. GS 47D-4 provides that the 
statute of limitations for ordinary actions brought for injuries to real property applies to claims for 
compensation, with the period starting upon the final administrative decision actually applying the 
regulation to the property involved. This statute of limitations is also to be applied to any claim 
brought pursuant to any other provision of law. This act is also applied to the application of 
existing regulations, including zoning, in effect as Jan. 1, 1992. GS 47D-5 provides that if com- 
pensation is ordered, the governmental unit may elect to relax the regulation and be liable for the 
cost of the inverse condemnation action plus the actual losses of the landowner or user during 
the time the regulation was in effect. Such relaxation of regulations is exempted from any public 
hearing or environmental review. GS 47D-6 provides that this act does not preclude legal chal- 
lenges where there is less than a 25% diminution in value or on other grounds. GS 47D-7 re- 
quires that tax assessments reflect reductions in market value due to regulations. Effective Jan. 
1, 1992 and applicable to governmental actions on or after that date.

H $32. OFFICIAL STATE TARTAN (=S 713). "TO ADOPT THE CAROLINA TARTAN AS THE 
OFFICIAL SCOTTISH TARTAN OF THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA." Identical to S 713, intro- 
duced 18 April.

H 933. PRISON CONCESSION NOT TAX EXEMPT. "TO REPEAL THE SALES TAX EXEMPTION FOR 
PRISON CONCESSION SALES." Repeals sales tax exemption for purchases from concession 
stands in prisons. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 934. OPEN BALLOT ACCESS. "7O OPEN BALLOT ACCESS FOR CANDIDATES OF NEW 
POLITICAL PARTIES AND INDEPENDENTS." 

New parties. Currently, the election laws found in GS Ch. 163 speak of the “creation” of 
new political parties and require that for the creation of a new political party, there must be a 
petition signed by a number equivalent to 2% of the total number of voters in the most recent 
general election for Governor, with at least 200 signatures from each congressional district. The 
laws then “define” a political party as a group of voters which in the last preceding state election 
polled for its candidate for Governor or for President at least 10% of the entire vote cast in one 
of those races and provides that when a party’s vote falls below that level it ceases to meet the 
definition of “party.” This bill amends GS 163-97 and various other sections in GS Ch. 163 to 
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change the reference so that the statutes no longer would speak of “creation” of political parties 
but would speak instead of gaining the right to "placement on the ballot of candidates” of a new 
party. The bill would provide that when a new party presents signatures of equal to 0.5% of the 
total number of voters in the last general election for Governor, that party would have the right to 
have its candidates placed on the ballot, and that that right would continue so long as the party 
polled at least 1% of the total vote for Governor or President. Current law provides that at the 
first election after the creation of a new party, that party’s candidates’ names appear on ballots 
for state, congressional, and national offices but not for other offices. This bill would have the 
new party’s candidates’ names on the ballot for all partisan offices in that first election. 
Unaffiliated candidates. Current law provides that for an unaffiliated candidate to get on the 
ballot, there must be presented petitions signed by 2% of the qualified voters of the state for 
statewide offices, 5% of the qualified voters for a district office, 10% for a county office, and 
10% for a partisan municipal office. This bill amends GS 163-122(a) and -296 to change each of 
those percentages to 0.5%.

H 935. ARCHITECTS CLAIMS. "TO ESTABLISH A CLAIMS REVIEW PANEL FOR CIVIL ACTIONS 
INVOLVING ARCHITECTURAL SERVICES." Adds new 83A-18 to permit any party in a civil action 
arising out of the provision of architectural services to ask NC Board of Architecture to appoint a 
panel to review the merits of the claim. Panel consists of two licensed architects and a member 
of the public appointed by the plaintiff who has no experience in architecture or any related field. 
Provides that architects on panel may serve as expert witnesses in civil action, although the fact 
of review or decision of panel is not admissible as evidence. Amends GS 83A-15 to permit Board 
to discipline architects who refuse to serve on review panels or who, having done so, refuse to 
testify as experts. Adds new GS 1-539.25 to stay civil action during review. Adds new GS 6-216 to 
require court to award costs and attorneys’ fees to prevailing party in lawsuits involving architec- 
tural services if that party also prevailed before review panel, unless court finds that pursuing 
lawsuit was in fact justified. Also requires losing party to pay costs of review. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991.

H 936. PROBATION EXTENSION NOTIFICATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR NOTIFICATION TO A 
DEFENDANT THAT HIS PROBATION PERIOD MAY BE EXTENDED FOR UP TO THREE YEARS IF 
RESTITUTION IS NOT COMPLETED." Amends GS 15A-1342(a) to delete provision requiring defen- 
dant’s consent before extension of probation to allow for completion of restitution or medical or 
psychiatric treatment imposed as condition of probation. Requires court to inform defendant of 
possibility of extension at time probation is imposed. Amends GS 15A-1351(a) to provide that 
special probation is also subject to extension. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 937. SCHOOLS OF CHOICE BLANK BILL. "TO AUTHORIZE A SCHOOLS OF CHOICE PROGRAM 
IN COUNTIES WITH A POPULATION OF MORE THAN 300,000 PEOPLE AND IN WHICH THERE IS 
MORE THAN ONE LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Wood. Referred to Rules. 


H 938. SCHOOL EQUITY FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE EQUALIZATION FUNDS FOR THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS." Appropriates $11,913,069 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from General Fund to 
Department of Public Education for small school system supplemental funding. The State Board 
of Education is to allocate these funds to each county school administrative unit with an average 
daily membership of less than 3,000 students to be used to provide additional teachers and in- 
crease other funding.

* Appropriates $120,041,148 for each year of 1991-93 biennium for an equalization formula 
for schools for counties in which the tax base per student is less than the state average adjusted 
property tax base per student, calculated as follows: (1) divide the county adjusted property tax 
base per student by the state adjusted property tax base per student; (2) multiply the result by 
the state average current expense appropriations per student; (3) subtract the resulting amount 
per student from the state average county current expense appropriation per student; and (4) 
multiply that result by the average daily membership of the students in the school. 

To receive funds under these appropriations, counties would have to maintain an effective 
county tax rate that is at least 100% of the state average. Counties would have to use these 
funds to supplement and not supplant existing state and local funding for public schools. The 
Local Government Commission would be responsible for analyzing the budgets and expenditures 
of units to determine whether the units were in fact supplanting.

TO REGULATION PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 9C OF CHAPTER 66 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." 
Amends GS 66-49.27 as title indicates.

H 940. JURY INSTRUCTION/MULTIPLE DAMAGES. "7O ALLOW A JUDGE, IN ACTIONS WHERE 
THE DAMAGE AWARD THAT THE JURY RETURNS IS DOUBLED OR TRIPLED, TO, IN HIS 
DISCRETION, CHARGE OR INSTRUCT THE JURY ACCORDINGLY." Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 51, to 
provide that when a damage award will by law be doubled or trebled, the judge may, in his 
discretion, inform or instruct the jury accordingly.

H 941. SERVICE PROCESS CHANGE. "7O AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA RULES OF CIVIL 
PROCEDURE TO PROVIDE THAT NOTICE OF THE MANNER OF SERVICE OF PROCESS SHALL BE 
FILED WHEN SERVICE IS MADE OTHER THAN BY PERSONAL DELIVERY." Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 
4, as title indicates.

H 942. REDUCTION IN FORCE PRIORITY. ”"7TO PROVIDE PRIORITY CONSIDERATION TO STATE

indicates.

H 943. RETIREMENT CREDIT UNUSED VACATION. "TO ALLOW STATE EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT 
SERVICE CREDIT FOR ACCUMULATED VACATION IN EXCESS OF THIRTY DAYS." Amends GS 135- 
4(e) to provide that, after July 1, 1991, a state employee with accumulated unused vacation leave 
of more than 30 days is entitled to one month of service credit toward retirement for each 20 
days, not to exceed one month of credit for each two years of prior service; but accumulated 
vacation leave is not be be counted in computing service for disability benefits or vested deferred 
allowances.

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H 944. TIME TO APPEAL/PAUPERS. "TO AMEND G.S. 1-288 REGARDING THE TIME FOR TAKING 
APPEAL IN FORMA PAUPERIS IN ORDER TO CONFORM THIS STATUTE TO THE RULES OF 
APPELLATE PROCEDURE." As title indicates; provides that appeals must be taken within 30 days 
of the entry of judgment or order from which appeal is taken.

H 945. UNIFORM JAIL FEES. "TO AMEND THE LAW PROVIDING FOR UNIFORM JAIL FEES." 
Amends GS 7A-313 to raise fees paid by those confined in jails from $5 to $14.50 per day, and 
sets $290 maximum charge; does not affect agreements to house federal prisoners at different 
rate. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 946. HOMEOWNER/CONDO ASS’N LIENS. "7O PROVIDE FOR HOMEOWNER AND 
CONDOMINIUM ASSOCIATION LIENS." Adds new Art. 5 ("Homeowner and Condominium 
Association Liens”) to GS Ch. 44A, providing that a nonprofit homeowners’ or condominium 
owners’ association has a lien on a lot or unit for any assessment levied against that lot or unit, 
or fines imposed against the owner of the lot or unit, from the time the assessment or fine be- 
comes due. Unless the underlying instrument creating the obligation of the owner to pay the 
assessments provides differently, fees, charges, late charges, fines, and interest charged are en- 
forceable as assessments under this act. Such a lien takes priority over all other liens and en- 
cumbrances except (1) liens and encumbrances recorded before the recording of the underlying 
instrument; (2) a first security interest in the lot or unit recorded before the assessment became 
delinquent; and (3) liens for real estate taxes and other governmental assessments and charges. 
Recording of the underlying instrument constitutes record notice and perfection of the lien. No 
other recording is necessary. The lien is extinguished if no action is taken to enforce it within 
three years after the full amount of the assessments become due. Makes conforming changes in 
GS 47C-3-116. Effective Jan. 1, 1992 and applies to assessments or fines imposed then and 
later.

H 947. LAW OFFICERS’ 25-YEAR RETIREMENT. "TO ALLOW LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS

THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO RETIRE WITH UNREDUCED 
BENEFITS AFTER COMPLETING TWENTY-FIVE YEARS OF SERVICE." Adds GS 135-5(b13) (TSERS) 
and GS 128-27(b13) as title indicates, effective for persons retiring on or after July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Hensley. Referred to Pensions. 


H 948. ADJOURN SINE DIE JUNE 28. "PROVIDING FOR ADJOURNMENT SINE DIE OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Adjourns 1991 General Assembly sine die at 6:00 p.m. on 28 June. 
Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Rules. 


H 949. CHILD WITNESS PRIVACY. "TO PROVIDE PROCEDURES TO PROTECT THE PRIVACY OF 
CHILDREN REQUIRED TO TESTIFY." Amends GS 7A-675(g) to forbid disclosure of information that 
would identify any juvenile victim of abuse or neglect. Amends GS 15-166 to permit court in child 
abuse and neglect trials to exclude from the courtroom during the testimony of the victim or any 
witness under the age of 16 everyone but the defendant, the officers of the court, and those 
engaged in the trial of the case. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

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H 950. JURY INSTRUCTIONS/LIFE SENTENCES. "CONCERNING JURY INSTRUCTIONS ON LIFE 
SENTENCES IN CAPITAL CASES." Repeals GS 15-176.4 which provides that when a defendant is 
indicted for a crime for which the penalty is death, the court, on the request of either party, will 
instruct the jury that the death penalty will be imposed upon the return of a verdict of guilty. Adds 
new GS 15-176.4A providing that at a proceeding to determine punishment for a capital felony 
conviction, the court must instruct the jury that a sentence of life imprisonment means that the 
defendant may spend the rest of his life in prison or may, only after he has been imprisoned 20 
years, be paroled, if the Parole Commission grants parole. The court is to instruct: "You have 
been given these instructions so that you will have a general understanding of the meaning of life 
imprisonment. You are now instructed, however, that the matter of parole is not to be considered 
by you in determining the punishment for the defendant, and you may not speculate as to if, or 
when, parole will or will not be granted. Your sole function is to determine whether the defendant 
will receive the death penalty or whether the defendant will be sentenced to life imprisonment.” 
Effective Oct. 1, 1991 and applies to trials occurring then and later.

H 951. NOTICE OF INTENT TO EJECT. "7TO REQUIRE A LANDLORD TO NOTIFY THE COUNTY 
DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL SERVICES BEFORE FILING AN ACTION FOR SUMMARY EJECTMENT." 
Requires lessor to notify dep’t of social services in county where lessee resides of intention to file 
action for summary ejectment for nonpayment of rent. Forbids landlord from requesting issuance 
of summons if dep’t, or agency working with dep’t, tenders rent within five days of lessor’s notice. 
Requires termination of pending action to recover premises for nonpayment of rent if dep’t or 
agency tenders rent due and costs of action. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 952. WORKERS’ COMP. FOR FARM WORKERS. "7O BRING CERTAIN SEASONAL FARM 
WORKERS OF CERTAIN FARM OWNERS, FARM OPERATORS, AND AGRICULTURAL 
ESTABLISHMENTS WITH THE PURVIEW OF THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT.” Amends defini- 
tion of “employment” in GS 97-2 to include agricultural employments where aggregate wages of 
$2,000 to three or more agricultural workers are paid in the current or preceding year (now, 10 or 
more full-time nonseasonal agricultural workers) and definition of “employee” to include workers 
of farm labor contractor as employees of farm owner/operator unless contractor has workers’ 
compensation coverage in effect. Makes conforming amendment to GS 97-13(b). 

introduced by Hackney. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 953. AREA AUTHORITY SPA EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT AREA MENTAL HEALTH, 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE AUTHORITIES FROM CERTAIN 
PROVISIONS OF THE STATE PERSONNEL ACT." Amends GS 126-11 to provide that an area 
authority, with approval of the appropriate board(s) of county commissioners, may establish a per- 
sonnel system equivalent to the state system and, if the State Personnel Comm’n approves, the 
authority's employees will be exempt from all portions of GS Ch. 126 except Art. 6 (equal employ- 
ment opportunity). Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 954. STATE SUBSIDIES/DETENTION HOMES. "TO PROVIDE THAT STATE SUBSIDIES SHALL BE 
PAID TO COUNTY-OPERATED DETENTION HOMES FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN FROM WITHIN 
THE COUNTY AS WELL AS FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN FROM ANOTHER COUNTY.” GS 134A-38 
now provides that the state should pay 50% of the "operating costs” of a county juvenile deten- 
tion home that meets state standards and 100% of the "per capita daily cost” of caring for a 
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child from another county, with the county of residence of the out-of-county child reimbursing the 
state for 50%. of the daily per capita cost. This bill revises the formula to provide that the state is 
to pay a “per diem” equal to 50% of the "total cost” of caring for a child from within the county 
and 100% of the “total” cost of caring for a child from another county. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by McLaughlin. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 955. CONSUMER FINANCE ACT CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA CONSUMER 
FINANCE ACT TO MODIFY THE RATES AND FEES ALLOWED TO BE CHARGED, TO GRANT 
AUTHORITY TO WRITE INSURANCE IN THE SAME PLACE OF BUSINESS, AND TO ALLOW THE 
TAKING OF SECOND MORTGAGES ON REAL PROPERTY.” Amends GS 53-172 to permit consumer 
finance agency to sell insurance in the same place of business in which it makes loans. Amends 
GS 53-173 to permit agencies to charge $40 processing fee. Raises maximum amount of loan to 
$5,000 and raises maximum interest charges to 30% per year on first $1,500 of loan, 24% on 
next $500, and 21% on next $3,000 (now, 36% on first $600 and 15% on rest up to $3,000 
maximum). Raises maximum interest rates (not dollar amount limits) by 5% per year in any year 
in which the federal Consumer Price Index increases by 5% or more. Amends GS 53-176 to 
delete prohibition on securing loans allowed by that section by deeds of trust or mortgages on 
real estate. Amends GS 53-180 to permit $3,000 to $5,000 loans to be secured by real property 
and to increase minimum amount of home loan offered by affiliates and subsidiaries operating in 
same Office from $3,000 to $5,000.

H 956. BAN DAY CARE CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. "TO BAN CORPORAL PUNISHMENT IN DAY 

CARE.” Amends GS 110-91 and -101 to provide that the use of corporal punishment as a form of 
discipline is prohibited in day care facilities and homes and may not be used by any operator or 

staff member. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 957. STATE SALARY INEQUITIES CORRECTED. "TO CORRECT INEQUITIES IN THE SALARIES 
OF EQUALLY QUALIFIED MINORITIES, FEMALES, AND WHITE MALES WITHIN OCCUPATIONAL 
CATEGORIES IN STATE EMPLOYMENT.” Directs head of each state agency and department and 
UNC and constituent institutions to identify within occupational categories salary inequities among 
equally qualified state employees within subgroups, specifically including minorities, females, and 
white males, defining salary inequity to mean a difference of at least 10% between the salaries of 
employees in the same job classifications whose employment statuses are relatively equal with 
regard to education, related work experience, level within the organization, length of service, and 
performance level. Each head is then to submit a request to the Office of State Personnel to 
correct the inequities. OSP is then to report to the Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental 
Operations and the Joint Legislative Committee on Public Employees quarterly and take appro- 
priate action to correct inequities,. using salary reserves of the affected agencies, departments 
and institutions unless future appropriations are made for the purpose. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 958. PERSONNEL COMMISSION EXPANSION. "TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF MEMBERS OF 
THE STATE PERSONNEL COMMISSION." Amends GS 126-2 to expand State Personnel 
Commission from seven to eleven members. Seven members are to be appointed by the 
Governor and must meet the same qualifications as required by current law; the four additional 
members are to be appointed by the General Assembly, two on recommendation of the Speaker 
of the House and two on recommendation of the President pro tempore of the Senate. Provides 
that members may only be removed by appointing body. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to State Government. 
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H 959. PERSONNEL SUPERVISORY TRAINING. "CONCERNING REQUIRED TRAINING OF 
SUPERVISORS EMPLOYED BY THE STATE WITHIN THE FIRST YEAR OF APPOINTMENT OR 
PROMOTION." Adds new GS 126-16.1 directing the head of each state agency, each state 
department, and UNC to enroll each newly appointed supervisor or manager in the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Institute operated by the Division of Equal Opportunity Services in the 
Office of State Personnel and to pay OSP for the training. OSP is to report semiannually to the 
Speaker of the House and the President Pro Tempore of the Senate on implementation. Effective 
July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 960. STATE USE REUSABLE HAND TOWELS. ”"7O PHASE IN THE USE OF REUSABLE HAND 
TOWELS IN STATE OFFICES THROUGHOUT THE STATE BY JANUARY 1, 1994.” Adds GS 130A- 
309.14(j) as title indicates; applies to each state agency, General Assembly, General Court of 
Justice, and UNC system. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Environment. 


H 961. BAN PVC PLASTICS. "TO PROHIBIT THE DISTRIBUTION, SALE, AND OFFERING FOR SALE 
OF PLASTIC CONTAINERS PRODUCED FROM POLYVINYL CHLORIDE." Adds GS 130A-309.10(e1) 
to prohibit distribution or sale of PVC containers after Jan. 1, 1993. 

introduced by Redwine. Referred to Environment. 


H 962. DISPOSAL OF PAINTS & SOLVENTS. "TO PROHIBIT CERTAIN ACTS REGARDING PAINTS 
AND SOLVENTS.” Adds GS 130A-309.29 to make unlawful the following acts regarding paints and 
solvents, effective Jan. 1, 1993: (1) handling in any manner that endangers public health; (2) 
discharging into sewers, septic tanks, or open waters; (3) disposal in landfills unless approved by 
DEHNR; (4) mix with solid waste to be put in landfill; or (5) mix with hazardous substance that 
makes the mixture unsuitable for recycling or beneficial use. Makes violation a general misde- 
meanor. Provides that person who unknowingly places in a landfill solid waste that has been 
mixed with paints or solvents does not violate the prohibition. Provides generally that paints or 
solvents shall not be used for purposes that have potential to release them into the environment. 
Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Environment. 


H 963. REALIGN RESIDENCY DISTRICTS. "TO CLARIFY AND EXPAND THE AUTHORITY OF 
LOCAL BOARDS TO REVISE RESIDENCY DISTRICTS.” Amends GS 160A-1 and 153A-1 to include 
definition of "electoral district” as a district whose voters have the exclusive right to vote for 
candidates in that district and "residency district” as a district in which candidates must reside 
but are voted on by the entire jurisdiction. Amends GS 160A-23, 160A-22, and 153A-58 to allow 
residency districts to be redrawn to achieve greater equality in population (for cities, even if not 
required by federal law). Makes other conforming changes. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Legislative Redistricting. 


H 964. NONPARTISAN PRIMARY BALLOTS. "TO CLARIFY THAT, WHEN MUNICIPALITIES USE 
THE NONPARTISAN-PRIMARY-AND-ELECTION METHOD, NO VOTER MAY CAST MORE VOTES THAN 
THERE ARE POSITIONS TO BE FILLED." Amends GS 163-294 by adding a provision that in the 
circumstances cited in the title, "In both the primary and election, a voter should not mark more 
names for any office than there are positions to be filled by election.” 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Courts. 
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H 965. LOCAL REVENUE BOND CHANGES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ADVANCEMENT OF FUNDS 
FOR REVENUE BOND PROJECTS BY POLITICAL SUBDIVISIONS TO THEIR CONSTITUTED 
AUTHORITIES; TO AUTHORIZE THE REPAYMENT OF SUCH ADVANCES FROM REVENUE BOND 
PROCEEDS; AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF COUNTY AND CITY OFFICIALS TO 
GOVERNING BOARDS OF AUTHORITIES." Amends GS 159-83(a) to authorize counties, cities, 
towns, and incorporated villages to make contributions, loans, or advances to a municipality (as 
defined in GS 159-81) for any revenue bond project. Authorizes municipalities to reimburse those 
funds from revenue bond proceeds. Makes conforming amendment to GS 159-81(3). Adds new 
GS 159-27.1 to require that funds received as reimbursements be returned to the fund from 
which they came. Provides that if funds were themselves the proceeds of a bond issue, they must 
be applied under applicable terms of the instrument securing payment of the bond. If instrument 
does not contain such terms, funds go to either the same general purpose as those for which the 
bond was issued or to pay debt service on the bond issue. Once bond is repayed reimburse- 
ments go to general fund. 

Amends GS 128-1.2 to provide that city and county managers, attorneys, finance officers 
and clerks appointed to serve on another board or commission will not considered to be serving 
in a separate office. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Finance. 


H 966. DISSOLVE INACTIVE SANITARY DISTRICT. "TO ALLOW DISSOLUTION OF SANITARY 
DISTRICTS FOR WHICH NO DISTRICT BOARD MEMBERS HAVE BEEN ELECTED FOR EIGHT 
YEARS.” Adds new GS 130-85(a1) [130A-85(a1)] providing that the board of county commissioners 
may dissolve a sanitary district located entirely within the county for which no district board mem- 
bers have been elected within eight years preceding dissolution if (1) the district has no outstand- 
ing indebtedness, (2) the board of commissioners adopts a plan providing for continued operation 
and services, if any, previously being performed by the district; no plan may be adopted unless at 
the time of adoption any water and sewer or sanitary system being operated in the district is in 
compliance with applicable regulations; and (3) the board of commissioners adopts a resolution 
finding that the best interests of the citizens of the district and the county will be served by the 
dissolution and by the provision of the services by the commissioners. 

Introduced by Loflin. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 967. UNIVERSITY JOIN MUNICIPAL AGENCY. "TO PERMIT CERTAIN CONSTITUENT 
INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO BECOME MEMBERS OF A JOINT 
MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE AGENCY AND TO PERMIT ASSOCIATE MEMBERSHIPS TO SUCH 
AGENCY." Creates GS 159B-48 to allow UNC institutions that own system or facility for genera- 
tion, transmission, or distribution of electric power to become a member of a joint municipal 
assistance agency. Creates GS 159B-49 to allow such agencies to have associate members who 
do not have the right to appoint commissioners, vote, share in the distribution of assets upon 
dissolution, or share in income. 

Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 968. SCHOOL ADMINISTRATOR TRAINING. "TO ENHANCE THE TRAINING AND CERTIFICATION 
STANDARDS FOR SCHOOL PRINCIPALS AND TO REQUIRE TRAINING OF SCHOOL BOARD 
MEMBERS." Amends GS 115C-284 for the following purposes: (1) to prohibit the State Board of 
Education from issuing provisional certificates for principals and assistant principals and to 
remove the explicit authorization for the employment of temporary personnel without certificates in 
those positions under rules of the State Board; and (2) to direct the Board to develop a plan for 
upgrading the training of principals and assistant principals. Adds new GS 115C-12.1 directing 
the State Board to establish minimum training requirements for its own members and directing 
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State Board members to participate in such training. Adds new GS 115C-50 directing all mem- 
bers of local board of education to receive 12 hours of training per year, including school law, 
public school finance, and duties and responsibilities of the board. Specifies that the training may 
be provided by the North Carolina School Boards Association, the Institute of Government, or 
other qualified sources at the choice of the local school board. Amends GS 116-11.2 to direct the 
UNC Board of Governors to have each constituent institution with programs in educational admini- 
stration to revise the programs to reflect any increased standards required for programs by the 
State Board under its plan provided for above, including new requirements for school-based 
leadership in the public schools. Directs the Board of Governors to monitor the programs and 
devise an assessment plan for all programs leading to certification in education administration. 
Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $570,000 for fiscal 1992-93 from the General 
Fund to the Board of Governors of UNC to expand the Principals Executive Program operated by 
the Institute of Government. Specifies that of these funds, $150,000 each year is to be used to 
expand the program at the Chapel Hill site and $420,000 in 1992-93 is to be used to provide the 
program at additional sites throughout the state and to offer the program to assistant principals. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Education. 


H 969. NO PASS, NO DRIVE. "TO REQUIRE HIGH SCHOOL AGE CHILDREN TO PASS IN HIGH 
SCHOOL TO BE ELIGIBLE FOR DRIVERS LICENSES." Amends GS 20-9 (issuance of license), 20-16 
(suspension of license), and 115C-276 (duties of school superintendents) to provide persons 
under 18 years of age are not to have drivers licenses if they are in school but not maintaining 
passing grades in sufficient subjects to graduate or have dropped out of high school without 
graduating or completing or being enrolled in a vocational course of study within the community 
college system. Requires superintendents to notify Division of Motor Vehicles of students between 
ages of 15 and 18 who drop out of school or fail to maintain passing grades in sufficient sub- 
jects. Notification provision effective on ratification and licensing provisions effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Gardner. Referred to Education. 


H 970. NO PHYSICIAN’S PHARMACY PERMIT. "TO REPEAL THE REQUIREMENT FOR 
PHYSICIANS TO OBTAIN A PHARMACY PERMIT.” Repeals GS 90-85.21(b) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Gamble. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 971. DRUG EXPIRATION DATE ON LABEL. "TO REQUIRE THAT PRESCRIPTION DRUG LABELS 
CONTAIN THE EXPIRATION DATE OF THE MEDICATION.” Amends GS 90-85.29 as title indicates, 
effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Gamble. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 972. PREFERRED PROVIDER PAYMENTS. "TO MODIFY THE PROVISIONS REGULATING 'PRE- 
FERRED PROVIDERS.’ GS 58-50-55 (affecting insurance contracts in general) and GS 58-65-140 
(hospital, etc., service corporations) now provide that, with respect to preferred provider plans, 
nonparticipating providers may participate in other arrangements with a preferred provided, but 
the plan may provide for direct payment of health insurance benefits to the subscriber without 
right of assignment to the provider of health care services. This bill deletes that provision in both 
cited statutes and replaces it with a provision that requires the plan to honor an assignment of 
benefits to a nonparticipating provider unless that cannot be done for whatever reason, in which 
case the plan must notify the nonparticipating provider in writing prior to or concurrently with 
making payment that the assignment cannot be honored.

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H 973. INSURANCE BLANK BILL. "TO AFFECT THE INSURANCE LAWS OF THIS STATE." Blank 
bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Rules. 


H 974. NO CREDIT CARD NUMBER ON CHECKS. "7O PROTECT PURCHASERS AND 
DISCOURAGE FRAUD BY PROHIBITING A PERSON FROM REQUESTING OR RECORDING, AS A 
CONDITION OF ACCEPTING A CHECK, A CREDIT CARD NUMBER OR ANY OTHER PERSONAL 
IDENTIFICATION INFORMATION ON A CHECK OR OTHER DRAFT." Adds GS 75-36 as title indi- 
cates. Does not prohibit requesting credit card or drivers’ license for purpose of checking identifi- 
cation or credit worthiness, or recording the issuer of a credit card. Does not prohibit recording 
credit card numbers and expiration dates by persons who cash card holders’ checks under 
agreement by which card issuer guarantees payment of check. Authorizes person aggrieved by 
violation of this section to file civil action to recover greater of actual damages or $100, plus 
attorneys fees and court costs. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 975. NO PERSONAL INFO, CREDIT CARD TRX. "TO PREVENT THE RECORDATION OF 
PERSONAL IDENTIFICATION INFORMATION ON CREDIT CARD TRANSACTION FORMS." Adds new 
GS 75-36 to prohibit anyone who accepts credit cards for the transaction of business from requir- 
ing the credit card holder to write on the credit card transaction form, or from writing himself, any 
personal identification information such as credit card holder’s address, telephone number, or 
drivers license number, that is not required by the credit card issuer to complete the transaction, 
except that such information may be requested (1) if the person accepting the card needs the 
information for shipping, delivery, or installation of purchased merchandise or for special orders, 
(2) if the credit card issuer does not require authorization as to the availability of credit to com- 
plete the transaction, or (3) if the person accepting the card processes credit card transactions 
by mailing transaction forms to a designated bankcard center for settlement. Provides that a 
person aggrieved by a violation may institute an action to receive damages up to $100 and attor- 
neys’ fees. Effective October 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 976. FEDERAL OFFICER IMMUNITY. "TO PROTECT FEDERAL OFFICERS AGAINST CIVIL 
LIABILITY WHEN ASSISTING STATE OR LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." Adds GS 15A-406 
to authorize federal law enforcement officers to enforce criminal laws anywhere in North Carolina 
when: (1) federal officer has probable cause to believe criminal offense has been committee in 
his presence and officer is engaged in enforcing federal criminal laws at the time; (2) federal 
officer is asked by head of state or local law enforcement agency (or designee) to provide tem- 
porary assistance within that agency’s subject matter and jurisdiction; (3) federal officer is asked 
by state or local law officer to provide temporary assistance when local officer is, at the time, 
acting within scope of his subject matter and territorial jurisdiction. Under these circumstances, 
grants federal officer same powers and immunities as North Carolina officer, but provides that 
federal officer is not to be considered officer or agent of any state or local law enforcement 
agency. Provides that, for purposes of Federal Tort Claims Act, federal officer is acting within 
scope of employment while acting pursuant to this act. Provides that act does not expand author- 
ity of federal officers to initiate or conduct independent investigations into violation of NC law. 
Applies to the following full-time federal law enforcement officers authorized to carry firearms: 
Secret Service special agents; FBI special agents; Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco & Firearms spe- 
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cial agents; US Naval Investigative Service special agents; DEA special agents; US Customs 
Service officers; US Postal Service inspectors; IRS special agents; US Marshals Service marshals 
and deputies; US Forest Service officers; and National Park Service officers. Applies to actions by 
federal officers occurring on or after ratification date. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 977. PRIVATE PROPERTY RIGHTS STUDY. "TO CREATE A COMMISSION TO STUDY THE 
CUMULATIVE IMPACTS OF LEGISLATION AND REGULATION ON PRIVATE PROPERTY RIGHTS IN 
THIS STATE." Creates 13-member Comm'n to study topic described in title. Comm’n to comprise 
three private landowners appointed by Governor, Att’y General (or designee), Sec’y of DEHNR (or 
designee) and one other dep’t official appointed by Sec’y, Comm’r of Agriculture (or designee), 
three House members appointed by Speaker, and 3 Senators appointed by President Pro Tem. 
Directs Comm'n to report to 1993 session and thereupon to terminate. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Rules. 


H 978. FORESTRY/LIMIT NUISANCE LIABILITY. "TO PROTECT AGRICULTURAL OPERATIONS 
FROM NUISANCE SUITS UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." GS Ch. 106, Art. 57, now protects 
agricultural operations from nuisance liability under specified circumstances. This bill extends the 
application of Art. 57 to forestry operations. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Agriculture. 


H 979. SBI INVESTIGATE MISCONDUCT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE STATE BUREAU OF 
INVESTIGATION TO INVESTIGATE CRIMES INVOLVING MISCONDUCT IN PUBLIC OFFICE.” Amends 
GS 114-15 to add a provision authorizing SBI, on request of Governor or Att’y General, to investi- 
gate violations of GS Ch. 14, Art. 31 ("Misconduct in Public Office”). 

introduced by Anderson. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 980. EMPLOYEES CHECK CRIMINAL HISTORY. "TO RENAME THE DIVISION OF CRIMINAL 
STATISTICS AND TO AUTHORIZE IT TO PROVIDE CRIMINAL RECORD CHECKS TO EMPLOYEES 
WHO PROVIDE DIRECT CAREGIVING SERVICES TO THE PUBLIC.” Changes name of Div’n of 
Criminal Statistics to Div’n of Criminal Information. Amends GS 114-11.2 to permit any employer 
to obtain a criminal history check from Div’n on any job applicant with the applicant’s consent. 
Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Judiciary Iil. 


H. 981. AIR EMISSION PERMIT HEARING. "TO INCREASE LOCAL INVOLVEMENT IN THE 
DECISION TO ISSUE A PERMIT TO EMIT AIR CONTAMINANTS." AMENDS GS 143-215.108(b) to 
require the Environmental Management Comm'n to give notice of intent to issue or deny permit to 
state, federal, and interstate agencies, interested parties, and the public. Notice of intent to issue 
or deny is to be given at least 45 days prior to proposed decision. Requests for public hearings 
must be made in writing within 30 days of notice of intent. Public hearing may be held upon a 
determination by the Comm'n that there is significant public interest. At least 30 days public 
notice must be provided for public hearings. If the hearing is not held by the Comm'n, detailed 
minutes and exhibits are to be presented to the Comm'n. Permit decisions are to be made within 
60 days of notice of intent if no hearing is held and within 90 days of consideration of matters 
presented at hearing if there is a public hearing.

H 982. ZONING WILLIE M. HOMES. "TO AUTHORIZE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS TO LIMIT THE 


PROXIMITY OF FAMILY CARE HOMES HOUSING WILLIE M. CLIENTS.” Amends GS 168-22 to 
permit zoning regulations that prohibit a family care home in which individuals classified as Willie 
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M. clients are housed from being located within a two-mile radius of other such homes. 
Introduced by Black. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 983. SCHOOLS OF EDUCATION STANDARDS. "7O DIRECT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
TO ADOPT RULES TO STRENGTHEN THE CONTINUING AND COOPERATIVE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN SCHOOLS OF EDUCATION AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” Requires State Board of Education 
to adopt rules for approved schools of education that (1) require faculty who teach teaching 
methods to work regularly with public school teachers and be certified in the area in which they 
teach; (2) require all faculty to spend two weeks every two years teaching in a public school; (3) 
require schools to maintain a paid clinical faculty of full and part-time public school teachers; and 
(4) require schools to provide assistance to graduates in their first year of teaching who are em- 
ployed within 50 miles.

H 984. COMPARATIVE FAULT. "TO ADOPT A COMPARATIVE FAULT SYSTEM." Adds new GS Ch. 
1, Art. 43E ("Comparative Fault”) for purpose indicated in title. Provides that in an action based 


‘on fault seeking to recover damages for injury or death to a person or harm to property, any 


contributory fault chargeable to the claimant, if less that the fault or the combined fault of the 
party or parties against whom recovery is sought, diminishes proportionately the amount awarded 
as compensatory damages for an injury, death, or harm to property attributable to the claimant’s 
contributory fault, but does not bar recovery. This rule would apply whether or not under prior law 
the claimant’s contributory fault constituted a defense or was disregarded under applicable legal 
doctrine, such as "last clear chance.” If the contributory fault chargeable to the claimant is 
greater than or equal to the fault or combined fault of the party or parties against whom recovery 
is sought, that fact constitutes a bar to claimant’s recovery. Bill provides that new article would 
not affect tort claims against the state nor apply in any action or proceeding or claim in which the 
state defends a state employee. In all actions involving fault of more than one party, including 
third-party defendants, the court must, unless the parties otherwise agree, instruct the jury to 
answer special interrogatories (or, if there is no jury, make findings) indicating the amount of 
damages each claimant would be entitled to recover if contributory fault is disregarded and the 
percentage of the total fault of all the parties to each claim that is allocated to each claimant, 
defendant and third-party defendant, considering both the nature of the conduct and the extent of 
the causal relation between the conduct and the damages claimed. The court would then deter- 
mine the award of damages to each claimant in accordance with the findings. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991, and applies to causes of action arising on and after that date.

H 985. CITY REQUIRE GARBAGE SERVICE-2 (=S 618). "TO CLARIFY A CITY'S AUTHORITY TO 
REQUIRE PARTICIPATION IN ANY COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL SERVICES PROVIDED BY THE 
CITY.” Identical to S 618, introduced 15 April. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 986. NO HIGHWAY TAX ON SCHOOL BUSES (=S 691). "TO EXEMPT PUBLIC SCHOOL BUSES 
FROM THE HIGHWAY USE TAX." Identical to S 691, introduced 18 April. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Finance. 


H 987. DRIVERS LICENSE SUSPENSION PERIOD. "TO REQUIRE A PERSON TO BE CONVICTED 
DURING THE PERIOD OF DRIVERS LICENSE SUSPENSION FOR AN ACT COMMITTED DURING 
THAT PERIOD BEFORE THAT PERIOD MAY BE LENGTHENED.” Amends GS 20-28. 1(a) as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 
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H 988. PROTECT WOODPECKER HABITAT. "TO PROHIBIT THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION FROM PROCEEDING WITH ANY CONSTRUCTION PROJECT IN AREAS 
CONTAINING HABITATS OF THE RED-COCKADED WOODPECKER.” Adds GS 136-102.7 as title indi- 
cates; applies when US Fish and Wildlife Service has issued jeopardy biological opinion stating 
that project is likely to jeopardize red-cockaded woodpecker. 

Introduced by Morgan. Referred to Transportation. 


H 989. HOTEL GUEST ROOM CABINETS. "TO PROVIDE A SEPARATE PERMIT FOR HOTELS 
CHOOSING TO OFFER ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE SALES FROM LOCKED CABINETS IN GUEST 
ROOMS." Amends GS 18B-1001 to authorize Alcoholic Beverage Control Comm'n to issue permit 
allowing hotels holding mixed beverage permits in certain counties to sell alcoholic beverages 
from locked cabinets in guest rooms. Sets application and renewal fees for permit at $100 and 
$75 respectively. Adds to uniform sale price for spirituous liquor $15 per four liters on liquor sold 
from guest cabinets. Amends GS 18B-404(d) to authorize Comm'n to issue special purchase and 
transportation permit for guest room cabinet permit holders. Applies to counties subject to GS 
18B-600(f), which allows township ABC elections in certain counties. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Morgan. Referred to Finance. 


H 990. SOIL/WATER DISTRICT AUDIT. "TO ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT THAT SOIL AND 
WATER CONSERVATION DISTRICTS OBTAIN ANNUAL INDEPENDENT AUDITS.” Amends GS 139-7 
as title indicates. 

introduced by Hardaway. Referred to Environment. 


H 991. INTERNATIONAL COMM. ARBITRATIONS (=S 695). "TO PROVIDE SPECIAL RULES 
FOR INTERNATIONAL COMMERCIAL ARBITRATIONS.” Identical to S 695, introduced 18 April. 
introduced by Hardaway. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 992. PREQUALIFY PUBLIC CONTRACTS. "TO EXPLICITLY AUTHORIZE PREQUALIFICATION OF 
BIDDERS FOR PUBLIC CONTRACTS.” Amends GS 143-129 to permit prequalification of bidders 
under rules and procedures established by the board or governing body of the governmental 
entity responsible for letting the contract. 

introduced by Lineberry. Referred to State Government. 


H 993. RESTRUCTURE UNC BOARD OF GOV. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE MEMBERSHIP OF 
THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Adds GS 116-6(a1) to 
provide that, effective July 1, 1993, the incumbent presidents of the boards of trustees of the 16 
constituent institutions of UNC shall become voting members ex officio of the board of governors 
and shall replace the 16 members whose terms have expired. As the Chairmen of the boards of 
trustees are replaced by new Chairmen, the new Chairmen shall automatically become members. 
Deletes current requirements in GS 116-6(d) that in 1993 the Senate shall elect at least two 
members of the board who are women and two members of a minority race and the House shall 
elect at least two members of the minority party. Replaces them with provisions requiring, in 
1995, the Senate and House to each elect eight members for four-year terms; the Senate is 
directed to consider the need to keep the gender make-up of the board in balance, and the 
House is directed to consider the need to keep minority representation on the board. 

Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to Education. 


H 994. PROJECT GENESIS ESTABLISHED. "TO ESTABLISH THE PROJECT GENESIS PROGRAM, 
AN EXPERIMENT WITH A RESTRUCTURED SCHOOL APPROACH FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” 
Adds new GS 115C-238.12 -238.15 authorizing State Board of Education to establish a Project 
Genesis Pilot Program in the school administrative units in Gaston, Cumberland, Johnston, and 
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Wake counties. Program is designed to enable up to two schools in each participating unit to 
experiment with a restructured school approach, combining the concepts of flexibility, competitive 
bidding on the management of schools, accountability, and, whenever possible, inter-public 
school choice. Gives school units four years to determine feasibility of project, secure private 
funding for additional necessary funds, lay the groundwork for the project, and begin program in 
up to two schools. 

Requires local school board to consider bids to operate the selected school from teams of 
educators who comply with request for proposal. Team must include one person designated as 
principal or leader and at least four teachers; teams members are not required to meet certifica- 
tion requirements. Provides that local school board must consider recommendations of advisory 
committee of educators, elected officials, and business leaders before awarding contract. 
Authorizes team awarded contract to select all personnel for school and requires comprehensive 
accountability program in school. 

Requires school board to select a school building under construction as first school in pro- 
gram, and, if program is expanded to second school, requires board to select either (1) another 
new school building or (2) the existing school producing the poorest results in student 
achievement or that has the worst results in student discipline, the dropout rate, and student 
motivation. 

Requires participating school unit to notify State Board of Education of aspects of project 
implementation that would be enhanced by flexibility. Authorizes State Board to grant flexibility 
that Board finds necessary with regard to statues, policies, and regulations, if projects are carried 
out within funds available, standards relating to health, safety, or transportation are not lowered, 
and flexibility is not abused. 

Requires State Board of Education to report on flexibility to Joint Legislation Comm’n on 
Governmental Operation. Requires participating school units to report annually to Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations, Superintendent of Public Instruction, and State Board of 
Education. Introduced by Dickson. Referred to Education. 


H 995. REGULATE CERTAIN EMPL. AGENCIES. "TO REGULATE CERTAIN EMPLOYMENT 
AGENCIES EXEMPTED FROM CURRENT REGULATION." Amends GS 95-47.1(16), which defines 
those private personnel services that are subject to regulation by the Comm’r or Labor under GS 
Ch. 95, Art. 5A, to repeal portions of the definition that now exempt from regulation (1) agencies 
that charge a fee to the employer but not the applicant, (2) temporary help services that do not 
advertise or represent that they will secure permanent employment for their employees, and (3) 
personnel consulting services or temporary help services that offer temporary to permanent place- 
ment but charge fees only to the employer and not the applicant. Repeals GS 95-47.14 and 
95-47.15 which would be made obsolete by the above change. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Wainwright. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 996. MEDICAID STATE/FEDERAL COORD. "TO COORDINATE THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF 
CHANGED STATE MEDICAID REIMBURSEMENT AMOUNTS WITH THE DATE FOR WHICH THE 
CHANGE IS APPROVED BY FEDERAL ADMINISTRATION." Adds GS 108A-55(c) to provide that 
providers shall be reimbursed under the Medical Assistance Program in amounts approved by, or 
determined by application of a method approved by, the federal Health Care Financing 
Administration, with any change in reimbursement amounts to become effective as of the date 
approved by the cited federal agency. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 997. OPTOMETRY LAW CHANGES. "7O ESTABLISH PEER REVIEW FOR OPTOMETRISTS, TO 
ESTABLISH AN OPTOMETRIST PRIVILEGE.” Adds new GS Ch. 90, Art. 6A which permits State 
Board of Examiners in Optometry to contract with NC State Optometric Society or its local affili- 
ates for peer review services. Peer review under such agreements includes broad power to in- 
vestigate and evaluate optometrists’ practice, and must include programs for impaired 
optometrists. Requires peer review agreement to contain due process protections. Requires entity 
providing peer review to operate program for impaired optometrists; requires Board to adopt rules 
for administration of such programs. Requires peer review organization to report to Board any 
optometrist who (1) constitutes and imminent danger to the public or himself, (2) is impaired and 
refuses to submit to treatment or is unsuccessfully treated, or (3) is otherwise subject to disci- 
pline. Provides that peer review carried out in good faith is immune from civil action and consti- 
tutes state action for purposes of antitrust laws. 

Adds new GS 8-53.9 to provide that unless ordered by a judge to do otherwise an optome- 
trist may not be required to disclose in a legal proceeding information received in the course of 
rendering professional services. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 998. DMV OFFICER JURISDICTION. "GRANTING ENFORCEMENT INSPECTORS AND OFFICERS 
OF THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES THE AUTHORITY TO ASSIST IN THE ENFORCEMENT OF 
LAWS WHEN A CRIME HAS BEEN COMMITTED IN THEIR PRESENCE OR WHEN A STATE OR 
LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY HAS REQUESTED THEIR ASSISTANCE." Adds new GS 20- 
49.1 as title indicates. 

introduced by Justus. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 999. PURCHASE MATERNITY LEAVE. "TO PROVIDE FOR A MEMBER OF THE TEACHERS’ AND 
STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO PURCHASE TIME LOST DUE TO INTERRUPTED 
SERVICE FOR MATERNITY LEAVE.” Adds GS 135-4(aa) to allow a female member of TSERS with 
five or more years service to purchase creditable service for time lost due to pregnancy and 
childbirth, but not in excess of six months per pregnancy. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Pensions. 


H 1000. LIFE PLAN TRUST ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA COMMUNITY TRUST 
FOR PERSONS WITH SEVERE CHRONIC DISABILITIES." Adds GS Ch. 36A, Art. 4B to authorize the 
establishment of community trusts to receive funds and provide care for persons with severe 
chronic disabilities, the services provided by such community trusts to supplement services pro- 
vided by public agencies and other private institutions and organizations. A community trust 
formed under the act must be a nonprofit corporation incorporated under GS Ch. 55A and must 
make detailed annual financial reports to the Sec’y of State. A community trust provides the fol- 
lowing services: (1) administration of special trust funds for persons with severe disabilities; (2) 
"follow along services” (services designed to meet the needs of individual beneficiaries, including 
visits); (3) guardianship for persons who are incompetent and have no family member or friend 
available; and (4) provide advice and counsel to guardians of the severely and chronically 
disabled. Beneficiaries of a community trust are persons with a severe chronic disability who re- 
ceive services of the trust. 

A community trust is governed by a board of at least nine but no more than 21 persons at 
least one-third ci whom must be parents or other relatives of persons with severe chronic disabili- 
ties. No board member may be a provider of habilitative, health, social, or educational services to 
persons with severe chronic disabilities. No board member may receive any compensation for 
service, except expenses. The board may hire paid staff. The board may in its discretion author- 
ize expenditure of trust funds on behalf of any beneficiary, including burial expenses, but it may 
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not make expenditures for services available to a beneficiary through any governmental program, 
charitable program, insurance, or other source. The board may accept appointment as guardian 
of a beneficiary, and may accept contributions, bequests, and designations under life insurance 
policies to the trust on behalf of individuals with severe chronic disabilities for the purpose of 
qualifying them as beneficiaries. The board may agree to fulfill special request for care made on 
behalf of a beneficiary. 

A beneficiary’s interest in a community trust is not to be considered an asset for the pur- 
pose of determining income eligibility for any publicly operated program, nor may that interest be 
reached in satisfaction of a claim for support and maintenance of the beneficiary. A community 
trust shall not be subject to any legal rule against perpetuities, restraints on alienation, or perpet- 
ual accumulation of trusts.

H 1001. ADOPT-A-BEACH PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH AN ADOPT-A-BEACH PROGRAM IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES." Adds new GS 113A- 
134.4 as title indicates. Effective July 1,1991. 

introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Environment. 


H 1002. VEHICLE DEALER LICENSING LAW. "TO CLARIFY CERTAIN PROVISIONS CONTAINED IN 
THE MOTOR VEHICLE DEALERS AND MANUFACTURERS LICENSING LAW." Amends GS Ch. 20, 
Art. 12 (Motor Vehicle Dealers and Manufacturers Licensing Law). 20. Amends GS 20-301(e) to 
permit Comm’r of Motor Vehicles to extend the time for discovery in a contested administrative 
hearing beyond the 60-day period if all parties consent or on application of party or parties with 
good cause shown. 

Amends several subsections of GS 20-305 which lists unlawful activities by manufacturers, 
factory branch, distributor, distributor branch, or any of their representatives. (1) Amends GS 20- 
305(e) to add prevention or refusal of relocation of dealership to another site within the dealer- 
ship’s relevant market area to list of prohibited activities, if Comm’r determines objection to pro- 
posed relocation is unreasonable. Requires that franchiser be given at least 30 days written 
notice of identity and qualification of persons proposed to manage or operate dealership if 
transfer is proposed and notice of proposed location and site plan if relocation is proposed. 
Makes failure of franchiser to object to proposed sale, transfer, relocation, or change in manner 
specified a waiver of objection to change. (2) Amends GS 20-305(5)(d) to provide that parties to 
hearing by Comm’r concerning establishment or relocation of new motor vehicle dealer have right 
of judicial review pursuant to GS Ch. 150B (was, GS Ch. 150A). (3) Adds new GS 20-305(5)(e) to 
provide that manufacturer or distributor has the burden of proof in a proceeding involving pro- 
posed additional dealership and that dealer has the burden of proof in a proceeding involving 
relocation. (4) Adds new GS 20-305(5)(f) to provide that dealer’s failure to obtain appropriate li- 
cense from Comm’r and to begin actual operations, within two years of determination that good 
cause does not exist for refusing proposed additional or relocated dealer, is waiver by proposed 
additional or relocated dealer. After such waiver there must be renotification of proposal, a new 
hearing, and a new determination to establish dealer’s rights. (5) Amends GS 20-305(6), to permit 
Comm'r to extend 180-day period for decision after petition to Comm’r by dealer for determina- 
tion as to existence of good cause and good faith for termination, cancellation, or nonrenewal of 
franchise, if all parties consent or on application of party or parties with good cause shown. 

Amends GS 20-308. 1(a) (civil actions for violations of Art. 12) to allow any person or party 
to franchise injured by violation to bring court action for damages and equitable relief when relief 
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sought is wholly outside authority or jurisdiction of Comm’r, as well as with regard to any matter 
not within the jurisdiction of Comm’. 

Act affects any pending administrative proceeding or litigation. 
Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


H 1003. AIDS TEST/SEX OFFENSES. "70 PROVIDE THAT A DEFENDANT, AFTER A FINDING OF 
PROBABLE CAUSE OR INDICTMENT FOR COMMITTING A NONCONSENSUAL SEX OFFENSE, 
SHALL BE TESTED FOR AIDS UPON REQUEST OF THE VICTIM." Adds new GS 15A-615 to require 
court, upon victim’s request, to order human immunodeficiency virus infection test of a defendant 
charged with an offense involving nonconsensual vaginal, anal, or oral intercourse, or such inter- 
course with a child 12 or under. Test may be ordered after a finding of probable cause or 
issuance of indictment. Requires Dep’t of Correction to test defendants in its custody; requires 
local health dep’t to test all others. Provides that local health dep’t provides test results and 
counseling to victims; agency that provides tests gives results and counseling to defendant. 
Provides that test results are not admissible as evidence in any criminal proceeding.

H 1004. TRANSFER LAND RECORDS MGT. "TO TRANSFER THE LAND RECORDS MANAGEMENT 
PROGRAM FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1005. NO DEATH PENALTY/RETARDATION. "TO PROHIBIT THE DEATH PENALTY FOR 
MENTALLY RETARDED PERSONS." Amends GS 15A-2000 as title indicates. Defines mentally re- 
tarded person as one who exhibits before age 18 significantly subaverage general intellectual 
functioning existing concurrently with deficits in adaptive behavior. Entitles defendant to hearing 
before trial on eligibility for death penalty. Provides that pretrial ruling adverse to defendant does 
not prevent defendant from claiming mental retardation at trial; once defendant produces evi- 
dence thereof, state must prove beyond a reasonable doubt that defendant is not mentally re- 
tarded before death penalty may be imposed. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 1006. EQUAL OPPORTUNITY PROGRAM. "TO MAINTAIN AND STRENGTHEN THE CURRENT 
ADMINISTRATION OF STATE GOVERNMENT’S EQUAL EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITY PROGRAM." 
Requires each member of the Council of State, each state executive dep’t, UNC, and the judicial 
and legislative branches to submit an annual plan to the State Personnel Director "which shall 
include goals and programs that provide positive measures to assure equitable and fair represen- 
tation of North Carolina’s citizens.” State Personnel Comm'n to submit an annual report to the 
General Assembly on the plans submitted; this report "shall contain the total number of persons 
employed in each job category, the race, sex, and salary, and other demographics relative to 
persons hired and promoted during the reporting period, analysis of the data, and an indication 
as to which goals were achieved.” Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1007. PLASTIC/GLASS CONTAINER DEPOSIT. "TO ENCOURAGE RECYCLING AND 
DISCOURAGE LITTERING BY REQUIRING A DEPOSIT ON GLASS AND PLASTIC BEVERAGE 
CONTAINERS AND REQUIRING DEALERS AND REDEMPTION CENTERS TO ACCEPT RETURNED 
GLASS AND PLASTIC CONTAINERS AND REFUND THE DEPOSITS." Adds new GS Chap. 130A, Art. 
9, Part 2C to require beverage containers that contain one gallon or less to carry minimum $.05 
return deposit. Exempts milk and dairy products. Places minimum $.15 deposit on wine and liquor 
containers larger than 50 milliliters, rising to minimum $.25 if less than 60% are returned during 
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1992. 

Requires beverage dealers to pay cash refund to any person returning a container of a 
kind, size, and brand the dealer sells. Permits dealers to set a limit of not less than 240 on 
number of containers a person may return in a day. Requires beverage distributors and manufac- 
turers to accept containers from dealers and pay handling charge of at least $.03 per containers. 
Permits dealers, groups of dealers, municipalities and other persons and entities to seek permit 
from Sec’y of Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to operate a redemption 
center to handle refunds. Requires beverage containers to carry label giving amount of deposit. 
Requires distributors to report annually to Dep’t on total deposits and refunds paid. 

Prohibits sale of beverage containers made of plastic and aluminum or steel, or of insepa- 
rable paper and aluminum. Makes a misdemeanor punishable by fine not to exceed $500 and 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days (1) selling or offering for sale improperly labeled bever- 
ages, (2) refusing to return deposit on beverage container, (3) operating redemption center with- 
out permit, and (4) making a false report of deposits and refunds paid. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 1008. I-40 SCENIC/MEMORIAL HIGHWAY-2. "TO DESIGNATE THE ENTIRE LENGTH OF 
INTERSTATE 40 AS A SCENIC HIGHWAY AND MEMORIAL HIGHWAY, AND TO REGULATE OUTDOOR 
ADVERTISING ALONG THAT HIGHWAY.” Adds new GS 136-102A as title indicates. Prohibits all 
new outdoor advertising visible or intended to be read from I-40; provides that Dep't of 
Transportation may not issue permits under GS 136-133 for outdoor advertising within 660 feet of 
I-40 right-of-way, or for advertising outside of urban areas and beyond 660 feet that is designed 
to be read from the road. Prohibition does not apply to directional and other official signs. 
Requires Dep’t to encourage local organizations to place memorials along highway commemorat- 
ing the lives of local persons who died in service of U.S. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Gottovi. Referred to Transportation. 


H 1009. ZONING CHANGE COMPENSATION. "TO PROVIDE JUST COMPENSATION 
PROCEDURES." Adds GS 40A-70 to provide that city, county, or other political subdivision that 
makes a previously conforming use of property nonconforming must either allow existing use to 
continue or compensate the owner. Expressly prohibits phasing out nonconforming uses through 
amortization. Applies to all uses of property “which have not been eliminated” as of ratification 
date. 

Introduced by Sam Hunt. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1010. WHOLESALE DRUG DISTRIB. LICENSE. "TO LICENSE WHOLESALE DRUG 
DISTRIBUTORS.” Enacts new GS 106-140.2 to establish a licensing program for wholesale drug 
distributors in conformity with the requirements of Public Law 100-293. Excludes from the act’s 
license requirements the following activities: (1) intracompany sales; (2) purchase by a hospital or 
other health care facility that is a member of a group purchasing organization; (3) sale or pur- 
chase by a charitable organization to a nonprofit affiliate; (4) sale or purchase by hospitals or 
other health care facilities under common control; (5) sale or purchase for emergency medical 
reasons; (6) sale, purchase or dispensing pursuant to a prescription; (7) distribution of samples by 
sales representatives; and (8) the sale or purchase of blood or blood products. Wholesale drug 
distributors engaged in interstate commerce are required to obtain a license from the Comm’r of 
Agriculture. Comm’r may permit out-of-state distributors to become licensed in NC provided the 
distributor is licensed by another state and that state has a reciprocity agreement with NC. 
License applications must be accompanied by a fee of $500 for manufacturers and $350 for 
others. Annual renewal applications must be accompanied by the same fees. Licenses fees are to

be deposited in the General Fund, credited to Dep't account. 

In determining whether to issue a license, the Comm’r shall consider, among other factors, 
any convictions of the applicant under drug laws, any felony convictions, the applicant's expe- 
rience in manufacturing or distributing drugs, and the applicant’s compliance with existing li- 
censing requirements. Convictions of distributing drugs without a license and other violations of 
the act carry a maximum penalty of 10 years’ imprisonment or $250,000 fine, or both. Comm’r is 
also authorized to impose a civil penalty of up to $10,000 for violations of the act. 

Facilities where prescription drugs are stored must be secure, must be stored at appro- 
priate temperatures, and generally must be clean and free from infestation by vermin and 
rodents. Outdated and damaged drugs must be separated from other drugs until returned or 
otherwise disposed of. Wholesale distributors must keep detailed records of their inventories and 
must establish and adhere to written policies for the receipt, security, storage, inventory, and 
distribution of prescription drugs.

H 1011. AVOID UNNECESSARY EVICTIONS. "TO AVOID UNNECESSARY EVICTIONS BY 
CLARIFYING AND MODERNIZING THE PROCEDURES FOR THE CURING OF DEFAULTS ON RENT." 
Amends GS 42-33 to (1) make it clear that someone acting on tenant’s behalf may tender rent 
payment and that tender must include legitimate late fee; (2) add new provision that tenant may 
exercise right to cure default at any stage of proceedings prior to final judgment, including during 
pendency of appeal for trial de novo in district or superior court; and (3) add new provision that 
judgment and writ for possession are voided by tenant’s payment of all rent, legitimate late fees, 
and costs through date of judgment even though judgment has been rendered and time for 
appeal has expired. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1012. CLARIFY LANDLORD/TENANT LAW. "TO CLARIFY CERTAIN PORTIONS OF LANDLORD 
AND TENANT LAW." Adds GS 42-14.3 providing that lease of residential property shall not contain 
waiver or other denial of rights conferred on landlord or tenant by GS Ch. 42. Amends GS 42- 
25.9 to allow recovery of actual damages, including damages for emotional distress, in action by 
tenant against landiord for wrongful act of removing tenant or tenant’s property from the prem- 
ises. Amends GS 42-36.2(b) to provide that if sheriff has evicted tenant and collected cost of 
storing tenant’s personal property from the landlord, landlord has lien for cost of storage which 
may be enforced in accordance with GS 44A-2 and -4; landlord may also satisfy his lien for ad- 
vancing storage costs out of any remaining balance from warehouseman’s lien sale. Revises GS 
44A-2(e), which concerns landlord’s lien when tenant has apparently vacated the premises, to (1) 
exempt tenant’s clothes, food, and medicine from landlord’s lien, and (2) provide that, in case of 
ejectment, the 21-day waiting period for arisal of landlord’s lien begins when sheriff padlocks the 
premises. Adds GS 44A-2(e2) providing that if the last rental period has expired, the tenant has 
vacated the premises without informing the landlord of any intent to remove the tenant’s remain- 
ing personal property, and the landiord has had a judgment for possession for more than 10 
days, then landlord may remove and store any tenant’s personal property that appears to be 
worth more than $100 but will not have a lien for such storage until 21 days have elapsed. Before 
that time, landlord must release the property upon tenant’s request. Landlord may donate any 
property apparently worth less than $100 to charity instead of storing it. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Commerce. 
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H 1013. LOCAL WORKER POLITICAL ACTIVITY. "TO DEFINE THE LIMITS OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES’ POLITICAL ACTIVITIES WHILE ON DUTY." Adds new GS 153A-99 and 
160A-99 to prohibit county and city employees, while on duty or in the workplace, (1) from engag- 
ing in partisan political activity; (2) from using official authority or influence to affect the result of 
an election or nomination for political office; and (3) from coercing another employee to contrib- 
ute money for political purposes. Forbids requiring employees to contribute to political causes as 
a condition of employment or promotion. Forbids employees from using public funds, supplies, or 
equipment for political purposes. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1014. RESTORE CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY (=S 667). "TO RESTORE THE TRADITIONAL 
CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY SCHEDULE TO STATE EMPLOYEES." Identical to S 667, introduced 17 April. 
Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1018. TENURE FOR TEACHERS ONLY. "TO PHASE OUT CAREER STATUS FOR ALL SCHOOL 
EMPLOYEES EXCEPT FOR CLASSROOM TEACHERS." Adds new GS 115C-325(q) as title indicates. 
Provides that after July 1, 1991, no principal or supervisor hired for the first time by a local board 
of education is eligible for career status. Any principal or supervisor holding career status on July 
1, 1991, who accepts an administrative promotion effective after July 1, 1991, must give up 
career status as an administrator. Provides that after July 1, 1991, only a teacher who (1) holds a 
current Class A certificate or a regular vocational certificate issued by the Dep’t of Public 
Instruction, and (2) whose major responsibility is to teach in a classroom, and (3) who is paid as 
a classroom teacher, and (4) is employed in a full-time, permanent position is eligible for career 
status. Provides that any teacher who accepts a position other than as a teacher whose major 
responsibility is to teach in a classroom must give up career status. Provides that employees no 
longer eligible for tenure will be hired by school board on employment contracts for a term of up 
to four years, with the length of the term to be determined by the school board and the 
employee.

H 1016. REVENUE BONDS FOR GAS SYSTEMS. "TO AUTHORIZE ISSUANCE OF BONDS FOR 
FINANCING GAS SYSTEMS OR FACILITIES.” Amends GS 159-96(a) to permit units authorized to 
issue revenue bonds under Local Gov’t Revenue Bond Act to do so for facilities for the genera- 
tion, production, transmission, or distribution of gas. 

Introduced by Hege. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 1017. CITY ISSUE SUBPOENA/STOP ORDER. "TO PROVIDE SUBPOENA POWER TO ALL 
MUNICIPALITIES AND TO AUTHORIZE ISSUANCE OF STOP ORDERS FOR VIOLATIONS OF ZONING 
AND SUBDIVISION ORDINANCES." Repeals GS 160A-80(c) which now denies to cities under 5,000 
population the power to subpoena witnesses and compel the production of evidence. Adds new 
GS 160A-388(g) to authorize boards of adjustment to subpoena witness and compel the prod- 
uction of evidence. Amends GS 160A-421 to authorize appropriate inspector to issue a stop order 
when work on a building is performed in substantial violation of a local zoning or subdivision 
ordinance. Adds procedure for appeal from stop order involving alleged violation of local zoning 
or subdivision ordinance. 

Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Judiciary lil. 


H 1018. JOINT POWER AGENCY FINANCING. "TO AUTHORIZE JOINT MUNICIPAL POWER 
AGENCIES TO ENCUMBER PROPERTY FOR FINANCING PROJECTS." Amends GS 159B-3(6) to pro- 
vide that “project” does not include an administrative building or office. Amends GS 159B-14 to 
provide that joint agency bonds may be secured solely by a pledge or mortgage of real or per- 
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sonal property, solely by revenues, or by both revenues and a pledge or mortgage of property. 
Amends GS 159B-15(a) to provide that principal and interest of bonds shall be payable soley from 
funds and or property (now restricted to funds). Adds new GS 159B-16(15) to provide that a bond 
trust agreement or resolution may provide for the pledge or mortgage of real or personal property 
as security but there shall be no deficiency judgment on account of such pledge or mortgage. 
Makes conforming amendments to GS 159-23. 

Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 1019. EXPAND AMTRAK SERVICES BLANK. "7TO EXPAND AMTRAK SERVICES IN NORTH 
CAROLINA." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
introduced by Luebke. Referred to Rules. 


H 1020. STATE TO USE EFFICIENT LIGHTING. "7O REQUIRE THAT LIGHTING IN NEW AND 
EXISTING STATE CONSTRUCTION BE ENERGY EFFICIENT AND COST EFFECTIVE." Requires all 
state agencies to convert to lighting that meets specified national standard for lighting of com- 
mercial facilities, compact fluorescent bulbs, or daylighting, as may be most practical and energy 
efficient for each particular location. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Environment. 


H 1021. LRC STUDY ENERGY CONSERVATION. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY WAYS TO PROMOTE THE CONSERVATION OF 
ENERGY AND THE USE OF RENEWABLE ENERGY SOURCES IN RESIDENTIAL, COMMERCIAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, AND PUBLIC FACILITIES IN NORTH CAROLINA." As title indicates; Comm'n to make 
interim report to 1992 session and final report to 1993 session. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Rules. 


H 1022. NC COMMUNITY REINVESTMENT ACT. "7O ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
COMMUNITY REINVESTMENT ACT." Adds GS Ch. 53, Art. 21, entitled "North Carolina Community 
Reinvestment Act,” with the stated purpose of providing Comm’r of Banks with community rein- 
vestment authority equivalent to that of federal bank regulators, making the broad federal state- 
ment of credit needs specific to reflect NC needs, clarifying the standards for evaluating the 
community reinvestment performance of state-chartered banks, and providing a central place for 
information that banks already disclose on community reinvestment performance. Sets out de- 
tailed regulatory scheme to be administered by Comm’r of Banks to accomplish the above objec- 
tives. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Brubaker. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1023. VOTER REGISTRATION BLANK. "TO EXPAND THE VOTER REGISTRATION SYSTEM." 
Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Rules. 


H 1024. RAILROAD OPERATIONS BLANK. "TO AFFECT THE OPERATIONS OF RAILROADS IN 
NORTH CAROLINA AND TO REORGANIZE THE RAILROAD REGULATION FUNCTIONS OF STATE 
GOVERNMENT." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Rules. 


H 1025. SURVEY REGISTRATION CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW PROVIDING MAPPING 
REQUIREMENTS FOR PLATS AND SUBDIVISIONS." Substantially amends GS 47-30, regarding the 
recording of maps and plats. Provides that counties may require that plats presented for record- 
ing be 18” x 24”, or a range of 18” x 24” to 21” x 30”, or a range of 18” x 24” to 24” x 36”, 
or counties may allow plats to be recorded that meet any of the above size requirements. 
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Counties that have adopted other sizes or size ranges may enforce those requirements if the size 
is included on a master list prepared by the NC Association of Registers of Deeds; such list must 
be available in the register’s office by Oct. 1, 1991. Requires plats presented for recording to be 
in original ink on mylar or a reproduced drawing and be of archival quality, and the recorded 
copy must be capable of producing legible copies. The name of the property owner must be 
shown on the plat but this is for indexing purposes only and is not a certification of title. Each 
plat must show a north arrow and it may be by reference to the North American Datum coordi- 
nates of 1927 or 1983. The surveyor must piace a certificate on the plat stating (1) that it is of a 
subdivision of land in an area that regulates subdivisions; (2) that it is of a survey of land in an 
area that is not regulated as to subdivisions; (3) that it is a boundary survey of an existing parcel; 
(4) that it is another type of survey such as the recombination of existing parcels; or (5) that from 
the information available to him the surveyor is unable to determine in which of categories (1) 
through (4) the survey belongs. If the certificate states that the survey falls into category (1), (4), 
or (5), the plat must also contain a certificate of approval from the appropriate unit of local 
government, or a certificate that no approval is required. If the certificate states that the survey 
falls into category (2) or (3), no certificate from a local governmnet is required. 


In reviewing a submitted plat to determine whether it meets recording requirements, the register 
of deeds shall be responsible for examining only: (1) dimensions; (2) correctness of notary’s cer- 
tificate; (3) presence of north arrow; (4) presence of a vicinity map; and (5) the surveyor’s certifi- 
cate as to the category of survey. Requires that a plat prepared by a registered land surveyor 
and submitted for recording, whether standing alone or as an attachment to another instrument, 
must conform to the standards of practice for land surveying as defined in the board rules of the 
NC State Board of Registration for Professional Engineers and Land Surveyors and must contain 
the original signature and seal of the surveyor. Act does not prohibit the recording of a document 
that includes as an attachment a map prepared by someone other than a registered land sur- 
veyor. Plats prepared under the previous version of GS 47-30 that meet the requirements of that 
Statute may still be recorded. Effective Oct. 1, 1991

H 1026. NO OUT-OF-STATE ARBITRATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT A CONTRACT CANNOT REQUIRE 
PARTIES TO BRING AN ACTION OR ARBITRATION PROCEEDING THEREUNDER OUTSIDE THE 
STATE.” Adds GS 1-75.13 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1991; applicable to contracts en- 
tered into on or after that date. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 1027. SUBCONTRACTOR PAYMENT. "TO PROVIDE THAT PAYMENT OF A CONTRACTOR IS NOT 
A CONDITION PRECEDENT FOR PAYMENT OF A SUBCONTRACTOR." Amends GS 22C-3 as title 
indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1028. UTILITIES ELECTRICAL CONTRACTING. "TO PREVENT UNFAIR COMPETITION BY 
ELECTRIC POWER SUPPLIERS.” Adds GS Ch. 87, Art. 4A, entitled "Unfair Electric Suppliers 
Practices Control Act.” The bill applies to all suppliers of electric power, including public utility 
company, private utility company, electric membership co-op, municipal utility, or any other entity 
furnishing electric energy for public or private use. Makes it unlawful for an electric power sup- 
plier to engage in electrical contracting, except that a supplier may: (1) install, service, and 
remove load control devices upon being licensed to do so under GS Ch. 87, (2) install, service 
and maintain residential security lights on its poles, and (3) install, service and maintain street 
lighting on public rights-of-way. Prohibition does not apply to a supplier's affiliated or subsidiary 
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entity as long as the subsidiary is an entirely separate business enterprise meeting detailed cri- 
teria spelled out in bill. Makes it unlawful for a supplier to grant preferences or steer customers 
to its affiliate. Gives State Board of Examiners of Electrical Contractors jurisdiction over affiliated 
business entitles of suppliers to ensure that the supplier is not engaged in electrical contracting. 
Violation of Art. is a misdemeanor, punishable by fine of not more than $1,000 which shall not be 
paid by the rate base. Gives superior court authority to enforce Art. by equitable remedies. 
Provides that successful plaintiff is entitled to recover court costs and attorney’s fees. Requires 
all suppliers and affiliated business entities in violation of bill to cease such activities no later than 
bill’s effective date. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Payne (by request). Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 1029. ABC BLANK BILL. "TO AFFECT THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL STATUTES OF 
THIS STATE." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Rules. 


H 1030. CHIMNEY SWEEP ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE CHIMNEY SWEEP ACT.” Adds new Art. 6, 
the North Carolina Chimney Sweep Act, to GS Ch. 93A. Provides that beginning Jan. 1, 1992, no 
person may represent himself as licensed or certified chimney sweep without a valid certificate or 
license issued by North Carolina Chimney Sweep Certification Board. Permits person not certified 
to assist a state-licensed or state-certified chimney sweep when actively and personally super- 
vised by chimney sweep. 

Lists qualifications requirements for license or certificate including completion of course of 
instruction, payment of fee set by Board (up to unspecified maximum), and successful completion 
of examination. Permits Board to investigate ethical background of applicant. Provides for annual 
renewal of license or certificate and for nonresident licensure or certification. 

Requires Board annually to file roster of licensed or certified chimney sweeps and report of 
Board’s income with Secretary of State. Permits Board to take disciplinary action against licensed 
or certified chimney sweeps under specified circumstances. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to State Government. 


H 1031. NO BREED-SPECIFIC ORDINANCES. "TO PROVIDE THAT CITIES AND COUNTIES SHALL 
NOT ADOPT ORDINANCES FOR THE CONTROL OF DANGEROUS DOGS THAT ARE SPECIFIC AS TO 
BREED." Amends GS 67-4.5 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Payne (by request). Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1032. SHELLFISH LEASE AUTHORITY. "TO VEST AUTHORITY IN THE SECRETARY OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO GRANT SHELLFISH CULTIVATION 
LEASES.” Amends GS 113-202 and related sections to provide that final authority with respect to 
issuance of shellfish cultivation leases is lodged in the Sec’y of EHNR (now, in the Marine 
Fisheries Comm'n), subject to appeal by the applicant through the contested case procedure of 
the Administrative Procedure Act (GS Ch. 150B). 

Introduced by Grady. Referred to Environment. 


H 1033. VICTIMS’ RIGHTS AMENDMENT. ”"7O AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA 
TO ESTABLISH RIGHTS FOR VICTIMS OF CRIME." Subject to voter approval at November, 1992, 
general election adds new Sec. 37 to N.C. Constitution, Art. |. Identifies eleven specific rights of 
crime victims and survivors and family of crime victims. Rights include the right to timely disposi- 
tion of the case; the right to be reasonably protected from the accused throughout the criminial 
justice process; the right to make a statement to the court at the time of sentencing; the right to 
receive restitution, as established by law; the right to notification of proposed parole or pardon, or 
reprieve or commutation of the accused’s sentence, and the right to present evidence to the 
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Governor or agency considering such action. Authorizes the General Assembly to provide that a 
portion of fines or court costs assessed against defendant be used for victims of crime. Provides 
that person’s failure or inability to provide a listed right or service may not be used by a defen- 
dant in a criminal case, an inmate, or any other accused as a ground for relief in any trial, for 
appeal, post-conviction litigation, habeas corpus, or civil action. Grants victim or guardian, survivor 
or legal representative of victim standing to enforce listed rights, but not standing to participate 
as a party in a criminal proceeding or appeal.

H 1034. EXEMPT YOUTH LEAGUE CONCESSION. "TO PROVIDE THAT NONPROFIT YOUTH 
ATHLETIC LEAGUE CONCESSION STANDS SHALL BE EXEMPT FROM SALES TAX." Adds GS 105- 
164.13(34a) as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991; applies to sales made on or after that date. 
Introduced by Grady. Referred to Finance. 


H 1035. MANUFACTURED HOUSING LIENS. "TO PROVIDE FOR LIENS ON MANUFACTURED 
HOUSING, RECREATIONAL VEHICLES, AND CAMPER TRAILERS." GS 44A-2(e) gives landlords a 
lien on their tenants’ personal property for unpaid rent under certain circumstances. This bill adds 
-to the coverage of this section landlords who rent spaces for mobile homes, recreational vehicles, 
or camper trailers. 

Introduced by Grady. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1036. WILLIE M. LIMIT REMOVED. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING FACILITIES PAID FOR 
FROM WILLIE M. FUNDS THAT CAN NO LONGER BE USED FOR WILLIE M. PROGRAMS." The 
1989 Base Budget Act (SL 1989, Ch. 500) contains a special provision (Sec. 82(b)) providing that 
Willie M. funds shall be spent solely for the benefit of Willie M. Class members to the maximum 
possible extent. This bill amends that special provision to state that the limitation does not apply 
when facilities acquired with Willie M. funds can no longer praticably be used to serve Class 
members. 

Introduced by Grady. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1037. SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH. "REFORM THE SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP 
HEALTH INSURANCE MARKETPLACE IN THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA." Adds several new 
sections to GS Ch. 58, Art. 50, extensively regulating health insurance provided to small business, 
defined as a business that had 25 or fewer employees on at least 50% of its working days during 
the preceding calendar year. 

Requires Comm’r of Insurance to appoint Small Employer Carrier Committee to recommend 
the form and level of coverages to be offered by insurance carriers who offer health insurance 
plans to small employers. Requires Committee to formulate and recommend to Comm’r “basic” 
and "standard” health care plans, each of which must include coverage under a traditional insur- 
ance option and a health maintenance organization option. Exempts plans from all statutes that 
mandate coverage of health care services. Places numerous statutory restrictions on content of 
plans, including (1) limits on exclusions for pre-existing conditions; (2) requirement that policy be 
renewable at option of policyholder; and (3) limits on premium rates and rate increases. 

After approval of plans by Comm’r, every small employer carrier must offer, as a condition of 
doing business in state, at least one basic and one standard plan. In addition, act (1) limits 
carriers’ power to transfer policyholder from one class of business to another; (2) requires car- 
riers to disclose in sales material information on experience rating, premium increases, renewabil- 
ity, and pre-existing conditions provisions; (3) requires carriers to maintain complete and detailed 
description of rating and renewal underwriting practices; and (4) requires carriers to file annual 
certification of actuarial soundness with Comm’. 
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Establishes NC Small Employer Health Reinsurance Pool to provide reinsurance to small em- 
ployer carriers. Specifies how Pool is to operate. Requires all small employer carriers, except 
those that choose to be and are approved by the Comm’ to be risk-assuming carriers, to partici- 
pate in pool. Authorizes funding of Pool through annual assessment on members and contains 
provisions governing calculation of total assessment and its apportionment among members. 
Except for power to issue policies directly to consumers, grants Pool same powers as an insur- 
ance company. Specifies terms on which reinsurance will be offered. Exempts Pool from taxes. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 
introduced by Hardaway. Referred to Commerce.

H 305. ARMED ROBBERY ELEMENTS. Intro. 3/25; amended 4/17. House amendment adds rob- 
bery with “apparent” firearms to armed robbery mandatory sentencing provision in GS 14-87(d). 


H 413. AIR QUALITY CIVIL PENALTY UP. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute adds technical 
amendment and changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 168. HOME CARE LICENSING. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute makes following 
changes: (1) includes in home care services assistance with pulmonary care; (2) rewrites the ex- 
clusion from the definition of “home care services” to exclude the following services—certain ma- 
ternal and child health services provided by public health dep’ts and by DEHNR,; licensed 
hospitals when providing certain follow-up care; services provided by state mental hospitals; 
health services provided by schools; and the practice of midwifery; (3) defines "home health 
agency” as a home care agency certified to receive Medicaid and Medicare reimbursement for 
providing nursing care, therapy, and home health aide services; (4) provides that nothing in the 
act extends or modifies the licensing of individual health professionals by their licensing boards; 
(5) makes technical correction in DEHNR’s authority to obtain an injunction against person provid- 
ing home care without a license; (6) authorizes NC Medical Care Comm’n to adopt rules to regu- 
late home care services provided by a hospital and to adopt separate rules to regulate other 
home care service providers; and (7) changes eifective date from Jan. 1, 1992, to July 1, 1992.

LOCAL ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH STAFF WHO CARRY OUT RULES ADOPTED BY THE 
COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES, AND TO SUPPORT THIS AND OTHER CRITICALLY NEEDED 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL AND RELATED ACTIVITIES BY IMPOSING A FEE ON SEPTIC TANKS SOLD FOR 
USE IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new GS 130A-227.1 to require the Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources to conduct a continuing education program for sanitarians who 
carry out rules of the Comm'n for Health Services. Requires Comm’n to adopt continuing educa- 
tion requirements. Adds new GS 130A-340 requiring Dep’t to charge manufacturers a fee of $50 
for each septic tank or pretreatment unit sold by the manufacturer for use in NC.

IN AND THE EXTENSION OF NATURAL GAS SERVICE TO UNSERVED AREAS AND TO REVISE THE 
PROCEDURES FOR GAS COST ADJUSTMENTS FOR NATURAL GAS LOCAL DISTRIBUTION 
COMPANIES." Adds new GS 62-2(9) to declare state policy to facilitate the construction and ex- 
tension of natural gas service to areas currently unserved. Adds new GS 62-158 to provide that 
the Utilities Comm'n is to facilitate the extension of natural gas service to unserved areas by 
ordering a natural gas local distribution company to create a special natural gas expansion fund 
for construction in unserved areas. Sources of the fund include refunds from suppliers, expansion 
surcharges approved by the Comm’n, and other sources approved by the Comm’n. Amends GS 
~105-130.5A to exclude from a company’s net income any expansion surcharges. Amends GS 105- 
116 to provide that the franchise tax does not apply to special charges collected by a gas com- 
pany to fund expansion. Amends GS 105-164.4(a)(4a) to provide that the sales tax does not apply 
to expansion surcharges. Repeals GS 62-133(f), providing that rate setting provisions of GS 62- 
133(b),(c), and (d) do not apply to natural gas rates. Enacts new GS 62-133.4 to provide that rate 
changes for natural gas local distribution companies may be determined from time to time by the 
company and placed into effect at the time the company makes the change by applying for an 
appropriate order from the Utilities Comm'n, without a hearing. If the increase is finally deter- 
mined to be excessive, the company must make appropriate refunds. Each gas distribution com-

H 1040. FETAL MODEL FOR ABORTION CLIENT. "TO REQUIRE THE SOCIAL SERVICES 
COMMISSION TO ADOPT SPECIFIC RULES TO MAKE FETAL MODELS AVAILABLE TO STATE 
ABORTION FUND CLIENTS UPON REQUEST." Adds new GS 143B-153(9) to require Social Services 
Comm’n to adopt rules ensuring that counseling required by state law regulating use of State 
Abortion Fund include opportunity, but not requirement, for all persons eligible for service to view 
personally fetal models showing growth and development of human embryo and fetus; models to 
be obtained from regular medical supply houses or medical schools. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1041. FELONY TO ASSIST IN SUICIDE. "TO MAKE IT UNLAWFUL TO ASSIST A PERSON IN

dards of medical practice. Person is determined to be dead when the person has sustained 
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either (i) irreversible cessation of circulatory and respiratory functions, or (ii) irreversible cessation 
of all functions of entire brain, including brain stem. Repeals GS 90-323 (determination of death 
by physician).

H 1043. SAFEKEEPER MEDICAL COSTS. "TO ALLOW THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION TO 
CHARGE COUNTIES FOR EXTRAORDINARY MEDICAL COSTS OF SAFEKEEPERS." ("Safekeeper” is 
prisoner transferred from county jail to state prison by court order under GS 162-39 for safety of 
prisoner or to avoid jail crowding.) Amends GS 162-39 to require county to pay Dep’t of 
Correction for extraordinary medical care incurred while prisoner is in Dep’t’s custody, such care 
to include: (1) hospital care; (2) other medical expense where total cost exceeds $35 per occur- 
rence “or illness as a result of providing health care to an inmate as an outpatient (nonhospita- 
lized)”; and (3) cost of replacement of eyeglasses and dental prosthetic devices if these are 
broken while inmate is incarcerated (such breakage is included only if inmate was using the eye- 
glasses or devices at time of commitment and if prior written consent of Dep’t is obtained by jail). 
Effective on ratification and applies to expenses incurred on or after that date.

H 1044. HOUSING OF SAFEKEEPERS. "TO ALLOW THE HOUSING OF SAFEKEEPERS IN THE 

SAME INPATIENT MEDICAL AND MENTAL HEALTH FACILITIES WITH CONVICTED PRISONERS." 

Amends GS 162-39 for purpose indicated in title (when prison health care clinician considers it 
necessary to admit safekeeper to such facilities). 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1045. AUDIT INMATE MEDICAL RECORD. "TO PROVIDE THAT HOSPITALS PROVIDING 
MEDICAL CARE TO INMATES IN THE CUSTODY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION SHALL 
PERMIT THE DEPARTMENT TO AUDIT INMATE RECORDS WITHOUT CHARGING A FEE.” Adds new 
GS 148-10.2 as title indicates; also provides that hospital may not impose unreasonable condi- 
tions or restrictions on auditing contractor’s access to inmate’s records. If audit reveals that dep’t 
was overcharged for services to inmates, hospital must provide dep’t with refund.

H 1046. STUDY PAY PHONE CUT-OFF. "7O REQUIRE THE UTILITIES COMMISSION TO OVERSEE

TELEPHONE CALLS." Requires Utilities Comm'n to authorize one or more telephone companies, 
including at least one of two largest companies operating in N.C., to conduct two-year pilot pro- 
gram as title indicates; program to be completed by Dec. 31, 1993. Comm’n to report results to 
Joint Legislative Utility Review Comm. by March 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Bowen. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 1047. CLARIFY ALARM LICENSE TAX. "7O ELIMINATE DOUBLE TAXATION OF ALARM 
SYSTEMS INSTALLERS LICENSED BY THE ALARM SYSTEMS LICENSING BOARD.” Amends GS 
105-102.5(d) to add to exemptions from general business privilege license a person, firm, or cor- 
poration required to be licensed under GS 105-51.1 (section requires license for business of in- 
Stalling and servicing fire alarms). Effective on or after July 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Finance. 


H 1048. SPEEDING SCHOOL FEE. "70 INCREASE THE FEE FOR DRIVER IMPROVEMENT CLINICS 
AND TO PROVIDE THAT A PORTION OF THE FEE SHALL BE DISTRIBUTED IN THE LAW 
ENFORCEMENT RETIREMENT FUND.” Amends GS 20-16(e) as title indicates to increase fee from 
$25 to $35 and to require that $10 of each fee must be deposited to retirement fund for law 
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enforcement officers. Applicable to applications for driving improvement clinics submitted to Div’n 
of Motor Vehicles on or after July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Finance. 


H 1049. 4TH GRADE COMPETENCY TESTING. "7O REQUIRE CHILDREN TO EXHIBIT FOURTH 
GRADE CAPABILITY BEFORE PROMOTION TO THE FIFTH GRADE." Amends GS 115C-174.10 to 
add as a purpose of the Statewide Testing Program assuring that all fourth grade students 
possess fourth grade capability in reading, writing, and mathematics before promotion to fifth 
grade. Amends GS 115C-174.11 to prohibit promoting a student to fifth grade who does not ex- 
hibit this capability, beginning in 1992-93 school year. Requires State Board of Education to 
adopt tests or other measurement devices to assess fourth grade capability. Permits exclusion 
from fourth grade competency testing of students in the tenth grade who are enrolled in or who 
have been designated as eligible for enrollment in special education programs.

H 1050. MAGISTRATES’ LONGEVITY. "TO INCLUDE MAGISTRATES’ PRIOR SERVICE AS

CREDIT.” Amends GS 7A-171.1(a) which sets salaries for magistrates, to provide that magistrates 
who have 10 years’ experience within the previous 12 years as a campus police officer or wildlife 
officer, will be granted five years longevity as a magistrate for the purpose of computing their 
Salary.

~H 1051. LRC STUDY CARDIAC CARE. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE STATE OF PREHOSPITAL EMERGENCY CARDIAC CARE 
IN NORTH CAROLINA." As title indicates. Study to include (1) training citizens in cardiopulmonary

_ training and equipment for defibrillation to early responders, and (5) ensuring that EMT- 
paramedics are available statewide to respond to emergencies.

As 
title indicates. Comn’n must report findings and recommendations to 1992 regular General 

Assembly session. 

Introduced by Green. Referred to Rules. 


H 1053. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE DUES DEDUCTION. "TO PERMIT PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES TO 
AUTHORIZE THE PERIODIC DEDUCTION FROM THEIR SALARIES OF PAYMENTS TO THE 
EMPLOYEES’ ASSOCIATIONS." Amends GS 143-3.3(a) as title indicates; nullifies payroll deductions 
if public school employee organization engages in collective bargaining concerning salaries and 
benefits. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1054. PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION SERVICES. "TO ALLOW COUNTIES IN WHICH THERE ARE 


HIGHWAY TRUST FUND PROJECTS TO DIVERT SOME OF THE FUNDS FOR PUBLIC 
_ TRANSPORTATION SERVICES." Allows the governing board of counties in which there are planned 
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highway trust fund projects to choose to have the funds spent instead on public transportation 
projects such as expanding rail service. 
Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Transportation. 


H 1055. GAS STATION FACILITIES REQUIRED. "7O REQUIRE ALL SERVICE STATIONS TO 
PROVIDE FREE AIR SERVICES AND BATHROOMS." Adds new GS 113-27.2 for purpose indicated 
in title (in lieu of bathroom facilities, must be sign of specified size stating "No public bathroom”). 
Dep't of Agriculture to be responsible for enforcing law. Violation not corrected within 30 days of 
notice of violation punishable by civil penalty of $10 per day for each violation. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Agriculture. 


H 1056. EMC CANNOT REMIT FINES. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE AMOUNT OF A CIVIL PENALTY 
ASSESSMENT AS DETERMINED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES IS BINDING ON THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION IN ITS 
REVIEW OF THE DECISION RECOMMENDED BY THE DEPARTMENT." Amends GS 143B-282.1 as 
title indicates. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Environment. 


H 1057. BATHROOM EQUITY ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE BATHROOM EQUITY ACT." Blank bill; no 
substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Rules. 


H 1058. STATE ETHICS CODE-2. "TO PROVIDE AN ETHICS CODE FOR PUBLIC OFFICERS AND 
EMPLOYEES." [See related bill, S 259] Adds GS Ch. 128, Art. 5, entitled " Code of Ethics and 
Standard of Conduct for Public Officers and Employees.” The declared intent of the article is to 
provide a guide to conduct and a basis for discipline on ethical issues concerning public’ em- 
ployees. The code applies to all persons employed, appointed or elected to any position in state 
or local government, except members of the General Assembly. The term "personal or financial 
interest”, for purposes of determining conflicts of interest, is defined as including: the affairs of 
members of the employee’s household; the affairs of businesses in which the employee is an 
officer, partner, or director or owns more than a 10% interest; and businesses with which the 
employee is negotiating or has arranged prospective employment. Public employees are also de- 
fined to have a finencial interest in transactions between a government agency and some other 
person or firm with whom the employee has an arrangement that will result in gain for the em- 
ployee because of the transaction. The term “benefit” is defined to mean anything of monetary 
value including gifts, meals, entertainment, loans or services. This term excludes customary gifts 
from friends. 

The code prohibits public employees from accepting any benefit from organizations which 
contract with, do business with, or are regulated by the employee’s agency, and prohibits such 
employees from accepting benefits intended to influence their performance of their public duties, 
except as provided by law. The code further prohibits agencies from soliciting organizations which 
do business with or are regulated by the agency to provide hospitality at meetings or conferences 
whose primary purpose is to conduct agency business. Public employees are prevented from ac- 
cepting outside employment which would impair their independence of judgment; in particular, 
they may not accept outside employment with companies that do business with the agency, 
except as authorized by the agency after a determination that no conflict of interest exists. 

Public employees are prohibited from representing claimants in agency proceedings. Such 
employees are further prohibited from using their office to obtain personal profit or to benefit any 
organization in which the employee has a personal or a financial interest, participating in agency 
matters in which the employee has a personal or financial interest, and may not falsify any public 
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records or expense accounts. 

The code requires elected and appointed public officers, and exempt employees as defined 
by GS 126-5(d), to file an annual disclosure statement with the Secretary of State which will be 
maintained as a public record. This statement is to contain a list of the assets, liabilities and 
sources of income which the employee controls or for which the employee is jointly and severally 
liable. Further requires city council members, county commissioners, and members of local 
boards of adjustment, planning boards, housing authorities and redevelopment authorities to file 
an annual disclosure statement with the county clerk, which shall include a listing of their real 
estate holdings, local business interests, sources of income greater than $5,000 and names of 
employees paid more than $5,000 by the local government official, and which shall be made 
available for public inspection. 

The code excuses public employees from participating in or voting on agency matters in 
which the employee has a personal or financial interest. Provides that upon disqualification, the 
remaining members have authority to act as if the disqualified employee’s position were vacant. 
Members of occupational licensing boards, engaged in rule-making, are exempt from this 
provision. 

Private individuals are prohibited from knowingly offering gifts to public employees with the 
intent of improperly influencing their decisions and agencies are prohibited from employing engi- 
neering or consulting firms for public works contracts in which managers, owners or creditors of 
the firm have a financial interest in the proposed development site. Such firms are required to 
disclose their interests in the proposed site when submitting proposals or bids. 

The code makes knowing violation of its provisions a misdemeanor, and provides that viola- 
tors may be subject to fines, suspension, removal or other legally available penalties. Employees 
may not be prosecuted for violations of the code if they relied in good faith on a written opinion 
by the Attorney General, or a local government attorney, after full disclosure. 

GS 14-235, 236 and 237 and GS 133-32 are repealed. Effective July 1, 1991, except for 
the provisions requiring annual disclosure statements which are effective January 1, 1992. 
Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1059. BOARD OF GOVERNORS ELECTION-H-2. "HOUSE RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH THE 
PROCEDURE FOR NOMINATING AND ELECTING MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Establishes nomination and election procedures for 
eight members of UNC Board of Governors to be elected to four-year terms by House in 1993 
legislative session. Procedures cover these categories of membership: (1) members of political 
party that has largest minority in General Assembly (two members); and (2) members at large (six 
members). Additional vacancies occurring as result of unexpired terms to be filled by chamber 
that originally elected member to seat now vacant due to unexpired term. Candidates to be nomi- 
nated by House Education Comm. with assistance of its Subcommittee on University Education. 
House members may submit written proposals for nomination until five days, or first Monday, after 
completion of appointments to Comm., whichever is later. Subcomm. must interview qualified can- 
didates on second Tuesday following completion of appointments to Comm. on third such 
Tuesday, Subcomm. must submit its nominees to Comm. Final list of nominees must be sub- 
mitted to House for its vote within 30 legislative days of completion of appointments to Comm. 
Provides any House member may propose for nomination as many candidates as there are 
seats available for nomination; such nomination required for candidacy. Proposal must specify 
category of membership, which may not be changed once nominations close. Subcomm., after 
interviewing candidates, must vote on each; candidate must receive majority vote to be recom- 
mended to Comm. Subcomm. must submit at least one nominee per vacancy. If Subcomm. 
recommends more than one candidate for an open seat, it may choose to designate by majority 
vote any preferred candidates as "Recommended Nominees.” Comm. must vote on candidates 
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recommended by Subcomm; majority required for nomination. Comm. must nominate at least one 
candidate per vacancy. If Comm. recommends more nominees in a category than openings avail- 
able in that category, it may designate by majority vote any preferred candidate as "Recom- 
mended Nominee.” 

Chairman of Subcomm. must prepare list of nominees and distribute to House. House to 
hold its election after Senate has completed its election. In election, no floor nominations allowed. 
Election requires majority roll-call vote of House members present and voting. If member votes for 
any nominee in a category, he must cast votes for as many nominees in that category as there 
are positions to be filled. Provides if single vacancy in a category and no nominee gets majority, 
runoff to be conducted between top two vote-getters. If fewer than two nominees in minority-party 
category, or fewer than six in at-large category, receive majority votes, runoff to be held among 
nominees receiving highest number of votes cast; top vote-getters up to twice number of seats 
open in category are eligible for runoff. If more than two nominees in minority-party category or 
more than six members of at-large category receive majority votes, then nominees with highest 
number of votes in each category deemed to have been chosen. Chairman of Subcomm. to 
canvas vote and declare results. 
introduced by Warner. Referred to Rules. 


H 1060. HISTORIC BUILDINGS TIME DELAY. "TO INCREASE THE LENGTH OF TIME FOR WHICH 
THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF A CERTIFICATE OF APPROPRIATENESS MAY BE DELAYED." Amends GS 
160A-400.14(a) for purpose indicated in title by increasing from 180 days to 365 days from date 
of approval that effective date of certificate may be delayed. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to State Government. 


H 1061. MILK DISTRIBUTORS’ BOND. "TO REQUIRE BONDS OF DISTRIBUTORS AND 
SUBDISTRIBUTORS OF MILK." Amends GS 106-266.10 as title indicates. Bond must be sufficient 
to cover all amounts due producers of milk or cooperative ass’ns for two normal or customary pay 
periods, but not exceeding 25 days in total, based on average of preceding six-month period of 
purchases from milk producers or cooperative ass’ns; however, minimum bond may not be less 
than amount sufficient to cover amounts due producers or cooperative ass’ns for one week’s 
purchases. Sets out bond’s conditions. Applicable to license applications made on or after Oct. 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Loflin. Referred to Agriculture. 


H 1062. DAY CARE RATIO CHANGE PHASED IN. "TO PHASE IN CHANGES TO STAFF-CHILD 
RATIOS AND GROUP CHILD DAY CARE FACILITIES." Amends GS 110-91(7) to phase in reductions 
in staff-child ratios in group child day care facilities, beginning Jan. 1, 1992, so that, effective 
Jan. 1, 1996, staff-child ratios and group sizes will be as follows:

12-24 mo. 5 10 
2-3 yrs. 8 14 
3-4 yrs. 10 20 
4-5 yrs. 12 20

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H 1063. COMM. COLLEGE REFUGEE TUITION. "TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN IMMIGRANTS BE 
TREATED AS STATE RESIDENTS FOR COMMUNITY COLLEGE TUITION PURPOSES." Amends GS 
115D-39 as title indicates. Provides that refugee immigrant who lawfully entered US and who is 
living in NC is considered to qualify as domiciliary of NC under GS 116-143.1(a)(1) and as. NC 
resident for community college tuition purposes as defined in GS 116-143. 1(a)(2). 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Education. 


H 1064. TRUCK AXLE REQUIREMENTS. "TO AMEND THE AXLE REQUIREMENTS FOR MOTOR 
HOMES AND CERTAIN TRUCKS." Amends GS 20-116(d) to provide that single vehicle (now, ve- 
hicle) regardless of number of axles (now, two axles) may not exceed 45 feet (now, 35 feet) in 
length of extreme overall dimensions inclusive of front and rear bumpers. However, bus or motor 
home (now, only bus) with two axles may not exceed 40 feet in length overall of dimensions 
inclusive or front and rear bumpers. Deletes provision concerning vehicle with three axles. Trucks 
transporting unprocessed cotton from farm to gin may not exceed 48 feet in length overall of 
dimensions inclusive of front and rear bumpers. Adds definition of "motor home” to GS 20- 
4.01(27) as vehicular unit, designed to provide temporary living quarters, built into as integral 
part, or permanently attached to, self-propelled motor vehicle chassis or van (and specifies facili- 
ties it must contain). 

Introduced by Robinson. Referred to Transportation. 


H 1065. BOATING SAFETY EDUCATION. "TO ESTABLISH A BOATING SAFETY EDUCATION 
REQUIREMENT.” Adds GS 75A-15.1 to forbid person born on or after Jan. 1, 1976 to operate 
vessel on waters of N.C. without first obtaining certificate of boating safety education; operator 
must possess certificate when operating and present it on demand to wildlife or other enforce- 
ment officer. Violation is misdemeanor punishable by fine up to $25 for first conviction, and fine 
up to $500 for subsequent conviction within two years. Exempts from requirement: commercial 
operators of vessels; resident of another state visiting N.C. for 60 days or less in vessel num- 
bered in other state if person is 16 years or older and has boating safety certificate from Coast 
Guard, Coast Guard Auxiliary, U.S. Power Squadron, local board of education, or issued in other 
state in accordance with criteria of Nat’l Ass’n of State Boating Law Administrators; person visit- 
ing N.C. for 90 days or less in vessel from another country; person operating vessel on water 
located entirely on private property; and any other person exempted by regulation of Wildlife 
Resources Comm’n (WRC). Requires WRC to set criteria for boating safety course; administer 
verbal test when appropriate; coordinate statewide program of boating safety instruction and certi- 
fication and make available in each county; and ensure that course is available at earliest prac- 
tical age for "children in boating communities.” Authorizes any person or entity to offer boating 
safety course if approved by WRC, including U.S. Coast Guard Auxiliary, U.S. Power Squadron, 
political subdivision, municipal corporation, state agency, and public or private school. Requires 
WRC to issue certificate of boating safety education to person who passes course prescribed by 
WRC or passes exam administered by persons authorized to offer course; WRC must provide 
boating safety education materials without charge to persons who plan to take exam. Certificate 
is valid for life and may not be revoked. WRC may issue 30-day temporary certificate of boating 
safety education to person who signs affidavit stating that person has read and understood mate- 
rials provided by WRC; temporary certificate may be extended for 30 days upon request. The 
following may be substituted for certificate of boating safety education: license issued by Coast 
Guard; certificate issued by Coast Guard Auxiliary, U.S. Power Squadron, or local board of edu- 
cation; or certificate issued in another state in accordance with criteria of Nat’l Ass’n of State 
Boating Law Administrators. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

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H 1066. LOWER PRESCRIPTION DRUG COSTS. "TO STIMULATE COMPETITIVE DRUG PRICES 
FOR STATE INSTITUTIONS AND FOR THE STATE HEALTH PLAN." States that purchases by state 
agencies and reimbursements by state agencies for prescription drugs must be at lowest avail- 
able price. Amends GS 135-40.6(8) (State employees health insurance plan) to cover charges for 
prescription legend drugs as determined by Executive Administrator and Board of Trustees (now, 
covers prescription legend drugs in excess of $2 per prescription for generic drugs and brand 
name drugs without generic equivalent and in excess of $3 per prescription for brand name drugs 
for use outside of hospital or skilled nursing facility). Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1067. HUNTER CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE. "TO ESTABLISH PENALTIES FOR THE CRIMINALLY 
NEGLIGENT USE OF A FIREARM WHILE HUNTING.” Adds GS 113, Art. 21B, to create the misde- 
meanor of discharging a firearm, while hunting, in a careless or dangerous manner, which result- 
ing in damage to property or bodily injury. Provides that violators who cause only property 
damage may be fined an amount between $250 and $1,000, imprisoned for up to 60 days, or 
both, and shall pay restitution to the property owner. Such persons shall have their hunting privi- 
leges suspended for one year. 

Provides that violators who cause minor bodily injuries be fined an amount between $500 
and $2,000, imprisoned for up to two years, or both and shall pay restitution for any property 
damage also caused. Such persons shall have their hunting privileges suspended for three years. 

Violators who cause serious bodily injury leading to disfigurement or permanent disability 
shall be fined an amount between $750 and $2,000, and imprisoned for not less than 15 days 
and not more than two years, and shall pay restitution for any property damage also caused. 

Violators who cause death shail be fined between $1,000 and $2,000 and imprisoned for 
not less than 30 days and not more than two years and shall pay restitution for any property 
damage. Violators who cause serious bodily injury or death shall have their hunting privieges 
suspended for five years. 

Establishes that impairment shall be treated as an aggravating factor and shall increase the 
penalties for all except the last category of violations. Provides that persons convicted of hunting 
while license suspended may be fined an amount between $500 and $2,000, or imprisoned for up 
to two years, or both and shall have their hunting privileges suspended for an additional five 
years. Further provides that persons convicted of hunting while license suspended shall not be 
issued another license until they have completed the hunter safety course established by GS 113- 
270.1A. Wildlife Officers, sheriffs, deputy sheriffs and police officers are given authority to enforce 
this act. 

Effective October i, 1991.

H 1068. RADIOACTIVE WASTE DISPOSAL. "TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC HEALTH BY REQUIRING 
THAT LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE WITH LEVELS OF RADIATION BELOW THAT REGULATED 
BY THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT BE TREATED, RECYCLED, STORED, OR DISPOSED OF AT A 
LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITY LICENSED PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 104E 
OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." Adds new GS 104E-7(a1) as title indicates. Deletes authority of NC 
Radiation Protection Comm’n contained in GS 104E-7(a)(5) to exempt from its regulations certain 
sources or kinds of radiation on the grounds that those sources or kinds will not constitute a 
significant risk to public health or safety. Effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Judy Hunt. Referred to Environment. 
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H 1069. HAZ. FACILITY NEAR MENTAL HOSP. "7O PROHIBIT THE SITING OF AN AUTHORIZED 
HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY OPERATED PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 130B OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES WITHIN THIRTY-FIVE MILES OF A STATE PSYCHIATRIC OR MENTAL RETARDATION 
CENTER.” Amends GS 130B-11(c) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Green. Referred to Environment. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 715. SPORTS CLUB ABC PERMITS. "7O MODIFY THE LAW RELATING TO THE ISSUANCE OF 
ABC PERMITS TO SPORTS CLUBS." GS 18B-603(h) now allows golf courses to have ABC permits 
for on and off premises consumption of malt beverages, unfortified wine, and fortified wine and 
for mixed beverages, if the course is situated in a county in which the sale of such alcoholic 
beverages has been allowed in at least six cities in the county. This bill would amend the section 
to permit a course to have such permits if the course is located "in any county adjacent to that 
county in which an ABC system is allowed.” 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to ABC. 


S 716. GRAND JURY DRUG INVESTIGATION. "TO MAKE VARIOUS CHANGES TO LAWS 
PERMITTING GRAND JURIES TO INVESTIGATE DRUG-TRAFFICKING CHARGES.” Amends GS 15A- 
622(h) to permit drug-trafficking investigative grand jury to be convened from existing grand jury 
or to be convened as an additional grand jury to an existing grand jury. Provides that grand 
jurors on drug-trafficking investigative grand jury serve for 12 months. Amends GS 15A-623(h) to 
provide that presiding superior court judge must hear any matter concerning drug-trafficking in- 
vestigative grand jury in camera when necessary to prevent disclosure of its existence; requires 
court reporter to record and transcribe in camera proceeding. Deletes October 1, 1991 sunset 
provision for drug-trafficking investigative grand jury laws, thereby making such laws permanent. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 717. "EACH” PROGRAM AUTHORIZATION. "TO SUPPORT THE ESSENTIAL ACCESS 
COMMUNITY HOSPITAL (EACH) PROGRAM." Requires Office of Rural Health and Resource 
Development, Dep’t of Human Resources, to develop and implement appropriate plan and pro- 
posal for state’s participation in EACH program and report to 1992 session on plan and proposal 
and on changes to GS Ch. 131E necessary to facilitate state’s implementation of program. 
Effective July 1, 1997. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Human Resources. 


S$ 718. BIRTH IMPAIRMENT FUND (=H 546). "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA BIRTH- 
RELATED NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT PROGRAM AND THE NORTH CAROLINA BIRTH-RELATED 
NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT TRUST FUND." \dentical to H 546, introduced 1 April. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 719. IMPROVE CONTRACTORS REGULATION. "TO DECREASE THE PROJECT COST MINIMUM 
FOR APPLICABILITY OF CONTRACTORS LICENSURE REQUIREMENTS, TO CLARIFY EXEMPTION 
PROVISIONS, AND TO REQUIRE EVIDENCE OF INSURANCE COVERAGE TO BE DEMONSTRATED." 
Amends GS 87-1 (definition of "general contractor” for purposes of licensing) to include construc- 
tion with cost of $20,000 (now, $45,000) or more. Narrows exemption of construction on builder’s 
own land for own use to construction solely for occupancy by builder and family, firm or corpora- 
tion; establishes presumption that if building not occupied in such fashion for at least 12 months 
following construction, builder did not intend it solely for own occupancy. Enlarges own-use, own- 
land exemption to include alteration (now, just construction) of building, and construction or al- 
teration of building on land owned by builder and used in farming business costing less than 
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$45,000. Amends GS 87-14 (building permits) to require contractor license for issuance of permit 
for building costing $20,000 (now $45,000) or more and to require builder to have liability and 
Workers’ Compensation insurance. Effective on ratification and applies to bids made, projects 
undertaken, and permits applied for on or after that date. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Insurance. 


S 720. SCHOOL EQUITY FUNDS (= H 938). "TO PROVIDE EQUALIZATION FUNDS FOR THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Identical to H 938, introduced 19 April. 
Introduced by Warren. Referred to Education. 


S 721. VEHICLE EXTENDED WARRANTY ACT. "7O ENACT THE MOTOR VEHICLE SERVICE 
AGREEMENTS REGULATION ACT." Adds GS Ch. 58, Art. 37A, to regulate North Carolina com- 
panies which sell service warranties for motor vehicles. Does not apply to warranties offered at no 
charge by manufacturers in connection with the sale of new vehicles. Requires companies selling 
service warranties to obtain a license from the Commissioner of Insurance and provides that busi- 
nesses which operate without a license shall be fined an amount between $5,000 and $25,000. 
Licensed property or casualty insurers may enter into motor vehicle service agreements without 
obtaining an additional license, but must otherwise comply with the provisions of this article. 
Establishes a licensing fee of $5,000, of which $1,000 will be nonrefundable if a license is 
denied, and an annual renewal fee of $200. 

Establishes the following qualifications for a license under this article: the applicant must be 
solvent; satisfactorily managed; set up a deposit required by this article; maintain the ratio of 
gross premiums to net assets required by this article; maintain minimum net assets of $500,000 
in the United States; maintain an unearned premium reserve, consisting of unencumbered assets, 
equal to at least 70% of the gross premiums written on a reverse effective yield basis, or pur- 
chase contractual liability insurance for 100% of its claim exposure. In order to be licensed, appli- 
cants must also supply to the Department of Insurance any information that department requests 
concerning its business operations and shall have its name or trademark approved by the depart- 
ment. Applicants for licensure which have violated any of the provisions of this article, within three 
years prior to application, and failed to correct these violations when informed of them, shall not 
be eligible for a license unless granted special permission by the Department of Insurance, upon 
filing of a sworn statement explaining the violations and payment of an additional fee. The article 
makes it a misdemeanor to knowingly include fraudulent information on a license application, pun- 
ishable by a fine of at least $1,000. 

Grants the Commissioner of Insurance the discretion to suspend or revoke a license if the 
licensee intentionally violates this Article or any statute regarding service contracts, allows its ratio 
of gross premiums to assets to exceed 10:1 and has less than $2,000,000 in net assets, or is 
involved in a delinquency proceeding in North Carolina. Requires the Commissioner to suspend 
or revoke the license of any licensee who defaults on a valid claim, is on the verge of bankruptcy, 
refuses to cooperate with the Department of Insurance’s requests for information, refuses to pay 
a judgment in any state, refuses to pay or underpays valid claims, or is affiliated with an unli- 
censed motor vehicle service agreement company. Intentional violation of this statute is grounds 
for revocation of all North Carolina insurance licenses held by the violator. Establishes a maxi- 
mum period for suspension of two years and requires that suspended licensees must demonstrate 
that they are in full compliance with this Article before their license may be reinstated. 

Requires each motor vehicle service warranty company to deposit $100,000 worth of securi- 
ties with the Commissioner of Insurance, and authorizes the Commissioner to require an addi- 
tional deposit of between $100,000 and $1,000,000, after notice and hearing, when necessary to 
protect the public. Such securities will not be subject to taxation and securities of like quality and 
value may be substituted for those held at any time while the company is solvent. Provides a 
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procedure for the sale of securities to pay refused claims. 

Provides that the Commissioner will approve all service agreement forms and requires that 
written notice be given to customers informing them that the purchase of extended warranty serv- 
ice is not required in order to purchase or obtain financing for a motor vehicle. In order to be 
approved, forms must be clear, not misleading, unambiguous and legible, may not include provi- 
sions allowing the service warranty company to cancel the agreement for any reason except non- 
payment of premiums or breach by the consumer, must provide for the right of assignability by 
the consumer to any subsequent purchaser, and must contain a consumer cancellation provision. 

Subjects the sale of such service warranties to sales tax but exempts repairs under such 
agreements from sales tax. Requires service warranty companies to filé an annual statement with 
the Commissioner of Insurance by March 1, each year listing pertinent financial and claims infor- 
mation, and directs the Commissioner to include a summary of these statements in his annual 
report. Directs service warranty companies to maintain complete financial and claims records and 
grants the Commissioner of Insurance permission to periodically inspect these records. 

Prohibits licensed companies from fronting for unlicensed companies by passing some por- 
tion of their risk of loss. Further prohibits unauthorized mergers or consolidations. 

Requires that service warranty companies register their salesmen and sets a registration 
fee of $40 annually. Provides for a fine of between $100 and $500 for selling service warranties 
without proper registration and makes unauthorized sellers ineligible for registration for a period 
of between two and five years at the Commissioner’s discretion. Defines registered salesmen as 
fiduciaries and states that any salesman who misappropriates funds is guilty of embezzlement. 
Requires the Commissioner of Insurance to suspend or revoke salesmens’ registration for fraud, 
incompetence, misappropriation of funds, fronting for unregistered salespersons, or willful failure 
to comply with an order of the Commissioner or this Article. Allows the Commissioner to suspend 
or revoke salesmens’ registrations for violating this Article or Department of Insurance regulations, 
refusing to pay over money to the company he represents, engaging in unfair trade practices, or 
being convicted of a crime that involves moral turpitude. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to fine salespersons who violate this article a sum of up to 
$5,000 in addition to revoking their license. Sets a maximum period for the suspension of regis- 
tration of five years. Allows the Commissioner to impose a fine against salespersons in lieu of 
suspending or revoking their license of up to $1,000 for misconduct and up to $5,000 for willful 
misconduct. Makes it a general misdemeanor to knowingly sell a motor vehicle service warranty in 
violation of this Article. 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Insurance to enforce this Article through delinquency hear- 
ings. Requires service warranty companies to appoint the Commissioner of Insurance as an agent 
for service of process in North Carolina. Allows persons damaged by violations of this Article to 
bring a civil action, and provides for the recovery of attorneys fees in such actions if the plaintiff 
pursues any arbitration option existing in his agreement before filing suit. The defendant company 
may be awarded attorneys’ fees for the costs of defending ill-founded suits or suits intended to 
harass. Authorizes the Commissioner of Insurance to instigate criminal proceedings against willful 
violators of this Article and subjects service warranty companies to the provisions of the Unfair 
Trade Practices Act. Provides that the Commissioner may terminate investigations into alleged 
misconduct by service warranty companies or their salespersons upon acceptance of a written 
assurance of voluntary compliance. Subsequent failure to comply will be considered prima facie 
evidence of a violation in any later court proceeding. 

Amends GS 58-1-15(b) to exempt extended warranty agreements from the provisions of 
- Articles 1 through 64 of GS Ch. 58.

S 722. LEGISLATIVE ETHICS JURISDICTION. "TO EXPAND THE JURISDICTION OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ETHICS COMMITTEE.” Amends GS 120-102 to require Legislative Ethics Comm. to 
adopt rules specifying unethical activities that legislators should avoid. Amends GS 120-103 to 
require Comm. to inquire into alleged violation of any of its rules, or of criminal law by legislator 
acting in official capacity. Expands GS 120-103(d) (disposition of cases by Comm.) to allow 
Comm. to issue public censure or private reprimand to legislator, or to refer the matter to the 
appropriate house for action which may include censure and expulsion if Comm. finds substantial 
evidence of unethical activity.

S 723. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE EXAMS. "7O ESTABLISH SAFEGUARDS FOR CONTROLLED 
SUBSTANCE EXAMINATIONS." Adds new GS 95-230 to establish the following procedural require- 
ments for private and public employers who conduct examinations of their employees for the 
presence of controlled substances: (1) samples must be collected under reasonable and sanitary 
conditions and the dignity of the employee shall be respected; (2) samples must be analyzed by 
labs that have demonstrated satisfactory performance in the testing programs of the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse or the College of American Pathology, and any sample that produces a 
positive result must be confirmed by a second test utilizing gas chromatography with mass 
spectrometry or an equivalent method; (3) a portion of every sample that produces a positive test 
must be preserved by the lab for at least 90 days; and (4) the examiner must establish chain of 
custody procedures so that collection, identification, handling, and labeling are properly and ade- 
quately done. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 724. EXPANDED BASE PERIOD DEFINED. "AMENDING THE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
LAW TO ADD THE DEFINITION OF ’'EXTENDED BASE PERIOD.’" Adds new GS 96-8(26) to define 
extended base period for unemployment insurance purposes as the four quarters prior to the 
claimant’s base period, and if an individual lacks sufficient base period wages because of a job- 
related injury for which he received workers’ compensation, upon written application by the 
claimant, an extended base period will be substituted for the current base period on a quarter-by- 
quarter basis as needed to establish a valid claim. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and expires June 30, 
1993. 

introduced by Sands. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 725. PRIVATE PROTECTION BLANK. "70 ESTABLISH THE PRIVATE PROTECTION SERVICES 
ACT OF 1991.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 726. WORKERS’ COMP. SECURITY FUND. "CONCERNING THE WORKER’S COMPENSATION 
SECURITY FUND." Amends GS Ch. 97, Art. 3, to create a single Workers’ Compensation Security 
Fund. Amends GS 97-109 to provide that all carriers shall pay into the fund 2% of their net 
written premiums for each semiannual return period, and that every mutual carrier shall pay an 
additional 1% of net written premiums per reporting period beginning with the first reporting 
period in 1991 and ending the last day of the first reporting period in 1996. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 
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S 727. REGULATE BED & BREAKFAST INNS. "70 PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF BED 
AND BREAKFAST INNS." Effective Jan. 1, 1992, amends GS 130A-247 to add definition of "bed 
and breakfast inn” as business establishment of not more than 12 guest rooms that offers bed 
and breakfast accommodations to at least nine but not more than 23 persons per night for period 
of less than one week and (1) does not serve food or drink to general public for pay, (2) serves 
only breakfast meal and only to overnight guests, (3) includes price of breakfast in room rate, and 
(4) is permanent residence of establishment’s owner or manager. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, amends 
GS 130A-248(a2) to provide that sanitation rules governing bed and breakfast inns may not re- 
quire (1) commercial grade, stainless steel NSF-approved kitchen equipment, (2) private toilet and 
lavatory facilities in each guest room, (3) kitchen used exclusively to prepare food served to 
guests, or (4) separate rest room for employees. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 728. STATE TO USE EFFICIENT LIGHTING (=H 1020). "TO REQUIRE THAT LIGHTING IN NEW 
AND EXISTING STATE CONSTRUCTION BE ENERGY EFFICIENT AND COST EFFECTIVE.” Requires 
state agencies, General Assembly, General Court of Justice, and UNC in all offices to convert to 
and use in new buildings lighting that meets national standard for lighting commercial facilities, 
compact fluorescent bulbs, or daylighting, whichever Dep’t of Administration decides to be most 
energy-efficient and financially practical. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Plexico. Referred to Environment. 


S 729. UTILITIES ELECTRICAL CONTRACTING (=H 1028). "TO PREVENT UNFAIR COMPETITION 
BY ELECTRIC POWER SUPPLIERS." \dentical to H 1028, introduced 19 April. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred by Public Utilities. 


S 730. AIR CARGO FACILITY BONDS. "TO PROVIDE BONDS FOR FINANCING AN AIR CARGO 
FACILITY.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Barnes. Referred by Finance. 


S 731. LONG TERM CARE MANAGERS. "FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF TEMPORARY MANAGERS 
FOR LONG TERM CARE FACILITIES.” Adds new GS Ch. 131E, Art. 13, permitting the Dep't of 
Human Resources to petition court for appointment of a temporary manager of a long term care 
facility on following grounds: (1) there is a probability that the facility will not correct an existing 
violation that poses a substantial risk of death or serious physical harm to a resident; (2) such a 
violation exists and the Dep’t has begun license nonrenewal or revocation proceedings; (3) the 
facility is operating without a license; (4) the facility’s license is suspended or revoked, or the 
facility intends to close, and the facility has not made adequate arrangements for moving resi- 
dents or quick relocation is not in resident’s best interests; (5) the facility is financially unable to 
provide adequate care; or (6) the facility is in breach of a court order directly concerning care of 
residents. 

Grants temporary manager broad control over operation of facility. Requires temporary 
manager to submit to court for approval written plan on any deficiency costing over $1,000 to fix. 
Permits temporary manager to break leases, contracts, and secured transactions entered into by 
former operators of facility if (1) the person seeking payment under the agreement was a former 
operator of an affiliate thereof; or (2) the rental price or rate of interest was substantially above 
market rates. 

Requires court review of need for temporary manager every 30 days. Requires temporary 
manager to give complete accounting of operation of facility within 30 days of termination of 
management. Grants Dep’t of Human Resources a lien on the facility's building, land, and fix- 
tures, equipment and inventories for the expenses of the temporary management. 
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Requires Dep’t to establish and collect a reasonable bond from facility operators as a con- 
dition of licensure. Requires interest on bond funds to be deposited in temporary management 
contingency fund. If funds required by temporary manager exceed operating funds of facility, 
court may order Dep’t to use bond proceeds and contingency funds to compensate the tem- 
porary manager and pay cost of court-ordered correction of deficiencies. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 732. PROJECT GENESIS ESTABLISHED (=H 994). "TO ESTABLISH THE PROJECT GENESIS 
PROGRAM, AN EXPERIMENT WITH A RESTRUCTURED SCHOOL APPROACH FOR THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS." Identical to H 994, introduced 19 April. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Education. 


S 733. FARMS FOR FUTURE ACT AUTHORITY. "TO QUALIFY THE STATE FOR FUNDING UNDER 
THE FEDERAL FARMS FOR THE FUTURE ACT.” Adds GS 106-744 allowing county, with consent 
of landowners, to purchase agricultural conservation easements over farmland qualifying for pres- 
ervation under GS 106-737 and -738. Defines agricultural conservation easement as negative 
easement in gross restricting residential, commercial, and industrial development of land in order 
to maintain its agricultural production capability. Provides such easement may permit creation of 
not more than three lots that meet applicable zoning and subdivision regulations, and is perpetual 
(but at least 20 years after purchase, county may reconvey easement to owner if he/she can 
demonstrate that commercial agriculture no longer practicable on the land). Establishes Farmland 
Preservation Trust Fund to be administered by Comm’r of Agriculture, consisting of money appro- 
priated by General Assembly or transferred from counties or private sources. Comm’r to use 
money from Fund to purchase agricultural conservation easements, and distribute it to counties 
and private nonprofit conservation organizations for such purchases. Effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Odom. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 734. EXEMPT RESTAURANT HIV DISCRIM. "TO EXTEND THE EXEMPTION OF RESTAURANTS 
FROM HIV EMPLOYMENT DISCRIMINATION PROHIBITION." Amends SL 1989, Chap. 698, to 
extend from July 1, 1991 to July 1, 1993 the exemption of restaurants’ from statute that prohibits 
employers from firing employees who are infected with human immunodeficiency virus. 
Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 735. DOM. CARE ASSISTANCE ELIGIBILITY. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE SOCIAL SERVICES 
COMMISSION ADOPT RULES SETTING STATE/COUNTY SPECIAL ASSISTANCE ELIGIBILITY FOR 
DOMICILIARY CARE TO CORRESPOND WITH THE RULES DETERMINING FEDERAL MEDICAID 
ELIGIBILITY.” Amends GS 108A-41(c) concerning eligibility for Special Assistance for Adults 
Program: in determining whether person has insufficient resources, resources to be excluded 
from consideration to be the same as those determined by the reserve and asset calculation for 
the Federal Medicaid Program (now, exclusion includes primary place of residence plus con- 
tiguous real property on which property tax value is less than $12,000). Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 736. LRC STUDY ARSON STATUTES. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY A REVISION OF THE ARSON STATUTES." As title indicates; Comm’n may 
make interim report to 1992 session and final report to 1993 session. 

introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 737. MEDICAID STATE/FEDERAL COORD. (=H 996). "TO COORDINATE THE EFFECTIVE DATE 
OF CHANGED STATE MEDICAID REIMBURSEMENT AMOUNTS WITH THE DATE FOR WHICH THE 
CHANGE IS APPROVED BY FEDERAL ADMINISTRATION.” \dentical to H 996, introduced 19 April. 
Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 738. RADIATION TECH. PRACTICE ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE RADIATION TECHNOLOGY ACT.” 
Adds GS Ch. 90, Art. 25 to provide for licensing of those who use radiation technology in medical 
diagnosis and treatment. Establishes Board of Radiation Technology Examiners with seven mem- 
bers with terms ranging from one to three years, to include four radiologic technologists, one 
nuclear medicine technologist, one radiation therapy technologist, and one public member; three 
members to be appointed by House Speaker; three by Senate President Pro Tem. and one (the 
public member) by Governor. Initial members to be selected by Aug. 1, 1991. Individual board 
members to be immune from civil liability arising from official activities. Authorizes board to set 
qualifications; issue, renew, and revoke licenses for practitioners of radiation technology; and ap- 
prove educational programs for such practice. Board must issue license without examination to: 
(1) radiation technologist who applies within one year of effective date of act, proves employment 
as radiologic, therapy, or nuclear medicine technologist, and shows current certificate from 
American Registry of Radiologic Technologists or Nuclear Medicine Technology Certification 
Board; (2) unregistered technologist who has been in practice for four years before Jan. 1, 1990, 
under supervision of licensed practitioner, and has practiced in N.C. for two years immediately 
preceding effective date of act. Board may license without examination practitioner licensed in 
good standing in another state with requirements equivalent to N.C.’s. Provides board to require 
continuing education as condition of license renewal. 

Exempts from licensing requirement: students working under licensed technologist; those 
practicing under licensed chiropractor; those performing dental radiography; and those practicing 
under licensed podiatrist. 

Forbids practicing radiation therapy, radiation or radiologic technology, or nuclear medicine 
technology without license; employing unlicensed practitioners; use of fraudulently-obtained li- 
cense; and conducting educational program not approved by board; violation is misdemeanor 
punishable by imprisonment up to two years and/or fine. Requires any person who has reason- 
able cause to suspect misconduct or incapacity of licensee or violations of article to report to 
board; reporter immune to criminal prosecution or civil liability resulting from report. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 739. MEMORIALIZING W.F. YARBOROUGH, SR. (=H 919). "TO HONOR THE LIFE AND 
MEMORY OF WILSON FRANKLIN YARBOROUGH, SR., FORMER MEMBER OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY." \dentical to H 919, introduced 19 April. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Rules. 


S 740. CHIROPRACTIC UTILIZATION REVIEW. "TO GRANT QUALIFIED IMMUNITY TO THE 
UTILIZATION REVIEW COMMITTEE OF THE NORTH CAROLINA CHIROPRACTIC ASSOCIATION.” 
Adds GS Ch. 90, Art. 8A, entitled "Chiropractic Utilization Review Protection Act.” Defines utiliza- 
tion review as the rendering of opinion by chiropractic physician or entity appointed by N.C. 
Chiropractic Ass’n (Ass’n) other than the treating physician as to necessity, reasonableness, or 
appropriateness of any professional service performed for patient by treating physician. Provides 
no member of any utilization review committee of Ass’n to be held liable in damages for any 
Opinion or recommendation expressed within scope of committee, if member acts without malice 
and with reasonable belief in opinion or recommendation. Also immunizes from criminal or civil 
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liability any person providing information to any utilization review committee of Ass’n unless infor- 
mation is unrelated to function of committee, or is false and person giving it knew or had good 
reason to believe it to be false. Makes records of any utilization review committee of Ass’n 
confidential. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to Judiciary I. 


S 741. UNRECORDED POWERS OF ATTORNEY. "7O PROVIDE FOR THE REVOCATION OF 
UNRECORDED DURABLE POWERS OF ATTORNEY AND TO PROVIDE FOR PROOF OF 
EFFECTIVENESS OF A DURABLE POWER OF ATTORNEY BY AFFIDAVIT OF ATTORNEY-IN-FACT.” 
Amends GS 32A-8 to provide that unless a durable power of attorney (POA) provides otherwise, 
where durable POA grants authority only upon principal’s incapacity or mental incompetence, any 
person may rely on affidavit by attorney-in-fact stating that incapacity or incompetence exists, 
unless person has knowledge to the contrary. Amends GS 32A-13 concerning revocation of POA 
that has not been registered with register of deeds in N.C.: such POA is revoked by death of 
principal; any method provided in POA itself; being destroyed by principal while not incapacitated 
or incompetent; or a subsequent written document executed like a POA. If attorney-in-fact exe- 
cutes affidavit that he did not know of revocation of unregistered POA or termination by death of 
principal, such affidavit is conclusive proof of nonrevocation of POA at that time. Effective on 
ratification and applies to all durable POAs in existence or created on or after that date. 
Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Judiciary I. 


S 742. REGULATE MEDICAL DEVICES. "TO AMEND THE REGULATION OF MEDICAL DEVICES BY 
THE STATE BOARD OF PHARMACY." Amends GS 90-85.3(e) to limit State Board of Pharmacy’s 
authority to regulate medical devices to those labeled "Caution: federal law requires dispensing 
by or on the order of a physician”, and also to exclude devices used in hospitals licensed under 
GS 131E, Art. 5 and GS Ch. 122C, provided the devices are not used to dispense or administer 
drugs. 

introduced by Cooper. Referred to Human Resources. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 70. SUPPLEMENTAL PAY FOR MILITARY-1. Intro. 2/14. House committee substitute fleshes 
out details of original bill’s concept. Makes it clear that supplemental pay is available to all state 
employees, including public school and community college employees, paid in whole or in part 
from state funds, and that amount of supplemental pay is the actual difference between em- 
ployee’s monthly rate of state salary and monthly rate of active military duty pay, but not to 
exceed $225 per month. Provides that (1) no supplemental pay is due if state salary is less than 
military pay or if the employer provides any nonsalary compensation while the employee is on 
leave without pay for military service, (2) supplemental pay is not subject to payroll-related em- 
ployer contributions for fringe benefits, and (3) supplemental pay is payable from first day of 
month following entry into active duty through last day of month in which active duty ended. 
Directs State Personnel Comm'n, Administrative Office of the Courts, Legislative Services 
Comm'n, UNC Board of Governors, State Board of Education, and State Board of Community 
Colleges to develop temporary rules and policies to implement act for their respective employees. 
Directs that costs for 1990-91 shall be funded from 1990-91 appropriations. Appropriates from 
General Fund $170,000 for 1991-92 to Reserve for Employee Military Pay Continuation; and from 
Highway Fund $40,000 for 1991-92 to similar Reserve. Effective retroactively from Aug. 1, 1990, 
through Dec. 31, 1991. 
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H 106. REGISTER VOTERS BY MAIL. Intro. 2/20. House committee substitute requires that the 
Class | felony of fraudulent application requires giving false information under oath, willfully, 
knowingly, and with fraudulent intent. Appropriates $77,500 for 1991-92 and $38,500 for 1992-93 
from General Fund to State Board to implement mail registration provisions. 


H 355. MEDICAL BOARD SUBPOENAS. Intro. 3/27. House committee substitute provides material 
compiled by Board is subject to provisions of GS 90-16 (section requires Board, for example, to 
keep records and publish names of licensees), and changes effective date from ratification to 
Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 370. ANNEXATION DOCUMENTS FILED. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute changes 
amendments to GS 160A-29, -39, and -51 to strike obsolete language and require documents that 
must be filed by Sec’y of State to be filed not later than 30 days after effective date of annexa- 
tion ordinance. Changes effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 396. CLARIFY ALIMONY LAW. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute replaces original bill 
with “AN ACT TO REMOVE OBSOLETE LANGUAGE FROM CHAPTER 50 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES AND TO MOVE CLARIFYING PROVISIONS TO A MORE APPROPRIATE PLACE IN 
CHAPTER 50.” Moves the substance of GS 50-19(c) to GS 50-11(c), deletes from the latter sub- 
section the existing exception with respect to divorce on grounds of adultery of dependent 
spouse obtained with personal service, and makes it clear that in no case does a judgment of 
absolute divorce affect the right of a spouse to receive alimony or alimony pendente lite under a 
prior or concurrent judgment of absolute divorce. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 468. BEE AND HONEY ACT ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 4/1. House amendment changes effective 
date from ratification to Jan. 1, 1992. 


H 506. CLARIFY LEAD POISONING LAW. Intro. 1 April. House committee substitute specifies 
that removal of children from dwelling, school, or day care affected by an abatement order does 


not constitute abatement if property continues to be used for same purpose. 


H 534. VICTIMS COMPENSATION SUNSET OFF. Intro. 4/1. House amendment corrects statutory 
citation. 


H 574. FOSCOE INCORPORATED. Intro. 4/2; comm. sub. 4/18. House amendment corrects typo- 
graphical error. 


H 635. RALEIGH AUTO TAX INCREASE. Intro. 4/9. House amendment makes technical change. 


H 775. ALLEGHANY OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 4/15. House amendment deletes 3% discount to 
operator of business collecting occupancy tax. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 10. STATE PERSONNEL TECHNICAL AMENDS. Intro. 2/5. House committee substitute deletes 
proposed amendment to GS 126-7(c)(7). 


S 51. FUNERAL AND BURIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 2/7. Senate committee substitute recodifies Act 
as GS 90, Art. 13D and makes numerous technical changes. Includes savings banks within the 
definition of financial institutions eligible to hold preneed funeral contract trust deposits. Reduces 
the number of days which preneed licensees have to deposit beneficiaries funds in a trust ac- 
count or to purchase a prearrangement insurance policy from 10 to five. Reduces the maximum 
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fee for preneed funeral establishment licenses from $250 to $150 and reduces the maximum fee 
for a preneed sales license from $100 to $50. Authorizes the Board to refuse or revoke such 
licenses to persons who engage in the preneed funeral contract business without a license, who 
aid or abet unlicensed persons, who commit fraud in their application for a license or who 
engage in false advertising. Clarifies that proceedings to revoke or refuse a license are in addi- 
tion to proceedings or actions permitted by GS 210.25(d)(4), (e)(1) and (e)(2). Provides that hear- 
ings under this section shall be conducted in accordance with the Administrative Procedures Act. 
Repeals the requirement for maintaining bonds under GS 90-210.31(a1) as of the effective date 
of the act. Directs the Commissioner of Banks to deliver all relevant records to the North Carolina 
Board of Mortuary Science. 


S 80. HOME CARE LICENSING. Intro. 2/14. Senate committee substitute expands definition of 
"home care services” to include directly related medical supplies and appliances; to specify that 
speech therapy, to be included in defintion, must be provided to person who also is receiving 
nursing or other covered services in person’s home; and to include assistance with pulmonary 
care, pulmonary rehabilitation, or ventilation. Excludes from definition health promotion; preventive 
health services from public health dep’ts; maternal and child health services from public health 
dep’ts, Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources under GS 130A-124 or by develop- 
mental evaluation centers under contract with Dep’t; services by hospitals licensed under GS Ch. 
131E, Art. 5 when providing follow-up care within six months after discharge from hospital; serv- 
ices from programs under and within scope of GS Ch. 122C; services provided by schools under 
GS Ch. 115C, Art. 9; midwifery; and incidental health care provided by employee of licensed 
physician. Adds definition of "home health agency”: home care agency ceriified to receive 
Medicare and Medicaid reimbursement for nursing care, therapy, medical social services, and 
home health aide services on part-time intermittent basis under GS 131E-176(12). Alters amend- 
ment of GS 131E-138 to provide that continuing care retirement communities licensed by Dep’t of 
Insurance which also have licensed nursing beds are deemed io meet licensure requirements if 
Dep't of Human Resourcers certifies that facility meets all of regulations adopted by Medical 
Care Comm’n under act. Changes penalty provision to remove language making each day of 
continuing violation a separate offense. Requires Comm’n to adopt rules to regulate home care 
services provided by hospital, effective July 1, 1992. Changes effective date from Jan. 1, 1992, to 
July 1, 1992. Requires Comm’n upon ratification to develop rules to implement this act; rules to 
become effective July 1, 1992. 


S 111. HIGHWAY USE TAX REDUCTION. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute reduces mini- 
mum highway use tax to $25 (now, $40; original bill, $20), and makes transfer as a result of 
marital property distribution upon divorce fully exempt from tax (now, partially exempt). To offset 
revenue loss, revises the following fees collected by Div’n of Motor Vehicles:

Provides that all revenue collected under GS 20-85 is to be credited to Highway Trust Fund, 
with $15 of title fee earmarked for secondary roads. Directs that special $50 fee for one-day title 
service is to be credited to Highway Trust Fund. Amends GS 20-73 to amplify and clarify proce- 
dures and requirements for getting new certificate of title upon vehicle transfer. Amends GS 20- 
291 to require license of salesman, factory representative, or distributor representative to be re- 
newed each time licensee changes jobs. 


S 218. VEHICLE TITLE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/11; amended 3/26. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with “AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES TO

30 days after receipt of notice of application for line siting, municipality or county must file with 
Utilities Comm’n and serve on applicant provisions of ordinance that may affect construction, op- 
eration, or maintenance of proposed line as provided by rules of Comm’n. If municipality or 
county fails to serve notice, ordinance may not be enforced. If applicant proposes not to comply 
with any part of ordinance, applicant may move Comm’n for order pre-empting that part of the 
ordinance; service of motion on municipality or county by applicant makes municipality or county 
party to proceeding. Comm’n may include in certificate issued under act order pre-empting any 
part of such a county or municipal ordinance with regard to construction, operation, or mainte- 
nance of proposed line, if Comm’n finds public interest requires it.

H 1070. ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY STUDY. "TO CREATE THE LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION 
ON ENVIRONMENTAL SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY POLICY." Creates Legislative Study Comm'n 
on Environmental Science and Technology Policy to study alternatives for the integration of envi- 
ronmental science and public policy in N.C. Comm’n to have 12 members: four representatives 
appointed by House Speaker, four senators appointed by Senate President Pro Tem, and four 
nonlegislator members appointed by Governor; Speaker and President Pro Tem each to desig- 
nate one of their appointees as cochairman; initial appointments to be made by Aug. 1, 1991. 
Comm’n may submit interim report to 1992 legislative session and must submit final report on or 
before first day of 1993 session by filing with Speaker and President Pro Tem. Comm'n may 
request staff support from Board of Science and Technology and from Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources. Appropriates $15,000 from General Fund to General Assembly for 
each of 1991-92 and 1992-93 fiscal years for work of Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Woodard. Referred to Rules. 
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H 1071. POSTSEASON SPORTS REVENUE USE. "7O PROVIDE THAT ONE-HALF OF ALL FUNDS 
PAID TO A CONSTITUENT UNIVERSITY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AS A RESULT 
OF PARTICIPATION IN POSTSEASON INTERCOLLEGIATE ATHLETICS SHALL BE USED FOR 
GENERAL INSTITUTIONAL CONSIDERATIONS.” Amends GS 116-36.2, governing the regulation of 
special funds received by institutions within the University of North Carolina system, to provide 
that one-half of the funds received as a result of participating in postseason intercollegiate ath- 
letic competition, less expenses, will be allocated for general academic purposes. Effective July 
1, 1991. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Education. 


H 1072. CHILD TESTIMONY BY TV-1. "TO PROVIDE THAT A CHILD VICTIM MAY TESTIFY IN 
COURT IN CERTAIN CRIMINAL CASES BY MEANS OF CLOSED CIRCUIT TELEVISION." Adds GS 
15A-1056 to provide that where defendant is accused of physical or sexual abuse of child, court 
may order that testimony of child victim under age 18 be taken outside courtroom and shown in 
courtroom by means of closed circuit television if: (1) testimony is taken during the proceeding; 
and (2) judge determines that testimony by the child victim in the courtroom in presence of defen- 
dant will result in the child suffering serious emotional distress such that the child cannot reason- 
ably communicate. Provides only prosecuting and defense attorneys and judge may question 
child. Only persons who may be in room with child during testimony are: prosecuting and defense 
attorneys; operators of TV equipment; and any person who, in court’s discretion, contributes to 
reliability of child’s testimony. During child’s testimony by TV, judge and defendant must be in 
courtroom; they may be allowed to communicate with persons in the testimony room by electronic 
means. Provisions not applicable if defendant appears pro se. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies 
to offenses occurring on or after that date.

H 1073. CLARIFY BALLOT INSTRUCTIONS. "TO CLARIFY THE INSTRUCTIONS FOR SPLITTING 
TICKETS IN MULTISEAT RACES, TO MAKE IT CLEAR THAT IF THE VOTER MARKS A STRAIGHT 
TICKET AND THEN MARKS CANDIDATES OF THE OTHER PARTY, THE BALLOT WILL NOT BE 
COUNTED FOR ANY CANDIDATES FOR THAT OFFICE OF THE PARTY WHOSE CIRCLE WAS 
MARKED UNLESS THOSE CANDIDATES ARE VOTED FOR INDIVIDUALLY AS WELL." Amends GS 
163-140(b)(4) as title indicates.

H 1074. COMMERCIAL TANK DEFINITION. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF COMMERCIAL 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK.” Amends GS 143-215.94A(2) to exclude from definition of “com- 
mercial underground storage tank” underground storage tank of more than 1,100 gallon capacity 
used for storing heating oil for consumptive use on premises where stored by church, orphanage, 
school, community college, technical institute, college, or university. Applies to discharges or re- 
leases without regard to date discovered or reported. 

Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Environment. 


H 1075. REPRESENTATIVES’ LICENSE PLATES. "TO MODIFY THE APPEARANCE OF THE 
MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATION PLATES ISSUED TO MEMBERS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.” As title indicates; requires plates to depict Great Seal. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Robinson. Referred to Rules. 
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H 1076. CHILD TESTIMONY BY TV-2. "TO AUTHORIZE ELECTRONIC TRANSMISSION OR 
RECORDING OF THE TESTIMONY OF CHILDREN IN CASES OF PHYSICAL OR SEXUAL ABUSE OF 
CHILDREN." Requires Supreme Court to implement pilot program of electronic transmission or 
recording of testimony of children in cases of physical or sexual abuse of child victims, in at least 
three and no more than ten judicial districts. Court must evaluate pilot program and report results 
to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1993. Court may seek private funds for pilot program; state funds 
may not be used. 

Applicable only to districts involved in pilot program, adds GS 15A-1244, applicable to 
prosecutions in which victim is child under 13 years of age and defendant is charged with child 
abuse under GS 14-318.2 or -318.4, offense under GS Ch. 14, Art. 7A (rape and sexual offense), 
crime against nature under GS 14-177, or incest under GS 14-178 or -179. Allows trial judge, on 
motion of either state or defendant, to order that testimony of child or any witness under 13 be 
taken in room other than courtroom and be televised by closed-circuit equipment in courtroom to 
be viewed by court and finder of fact in the proceeding. Only prosecution and defense attorneys, 
equipment operators, and any person whose presence would contribute to welfare of child may 
be in child’s presence during testimony. Judge must be able to communicate from courtroom to 
- those in room with child, Only attorneys and judge may question the child. Operators of equip- 
ment must be confined to adjacent room or behind screen or mirror that permits them to see and 
hear child but does not allow child to see or hear them. Judge must permit defendant to observe 
and hear testimony of child in person and communicate with his attorney at appropriate intervals 
about the testimony, but must ensure that child cannot see or hear defendant. Sets out similar 
provisions for videotape recording of testimony; each party must have opportunity to view record- 
ing before shown in courtroom. Provides that if testimony of child taken by these means, child 
may not be required to testify in court at proceeding for which testimony taken. Effective upon 
ratification; new GS 15A-1244 applicable only to districts involved in pilot program during time 
program is in effect. 

Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Judiciary Il.

S 743. NO DELIVERY OF UNSOLICITED CHECKS. "TO PROHIBIT ANY PERSON ENGAGED IN 
COMMERCE FROM DELIVERING UNSOLICITED CHECKS WHICH, IF CASHED BY THE RECIPIENT, 
CREATE AN OBLIGATION TO THE SENDER." Adds new GS 75-36 to forbid person engaged in 
commerce to issue negotiable instrument to anyone as unsolicited inducement to enter into con- 
tract when endorsement by recipient serves as recipient’s consent; negotiable instrument issued 
in violation of this prohibition is deemed gift to recipient who may endorse and cash it without any 
obligation to the sender. Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Carter. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 744. EXPUNCTION OF RECORDS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE EXPUNCTION OF THE RECORD OF 
A DEFENDANT NOT PREVIOUSLY CONVICTED OF A FELONY WHEN CRIMINAL CHARGES AGAINST 
THE DEFENDANT ARE DISMISSED OR THERE IS A FINDING OF NOT GUILTY.” Amends GS 15A- 
146(a) to delete that now prohibits expunction when defendant previously has been convicted of 
misdemeanor other than traffic violation, with effect that amended statute provides as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 745. UNEMP. BENEFIT DISQUALIFICATION. "TO AMEND THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW 
PERTAINING TO THE REMOVAL OF DISQUALIFICATION FOR UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
BENEFITS.” Amends GS 96-14(10) (disqualification for unemployment benefits) to specify, as 
factor that Employment Security Comm’n may consider as good cause to reduce period of 
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disqualification, claimant’s leaving work to accompany claimant's spouse to new residence where 
that spouse has found work in location too far away for claimant to continue his/her work. 
Effective on ratification and applies to claims filed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Manufacturing. 


S 746. ALL-TERRAIN VEHICLES,HANDICAP. "70 PROVIDE FOR THE USE OF ALL-TERRAIN 
VEHICLES FOR PEDESTRIAN PURPOSES BY PERSONS WITH A MOBILITY IMPAIRMENT.” Adds GS 
20-175.5 to provide that while person with mobility impairment operates all-terrain vehicle (ATV) or 
motorized wheelchair to provide him/her with mobility of a pedestrian, that person is subject to 
laws and regulations applicable to a pedestrian, but is not subject to GS Ch. 20, Art. 3, Part 10 
(laws concerning operation of vehicles) or any other law or regulation otherwise applicable to 
motor vehicles. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Transportation. 


S 747. ECONOMIC FUTURE BLANK BILL. "RELATING TO THE ECONOMIC FUTURE OF NORTH 
CAROLINA.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Economic Development. 


S 748. TEACHER INPUT, SCHOOL PLANS (=H 828). "TO AMEND THE LAW REQUIRING 
TEACHER AND ADMINISTRATOR INVOLVEMENT IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF LOCAL SCHOOL 
IMPROVEMENT PLANS." \dentical to H 828, introduced 16 April. 

introduced by Cooper. Referred to Education. 


S 749. HEALTH CARE POWER OF ATTORNEY. "TO ESTABLISH AN ADDITIONAL METHOD FOR 
AN INDIVIDUAL TO DESIGNATE AN ATTORNEY-IN-FACT TO MAKE HEALTH CARE DECISIONS.” Adds 
new GS Ch. 32A to provide for health care power of attorney (HCPOA): written instrument exe- 
cuted under seal, signed before two witnesses, and acknowledged before notary public, by which 
an attorney-in-fact or agent is appointed to act for the principal regarding principal’s health care. 
Provides any person 18 and older with capacity to make and communicate health care decisions 
may make HCPOA (such person is known as "principal”); allows any competent person 18 or 
older and not providing health care to principal to be appointed to act as health care attorney-in- 
fact, known as “health care agent” (agent). Principal may grant to agent full authority to make 
health care decisions for principal including power to withhold or discontinue life-sustaining proce- 
dures; HCPOA may also incorporate any lawful guidelines regarding health care of principal or 
restrictions on authority of agent. HCPOA may not confer authority with respect to property or 
financial affairs of principal. HCPOA becomes effective when physician designated by principal 
determines in writing that principal lacks sufficient capacity to make or communicate decisions 
relating to health care, and continues in effect during incapacity; if designated physician unable 
or unwilling to make such determination, it must be made by attending physician. Principal may 
revoke HCPOA while competent or supersede it by new HCPOA. HCPOA becomes ineffective if 
all designated agents die or fail to act, or if court appoints guardian of principal’s person. 
Provisions of GS Ch. 32A, Art. 2 (regarding durable powers of attorney) not applicable to HCPOA. 
Provides health care provider may rely on authority of agent in signed and acknowledged HCPOA 
in absence of actual knowledge of revocation. Sets out form to create HCPOA. Effective on ratifi- 
cation; does not invalidate powers of attorney executed prior to effective date which authorize 
agent to make health care decisions. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Human Resources. 
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S 750. EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION FAULT. "7TO ADD FAULT AS A FACTOR TO BE CONSIDERED 
FOR EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION.” Amends GS 50-20(c) of the Equitable Distribution Act, to provide 
that the court must consider the fault of either party in addition to the other statutorily listed 
factors when dividing marital property. Defines fault to include the grounds for alimony listed in 
GS 50-16.2. Effective October 1, 1991 and applies to claims pending on that date. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 751. CHILD WITNESS PRIVACY. "TO PROVIDE PROCEDURES REQUIRED TO PROTECT THE 
PRIVACY OF CHILDREN REQUIRED TO TESTIFY." Amends GS 7A-675(g) to prohibit disclosure of 
information concerning juvenile victim of abuse or neglect that would reveal juvenile’s identity. 
Amends GS 15-166 to provide that in trial of child abuse or neglect case, trial judge may, during 
testimony of victim or material witness less than 16, exclude from courtroom all persons except 
court officers, defendant, and those engaged in trial of case.

‘§ 752. DRUG-FREE WORKPLACE POLICY. "TO CREATE A DRUG-FREE WORKPLACE FOR 
EMPLOYEES OF THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new Art. 15 to GS Ch. 126 entitled 
Drug-Free Workplace Act. Act applies to all state agencies, including universities, public schools, 
legislature and judicial system. Defines employees to include all elected officials, and part-time or 
temporary employees. 

Pre-employment testing. Requires pre-employment testing of all successful applicants for 
employment or newly elected officials. If initial tests shows presence of drugs specified in bill 
(cannibas, opiates, cocaine, PCP, amphetamines and alcohol) in amounts specified, then addi- 
tional test using different procedure must be conducted. If that is positive, applicant may not be 
hired in any state job for one year. Cost of test to be borne by applicant. If elected official tests 
positive on both tests, is to be reported to appropriate ethics or disciplinary body. Allows em- 
ployee to request additional test using second test sample, at employees expense unless test is 
negative. Test results to be confidential with, with exceptions specified in bill. Transfers, promo- 
tions, reelection to same office not subject to test requirement. Requires all agencies to have 
testing program in place by July 1, 1992. 

Reasonable cause testing of employees. Allows, but does not require, state agencies to use 
reasonable cause testing on order of dep’t head to determine if employee is using or has used 
drugs during work hours. Costs are borne by agency. If tests are positive, requires employee to 
report to Employee Assistance Program for enrollment in rehabilitation program. Failure to com- 
plete program is grounds for dismissal. Allows testing of legislators only if approved by Speaker 
or Senate President, as appropriate. Allows testing of judges if reasonable cause found to exist 
by Judicial Standards Commission. Test results to remain confidential, with exceptions for 
management and medical personnel. Allows employee to seek help before being tested by em- 
ployer without "immediate disciplinary action or dismissal.” Subjects managers to dismissal for 
using drug tests to harass employees or for failure to act when known violations are present. 

Drug-free workplace. Requires all agencies to have drug-free workplace policy, and requires 
State Personnel Office to provide training to all agencies on implementation of act. Requires each 
agency to have coordinator. Provides statutory authority for Drug-Free Workplace Fund, to be 
managed by Personnel Office. Allows dismissal of employees for distribution, manufacture or sale 
of alcoho! or drugs in workplace. 

Effective on ratification and "shall be fully funded.” 

Introduced by Shaw. Sent to State Personnei. 
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S 754. SUNDAY BRUNCH ALCOHOL SALES. "70 REGULATE SUNDAY SALES AND 
CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES." Amends GS 18B-1004(c) and (d) to permit sale of 
alcoholic beverages on Sunday, beginning at 11:30 a.m. (now, 1 p.m.).

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1991 BASE BUDGET DELIBERATIONS 


During the week of April 15-19, the Senate and House Appropriations Committees received 
and acted upon subcommittee reports for reductions in the 1991-92 Continuation Budget totalling 
approximately $400 million. The subcommittee reports are digested below. Each Senate and 
House subcommittee met jointly with its counterpart from the other chamber. With the exception 
of the Education subcommittees and the House Transportation subcommittee, each of the sub- 
committee reports is a joint report embodying joint decisions of the two chambers. The Education 
subcommittees submitted separate reports, but most of the provisions in the separate reports are 
identical. With one exception, all of the subcommittee reports were approved without change by 
the full committee in each chamber. The exception concerns an amendment approved by the 
House Appropriations Committee transferring the full cost of the driver education program from 
the General Fund to the Highway Fund. 


Each chamber will embody the Continuation Budget provisions digested below in a separate 
bill. Differences between the House and Senate bills will then be resolved by conference com- 
mittee. The bills reported to the floor may differ in some details from the provisions digested 
below. Any such differences will be reported in the Daily Bulletin. 


The digests of special provisions were prepared with reference to the Governor’s budget bill, 
H 83. For special provisions that appear in both H 83 and a subcommittee report, only changes 
from the H 83 version are digested. Speciai provisions that appear in H 83 but not in the sub- 
committee report are identifed as “deleted.” All other special provisions are unique to the sub- 
committee reports. 


At the outset of Base Budget deliberations, each chamber decided to work from the 
Continuation Budget as originally prepared by the Office of State Budget & Management, adding 
back reductions for negative reserves and inflationary increases recommended by Governor 
Martin. The dollar reductions shown in the digests are therefore reductions from the Continuation 
Budget as adjusted upward by the committees, not from the recommended budget as embodied 
in H 83.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS APPROVED BY BOTH HOUSE AND SENATE 

Study Commission on Computer Services. Establishes a 12 member commission to study the 
organization, management and cost of state computer services. Provides that six members will be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House, of whom four shall be members of the House and two 
shall be information systems experts and six members will be appointed by the President Pro 
Tempore of the Senate, of whom four will be members of the Senate and two will be information 
system experts. Directs the Commission to study the effectiveness of the Information Technology 
Commission, the operation of the State Information Processing Service, the development and im- 
plementation of long term plans for computer applications, and policies for acquiring hardware 
and software. Appropriates $10,000 from the General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 and $20,000 for 
fiscal 1992-1993 to the Commission. Requires that the Commission report to the General 
Assembly at the beginning of the 1993 session. 

Change date of Presidential Primary. Amends GS 163-214.2 to change date of presidential 
primary to time of the regular statewide primary, and eliminates reimbursement to the counties for 
expense of a separate primary. 

Department of Revenue Performance Audit. Directs the State Auditor to conduct an opera- 
tions performance audit of the Department of Revenue and to report the results to the General 
Assembly by May 1, 1992. 

Board of Science and Technology Limitation. Provides that all funds appropriated to the 
Board of Science and Technology during fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93, for use for research grants 
must be used only for research grants and may not be transferred to other items. 

Office of State Personnel Decentralization. Directs the Office of State Personnel to decentral- 
ize the classification and salary administration functions of all departments with more than 500 
full-time personnel by January 1, 1993. Requires the Office to report annually on its progress 
towards decentralization by December 1 of each year, beginning in 1991. Authorizes the State 
Personnel Study Commission to recommend statutory changes that may facilitate decentralization 
and to report its recommendations to the General Assembly by April 1, 1992. 

Council of Government Funds. Reduces the appropriation to the Department of 
Administration for allocation to regional government councils to $864,270 in each of fiscal years 
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1991-92 and 1992-93. 


Allocation of Rape Crisis Funds. No change from H 83. 


Domestic Violence Center Funds. Reduces the grant amount for domestic violence centers 
to $17,100 for fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93. Provides that the North Carolina Coalition Against 
Domestic Violence, Inc. is eligible for a grant of $10,000 under this section. 

Appalachian Regional Funds Subgrants. Provides that 50% of federal funds received by the 
Department of Administration under the Appalachian Regional Commission Consolidated 
Technical Assistance Grant shall be granted to applicants whose service area is located wholly 


within counties of the Applachian Region. 


Local Governments Fund Cost of Local Government Commission. Amends GS 105-213 to pro- 


vide that the cost of operating the Local Government Commission will be subtracted from the 
annual appropriation of intangibles tax proceeds from the General Fund to local governments. 


Effective July 1, 1991.

Cities-In-Schools contract authorization. Deleted. 

Consolidate school administrator allotments. Adds requirement that State Board of Education 
consolidate the allotment of assistant and associate superintendents and supervisors and convert 
the allotment from 2 position allotment to a dollar allotment. 

Driver training program. New provision amends GS 20-88. 1(a) to restrict enrollment in driver 
education program to qualified persons who are (1) older than 14 years and six months, (2) are 
approved by the principal, (3) are enrolled in a NC public or private high schools, and (4) have 
not previously enrolled in program. Current program is not limited to enrolled students and stu- 
dents may apparently take program more than once. 

Amends GS 20-88.1(b) to require State Board of Education to adopt salary schedule for 
driver education instructors who are school employees and do not hold teacher certificates. 
Provides that driver education instructors employed by the school system and holding teacher 
certificates must be paid on same salary schedule as other teachers with certificates and will 
have the same workday as other teachers with certificates. Adds GS 20-88.1(b1) requiring the 
State Board of Education to adopt rules permitting local school boards to contract with public or 
private entities for driver education program. Requires all instructors to meet requirements estab- 
lished by State Board, but instructors may not be required to hold teacher certificates. 

Amends GS 115C-215 and GS 115C-216 to conform to proposed changes in GS 20-88.1. 
Repeals GS 115C-216(c) and (d) authorizing boards of county comm’rs and governing bodies of 
municipalities to raise and appropriate funds for driver training program. Repeals GS 115c-216(e) 
which defines content of driver education course and identifies persons eligible to enroll in 
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course. Repeals GS 115C-216 which ratifies acts taken by boards of county comm’rs, governing 
bodies of municipalities, local school boards, and the State Board of Education in connection with 
driver training program. 

Adds new GS 115C-216(d) requiring the State Board of Education to convert the allotment 
of funds for months of employment for driver education instructors and for loan care fees to 
dollar allotment. 

Dropout prevention/in-school suspension. New provision allows use in each year of 1991-93 
biennium of $200,000 of Dep’t of Public Education funds for the Dropout Prevention/In-School 
Suspension Program for (1) eight pilot public/private educational compacts to work on issues re- 
lated to dropout prevention, academic performance, and post-secondary opportunities; (2) eight 
parental involvement pilot programs; (3) operating costs, workshops, and meetings of Dep’t of 
Public Instruction’s dropout prevention staff. Provides that these funds are to be part of the con- 
tinuation budget in the next biennium. 

Dropout prevention coordinators. New provision requires the State Board of Education to 
allocate up to $225,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium of dropout prevention funds to the 
Dep’t of Public Instruction for the three dropout prevention coordinators. Requires State 
-Superintendent to assign coordinators to designated areas and to develop job descriptions for 
them. Provides that these funds are to be part of the continuation budget in the next biennium. 

Project Teach funds. New provision requires the State Board of Education to allocate 
$73,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium to Dep’t of Public Instruction to maintain the Project 
Teach Initiative in named school administrative units and to expand project in at least two school 
systems to involve parents of seventh-graders in coaching and support of promising minority 
young people. Provides that funds are to be part of the continuation budget in the next biennium. 

Advanced training for foreign language teachers. New provision authorizes State Board of 
Education to allocate $300,000 each year of 1991-93 biennium for two positions, support ex- 
penses, and workshops to provide advanced training for foreign language teachers. 


Community Colleges, Dep’t of 

Funding of regional institutions. Adds new provision directing the State Board of Community 
Colleges to study the formula for distributing funds for additional support for regional 
institutions—those whose service areas include three or more counties—and to develop a more 
equitable allocation formula to those colleges that serve a large number of out-of-county students . 
at the main campus of the community college. Board is also to determine whether funds for 
support of these colleges are necessary for 1992-93 and subsequent years. Report is due to the 
1992 session of the General Assembly. 

State Board budget guidelines. Adds new provision directing State Board of Community 
Colleges to establish budget guidelines granting to individual institutions maximum budget flexibil- 
ity to accomplish the budget reductions assigned to them by the State Board for the 1991-93 
biennium. The guidelines must (1) allow transfers of all operating funds, except from literacy 
funds and the Human Resources Development Program, between line items and program areas 
and (2) require that, to the extent possible, reductions are to be taken in administrative costs 
rather than from instructional costs. The State Board is not required to make budget reduction 
allocations on a pro rata basis and may specify various programs for reduction. The Board must 
require each college to submit a plan assuring a balanced educational program that meets state- 
wide priorities and report to the 1992 session on the guidelines and their implementation by the 
colleges. 

FTE teaching positions. H 83 (Sec. 16) provided that for the purpose of determining the 
community college system-wide number of full-time equivalent (FTE) teaching positions each year, 
the total curriculum FTE student enrollment is to be divided by 21 and the occupational extension 
FTE student enrollment is to be divided by 22. These numbers are changed to 21.63 and 23, 
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respectively. 

Book and equipment appropriation reversions. Adds new provision stating that appropriations 
to the Department of Community Colleges for equipment and library books are made for each 
year of the fiscal biennium. All unencumbered appropriations are to revert to the General Fund 12 
months after the close of each fiscal year for which they were appropriated. Encumbered bal- 
ances outstanding at the end of each period are to be handled in accordance with existing State 
Budget policies. The Department must be able to identify to the Office of State Budget and 
Management which appropriations will revert at the end of the 12 months after the close of each 
fiscal year. 

Richmond Community College tech prep funds. Adds a provision directing Department of 
Public Education and Department of Community Colleges to allocate to the North Carolina Tech 
Prep Leadership Development Center at cited community college $50,000 each for each year of 
1991-93 biennium. 

Workforce preparedness. Deletes H 83 special provision that specified how funds appro- 
priated for implementation of recommendations of Governor’s Commission on Workforce 
Preparedness were to be spent. 


University of North Carolina 

Pitt hospital reimbursement. Adds provision that reimbursement to Pitt County Memorial 
Hospital for uncompensated care provided to non-Pitt County residents admitted by East Carolina 
Medical School faculty is to be limited to the unreimbursed portion of actual costs as determined 
in the Medicare Cost Report. 

Small business programs. Adds provision directing the Board of Governors of UNC to make 
whatever changes are necessary in the administrative structures of the economic development 
programs in UNC to ensure that adequate state appropriations from these programs can be used 
to match federal funding for small business development programs. Directs Board of Governors 
and State Board of Community Colleges to develop, to the extent necessary, a consolidated ad- 
ministrative structure for their Small Business Assistance Programs to increase state funds avail- 
able to match federal funding for small business development programs. Adds a provision that 
none of the reductions made in the community services budgets for economic development activi- 
ties of UNC are to be taken in the Small Business and Technology Development Centers 
programs. 

Overhead receipts. Ch. 936, SL 1989, set up a schedule for phased reduction in offsets 
against General Fund appropriations for receipts derived by UNC for reimbursements of indirect 
costs of contracts and grants. H 83 changed that schedule. That change is now deleted. 

Private college legislative tuition grant program. H 83 contained a provision that the amount 
of a tuition grant awarded to a student enrolled in a degree program at a site away from the 
main campus of a private college may be no more than the result of the ratio of the cost per 
credit hour for off-campus instruction at that site to the cost per credit hour for regular, full-time 
on-campus instruction, multiplied by the maximum grant award. That provision is retained, with 
the added provision that the dollar amount so figured may not exceed the amount otherwise al- 
lowable for off-campus programs under other rules. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS APPROVED BY SENATE ONLY 
Public Education, Dep’t of 

Funding for local city school systems. Retains statement that reduction of state funding for 
city school administrative units is permanent. Adds directors, supervisors, and coordinators to po- 
sitions that will not be funded by state funds (now, superintendents, associate and assistant su- 
perintendents, maintenance supervisors). Makes county or counties in which city unit is located 
responsible for funding these positions for city units and authorizes county to use funds for this 
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purpose. 

Eliminates state funds for these positions after June 30, 1991, except that act provides that 
allotment of state funds for listed positions shall not be reduced for a city school unit for two full 
fiscal years retroactive to the first day of the fiscal year in which certain actions occur before 
Dec. 31. If all prerequisites to merger have been completed by June 30, 1991, and the merger 
date is on or before the first day of the 1991-92 school year, no interruption in state funds will 
occur. If prerequisites to merger have been completed by Dec. 31, 1991, and merger date is on 
or before the first date of the 1992-93 school year, funds for listed positions from July 1, 1991, 
through Dec. 31, 1991 will be reimbursed. If prerequisites for merger have not been completed 
by Dec. 31, 1991, state funds for positions will be stopped, but may be reinstated for two years 
after prerequisites to merger have been met and merger is scheduled for a date on or before the 
first day of the next school year. 

Adds new GS 115C-68.1 authorizing the board of county comm’rs in the county which has 
two or more school units to adopt a plan for merger into a single county-wide unit. Authorizes 
boards of comm’rs of two counties in which one school unit is located to jointly adopt plans for 
each county resulting in one county-wide unit in each county. Permits entirety of unit located in 
_two counties to be merged with county unit of one of the counties. Provides that such plans are 
to be prepared and approved in accordance with GS 115C-67 or -68, except that county and city 
boards of education may not participate in the plan’s development or approval and no supple- 
mental school tax may be continued under the plan. Provides that decision of State Board of 
Education not to approve plan does not preclude plan’s approval by the General Assembly. 

Adds new GS 115C-68.2 to permit all city boards of education in a county to notify the 
State Board of Education that they are dissolving themselves. If so notified, the State Board must 
then adopt a merger plan to merge all school units into a county-wide unit. If one or more school 
units is in more than one county and all city units in both counties notify of dissolution, the State 
Board must adopt a plan that results in a single county-wide unit for each county. Provides that 
plans are to be prepared and approved in accordance with GS 115C-67 or -68, except local 
school boards and boards of county comm’rs may not participate in the development or approval 
of plan and no supplemental school tax may be continued under the plan. 

Amends GS 115C-430 relating to apportionment of county funds for local current expense 
between school units. Provides that apportionment requirement does not apply to appropriations 
to city administrative units for superintendents, associate and assistant superintendents, directors, 
supervisors, and coordinators, and maintenance supervisors, 

Community schools funds. Requires State Board of Education to allocate community schools 
funds on a per county school administrative unit basis.

Community services reductions/Institute of Government. Provides that none of the reductions 
made in the community services budgets of UNC are to be taken in the programs of the Institute 
of Government at Chapel Hill. 

Community services reductions/Small Business & Technology. Provides that none of the re- 
ductions made in the community services budgets of UNC for economic development activities 
shall be taken in Small Business & Technology Development Centers program.

Worker Training Trust Fund. Deletes $250,000 appropriation in each year of biennium from 
Trust Fund to Dep’t of Public Instruction, to be used for grants for Tech Prep programs; and 
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increases by $250,000 (to $1.25 million) in each year the appropriation from the Trust Fund to 
Dep’t of Community Colleges for Focused Industrial Training Program. Amends GS 96-5(f) to spe- 
cifically provide that unexpended and encumbered moneys appropriated from the Trust Fund are 
to revert at the end of the fiscal year. 

Tourism Promotion Funds. |Implements reduction in funds available for tourism promotion 
grants by reducing the maximum grants to counties, as follows: counties 1-20, maximum reduced 
from $10,000 to $7,500; other counties, maximum reduced from $5,000 to $3,500. 

Petroleum Overcharge Attorneys Fees. Permits Att’y General to permit payment of attorney 
fees and reasonable expenses from Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds without further 
General Assembly action; appropriates unspecified amounts for each year of biennium for this 
purpose. 

Manufacturing Directory Proceeds. Permits Dep’t of Economic & Community Development 
(DECD) to expend, for industrial promotion advertising, any amount received from sales of 
Manufacturing Directory above the $155,000 already budgeted for this purpose for each year in 
biennium; requires DECD to make Quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations on amounts so collected and spent. 

Industrial Development Fund. Requires local governments seeking assistance from Fund to 
demonstrate to DECD that it would be hardship for government to match state assistance with 
local funds; directs DECD to develop guidelines for determining hardship. 

Biotechnology Center. Permits Center to recapture funds spent in support of successful 
research efforts in non-academic private sector, and directs Center to provide funding for biotech- 
nology and related bioscience applications under its Economic and Corporate Development 
Program. Directs Center to make quarterly reports on operations to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations, and to provide budgetary and salary information to Office of State 
Budget and Fiscal Research in same manner as State dep’ts and agencies. 

Reduction in DEHNR Administrative Services. Directs Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources (DEHNR) to consider abolishing positions in following administrative services 
areas, to meet budgetary reductions mandated for such services: computer systems, fiscal 
management, office of general counsel, general services, personnel, and planning and 
assessment. 

Water Quality Fees. Modifies provisions for use of water quality fees by providing that money 
to be used for salaries and support for up to 49 positions in each year of biennium. 

Air Quality Fees. Modifies provisions for use of air quality fees by providing that money to be 
used for salaries and support for up to 24 positions in 1991-92 and 29 positions in 1992-93. 

Superfund Program. Permits DEHNR, with approval of Office of State Budget, to use avail- 
able funds to meet the 10% cost share required for Superfund cleanups; funds to be additional 
to those appropriated for this purpose. If this authority used, requires Dep’t to report such use to 
Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Federal Lease Study. Directs Parks and Recreation Division to study whether to terminate 
any long term lease that state has with federal government for federal reservoirs, with report to 
1992 session of General Assembly. 

State Parks Fees. Permits Parks and Recreation Division to amend its fee schedule to raise 
additional $392,000 each year of biennium, to be effective July 1, 1991. 

Soil/Water Conservation Technical Review Committee. Directs Soil and Water Conservation 
Comm'n, in making appointments to Technical Review Committee, to include Executive Director 
of Wildlife Resources Comm’n, or designee, and Director of Marine Resources Div’n of DEHNR, 
or designee. 

Hyde County Agricultural Cost Share Funding. Directs that up to $40,000 in each year of 
biennium, of funds appropriated for Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution 
~ontrol, be used to fund tide gates in Hyde County. 
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Soil/Water District Audits. Amends GS 139-7 to provide that if a district’s board of supervi- 
sors provides for an internal audit, certified by chairman as a true and accurate reflection of 
district finances, the annual audit otherwise required by GS 159-34 is unnecessary. 

Public Dental Health Program. Directs DEHNR to administer public dental health program 
with primary emphasis on delivery of preventive, educational, and dental care services to 
preschool and school-age children. 

Maternal and Child Health Care. Deletes direction that limits use of moneys appropriated for 
maternal and child health care. 

Non-medicaid Reimbursement. Deletes special maximum net family annual income eligibility 
standards for medical eye care for adults and for rehabilitation. 

Asbestos Hazard Management Funds. Appropriates funds collected pursuant to GS Ch 
130A, Art. 19 (asbestos hazard management) to DEHNR to support the cited program. 

Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention. Directs DEHNR to use $982,768 in each year of biennium 
to fund adolescent pregnancy prevention projects. Requires Dep’t to annually evaluate all projects 
so funded and report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, Comm'n on 
Health Services, and chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees on Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources. Mandates series of changes in management and funding of 
Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Program, specifically in content of applications, minimum stan- 
dards for first-year funding, minimum operating standards, criteria for selecting projects to be 
funded, and schedule and maximum level of funding; mandates a five-year limit on funding any 
project. 

Infection Control. Directs DEHNR to transfer $85,274 in each year of biennium to UNC-CH 
to support Health Care Facilities Infection Control Program in School of Medicine. 

Information from Private Recipients of State Funding. Amends GS 143-6.1 to direct that state 
not disburse state funds appropriated to or collected for use by a private person or entity, unless 
that person or entity has provided all reports and financial information required by that section. 

Conflicts of Interest/Private Recipients. Requires private, nonprofit entities receiving state ap- 
propriations or state grants, loans, or allocations, as a condition of disbursement of state money, 
to provide proof to disbursing agency that entity has written policy addressing potential conflicts 
of interest that may arise involving entity staff or governing board; specifies partial content of 
such policies. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS PASSED BY HOUSE ONLY 

MCNC. Directs Microelectronics Center of NC (MCNC) to make quarterly reports on opera- 
tions and on the progress of the supercomputer program to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations. Directs that MCNC board of directors be governing body of super- 
computer program, and that at least one-half of the members of any technical advisory council to 
the program be current employees of private sector, for-profit corporations. States legislative 
intent that all post-1990-91 appropriations from State to MCNC basic research program be 
matched on basis of two non-State dollars for each three State dollars. Directs MCNC to provide 
budgetary information to Office of State Budget in same manner as State dep’ts and agencies, 
and to provide salary information upon request of specified legislators. 

Allocates specific amounts appropriated to MCNC to following accounts: Microelectronics 
Program, Administration and Support, Supercomputer, and Telecommunications; provides that if 
MCNC changes any allocation, it must report change to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations. 

Rural Economic Development Center. Directs DECD use $1,630,627 of 1991-92 appro- 
priation and $1,614,766 of 1992-93 appropriation for grant-in-aid to Rural Economic Development 
Center for administrative programs and pilot programs and research; limits administrative costs so 
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funded to $300,000 each year. Directs Center to make quarterly reports to Jolnt Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations on activities and plans. Directs Center to provide budgetary 
and salary information to Office of State Budget in same manner as State dep'ts and agencies. 
Prohibits more than 50% of interest earned on State moneys appropriated to Center being used 


for administrative purposes.

Medicaid. \dentical to provisions in H 83 except for following changes: (1) deletes specifica- 
tion of $4.85 as professional services fee per month in addition to drug costs and provides that 
such fee to be set by Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR), consistent with federal reimbursement 
regulations; (2) service and payment base for ambulatory surgical centers—payment as 
prescribed in reimbursement plan established by DHR (was, uniform fee schedules developed by 
DHR); (3) adds provision on health insurance premiums—payments to be made with plan adopted 
by DHR consistent with federal regulations; and (4) deletes provision exempting Division of 
Medical Assistance from GS Ch. 150B when establishing rates or methods of reimbursement 
when State Medical Plan reflects establishment of rates or methods of reimbursement. 

Reduction in amounts for services. Requires Division of Medical Assistance to reduce by 
$10.7 million in each year of 1991-93 biennium in following categories of services: (1) inpatient 
hospital; (2) special hospital inpatient; (3) mental hospital inpatient—private; (4) skilled nursing; (5) 
intermediate nursing; (6) intermediate care facilities for mentally retarded—private; (7) physician, 
dental, chiropractor, optometrist, and podiatrist; (8) drugs—profession services fee; (9) home 
health; (10) personal care service; (11) community alternative program. 

General reductions. Requires Division of Medical Assistance to effect reduction of $3.2 mil- 
lion for each year of 1991-93 biennium and to adopt rules to reflect reductions and accomplish 
savings at earliest appropriate date. 

Retrospective accounting adjustment/AFDC. Deletes statement that provision to remain in 
effect until it is repealed by General Assembly. 

AFDC/women in third trimester of pregnancy. Deletes statement that provision to remain in 
effect until it is repealed by General Assembly. 

Limitations on state abortion fund. Rewrites provision so that prior legislative acts in 1985, 
1987, 1989, and 1990 sessions concerning the fund remain in effect for 1991-93 biennium. 

Willie M. funds. Deletes provision that recognized that therapeutic or economic reasons may 
require at times certain of DHR services to serve mixed clientele of Willie M. class and other 
clients. Requires that DHR shall continue to implement its prospective unit cost reimbursement 
system and shall ensure that unit cost rates reflect reasonable costs by conducting rate compari- 
sons and budget reviews and, based on these reviews and comparisons, DHR must reduce and/ 
or cap rates to programs that are significantly higher than those rates paid to other programs for 
same service; specifies how exception may be made. Requires DHR to implement process to 
review cases for whom treatment has been recommended whose annual cost is anticipated to be 
more that 150% of average annual per client expenditure of prior fiscal year and to reduce these 
costs when appropriate. Adds to reporting requirements of DHR and Dep’t of Public Education 
the following unduplicated data for each county: (1) number of cases whose treatment costs were 
over 150% of average annual per-client expenditure; (2) explanation of and justification for any 
waiver of departmental rules affecting Willie M. program; and (3) total state funds expended, by 
program, on Willie M. class members, other than funds specifically appropriated for Willie M. 
programs and services. From existing funds, DHR must begin process to document and assess 
individual class member progress through continuum of services. DHR and Dep’t of Public 
Education must provide periodic reports of expenditures and program effectiveness on behalf of 
Willie M. Class to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and to Fiscal Research 
Division; DHR must explain measures taken to control and reduce program expenditures. 
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Requires DHR and Dep't of Public Instruction to submit plan to General Assembly by April 1, 
1992 that outlines specific steps to be taken within specific time period and within existing re- 
sources to meet obligation of providing appropriate services to class members, and when and 
how Willie M. program will become fully self-regulating and self-monitoring. 

Willie M. audit continued. Requires State Auditor to conduct follow-up study of 1990 per- 
formance audit of Willie M. program to determine to what extent: (1) range of reimbursement 
rates paid to area programs for similar types of services has been reduced; (2) process imple- 
mented by DHR to review high cost Willie M. clients has been effective in reducing number of 
these clients and costs of providing services to them; and (3) client evaluation process has been 
implemented by DHR and with what results. Auditor may also analyze costs associated with pro- 
viding services to sample of clients, including high cost clients, to determine justification of costs 
incurred. Auditor to report to General Assembly by Feb. 15, 1993. 

Transfers of certain excess funds authorized. Deletes statement that provision remains in 
effect until General Assembly repeals it. Requires Office of State Budget and Management to 
report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on each transfer author- 
ized by provision. 

Liability insurance employees of dep’ts practicing medicine or dentistry. Adds provision that 
liability insurance may not cover any act or omission that employee knows or reasonably should 
know constitutes criminal law violation, is act of willful or wanton negligence, etc. 

Non-medicaid reimbursement. Requires that DHR to contract at, or as close as possible to, 
Medicaid rates for medical services provided to residents of state facilities operated by DHR. 
Revises income eligibility standards for various services. 

Division of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services budget 
code consolidation. Subject to approval of Office of State Budget and Management, DHR may 
consolidate budget codes of division and division-operated institutions. 

Developmental day grant-in-aid. Transfers $2,260,470 from appropriated funds from division 
cited in above paragraph in DHR to Dep’t of Public Instruction for handicapped children aged 3-4 
who have been identified as needing developmental day services and who are served in develop- 
mental day centers. Requires Dep’t of Public Instruction to report to General Assembly and Fiscal 
Research Division by May 1, 1992 about use of transferred funds. 

Senior center outreach and capital improvements. Reduces funding for each year of 1991-93 
biennium from $763,800 to $403,800 and deletes funding of capital improvements to existing 
senior centers. 

Day care rates. Adds provision that Child Day Care Section must calculate statewide market 
rate for each age category. Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules to establish minimum county 
rates that use statewide market rates as reference point. 

Community action program funds. Adds provision requiring DHR to report annuaily to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Appropriations Committee on Human 
Resources, beginning Oct. 1, 1991, on use of community service block grant funds to administer 
agency programs. 

Domiciliary rate increase. Rewrites provision to provide that effective July 1, 1991, maximum 
monthly rate for ambulatory residents in domiciliary care facilities shall be $766 ($777, effective 
July 1, 1992) and maximum monthly rate for semi-ambulatory residents shall be $803 ($814, ef- 
fective July 1, 1992). 

Domiciliary state/county share of costs. Rewrites provision to add new GS 143B-139.5 to 
provide that state funds available to the DHR shall pay 50% and counties shall pay 50% of the 
authorized rates for domiciliary care in homes for the aged and for family care homes, including 
area mental health agency operated or contracted group homes. 

No eye clinics in certain counties. Adds provision that Division of Services for the Blind may 
"ot expend funds to hold eye clinics in any county in which optometrist or ophthalmologist is 
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willing to perform services that clinic would otherwise perform. 

Community-based alternatives participation. Adds provision that county governments partici- 
pating in community-based alternative program must annually certify to Division of Youth Services 
that community-based alternatives aid to counties must not be used to duplicate or supplant other 


programs within county.

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SPECIAL PROVISIONS ADOPTED BY BOTH SENATE AND HOUSE 

Private Confinement Facilities. Forbids adding for-profit, privately owned or operated confine- 
ment facilities to state prison system unless approved by General Assembly; allows state to con- 
tract with private, nonprofit firms to provide or operate work and study release centers for women. 

Negotiated Rates for Medical Services. Requires Dep’t of Correction (DOC) to negotiate for 
rates as close to Medicaid rates as possible for all medical services from providers who are not 
state employees. DOC must report results of its negotiations to chairmen of Senate 
Appropriations Comm. and Senate Base Budget Appropriations Comm., chairmen of House 
Appropriations Comm., and chairmen of Senate and House Appropriations Comms. on Justice 
and Public Safety before March 15, 1992. 

Limit Use of Operational Funds. Provides that funds appropriated in act to DOC for opera- 
tional costs for additional facilities must be used only for personnel and operating expenses set 
forth in budget approved by General Assembly; may not be expended for additional prison per- 
sonnel until new facilities are within 90 days of completion, except as authorized for facilities at 
Nash, Pender, South Mountain, and Brown Creek. 

Retain Flexibility in Equipment Schedule for Certain Departments Dealing with Justice and 
Public Safety. Allows following dep’ts to continue to buy equipment as needed from dep’t’s equip- 
ment replacement schedule if purchases do not exceed funds available in equipment line item for 
1991-92: DOC; Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety (DCCPS); Judicial Dep’t; and Dep’t of 
Justice (DOJ). 

Report on Community Service Workers. Requires DCCPS to report quarterly in fiscal 1991-92 
and 1992-93 to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations (JLCGO) and Fiscal 
Research Div’n (FRD) on number of community service workers who were available during each 
month of time period preceding that reort to perform repairs and maintenance of the parks, and 
when and where they were available. 

Reports on the Community Penalties Program and the Crime Victims Compensation. Fund. 
Requires DCCPS to report annually to Senate and House Appropriations Base Budget 
Committees on Justice and Public Safety and FRD on administrative expenditures of Community 
Penalties Program and Crime Victims’ Compensation Fund. 

Legislative Review of Drug Law Enforcement and Other Grants. Declares that state applica- 
tions for grants under (federal) State and Local Law Enforcement Assistance Act of 1986, Part M 
of Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968 as enacted by Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 
1986, are subject to review by JLCGO if at time of review General Assembly is not in session. 
Provides that where federal law or regulation calls for review of state application for grant by 
state legislature or its designated body, and General Assembly is not in session at time of review, 
application must be reviewed by JLCGO unless state statute provides different forum for review. 

Report on Motor Vehicle Replacement Cost. Requires DCCPS to report to 1992 regular legis- 
lative session on reduction in number of motor vehicles replaced by Highway Patrol and SBI for 
1991-92, the resulting effects on these agencies, and projected cost of replacing vehicles for 
1992-93. 

Report on Highway Patrol Furniture and Equipment Replacement. Requires Highway Patrol to 
report to 1992 regular legislative session on: (1) reductions in replacement schedule for furniture 
and equipment for 1991-92 and resulting effect of reductions; and (2) projected cost of equip- 
ment and furniture replacement schedule for 1992-93. 

Commissioners of Uniform State Laws. Allows Administrative Office of Courts (AOC) to 
transfer up to $19,000 in each of 1991-92 and 1992-93 from funds appropriated to Judicial Dep’t 
in 1991-93 budget for travel expenses for N.C. delegation of Nat’l Conference of Comm’rs on 
Uniform State Laws. 

Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund. Effective July 1, 1991, requires AOC in each year of 
biennium to: (1) place $3,249,236 from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund (Fund) in reserve for 
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capital cases and for transcripts, professional examinations, and expert witness fees, to be al- 
lotted by AOC as needed for these purposes and unanticipated demands on fund; and (2) allot 
$11,500,000 from Fund for adult, juvenile, and guardian ad litem cases to each judicial district 
where superior and district court districts are coterminous (and otherwise, by county) according to 
caseload of indigent persons not represented by public defender in the districts or counties 
during 1990-91 and 1991-92, respectively. AOC to notify all senior resident superior court judges, 
chief district court judges, and clerk of superior court within district or county immediately of 
amount of allotments, and regularly notify them of amount remaining. Requires senior resident 
superior court judge and chief district court judge of each district or county to ask all judges 
holding court to take into consideration amount of money allotted at beginning of fiscal year and 
amount remaining when they award counsel fees to attorneys of indigent persons, and to try to 
award fees equally and justly. If money allotted is depleted before end of fiscal year, AOC must 
allot remainder of Fund following procedure of initial allotment (but may make adjustments for 
unusual or unexpected circumstances). If after second allotment, county or district runs out of 
money again, AOC may resume payments there only if it is reasonable determined that total pro- 
jected expenditures will be less than total amount of Fund for that fiscal year. 

} Current Operating Expense. Allows AOC to transfer up to $2.5 million from funds appro- 
priated to Judicial Dep’t for 1991-92 for additional current operating expenses for supplies and 
materials, current obligations, fixed charges, other expenses, equipment and books, and indigent 
persons’ attorney fees. AOC must report quarterly on these transfers to JUCGO and chairmen of 
Senate and House Appropriations Comms. on Justice and Public Safety. 

Rape Victim Witness Counselor Program. Authorizes AOC to transfer up to $25,000 for each 
of 1991-92 and 1992-93 from funds appropriated to Judicial Dep’t in 1991-93 budget to support 
Rape Victim Witness Counsellor Program. 

Assigned Counsel/Public Defender Cost Comparison Reports for Districts 4A, 5 and 10; Intent 
to Establish Public Defender Offices Where Assigned Counsel! Costs Excessive. Requires AOC to 
report before 1992 regular legislative session begins, to House and Senate Appropriations 
Comms. on Justice and Public Safety and JLCGO on amount actually spent on private assigned 
counsel for indigent persons in superior court district or set of districts 4A, 5, and 10, with esti- 
mated amount that would have been spent if public defender had existed in those districts. 
States General Assembly’s intent to establish public defender office where amount actually spent 
on private assigned counsel from May 1, 1991 to April 30, 1992 exceeds estimated amount spent 
if public defender had existed, as shown in AOC’s reports. 

Judicial Department Purchases of Supplies, Materials, and Equipment. Allows AOC during 
1991-93 biennium to make direct purchases of supplies, materials, and equipment for Judicial 
Dep’t, without compliance with GS Ch. 143, Art. 3 (which requires,for example, competitive bid- 
ding and promotion of minority, handicapped, and female contractors), if (1) competitive bidding 
process substantially similar to the Ch. 143 procedure is followed, and (2) no purchases are 
made except at price less than that for any items covered by state contract in effect at time of 
purchase. 

Appellate Defender—Death Penalty Cases. Requires Judicial Dep’t to report to House and 
Senate Appropriation Comms. on Justice and Public Safety and JLCGO on March 15, 1992 and 
March 15, 1993 concerning purpose and activities of portion of Appellate Defender’s Office de- 
voted to death penalty cases, and accounting of General Fund expenditures on assistance to 
paid counsel, state-appointed counsel, and pro bono attorneys. Forbids Appellate Defender’s 
Office to lobby any entity, organization, or legislative body to urge either abolition or retention of 
death penalty. Amends GS 7A-486.3 (duties of Appellate Defender) to require Appellate Defender 
to maintain clearinghouse of materials to be made available to private ccounsel representing indi- 
gents in criminal cases; provide continuing legal education to assistant appellate defenders and 
private counsel representing indigents including those involved in capital cases; provide consulting 
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services to attorneys representing defendants in capital cases; recruit qualified members of pri- 
vate bar who are willing to provide representation in state and federal death penalty post- 
conviction proceedings; serve (in his discretion) as counsel of record for indigent defendants in 
capital cases in state court; and undertake direct representation and consultation in capital cases 
pending in federal court only to extent that such work is fully federally funded. 

Use of Seized and Forfeited Property Transferred to State Law Enforcment AGencies by the 
Federal Government. Provides that assets transferred to Dep’t of Justice and DCCPS during 1991- 
93 under 19 U.S.C. Sec. 1616a to be credited to budgets of dep’ts and result in increase of law 
enforcement resources for the dep’ts. Dep’ts to report to JLCGO on receipt of these assets and 
intended usage. Forbids dep’ts to use these assets for new projects, acquisition of real property, 
repair of buidings if it includes structural change, and construction of or additions to buildings 
without prior approval by General Assembly. Provision not applicable to extent that it prevents 
N.C. law enforcement agencies from receiving funds under 19 U.S.C. Sec. 1616a. 

Department of Justice Study/Charges for Legal Services to Local Governments and State 
Agencies. Requires Dep't of Justice to study feasibility of charging local governments fees for 
legal services to them by Att’y General’s Office, and report findings to 1992 regular legislative 
session. Requires Dep't to study feasibility of: (1) increase in 1993-94 in fees currently charged to 
other state dep’ts and agencies for its legal services; and (2) requiring all state dep’ts and 
agencies that have attorneys assigned to them by Att’y General pay compensation for those posi- 
tions; Dep’t to report findings to 1992 regular legislative session. 

Department of Transportation to Pay Compensation of Attorneys Assigned to Motor Vehicles 
Division by the Attorney General. Requires Dep’t of Transportation to pay compensation of attor- 
neys assigned to Div’n of Motor Vehicles by Att’y General out of Highway Fund. 

Justice Academy Study/Student Registration Fee. Requires N.C. Justice Academy to study 
possibility of requiring student registration fee, and report findings to 1992 regular legislative 
session. 

SBI Use of Court-Ordered Restitution Funds. Allows SBI to use funds from court-ordered resti- 
tution in undercover drug operations. 

Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems Licensing Boards Pay for Use of State Facilities 
and Services. Requires Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems Licensing Boards to pay 
appropriate state agency for use of physical facilities and services provided by state.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

Mowing road shoulders. Directs Board of Transportation to study policy of using private 
contractors to mow highways. Study to include costs of returning work to dep’t, and reducing 
width of area mowed. Requires report to Appropriations Committees and Fiscal Research 30 days 
before 1992 session. 

Personnel actions. Directs Dep’t to report all its personnel actions, including use of salary 
reserves, to Legislative Highway Oversight Committee and Fiscal Research every six months. 

Labor variance reduction. Directs Dep’t to report to Appropriations Committees a plan to 
reduce labor variance in highway planning and design from the current 19.2% to 10.6%. 
Requires plan to list all activities charged to labor variances. 

Engineering audit. Directs State Auditor to conduct performance audit of cost, quality and 
timeliness of consultant and Dep’t engineers. Auditor to report to Appropriations Committees by 
April 1, 1992. 

Highway Trust Fund administration. Amends GS 136-176 to reduce from 5% to 4.5% the 
amount of revenue in Trust Fund to be used for administration. 

Computer bid restrictions. Requires requests for bids by any state agency for study of com- 
puter needs or other technology to prohibit the entity obtaining study contract from bidding on 
hardware or software bids generated by study. Allows exemption with written permission of 
Director of Budget and notice to Fiscal Research and Governmental Operations Comm'n. 

NC Railroad Company Dividends. Amends GS 136-16.6 to provide that all of railroad com- 
pany dividend appropriated to Highway Fund for use by Dep’t for railroad purposes, and deletes 
cap of $100,000. 

Branch agent transaction rate. Sets DMV contractors compensation rate at $.92 per transac- 
tion, and lists nine categories of transactions covered, including various activities related to regis- 
tration and titling of vehicles, collection of highway use tax or civil penalties related to lapses in 
financial responsibility. Provides that multiple tranactions within same category treated as single 
transaction. 


SUBCOMMITTEE ON CORRECTIONS 


A select Subcommittee on Corrections also made the following recommendations, which 
were incorporated in the joint report of the Justice and Public Safety subcommittees: 

Forestry Program for Youth Offenders. Appropriate funds to Dep’t of Environment, Health, & 
Natural Resources to continue operation of Forestry Program for Youthful Offenders in Burke 
County in addition to program at Blue Ridge Youth Center. 

Blue Ridge Youth Center dormitory. Office of State Budget and Dep’t of EHNR shall identify 
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funds during fiscal 1990-91 to complete dormitory for 28 minimum custody youth at Blue Ridge 
Youth Center; if funds cannot be found, appropriation for this project should be made in 1991-92. 

Repairs and renovations at units threatened with litigation. $7,207,600 should be appro- 
priated for repairs and renovations at units under, pending, or threatened with litigation. 

Harnett corrections enterprises. Funds previously appropriated for Harnett Metal Products 
Plant and Harnett Tailoring Plant (now frozen) should be reappropriated. 

Correction Enterprises expansion. $18,909,019 should be appropriated to expand Correction 
Enterprises. 

Academic and vocational classroom. Funds previously appropriated (now frozen) for aca- 
demic and vocational classrooms should be reappropriated for 1991-92.

H 1077. STUDY HEALTH INSURANCE ACCESS. "7O CREATE A STUDY ON ACCESS TO HEALTH 
INSURANCE." Creates the Commission on Access to Health Insurance to design a program to 
ensure that all citizens of North Carolina have access to affordable health insurance. Directs the 
Comm'n to consider the feasibility of both a state insurance pool to supplement employer based 
health insurance and a comprehensive single payor model, other state’s programs, methods of 
cost containment, and the benefits to be included in a basic health care package. The 
Commission is to consist of 26 members. The Speaker of the House will appoint nine members, 
five members of the House, three health providers and one uninsured member of the public. The 
President Pro Tempore of the Senate will appoint nine members, five Senators, three health care 
providers and one advocate of the uninsured. Other members include the President of the North 
Carolina Medical Society, the President of the North Carolina Hospital Association, or their repre- 
sentatives, the Commissioner or Deputy Commissioner of Insurance, the President of the North 
Carolina Citizens for Business and Industry, the President of the Merchants Association, the 
President of the Foundation for Alternative Health Care Programs, the President of the State 
Employees Association and the President of the North Carolina AFL-CIO shall also be members. 
Cochairs will be selected by the Speaker of the House and the President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate. 

The Comm'n is directed to hold three public hearings on the problems of the uninsured, in 
addition to its regular meetings, to submit an interim report in 1992d and a final report on the 
first day of the 1993 session. 

$100,000 is appropriated from the General Fund to the Comm’n for each year of the 1991- 
93 biennium. The Comm'n is also authorized to accept grants and donations. Effective July 1, 
1991. .

H 1078. PARENTAL INVOLVEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH A 
PARENTAL INVOLVEMENT PROJECT IN CUMBERLAND COUNTY." Appropriates $25,000 in 1991-92 
from Generai Fund to Dep't of Public Education as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1079. CENTRALIZE STATE PERSONNEL. "TO CENTRALIZE ALL STATE GOVERNMENT 
PERSONNEL FUNCTIONS AND POSITIONS UNDER THE OFFICE OF STATE PERSONNEL." Amends 
GS 126-4 to make it the duty of the State Personnel Comm’n to administer the equal employment 
opportunity program, train State employees, reduce the State employee work force, and make 
employee agency assignments in addition to its other responsibilities. Makes all positions in State 
government subject to, and centralizes all personnel functions under, the Office of State 
Personnel. 

introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1080. CERTAIN UNC ESCHEAT RECEIPTS. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING ESCHEAT 
RECEIPTS.” Amends GS 116-43 and 116-12 to provide that income from funds escheated to state 
prior to July 1, 1971 to be used for scholarships for needy students at all campuses of UNC 
system (now, for six campuses that constituted system on June 30, 1971). Effective July 1, 1991 
for distributions of earnings on and after that date. 

introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 1081. DRUG OFFENSES,NO HOUSE ARREST. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON CONVICTED OF 
A DRUG OFFENSE MAY NOT BE PLACED ON HOUSE ARREST." Amends GS 164-42(b), covering 
sentencing structures to be considered by the sentencing commission, to provide that house 
arrest may not be suggested as an alternative sentence for drug offenses. Amends GS 15A-1372, 
covering the authority of the Parole Comm’n, to provide that a prisoner convicted of a drug of- 
fense is not eligible to be paroled on condition that he be placed on house arrest. Amends GS 
90-95 of the Controlled Substances Act, to provide that persons convicted of offenses under this 
act may not be placed on house arrest. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Judiciary lil. 


H 1082. LIMIT LANDOWNER LIABILITY. "TO LIMIT THE LIABILITY OF LANDOWNERS TO 
MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC ENTERING THE LAND FOR EDUCATIONAL AND RECREATIONAL 
PURPOSES." Adds new GS Ch. 38A as title indicates. Provides that if an owner of land invites or 
permits without charge any person to use that land for educational or recreational purposes, the 
owner does not: (1) extend any assurances that the premises are safe for any purpose; (2) confer 
upon that person the status of invitee or licensee to whom a duty of care is owed; (3) assume 
responsibility or liability for personal injuries, deaths, or property damages caused by invited or 
permitted persons; or (4) assume responsibility or liability for injury to invited person or his prop- 
erty caused by natural or artificial condition, structure, or personal property on the land. Provides 
that keeping or not keeping warning sign does not create liability; and that act does not limit 
liability for willful or malicious failure to guard or warn against ultrahazardous conditions, etc. Sets 
out rules for pleading in actions that might involve this act. Permits attorneys’ fees for defendant 
if court finds that action involves this act and that action was frivolous, malicious, or groundless. 
Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1083. LRC STUDY DOWNTOWNS. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND REVITALIZATION OF 
DOWNTOWNS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Directs the Legislative Research Commission to study the 
revitalizations of downtowns including the impact on economic development of existing state laws 
and regulations, the impact of historic preservation projects, and the prospects for incentive pro- 
grams, and to seek the advice of expert organizations in the state. Directs the Commission to 
make an interim report to the General Assembly in 1992 and a final report in 1993. 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Rules. 


H 1084. LINKED DEPOSIT ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA LINKED DEPOSIT ACT." 
Adds GS Ch. 53, Art. 21, as title indicates. States purpose of act as providing incentive for banks 
to strengthen capacity for meeting NC communities credit needs by (1) directing state and local 
gov't deposits to banks that Comm’r of Banks finds to be doing satisfactory job of reinvesting to 
meet community credit needs, (2) generating information on developmental loans serving high- 
priority NC economic development needs, and (3) rewarding banks with strongest records of de- 
velopmental lending through selection of public depositories and public information. Provides that 
neither State Treasurer nor finance officer of local government or public authority may deposit 
public funds for a term of six months or more unless financial institution in which funds are in- 
vested qualifies under act. To qualify, the institution must either have received a ’satisfactory’ or 
‘outstanding’ rating under the Community Reinvestment Act or Title VIII of the Housing and 
Community Development Act of 1977 or have not received any rating; and must have disclosed to 
the NC Comm’r of Banks required information on developmental loans. Defines developmental 
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loans as (1) loans that further the economic and community development of a low and/or moder- 
ate income community or (2) loans in conjunction with the public sector or in designated eco- 
nomically distressed areas. Sets out the information that must be disclosed to the Comm’r, which 
includes information on amounts of loans to various categories of borrowers. Requires Comm’r to 
provide a list of qualifying institutions to State Treasurer and to local finance officers, and to 
provide report on bank loans to General Assembly. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by McAllister. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1085. WATER/SEWER FRANCHISE BOND. "7O AMEND GS 62-110.3 TO CHANGE THE AMOUNT 
OF BOND REQUIRED FOR WATER AND SEWER COMPANIES BEFORE SUCH COMPANIES MAY BE 
GRANTED A FRANCHISE.” Amends GS 62-110.3 to reduce the maximum amount of bond that an 
applicant for a water or sewer utility franchise may be required to post from $200,000 to $50,000. 
Introduced by Bowie. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 1086. PIEDMONT TRIAD INSTITUTE PROGRAM. "7O ESTABLISH THE PIEDMONT TRIAD 
RESEARCH INSTITUTE TO OPERATE THE PIEDMONT TRIAD GRADUATE ENGINEERING PROGRAM, 
BASED AT WAKE FOREST UNIVERSITY AND SERVING THE ENTIRE PIEDMONT TRIAD." Adds GS 
116, Art. 31 to establish the Piedmont Triad Research Institute as a nonprofit corporation to fur- 
ther education and research in engineering, especially as applied to medicine. Requires that the 
Board of Directors of the Research Institute include representatives of North Carolina A & T, 
North Carolina State, Wake Forest University, and Winston-Salem State University. The Institute is 
to be funded in part by state appropriations and in part by grants from the National Science 
Foundation, the National Institutes of Health, private foundations and industry. 

Establishes the Piedmont Triad Graduate Engineering Program at Wake Forest University to 
be phased in for the academic year 1991-92 to operate cooperatively with the Research Institute. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Gray. Referred to Education. 


H 1087. BLANK BILL. "RELATING TO THE LAWS OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Blank bill; no substan- 
tive provisions. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Rules. 


H 1088. CIVIL PROCEDURE BLANK. "RELATING TO CIVIL PROCEDURE AND OTHER MATTERS." 
Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Miller. Fieferred to Rules. 


H 1089. DEFERRED PROSECUTION PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH A STATEWIDE DEFERRED 
PROSECUTION PROGRAM." Adds new part 7 to GS Ch. 1438, Art. 11, establishing cited program 
in Department of Crime Control and Public Safety. Requires each district attorney to establish a 
deferred prosecution program by July 1, 1993. Requires Dep’t to assign coordinator to each dis- 
trict court district to monitor compliance by offenders and report noncompliance to court. 
Coordinator may be same person as DWI community service coordinator, and appointment sub- 
ject to approval of chief district court judge. Allows district attorney, in lieu of prosecuting in 
court, to place on deferred prosecution persons 17 or older with no significant criminal or juvenile 
record who pose no risk to society and who are good candidates for rehabilitation in cases in 
which treatment is appropriate. Agreement subject to conditions imposed by DA (community serv- 
ice, restitution, etc). Requires consultation with victim and law enforcement officers involved in 
apprehension. Agreement between DA and offender must be in writing and must toll statute of 
limitations, waive right to speedy trial and right to present evidence of agreement or counselling 
as result of agreement in later trials. Sets maximum fee of $200 for each deferral, to be paid to 
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clerk in county in which agreement filed. Requires reporting to SBI by DA, to be released only to 
other DA’s wanting to know if offender has previously been subject to agreement. If agreement 
complied with, all records (other than SBI) expunged. If not, agreement void, and DA may 
prosecute. 

Introduced by Privette. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1090. PRIVATE LANDFILL IMPACT STATEMENT. "TO REQUIRE ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT 
STATEMENTS FOR SANITARY LANDFILLS THAT ARE PRIVATELY OPERATED.” Amends GS 130A- 
294(a) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Privette. Referred to Environment. 


H 1091. LICENSING BOARDS UNDER BUDGET. "7O SPECIFY THAT OCCUPATIONAL LICENSING 
BOARDS ARE SUBJECT TO THE EXECUTIVE BUDGET ACT." Amends GS Ch. 143, the Executive 
Budget Act, GS Ch. 143, Art. 1, to state explicitly that occupational licensing boards fall within 
the scope of the act and are subject to the authority of the Director of the Budget. Amends GS 
93B, the Occupational Licensing Board Act, to require such boards to deposit all monies received 
with the State Treasurer, who shall place the money special reserve funds for use by the deposit- 
ing board. Provides that the Director of the Budget will supervise the expenditures of deposited 
funds and that occupational licensing boards will be subject to an annual audit by the State 
Auditor. 

Eliminates the reference to occupational licensing boards in GS 147-69.3, which gives 
government units which are not obligated by law to deposit funds with the State Treasurer, the 
discretion to deposit funds with the Treasurer for investment purposes. Amends GS 147-77 to add 
occupational licensing boards to the list of state agencies required to make daily deposits of 
funds received into a bank designated by the State Treasurer. 

Amends GS 83A-3 to require the Board of Architecture to deposit funds received with the 
State Treasurer. Amends GS Ch. 87 to require the Licensing Board of General Contractors to 
deposit all funds received with the State Treasurer, to eliminate the requirement that the Board of 
General Contractors conduct an independent annual audit, and to provide that the Secretary of 
the Board and clerical staff are to be paid from the Board of Contractors State deposit fund. 
Amends GS 89C-11, GS 89E-5, GS 90-15, GS 90-133, GS 90-171.25 and GS 90C-7 to provide 
that the Board of Registration for Professional Engineers, The Board for Licensing for Geologists, 
the Board of Medical Examiners, the Board of Osteopathic Examination and Registration, the 
Board of Nursing, and the Board of Therapeutic Recreation Certification shall deposit all funds 
received with the State Treasurer. Effective upon ratification but does not apply to occupational 
licensing boards that are not now subject to the provisions of the Executive Budget Act until July 
1, 1992. 

Introduced by Mavretic. Referred to State Government. 


H 1092. COMMUNITY COLLEGE TRUSTEES. "RELATING TO THE MEMBERSHIP OF A 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOARD OF TRUSTEES." Amends GS 115D-12(a) to permit comm’rs of 
county providing financial support to a satellite campus of a community college to appoint two 
members of college board of trustees, without need for agreement by board of trustees. 
Introduced by Nye. Referred to Education. 


H 1093. PERMITS/WASTE REDUCTION PLANS. "7O AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO DENY A PERMIT FOR A SANITARY 
LANDFILL OR A SOLID WASTE INCINERATOR TO AN APPLICANT THAT DOES NOT SUBMIT AN 
APPROVED WASTE REDUCTION PLAN." Amends GS 130A-294(a) as title indicates. Effective July 
1, 1991. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Environment. 
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H 1094. MEDICAL MALPRACTICE, PRISONERS. "TO PROVIDE PROTECTION FROM LIABILITY 
FOR NEGLIGENCE TO PERSONS PROVIDING MEDICAL AND DENTAL SERVICES TO INMATES IN 
THE CUSTODY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION.” Amends GS 143-300.7 to include within 
its coverage suits in simple negligence in provision of medical and dental services. The effect is 
to permit the Att’y General to provide defense to Correction Dep’t employees sued in such ac- 
tions and to provide for state payment of any judgment, pursuant to GS 143-300.6. Effective as to 
actions filed on or after ratification. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1095. STUDY HAZARDOUS WASTE DISPOSAL. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY HAZARDOUS WASTE DISPOSAL.” As title indicates, permitting interim 
report to 1992 session and requiring final report to 1993 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Hightower. Referred to Rules. 


H 1096. HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY SITING. "TO PROHIBIT STATE INVOLVEMENT IN THE 
SITING OF A HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY UNTIL SUCH TIME AS (1) THE FEDERAL LAW PERMITS 
THE STATES TO BAR THE IMPORTATION OF HAZARDOUS WASTE FOR TREATMENT OR DISPOSAL 
OR (2) THERE ARE NO HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITIES OUTSIDE OF THE STATE WHICH WILL 
ACCEPT HAZARDOUS WASTE GENERATED IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Provides that only a private 
entity may site a hazardous waste facility and prohibits state involvement in the siting. Act to be 
repealed if conditions described in title are met. Chairmen of Governor’s Mace Management 
Board to determine if conditions met. 

Introduced by Hightower. Referred to Environment. 


H 1097. WASTE LANDFILL BARRIERS. "TO REQUIRE ALL HAZARDOUS WASTE LANDFILLS TO 
HAVE ENGINEERED BARRIERS.” Adds GS 130A-295.02 as title indicates, directing Comm’n for 
Health Services to specify minimum design criteria for such barriers. Specifies the objectives of 
engineered barriers. Requires all waste to be packed in containers for disposal, with Comm’n 
directed to adopt standards for design and construction of containers. Prohibits requirements for 
containers and for engineered barriers from substituting for or replacing each other. 

introduced by Hightower. Referred to Environment. 


H 1098. TOLL ROADS AUTHORITY. "TO CREATE A NORTH CAROLINA TOLL ROADS AUTHORITY 
TO ADMINISTER TOLL ROADS ON HIGHWAYS RECOMMENDED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION.” Direcis the Department of Transportation to determine on which highways it 
would be economically feasible to collect tolls and to submit its recommendations to the General 
Assembly for approval. Creates the North Carolina Toll Roads Authority to administer tolls on 
those highways recommended by the Dep’t of Transportation. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Transportation. 


H 1099. PASSING STOPPED SCHOOL BUSES. "TO PROVIDE THAT EVIDENCE THAT A MOTOR 
VEHICLE PASSED A STOPPED SCHOOL BUS IS PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE THAT THE OWNER OF 
THE VEHICLE WAS OPERATING IT AT THE TIME OF THE VIOLATION." Adds GS 20-217 as title 
indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 for offenses committed on and after that date. 

introduced by Decker. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1100. LAW OFFICER DISCIPLINE. "TO STANDARDIZE THE INVESTIGATION AND DISCIPLINE OF 
LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS AND TO PROVIDE FOR JUDICIAL REVIEW." Establishes man- 
datory and uniform procedures for investigation and discipline of law enforcement officers in state 
and local government. As to investigation, specifies (1) when questioning of investigated officer 
should occur, (2) information about investigating officer and about complainants and witnesses, 
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(3) that questioning should be only for reasonable time and that investigated officer should not be 
threatened, (4) that questioning must be recorded, and (5) that investigated officer has a right of 
counsel. As to discipline, specifies that officer entitled to notice of charges, bases therefor, and 
possible action; that officer may respond to charges; and that officer may be assisted by a repre- 
sentative of own choosing. Permits officer who is disciplined to appeal to superior court, with 
such appeals subject to Art. 4 of GS Ch. 150A. Directs that any suspension of officer be with pay 
and benefits continued. Permits officer to seek injunctive relief against employer which does not 
conform to act, with entitlement to attorneys’ fees and possibility of treble damages. Effective 
ict, 1. 1991% 

Introduced by Hensley. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1101. CVCC HOISERY TECH. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE HOISERY 
TECHNOLOGY CENTER AT CATAWBA VALLEY COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Appropriates $75,000 from 
the General Fund to the Dep’t of Community Colleges for the Hoisery Technology Center at the 
Catawba Valley Community College for fiscal 1991-92. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1102. NO COMMENTS ON PENALTY. ”"7O PROHIBIT ATTORNEYS FROM COMMENTING ON 
PUNISHMENT EITHER AT JURY SELECTION OR IN FINAL ARGUMENT." Adds new GS 15A-1214.1 
and 15A-1230(c) as title indicates; rule not applicable to capital cases. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 for 
trial begun or or after that date. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 1103. PROPERTY EXEMPT FROM EXECUTION (=S 757). "TO INCREASE EXEMPT PROPERTY 
VALUES AND TO CLARIFY THE EFFECT OF EXEMPTIONS." Amends GS 1C-1601 to provide that a 
debtor may retain free of the claims of his creditors: $11,500 worth of real property or personal 
property used as a residence; a minimum of $3,800 worth of any property if the debtor owns less 
than this amount of real property; an interest of $1,500 in value in one motor vehicle; an interest 
of $3,800 in value for the debtor and $750 in value for each dependent, up to $3,000 total for 
dependents, in household furnishings and personal items; and up to $750 in value in professional 
books or tools of a trade. Further amends GS 1C-1601 to provide that a debtor’s exemption 
under this section cannot be waived by failure to assert the exemption, and to eliminate the provi- 
sion which make certain exemptions inapplicable with respect to property purchased less than 90 
days prior to the initiation of a judgment collection proceeding. Clarifies that creditors may not 
obtain possession of property claimed as exempt until proceedings for designating property as 
exempt have been properly completed. 

Amends GS 1C-1603 to provide that clerks may not issue writs of execution for judgment 
creditors unless notice is given to the judgment debtor within 60 days prior to the date the writ of 
execution is sought. Extends the time given to judgment creditors to claim exemptions before the 
clerk may issue a writ of execution, from 20 days to 30 days. Allows judgment debtors to file 
claims for exemption at any time and provides that if such a claim is filed, the sheriff must cease 
any execution proceedings pending the completion of proceedings for designating property as 
exempt. Further provides that if a claim for exemption is filed concerning property that has been 
transferred to the creditor, such property shall be returned to the debtor upon payment of costs 
incurred by the creditor in levying on the property. Effective October 1, 1991. 
introduced by Payne. Referred to Courts. 


H 1104. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE CRIMINAL RECORD (=S 766). "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE MAY PROVIDE A CRIMINAL RECORD CHECK TO THE EMPLOYER OF A 
SCHOOL EMPLOYEE OR POTENTIAL EMPLOYEE WITH THE CONSENT OF THE EMPLOYEE OR 
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APPLICANT." Adds GS 114-9.2 as title indicates, applying to both public and private schools. 
Permits Dep’t of Justice to charge fee to recover its costs. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1105. LICENSE TO SELL FISH. "TO REQUIRE A LICENSE TO SELL FISH TAKEN FROM 
COASTAL WATERS." Adds GS 113-154.1 to require person taking fish from coastal waters to 
obtain license to sell fish before selling fish to dealer. Licenses are $100 per calendar, and are 
only issued Jan.-Mar. Selling fish without license is misdemeanor punishable by minimum $250 
fine for first offense and $500 fine and loss of fishing license for one year for subsequent of- 
fense. Proceeds to be used for marine fisheries programs to increase knowledge of use of marine 
resources. Amends GS 113-151.1 to allow Sec’y to require bond of license agents, and to com- 
pensate agents by $1 surcharge on each license or consolidated license sold. Amends GS 113- 
152 to (1) define commercial fishing as, among other things, operations in which any of the fish 
taken are sold; (2) provide that exemption from license for noncommercial oystering, scalloping or 
clamming is now an exemption for taking shellfish (defined in GS 113-129[14] as mollusca, includ- 
ing conchs and whelks) ; (3) raise from $.50 to $5 the fee for replacing a decal on a registered 
commercial fishing boat; and (4) provide that nonresidents seeking licenses must certify that their 
conviction record in the state of residence would not make them ineligible in NC if it had oc- 
curred here. Amends GS 113-153 to provide that vessels not sited in NC must obtain seller’s 
license to sell fish in NC that is taken outside NC waters. Amends GS 113-154 to require shellfish 
license instead of oyster, scallop or clam license, and to provide that person taking shellfish by 
mechanical means must obtain license. Amends GS 113-156 to provide that it is unlawful for fish 
dealer to buy fish from anyone other than fish seller or other dealer. Defines dealer as one who 
makes public offer to sell fish. Buying of fish from unlicensed seller is misdemeanor punishable in 
same manner as selling fish without license (described above). Deletes exemptions from fish 
dealer definitions individuals selling to nondealers less than $500 of legally acquired fish on 
casual noncommercial basis or fish sold to dealers of less than $500 in a 12 month period, or if 
fish taken on a fully licensed vessel. Makes other technical amendments to reflect existence of 
new licenses. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 1106. LEGISLATIVE ETHICS JURISDICTION-2. "TO EXPAND THE JURISDICTION OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ETHICS COMMITTEE." Similar to S 722, introduced 22 April, with these substantive 
differences: (1) Amends GS 120-102(6) to permit committee to advise individual members of 
General Assembly, rather than committees; (2) Amends GS 120-102(7) to have any rules adopted 
by House or Senate, rather than ethics committee; and (3) Sets out requirements for complaint 
filed under Article.

H 1107. INNKEEPER ALLOW DOGS. "TO ALLOW DOGS IN HOTEL ROOMS UNDER CERTAIN 
CIRCUMSTANCES." Skeletal bill; incomplete substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Payne (by request). Referred to Judiciary II. 


H 1108. BATHROOM EQUITY ACT-2. "TO ENACT THE PUBLIC BATHROOM EQUITY ACT.” Directs 
Building Code Council to review and modify state building code to assure (1) adequate rest room 
fixtures for women at new facilities at which public congregates and (2) that if women’s rooms 
have diaper changing tables, so must men’s. Requires Council to report to 1992 session on im- 
plementation of act. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Human Resources. 
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H 1109. SOLID WASTE LAW AMENDMENTS. "TO IMPROVE AND REFINE THE SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT LAWS REGARDING THE STATE SOLID WASTE GOAL AND CERTAIN OTHER 
MATTERS.” Amends GS 130A-309.04(c) to provide that goal of state is to reduce solid waste 
stream through source reduction, reuse, recycling, and composting instead of current goal of 
reducing stream only with recycling. Sets goal of 25% reduction by 1993, 30% by 1994, and 40% 
by 1995, using 1991-92 fiscal year as base. Amends subsection (d) to require all state agencies 
to develop solid waste plan, whether or not it generates any waste; amends subsection (f) to 
provide that municipality that does not participates in county plan must have one of its own. 
Requires Dep’t of Health, Environment and Natural Resources to identify materials in waste 
stream that are marketable or should be recovered from stream. Amends GS 130A-309.09 to 
require all units of local gov't to participate in a solid waste management plan, either individually, 
or in combination with others, and to require yearly progress report by each county on its pro- 
gress toward statewide goals; initial report due Oct. 1, 1991. If municipality is not part of county 
plan, it must submit its own report. Allows regions as well as special districts to assume responsi- 
bility for multi-jurisdictional management plans. 

Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Environment. 


H 1110. FETAL MURDER (=S 648). "TO EXTEND THE DEFINITION OF SECOND DEGREE 
MURDER TO INCLUDE CAUSING THE DEATH OF A VIABLE FETUS OTHER THAN IN THE COURSE 
OF A LAWFUL ABORTION.” Identical to S 648, introduced 16 April. 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 1111. RECORD OF CONSIGNED GOODS. "TO REQUIRE PERSONS WHO ACCEPT USED 
GOODS ON CONSIGNMENT TO KEEP RECORDS OF THE CONSIGNED GOODS." Adds new GS 66- 
67.2 ("Persons who sell used goods on consignment must keep certain records”) providing that a 
person engaged in the business of selling used tangible personal property must keep a record of 
each piece of property consigned with the person for sale, containing information about the prop- 
erty specified in bill, including serial number, name and description of owner, value of property. 
Failure to keep record is a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment up to six months and/or 
fine of up to $500. Does not apply to motor vehicles. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Economic Expansion. 


H 1112. K-2 STUDENTS MUST ATTEND SCHOOL (=S 804). "TO REQUIRE STUDENTS 
ENROLLED IN PUBLIC KINDERGARTEN, FIRST GRADE OR SECOND GRADE WHO ARE UNDER THE 
AGE OF SEVEN TO ATTEND SCHOOL.” Amends GS 115C-81(f), -378, and -382 to provide that, 
once a parent (or guardian) chooses to enroll a child under age seven (the age at which man- 
datory attendance begins) in kindergarten, first grade, or second grade, the parent must cause 
the child to attend unless the child is withdrawn. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Dickson. Referred to Education. 


H 1113. LOTTERY FOR CAPITAL PROJECTS. "70 ESTABLISH A STATE LOTTERY, TO DEDICATE 
THE PROCEEDS OF THE LOTTERY TO CAPITAL PROJECTS, AND TO LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE 
WHETHER TO CONTINUE THE LOTTERY AFTER IT HAS OPERATED FOR FIVE YEARS." Adds GS 
Ch. 105C to establish a lottery for the purpose of funding capital projects in the public interest. 
Restricts local governments from passing local laws which regulate the operation of the state 
lottery, or imposing sales taxes on the sale of lottery tickets. Creates the following general misde- 
meanors: knowingly selling a lottery ticket to a minor; selling a lottery ticket above or below retail 
price; selling a lottery ticket without a lottery game retailer permit; and knowingly including false 
information on an application for a lottery retail permit. 

Establishes the State Lottery Comm’n to be composed of five members, appointed by the 
governor and confirmed by the General Assembly, representing different regions of the state. At 
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least one Comm’r must be an experienced law enforcement officer and one must be a certified 
public accountant. No more than three members of the same political party may serve as 
Comm'rs at the same time. Comm'rs will serve staggered five year terms. The governor will des- 
ignate a Chair to serve a three year term, except that the initial Chair will serve until June 30, 
1995. Comm’n members will be paid the same salary as members of the Utilities Comm’n and 
the Chair will be paid the same salary as the Chair of the Utilities Comm'n. Meetings of the 
Comm'n will be called by the Chair, a majority of the Comm'rs will constitute a quorum and 
decisions shall be made by majority rule. 

The Comm'n will be subject to all North Carolina laws governing state agencies, except GS 
Ch. 143, Art. 3, governing contracts and purchases. Provides that the Sec’y of Administration in 
consultation with the Lottery Comm'n will prepare specifications and review bids for goods and 
services to be provided to the Comm'n when a competitive bidding process is used to obtain 
those goods and services. Provides that the Comm’n will be responsible for overseeing the opera- 
tion of the lottery and must submit quarterly and annual reports on revenues, disbursements and 
expenses to the Governor, the Attorney General, the State Treasurer and the General Assembly. 

Establishes the position of the Director of the Commission, to be appointed by the 
Governor and confirmed by the General Assembly. The Governor has the power to remove the 
Director if the Director becomes incapable of serving, and shall remove the Director when re- 
quested to by a majority of the Comm’n. The Director will receive the same compensation as 
members of the Comm’n. Provides that the Directorship is a full time position and the Director 
may not be otherwise employed. Requires the Director to supervise and administer the lottery, to 
keep informed concerning the effectiveness and citizen reactions to the lottery, to recommend 
improvements to the Commission, to keep books and records, and to give a monthly financial 
report to the Comm’n. Grants the Director authority to hire staff, including up to 4 assistant direc- 
tors, one of whom will be responsible for security. Applicants must be investigated by the State 
Bureau of Investigation. r 

Grants the Comm’n discretion to determine what type of lottery games will be offered by 
the state, but specifically excludes games which: use the theme of bingo, dog racing or horse 
racing; are based on the outcome of a particular sporting event; use tickets which do not have 
unique numbers; use tickets that include the name or photograph of an elected official; dispense 
coins or currency from a computer terminal or other electronic device. Grants the Comm’n discre- 
tion to set the price of tickets, except that the tickets must cost at least 50 cents. Discounts may 
be allowed for multiple purchases. Establishes the following restrictions on the distribution of tick- 
ets: tickets may not be sold to minors; tickets may not be sold to Commissioners, the Director or 
lottery employees, lottery game retailers or their employees, contractors who operate the lottery 
or their employees, and members of the household of any of the above; tickets may not be sold 
above or below the price set by the Commission; and tickets may not be given as a preumium to 
promote the sale of any other item. 

The Comm'n is granted discretion to determine the number and value of prizes, provided 
that at least 50% of the projected annual revenue from the sale of tickets must be spent on 
prizes. The Comm’n must publish the odds of each game. 

Establishes that drawings of winners must be open to the public, shall be witnessed by an 
independent certified public accountant, that any equipment used will be inspected, and that 
such inspections will be recorded on video and audio tape. Establishes procedures for the pay- 
ment of prizes including the following restrictions: rights to a prize are not assignable; prizes may 
not be paid to persons ineligible to buy a lottery ticket; prizes may not be paid persons who 
fraudulently obtain a lottery ticket. Provides that winners will have 180 days to claim prizes. 

Directs the State Auditor to conduct quarterly and annual audits of the accounts and 
transactions of the Lottery Com’n and any other special audits considered necessary. Requires 
the Comm'n to employ an independent consultant every two years to study the security of the 
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lottery. Restricts the Comm’n from spending more than 16% of gross receipts from sale of lottery 
tickets on expenses. Prohibits Comm’rs, the Director, or lottery employees from accepting bribes 
from prize providers and from having a financial interest in companies providing prizes. Violation 
of these prohibitions are Class J felonies. 

Requires sellers of lottery tickets to obtain a permit from the Lottery Comm'n. Establishes 
the following qualifications for lottery game retailers: such retailers must be at least 21 years old; 
must operate a retail business at a permanent location; must be a resident of North Carolina or 
be an officer or director of a corporation located in North Carolina, or have executed a power of 
attorney in favor of a North Carolina resident to receive service of process and to manage the 
business from which lottery tickets will be sold; must not have been convicted of a felony or a 
misdemeanor gambling offense within the last 10 years; and may not have had a lottery permit 
revoked within the last 10 years. In order for a lottery permit to be granted to a retail business, 
each owner, general partner, officer, director, major stockholder and senior manager associated 
with the business must qualify under the above provisions. The Comm’n is given discretion to 
grant or deny permits to qualified applicants based on its assessment of the applicant’s character 
and various economic considerations. The Comm’n may set a nonrefundable application fee. 

Grants the Commission to determine the compensation to be paid to lottery retailers, and 
establishes as a default figure 5% of the price of tickets sold and a 1% bonus for sales above a 
specified sales volume. Retail permits will be valid for two years and retail establishments must 
surrender their permit if there is a change of ownership and apply to the Comm'n for a right to 
substitute if new management is hired. Authorizes the Comm’n to suspend or revoke permits for 
fraud, failure to keep required records or maintain accounts, fail to file a bond required by the 
Comm'n, failure to comply with the rules of the Comm’n, conviction of a gambling offense, or 
failure to sell a sufficient number of tickets. Requires retailers to keep books and records and to 
periodically report and remit revenue. Allows the Comm'n to require lottery retailers to post a 
bond payable to the state, conditioned on the retailer's compliance with the lottery laws. Requires 
the Comm’n to give notice of permits issued and that retailers display their permits. 

Creates a Lottery Fund to receive revenues and provide operating funds for the Lottery. 
Establishes an Infrastructure Fund into which the State Treasurer shall deposit net income from 
the Lottery Fund on a monthly basis. Provides that the principal from the Infrastructure Fund may 
be used only for State construction projects, to maintain State property, or to make appro- 
priations to the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund, the Critical School Facility Needs 
Fund, the Public School Building Capital Fund or the Solid Waste Management Loan Fund. 
Interest from the Infrastructure Fund may be used for any of the above purposes or to make 
loans to local governments for capital construction projects. Places the Office of State Budget 
and Management in charge of making loans and grants from the Intrastructure Fund. Provides 
that grants may not be made to units of local government from this fund unless the Office of 
State Budget and Management in consultation with the Local Government Comm'n determine that 
the unit of local government would have to raise its property taxes at least 5% in order to have 
resources with which to repay a loan. Authorizes units of local government to execute debt instru- 
ments payable to the state in order to obtain Infrastructure loan funds, to be secured by user 
fees derived from the operating the funded project, the unit’s good faith and credit or both. 
States that such loans will be considered outstanding debt under GS Ch. 159, Art. 10. 

Requires the Comm'n to contract for a demographic analysis of lottery players to be com- 
pleted and reported to the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor, the Speaker of the House and the 
President Pro Tempore of the Senate by Nov. 1, 1992. Requires the Comm'n to conduct an 
effectiveness study of the lottery to be completed and reported as above. Appropriates 
$15,000,000 from the General Fund to the Lottery Comm'n for fiscal 1991-92 as start up costs. 
This amount is to be repaid within 12 months. 

Amends GS 114-15 to grant the State Bureau of Investigation to invstigate violations of the 
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lottery laws, to conduct background checks on applicants for employment with the Lottery 
Comm'n, applicants for lottery retail permits, and prospective contractors with the Lottery 
Comm'n. Amends GS 120-123 to provide that no member of the General Assembly may serve on 
the Lottery Comm'n. Allows the Comm’n to adopt temporary rules to implement this statute until 
Sept. 30, 1992, subject to the approval of the Governor. Provides that this act expires on July 1, 
1997 if the public does not approve its continuation in a referendum to be held in November, 
1996. 

Introduced by Hunter. Referred to Courts. 


H 1114. HIGHWAY PATROL INVESTIGATIONS. "TO TRANSFER THE AUTHORITY TO CONDUCT 
INVESTIGATIONS INTO ALLEGATIONS OF MISCONDUCT BY MEMBERS OF THE STATE HIGHWAY 
PATROL FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY TO THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL.” Amends GS 20-184 and GS 114-2 to provide that the Secretary of Crime Control and 
Public Safety, while having supervision of the Highway Patrol, will not have power of investigation 
of misconduct by Highway Patrol members, which investigations are to be conducted exclusively 
by the Department of Justice. Directs the Attorney General to adopt rules for such investigations 
and specifies that the Attorney General will have the powers of a trial judge for the purpose of 
summoning and compelling the attendance of witnesses to testify in relation to actions being 
investigated. Provides that patrolman under investigation has the right to independent counsel. 
Effective July 1, 1991 and applies to investigations of actions occurring on or after that date. 
Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


H 1115. CREATE DIV’N OF ADULT SERVICES. "TO CREATE A DIVISION OF ADULT SERVICES IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION AND TO TRANSFER CERTAIN PROGRAMS TO THE NEW 
DIVISION FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY AND THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES." As title indicates; new division to include probation su- 
pervision (including intensive parole supervision and electronic house arrest), community service, 
ADETS and drug education schools, deferred prosecution, and courtroom monitoring of offenders 
for assignment to the various programs. Transfers from Crime Control and Public Safety the com- 
munity service and deferred prosecution programs, and from Human Resources the ADETS and 
drug schools. Sets up nonreverting fund in Dep’t of Correction to receive ADETS and drug school 
fees and requires their use for administering program with excess funds “collected” to be used 
for other alcohol and drug programs and excess funds “received” to revert to General Fund. 
Allows Dep’t to contract for the delivery of ADETS and drug school services. Effective Jan. 1, 
1992. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1116. JUVENILE SUPERVISION CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE LENGTH OF 
PROTECTIVE SUPERVISION OR PROBATION OF A JUVENILE ADJUDICATED DELINQUENT OR 
UNDISCIPLINED." Amends GS 7A-648 and -649 to change from one year to two years (1) the 
length of protective supervision by a court counselor to which a judge may assign a juvenile who 
is delinquent or undisciplined and (2) the length of probation under the supervision by a court 
counselor to which a judge may assign a juvenile who is delinquent. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 and 
applies to protective supervision and probation used as dispositional alternatives for acts that 
were committed then and later. 

Introduced by Fiahsrty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1117. JUVENILE CAPITAL OFFENSE CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE \ 
TRANSFER OF JURISDICTION OVER A JUVENILE TO SUPERIOR COURT FOR TRIAL AS AN ADULT." 
Current GS 7A-608 permits the transfer of jurisdiction over a juvenile at least 14 years old to the 
superior court if the juvenile has allegedly committed an offense that would be a felony if com- 
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mitted by an adult. The statute makes the transfer mandatory if the alleged felony constitutes a 
capital offense. This bill makes the transfer mandatory additionally if the alleged felony would 
constitute a capital offense if committed by an adult. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 and applies to of- 
fenses committed then and later. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1118. JUVENILE RELEASE CHANGE. "7O CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING THE PRETRIAL 
RELEASE OF JUVENILE." Amends GS 7A-611 to provide that release order must specify to whom 
juvenile may be released. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 for pretrial release orders issued on or after that 
date. 

introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1119. JUVENILE INTERMITTENT COMMITMENT. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW RELATING TO THE 
INTERMITTENT COMMITMENT OF DELINQUENT JUVENILES." Amends GS 7A-649 to provide that 
authority of judge to order commitment of delinquent juvenile for noncontinuous periods is limited 
to no more than five 24-hour periods, with the time of service to be in judge’s discretion so long 
as all are served in 90 days from disposition. Now, similar authority exists, but is limited to five 
nights of custody or two weekends. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 for disposition orders entered on or 
after that date. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


H 1120. NO NET LOSS OF WETLANDS. "7O AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA ENVIRONMENTAL 
PROTECTION LAWS TO PROVIDE ENHANCED PROTECTION FOR WETLANDS." Amends GS 143- 
211 to declare that the General Assembly intends that the Environmental Management 
Commission and the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources exercise their 
powers to protect and manage wetlands to promote a goal of no net loss of wetlands, as defined 
by acreage and ecological function. Amends GS 143-212 to add to GS Ch. 143, Art. 21 ("Water 
and Air Resources”) a definition of "wetlands:” areas that have a predominance of hydric soils 
and are inundated or saturated by surface or ground water at a frequency and duration sufficient 
to support, and under normal circumstances do support, a prevalence of vegetation typically 
adapted for life in saturated soil conditions. Adds new GS 143-214.1A to that Article empowering 
the Commission to implement a State Wetlands Conservation Plan to meet a goal of no net loss 
of wetlands and to provide a copy of the plan to the General Assembly by April 15, 1992 and to 
report annually on implementation. Authorizes adoption of rules under the Plan. Amends GS 
113A-113 to authorize the Coastal Resources Commission to designate “wetlands” (now, "coastal 
wetlands”) as areas of environmental concern. 

Introduced by Ethridge. Referred to Environment. 


H 1121. AMUSEMENT DEVICE FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR TO ASSESS 
ADDITIONAL FEES AGAINST AMUSEMENT DEVICE OWNERS UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." 
Amends GS 95-106 to provide that Labor Dep’t may assess fee if amusement device inspector 
has been asked to provide inspection at specific time and device is not ready for inspection at 
that time. If device not present at site, fee is travel cost at $.23 per mile and $15 per hour for 
inspector's time. If device present but not ready for inspection, fee is either waiting time at $15 
per hour or cost of additional trip if one is necessary. No fee assessed if appointment canceled 
24 hours in advance. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ethridge. Referred to Finance. 
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H 1122. TEACHER LEAVE/SCHOOL DAYS. "7O PERMIT TEACHERS WHO WOULD OTHERWISE 
LOSE VACATION DAYS TO TAKE UP TO TWO DAYS WHILE STUDENTS ARE IN SCHOOL." Amends 
GS 115C-302(a) for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1123. KILL LAW OFFICER/CAPITAL CRIME. "TO PROVIDE THAT IT IS FIRST-DEGREE MURDER 
TO KILL A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER." Adds new GS 14-17.2 providing that murder of law 
enforcement officer while discharging his duties is Class A felony, punishable under GS 15A-2000 
by life imprisonment or death. If sentence is life, no parole, good time or gain time is allowed. 
Makes conforming change to GS 14-17. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 for offenses committed on or after 
that date. 

Introduced by Justus. Referred to Judiciary I. 


H 1124. ENVIRONMENT TECH. CORRECTIONS. "TO MAKE CLARIFYING, CONFORMING, AND 
TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO VARIOUS LAWS RELATING TO ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES." Makes numerous changes as specified in title. Among the changes are 
these: (1) in GS 74-53(3) (dealing with reclamations under the Mining Act of 1971) changes refer- 
ence from "open case” mining to "open pit;” (2) in several instances changes references from 
"Secretary of Human Resources” or "Department of Human Resources” to "Secretary of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources” or "Department of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources;” (3) deletes reference to “physicians” (leaving only "dentists”) in GS 130A-11 
(which authorizes Department of Environment, etc., to set up residence program to attract physi- 
cians and dentists into public health practice); (4) in civil penalties provisions under Dam Safety 
Law, amends GS 143-215.36(b)(4) to remove provision relating to request by Environmental 
Management Commission that Attorney General bring civil action to enforce payment of overdue 
assessment (similar provisions remain in other parts of -215.36(b)). 

Introduced by Privette. Referred to Environment. 


H 1125. ABUSED CHILDREN FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA FUND FOR 
CHILDREN AND FAMILIES, PROVIDE FOR ITS GOVERNANCE, AND PERMIT THE ALLOCATION OF 
CORPORATE AND INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX REFUNDS." Adds new Part 29 to Art. 9 of GS Ch. 
143B to establish in Treasurer’s office the NC Fund for Children and Families, to be funded by 
grants and appropriations, as well as from funds held by current Fund established by executive 
order. Creates NC Comm'n on Children and families to administer fund, with Comm’n made up 
of five appointees of Governor and Secretaries of Crime Control, Administration, and Human 
Resources. Chairman appointed by Governor from within or outside Comm’n. Amends GS Ch. 
105 to allow designation of part or all of income tax refund to Fund and directs that tax forms be 
modified to implement act. Fund and Comm'n created July 1, 1991; checkoff effective for tax 
years effective Jan. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Wilson. Referred to Appropirations. 


H 1126. ELECTION LAWS CHANGES. "7O REFORM THE CAMPAIGN FINANCE LAWS." Amends 
GS 163-269 ("Violations by corporations”), -270 ("Using funds of insurance companies for politi- 
cal purposes”), -271 ("Intimidation of voters by officers made misdemeanor”), and -274 ("Certain 
acts declared misdemeanors”) to change a number of violations of elections laws from misde- 
meanors to Class J felonies. Amends GS 163-278.6(18) and -278.40 to delete the exemption from 
filing campaign finance reports under GS Ch. 163, Art. 22A ("Regulating Contributions and 
Expenditures in Political Campaigns”) that now apply to candidates for municipal and county of- 
fices in municipalities and counties under 50,000 population. Amends GS 163-35(b) to provide 
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that the Executive Secretary-Director of the State Board of Elections may notify a county supervi- 
sor of elections of a petition for the termination of his employment by first class mail (now, certi- 
fied or registered mail). Amends GS 163-181, -278.25, and -278.34 to make same change with 
respect to mailing of a copy of a State Board decision to the parties after a contested election, 
mailing of notice that a declaration of nomination or certification of election should not be granted 
because of failure to file campaign finance reports, and mailing of all finance reports to the State 
Board. Adds new GS 163-278.9B defining where campaign finance reports are to be filed, as 
follows: (1) with the State Board: statewide offices, statewide referenda, political groups covering 
more than a county (except municipal elections), offices where the territory is more than one 
county, General Assembly, district party groups, and political committees in any of these; (2) with 
the county board of elections: county office, county party groups, precinct groups, municipal of- 
fices where county board conducts elections, and political committees of any of these; and (3) 
with the municipal board of elections: municipal offices where municipal board conducts the elec- 
tions, and political committees of any of these. Adds new GS 163.278.25A providing that no 
person may file a notice of candidacy if he is at the time one-year delinquent in filing any cam- 
paign finance reports. Amends GS 163-278.27(c) directing a district attorney who receives from 
the state board a report of a violation of campaign finance laws to report back to the board 
within 90 days on the status of prosecution of the matter. 

All provisions are effective Oct. 1, 1991, except provisions eliminating reporting exemption 
in small cities and counties are effective on ratification.

H 1127. SOCIAL SERVICES PATERNITY ID. "TO REQUIRE THE INDENTIFICATION OF THE 
FATHER OF ANY CHILD ELIGIBLE FOR PUBLIC ASSISTANCE.” Rewrites GS 110-131 to require the 
female parent of any dependent child receiving public assistance to provide to the county social 
services department the name of the child’s father. For infants born after Oct. 1, 1991 this infor- 
mation must be provided within 30 days after birth; for children receiving assistance must be 
provided by Nov. 1, 1991; for children receiving assistance after effective date of bill, it must be 
provided at time of application. Failure to do so renders child ineligible for assistance to extent 
allowed by federal law. Makes female parent subject to court order to compel identity. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1990.

H 1128. OPEN MEETINGS AMENDMENTS-2. "TO ENHANCE AND PROMOTE ACCESS TO 
GOVERNMENT PROCEEDINGS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Combines most, but not all, provisions of 
two earlier bills: H 14, introduced 4 February, and H 882, introduced 18 April. Contains all provi- 
sions (sometimes slightly rephrased) of H 14, with these changes: (1) adds to bill a deletion from 
law of exemption for public bodies specifically authorized or directed by law to meet in executive 
or confidential session and for Council of State; (2) removes following entities from bill’s listing of 
"commissions, committees or subcommittees of the General Assembly”: Joint Legislative Highway 
Oversight Committee, Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee, Joint Legislative 
Commission on Future Strategies for NC, Comm’n on Children with Special Needs, Legislative 
Committee on New Licensing Boards, Comm’n on Agriculture, Forestry, and Seafood Awareness, 
and NC Study Comm’n on Aging. Contains following provisions of H 882: (1) revision of executive 
session authorization for attorney consultations, and (2) revision of notice requirements for ad- 
journed meetings; and does not contain H 882’s changes to content of motion for executive 
session and to provision for attorneys’ fees in enforcement actions. Requires that all public 
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bodies keep "full and accurate” minutes of all meetings, including executive sessions. Expands 
definition of "public body” to include entities established by President of UNC or Chancellor of 
any constituent institution. Effective Sept. 1, 1991, except that provisions concerning General 
Assembly effective on ratification.

H 1129. CHILD SUPPORT AGE/COLLEGE. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE SUPPORT OF CHILDREN 
ATTENDING COLLEGE WHO ARE OVER THE AGE OF EIGHTEEN AND UNDER THE AGE OF 
TWENTY-TWO." Amends GS 50-13.4(c), concerning court-ordered child support payments, to 
permit the court to order support payments continued past the time they would otherwise termi- 
nate for a child enrolled in a postsecondary educational institution and is maintaining satisfactory 
progress toward a degree; payments for such a child may be continued until he graduates, 
ceases to attend on regular basis, or reaches age 22, whichever comes first. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991; applies to actions commenced on or after that date.

PURPOSES." Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 755. AIDS TEST HIGH RISK AVOIDANCE. "TO ALLOW AIDS TESTING WITHOUT CONSENT IN 
CERTAIN MEDICAL PROCEDURES." Amends GS 130A-148, of the Public Health Act, to allow li- 
censed health care providers to test persons for human immunodeficiency virus infection without 
the informed consent of that person, if the attending physician believes that a risk of transmission 
of the infection has occurred during a medical procedure. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Johnson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 756. AIDS TESTING/BLANK. "TO ALLOW AIDS TESTING WHERE APPROPRIATE FOR PATIENT 
CARE AND PROTECTION OF HEALTH CARE WORKERS." Blank bill; contains no substantive provi- 
sions. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 757. PROPERTY EXEMPT FROM EXECUTION (=H 1103). "TO INCREASE EXEMPT PROPERTY 
VALUES AND TO CLARIFY THE EFFECT OF EXEMPTIONS.” Identical to H 1103, introduced 24 
April. 

Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Banks. 


S 7°53. TANNING FACILITIES REGULATION. "PERTAINING TO TRAINING REQUIREMENTS FOR 
TANNING BED OPERATORS.” Amends GS 104E-7(7) to permit Radiation Protection Commission to 
include in its product safety program establishment of minimum qualifications for operation of 
products or sources of nonionizing radiation. Prohibits Comm’n from adopting training require- 
ments for tanning bed operators to be effective before June 1, 1992. Directs Radiation Protection 
Division to develop such a training program.

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S 759. BUILDING MAINTENANCE RESERVE. "7O ESTABLISH A MAINTENANCE RESERVE FOR 
STATE BUILDINGS." Adds GS 143-10.3, creating Maintenance Reserve for State Buildings. Directs 
General Assembly to set aside annually a portion of General Fund revenues, to be appropriated 
to the Reserve. Directs money from reserve be allocated based on repair and renovation priorities 
derived from Facility Condition Assessment Program of Office of State Construction. Effective July 
1991.

S 760. NURSING HOME ADMINISTRATORS. "7O AMEND THE LAW CONCERNING THE 
QUALIFICATIONS OF NURSING HOME ADMINISTRATORS." Amends GS 90-278 to provide that, as 
alternative to administrator-in-training requirement, applicant for license as administrator may 
meet requirement by serving for at least 12 weeks as administrator or assistant administrator for 
hospital-based long-term care nursing unit or swing beds licensed under GS Chapters 131E or 
122C. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 761. COST OF LIVING INCREASE PRIORITY (=H 907). "TO GIVE GENERAL PAY INCREASES 
PRIORITY OVER PERFORMANCE PAY AS THE GOVERNOR AND GENERAL ASSEMBLY DETERMINE 
THE APPROPRIATE ALLOCATION OF STATE EMPLOYEE SALARY INCREASES RELATING TO COST 
OF LIVING ADJUSTMENTS AND PERFORMANCE PAY." Identical to H 907, introduced 18 April. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 762. DRUG POSSESSION IN PRISON. "7TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON CONVICTED OF 
POSSESSION OF A CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE ON PRISON OR JAIL PREMISES SHALL BE GUILTY 
OF A CLASS H FELONY.” Enacts GS 90-95(e)(9) as title indicates. Requires person sentenced 
under subdivision to serve mandatory prison term of at least two years, running consecutively with 
sentence already being served. Prohibits judge from suspending mandatory term. Effective as to 
offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 763. DISMISSAL, DEFERRED PROSECUTION. "7O PROVIDE THAT THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
MAY TAKE A VOLUNTARY DISMISSAL IN A DEFERRED PROSECUTION.” Amends GS 15A-931(a) to 
give district attorneys authority to dismiss charges deferred for prosecution, subject to the limita- 
tions on prosecutor’s authority to dismiss impaired driving charges set forth in GS 20-138.4. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 764. ACTIONS AGAINST SURVEYORS. "TO PROVIDE THAT ACTIONS FOR NEGLIGENT OR 
DEFICIENT SURVEYING OR PLATTING AGAINST REGISTERED LAND SURVEYORS BE COMMENCED 
WITHIN THREE YEARS AND IN NO EVENT MORE THAN SIX YEARS FROM THE ACT OR OMISSION 
GIVING RISE TO THE ACTION.” Amends GS 1-52(18) to provide for three year statute of limitations 
for actions against surveyors or their employees for physical damage or economic or monetary 
loss due to negligence in surveying or platting, and amends GS 1-50 to provide that similar ac- 
tions can in no event be brought more than six years from the last act or omission giving rise to 
the cause of action. Effective to actions filed on or after ratification.

S 765. LEGAL AID SERVICES FUND LIMIT. "TO LIMIT THE USE OF STATE FUNDS BY LEGAL AID 
SERVICES.” Amends GS 7A-474.3(c) to prohibit the use of funds appropriated under the Access 
to Civil Justice Act to bring class action suits against the State. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to State Personnel. 
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S 766. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE CRIMINAL RECORD (=H 1104). "TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE MAY PROVIDE A CRIMINAL RECORD CHECK TO THE EMPLOYER OF A 
SCHOOL EMPLOYEE OR POTENTIAL EMPLOYEE WITH THE CONSENT OF THE EMPLOYEE OR 
APPLICANT." \dentical to H 1104, introduced 24 April.

S 767. LOCAL WORKER POLITICAL ACTIVITY (=H 1013). "TO DEFINE THE LIMITS OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES’ POLITICAL ACTIVITIES WHILE ON DUTY." \dentical to H 1013, intro- 
duced 19 April. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Local Government. 


S 768. STATE EQUAL EMPLOYMENT. "TO MAINTAIN AND STRENGTHEN THE CURRENT 
ADMINISTRATION OF STATE GOVERNMENT'S EQUAL EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITY PROGRAM." 
Makes it the policy of State of NC to provide equal employment opportunities for all state em- 
ployees and applicants for state employment without regard to race, sex, religion, color, national 
origin, age, or disability, and notes that State Personnel Comm’n has adopted policies emphasiz- 
ing positive measures to assure fair treatment of women, minorities, disabled persons and older 
persons. Directs all state agencies (Council of State, executive department heads, judicial dep’t, 
UNC, and General Assembly) to submit to State Personnel Director for approval on or before 
March 1 of each year an Equal Employment Opportunity plan including goals and programs that 
provide positive measures assuring equitable and fair representation of NC citizens. Directs State 
Personnel Comm’n to report to General Assembly concerning status of these plans by June 1 of 
each year. Directs State Personnel Director to maintain at least current services of Equal 
Employment Opportunity technical assistance, etc., and to ensure that these services are pro- 
vided by qualified personnel who have continuous experience in this field and who are sensitive to 
circumstances and experiences of persons from diverse backgrounds and cultures. Effective July 
1, 1991. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 769. WORKERS COMP FOREIGN INJURIES. "TO ASSURE THAT THE NORTH CAROLINA 
WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT EXTENDS TO INJURIES OUTSIDE THE STATE FOR EMPLOYEES 
WHOSE PRINCIPAL PLACE OF EMPLOYMENT IS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 97-36 as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Manufacturing. 


S 770. MH/DD/SA CARE, LOCAL CONFINEMENT. "TO ENHANCE MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL 
RETARDATION, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE CARE IN LOCAL CONFINEMENT FACILITIES.” Amends GS 
153A-221 to add mental health, mental retardation, and substance abuse services for prisoners to 
subjects on which Sec’y of Human Resources may issue minimum standards applicable to local 
confinement facilities. Amends GS 153A-225 to require local governmental units operating local 
confinement facilities to consult with the area mental health, developmental disabilities, and sub- 
stance abuse authority in developing plans for providing MH/DD/SA services to local prisoners. 
Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 771. MENTAL HEALTH RECORDS ACCESS. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING MENTAL 
HEALTH CLIENTS’ RECORDS." Amends GS 122C-55 to provide that information as to diagnosis of 
patient, medications used, and patient’s progress may be given to next of kin or family member 
who has legitimate role in patient’s treatment with consent of patient. Allows family to request 
additional information which, if patient has consented, may be provided if treating professional 
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thinks disclosure will not harm therapeutic relationship and family has need to know. Allows 
Menta! Health Comm'n to adopt rules to determine which family members may make such 
requests. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Human Resources. 


§ 772. CHILD TESTIMONY BY TV-3. "TO PROVIDE THAT A CHILD VICTIM MAY TESTIFY IN COURT 
IN CERTAIN CASES BY MEANS OF CLOSED CIRCUIT TELEVISION." Substantive provisions are 
identica! to provisions of H 1076, except for following differences: (1) this bill is codified as GS 
8-58.2 and -58.3; (2) this bill applies only to specified criminal charges or juvenile delinquency 
proceedings, [charges are generally those dealing with sex offenses, obscenity, indecent liberties, 
and crime against nature]; and (3) this bill applies to all abuse or neglect proceedings. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1991 for offenses occurring on or after that date.

S 773. RECYCLABLE 6-PACK RINGS. "TO PERMIT RECYCLABLE PLASTIC YOKES OR RING TYPE 
HOLDING DEVICES." Current GS 14-399.2 prohibits use of nondegradable plastic yokes or ring 
type holding devices. This bill would allow, in addition, “recyclable” such devices, defined as 
capable of being “accommodated in existing, effective programs to recover and reprocess into 
marketable goods” and provided it has an orifice no larger than one and three-fourths inches. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

S 774. PROBATE ACCOUNTING PERIOD. "TO ESTABLISH THE USE OF FISCAL YEARS FOR 
PROBATE ACCOUNTING PURPOSES." Amends GS 28A-21-1 to allow personal representative to 
select fiscal year on which annual accountings for estates are to be filed. Requires reports to be 
filed by the 15th day after fourth month after close of fiscal year and annually thereafter. Fiscal 
year cannot be changed without clerk of court’s permission. 

Introduced by Daniel. Sent to Judiciary 1. 


H 775. MODIFY MARITAL DEDUCTION TRUSTS. "TO SAVE THE DEDUCTION OF INTERESTS IN 
CERTAIN TRUSTS FOR THE FEDERAL ESTATE OR GIFT TAX MARITAL DEDUCTION.” Amends GS 
36A-116 to provide that (1) a spouse who is the beneficiary of a marital trust may require that any 
unproductive property held in the trust must be either made productive of income or converted to 
assets productive of income when the trust requires that all income be paid annually the spouse, 
a federal estate or gift tax marital deduction is claimed with respect to the trust, and the trust is 
not one which provides that upon termination of the income interest all of the remaining trust 
estate will be paid to the spouse’s estate, and (2) if a marital trust fails to qualify for the federal 
estate or gift tax marital deduction because of the lack of a specific direction that upon termina- 
tion of the income interest all accrued income is to be paid to the beneficiary’s estate, such an 
instruction is established by law. Provides that both of the above changes apply only in the ab- 
sence of specific provisions to the contrary in the trust instrument. Applies to irrevocable trusts in 
existence or created on or after ratification date.

S 776. TAX REVENUES BLANK. "RELATING TO TAX REVENUES.” Blank bill; no substantive 
provisions.

S 777. FEES FOR MORE REVENUE BLANK. "RELATING TO FEES FOR ADDITIONAL REVENUE." 
Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Finance. 
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S 778. CORPORATE INSTRUMENT EXECUTION. "TO AMEND THE LAWS REGARDING THE 
EXECUTION OF CORPORATE INSTRUMENTS." Adds new GS 47-18.2 providing that a corporate 
instrument registered with the register of deeds that appears on its face to have been signed in 
the ordinary course of business by chairman, president, CEO, vice-president or asst. vice presi- 
dent, or chief financial officer, and to have been attested or countersigned by secretary or asst. 
secretary of corporation, is as valid as respects rights of innocent third parties as if executed 
pursuant to authorization from board of directors. Excepts from provision instruments that reveal 
on their face a potential breach of fiduciary obligation. Also sets out rule that seal on a corporate 
document registered with register of deeds is prima facie evidence that (1) the seal is the duly 
adopted corporate seal, (2) the seal has been affixed by an authorized person, and (3) that the 
document was duly executed and signed by authorized persons. 

Repeals GS 47-41 (which sets out statutory forms of probate for deeds and other con- 
veyances executed by a corporation) and replaces that section with new forms in GS 47-41.01 
and -41.02. New GS 47-18.2 effective July 1, 1991; new forms effective Oct. 1. 1991. 
Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 779. RENTAL HOUSING LISTING SERVICE. "TO REGULATE RENTAL HOUSING LISTING 
SERVICES." Adds GS Ch. 66, Art. 20 to regulate rental housing listing services. Defines "rental 
housing listing service” as a business which publishes lists of available residential rental proper- 
ties, owned by persons other than itself, and makes such lists available to prospective tenants for 
a fee. Listing services may not perform any of the functions of a rental referral agency except 
publishing listings of available real estate and the definition of listing service excludes newspa- 
pers, periodicals of general circulation, and services which list information on available rental 
property without charging a fee to prospective tenants. 

Provides that persons operating listing services must obtain a license from the Secretary of 
State and must post a bond of at least $10,000 with the clerk of superior court in the county in 
which the business is located. Sets forth licensing procedures. Requires the Secretary of State to 
publish notice of pending applications and provide an opportunity for individuals to protest the 
issuance of a license. If the Secretary determines that an objection is meritorious, a hearing shall 
be held in. accordance with the Administrative Procedure Act to determine whether a license 
should be granted. Directs the Secretary of State to investigate the integrity and criminal record 
of all license applicants as well as all the owners, officers, directors or managers of applicant 
companies, and to deny a license to any applicant who has been convicted of any type of fraud, 
who operated a listing service whose license was revoked, who has engaged in any unfair or 
deceptive trade practices, or whose investigation reveals that the applicant or the managers or 
officers of applicant companies are not of good moral character. Licenses shall be nontransfer- 
able, unless an application for consent to assign or transfer is made to the Secretary of State, 
and are only valid for the place listed on the license. Provides for temporary licenses effective for 
a period of 90 days. 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to investigate alleged violations of this Article, and to con- 
duct hearings and engage in rule making according to the provisions of the Administrative 
Procedure Act in order to administer and enforce the Article. Creates a civil right of action in 
persons damaged by violations of this Article and provides that violation of any provision consti- 
iutes an unfair trade practice under GS 75-1.1 

Sets out clauses concerning fees and services that must be included in every contract be- 
tween listing services and prospective tenants, and requires listing services to file a contract form 
with the Secretary of State. Provides that listing services may not engage in deceptive adver- 
tising, and in particular must verify that published listings are actually available within five days 
prior to publication or advertisement. Requires listing services to maintain records of house 
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orders, publications, contracts and fee receipts for a period of 18 months and to make such 
records available for inspection by the Secretary of State. Authorizes the Secretary, upon receiv- 
ing complaints from two or more prospective tenants about a listing service, to survey other cus- 
tomers of this listing service and to place the results in the public records.

S 780. RESTRICT FIDUCIARY POWER. "7O REWRITE THE LAW RESTRICTING THE EXERCISE OF 
POWER FOR A FIDUCIARY'S BENEFIT." Rewrites GS 32-34, to state limitations on fiduciary exer- 
cising a power for his own benefit in terms of power of appointment under the Internal Revenue 
Code; specifically provides that newly stated rules are declaratory of existing law and neither 
modify nor amend existing fiduciary relationships. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Cooper. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 781. CHLOROFLUOROCARBON EMISSIONS. "TO REDUCE EMISSIONS OF OZONE-DEPLETING 
CHLOROFLUOROCARBONS." Adds new GS 143-215.114G through -215.114N, as title indicates. 
Sets deadlines by which certain air conditioning and refrigeration installations and repairs that 
release or might release CFCs must be done by persons who have been trained and certified in 
the use of refrigerant recycling equipment and who use such equipment, as follows: Motor vehicle 
air conditioner repairs and installations, by Jan. 1, 1992; air conditioners for buildings, by July 1, 
1992; and refrigeration equipment, by July 1, 1992. Requires businesses doing such service or 
installation work to certify compliance to Secretary of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources. Prohibits the sale in NC of refrigerant containing CFCs in pressurized containers 
weighing less than 15 pounds. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, prohibits sale of CFC-propelled plastic 
party streamers and noise horns, CFC-containing cleaning fluids for electronic and photographic 
equipment, and other consumer products, determined by Secretary to be nonessential, that are 
capable of releasing CFCs into atmosphere. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, prohibits engaging in any 
activity that results in knowingly releasing CFCs into the air. Directs various state agencies to 
reduce or eliminate actions that might release CFCs into the air and to phase out purchase of 
products with CFCs. 

Makes violation of act punishable by civil penalty up to $1,000 per day; and makes knowing 
violation a misdemeanor, punishable by fine up to $5,000 per day.

S 782. JUDGE/DA CONCEALED WEAPON. "7O PROVIDE THAT THE PROHIBITION AGAINST 
CARRYING A CONCEALED WEAPON SHALL NOT APPLY TO STATE AND FEDERAL JUDGES AND 
PROSECUTORS." Amends GS 14-269 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 783. CHILD TESTIMONY BY TV-1 (=H 1072). "TO PROVIDE THAT A CHILD VICTIM MAY 
TESTIFY IN COURT IN CERTAIN CRIMINAL CASES BY MEANS OF CLOSED CIRCUIT TELEVISION." 
Identical to H 1072, introduced 23 April. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 784. CAMPUS CRIME STATISTICS. "TO REQUIRE INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER EDUCATION TO 
KEEP A RECORD OF THE CRIMINAL OFFENSES THAT OCCUR ON CAMPUS AND TO PROVIDE 
THAT INFORMATION TO THE PUBLIC IF REQUESTED." Enacts GS 116-245 as title indicates, ex- 
tending requirement to public and private, two-year and four-year institutions. Requires collection 
of information on crimes occurring on property owned by or leased to the institution or that oc- 
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curred within the jurisdiction of campus law enforcement agency, with following specific require- 
ments: nature of crime, action taken by institution, action taken by state, final disposition of any 
criminal case arising therefrom. Requires annual report of information to Division of Criminal 
Statistics in Dept of Justice, and makes information available to any person who requests it. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 785. SPECIAL OBLIGATION BONDS. "7O AUTHORIZE MUNICIPALITIES TO ISSUE BONDS AND 
NOTES CONSTITUTING SPECIAL OBLIGATIONS SECURED SOLELY BY SOURCES THAT ARE NOT 
DERIVED FROM THE EXERCISE OF THEIR TAXING POWER TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR CERTAIN 
MUNICIPAL INFRASTRUCTURE NEEDS." Enacts new GS Ch. 159, Art. 6A, authorizing ”munici- 
palities” to issue special obligation bonds and notes for “municipal purposes.” Defines "munici- 
pality” as counties; cities, towns, and incorporated villages; sanitary districts; water and sewer 
authorities; special airport districts; and joint agencies created pursuant to GS Ch. 160A, Art. 20, 
Part 1. Defines "municipal purposes” as (1) jails and other confinement facilities; (2) courthouses; 
(3) sanitary sewer systems; and (4) water systems. Permits issuing units to issue such bonds and 
notes and secure them by pledging any revenue sources, the pledge of which does not create a 
pledge of the unit’s taxing power. In addition, permits issuing units to enter into installment con- 
tracts creating a security interest in the property purchased. 

Requires Local Government Commission approval of any such bonds or notes, but does not 
require voter approval. Establishes following limitations on ability of unit to issue special obligation 
bonds or notes: (1) The issuing unit may not file an application with the Commission within four 
years after an unsuccessful bond referendum for the same purpose, unless the unit is required to 
spend funds by court order; (2) they must be included within gross debt under GS 159-55 and 
may not be issued if their issuance will cause the unit’s net debt to exceed 8% of the unit’s tax 
base; and (3) they may not be issued if issuance will cause the unit’s total special obligation 
bonds outstanding to exceed 25% of the unit’s net debt. Sets out procedures and standards for 
Commission approval and for adoption of the bond order; and sets out provisions for details of 
bonds or notes. 

Adds new GS 159-148(a1) extending GS Ch. 159, Art. 8 (which requires Local Government 
Commission approval of certain contracts and agreements relating to the lease, acquisition, or 
construction of capital assets) to those contracts that have the effect of creating "total obligations 
on the part of the contracting unit under this Article in an amount exceeding 25% of the contract- 
ing unit’s net debt as calculated pursuant to GS 159-55.”

S 786. HAZ. WASTE BLANK-1. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF HAZARDOUS WASTE 
IN NORTH CAROLINA, TO AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING TO THE MANAGEMENT OF 
HAZARDOUS WASTE, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO OTHER STATUTES." Blank bill; 
no substantive provisions.

S 787. HAZ. WASTE BLANK-2. "TO FURTHER PROVIDE FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF 
HAZARDOUS WASTE IN NORTH CAROLINA, TO AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING TO THE 
MANAGEMENT OF HAZARDOUS WASTE, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO OTHER 
STATUTES." Blank bill: no substantive provisions.

S 788. CLEAN AIR DEMONSTRATION. "TO REQUIRE THE ENERGY DIVISION OF THE 


DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMIC AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT TO STUDY THE USE OF CLEAN 
TRANSPORTATION FUELS IN STATE-OWNED VEHICLES AND TO DEVELOP A DEMONSTRATION 
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PROJECT USING NATURAL GAS AS THE FUEL FOR STATE-OWNED VEHICLES." As title indicates; 
directs Dep’t to report findings to 1993 session on or before 10th legislative day. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 789. LRC STUDY RENEWABLE ENERGY. "JO/NT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY WAYS TO PROMOTE THE CONSERVATION OF ENERGY AND 
THE USE OF RENEWABLE ENERGY SOURCES IN RESIDENTIAL, COMMERCIAL, INDUSTRIAL, AND 
PUBLIC FACILITIES IN NORTH CAROLINA." As title indicates; authorizes interim report to 1992 
session and final report to 1993 session. 

introduced by Plexico. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 790. OCCUPATIONAL BOARD MEMBER PAY. "7O EQUALIZE PER DIEM PAYMENTS FOR 
OCCUPATIONAL LICENSING BOARD MEMBERS.” Amends GS 93B-5(a) to set per diem for occupa- 
tional licensing board members at $100 per day (now, $35). 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 791. MEDIATED SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES. "7O ESTABLISH A PILOT PROGRAM OF 
MEDIATED SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES IN SUPERIOR COURT ACTIONS.” Adds new GS 7A-38 
("Court ordered, mediated settlement conferences in superior court civil actions”) for purpose 
indicated in title. Chief Justice is to implement the program in such judicial districts or parts of 
districts as he and the Senior Resident Superior Court Judge of that district may determine. 
Under the program, the parties would be required to attend a pretrial settlement conference con- 
ducted by a mediator, defined as a neutral person who acts to encourage and facilitate a resolu- 
tion of a pending civil action. Costs are to be shared by plaintiff and defendant, with rules 
providing for parties who are unable to pay. Negotiations are inadmissible as evidence. Program 
is to be implemented within funds available to Justice Department. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 and 
applies to mandated settlement conferences established after Supreme Court adopts rules. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 792. FALSE BOMB ALARM/FELONY. "TO PROVIDE THAT IT IS A CLASS | FELONY TO MAKE 
FALSE BOMB THREATS OR SCARES REGARDING A STATE HOSPITAL FACILITY.” Amends GS 14- 
69.1 to create a Class | felony of communicating a report, knowing it to be false, that there is a 
bomb or explosive device in a state hospital facility. Provides that if convicted, offenders may be 
fined, imprisoned or both. Amends GS 14-69.2 to establish that using a false bomb to create a 
bomb scare in a state hospital facility is a Class | felony. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

S 793. GENERAL FUND BUDGET GROWTH. "TO CHANGE THE BUDGET PROCESS BY LIMITING 
THE INCREASE IN GENERAL FUND OPERATING APPROPRIATIONS TO THE ESTIMATED GROWTH 
IN PERSONAL INCOME." Adds new GS 143-2.1 ("Growth in General Fund operating expenditures 
limited") providing that the Governor may not propose a percentage increase in operating expen- 
ditures paid out of the General Fund which exceeds the growth in state personal income for the 
most recent 12-month period for which data has been compiled by the Bureau of Economic 
Analysis of the US Department of Commerce and that the General Assembly may not enact such 
an increase. Effective for budgets beginning with the budget for fiscal 1992-93.

S$ 794. MILITARY BASE EDUC. PROGRAMS-2. "TO REMOVE THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA LICENSURE REQUIREMENTS FROM OUT-OF-STATE INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER 
EDUCATION OPERATING ON MILITARY BASES." Amends GS 116-15(e) to provide that any institu- 
tion which conducts post-secondary degree education programs on military bases in North 
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Carolina is exempt from the licensure requirements of GS Ch. 116, even if the institution’s pro- 
grams are not restricted to military personnel and their dependents. 
Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Veterans. 


S 795. COMMERCIAL TANK DEFINITION (=H 1074). "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF 
COMMERCIAL UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK." Identical to H 1074, introduced 24 April. 
Introduced by Winner. Referred to Environment. 


S 796. CIGARETTE PAPERS SALES. "TO REGULATE THE SALE OF CIGARETTE WRAPPING 
PAPERS." Adds new GS 14-346.3 ("Sale of cigarette wrapping papers”) to make it a misde- 
meanor for any person to purchase cigarette wrapping papers without showing a drivers license 
or other identification with a picture, or for any person to sell the papers without requesting such 
|.D. Requires sellers to keep a record of all sales of papers, including the names, addresses, and 
phone numbers of purchasers, and date of purchase, for three years. Record is to be open to 
inspection by any law enforcement officer. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 and applies to offenses com- 
mitted then and later.

S 797. SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH. "7O REFORM THE SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP

S 798. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT POLICY. "7TO ALLOW LOCAL SCHOOL BOARDS TO DEVELOP 
POLICIES REGARDING CORPORAL PUNISHMENT IN THEIR SCHOOLS." GS 115C-390 now allows 
teachers (and specified others) to use reasonable force “to restrain or correct pupils” and prohib- 
its local boards from implementing own rules to prohibit such use of force. This bill specifies 
reasonable force may be used only "to restrain” and deletes the prohibition on local rules. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Lee. Referred to Education. 


S 799. MULTISECTION HOMES ZONING. "TO PROHIBIT MUNICIPALITIES FROM DISCRIMINATING 
AGAINST MULTISECTION MANUFACTURED HOMES." Amends GS 160A-383.1 to bar cities from 
prohibiting "multisection manufactured homes” from being sited on lots planned and zoned for 
single-family dwellings; excludes historic districts from prohibition. Defines multisection manufac- 
tured homes as residential structure (1) certified as being built to standards adopted under 
National Manufactured Housing Construction and Safety. Standards Act, (2) consisting of two or 
more sections that connect on-site, (3) with a length not more than four times its width, (4) set on 
a permanent, enclosed foundation, in accordance appropriate codes, and (5) designed to be 
used as a single-family dwelling when connected to the required utilities.

S 800. NEW EDUCATION BLDG. SPACE. "REGARDING THE ALLOCATION OF SPACE IN THE NEW 
EDUCATION BUILDING.” Amends GS 143-341; 120-32.1; and 120-32.2 to provide that new educa- 
tion building on northwest corner of Wilmington and Lane Streets in Raleigh is under control of 
Legislative Services Commission and not Dep’t of Administration. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to State Personnel. 
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S 801. PRESIDENT PRO TEM. APPOINTMENTS. "TO FURTHER PROVIDE FOR THE SEPARATION 
OF POWERS BETWEEN THE LEGISLATIVE AND EXECUTIVE BRANCHES OF GOVERNMENT BY 
PROVIDING THAT THE PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE OF THE SENATE RATHER THAN THE 
LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR SHALL MAKE APPOINTMENTS TO CERTAIN LEGISLATIVE COMMISSIONS 
AND COMMITTEES RELATING TO THE ENVIRONMENT AND PUBLIC UTILITIES.” Amends GS Ch. 
120, Art. 12A to provide that the President Pro Tempore rather than the President of the Senate 
shall appoint members of the Joint Legislative Utility Review Committee. Provides that the 
President Pro Tempore will designate a Senator to serve as cochair and the Speaker of the 
House will designate one Representative to serve as cochair, and authorizes the President Pro 
Tempore rather than the President of the Senate to request that special studies by conducted by 
this Committee. 

Amends GS Ch. 120, Art. 12C to provide that the President Pro Tempore rather than the 
President of the Senate shall appoint members of the Joint Select Committee on Low-Level 
Radioactive Waste, shall designate a Senator to act as cochair, and has the authority to request 
that this Committee conduct special studies as necessary. 

Amends GS Ch. 120, Art. 12D to provide that the President Pro Tempore shall appoint 
members of the Environmental Review Commission, and that the Chairs of the House and Senate 
Committees of the Environment will have the sole power to remove members but will no longer 
jointly appoint members. Further amends this article to authorize the President Pro Tempore of 
the Senate to request special studies from the Environmental Review Commission. 

Provides that this act shall not effect the validity or term of any appointment made prior to 
the effective date of the act. Effective retroactively as of Jan. 30, 1991.

S 802. ENVIRONMENT TECH. CORRECTIONS (=H 1124). "TO MAKE CLARIFYING, 
CONFORMING, AND TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO VARIOUS LAWS RELATING TO ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES." Identical to H 1124, introduced 24 April. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Environment. 


S 803. SOLID WASTE BOND SECURITY. "TO CLARIFY WHAT FUNDS MAY BE USED TO REPAY 
SOLID WASTE SPECIAL OBLIGATION BONDS." Amends GS 159I-30 to give explicit authority to 
local governments to pledge revenues for repayment of special obligation bonds, as long as their 
is no pledge of the taxing power. Adds provision permitting unit with outstanding special obliga- 
tion bonds to pledge additional revenues to secure such bonds; requires Local Government 
Commission approval of such an additional pledge.

S 804. K-2, STUDENTS MUST ATTEND SCHOOL (=H 1112). "TO REQUIRE STUDENTS 
ENROLLED IN PUBLIC KINDERGARTEN, FIRST GRADE, OR SECOND GRADE WHO ARE UNDER 
THE AGE OF SEVEN TO ATTEND SCHOOL." Identical to H 1112, introduced 24 April. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Education. 


S 805. RAISE SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AGE. "TO RAISE THE AGE OF COMPULSORY 

ATTENDANCE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” Amends GS 115C-378 to raise the mandatory school atten- 
dance age from the current 16 years of age in stages as follows: effective Oct. 1, 1992, the age 
is raised to 16.5 years; effective Oct. 1, 1993, 17; effective Oct. 1, 1994, 17.5; and effective Oct. 
1, 1995, 18. Also amends the section to add a provision that a person under the mandatory age 
is not required to attend school if (1) he has graduated, (2) he is enrolled full time in a vocational 
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course of study at a community college, (3) he has completed such a course, (4) he has passed 
the General Educational Development Test (GED), or (5) his parent, the principal, and the super- 
intendent agree that it is in his interest to withdraw from school. Makes conforming changes in 
GS 115C-382 and 7A-517. 

Introduced by Bryan. Referred to Education. 


S 806. EDUCATION GOVERNANCE CHANGES-2. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO CHANGE 
THE COMPOSITION OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION AND TO MAKE THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION AN APPOINTEE OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, AND TO MAKE 
CORRESPONDING STATUTORY CHANGES." 

Constitutional amendments. Calls for vote of the people on November 5, 1991 to make the 
following amendments to the state constitution, submitted as one question: (1) amends Art. Ill, 
Sec. 7(1) to delete the Superintendent of Public Instruction from list of officers elected by the 
qualified voters of the state; and (2) amends Art. IX, Sec. 4 to change the terms of State Board 
of Education members from eight years to four and to change the membership of the State 
Board so that it would include five members appointed by the Governor, five elected by the 
Senate, and five elected by the House of Representatives, and to specify that the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction is to be appointed by the State Board of Education to serve at the pleasure 
of that board. If a majority votes in favor of these changes, the term of the current 
Superintendent of Public Instruction would be extended to March 31, 1993 and then expire (and 
the Superintendent would remain on the Council of State until then), and the terms of all mem- 
bers of the State Board appointed or elected before March 31, 1993, and the terms of the Lt. 
Governor and the State Treasurer on the State Board, would end March 31, 1993. 

Statutory changes if constitutional amendments pass. If the voters approve the constitu- 
tional amendments, a number of statutory changes would take effect March 31, 1993. 
Appointment of Board of Education. Amends GS 115C-10 to provide that the Senate and House, 
in electing members, are to select from a slate in each house as provided by resolution in that 
house. In the event there is more than one individual who is seeking nomination, the slate of 
nominees must contain at least two nominations for any vacancy. The Senate will hold its election 
first. The Governor fill vacancies in offices he originally filled. In offices originally filled by the 
Senate, the Senate President Pro Tempore fills the vacancy when the General Assembly has ad- 
journed, and otherwise the Senate fills. Same for the House, with the Speaker filling the vacancy. 
Speaker and President Pro Tempore retain this authority until their successors are chosen. The 
Senate and the House may make their initial elections before March 31, 1993. To set up stag- 
gered terms, of the Governor’s first five appointments, three will be for two-year terms, and of the 
Senate and House initial elections, two each will be for two-year terms. Appointment of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. Amends GS 115C-18 to provide that the Superintendent is to 
be appointed by the State Board to serve at the pleasure of the Board. Conforming amendments. 
Makes conforming amendments in GS 143A-42, 147-4, 147-11.1, 163-8, and 163-278.27, concern- 
ing the election and status of the Superintendent of Public Instruction.

S 807. UNC GOVERNORS AMENDS-1. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE MEMBERSHIP AND 
ELECTION OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Amends 
GS 116-6 to provide that Board of Governors elections in 1993 and thereafter are to be by 
electronic vote. Effective July 1, 1991 amends GS 116-7 to provide that no person may be 
elected to Board within two years of leaving service as member of General Assembly. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Higher Education. 
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S 808. CITIES-IN-SSCHOOLS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE CITIES-IN-SCHOOLS 
DROPOUT PREVENTION PROGRAMS." Appropriates $248,000 to Department of Public Education 
for program cited in title from General Fund for fiscal 1991-92. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Conder. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 809. MARINE FISHERIES LICENSE AMENDS. "TO PROVIDE THAT FISHERIES LICENSES BE 
ISSUED ON A FISCAL YEAR BASIS, INCREASE THE FEE FOR A LICENSE, AND PROVIDE THAT 
LICENSE AGENTS BE BONDED." Amends GS 113-152, GS 113-54(c), GS 113-156(d), and GS 113- 
167(a) to provide that commercial fishing licenses, oyster scallop and clam licenses, fish dealer 
licenses, and spotter aircraft licenses will be issued on a fiscal year rather than a calendar year 
basis. Provides that licenses issued during the transition period between Jan. 1, 1992 and June 
30, 1992 will cost one-half of the full license fee and will expire June 30, 1992. 

Eliminates the restrictions on nonresidents currently stated in GS 113-152(e) and replaces 
these with the requirement nonresidents obtaining licenses certify that their conviction record in 
their state of residence would not make them ineligible for a license in North Carolina. 

Amends GS 113-151.1 to provide that the Secretary of Environment, Health and Natural 
Resources may require fishing license agents to post bonds, enter into contracts to keep records 
and make reports, and allow audits and inspections to be conducted. Authorizes the Secretary to 
initiate proceedings under Administrative Procedure Act to suspend or revoke a license agent’s 
commission or to obtain forfeiture of the license agent’s bond if the requirements of this section 
are violated. Requires the Secretary to report misuse of state property to the SBI. Increases the 
compensation for license agents from 50 cents to $1.00 per license, and clarifies that it is unlaw- 
ful for license agents to charge more than one surcharge on a consolidated license. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 810. GENERAL FUND BUDGET REFORM. "TO CHANGE THE BUDGET PROCESS BY LIMITING 
THE INCREASE IN GENERAL FUND APPROPRIATIONS TO THE ESTIMATED GROWTH IN PERSONAL 
INCOME, PLACING HALF OF CREDIT BALANCES IN A RAINY-DAY FUND, SUNSETTING PROGRAMS, 
REQUIRING MAINTENANCE RESERVES, PROVIDING FOR ANNUAL BUDGETS, AND REQUIRING 
REVENUE ESTIMATES AND FISCAL NOTES TO COVER A FOUR-YEAR PERIOD." As title indicates. 
New GS 143-2.1 imposes limit on growth in General Fund budget proposed by Governor and 
adopted by General Assembly to the amount of increase in state personal income for most recent 
reporting period. In determining size of General Fund for previous year, allows for annualizing 
effect of revenue decreases if decreases applied only to part of calendar year. Excludes from 
calculation of proposed budget estimation of revenue decreases proposed for fiscal year covered 
by budget; exclusion from estimates of one time revenues in prior calendar year; and estimation 
of revenues from proposed taxes or fees. GS 143-2.2 appropriates one half of reversions to 
Permanent Rainy Day Fund, and allows remaining half to be used only on capital or non-recurring 
projects. When Rainy Day Fund is 7% of General Fund balance, appropriations to Fund not re- 
quired until fund drops below that level. Allows Governor to use Fund to balance budget and 
allows General Assembly to make appropriations from Fund. GS 143-2.3 requires Governor to 
propose and General Assembly to enact annual budget. Also requires sunset of all state pro- 
grams other than debt service on June 30, 1998, except for those created after July 1, 1991 
(which have a sunset period of two years). Requires fiscal notes to cover four year period of 
estimation of expenses. Adds GS 143-10.3 to require Budget Office to require state agency to 
include maintenance reserve in its budget requests. Effective for 1992-92 budget, except for GS 
143-2.2 which becomes effective with 1991-92 credit balance. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to State Personnel. 
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S 811. EDUC. INSTITUTION TAX EXEMPTION. "7TO MODIFY THE AD VALOREM TAX EXEMPTIONS 
OR EXCLUSIONS RELATIVE TO PERSONAL AND REAL PROPERTY OWNED BY EDUCATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS WHICH IS INCIDENTAL TO, REASONABLY RELATED TO, AND REASONABLY 
NECESSARY FOR EDUCATIONAL PURPOSES.” GS 105-278.4 now exempts from property taxes 
real and personal property belonging to educational institutions wholly and exclusively used for 
educational purposes, and further provides that the exemption is not defeated by occasional use 
by the general public, so long as there is “no material amount” of such use. This bill amends the 
property tax exemption and exclusion statutes in three places to broaden the scope of exemption 
of property belonging to educational institutions. The first change rewrites GS 105-278.4(d) to 
substitute for the existing “no material amount” standard a new standard that use by the general 
public does not defeat exemption so long as the use to which the property is put is consistent 
with the uses of "similarly situated land, buildings, or facilities” owned by State educational insti- 
tutions. The second change adds a new GS 105-278.4(g) to exempt real and personal property 
belonging to an educational institutions as defined in GS 116-22 (private institution accredited by 
South Ass’n of Colleges & Schools other than seminaries and Bible colleges) if the property is (1) 
of a kind commonly held by educational institutions, (2) of a kind commonly held by similar State 
institutions, or (3) is used for a purpose reasonably related to the educational mission of the 
institution. The third change adds new GS 105-275(40) to classify and exclude from property 
taxes real and personal property owned by an educational institution and used for sports and 
recreation by the institution, including related property used for book, school supply, and souvenir 
sales; vending, food, and beverage sales; and sales in golf course pro shops. The fact that the 
general public uses such property does not defeat the exclusion.

S 812. STATE BUY RECYCLED GOODS. "TO ESTABLISH A STATE PROCUREMENT POLICY 
WHICH GRANTS PREFERENCE TO THE PURCHASE OF PRODUCTS WITH RECYCLED CONTENT." 
Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. . 
introduced by Perdue. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 813. LANDFILLS/ENV. IMPACT STATEMENT. "TO REPEAL THAT PROVISION OF THE LAW 
WHICH EXEMPTS PUBLIC LANDFILLS FROM THE ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENT 
REQUIRED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY ACT OF 1971." Amends GS 
130A-294(a) to provide that the issuance of permits to local governments for sanitary landfills is 
no longer exempt from the environmental impact statements required by GS 113A, Art. 1, the 
North Carolina Environmental Policy Act of 1971. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Environment. 


S 814. OLDER ADULT BLANK. "TO AMEND THE LAW RELATING TO THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ON HOME AND COMMUNITY CARE FOR OLDER ADULTS." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Perdue. Referred to Veterans Affairs. 


S 815. CONSENT FOR MINOR’S ABORTION. "7O REQUIRE PARENTAL OR JUDICIAL CONSENT 
FOR UNEMANCIPATED MINOR’S ABORTION." Adds new part 2 to Art. 1A of GS Ch. 90 requiring 
parental consent or judicial waiver of need to consent before physician may legally perform abor- 
tion on unmarried or unemancipated minor under 18. Performance of abortion without consent or 
waiver is misdemeanor. Consent must be from parent with custody, guardian, or parent with 
whom minor lives. Allows minor to seek judicial waiver if she elects to do so, if proper persons 
refuse consent, or if they are unavailable. If waiver requested, juvenile court in which minor lives 
or in which she is located is proper forum. Requires judge to grant waiver if minor is sufficently 
mature to make decision on her own, if it would be in her best interest that consent not be 
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required, or if she is victim of felonious incest. Requires court to inform minor of her right to 
court-appointed counsel, and upon request, requires court to appoint counsel. Allows guardian ad 
litem to appear for minor. Requires court to assist minor or guardian ad litem in preparing peti- 
tion, and requires proceedings and files to be confidential. Requires findings of fact and conclu- 
sions of law, and proceeding must be disposed of within seven days of filing unless minor 
requests extension. Allows minor to prevent service of summons on parents or guardian upon 
request. No costs apply to the proceeding. Directs Supreme Court to adopt rule to provide an 
expedited, confidential appeal of district court decision. In medical emergency that so compli- 
cates pregancy as to require immediate abortion, consent or waiver not required. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 816. HOSPITAL COMMISSIONER CHANGE. "TO MODIFY THE LAW REGARDING THE 
APPOINTMENT OF COMMISSIONERS OF HOSPITAL AUTHORITIES." Amends GS 131E-18(g) to pro- 
vide that counties with populations of less than 77,000 rather than 75,000 are subject to the 
exceptions listed in this section directing that the commissioners be appointed by the full board 
of county commissioners, unless such small counties have established a hospital authority with a 
city. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 817. PROTECT BONA FIDE PURCHASERS. ”"7O PROTECT BONA FIDE PURCHASERS FOR 
VALUE OF REAL PROPERTY AGAINST JUDGMENTS MORE THAN TEN YEARS OLD THAT ARE 
TOLLED FOR THE PERIOD OF EXEMPTION BY REQUIRING THE ORDER DESIGNATING EXEMPT 
PROPERTY TO BE FILED IN THE REGISTER OF DEEDS OFFICE." Amends GS 1C-1604 (a part of 
the article describing property which can be made exempt from the enforcement of a judgment), 
which provides that the statute of limitations on judgments is suspended for the period of exemp- 
tion as to the property which is exempt, to add a provision that no judgment lien is valid more 
than 10 years after the rendition of the judgment unless the judgment creditor has recorded in 
the office of the register of deeds of the county where the property is located a copy of the order 
designating the exempt property. Also amends GS 1C-1603(c) to make more specific the descrip- 
tions of exempt property in the statement that must be filed by the debtor in proceedings for 
declaring property exempt. Effective on ratification. Specifies that for one year from the date of 
ratification, upon application of either the judgment debtor or judgment creditor, the clerk of su- 
perior court may amend any order previously entered for purpose of more specifically describing 
exempt real property. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 818. RETIREMENT INCENTIVE. "TO ALLOW A LIMITED WINDOW RETIREMENT INCENTIVE FOR 
SOME MEMBERS OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM WHO ARE 
ELIGIBLE FOR UNREDUCED SERVICE RETIREMENT." Amends GS 135-5 to add new subsection 
(b13) to allow member of cited system, excluding law enforcement officers, with 30 years service 
to retire July 1, August 1, September 1, or October 1 with unreduced benefit plus 10% additional 
service credit as an incentive. For two years after retirement, prohibits retiree from work with 
state on any basis; work with state during that time causes forfeit of incentive. Funds for positions 
filled by person retiring under this provision cut by 50%, except for classroom teachers, and if 
replacement cannot be hired with that amount, position is abolished. Effective July 1, 1991; retire- 
ment incentive expires Oct. 2, 1992. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Pensions. 
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S 819. TOURISM GROWTH AND EFFECT STUDY. "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY TOURISM’S GROWTH AND EFFECT." Authorizes the 
Legislative Research Commission to renew its study of the impact of the growth of tourism on 
North Carolina, to make an interim report to the the 1992 Session of the General Assembly and a 
final report to the 1993 Session of the General Assembly. Appropriates $35,000 from the General 
Fund for fiscal year 1991-92 for this purpose. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 820. MUSEUM OF CAPE FEAR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF THE MUSEUM OF THE CAPE FEAR HISTORICAL COMPLEX." Appropriates $140,550 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Cultural Resources for fiscal 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 821. PROTECT WATER SUPPLY WATERSHEDS. "7O PROHIBIT THE ISSUANCE OF A PERMIT 
FOR A NEW SANITARY LANDFILL OR FOR AN EXPANSION OF AN EXISTING SANITARY LANDFILL 
LOCATED IN CERTAIN CLASSIFIED WATER SUPPLY WATERSHEDS." Adds new GS 130A-295.2 (1) 
prohibiting issuance of permit for new landfill for nonhazardous waste in watershed in areas 
assigned watersupply classifications WS-I, WS-lIl, 

or WS-IIl by Environmental Management Comm'n and (2) prohibiting permit for new or expansion 
in any area classified as WS-l and WS-Il on June 30, 1990 or for which there were applications to 
assign those classifications on that dates. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Environment. 


S 822. UNC GOVERNORS AMENDS-2. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE MEMBERSHIP AND TERMS 
OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 116-6 
to establish that beginning with members elected in 1993, members of the Board of Governors of 
the UNC will serve six-year overlapping terms. Provides that beginning with the elections in 1993, 
members may not serve more than two full six year terms in succession and may not be elected 
to a six year term if preceeded immediately by two successive four year terms or one four year 
term and one eight year term. 

Further provides that the person serving as president of the UNC Assoc. of Student 
Governments shall serve ex officio as a member of the Board of Governors as long as that 
person continues to be a student in good standing at a UNC institution. The student member will 
be in addition to the 32 elected members and shall not have the right to vote. The provisions of 
GS 116-7, governing selection criteria for members of the Board and procedures for filling va- 
cancies shall not apply to the student member. 
introduced by Daniel. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 823. INHERITANCE TAX INTEREST DEDUCTION. "7O PROVIDE THAT ALL INTEREST EXPENSES 
ARE DEDUCTIBLE FOR INHERITANCE TAX PURPOSES.” Amends GS 105-9 to add to the list of 
deductions for determining clear market value for inheritance tax purposes interest expenses as 
part of costs of administration. Effective July 1, 1991 and applies to estates of decedents dying 
on or after that date. 

introduced by Daniel. Referred to Finance. 


S 824. DRUG MONEY/LAW ENFORCEMENT. "TO PROVIDE THAT A COUNTY MAY RETAIN 
TWENTY-FIVE PERCENT OF ANY MONEY AND PROPERTY CONFISCATED FROM CONTROLLED 
SUBSTANCE VIOLATIONS FOR LOCAL DRUG ABATEMENT ACTIVITIES." Adds new GS 90-112(g) to 
provide that 25% of money and 25% of the value of property confiscated in the enforcement of 
Art. 5 ("Controlled Substances Act”) of GS Ch. 90 may be retained by the county in which the 
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money or property was seized. The funds are to be deposited in a special fund to be used for (1) 
Drug Abuse Resistance Education, (2) undercover law enforcement activities related to drug of- 
fenses, and (3) expansion of drug abatement activities in the sheriff's department, including train- 
ing and salary expenses for drug investigators and purchase and training of dogs. 

introduced by Plyler. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 825. INHERITANCE TAX CREDITS. "TO ALLOW INHERITANCE TAX CREDITS FOR PROPERTY 
TRANSFERRED TO NONRELATIVES AND COLLATERAL RELATIVES.” Amends GS 105-5 and 105-6 
to allow inheritance tax credit of $450 on taxes imposed on transfer to Class B beneficiaries and 
$400 credit for Class C beneficiaries. Credit in each instance first given to minors or handi- 
capped adults and then to others. If more than one beneficiary in same priority, credit is pro- 
rated. Rewrites GS 105-23(b) to provide that inheritance tax return not required if estate has 
gross value of $250,00 or less and transfers to Class B beneficiaries are no more than $10,000 
and $5,000 to Class C beneficiaries. Effective July 1, 1991 for estates of decedents dying on and 
after that date. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Finance. 


S 829. COMM. COLLEGE BOARD ELECTIONS. "CONCERNING THE STATE BOARD OF 
COMMUNITY COLLEGES.” Amends GS 115D-2.1(b)(4)f to provide that the members of the com- 
mittee to which the duty of receiving from the members of each house nominations of persons for 
election by that house to the State Board of Community Colleges are to be named by the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives and the President Pro Tempore of the House (current 
law specifies by the presiding officer of each house). 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Higher Education. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 148. DROP-OUT PREVENTION. Intro. 2/21. House committee substitute adds a provision direct- 
ing that the rules and procedures under the bill be adopted by the Department of Public 
Education and the State Board of Community Colleges by April 1, 1992, and adds a provision 
directing that the research required by the bill of the Department of Public Instruction is to be 
completed and reported to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by that date. 


H 168. HOME CARE LICENSING. Intro. 2/25. Comm. sub. 4/19. Senate amendment makes tech- 
nical changes. 


H 309. STATE BAR AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute adds provision rewrit- 
ing GS 84-28 dealing with discipline and disbarment of attorneys by State Bar. Substantive 
changes include the addition of admonition as the least serious sanction available to the Bar, the 
deletion of the requirement that reprimands be private and that censures be public, the extension 
of the time for which a lawyer can be suspended from three to five years, and the additional 
power of the Disciplinary Hearing Comm’n to order lawyers admonished, censured, or repri- 
manded to attend extra continuing education programs. Specifies that appeals from disciplinary 
decisions is to court of appeals. 


H 530. AUCTIONS/AUCTIONEERS ACT. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute makes following 
changes in original bill: (1) adds a definition of "auction firm” to GS 85B-1, defined as a sole 
proprietorship of which the owner is not a licensed auctioneer, or any partnership, association, or 
corporation that sells at auction or arranges, manages, conducts, or advertises auctions, or that 
in the regular course of business uses or allows the use of its facilities for auctions; (2) deletes 
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original bill’s provision that in order to be granted a license without examination on the basis of 
having completed 80 hours of classroom instruction in an approved institution, the applicant must 
have completed the instruction within two years of the application; (3) makes clear that an auction 
firm license may apply to more than one person; (4) deletes provision permitting use of 
Auctioneer Recovery Funds for investigative services in connection with allegations of violations by 
licensees or applicants; (5) changes amendments to GS 85B-6 to eliminate separate examination 
fees; (6) makes alterations in terminology describing records to be maintained by auctioneer li- 
censees; (7) deletes numerous grounds for denial or suspension or revocation of a license added 
by original bill, such as calling a bid at an unlicensed auction firm sale, auctioneering while intoxi- 
cated, and being adjudicated mentally incompetent; and (8) changes effective date from ratifica- 
tion to Jan. 1, 1992. 


H 600. CARY FIREFIGHTER’S BENEFITS. Intro. 4/15. House amendment makes a technical 
change. 


H 653. RANDOLPH TAX COMMISSION. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute makes technical 
corrections. 


H 659. ONSLOW HUNTING SAFETY. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute changes title of bill. 


H 664. FARMVILLE DE-ANNEXATION. Intro. 4/10. Original bill provided that any town tax liens 
which have been attached to the property to be dearinexed since its annexation are extinguished 
and declared null and void. The committee substitute deletes that provision and substitutes one 
that says that any town taxes levied against the property since annexation are null and void. 


H 681. VALDESE ANNEX CAROLINA MILLS. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute cele 
property description in bill. 


H 729. PORK PROMOTION ASSESSMENT. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute clarifies that if 
the total assessments due by a pork buyer are less than $25 in any month, the buyer need not 
remit such assessments until the total amount due is $25 or more. 


H 745. MILITARY TAX GRACE PERIOD. Intro. 4/11. House Committee Substitute changes the 
date of deployment for purposes of eligibility for the tax grace period established by this act from 
August 6, 1990 to August 2, 1990. Clarifies that the grace period only applies to members of the 
armed forces or the armed forces reserves. Changes effective date to August 2, 1990. 


H 807. CONOVER FIREMEN’S FUND. Intro. 4/15. House amendment makes technical changes. 
SENATE 


S 111. HIGHWAY USE TAX REDUCTIONS. Intro. 2/20. Amended 4/22, 4/23. Senate amendment 
changes one of the exemptions from tax. The original bill exempted "a gift between a husband 
and wife or a parent and child.” This amendment changes "gift” to “conveyance.” 


S 141. FAMILY PRESERVATION SERVICES. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute deletes 
caseworker qualifications fram proposed GS 143B-150.6 and converts proposed Commission on 
ramily-Centered Services to Advisory Committee on Family-Centered Services. Committee has 24 
members appointed for staggered four-year terms. Members are allowed to serve two consecutive 
terms. Six members are legislators appointed by legislature, three on Speaker’s nomination and 
three on President Pro Tem’s nomination. Two members of public to be appointed by legislature. 
Remaining members appoinied by Governor. Four members to be from various divisions in Dept’ 
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of Human Resources (social services, youth services, mental health and ass't secretary for chil- 
dren); one each from Administrative Office of Courts, Public Instruction, Maternal and Child 
Health of EHNR, Crime Comm'n, district court judges, schools of social work at UNC, consumer 
of preservation services, provider of such service, association of county comm’rs, social services 
director and council of mental health. Committee to provide guidance to Secretary in develop- 
ment of state plan, recommend standards for program administration, and report to Comm’ns on 
Governmental Operations and on Family by May 1, 1992 and by Oct. of each subsequent year on 
progress to implement plan, including several specific items of information. 


§ 241. STATE GAMES CARS. Intro. 3/19. Senate amendment requires NC Amateur Sports to 
carry no less than $1 million liability insurance for each vehicle used pursuant to act. 


S$ 253. DOT BID MANAGEMENT ANALYSIS. Intro. 3/20. Senate committee substitute provides 
that only analyses of bid data generated by the Department of Transportation’s Bid Analysis and 
Management system, and not the bid data itself, as submitted by contractors to the Department, 
are confidential. Eliminates provision in original bill which allowed the Secretary of the 
Department of Transportation discretion to release bid data analyses if he determined that it was 
in the best public interest. Explicitly provides that bid data analyses are not subject to the Public 
Records Act, GS Ch. 132. 


S$ 348. AMEND STATE AUDITOR’S DUTIES. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute 
provides that nongame wildlife fund is to be subject to oversight of Auditor, and makes technical 
changes. 


S 389. OCEAN AFFAIRS COUNCIL (=H 537). Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute requires 
the Council on Ocean Affairs to provide five copies of all reports submitted to the governor to the 
Joint Governmental Operations Committee. Increases the number of members to be appointed to 
the Council to 16 and changes the fields of expertise to be represented on the Council. The six 
members appointed by the Governor are to represent the following interests: one member from 
the field of ocean or coastal policy or law, one member from the field of coastal or marine 
ecology, one member from the field of marine or fishery economics, one member from the fields 
of marine anthropology or sociology, and two at-large members from coastal counties. The 
number of appointments to be made by the President Pro Tempore is increased to four, and shall 
represent the following interests: one member from a marine-related industry, one member from 
the field of marine education, one at-large member from a coastal county, and one member from 
the field of coastal or ocean planning. The number of appointments to be made by the Speaker 
of the House is increased to four and shall represent the following interests: one member from 
the field of commercial fisheries, one member from the field of recreational fisheries, one at-large 
member from a coastal county, and one member from a marine related field. 


S 425. "JUST CAUSE” DEFINED BY RULE. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute makes clari- 
fying change. 


S 440. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BONDS. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment makes technical 
changes. 


S 458. CONTROLLER TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment makes technical 
changes. 
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S 473. VALIDATE JUDGMENTS. Intro. 4/2. Comm. Sub. 4/23. Senate amendment adds GS 10-18 
to provide that deeds of trust recorded prior to Jan. 1, 1991 in which the notary public was 
named in the document as a trustee only are validated, and amends title accordingly. 


S 475. CALDWELL/AVERY BEAR SANCTUARY. Intro. 4/4. Senate committee substitute provides 
that original bill expires on Oct. 1, 1993 and adds provision allowing hunting of bear and wild 
boar from the rights-of-way of unpaved roads in Avery, Caldwell, and Wilkes counties. 


BASE BUDGET DELIBERATIONS 


Please make the following corrections to the Base Budget Deliberations digests appearing 
on pages 577-601 of the Daily Bulletin, April 23. 


Page 578. Delete the lines affecting Dep’t of Administration, Facility Management and 
Domestic Violence. These were not approved by both chambers in the amounts shown. 

Page 581. Under REDUCTIONS APPROVED BY SENATE ONLY add Dep't of 
Administration, Facility Management ($37,000) and Domestic Violence ($25,000) for each year of 
the biennium. Under REDUCTIONS APPROVED BY HOUSE ONLY add Dep’t of Administration, 
Facility Management ($62,000) for each year of the biennium. These changes reflect a House 
amendment to delete the $25,000 reduction for Domestic Violence and transfer the reduction to 
Facility Management. 

Page 582. The special provision on Domestic Violence Center Funds applies, as digested, to 
the Senate action only. The House special provision on this subject will be revised to reflect the 
House decision not to cut $25,000 from this line. 

Page 589. The $204,000 reduction for Dental Health Services program was approved by 
the House only. The Senate applied the $204,000 reduction to health regional offices instead. 

Page 591. The text of the Senate and House versions of the special provision on Public 
Dental Health Program vary slightly but not in ways that affect the digest. 

The House did not act on the special provision on Maternal and Child Health Care. 

The House amended the text of the special provision on Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention 
Prcjects. 

The House did not act on the special provision on Conflicts of Interest/Private Recipients. 

Page 592. Add the following special provisions approved by the Senate on recommendation 
of the Senate Appropriations Committee on Environment, Health, and Natural Resources: 

MCNC budget limits. Allocates appropriations to Microelectronics Center to lines for 
Microelectronics Program, Grants Program, Administration & Support, Supercomputer, and 
Telecommunications. Directs that $2 million of the appropriation in each fiscal year is contingent 
upon dollar-for-dollar match in non-state funds. Requires MCNC to report any changes in specific 
program allocations to Joint Legislative Comm’n Governmental Operations within 30 days of 
reallocation. 

Rural Economic Development Center. Earmarks $1,530,627 for 1991-92 and $1,514,766 for 
1992-93 for grant-in-aid to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. for administrative costs and 
pilot projects and research. Prohibits use of more than $300,000 for administrative costs. 
Beginning Oct. 1, 1991, requires Center to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations. Specifies subjects to be reported upon. Requires Center to provide 
Jetailed report on budget, personnel, and salary information to State Budget Office in same 
manner as other state agencies in preparation of biennial budget requests.

H 1130. LRC STUDY LAW OFFICER RIGHTS. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE BASIC CIVIL RIGHTS OF LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." Directs 
the Legislative Research Commission to study the rights of law enforcement officers as em- 
ployees, and the methods and procedures used in investigating misconduct charges and conduct- 
ing disciplinary hearings. Requires the Commission to make an interim report to the 1991 Session 
of the General Assembly and a final report to the 1993 Session.

H 1131. DEMOLITION ASPHALT AS FILL. "TO PROVIDE THAT DEMOLITION ASPHALT MAY BE 
USED AS CLEAN FILL.” Amends GS 130A-309.09 to provide that demolition asphalt, including 
demolition asphalt mixed with dirt, gravel, or nonhazardous materials, may be reused as clean fill, 
which is placed on property that is not a solid waste disposal facility or other permitted site. . 
Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Environment.

S 826. PERSONNEL SUPERVISORY TRAINING. "CONCERNING REQUIRED TRAINING OF 
SUPERVISORS EMPLOYED BY THE STATE WITHIN THE FIRST YEAR OF APPOINTMENT OR 
PROMOTION." Adds new GS 126-16.1 to require all state agencies and UNC to pay to send 
newly appointed supervisors and managers to Office of State Personnel’s Equal Employment 
Opportunity Institute. Requires Office to report semiannually to Speaker and President Pro Tem. 
on implementation, beginning Jan. 1, 1992. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by W. Martin. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 827. TEMPORARY EROSION CONTROL PERMIT. "7TO ESTABLISH A TEMPORARY EROSION 
CONTROL PERMIT WHEREBY CERTAIN LIMITED ACTIVITIES MAY BE COMMENCED PRIOR TO 
APPROVAL BY THE NORTH CAROLINA SEDIMENTATION CONTROL COMMISSION OF A DRAFT 
EROSION CONTROL PLAN WHEN A QUALIFIED PROFESSIONAL HAS CERTIFIED THAT THE DRAFT 
PLAN COMPLIES WITH ALL REQUIREMENTS UNDER THE SEDIMENTATION POLLUTION CONTROL 
ACT OF 1973." Adds GS 113A-54.2 to the Pollution Control Act to provide that if an applicant 
submits a draft erosion control plan to the appropriate authorities, which was prepared by a quali- 
fied engineer or architect licensed in North Carolina, and the preparor certifies that the plan 
complies with the Pollution Control Act, the applicant is entitled upon request to a 60 day nonre- 
newable temporary erosion control permit. An applicant who is issued such a permit may install 
erosion control devices, deliver materials to, place construction equipment on, and remove trees 
and debris from the proposed erosion control site. Amends GS 113A-57 to exempt persons issued 
temporary permits from the prohibition against land disturbance without an approved control plan. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Environment. 


S 828. CLARIFY STATE CLAIMS ASSIGNMENT. "TO REORGANIZE THE LANGUAGE OF A 
STATUTE IN ORDER TO MAKE THE STATUTE MORE READABLE.” Reorganizes and rewrites GS 
143-3.3 (assignments of claims against state) without making substantive changes. 
Introduced by Staton. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 830. LENIOR COUNTY BICENTENNIAL. "SENATE RESOLUTION HONORING THE MEMORY OF 
GOVERNOR RICHARD CASWELL AND CELEBRATING THE 200TH ANNIVERSARY OF LENIOR 
COUNTY." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Murphy. Adopted. 


S 831. CONVEYANCE/INDIAN CULTURAL CTR. "TO CONVEY LAND IN ROBESON COUNTY TO 
THE NORTH CAROLINA INDIAN CULTURAL CENTER, INCORPORATED." Directs conveyance to 
cited entity 504.7 acres of state-owned land in Robeson County acquired for purpose of develop- 
ing an Indian Cultural Center. 

Introduced by Parnell. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 832. CHANGE RETIREMENT FORMULA. "TO INCREASE THE RETIREMENT FORMULA AND TO 
PROVIDE AN ADJUSTING INCREASE TO RETIREES’ OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Amends GS 135-5, governing the retirement system for teachers and 
state employees, to increase the percentage of final compensation used to compute retirement 
benefits, for persons who retire on or after July 1, 1991, from 1.64% to 1.72%. Further amends 
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this section to increase the compensation of persons on the retirement rolls as of June 1, 1991 
by 4.8% of the allowance payable on June 1, 1991. Contains a provision to ensure that the 
increase in this section will not be compounded on any other increase granted by this session of 
the General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Sherron. Referred to Pensions. 


S 833. GENERAL FUND BUDGET REFORM-2. "TO CHANGE THE BUDGET PROCESS BY LIMITING 
THE INCREASE IN GENERAL FUND APPROPRIATIONS TO THE ESTIMATED GROWTH IN PERSONAL 
INCOME, PLACING HALF OF CREDIT BALANCES IN A RAINY-DAY FUND, SUNSETTING PROGRAMS, 
REQUIRING MAINTENANCE RESERVES, PROVIDING FOR ANNUAL BUDGETS, AND REQUIRING 
REVENUE ESTIMATES AND FISCAL NOTES TO COVER A FOUR-YEAR PERIOD.” Similar to S 810, 
introduced 4/24. Makes following changes in that bill: (1) provides that annual expenditures pro- 
posed by the Governor and enacted by the General Assembly are limited to prior fiscal year’s 
actual revenues times average annual growth in NC personal income over most recent 10 years 
for which data is available; (2) provides that budget must fully fund all positions; and (3) requires 
proposed and enacted budget to contain projected revenues and expenditures for at least four 
fiscal years.

S 834. RECODIFY DEP’T EHNR LAWS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE REORGANIZATION AND 
RECODIFICATION OF THOSE PORTIONS OF THE GENERAL STATUTES RELATING TO 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Walker. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 835. REORGANIZE DEP’T EHNA BOARDS. "TO REVISE AND CONSOLIDATE THE 
ORGANIZATION, POWERS, DUTIES, AND FUNCTIONS OF THE BOARDS, COMMISSIONS, AND 
COUNCILS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES, TO 
FURTHER PROVIDE FOR THE CONSOLIDATION AND REORGANIZATION OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
PROGRAMS, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CONFORMING STATUTORY CHANGES.” Blank bill; no 
substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 836. HEALTH AGENCY REORGANIZATION. "TO REORGANIZE AND CONSOLIDATE HEALTH 
AGENCIES AND PROGRAMS AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CONFORMING STATUTORY 
CHANGES." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 837. INCREASE INVENTORY REIMBURSEMENT. "7O PROVIDE A SPECIAL ADDITIONAL 
REIMBURSEMENT TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR REVENUE LOST DUE TO THE REPEAL OF THE 
PROPERTY TAX ON INVENTORY AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT TAX 
REIMBURSEMENT RESERVE TO PAY FOR THE ADDITIONAL REIMBURSEMENT." As title indicates. 
Amends GS 105-277A(c2) to provide that as soon as practicable after Jan. 1, 1992, Sec’y of 
Revenue to determine, for each county and city, whether sum of (i) amount county or city re- 
ceived under subsection (c) (second per capita distribution), plus (ii) amount county or city re- 
ceived under subsection (c1) (claims-based distribution), plus (iii) 3.4% of total distribution 
received by county or city from local sales taxes between Jan. 1, 1988 and Dec. 31, 1988, is less 
than amount of taxes county or city actually levied on inventories owned by retailers and wholesal- 
ers for 1987-88 tax year. If that sum is less than amount of taxes county or city actually levied on 
those inventories for 1987-88 tax year, Sec’y to distribute to county or city supplemental amount 
equal to three times amount by which the amount of taxes it actually levied on inventories owned 
by retailers and wholesalers for 1987-88 tax year exceeds total of (i), (ii), and (iii), minus amount 
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it received from 1989 through 1991 under subsection (c2). Except as provided in subsection (g) 
(correction of errors), each year thereafter, as soon as practicable after Jan. 1, Sec’y to distribute 
to each county and city amount equal to amount by which the amount of taxes it actually levied 
on inventories owned by retailers and wholesalers for 1987-88 tax year exceeds total of subdivi- 
sions (i), (ii), and (iii). Appropriates $2 million for 1991-92 and $683,000 for 1992-93 from General 
Fund to Local Gov’t Tax Reimbursement Reserve to pay for special reimbursements provided by 
bill. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 838. GOVERNMENT RETIREE WITHHOLDING. "TO PROVIDE FOR INCOME TAX WITHHOLDING 
FOR FEDERAL CIVIL SERVICE RETIREES ON THE SAME BASIS AS FOR STATE GOVERNMENT AND 
MILITARY RETIREES.” Amends GS 105-163.1 to define "designated distribution” by reference to 
IRC section 3405. Amends GS 105-163.2(g) to require the Sec’y of Revenue to provide by regula- 
tion for withholding from designated distributions. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after 
Jan. 1; 1992. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Finance.

House amendment makes clear that 
bona fide farm purposes includes not only production of specified items (crops, plants, livestock, 
etc.) but also activities relating or incidental to production of them. 


S 155. APA HEARINGS/REPEAL APA SUNSET. Intro. 2/21. Senate committee substitute makes 
following substantive changes: (1) deletes provision in proposed GS 150B-21.1(a) that would have 
required in some circumstances Governor or member of Council of State to sign written state- 
ment of findings of need for temporary rule; (2) amends proposed GS 150B-21.1(b) to provide 
that if agency decides not to provide additional findings or submit new statement when notified by 
Codifier of Rules that agency’s findings of need for temporary rule do not meet required criteria, 
agency must notify codifier, who must then enter rule in Administrative Code on sixth business 
day after receiving notice (was, codifier returns rule to agency and decision on whether temporary 
rule meets criteria subject to judicial review); (3)-amends proposed GS 150B-21.1(c) to provide 
that person aggrieved by temporary rule may file declaratory judgment action (was, person whose 
rights, duties, or privileges may be affected by temporary rule); (4) amends proposed GS 150B-

tially from proposed rule, when it affects interests of persons who, based on notice published In 
NC Register, could not reasonably have determined that rule would affect their interests; (6) 
amends proposed GS 150B-21.9(a) to provide that comm’n must notify agency if it determines 
that rule was not adopted according to Part 2, Art. 2A and return rule to agency; entry of rule in 
Administrative Code after comm’n review is conclusive evidence that rule was adopted according 
to Part 2, Art. 2A; (7) deletes proposed GS 150B-21.15 (agency has burden of persuasion on rule 
to which comm’n objects); (8) revises proposed GS 150B-21.14 to provide that comm’n may call 
public hearing on rule when it extends period for review of rule; at agency’s request, comm’n 
may call public hearing on rule that is not before it for review, which then places rule before 
comm’n for review; when comm’n calls public hearing on rule, it must publish notice of hearing in 
register; (9) renumbers proposed GS 150B-21.16 as 150B-21.15 and revises section so that it 
provides that person aggrieved by permanent rule entered in code with objection by comm’n 
based on lack of statutory authority may file declaratory judgment action (was, agency must file 
action when comm’n returns rule to it); rule remains in effect during pendency of declaratory 
judgment action unless court suspends it after finding that agency that adopted rule has no 
substantial likelihood of prevailing in action. 


S 253. DOT BID MANAGEMENT ANALYSIS. Intro. 3/20; com. sub. 4/24. Senate amendment 
makes technical correction. 


S 368. MONROE PROPERTY DISPOSITION. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute adds sec- 
tion authorizing Monroe to condemn a specifically described tract of land, and provides that the 
authority to convey by private sale applies only to that to that tract. 


S 397. RAISE CORPORATE COPYING FEE. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute increases 
fees charged by the Secretary of State for copying and certifying corporate documents for non- 
profit corporations and limited partnerships. 


S 398. AMEND BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT. Intro. 4/1 (digested 4/2). Senate committee sub- 
stitute changes provision governing votes required to replace entire board of directors from major- 
ity of shareholders entitled to vote to majority of votes entitled to be cast. Similarly, amends GS 
55-7-25(a) and GS 55-7-28(d) to change references to the voting of shares to simply voting. 
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Amends GS 55-7-28(e) to change prohibition on cumulative voting of shares from those listed on 
a national securities exchange, or held by more than 2,000 shareholders, to those of a public 
corporation as defined in GS 55-1-40(18a). Amends GS 55-1-20 to provide that signatures on 
documents authorized to be filed with the Sec’y of State may be facsimiles.

$25 fee for changing name of notary and changes date before which certain notarial acts are 
validated from July 1, 1991 to July 1, 1990. Makes clarifying change. 


S 457. GUILFORD SCHOOL REORGANIZATION. Intro. 3/28. Amended 4/17. Two Senate amend- 
ments make technical changes. 


S 495. WILSON JAIL EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/8. Senate amendment adds Dec. 31, 1992 expiration 
date. 


S 539. TIME FOR STAMPING CIGARETTES. Intro. 4/10. Senate committee substitute changes 
amendment to GS 105-113.20 to require licensed distributor who receives unstamped packages 
of cigarettes to affix stamps to packages within time required by Sec’y of Revenue (current law 
requires distributor to affix stamps within 48 hours after receipt of unstamped packages of ciga- 
rettes). Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

SENATE BASE BUDGET 


S 793 makes base budget appropriations for the current operations of state department, 
institutions, and agencies for the 1991-93 biennium. Overall, S 793 reduces the 1991-92 base 
budget by $372.5 million and the 1992-93 base budget by $357.3 million. The Highway Fund total 
budget is not reduced, but a decision to transfer funding of the drivers’ education program from 
the General Fund to the Highway Fund necessitated a $22 million reduction in the Dep’t of 
Transportation’s base budget in order to finance the transfer. A modest $186,528 reduction was 
also made in the Highway Trust Fund base budget. 

The starting point for these reductions was not the base budget appropriations recom- 
mended by Governor Martin. The Governor’s budget message recommended balancing the 1991- 
93 base budget with anticipated revenues by imposing negative reserves and eliminating infla- 
tionary adjustments totaling some $388.5 million for 1991-92 and $258.9 for 1992-93. The Senate 
decided instead to work from the base budget as originally prepared by the Office of State 
Budget & Management without taking the Governor’s recommended reductions into account. 

S 793 carries a July 1, 1991, effective date but provides that it will take effect only if a 
subsequent act raises sufficient revenue to balance the budget. 


26 April 1991 
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S 793 includes no appropriation to the Local Government Shared Revenue Reserve, 
thereby removing $474.6 million from the base budget for each year of the biennium, nor does it 
include an appropriation for estimated cost increases for the Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Major Medicai Plan. The Senate plan for handling these items is embodied in S 841 which was 
filed for introduction on Thursday and will be introduced in the Senate on Monday, April 29. A 
digest of S 841 will appear in Monday's Bulletin. S 793 also includes no appropriation to the 
Reserve for Compensation Increase or the Budget Stabilization Reserve. The Governor’s recom- 
mended budget called for appropriations to the Compensation Reserve of $27 million in 1991-92 
and $66 million in 1992-93, and to the Budget Stabilization Reserve $95 million in 1991-92 and 


$70 million in 1992-93.

Allows the 
Department of Human Resources to use funds from gifts or federal or private grants to create a 
revolving short-term loan fund to assist area mental health, developmental disabilities, and sub- 
stance abuse programs to establish community facilities. 

Expansion of the Target Population for TASC Services. Provides that Treatment Alternatives 
to Street Crimes (TASC) services may be provided to mentally ill offenders as well as substance 
abuse offenders.

Funding for city school systems. Adds to list of possible circumstances under which funds 
will not be reduced for two fiscal years the merger of one city unit with the county unit in a 
county in which there is more than one city school administrative unit, if State Board of Education 
approves a merger plan, in accordance with GS 115C-67, and merger is effective is on or before 
July 1, 1991. 

Allocation of funds for merger career ladder pilot projects. Permits modification of career 
ladder pilot project by school board in school unit created by merger of school units after July 1, 
1991. Provides that for fiscal year of merger through fiscal 1993-94 merged unit will receive the 
funds previously allocated to the pilot project by the State Board of Education and the funds unit 
is entitled to under GS 115C-238.4(c)(1) for the portion of the merged unit that was not part of 
the pilot project. 

Additional funds for teachers. Authorizes General Assembly to restore funds cut from the 
base budget for 1991-93 biennium for teachers if additional funds become available. 

Additional funds for counselors. Authorizes General Assembly to restore funds cut from the 
base budget for 1991-93 biennium for counselors if additional funds become available. 
Community Colleges, Dep’t of 

Maintenance of plant. Requires funds for “operations of plant” to be provided to any com- 
munity college with an out-of-county student head count served on the main campus of the col- 
lege of more than 50% of the total student head count. Sets maximum for these funds at 85% of 
funds allocated to these colleges during fiscal 1990-91 for this purpose. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Allocation of funds for additional support. Not included.

Highway Fund adjustments to reflect actual revenue. Requires any unreserved credit balance 
in the Highway Fund on June 30 to support appropriations in the next fiscal year. Permits use of 
any remaining excess for various required reserves. Provides that actual revenue in excess of 
estimated reserve must be placed in reserve for highway maintenance and if all excess is not 
used for reserves, remainder must be allocated to state-funded maintenance appropriations. 

Signing of state-maintained county roads. Exempts $500,000 of funds allocated for secon- 
dary road construction for fiscal 1991-92 from county formula allocation in GS 136-44.5 Requires 
Dep't to use these funds for the county road name-signing program in the 30 counties where 
signing has not already been funded.

H 1136. LOCAL GROSS RECEIPTS TAX. "7O SIMPLIFY LICENSE TAX FILING FOR 
MANUFACTURERS, WHOLESALERS, AND RETAILERS AND TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES AND CITIES 
TO LEVY A GROSS RECEIPTS TAX ON MANUFACTURERS, WHOLESALERS, AND RETAILERS IN 
LIEU OF THE STATE REIMBURSEMENTS TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR THE REPEALED 
INVENTORY TAX." Repeals GS 105-275.1 and 105-277A, which provide for state reimbursement of 
local governments for loss of revenue from property taxes on manufactures’, wholesalers’, and 
retailers’ inventories and poultry and livestock. Rewrites GS 105-102.5 to require that privilege 
license be obtained, on payment of $50 tax, for all wholesale or retail merchants engaged in 
selling or leasing motor vehicles or fuel, or in business required to be licensed under GS 105- 
164.4(c) or -164.6(f) (sections cover all retail businesses), but exempts distributors and operators 
of merchandising dispensers licensed under GS 105-65.1, and specialty market vendors, ped- 
dlers, and itinerant merchants as defined in GS 105-33. (Present GS 105-102.5 provides for state 
license and $50 tax on variety of businesses, and allows counties and municipalities to levy li- 
cense taxes of specified amounts up to $25 on some of these businesses.) Adds GS 105-102.6 
authorizing counties and municipalities to levy license tax on retailers and wholesale merchants 
required to be licensed under GS 105-102.5. Tax to be based on gross receipts during preceding 
year; rate for counties to be up to $.58 per $1,000 with minimum tax of $30; rate for munici- 
palities to be up to $.25 per $1,000 with minimum tax of $30. Exempts merchants who are 
exempt from federal income tax under Section 501 of Internal Revenue Code and gross receipts 
derived from wholesale of alcoholic beverages. Provides if merchant has gross receipts from one 
or more places of business, only the county and city in which a place of business is located may 
tax gross receipts derived from that place. Amends GS 105-164.5 to make wholesale merchant 
subject to same privilege licensing and $5 state tax as retailer under GS 105-164.4(c) (now, $10 
tax and annual license required). Amends GS 105-36 to require state license and $50 tax of 

_ businesses engaged in leasing, furnishing, or distributing video cassette movies that (1) involve 
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admission fee and (2) are used in state in institutions of learning. Amends GS 105-53 to require 
peddler to have single statewide license and pay $50 state tax (now, tax varies depending on 
type of goods handled and number of counties in which peddler peddles); also requires one 
statewide license and $100 tax for itinerant merchant (now, $100 for each county in which mer- 
chant does business). Effective July 1, 1992.

S 839. LRC STUDY SALARY INEQUITIES. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY INEQUITIES IN THE SALARIES OF EQUALLY QUALIFIED 
MINORITIES, FEMALES, AND NONMINORITY MALES WITHIN OCCUPATIONAL CATEGORIES IN 
STATE EMPLOYMENT." As title indicates. Defines "salary inequity” as difference of at least 10% 
between salaries of employees in same job classifications and whose employment statuses are 
relatively equal concerning education, related work experience, level within organization, length of 
service, and performance level, and "state employee” as employee of any state agency or dep’t 
or The University of North Carolina. Comm’n may make interim report to 1992 session and final 
report to 1993 session. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 840. FUND FOR CHILDREN & FAMILIES. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA FUND 
CHILDREN AND FAMILIES, PROVIDE FOR ITS GOVERNANCE, AND PERMIT THE ALLOCATION OF 
CORPORATE AND INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX REFUNDS TO THE FUND." Adds GS Ch. 1438B, Art. 9, 
Part 29 to establish the North Carolina Comm’n on Children and Families in the Dep’t of 
Administration, Office of Youth Advocacy and consolidates the North Carolina Fund for Children 
and Families Comm’n created by Executive Order 27 with the newly created comm’n. Creates the 
North Carolina Fund for Children and Families in the Office of the State Treasurer to receive 
private contributions and appropriations from the state and the federal government for disburse- 
ment by the Comm'n to support rehabilitative and treatment services to victims of child abuse 
and their children. Provides that the Comm’n will be composed of five regular members, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, to serve two year terms and will include as ex officio members, the 
Secretaries of the Dep’ts of Administration, Crime Control and Public Safety, and Human 
Resources. 

Directs the Comm'n to receive gifts and appropriations into the Fund for Children and 
Families, to solicit grant proposals and to award grants to public and private nonprofit organiza- 
tions serving local communities to further the purposes of the Fund. Requires the Comm’n to 
provide an accounting to the Governor, the President of the Senate, and the Speaker of the 
House each January and to make recommendations for statewide replication of effective 
programs. 

Adds GS 105-269.5 to allow taxpayers to contribute all or part of any tax refund due from 
the state to the Fund for Children and Families. This amendment is effective beginning with the . 
1991 tax year. 
introduced by Shaw. Referred to Finance. 


S 841. ADDITIONAL BUDGET AVAILABILITY. "TO MAKE OTHER BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS 
FROM THE GENERAL FUND FOR CURRENT OPERATIONS." Appropriates $100 million for each 
year of the 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the Office of State Budget and 
Management to establish a Special Reserve Fund for the Comprehensive Major Medical Plan for 
Teachers and State Employees. Creates a Local Government Reimbursement and Tax Sharing 
Reserve in the Office of State Budget and Management and appropriates to the Reserve 
$474,606,174 for each year of the 1991-93 biennium. Directs that funds from the Tax Sharing 
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Reserve are to be distributed to local governments according to the formulas now prescribed by 
law for disbursement of the Local Government Tax Reimbursement Reserve included in the 1990 
Current Operations Appropriations Act. Amends all of the statutes that now require appropriation 
to local governmental units of a portion of the proceeds of various state taxes to delete language 
requiring inclusion of the the appropriations in the Current Operations Appropriations Act after the 
close of the 1990-91 fiscal year. The bill is to take effect on July 1, 1991, but only if a sub- 
sequent act or acts raises sufficient revenue to balance the 1991-93 budget. [The effect of this 
bill is to remove from the Senate’s 1991-93 Base Budget deliberations the $100 million antici- 
pated increase in the cost of state employee health benefits and the $474.6 million currently 
earmarked for distribution to counties and cities as reimbursement for various reductions in local 
government revenues enacted over the past several years. This bill would transfer deliberations 
concerning these items to the Expansion Budget process that normally begins after both cham- 
bers complete action on the Base Budget.]}

S 842. MORE MAGISTRATES IN ONSLOW. "70 INCREASE THE MINIMUM AND MAXIMUM 
NUMBER OF MAGISTRATES FOR ONSLOW COUNTY." Amends GS 7A-133 to increase the mini- 
mum number of magistrates in Onslow County from 8 to 11 and the maximum number of magis- 
trates from 11 to 16. Effective July 1, 1991.

BOATING GUIDES." Identical to H 1134, introduced 25 April.

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SENATE BILLS 


S 845. LOCAL REVENUE OPTIONS. "TO PROVIDE FOR GREATER LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL 
FISCAL ACCOUNTABILITY AND AUTONOMY AND TO LESSEN THE RELIANCE ON AD VALOREM 
PROPERTY TAXES BY PROVIDING FOR ADDITIONAL REVENUE OPTIONS." Enacts a package of 
local government revenue changes, summarized as follows: (1) Replaces existing local govern- 
ment reimbursements with a new 1% local option sales tax; (2) gives local governments a share 
of the state income tax, for capital needs; and (3) authorizes local governments to levy a range of 
excise taxes, subject to voter approval. 

Repeal of reimbursements. Effective July 1, 1991, reduces existing local government reim- 
bursements by 50%; and, effective July 1, 1992, repeals them entirely. The affected reimburse- 
ments are: (1) sales tax on food stamps (GS 105-164.44C); (2) former intangibles taxes (GS 105- 
213(a) and -213.1(a)); (3) manufacturer’s inventory (GS 105-275.1); (4) retailers and wholesalers 
inventory (GS 105-277A); and (5) homestead exemption (GS 105-277.1A). 

New local option sales tax. Authorizes counties to levy an additional 1% (to make a 
possible 3% total) local sales and use tax. Directs that proceeds be returned to the county of 
collection (as is true of the original 1% tax) and distribued to governments within that county in 
the same manner as other sales taxes. Provides for excess payments to those counties and cities 
in which the proceeds from this new sales and use tax generates less revenue than the repealed 
reimbursements, in the rough amount of the deficit, through 1996. Directs that these excess pay- 
ments be funded from the proceeds of the first 0.5% local sales tax. 

Income tax sharing. Beginning in February 1993, directs the Dept of Revenue to distribute 
to local governments a stated percentage of state income tax collections during the most recent 
12-month period. Directs such distributions to those governments entitled to reimbursements 
during the 1990-91 fiscal year. Provides for the following percentage of income tax to b 
distributed: é 

February 1993 — 0.5% 

February 1994 — 1% 

February 1995 — 1.5% 

Thereafier — 2% 





Provides that distribution to be made on same basis as reimbursements were distributed in 1990- 
91. Limits use of moneys by local governments to “infrastructure needs” and debt service on 
infrastructure debt. 

Local revenue options. Adds four new articles to GS Ch. 105, authorizing counties, and in 
some circumstances cities, to levy any of four taxes, subject first to approval of the taxing unit’s 
voters. The four taxes are: (1) a meals tax, up to 1% of the price of prepared food and bever- 
ages; (2) an occupancy tax, up to 3% on the gross receipts from the rental of transient accom- 
modations; (3) a deed transfer tax, up to 1% of consideration for property, but only in counties of 
50,000 or less population; and (4) a local tobacco products tax, up to 5% of the sales price. 
Gives priority to county levy of these taxes, permitting city taxes only if and to the extent the 
county has not levied the tax to the fullest extent permitted by statute; if a city levies such a tax 
and the county subsequently levies it, the city tax is superceded. Provides that local meals taxes 
and occupancy taxes levied under the act are in lieu of, and not in supplment to, such taxes 
under local acts; exempts those counties already levying local deed transfer taxes from coverage 
of this act. Provides that if a county that levies the deed transfer tax under this act subsequently 
gains a federal census population over 50,000, the tax is repealed at the end of the then-current 
fiscal year. 

Provides for the following distribution scheme for each of the four taxes: if the tax is levied 
by a county, the proceeds are distributed to the county and to each city in the county in the 
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same manner as local sales taxes are distributed; if the tax is levied by a city, all proceeds are 
distributed to that city. Restricts use of the local meals tax proceeds to promoting travel and 
tourism; but permits each of the other three taxes to be used for any authorized purpose. Except 
for meals tax, permits counties to act under new tax autorizations upon ratification and cities after 
Nov..1, 1991; does not permit levy of any meals tax, however, until Oct. 1, 1992.

S 846. NATIONAL GUARD ALLOWANCE. ”"7O PROVIDE AN ANNUAL ALLOWANCE OF ONE 
HUNDRED FIFTY DOLLARS TO EACH MEMBER OF THE NORTH CAROLINA NATIONAL GUARD." 
Amends GS 127A-139 as title indicates; allowance to be paid on July 1 each year from funds 
appropriated to Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety to each Nat’l Guard member who has 
served nine months or more and has performed duties required by law. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Veterans.

H 5. RAISE MINIMUM WAGE. Intro. 2/4. House committee substitute changes starting date for 
$3.80 hourly minimum wage and $3.35 alternate training wage from Aug. 1, 1991, to Jan. 1, 
1992, and starting date for $4.25 minimum wage and $3.61 training wage from Apr. 1, 1992 to 
Jan. 1, 1993. Changes effective date of act from Aug. 1, 1991 to Jan. 1, 1992. 


H 267. BUSINESS OPPORTUNITY REDEFINED. Intro. 3/18. Senate amendment amends title to 
read "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF 'BUSINESS OPPORTUNITY’ AND TO AMEND THE 
REQUIREMENTS FOR CHARITABLE SOLICITATION LICENSE APPLICANTS TO ALLOW A 
CERTIFICATE OF DEPOSIT IN LIEU OF A BOND." Retains all of original bill and also amends GS 
131C-10 (dealing with bond requirements for licensure as professional fund-raising counsel or so- 
licitor under Charitable Solicitation Licensure Act) to provide that in lieu of bond, applicant may 
submit certificate of deposit in amount of $20,000; specifies how certificate is to be payable; 
provides that access to the certificate is subject to same conditions as bond and extends for not 
less than four years after licensee ceases activities subject to the chapter. Requires Dep't of 
Human Resources to deliver to State Treasurer certificates of deposit submitted under the 
section. 


H 391. UNAFFILIATED CANDIDATE PETITION. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute changes 
new percentage of voters required for unaffiliated candidate petitions to 4% (originally, 2%). 


H 520. OIL SPILL CLEANUP LIABILITY. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute rewrites bill as 
new GS 143-215.93A and adds the following to list of responses to which the bill does not apply: 
(1) responses under CERCLA/SARA, (2) responses under GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9, Part 3 (inactive 
hazardous sites), and (3) cleanups under GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A, Part 2A (Leaking underground 
storage tanks). 


H 655. VOTER LIST INFORMATION. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute modifies entitlement 


of local party chairman to computer disk or tape of registration information so that it applies only 
if such a disk or tape is available. 
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H 602. LINCOLN/MACON COMMISSIONER VACANCY. Intro. 4/4. House committee substitute 
adds Macon County to bill. 


H 767. RESTAURANT ABC PERMITEES. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute specifies that 
the total gross receipts are from food, nonalcoholic and alcoholic beverages (was, from the 
"business”). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 91. SAVINGS BANK ACT. Intro. 2/15. Senate committee substitute makes following changes 
from original bill: (1) Amends procedure for merger of two or more like savings bank to require 
approval of Administrator and sets out procedure for seeking such approval. (2) Adds a procedure 
for merging a savings bank with a bank as defined in GS Ch. 53 or with a savings and loan 
ass’n. (3) Adds to the list of confidential records, any stockholder list supplied to the Administrator 
pursuant to proposed GS 54C-22. (4) Adds to the list of prohibited practices, under proposed GS 
54C-64, the advertising of a savings bank in a way that does not prominently include the words, 
"savings bank”. (5) Prohibits savings banks from investing in stock other than investment grade. 
(6) Deletes proposed GS 54C-147, which would have permitted additional loans and investments, 
in addition to those authorized by Chapter, up to 5% of assets. (7) Amends proposed GS 54C- 
169, dealing with right of setoff on deposit accounts, to delete limitation on depositor’s remedies 
for wrongful setoff. (8) Adds provision permitting savings bank to lease a safe deposit box to a 
minor. (9) Makes various editorial corrections and conforming changes. 


S 363. FISHERIES INSPECTION AUTHORITY. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment rewrites GS 113- 
136(k) so that it refers only to inspectors and protectors, deleting references to “other law en- 
forcement officers”, and makes it unlawful to refuse to allow inspector or protector to make 
inspection authorized by subsections (f), (f1), or (g) (instead of describing particular inspections). 


S 380. CHILD SUPPORT PAYOR CHANGE. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment makes editorial 
change. 


S 412. WATER TREATMENT OPERATORS AMENDS. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute: 
makes stylistic changes; consolidates provisions on certificate expiration, renewal, and continuing 
education requirements in new GS 90A-25.1 (continuing education was mandatory, now at discre- 
tion of Board of Certification); and sets limit for penalty for late renewal at not more than $30. 


S 422. SHERIFFS’ COMMISSION CHANGES. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute: (1) deletes 
addition to GS 17E-7(c) that would have permitted denial of justice officer certification based 
solely upon conviction for a felony; and (2) deletes provision in GS 17E-11 that would have re- 
quired sheriff, wishing to regain certification at end of term as sheriff, to reapply for such certifi- 
cation; therefore, such certification will be made automatically. 


S 597. ATT’Y FEES STATUTORY LIENS. Senate committee substitute substitutes “unreasonable” 
refusal to fully resolve for “unwarranted” refusal and clarifies definition of more favorable offer of 
judgment. 


S 723. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE EXAMS. Intro. 22 April. Senate amendment makes bill appli- 


cable to all employers regardless of the number of persons they employ (was, limited to those 
who employ 10 or more persons).

RATES.” Rewrites GS 105-134.2(a) to add the following tax brackets and rates for NC income tax: 
(1) Married persons filing jointly and for surviving spouses—7% on amount over $21,250 and up 
to $75,000; 7.5% on amount over $75,000 and up to $100,000; and 8% on amount over 
$100,000. (Retains 6% for amount up to $21,250; formerly was 7% for all amount over that). (2) 
Head of household—7% on amount over $17,000 and up to $60,000; 7.5% on amount over 
$60,000 and up to $80,000; and 8% on amount over $80,000. (Retains 6% on amount up to 
$17,000; formerly was 7% for all amounts over that.) (3) Unmarried persons other than surviving 
spouses and heads of households—7% for amounts over $12,750 and up to $45,000; 7.5% on 
amount over $45,000 and up to $60,000; 8% on amount over $60,000. (Retains 6% on amount 
up to $12,750; formerly was 7% for all amounts over that.) (4) Married persons not filing joint 
return—7% on amount over $10,625 and up to $37,500; 7.5% on amount over $37,500 and up to 
$50,000; 8% on amount over $50,000. (Retains 6% for amount up to $10,625; formerly, was 7% 
for all amounts over that.) Prohibits addition to tax under the statute for a taxable year beginning 
on or after Jan. 1, 1991, and before Jan. 1, 1992, with respect to an underpayment of individual 
income tax to the extent underpayment was created or increased by the act. Effective for taxable 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991.

S 848. CONFORM QTIP PROVISIONS. "TO CONFORM NORTH CAROLINA INHERITANCE AND GIFT 
TAX PROVISIONS TO FEDERAL ESTATE AND GIFT TAX PROVISIONS REGARDING QUALIFIED 
TERMINABLE INTEREST PROPERTY." Adds new GS 105-2(c) providing that when a person has a 
qualifying income interest for life in property and an exemption was allowed with respect to the 
transfer of the property to that person under GS 105-3(11) (see below) or under GS 105-188(h)(4) 
(gift tax exclusion for transfer between spouses) by reason of GS 105-188.2 (new section dealing 
with qualified terminable inierest property), that person is deemed the owner of the property for 
purpose of gift tax provisions. At death, the person is deemed to have made a transfer of the 
property to the person who will benefit from it, unless GS. 105-188.2(c) (specifying when transfer 
by donee spouse of all or part of a qualifying income interest for life, when exemption was al- 
lowed with respect to transfer to that spouse, will be treated as transfer by the donee spouse of 
all interests in the property other than the qualifying income interest) applied with respect to a 
disposition by the decedent of part or all of the property. Provides that for purpose of gift tax 
provisions, property deemed transferred by the decedent under the subsection shall be treated as 
property passing from the decedent. 

Adds new GS 105-3(11), adding “qualified terminable interest property” (hereafter, QTIP) to 
list of property exempt from state inheritance tax. Treats QTIP as passing to the surviving spouse 
and no part of it as passing to any other person. QTIP is property or an interest in property (1) 
passing from decedent, (2) in which surviving spouse has a "qualifying income interest for life” 
(defined as in section 2056(b)(7) of the Code), and (3) as to which an election is made by per- 
sonal representative of decedent’s estate on tax return required by GS 105-23. Such election is 
irrevocable. In case of an annuity included in gross estate and described in section 2056(b)(7) of 
Code, the surviving. spouse’s interest shall be treated as a qualifying income interest for life and 
the personal representative shall be treated as having made an election with respect to it unless 
he or she elects otherwise on the tax return. Such election is irrevocable. A specific portion of 
property shall be treated as separate property. 
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In relation to gift tax, adds new GS 105-188.2 dealing with QTIP, defined as property or 
interest in property (1) that is transferred by one spouse; (2) in which the other spouse has a 
qualifying income interest for life (defined as in section 2523(f) of the Code); and (3) as to which 
an election is made on gift tax return. Such election is irrevocable. Specific portion of property 
shall be treated as separate property. Treats QTIP as passing exclusively to one spouse from the 
other and no part as retained by donor of transferred to person other than spouse and deems 
the donee spouse as owner of the property. For purpose of gift and inheritance taxes, any dispo- 
sition by donee spouse of all or part of a qualifying income interest for life in property in which an 
exemption was allowed with respect to transfer to the donee spouse shall be treated as transfer 
by donee spouse of all interests in the property other than the qualifying income interest. 
Provides that QTIP is not includable in gross estate of donor spouse and that any subsequent 
transfer by donor spouse of an interest in the property shall not be treated as a transfer for 
purposes of gift tax. Subsection does not apply with respect to any property after donee spouse 
is treated as having transferred it under provision described above or after property is includable 
in donee spouse’s estate under GS 105-2. In case of annuity described in section 2523(f)(6) of 
Code, donee spouse’s interest shall be treated as qualifying income interest for life and donor 
spouse shall be treated as having made an election with respect to the annuity unless he or she 
elects otherwise on gift tax return. These provisions do not apply to donor spouse’s interest in 
annuity and, if donee spouse dies before donor spouse, no amount is includable in gross estate 
of donee spouse with respect to the annuity. Election is irrevocable. 

Effective July 1, 1991, and applies to estates of decedents dying on or after that date. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Finance. 


S 849. MR/DD SERVICES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE LEVEL OF 
FUNDING FOR SERVICES FOR THE MENTALLY RETARDED/DEVELOPMENTALLY DISABLED." 
Appropriates from General Fund $1,749,752 for 1991-92 fiscal year and $2,867,443 for 1992-93 
fiscal year to Dep't of Human Resources, Division of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, 
and Substance Abuse Services to be allocated as follows: $1,215,000 in 1991-92 and $2,431,095 
for 1992-93 for group homes for the developmentally disabled; in 1991-92, $134,752 for existing 
and $400,000 for capital and start-up costs of new Apartment Living Programs; in 1992-93, 
$286,348 for Apartment Living Programs existing as of 1991-92 and $150,000 for operational ex- 
penses for those group homes whose capital costs were funded in the previous year. Effective 
July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 850. HUD HOMES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR HOUSING AND URBAN 
DEVELOPMENT HOMES FOR THE DEVELOPMENTALLY DISABLED AND THE MENTALLY ILL.” 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Division of Mental Health, 
Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services, $506,590 for each year of the 1991- 
93 biennium, for operation of the 19 Housing and Urban Development homes for the developmen- 
tally disabled and the mentally ill initially funded in the 1989-91 biennium. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 851. ECU LAND FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR LAND ACQUISITION FOR EAST 
CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from General Fund to Board of Governors of The University 
of North Carolina $5 million for fiscal 1991-92 to purchase the Rose High School property, for 
East Carolina University’s main campus and medical school. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 852. ECU LIBRARY FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY 
LIBRARY EXPANSION." Appropriates from the General Fund $25 million to UNC Board of 
Governors for 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Appropriations.

160A to impose a privilege tax on the short-term (less than 365 days) lease of passenger vehicles 
and motorcycles. The tax rate must be a percentage, which may not exceed 5%. Adds require- 
ment that special tax board of the authority and board of commissioners of each county included 
within the jurisdiction of the authority approve the tax or increase in the rate. Tax is to be admini- 
stered in the same manner as the optional tax imposed by GS 105-187.5.

House 
amendment makes bill effective Oct. 1, 1991.

Senate committee substitute completely re- 
writes bill, as follows: (1) Changes sunset date of Medical Database Comm’n from July 1, 1991 to 
July 1, 1996. (2) Amends GS 131E-211(b), regarding membership of Comm’n, to specify that 
employer representatives on Comm’n are to be from businesses unrelated to health care provi- 
ders or third-party payors, and to provide that nurse and health care provider on Comm'n are to 
be persons who provide raw data to the Comm’n or who are employed by such persons. (3) 
Provides that appointments to Comm'n that have been on recommendation of Senate President 
are now to be on recommendation of President Pro Tempore. (4) Adds Sec’y of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources as ex officio, nonvoting member of Comm’n.

Increases Comm’n membership from 20 to 26 members by 
deleting director of Div’n of Medical Assistance and adding two House and two Senate members, 
and the Presidents of the Foundation for Alternative Health Programs, the State Employees Ass’n 
of NC, and the NC AFL-CIO. Adds requirement for three public hearings. Increases appropriation 
from $50,000 to $100,000 for each year of the biennium. 
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S 620. ROBESON SCHOOL FUNDING. intro. 4/15. Senate amendment makes mandated appro- 
priations applicable to school capital outlay as well as to current expenses, and makes other 
clarifying change. 


S 627. RULINGS ON NO CONTEST MOTIONS. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute makes 
direct amendments to RCP, Rules 7(b) and 56(c), rather than urging Supreme Court to do so. 
Amends Rule 7(b) to provide (I) that each party opposing motion is to serve and file responsive 
material within 30 days after service of motion, unless otherwise ordered by court; and (2) all 
motions, except for new trial and judgment notwithstanding the verdict may be decided without 
oral hearing, unless otherwise ordered by court or written request is made for oral argument. 
Amends Rule 56(c) to delete requirement that motion be served at least 10 days before hearing 
and to delete provision for adverse party serving opposing affidavits. Makes changes effective as 
to actions commenced on or after Oct. 1, 1991.

H 1156. HISTORIC ATTRACTION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE ASSISTANCE 
TO REGIONAL HISTORIC ATTRACTIONS." Appropriates $100,000 in 1991-92 from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Cultural Resources, to be used for grants to nonprofit historic attractions. Limits grants 
to maximum of $10,000; requires 1-1 match for each grant; and requires approval of NC 
Historical Comm’n for each grant. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Ethridge. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1157. LRC STUDY COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY AND DEVELOP A STATE-MANDATED COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING 
PROGRAM." As title indicates, identifying such a program as one in which comprehensive plans 
are developed by local governments and coordinated at a regional and state level. Directs use of 
1989 Georgia legislation as a model. Permits interim report in 1992 and requires final report in 
1993. 

Introduced by Hardaway. Referred to Rules. 


H 1158. BALANCE BUDGET HIGHWAY TRUST FUND. "TO RENAME THE HIGHWAY TRUST FUND 
AS 'THE HIGHWAY FUND #2’, TO BORROW SUFFICIENT FUNDS FROM THE HIGHWAY FUND #2 TO 
BALANCE THE GENERAL FUND, AND TO BOTH ARRANGE FOR REPAYMENT TO THE HIGHWAY 
FUND #2 AND TO FREEZE GENERAL FUND EXPENDITURES." Renames Highway Trust Fund as 
title indicates. Freezes General Fund “expenditure level” at level it was on 30 June 1991, with no 
additional expenditures authorized. Provides that, effective July 1, 1991, General Fund will borrow 
from renamed Highway Fund #2 the moneys necessary to balance the General Fund; and as 
General Fund moneys increase beyond the frozen level, the extra is to be paid to the Highway 
Fund #2 in repayment of the loan. Freeze effective June 30, 1991; rest of act effective July 1, 
1991.

H 1159. SUMMIT HOUSE FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CONTINUE THE PILOT 
PROGRAM AT SUMMIT HOUSE." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety $250,000 for fiscal 1991-92 to continue support of pilot program at Summit House, 
a community-based residential alternative to incarceration for mothers and pregnant women con- 
victed of nonviolent crimes. Requires Summit House to submit to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations quarterly report on expenditure of State appropriations and program's 
effectiveness. 

Introduced by Bowie. Referred to Appropriations.

H 332. COUNCIL ON DISABILITIES CHANGE. Intro. 3/26. House committee substitute modifies 
the membership of the Council by requiring the Chair to include among his appointees the Chair 
of the Protection and Advocacy for the Mentally Ill Advisory Committee, and by increasing the 
number of gubernatorial appointees from six to seven. 
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H 357. MEDICAL BOARD PROPERTY. Intro. 3/27. House amendment provides that collateral 
pledged by the Board for an encumbrance is limited to assets, income, and revenues of the 
Board. 


H 460. HMO AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute deletes provisions of original 
bill that added HMO’s to GS 58-53-70 (permitting insurers to refuse to issue converted policies 
under certain circumstances) and to GS 58-53-75 (governing renewal of converted policies). 
Rewrites GS 58-67-5(i) to define “assets” to mean (1) tangible assets and (2) other investments 
permitted under GS 58-67-60, provided that depreciated cost of office furniture and equipment in 
the principal office shall not exceed 10% of an HMO’s net worth. 


H 551. CLEAN AIR ACT IMPLEMENTED. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute makes following 
substantive changes from original bill: (1) Provides that no fee is to be collected, under provision 
authorizing fees to support permit program, for more than 4,000 tons per year of any individual 
regulated pollutant. (2) Establishes a nonreverting account within Dep’t of Environment, Health, 
and Natural Resources (DEHNR) to be used to develop and implement that Title V program. (3) 
Provides that if amounts in account are adequate to support Title V program, amount of permit 
fees authorized by act is to be adjusted downward by Sec’y of DEHNR. (4) Deletes proposed 
additions to GS 143-215.108, which would have (a) permitted a longer review period for permits if 
required by federal law and (b) entitled any person who participated in public comment process 
to intervene in a contested case commenced by permit applicant or permittee. (5) Gives minority 
leaders of Senate and House right to each appoint one member to Air Quality Compliance 
Advisory Panel (reducing number of appointments by Speaker and President Pro Tempore); and 
provides that original House appointments to the Panel will be for two years. (6) Creates Clean 
Air Act Advisory Council, with 11 members representing interests set out in bill. Provides that 
Council is to advise Sec’y of DEHNR regarding implementation of Federal Clean Air Act 
Amendments of 1990 and development of permit fee program; terminates Council 1 July 1992. (7) 
Enacts GS 143-215.106B, assessing holders of permits for control of sources of air pollution, to 
be used to help fund the special Title V account noted above. Sets out fee schedule, ranging 
from $2,000 for sources emitting between 100 and 500 tons annual ($2,500 after 1991-92) 
through $6,000 for sources emitting at least 5,000 tons ($100,000 after 1991-92). Provides that 
assessments are not due for fiscal years in which permit fees authorized elsewhere in the act are 
in effect. 


H 570. MARINE FISHERIES AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute changes title 
to read "TO STUDY THE ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE OF THE MARINE FISHERIES 
COMMISSION AND THE DIVISION OF MARINE FISHERIES OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES,” and rewrites bill as new title indicates, 
charging Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture to make the study and report to 
the 1992 session. 


H 584. ALBEMARLE JAIL TRANSPORTATION. Intro. 4/3. House committee substitute deletes 
"for all purposes” from bill’s original requirement that officers transport prisoners "to and from 
the facility for all purposes.” 


H 652. REGISTER VACANCY MODIFICATION. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute makes 
technical change and adds Halifax County to its coverage. 


H 684. JOHNSTON LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute makes tech- 
nical correction. 
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H 723. DURHAM ORDINANCE PENALTIES. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute rewrites title 
to read "TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATING ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
DURHAM, TO RAISE THE CITY’S FORMAL BID THRESHOLD, AND TO CHANGE THE DATE 
WHEN INTEREST ACCRUES ON AND A LIEN IS CREATED FOR A FACILITIES FEE IMPOSED 
BY THE CITY AND PAYABLE IN INSTALLMENTS.” Retains provisions of original bill and also (1) 
raises city’s formal bid threshold from $20,000 to $30,000; and (2) changes date on which inter- 
est accrues on and a lien is created for a facilities fee imposed by the city and payable in install- 
ments from "date when payment by lump sum would have otherwise been due” to “date when 
the City approves payment of the facilities fee in installments.”

House committee substitute ex- 
empts church day-care programs from the ban on corporal punishment, if the facility files a notice 
stating that such punishment is a part of the religious training of its program and includes such a 
statement in its written policy of discipline. Amends title to conform to change. 


H 1013. LOCAL WORKER POLITICAL ACTIVITY. Intro. 4/19. House amendment changes effec- 
tive date to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 1053. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE DUES DEDUCTION. Intro. 4/22. House amendment provides that 
deduction would no longer be allowed if the association engages in collective bargaining for sala- 
ries or benefits (was, salaries and benefits).

introduced by Piexico. Referred to Appropriations . 


S. 860. CHILD ASLJSE PREVENTION CTR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CHILD ABUSE 
PREVENTION PROGRAMS AND SERVICES." Appropriates from General Fund to Exchange Club 
Center for the Prevention of Child Abuse of NC in Winston-Salem $150,000 for both 1991-92 and 
1992-93 for operating expenses. Effective July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 861. FUND AGING STUDY. "TO DIRECT THE STUDY COMMISSION ON AGING TO CONDUCT 
CERTAIN STUDIES." Directs NC Study Comm'n on Aging to study the need for expanding mem- 
bership of the Nursing Home/Rest Home Penalty Review Committee established under GS 131D- 
34 and to consider recommending that the membership be expanded by four members, ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly, and representing the fields of aging advocacy, community activ- 
ity in aging and long-term care, and education and research in long-term care. Requires Comm’n 
to report findings and recommendations to 1992 session. Directs Comm'n to study concept of 
“assisted living”, defined as a combination of shelter and services for older adults, including 
maintenance, housekeeping, meals, transportation, 24-hour staffing, and security, but not "con- 
tinuing care” as defined in Article 64 of GS Ch. 58. Provides that study may include extent and 
form of assisted living in NC; whether it should be licensed as a separate category of care; and 
whether services for which a fee is charged should be regulated. Requires Comm’n to request 
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input of Dep't of Human Resources, Divisions of Aging and Facilities Services and to report to 
1993 General Assembly. Amends GS 120-182 to provide for eight members of the Comm'n to be 
appointed by President Pro Tempore (formerly President) of the Senate. Appropriates from 
General Fund to Legislative Services Comm'n $5,000 for each year of the 1991-93 biennium to 
conduct the studies required by the act. Amendment to GS 120-182 effective upon ratification 
and applies to appointments made on or after that date. Remainder of act effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 862. HISTORIC ATTRACTION FUNDS (=H 1156). "7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
ASSISTANCE TO REGIONAL HISTORIC ATTRACTIONS." Identical to H 1156, introduced 3 May. 
Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 863. STANDARDS LAB FEES ESTABLISHED. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
STANDARDS LABORATORY AND TO ESTABLISH A FEE SCHEDULE FOR THE STANDARDS 
LABORATORY." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $29,900 for 1991-92 and 
$29,100 for 1992-93 for new equipment for the Standards Division Laboratory. Effective July 1, 
1991. Amends Weights and Measures Act to add GS 81A-11 to establish detailed fee schedule 
for tests performed. Effective October 1, 1991. 

introduced by Speed. Referred to Finance. 


S 864. MILK SANITATION FUNDS. "TO FUND THE MILK SANITATION INSPECTION PROGRAM." 
Appropriates $251,463 in each year of 1991-93 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Milk Sanitation Inspection Program, as title indi- 
cates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 865. CUMBERLAND MH FACILITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A RESIDENTIAL 
SUBSTANCE ABUSE TREATMENT FACILITY FOR CUMBERLAND COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH 
CENTER." Appropriates $100,000 in 1991-92 and $577,300 in 1992-93 from General Fund to 
Dep't of Human Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance 
Abuse Services, for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 18. LOCAL HEALTH BOARD RULES. Intro. 2/4. House committee substitute completely re- 
writes bill, limiting its effect to wells, and changing title to "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE LOCAL 
BOARDS OF HEALTH TO ADOPT BY REFERENCE RULES OF THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
MANAGEMENT COMMISSION CONCERNING WELLS OR TO ADOPT MORE STRINGENT 
RULES.” Amends GS 87-96 to allow local board of health to adopt by reference rules of 
Environmental Management Comm'n concerning protection of groundwater resources and public 
health. Authorizes local boards to adopt rules more stringent than those of EMC when necessary 
to protect public health; such rules to prevail over other provisions of GS Ch. 87, Art. 7 (Well 
Construction Act) and EMC rules issued under it. 


H 347. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE. Intro. 3/27. House committee substitute pro- 
vides that facilities that do not meet required mammography accreditation standards shall so 
inform the patient before performing the test, and specifies that coverage shall include the exami- 
nation, the laboratory fee, and the physician's interpretation of the laboratory results. 
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H 381. OSHA CHANGES. Intro. 3/28. House amendment sets minimum of $5,000 for civil penalty 
for willful or repeated violation of Occupational Safety and Health Act. 


H 400. MORTUARY SCIENCE REGULATIONS. Intro. 3/28. House amendment apparently intends 
to repeal GS 90-210.25(a)(4)(k), which forbids Board to register more than one resident trainee for 
each 150 funerals by funeral establishment during 12 months preceding date of application. 


H 541. DISCLOSE ENVIRONMENTAL LIMITS. Intro. 4/1. Drops as purpose of act that environ- 
mental agencies should determine which permits, registrations, and limitations issued by or filed 
with them should be disclosed by recordation; instead, environmental agencies must make recom- 
mendations to Environmental Review Comm’n regarding requiring disclosure of environmental 
risks concerning hazardous and toxic manufacture or waste storage. Makes following subject to 
duty of disclosure by filing with local register of deeds: notices of closed unpermitted solid waste 
disposal sites; licenses of pesticide dealers; notice of inactive hazardous waste site under GS 
130A-310.8; water and sewer system activities issued permit under GS 143-215.I; and registra- 
tions filed under federal Hazardous and Solid Waste Amendments of 1984. Requires disclosure 
document, if filed by someone other than owner of property, to contain verified consent of owner 
to the disclosure. Provides that, when requesting Sec’y of EHNR to cancel disclosure document 
that is no longer needed, applicant must also send certified check for filing fee; Sec’y must act 
within 30 days of receipt of application. If Sec’y refuses to grant cancellation, must send appli- 
cant written denial. 

Removes provision that would have (1) made failure of transferor of facility or real property 
to comply with disclosure requirements grounds for voiding the transfer, and (2) entitled the 
transferee to recover damages from the transferor. 


H 645. WASTE COMPACT COMM’N MEMBERSHIP. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute 
amends the Southeast Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Compact (GS 104F- 
1) to provide that no party state shall be required to dispose of more than 8 million cubic feet 
(now, 32 million cubic feet) of waste, and provides that unless every party state to the Compact 
enacts similar legislation by Dec. 31, 1993 and Congress consents to those amendments by Dec. 
31, 1995, North Carolina will withdraw from the Compact and GS Ch. 104F will be repealed. Title 
is amended to reflect expanded provisions. 


H 829. MARITAL PROPERTY PRESUMPTION. Intro. 4/12. Comm. Sub. 5/2. House amendment 
clarifies that this bill does not change the current gift rules, that is, gifts or bequests acquired by 
one spouse are separate property but gifts given to both spouses are marital property. 


H 843. STRENGTHEN DWI LAWS. Intro. 4/17. House committee substitute removes amendments 
to GS 20-141.4 that would have (1) made involuntary manslaughter a lesser included offense of 
felony death by vehicle, and (2) changed felony death by vehicle from Class | to Class G felony. 


H 944. TIME TO APPEAL/PAUPERS. Intro. 4/19. House amendment changes effective date from 
ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 964. NONPARTISAN PRIMARY BALLOTS. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute makes clari- 
fying change. 


H 966. DISSOLVE INACTIVE SANITARY DISTRICT. Intro. 4/18. House amendment #1 clarifies 
that the bill amends GS Ch. 130A not GS Ch. 130, House amendment #2 requires the chairper- 
son of the county board of commissioners to notify the Department of Environment, Health and 
Natural Resources when a Sanitary district is dissolved. 
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H 1018. JOINT POWER AGENCY FINANCING. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute makes 
grammatical change. 


H 1046. STUDY PAY PHONE CUT-OFF. Intro. 4/22. House committee substitute makes following 
changes: (1) includes coinless public telephones in study as will as coin-operated phones; (2) 
allows telephone company to chose either automatic termination of call after period of seven to 
10 minutes or system of charging for local calls in predetermined increments of time; (3) requires 
study to continue for at least six months but no longer than one year and to be completed by 
Dec. 31, 1992; (4) provides for report to Joint Legislative Utility Review Committee no later than 
March 1, 1993; and (5) provides that act does not prevent Utilities Comm’n from allowing a tele- 
phone company to expand its pilot program to all public telephones in its service territory. 


H 1053. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE DUES DEDUCTION. Intro. 4/13. House amendment reduces the 
minimum size of employees’ associations which state or public school employees may authorize 
to make payroll deductions from 5,000 members to 2,000 members. 


H 1073. CLARIFY BALLOT INSTRUCTIONS. Intro. 4/23. House committee substitute changes title 
to "TO MAKE CERTAIN CHANGES IN BALLOT INSTRUCTIONS AND BALLOT FORMAT.” 
Amends GS 163-140(a) to require that except on mechanical voting machines, candidates in gen- 
eral election for offices in multi-county district must appear on a ballot for that district that is 
separate from any other ballot. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 123. PLUMBING/HTG. LICENSE NUMBER. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute provides 
that license number may be assigned only to qualified licensee who has been employed by li- 
censee’s company for at least 10 years or is a close relative (as defined in the bill) of the 
licensee. 


S 315. PHYSICIANS PROMOTE HIGHWAY SAFETY. Intro. 3/27. Senate amendment provides that 
immunity is granted if notification is made in good faith (underlined words added). 


S 343. ABC LAW AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment alters GS 18B-600 to provide 
for multi-county/city ABC elections. City may hold malt beverage or unfortified wine election if any 
county containing part of city has already held such an election, vote in last election was nega- 
tive, and city has population of 500 or more. City may hold mixed beverage election if city has at 
least 500 registered voters and any county containing part of city has ABC stores. If sale of 
mixed beverages is approved in election, the mixed-beverage permittees must buy their liquor 
from ABC stores located within city that have been designated by local boards for such purposes. 
Mixed-beverage surcharge remaining after distributions made under GS 18B-805(b) through -(d) to 
go to General Fund of city. 


S 426. NOTARY PUBLIC ACT. Intro. 4/1; comm. subs. 4/15, 4/25. Senate committee substitute 
#3 adds subsection authorizing a licensed attorney to notarize all documents except those to 
which he is a party, and replaces the trademark “realtor” with “licensed real estate broker or 
salesman”. 


S 434. WORKERS’ COMP. TECHNICAL AMENDS. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute re- 
moves amendment to GS 97-84 that provided for appeals for de novo hearing on Industrial 
Comm’n’s orders and awards by comm’r, deputy comm’r, or full Comm’n. Amends GS 97-40. 1(a), 
regarding Second Injury Fund maintained by Comm'n, to raise limit from $50 to $100 on amount 
Comm'n may assess employer or its insurance carrier toward Fund for loss of each minor 
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member, and to raise limit from $200 to $500 on assessment for 50% or more loss of each major 
member. 

S 498. EDGECOMBE/TARBORO SCHOOL MERGER. Intro. 4/4. Senate amendment makes tech- 
nical changes. 


S 511. WAKE FIREARM REGULATION. Intro. 4/9; comm. sub. 5/1. Senate amendment exempts 
hunting or possessing loaded firearm on another's land without his written permission from crimi- 
nal penalty if owner or lessee has posted notice allowing hunting; also exempts use or possession 
of firearms by law enforcement or military officers on duty. 


Please disregard the digest of the 5/2/91 Senate amendment to S 530 (Daily Bulletin p. 712) and 
substitute the following: 


S 530. REPEAL FOX HUNTING SUNSET. Intro. 4/10. Senate amendment adopted 5/2/91 deletes 
Johnston and Sampson counties from the bill. 


S 615. WILMINGTON WINTON CHARTER CHANGES. Intro. 4/11. Senate amendment adds new 
section amending Winton Charter to recognize the Winton Volunteer Fire Department and the 
Winton Volunteer Rescue Squad as the providers of these emergency services to the town. 
Amendment changes title accordingly. 


S 622. ORANGE OCCUPANCY/VEHICLE TAXES. Intro. 4/15. Senate amendment changes limit on 
Carrboro motor vehicle tax from $15 to $10. 


S 641. UNC-CH NAME CHANGE. Intro. 4/16. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
change in the bill as introduced: (1) changes the name of the 16-campus University system to 
The Consolidated University of North Carolina (original bill, The University of North Carolina 
System); (2) consistently capitalizes the word “The” when referring to The Consolidated University 
and consistently uses lower case “the” when referring to the University of North Carolina; (3) 
changes the act’s effective date to July 1, 1993 (original bill, July 1, 1991); (4) provides that the 
act does not require immediate replacement of stationery, supplies, emblems or other symbols; 
and (5) provides that act shall be funded by funds currently available to UNC Board of Governors 
and does not obligate General Assembly to appropriate implementing funds. 


S 655. JURY EXPENSE CLARIFICATION. Intro. 4/16. Senate amendment makes clarifying 
change. 


S 656. MOTOR CLUB FINANCIAL STATEMENTS. Intro. 4/15. Senate amendment changes title to 
accord with bill. 


S 706. ENFORCE CORP. ACQUISITION LAW. Intro. 4/18. Senate amendment corrects statutory 
reference. Removes provision that "fraudulent, deceptive, or manipulative acts or practices” in- 
clude those proscribed by regulations of Att'y General under GS 75E-3. Removes provision 
authorizing Att'y General to adopt rules to implement act.

Requires that allo- 
cation formula provide four additional regular classroom teachers plus enough program enhance- 
ment teachers to offer standard course of study. Directs Local Gov’t Comm’n to analyze budgets 
and spending of recipients of funds, determine whether they were used as supplements, and 
report to Board, Joint Legislative Oversight Comm’r, and Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees before May 1, 1993. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 867. MATERNITY HOME FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A MATERNITY HOME 
PROGRAM SERVING EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA.” Appropriates $80,000 from General Fund to 
Dep't of Human Resources for fiscal 1991-92 for maternity home operated by Christian Life 
Home, Inc., to be used for capital renovations and expansion. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Appropriations.

S 868. OSHA FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE AND THE 
DEPARTMENT OF LABOR TO BE USED IN THE ENFORCEMENT AND COLLECTION OF INCREASED 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH ACT.” Appropriates 
$184,987 from General Fund to Dep’t of Justice for 1991-92 to support new positions for two 
attorneys, one paralegal, and one secretary to be assigned as title indicates. Appropriates 
$58,912 from General Fund to Dep’t of Labor for 1991-92 to support new paralegal position and 
increased legal fees for same purpose. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 869. MANUFACTURED HOME SALES TAX. "TO INCREASE THE STATE SALES TAX ON 
MANUFACTURED HOMES.” Amends GS 105-174.4(a)(1a) to raise sales tax on manufactured 
home from 2% to 3% with $400 cap (now, $300). Effective July 1, 1991, and applies to sales on 
or after that date. 

introduced by Goldston. Referred to Finance. 


S 870. LOW INCOME HOUSING EXEMPTION. "7O CLASSIFY AND EXCLUDE FROM THE 
PROPERTY TAX BASE THAT PORTION OF THE VALUE OF RESIDENTIAL REAL PROPERTY 
REQUIRED TO BE REPAID TO A NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION THAT PROVIDES HOUSING FOR 
INDIVIDUALS OR FAMILIES WITH LOW OR MODERATE INCOME." Amends GS 105-275, which lists 
exclusions from the property tax base, to provide that if an owner and occupier of real property 
acquires this property through a mortgage or deed of trust agreement with a nonprofit corpora- 
tion which provides low income housing, and the mortgage or deed of trust contains a clause 
which requires the owner to repay the nonprofit organization a certain sum if the owner sells the 
property, the amount of this required repayment shall be subtracted from the value of the prop- 
erty for property tax purposes. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Staton. Referred to Finance.

House committee 
substitute #2 eliminates authorization of credit unions incorporated under this act to conduct busi- 
ness in U.S. territories and provides that penalties collected for failure to submit required reports 
shall be credited to a special account established under GS 54-109.14, to be used for the opera- 
tion of the Credit Union Division. Makes other technical changes. 


H 136. SOLID WASTE INCINERATOR BANS. Intro. 2/21; comm. sub. 5/2. House amendment 
limits prohibition on disposal by incineration to disposal in an incinerator for which a permit is 
required under Art. 9, GS Ch. 130A. 


H 220. MEDICAL EXAMINER FEE. Intro. 3/7. House committee substitute fixes fee under GS 
130A-387 for medical examiner’s report at $75 and fixes fee under GS 130A-389(a) for autopsy at 
$400 (original bill increased maximum fees that Sec’y could set for these services; committee 
substitute fixes fee amounts and removes Sec’ys discretion in this regard). 


H 400. MORTUARY SCIENCE REGULATIONS. Intro. 3/28; amended 5/6. House amendment #2 
replaces House amendment #1. Repeals GS 90-210.25(a)(4)(k), which forbids Board to register 

more than one resident trainee for each 150 funerals by funeral establishment during 12 months 
preceding date of application. 
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H 431. MEDICAL DATABASE SUNSET. Intro. 3/29. House committee substitute amends, rather 
than repeals SL 1985, Ch. 757, Sec. 208(d), to provide that NC Medical Database Comm'n ex- 
pires on July 1, 1996. Provides that Art. 11, GS Ch. 131E (North Carolina Medical Database 
Commission Act) also expries July 1, 1991. Amends GS 131E-211(b), which sets out categories 
from which appointments to Comm’n must be made by further defining several categories and 
adding to the Comm'n an employee of an employer of at least 200 employees with a collective 
bargaining agreement in a business unrelated to a health care provider or third-party payor. Adds 
Sec’y of Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources as ex officio member of Comm’n 
and sets quorum at majority of voting members. Amends GS 131E-212(f) to require Comm'n to 
make individual records available to State Health Director under certain circumstances, but 
records must be kept confidential. Effective July 1, 1991, except that amendments to GS 131E- 
211(b)(8) and GS 131E-211(b)(9) are effective July 1, 1992. 


H 473. PUBLIC LIBRARY POLICIES. Intro. 4/1. House amendment requires public libraries to 
provide materials representing diverse rather than all points of view and clarifies that the pro- 
hibition against removal for partisan or doctrinal reasons only applies to materials that were prop- 
erly acquired. Changes effective date to October 1, 1991. 





H 485. INTERPRETER FEE AUTHORIZATION. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute makes tech- 
nical changes. 


H 515. WORKZONE TRAFFIC OFFENSES. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute makes speed- 
ing in a highway work zone an infraction rather than a misdemeanor and sets a penalty of $100 
for this infraction. Notice requirements remain unchanged. 


H 537. SB! DAY CARE ABUSE TASK FORCE. Intro. 4/4. House committee substitute requires 
social services director to report to SBI if director’s investigation reveals sexual abuse may have 
occurred (rather than if it reveals abuse). Requires director to report case of abuse or neglect of 
juvenile in day care to Dep’t of Human Resources rather than to NC Child Day Care Comm’n. 
Deletes requirements that director make reports within 24 hours and that SBI task force begin its 
invesiigaiion within 24 hours of being notified by the director and substitutes provisions that report 
shall be made and task force investiaation shall begin as expeditiously as possible. 


H 599. SCHOOL TENURE CHANGES. Intro. 4/4. House committee substitute deletes amendment 
authorizing superintendent to give teacher written notice by personal delivery of intention to 
recommend dismissal or demotion due to justifiable decrease in the number of positions. 
Reinstates requirement that if professional review committee holds a hearing, procedures for 
hearing in GS 115C-325(j) must be followed. 


H 667. NONSURFACE DISCHARGE NOTICE. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute prohibits 
Environmental Managment Comm’n from acccepting application for permit to dispose of petro- 
leum contaminated soil on land without statement and proper notice to appropriate city and 
county government (was, all applications under GS 143-215.1). Requires applicant to sent state- 
ment to local government, but does not specify that notice must be sent to clerk and amends title 
accordingly. Deletes requirements relating to approval of permits, but allows Comm’n to consider 
comments submitted by local governments. 


H 674. JONESVILLE/ARLINGTON MERGED. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute makes tech- 
nical changes in the merged town’s charter. 


H 714. FIRE RESCUE SQUADS PURCHASING. Intro. 4/10. House amendment makes technical 
change. 
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H 925. PLUMBING/HTG. EXAM GRACE PERIOD. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute clarifies 


that grace period applies to those engaged in the business of either plumbing or heating 
contracting. 


H 987. DRIVERS LICENSE SUSPENSION PERIOD. Intro. 4/19. Changes title to "TO CLARIFY 
THAT A PERSON MUST BE CONVICTED OF A DRIVING OFFENSE THAT OCCURRED DURING 
THE PERIOD OF SUSPENSION BEFORE A SUSPENSION MAY BE LENGTHENED BASED ON 
THAT CONVICTION.” Deletes amendment to GS 20.28.1(1). Adds amendment to GS 20-28. 1(c) 
to permit issuance of license if applicant is not convicted during suspension or revocation period 
of motor vehicle moving offense (now, any provision of motor vehicle laws), or violation of alco- 
holic beverages laws, or drug laws for violation that occurred during suspension or revocation 
period. 

H 974. NO CREDIT CARD NUMBER ON CHECKS. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute makes 
technical correction. 


H 989. HOTEL GUEST ROOM CABINETS. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute requires per- 
mittee to designate at least 10% of the guest rooms as rooms that do not have a guest room 
cabinet. Increases permit fee from $100 to $750 and the renewal fee from $75 to $500. Amends 
GS 18B-1007(b)(1) to prohibit the storage of other spiritous liquor with liquor intended for sale 
from a guest room cabinet. 


H 1000. LIFE PLAN TRUST ACT. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute provides that the incor- 
porated community trust is the trustee and not any individual board member, and substitutes 
"community trust” for “board” in the remainder of the act. Provides that no state funds shall be 
used in implementing the act. 


H 1002. VEHICLE DEALER LICENSING LAW. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/1. House amendment 
adds to GS 20-305(4) that manufacturer or distributor has burden of proving that proposed 
transfer, sale, assignment, relocation, or change is unreasonable. Adds amendment to GS 20- 
286(10) providing that mobile or manufactured type housing or recreational trailers are not “motor 
vehicles.” Deletes reference to mobile or manufactured homes in GS 20-288(e). Repeals GS 20- 
305(3) and GS 20-305.5. 


H 1010. WHOLESALE DRUG DISTRIB. LICENSE. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute makes 
technical changes. 


H 1086. PIEDMONT TRIAD INSTITUTE PROGRAM. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute in- 
cludes explicit waiver of any state funding obligation to the Piedmont Triad Institute established 
by this act, alters the preamble and makes other technical change. 


H 1111. RECORD OF CONSIGNED GOODS. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute adds 
requirement that consignee must provide the owner of the property with a copy of required 
record. Adds provision that act does not apply to any nonprofit organization exempt from taxation 
by Internal Revenue Code, sec. 501(c)(3).

S 280. APPLIED TEXTILE TECH. CENTER. Intro. 3/26. Senate amendment makes technical 
changes. 
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S 356. COMMUNICABLE DISEASE PENALTY. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute deletes 
provision regarding 12 months’ prison term and replaces it with provision prohibiting release from 
prison prior to completion of person’s sentence until the district court determines that a release 
would not endanger the public health. Amends GS 148-4.1(e) to add to list of misdemeants who 
are not eligible for immediate parole those convicted pursuant to GS 130A-25 of failing to obtain 
treatment or of violating GS 130A-144(f) [submission to examinations and tests] or GS 130A-145 
[violation of isolation or quarantine]. Amends GS 148-13(f), regarding good time and privileges, to 
provide that it does not apply to persons convicted of violating GS 130A-25, GS 130A-144(f), or 
GS 130A-145. 


S 685. EXPAND NOTICE FOR LIEN ON CAR. Intro. 4/17. Senate amendment increases fee which 
a lien holder must remit to the Div’n of Motor Vehicles when asserting a lien and proposing a 
sale from $4 to $10. This fee is to cover the costs of issuing notice. 


S 705. INCREASE BID LIMITS. Intro. 4/18. Senate committee substitute deletes provisions setting 
informal bid limits on the basis of a local government’s population and increases limits in GS 
143-129(a) from $50,000 to $75,000 for construction work, and from $20,000 to $30,000 for pur- 
chase of supplies and equipment. 


S 707. RETURN OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY. Intro. 4/17. Senate committee substitute elimi- 
nates subsection of original bill which gave former owners of condemned property the right to 
reacquire the property if the property was not used for the purpose for which it was condemned 
within seven years. Committee substitute also clarifies that the Dep’t of Transportation is subject 
to this act and requires the public condemnor to set a specific date for reconveyance not less 
than 30 days after notification to the original owner that the property is no longer needed. 


S 712. PASTORAL COUNSELORS CERTIFIED. Intro. 4/17. Two Senate amendments clarify that 
the act does not prohibit uncertified persons from practicing fee-based pastoral counseling but 
only prohibits persons from falsely representing that they are certified. 


S 722. LEGISLATIVE ETHICS JURISDICTION. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendments delete proposed 
addition to GS 120-103 that would have authorized the ethics committee to propose rules of con- 
duct for members of the General Assembly, make censure and expulsion alternative sanctions for 
unethical activities, and make technical change. 


S 737. MEDICAID STATE/FEDERAL COORD. Intro. 4/16. Senate amendment changes effective 
date to January 1, 1992.

Amendment also adds requirement that rules of exempt agencies other than Utilities 
Comm’n and rules adopted or approved by NC State Bar and entered in NC Supreme Court 
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minutes be compiled, made available for public inspection, and published by Codifier of Rules in 
same manner as other rules in the Code. (Bill already required such rules to be submitted to 
Codifier within a specified time for inclusion in the Code.) 

Adds to bill’s effective date provision a requirement that Utilities Comm’n submit to Codifier 
of Rules the rules of the Comm’n that are included in “NC Utilities Laws and Regulations” within 
15 days after act’s effective date. 

Senate amendment #2 provides that a free copy of Code is to be distributed to Clerk of 
Superior Court of each county in state (was, to board of comm’rs of each county). Copy is to be 
open to public inspection in clerk's office (was, at a place designated by board of comm’rs). 


S 193. ABOLISH RUNOFF PRIMARY. Intro. 2/27. Senate amendment makes technical correction. 


S 274. DOT SURPLUS RIGHT-OF-WAY SALES. Intro. 3/25. Senate amendment limits the provi- 
sion in this section giving former owners first rights of repurchase to land acquired by the Dep’t 
of Transportation for highway right-of-way and states that this provision does not apply to ”“uneco- 
nomic remnants” or “residue” outside the right-of-way. Amendment also establishes that the pur- 
chase price of surplus or abandoned right-of-way property to abutting property owners must be 
based on the enhancement value to the abutting property but may not be less than the market 
value of the property. 


S 299. INCORPORATE LEWISVILLE. Intro. 3/27; amended 4/18. House amendment corrects 
statutory reference and adds provision allowing required election to be held on June 25, 1991, 
and authorizing Forsyth County Board of Elections, if it is held on that date, to adjust any timeta- 
bles or deadlines set by law. 


S 320. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 3/27. Senate amendments (1) 
delete amendment to GS 96-4(t)(5) (dealing with privileged status of letter and reports), and (2) 
change effective date of new GS 96-9(a)(7) (requiring filing of magnetic tapes or diskettes) to 
quarter ending August 31, 1992 (was, March 31, 1992). 


S 325. CONTESTED CASE HEARING CHANGE. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment corrects statutory 
reference. 


S 402. STUDENT ACCESS TO STATE TELEPHONE. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute elimi- 
nates provision in original bill which gave schools the option of directing the State Controller to 
bill individual student users directly. Committee substitute also amends GS 66-58, the Government 
in Business Act, to add the sale of telephone services by state univerities and the School of Math 
and Science to the list of exemptions from the prohibition against private sales by government 
units. Further provides that the services authorized under this section will not be provided until 
the State Controller obtains an opinion from the IRS that this service will not affect the state 
telephone network’s exemption from federal excise tax. Provides that no appropriations from the 
General Fund may be used to implement this act. 


S 642. SPECIAL PERMIT REGULATIONS. Intro. 4/16. Senate amendment provides that Dep’t of 
Transportation rules may not authorize law enforcement personnel to invalidate permits issued 
under this section for any reason.. 


S 678. HUNTER CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE. Intro. 4/18. Senate committee substitute rewrites pro- 


posed new GS 113-290 to make it unlawful, while hunting or taking wild animals or wild birds, to 
discharge a firearm (1) carelessly and heedlessly in wanton disregard for safety of others, or (2)

without due caution or circumspection, and in a manner so as to endanger any person or prop- 
erty, and, in addition to (1) or (2), resulting in property damage or bodily injury. Rewrites penalty 
provision accordingly, to delete penalty when no personal injury or property damage results. 


S 733. FARMS FOR FUTURE ACT AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendment provides for Trust 
Fund to include all monies appropriated from General Fund for purpose of purchasing agricultural 
conservation easements (was, all monies appropriated by the General Assembly). 


S 774. PROBATE ACCOUNTING PERIOD. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute adds to GS 
28A-21-1 provision that in no event may personal representative or collector select fiscal year-end 
that is more than 12 months from date of death of decedent or, in case of trust administration, 
date of opening of the trust. 


S 778. CORPORATE INSTRUMENT EXECUTION. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment (1) provides that 
GS 47-41 (statutory forms of probate for deeds and other conveyances executed by corporation), 
which is repealed by act, shall continue to apply to all instruments executed before effective date 
of the repeal, and (2) provides that amendment to GS 55-17-05 (curative statute) and new GS 
47-18.2 (execution of corporate instruments) are effective July 1, 1990, but shall not apply in any 
action or proceeding filed on or after July 1, 1990, and before the ratification (was, effective date) 
of the act. 


S 814. OLDER ADULTS ADVISORY COMM. intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute fills in blank 
bill. Amends GS 143B-181.9A, concerning the Department of Human Resources’ Advisory 
Committee on Home and Community Care, to shift the focus of this committee from alleviating 
service fragmentation to examining the design and implementation of managed care programs for 
high-risk older adults. Sets as a new program goal for the Committee providing older adults with 
opportunities for continued productivity through employment or volunteer work. Redefines the set 
of issues the Committee should consider by excluding reference to: home caregiver services; pro- 
viding services in the least restrictive environment; providing for independent evaluation of infor- 
mation and referral projects; and designing demonstration community care projects for at risk 
older adults, and including: the establishment of comprehensive county based programs on aging 
in all North Carolina counties by the year 2000; the establishment of managed care programs in 
all North Carolina counties by the year 2000; and wellness programs for older adults. 

Changes Committee size by net increase of eight. Provides that the Sec’y of the 
Department of Human Resources shall appoint an additional 12 members; one from each of the 
Geriatric Medicine Programs at the following schools: Bowman Gray School of Medicine at Wake 
Forest, UNC-Chapel Hill School of Medicine, Duke University School of Medicine and East 
Carolina University School of Medicine, one from the NC Assoc. of Continuity of Care, one from 
the NC Assoc. of Hospital Social Work Directors, one from the NC Medical Society, one from the 
North Carolina Hospital Association, one from the Governor’s Advisory Council on Aging, two from 
the American Association of Retired Persons and one from the NC Senior Citizens Association. 
Reduces the number of members appointed by the Speaker of the House and the President Pro 
Tempore of the Senate from three each to one each. 

Alters the reporting provisions to require the Committee to submit a written progress report 
every odd numbered year beginning in 1991. Provides that no additional funds shall be appro- 
priated to implement this act. Effective July 1, 1991. 


S 817. PROTECT BONA FIDE PURCHASERS. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment makes technical 
correction and to provide that for three months (was, one year) from date of ratification, upon 
application of either the judgment debtor or creditor, clerk may amend any order previously en- 
tered for purpose of more specifically describing exempt real property.

Blank bill; no substantive 
provisions.

S 886. BONDS BLANK. "RELATING TO BONDS." Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

S 890. REVENUE DEP’T AUTOMATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO CONTINUE AUTOMATION OF ITS INTEGRATED TAX 
ADMINISTRATION SYSTEM." Appropriates $4 million for fiscal 1991-92 and $7.25 million for fiscal 
1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of Revenue to be used for the development and operation of 
an automation plan (“plan”) to enhance its integrated tax administration system. Plan is restricted 
to the acquisition of necessary equipment and software, securing the services of third-party ven- 
dors and necessary operating personnel. The following procedures and limitations apply: 

(1) Dep’t is to report to the Information Technology Comm'n created in GS 143B-426.21 on 
the proposed implementation and anticipated effectiveness of the plan in sufficient detail to il- 
lustrate the cost of various components of the plan and to demonstrate that additional revenue 
collections will exceed annual costs of the automation. 

(2) Before continuing plan beyond the first fiscal year for which appropriations are made, 
Dep’t is to report its conclusions about the continuation or termination of all or any part of the 
plan to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 
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(3) Dep’t may purchase or finance the purchase of property by installment contracts that 
create in the property purchased a security interest to secure payment of the purchase price to 
the seller or to an individual or entity advancing moneys or supplying financing for the purchase 
transaction. Prohibits nonsubstitution clause in contract entered into under this subdivision that 
restricts State’s right to continue to provide a service or activity or to replace or provide a substi- 
tute for any fixture, improvement, project, or property financed or purchased pursuant to the con- 
tract. Forbids deficiency judgment against State in any action for breach of a contractual 
obligation authorized by subdivision and forbids direct or indirect pledge of State’s taxing power 
to secure any money due under a contract authorized by subdivision. 

(4) Sec’y of Revenue is to consult with State Treasurer before approving any arrangements 
entered into with third-party vendors that involve remittance of funds by electronic funds transfer, 
so that both agencies’ needs and concerns may be considered and addressed. 

Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 891. REVENUE TO BALANCE BUDGET BLANK. "TO PROVIDE REVENUE TO BALANCE THE 
STATE BUDGET.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 892. DEED TAX/NATURAL HERITAGE FUND. "TO INCREASE THE STAMP TAX ON TRANSFERS 
OF REAL PROPERTY TO GENERATE FUNDS FOR THE NATURAL HERITAGE TRUST FUND, TO ADD 
THREE MEMBERS TO THE TRUST FUND BOARD OF TRUSTEES, AND TO MAKE VARIOUS 
CHANGES REGARDING THE EXPENDITURE OF FUNDS FROM THE TRUST FUND.” Rewrites GS 
105-228.30 to (1) raise the excise stamp tax on real property transfers from $.50 to $1 per $500 
or fraction thereof in value, and (2) provide for monthly distribution of the net tax proceeds (a) 
one half retained by county and (b) one half to State Treasurer for Recreation and Natural 
Heritage Trust Fund. Requires county finance officer to distribute funds monthly, no later than 30 
days after end of month in which collected. Amends GS 113-77.8(a) to (1) increase appointees of 
Governor and Speaker to Natural Heritage Trust Board of Trustees from three to four, and pro- 
vide for four appointments by President Pro Tempore of the Senate (previously, three by 
Lieutenant Governor), and (2) require Board of Trustees to employ its own staff and provide for its 
offices and meeting facilities, but limits such administrative costs to 3% of funds credited to Fund 
during preceding fiscal year. Requires that new appointments be made on or before Jan. 1, 
1992, and provides for staggering of terms of new members. Rewrites GS 113-77.9 to (1) add 
Sec’y of Cultural Resources to officials who are to annually propose to Trustees lands to be 
acquired from the Fund; (2) authorize any unit of local government to propose to Trustees lands 
to be acquired from the Fund; (3) allow Trustees to authorize Fund expenditures to acquire land 
as additions to State forests, coastal reserves, public access to public waters, estuarine sanctuar- 
ies, gamelands, and wildlife conservation areas; (4) add authority for Fund expenditures for pres- 
ervation of historic, architectural, or archaeological structures and sites, and set out required 
contents of proposals for historic preservation projects; (5) allow Trustees to authorize Fund ex- 
penditures for protection planning activities pursuant to the Natural Heritage Program; (6) requires 
Sec’y to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations each six months, includ- 
ing itemized list of all expenditures form the Fund and the Fund’s stewardship account since 
prior report, the reason for each expenditure, and a projection of next six months’ expenditures. 
Increase in excise tax effective July 1, 1991, and applies to transfers made on or after that date. 
Remainder of act effective upon ratification. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Finance. 
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S 893. ESC RESERVE FUND. "TO CHANGE THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY COMMISSION 
RESERVE FUND STATUTE." Amends GS 96-5 to establish that the determination of whether taxes 
should be assessed and paid into the ESC Reserve Fund shall be based on taxable wages as of 
August 1, 1987 rather than taxable wages as of August 1 of the current year. Amends GS 96-9 to 
similarly establish 1987 as the base year for determining whether unemployment insurance contri- 
butions will be taxed. 

Introduced by Bryan. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 894. SUMMIT HOUSE FUNDS-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR SUMMIT HOUSE, A 
COMMUNITY-BASED RESIDENTIAL ALTERNATIVE TO INCARCERATION FOR MOTHERS AND 
PREGNANT WOMEN CONVICTED OF NONVIOLENT CRIMES." Appropriates from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety $250,000 for fiscal 1991-92 for purpose indicated in 
title. Requires Summit House to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations on expenditure of State appropriations and effectiveness of the program. Effective 
July 1, 1991. 

introduced by Seymour. Referred to Appropriations.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 6. OPEN GOV’T COMM’N APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 2/4. House committee substitute adds a new 
amendment to Sec. 6.1, Ch. 1078, SL 1989 (1990 Session) adding to the study commission one 
additional Senator and one additional Representative. Also changes reporting date to May 1, 
1992. 


H 22. REGULATE REVERSE MORTGAGES. Intro. 2/6. House committee substitute makes follow- 
ing changes in original bill, in addition to technical and stylistic changes: (1) deletes provisions 
respecting shared appreciation mortgages; (2) adds a provision to proposed GS 53-261 that if the 
Commissioner determines that that the total annual interest percentage rate under a reverse 
mortgage is excessive, that finding is to be provided to counselors under the act and to appli- 
cants for reverse mortgages; (3) specifies that the North Carolina Housing Finance Agency (was, 
Division of Aging) is to adopt rules governing the certification of reverse mortgage counselors; 
and (4) adds a new provision amending GS 7A-29 to add orders of decision of the Commissioner 
under this new article to the list of matters as to which an appeal of right lies directly to the 
Court of Appeals. 


H 37. HOMEOWNERS RECOVERY FUND. Intro. 2/11; comm. sub. 5/2. House committee substi- 
tute #2 makes extensive editorial changes and following substantive changes: (1) limits applicabil- 
ity to loss in connection with construction or alteration of single-family residential dwelling unit; (2) 
provides for financing Recovery Fund with $5 fee to be added to building permit fee; $4 to go to 
Recovery Fund and $1 to be retained by issuing unit; (3) requires person seeking reimbursement 
from Fund to show that he (a) has suffered reimbursable loss in construction or alteration of 
single-family residence, (b) did not, directly or indirectly, obtain building permit in his own name 
or did not use a general contractor, (c) has exhausted all civil remedies against the general con- 
tractor causing the loss and has unsatisfied judgment against contractor (except when contractor 
is in bankruptcy), and (d) has complied with rules of Board; and (4) changes effective date to 
Oct 199 1 
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H 57. RAILROAD ADVISORY COMMISSION. Intro. 2/12. House committee substitute specifies 
that the Attorney General (rather than attend himself) may name a designee to participate and 
attend meetings of the commission to provide legal assistance. 


H 77. SUP’T CHAIR STATE EDUC. BOARD-2. Intro. 2/18. House committee substitute provides 
that board members shail be elected from 12, rather than eight, educational districts. The 12 
districts are coterminous with the state’s congressional districts. The Senate will elect members 
from the ist, 3rd, 5th, 7th, and 11th districts and two from the state at large. The House will 
elect members from the 2nd, 4th, 6th, 8th, 10th, and 12th districts and two from the state an 
large. 


H 92. SCHOOL MANAGEMENT ACCOUNTABILITY. Intro. 2/18. House committee substitute re- 
places original bill with "AN ACT TO ADDRESS MANAGEMENT ACCOUNTABILITY AND STAFF 
DEVELOPMENT AND TRAINING PROGRAMS FOR SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS." Amends GS 115C- 
12(9) to add as a duty of the State Board of Education the duty to develop, with the advice of the 
Department of Public Instruction, management accountability indicators to measure the efficiency 
and appropriate use of staff in each school and at the administrative office and (2) adds new GS 
116-11.2 requiring the UNC Board of Governors to direct the constituent institutions with pro- 
grams in education administration to evaluate the programs to ensure adequate management 
training for public school principals and administrators. Effective on ratification and applies begin- 
ning with the 1991-92 school year. 


H 131. UNC REPORT ON PUBLIC SERVICE. Intro. 2/21. House committee substitute requires the 
Board of Governors to report semiannually beginning August 1, 1991 and ending July 1, 1993 
rather than quarterly. 


H 232. NO TAX ROLLBACK ON CONDEMNATION. Intro. 3/11. House committee substitute makes 
act also applicable to situation in which property owner conveys property to a person who would 
acquire it by condemnation if it were not so conveyed. 


H 379. INCREASE SPEEDING FINES-2. Intro. 3/28. House amendment lowers maximum fine from 
$500 to $200. 


H 397. RETIREMENT EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute re- 
writes each of the bill’s changes in GS 50-20(b). Bill now amends that section, governing the 
payment of distributive awards in equitable distribution actions, to provide that the court may not 
require the administrator of a retirement or pension plan to pay out under a distributive award 
before the party against whom the award is made actually begins to receive benefits, unless the 
plan, under the Employee Retirement Income Security Act, permits earlier distribution. Bill now 
further amends that section to provide that a distributive award may call for payment in excess of 
50% of benefits under a plan only if (a) no other assets can be found to balance the award or 
more than one plan is involved and the benefits awarded under the two combined do not exceed 
50% of the combination and (b) the plan permits an award in excess of 50%. Bill now also 
further amends that section to provide that if the person receiving the award dies, the unpaid 
balance, if any, may pass, in addition to will or intestate succession, by beneficiary designation 
consistent with the terms of the plan unless the plan prohibits such designation. 


H 412. RECYCLE HAZARDOUS WASTE. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute rewrites bill and 


title so that it now amends GS 130A-294.1(I) (which imposes a tonnage charge on hazardous 
waste storage, treatment, or disposal facilities) to exempt from the tonnage charge a manufactur- 
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ing facility that receives hazardous waste for the purpose of recycling it, so long as the facility 
has a permit which includes recycling activity and specifies the type and amount of waste allowed 
to be received from off-site for recycling. 


H 416. CHILD DAY CARE LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute changes defi- 
nition of child day care home by reducing the maximum number of children that may be present 
at any time from nine to eight. Directs the Child Day Care Comm'n to adopt rules to establish 
minimum requirements for child and staff health assessments and medical care procedures. 
Deletes provision requiring each child to have separate bed or cot for use during rest periods. 
Leaves administrative penalties in GS 110-102.2 unchanged. Directs the Child Day Care Comm’n 
to make rules for the investigation of reports of child abuse or neglect and for administrative 
action when child abuse or neglect is substantiated. 


H 419. REVIVAL OF WILL PROVISIONS. Intro. 4/1. House amendment changes effective date to 
October 1, 1991. 


H 420. OMNIBUS TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute adds tech- 
nical amendments to additional statutes. 


H 433. MEWA REGULATION. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute deletes provision in original 
bill which made it a class J felony to operate a MEWA without a license. Eliminates express 
minimum reserve requirements and provides only that MEWA’s shall maintain loss reserves in 
accordance with sound actuarial principles. Deletes provision which authorized the Commissioner 
of Insurance to request securities in addition to the mandated loss reserve as evidence of a 
MEWA’s solvency. 

Committee substitute also gives Commissioner full discretion to set the amount of the re- 
quired fidelity bond and eliminates provision allowing commissioner to set a bond in excess of 
$500,000 in certain circumstances. Changes audit requirements to provide that MEWA’s need 
only be audited when there is reason to believe the MEWA is not in compliance with this act. 
Allows MEWAs 150 days instead of three months after the end of each fiscal year to file their 
annual reports. Allows the commissioner discretion to request quarterly unaudited financial state- 
ments from certain MEWAs rather than mandating such quarterly statements from all MEWAs. 
Changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1992. 


H 435. AMEND HANDICAPPED DRIVER LAWS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute deletes 
the bill’s new definition section and instead amends GS 20-37.5 to insert the new definitions. 


H 440. DSS REPRESENTATIVES. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute amends GS 108A- 
14(a)(13) to make it the duty of social services director to respond by investigation to notification 
of proposed adoptive placement pursuant to GS 48-3(b) and (c) (original bill, to respond by in- 
vestigation to a request for written consent to the plan of separation of a child under the age of 6 
months from its custodial parent). 


H 460. HMO AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/1. House amendment makes technical change. 


H 540. CHILD NEGLECT DRUG EXPOSURE. Intro. 4/1. House amendment clarifies that the 
results of a test under the bill are not admissible in any criminal proceeding, not, as provided in 
original bill, that the no parent may be subject to criminal investigation. 


H 541. DISCLOSE ENVIRONMENTAL LIMITS. Intro. 4/1. House amendment makes technical 
changes. 
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H 601. RAILROAD CORRIDORS-INTERIM USE. Intro. 4/4. Original bill amended GS 136-44.36 to 
limit the Department of Transportation’s authority to lease railroad corridors for interim uses in 
certain situations. House committee substitute does not amend GS 136-44.36 but adds GS 136- 
44.36C to establish conditions under which the Dep’t of Transportation may lease rail corridors 
for interim use as public recreation trails. Provides that before such leases are granted a spon- 
soring unit of local government must hold public hearings after notice to all abutting land owners, 
must assume responsibility for all development and management costs, and must provide adja- 
cent land owners with voting membership in the organization directly responsible for development 
and management of the trail. Further provides that the Dep’t of Transportation may not enter into 
such leases unless it has determined that the corridor will not be used for active rail service for a 
period of at least 10 years and that its use as a trail will not interfere with the corridor’s ultimate 
use as a rail line. 


H 604. MOTOR VEHICLE SURETY BONDS. Intro. 4/4. House amendment allows a motor vehicle 
dealer who is a purchaser to bring an action on the surety bond. 


H 620. RECYCLE LEAD-ACID BATTERIES. Intro. 4/8. House amendment provides that the Dep’t 
of Environment, Health and Natural Resources must make use of funds available within its 1991- 
92 budget to produce and distribute the notices required by this act. 


H 641. UNION DETENTION EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/10. House amendment makes technical change. 


H 733. CABARRUS LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute rewrites bill 
so it now amends GS 158-7.1(d) (which permits private negotiation and lease or sale of property 
by a city or county), as that section applies to Concord, Kannapolis, and the county of Cabarrus 
only, to add a provision that in arriving at the amount of consideration the city or county receives, 
the governing board may take into account prospective tax revenues from improvements to be 
constructed on the property, prospective sales tax revenues to be generated in the area, as well 
as other prospective tax revenues or income coming to the city or county over the next 10 years 
as a result of the sale or lease, provided that the board determines that the conveyance of the 
property will stimulate the local economy, promote business, and result in the creation of a 
substantial number of jobs in the city or county and provided that the governing board binds the 
purchaser to construct improvements on the property within a specified time not to exceed 10 
years and, upon failure to construct the improvements, the purchaser must reconvey the property. 


H 740. COMM. COLLEGE TRUSTEE ELIGIBILITY. Intro. 4/15. House amendment provides that 
any person currently serving as a trustee who would be ineligible to serve because employed by 
a board of education shall be permitted to serve to remainder of his unexpired term. 


H 746. STATE RECYCLING AT PUBLIC AREAS. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute changes 
title to read: "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION TO CONDUCT A PILOT 
PROGRAM TO STUDY THE USE OF RECYCLING BINS AT HIGHWAY REST AREAS, TO REQUIRE THE 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE TO PROVIDE AND MAINTAIN RECYCLING BINS AT THE STATE 
FAIRGROUNDS IN RALEIGH, TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES TO CONDUCT A PILOT PROGRAM TO STUDY THE USE OF RECYCLING 
BINS AT STATE PARKS, TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES TO PROVIDE AND MAINTAIN RECYCLING BINS AT THE NORTH CAROLINA 
ZOOLOGICAL PARK.” As title indicates. 


H 795. SAMPSON/BLADEN ELECTROFISHING. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute makes a 
technical correction and changes effective date from July 1, 1991 to Oct. 1, 1991. 
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H 801. STANLEY SUBDIVISIONS. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute rewrites bill, which af- 
fects Stanly County only, so that its amendments to GS 153A-335 now change that section’s 
definition of “Subdivision” to mean all divisions of a residentially zoned original parcel or lot of 
record existing as of January 1, 1989, where 10 or more lots or parcels have been or will be 
created. Provides that any subsequent conveyance of residentially zoned land from an original 
parcel or lot of record effective Jan. 1, 1989 by a recorded deed coveying more than 10 acres, 
whether recorded prior to or subsequent to the ratification of this section, shall be deemed an 
original parcel or lot of record, provided no street right-of-way is involved. 


H 826. INCREASE MV LIABILITY LIMITS. Intro. 4/16. House committee substitute changes title to 
read: "TO INCREASE THE REQUIRED MINIMUM FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROPERTY 
DAMAGE AND TO INCREASE OTHER AMOUNTS IN THE MOTOR VEHICLES LAWS THAT ARE 
DEPENDENT UPON THE AMOUNT OF REQUIRED MINIMUM FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
PROPERTY DAMAGE." Amends GS 20-279.5(c) (when security required in lieu of insurance) to 
increase minimum coverage of policy or bond to $25,000 for damage to property. Amends GS 
20-279.15 (regarding payments to satisfy judgments) to increase minimum necessary for credit on 
property damage to $25,000. Amends GS 20-279.21(b)(2) (defining motor vehicle liability policy) to 
increase minimum coverage for property damage to $25,000. Amends GS 20-280 (regarding filing 
proof of financial responsibility by taxis) to increase minimum insurance coverage for property 
damage to $25,000, and minimum sinking fund coverage for property damage to $20,000. 
Amends GS 20-281 (regarding liability insurance coverage for persons leasing motor vehicles) to 
increase minimum property damage coverage to $25,000. Amends GS 20-279.25(a) (regarding 
use of money or securities as proof of financial responsibility) to increase minimum amount of 
cash or securities deposited to $75,000. Amends GS 58-37-35 to increase minimum property 
damage coverage by the reinsurance facility to $25,000. Amendments to GS 20-279.1, 
279.21(b)(2), -280, -281, -279.25(a), and GS 58-37-35(b) become effective for all new and renewal 
policies written to be effective on or after Jan. 1, 1992. Amendments to GS 20-279.5(c) and - 
279.15 become effective Jan. 1, 1992. 


H 861. FLASHING SCHOOL BUS LIGHTS. Intro. 4/17. House amendment requires that before 
stopped bus may be passed the stop signal must be withdrawn, the flashing redlights must have 
been turned off, and the bus have moved on. 


H 897. NO REQUIRED REPAIR COMPANIES. Intro. 4/18. House committee substitute replaces 
provision in original bill, which prohibited insurance companies from requiring claimants to use 
certain repair companies as a condition of payment of their claim, with new section, GS 58-33-76, 
which makes it unlawful for insurance company adjusters or appraisers to recommend specific 
repair services without informing claimants that they are under no obligation to use the recom- 
mended service, and makes it unlawful for adjusters or appraisers to accept remuneration from 
repair companies in exchange for recommending their services. Committee substitute further pro- 
vides that violators are subject to the penalties listed in GS 58-2-70 and 58-33-45. Changes title 
accordingly. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 907. COST OF LIVING INCREASE PRIORITY. Intro. 4/18. House amendment makes change to 
specify that the Personnel Commission will be reporting to the appropriations committees the 
results of its salary survey, not its “recommendations.” 


H 908. RURAL ELEC. REGULATORY FEE. Intro. 4/18. House committee substitute provides for a 


quarterly rather than an annual fee and sets the fee for fiscal 1991-92 at $.05 per quarter rather 
than $.20 per year. Adds clause directing the governor to propose a rate for the regulatory fee

created by this act in even-numbered years in a special budget message to the general 
assembly. Further provides that the fee is due on the 15th day of the second month following the 
end of each quarter. 


H 918. INSURANCE EMPLOYEES ACTIVITIES. Intro. 4/19. Rewrites bill so it now amends GS 
58-33-25(0) to specify that office employees acting under the direction and personal supervision 
of a duly licensed agent and within the scope of the agent’s license may, without a license them- 
selves, respond to inquiries about policy coverage or provisions, premium rates, and premium 
costs, provided that such activity does not amount to any insurance underwriting function or inter- 
pretation of insurance policy provisions or coverage. Changes bill's title. 


H 942. REDUCTION IN FORCE PRIORITY. Intro. 4/19. Makes following changes in original bill: (1) 
specifies that the priority applies only to positions equal to or lower than the former position in 
Salary grade, (2) provides that the priority remains in effect for only 12 months, and (3) provides 
that the priority is higher than any other priority except that it is equal to the priority created in 
GS 126-5(e)(1) for reemployment of state employees terminated as a result of being exempt from 
the State Personnel Act. 


H 951. NOTICE OF INTENT TO EJECT. Intro. 4/19, House committee substitute changes title to: 
"TO ALLOW A LANDLORD'S WRITTEN, SIGNED STATEMENT OF PAST-DUE RENT, MADE UPON 
THE TENANT’S REQUEST, TO SERVE AS NOTIFICATION OF EVICTION FOR EMERGENCY 
ASSISTANCE FROM THE COUNTY DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL SERVICES," and amends GS 42-26.1 
as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991, and applies to ejectment action brought on or after that 
date. Act expires June 30, 1992. 


H 953. AREA MENTAL HEALTH EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/19. House amendment makes technical 
changes. 


H 1008. I-40 SCENIC/MEMORIAL HIGHWAY-2. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute deletes 
portion of original bill concerning placement of monuments in rest areas and county parks by 
local organizations. 


H 1017. CITY ISSUE SUBPOENA/STOP ORDER. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute deletes 
specific reference to local zoning or subdivision ordinances in GS 160A-421(a) and revises new 
GS 160A-421(c) to delete reference to stop orders for violations of subdivision ordinances. 


H 1073. CLARIFY BALLOT INSTRUCTIONS. Intro. 4/23; comm. sub. 5/6. House amendment re- 
writes provision regarding ballots in multi-county elections so that provision now specifies that, 
except where the voting system used makes separation of ballots impractical, contests in the 
general election for seats in the state House of Representatives and Senate are to appear on the 
same ballot, separate from all other ballots. 


H 1097. HAZ. WASTE LANDFILL BARRIERS. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute replaces 
original bill with "AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR MORE STRINGENT REQUIREMENTS ON 
HAZARDOUS WASTE LANDFILLS BY REQUIRING ALL WASTE BE PLACED IN CONTAINERS 
PRIOR TO DISPOSAL AND TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES CONCERNING RESIDENT 
INSPECTOR RULES AT SPECIAL PURPOSE COMMERCIAL HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITIES.” 
Amends GS 130A-294(c) as indicated by first portion of title. Authorizes Comm'n for Health 
Services to adopt standards for container design and construction which may vary for different 
types of waste. Standards may supplement or duplicate performance or engineering standards for 
hazardous waste disposal facilities required by state or federal law, but standards for waste 
disposal facilities and containers may not substitute for or replace one another. Amends GS 
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130A-295.02(j) to require Comm'n for Health Services to adopt rules concerning resident inspec- 
tors at special purpose commercial hazardous waste facilities (now, this is within Comm’n’s 
discretion). Defines special purpose facility as one which (1) manages limited quantities of haz- 
ardous waste, or (2) limits activities to reclamation or recycling, or (3) stores hazardous waste 
primarily for use at such facilities, or (4) is determined to be low risk under Comm’n rules. Adds 
to factors on which Comm'n must base classifications of special purpose facilities type of stor- 
age, and whether facility uses automated monitoring or safety devices that adequately perform 
functions that would otherwise be performed by resident inspector. Provides that rules must 
specify minimum number of inspections while facility is in use. Requires that facilities that use 
hazardous waste as fuel source must be inspected a minimum of 40 hours per week, and that 
special purpose facilities must be subject to inspection at all times. Requires Dep't to keep 
records of inspections. 


H 1131. DEMOLITION ASPHALT AS FILL. Intro. 4/25. House committee substitute adds section 

amending GS 130A-294, which establishes the solid waste management program, to provide that 
nonhazardous demolition debris may be used as fill and need not be disposed of in a permitted 

landfill or solid waste disposal facility. Adds sunset of July 1, 1993.

S 11. REPEAL APA SUNSET. Intro. 2/5. Senate amendment adds a provision that the act is not 
to become effective until funds have been appropriated to implement it. 


S 12. APA RULE MAKING APPLICABILITY. Intro. 2/5. Set of Senate amendments makes follow- 
ing changes in original bill: (1) reinstates statutory provision that Art. 2 ("Rule Making”) of the 
APA does not apply to the Department of Revenue; (2) specifies instead that the Tax Review 
Board is to review a new rule or a change to a rule before it is filed in the Administrative Code; 
(3) changes definition of “agency” for purposes of Part 3 ("Administrative Rules Review 
Commission”) of Art. 1 of GS Ch. 143B from an agency subject to Art. 2 ("Rule Making”) of the 
APA to one subject to Art. 5 ("Publication of Administrative Rules”); (4) adds new GS 150B- 
2(8a)(i) specifying that for purposes of the APA, the establishment of the interest rate that applies 
to tax assessments under GS 105-241.1 and the variable component of the excise tax on motor 
fuel under GS 105-434 is not a rule; (5) adds amendment to GS 150B-16 ("Petition for adoption 
of rules”) to specify that that section does not apply to the Department of Correction; (6) adds 
amendment to GS 150B-17 ("Declaratory rulings”) to specify that that section does not apply to 
the Department of Correction; (7) adds amendment to GS 150B-2(8a)f. specifying that require- 
ments concerning the use of public roads, bridges, ferries, buildings, or other facilities communi- 
cated to the public by the use of signs or symbols are not rules for the purpose of the APA; and 
(8) adds amendment to GS 150B-2(8a)h. to specify that design criteria and construction stan- 
dards used to construct or maintain highways, bridges, or ferries are not rules for the purpose of 
the APA. Changes bill’s title. 


S 124. DROP-OUT PREVENTION. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute adds provisions setting 
April 1, 1992 deadline for State Board of Education and State Board of Community Colleges to 
adopt rules and procedures for providing more timely data on drop-outs and prevention programs 
and same deadline for reporting by Department of Public Instruction to Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee on results of studies required by bill. 
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S 125. HIGHER EDUCATION ENCOURAGEMENT. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute makes 
two changes in original bill: (1) deletes provision directing State Board of Education to fund the 
full implementation of pre-school programs for "at-risk" students; and (2) sets July 1, 1992 déad- 
line for State Board of Community Colleges to ensure that each community college with college 
transfer or associate degrees have articulation agreements with at least one four-year college. 


S 126. REMEDIATION. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute adds a provision that the report- 
ing system on community college student performance for high schools’ use must be imple- 
mented as of the first day of the 1991 community college fall quarter. 


S 146. CONTRACT AGENT FEE. Intro. 2/20. Senate amendment makes technical change. 


S 155. IMPROVE APA RULE-MAKING PROCESS. Intro. 2/21; comm. sub. 4/25; amended 5/8. 
Senate amendment makes technical changes. 


§ 232. ELECT GOVERNOR EVEN-NUMBER YEAR-2. Intro. 3/14; comm. sub. 4/11. Senate 
amendment changes date of referendum to time of primary election in May, 1992 (was, 
November 1992 general election). 


S 249. ROAD SERVICE FEE LIMIT OFF. Senate amendment changes effective date from ratifica- 
tion to Jan. 1., 1992. 


S 286. INDUSTRIAL COMM’N CHAIR DUTIES. Intro. 3/26. Senate committee substitute authorizes 
chairman, with the approval of a majority of the comm’rs, to hire or fire personnel or transfer 
personnel within the comm’n. Authorizes the Governor to designate one of the other comm’rs as 
vice-chairman to serve in the chairman’s absence. 


S$ 292. DISABILITY INCOME PLAN CHANGES. Intro. 3/27. Senate amendment adds an additional 
amendment to GS 135-106 ("Long-term disability benefits”) providing that the time for applying 
for long-term disability benefits may be extended for up to an additional 180 days if there is clear 
and convincing evidence that the application was delayed through no fault of the disabled 
beneficiary or participant and was delayed due to the employer’s miscalculation of the end of the 
filing period. 


S 324. HOMELESS CHILDREN ASSIGNMENT. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment makes technical 
change. 


S 326. NURSE AIDE REGISTRY. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment makes technical changes. 


S 373. SCIENCE TECHNOLOGY BOARD MEMBERS. Intro. 3/28. Amended 4/16. Senate amend- 
ment #2 provides that implementation of this act will be carried out with existing funds. 


S 423. WRONGFUL DEATH ACTION LIMIT. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment clarifies that the 
victim’s death does not toll the statute of limitations for the underlying cause of action for per- 
sonal injuries. 


S 441. SCHOOL ADMINISTRATOR TRAINING. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute deletes 
provisions requiring attendance of superintendents in the Superintendents’ Basic Executive 
Program and principals in the Principals’ Basic Executive Program. Changes membership of 
Education Leadership Commission to make it consist of 14 members: two Senators, one superin- 
tendent, one business leader, one member of the public at large, appointed by the President Pro 
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Tempore; and two Representatives, one principal, one business leader, and one member of the 
public at large, appointed by the Speaker; one member of the State Board of Education, ap- 
pointed by the Chairman; one member of the Board of Governors, appointed by the Chairman; 
one representative of UNC, appointed by the President; and one representative of the 
Department of Public Instruction appointed by the Superintendent. 


S 474. SEWERAGE DISTRICT EXPANSION. Intro. 4/4. Senate amendment makes technical 
corrections. 


S 484. HIGH POINT OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 4/4. Senate amendment deletes provision that tax 
cannot be levied before November 1, 1991 and adds to list of exemptions any hotel, motel, inn, 
or tourism camp which rents a unit to the same party for more than 30 days continuously. 


S 555. ONSLOW ORDINANCE PENALTY. Intro. 4/11. Senate amendment makes ordinance appli- 
cable to residents of affected areas only. 


S 556. INCORPORATION VOTE/FILING PERIOD. Intro. 4/11. Senate committee substitute adds 
provisions shortening the candidate filing period and amends title accordingly. Amends GS 163- 
106 to set second Monday before first Monday in February as earliest date for filing notice of 
candidacy for party primary for state, federal, and county offices (now, first Monday in January). 
Amends GS 163-291 to set second Friday before first Friday in August as earliest date for filing 
notice of candidacy for municipal office (now, first Friday in July). Change in filing period effective 
for elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1992. 


S 565. POPLAR TENT BEAUTIFICATION DIST. Intro. 4/11. Senate committee substitute author- 
izes Cabarrus County Board of Commr’s to call an election in the Poplar Tent Beautification Dist. 
(metes and bounds description in bill) on question of whether to create the district and levy a 
property tax for beautification and land-use planning in the dist. If referendum passes, authorizes 
commr’s to levy tax at rate of not to exceed $.05. 


S 594. COMM. COLLEGE TRUSTEES ELIGIBILITY. Intro. 4/11. Senate committee substitute adds 
a provision that any employee of a board of education who was appointed by that board to be a 
community college trustee and who is currently serving as trustee may complete his unexpired 
term. 


S 611. NASH/EDEN ABC CREDIT SALES. Intro. 4/15. Senate amendment makes bill additionally 
applicable to City of Eden. 


S 638. LOCAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute rewrites bill 
so it now amends GS 158-7.1(d) (which permits private negotiation and lease or sale of property 
by a city or county), as that section applies to Concord, Kannapolis, Saint Pauls, Selma, and 
Smithfield and the county of Cabarrus only, to add a provision that in arriving at the amount of 
consideration the city or county receives, the governing board may take into account prospective 
tax revenues from improvements to be constructed on the property, prospective sales tax reve- 
nues to be generated in the area, as well as other prospective tax revenues or income coming to 
the city or county over the next 10 years as a result of the sale or lease, provided that the board 
determines that the conveyance of the property will stimulate the local economy, promote busi- 
ness, and result in the creation of a substantial number of jobs in the city or county and provided 
that the governing board binds the purchaser to construct improvements on the property within a 
specified time not to exceed 10 years and, upon failure to construct the improvements, the pur- 
chaser must reconvey the property. 
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S 670. WILDLIFE OFFICERS JURISDICTION. Intro. 4/17. Senate amendment makes clarifying 
change. 


S 690. ENFORCE LIEN FOR CAR REPAIRS. Intro. 4/18. Senate amendment changes effective 
date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 707. RETURN OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY. Intro. 4/18; comm. sub. 5/7. Senate amendment 
removes Dep’t of Transportation from bill’s coverage. 


S 715. SPORTS CLUB ABC PERMITS. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendments require that for a permit 
to be obtained in a county adjacent to a county in which an ABC system is allowed, the county 
with the ABC system must border the Atlantic Ocean, and require that a sports club issued a 
permit must not discriminate on the basis of religion, race, or sex. 


S 726. WORKERS’ COMP. SECURITY FUND. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendment changes the specifi- 
cation of the five-year surcharge on mutual carriers, defining it as one percent of net written 
premiums for the period of the semiannual return, deleting definition of net written premiums and 
deleting the original bill’s subtraction of amount of dividends paid to policyholders from the one 
percent. 


S 734. EXEMPT RESTAURANT HIV DISCRIM. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendment deletes the July 1, 
1993, cut-off date for continued eligibility for exemption from GS 130A-148(i) [test for AIDS virus]. 


S 740. CHIROPRACTIC UTILIZATION REVIEW. Intro. 4/22. Senate committee substitute replaces 
the term “utilization review” with the term "peer review” wherever it appears including the title. 


S 742. REGULATE MEDICAL DEVICES. Intro. 4/22. Original bill specified that devices used in 
hospitals are not within the scope of devices regulated by the State Board of Pharmacy. Senate 
amendments extends that exemption to devices used by doctors, dentists, physical therapists, 
occupational therapists, speech pathologists, chiropractors, and nurses. 


S 755. AIDS TEST HIGH RISK PROCEDURE. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment adds a provision 
requiring that the risk of exposure be “significant” before the test can be ordered without the 
informed consent of the person to be tested. 


S 762. DRUG POSSESSION IN PRISON. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment reduces severity of the 
offense to Class | felony (maximum 5 years, or fine, or both; was, Class H — maximum 10 years, 
or fine, or both). 


S 764. ACTIONS AGAINST SURVEYORS. Intro. 4/24. Original bill added to GS 1-50 a provision 
that no action may be brought against a registered land surveyor for economic or monetary loss 
due to negligence or deficiency in the surveying or platting more than six years from the last act 
or omission giving rise to the cause of action. Senate committee substitute changes that limitation 
to 10 years. 


S 772. CHILD TESTIMONY BY TV-3. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment amends bill’s proposed new 
GS 8-58.2 ("Testimony of child victim in certain delinquency and criminal cases by means of 
closed circuit television”) to specify that the following may be allowed in the room with the child 
(but only in the absence of objection by the defendant): any person whose presence, in the opin- 
ion of the court, contributes to the well-being of the child, including a person who has dealt with 
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the child in a therapeutic setting concerning the case (before the amendment, the specification 
was any person whose presence, in the discretion of the court, contributes to the reliability of the 
child’s testimony, and no provision was made for objection by the defendant). Makes correspond- 
ing change in bill’s proposed new GS 8-58.3 ("Testimony of child victim in certain juvenile cases 
by means of closed circuit television”). 


S 798. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT POLICY. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment allows principals and 
teachers to use corporal punishment to correct as well as to restrain pupils. 


S 801. PRESIDENT PRO TEM. APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute adds 
preamble listing 95 boards, commissions, etc., to which the Lt. Governor now makes 
appointments. 


S 807. UNC GOVERNORS AMENDS-1. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment removes bill’s amendment 
of GS 116(6)(a) which had provided that effective for the 1993 Board of Governors election the 
election would be by electronic vote. 


S 814. OLDER ADULTS BLANK. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment confirms that eight members of 
the advisory committee are to be appointed by the Sec’y of Dep’t of Human Resources.

H 1204. HIGH-RISK ELDERLY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE SERVICES AND 
ESTABLISH COORDINATED MANAGED CARE PROGRAMS FOR THE HIGH-RISK ELDERLY." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Department of Human Resources, Division of Aging, $1.1 mil- 
lion for each year of 1991-93 biennium to provide services and establish a coordinated managed 
care program for the high-risk elderly in Cleveland, Durham, Pamlico, and Surry counties. 
Specifies that Division of Aging is to establish guidelines and county commissioners in each 
county are to approve a plan consistent with those guidelines, naming a lead agency responsible 
for the managed care program. People served are to pay on a sliding-fee scale. Calls for a report 
to the Governor, Lt. Governor, Speaker, President Pro Tempore, Legislative Services Office, and 
North Carolina Study Commission on Aging by March 1, 1993. Funds are to be made available to 
counties with consideration to the number of persons 60 and over with three or more impairments 
in activities of daily living. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Green. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1205. SIMPLIFY SOFT DRINK TAX. "7O SIMPLIFY THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE EXCISE TAX 
ON SOFT DRINKS AND TO CHANGE THE TAX ON BOTTLED DRINKS FROM A TAX PER BOTTLE TO 
A TAX PER GALLON." Amends GS Ch. 105, Art. 2B (Soft Drink Tax) to (1) change the basis of 
the tax on bottled drinks to $.10 per gallon (now, $.01 per bottle), (2) eliminate the exemption of 
instant coffee and tea, (3) narrow the exemption for juice to natural juice with no additives other 
than vitamins (now, any drink that is at least 35% juice), (4) add an exemption for base products 
intended for domestic use, except one that contains no natural milk and to which water is added 
to make a soft drink, and (5) replace the current collection system that uses crowns and stamps 
with a system of monthly reports and payments. Primary liability is imposed on the distributor, 
wholesaler, or retailer who first handles the soft drink in this state, with secondary liability on a 
retailer who acquires products on which the tax has not been paid. Establishes procedures for 
reporting sales outside the state and to the federal government, which are tax exempt. Provides a 
reduced tax rate of $.05 per gallon on the first 216,000 gallons sold at wholesale each year, and 
a discount of 4% if the tax and report are timely paid and filed. Authorizes Sec’y of Revenue to 
require dealers and distributors to post bond to cover anticipated tax liability. Makes other tech- 
_ nical and clarifying changes. Provides for transition to new provisions. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by McGee. Referred to Finance. 


H 1206. PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION FUNDS. "7O PROVIDE ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR PUBLIC 
TRANSPORTATION." Amends GS 1136-44.20(d) to provide that of the amount appropriated to the 
Department of Transportation each year for state construction under the Transportation 
Improvement Plan, the Department may use up to $10 million (now, $5 million) to develop eco- 
nomical transit alternatives to highway construction. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 1207. AIR CARGO AIRPORT FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH CAROLINA 
AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY FOR OPERATING EXPENSES." Appropriates from General Fund 
to cited authority $2,112,400 for fiscal 1991-92 and $6,455,250 for fiscal 1992-93 for operating 
expenses, contingent upon the creation of the authority by the General Assembly. Effective July 1, 
1991. J 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1208. AGENCIES PROVIDE BUDGET INFORMATION. "TO REQUIRE STATE AGENCIES TO 
PROVIDE INFORMATION AND JUSTIFICATION FOR APPROPRIATION REQUESTS." Amends GS 143- 
6 to add provisions (1) directing the Governor to request and state agencies to provide informa- 
tion on how much of the funds expended by the agency are state funds and how much are 
federal funds and directing each agency to provide written justification for its request for continu- 
ation funds from the state to support state-operated programs established by statute or state 
appropriation, including salary and salary-related items but not including building maintenance 
and related costs, and specifying the extent of the public benefit being derived from the program, 
and (2) directing that any agency requesting state funds to be disbursed to non-state entities 
under authority of any general law of the state must furnish to the Governor the name of the 
entity, the amount of funds disbursed to it in the preceding two years, the amount being re- 
quested, and the justification for that amount, and justification for continuing the disbursement, 
specifying the public benefit being derived. 

Appropriates from unspecified source $25,000 in each year of biennium to the Office of 
State Budget and Management to accomplish changes in budget preparation necessitated by this 
act. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1209. EPILEPSY PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMPREHENSIVE 
EPILEPSY PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, & 
Natural Resources $50,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium for cited program at Bowman Gray 
School of Medicine, Wake Forest University. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1210. HAZ. MATERIALS RESPONSE TEAMS. "TO ESTABLISH A PROGRAM TO PROVIDE FOR 
REGIONAL RESPONSE TEAMS TO RESPOND TO HAZARDOUS MATERIALS EMERGENCIES IN 
NORTH CAROLINA, TO ASSESS FEES TO FUND THIS PROGRAM, AND TO ESTABLISH A 
LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION TO STUDY HAZARDOUS MATERIALS CONTROL AND 
MANAGEMENT." Adds new GS 166A-5.1 directing the Sec’y of Crime Control and Public Safety to 
administer a program for providing regional response teams to deal with emergencies involving 
hazardous materials. Adds GS 166A-5.2 to create a Regional Response Teams Task Force con- 
sisting of representatives from the Dep’ts of Crime Control and Public Safety, Environment, and 
Natural Resources, Transportation, Agriculture, Human Resources, and the Fire and Rescue 
Comm'n, plus additional members from industry and medical and emergency management or- 
ganizations, not to exceed a total of 12 members. Task Force to select at least six Regional 
Response Teams by July 1, 1992, and recommend number of additional teams. Task Force to 
establish minimum equipment needs of teams. 

GS 166A-6.2 levies an annual fee of $100 on any person operating a hazardous waste 
facility reporting under section 12 of the federal Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act 
of 1986. GS 130A-294.2 imposes an annual fee of $35 on any person who generates a kilogram 
or more of any acute hazardous waste or 1,000 kilograms or more of hazardous waste in a year, 
and an annual fee of $10 on any person who generates 100 kilograms or more, but less than 
1,000 kilograms, a year of hazardous waste. GS 20-88.03 imposes an additional $10 registration 
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fee on property-hauling vehicles. All of these fees are to be placed in a nonreverting fund in the 
Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety and be used to pay the cost of managing hazardous 
materials emergencies and the Regional Response Teams program. New GS 166A-15.1 author- 
izes Sec’y of Crime Control and Public Safety to develop system of cost recovery from parties 
responsible for hazardous materials incidents. 

Amends GS 166A-7 to provide that provisions regarding county and municipal emergency 
management do not apply to hazardous materials emergency responses. Amends immunity provi- 
sions of GS 166A-14(d) to provide that members of Regional Response Team are covered by 
those provisions. 

Creates 14-member Hazardous Materials Emergency Response Study Comm'n, seven 
members to be appointed by the President Pro Tem. of the Senate, and seven members to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House; members of the General Assembly may be appointed. 
Public members appointed must have knowledge of hazardous materials or emergency manage- 
ment. Commission to report to the General Assembly on or before first day of 1993 session. 
Study commission provision becomes effective July 1, 1991, remainder of act becomes effective 
ct}, 1991. 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Environment. 


H 1211. LRC STUDY FIRE FIGHTERS PENSION. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE POSSIBILITY OF CREATING A SEPARATE 
DEFINITION FOR PROFESSIONAL FIRE FIGHTERS WITHIN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL 
EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT SYSTEM." As title indicates; authorizes interim report to 1992 session 
and directs final report to 1993 session. 

Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Rules. 


H 1212. FLAT ROCK PLAYHOUSE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR VARIOUS 
OPERATIONS, CONSTRUCTION, AND IMPROVEMENT PURPOSES IN HENDERSON COUNTY.” 
Appropriates from General Fund to State Theater of North Carolina (Vagabond School of Drama) 
$75,000 in fiscal 1991-92 for new roof for Flat Rock Playhouse. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Colton. Referred to Rules. 


H 1213. CONFIRM UTILITIES COMM’N APP’T (=H 1190). "PROVIDING FOR THE CONFIRMATION 
OF THE APPOINTMENT MADE BY THE GOVERNOR TO MEMBERSHIP ON THE NORTH CAROLINA 
UTILITIES COMMISSION." \dentical to H 1190, introduced 9 May. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Public Utilities. 


H 1214. UPLIFT, INC. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO UPLIFT, INC., TO PROMOTE THE 
HEALTH AND WELL-BEING OF CHILDREN, FAMILIES, AND COMMUNITIES." Appropriates from 
General Fund to cited organization for cited purpose $200,000 for each year of 1991-93 bien- 
nium; requires dollar-for-dollar match. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1215. INCREASE MEDICAID REIMBURSEMENT. ”"7O INCREASE HOSPITAL MEDICAID 
REIMBURSEMENT AND TO EXPAND MEDICAID ELIGIBILITY TO COVER MORE ELDERLY, BLIND, 
AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS." Adds new GS 108A-55.1 creating new Medicaid Assessment 
Revolving Trust Fund ("MART") in the Department of State Treasurer. MART is to consist of 
assessments paid by licensed acute care hospitals. The amount to be paid by each hospital is to 
be figured as a percentage (unspecified in bill) of the hospital’s total costs for services as deter- 
mined by the Division of Medical Assistance. MART is to be nonreverting and not subject to state 
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budget reduction acts. Specifies that the Division may maintain within MART $1 million as a con- 
tingency reserve. Otherwise, funds from MART are to be spent only as follows: (1) a hold harm- 
less amount is to be held in reserve from the MART fund that is sufficient to assure that each 
hospital receives as payment from the fund an amount equal to at least 110% of the amount of 
the hospital’s assessment during each calendar quarter; (2) up to 2% may be used for admini- 
stration; (3) effective April 1, 1992, the Division is to pay the nonfederal share of expanded 
Medicaid eligibility to cover, to the full extent permitted by federal law, all elderly, blind, and 
disabled individuals receiving assistance under the Supplemental Security Income Program, and 
all elderly, blind, and disabled individuals whose family income is no more than 75% of the fed- 
eral poverty guidelines; and (4) the Division is to pay the nonfederal share of increased reim- 
bursement to hospitals effective for dates of service beginning January 1, 1992, by increasing the 
Medicaid hospital per diem rates to an amount that in the aggregate does not exceed the 
Medicare upper limit restriction, by eliminating “annual days” limits after 1992-93 fiscal year, and 
by increasing the disproportionate share payments to hospitals in accordance with rules devel- 
oped by the Secretary of Human Resources. If the Secretary determines that federal Medicaid 
funds are insufficient to meet the hold harmless provisions above, the section is repealed. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1216. NC FOREIGN LANGUAGE CENTER. "70 ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA FOREIGN 
LANGUAGE CENTER." Adds new Art. 4 (“North Carolina Foreign Language Center”) to GS Ch. 
125, establishing the cited center within the Department of Cultural Resources, Division of State 
Library, to be located in the Headquarters Library of the Cumberland County Public Library and 
Information Center in Fayetteville, which is to be responsible for the center's management. The 
purposes of the center are to provide information and recreational materials for residents who 
want to read in foreign languages and to provide materials for learning English as a second 
language. Appropriates from General Fund to Department of Cultural Resources $100,000 for 
fiscal 1991-92 to implement the act. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1217. ABC PREMISES INSPECTION STUDY. "TO CREATE THE ABC PREMISES INSPECTION 
STUDY COMMISSION.” As title indicates, creates 12-member comm’n composed of 6 senators 
appointed by the Pres. Pro Tem and 6 representatives appointed by the Speaker. Comm'n to 
study (1) inspection of ABC premises by ALE and other law enforcement personnel; (2) statutory 
and case law regarding searches and seizures in ABC premises; (3) the appropriate method for 
inspecting ABC premises; and (4) other issues related to inspection of ABC premises. Comm'n 
may submit interim report to 1992 session of the General Assembly, and shall submit its final 
report on or before the first day of the 1993 session. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1218. SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL FUNDS (= S 881). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL." \dentical to S 881, introduced 9 may. 
Introduced by Jarrell. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1219. NO EXCESSIVE INTEREST DEDUCTION. "70 DISALLOW CORPORATE INTEREST 
DEDUCTIONS FOR CERTAIN HIGH-INTEREST BONDS." Adds new GS 105-130.5(a) providing that 
for determining state net income for state income tax purpose, a taxpayer must add to federal 
taxable income interest paid on a bond or debenture issued by the taxpayer at a rate above 12% 
to the extent the amount paid exceeds the amount that would have been payable at the rate of 
12%. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Withrow. Referred to Finance. 
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H 1220. ACADEMIC SCHOLARS PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH 
CAROLINA ACADEMIC SCHOLARS PROGRAM AND TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
ACADEMIC SCHOLARSHIP AWARDS COMMITTEE TO OVERSEE THE PROGRAM.” Appropriates 
from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $7.2 for fiscal 1992-93 for the cited program, to 
be established by rules of the Board of Governors, the State Board of Education, and the State 
Board of Community Colleges. Program is to begin awarding scholarships in 1992-93 academic 
year. Eligible graduating NC high school students may receive a scholarship award of $600 for 
the freshman year at any UNC constituent institution, private NC college under GS 116-20, or 
college parallel program at a community college in NC. Scholarships may be renewed for the 
sophomore year for students completing at least 30 semester of 45 quarter hours with a grade 
point of 2.75 or higher. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1221. LOCAL TAX OPTION MENU. "TO PROVIDE A MENU OF LOCAL OPTION TAXES FOR 
CITIES AND COUNTIES." 

Local meals tax. Authorizes counties that levy the full 2% local sales tax, after public hear- 
ing, to levy a tax of up to 1% on retail sale of prepared food and beverages. Exempts boarding 
houses, sales exempt from local 1% sales tax, vending machine sales, meals included in non- 
itemized charge for rental of lodgings, meals furnished without charge to employees, and sales In 
supermarket delicatessen department. Earmarks proceeds for promotion of travel and tourism. 
Authorizes cities to levy such a tax to the extent that the county has not exercised its option to 
levy a full 1%. Makes special provision for cities located in more than one county. Makes special 
provision for units now having similar taxing authority under local acts of General Assembly. 
Requires any unit levying local meals tax to create local convention and visitors bureau. 

Local occupancy tax. Authorizes each county, after public hearing, to levy a room occu- 
pancy tax of 1%, 2%, or 3% of gross receipts from rental of lodgings subject to state 3% sales 
tax. Allows business collecting the tax to retain 1% discount if tax is paid on time. Authorizes 
cities to levy such a tax to the extent that the county has not exercised its option to levy a full 
3% tax. Makes special provision for cities located in more than one county. Makes provision for 
counties and cities that now have authority to levy occupancy taxes under local acts of General 
Assembly. Does not earmark tax proceeds. 

Land transfer tax. Subject to voter approval in advisory referendum, authorizes counties 
with population less than 50,000 according to most recent federal census (but excluding Camden, 
Chowan, Currituck, Dare, Pasquotank, Perquimans and Washington) to levy excise tax on instru- 
ments conveying interests in real property at rate up to 1% of value of interest conveyed, includ- 
ing value of any lien or encumbrance remaining on the property at the time of sale. Exempts 
transfers exempt from deed stamp tax levied by GS Ch. 105, Art. 8E. Provides for distribution of 
tax proceeds among county and cities therein in accordance with method chosen by county 
comm'rs for distribution of 1% local sales tax. Does not earmark tax proceeds. Authorizes cities 
to levy such a tax to the extent that county has not exercised its authority to levy full tax at full 
1% rate. Makes provision for cities located in more than one county. Does not earmark tax 
proceeds. 

Admissions tax. Authorizes each county, after public hearing, to levy tax at rate up to 2% 
on gross receipts from admission charges to entertainment or amusements that are subject to 
State privilege license tax under GS 105-37.1. Provides for distribution of tax proceeds among 
county and cities therein in accordance with method chosen by county comm’rs for distribution of 
1% local sales tax. Authorizes cities to levy such a tax to the extent that county has not exercised 
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its authority to levy tax at full 2% rate. Makes provision for cities located in more than one 
county. Does not earmark tax proceeds. Makes conforming amendment to GS 105-37.1 

Effective dates. Provisions authorizing counties to levy the above taxes are effective Aug. 1, 
1991. Provisions authorizing cities to levy the above taxes are effective Nov. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Hurley. Referred to Finance. 


H 1222. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDS. "7O AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING 
TO THE CLEANUP OF LEAKING PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS." Amends GS 143- 
215.94B(b) to authorize use of the Commercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank 
Cleanup Fund to pay costs of a leaking tank either beneath the surface of the ground or that has 
been removed within the preceding 120 days. Makes money from Fund available for releases 
discovered or reported between 30 June 1988 and 31 Dec. 1991 in excess of $50,000 per occur- 
rence; money available for releases reported or discovered between 1 Jan. 1992 and 31 Dec. 
1993 in excess of $20,000 per occurrence; money available for releases discovered or reported 
on or after 1 Jan. 1994 in excess of $20,000 if the storage tank met the performance standards 
applicable to tanks installed after 22 Dec. 1988 or met the requirements that existing tanks must 
meet by 22 Dec. 1988; and for releases discovered or reported after 1 Jan. 1994 from a tank 
that does not meet the preceding standards, payment is limited to 60% of the cost of cleanup in 
excess of $20,000 up to $137,500, and 100% of costs above $137,500 to a maximum of $1 
million. Amends GS 143-215.94B(d) to prohibit the use of money from the Fund to remove any 
tank, pipe or related equipment. 

Amends GS 143-215.94C(a) to increase the annual fee paid by an owner of a tank of 3,500 
gallons or less capacity to $100 and the annua! fee paid by an owner of a tank of more than 
3,500 capacity to $150. Increases level of Fund at which annual fees are suspended to $30 mil- 
lion and suspension continues until the Fund balance drops to 4 level of $20 million. Provides 
that any owner or operator who fails to pay the annual fee within 30 days of the due date shall 
pay a late fee of $5 a day until the fee is paid, to a maximum equal to the tank fee due. As of 
Jan. 1, 1999, annual fees imposed by GS 143-215.94C(a) are increased to $150 for tanks of 
capacity. of 3,500 gallons or less and to $225 for tanks of capacity of more than 3,500 gallons. 

Amends GS 143-215.94D to provide that money may be paid from the Noncommercial 
Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Cleanup Fund only if the discharge or reiease 
meeis the minimum priority criteria for corrective action established by DEHNR and to provide 
that money may be paid from Fund for commercial tanks only if the owner is the owner because 
he is owner of the land on which the tank is located, that owner did not know or have reason to 
know. that the tank was located on his land, and the land was not transferred to the owner to 
avoid liability for the commercial tank. Fund may also be used to pay costs necessary to render 
harmless any commercial or noncommercial tank from which a discharge or release has not oc- 
curred but which poses an imminent hazard to the environment if the owner or operator cannot 
be found or if the owner or operator fails to take action to render the tank harmless within 90 
days after having been notified of the hazard. 

~ Amends GS 143-215.94E to provide that the NC Petroleum Underground Storage Tank 
Funds Board (see below for creation of Board) shall establish guidelines concerning what cleanup 
costs are reasonable and necessary and governing the procedures applicable to claims for reim- 
bursement by owners. Adds as a reason for denying reimbursement that the owner willfully vio- 
lated statute or rule intended to mitigate the discharge or release. 

Amends GS 143-215.94G(b) to delete provision requiring DEHNR to have given prior ap- 
proval of cleanup expenditures before a credit may be obtained for those expenditures, and - 
215.94G(e) to provide that DEHNR may retain not more than $500,000 in the Noncommercial 
Fund as a contingency reserve to conduct cleanups where there is an imminent hazard to the 
public nealth or to significant natural resources. 
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Amends GS 143-215.94M to require DEHNR to make a semiannual report to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Environmental Review Comm’n on 
cleanups and to include in the report a statement of the condition of the Loan Fund and a sum- 
mary of all activity under the Loan Fund (see below for creation of the Loan Fund). 

Adds new GS 143-215.940 to create a nine-member Petroleum Underground Storage Tank 
Funds Board to be appointed as follows. One member appointed by Sec’y of DEHNR who is 
DEHNR staff member but is not employed in section of DEM responsible for tank cleanup pro- 
gram. Four members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tem. 
of Senate: one connected with petroleum refining company or organization; one connected with 
petroleum marketer; one connected with environmental advocacy group; and one connected with 
a commercial lending institution. Four members appointed by the General Assembly on the rec- 
ommendation of the Speaker of the House: one an owner or operator of a convenience store that 
markets petroleum products; one a motor fuel service station dealer; one connected with an envi- 
ronmental insurance carrier; and one who shall have experience in the remediation of groundwa- 
ter contamination from leaking tanks. The Board shall review the administration of the 
Commercial Fund, the Noncommercial Fund, and the Loan Fund. It shall establish guidelines for 
operation of the Loan Fund, including eligibility, interest rates, and terms, and it shall serve as 
the loan committee to review applications for loans from the Loan Fund. The rule-making provi- 
sions of GS Ch. 150A (APA) do not apply to the Board’s activities in establishing guidelines re- 
garding loans and reimbursement of necessary and reasonable cleanup costs. The administrative 
hearings provisions of GS Ch. 150A do not apply to the Board’s activities in serving as a loan 
committee. 

Adds GS 143-215.94P to establish the Groundwater Protection Loan Fund to provide loans 
to owners of commercial tanks who are unable to secure conventional loans to upgrade or re- 
place tanks in use on 1 July 1991 so as to meet the performance standards applicable to tanks 
installed after 22 Dec. 1988 or the requirements that existing tanks must meet by 22 Dec. 1998. 
All applications for loans must be received by DEHNRA prior to 1 Jan. 1995. Loan Fund is to be 
treated as a special trust fund and credited with interest by the State Treasurer. 

Amends GS 143-215.84(a) to provide that the owner of a tank who is the owner only be- 
cause he owns the land on which the tank is located, who did not know or have reason to know 
that the tank was located on his property, and who did not become the owner of the land as the 
result of a transfer to avoid liability for the tank shall not be deemed to be responsible for a 
release or discharge. 

Adds GS 143-215.94Q, effective Oct. 1, 1991, and expiring Dec. 31, 1994, to levy a motor 
fuel fee of 1/2 cent per gallon. One-half the proceeds to be placed in the Loan Fund and one- 

_ half in the Commercial Fund. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, the fee is reduced to 1/4 cent per gallon 
and the entire proceeds are to be paid into the Commercial Fund. The 1/4 cent per gallon fee 
expires Dec. 31, 1998. 

Amendments to GS 143-215.94B(d) and -215.94C become effective Jan. 1, 1992. 
Amendments to GS 143-215.94C(a) [second set of fee increases] become effective Jan. 1, 1993.

_H 1223. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO SUPPORT 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES IN MINORITY NEIGHBORHOODS AND COMMUNITIES, 

_ PROGRAMS THAT ASSIST SMALL FARMERS, AND PROGRAMS THAT ASSIST SMALL BUSINESSES." 
Appropriates $3 million for each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the North 
Carolina Rural Economic Development Center to support local community development corpora- 
tions. Directs that during fiscal 1991-92, $1,250,000 shall be used for local community develop- 
ment operations, $750,000 shall be used to support start up community development 
Corporations, and $500,000 shall be allocated to corporations still in their conceptual phase. 
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Designates $500,000 from the 1991-92 appropriation as matching funds for the National Rural 
Lending Partnership; if matching funds are not found, this $500,000 will be divided equally to 
support start up corporations and corporations in their conceptual phase in fiscal 1992-93. 

Directs that during fiscal 1992-93, $1.5 million shall be used for local community develop- 
ment operations, $1 million shall be used to support start up community development corpora- 
tions and $500,000 shall be allocated to corporations still in their conceptual phase. Requires the 
North Carolina Rural Economic Development Center to report quarterly to the Joint Legislative 
Commission on Governmental Operations. Defines community development corporations as non- 
profit member controlled organizations whose purpose is to develop low income communities. 

Appropriates $400,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the 
Land Loss Prevention Project to provide legal assistance to low income farmers who qualify under 
federal regulations for legal aid. Requires the Land Loss Prevention Project to report quarterly to 
the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations. 

Appropriates $2 million for each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the 
North Carolina Coalition of Farm and Rural Families to support its Small Farm Economic 
Development Project. Directs that 75% of the funds shall be used for a revolving loan fund, 15% 
shall be used to establish a market promotion matching fund and 10% shall be used for admini- 
stration. Requires the North Carolina Coalition of Farm and Rural Families to report quarterly to 
the Commission on Governmental Operations. 

Appropriates $200,000 fér each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the 
North Carolina Institute for Minority Economic Develooment to research and promote minority 
economic development initiatives. Requires this organization to report quarterly to the Commission 
on Governmental Operations. 

Appropriates $2.5 million for each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the 
North Carolina Rural Economic Development Center to support minority-owned credit unions and 
the North Carolina Minority Credit Union Support Center. Requires the Rural Economic °' 
Development Center to report quarterly to the Commission on Governmental Operations. 
Appropriates an additional $1.5 to the Rural Economic Development Center to expand the 
Microenterprise Loan Program. Provides that $1 million of this appropriation shall be used as loss 
reserves and that the appropriated funds should be matched at a ratio of $2 non-state funds $1 
state funds. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Hardaway. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1224. RECYCLED PAPER TAX INCENTIVE. "TO PROVIDE AN INCENTIVE FOR THE USE OF 
RECYCLED NEWSPRINT BY REQUIRING PUBLISHERS WHO DO NOT USE A MINIMUM AMOUNT OF 
RECYCLED NEWSPRINT TO PAY A TAX ON NONRECYCLED NEWSPRINT.” Enacts new GS 105- 

102.6 to require persons publishing or printing publications on newsprint to meet the following 
requirements of recycled content percentage (the percentage by weight of the total newsprint 
consumed by the producer that is postconsumer waste paper): (1) during 1991 and 1992, 12%; 

(2) 1993, 15%; (3) 1994, 20%; (4) 1995, 25%; (5) 1996, 30%; (6) 1997, 35%; (7) after 1997, 

40%. Imposes a state privilege license on the business of publishing or printing publications on 
newsprint. Publishers and printers must make quarterly reports to the Sec’y of Revenue on the 

amount in metric tons by which the applicable minimum recycled content percentage multiplied 

by the tonnage of newsprint consumed in the preceding quarter exceeds the actual tonnage of 
postconsumer waste paper consumed by the producer and shall pay a tax on the amount re- 
ported at the rate of $15 a ton. The proceeds of the tax shall be credited to the Solid Waste 
Management Trust Fund created by GS 130A-309.12. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 1225. LOCAL OPTION OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES AND CITIES TO LEVY 
LOCAL ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAXES.” Authorizes each county, after 
public hearing, to levy a room occupancy tax of 1%, 2%, or 3% of gross receipts from rental of 
lodgings subject to state 3% sales tax. Authorizes cities to levy such a tax to the extent that the 
county has not exercised its option to levy a full 3% tax. Makes special provision for cities lo- 
cated in more than one county. Makes provision for counties and cities that now have authority to 
levy occupancy taxes under local acts of General Assembly. Earmarks tax proceeds for develop- 
ment of travel and tourism, including advertising and promotion, sponsoring tourist-related events, 
and financing tourist-related capital projects. Portions of bill authorizing county levy are effective 
on ratification; portion concerning city levy effective Nov. 1, 1991.

H 1226. LRC STUDY RAILROADS. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO 
CONTINUE TO STUDY RAILROADS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Authorizes the Legislative Research 
Commission to study the present rail transportation system in the state and the prospects for 
revitalization of this system. Allows the commission to make an interim report with recommenda- 
tions to the 1992 session and a final report to the 1993 session. 

Introduced by Abernethy. Referred to Rules. 


H 1227. STUDY ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY ACT. "AUTHORIZING THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW 
COMMISSION TO STUDY VARIOUS ISSUES CONCERNING THE NORTH CAROLINA ENVIRONMENTAL 
POLICY ACT OF 1971." Directs the Environmental Review Commission to study GS Ch. 113A, Art. 
1, the Environmental Policy Act to determine whether the scope of the act should be broadened 
to include private activity, local government activities and approved industrial facilities, whether 
the cumulative effects of all projects should be analyzed, what notice, reporting and enforcement 
policies should be adopted, whether all state agencies should be required to adopt environmental 
review criteria, whether current exemptions should continue and which state agency should over- 
see review of this act. Directs the commission to report its recommendations to the 1991 General 
Assembly and if more study is needed to the 1993 General Assembly.

H 1228. 4-H CAMP OPERATIONS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE NORTH 
CAROLINA 4-H PROGRAM." Appropriates $100,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from the 
general fund to the UNC board of governors for the North Carolina 4-H camp program. Effective 
July 1, 1991.

H 1229. 4-H CURRICULUM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA 4-H 
DEVELOPMENT FUND, AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA 4-H 
FUND." Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $100,000 for both years of 

- 1991-93 biennium for curriculum for North Carolina 4-H program. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Kahl. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1230. UNC TUITION COMPUTATION. "TO REQUIRE THAT UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA 

_ TUITION RATES BE TIED TO THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX, TO REQUIRE THAT TUITION REACH 
THE AVERAGE OF THE SOUTHERN REGIONAL EDUCATION BOARD’S COMPARABLE FIFTEEN 
INSTITUTIONS’ TUITION BY 1993, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS." Amends GS 116-143, governing 
UNC tuition fees, to require the UNC board of governors to incrementally increase tuition be- 

_ tween Fall 1991 and Fall 1993 until the tuition at each institution is the average of the tuitions of 

the 15 most comparable state institutions accredited by the Southern Regional Education Board. 
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Further provides that tuition adjustments, for both in-state and out-of-state students, should be 
tied to changes in the consumer price index over the previous academic year. Appropriates 
$10,000 for each fiscal year, 1991-92 and 1992-93 from the general fund to the board of gover- 
nors to implement this act. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1231. REDUCE STATE UTILITY RATES. "TO REDUCE UTILITY RATES CHARGED TO THE STATE 
BY EXCLUDING THE COSTS OF INCOME TAXES FROM THOSE RATES.” Amends GS 62-133 as title 
indicates. Exempts changes mandated by this act from procedures for rate change set by GS Ch. 
62. Effective July 1, 1991 and applies to charges to the state and its agencies for use on and 
after that date.

H 1232. LRC STUDY REGISTER OF DEEDS. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH

OFFICES THROUGH A STATE AGENCY.” As title indicates. Authorizes interim report to 192 session 
and final report to 1993 session.

H 1233. MITCHELL LOCAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR VARIOUS PUBLIC PROJECTS 
IN MITCHELL COUNTY." Appropriates from General Fund for 1991-92 the following: (1) $5,000 to 
the Board of Directors for the NC Rhododendron Festival for Roan Mountain Rhododendron 
Festival; (2) $2,000 to Bradshaw Volunteer Fire and Rescue, Inc. for capital improvements; (3) 
$2,000 to Mitchell County Board of Education for four county Special Olympics; and (4) $5,000 to 
Estatoe Volunteer Fire & Rescue, Inc. for operating costs, equipment, or capital improvements. 
Effective July 1, 1991. q 
Introduced by Buchanan. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1234. MCDOWELL COUNTY PRISON FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION FOR THE PURCHASE OF LAND FROM MCDOWELL COUNTY TO 
BE USED FOR A STATE PRISON SITE." Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from the State 
Prison and Youth Services Facilities Fund to the Dep’t of Correction to purchase land in 
McDowell County for a state prison site. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred io Appropriations. 


H 1235. DEED STAMP TAX CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE EXCISE STAMP TAX ON 
CONVEYANCES." Amends GS 105-228.30 to increase the rate of the real estate excise stamp tax 
to $1 per $500 of consideration (now, $.50). Amends GS 105-228.32 to provide that the register 
of deeds shall not accept for recordation an instrument securing indebtedness unless the instru- 
ment bears the correct amount of stamps based on the amount of the debt (this amendment is in 
conflict with GS 105-228.29, which exempts instruments securing an indebtedness from the tax). 
Amends GS 105-228.33 to increase the county’s collection fee from $25 to $100 in the event a 
court action is brought to collect the tax. Effective Oct. 1, 1991.

H 1236. REDEFINE DISTRESSED COUNTY. "TO EXPAND THE CRITERIA FOR DESIGNATION AS A 
DISTRESSED COUNTY FOR INCOME TAX PURPOSES.” Amends GS 105-130.40(c) and 105- 
151.17(c) to include any county that has more than 25% of its population receiving assistance 
under the Aid to Families with Dependent Children program within the definition of severely 
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distressed counties for purposes of tax credit for creating jobs in such counties. Effective for 
taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Rogers. Referred to Finance. 


H 1237. STUDY LOCAL FISCAL INFO. ACT. "TO ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT STUDY 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT FISCAL INFORMATION ACT.” Creates the 
Local Government Fiscal Information Act Study Commission to consist of 16 members, five sena- 
tors to be appointed by the President Pro Tempore, five representatives to be appointed by the 
Speaker of the House, one county commissioner, one élected municipal official and one elected 
school board member to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, and one county manager, 
one municipal manager and one school superintendent or finance officer to be appointed by the 
President Pro Tempore of the Senate. One senator and one representative will be designated as 
cochairs. Vacancies will be filled by the appointing officer who made the original appointment. 
Directs the Comm’n to evaluate the effectiveness of GS Ch. 120, Art. 6D, the Local 
Government Fiscal Information Act, and to recommend ways to increase compliance, to improve 
coordination between the requirements of this act and the APA and Executive Budget Act, and to 
enable local governments to obtain better information regarding budget decisions. Requires this 
Comm’n to report to the General Assembly on or before the first day of the 1993 session. 
Appropriates $25,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the General 
Assembly for the expenses of the Comm'n. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Hunter. Referred to Rules. 


H 1238. TOURING THEATRE ENSEMBLE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC EDUCATION FOR PERFORMANCES BY THE TOURING THEATRE 
ENSEMBLE OF GUILFORD, INC." Appropriates from Genera! Fund $10,000 to Dep’t of Public 
Education for 1991-92 to be used for costs in presenting 20 performances by cited group in 
elementary schools in Greensboro, High Point, and Guilford County. Effective July 1, 1991. 


_ Introduced by Jeffus. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1239. EASTERN MUSIC FESTIVAL FUNDS (=S 882). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
EASTERN MUSIC FESTIVAL TO SUPPORT ACTIVITIES COMMEMORATING THE THIRTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY SEASON OF THE FESTIVAL." identical to S 882, introduced 9 May. 
Introduced by Jeffus. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1240. PRECINCT CHANGE AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE NECESSARY STATUTORY CHANGES TO 
KEEP CURRENT THE LEGISLATIVE REDISTRICTING SYSTEM AND TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION 
THEREFOR.” Amends GS 163-132.2, governing precinct boundaries, to provide that certain 
precinct boundaries are not effective as of the date the state submits its precinct maps to the 
Census Bureau. These exemptions include boundarles under examination to determine whether 


_ they are coterminous with township and municipal boundaries, boundaries incorporating newly an- 


nexed areas covered by GS 163-132.5A and boundaries changed in Mecklenburg, Guilford and 
Wake counties to correct precinct boundaries reported by the Census Bureau. 
Amends GS 163-132.3 to provide that no county board of elections may change precinct 


_ boundaries unless the county manager certifies that the new boundaries are coterminous with the 


_ township boundaries, or the city clerk certifies that the new boundaries are coterminous with a 


Municipality’s boundaries, or the new boundaries are aligned with named road and streets certi- 
filed by the NC Dep't of Transportation. Allows boards of election to report precinct changes on

Further amends this section to direct the executive secretary-director of the state board of

_ Prove only those which are properly coterminous. Requires the executive secretary-director to

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retain maps of approved precincts. Requires chairs of county boards of elections report to the 
executive secretary-director by Jan. 31 of each year, listing each precinct in the county as of Jan. 
1 of that year, and identifying the number of voters in each precinct by party and race. After 
1996, these reports have to break down the number of voters in each party by race. Directs the 
executive secretary-director to submit a copy of these reports to the legislative services office. 

Provides that this article applies only to the following counties: Alamance, Buncombe, Burke, 
Cabarrus, Caldwell, Catawba, Chatham, Chowan, Cleveland, Craven, Cumberland, Davidson, 
Duplin, Durham, Edgecombe, Forsyth, Gaston, Granville, Guilford, Halifax, Harnett, Henderson, 
Iredell, Johnston, Jones, Lenoir, Mecklenburg, Nash, New Hanover, Onslow, Orange, Pender, Pitt, 
Randolph, Richmond, Robeson, Rockingham, Rowan, Sampson, Scotland, Surry, Union, Wake, 
Washington, Wayne, Wilkes, Wilson and Yancey. 

Amends GS 163-192 to require the state board of elections to file a copy of abstract of election 
returns with the legislative services office. Repeals GS 163-132.2 and GS 163-132.5A, effective 
Jan. 2 1992, but states that this is to have no effect on precincts created under these sections. 

Appropriates $20,000 for each fiscal year, 1991-92 and 1992-93 from the General Fund to the 
Legislative Services Commission to implement this act. 

Except for the above repeals, act is effective July 1, 1991.

H 1241. REPEAL BUSINESS INVESTMENT CREDIT. "TO REPEAL THE TAX CREDITS FOR 
QUALIFIED BUSINESS INVESTMENTS MADE ON OR AFTER APRIL 1, 1991." Amends GS Ch. 105, 
Art. 4, Div. V to provide that no tax credits for qualified business investments under that Division 
either for corporations or individuals are allowed after April :, 1991. Amends GS 53A-46 to pro- 
vide that no person or corporation may receive a tax credit for investing in a North Carolina 
enterprise or capital resource corporation after April 1, 1991. Repeals GS 53A-46, GS 105- 
163.011 and GS 105-163.012 effective January 1, 1993. Provides that repeal of these statutes 
does not affect taxpayer’s rights to carryover credits. Repeals the remainder of GS 105, Art. 4, 
Div. V effective Jan. 1, 1998. 

Introduced by Pope. Referred to Finance. 


H 1242. REVISE CORPORATE INCOME TAX. "TO PROVIDE TAX FAIRNESS AND TAX 
RESTRUCTURING FOR CORPORATIONS." Amends GS 105-130.2 to define a C corporation as a 
corporation that is not an S corporation and defines an S corp. by reference to GS 105-131(b) 
(one for which an election is in efiect under section 1362(a), Internal Revenue Code). Amends GS 
105-130.3 to impose a tax on the state net income of C corporations according to the following 
schedule: (1) up to $50,000, 5%; (2) over $50,000 and up to $75,000, 6%; (3) over $75,000 and 
up to $100,000, 7%; and (4) over $100,000, 8%. Imposes a tax on the state net income of S 
corporations of 3% (a shareholder’s pro rata share of an S corporation’s income remains taxable 
as provided in Art. |-S, GS Ch. 105). Amends GS 105-130.2 to define "state net income” as 
federal taxable income adjusted as provided in GS 105-130.5 and, in the case of a corporation 
that has income from business activity that is taxable both within and without this state, allocated 
and apportioned to this state as provided in GS 105-130.4. Effective Jan. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Finance. 


H 1243. SEDIMENTATION CONTROL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES FOR STAFF POSITIONS IN THE LAND 
RESOURCES DIVISION.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources $200,000 for 1991-92 to support additional positions in regional offices (three 
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in Mooresville and two in Asheville) for implementation of Sedimentation Pollution Control Act. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 


Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1244. PULP/PAPER RESEARCH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR RESEARCH AND 
DEVELOPMENT IN THE SCHOOL OF PULP AND PAPER SCIENCES AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
UNIVERSITY." Appropriates $550,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from the General Fund to the UNC board 


of governors to support research in environmentally responsible methods for pulping and recycling 
paper at NC state university. Effective July 1, 1991. ~ 
Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1245. 1991-93 CURRENT OPERATIONS ACT. "TO MAKE BASE BUDGET AND EXPANSION 
BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS FOR CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, 
AND AGENCIES, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1246. EDUCATION PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR VARIOUS EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS.” Appropriates from the General Fund $80,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium to 
the Youth and Family Counselling Service for the Grimes Alternative School Model Program, in 
Davidson County. Appropriates from the General Fund $40,000 for each year of 1991-93 bien- 
nium to Bringing It All Back Home Study Center at Appalachian State University. Appropriates 
from the General Fund $50,000 in each year of 1991-93 biennium to the McDowell County Board 
of Education for the McSmiles Program. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1247. BUNCOMBE AREA APPROPRIATIONS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR VARIOUS 
OPERATIONS, CONSTRUCTION, AND IMPROVEMENT PURPOSES IN BUNCOMBE COUNTY.” 
Appropriates $480,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from the General Fund to the Mountain Area Health 
Education Center for a high risk obstetrical clinic. Appropriates $350,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from 
the General Fund to the Dep’t of Agriculture for use by the Western North Carolina Agriculture 
Center at Fletcher. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1248. INCREASE BILLBOARD TAX. "TO INCREASE THE PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX ON 
OUTDOOR ADVERTISING." Amends GS 105-86(a) to require privilege license tax for each outdoor 
advertising structure as follows: if within 1,000 feet of centerline of National System of Interstate 
and Defense Highway, $500; if within 1,000 feet of Federal Aid or North Carolina Primary 

_ Highway Systems, $400; others, $250. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Finance. 


H 1249. CLOSE TAX LOOPHOLES. "TO PROVIDE TAX FAIRNESS BY CLOSING LOOPHOLES AND 
_ ELIMINATING SPECIAL EXEMPTIONS IN THE SALES TAX AND BEVERAGE TAX LAWS.” Sales 
tax amendments. Amends GS 105-164.3 to repeal 1% state sales tax brackets and limit the 2% 
bracket to sales of manufactured homes with $300 cap, thereby subjecting to the general 3% 
rate (and therefore the 2% local rate as weil) sales of aircraft, boats, and railroad rolling stock 
and all items now subject to the 1% rate. Also repeals portions of the sales tax statutes which 
exempi the following items from the state 3% rate: custom computer programs; receipts from 
coin operated laundry equipment; sale of fertilizer for non-commercial use; sale of seeds for non- 
commercial use; sale of supplies to laundries and dry cleaners; lease or rental of motion pictures, 
except to State prison system, public school, or nonprofit religious or charitable organization; 
lease or rental of films and recordings to radio and TV stations; sale of fuel to ocean-going 
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vessels; sales of newspapers and magazines door-to-door; items purchased solely for export to a 
foreign country; newspaper advertising supplements; spiritous liquor; and sales of paper, ink, and 
other supplies to commercial printers and publishers. (Except for spiritous liquor and mixed 
drinks, effect of these repeals is to subject those sales to local sales tax as well; under the 
amendments, spiritous liquor would become subject to state 3% tax and mixed drinks would 
become exempt from local sales tax). Repeals GS 105-164.14(b) which now authorizes sales tax 
refunds to certain nonprofit hospitals, educational institutions, churches, orphanages, and other 
nonprofit charitable or religious institutions. Sales tax amendments effective July 1, 1992. 
Beverage tax amendment. Amends GS 105-113.56A to repeal the 8% discount allowed on soft 
drink taxes due. Beverage tax amendment effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Colton. Referred to Finance. 


H 1250. PUBLIC SCHOOL ACT OF 1991. "TO ENACT THE PUBLIC SCHOOL ACT OF 1991." 

Teacher salary schedule. Appropriates from the General Fund to a Reserve for Teachers’ 
Salary Increases $51,165,025 for fiscal 1991-92 to implement a 30-step salary schedule and 
annual longevity payments of 2.5% of base salary for teachers who have completed 25 years of 
state service. Beginning July 1, 1991, the salary schedule for “A” teachers begins at $1,981 per 
month and ranges up to $3,623 for teachers with 29 or more years experience. Beginning July 1, 
1991, the salary schedule for "G” teachers begins at $2,105 per month and ranges up to $3,851 
for teachers with 29 or more years experience. The rules adopted by the State Bd. of Ed. for 
allocating funds shall provide for a 7.5% salary increase for teachers with certification based on 
academic preparation at the 6-year degree level, a 10% salary increase for teachers with certifi- 
cation based on academic preparation at the doctoral levei, and annual longevity pay of 2.5% of 
base salary on the completion of 25 years of state service. Appropriates from the General Fund 
to a Reserve for Teachers’ Salary Increases $59,805,286 for fiscal 1992-93 to move teachers one 
step on the 30-step salary schedule and to fund longevity pay. 

Basic Education Program. Amends GS 115C-81(a) to direct the State Board of Education 
(SBE) to review the BEP to simplify the program, especially the standard course of study and the 
core curriculum and to assure that the program carries out the General Assembly’s intent to pro- 
vide all students equal access to the program. Amends GS 115C-12(9) to direct SBE to adopt 
rules requiring each local school unit to implement fully the standard course of study in every 
school in accordance with the BEP and to establish benchmarks by which to measure the pro- 
gress of each local school board in implementing the BEP. Amends GS 115C-238.6(a) to prohibit 
the SBE from permitting the use of funds for teachers for expanded programs under the BEP for 
any other purpose. Directs the Dep’t of Public Instruction (DPI) to report to the Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee and to the General Assembly before May 1, 1992, on the meth- 
ods used to measure student achievement. Appropriates from the General Fund to DPI 
$28,907,374 in fiscal 1991-92 and $28,907,374 in 1992-93 to complete the funding of teachers 
for expanded programs under the BEP. 

Equalization funding. Appropriates from the General Fund to the DP! $15 million in each 
year of 1991-93 biennium for equalization funds for schools. These funds shall be allocated to 
low-income counties on the basis of a formula based on the adjusted property tax base per stu- 
dent for the county and the per capita income for the county. Counties that receive this funding 
must maintain an effective county tax rate that is at least 100% of the state average effective tax 
rate in ihe most recent year for which data are available. 

Extended school day. Amends GS 115C-84(a) to urge local school boards to expand the 
length of the school day so that it includes at least 6 hours of instructional time. 

School to work transition. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public 
Education $2,500,000 in fiscal 1991-92 to implement "Tech Prep,” as mandated by GS 115C- 
81(a1). as amended. Amends GS 115C-81(a1) to provide that vocational education under the BEP 
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shall emphasize increased student work skill attainment and job placement, increased linkages 
between public schools and community colleges, and instruction and experience in all aspects of 
the industry the students are preparing to enter. 

Outcome-based education. Enacts new Art. 16, GS Ch. 115C, to establish a pilot outcome- 
based education program (outcome-based education measures achievement periodically through- 
out the learning process and is the criteria for high school graduation). Directs the SBE to select 
four sites to participate in an outcome-based education program for five fiscal years beginning 
with 1992-93. Directs SBE to adopt expectations for student achievement consistent with the 
goals recommendead by the Nat’l Governors’ Association in 1990. SBE after consulting with 
various agencies and groups, to adopt, no later than June 15, 1992, proficiencies to be used by 
the four sites to develop their projects. The proficiencies shail be in writing, reading, and mathe- 
matics. No later than Oct. 10, 1991, the SBE is to develop a competitive process for selecting 
the four project sites. No later than Feb. 29, 1992, local school units shall submit their proposals 
to the DPI for projects. Dep’t shall make its recommendations to the SBE regarding site selection 
by April 30, 1992, and the SBE shall select the four sites no later than June 15, 1992. The 
project sites shall develop plans for their program from June 15, 1992, through March 15, 1993, 
and no later than March 15, 1993, shall submit their plans to the DPI. The plans shall describe 
the outcome-based education model to be followed and the needed amount of local autonomy 
(freedom from state regulations). By June 15, 1993, the SBE shall approve the plans, approve 
them as modified, or reject them. The DPI and the SBE shall review and assess the projects 
annually. The State Auditor is directed to make a program audit of the program following its first 
two years. Directs SBE is directed to report to the General Assembly on the projects no later 
than March 15, 1998. Appropriates from the General Fund to the DPI $4 million for fiscal 1992-93 
to implement the program at the 4 sites, funds to be allocated on the basis of $500 for each 
state-funded certificated employee participating in the program, and states the General 
Assembly’s intent to appropriate $4,000,000 each year for the 1993-94 through 1996-97 fiscal 
years for the program. 

School administrator training and certification. Amends GS 115C-284 to prohibit the SBE 
from issuing provisional certificates for principals and assistant principals. Declares it to be state 
policy to provide high-quality training and certification programs for principals and assistant princi- 
pals, and directs the SBE, in cooperation with the UNC Bd. of Gov. and other agencies, to refine 
the certification requirements, standards for approval of institutions of principal and assistant prin- 
cipal education, standards for institution-based innovative and experimental programs, and stan- 
dards for improved efficiencies in the administration of the approved programs. Amends GS 
115C-289 to provide that all assistant principals shail either hold or be qualified to hold a prin- 
Cipal’s certificate, without exception. Adds new GS 115C-12.1 to require the State Bd. to estab- 
lish minimum training requirements for members of the State Bd., and requires all members to 
participate in the training. Adds new GS 115C-50 to require members of local school bds. to 
receive 12 hours of training annually, such training to be provided by the Institute of Government, 
the NC School Bds. Ass’n, or other qualified sources, at the choice of the local bd. Amends GS 
- 116-11.2 to direct the UNC Bd. of Gov. to direct the constituent institutions with programs in 
education administration to revise the programs to reflect any increased standards required for 
programs approved by the State Bd. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $150,000 for fiscal 
1991-92 and $570,000 for fiscal 1992-93 to expand the Principals Executive Program at the 
Institute of Government. The $150,000 in 1991-92 and $150,000 in 1992-93 shall be used to 
expand the program at Chapel Hill; $420,000 for 1992-93 shall be used to provide the program at 
additional sites throughout the state and to offer the program to assistant principals.

H 1251. TEACHER ASST. SALARY SCHEDULE. "7O REVISE THE SALARY SCHEDULE FOR 
NONCERTIFIED PUBLIC SCHOOL PERSONNEL WHO ARE CLASSIFIED AS TEACHER ASSISTANTS, 
AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE REVISED SCHEDULE." Sets the salary sched- 
ule for noncertified teaching assistants effective July 1, 1991, ranging from entry level of $1,134 
per month to $2,115 per month with 30 years service. Provides that experience as a teacher or 
teaching assistant shall count as years of experience for purposes of the above salary scale. 
Allocates funds equal to 1% of each administrative unit’s state appropriation for teaching 
assistants, to provide for salary bonuses for teaching assistants with education beyond minimum 
job requirements. Provides that longevity payments are not included in the above schedule and 
that this schedule applies to teaching assistants paid with local funds. Effective July 1, 1991. 
introduced by Colton. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1252. REVENUE DEP’T AUTOMATION FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO CONTINUE AUTOMATION OF ITS INTEGRATED TAX 
ADMINISTRATION SYSTEM AND TO REQUIRE THE STATE TREASURER TO STUDY THE BENEFITS 
OF USING ELECTRONIC FUNDS TRANSFER FOR RECEIPT OF PAYMENTS TO OTHER STATE 
AGENCIES." Similar to S 890, introduced 5/9. Appropriates $5.7 million for fiscal 1991-92 and 
$7.25 for fiscal 1992-93 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Revenue to be used for the 
development and operation of an automation plan (“plan”) to enhance its integrated tax admini- 
stration system. Plan is restricted to the acquisition of necessary equipment and software, secur- 
ing the services of third party vendors and necessary operating personnel. The following 
procedures and limitations apply: 

(1) Dep’t is to report to the Information Technology Comm’n created in GS 143B-426.21 on 
the proposed implementation and anticipated effectiveness of the plan in sufficient detail to il- 
lustrate the cost of various components of the plan and to demonstrate that additional revenue 
collections will exceed annual costs of the automation. 

(2) Before continuing plan beyond the first fiscal year for which appropriations are made, 
Dep't is to report its conclusions about the continuation or termination of all or any part of the 
plan to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

(3) Dep’t may purchase or finance the purchase of property by installment contracts that 
create in the property purchased a security interest to secure payment of the purchase price to 
the seller or to an individual or entity advancing moneys or supplying financing for the purchase 
transaction. Prohibits nonsubtitution clause in contract entered into under this subdivision that 
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restricts State’s rights to continue to provide a service or activity or to replace or provide a substi- 
tute for any fixture, improvement, project, or property financed or purchased pursuant to the con- 
tract. Forbids deficiency judgment against State in any action for breach of a contractual 
obligation authorized by subdivision and forbids direct or indirect pledge or State’s taxing power 
to secure any money due under a contract authorized by this subdivision. 

(4) Sec’y of Revenue is to consult with State Treasurer before approving any arrangements 
entered into with third-party vendors that involve remittance of funds by electronic fund transfer, 
so that both agencies needs and concerns may be considered and addressed. 

Directs the Dep’t of State Treasurer to study the feasibility of receiving all payments due to 
state agencies through electronic transfer of funds and to determine the costs and additional 
investment earnings that receipt of funds through electronic transfer would produce. Requires the 
State Treasurer to report the results of this study to the Speaker of the House and the President 
Pro Tempore of the Senate on or before the first day of the 1992 session of the general 
assembly. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Appropriations.. 


H 1253. MODIFY MAIL ORDER SALES TAX. "7O MODIFY THE MAIL ORDER SALES TAX." GS 
105-164.3(5) defines the term "engaged in business” for the purpose of determining whether a 
retailer is engaged in making mail order sales subject to the NC sales tax. GS 105-164.8 now 
specifies conditions that subject a retailer making a mail order sale to the tax. This bill repeals 
GS 105-164.8 and amends GS 105-164.3(5) to provide that a person is engaged in business if he 
sells or delivers tangible personal property for use in NC and (1) maintains a business premises 
in NC, (2) has an agent in NC who solicits orders or delivers property, (3) maintains tangible 
personal property in NC for lease or rental, (4) systematically solicits orders in NC through broad- 
cast media, billboards, or a publisher located in NC, or (5) solicits orders in NC by any means 
and uses telecommunications, banking, or debt collection services in NC.

H 1254. MANUFACTURED HOME SALES TAX. "7O INCREASE THE STATE SALES TAX ON 
MANUFACTURED HOMES." Amends GS 105-164.4(a)(1a) to increase tax on retail sales of manu- 
factured homes to 2.67% with a cap of $400 (currently 2% with $300 cap). Effective July 1, 1991 
and applicable to sales made on or after that date.

H 1255. SALES TAX ON GOV’T PURCHASES. "7O PROVIDE FOR UNIFORM SALES TAX 
TREATMENT OF GOVERNMENT PURCHASES.” Repeals GS 105-164.13(40) (sales tax exemption 
for sales to Dep’t of Transportation). Effective July 1, 1991 and to sales made on or after that 
date.

H 1256. CORPORATE TAX THROWBACK RULE. "TO PROVIDE THAT IN APPORTIONING 
CORPORATE INCOME TO THIS STATE FOR TAX PURPOSES, SALES DELIVERED TO ANOTHER 
STATE WHERE THEY ARE NOT TAXABLE ARE TREATED AS SALES IN THIS STATE." Amends GS 
105-130.4(!) to provide that sales of tangible personal property are in this state if property is 
either received in state by a purchaser other than the US government or is shipped from this 
State to the US government or a taxpayer that is not taxable in the state of the purchaser. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Finance. 
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H 1257. MODIFY REAPPRAISAL SCHEDULE. "TO REQUIRE A GENERAL REAPPRAISAL OF REAL 
PROPERTY WHEN THE LEVEL OF ASSESSMENT IN THE COUNTY IS SIGNIFICANTLY BELOW FAIR 
MARKET VALUE." GS 105-289(h) now requires the Dep’t of Revenue to conduct annual sales/ 
assessment ratio studies for each county and to determine the median ratio for each county. This 
bill requires the Dep’t to determine the coefficient of dispersion as well, and to calculate for each 
county an “assessment factor” by adding together the reciprocal of the median ratio and the 
coefficient of dispersion. GS 105-286 now requires counties to conduct a general reappraisal of 
real property at least once in every eight years and makes provision for a “horizontal adjustment” 
of values in the fourth year of the octennial cycle. This bill repeals the fourth-year horizontal ad- 
justment, retains the basic octennial reappraisal requirement, and modifies the provisions for ad- 
vancing a scheduled octennial reappraisal as follows. When a county’s assessment factor 
exceeds 50, the county would be required to conduct a general reappraisal as of Jan. 1 of the 
second year thereafter. However, if the Dep’t of Revenue determines that the county’s 
assessment factor has exceeded 50 because of inequitable appraised values within defined types 
or categories of real property or within defined geographic areas, the Dep’t may authorize a one- 
year delay in the required reappraisal in order to permit the county to correct the inequities under 
the reappraisal authority conferred by GS 105-287 (that is, consistently with the values, standards 
and rules adopted in conjunction with the last reappraisal). If the assessment factor does not 
exceed 50 in the following year, the county would resume its normal octennial cycle; otherwise, 
the county would be required to conduct a general reappraisal as of Jan. 1 of the second year 
thereafter. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 1992.

H 1258. LUXURY TAX. "7O IMPOSE A LUXURY TAX ON EXPENSIVE PASSENGER VEHICLES, 
BOATS, AIRCRAFT, JEWELRY, AND FURS." Amends GS 105-164.3(2) to define the term "Code” to 
mean the Internal Revenue Code as enacted as of Jan. 1, 1991. Adds GS 105-164.4A to impose 
a privilege tax on retail sales of luxury items subject to the federal retail excise tax under Subch. 
A of Ch. 31 of Subtitle D of the Code. This tax is to be equal to 1/3 of the federal tax and shall 
be collected and administered in the same manner as taxes levied in GS 105-164.4. Effective July 
1, 1991.

H 1259. ADOPTION SUBSIDY INCREASE. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE 
ADOPTION SUBSIDY RATE TO THE SAME RATE AS THE FOSTER CARE BOARD RATE." 
Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services 
$511,113 for 1991-92 and $532,660 for 1992-93 to increase the adoption subsidy rate from $150 
to $265 per child per month. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1269. CHILD PROTECTION ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA CHILD PROTECTION 
ACT OF 1991 AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS.” Creates GS Ch. 143, Art. 62, regarding child fatal- 
ity prevention. GS 143-573 creates 24 member child fatality task force consisting of 11 specified 
State agency representatives and 13 members whose expertise is specified, with three of these 
appointed by Governor, four by the speaker and four by the President Pro Tempore. The chair is 
to be elected by the task force. The task force is to be convened by October 1, 1991. GS 143- 
574 previces that task force duties include studies of child deaths and development of a system 
for multidisciplinary review of child deaths. GS 143-575 creates eight member child fatality review 
team consisting of the chief medical examiner, who chairs the team, six specified state agency 
members, and the pediatrician appointed to the task force pursuant to GS 143-573. GS 143-576 
provid=s that the state team is to review those child deaths attributed to child abuse or neglect. 
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GS 143-577 requires a preliminary report within the first week of the convening of the 1992 
session of the 1991 General Assembly and a final report within the first week of convening of the 
1993 General Assembly, at which time the task force expires. GS 143-578 provides the task force 
and state team access to all medical records, hospital records, and state and local records (in- 
cluding police, medical examiner, health, mental health, and social service records) to the extent 
necessary to carry out the duties of the task force, provided that any confidential information 
obtained remains confidential. The Dep’ts of Environment, Health, and Natural Resource, Human 
Resources, Justice, and the State Board of Health are directed to adopt joint rules to ensure full 
cooperation with the task force and review team. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources $90,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium for the 
review team and $100,000 in 1991-92 and $75,000 in 1992-93 for the task force. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services $5 
million in 1991-92 and $10 million in 1992-93 as follows: (1) $800,000 in 1991-92 and $1 million in 
1992-93 for Child Protective Services Program; (2) $200,000 in 1991-92 for a contract for a study 
of child protective services; (3) $500,000 in 1991-92 and $1 million in 1992-93 for intensive family 
preservation services; (4) $3.5 millionin 1991-92 and $8 million in 1992-93 to county social service 
departments for investigation of child abuse or neglect and provision of protective and preventive 
services. The Div’n of Social Services is directed to prepare a report on improving child protective 
services by March 15, 1992. 

Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1261. MOUNTAIN AREA STUDY. "70 ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT STUDY COMMISSION TO 
STUDY THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN LOCAL INFRASTRUCTURE, CONSERVATION OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND LAND RESOURCES MANAGEMENT IN THE STATE MOUNTAIN AREAS." Creates 
15 member study commission consisting of four senators and three local government/public 
sector members appointed by the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, four representatives and 
three local government/public sector representative appointed by the Speaker, and one member 
chosen by these 14 members. A senator and representative are to be designated co-chairs by the 
President Pro Tempore and Speaker respectively. The commission is to study land use manage- 
ment, meet with citizens, and evaluate alternatives from other states. A final report is to be made 
on or before the first day of the 1993 session of the General Assembly and the commission 
terminates upon making its report. Appropriates from General Fund to the General Assembly 
$30,000 in both 1991-92 and 1992-93 for commission expenses. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by N. Crawford. Referred to Rules. 


H 1262. SOU. TECHNOLOGY COUNCIL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE SOUTHERN 
TECHNOLOGY COUNCIL TO MODERNIZE SMALL AND MEDIUM SIZE MANUFACTURERS." 
Appropriates $20,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from the General Fund to the Southern Technology 
Council to assist small manufacturers in upgrading their technological capabilities and to promote 
collaboration among such manufacturers. Provides that this appropriation must be matched dollar 
for dollar by non-state funds. Effective July 1, 1991.

_H 1263. LRC STUDY SEX OFFENSE EVIDENCE. "JO/NT RESOLUTION TO AUTHORIZE THE

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H 1264. OSHA TRAINING FUNDS. "7O CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY 
AND HEALTH ACT SAFETY FUND FOR STATE EMPLOYEES." Adds GS 95-139.1 to create cited 
non-reverting Fund to be administered by Office of State Personnel to provide occupational safety 
and health training to state employees. Provides that all civil penalties assessed against state 
agencies for OSHA violations shall be placed in the Fund. Makes conforming amendment to GS 
126-4. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1265. PENDER/MAPLE HILL FUNDS. "7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE PENDER COUNTY 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR THE MAPLE HILL RURAL MEDICAL CENTER CONSTRUCTION 
PROJECT." Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective 
July 1, 1991.

H 1266. HAZ. WASTE MANAGEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
MANAGEMENT OF HAZARDOUS WASTE IN NORTH CAROLINA THROUGH THE REDUCTION OF 
HAZARDOUS WASTE GENERATION." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, & Natural Resources $5 million for each year of 1991-93 biennium to support technical 
assistance program for hazardous waste reduction. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1267. CYSTIC FIBROSIS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ADULTS WITH CYSTIC 
FIBROSIS WHO ARE ELIGIBLE FOR SERVICES UNDER CURRENT INCOME ELIGIBILITY LEVELS.” 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, $50,000 
for each year of 1991-93 biennium for cited purpose. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1268. CORPORATE INCOME TAX TO 8%. "TO INCREASE THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX 
FROM SEVEN PERCENT TO EIGHT PERCENT.” Amends GS 105-130.3 as title indicates. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Finance. 


H 1269. TAX BANK DEPOSITS ABOVE $5,000. "TO RESTORE THE INTANGIBLES TAX ON MONEY 
ON DEPOSIT, REPEALED IN 1985." Reenacts GS 105-199 to impose an intangibles tax at the rate 
of $.10 per $100 on bank accounts with a quarterly balance in excess of $5,000. Tax does not 
apply to deposits by a bank in another bank, to deposits of the state, local governments, or the 
United States, to deposits representing the actual payment of benefits to World War veterans by 
the United States, to deposits by nonresident individuals and foreign corporations when not re- 
lated to NC activities, or to deposits of foreign and alien insurance companies that pay the 2.5% 
gross premium tax levied by GS 105-228.5. 

Dep't of Revenue is to distribute the tax proceeds to the county in which the tax was col- 
lected, and the proceeds shall be divided between the county and the municipalities therein on 
the basis of the proportion of each unit’s ad valorem tax levy. 

Amends GS 105-213.1 (additional appropriations of intangibles tax revenues to counties and 
municipalities) to provide that as soon as practical after July 1, 1992, the Dep’t of Revenue shall 
allocate to each county the amount of funds allocated to the county under that section the pre- 
ceding year, plus or minus a sum that equals the product of this amount and the percentage by 
which state disposable personal income has increased or decreased during the most recent 12- 
month period for which state personal income data has been compiled by the Bureau of 
Economic Analysis of the U.S. Dep’t of Commerce, and minus the amount allocated to the county 
under GS 105-199. Thereafter, by August 30 of each year, the Dep’t of Revenue shall allocate to 
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each county the amount of funds allocated to the county under that section the preceding year, 
plus or minus a sum that equals the product of this amount and the percentage by which state 
disposable personal income has increased or decreased during the most recent 12-month period 
for which state personal income data has been compiled by the Bureau of Economic Analysis. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1991.

H 1270. MENTAL HEALTH FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES, DIVISION OF MENTAL HEALTH, DEVELOPMENT DISABILITIES, AND SUBSTANCE 
ABUSE SERVICES, FOR COMMUNITY EDUCATION ON MENTAL HEALTH ISSUES." Appropriates 
from General Fund to cited agency $25,000 for fiscal 1991-92 to enhance community awareness 
of long-range effects of neglecting needs of emotionally disturbed youths. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1271. CRAVEN SEPTIC TANK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CRAVEN COUNTY TO 
ASSIST WITH EXPENSES OF A PILOT PROJECT TO DEVELOP ON-SITE ALTERNATIVE SEWAGE 
TREATMENT SYSTEMS AND MANAGEMENT SCHEMES FOR THOSE SYSTEMS." Appropriates from 
General Fund $45,000 for fiscal 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1 1991. 

introduced by Wainwright. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1272. WORKERS’ COMP PREMIUM TAX UP. "TO INCREASE THE TAX ON WORKERS’ 
COMPENSATION INSURANCE PREMIUMS AND TO DEDICATE PART OF THE ADDITIONAL TAX 
REVENUE FOR SUPPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION.” Amends GS 105-228.5 to increase 
the tax rate on Worker’s Compensation insurance premiums to 2.75% (now, 2.5%), plus an addi- 
tional .25% as a special purpose tax to be used for operating expenses of the Industrial Comm’n. 
Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1273. LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYEE RETIREMENT. "TO ALLOW EMPLOYEES OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY TO RECEIVE RETIREMENT CREDIT FOR FULL-TIME TEMPORARY SERVICE WITH 
OTHER STATE AGENCIES.” GS 135-4(e) now provides that a member of the Teachers’ and State 
Employees’ Retirement System who has obtained 60 months aggregate service as employee of 
the General Assembly (other than as a member, intern, or page) may purchase TSERS credit for 
that service by making lump sum payment equal to what he would have contributed had he been 
TSERS member on the first day of such employment. This bill amends that provision to allow the 
employee, in calculating the 60 months service, to include credit for any full-time temporary serv- 
ice with other state agencies. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1274. RAISE DEED STAMP TAX. "TO INCREASE THE STAMP TAX ON TRANSFERS OF REAL 
PROPERTY TO GENERATE FUNDS FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENTS.” Amends GS 105-228.30 to in- 
crease the real estate excise stamp tax to $1 on each $500 of consideration (now, $.50). 
Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1276. MODIFY MACHINERY SALES TAX. "70 REMOVE THE EIGHTY-DOLLAR SALES TAX CAP 
ON INDUSTRIAL MACHINERY." Amends GS 105-164.4(a) to subject to the 1% state sales tax with- 
out the $80 cap: sales of mill machinery, parts and accessories; sales of central office equipment 
and switchboard and PBX equipment to telephone companies, sales of machinery to laundries 
and dry cleaners, sales of freezer locker plant machinery, and sales of broadcasting equipment 
and towers to radio and TV stations. Leaves sales of farm machinery subject to 1% rate with $80 
cap. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Bowen. Referred to Finance. 


H 1277. REMEDY CERTAIN WATER WITHDRAWALS. "TO CLARIFY THE STATE POLICY 
REGARDING WATER WITHDRAWALS AND TO PROVIDE REMEDIES FOR WATER WITHDRAWALS 
WHICH ARE CONTRARY TO PUBLIC POLICY.” Adds GS 143-215.22A to provide that it is against 
NC public policy to withdraw water from major river or reservoir, either within or without NC, if all 
of the following are present: (1) withdrawal is sufficient to reverse natural flow, (2) withdrawal will 
cause water naturally moving between two points in NC to flow instead out of NC, and (3) 
substantial portions of the water are not returned to the river system after use. Provides that 
withdrawal shall be enjoined if action brought by State in superior court of any county bordering 
such reservoir or river shows that the above policy has been violated. If withdrawal occurs, with- 
drawing party is liable to the State for damages in amount equal to maximum value of water 
withdrawn as if water were put to its most valuable theoretical use, taking into account continuing 
nature of the withdrawal and potential that maximum value of the water may increase in the 
future as result of scarcity and other factors. Appropriates $5,000 from General Fund to Dep't of 
Environment, Health, & Natural Resources for 1991-92 to implement act. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by J. Crawford. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1278. AUCTIONEERS FEES. "TO CHANGE CERTAIN FEES CHARGED BY THE AUCTIONEERS 
COMMISSION." Amends GS 85B-6 to set Auctioneers Comm’n fees as follows: apprentice auc- 
tioneer license application, $50; one-year apprentice license, $25; auctioneer license application, 
$50; auctioneer license examination, $25; one-year auctioneer license, $100; auction firm license 
application, $50; auction firm examination fee, $25; one-year auction firm license, $100; and 
reinstatement of expired license, $25. Makes all fees non-refundable. Directs Comm’n to charge 
fee for licenses issued to nonresidents commensurate with fees charged NC residents, or fee 
levied on NC licensee by applicant’s resident state, whichever is greater amount.

H 1279. EQUALIZE HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. "TO EQUALIZE THE HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION 
AND TO PHASE OUT THE STATE REIMBURSEMENT TO LOCALITIES FOR A PORTION OF THE LOST 
TAX REVENUE.” Amends GS 105-277.1 to change the method of granting the homestead exemp- 
tion from property taxes as follows. The amount of the exemption to be granted each year shall 
be the amount by which the appraised value of a manufactured home that is a permanent resi- 
dence exceeds the average appraised value of a manufactured home that is a permanent resi- 
dence in the county, or the amount by which the appraised value of real property that is a 
permanent residence exceeds the average, appraised value of real property that is a permanent 
residence in the county. Persons eligible for the homestead exemption must be NC residents, be 
at least 65 years old or totally and permanently disabled, and have an income for the immediately 
preceding calendar year of not more than the average state personal income, based on the most 
recent state personal income data compiled by the Bureau of Economic Analysis, U.S. Dep’t of 
Commerce. “Income” for this purpose means adjusted gross income, as defined in section 62, 
Internal Revenue Code, plus all tax-exempt interest and dividends; for married applicants residing 
with their spouses, the income of both spouses must be included. 
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Amends GS 105-277.1A to phase out the state reimbursement to cities and counties for 
revenue lost through the homestead exemption. For the 1992 tax year, the amount of the reim- 
bursement is reduced from the current 50% of the lost revenue to 40%; beginning with a 
county’s first revaluation or horizontal adjustment effective after July 1, 1993, the county and mu- 
nicipalities therein will receive no reimbursement. 

Effective for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1992.

H 1280. STUDY HEALTH DIVISIONS TRANSFER. "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE

DIVISIONS FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES TO THE NEW DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES." As title indicates. Authorizes report to 
1992 session or 1993 session or both.

H 1281. INCREASE DAM SAFETY. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, 
AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO COMPILE AN INVENTORY OF AND INSPECT SMALL DAMS AND TO 
REQUIRE DEVELOPERS AND BUILDERS TO FILE A MAP OR PLAT WITH THE DEPARTMENT 
SHOWING EXISTING OR PLANNED DAMS PRIOR TO OBTAINING A BUILDING PERMIT OR 
RECORDING A SUBDIVISION PLAT.” Requires Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural 
Resources to inventory and inspect dams that are less than 15 feet in height or whose impound- 
ment capacity is less than 10 acre-feet of water. Creates GS 143-215.38 to require person seek- 
ing subdivision or building permit approval to file a map with the Dep’t showing the location, size 
and impoundment capacity of such existing or planned small dam on the affected tract of land, 
with the Dep’t to issue the filer a certification of compliance upon filing. A fee of up to $10 may 
be charged for each map filed. Amends GS 39-32.5 to require plats to show such dams and have 
Dep’t certification prior to recordation. Amends GS 153A-357 and 160A-417 to require registration 
prior to issuance of building permits. Appropriates $225,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources in both 1991-92 and 1992-93 for implementation of 
requirements. Effective October 1, 1991 and applies to plats recorded and building permits ap- 
plied for on or after that date.

H 1282. PAY TAX BY ELECTRONIC TRANSFER. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE TO ALLOW OR REQUIRE PAYMENT OF TAXES BY ELECTRONIC FUNDS TRANSFER." 
Amends GS 105-241 to add provision that Secretary of Revenue may adopt rules prescribing 
where taxes are to be paid and whether taxes must be paid in cash, by check, by electronic 
funds transfer, or otherwise. Provides that taxpayers paying by draft remain liable for tax until 
draft is paid. Revises provisions for tax liens. Makes conforming amendments to GS 105-130.19, 
-157, -160.7, and -164.18. Effective October 1, 1991.

H 1283. INDEX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION-2. "TO [INDEX THE AMOUNT OF THE PROPERTY TAX 
HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION AND THE AMOUNT OF THE INCOME LIMIT FOR ELIGIBILITY FOR THE

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H 1284. END CORPORATE TAX BREAKS. "7O ELIMINATE SPECIAL INTEREST CORPORATE TAX 
BREAKS.” 

Multi-state apportionment formula. Amends GS 105-130.4 to provide that the formula for 
apportioning the taxable income of multi-state corporations will give equal weight to the property 
factor, the payroll factor and the sales factor (now, sales factor weighted twice). Effective for tax 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991. 

Computing state taxable income. Repeals the following deductions from federal taxable 
income now allowed in computing state taxable income for corporation income tax purposes: (1) 
deductible portion of dividends as determined under GS 105-130.7; (2) expenses incurred in re- 
forestation and cultivation of commercially grown trees; (3) eligible income of certain international 
banking facilities. Repeals GS 105-130.5(F) concerning non-inclusion in state taxable income of 
exempt foreign trade income as defined in IRC Sec. 923. Effective for tax years beginning on or 
after Jan. 1, 1991. 

Business Investment Tax Credits. Amends GS 105-163.011 and GS 53A-46 to eliminate 
business investment tax credit for investments made on or after Dec. 31, 1991, and repeals those 
sections effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993 (repeal does not affect carry- 
over credits). Contains transitional provisions. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Finance. 


H 1285. REDUCE SALES TAX ON FOOD. "TO REDUCE THE STATE SALES TAX ON FOOD." 
Amends GS 105-164.4 to reduce the state sales tax on food for human consumption to 2%, 
defined to include basic food products, prepared food sold by grocery stores for off-premises 
consumption, and boarding house meals but specifically not including: alcoholic beverages, cock- 
tail mixes, soft drinks and other items subject to soft drink tax, candy, chewing gum, popped 
corn, dietary supplements, prepared meals sold for on- or off-premises consumption (except when 
furnished to employees as part of compensation), and food sold through vending machines. The 
effect of placing food in a 2% state sales tax category is to exempt it from existing local sales 
taxes. The bill therefore amends the Local Government Sales and Use Tax Act (GS Ch. 105, Art. 
39) to authorize counties to levy a 1% sales tax on sale of food subject to the state 2% tax. 
Makes special provision for the Mecklenburg County sales tax. 

Introduced by Luebke. Referred to Finance. 


H 1286. RAISE TOBACCO TAX/REFERENDUM. "TO INCREASE TAXES ON TOBACCO TO PROVIDE 
FUNDS FOR EDUCATION, SUBJECT TO APPROVAL BY THE VOTERS OF THE STATE." Calls for a 
referendum Nov. 5, 1991, on increasing the tax on tobacco to provide funds for education, ballot 
to pose two separate questions. The first question is whether there should be additional taxes on 
tobacco to provide funds to be used only for public schools, community colleges, and the UNC 
system. The second question poses 3 alternative taxes to be chosen: (1) an increase in the tax 
on cigarettes sold in NC from 2 cents to 12 cents per pack; (2) a tax of 2 cents per pack on 
cigarettes manufactured in NC; or (3) a tax on tobacco growers of $1 per pound of tobacco 
grown. Voters may vote for only one tax. If a majority of the votes are in favor of the tax increase 
proposed in the first question, and one of the options set forth in the second question receives 
more votes than the other two, then that tax option becomes effective Jan. 1, 1992. If a majority 
of the votes are in favor of the tax increase proposed in the first question, and there is a tie 
between two or more options set forth in the second question, and the tying options receive no 
less that the number of votes for the other option, then each of the options shall be imposed 
except that the rate for each tax shall be divided by the number of options that received a tie 
vote, and the options become effective Jan. 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Finance. 
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H 1287. OMNIBUS COURTS BILL. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE 
OF THE COURTS AND TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM NUMBER OF MAGISTRATES AUTHORIZED 
FOR CERTAIN COUNTIES." Makes the following appropriations to the Administrative Office of the

H 1288. INCOME TAX/TOBACCO TAX CHANGES. "TO PROVIDE TAX FAIRNESS BY INCREASING 
INCOME TAXES ON HIGH-INCOME PERSONS, ELIMINATING THE INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX CREDIT 
FOR NORTH CAROLINA DIVIDENDS, INCREASING THE CIGARETTE TAX, AND EXTENDING THE 
CIGARETTE TAX TO CIGARS AND SMOKELESS TOBACCO." 

Income tax brackets. Amends GS 105-134.1(a) to revise the individual income tax brackets 
as follows:

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 407. CONTINUE UTILITY REVIEW. Intro. 3/28. House amendment repeals GS 62-133.2 (fuel 
charge adjustments for electric utilities) effective July 1, 1997. Requires Utilities Commission to 
report to Joint Legislative Utility Review Committee on July 1, 1993 (and every two years thereaf- 
ter) summarizing the procedures used pursuant to GS 62-133.2 and whether that section should 
be continued, repealed, or amended, with said committee to make recommendation to the 1994 
session of the General Assembly (and every two years thereafter) on this subject. 


H 519. EMPLOYMENT AGENCY CHARGES. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute requires per- 
sonnel services to have a written job order from an employer before placing an applicant in a job 
with commission-based compensation. Specifies that an applicant has a right to file a complaint 
with the Commissioner of Labor is the applicant earns less than 80% of the compensation 
amount stated in the employer’s work order. 


H 586. BRUNSWICK BOARD TERMS. Intro. 4/3. House committee substitute changes title and 
subject matter of bill. New title reads: "TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM IN BRUNSWICK 
COUNTY ON THE QUESTIONS OF CHANGING THE TERMS OF OFFICE OF THE BRUNSWICK 
COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS AND THE BRUNSWICK COUNTY BOARD OF 
EDUCATION FROM FOUR YEARS TO TWO YEARS.” Calls for a referendum as title indicates at 
the Nov. 1991 election. 


H 708. VEHICLE LIEN PERFECTION DATE. Intro. 4/11. House amendment extends time within 
which application may be delivered to DMV from 10 days to 30 days after the date of the security 
agreement. 


H 777. RALEIGH CHARTER AMENDED. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/1. House amendment changes 


time for installing mandated smoke detectors from 120 to 180 days after enactment of ordinance 
requiring such and deletes provision regarding fees for solid wasie collection. 
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H 789. GASTONIA CHARTER REVISED. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute revises authority 
and procedures for special assessments and makes editorial change. 


H 869. COMMERCIAL LOANS FEES. Intro. 4/18. House committee substitute adds amendments 
to GS 1C-1601, concering bankruptcy exemptions, to provide that a debtor may retain free of the 
claims of his creditors: $10,000 worth of real property or personal property used as a residence; 
$3,500 worth of any property less any exemption taken for real property or property used as a 
residence; an interest of $1,500 of value in one motor vehicle; an interest of $3,500 in value for 
the debtor and $750 in value for each dependent, up to a total of $3,000 for dependents, in 
household furnishings and personal items, and up to $750 in value in professional books or tools 
of a trade. Clarifies that creditors may not obtain possession of a debtor’s household goods and 
furnishings in which the creditor holds a nonpossessory, nonpurchase money security interest until 
proceedings for designating such property as exempt have been properly completed. 

Recodifies section on loan fees as GS 24-1.1(d) & (e) and alters loan fee provisions to 
authorize a fee of 1/4 of 1% of the outstanding balance or $50, whichever is greater, for both 
origination fees and modification or renewal fees. Further amends GS 24-1.2A to state explicitly 
that modification or renewal fees for loans or extensions of credit under this section may not 
exceed the greater of 1/4 of 1% of the outstanding balance or $50. 

Further amends GS 24-10 to alter fees lenders may charge to persons or corporations 
which assume loans secured by real property. Authorizes a $400 fee if the mortgage or deed of 
trust contains a "due on sale” clause unless the original obligor is not released in which case the 
maximum fee is $125. Authorizes a $125 fee if the mortgage or deed of trust does not contain a 
due on sale” clause. Defines "due on sale.” Provides that if a bank or similar institution charges 
an fee for an appraisal conducted by an employee of the lender, the lender shall provide the 
borrower a copy of the appraisal upon request at no charge and shall inform the borrower in 
writing of the borrower’s right to obtain an independent appraisal. > 

Amends GS 24-11 to increase the maximum annual service charge that may be imposed on 
revolving charge accounts from $20 to $24. Allows lenders to impose a monthly fee of $2 on the 
balance of any revolving charge account which is not paid in full within 25 days of the billing date 
in lieu of an annual fee and allows lenders to impose a one late payment charge of $5 for ac- 
counts past due for 30 days. Amends GS 25A-14 to provide that the finance charge rate and the 
annual or monthly service charge for a consumer credit sale under a revolving charge account 
contract may not exceed the amounts set forth in GS 24-11. Clarifies that no default charges may 
be imposed on a revolving charge-account contract except for the late fee allowed by GS 24-11. 
Deletes amendments to GS 24-9 made in original bill. 


H 895. MOTOR VEHICLE WARRANTY WORK. Intro. 4/18. House amendment adds provisions: (1) 
excluding parts used to repair living facilities of recreational vehicles from coverage; (2) adding 
consideration of labor rates charged by dealers to retail customers; and (3) requiring rates and 
prices considered not be unreasonable. 


H 922. NOTIFY LIENHOLDER OF SETTLEMENT. Intro. 4/19. House amendment imposes notifica- 
tion requirement only if settlement check is in excess of $1,000, and provides act does not apply 
to liens recorded after date of the accident causing the property damage. 


H 970. NO PHYSICIAN’S PHARMACY PERMIT. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitue changes 
title to read: "TO REPEAL THE REQUIREMENT FOR PHYSICIANS TO OBTAIN A PHARMACY 
PERMIT AND TO REQUIRE PHYSICIANS WHO DISPENSE PRESCRIPTION DRUGS FOR A FEE 
TO REGISTER WITH THE BOARD OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS.” Amends GS 90-15.1 and repeals 
GS 90-85.21(b) as title indicates. Annual registration fee may not exceed $50. Effective Oct A, 
1991. 
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H 1005. NO DEATH PENALTY/RETARDATION. Intro. 4/19. House amendment adds provision that 
those ineligible for the death penalty under this act shall be sentenced to life imprisonment with- 
out eligibility for parole, good time or gain time, suspended sentence, or probation. 


H 1007. PLASTIC/GLASS CONTAINER DEPOSIT. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute re- 
places original bill with "AN ACT TO INCREASE THE LITTERING FINES IN THE GENERAL 
STATUTES AND AUTHORIZATION TO STUDY REQUIRING A DEPOSIT ON GLASS AND 
PLASTIC BEVERAGE CONTAINERS AND REQUIRING DEALERS AND REDEMPTION CENTERS 
TO ACCEPT RETURNED GLASS AND PLASTIC CONTAINERS AND REFUND THE DEPOSITS.” 
Amends GS 14-399 to increase littering fines as follows: (1) for noncommercial litter of less than 
15 pounds or 27 cubic feet, $100 to $500 (was $50 to $200) for first offense and $100 to $1000 
(was $50 to $500) for subsequent offenses; (2) for noncommmercial litter over 15 pounds or 27 
cubic feet but less than 500 pounds or 100 cubic feet, $100 to $1000 (was $50 to $500). 
Authorizes study as title indicates with interim report to 1992 session and final report to 1993 
General Assembly. 


H 1065. BOATING SAFETY EDUCATION. Intro. 4/22. House committee substitute adds provision 
for $10 fee for boating safety education certificate. 


H 1109. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute amends GS 
130A-290 to define “municipal solid waste management facility” as any approved facility that re- 
ceives municipal waste for processing or disposal. Does not include composted materials in cal- 
culations of waste reduction. Recodifies GS 130A-309.9, as amended by the original bill, into GS 
130A-309.9A, B, & C, and adjusts statutory references accordingly. Specifies that creating joint 
agencies pursuant to GS 153A-421 is an appropriate way to institute cooperative waste manage- 
ment programs contemplated by this article. Adds 130A-309.09D to require owners of private 
waste management facilities to comply with state and local solid waste management plans and to 
report to the Department of Environment, Health and Natural Resources on the amount of waste 
received and disposed of on an annual basis. As far as possible, these reports are to indicate the 
source of the waste recieved by county and copies of the report are to be sent to each county 
from which waste was received. Authorizes the Commission on Health Services to adopt rules to 
implement this act under the APA.

S 928. GENERAL PURPOSES BOND ACT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF SIX HUNDRED 
MILLION DOLLARS GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE 
QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, 
FOR GENERAL STATE PURPOSES.” Subject to voter approval at an election to be held on date 
fixed by the Governor's proclamation, but not later than Nov. 5, 1991, authorizes issuance of 
$600 million general obligation bonds of the State for the purposes and subject to limitations 
summarized below. Each category of bonds is to be a separate ballot proposition. Provides gen- 
erally for details of bond issuance and disbursement of proceeds. 

Head Start program bonds. Authorizes $5.65 million in bonds for purpose of providing a 
State contribution to local private nonprofit corporations and public agencies administering head 
start programs to pay for cost of classroom facilities, including land acquisition and computer 
hardware and software. 

Public school building bonds. Authorizes $40 million in bonds to pay cost of providing public 
school buildings and related capital outlay projects, but not including central administration, 
maintenance, or other facilities. Provides for allocation of proceeds to local school units by 
Comm’n on School Facility Needs in same manner as provided for application of money in 
Critical School Facility Needs Fund. 

Community College bonds. Authorizes $51.2 million in bonds to (1) facilitate acquisition of 
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instructional equipment through a Community College Equipment Revolving Loan Fund, (2) pro- 
vide grants in equal amounts to each community college for capital outlay purposes, and (3) 
make grants to particular community for specific capital outlay projects. Allocates $40,463,539 of 
bond proceeds for Equipment Revolving Loan Fund; loans to be made by State Board of 
Community Colleges on the basis of need and availability of funds, under criteria specified in bill. 
Allocates $2,900,000 of proceeds to make $50,000 grant to each community college for capital 
outlay purposes. Allocates $7,836,461 to fund 20 specific community college capital projects:

$3,046,900 for the following specific state parks capital projects:

Solid waste management. Authorizes $5 million state bonds with proceeds to be deposited 
in Solid Waste Management Loan Fund (GS Ch. 1591) and disbursed under statutes governing 
that fund. 

Area mental health facilities. Authorizes $25 million in state bonds for purpose of making 
grants to counties or to Area Menta! Health Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse 
Authorities for cost of land and buildings or improvements to existing buildings. Provides for 
grants to be awarded on basis of need and availability of funds by Sec’y of Human Resources on 
recommendation of Medical Care Comm'n. 

State buildings renovation. Authorizes $50 million in state bonds for cost of renoyating and 
equipping existing state buildings; specific projects to be undertaken to be chosen by Director of 
Office of State Budget and Management, subject to specific criteria in bill. 

Housing bonds. Authorizes $5 million in state bonds for deposit in NC Housing Trust Fund 
to be used to make ioans to eligible applications under procedures established in GS Ch. 122E. 

Public library bonds. Authorizes $10 million in state bonds to make grants to counties, 
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cities, and joint library systems for public library facilities. Provides for grants to be made by 
Dep’t of Cultural Resources. Grants to counties ranking in the top 25 by per capita income re- 
quire 200% matching local funds; grants to counties ranking 26 to 75 by per capita income re- 
quire 100% matching local funds; grant to counties ranking 76 to 100 per capita income do not 
require local match. 

State buildings construction and equipment. Authorizes $66,895,000 in state bonds for the 
following state government capital projects:

Authorizes $2.4 million in state bonds for Cunningham Air Museum 
at Havelock, owned by US Navy.

S 929. OSP UNEMPLOYMENT FUNDS. "7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE OFFICE OF STATE 
PERSONNEL FOR THE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE COST MANAGEMENT PROGRAM." 
Appropriates $100,648 from General Fund for each of fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93 to Dep’t of 
Administration, Office of State Personnel as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 930. BUDGET FUNDS BLANK. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE OPERATION OF STATE 
AGENCIES AND FOR NON-STATE ENTITIES." Blank bill; no Substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 931. BUDGET CHANGES BLANK. "TO MAKE CHANGES TO AND APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE 
STATE BUDGET." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 932. STATEWIDE FUNDS BLANK. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 1991-93 BIENNIUM." 
Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 933. PROPERTY TAX PAYMENT DATE. "TO CHANGE THE DATE UPON WHICH UNPAID 
PROPERTY TAXES BECOME DELINQUENT.” Amends GS 105-360(a) to change the beginning date 
for the accrual of interest on unpaid property taxes from Jan. 6 following the due date to Nov. 1 
following the due date. Interest for month of November is 2%; interest for each succeeding 
month is 3/4%. Makes conforming amendment to GS 105-366(c). Effective for tax years beginning 
on and after July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to Finance. 
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S 934. SATELLITE JAIL COMMITMENT. "TO PERMIT COMMITMENT TO SATELLITE JAIL/WORK 
RELEASE UNITS." Amends GS 15A-1353(d) to provide that sentencing judge may commit person 
convicted of misdemeanor to specific satellite jail/work release unit, if judge orders work release 
and sentenced person consents to commitment. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Veterans/Law Enforc’t/Senior Citizens. 


S 935. INCREASE MARRIAGE LICENSE FEES. "7O INCREASE THE MARRIAGE LICENSE FEE 
AND TO CREATE THE DOMESTIC VIOLENCE CENTER FUND.” Amends GS 161-10(a)(2) to increase 
the fee for issuing a marriage license from $20 to $40. Adds new GS 161-11.2 to provide that 
$20 of each marriage license fee shall be forwarded within 60 days of collection to the county 
finance officer, who shall forward the funds to the State Treasurer for deposit in the Domestic 
Violence Center Fund. Adds new GS 50B-9 to establish the Domestic Violence Center Fund, 
which shall be used to fund centers for victims of domestic violence. To be eligible for funds, a 
center must offer the following services: a hotline, community education programs, daytime serv- 
ices, and call forwarding during the night. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Plexico. Referred to Finance. 


§ 936. DEFICIT REDUCTION SURTAX. "TO PROVIDE A ONE-TIME INCOME TAX SURTAX ON 
CORPORATIONS AND INDIVIDUALS TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO MEET THE BUDGET DEFICIT." Adds 
GS Division VI, Art. 4, Ch. 105 to impose 1% surtax on net taxable income of corporations and 
individuals to cover deficit created when General Assembly budget exceeds revenue. Tax applies 
only in years in which General Assembly specifically levies it. Act levies surcharge for 1991 tax 
year. Surtax due at time for filing income tax returns. Taxpayers must pay estimated surtax based 
on preceding year’s income. Surtax administered like income tax; Sec’y of Revenue to mail 
notice to taxpayer by October 1 and excess tax paid as estimate to be refunded. Effective for tax 
years beginning on or after January 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Finance. 


S 937. 4-H CURRICULUM SUPPORT FUNDS (=H 1229). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA 4-H DEVELOPMENT FUND, AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA 4-H PROGRAM." Identical to H 1229, introduced 10 May. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 938. CONTINUANCE COURT COST FEE. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING COURT COSTS IN 
CIVIL ACTIONS BY ADDING A COURT COST FEE FOR SCHEDULING OR CONTINUING CASES IN 
CERTAIN INSTANCES.” Amends GS 7A-305(d) to add to costs that must be assessed in civil ac- 
tions a $10 fee for each time case is scheduled or continued, to be paid by party for whose 
benefit case was scheduled or continued unless done for benefit of the court. Effective Oct. 1, 
1991, and applies to cases scheduled and continued on and after that date. 

Introduced by Seymour. Referred to Finance. 


S 939. THOMAS DAY HOME FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE HISTORIC 
PRESERVATION FOUNDATION OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. FOR THE STABILIZATION AND 
RESTORATION OF THE THOMAS DAY HOME AND WORKSHOP IN MILTON, NORTH CAROLINA." 
Appropriates from General Fund $100,000 for 1991-92 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 940. EXTEND LOSS DEDUCTION CARRYOVER. "TO PROVIDE THAT PRE-1989 NET ECONOMIC 
LOSSES MAY BE CARRIED FORWARD FOR FIFTEEN YEARS FOR INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX 
PURPOSES.” Amends GS 105-134.7(a) (regarding adjustments to taxable income for purposes of 
income tax) to increase from five to fifteen the number of taxable years in which net economic 
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losses sustained in those years may be deducted from taxable income. Effective retroactively for 
taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 941. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT FUNDS-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO SUPPORT 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES IN MINORITY NEIGHBORHOODS AND COMMUNITIES, 
PROGRAMS THAT ASSIST SMALL FARMERS, AND PROGRAMS THAT ASSIST SMALL BUSINESSES." 
Appropriates $1 million for each year of 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the North 
Carolina Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. for direct grants to community economic de- 
velopment corporations. Funds to be used to support economic development activities within the 
state’s minority community. Defines community development corporations as nonprofit corpora- 
tions whose primary mission is to develop and improve low-income communities. 

Appropriates $100,000 in each year of the 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the 
Land Loss Prevention Project, to provide legal assistance to low-income, financially distressed 
farmers who qualify under federal regulations for legal aid. 

Appropriates $100,000 in each year of the 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the 
NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc. to support Small Farm Economic Development 
Project. Directs that 50% of funds be used for revolving loan fund and at least 15% be used to 
establish an agricultural market promotions matching fund. 

* Appropriates $150,000 in each year of the 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to the 
NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, Inc. to research and promote minority economic 
development initiatives. 

Appropriates $1.5 million for each year of the 1991-93 biennium from the General Fund to 
the NC Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. to support minority-owned and operated credit 
unions (90%) and the NC Minority Credit Union Support Center, Inc. (10%). Appropriates addi- 
tional $500,000 ($300,000 as loan loss reserves and $200,000 for operations) from the General 
Fund to the NC Rural Economic Development Center to expand the Microenterprise Loan 
Program. 

Requires all organizations receiving appropriations to report quarterly to the Joint 
Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations on the use of funds (except for funds used 
to expand Microenterprise Loan Program). Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Appropriations. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 89. LOBBYIST REGULATION REVISED. Intro. 2/18; committee substitute 5/2. House amend- 
ments (1) exempt from prohibition on soliciting contributions from lobbyists while General 
Assembly is in session contribution or solicitation for nonprofit organization, (2) remove waiting 
period before ex-officials may lobby; and (3) change effective date from Jan. 1, 1993 to ratifica- 
tion. 


H 96. ADVANCE DIRECTIVES/HEALTH CARE DECISIONS. Intro. 2/19. House committee substi- 
tute provides that “extraordinary means” to prolong life include artificial hydration and nutrition 
where person is in vegetative state. Adds vegetative state as condition in which extraordinary 
means may be withheld in accord with person’s declaration. Amends form for declaration to pro- 
vide more detailed information to declarant. 
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H 158. DWI REVOCATION, 18-21 YEAR OLDS. Intro. 2/25. House committee substitute rewrites 
GS 20-138.3 (driving by provisional licensee after consuming alcohol or drugs), rather than 
amending GS 20-16.5 (civil license revocation for implied-consent offenses) to affect 45 day li- 
cense revocation for this age group. Amends GS20-138.3 to make it apply to persons under age 
21 rather than provisional licensees. Provides that persons between 18 and 21 years of age at 
time of offense of driving after consuming any alcohol or drugs shall receive a 45-day license 
revocation. Allows court to substitute 24 hours of community service for the revocation upon peti- 
tioner’s showing of full-time employment which requires use of drivers license. Community service 
cannot be substituted if revocation was imposed due to refusal to submit to chemical analysis. 


H 283. ASSAULT ON HEALTH OFFICIAL. Intro. 3/21. House committee substitute replaces origi- 
nal bill with act "TO MAKE IT A MISDEMEANOR TO ASSAULT AN ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH 
OFFICIAL AND A FELONY TO ASSAULT AN ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH OFFICIAL WITH A 
DEADLY WEAPON.” Amends GS 14-33(b) by adding environmental health officials to the list of 
officials against whom an assault constitutes a misdemeanor (punishment of 2 years imprisonment 
or fine, or both. Amends GS 14-34.2 to make it a Class | felony (imprisonment up to 5 years, fine 
-or both) to assault with a deadly weapon on environmental health specialists or officials in the 
performance of his duties. Effective Oct. 1, 1991 


H 314. NURSING SHORTAGE REMEDIES. Intro. 3/25; amended 4/18, 4/29. Senate committee 
substitute adds amendments to GS 90-171.62(b) and -171.65(c) to allow Education Assistance 
Auth’y to forgive scholarship loan if it determines that recipient cannot practice nursing in state 
for sufficient time to repay loan due to death or permanent disability of recipient within ten years 
following graduation or termination of enrollment. 


H 334. MORE TEACHER VACATION LEAVE. Intro. 3/26. House amendment amends GS 115C- 
320(a)(3) to raise from 240 hours to 280 hours limit on accumulated annual leave that may be 
paid in lump sum. 


H 341. HORSE RACING STUDY. Intro. 3/26. House committee substitute replaces original bill 
with "AN ACT TO CREATE THE HORSE RACING STUDY COMMISSION,” which is identical to S 
917 in today’s Bulletin. 


H 406. NO INSPECTION CERTAIN TRUCKS. intro. 3/28. House committee substitute makes clari- 
fying change. 


H 443. FRANCHISE INVESTMENT STUDY. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute replaces bill 
with act to "TO ESTABLISH A COMMISSION TO STUDY FRANCHISE INVESTMENT IN NORTH 
CAROLINA.” Creates Study Comm’n on Franchise Investment to conduct study as title indicates. 
Comm'n to have 12 members, six appointed by Senate President Pro Tem (three Senate mem- 
bers and three public members), and six by House Speaker (three House members and three 
public members). Directs Comm'n to report to General Assembly by first day of 1993 session. 
Appropriates $15,000 for each of 1991-92 and 1992-93 from General Fund to General Assembly 
for study expenses. Effective July 1, 1991. 


H 457. DRUG FELONS LOSE SCHOLARSHIP. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute provides 
that upon the first conviction for the offense of trafficking in any controlled substance under GS 
Ch. 90, article 5 or federal law, a person is permanently ineligible for any state financial 
assistance for educational purposes. Any person who is convicted for a second time of any con- 
trolled substance felony shall be permanently ineligible for any state financial assistance for 
educational purposes. Removes penalty for first non-trafficking controlled substance felony. 
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H 498. HEALTH DIRECTOR QUALIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute removes 
provision in proposed new GS 130A-40.1 that members of Local Health Director Qualification 
Review Comm. are to receive per diem and travel expenses under GS 138-5. 


H 552. SUSPEND LICENSES/DRUG FELONY. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute changes the 
event that triggers occupational licensing board’s penalties for federal felony drug convictions 
from "the receipt of the certified copy of conviction” to "at the time the conviction becomes 
final.” Also provides that licensing board must act pursuant to its rules and regulations in 
suspending or revoking licenses. 


H 588. HOSPITALS MUST ITEMIZE CHARGES. Intro. 4/3. House committee substitute requires 
that hospitals and ambulatory surgical facilities present itemizations of patients’ bills, when re- 
quested, within 30 days of discharge (original bill applies only to hospitals, has no time require- 
ment and does not require request by patient). 


H 590. NO OPENED ALCOHOL IN CARS. Intro. 4/3. House committee substitute removes exemp- 
tion for passengers in motor home, taxi, for-hire bus, or for-hire limousine. Exempts from criminal 
liability person possessing alcoholic beverages if driver is not consuming alcohol or does not have 
previously-consumed controlled substance in his body; allows law enforcement officer to admini- 
ster alcohol screening test under GS 20-16.3 when officer reasonably suspects violation of sec- 
tion; makes results of test or refusal to submit admissible in evidence in any proceeding to prove 
driver’s alcohol concentration. Makes offense under section alcohol-related offense subject to 
implied-consent provisions of GS 20-16.2. , 


H 627. HEALTH SERVICES COMM’N MEMBERS. Intro. 4/9. House committee substitute deletes 
provision adding four members to Comm’n for Health services, appointed by Speaker and 
President Pro Tempore and replaces it with provision adding two new members appointed by the 
General Assembly, one recommended by the Speaker and one by the President Pro Tempore. 
Deletes provision allowing Governor to remove members other than those appointed by him for 
misfeasance. 


H 828. TEACHER INPUT, SCHOOL PLANS. Intro. 4/16. House committee substitute leaves 
requirement that local school improvement be reviewed by teachers and administrators, but de- 
letes requirement of approval by vote of teachers and administrators. Also deletes requirement for 
continuing review at three-year intervals. 


H 838. PENALTY FOR CROP DESTRUCTION. Intro. 4/16. House committee substitute makes to 
willfully burn or destroy another person’s lawfully grown crop, pasture, or provender a misde- 
meanor if the damage is $400 or less, and a Class | felony punishable by imprisonment up to five 
years if the damage is greater than $400. 


H 850. MINIMUM LAND RECORDS STANDARDS. Intro. 4/17. House committee substitute pro- 
vides Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources to cooperate with Real Property 
Section of N.C. Bar Ass’n in adopting rules. Deletes provision requiring Dep’t to consider amend- 
ing rules on petition of five or more citizens. 


H 851. REGISTER OF DEEDS INSURANCE. Intro. 4/17. House amendment deletes requirement 
that notice from board of county comm’rs to register of deeds regarding insurance be sealed with 
county seal and deletes provision that providing liability insurance not to be construed as waiver 
of sovereign immunity. 
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H 904. OFF-PREMISE VEHICLE SALES. Intro. 4/18. House committee substitute alters amend- 
ment to definition of “established place of business” in GS 20-286(6) to specify that place must 
be used on ongoing basis, and to exempt person licensed only as wholesaler from minimum 
number of days or weeks of business per year required for "established place of business.” 
Amends GS 20-292.1 to exempt manufacturers of and dealers in mobile or manufactured housing 
or recreational vehicles from prohibition of sale at locations other than licensed established 
places of business. 


H 952. WORKERS’ COMP. FOR FARM WORKERS. Infro. 4/19. House committee replaces bill 
with act "TO ESTABLISH A COMMISSION TO STUDY THE EFFECT OF THE EXCLUSION OF 
AGRICULTURE FROM WORKERS’ COMPENSATION COVERAGE.” Establishes Study 
Commission on Workers’ Compensation Coverage in Agriculture to make recommendations about 
what state and non-state actors can do to meet the needs of farmers and farmworkers receiving 
on-the-job injuries. Fifteen member commission consists of Chairman of Industrial Commission or 
designee; Commissioner of Labor or his designee; Secretary of Dep't of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources, or his designee; three senators and three public members (one representing 
or employed by an agricultural employer, one an expert on state agricultural economics, and one 
an administrator or a licensed health care professional employed by a hospital in an area with 
significant migrant and seasonal farmworker population) appointed by President Pro Tempore; 
three members of the House, and three public members (one a representative of an organization 
that advocates for migrant and seasonal workers, one who is employed by or represents an entity 
which receives Federal Migrant Health Act funding, and one an expert in state rural sociology 
and/or anthropology) appointed by Speaker. Requires final report to be submitted by first day of 
the 1993 session of the General Assembly. Appropriates from General Fund to the General 
Assembly $15,000 in both 1991-92 and 1992-93 for commission expenses. Effective July 1, 1991. 


H 993. RESTRUCTURE UNC BOARD OF GOV. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute amends 
GS 116-31(i) to exempt person elected chairman from membership of a board of trustees from 
restriction against serving simultaneously as member of that board and Board of Governors. 


H 1033. VICTIMS’ RIGHTS STUDY. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute replaces original bill 
with act to "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE 
RIGHTS OF VICTIMS OF CRIME.” Requires Legislative Research Comm'n to conduct study as 
revised title indicates; Comm’n may make interim report to 1992 General Assembly and must 
report to 1993 General Assembly. 


H 1037. SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute requires 
that two thirds of the Small Employer Carrier Committee be appointed from among representa- 
tives of small employer carriers. Requires committee to recommend to Commissioner require- 
ments for establishing standards for conditions under which a carrier would not be required to 
write business received from a particular agent or broker. Raises from three to five employees the 
group size requiring small employers to offer coverage. Carriers choosing to market to employer 
groups of less than five must notify Comm’r and then consistently and equally market to all small 
employer groups. Provides that pre-existing condition provision may only relate to conditions 
which would cause a prudent person to seek medical care or for which medical treatment was 
sought within preceding 12 (was, 6) months. 

Establishes conditions under which a carrier may cease to write new business in the small 
employer market, including notice to contract holders, no cancellation of health plans for 180 
days, and a five year bar on writing new business in the market. Raises percentage by which a 
rating period index rate for any class of business may exceed the rate for any other class from 
20% to 25%. Raises percentage by which premiums may vary within a class of similar small 
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employers from 25% to 35%. 

Provides that small group business of reinsuring carriers in force before Jan. 1, 1992 may 
not be ceded to Reinsurance Pool before Jan. 1, 1995. Provides more detailed provision concern- 
ing how net losses for reinsurance pool may be recovered by member assessment. Moves from 
proportional assessment to assessment by equitable assessment formula based in part on overall 
market share and share of new business assumed in preceding year. Makes further technical 
changes in reinsurance pool provisions. 


H 1062. DAY CARE RATIO CHANGE PHASED-IN. Intro. 4/22. House committee substitute raises 
required group sizes so that by 1996 group size for age 2-3 raised from 14 to 16, age 4-5 from 
20 to 24, and school-age from 22 to 25. 


H 1064. TRUCK AXLE REQUIREMENTS. Intro. 4/22. House committee substitute amends GS 20- 
116(f) to include as part of “load” the boom on a self-propelled vehicle. 


H 1098. TOLL ROADS STUDY. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute replaces bill with act “TO 
REQUIRE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF TOLL 
ROADS IN NORTH CAROLINA AND REPORT TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.” Requires 
Legislative Research Comm'n to conduct study as title indicates and report to General Assembly 
by 1993 session. 


H 1107. INNKEEPER ALLOW DOGS. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute changes amend- 
ment to GS 72-7 to remove criminal liability of innkeeper allowing dogs in bedroom, and to condi- 
tion criminal liability of hotel guest on innkeeper’s posting notice in office and room that dogs not 
allowed. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 84. WATER PROJECTS PLAN. Intro. 2/18. Senate committee substitute requires Director of 
Budget to provide copies of plan to Advisory Budget Comm’n and General Assembly. Director to 
determine which projects will be included in recommended biennial budget and revised budget 
for second year of biennium; budget document transmitted to General Assembly to identify pro- 
jects recommended for funding. 


S 117. TECH. PREP. FUNDS. Intro. 2/20; amended 5/1. Senate committee substitute identical to 
committee substitute adopted 5/1. 


S 339. INSURANCE SUBSTANTIVE AMENDS. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute deletes 
amendment to 58-36-50 (limitation on farmers’ mutual policy forms) and repealer of GS 58-33- 
35(6). Adds, in amendment to GS 58-51-30 (policies to cover newborn infants), that adoptive chil- 
dren to be treated the same as newborn infants and eligible for coverage on same basis. 
Removes $1,000 civil penalty established by proposed new GS 58-3-102. Amends GS 58-42-55 to 
change expiration date of GS Ch. 58, Art. 42 (risk sharing plans) from July 1, 1991 to July 1, 
1993. Changes effective date: portions amending GS 58-58-110(a) and 58-58-140 effective Sep. 
1, 1991; Sections 12, 14-16, 19, 20, 22, and 23 effective Oct. 1, 1991; remainder effective on 
ratification. 


S 386. NC MAY EXCEED US AIR/WATER REGS. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute replaces 
bill with act "TO AMEND THOSE PORTIONS OF THE GENERAL STATUTES THAT LIMIT THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO THE ADOPTION OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
RULES REGARDING WATER QUALITY AND AIR QUALITY THAT ARE NO MORE RESTRICTIVE 
THAN FEDERAL ENVIRONMENTAL REGULATIONS TO PROVIDE THAT AN ECONOMIC IMPACT 
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STATEMENT BE PREPARED BEFORE SUCH RULES ARE ADOPTED.” Deletes restrictions that 
prevent Environmental Management Commission from adopting air and water pollution rules more 
restrictive than federal rules, but requires an economic impact statement before more restrictive 
rules are adopted. Rules protecting air and water quality standards as a part of permit issuance 
are not subject to the economic impact statement requirement. Animal and poultry feeding opera- 
tions are exempted from Commission water effluent standards and limitations. 


S 410. ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY ACT AMENDS. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute re- 
quires state agency official responsible for action that significantly affects state’s environmental 
quality to consider written comment from local governments and interested parties received within 
established comment period. Alters amendment to GS 113A-8 to exempt from local government’s 
requirement of environmental impact statement those development projects for which equivalent 
requirement exists under federal or state law or rule; local ordinance must state and follow mini- 
mum criteria for environmental impact statement. 


S 451. IMPROVE ENVIRONMENTAL ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute 
amends GS 143-215.6A to provide for review of assessment of civil penalty by local government. 
Deletes amendments to GS 143-215.6C allowing Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural 
Resources to issue summary suspension of permit or certification. Changes effective date from 
July 1, 1991 to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 649. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/16. Senate committee substitute increases 
minimum number of members of Auth’y from 10 to 14: seven appointed by governor; two by 
General Assembly on recommendationon House Speaker; two by General Assembly on recom- 
mendation of President of Senate; and two by General Assembly on recommendation of President 
Pro Tem of Senate; State Treasurer as ex officio voting member; and one appointed by county 
comm'rs in county where portion of land located. Governor to designate one of his appointees as 
chair. 


S 707. RETURN OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY. Intro. 4/18; amended 5/7, 5/9. Senate amendment 
provides for reconveyance of condemned property only if condemnor made no improvements on 
property. 


S 715. SPORTS CLUB ABC PERMITS. Intro. 4/22; amended 5/9. Senate amendment adds provi- 
sion allowing Comm'n to issue on premises malt beverages, unfortified and fortified wine, and 
mixed beverages permits to sports club located in county adjacent to county that has approved 
sale of mixed beverages, if county in which sports club is located borders another state and has 
at least one city that has approved the sale of mixed beverages.

S 942. RAISE ADMISSIONS TAX/LIBRARIES. "TO INCREASE THE STATE TAX ON GROSS 
RECEIPTS DERIVED FROM THE BUSINESS OF OFFERING ENTERTAINMENT OR AMUSEMENT FOR 
WHICH AN ADMISSION IS CHARGED, TO PROVIDE THAT MOTION PICTURES SHALL BE TAXED IN 
THE SAME WAY AS OTHER ENTERTAINMENT, TO PROVIDE THAT ADMISSIONS AND 
MEMBERSHIPS TO ATHLETIC AND RECREATIONAL FACILITIES ARE SUBJECT TO THE SAME 
GROSS RECEIPTS TAX, AND TO EARMARK THE ADDITIONAL REVENUES GENERATED BY THIS ACT 
FOR LIBRARIES.” Repeals GS 105-36.1 and -37, which provided special tax provisions for movie 
theaters thereby placing them within general coverage provisions of GS 105-37.1. Amends GS 
105-37.1, to add activities subject to $50 annual entertainment license fee, (1) providing access 
to athletic or recreational facilities for which admission or membership fee is charged; and (2) 
providing dance or athletic contest, other than high or elementary schoo! contest, for which ad- 
mission fee over $.50 is charged. Raises gross receipts tax on entertainment activity from 3% to 
5%. Amends GS 105-38(f) to raise from 3% to 5% tax on gross receipts of amusements such as 
circuses. Adds GS 105-38.1 to provide that of net proceeds collected under GS 105-37.1 and -38, 


_ Sec’y of Revenue must set aside amount equal to (1) all of net proceeds of gross receipts tax on 


Motion picture businesses and admission- or fee-charging athletic or recreational facilities, (2) 
40% of net proceeds under GS 105-37.1 of gross receipts tax on other activities, and (3) 40% of 


_ Net proceeds of gross receipts tax under GS 105-38. Amounts sei aside to be disbursed as 
a 
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follows: 2% to Dep’t of Cultural Resources for grant program to special libraries; 40% to Dep’t 
for municipal, county, and regional public libraries; 34% to Board of Governors of UNC for its 
libraries; and 24% to Dep’t of Community Colleges for its libraries. Amends GS 105-102.5(d)(1) to 
amusements covered by GS 105-37.1. from general business license. Amends GS 143B-90 to 
require State Library Comm'n to serve as screening and advisory committee regarding applica- 
tions from special libraries for grants and to make recommendations to Sec’y of Cultural 
Resources for awards. Portion of act concerning distribution of tax funds to libraries effective Oct. | 
1, 1991; remainder effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Finance. 


S 943. WATER TRANSFER REGISTRATION. "TO REQUIRE THE REGISTRATION OF WATER 
TRANSFERS." Adds GS Part 2A, Art. 21, Ch. 143 requiring existing and future transfers of water 
between river basins to be registered with North Carolina Environmental Management 
Commission. Existing transfers and those planned before July 1, 2001, to be registered by Jan. 
1, 1992; transfers to be registered within 6 months of initiation. Sets out information required for 
registration. Names rivers affected. Amends GS 143-215.3(Ib) to add registering of water basin 
transfer to registrations for which maximum fee of $50 is charged. Requires Dep't. of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources to report to General Assembly on transfers by April 1, 
1992. Effective July 1, 1991.

S 944. OMNIBUS COURTS BILL (=H 1287). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
OFFICE OF THE COURTS AND TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM NUMBER OF MAGISTRATES 
AUTHORIZED FOR CERTAIN COUNTIES." Identical to H 1287, introduced 10 May.

S 945. CORRECTIONAL EDUCATION STUDY, FUNDS. "TO CREATE THE STATE CORRECTIONAL 
EDUCATION STUDY COMMISSION." Creates State Correctional Education Study Commission to 
study whether to create new State Dep’t of Correctional Education, created from unified school 
district/special local educational agency composed of all educational programs that have juveniles 
committed to training school and adult inmates who do not have high school diploma. Comm'n of 
16 including 4 senators appointed by President Pro Tempore, 4 representatives appointed by 
Speaker, 4 persons appointed by Governor, Sup’t of Public Instruction, President of State Board 
of Education, and Sec’ys of Dep’ts of Correction and Human Resources. Comm'n to report to 
General Assembly and Governor by first day of 1992 session. Appropriates from General Fund to 
General Assembly $25,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium for expenses. Effective July 1, 
1991. 

Introduced by Carter. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 946. LRC STUDY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE STATE EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT PROGRAM." Authorizes LRC to 
study state emergency management program’s ability to address preparedness, response, re- 
covery and mitigation for technological and natural hazards that may impact NC citizens. If LRC 
conducts study may report to both 1992 and 1993 sessions. 

Introduced by Basknight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 947. RECOGNIZE NC COMMUNITY COLLEGES. "TO RECOGNIZE THE NORTH CAROLINA 


COMMUNITY COLLEGE SYSTEM." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Perdue. Passed 2nd & 3rd readings. 
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S 948. PITT COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR PITT COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE CAMPUS BUILDING CONSTRUCTION.” Appropriates $150,000 from General Fund for 
fiscal 1991-92 to Dep’t of Community Colleges for purpose indicated in title. Provides that no 
local matching funds are required. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 949. HONOR COMM’RS ON UNIFORM STATE LAWS. "CONGRATULATING THE NATIONAL 
CONFERENCE OF COMMISSIONERS ON UNIFORM STATE LAWS AND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
COMMISSIONERS.” As title indicates; bill lists all pers6ns who have served as NC Comm'rs. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Local Government. 


S 950. CHILD PROTECTION ACT/FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA CHILD 
PROTECTION ACT OF 1991 AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS." Adds Art. 62 to Ch. 143 establishing 
state task force to study the incidence and causes of child fatalities as well as a state and local 
teams to review fatalities. Task force consists of 24 members: 11 ex officio, 3 appointed by 
Governor, 4 by Speaker of House, 4 by President Pro Tempore of Senate. Task force (1) to 
create profile of child deaths in North Carolina during 1988 and 1989, including analysis of com- 
munity, public and private agency involvement with the children and their families before death 
and analysis of deaths by age, cause and geographic distribution; (2) to develop systems for 
review of deaths by multidisciplinary teams; (3)to review laws governing access to confidential 
information and recommend needed changes and (4) to consider reports from the state team. 

State team to (1) review deaths attributed to child abuse or neglect or those in which child 
had been reported as possibly abused or neglected; (2) report to Task Force and (3) provide 
technical assistance to local teams when they ask. 

Task Force to make preliminary report to Governor and General Assembly within week of 
convening of 1992 session and final report in first week of 1993 Session. Task Force and state 
team granted access to confidential information and exemption from open meetings law; people 
attending their meetings bound by confidentiality. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Social Services, Dep't of Human Resources, 
$5,000,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $10,000,000 for fiscal 1992-93 to strengthen and expand child 
protective services, divided as follows: $800,000 in 1991-92 and $1,000,000 in 1991-92 to be 
used to strengthen Div’n’s program development, oversight and training in Child Protective 
Services program; $200,000 in fiscal 1991-92 to be used for study of child protective services in 
state, with report to General Assembly; $500,000 in fiscal 1991-92 and $1,000,000 in fiscal 1992- 
93 to expand "intensive family preservation services” for confirmed cases of abuse or neglect; 
$3,500,000 in fiscal 1991-92 and $8,000,000 in fiscal 1992-93 to county dep’ts of social service 
according to specified formula. Div’n to report to General Assembly, Fiscal Research, and Task 
Force. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Human Resources. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 14. G.A. OPEN MEETINGS/GOV BUDGET POWERS. Introduced 2/4. House committee substi- 
tute adds amendments to Art. 33, Ch. 143 to provide: (1) Public bodies to keep full and accurate 
minutes, in writing, sound or video tapes, of official meetings and executive sessions. Minutes are 
public records except that minutes of executive session may be withheld while release would 
frustrate purpose for which session held; (2) Executive session may be held for consultation be- 
tween public body and its attorney within attorney-client privilege; (3) Requires motion for execu- 
tive session be specific enough to allow hearers to understand nature of matters to be discussed; 
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(4) Makes award of attorneys’ fees optional rather than mandatory. 

Amends GS 143-10 to provide Advisory Budget Comm’n to advise Governor (currently "Di- 
rector of the Budget) on budget preparation; Governor to hold public hearings on state agency 
and public requests. After holding public hearings, except in emergency, Governor may by 
Executive Order effectuate economies in state spending when expenditures exceed revenues. 


H 47. SCHOOL DISCIPLINE BY PARENT. Intro. 2/11. House committee substitute rewrites bill to 
provide that before suspending student for willfully violating policies of conduct, principal may ask 
student’s parent to come to school to discuss and resolve student’s conduct. 


H 230. SCHOOL BUS DRIVERS EMPLOYMENT. Introduced 3/11. House committee substitute 
clarifies that it applies to all adult part-time public school employees, except students. 


H 286. MEMORIALIZE CHARLES RAPER JONAS. Intro. 3/21. House committee substitute makes 
correction. 


H 297. DRUG OFFENDER DRIVERS LICENSE. Intro. 3/25. House committee substitute provides 
that drivers license for persons convicted of an impaired driving or controlled substance violation 
shall be reissued with a restrictive code (originally, a distinctive color) and deletes requirement 
that person complete random drug tests required by Comm’r of Motor Vehicles for removal of 
restrictive code. 


H 325. LOBBYIST REGULATIONS REVISED-2. Introduced 3/25. House amendment makes 
penalty applicable to nolo contendere plea. 


H 437. OVERDIMENSION PERMIT VIOLATION (=S 371). Identical to S 371, intro. 3/28. House 
committee substitute clarifies that civil penalty applies to operation without a special permit, or 
operation in violation of restrictions on permit, issued under GS 20-119 for oversize vehicles (origi- 
nally, overdimension permit); reduces civil penalty from $300 to $200; clarifies that procedures to 
contest civil penalty are same as provided by GS 20-91.1; and deletes statement that the "“mone- 
tary charge” is considered an additional tax. 


H 428. MH/DD/SA CARE IN JAILS (=S 770). Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute makes clari- 
fying changes. 


H 477. DOG AND CAT STERILIZATION. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute makes the follow- 
ing changes: (1) provides that a person who fails to have sterilized (originally, fails to arrange for 
sterilization within a reasonable period of time) an unsterilized cat or dog purchased or adopted 
from an animal shelter forfeits the sterilization fee and must surrender the cat or dog. 


H 519. EMPLOYMENT AGENCY CHANGES. Intro. 4/1. House amendment requires private per- 
sonnel services to inform applicants and employers in writing of the provisions of GS 95-47.3A 
governing fee refunds from employers. 


H 563. ACTION UNDER CIVIL RIGHTS ACT. Introduced 4/1. House amendments specify that 
court costs awarded to prevailing party go to Comm’n if action brought by Comm’n. 


H 628. LIMIT STUDENT WORK HOURS. Intro. 4/9. House committee substitute limits student em- 


ployment to (1) no more than five hours per day on a day when school is in session and when 
there is school for the youth the next day; (2) only between 5:00 a.m. and 11:00 p.m. when there 
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is school for the youth the next day; and (3) no more than 40 hours per week when school is in 
session for the youth. Amends GS 95-25.5(i) to provide that exemptions for youths employed by 
their parents apply to youths under age 18 (now, age 16). 


H 653. RANDOLPH TAX COMMISSION. Intro. 4/10. comm. sub. 4/24. House committee substitute 
rewrites original bill. Provides that the three members of Comm'n are to be appointed by board 
of comm’rs, but specifies that no more than two members may be affiliated with the same politi- 
cal party. Provides that members shall serve three-year terms, but staggers terms. The terms of 
initial members shall begin on the first Monday in December 1991. Specifies procedure for filling 
vacancies and removal. Directs board of comm’rs to set compensation for Comm'n members; 
provides that board cannot reduce compensation of members except at first yearly meeting in 
Janaury. Specifies schedule of meetings. Requires Comm'n to perform duties required by 
Machinery Act to be performed by board of comm’rs, except for the following: (1) levying taxes; 
(2) determining tax rates; (3) appointing Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, and Special Board of 
Equalization and Review. Authorizes Comm’n to require fidelity bonds of subordinate employees 
of tax department. Provides that the term of office for the tax supervisor shall continue until the 
first Monday in December 1991. Effective July 1, 1991. 


H 734. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute lowers 
from $25 to $20 annual fee for collegiate insignia plates. Provides that revenue from sales to be 
credited to the Personalized Registration Plate Fund (was, Collegiate Plate Fund with distribution 
specified). 


H 832. PROHIBIT IMPAIRED HUNTING. Intro. 4/16. House amendment changes maximum 
possible term of imprisonment for a violation resulting in death or serious bodily injury from three 
to two years, which is maximum possible misdemeanor penalty. 


H 863. MINIMUM BINGO CHARITY PROCEEDS. Intro. 4/17. House amendment requires at least 
25% (originally, 35%) of the gross proceeds from bingo games to go to charity and provides that 
act expires June 30, 1993. 


H 868. NOTICE OF SETTLEMENT REVISIONS. Intro. 4/18. House amendments change period for 
which settlement notice is given priority from seven to three days. Changes effective date from 
Oct. 1, 1991 to July 1, 1992, and provides that act expires June 30, 1993. 


H 872. GAS SERVICE FOR HANDICAPPED. Intro. 4/18. House amendments provide that the obli- 
gation to provide service only applies between the hours of 6:00 am and 10:00 pm and makes 
Clarifying change. 


H 912. HOUSING VIOLATION CLOSINGS. Intro. 4/18. House amendment makes clear closing 
must be consistent with GS 160A-400. 14(a). 


H 959. PERSONNEL SUPERVISORY TRAINING. Intro. 4/19. House amendments exempt Judicial 
and Legislative branches from bill; require training within a year of employment, leave in training 
of current employees and require employing agency to furnish supplies used in training; and 
instruct Office of State Personnel to report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations rather than Speaker and President Pro Tem.. 
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H 979. SBI INVESTIGATE MISCONDUCT. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute authorizes SBI 
to investigate without request the following: (1) violations of Art. 3 of GS Ch. 133 (Regulation of 
Contractors for Public Works) and violations of GS 75-1 and 75-2 as they relate to GS 133-34; (2) 
the bribery or receipt, either directly or indirectly, of anything of value by public officers or em- 
ployees for performing or omitting official act or duty; (3) charges of public corruption that involve 
the abuse of public office by a public officer or employee. Defines “corruption” as the act of an 
official or fiduciary who unlawfully uses his station or character to gain some benefit for himself or 
another person. Adds violations of Art. 29 (Bribery) of GS Ch. 14 to list of crimes that SBI may 
investigate upon request of the Governor or the Att’y General. 


H 991. INTERNATIONAL COMM. ARBITRATIONS (=S 695). Identical to S 695, introduced 4/18. 
House amendment adds sections providing (1) superior court to vacate arbitral awards only if 
award tainted by illegality or substantial unfairness in arbitration proceedings; (2) on motion of a 
party, when time for correcting and interpreting awards has passed or parties have waived, court 
shall issue order confirming, modifying or correcting award; (3) specifies the kinds of orders that 
may be appealed and provides that appeal is in the same manner as for civil judgments. 


H 1006. EQUAL OPPORTUNITY PROGRAM. Introduced 4/19. House amendment requires that 
plans for the judicial branch and for the legislative branch be submitted to General Assembly by 
June 1 each year. 


H 1012. CLARIFY LANDLORD/TENANT LAW. Introduced 4/19. House committee substitute de- 
letes provisions regarding remedies for improper ejectment or seizure of tenant’s personal prop- 
erty and deletes provisions limiting landlord’s right to store property when tenant vacates 
premises. 


H 1025. SURVEY REGISTRATION CHANGES. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute makes 
clarifying changes. 


H 1105. STUDY LICENSE TO SELL FISH. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute replaces bill 
with act "TO STUDY WHETHER THE STATE SHOULD REQUIRE A LICENSE TO SELL FISH 

TAKEN FROM COASTAL FISHING WATERS.” Requires Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood 

and Aquaculture to study licensure issue and report to 1992 General Assembly. 


H 1126. ELECTION LAWS CHANGES. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute completely re- 
writes original bill. Amends GS 163-278.6(18) and -278.40 to provide that the exemption from 
filing campaign finance reports under GS Ch. 163, Art. 22A applies to candidates for municipal 
office in cities having less than 10,000 population (now, less than 50,000). Extends reporting ex- 
emption to candidates seeking election to a board of education or any other non-county or non- 
city local office if the jurisdiction of the office is solely contained within a county having less than 
50,000 population or a city having less than 10,000 population. The latter exemption does not 
apply if the jurisdiction is coterminous with a city of more than 10,000 population. Amends GS 
163-278.10A to provide that the contributions and spending limits that must be met to exempt a 
candidate from financial reporting requirements apply to the duration of the current candidacy. 
Provides further that contributions, expenditures, and loans during an election year are counted 
against the limits in determining a political party committee’s elgibility for the exemption. Provides 
that person or entity covered by changes mentioned above must account for money on hand at 
ratification if not previously covered. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, adds new GS 163-278.9B to provide 
for the filing of reports required by Art. 22A as follows: (1) with the State Board: candidates for 
statewide office, statewide referenda committees, candidates for offices where the jurisdiction is 
more than one county, General Assembly candidates, political committee covering more than one 
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county (except for municipal elections); (2) with county board of elections: candidates for county 
office or local offices where jurisdiction covered is a county or less than a county (unless required 
to report to municipal board), referendum committees involving only one county or jurisdiction 
within a county, municipal offices where the county board conducts the election, and any political 
committee covering a county or less (unless required to report to municipal board) or involved in 
covered activity; (3) with municipal board of elections: candidates for municipal offices where mu- 
nicipal board conducts election and any political committee involved in covered activity. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1991, amends GS 163-278.34 to permit State Board to notify late filers by personal serv- 
ice by the chairman or his designee. Provides further that if the late filer is a candidate’s com- 
mittee, the notice from the State Board shall be made to the candidate in addition to the 
committee treasurer. If the penalty has not been paid or the report has not been filed within five 
days after receipt of the notice, imposes a $50 per day late penalty for each day (not to exceed 
five days) the filing is late. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, adds new GS 163-278.25A to prohibit any 
board of elections from accepting notice of candidacy, petition for nomination, or nomination by 
political party for candidate if candidate or treasurer has not filed all reports required by Art. 22A 
that are at least one year overdue. Specifies procedure for providing notice of refusal. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1991, adds new GS 163-106.1 that requires State Board to prepare brief and clear expla- 
nation of provisions of Art. 22A and other campaign-reporting laws relevant to candidates. 
Specifies procedure for presenting explanation to every person who files notice of candidacy 
under GS 163-106. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, amends GS 163-278.27(c) to provide that district attor- 
ney who receives from State Board a report of a violation of campaign finance laws shall prose- 
cute if he deems prosecution warranted (underlined language added). Requires district attorney 
to advise Board 90 days after receipt of report on status of prosecution. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 15. LRC STUDY YOUTH PHYSICAL FITNESS. Intro. 2/6. Senate committee substitute replaces 
original bill with bill "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY 
THE ISSUE OF PHYSICAL FITNESS AMONG NORTH CAROLINA YOUTH.” Comm’n to report to 
1993 General Assembly. 


S 151. PROTECT NATURAL/SCENIC RIVERS. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute (1) re- 
moves requirement that to be included in System a waterway may not be less than 20 feet wide; 
(2) adds to the criteria includable in a proposal to designate a river or segment a part of the 
system; new factors include the proposed classification of the river or segment, and an analysis 
of how such a designation furthers the purposes and policies of the article; (3) revives original 
statutory requirement of notifying interested parties in writing of intention of designating area as 
included in the System (deleted by original bill); (4) makes temporary designation as potential 
component of the System last for two years, rather than three years; (5) amends GS 113A-38 to 
state that wherever possible, scenic easements, rather than fee simple title, shall be acquired, in 
order to make an area a part of the System; and (6) adds new GS 113A-45, rather than GS 
113A-38.1, to address land-use controls. Designation as a component of System continues if 
land-use controls are adopted. Failure to meet land-use control requirements results in the repeal 
of the designation of a waterway as a component of the System. 


S 181. UNDISCIPLINED JUVENILE. Intro. 2/25. Senate committee substitute modifies original bill 
so that GS 7A-517(28) is not amended to include certain juveniles as "undisciplined juveniles.” 
"Undisciplined juvenile” definition modified slightly to include juveniles at least 16 (was, older 

_ than 16) and less than 18 years old who are beyond the disciplinary control of their parent, 
guardian, or custodian. Establishes a pilot program, to be administered by the Administrative 
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Office of the Court, which expands juvenile court jurisdiction in Catawba, Lenoir, and Wake 
Counties to encompass undisciplined juveniles. Program purpose is to determine if juvenile court 
jurisdiction should be expanded to undisciplined juveniles statewide. Program terminates April 1, 
1993, and the AOC must file a report with the General Assembly on or before the convening of 
the 1993 session. The program is to be conducted within existing AOC funding. 


S 250. EDUCATION GOVERNANCE CHANGES. Introduced 3/21. Senate committee substitute, 
Amends Sec. 4, Art. IX NC Constitution, subject to voter approval at Nov. 5, 1991 general elec- 
tion, to remove Lt. Governor and Treasurer from state board of education and provides board to 
consist of six members appointed by Governor, six elected by Senate, six by House. (Provision 
made for filling vacancies in each group.) Each elected member chosen from an educational 
district (same as congressional district). Four-year terms, except 3 from each group initially 
chosen for 2-year terms. Sup’t of Public Instruction to be appointed by and serve at pleasure of 
board. Applies limitations on board service to elected as well as appointed board members. No 
member of Gen’l Assembly eligible for board for two years after term. 


S 283. WEIGHTS AND MEASURES ACT CHANGES. Intro. 3/26. Senate committee substitute pro- 
vides that provision requiring delivery ticket for bulk deliveries of heating fuel to include price per 
gallon or per pound applies only to residential, retail deliveries and that requirement for invoice to 
include ticket information does not apply to subsequent billings. 


S 310. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE (=H 347). Identical to H 347, introduced 3/27. 
Senate committee substitute provides that (1) if North Carolina Medical Care Comm'n has not 
established standards for mammography facilities, applicable standards to be those of United 
States Dep’t of Health and Human Services for Medicare/Medicaid coverage (2) facilities not 
meeting standards to inform patient before performing mammogram (3) coverage to include ex- 
amination, laboratory fee and physician’s interpretation of results (4) Medical Care Comm'n to 
adopt accreditation standards no less stringent than Medicare\Medicaid’s (5) policies in force in 
North Carolina to cover mammography regardless of Medicare/Medicaid coverage and (6) mam- 
mography coverage not required in specified accident or disease, hospital indemnity, or long-term 
care policies. 


S 329. NURSING ACT TECHNICAL AMENDMENT. Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes: (1) amends GS 90-171.21(b) to provide that registered nurses and licensed 
practical nurses must hold an active license to be eligible to vote in the election of their respec- 
tive members to NC Board of Nursing; (2) amends GS 90-171.30 to delete requirement that ex- 
amination to become registered or licensed practical nurses must be written; (3) amends GS 90- 
171.33 to provide that nonrenewable temporary nursing license may be issued only to persons 
who are scheduled for the licensure examination at the first opportunity after graduation; provides 
further that period of temporary licensure shall not exceed nine (now, six) months or date of 
applicant’s notification of examination results, whichever comes first; adds requirement that Board 
revoke the temporary license of any person who does not take the examination as scheduled; (4) 
amends GS 90-171.38 to delete provision.that the standards for nursing programs approved by 
the Board and in effect June 30, 1980 to be the prescribed standards; deletes requirement that 
Board hold a hearing in accordance with GS Ch. 150B before making an substantive change in 
the standards; and (5) deletes proposed amendment to GS 90-171.20(5) amending definition of 
"nursing program.” 
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S 342. INSURER SOLVENCY PROGRAM (=H 351). Intro. 3/28. Senate committee substitute 
makes following substantive changes from the original bill: (1) Makes GS 58-7-21 and GS 58-7-26, 
regulating reinsurance ceded by a domestic insurer to an assuming insurer, applicable to all rein- 
surance cessions made on or after the section's effective date under reinsurance agreements 
with inception, anniversary, or renewal after that date (original bill applied sections only to reinsur- 
ance agreements with inception, anniversary, or renewal not less than six months after section's 
effective date. (2) Adds additional criteria to factors Comm’r may consider in determining whether 
to require an insurer to maintain more than $10 million in policyholders’ surplus in order to 
assume reinsurance. (3) Replaces administrative hearing process on suspected violations by rein- 
surance brokers with civil action. (4) Makes all debts in default that are secured by deed of trust 
ineligible for consideration as an insurer's asset in determining financial condition. (5) Modifies 
permitted insurer investments to allow equipment trust obligations and secured interests in 
transportation equipment so long as cost of such investments do not exceed 20% (was, 1%) of 
the insurer’s admitted assets and to delete bonds that are direct obligations of state of Israel. (6) 
Allows insurers to invest in mortgages in real property in US territories. (7) Adds requirement to 
GS 58-7-190 that Commissioner give notice and opportunity for hearing before calculating value 
of bonds or fully secured debts. (8) Changes process of valuation of purchase money mortgages 
so that value may not exceed the greater of 75% of acquisition cost or 75% of fair market value 
of the covered rea! property. (9) Limits North Carolina Life and Health Insurance Guaranty 
Association’s aggregate payment for insurance contracts and government retirement plans to any 
one individual to $300,000. (10) Amends GS 58-62-51, to clarify that Comm’r’s duties include 
acting as liquidator or rehabilitator for a domestic insurer as provided in Art. 30. 


S 403. INCREASE SENTENCE/ETHNIC ANIMOSITY. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment changes 
punishment to provide that any misdemeanor with punishment that is less than general misde- 
meanor that is committed with ethnic animosity is increased to general misdemeanor and if gen- 
eral misdemeanor punishment is increased to Class J felony. 


S 430. WINE DISTRIBUTION ACT AMENDS. Introduced 4/1. Senate committee substitute requires 
Comm'n decide on petitions within 180 days of filing unless parties stipulate to longer period; 
requires wholesaler’s family member to whom business transferred comply with Article; provides 
damages for illegal objection to transfer may include attorneys’ fees; increases time for fequest- 
ing information on proposed transfers to 20 days from receipt of notice and time for objecting to 
45 days from receipt of that information. 


S 451. IMPROVE ENVIRONMENTAL ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/13. Senate 
amendment provides that if person fails to pay civil penalty within 60 days (originally, 30 days) 
after final agency decision or service of court order, the Secretary shall request the Attorney 
General to institute a civil action. 


S 485. ELECTION LAW REFORM. Introduced 4/4. Senate committee substitute makes substantial 
changes in original bill. Committee substitute makes it Class | felony to misrepresent law to public 
where effect is to discourage exercise of right to vote; allows county board of elections to keep 
polls open to 9:30 when specified irregularities cause voting delays (provision expires after Jan. 1, 
1995); allows poll observer to obtain from State Board of Elections three times on election day 
(no earlier than 11 and no more often than every hour) list of those who have voted so far in 
precinct; sets procedure for county board of elections to secure ballots in case of recount or 
appeal; provides student may be considered domiciled in college community regardless of intent 
to remain after graduation and requires State Board to train couity boards on registering stu- 
dents. Specifies procedure for obtaining absentee ballot when person unable to vote because of 
sickness or disability occurring before 5 p.m. on day before election. Requires State Board to set 
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minimum requirements for number of pollbooks, voting machines and curbside ballots available in 
each precinct to avoid delays, train and screen registrars and judges, test machines, require 
counties to have sufficient staff on election day to make repairs, investigate problems and help 
with curbside voting. Amends G.S. 163-114 to provide vacancy in nomination may be filled only if 
executive committee certifies name 75 (now 90) days before election. Effective as to elections on 
or after Jan. 1, 1995. 


S 486. ALEXANDER SCHOOL REDISTRICTING. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute adds sub- 
stantive provisions to blank bill. Amends GS 115C-37 to provide that if electoral district bounda- 
ries are set by local act or court order and there is no method provided for revising them, the 
board of education shall revise them (1) to account for territory annexed to or excluded from the 
school administrative unit, and (2) to correct population imbalances among the districts shown by 
a new federal census or caused by exlusions or annexations. Specifies ways in which new dis- 
tricting plan may affect number of members and their election. Provides that action taken is ef- 
fective only if approved by vote of all board members in office at the time of the vote. 


S 638. LOCAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/9. Senate committee sub- 
stitute makes bill applicable to Winston-Salem and Forsyth County. 


S 679. GEOLOGIST PROFESSIONAL CORP. Intro. 4/18. Senate committee substitute adds oc- 
cupational therapists to list of occupations included as professional service under the professional 
corporation act. Makes conforming changes in GS 89E (geologists licensing act), indicating that 
corporation providing geological services must comply with the professional corporation act. 


S 710. MENTAL HEALTH CLIENTS’ RIGHTS. Intro. 4/18. Senate committee substitute rewrites 
original bill to provide that Comm’n for Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance 
Abuse Services may deem hospitals licensed in accordance with GS Ch. 122C or 131E ‘and ac- 
credited by Joint Comm’n on Accreditation of Healthcare Organizations to be in compliance with 
all Comm’n rules governing clients rights except those governing corporal punishment (originally, 
facilities defined in GS Ch. 122 and accredited by JCAHO deemed to be in compliance). 


S 719. IMPROVE CONTRACTORS REGULATION. Intro. 4/22. Senate committee substitute 
amends G.S. 87-1 (definition of "general contractor” for purposes of licensing) to include 
construction with cost of $30,000 (WAS, $20,000) or more; requires only those contractors em- 
ploying three or more workers to have general liability insurance and Workers’ Compensation; 
and provides that builders who, on ratification, own land on which they intend to build multifamily 
residences have one year to obtain building permit and begin construction. 


S 725. PRIVATE INVESTIGATIONS ACT. Intro. 4/22. Senate committee substitute replaces blank 
bill with "AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE PRIVATE INVESTIGATIONS REGULATORY ACT.” Adds 
GS Ch. 74E (Private Investigations Regulatory Act). Coverage. GS 74E-3 defines "private investi- 
gation business” to mean any person who accepts payment or contracts to inquire or investigate 
about the following: (1) crimes or wrongs against federal government, territory or state; (2) listed 
characteristics or conduct of any person; (3) location, disposition, or recovery of lost or stolen 
property; (4) cause or responsibility of damage or injury to person or property; and (5) obtaining 
evidence for use before court, board, officer, or investigative committeee. The definition also in- 
cludes employment to protect persons or to repossess collateral or property for third parties. Lists 
many activities not covered by definition including (1) licensed insurance adjusters investigating 
claims against insurance company; (2) government officers or employees acting within the scope 
and course of employment; (3) licensed attorneys and paralegals and staff investigators employed 
by attorney; (4) legal owner or lienholder or employees who engage in repossession of personal 
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property subject to security interest; (5) employees of licensed investigators who work exclusively 
as “undercover agents” (defined in bill); and (6) employee of security department of private busi- 
ness that only investigates matters internal to the business. Defines "counterintelligence busi- 
ness” to mean the discovery or disabling of monitoring equipment surreptitiously placed to gather 
information. 

Licensing. Effective Jan. 1, 1992, GS 74E-2 mandates compliance with licensing require- 
ments before person may engage in private investigative or counterintelligence business. Provides 
that valid private investigator business license, associate private investigator permit, counterintelli- 
gence license or counterintelligence permit issued befére effective date of GS Ch. 74E is not 
forfeited by enactment of GS Ch. 74E, but it is subject to suspension, denial, expiration, or revo- 
cation as for other licenses undere GS Ch. 74E. GS 74E-4 establishes five-member Private 
Investigations Regulatory Board in Attorney General’s Office to administer the licensing require- 
ments and to set educational and training requirements. Specifies method of appointing mem- 
bers, filling vacancies, and removal. Provides that all decisions made by Private Protective 
Services Board (GS Ch. 74C) remain in effect unless repealed or suspened by Board. GS 74E-5 
grants powers to Board that include the following: (1) establish examination and training require- 
ments for applicants; (2) approve applicants to be licensed or registered; (3) investigate alleged 
violations; (4) deny, suspend, or revoke licenses, permits and registrations; (5) issue subpoenas to 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of documents. Prohibits Board from in- 
itiating investigation into offenses that allegedly occurred more than three years before the date a 
complaint is received. Creates position of Administrator within the Att’y General’s Office, ap- 
pointed by Att’y General after approval by the Board. 

Applications for License. GS 74E-7 requires written application for private investigation or 
counterintelligence business license. Detailed requirements of application specified in bill. 
Provides that applicants must meet the following qualifications: (1) age 18 or older; and (2) good 
moral character and temperate habits. Indicates that conviction of offenses specified in bill or a 
history of addiction to alcohol or a nonprescribed drug shall be prima facie evidence that appli- 
cant does not have requisite character or habits. Authorizes Board to deny license for conviction 
of any crime. Requires applicants to appear before Board for questioning, and authorizes Board 
to require applicants to successfully complete an examination or approved training program. GS 
74E-9 prohibits issuance of firearms registration permit unless the applicant files with Board evi- 
dence of liability insurance that covers his use of weapons. Specifies requirements of minimum 
coverage. GS 74E-10 requires each employer to submit to the Board an application for the regis- 
tration of each armed employee. Specifies requirements of application, including proof of liability 
insurance. Requires all registered armed private investigators to carry registration cards, and re- 
quires their return by employer within 15 days of employee’s termination. Applicants for armed 
registration must complete basic training course that includes a minimum of 40 hours of 
classroom instruction on topics specified in bill. GS 74E-11 specifies twenty-two independent 
grounds for the denial, suspension or revocation of a license, including the conviction of any 
felony, conviction of illegyal drug use or poossession, and impersonation of a law enforcement 
Officer. Provides that sworn law enforcement officers, unless in a nonpaid volunteer status, shall 
not be issued license, registration, or permit under GS Ch 74E. GS 74E-13 requires licensees to 
Carry pocket ID card at all times (unless working undercover) when working within the scope of 
his employment. GS 74E-15 authorizes Board to seek injunctions to prevent violations of GS Ch. 
74E. Outlines criminal (misdemeanor) and civil penalties for violations of GS Ch. 74E or Board 
rules. Outlines reciprocity requirements for nonresidents who hold valid private investigators li- 
cense from another state. GS 74E-18 sets uniform fees for applications and licenses. 

Private Investigation Service Recovery Fund. Art. 2 of GS Ch. 74E creates designated Fund 
in Office of the State Treasurer. Provides that the Fund shall be used to pay claims where an 
aggrieved person has suffered a direct monetary loss by reason of certain acts committed by any 
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person licensed under GS Ch. 74E. Outlines method and sources for establishing the Fund, in- 
cluding a $50 charge for each new applicant for a license or associate permit that shall be de- 
posited into Fund; provides that no applicant shall be required to pay into the Fund more than 
once. Authorizes Board to use proceeds from Fund investments to advance education and 
research that directly benefits licensees and associates, but expenditures for other than payments 
to aggrieved persons may not cause funds to drop below $20,000. GS 74E-21 directs that the 
Fund shall serve as a guaranty for defaults upon obligations owed to a person by a licensee or 
associate where the obligation was entered into within the scope of employment in providing pri- 
vate investigative or counterintelligence services. Requires aggrieved party to exhaust all civil 
remedies against licensee or associate before seeking reimbursement from Fund. Provides that 
State Treasurer shall not disburse payments to an aggrieved party until the Fund reaches 
$20,000. An aggrieved party holds a vested right for payment once Fund reaches sufficient level 
if order awarding payment is dated after July 1, 1991. GS 74E-23 sets out the maximum liability 
of the Fund for payments to aggrieved parties. 

Amends GS 74C-3(a) to remove counterintelligence service profession and private detective 
and investigators from coverage of the Private Protective Services Act. Effective upon ratification, 
except amendment to GS 74C-3, which is effective Jan. 1, 1992. 


S 727. REGULATE BED & BREAKFAST INNS. Intro. 4/22. Senate committee substitute deletes 
specific requirements as to rules the Comm'n for Health Services is to adopt. Instead, rules to 
protect public health but not interfere unreasonably with inns’ operation. Dep’t of Environment, 
Health and Natural Resources to report on implementation to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations by April 1, 1992. 


S 728. STATE TO USE EFFICIENT LIGHTING (=H 1020). Intro. 4/22. Senate committee substi- 
tute adds requirement that agencies use most energy efficient and economically viable. lighting 
method. 


S 731. LONG TERM CARE MANAGERS. Intro. 4/22. Senate comm. sub. (1) provides that when 
the Dep’t of Human Resources petitions a court for appointment of a temporary manager for a 
long term care facility, the petition must set forth facts, including grounds for new manager and 
that respondent was given notice of grounds; (2) provides greater detail concerning hearing as a 
result of petition, including provision that relevant evidence for respondent will be that alleged 
conditions have been remedied; (3) adds as two additional grounds for appointment of manager 
financial inability to assure patients adequate care and facility license nonrenewal or revocation 
procedure has been initiated against the facility; (4) provides procedure by which facility may 
avoid appointment of temporary manager by correcting problems and by which compliance can 
be continuously monitored by the court; (5) changes temporary manager’s powers and duties; (6) 
removes original bill’s requirement of a court’s ex parte hearing to approve emergency expendi- 
tures greater than $1000, and allows managers to correct dangerous situations immediately, sub- 
ject to later review for reasonableness; (7) removes original bill’s provision that a temporary 
manager need not pay preexisting debt for facility if person seeking payment is owner or former 
administrator of facility—instead, showing. unreasonableness of debt removes requirement of pay- 
ment; and (8) removes original bill’s requirement that licensee post bond as a condition of licen- 
sure or relicensure. 


S 746. MOTORIZED WHEELCHAIRS. Intro. 4/23. Senate committee substitute replaces original 
bill with "AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE USE OF MOTORIZED WHEELCHAIRS OR SIMILAR 
VEHICLES NOT EXCEEDING 1000 POUNDS GROSS WEIGHT FOR PEDESTRIAN PURPOSES 
BY PERSONS WITH MOBILITY IMPAIRMENTS.” Adds GS 20-175.5 as title indicates. Provides 
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that persons with mobility impairment (defined in GS 20-37.5) engaging in covered activity are 
treated as a pedestrian and are not subject to Part 10 (Operation of Vehicles and Rules of the 
Road) or any other law applicable to motor vehicles. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 749. HEALTH CARE POWER OF ATTORNEY. Intro. 4/23. Senate committee substitute defines 
"agent” and “principal” and clarifies effect of divorce or separation on designation of agent. 


S 756. AIDS TESTING. intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute adds substantive provisions to 
blank bill. Amends GS 130A-148(h) to delete current provisions on testing for AIDS virus by order 
of a physician that require informed consent of the person tested unless incompetent or incapa- 

- ble of giving consent. Substitutes provision that licensed physician rendering medical services to 
a person with adequate consent may order a test for the AIDS virus without a separate consent if 
in the physician’s reasonable medical judgment the test is appropriate for treatment of the person 
or protection of health care workers. Requires person to receive notification that a test may be 
performed and information on the test results. Effective July 1, 1991. 


S 760. NURSING HOME ADMINISTRATORS. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute deletes pre- 
sent GS 90-278 provision allowing Board to confer license as a nursing home administrator upon 
candidates who have "professional experience the Board declares is comparable to a period of 
training as an administrator.” 


S 770. MH/DD/SA CARE IN JAILS (=H 428). Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute makes 
Clarifying change. 


S 771. MENTAL HEALTH RECORDS ACCESS. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute provides 
that the person responsible for a mental health client (as well as the client himself) may desig- 
nate a person to assume specified rights and duties related to the client’s care. Provides that 
family member receiving notice of client’s relationship to facility must be person with "legitimate 
role in the therapeutic services offered” and that notice will be given of client’s decision to leave 
facility against medical advice. 


S 779. RENTAL HOUSING LISTING SERVICE. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute deletes all 
provisions of original bill and adds subsection (c) to G.S. 66-143 allowing agency to retain up to 
$20 fee even if user does not obtain housing so long as (1) all advertising for agency states it is 
rental referral agency and charges a fee; (2) no fee is charged in connection with unavailable 
properties; (3) user does not apply in writing for refund within 30 days to one year after contract 
with agency. Amends G.S. 66-144(a) to require agency not to represent property as available 
unless availability verified 48 hours beforehand or, if published in advertising medium, within 8 
hours before submission to medium and no earlier than 96 hours before publication. 


S 792. FALSE BOMB ALARM, FELONY. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendments make bill apply to all 
hospitals (originally, State hospitals) and to health clinics. 


S 798. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT POLICY. intro. 4/24; amended 5/9. Senate amendment permits 
local board of education to restrict or forbid corporal punishment. 


S 821. PROTECT WATER SUPPLY WATERSHEDS. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute adds 
Statutory reference and makes technical change. 


S 822. UNC GOVERNORS AMENDS-2. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute deletes proposed 
changes in terms for members of the Board of Governors, and allows the student member io be 
the UNCASG president or his designee. 
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S 833. GENERAL FUND BUDGET REFORN-2. Intro. 4/25. Senate committee substitute provides 
that annual expenditures proposed by Governor and enacted by General Assemby are limited to 
"a percentage increase in operating expenditures...which exceed the growth in State personal 
income for the most recent 12-month period” as calculated by US Dep’t of Commerce.

S 951. TAX REFUND TO TEACHERS. "TO ALLOW TAXPAYERS TO CONTRIBUTE ALL OR PART OF 
____ THEIR INCOME TAX REFUNDS TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS." 
Adds GS 105-269.7 to allow taxpayers to contribute income tax refund to Dep’t of Public 
) Instruction to increase number of classroom teaching positions. Requires language indicating 
election to be added to tax form. Requires funds to be allocated to counties on per average daily 
membership basis. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991. 
Introduced by Bryan. Referred to Finance.

House 
amendment (1) alters advance directive form to include declarant’s being incurably ill and in a 
persistent vegetative state as one condition where advance directive is effective and (2) provides 
opportunity for declarant to disavow agent if agent is spouse from whom declarant Is legally sepa- 
rated or divorced when directive becomes effective. 


H 190. EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION JUDGMENT. Intro. 2/28. House amendment changes effective 
date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 417. EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION FOR INCOMPETENT. Intro. 4/1. House amendments (1) pro- 
vide distribution without divorce on behalf of incompetent spouse only after one year separation 
and (2) change effective date from ratification to October 1, 1991. 
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H 498. HEALTH DIRECTOR QUALIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/13. House amendment 
amends education and experience requirements to be appointed as a health director by: (1) de- 
leting requirement that a physician must have at least one year of experience managing health 
programs or services, (2) changing requirement for persons holding masters of public health in 
Administration from one year of experience in “managing” health programs to one year of em- 
ployment experience in health programs or services, (3) changing requirement for persons holding 
MPH in discipline other than Administration or masters degrees in a field related to public health 
from three years experience in management to at least three years of employment experience in 
health programs or services, (4) providing that a person holding a bachelors degree in business 
administration with at least three years of employment experience in health programs or services 
may be appointed as director. 


H 499. PUBLIC HEALTH MISSION. Intro. 4/1. House amendment provides that the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources shall attempt to assure (originally, assure) the avail- 
ability and accessibility of essential public health services within the resources available (under- 
lined language added). 


H 552. SUSPEND LICENSES/DRUG FELONY. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/13. House amendment 
deletes all directions to occupational licensing boards as to when and for how long they must 
suspend licenses as a result of felony drug convictions. 


H 573. GUILFORD SCHOOL REORGANIZATION AMENDS. Intro. 4/2; amended 4/17; 5/1. House 
committee substitute replaces original bill with “AN ACT TO MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS 
TO AN ACT TO CONSOLIDATE ALL OF THE SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN GUILFORD 
COUNTY OR TO PROVIDE FOR THE TWO CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN THAT 
COUNTY TO HAVE BOUNDARIES COTERMINOUS WITH THE CITIES, SUBJECT TO A 
REFERENDUM.” Adds sections to SL 1991, Ch. 78 (1) to provide that a teacher or principal 
employed by the Guilford County Board of Education when Part Il (Coterminous City Units) be- 
comes effective and who becomes employed in either the High Point or Greensboro school ad- 
ministrative units for the 1992-93 school year continues to have the rights provided under Art. 22, 
Part 3 (Principal and Teacher Employment Contracts) of GS Ch. 115C; (2) to provide that if the 
position of any person employed by the Guilford County school administrative unit during the 
1991-92 school year and not covered by Part 3 of Art. 22 is eliminated because of Part Il, the 
Greensboro and High Point school administrative units shall establish policies that give those per- 
sons a reasonable preference in hiring; (3) to permit child whose school attendance is changed 
from Guilford County to either Greensboro or High Point to continue attending in the Guilford 
County school administrative unit under the circumstances specified in bill, including approval by 
the Guilford County Board of Education; and (4) to provide that if Part Il becomes effective it will 
be for school attendance beginning July 1, 1992. Amends Sec. 17 and Sec. 18 of SL 1991, Ch. 
78 to provide that consequences specified in law occur if the City of High Point and the Town of 
Jamestown have adopted a joint annexation agreement by Oct. 15, 1991 (now, Sept. 1, 1991). 


H 588. HOSPITALS MUST ITEMIZE CHARGES. Intro. 4/3; com. sub. 5/13. House amendment 
requires hospital bills that are not itemized to notify patient of his right to request itemization. 


H 739. HOLDEN BEACH ANNEXATION VOTE. Intro. 4/15. House amendment requires signatures 
of 40% (originally, 10%) of voters on petition for referendum on annexation ordinance. 


H 828. TEACHER INPUT, SCHOOL PLANS. Intro. 4/16. House amendment provides that any 
modifications to an existing school improvement plan, including waiver requests, must also be 
presented by the local board to its teachers and administrators for their review. 
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H 832. PROHIBIT IMPAIRED HUNTING. Intro. 4/16; amended 5/14. House amendment amends 
hearing process and appeal to provide for administrative hearing as a contested case and judicial 
appeal pursuant to GS Art. 3, Ch. 150B. 


H 838. PENALTY FOR CROP DESTRUCTION. Intro. 4/16. House amendment changes effective 
date from Oct. 1, 1991 to July 1, 1991. 


H 935. ARCHITECTS CLAIMS. Intro. 4/19. House amendments provide (1) that two architects who 
serve on a panel to review claims concerning architectural services must be chosen from a list 
provided by the NC Board of Architecture, with one selected by the claimant and one by the 
respondent or defendant and (2) that the third panel member be selected by the two architects 
rather than the claimant. 


H 985. CITY REQUIRE GARBAGE DISPOSAL-2. (=S 618) Intro. 4/19; House amendment 
amends GS 160A-192(a) so that owners or occupants of business or institutional property may 
enter into private contracts for solid waste disposal (original bill required participation in any solid 
waste collection or disposal service provided by the city, or under contract with the city). 


H 1032. SHELLFISH LEASE AUTHORITY STUDY. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute re- 
writes bill to direct Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture to study whether to 
transfer authority to issue shellfish cultivation leases. Comm’n may report to the 1992 General 
Assembly, but it shall report findings, and any recommended legislation, on the first day of the 
1993 Legislative Session. 


H 1064. TRUCK AXLE REQUIREMENTS. Intro. 4/22; com. sub. 5/13. House amendment provides 
single vehicle with two axles not to exceed 35 feet; bus or motor home with two axles and single 
vehicle with three axles not to exceed 40 feet. 


H 1072. CHILD TESTIMONY BY TV-1. Intro. 4/23. House amendments change effective date from 
October 1, 1991 to ratification and lower the age of children to which the act applies from 18 to 
14 years of age. 


H 1082. LIMIT LANDOWNER LIABILITY. Intro. 4/24. House amendment makes clarifying changes. 


H 1108. BATHROOM EQUITY ACT-2. Intro. 4/24. House amendments (1) call for study and report 
to next session of General Assembly rather than action and (2) require study to include require- 
ment that door stalls in public restrooms open outward. 


H 493. LOW PERFORMING SCHOOL UNITS (=S 463). Intro. 4/1. House amendments accomplish 
the following: (1) provide that Department of Public Instruction services shall include monitoring 
the unit’s progress, tutoring and counseling unit personne! in strategies to reach the unit’s goals, 
and providing additional funds to the unit to accomplish approved portions of the plan; (2) provide 
that no caretaker administrator or board shall be appointed in less than one year following the 
submission of an identified unit’s plan, or before Jan. 1, 1994; (3) provide that the General 
Assembly shall consider the future governance of an identified school unit at its next session after 
a caretaker board has been appointed; (4) amend GS 120-30.9G to require State Board to submit 
to U.S. Attorney General within 30 days any rules or actions taken pursuant to GS 115C-64.4 that 
could result in the appointment of a caretaker administrator or board if the school unit is covered 
by the 1965 Voting Rights Act; (5) directs State Board upon ratification to submit proposed Art. 
6A to the U.S. Attorney General for preclearance under the Voting Rights Act; and (6) amend GS 
115C-451 to make the State Board responsible for assuring that local boards comply with state 
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laws regarding the budgeting, management and expenditure of funds; requires State Board to 
issue a warning and direct the local board to take remedial action when it refuses to comply with 
those laws; requires State Board to by resolution assume control of the financial affairs of the 
local board and appoint an administrator if it willfully or negligently fails to comply after the warn- 
ing; adoption of resolution divests local board of all financial powers.

S 70. FOREIGN BANK REGULATION. Intro. 2/13; comm. sub. 4/29. Senate committee substitute 
provides that the Banking Commission, rather than the Commissioner, may adopt rules to imple- 
ment the Article. 


S 81. ALZHEIMER’S SPECIAL CARE UNITS (= H 75). Intro. 2/14; amended 3/12. Senate 
amendment requires Medical Care Comm’n and Social Services Comm'n to develop (was, adopt) 
standards. 


S 84. WATER PROJECTS PLAN. Intro. 2/18; comm. sub. 5/13. Senate amendment makes clarify- 
ing change. 


S 260. INCORPORATE TOBACCOVILLE. Intro. 3/25; amended 4/18. House amendment provides 
for absentee voting for Village officers in accordance with G.S. 163-302 and allows election to be 
held on June 25, 1991. 


S 299. INCORPORATE LEWISVILLE. Intro. 3/27; amended 4/18, 5/8. Senate amendment makes 
clarifying changes. 


S 386. NC MAY EXCEED US AIR/WATER REGS. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/13. Senate amend- 
ment replaces committee substitute with "AN ACT TO AMEND THOSE PORTIONS OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES THAT LIMIT THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO 
THE ADOPTION OF ENVIRONMENTAL RULES REGARDING WATER QUALITY AND AIR 
QUALITY THAT ARE NO MORE RESTRICTIVE THAN FEDERAL ENVIRONMENTAL 
REGULATIONS TO PROVIDE THAT AN ASSESSMENT OF THE IMPACT OF SUCH RULES BE 
PREPARED BEFORE SUCH RULES ARE ADOPTED.” Amends GS 143-215 to modify require- 
ment that water quality standards adopted by the Environmental Management Comm’n are to be 
no more restrictive than federal standards. Provides that Comm’n may adopt more restrictive 
standards if it first prepares an assessment of their impact and finds that the environmental, 
public health, safety and welfare benefits of the proposed standards justify their costs. Amends 
GS 143-215.107 to permit the Comm’n to adopt air quality standards that are more restrictive 
than federal standards if it complies with same conditions that apply to water quality standards. 
Amends GS 143-215 and -215.107 to establish generally the following procedure for making the 
impact assessment: (1) requires the Dep’t to prepare and submit into the record of the rule- 
making hearing an assessment of the proposed standards conducted according to specified cri- 
teria; (2) authorizes the Dep’t to call upon any agency of state government, the Agricultural 
Extension Service and any UNC institution in acquiring and analyzing data for the assessment; (3) 
states that the procedure for preparing the assessment does not require a numerical cost-benefit 
analysis or an assessment that is inconsistent with federal law or regulation; (4) provides that 
entry into the record of the Comm'n finding on impacts creates a rebuttable presumption that 
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benefits outweigh the costs in the judicial review of a rule that is studied for an assessment— 
requires clear and convincing evidence to overcome the presumption; and (5) provides that an 
assessment is not required for any rule if there is no comparable federal standard. Amends GS 
143-215 to prohibit Comm’n from adopting water quality standards or limiations that apply to 
specified animal and poultry feeding operations unless it is required by federal law or regulations. 


S 430. WINE DISTRIBUTION ACT AMENDS. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/14. Senate amendments 
change effective date from ratification to October 1, 1991. 


S 485. ELECTION LAW REFORM. Intro. 4/4; com. sub. 5/14. Senate amendments make k Class | 
felony to misrepresent law where intent (in addition to effect) is to intimidate voters. 


S 488. REGISTRATIONS FORWARDED PROMPTLY. Intro. 4/8. Senate amendments (1) require 
registrars to forward applications to register to vote to county boards of election within 72 hours 
(originally, 48) of completing registration and (2) provide that registrar's failure to comply does not 
disqualify voter. 
S 534. IREDELL LOCAL ACT-1. Intro. 4/10. Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with 
"AN ACT CONCERNING IREDELL COUNTY AND THE MUNICIPALITIES THEREIN, RELATING 
TO SOLID WASTE FEES, MOOREVILLE OCCUPANCY TAX, AND MOORESVILLE ZONING 
JURISDICTION.” Authorizes the Town of Mooresville to levy a room occupancy tax if Iredell 
County does not levy a tax or if its tax rate is less than 3%. Mooresville Town Board of 
Commissioners may levy a tax of up to 2% of gross receipts from rental of lodging except com- 
bined rate of Mooresville and Iredell County cannot exceed 3%. Sets procedures for collection 
and administration of tax. Provides that Mooresville must set aside 50% of net proceeds in an 
occupancy tax account to be spent to promote commerce, economic development, and tourism, 
with remaining 50% to general fund. Town may also create a Commerce and Tourism Authority to 
fulfill the goals of the occupancy tax fund. 
Amends, as applied only to the Town of Mooresville, GS 160A-58.4 to allow satellite corporate 
limits to be considered a part of the city's corporate limits for purposes of land-use regulation, 
but not for purposes of public health nuisance abatement. 

Effective July 1, 1991, amends GS 153A-293 to allow Iredell County to bill for garbage 


_ collection with ad valorem taxes and to handle nonpayment in same manner as ad valorem taxes. 


S$ 538. JOHNSTON SCHOOL BOARD. Intro. 4/10. Senate committee substitute expands board of 
education from 5 to 7 members, with added members to be appointed by current board by Sept. 
30, 1991 and to serve until election in 1992. Provides for staggered terms beginning in 1992. 


S 549. ORANGE IMPACT TAX. Intro.4/10. Senate committee substitute eliminates sections of 
original bill creating an impact tax district and authorizing levy of tax on the impact of land devel- 
opment. Leaves provision regarding school capital outlay impact fees. 


S 590. HENDERSONVILLE SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. Intro. 4/11. Senate committee substitute 
replaces blank bill with act "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF HENDERSONVILLE 
RELATING TO ASSESSMENTS.” Allows Hendersonville to make sidewalk improvements and 
assess abutting property owners without petition if Council finds that sidewalk is unsafe for ve- 
hicular traffic and it is in best interest to make improvement; that it is in public interest to extend 
portions of sidewalks; or that it is in public interest to widen sidewalk. 


S 623. ORANGE/CHATHAM OMNIBUS. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/2. Senate committee substitute 
makes technical changes. 
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S 627. RULINGS ON NO CONTEST MOTIONS. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/1. Senate committee 
substitute deletes requirement that parties file written responses within 30 days after service of a 
motion and provides that no oral hearing required to decide motions for default judgment, sum- 
mary judgment, judgment on the pleadings, and to withdraw as counsel of record. 


S 657. WORKERS’ COMP THIRD PARTIES. Intro. 4/16. Senate amendment provides that to de- 
termine subrogation claims, parties may apply to the resident superior court judge of the county 
where the injured employee resides. 


S 669. PORK PROMOTION ASSESSMENT (=H 729). Identical to H 729, introduced 4/11. House 
amendment makes technical changes. 


S 678. HUNTER CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE. Intro. 4/18. Senate amendment provides causing 
death through criminal negligence while hunting is not lesser included offense of involuntary 
manslaughter. 


S 681. INJURED EMPLOYEE SELECT DOCTOR. Intro. 4/18. Senate amendment provides that an 
injured employee may select a physician of his own choosing a single time if he is dissatisfied 
with an employer-provided physician (originally, employee could select initial doctor or change a 
single time and there was no requirement of dissatisfaction). 


S 684. CHIROPRACTIC DIAGNOSTIC IMAGING. Intro. 4/18. Senate amendments provide that ap- 
plicants must demonstrate proficiency in the following subjects: physics and equipment of radio- 
graphic imaging, principles of radiographic exposure, radiographic protection, anatomy and 
physiology, and radiographic positioning and procedure and provide that Board of Chiropractic 
Examiners may adopt rules on the examination of applicants and continuing education. 


S 688. UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE-2 (=H 909). Intro. 4/18. Senate amendment 
makes the following changes: (1) deletes requirement that NC Rate Bureau include a filing to 
make the multivehicie rate for underinsured motorist coverage the same per vehicle as the single 
vehicle rate; and (2) makes clarifying changes. 


S 696. EASE SATISFACTION OF JUDGMENT. Intro. 4/18. Senate amendment does not allow 
proceeding against debtor of judgment debtor to begin until execution is returned unsatisfied and 
requires that possession of judgment debtor’s property must be acknowledged and proven to 
satisfaction of clerk of court in hearing before execution may be issued against person owing 
money to judgment debtor. 


S 699. INSURANCE EQUALITY STATUTE. Intro. 4/18. Senate committee substitute clarifies that, 
so long as parity in health care coverage is maintained, bill is not intended to restrict or prohibit 
an insurance provider or private employer from placing limits on usual, customary, and reason- 
able health care coverage. 


S 822. UNC GOVERNORS AMENDS-2. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/13. Senate amendment pro- 
vides, effective July 1, 1991, that any person who has served at least one term as a member of 
the Board of Governors after having served as Governor of North Carolina shall be a member 
emeritus of Board. 


S 828. CLARIFY STATE CLAIMS ASSIGNMENT. Intro. 4/25. Senate amendment adds clarifying 
language.

Adds G.S. 136-117.1, permitting Dep’t of Transportation to acquire right-of-way in order to 
investigate and clean up contamination on its own current or prospective rights-of-way and on 
property where contamination threatens environmental quality within DOT’s rights-of-way. 
Subrogates DOT to reimbursement rights of former owner or operator of tanks and allows DOT to 
recover cleanup costs from responsible party and offset cosis against damages party entitled to 
in eminent domain proceeding. 


S 386. NC MAY EXCEED US AIR/WATER REGS. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 5/15. 
Senate amendment changes amendment adopted 5/15 by (1) reinserting existing provisions of GS 
143-215 that permit the Comm'n to adopt water quality standards and practices for facilities sited 
or operated pursuant to GS Ch. 130B (Hazardous Waste Management Comm'n) that exceed 
comparable federal regulations; (2) adding that the Comm’n is not required to prepare the 
assessment if it would be unable to adopt rules in compliance with deadlines established by 
Congress (originally, only covered deadlines by EPA); and (3) making technical and clarifying 
amendments.

H 301. CEMETERY ACT AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. 4/16. House committee substi- 
tute provides that nongovernmental liens or other interests of land acquired in violation of GS 
65-69 (sale or disposition of cemetery lands) are void (was, all liens acquired in violation are 
void). Also deletes original bill’s provision that GS 150B-38(a) (scope of administrative hearings 
under Administrative Procedure Act) applies to the Cemetery Commission of the Dep't of 
Economic and Community Development. 


H 561. COMPANY POLICE ACT. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute alters the liability provi- 
sions of the act to allow certified company police agencies with sufficient assets to self-insure 
and to provide that liability insurance under the act will cover only negligence and not intentional 
wrongdoing by employees. Amends GS 14-401, GS 15A-402, GS 20-37.6, GS 74C-12(c), GS 
160A-288, and GS 160A-288.2 to substitute references to this act, codified as Ch. 74E, for refer- 
ences to Ch. 74A, now repealed. Provides that the administrative and fee provisions of this act 
will be effective Jan. 1, 1992. 


H 789. GASTONIA CHARTER REVISED. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/10; amended 5/22. House 
amendment moves the provision on staggering of council members from the charter itself into an 
enacting section, retaining four-year staggered terms, but providing that council members from 
wards 1, 3, and 5 will be elected in 1991 to two-year terms and that all members will, beginning 
in 1993, be elected to four-year terms.

Bill provides that the 
Commission is to grant a certificate for construction of a proposed transmission line if the 
Commission finds, among other things, that “when compared with all reasonable alternative 
courses of action,” the proposed construction is reasonable, preferred, and in the public interest.

Senate committee substitute pro- 
vides that any Orange County ordinance that contains impact fees to provide for capital improve- 
ments to public schools applies everywhere in Orange County, including within corporate limits 
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and extraterritorial planning jurisdictions of any city, town or municipal corporation within the 
county (was, applicable only municipal corporations). 


S 893. ESC RESERVE FUND. Intro. 5/9. Senate Committee substitute establishes August 1, 1986 
rather than August 1, 1987 as the base date to be used in determining whether unemployment 
insurance contributions will be taxed for purposes of contributing to the ESC reserve fund.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 8. HIGHWAY TRUST FUND AMENDMENTS. Intro. 2/4; amended 4/23. Conference report pro- 
vides that House concurs in Senate amendments #1 (correcting citations) and #2 (changing effec- 
tive date for amendments from ratification to July'1, 1991). Provides that the Senate recedes from 
Senate amendment #3 [which would have changed partial exemptions from highway use tax 
under GS 105-187.6(b) to full exemptions]. 


H 64. SIMPLIFY SPECIAL PLATE STATUTES (=S 40). Intro. 2/13; amended 3/20. House amend- 
ments require Div’n of Motor Vehicles to credit one-half of revenue derived from additional fee 
collected for personalized license plate to Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund and re- 
maining one-half of personalized license plate fees and all additional fees for special plates to 
Special Registration Plate Fund (was, all proceeds go to Registration Plate Fund with fund paying 
over 1/2 proceeds, after deducting license expenses, to Natural Heritage Trust) and make tech- 
nical changes. 


H 98. 28-YEAR RETIREMENT. Intro. 2/19. House amendment establishes July 1, 1991, instead of 
after Oct. 1, 1991, as the date on which the 28-year retirement plan created by this act takes 
effect. Amendment also changes effective date of act to July 1, 1991. 


H 182. HEA HOMELESSNESS PREVENTION. Intro. 2/28. Senate amendment adds provisions that 
the program to be established under the bill is to be a demonstration program limited to one or 
more counties and adds a requirement that the Housing Finance Agency report to the Joint 
Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations by Jan. 31, 1993 regarding the program. 


H 248. MOORESVILLE OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 3/14. Senate committee substitute provides that 
50% of net proceeds of tax is to be used to promote travel and tourism and 50% is to go to 
General Fund (originally, all was to go to General Fund) and creates Travel“and Tourism Authority 
to recommend to Mooresville Town Board how travel and tourism funds should be expended. 


H 309. STATE BAR AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. 4/24; amended 4/29. Senate amend- 
ment deletes “letter of warning” from list of sanctions by the NC State Bar giving rise to an 
appeal of right to the NC Court of Appeals. 
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H 356. LINCOLN/CATAWBA GEOGRAPHY RECORDS. Intro. 3/27. Senate committee substitute 
rewrites bill so it now applies to Catawba and Lincoln counties and to Conover, Hickory, 
Lincolnton, and Newton, and provides that geographical information systems databases and data 
files developed and operated by the counties and cities are public records and must be made 
open to public access by computer terminals and other output devices. Copies must be made 
available at reasonable costs, provided copier agrees in writing not to sell the copy for trade or 
commercial purposes. Specifies that publication or broadcast by the news media is not sale for 
trade or commercial purposes. 


H 577. PINEHURST ANNEXATION. Intro. 4/2; comm. sub. 4/9. Senate amendment changes effec- 
tive date from June 30, 1992 to June 30, 1991. 


H 709. AUTOMATED CHEMICAL TESTING. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute moves from 
GS 20-139.1(b1) (procedures governing chemical analysis) to GS 20-16.2(a) (notification of rights 
in chemical analysis) original bill’s provision that an authorized charging or arresting officer who 
designates a test of a person’s blood for alcohol pursuant to GS 20-16.2(a) may provide the oral 
and written notice of rights required under that subsection. Provides that amounts collected under 
GS 20-16.5(j) (license revocation fees) for fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93 and designated for the 
alcohol testing program will not revert to the General Fund. Deletes original bill’s provision that 
the Chemical Tests for Alcohol Branch is to become receipt-supported on July 1, 1994. Shifts 
date after which appropriated funds for the program that have not been spent or obligated revert 
to the Highway Fund from July 1, 1994 to June 30, 1994. Provides that beginning with the 1994- 
95 fiscal year, any funds collected under GS 20-16.5(j) and designated, but not needed, for this 
program shall be transferred quarterly to local law enforcement agencies for training concerning 
enforcement of the laws on driving while impaired (was, transfer of funds without prescribed 
purpose). 


H 869. COMMERCIAL LOAN FEES. Intro. 4/18; comm. sub. 5/10. Senate amendments (1) provide 
that the limits on fees on loans established by GS 24-1.1 are not to apply to loans of amounts 
greater than $300,000, and (2) delete requirement that lenders who employ appraisers and 
charge customers appraisal fees must inform customers of their right to select a qualified ap- 
praiser not employed by the lender. 


H 915. PSYCHOLOGISTS’ CONDUCT CODE. Intro. 4/18. Senate committee substitute adds Board 
of Examiners of Practicing Psychologists and hospitals to list of organizations with which a li- 
censed psychologist must cooperate or respond to promptly, completely and honestly, to avoid 
sanction, and provides that the summary content of each evaluation, counseling, or treatment 
session, that licensed psychologists are required to keep need not include specific information 
that may cause significant harm to any person if the information were released. 


H 1273. LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYEE RETIREMENT. Intro. 5/10. House committee substitute re- 
writes bill so it now adds new subsection (aa) to GS 135-4 to allow employees of General 
Assembly to purchase creditable service in Teachers’ and State Employees Retirement System 
when classified as temporary teacher or employee, regardless of when temporary service was 
rendered so long as person had two years or more as General Assembly employee, acquires 
proper certification of temporary employment from employer and pays lump sum into Annuity 
Savings Fund equal to full liability of service credit. 


SENATE BILLS 
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S 3. SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT ACT. Intro. 1/30. Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill. 

Duties of the State Board. Amends GS 115C-12 to add to list of duties of the State Board of 
Education (1) the duty to develop management accountability indicators to measure the efficiency 
and proper use of staff in schools and administrative offices and (2) the duty to develop an 
outcome-based education program that may be implemented as part of a local school improve- 
ment plan developed under “Senate Bill 2” (Performance-based Accountability Program). Defines 
“outcome-based education program” as one in which expectations for student achievement are 
clearly stated in terms of knowledge, skills, and attitudes and under which students develop skills 
and attitudes to maximize the acquisition of knowledge. Directs State Board of Education, in con- 
sultation with UNC Board of Governors and State Board of Community Colleges to develop a 
mechanism by which the institutions of higher education will accept certification of proficiencies 
on high school transcripts in lieu of Carnegie units. 

Duties of Board of Governors. Directs UNC Board of Governors to cause UNC constituent 
institutions with programs in education administration to evaluate the programs and to take steps 
to ensure adequate management training for principals and administrators. 

Adoption and modification of Senate Bill 2 plans. Amends GS 115C-238.3 to specify (1) that 
at least half of the staff members involved in the development of a local school improvement plan 
are to be teachers and that the teachers from each school to be so involved are to be selected 
by all the teachers at that school and (2) that a local board of education adopting or amending a 
local school improvement plan must present the proposed plan to its teachers and administrators 
for their review. Requires that at end of first and third years of operation of a Senate Bill 2 plan, 
teachers are to be surveyed, on a Survey instrument developed by the State Board of Education 
in consultation with the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee, regarding their attitudes 
about the plan and about education reform in the unit. 

Differentiated student performance goals under a Senate Bill 2 plan. Amends GS 115C-238.3 
to provide that systems that are meeting the highest level of accreditation for 95% of the student 
performance indicators adopted by the State Board of Education may concentrate on locally de- 
signed accountability goals focused on such things as thinking and reasoning skills, improving the 
school climate, and improving parental and student satisfaction levels, based on plans developed 
in each individual school. 

Differentiated pay under a Senate Bill 2 plan. Amends GS 115C-238.4 to specify that a dif- 
ferentiated pay plan under a local school improvement plan may authorize the use of up to one- 
third of all state differentiated pay funds for staff development and planning and for paying substi- 
tute teachers while regular teachers engage in these activities. Also provides that the plan may 
authorize using differentiated pay funds for noncertified employees. 

Flexible funding under a Senate Bill 2 plan. Amends GS 115C-238.5 to provide that under a 
local school improvement plan, the State Board of Education may (A) combine allotment cate- 
gories for state funds into (i) principals and assistant principals, (ii) instructional personnel, (iii) 
instructional support personnel, (iv) auxiliary services, (v) general administration, (vi) instructional 
support items, and (vii) transportation categories, provided that all state-paid personnel are to be 
paid on the state salary schedule; (B) continue non-state aid in a separate allotment for categori- 
cal programs and consolidate the administration of these programs to extend permitted by federal 
law; (C) authorize loca! units to transfer up to 5% of total positions or funds from one combined 
category to another (or more with State Board approval); and (D) allow local units to transfer 
positions and funds out of the general administration category to others. 

Waivers of state aw under a Senate Bill 2 plan. Amends GS 115C-238.6 to specify the 
following areas in which flexibility with respect to state laws, regulations, and policies may be 
granted to a local unit under a school improvement plan: (a) assignment, allocation, reduction, 
and use of positions for teacher assistants; (b) class size; (c) employee certification (provided that 
the State Board will assess each individual involved and place that individual on the state salary 
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schedule and provided that annual evaluations certify that students are being well served); (d) use 
of evaluation methods of teachers other than the Teacher Performance Appraisal Instrument; (e) 
scheduling of the instructional school day, so long as 990 hours of annual contact time are met 
per academic year (the equivalent of 180 days); (f) limiting drivers education access to students 
who are reasonable in attendance and are making progress toward graduation; (g) use of staff 
development funds; (h) use of class units and timing of end-of-course and end-of-grade testing to 
allow capable students to move faster and needier students to move at a pace that suits them 
better; (i) limiting the obligation to provide summer school and allowing, in part, the substitution of 
after-school or Saturday programs; (j) use of state buses for field trips and for transporting 
parents and under-age children; (k) placement of additional students in individual classes of aca- 
demically gifted programs; and (I) system of counting graduation requirements to allow out-of- 
grade and community college work to count (but not affecting requirement of three units of 
mathematics in high school). Directs State Board to grant or deny waiver request within 90 days 
of receipt and to explain in writing a denial. Directs Board to assess any policy or regulation that 
25% of school units request a waiver concerning. 

Soft drink sales. Amends GS 115C-264 to permit schools, with permission of local board of 
education, to sell soft drinks to students, but not during lunch, not at elementary schools, and not 
contrary to requirements of the National School Lunch Program. 

Low-performing school units. Adds new Art. 6A ("State Assistance and Intervention in Low- 
Performing School Units”). Specifies that as of July 1, 1992, any local school administrative unit 
that does not meet minimum requirements for state accreditation, ranks below average in student 
achievement on the statewide school system report card, and does not show improvement in 
student achievement at a rate that is at or above the statewide average is to be classified as a 
low-performing school unit. Local board is to notify parents and the public. Tenured teachers in 
the system who are evaluated as needing improvement are to be reclassified as first-year proba- 
tionary employees, regaining tenure if they advance to satisfactory evaluation or the unit rises 
above low-performance classification. System must develop a and submit a plan for improvement 
within three months of classification. If unit remains low-performing after one year, the unit loses 
all state funds for differentiated pay, the superintendent is placed on probation, and a three- 
member management team is to be appointed by the State Superintendent, subject to con- 
firmation of the State Board, to oversee the unit. The team may be assigned by the State Board 
any of the powers and duties of the local superintendent, local finance officer, and local board of 
education. If unit remains low-performing after two years, the State Board may remove the local 
superintendent, finance officer, associate superintendents, assistance superintendents, and princi- 
pals, all of whom shall be ineligible for appointment to another position in the unit for four years. 
The management team appoints replacements. After a management team has been appointed, 
the General Assembly, at its next session, is to consider the future governance of the unit. If the 
unit remains low-performing three years after the management team is appointed, the team is 
dissolved and funds allocated for the management team are to be used by the local board to 
procure outside assistance. State Board is to develop rules to implement these provisions by 
December 1, 1991. Bill provides for reporting the appointment of the management team to U.S. 
Justice Department under the Voting Rights Act. 

Failure to comply with School Budget Act. Amends GS 115C-451 to specify that State Board 
of Education is responsible for assuring that local boards of education comply with state laws and 
regulations regarding budgeting, management, and expenditure of funds, is responsible for warn- 
ing local units that willfully or negligently fail or refuse to comply, and must assume financial 
control of a unit that fails to comply after warning, through appointment of an administrator. 
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Appropriation. Appropriates $22,004,579 for fiscal 1991-92 and $47,400,038 for fiscal 1992- 
93 for funds for differentiated pay. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 1991, except provisions regarding low-performing schools, 
which are effective July 1, 1992. 


S 415. PAROLE CHANGES (=H 517). Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/9. House committee substitute 
removes sunset provision on prison cap legislation. 


S 449. COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS PERMITS. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute makes 
stylistic changes.

5/15. House amendment adds provision amending GS 116-6(f) to specify that any person who has 
served at least one full term as chairman of the Board of Governors is to be a member emeritus 
of the board for one four-year term beginning at the expiration of that member’s regular elected 
term. Removes present requirement that a former board chairman qualifying as a member emeri- 
tus not be more than 70 years old. Also provides that any person already serving as an emeritus 
member may serve an additional four-year term beginning July 1, 1991.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 46. SPECIAL FUELS LICENSE EXEMPTION. Intro. 2/11. House committee substitute replaces 
original bill with “An Act to Require Sales of Both Highway and Nonhighway Special Fuel to Be 
Reported, to Eliminate the Requirement that Certain Users of Special Fuel File Reports 
Specifying their Use of Special Fuel, to Change the Maximum Bond Required of Fuel Distributors 
and Suppliers, and to Change the Method for Determining the Amount of a Bond Payable by 
Certain Fuel Importers.” Changes original bill’s amendments of GS 105-449.9 (license require- 
ments) by providing that a user-seller need not have a user-seller’s license if also licensed as a 
supplier. Provides for application process for user’s and user-seller’s licenses. 

Amends GS 105-433 (bond requirement for application for license as distributor) by provid- 
ing that an importer of motor fuel who applies for a distributor’s license must file with the 
Secretary of Revenue a bond or irrevocable letter of credit in an amount two times the average 
monthly tax for which the applicant would be liable under Article 36 (gasoline tax), if the appli- 
cant’s sale of imported motor fuel to a distributor was subject to the tax imposed by the Article, 
plus the applicant’s average expected monthly tax liability under this Article. The Secretary deter- 
mines the average monthly amount of tax for which an applicant would be subject and the aver- 
age expected monthly tax liability of an applicant. Provides that a distributor of motor fuel who 
Only exports fuel is not required to be incorporated or formed in NC, to be authorized to transact 
business in the state, or to have a designated agent in this state. 

Amends GS 105-449.5 (supplier’s bond) by providing that an applicant who intends to sell 
or deliver fuel for highway use, in order to be licensed as a supplier, must file with the Secretary 
@ bond or irrevocable trust in the amount of two times the applicant’s average expected monthly 
tax liability (original bill, bond could not exceed that amount). Bond amount may not exceed 
$125,000. 

Amends GS 105-449.10 (records and reports) by providing that motor carrier users who file 
quarterly or annual reports under GS 105-449.45 do not have to file a report under this section 
(original bill, such a user had to file an annual report under this section). Requires that a report 
must state the total number of miles driven during the reporting period by motor vehicles oper- 
ated by the motor carrier. Provides that motor carriers must file a quarterly report unless the 
Secretary gives permission to file an annual report. Provides that a user who is not required to 
file a report under this section or GS 105-449.45, but who acquires nontaxpaid fuel with tax liabil- 
ity, must pay the tax within 45 days after acquisition of the fuel. 
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Amends GS 105-449.13 (list provision to suppliers) to provide that licensed suppliers may 
obtain lists of motor fuel users, as well as user-sellers. Amends GS 105-449.16(a) to provide that 
tax on non-liquid fuel is at the same rate as the tax on liquid fuel. Amends GS 105-449.17 (ex- 
emption for fuel sold for nonhighway use) by providing that the exemption applies if the supplier 
dispenses fuel (1) into a storage facility that is not required to be marked "For Nonhighway Use,” 
contains fuel that is used only in heating, drying crops, or a manufacturing process, and the 
facility is installed in a way that makes improbable use of the fuel for other purposes and (2) into 
a facility marked for "For Nonhighway Use” on visible storage tanks, on the fillcap or spill con- 
tainment box, and on dispensing devices. 

Amends GS 105-449.19 (tax computation, payment, and reports) by providing that a sup- 
plier of fuel who sells, delivers, or uses fuel only for a purpose other than to propel a motor 
vehicle must file a quarterly return. Provides that a supplier’s return must contain the amount of 
fuel used by the supplier during the reporting period to propel a motor vehicle and the amount 
used for other purposes. 

Amends GS 105-449.26 (fuel invoices) to provide that a user-seller or a reseller licensed 
only as a supplier must give a receipt to any person buying at retail any amount of diesel fuel for 
any purposes or 25 gallons or more of any other fuel for a motor vehicle at a retail service 
station, a bulk storage facility, or any other location at which the user-seller or supplier dispenses 
fuel into a motor vehicle. Provides that a user-seller or supplier is liable for tax and inspection fee 
on diesel sold for purposes other than to propel a motor vehicle if the user-seller or supplier does 
not have a receipt for the diesel sold. Provides that a receipt must include the type of fuel sold 
and either the company name and unit number of the vehicle that received the fuel or the license 
plate number and issuing state of that vehicle. Amends GS 105-449.33 (equipment in fuel 
transporting vehicles) to provide that a motor vehicle that transports diesel (was, liquid fuel) in a 
tank separate from the vehicle’s fuel supply may not have a connection between the transporting 
tank and the tank which fuels the vehicle. 

All amendments except for changes in GS 105-430 and GS 105-433 are effective Jan. 1, 
1992. 


H 204. SOCIAL SERVICES REST HOME RULES. Intro. 3/4; comm. sub. 4/29. Senate committee 
substitute authorizes Social Services Comm’n to adopt standards for personnel requirements of 

staff employed in domiciliary homes and requires review by Joint Legislative Committee on Joint 
Operations if requirements would impose additional costs on owners of homes (house committee 
substitute authorized standards setting education requirements for specified employees). 


H 261. DOT CONDEMNATION STUDY. Intro. 3/18. House committee substitute completely re- 
places original bill with an act “To Authorize the Legislative Research Comm'n to Study Practices 
and Procedures Used by the Department of Transportation in Condemnation Actions.” Authorizes 
the legislative study commission to study the procedures used by the Department of 
Transportation in condemnation actions. Requires the commission to submit an interim report to 
the 1991 General Assembly, 1992 session, and to make a final report to the 1993 General 
Assembly. Appropriates $15,000 in each of fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93 to fund this study. 


H 355. MEDICAL BOARD SUBPOENAS. Intro. 3/27. Senate committee substitute adds provision 
that in any hearing, Board of Medical Examiners is not to release identity of a patient unless the 
patient expressly consents to disclosure. 


H 662. UNCLAIMED PROPERTY CHANGES. Intro. 4/10. Senate committee substitute adds to 
original bill an amendment to GS 15-13, which governs sale of unclaimed property held by law 
enforcement officers, to allow sheriff to conduct sale at county law enforcement headquarters as 
well as at courthouse door. 
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H 782. ETJ/SATELLITE AREA. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute adds provision authorizing 
Mount Holly and Stanley to exercise extraterritorial jurisdiction within two miles of its corporate 
limits. 


H 928. NO BOND FOR CERTAIN ACTIONS. Intro. 4/19. Senate amendment adds cities to govern- 
mental entities that need not post bond in order to get default judgment in case in which defen- 
dant was served by publication. 


H 976. FEDERAL OFFICER IMMUNITY. Intro. 4/19. Sehate amendment deletes provision authoriz- 
ing federal law enforcement officer to enforce state criminal laws anywhere in state if officer has 
probable cause to believe person has committed a criminal offense in officer's presence and 
officer is engaged in enforcement of federal criminal laws at time of violation. 


H 991. INTERNATIONAL COMM. ARBITRATIONS. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/14. Senate committee 
substitute makes following substantive changes in original bill: (1) adds a provision that arbitration 
agreements covered by the bill are valid without regard to the justiciable character of the contro- 
versy; (2) adds a provision that in an arbitration with more than two parties, if no agreement is 
reached on who should be the arbitrator, the superior court is to appoint one or more arbitrators 
on request of any party; (3) adds a provision specifying that an arbitrator is to be compensated at 
a rate that reflects the size and complexity of the case and the arbitrator’s experience, and sets 
up a mechanism for setting that rate if the parties cannot agree; (4) adds a provision specifying 
that, in the absence of agreement to the contrary, each party has the burden of proving the facts 
relied on to support its claim, setoff, or defense; (5) specifies procedures when there are more 
than two parties in the arbitration proceeding; (6) adds a provision directing the arbitrator(s) not 
to divulge confidential information disclosed during the arbitration and directing the arbitration 
tribunal and the parties to keep confidential all matters relating to the arbitration award; and (7) 
specifies procedures for closing a hearing. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 129. WATER TRANSFER PERMITS. Intro. 2/20. Senate committee substitute amends original 
bill by changing required information for a water transfer permit application by: (1) deleting the 
requirements of listing (a) each existing and proposed use greater than 100,000 gallons a day 
and (b) the existing peak capacity of the applying facility, (2) deleting the requirement that an 
applicant provide locations of all collection, withdrawal, and transportation facilities, and (3)requir- 
ing that an applicant list the approximate amount of water used for existing and proposed resi- 
dential, industrial, commercial, agricultural, and other purposes. Deletes requirement that 
application be filed at least 180 days in advance of date of desired transfer. Changes notice and 
hearing time period for application from 30 days to 60 days. Deletes requirement that 
Environmental Management Commission (EMC) give notice of hearing to persons holding 
discharge permits issued under GS 143-215.1 (water pollution control). 

Changes EMC permit evaluation process, so that no permit may be granted for a water 
transfer that will cause or result in a violation of state stream classifications or of any applicable 
state or federal water quality standard. EMC must consider and state in writing its findings con- 
cerning the following: (1) the necessity, reasonableness and beneficial effects of the amount of 
surface water proposed to be transfered and its proposed uses, (2) present and reasonably fore- 
seeable detrimental effects on the source river basin, (3) detrimental effects on the receiving 
water basin, (4) reasonable alternatives to the proposed transfer, with costs and impacts, (5) pro- 
posed mitigation measures that will reduce detrimental effects, (6) applicant's present and pro- 
posed methods of impounding water, (7) protection of water in source basin to enable response 
to water emergencies, like drought, and (8) hardships that would result if transfer already exists 
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and faces termination. EMC may, based on the above findings, issue a permit only if a prepon- 
derance of the evidence shows that: (1) present and future water needs of the source basin are 
protected for the duration of permit, (2) transfer benefits outweigh detriments, (3) significant detri- 
mental effects are mitigated, (4) transfer is necessary and reasonable, (5) applicant is financially 
able to implement its permit responsibilities, and (6) applicant has previously substantially com- 
plied with other laws, regulations, and rules protecting the environment. 

Adds that water transfer permits are to be issued for 20- year periods, or up to 40 years, if 
the EMC deems reasonable. Allows, for good cause, modification, suspension, or revocation of 
any water transfer permit. Allows permit renewal upon review of above cost/benefit factors. Adds 
that for registration of existing water transfers, an applicant must provide the maximum daily 
amount of water transfer. 

Allows continuation without a permit of some water transfers, as long as the transfer is 
registered within six months of the bill’s effective date and as long as the water amount 
transfered is not more than one million gallons per day greater than the transfer amount listed at 
original registration. Excess use must be reviewed and permitted by above procedure. Any per- 
mitted transfer must be reviewed if transfer stops for three years or authorization period expires. 
Provides that EMC may charge fees for implementing this law. 

Deletes original bill’s provision of civil and criminal penalties in favor of amending GS 143- 
215.6A(a)’s provision for civil penalties to include failing to secure a permit as required by this 
bill. Amends GS 143B-282(2) so that EMC has statutory authority to implement these provisions. 


S 538. JOHNSTON SCHOOL BOARD. Intro. 4/10; comm. sub. 5/15. Senate amendment makes 
technical change. 


S 550. SCHOOL TAXES/BONDS. Intro. 4/10. Senate committee substitute completely rewrites bill 
so it is now entitled “An Act to Authorize Certain School District Bonds and Taxes.” 

Supplemental taxes in merged units. Revises original bill’s amendment to GS 115C-512 
("Expansion of existing supplemental school tax area pursuant to merger of school administrative 
units in certain counties”) so that that section now also applies to counties that have three school 
administrative units, two of which are entirely within the county and one of which is located in 
more than one county. Provides that if legislation is enacted with respect to such a set of units 
providing for the merger of the two units located entirely within a county and one of the merging 
units has previously voted a supplemental school tax that is in effect, then from July 1, 1991 and 
for two years following the effective date of the merger, the board of commissioners of the county 
may create a special tax district consisting of one of the merging units and may levy a supple- 
mental tax in that district at a rate that is different from the rate levied in the remainder of the 
merged unit. The tax may be levied without a vote of the people but may not exceed the amount 
of the previously in-place tax. 

Special tax for certain merged school administrative units. Adds new GS 115C-513 ("Spe- 
cial tax for certain merged school administrative units”) applicable to a merged school unit that 
consists of one entire county and part of a second county and is composed of two merging units, 
one located within one county and one located partly in that county and partly in the second 
county. Authorizes such a unit to levy taxes to be applied to payment of notes, bonds, or refund- 
ing bonds issued to finance capital costs of school facilities and to issue notes, bonds, or refund- 
ing bonds to pay the capital costs of school facilities. Directs the board of education of the 
merged unit to call for a referendum authorizing such notes, etc., and authorizing the levy of a 
tax to pay amounts relating to the notes, etc. The referendum may be called only with the con- 
sent of the boards of commissioners of both counties, is to be held in the merged unit, and is to 
be conducted by the respective county boards of elections. Specifies applicable provisions of law 
with respect to payment and default on the notes, etc. Makes the notes, etc. tax free. Specifies 
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procedures for reporting assessed value of property in unit for taxation purposes. Provides that 
tax may be levied before notes, etc., are issued, but provides that the tax terminates after all 
notes, etc., are discharged or paid. Specifies that board of education sets the rate of ad valorem 
tax levied under this section. Each county collects the tax and may deduct its cost of collection 
from the receipts. Adds new GS 115C-501(j) authorizing these kinds of elections. Makes conform- 
ing changes to various sections of GS Ch. 159. 


S 612. NASH/ROCKY MOUNT SCHOOL MERGER. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute 
makes following changes: (1) abolishes Rocky Mount City special school tax district and school 
tax effective July 1, 1992; (2) specifies 11 school board member districts (original bill, county 
comm’rs and city council to establish districts); (3) sets election of Interim Board for October 15, 
1991, with runoff on Nov. 11; (4) provides that if US Justice Dep’t does not preclear act under 
Sec. 5 of the Voting Rights Act, city and county boards of education by joint resolution may make 
necessary changes in election districts and if preclearance is not obtained by August 5, 1991, 
boards may modify election schedule; (5) provides for elections for Nash-Rocky Mount Board of 
Education on nonpartisan basis on first Tuesday after first Monday in November, with terms be- 
ginning on second Monday in December; (6) provides for staggered four year terms and specifies 
which seats expire Dec. 1994 and which expire in 1996; (7) deletes provisions regarding racial 
balance objectives at specified schools; and (8) rewrites provision about funding certain capital 
improvements to provide that Rocky Mount City Council and Nash County Commissioners each 
are to appropriate $500,000 per year for 10 consecutive years, beginning July 1, 1992; in addition 
the city is to pay for extension of electrical, water, sewer and gas lines to property line of 
Winstead School.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


Administration, Dep’t of 

Office of State Personnel Decentralization. Specifies that Office of State Personnel is to de- 
centralize classification and salary functions subject to criteria and standards set by State 
Personnel Comm’n, and that Comm’n may suspend decentralization if agencies violate criteria 
and standards. Report to go to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations (was, to 
General Assembly). 

Council of Government Funds. Reduces appropriation to Department of Administration for 
allocation to regional government councils to $480,160 in each of fiscal years 1991-91 and 1992- 
93. 

Motor Fleet Management/Return of General Fund Investment. Dep’t of Administration to credit 
to Office of State Treasurer $2 million on April 1, 1992, and $1.5 million on June 15, 1992, or 
$3.5 million on April 1, 1992. 

Motor Fleet Management/Changes/Efficiency Measures/Commuting and Special Use Vehicle 
Restrictions. Amends GS 143-341(8)i to provide that State-owned vehicles normally not be re- 
placed until they have been driven at least 90,000 miles, that special use vehicles only be 
assigned upon written justification accepted by the Secretary, that reimbursement for commuting 
be limited to specific cases approved by the Secretary, and that vehicles not be assigned to 
individuals likely to drive less than 3,150 miles per quarter. 

Revenue, Dep’t of 

No Gas Tax for State Vehicles. Adds‘new GS 105-449A to exempt gas purchased by State 
for use in State-owned vehicles for official business from excise tax, provides refund procedure, 
and makes submission of false invoice or application for refund a misdemeanor punishable by 
fine of up to $500, imprisonment for up to two years, or both. 

Governor, Office of 
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Reserve for Local Tax Reimbursements. Creates Local Government Tax Reimbursement 
Reserve in Office of State Budget and Management in the amount of $237,779,454 for fiscal 
1991-92 and 1992-93. Creates Local Government Tax Sharing Reserve in Office of State Budget 
and Management in the amount of $236,826,720 for fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93. Makes reim- 
bursement of intangibles tax, beer and wine tax, and utility franchise tax subject to annual appro- 
priation by the General Assembly. 

Computer Reserve Fund. Funds appropriated to Office of State Budget and Management for 
Computer Reserve to be used to address critical computer needs when no alternative sources 
are available. Defines critical computer needs as those involving requirements of federal or State 
law or regulations, failure of existing equipment, or acquisitions essential to existing system. 
Report to be made to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, Fiscal Research 
Division, and Information Technology Comm'n at the conclusion of each quarter of each fiscal 
year of the 1991-93 biennium. 
State Controller, Office of 

SIPS Amended Rate Schedule. Office of State Controller to adopt an amended rate sched- 
ule to reduce rates by 5% for 1991-93 fiscal biennium. 

Public Schools 

Remove Limitation on Uniform Education Reporting System Fines. Amends GS 115C-438 to 
eliminate previous limitation that maximum amount withheld from any school administrative unit is 
$25,000. 

Payment of Teachers in Year-Round Schools. Amends GS 115C-302(a) to provide that public 
school personnel employed for a 10 month periods in year-round schools be paid in 12 equal 
installments, and that teachers not employed in year-round schools may be paid in 12 monthly 
installments upon request. 

Community Colleges 

FTE Teaching Positions. Provides that total curriculum full-time equivalent (FTE) student en- 
rollment is to be divided by 22 (was 21.63 for fiscal 1991-92 and 21.44 for fiscal 1992-93). 

Assistance to Hospital Nursing/Fund Distribution. Deleted. 

Transportation, Dep’t of 

Small Urban Construction Program Funds. Provides that $10,805,664 of funds allocated in 
fiscal 1991-92 and $9,828,226 of funds allocated in fiscal 1992-93 are for small urban construc- 
tion projects (was, $20,000,000 for fiscal biennium 1991-93). $7 million to be allocated equally 
among the 14 Highway Divisions in each fiscal year of biennium (was, $14 million for fiscal bien- 
nium). Authorizes $3,828,266 for fiscal 1991-92 and $2,828,266 for fiscal 1992-93 for rural or 
small urban highway improvements (was, $6 million for fiscal biennium). 

Highway Patrol Salaries. Amends GS 20-187.3 to delete provision requiring salary increases 
in amount corresponding to increments between steps in salary range in each class, and to 
delete provision authorizing Sec’y of Crime Control and Public Safety to place officer in any step 
of salary range. 

Judicial Dep’t 

Termination of Automatic Dismissal Programs. Effective July 1, 1991, eliminates programs in 
Prosecutorial Districts 5, 25, 26, 27A, and 27B for dismissing minor traffic cases upon completion 
by offender of traffic safety school. 

Justice, Dep’t of 

Transfer Legal and Support Staff from Various Dept’s. See above table for details. Funds for 
fiscal 1992-93 for positions, equipment, supplies and other property to be reduced by 15%, with 
Attorney General to identify specific reductions and report to Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Division by March 15, 1992. Permanent reduction 
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of 15% to be achieved by July 1, 1992. Departments from which position is transferred shall 
continue to provide adequate office space for legal and support staff assigned to that department 
by the Attorney General. Any disputes arising out of this transfer shall be resolved by the Director 
of the Budget. 

Economic & Community Development, Dep't of 

Worker training trust fund. Reduces appropriation from Worker Training Trust Fund by 
$400,000 for each year of biennium to Employment Security Comm’n and increases appropriation 
from Trust Fund by same amount to Employment and Training Grant Program. 

Federal funds administration. Amends GS 143B-431 to add provision allowing Dep’t to apply 
for and accept grants from federal gov’t and foundations and allows Dep't to pay fees for servic- 
ing of grants, loans, and evidence of indebtedness, and to set rate schedule for servicing 
applications. 

Employment and training program. Establishes Employee and Training Grant Program, with 
purpose of making grants available to local agencies operating on behalf of the Private Industry 
Council serving Job Training Partnership Act service delivery areas. Requires that local agency 
receiving funds must be used to upgrade foundation of basic skills of existing work force in NC. 
Defines eligible recipients as those over 18 and defined as disadvantaged or who meet current 
definition for eligibility under Tit. Ill of Job Training Partnership Act. Provides for allocation of 
grants under formula specified in bill. Provides that appropriated funds not used to remain in fund 
and not revert. 

First Flight System. Amends GS 143B-471.3A to direct Technological Development Authority 
to establish and administer First Flight System, a network of business incubators across the state 
to transfer technology to commercial applications. Requires Biotechnology Center and 
Microelectronics Center to each allocate from their funds $75,000 for each year of biennium to 
Authority. Effective Sept. 1, 1991 eliminates Authority as state agency and transfers all its assets 
to NC Technology Development Authority, Inc., a private, nonprofit corporation. Y 

Rural Economic Development Center. Deletes provision in S 753 that directed Dep’t to use 
of $1,530,627 and $1,514,766 in fiscal 1991-92 and 92-93 appropriations for grant in aid to Rural 
Economic Development Center. 

Employment Security Commission deviation from State Information Processing Services. 
Amends GS 143B-426.40 to allow Comm'n to deviate from that section’s requirement that agency 
data processing be owned, controlled or under custody of SIPS. Provides for reporting under 
procedures specified in bill. Directs ESC to prepare a plan to allow for substantial recovery and 
operation of major, critical computer applications, to be tested no later than six months after ESC 
adopts own data processing system. 

Environment, Health and Natural Resources, Dep’t of 

Interest on Wildlife Resources Fund. Amends GS 14-250 to provide that in addition to license 
fees, income from investment of license revenues remains in Fund. Covered investments include 
gains or income from real property bought with license revenues and from federal aid project 
reimbursements to extent license revenues originally funded project. 


EXPANSION BUDGET ITEMS 


General Government . 
Seafood and Aquaculture Comm'n. Amends GS 120-70.61 to expand comm’'n to 15 mem- 
bers, with one additional appointee by each of the four appointing authorities. 

Study of tuition and enrollment at UNC. Authorized Legislative Research Comm'n to study 
tuition, fees and enrollment at UNC. Study to include comparison of constituent institution’s 
tuition and fees for resident and nonresidents with comparable institutions, feasibility of using 
reciprocal fee structure, costs of educating students, and number of residents and nonresidents 
in undergraduate and graduate level. 
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Governor's Office 

Savings reserve account. Establishes nonreverting Savings Reserve Account to provide 
mechanism to stabilize annual funding for state programs. Fund to be financed by General Fund 
revenues and to be used with approval of General Assembly for unanticipated changes in eco- 
nomic outlook. Allows Governor to use funds without approval if necessary to fulfill his constitu- 
tional duties. 

Salaries and Benefits 

Salaries set by act of General Assembly. Continues salaries set in Ch. 752 of 1989 Session 
Laws at the same levels for both years of 1991-93 biennium. Salary related contributions by 
employers. Sets employer contribution for retirement benefits for both years of biennium as fol- 
lows: Teachers and state employees, 9.63% and 12.09%; State Law enforcement officers, 
14.63% and 17.09%; UNC optional retirement program, 8.66% and 8.76%; Judicial retirement, 
27.22% and 31.71%; Legislative retirement, 32.30% and 32.20%. Each of rates includes 2% for 
hospital and medical benefits. Specifies maximum annual employer contributions are $1,260 and 
$1,351 for Medicare eligible employees and $1,655 and $1,774 for non-Medicare employees. 

Purchase of Legislative Retirement Service. Amends GS 128-26(h1), 135-4(j1), and 135-56(e) 
to delete requirement that prohibits purchase of service in various retirement systems for service 
in legislature if service is already creditable under Legislative Retirement Fund or System. 

Legislative retirement option. Amends GS 120-4.12 to allow member of Retirement System 
who was member of General Assembly in January 185 may purchase prior service credit for 
month for 7% of monthly compensation. 

Insurance, Dep’t of 

Medical database commission. Amends GS 131E-212(b) to direct Comm'n to implement 
plan for submission of data from all health care providers beginning with free-standing ambulatory 
surgery centers. Comm'n to report to General Assembly by June 1, 1992 on its progress. 
Revenue, Dep't of 

State gov't local sales tax refunds. Amends GS 105-164.14 to provide that Revenue Dep't to 
make quarterly refunds to General Fund of all local sales and use taxes paid by state agency on 
tangible personal property and such taxes paid indirectly by state agencies on building materials. 
Specifies accounting system for such indirect payments. Effective with respect to property pur- 
chased on or after April 1, 1991. 

Automation proposal. Directs Dep’t to present report to Information Technology Comm'n 
and Budget Office of state of emergency conditions in its information systems. Directs comm’n to 
establish subcommittee headed by State Auditor to evaluate Dep’t proposal to acquire mainframe 
and software to upgrade system. Subcommittee to report to Comm’n by Oct. 31, 1991 and 
Comm'n to report to Fiscal Research and Automated Systems Division of General Assembly by 
Dec. 31, 1991 and to Governmental Operations Comm'n by March 1, 1992. 

Public Schools 

School accountability. Provides that Senate Bill 3, 1991 session, clarifies intent of Senate 
Bill 2, enacted in 1989 by specifying that S3 is intended to give concepts of accountability and 
flexibility an opportunity to bring about improvements and provide procedures for state to provide 
assistance and Intervention to low performing schools. 

Teacher salary schedule. Sets salary schedule for "A” teachers at monthly rate of $1,981 
for 0 years experience to $3,436 for 29+ years; for "G” teachers, schedule is $2,105 at 0 expe- 
rience and $3,652 for 29+ years. Certified personnel who are "G" teachers and who in 1990-91 
had 29+ years 
service are paid monthly rate of $3,706. Requires that rules adopted by State 
Board for allocating funds shall provide 7.5% raise for teachers at six-year degree level, 10% 
increase at doctoral level and annual longevity pay at 2.5% of base pay upon completion of 25 
years service. 
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Differentiated pay. \f funds appropriated for differentiated pay are inadequate, Budget Office 
to transfer funds from Savings Reserve or from reversions to meet obligations. Prohibits State 
Superintendent to approve local modifications that increase percentage of differentiated pay or 
allow total expenditures of State funds in excess of 2% of teacher’s and administrator’s salaries. 

Small school system supplemental funding. Directs State Board to allocate funds for small 
school funding to each county school administrative unit with average daily membership of less 
than 3,000 students and to each unit with ADM of between 3,000-4,000 if the county has a 
county adjusted property tax base per student that is below the state adjusted property tax base 
per student. Specifies method to make this calculation. Allocation formula rounds all fractions of 
positions upward, provides four regular classroom teachers, and additional program enhancement 
teachers to offer standard course of study, change duty-free period allocation to one teaching 
assistant per 400 ADM, provide base for consolidated funds allotment of at least $150,000 and 
allots vocational education funds for grade 6 as well as grades 7-12. Prohibits use of funds to 
supplant existing state and local funding and allows Local Gov’t Comm’n to analyze budgets for 
compliance. lf funds insufficient, allows State Board to reduce allocation pro rata. 

Community Colleges 

Colleges serving military bases. Allows State Board of Community Colleges to use funds 
available to it for 1991-92 to allot funds at 1990-91 levels for institutions adversely affected by 
Operation Desert Storm. Funds not needed revert. 

Community College Tuition Increase. Directs State Board to adopt tuition rates in fall of 1991 
of $11.75 per credit hour to a cap of 14 credit hours for in-state students and $109.75 per hour 
for out-of-state students. Directs that tuition for occupational extension courses be at $30 a 
course. 

UNC Board of Governors 

Event fees. Allows Trustees and Chancellor of constituent institutions to adopt rules to 
assess fee of up to $1 for any extra-curricular event on campus, with funds to go to 
libraries. 

UNC fiscal accountability. Adds new GS 116-44.6 through -44.11 to provide UNC Board of 
Governors with authority to designate constituent institution as special responsibility constituent 
institution (SRC!). If designated, SRC! funds appropriated in lump sum to each budget code, but 
subject to other rules such as budget requests, quarterly allotment, reporting, etc. Allows transfer 
between budget codes for one-time expenditures. Allows SRCI to keep reversions between 2.5% 
and 5% of appropriation to budget code for next fiscal year for one-time expenditures. Allows 
Chancellor of SRCI to establish and abolish positions, but must act in accordance with State 
Personnel Act if the position is subject to Act and SRCI is subject to Decentralization Agreement, 
or Bd. of Governors policies for PEA positions. Requires Board to require SRCI to assess educa- 
tional effectiveness of special authority. Amends GS 143-53.1 to set competitive bid threshold for 
SRCI at $25,000. Provisions dealing with reversions effective July 1, 1992, but remainder effective 
July 1, 1991. 

UNC educational consortia. Directs Board to use $450,000 in its funds to set up consortia 
between UNC-Wilmington, UNC-Greensboro and Western Carolina to link elementary and secon- 
dary education, higher education and the business community to promote educational improve- 
ments and economic development. ; 

Crime Control & Public Safety, Dep’t of 

Summit House. Directs that Dep’t use $250,000 to support Summit House, a a community- 
based residential alternative to incarceration for mothers and pregnant women convicted of non- 
violent crimes. 

Judicial Department 

Freeze assistant, deputy clerk pay. Suspends automatic increments for assistant and deputy 

clerks for both years of 1991-93 biennium. 
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Justice, Dep’t of 

Drug Information System. Directs that Drug Information System proposed in grant applica- 
tion to Dep't of Justice to be housed in Dep't, under control of Attorney General. 
Human Resources, Dep’t of 

Reduce infant mortality. Directs that $356,648 in 1991-92 and $499,310 in 1992-93 appro- 
priated to Div’n of Medical Assistance be used to provide medical coverage for nutritional and 
psycho-social counseling, predelivery and post partum home visits by maternity care coordinators 
and public health nurses, for Medicaid eligible pregnant women. 

Domiciliary rate increase. Raises maximum monthly rate for ambulatory residents in 
domiciliary care facilities to $832, and $871 for semiambulatory. In 1992-93 rates are $843 and 
$882. 

Willie M. secure treatment facility authorization. Amends GS 122C-181 to authorize Sec’y to 
operate Butner Adolescent Treatment Center as special care facilities. 

Mental Health funds. Directs that $6 million in each year appropriated to Mental health, etc. 
Division be spent in accordance with Mental Health Study Comm'n plan. $1.73 million for mental 
health, $1.96 million for developmentally disabled, and $2.31 million for substance abuse. 
$230,000 of developmentally disabled funds to go to United Cerebral Palsy preschools in each 
year. 

Child support consent decree. Authorizes state to enter into consent decree in case of 
Cassell v. Flaherty. Specifies manner in which judgment may be implemented. Funds appro- 
priated are to be in nonreverting fund until July 1, 1995. 

Highway vending profits. Allows use of up to $300,00 of the highway vending profits each 
year for Medical Eye Care program and for equipment related to program. 

Economic & Community Development, Dep’t of 
Visitor center funds. Directs that first $50,000 in 1991-92 and $150,000 in 92-93 be used to 
staff welcome centers in Camden, Macon and Brunswick counties. Expires June 30, 1993. 

Petroleum overcharge funds allocation. Deposits funds and interest from US v. Exxon in 
Special reserve for Oil overcharge funds. Appropriates to fund $10.9 million in 1991-92 and $6 
million in 1992-93, with specified amounts to be used for energy conservation planning, hospital 
and school energy conservation, weatherization and energy assistance for low income homes. 
Appropriates $4,898,489 from Stripper Well Litigation proceeds for similar uses in 1992-93. 
Environment, Health, & Natural Resources, Dep’t of 

EHNR use of fees. Allows use of fees in specified amounts if fees exceed anticipated reve- 
nues under GS 113A-119.1, -54.2; 143-215.28A and 143B-290. Programs that may use fees are 
coastal management, sedimentation control, dam safety and mining. 

Community water systems permit fees. If S 449 is ratified, appropriates to Dep’t $258,938 
and $621,450 for 1991-92 and 92-93 to support public water systems program, but appropriations 
reduced to extent revenues are less than appropriation. 

Hazardous waste inspectors. Allows creation of resident inspector positions if needed to in- 
spect facilities subject to GS 130A-295.02. 

Clean air act permit fees. \f H 551 is ratified, appropriates funds from the nonreverting ac- 
count created in that act $999,855 for 1991-92 and $3,992,390 for 1992-93 to be used to develop 
Title V program, but appropriation reduced to extent revenues are less than appropriation. 

Lake Rim Fish Hatchery repairs. Allows Wildlife Resources Comm'n to use $390,297 for 
1991-92 fiscal year to repair dam at cited hatchery. 

Coastal Boating guide. Directs Wildlife Comm'n to publish guide from funds available to it. 

Asbestoses/silicosis exams fees. If S 359 is ratified, appropriates $112,124 in 1991-92 and 
$119,479 in 92-93 to defray cost of medical exams, but appropriation reduced to extent that 
revenues are less than appropriation. 
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Vital records fees. \f S 341 ratified, appropriates $800,000 for each year to Dep’t for auto- 
mating vital records system, but if revenues are less than appropriation, then appropriation re- 
duced accordingly. 


CAPITAL PROJECTS 


State office and legislative building alterations. Directs that costs associated with move of 
legislative staff to New. Education Building and cost of renovations to Legislative Building be paid 
out of Reserve for Repairs and Renovation. 

Prison bond appropriations. Appropriates $110 million for prison construction from bonds ap- 
proved in 1990 general election. $95.8 million to be used to construct 3,750 new beds for adult 
prisoners and related facilities, $9.1 million to be used for improvements and expansion at youth 
services facilities. 

Reserve for operating new units. Appropriates $6.9 million to Dep’t of Correction as reserve 
to operate new units in 1992-93. Generally prohibits use of funds more than 90 days before unit 
opens. 

Reserve for Pitt Detention center. Appropriates $60,000 to DHR as reserve to operate Pitt 
County Detention Center, being constructed with bond proceeds.

House amendment 
adopted 6/3/91 amends GS 105-430 to define “distributor” as one who possesses motor fuel for 
sale, use or other distribution (underlined word added), amends GS 105-449.10 to make technical 
correction, and amends GS 105-449.33 to make technical correction. 


H 83. 1991-93 APPROPRIATIONS ACT. Intro. 2/18. House committee substitute replaces original 
bill with a bill making base budget, expansion budget, and capital budget appropriations for the 
1991-93 biennium. General Fund current operations appropriations total $7,689,767,528 for 1991- 
92 and $7,942,513,705 for 1992-93. Highway Fund current operations appropriations total 
$918,712,136 for 1991-92 and $925,408,095 for 1992-93. Highway Trust Fund appropriations total 
$534,900,000 for 1991-92 and $539,900,000 for 1992-93. In addition, the bill makes block grant 
appropriations in the usual categories. Earlier Appropriations Committee action on the base 
budget is digested on pages 577-602 (April 23). The Senate version of the budget, which is iden- 
tical to the House version in many particulars, is digested on pp. 965-980. The following digest 
compares the committee substitute for H 83 with the Senate committee substitute for S 88.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


General Provisions 

Departmental Reductions/Counties Harmless. Provides that Dep’ts of Environment, Health 
and Natural Resources, Economic and Community Development, Labor, and Agriculture not to 
reduce continuing operations disbursements to local gov’ts for 1991-93 biennium below 1991-92 
fiscal year solely for purpose of effectuating reductions to those Dep’ts required by this act. 

State Purchases of Supplies, Materials, Equipment. Provides that all governmental entities 
may purchase supplies and equipment during 1991-93 biennium without complying with purchase 
and contract provisions of GS Ch. 143 so long as purchases made at price which is less than 
that for same item under State Conttract and purchases made without regard to race, creed, 
gender or national origin. 

Governor, Office of ; 

Computer Reserve Fund. Same as Senate. 

Identification of Positions, Programs, and Salary Line Items to Be Reduced. Provides that to 
effect reductions in departmental budgets required by this act for 1991-93 biennium, Office of 
State Budget and Management to freeze all new hires on July 1, 1991 to allow dep’ts 30 days to 
identify positions and programs affected and transfer reductions to those line items from which 
positions will be eliminated. Positions identified to remain vacant for 1991-92 fiscal year and to be 
abolished. Dep’ts to report to legislative committees by Aug. 15, 1991 particular line items in 
budget that reflect reductions required. Exempts positions in Sickle Cell Activities of Sickle Cell 
and Genetic Counseling Program of Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources from 
section. 

Reserve for Local Tax Reimbursements. Same as Senate. 

State Controller, Office of 
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SIPS Amended Rate Schedule. Same as Senate. 
Administration, Dep’t of 

Office of State Personnel Decentralization. Same as Senate. 

Motor Fleet Management/Changes/Efficiency Measures/Commuting and Special Use 
Vehicle Restrictions. Same as Senate except provides that Dep't not to assign newer cars on 
basis or rank or because of any non job-related reason. Motor Fleet Management/Return of 
General Fund Investment. Same as Senate. 

Correction, Dep’t of 

Inmate Representation Study. Requires Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations to study issue of providing legal representation to inmates and to determine most 
feasible method. Comm'n to report to chairmen of specified House and Senate committee by 
May 1, 1992. 

Retain Flexibility in Equipment Schedule for Certain Departments Dealing with Justice and 
Public Safety. Deleted. 

Crime Control and Public Safety, Dep’t of 

Crime Victims Compensation/Software Funds. Requires Office of State Budget and 
Management to designate $10,800 of Computer Reserve Fund for computer needs of Victims 
Compensation Program. Requires Dep’t to eliminate one position for claims examiner and one for 
investigator by July 1, 1992. 

Judicial Dep’t 

Judicial Department and Department of Correction Purchases of Supplies, Materials, and 
Equipment. Adds Dep’t of Correction to provision allowing direct purchases of equipment and 
supplies without complying with purchase and contract provisions of GS Ch. 143 so long as pur- 
chases made at price which is less than that for same item under State contract. Requires AOC 
and Dep’t of Correction to report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and 
Fiscal Research Division by Dec. 31, 1991 and by May 1, 1992 for fiscal 1991-92 and by May 1, 
1993 for fiscal 1992-93. 

Termination of Automatic Dismissal Programs. Same as Senate. 

Justice, Dep’t of 

Transfer Legal and Support Staff Provisions from Various Dep’ts. Same as Senate. 

Dep't of Justice/Drug Information System. Provides that NC Drug Information System (pro- 
posed in state’s 1991 Criminal Justice Improvement and Drug Control Grant application to US 
gov’t) is to be housed in Dep't of Justice and under supervision of Attorney General. Dep’ts of 
Justice and Crime Control and Public Safety to report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Division by March 15, 1992. 

Economic & Community Development, Dep't of 

Worker Training Trust Fund. Reduces appropriation from Worker Trust Fund to Employment 
Security Comm’n by $1 million in fiscal 1991-92 and $400,000 in fiscal 1992-93 and increases 
appropriation from Worker Trust Fund to Employment and Training Grant program by same 
amount. ; 

Federal Funds Administration. Amends GS 143B-431 to provide that Dep’t with the approval 
of the Governor may apply for and accept federal or foundation grants and comply with terms of 
grants to accomplish Dep't purpose. Authorizes Dep't to collect and pay reasonable fees regard- 
ing making or servicing of grants and to establish schedules of reasonable fees or charges for 
services. 

Employment and Training Program. Same as Senate. 

Environment, Health & Natural Resources, Dep’t of 

Interest on Wildlife Resources Fund. Same as Senate. 
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Continue Public Dental Health Program Emphasis. Adds provision that $204,000 reduction in 
budget for dental health services to be taken only in vacant positions and reducing funding for 
those positions. Dep't to eliminate vacant dentist and dental hygienists positions only after elimi- 
nating other vacancies. 

Maternal and Child Health Care Non-supplanting Requirement. Codifies provision as GS 
130A-4.1. 

Health Promotion Non-supplanting Requirement. Codifies provision as GS 130A-4.2. 

Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Projects. Adds provision that as adolescent pregnancy pre- 
vention project grant funds decrease, project to maintain original budget level, less amount ex- 
pended for start up costs. 

Soil & Water Conservation District Supervisors’ Expenses. Provides that $214,594 of funds 
appropriated to Dep’t for each year of biennium to be used for per diem and travel expenses of 
Soil and Water Conservation District Supervisors. 

No Cap on Use of Permit Fees. Amends GS 143-215.3A to delete provision that total monies 
collected annually for permit fees not to exceed 30% of total budget of environmental permitting 
and compliance programs. 

Children’s Special Health Services/Refunds. Requires Office of State Budget & Management 
to carry forward funds allocated in fiscal 1990-91 for Children’s Special Health Services Program 
to 1991-92 fiscal year and to allow Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources to 
budget and expend refunds of prior year’s expenditures for purchase of care by Children’s 
Special Health Services Program for same purpose. 

Public Health Program Fees/Exemption of Elderly. Amends GS 130A-248(d) to exempt from 
payment of $25 fee food and lodging facilities subject regulation by Dep’t, nutrition programs for 
the elderly administered by Dep’t of Human Resources. 

EHNR Reductions/Hold Counties Harmless. Prohibits Dep’t from reducing current operations 
disbursements to local gov’ts for 1991-93 biennium solely for purpose of effectuating required 
budget reductions. 

Transfer Land Records Management. Transfers land records management program from 
Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources to Dep’t of Sec’y of State. 

Public Schools 

Continue Model Teacher Education Consortium. Provides that of funds appropriated to Dep’t 
of Public Education for 1991-92 for aid to local school units, State board to use $150,000 for 
model teacher education consortium. 

Funding, merger of city school systems. Provides that if merger of local school units occurs, 
new system gets full allotment of superintendent, associate and assistant superintendents, su- 
pervisors and maintenance supervisors formerly allotted to both systems for first two fiscal years 
of new unit. Adds new GS 115C-68.1 to allow board of county comm’rs to merge two local school 
systems contained in the county without participation by school boards or voters through a refer- 
endum. Allows similar action by two county boards in cases in which local unit is located in both 
counties; counties may merge into single, two-county system or provide for one unit in each ) 
county. Requires comm’rs to provide local funding to new unit at no less than highest level of any 
unit for fiscal year immediately before merger. Highest level determined by level of budgeted local 
expense per average daily membership, as determined by State Board rules. Adds new GS 115C- 
68.2 to allow State Board to adopt plan of consolidation if city school unit dissolves itself, without 
participation by local school boards or voters through a referendum. If unit dissolved lies in two 
counties, State Board’s plan may not cross county line as boundary. Specifies that unpaid taxes 
levied under special tax for unit that does not survive merger are not discharged by merger. 

Pupil transportation program improvements. Allows Dep’t of Public Instruction to use 
$400,000 of funds appropriated for 1991-92 in aid to local administrative units for replacing com- 
puter equipment in school bus garages and related purposes. 
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Transfer of funds from Literary Fund. Appropriates $2.5 million in fiscal 1991-92 to Dep't for 
aid to local school units. | 


Community Colleges 

Maintenance of plant funds. Provides that any community college that has head count of 
more than 50% of out-of-county students on main campus may nonetheless receive funds for 
"operations of plant.” Limits such funds to 85% of funds allocated to the colleges during last 
fiscal year. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Militia tuition waiver. Amends GS 115D-5(b) to allow State Board to exempt from tuition and 
waiver payments members of State Defense Militia. 

UNC Board of Governors 

UNC hospitals nursing pay plan. Same as Senate bill. 

UNC budget format. Provides that in future budget presentations and in 1991-93 budget 
certifications, Board of Governors to consolidate existing budget purposes for State 
Administration, State-Subject Matter, State Information, County Supervision, and County Program 
Operation with Agricultural Extension Service shall be consolidated into budget programs entitled 
State Administration, State Program Operations, and County Program Operations. 

Small Business memorandum of agreement. Directs Board of Governors and State Board of 
Community Colleges to enter into memorandum of understanding between Small Business and 
Development Centers Program at UNC and Small Business Assistance Centers in Community 
College System. Memorandum to focus on consolidation and reduce duplications of efforts. Both 
Boards to report to General Assembly by May 31, 1992. 

Economic development programs. Directs Board of Governors to reallocate funds for eco- 
nomic development programs at East Carolina, Western Carolina, Elizabeth City State, Pembroke 
State, and UNC-Charlotte, and after making required reductions, consolidate services. If possible, 
programs to be consolidated with Small Business and Technology Development Centers Program 
and that program to provide services to small businesses formerly provided by Dep’t of Economic 
and Community Development. Requires Board to report to General Assembly by March 31, 1992. 

Obstetrical funds. Transfers $480,000 in funds allocated to Dep’t EHNR to Board for Area 
Health Education Program’s obstetrical education program. 

Human Resources, Dep’t of 

Recruitment of health care providers. Authorizes Sec’y to authorize use of funds to hire 
entity to recruit health care professional to work in state facilities under Dep’t jurisdiction. 

Willie M. Secure treatment facility authorization. Same as Senate. 

Medicaid. Provides that adjustments to professional services fee to be established by 
General Assembly, deleting provision that increased by lower of GNP deflator or percentage in- 
crease approved by General Assembly. 

Early education/handicapped funds. Requires Dep’t to provide early intervention services ref- 
erenced by GS 122C-3(13a) to all families and eligible children by Oct. 1, 1991. 

Child protective services, no supplanting. Prohibits local social services dep’t from using 
State or federal funds for child protective services to supplant local funds. Directs Dep’t to moni- 
tor compliance of local agencies. 

DHR program funds. Same as Senate. 

Short-term loans for intermediate care facilities. Same as Senate. 

Expansion of TASC program population. Same as Senate. 


EXPANSION BUDGET ITEMS 
General Government 


State agency mailing list purged. Requires each state agency with mailing list for free 
printed material that has over 200 addresses to ask each addressee by Jan. 1, 1992 if they wish 
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to remain on the list, with nonrespondents to be dropped one month thereafter. Each agency to 
report cost savings by March 1, 1992. Exempts mailing lists required by law. 
Salaries and Benefits 

Salaries set by act of General Assembly. Same as Senate provision, except House includes 
magistrates (Sec. 33 of Ch. 752 of 1989 Session Laws). 

State employee cost of living priority. Sets policy that cost of living pay increases are to be 
given priority over performance pay increases and provides performance pay increases may not 
be allocated unless the total allocation for pay increases equals or exceeds 2%. 

Salary related contributions by employers. Sets employer contributions for both 1991-92 and 
1992-93 as follows: Teachers and state employees, 10.93%; state law enforcement officers, 
15.93%; UNC optional retirement program, 8.66; consolidated judicial retirement system, 29.46%; 
legislative retirement system, 32.3%. Same provisions as Senate regarding medical, hospital and 
disability benefits, except UNC optional retirement program to include 0.42% for disability income 
plan (0.52% in 1992-93 in Senate bill). 

Insurance, Dep’t of 

Study of health insurance for prenatal and delivery services. Directs study as title indicates 
with report due by March 1, 1992. Allocates $40,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Insurance 
for this study. 

Auditor 

Information from state agencies providing funds to private organizations or requesting funding. 
Amends GS 143-6.1 to delete reference to private persons and to require state agencies provid- 
ing funds to private organizations for other than the purchase of goods and services to provide 
reports to State Auditor. Amends GS 143-6 to require state agencies requesting appropriations for 
disbursement to non-State entities to provide information and justification for such requests by 
September 1 of even-numbered years. 

Cultural Resources, Dep’t of Mf 

Museum of History duties. Amends GS 121-7 to delete reference to Executive Mansion and 
other state buildings requested by Dep’t of Administration. 

Museum of History contracts. Anends GS 121-4 to add provision authorizing contract with 
nonprofit corporation for food services at Museum of History. 

Public Schools 

Teacher salary schedule. Authorizes transfers from Reserve for Teachers Salary Increase for 
1991-92 to implement salary schedule and make 2.5% longevity payments upon the completion of 
25 years of state service. Beginning with the sixth teacher pay period in 1991-92, salary schedule 
for A certificate holders set at $1,981 to $3,623 and $2,105 to $3,851 for G certificate holders. 
Supplements for other advanced certificates same as Senate bill. 

Differentiated pay funds. Provides that no State funds shall be spent for differentiated pay in | 
1991-93, except for career development pilot projects (which are to be phased down). 

Salary schedule for administrators. Requires State Board of Education to develop salary 
schedule for superintendents, assistant and associate superintendents, supervisors, directors, 
coordinators, evaluators, program administrators, principals and assistant principals and schedule 
for implementation of salary schedule. Report on schedule and its implementation due February 
1, 1992. 

Basic education program. Substantially similar to section of H 1250 (intro. 5/10) on this sub- 
ject. Adds provision to GS 115C-12 to establish a duty to develop management accountability 
indicators regarding efficiency and use of school and administrative staff. 

Extended school day. Same as section of H 1250 (intro. 10 May) of same title. 

School-to-work transition. Amends GS 115C-81 to establish factors for instruction in voca- 
tional education education under the BEP. 
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Outcome-based education. Creates GS Art. 16, Ch. 115C to establish outcome-based edu- 
cation program. Substantially similar to H 496 (=S 446), intro. 1 April, and section of H 1250 
(intro. 10 May) of same title. Makes technical changes. Of sums appropriated to Dep’t of Public 
Education, $100,000 for 1991-92 is to be used for advance planning at four pilot sites and 
$4,000,000 for 1992-93 is to be used for implementation at those sites, with an intention ex- 
pressed to appropriate $4,000,000 per year through 1996-97 to complete implementation at the 
four sites. 

School administrator training and certification. Same as section of H 1250 (intro. 10 May) of 
same title. 

No waivers of funds for school health coordinators. Amends GS 115C-238.6 to prohibit 
waivers for schoo! health coordinators. 

Community Colleges 

Colleges serving military bases. Same as Senate provision. 

Community College tuition increase. Directs State Board to adoption to adopt tuition in fall of 
1991 of $11 per credit hour up to a cap of 14 credit hours; $30 a course for occupational exten- 
sion courses; and requires out-of-state students to pay the full cost to the State on a per FTE 
basis. 

UNC Board of Governors 

Clinical faculty/nurse midwifery education program. Allocates $95,000 of funds appropriated 
each year of the biennium to hire clinical faculty for nurse midwifery education program and es- 
tablishes standards for program and advisory committee for admissions to the program. 

“Other” category of health affairs students funding limits. Prohibits any additional enrollment 
increase funds for growth in this category for continuing education in the Health Affairs budget at 
UNC-CH until fees are increased to cover a greater proportion of costs. 

UNC enrollment/faculty. Board of Governors directed to consider changes in student faculty 
ratios in allocating funds and to insure that no campus has to reduce the number of budgeted 
teaching positions below 1990-91 level. 

Transportation, Dep't of 

Legislative Services Commission to pay for chairs of Transportation subcommittee of House 
Appropriations Committee to attend Highway Oversight Committee meetings. As title indicates. 

Biennial billboard report. Requires biennial report, beginning January 1, 1993, on DOT off- 
premise sign regulatory program and specifies content of report. 

Maintenance of state highway bridges. Amends GS 136-97 to make removal of debris on, 
under, or around bridges optional. 

DOT financial and operational audit. Requires State Auditor to conduct financial and opera- 
tional audit of two highway divisions by May 1, 1992 and specifies content of audits. 

Crime Control & Public Safety 

Suspends salary increase provided by GS 20-187.23 for 1991-92. 
Judicial Department 

Suspends auto9matic salary increments for assistant and deputy clerks of superior court in 
1991-92. 

Human Resources, Dep’t of 

Mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse services funds. Same as 
Senate provision. 

Mental health, development disabilities, and substance abuse seéivices funds and programs 
for pregnant women. Effective January 1, 1992 of funds appropriated to Dep't of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Menta! Health, Developmental Disabilities and Substance Abuse Services, 
$400,000 for 1991-92 and $800,000 for 1992-93 to set up two regional residential and outpatient 
treatment programs for pregnant women who abuse drugs or alcohol. Effective July 1, 1991, of 
funds appropriated to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, 
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and Substance Abuse Services, $220,000 for both 1991-92 and 1992-93 to continue support for 
the residential and outpatient treatment center in Robeson County. 

State subsidy/county detention home. Amends GS 134A-38 to revise formula for state sub- 
sidies to county detention homes to 50% of the total cost of caring for a child from within the 
county and 100% of the cost for children from other counties, with any county placing a child in 
a detention home in another county to pay 50% of the cost of that child to the Dep’t. Of funds 
appropriated to Dep’t, $500,000 in each fiscal year is to be used to implement this section. 

County protective services allocation. Of funds allocated to Dep’t of Human Resources, 
Div'n of Social Services, $3,250,000 in 1991-92 and $7,000,000 in 1992-93 is to be allocated to 
county departments of social services beginning January 1, 1992 for additional staff for investiga- 
tions of reports of child abuse or neglect and to provide protective and preventive services. 
Establishes formula for distribution of funding. Requires report by March 15, 1992 on progress in 
improving child protective services. 

Medicaid eligible pregnant women’s services. Effective Oct. 1, 1991, requires Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Medical Assistance, to (effective October 1, 1991) provide medical 
coverage for various services for Medicaid eligible pregnant women. Of funds appropriated to 
Dep't, $564,400 in 1991-92 and $664,520 for 1992-93 is to be used to provide the state share of 
these increased mandated services. 

Pharmacy study. Mandates study on determining cost of filling a prescription and adjust- 
ment of pharmacy dispensing fee in the state Medicaid plan. 

Pharmacy dispensing fee increase. Effective January 1, 1992, the professional limits fee for 
dispensing drugs is to be $5.60 per prescription. 

Purchase transportation services for pregnant women and children on Medicaid. Of funds 
appropriated from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, $300,000 in each year of the 
biennium is transferred to Dep’t of Transportation, Public Transportation Div’n to purchase addi- 
tional transportation services for purpose indicated. Funds may not be used to purchase vehicles 
or equipment or to pay state administrative costs. Establishes formula for funds distribution. 
Requires funds to be spent consistently with transportation development plans approved by the 
Dep't of Transportation and board of county commissioners. Report on section to be submitted 
by March 15, 1992. 

Domiciliary rate increase. Same as Senate if funds appropriated to fund increase. 
Otherwise, effective July 1, 1992, rates increased to $777 for ambulatory residents and $814 for 
semiambulatory residents. 

Wake County detention facility allocation. Of fund appropriated to Div’n of Youth Services, 
$400,000 in each year of biennium to be used to operate Wake County detention facility as a 
regional detention facility. 

Economic and Community Development, Dep’t of 

Visitor and welcome center funds. Same as Senate except $150,000 rather than $50,000 is 
allocated for 1991-92. 

Petroleum overcharge funds allocation. Same as Senate. 

Economic development funds. Of funds appropriated to Rural Economic Development 
Center, the following allocations are to be made: (1) $1,500,000 each year of the biennium to 
local community development corporations to support community economic development within 
minority communities; (2) $500,000 in each year for Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc.; (3) 
$500,000 each year for the NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc.; (4) $300,000 each 
year for the NC Minority Economic Development, Inc.; (5) $1,000,000 each year for local minority- 
owned and operated credit union and the NC Minority Credit Union Support Center, Inc.; (6) 
$650,000 each year to expand the Microenterprise Loan Program; and (7) $50,000 each year for 
administrative expenses. 

HOME program funding limit. Prohibits use of funds for state administration of program until 
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Congress appropriates federal funds for the program. 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Dep’t of 

EHNR use of fees. Same as Senate. 

Community water systems permits fees. Same as Senate. 

Clean air act permit fees. Same as Senate. 

Hazardous waste inspectors. Same as Senate. 

Vital records fees. Same as Senate. 

Asbestosis/silicosis exams fees. Same as Senate. 

Rural obstetrical care incentive program. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep't of 
EHNR, Div’n of Maternal and Child Health, $300,00 in 1991-92 and $500,000 in 1992-93 shall be 
used to expand the Rural Obstetrical Care Incentive Program. 

Child fatality prevention. Substantially same as H 1260, intro. 10 May, except revises appro- 
priation to allocate of funds appropriated to the Dep’t $158,00 for 1991-92 and $165,000 for 
1991-92 for implementation. 

DWI test changed. Incorporates provision sof H 7098, dealing with chemical testing for DWI, 
introduced 11 April and appropriates from Gen’! Fund to Dep't $1,433,264 for each year of bien- 
nium contingent on that amount of revenue being raised under provision. 


CAPITAL PROJECTS 


UNC Capital projects/fees. Requires self-liquidating projects to include plans for financing, 
requires Board of Governors to adopt rules that limit the amount of student fees that may be 
charged to retire debt and to annually review student fees. 

Reallocate DMV funds - Asheville. Allows previously appropriated for land purchase and 
building design to be used for land and building purchase. 

Prison bond appropriations. Substantially similar to Senate provision. Sets cost of prison 
facilities to be financed at $105 million, with 3,186 new beds for adult prisoners. 

Reserve for administration and operation of new units. Provides that of funds appropriated to 
Dep't of Correction for 1992-93, reserve of $6,902,493 to be used to operate new prison units. 

Pitt County detention center addition. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Human Resources 
for 1992-93, a reserve of $60,000 used to operate addition to Pitt County detention center. 

Capital improvements/highway fund. Appropriates from Highway Fund to Dep't of 
Transportation for specified capital improvement projects $3,754,275 for fiscal 1991-92 and 
$7,368,600 for fiscal 1992-93. 

UNC removal of handicapped barriers. Of funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors, 
$2,000,000 is to be used for removal of handicapped barriers. Requires adoption of comprehen- 
sive plan survey facilities and develop a description and schedule for modifications to insure ac- 
cessibility by January 1, 1992. Allows up to $200,000 to be used for plan preparation. 


H 231. ARSENIC PESTICIDES STUDY. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute rewrites bill as act 
"TO AUTHORIZE THE AGRICULTURE, FORESTRY, AND SEAFOOD AWARENESS STUDY 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE SALE, USE, AND TRANSPORT OF ARSENIC PESTICIDES.” 
Appropriates $5,000 for fiscal 1991-92 from General Fund to General Assembly for Comm'n ex- 
penses. Effective July 1, 1991. 


H 416. CHILD DAY CARE LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/1; com. sub. 5/9. Senate amendment makes 
technical correction to GS 110-92. 


H 423. SANITARY SYSTEM REPAIR. Intro. 4/1; com. sub. 4/18. Senate amendment makes tech- 
nical correction. 
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H 427. ATT’Y GENERAL COMMITMENT ROLE. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment provides that spe- 
cial counsel at state hospitals to represent persons involuntarily committed after having been 
found not guilty by reason of insanity and ass’t attorneys general to represent state’s interest at 
hearings. 


H 440. DSS REPRESENTATIVES. Intro. 4/1; House com sub. 5/9. House amendment makes clari- 
fying change. 


H 442. PAROLE NOTIFICATION. Intro. 4/1; com. sub. 4/29. Senate amendment specifies that 
noticé be given by first class mail and limits notice to “immediate” family members of victim. 


H 869. COMMERCIAL LOAN FEES. Intro. 4/18; com. sub. 5/10; amended 5/29. Senate amend- 
ment corrects technical errors. 


H 904. OFF-PREMISE VEHICLE SALES. Intro. 4/18; comm. sub. 5/13. House committee substi- 
tute changes and adds definitions to proposed amendments in GS 20-286. It deletes proposed 
definition of an “established place of business” in favor of (1) an established office, which has at 
least 96 square feet of floor space in a permanent enclosed building, and is a place where 
books, records and files required under the Article are kept; and (2) an established salesroom, 
which is defined as "established place of business” is now defined. Deletes bill’s provision that a 
salesroom be a place where business activity occurs on an ongoing basis during normal business 
hours for a minimum of at least four days per week, 46 weeks per year. Adds that established 
salesroom includes an area within 500 feet of the salesroom premises, but does not include tent 
or other temporary space. Distinguishes distributors from wholesalers, by providing that distribu- 
tors deal in new vehicles, while wholesalers deal in used vehicles. Makes further technical 
changes in definitions. 

Amends GS 20-287 to require that wholesalers be licensed as wholesalers, and so that 
parties licensed as manufacturers, factory branches, distributors, or distributor branches need not 
obtain a motor vehicle dealer’s license. Any of the latter group operating as a motor vehicle 
dealer may sell vehicles at retail only at an established showroom. 

Also delete’s bill’s change in GS 20-287 that would require that license be issued to an 
established place of business. Instead, requires that wholesalers must have an established office 
in the state to be licensed; that motor vehicle dealers have an established salesroom in the state 
to be licensed; and that manufacturers, factory branches, distributors, distributor branches, or 
motor vehicle dealers must have separate licenses for each established office or salesroom, or 
other place of business. Adds distributors and wholesalers to licensees who must furnish a corpo- 
rate surety bond to be licensed. 

Makes technical changes in GS 20-291 (carrying and displaying license). Makes technical 
and clarifying changes in bill’s proposed GS 20-292.1, requiring that dealers may display motor 
vehicles for sale at retail only at established salesrooms, rather than established places of busi- 
ness. Adds exception that a vehicle may be displayed at the home or piace of business of a 
customer at the request of the customer. 

Deletes bill’s provision that licenses inconsistent with the act expire 120 days after the bill’s 
effective date. Changes effective date from ratification to October 1, 1991. 


H 976. FEDERAL OFFICER IMMUNITY. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/30. Senate amendment adds US 
Fish and Wildlife Service as federal law enforcement officers. 


H 1010. WHOLESALE DRUG DISTRIB. LICENSE. Intro. 4/19; com. sub. 5/7. House committee 
substitute makes numerous codification, stylistic and technical changes, 
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H 1236. REDEFINE DISTRESSED COUNTY. Intro. 5/9. House committee substitute deletes provi- 

sion considering a county a distressed county if it has more than 25% of its employees on AFDC, 

and adds new provision to include among existing factors to be considered the county’s rank in a 

ranking of counties by percentage growth in population from lowest to highest. Also provides that 

information to be used to measure unemployment and per capita income is latest data from any 

poy agency with expertise in area, and population growth figures are from estimates of Budget 
ice.

Senate amendment de- 
letes provision making bill applicable only to resident of areas covered by bill. 


S 629. UNION, COLUMBUS JAIL EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/15; amended 4/17. House committee sub- 
stitute authorizes Columbus as well as Union County to contract for jail without meeting specifica- 
tion and bidding procedures of GS Ch. 143. 


S 645. SECURITY INTEREST, RENTS/PROFITS. Intro. 4/16. House amendment adopted 6/3/91 
changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 769. WORKERS COMP FOREIGN INJURIES. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute changes 
effective date to Oct. 1, 1991 for claims arising on or after that date.

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AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 83. 1991 APPROPRIATIONS AND BUDGET REVENUE ACT. Intro. 2/18; House committee sub- 
stitute #2 adds following provisions dealing with taxation. 
Corporate Income Tax Change. 

Rate Increase. Amends GS 105-130.5 to increase corporate income tax rate for all corpora- 
tions doing business in the state except "S” corporations as defined in GS 105-131(b), from 7% 
to 8%, effective for taxable years beginning Jan. 1, 1991. 

Throwback Rule. Amends GS 105-130.4(1) to include within the calculation of the amount of 
sales made by multistate corporations that are subject to North Carolina sales tax, sales of per- 
sonal property that is shipped from North Carolina to another state and the multistate corporation 
is not subject to income tax in the state to which the goods are shipped. 

Individual Income Tax Changes. 

Amends GS 105-134.2(a) to create an 8% income tax bracket for net taxable income that 
exceeds: $100,000 for married filing joint; $60,000 for single persons; $80,000 for heads of 
households; and $50,000 for married filing separate. Makes conforming amendments to GS 105- 
131.7(c) and GS 105-160.2. Effective for taxable years beginning on Jan. 1, 1991. 

Cigarette Tax Changes. 

Amends GS 105-113.5 to increase the excise tax on cigarettes from 2 cents per pack to 7 
cents per pack, effective July 1, 1991. Amends GS 105-113.7 to require sellers to file an inven- 
tory of cigarettes with the Secretary of Revenue within 20 days of the effective date of the tax 
increase and pay an amount of tax equal to the difference between the former tax rate and the 
increased tax rate on that inventory. 

Other Tobacco Tax Changes. 

Amends GS Ch. 105, Art. 2A to create a 3% excise tax on cigars and smokeless tobacco 
products, effective Jan. 1, 1992. Makes wholesalers primarily liable and retailers secondarily liable 
for this tax. Requires wholesale dealers to obtain a tobacco products license at a cost of $25.00 
for each place of business and requires retailers to obtain a similar license at a cost of $10.00 
per place of business. Requires dealers to file a monthly sales report with the Secretary of 
Revenue and to remit taxes due with each report. Provides for wholesalers to designate certain 
sales as exempt if the buyer intends to resell the product in a tax exempt transaction. Provides 
for refunds to wholesalers who pay taxes on exempt sales. Allows wholesalers to discount the 
amount due by 4% to cover damage losses and expenses. 

Highway Tax Changes. 

Highway Trust Fund. Amends GS 105-187.6 to exempt four categories of vehicle title 
transfers from the highway use tax. The exemptions are for transfers to the same owner to reflect 
a name change, transfers by will or intestacy, transfers between a husband and wife or parent 
and child, and transfers which occur in a distribution of property following divorce. Further 
amends this section to increase the maximum highway use tax applicable to titles issued for 
vehicles that were previously titled in another state from $100 to $150. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Highway Fund. Amends various sections of GS Ch. 20 to increase the fee for a learner's 
permit from $5 to $10, to increase the fee for a duplicate license from $5 to $10, to increase the 
fee for a special identification card from $5 to $10, and to increase fee for drivers license and 
other motor vehicle record fees from $4 to $5. Amends GS 20-73 to allow transferees 28 days 
instead of 20 days to apply for a new certificate of title and increases the fee for late applications 
from $4 to $10, and makes conforming amendments to GS 20-74. Amends GS 20-119(b) to in- 
crease permit fees for oversize or overweight vehicles for a single trip from $5 to $10, to increase 
annual permit fees for such vehicles from $25 to $50, and to double the annual permit fee per 
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vehicle for oversize and overweight fleets. Amends GS 20-289(a) to increase the license fees for 
motor vehicle dealers, manufacturers, and sales representatives from a range from $5 to $75 to a 
range of $10 to $100. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Alchohol Tax Changes. 

Amends GS 18B-804 to increase additional charge for liquor sold for mixed drinks from $15 
a gallon to $20 a gallon. Amends GS 18B-805(b) to increase the percentage of this additional 
charge which local ABC boards are required to pay monthly to the Dep’t of Revenue from 33.3% 
to 50%. Reduces the percentage of this charge payable to the Dep’t of Human Resources for 
use for substance abuse treatment programs from 6.66% to 5%. These amendments effective 
Aug. 1, 1991. 

Amends GS 18B-902(d) to increase the ABC on-premises and off-premises beer and wine 
retail permits from $100 to $200 and amends GS 105-113.75 to increase corresponding retail 
privilege licenses from $20 or $25 to $100. 

Soft Drink Tax Administration Changes. 

Amends GS Ch. 105, Art. 2B to eliminate payment of tax based on stamps and crowns. 
Provision is substantially similar to H 79, digested February 18, 1991. Amends GS 105-113.47 to 
exempt from taxation soft drinks containing 100% natural juice (was 35%). Amends GS 105- 
113.52 to establish a uniform 4% discount rate if tax is paid on time (was 5% for taxpaid 
stamps). Amends GS 105-113.52 to provide a discount to distributors or wholesalers on the first 
15,000 gross of bottled softdrinks sold at wholesale on or after October 1 of each year (tax de- 
creases from 1 cent per bottle to .72 cents per gross). 

Sales Tax Changes. 
One-half Cent State Tax. 

Amends GS 105-164.4 to increase the general State retail sales tax from 3% to 3.5%. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 

One-half Cent Local Tax/Reimbursement Swap. 

Adds new GS Ch. Article 43, providing local governments the authority to levy an additional 
one-half cent sales tax, if they already levy the 1% sales and use tax allowed by Article 39 and 
each one-half cent sales tax allowed under Articles 40 and 42. Adds new GS 105-510, providing 
for quarterly State distribution of the local sales tax revenue to the local governments that impose 
the additional tax in proportion to the total amount of funds each county and city was entitled to 
receive from the Local Government Tax Reimbursement Reserve in fiscal 1990-91. Effective on 
ratification. 

Increase Machinery Rate and Cap. 

Amends GS 105-164.4 to increase from 1% to 2% to the tax on sales of farm and manu- 
facturing machinery, telephone company equipment, broadcasting equipment, laundry equipment, 
farm curing and storage items, as well as farm product containers. Also increases the per item 
tax cap from $80 to $160. Effective July 1, 1991. 

Increase Rate on Boats, Aircraft, and Locomotives. 

Amends GS 105-164.4 to increase from 2% to 3% the sales tax rate on boats, aircraft, 
railway cars, and locomotives, but preserve the cap on these taxes at $1500 per item. Effective 
July 1, 1991. 

Allow State a Refund of Local Sales Tax. 

Amends GS 105-164.14 to allow the State quarterly refunds of local sales tax and use taxes 
paid by a State agency on direct purchase of tangible personal property and on building mate- 
rials and equipment. Requires that agencies keep records concerning local sales and use taxes 
paid. All refunds (except for DOT’s, discussed in next section) will be credited to the General 
Fund. 

Repeal DOT’s Sales Tax Exemption. 
Amends GS 105-164.14 so that local sales and use tax refunds for which, the Dep't of 
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Transportation applies for a State tax refund are credited 75% directly to the Highway Fund and 
25% directly to the Highway Trust Fund. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Repeal Local Reimbursements. 

Repeals State reimbursements to local government for sales taxes on food purchased with 
food stamps (GS 105-164.44C), repeals property tax on poultry and livestock, along with accom- 
panying reimbursements (GS 105-275.1), repeals tax on retailers’ and wholesalers’ inventories 
along with reimbursements (GS 105-277A), repeals a portion of the reimbursement for homestead 
exemptions (GS 105-277.1A), repeals a part of the reimbursement for intangible taxes (GS 105- 
213.1), and deletes from GS 105-213 the provision that 40% of the State tax collected on ac- 
counts receivable during the preceding fiscal year be appropriated to municipalities and counties. 
Effective July 1, 1991. 


AMENDMENTS 

The following amendments were read for the first time in the House today. They will be 
considered on second reading June 6, 1991: 

Local Sales Tax Changes. 

Amends proposed GS 105-510 to provide that distribution of new 1/2 cent sales tax is in 
proportion to amount of funds each county and city was entitled to receive during the 1989-90 
(rather than 1990-91) fiscal year from the Local Government Tax Reimbursement Reserve. 

Amends proposed GS 105-508 (Levy and collection of additional taxes) to provide that only 
five days’ public notice is required before a public hearing is held on the question of the levy of 
the new 1/2 cent local tax. Adds a new GS 105-511, providing that a city located in a county 
which does not adopt, or repeals, this tax may levy the tax itself. A city may not levy this tax if it 
is located in any county which levies the tax. If a city levies this tax, and a county in which the 
city is located decides to levy the tax, then the city’s authority to levy the tax is repealed. 
Tobacco Tax Changes. i; 

Amends proposed GS 105-113.35 to provide that 3% excise tax on tobacco products other 
than cigarettes does not apply to sample smokeless tobacco products and cigars distributed with- 
out charge. 

Alcohol Tax Changes. 

Amends present GS 18B-1004 (hours of sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages) to 
provide that malt beverages, unfortified wine, fortified wine, or mixed beverages may not be sold 
between 2 AM (now, 1 AM) and 7 AM. Provides that same beverages may not be consumed 
between 2:30 AM (now, 1:30 AM) and 7 AM in a place holding a GS 18B-1001 permit. Deletes 
present provision providing for longer sales and on-premises consumption during Daylight Saving 
Time (present provision extends times as amendment does, but only during Daylight Saving 
Time). Provides that these amendments become effective August 1, 1991. 

Tax Credit for North Carolina Ports. 

Incorporates provisions of H 163, introduced 2/25, except that sunset provision of H 163 is 

not included. 


CORRECTION 

The special provision in House 83 on State Purchases of Supplies, Materials, Equipment, di- 
gested on p. 992, applies to each governmental entity required by statute to use the services of 
the Dep’t of Administration in the purchase of supplies, materials, and equipment, rather than all 
governmental entities. Such entities may make direct purchases of supplies, materials, and equip- 
ment during 1991-93 biennium without complying with GS Ch. 143, Art. 3 (Purchases and 
Contracts),as long as purchases are made pursuant to competitive bidding process substantially 
similar to that provided for in Art. 3 and meet the other two conditions listed in digest. Requires 
entity using provision to report to Governmental Operations Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div'n. 
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H 551. CLEAN AIR ACT IMPLEMENTED. Intro. 4/1; House comm. sub. 5/3. House amendment 
makes technical corrections. 


H 652. REGISTER VACANCY MODIFICATION. Intro. 4/10; House com. sub. 5/3. Senate com- 


mittee substitute reflects fact that subsection (a) of section amended by bill was repealed by Ch. 
60 of 19971 Session Laws. 


H 737. WILMINGTON RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute re- 
writes bill to add new sec. 8.5 to Wilmington charter to allow city council to delegate to city 
manager the power to purchase real property. Money must be in budget for the purchase, and 
manager must report actions to council within 45 days. 


H 810. MOORE TOWNS STUDY ANNEXATION. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute replaces 
original bill with "AN ACT TO ANNEX SPECIFIED PROPERTY IN THE TOWN OF CARTHAGE IN 
MOORE COUNTY.” Provides that described property is to be included in Carthage corporate 
limits, notwithstanding GS 160A-58.1(b) (specifies standards that noncontiguous areas proposed 
for annexation must meet). Effective on ratification. 


H 869. COMMERCIAL LOANS FEES. Intro. 4/18. House Comm. Sub. 5/10. Amended 5/29, 6/4. 
Senate amendment deletes provision in GS 24-11 which gave lenders an option to impose a ~ 
monthly service charge in lieu of the annual charge described in this section. Deletes all pro- 
posed additions to GS 25A-14. 


H 881. PASTORAL COUNSELORS CERTIFIED. Intro. 4/18. comm. sub. 5/10. House committee 
substitute #2 directs State Auditor to conduct necessary audits of the Board of Examiners of 
Fee-Based Pastoral Counselors, pursuant to GS Ch. 147, Art. 5A. 


H 890. NEWBORN SCREENING PROGRAM. Intro. 4/18. House committee substitute makes tech- 
nical changes. 


H 908. RURAL ELEC. REGULATORY FEE. Intro. 4/18, comm. sub. 5/9. House committee substi- 
tute #2 changes fee for fiscal 1991-92 for both electric and telephone membership corporations 
to 3 and 3/4 cents per quarter (was, $.05 per quarter). 


H 991. INTERNATIONAL COMM. ARBITRATION. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/14; Senate comm. sub. 
5/30. Senate amendment makes technical corrections. 


SENATE BILLS

_ transferring $1,771,245 for both 1991-92 and 1992-93 fiscal years from teachaers’ salary line to 
Judicial Dep’t for contribtuions for retirement; (4) delete proposed amendment to GS 143-215.3A 
that placed a 30% cap on permit fees fund; add appropriations of $236,826,720 for both fiscal 
1991-92 and 1992-93 as a Reserve for Local Government Tax Sharing; and (5) direct Legislative 
Services Comm’n to review its action on longevity pay for General Assembly employees and 
report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations by April 15, 1992. 


H 442. PAROLE NOTIFICATION. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute adds to offenses requir- 
ing notification assault with a deadly weapon with intent to kill inflicting serious injury, assault with 
a deadly weapon inflicting serious injury, and assault with a deadly weapon with intent to kill. 


H 587. REGULATE JET SKIING. Intro. 4/3; comm. sub. 4/9; amended 4/11. Senate committee 
substitute adds Carolina Beach, Holden Beach, and Wrightsville Beach to localities which may 
adopt ordinances regulating jet skiing. Provides that the Lake Norman Marine Comm’n and the 
Towns of Davidson and Cornelius may regulate jet skiing in Lake Norman.

House amendment 
narrows provision governing tax exemption for the Small Employer Health Reinsurance Pool to 
exempt pool from taxes on insurance companies, imposed by GS Ch. 105, Art. 8B, instead of any 
and all taxes. 


H 1090. PRIVATE LANDFILL IMPACT STATEMENT. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute 
amends original bill to provide that the Environmental Review Commission will study whether envi- 
ronmental impact statements should be required before sanitary landfill permits to private opera- 
tors are issued under GS 130A-294 (bill did provide that such impact statements would precede 
permit issuance). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 721. VEHICLE EXTENDED WARRANTY ACT. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute rewrites 
bill to act "TO REQUIRE REGISTRATION OF AN FINANCIAL AND ACTUARIAL STATEMENTS 
FROM COMPANIES OFFERING MOTOR VEHICLE SERVICE AGREEMENTS AND COMPANIES 
OFFERING MOTOR HOME APPLIANCE SERVICE AGREEMENTS.” Adds GS 58-1-25 and GS 58- 
1-30 to provide that motor vehicle service agreement companies, and home appliance service 
agreement companies must register with the Comm’r of Insurance and pay a registration fee of 
$500 before conducting business in North Carolina. Exempts manufacturers of motor vehicles or 
home appliances who offer guaranties on new vehicles or appliances at no charge and motor 
vehicle or home appliance dealers who offer service agreements vehicles they sell if such agree- 
ments are administered by the dealer. Also, insurers authorized to transact property or casualty 
insurance may sell motor vehicle service agreements or home appliance service agreements with- 
out any additional registration. 

Home appliance is defined to include washing machines, dryers, kitchen appliances, 
vacuum cleaners, sewing machines, home electronics, home computers, and heaters or air condi- 
tioners that are not permanently installed duct systems. Motor vehicle service agreements and 
home appliance service agreements are defined as agreements indemnifying the holder against 
loss caused by mechanical failure of a covered component. The definition of motor vehicle serv- 
ice agreement does not include manufacturers’ guarantees of autoparts. Transacting motor ve- 
hicle or home appliance service agreement business is defined to include maintaining an office, 
receiving payments of premiums, soliciting applications or issuing service agreements in this 
state. Requires motor vehicle service agreement companies and home appliance service 
agreement companies to file financial statements and actuarial certifications as provided in GS 
58-1-45, and authorizes the Comm’r to fine such companies $50/day for late filings. 

Adds GS 58-1-35 to require companies entering into motor vehicle service agreements or 
home appliance service agreements to disclose to consumers that purchasing the service agree- 
ment is not obligatory in order to purchase or finance the product covered by the agreement, to 
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provide that such agreements must comply with North Carolina's insurance laws, and to mandate 
that such agreements include provisions limiting companies’ ability to cancel and allowing the 
consumer the right to cancel at will. Further requires motor vehicle and home appliance service 
agreement companies to maintain complete records, authorizes the Comm’r to examine service 
agreement companies, prohibits companies from acting as fronting companies for unauthorized 
insurers, and provides that salespersons are fiduciaries with respect to funds they collect that 
belong to insurers or service agreement companies. Makes it misdemeanor to fail to comply with 
section and defines service agreement companies that operate without proper registration as un- 
authorized insurers. Requires service agreement companies to maintain excess insurance with an 
insurer authorized to do business in North Carolina. 

Adds GS 58-1-45 to require service agreement companies to file annual financial reports, 
an annual certification showing that the company is actuarially sound, and additional information 
or quarterly unaudited reports if requested by the Commissioner of Insurance. Adds GS 58-1-50 
to authorize the Comm’r to deny, revoke or suspend service agreement companies for specified 
violations. Authorizes the Comm’r to take corrective action and to limit companies’ ability to 

accept new business if such companies are in financial difficulty. 
; Amends GS 58-1-15(b) to provide that motor vehicle and home appliance service agree- 
ments are covered by this act. Effective Jan. 1, 1992.

H 83. 1991-93 APPROPRIATIONS ACT. Intro. 2/18; House comm. sub. 6/5; amended 6/6: 
amended 6/7. Senate committee substitute replaces House bill with the Senate’s version of the 
1991-93 budget and revenue package. The appropriations provisions of the committee substitute 
are essentially the same as the Senate committee substitute for S 88, adopted 6/3/91, with the 
changes noted below. The revenue portions of the bill are new. 

APPROPRIATIONS CHANGES. 

Reimbursements to local governments. Amends provisions concerning reserve for local tax 
reimbursements by deleting appropriations from the General Fund to the Reserve for 
Reimbursements to Local Governments and Shared Tax Revenues. Deleted appropriation was 
$237,779,454 for fiscal 1991-92 and $237,779,454 for fiscal 1992-93 for reimbursements pursuant 
to GS 105-164.44C, 105-213, 105-213.1, 105-275.1, 105-277A, and 105-277.1A. Restores present 
law’s provision that reimbursement appropriations are to be included in the Current Operations 
Appropriations Act. 

Prisons operations reserve. Appropriates a reserve of $10,246,368 (was, $6,902,493) from 
the General Fund to the Dep't of Corrections for 1992-93 to administer and operate new prison 
units. 

School unit mergers. Delete provision in S 88 that funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public 
Education reflect funding for only one school system in each county. Provides, instead, that if 
schools consolidate, administrative positions shall continue to be funded at a rate equivalent to 
funding for the systems separately for the first two fiscal years of the merger. Amends proposed 
GS 115C-68.1 (merger of units by the board of county commissioners) to provide that where 
boards of county commissioners adopt plans for school consolidation, such plans must provide 
for the merged school unit local funding sufficient to cause the the amount appropriated per pupil 
(determined according to average daily membership) to be at least equivalent to the highest level 
of any local school administrative unit in the county for the fiscal year before the merger. 
Requires that the State Board of Education establish guidelines for making computations neces- 
sary to determine whether this mandate has been met. Amends proposed GS 115C-68.2 (merger 
of units by local boards of education) to provide that a merger plan prepared by the State Board 
of Education pursuant to the proposed statutory section cannot be made contingent on voter 
approval. Effect is to make this provision identical to a similar provision in H 83. 


ee  — 
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Dep't of Public Education. Increases appropriations from the General Fund to the 
Department of Public Education for each 1991-92 and 1992-93 by $4,037,500. Decreases the 
amount in the Savings Reserve Account for fiscal 1991-92 by same amount. 

Utility regulatory fee. Amends GS 143-53.1 to provide that the percentage rate to be used 
in calculating GS 62-302(b)(2)’s public utility regulatory fee is 0.09% of each public utility's NC 
jurisdictional revenues earned during each quarter that begins on or after July 1, 1991. 

Parks fees. Amends S 88 provisions so that the Parks and Recreation Div’n, Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, may adopt temporary rules to increase the fees 
authorized by GS 113-35(b) (was, Div’n could increase the fees, but by specific sum of $392,300). 

Judicial Dep’t purchasing. Deletes provision that would have permitted Judicial Dep't to 
make direct purchases of supplies, materials and equipment without complying with GS Ch. 143, 
Art. 3. 

SBI overtime. Directs that first priority for use of funds appropriated for overtime payments 
for SBI personnel shall be for agents in Field Investigations Div’n. 

Columbus County high school water lines. Directs use of $250,000 from accumulated inter- 
est in Clean Water Revolving Loan & Grant Program to increase size of water and sewer lines 
planned for extension to new high school in Columbus County along highway 701. 

Secondary road projects. Adds new GS 136-44.2C to allow use of special appropriations for 
highways to be used for planning, design, right-of-way, and construction of highway projects con- 
tained in Transportation Improvement Program. Funding from special appropriations used for sec- 
ondary road projects in TIP is not subject to normal allocation formula and restrictions. 

Driver education instructors workday. Provides that day of employment for driver education 
instructors who hold teacher certificates shall be same number of hours required of all regular 
classroom teachers “as established by the local board of education” (quoted phrase added). 

Reserve for state employees heath plan. Changes reduction in cited reserve from General 
Fund to $24.8 million for 1991-92 and $33.1 million for 92-93 and from Highway Fund to $3.7 
million for 1991-92 and $5.5 million for 1992-93. 

Community penalties programs. Allocates $1,636,612 of appropriations to Dep’t of Crime 
Control & Public Safety for community penalties programs. Sets out specific amounts for 20 listed 
programs and earmarks $117,700 for administrative expenses. Forbids Dep’t to restructure or 
reorganize the community penalties program. 

Milk sanitation. Adds expansion budget item of $210,000 for 1991-92 to increase milk sani- 
tation program. 

FINANCE PROVISIONS 

Budget reform. Adds new GS 143-2.1 to require that the increase in the General Fund 
Operating Budget for a fiscal year shall not exceed, in percentage terms, the General Fund 
Operating Budget for the immediately preceding fiscal year by more that the average annual per- 
centage increase in state personal income for the most recent 5-year period. Adds GS 143-2.3 to 
create a Savings Reserve Account and requires one-half of any credit balance remaining in the 
General Fund at the end of each fiscal year to be appropriated to it. The remainder of the credit 
balance may be appropriated only for capital improvements or other one-time expenditures. At the 
end of each fiscal year the State Treasurer shall transfer the amount of revenue in the Savings 
Reserve Account that exceeds 8% of the General Fund operating budget for the fiscal year 
ending that June 30 to the General Fund. The General Assembly may appropriate funds from the 
Savings Reserve Account, and the Director of the Budget may transfer funds from the Savings 
Reserve Account to the General Fund if the funds are needed to address a budget shortfall or 
cash-flow problem. Effective fiscal 1991-92. Enacts GS 143-2.4 to require that the General Fund 
Operating Budget cover one fiscal year only and be enacted by June 15 each year. Sunsets all 
state programs, other than payment of debt service, on June 30, 1993. Any program established 
after July 1, 1991, expires 5 years after the program’s effective date. Adds new GS 143-10.3 to 
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create a maintenance reserve in the budget for each state agency through an annual assessment 
based on square footage of building space the agency occupies. Amends GS 143-10.2 to repeal 
the exemption from the statute limiting growth in the number of state employees to growth in 
state population for public school employees and Dep’t of Transportation employees. Requires 
any fiscal analysis of the overall budget outlook and proposed legislation affecting state revenues 
or state expenditures to encompass a 5-year period. Legislation proposing to appropriate funds 
from the General Fund for state facilities must contain an estimate of the annual operating and 
maintenance costs of the facility for the first 20 years. Creates a 24-member Fiscal Trends 
Comm’n to review long-term fiscal trends identified by the Economic Futures Study Comm’n and 
to analyze the impact of these and other trends on the state budget during the 1990s. Comm’n 
to make interim report to the 1992 session and a final report to the 1993 General Assembly. 

Insurance premium tax. Effective Jan. 1, 1991, amends GS 105-228.5 to increase the gross 
premiums tax on insurance companies from 1.75% to 2%. Includes provision for insurance regu- 
latory fee as a means of transition to new system of financing the Insurance Dep’t entirely from 
fees. This feature of the bill will be digested in more detail in tomorrow’s Bulletin. 

Sales tax. Effective July 1, 1991, amends GS 105-164.4(a) to increase the general state 
rate from 3% to 4%. Amends GS 105-164.13(18) to apply the 4% rate to funeral expenses in 
. excess of $1,500. 

Corporate income tax. Adds GS 105-130.3A to impose a 1.25% corporate income tax 
surtax for 1991 and 1992. 

Internal Revenue Code update. Effective Jan. 1, 1991, amends GS 105-2.1 to incorporate 
recent amendments to the IRC imposing threshold limits for deduction of personal exemptions for 
high-income taxpayers. 

Real estate excise stamp tax. Effective July 1, 1991, amends GS 105-228.30 to increase 
excise stamp tax on real estate conveyances from $1 per $1,0000 of consideration to $2 and 
applies tax to entire consideration by eliminating the exclusion for assumed liens. County to remit 
monthly one-half the proceeds to the State Treasurer; Treasurer shall credit 15% of funds to 
Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund and remainder to General Fund. Up to 25% of funds 
credited to Natural Heritage Trust Fund may be used to purchase historical property. 

Tobacco tax. Effective July 1, 1991, amends GS 105-113.5 to increase the cigarette tax 
from 2 cents to 5 cents per pack and amends GS 105-113.35 to levy a tax of 2% of the cost 
price of tobacco products; exempts tobacco products sold outside the state, sold to the federal 
government, and sample smokeless tobacco products and cigars distributed without charge. 


H 347. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE. Intro. 3/27. House comm. sub. 5/6. House com- 
mittee substitute #2 provides that insurers only have to cover laboratory fees for analyzing pap 
smears if the laboratory meets the accreditation standards adopted by the North Carolina Medical 
Care Commission, when these become effective. Amends GS 143B-165 to direct the Medical 
Care Commission to adopt accreditation standards for facilities that perform mammography 
procedures and evaluate pap smears. Deletes the provision in the original bill which included 
coverage for mammograms and pap smears in the Teachers and State Employees Major Medical 
Plan. Adds GS 58-50-155 and amends GS 58-54-10 to provide that all health benefit plans sub- 
ject to North Carolina’s insurance act must provide coverage for mammograms and pap smears 
at least equal to the coverage required by GS 58-51-57, created by this act, even if the policy 
holder is partially covered for these procedures by Medicare. Exempts specified accident, speci- 
fied disease, hospital indemnity and long-term health care insurance policies from this act. 


H 381. OSHA CHANGES. Intro. 3/28; amended 5/6. Senate amendments change effective date 


from ratification to Jan. 1, 1992, clarify that civil penalties may only be assessed for willful viola- 
tions of this act, and make other technical changes. 
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H 468. BEE AND HONEY ACT ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 3/29; amended 4/22. Senate committee 
substitute clarifies that only bee sellers and not bee distributors are required to obtain a permit 
and alters exemption clause to provide that no permit is required for the sale of less than 10 
hives, or for a one-time going-out-of-business sale of less than 50 hives, or for renting bees. 


H 563. ACTION UNDER CIVIL RIGHTS ACT. Intro. 4/1; amended 5/14. Senate committee substi- 
tute provides that civil actions brought by the NC Human Relations Comm’n on behalf of other 
persons must be with their permission. Makes clear that compensatory and punitive damages may 
be awarded to the person on whose behalf the action was brought and that either the 
Commission or the defendant, whichever prevails, may be awarded court costs. 

Amends GS 99D-1(b) to provide that only the plaintiff may receive compensatory and puni- 
tive damages (now, prevailing party may be rewarded either). Provides that a prevailing defendant 
may be awarded reasonable attorney's fees only upon a showing that the claim was frivolous, 
unreasonable, or without foundation. Deletes provision authorizing Comm’n to adopt rules to im- 
plement and interpret GS Ch. 99D. 


H 923. CLARIFY UNC BOARD NOMINATION. Intro. 4/19; house comm. sub. 4/26. Senate com- 
mittee substitute eliminates provision in House committee substitute which gave the House the 
authority to elect the additional board member in the event that an odd number of vacancies 
exists. Provides that the mandate to elect women, minorities and members of the minority political 
party will not go into effect until 1993. 


H 1107. INNKEEPER ALLOW DOGS. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/13. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with a bill "TO ALLOW PETS IN HOTEL ROOMS AT THE INNKEEPER’S 
PREROGATIVE.” Provides that innkeepers may permit pets in rooms used for sleeping. Innkeeper 
must post a sign where guests register, notifying them whether pets are permitted and if certain 
pets are prohibited. If pets are permitted, an innkeeper must maintain a minimum of 10% of the 
sleeping rooms in the inn as rooms where pets are not permitted, and the required sign must 
inform guests that such rooms are available. A similar information sign must be posted in every 
sleeping room and adjoining room. Provides that any person violating the provisions of this act is 
guilty of a misdemeanor subject to imprisonment of not more than 30 days and a fine not to 
exceed $500, or both. Provides that this section does not apply to assistance dogs admitted to 
inn rooms under GS Ch. 168 (Handicapped Persons). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 2. STATE LOTTERY REFERENDUN-1. Intro. 1/30. Senate committee substitute revises portions 
of bill concerning disposition of net lottery revenues. Provides that State Treasurer shall! transfer 
50% of net proceeds on monthly basis to Savings Reserve Account, a special revenue account to 
be established in the State Treasury. At the end of each fiscal year, Treasurer shall transfer to 
the General Fund the amount by which balance in Savings Reserve Account exceeds 8% of the 
General Fund operating budget for that year, including local gov’t tax reimbursements and local 
gov’t tax sharing funds. The remaining 50% of net proceeds is to be transferred monthly to a 
Capital Maintenance Account. Eighty percent of that account is to be used for capital improve- 
ments and general obligation bond debt service, with the remaining 20?% to be used to maintain 
capital improvements. 


S 368. MONROE PROPERTY DISPOSITION. Intro. 3/28; comm. sub. 4/25. House committee sub- 
stitute adds section providing that if the US Justice Dep’t, under the Voting Rights Act of 1965, 
does not preclear annexations by the City of Monroe or objects to any annexations that the 
Monroe City Council determines to adversely affect the conduct and holding of Monroe’s regular 
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1991 election, the 1991 election may be rescheduled in accordance with GS 160A-23.1(d)(3). If 
the eléction is rescheduled, current officeholders shall holdover until successors are elected and 
qualified, but no later than July 1992. 


S 505. INCORPORATE WHITSETT. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute adds section defining 
corporate limits as those existing at the time of the ratification of this Charter. Changes bounda- 
ries so that the town contains 740 acres, more or less, rather than 1002 acres, more or less. 
Adds section limiting Whitsett’s annexation to the east, south, or north unless such extension is 
affirmatively permitted by an annexation agreement between Whitsett and Gibsonville in accor- 
dance with GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4, Part 6. 


S 599. LEGISLATORS’ CHILDREN IN SCHOOL. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute provides 
that when children of legislators qualify to attend public schools other than in the local school 
administrative unit in which they are domiciled, applicable out-of-county fees must be paid. 


S 930. NON-VOTED CAPITAL FACILITY BONDS. Senate comm. sub. 6/3. Senate committee sub- 
stitute #2 reduces amount of bonds for repairs and renovations reserve to $27,179,600.

H 1301. CONGRESSIONAL REDISTRICTING. "TO DIVIDE NORTH CAROLINA INTO TWELVE 
CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS.” Amends GS 163-201 as title indicates. Describes districts. A map 
of this districting plan is attached to today’s Bulletin. The map was prepared by the General 
Assembly’s Legislative Services Office. It is identified as 1991 Congressional Base #2 to distin- 
guish it from an earlier plan that has not been embodied in an introduced bill. 

Introduced by Bowen. Referred to Congressionai Redistricting. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 31. FIREMEN DISABILITY PAYMENTS. Intro. 2/7. House committee substitute adds provision 
that surviving designated beneficiary of deceased member who qualified for disability retirement 
benefits, except that death occurred before the first day of month in which disability retirement 
allowance was to be due, may choose to receive allowance provided by a 100% joint and survivor 
payment option in lieu of a return of accumulated contributions. Option is available only if \ 
member (1) designated one person as principal beneficiary and (2) did not instruct Board of 
Trustees that he did not wish this provision to apply. Changes effective date from July 1, 1991, to 
April 1, 1997. 


H 46. SPECIAL FUELS LICENSE EXEMPTION. Intro. 2/11; House comm. sub. 5/30; amended 6/3. 
Senate committee substitute changes effective date of amendment to GS 105-449.5 (supplier’s 
bond) from Jan. 1, 1992, to ratification. 


H 83. 1991-93 APPROPRIATIONS ACT. Intro. 2/18; House comm. sub. 6/5; amended 6/6, 6/7; 
Senate comm. sub. 6/11. Senate amendments #1, #2, and #6 make technical changes. Senate 
amendment #5 provides that appropriations for armories in Clinton and Goldsboro shall be 
transferred to Reserve for Repairs and Renovations if federal matching funds do not become 
available by July 1, 1992. Senate amendment #8 adds appropriation of $55,000 to Dep't of 
Administration, Office of State Personnel, to be used for administrative operating costs related to 
contacted unemployment insurance claims administration services. 

The following digest amplifies the insurance premium tax provisions of the Senate com- 
mittee substitute as digested in yesterday’s Bulletin. 
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Insurance premium tax. Amends GS 105-228.5 to increase the gross premiums tax collected | 
on annuities and other insurance contracts from 1.75% to 1.875% beginning Jan. 1, 1991, and to 
1.9% beginning Jan. 1, 1992. Sets tax rate for insurance contracts applicable to fire and lightning 
coverage (except marine and automobile policies) at 1.33% in addition to the above 2% tax. 

Insurance regulatory fee. Adds new GS 58-6-25 creating the Dep't of Insurance Fund in 
Dep’t of State Treasurer. Provides that proceeds of new regulatory fee and of fees collected 
under Art. 69-71 of GS Ch. 58 and Art. 9 and 9C and GS of Ch. 143 must be credited to Fund. 
Fund is subject to Executive Budget Act, except that surplus does not revert to General Fund. 
Fund may be used only to pay the expenses of the Comm’r and Dep’t of Insurance incurred in 
regulating "the insurance industry and other industries in this State and the general administrative 
expenses of the State incident thereto.” 

Levies this new regulatory fee on each insurance entity and each health maintenance or- 
ganization (HMO), as defined in act. Provides that fee on insurance entity is percentage rate of 
the entity’s premium tax liability for the taxable year, not including additional taxes imposed by 
GS 105-228.8 (retaliatory premium taxes), and fee for HMO is percentage rate of premiums it 
collected during preceding calendar year. Sets rate for 1991 at 5.5% for insurance entities and 
0.25% for HMOs. Requires General Assembly to set rate for subsequent years, within limits set 
by act. Makes conforming amendment to GS 105-228.8(e). 

Disposition of fees. Amends GS 58-69-40, GS 58-70-45, GS 58-71-180, to provide that fees 
collected under these sections shall be credited to Dep’t of Insurance Fund. Adds new GS 143- 
151.21 to provide that fees collected under Art. 9C, GS Ch. 143 (NC Code Officials Qualification 
Board) are to be credited to Dep’t of Insurance Fund. 

Credits for assessments paid. Adds new GS 58-62-78 to permit member insurer to offset 
against its premium tax liability the assessment in GS 58-62-40, levied on or after effective date 
of section, to the extent of 20% of assessment for each of five calendar years following the year 
in which assessment was paid. Provides that if insurer ceases doing business its uncredited 
assessment may be credited against its premium tax liability for year insurer ceases doing busi- 
ness. Provides that amount of credit may not exceed insurer’s premium tax liability for taxable 
year. Provides that refund previously offset against premium taxes must be paid by insurer as 
Comm’r requires. Adds new GS 58-48-76, with the same restrictions, allowing offset for insurer 
against its premium tax liability assessment under GS 58-48-35 to the extent of 20% of amount of 
assessment for each of the five calendar years following the year in which assessment was paid. 
Repeals GS 58-48-75 (recognition of assessments in rates). 


H 86. SOLID WASTE FEES. Intro. 2/18. House committee substitute replaces original local bill 
with a statewide act "TO AUTHORIZE CITIES AND COUNTIES TO IMPOSE AN AVAILABILITY 
FEE FOR SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITIES AND TO BILL AND COLLECT THE FEE IN THE 
SAME MANNER AS PROPERTY TAXES.” Amends GS 153A-292 to remove provisions allowing 
boards of county comm’rs to levy taxes to carry out the section, while adding provisions allowing 
board§ to impose fees for collection of garbage, refuse, and solid waste. Provides that such fees 
may not exceed the costs of collection. Provides that boards may impose fees for the availability 
of a disposal facility to all property in the county benefiting from the facility’s availability. Such a 
fee may not exceed the cost of providing the facility. Amends GS 153A-293 to allow counties to 
adopt ordinances providing that fees imposed under the proposed GS 153A-292 may be billed 
with property taxes. Allows for collection of delinquent fees in any manner by which delinquent 
personal or real property taxes can be collected. If an ordinance allows for collection in the same 
manner as delinquent real property taxes, the fees are a lien on the real property incurring the 
fee. Provides that Sampson County can collect delinquent fees only by foreclosure of a lien on 
the real property incurring the fee. 

Adds new GS 160A-314.1, providing that a city may impose a fee for the availability of a 
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solid waste disposal facility. Allows cities to adopt ordinances providing that solid waste disposal 
availablity fees may be collected with property taxes. Allows for collection of delinquent fees in 
any manner by which delinquent personal or real property taxes can be collected. Allows fee to 
be a lien just as a county-imposed waste fee may be. Provides that cities in Sampson County can 
collect delinquent fees only by foreclosure of a lien on the real property incurring the fee. 

Repeals seven 1989 local acts authorizing various counties to collect solid waste fees simi- 
larly to property taxes. Provides that ordinances adopted pursuant to repealed local act is 
deemed adopted under GS 153A-293 as amended. 


H 235. CLARIFY LAW ENFORCEMENT RETIREMENT. Intro. 3/12. House committee substitute 
deletes original bill’s revisions of GS 128-27(e) (re-examination of beneficiaries retired because of 
disability for purposes of counties’ and municipalities’ retirement system) and GS 135-5(e) (re- 
examination of beneficiaries retired because of disability for purposes of teachers’ and state em- 
ployees’ retirement system) which provided that exemption from re-examination would apply to 
beneficiaries first employed (now, who commenced retirement) on and before July 1, 1981. Adds 
provisions to both GS 128-27(e) and GS 135-5(e) changing the formula for reducing pension 
benefits when a beneficiary has other earnings. Provides that reduction shall be by one dollar for 
‘ each two dollars of earning in excess of the difference between the disability retirement allow- 
ance and the gross compensation earned as an employee during the twelve consecutive months 
in the final 48 months of service prior to retirement (now, reduction is to point where earnings 
plus retirement allowance equals amount of gross compensation prior to retirement). Pensions 
may not be reduced below the amount provided by pensioner’s own contributions. 


H 279. HEALTH BENEFITS/HANDICAPPED. Intro. 3/21. House committee substitute adds follow- 
ing provisions: (1) Amends GS 135-39.4A(f) to add contract actions regarding optional prepaid 
hospital and medical benefit plans and preferred providers of institutional, hospital and medical 
care to those for which the Administrator must consult with the Committee on Employee Hospital 
and Medical Benefits; (2) amends GS 135-39.5 to add to powers and duties of Administrator and 
Board of Trustees determining administrative and medical policies that are not in conflict with the 
comprehensive major medical plan and supervising the payment and recovery of claims; (3) 
amends GS 135-39.5B to provide that comprehensive major medical benefits may not be paid for 
persons enrolled in an optional prepaid hospital and medical benefit plan (other than for con- 
tinuous hospital confinement); (4) amends GS 135-39.6A to require separate rates where 
Medicare is the primary payer of health benefits; (5) amends GS 135-39.7 to require the adminis- 
trator to provide a written summary of claims appeals decisions; (6) amends GS 135-39.8 to re- 
quire the administrator to provide a written description of rules issued to specified parties; (7) 
amends GS 135-40.1 to add definition of experimental/investigational medical procedures; (8) 
amends GS 135-40.3 to provide that retiring employees and dependents enrolled when first eli- 
gible (effective October 1, 1982) and specified reenrolling employees are not subject to a waiting 
period for pre-existing conditions; (9) amends GS 134-40.3 to provide that no coverage is effec- 
tive prior to the payment of required premiums; (10) amends GS 135-40.6(2) to provide that prior 
admission certificates are not required for inpatient admissions outside of the United States, that 
employees are responsible for securing required certifications (both effective January 1, 1986), 
and that admitting physicians contact the Plan and secure certification immediately following 
emergency or unscheduled impatient hospitalization (effective October 1, 1991); (11) amends GS 
135-40.7 to add to general limitations charges in excess of negotiated rates allowed for preferred 
providers (effective July 1, 1985); (12) amends GS 135-40.8(b) to add surgery performed that 
conflicts with a majority opinion that the surgery is not necessary to that for which the individual 
shall be responsible for 50% of eligible expenses; (13) amends GS 135-40.1(2) to increase de- 
ductibles from $150 to $250 for individuals and from $450 to $750 for families; (14) amends GS 
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135-40.6 to provide that benefits are payable on the basis of 80% by the plan and 20% by the 
covered individual (was 90%/10%); (15) amends GS 135-40.6(2) to provide that the plan does not 
cover the first $50 of emergency room charges when hospital admission does not immediately 
follow; (16) amends GS 135-40.6(7)a regarding medical benefits to exclude from coverage the 
first $10 of allowed charges for home, office, or skilled nursing facility visits; (17) amends GS 
135-40.6(8) to add coverage for up to $150 of routine diagnostic examinations and coverage for 
immunizations for prevention of contagious diseases; (18) amends GS 135-40.6(8)a (effective 
January 1, 1992) to replace copayment requirement for prescription drugs with 90% coverage of 
average wholesale price with copayment equal to provider dispensing fee set by administrator; 
(19) repeals separate provisions for mental illness coverage and creates GS 135-40.7B to provide 
that the same deductibles, durational limits, and coinsurance factor apply as for physical illness 
(effective January 1, 1992); (20) amends GS 135-40.8(a) to increase the maximum amount an 
individual is responsible for in excess of deductibles from $300 to $1,000; (21) amends GS 135- 
40.9 to increase the maximum lifetime benefit from $500,000 to $1,000,000; (22) amends GS 
135-40.6A to require prior approval for hospice services; (23) amends GS 135-40.6(5)a to add 
coverage for lung, heart-lung, and pancreas transplants (effective January 1, 1992); and, (24) 
various technical and conforming amendments. Except as otherwise noted, effective July 1, 1991. 


H 384. UNC HOSPITALS FINANCE FLEXIBILITY. Intro. 3/28. Provides that the executive director 
of the UNC-CH Hospitals shall report annually to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div’n on the act's fiscal result. Provides for expiration of 
act on 5/30/93. 


H 400. MORTUARY SCIENCE REGULATIONS. Intro. 3/28; amended 5/6, 5/7. Senate committee 
substitute adds following provisions: (1) amends GS 90-210.25(a)(4) to provide that Board may not 
register more than one resident trainee at establishment conducting 100 or fewer funerals in pre- 
ceding year and for establishments conducting more than 100 funerals, may register no more 
than one additional trainee per each additional 100 funerals; and (2) amends GS 90-210.25(a)(5) 
to allow Board to waive continuing education requirements for licensees who are, at time of li- 
cense renewal, members of General Assembly. 


H 555. EMPLOYMENT DISCRIMINATION STUDY. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute converts 
Original bill into a study. Creates 14-member Comm'n on Employment Discrimination Law, seven 
appointed by Speaker and seven by President Pro Tempore of the Senate. Appointments are to 
be made within 30 days of the adjournment of the 1991 session of the General Assembly. 
Comm'n to study alternatives for state laws regarding discrimination in employment and to report 
to the 1992 or 1993 session of the General Assembly. Allocates $50,000 of funds appropriated to 
General Assembly in both 1991-92 and 1992-93 to fund the comm’'n’s work. 


H 584. ALBEMARLE JAIL TRANSPORTATION. Intro. 4/3; comm. sub. 5/3. Senate amendment 
requires law enforcement officers from unit in which prisoner was arrested, not from unit that 
delivered prisoner to facility, to provide transportation to and from facility and amends title 
accordingly. 


H 586. BRUNSWICK BOARD TERMS. Intro. 4/3; amended 5/10. Senate committee substitute 
make stylistic change in local ballot. 


H 607. WILLIAMSTON ELECTION METHOD. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute changes the 


boundaries of Williamston’s election districts. Provides for election conditions depending on when 
this act is precleared, under the Voting Rights Act of 1965, by the US Attorney General. 
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H 608. BALD HEAD/STALLINGS POST OFFICE. Intro. 4/8. Senate committee substitute adds 
Town of Stallings to bill’s coverage. 


H 630. BRUNSWICK REDISTICTING. Intro. 4/9. House committee substitute replaces blank bill to 
give Brunwick County Board of Comm'rs and Board of Education authority to revise districts in 
which board members must reside. Provides that referendum is not required, but revision must 
occur in 1991, make districts more equal in population according to 1990 census, and comply 
with all applicable federal law. 


H 723. DURHAM ORDINANCE PENALTIES. Intro. 4/11; amended 5/3. Senate amendment makes 
editorial change. 


H 796. PENDER/SAMPSON VACANCIES. Intro. 4/15; amended 4/26. Senate committe substitute 
adds Pender County to bill’s coverage. 


H 875. CORRECTIONS FISCAL NOTES. Intro. 4/18. House amendment revises GS 120-30.50 to 
provide that legislation increasing the number of persons incarcerated shall “contemplate” (was 
"include”) funding from recurring revenues. 


H 939. EXEMPT DISPUTE SETTLEMENT. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute exempts non- 
profit tax exempt corporations that provide mediation or other dispute resolution services from 
definition of “collection agency” as defined in GS 58-70-15, not from definition in GS 66-49.27 as 
in original bill. Amends title accordingly. 


H 1222. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDMENT. Intro. 5/10. House committee substi- 
tute adds to title "TO INCREASE THE PER GALLON FUEL EXCISE TAX, AND TO DEDICATE 
THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX INCREASE TO THE CLEANUP OF LEAKING PETROLEUM 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS.” Adds amendments to GS 143-215.94B(b) and GS 143- 
215.94D to add to uses to which Commercial Fund and Noncommercial Fund may be put reim- 
busement to the State for damages or other costs incurred as a result of loans from these funds. 
Provides that per occurrence limit does not apply to such reimbursements. Amends GS 143- 
215.94E(e) to provide that NC Environmental Management Comm'n, not Board, shall adopt rules 
concerning reimbursement of necessary and reasonable costs. Effective July 1, 1992, owner or 
operator may be reimbursed from appropriate fund even without prior approval from DEHNR. 
Adds new GS 143-215.940 creating Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Funds Council, replac- 
ing Board described in original bill. Council has same membership, oranization, and responsibili- 
ties as Board except that President Pro Tem. of Senate, not Speaker of House, appoints member 
connected with environmental insurance carrier or organization representing environmental insur- 
ance carriers and Speaker of House, not President Pro Temp. of Senate, appoints member who 
is connected with environmenal advocacy organization. 

Adds amendments to GS 143-215.94P, Groundwater Protection Loan Fund, requiring 
DEHNR to adopt rules for managing the Fund and to administer the loan program through exist- ~ 
ing commerical lending institutions. Permits DEHNR to administer program through Office of 
State Budget and Management, if arrangements cannot be made through commerical institutions. 
Provides that Art. 3, GS Ch. 150B does not apply to grant or denial of loan from Fund. Permits 
Sec’y to request Attorney General to bring a civil action for collection of amount owed or other 
relief in event of default on a loan or violation of a loan agreement. Provides that if State incurs 
liability in extending credit from Fund and must pay, or agrees to pay damages or other costs, 
State must seek reimbursement first from federal programs, then from Noncommercial Fund, and 
then from Commercial Fund. Deletes proposed GS 143-215.940 setting groundwater protection 
fee. 
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Adds amendment to GS 105-434(a), increasing excise tax on motor fuel from 
$ .17 to $ .175 per gallon, with increase to be divided equally between Commercial Leaking 
Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Fund and Groundwater Protection Loan Fund, effective 
Jan. 1, 1992. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, tax drops to $ .1725 with $ .025 per gallon credited to 
Commercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Fund. Effective Jan. 1, 1999, tax 
returns to $ .17 per gallon, with revenue divided as it currently is between Highway Fund (75%) 
and Highway Trust Fund (25%). 


H 1240. PRECINCT CHANGE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/10. House amendment makes technical 
changes and revises proposed GS 163-132.5E to provide that precinct voter statistics are filed 
directly with the Legislative Services Office and revises GS 163-192(c) to provide that copies of 
original abstracts of returns that are filed with the Secretary of State are to be submitted to the 
Legislative Services Office upon request. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 2. STATE LOTTERY REFERENDUM. Intro. 1/30; comm. sub. 6/11. Senate amendment provides 
for advancement from the State Controller, after approval by the Office of State Budget and 

Management and State Treasurer, funds to cover needed initial working capital, as determined by 
the Lottery Comm’n. Funds to be provided by internal borrowing from other available State funds. 


S 316. PODIATRY FEES/LICENSE. Intro. 3/27. Senate amendment adds amendment to GS 90- 
202.7 to require at least five years prior practice in another state in order to qualify for comity 
admission, with at least three of those years being in a state that grants similar reciprocity to 
North Carolina podiatrists. 


S 343. ABC LAW AMENDMENT. Intro. 3/28; amended 5/6. House committee substitute deletes 
bill’s provision for multi-county/city ABC elections through amendment of GS 18B-600. Amends 
GS 18B-805(e) (distribution of ABC revenue) to remove requirement that the ABC Comm'n ap- 
prove alterations in how cities and counties distribute ABC revenues. Provides that governing 
body resolutions agreeing to a new distribution formula and copies of approved new distributions 
be provided to the Comm’n for review and audit purposes. Deletes bill’s provision that distribu- 
tions designated by other local acts may not be reduced unless entities receiving distribution 
under those acts agree to change their distribution. Amends GS 18B-404(d) to allow purchase- 
transportation permits to be issued for containers that are 375 milliliters or larger (now, 750 millili- 
ters). 


S 389. OCEAN AFFAIRS COUNCIL. Intro. 4/1; comm. subs. 4/21, 4/24. House amendment makes 
clarifying change. 


S 534. COLUMBUS OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 4/10; amended 5/15. Senate committee substitute 
replaces Iredell local act with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF COLUMBUS TO LEVY A 
ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX.” Authorizes Town of Columbus to levy a room occupancy tax of up to 
3% of gross receipts from rental of rooms. Exempts accommodations provided by nonprofit or- 
ganizations. Sets procedures for collection, administration, and penalties. Provides 50% of net 
proceeds must be used to promote travel and tourism. 


S 649. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/13. House amendment 
makes clarifying change. 
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S 930. NON-VOTED CAPITAL FACILITY BONDS. Intro. 5/13; Senate comm. sub. 6/3, 6/11. 
Senate amendment provides that if federal matching funds for armories at Goldsboro and Clinton 
are not available by July 1, 1992, those allocations shall be transferred to Office of State Budget 


and placed in Reserve for Repairs and Renovations.

H 1302. MEMORIALIZING SIPPIO BURTON, JR. "JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE LIFE AND 
MEMORY OF SIPPIO BURTON, JR., CIVIL RIGHTS LEADER.” As title indicates. 
Introduced by Warner. Referred to Rules. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 54. CREDIT UNION TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. intro. 2/7. House comm. sub. #1 4/17; House 
comm. sub. #2 5/7. Senate committee substitute differs from House com. sub. #2 In following 
ways: (1) reduces penalty for submitting late semiannual reports from $100 per day to $50 per 
day; (2) provides that credit union travelers checks must be payable at institutions other than a 
credit union (House comm. sub. #2 includes no such restriction); (3) authorizes the board of di- 
rectors to expel from the corporation a member convicted of a felony or crime involving moral 
turpitude (House com sub. #2 so authorizes for conviction of any criminal offense), and deletes 
authority to expel for failure to pay debts, insolvency, or bankruptcy included in House comm. 
sub. #2; and (4) makes technical changes. 


H 64. SIMPLIFY SPECIAL PLATE STATUTES. Intro. 2/13; amended 3/20, 5/29. Senate committee 
substitute differs from amended House bill in following ways: (1) authorizes amateur radio opera- 
tor plates only if radio license current and operator carries portable receiver in vehicle; (2) pro- 
vides that such a plate shall carry phrase "Amateur Radio” and operator’s call letters or call 
letters with suffixes so that owners of multiple vehicles may have call letters on each; (3) author- 
izes special plate for member of the Honorary Consular Corps (as certified by the US State 
Dep't); and (4) authorizes special plate for military retirees. 


H 122. STATE DAY CARE FINANCING. Intro. 2/21; amended 5/2. Senate amendment makes 
technical change. 
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H 131. UNC REPORT ON PUBLIC SERVICE. Intro. 2/21. comm. sub. 5/9. House amendment 
requires the Board of Governors to report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations annually (was, semiannual). 


H 175. RAILROAD CROSSING SAFETY. Intro. 2/27; comm. sub. 3/7. Senate committee substitute 
adds to bill’s proposed GS 20-142.3 (requiring stops of certain vehicles at railroad crossings) any 
motor vehicle with a capacity of 16 or more persons. Deletes bill’s definitions of "dangerous 
articles” in favor of "hazardous materials” as defined in 49 CFR 171-180. Changes vehicles to 
which proposed GS 20-142.4 (moving heavy equipment at railroad grade crossing) applies: equip- 
ment having a normal operating speed of five or less miles per hour (was, 10 or less) must 
comply with the section’s notice and stopping requirements. Changes penalties for all proposed 
statutory sections to infractions (was, misdemeanors). ’ 


H 241. NC EDUCATIONAL COUNCIL ABOLISHED. Intro. 3/14. Senate committee substitute re- 
moves original bill’s provision that would abolish the NC Educational Council by amending GS 
115C-105. Amends GS 115C-104 (Enactment of Compact for Education) to provide that a copy of 
the compact’s bylaws and any amendments must be filed with the Secretary of State. 


H 347. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE. Intro. 3/27; comm. subs. 5/6, 6/11. House 
amendment (1) directs Committee and Commissioner to give due consideration to cost-effective 
and life-saving health care services and to cost-effective health care providers in developing and 
approving standard and basic health care plans; (2) makes direction described above and 
requirement that insurance coverage be provided for mammograms and pap smears effective 
Jan. 1, 1992 (was, ratification); and (3) makes editorial changes. 


H 410. ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY ACT AMENDS. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/11. Senate committee 
substitute amends GS 113A-4 to allow local governments and interested parties to submit written 
comment concerning proposed government projects with environmental impact. Requires respon- 
sible officials to consider those written comments. Amends GS 113A-8 (allowing local govern- 
ments to establish ordinances requiring environmental impact statements for projects) to provide 
that major development projects that must submit environmental impact statements under state or 
federal law are exempt from local environmental impact ordinances. Requires that local ordi- 
nances must establish minimum criteria for determining whether an environmental impact state- 
ment is required. No project that does not exceed the minimum criteria may be required to 
submit a statement. 


H 435. AMEND HANDICAPPED DRIVER LAWS. Intro. 4/1; House comm. sub. 5/9. Senate com- 
mittee substitute amends GS 20-37.6 (concerning distinguishing placards for handicapped drivers) 
to provide that the placard may be displayed on the driver’s side of the dashboard only if it 
cannot reasonably be hung from the rearview mirror and to provide that such placards placed on 
motorized wheelchairs or similar vehicles shall be displayed in a clearly visible location. 


H 482. THIRD PARTY ADMIN. REWRITE. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/26. Senate committee substi- 
tute provides that an’applicant to be a third party administrator (TPA) may provide security in the 
form of fidelity bonds, omissions liability insurance, or other security to be determined by the 
Commissioner of Insurance (was, only surety bonds). Provides that information required for licen- 
sure will be kept confidential, except that the Commissioner may use that information in any judi- 
cial or administrative proceeding against the TPA if necessary. Deletes bill’s provision for an 
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annual filing fee. Deletes as grounds for suspension of license that a TPA is in an unsound finan- 
cial condition. Provides that all suspensions must be with notice and hearing unless: (1) the TPA 
is insolvent or financially impaired, (2) a proceeding for receivership, rehabilitation or other delin- 
quency has been commenced against the TPA in any state, or (3) the TPA’s financial condition or 
business practices otherwise pose an imminent threat to the public health, safety, or welfare of 
the state’s residents. 


H 494. BUSINESS CONTRIBUTE TO EDUCATION. Intro. 4/1; amended 4/17, 4/23. Senate com- 
mittee substitute deletes provision directing UNC Board of Governors to study the effects of after 
school employment on the academic performance of NC high school students and to report 
results of study to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee before May 1, 1992, and 
makes other reporting requirements non-statutory. 


H 501. STORMWATER UTILITIES. Intro 4/1. House amendments (1) prohibit a city from imposing 
a fee for structural and natural stormwater and drainage system service if the county in which the 
city is located or a water and sewer authority of which the city is a member provides separate 
service in the city; (2) prohibits a county from imposing such a fee if the county is a member of a 
_ water and sewer authority that provides separate service in the county; and (3) make technical 
changes. 


H 620. RECYCLE LEAD-ACID BATTERIES. Intro. 4/8; amended 5/9. Senate committee substitute 
makes following changes: (1) amends new GS 130A-309.70 to provide that a person is guilty of 
offense of incinerating lead-acid batteries of placing them in a landfill only if action was done 
knowingly; (2) deletes requirement that Dep’t of EHNR produce and distribute notices that bill 
requires retailers to post; (3) adds new GS 130A-309.73 to (i) authorize Dep’t of EHNR to inspect 
any premises subject to the act and to issue warnings to violators and (ii) provides that the act is 
not to be consirued to prohibit any person who does not sell lead-acid batteries from collecting 
and recycling them; and (4) adds provision that act does not obligate General Assembly to appro- 
priate implementing funds. 


H 770. ABC CATERING SERVICE PERMIT. Intro 4/15. House committee substitute rewrites bill to 
(1) authorize the ABC Comm'n to grant a mixed beverages catering permit that would authorize a 
hotel or restaurant with a mixed beverages permit to bring spiritous liquor onto the premises 
where either is catering food for an event and to serve liquor to guests there and (2) provide for 
mixed beverages catering permit costing $100. 


H 865. LIMITED REPRESENTATIVE LICENSE. Intro. 4/18; amended 5/8. Senate committee sub- 
stitute makes technical correction. 


H 875. CORRECTIONS FISCAL NOTES. Intro. 4/18; House amend. 6/12. House amendment #2 
revises new GS 120-30.51 to specify that fiscal note prepared by Fiscal Research Div’n under 
that section is to be prepared by Div’n in consultation with (was, in conjunction with) the 
Sentencing Policy and Advisory Comm'n. 


H 897. NO REQUIRED REPAIR COMPANIES. Intro. 4/18; House comm. sub. 5/9. Senate com- 
mittee substitute makes stylistic changes. 


H 963. NONPARTISAN PRIMARY BALLOTS. Intro. 4/19. House amendments make following 
changes in original bill: (1) authorizes the board of county commissioners to define by resolution 
both electoral and residency districts (original bill, electoral districts only); (2) changes reference 
in bill title from “local boards” to "city councils and boards of county commissioners”; and (3) 
makes editorial and technical changes. 
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H 985. CITY REQUIRE GARBAGE DISPOSAL-2 (=S 618). Intro. 4/19; amend. 5/15. House com- 
mittee substitute rewrites original bill so that it repeals GS 160A-192, (regulation of trash and 
garbage), and adds new GS 160A-317(b), with some provisions similar to those in original bill. 
Specifies that a city may require an owner of improved property to do any of the following: (1) 
place solid waste in specified places or receptacles for the convenience of city collection and 
disposal; (2) separate materials from solid waste before the solid waste is collected; (3) partici- 
pate in a recycling program approved by the city council; and (4) participate in any solid waste 
collection service provided by the city or by a person who has a contract with the city if the 
owner or occupant of the property has not otherwise contracted for the collection of solid waste 
from the property. Allows city to impose a fee on those who are required to participate in a solid 
waste collection service under (4); the fee imposed must be the same amount as a fee that is 
imposed on those who choose to participate in the service. 


H 1016. REVENUE BONDS FOR GAS SYSTEMS. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute pro- 
vides that gas system revenue bonds may not be issued for financing systems or facilities for the 
transmission or distribution of gas to users outside the municipality’s corporate limits who now 
have access to gas service, or who may have access to gas services within a reasonable time 
from a local distribution natural gas utility. A finding by the governing body of a municipality that 
the systems to be provided by bonds will not provide service to users who already have such 
service or who will gain service within a reasonable time will be conclusive upon: (1) the expira- 
tion of 45 days after the finding, (2) the mailing of notice of the finding, within five days after the 
finding, to any potential gas service providers certificated to serve the area in which the system 
will be provided, and (3) the absence of any written objections to such a finding being mailed, by 
a certificated gas provider, to the municipality within 40 days of the finding. 


H 1018. JOINT POWER AGENCY FINANCING. Intro. 4/19; House comm. sub. 5/6. House com- 
mittee substitute #2 rewrites various provisions of bill to make grammatical changes and to 
specify the differences between bonds issued to pay the cost of a project, which in general are 
secured by project revenues or contributions or advances from the joint agency’s members, and 
bonds that are not issued to pay the cost of a project, which may be secured by a pledge of 
revenues (but not contributions or advances), by a security interest in real or personal property as 
defined, or by both. 


H 1039. NATURAL GAS EXPANSION/COST. Intro. 4/22. House committee substitute provides 
that the natural gas service expansion fund must be used to finance economically feasible pro- 
jects. To determine economic feasibility, projects must be analyzed in terms of net present value; 
no amount greater than the negative net present value of a project may be distributed from the 
fund for that project. If a project receiving funding becomes economically feasible for the com- 
pany in charge of the project, that company may be required to remit funds to the expansion 
fund or to customers. Provides that NC Utilities Comm’n may adopt rules for the establishment 
and use of the expansion fund. Allows utilities to raise rates, due to changes in natural gas costs, 
to requested rates when the Comm'n has not responded with an order after 120 days (in original 
bill, 30 days). Provides that Comm’n may, by rule or order, define “costs” (original bill defined 
“costs”). Requires that the Joint Legislative Utility Review Committee study natural gas cost ad- 
justment and whether new legislation is needed. Requires report with recommendations to the 
1992 session. 


H 1097. WASTE LANDFILL BARRIERS. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/9. Senate committee substitute 
makesd technical change. 
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H 1109. SOLID WASTE LAW AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/10. Senate committee 
substitute amends GS 130A-290 so that hazardous waste is excepted from the definition of mu- 
nicipal solid waste. Deletes bill’s goal of reducing municipal solid waste stream by 30% by 30 
June 1996, and moves the 40% reduction goal to 30 June 2001 (was, 30 June 2000). Allows 
waste converted to fuel to be evaluated as waste converted to tire-derived fuel or that converted 
to refuse-derived fuel. Amends GS 130A-309.09B (local government recycling) to remove require- 
ment that, at a minimum, a majority of marketable materials identified under GS 130A-309.14(b) 
be separated from the solid waste stream prior to final disposal. Encourages local government to 
separate marketable (now, all) plastics, glass, metal, and all grades of paper for recycling prior to 
final disposal. Requires that the Environmental Review Comm’n study the management of nonha- 
zardous solid waste. Study includes the relation between state and local solid waste manage- 
ment. Comm’n may report its findings, and any recommendations, to either the 1992 session or 
the 1993 session. Amends GS 14-399.2(b), effective 1 Oct. 1991, to provide exception from recy- 
cling requirement for ring-type container yokes that have orifices of one and three-fourths inches 
or smaller (now, one and one-half inches or smaller). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 2. 1991 LOTTERY BILL REFERENDUM. Intro. 1/30; comm. sub. 6/11; amended 6/12. Senate 
amendment #4 provides that all printed advertising or advertising where lottery tickets are sold 
promoting a particular lottery game must include the odds of winning that game. 


S 241. STATE GAMES CARS. Intro. 3/19; Senate amend. 4/24. House committee substitute adds 
schedule for use of state vehicles by NC Amateur Sports: June 12 to June 29, 1991—one cargo 
van, one passenger van, and one blazer; June 12 to July 5, 1991—four cargo vans; and June 30, 
1991—one passenger van. 


S 384. MOTOR VEHICLE LAW CHANGES. Intro. 3/27; amended 4/8. House committee substitute 
deletes that part of Senate amendment that would allow the DMV to suspend a driver’s license if 
a driver goes over 80 mph in a zone in which the maximum speed is less than 70 mph (current 
law authorizes suspension for going over 75 mph in such a zone). 


S 386. NC MAY EXCEED US AIR/WATER REGS. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 5/15, 
5/16. House committee substitute makes following additional substantive changes: (1) Adds provi- 
sion to exemption for animal and poultry feeding operations in water pollution provisions (new GS 
143-215(e)) providing that where manmade pipes, ditches, or other conveyances have been 
constructed for the purpose of willfully discharging pollutants to the waters of the state, NC 
Environmental Management Comm'n shall have authority to assess fines and penalties not to 
exceed $5,000 for the first offense. (2) Provides that emission control standards are to be no 
more restrictive and no more stringent than necessary (was, required) to comply with federal 
requirements unless the required evaluation and finding are made. (3) Authorizes Dep't of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to call on private contractors as well as other 
agencies and institutions specified in bill regarding the acquisition and analysis of data necessary 
to prepare the evaluations bill requires. (4) Specifies that GS 143-215.107(f) does not require an 
air quality evaluation be prepared for any rule for which there is no comparable federal emission 
control standard (was, federal standard). (5) Changes effective date from ratification to Jan. 1, 
1992. 
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S 472. DRIVER’S LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 4/3. Senate committee substitute differs from origi- 
nal bill in following ways: (1) deletes from definition of a Class A Motor Vehicle those combina- 
tions of motor vehicles that have a combined GVWR of less than 26,001 pounds and include as 
part of the combination a towed unit that has a GVWR of at least 10,001 pounds, and (2) deletes 
from list of vehicles that a holder of a Class A license may drive the combinations of motor 
vehicles described in (1) above. 


S 498. EDGECOMBE/TARBORO SCHOOL MERGER. Intro. 4/8; amended 5/6. House committee 
substitute makes following changes: (1) prohibits any person who was Superintendent of either 
the Edgecombe County School Administrative Unit or the Tarboro City School Administrative Unit 
on Jan. 1, 1991, from serving as Suprtintendent of merged unit before July 1, 1995, or from 
serving as interim superintendent; (2) directs the Edgecombe County Board of Comm'rs to pro- 
vide office space for interim board and superintendent at a site other than the site of the existing 
administrative offices of either uhit; (3) provides that the duration of the existing superintendents’ 
contracts shall expire no later than June 30, 1994 (was, two years from the effective date of 
merger); and (4) directs the interim board to prepare and submit to the 1992 session a plan for 
organizing and electing a permanent board in 1994 (was, 1993 session). 


S 629. UNION JAIL EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/15; amended 4/17; comm. sub. 6/4. House committee 
substitute makes technical changes. 


S 657. WORKERS’ COMP THIRD PARTIES. Intro. 4/16; Senate amend. 5/15. House committee 
substitute further amends GS 97-10.2(j) to require notice to the insurance carrier of proceeding 
under that subsection (other new provisions in subsection are retained). Changes effective date 
from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 724. EXPANDED BASE PERIOD DEFINED. Intro. 4/22. House committee substitute makes 
same change as the original bill by adding a new GS 96-12.1 (extended base period for certain 
job related injuries), rather than amending GS 96-8 (unemployment insurance definitions).

permits order to be served by person other than the sheriff who is authorized by GS 1A-1, Rule 4 
to serve process, and provides further that a copy of the law (GS 113A-65.1) must be attached to 
the order; (5) provides that the stop-work order becomes effective upon service and any person 
who violates its directives may be assessed a civil penalty pursuant to GS 113A-64(a); (6) requires 
Sec’y to designate a Dep’t employee to monitor compliance with stop-work order, and that em- 
ployee or the Sec’y shall rescind the order if all violations for which it was issued are corrected, 
no other violations have occurred, and all necessary abatement measures have been taken; (7) 
requires Sec’y to rescind any order that is issued in error; (8) provides that a stop-work order is a 
final agency decision subject to judicial review in the same manner as a contested case under 
Art. 4 of GS Ch. 150B (was, appeal to and hearing by Sec’y); requires petition for review to be 
filed in county in which activity is being conducted; and (9) requires Att’y General to file a lawsuit 
to abate violations that resulted in issuance of a stop-work order within two days of its service; 
the lawsuit shall include a motion for an ex parte temporary restraining order to abate the viola- 
tion and the motion must be heard within two days after the complaint is filed. 


' H 471. BINGO AMENDMENTS. House committee substitute makes following changes in original

House amendment makes following changes in committee substitute: (1) de- 
letes provision adding new GS 105-130.5A ("Exclusion by certain public utilities from State net 
income of surcharges collected with the approval of the Utilities Commission”) and substitutes 
addition of new GS 105-130.5(b)(16) which provides that in determining state net income there is 
to be taken as a deduction from federal taxable income the amount of natural gas expansion 
surcharges collected by a company under GS 62-158; (2) deletes provision adding new GS 105-

changes in original bill: (1) adds definition of "net tonnage of newsprint consumed” as “the 
weight in metric tons of all newsprint consumed by a producer, less the weight in metric tons of 
any newsprint consumed by the producer diverted from solid waste by the producer”; (2) rewrites 
definition of “producer” as “person engaged in the business of producing publications printed on 
newsprint who acquires and uses newsprint for this business”; (3) rewrites definition of “recycled 
content percentage” as "percentage by weight of the total net tonnage of newsprint consumed 
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by the producer that is postconsumer waste paper”; (4) specifies that producers must obtain from

_ $959. SENATE REDISTRICTING. "TO ESTABLISH SENATORIAL DISTRICTS AND TO APPORTION

H 86. SOLID WASTE FEES. Intro. 2/18; comm. sub. 6/12; amended 6/17. House amendments 
make the following changes: (1) improved residential property is not subject to an availability fee 
for a disposal facility if it has received utility services but no longer receives them because the 
property is unoccupied and the owner has terminated the services; (2) property served by a pri-

sub., only from permit fees); (3) reorganizes provisions governing Clean Air Act Advisory Council 
by making terms of appointments to the Council permanent until it is terminated and requiring 
one of Secretary’s appointees to be a professional engineer who knows about air pollution; (4) 
provides that Council’s expenses shall be paid from Title V permit fees; (5) provides that upon 
making its report to the EMC and ERC, the Council shall terminate; (6) directs that unless EPA 
requires that rulemaking be initiated earlier, the EMC may not initiate Title V-related rulemaking 
until either May 1, 1992, or the date the’ EMC receives the Council’s final report, whichever is 
earlier; (7) directs the EMC to study issues relating to reduction of the emission of ozone- 
depleting chlorofluorocarbons and report its findings and recommended legislation to the 1992 
legislative session; (8) prohibits notices for Title V assessments from being issued until 30 days 
after ratification date of act; and (9) makes numerous technical and stylistic changes. 


H 574. FOSCOE INCORPORATED. Intro. 4/2. Senate amendment makes incorporation subject to 
voter approval at election held within 60 and 120 days of ratification. 


H 624. BURKE/FORSYTH LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/9. Senate amendment extends ‘bill’s 
coverage to Forsyth County._ 


H 682 INCREASE LOCAL ORDINANCE FINE. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute replaces 
original local bill with public bill entitled "TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM FINE FOR VIOLATIONS 
OF ORDINANCES FROM FIFTY DOLLARS TO FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS, BUT ONLY IF THE 
ORDINANCE SPECIFICALLY PROVIDES FOR THE HIGHER PENALTY.” Amends GS 14-4 to in- 
crease to $500 the ceiling on a fine imposed for violation of a city or county ordinance classified 
as a misdemeanor, if ordinance provides for the higher penalty; otherwise, maximum fine remains 
at $50. Makes act effective Oct. 1, 1991, and applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 


H 757. DUNN/KERNERSVILLE FACILITY FEES. Intro. 4/15; amended 5/1. Senate committee sub- 
stitute adds to original bill the authority for the Town of Kernersville to impose facility fees. 


H 760. HARNETT TOWN FEES. Senate committee substitute authorizes city council to provide by 
ordinance the order in which partial payments are to be applied among services (originally, 
authorized termination of any or all services until all charges paid in full). 


H 818. TEACHERS MAY CONVERT LEAVE. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute provides that 


teachers with more than 30 days leave on June 30 shail have first two days of @xcess converted 
to sick leave and the remainder canceled. 
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H 957. STATE SALARY INEQUITIES CORRECTED. Intro. 4/19. House committee substitute con- 
verts original bill into a study and revises title accordingly. Authorizes Legislative Research 
Comm'n to identify and study salary inequities described in original bill. Authorizes LRC to make 
an interim report, including recommendations, to 1992 legislative session and a final report to 
1993 session. 


H 1222. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDMENTY Intro. 5/10; comm. sub. 6/12. House 
amendment repeals G.S. 143-215.94C(d), which suspends requirement to pay operating fee for 
any year in which Commercial Fund balance exceeds $15 million. 

SENATE BILLS 


S 16. CONGRESSIONAL REDISTRICTING-1. Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill. 
Creates 12 congressional districts, effective for the 1992 primaries and general election. A map 
of the districts is attached to today’s Bulletin. 


S 522. TRAVEL AND TOURISM BOARD. Intro. 4/10. House amendments (1) delete requirements 
that board “assist” Sec’y, thereby rendering board’s function advisory only with respect to 
Sec’y’s policy, priority, and budget formulation; (2) delete provision that board recommend pro- 
grams to the General Assembly; (3) delete provision that board members serve on committee to 
review advertising agencies’ bids and replace it with provision that board advise Sec’y on subject 
every three months; (4) delete provision that board members review with the Sec’y applications 
for matching grants; (5) eliminate role of board in filling vacancy in position of Director of Div’n of 
Travel and Tourism; and (6) add provision that board advise Sec’y on general effectiveness of 
Div'n. 


S 688. UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE-2. Intro. 4/18; amended 5/15. House committee 
substitute substantially rewrites the original bill. Amends GS 20-279.21(b)(3) to provide that motor 
vehicle bodily injury liability insurance coverage against uninsured motorists and hit-and-run driv- 
ers may not be greater than $1 million if the policy owner elects to exceed the financial responsi- 
bility amounts set forth in GS 20-279.5 (now, insured may secure additional coverage up to limits 
in the owner’s insurance policy that he carries for the protection of third persons). Provides that if 
the insured exercises his option to select different coverage limits, the insurer is not requiréd to 
offer the option in any renewal or subsequent policy unless the insured makes a written request 
to exercise a different option. Provides that the selection or rejection of uninsured motorist cover- 
age by a named insured is binding on all insureds and vehicles under the policy. Provides that 
uninsured motorist coverage may not be combined to determine the total coverage available if 
there is more than one vehicle on a policy or if the insured has more than one policy. Amends 
GS 20-279.21(b)(4) to provide that the dollar limits for underinsured motorist coverage are the 
same as those described above for uninsured motorists; adds same provision concerning obliga- 
tion of the insurer to offer the option once it has been exercised by the insured. Clarifies that an 
"underinsured highway vehicle” is one for which the sum of the limits of liability under all policies 
applicable at the time of the accident is less than the limits of underinsured motorist coverage for 
the vehicle involved in the accident and insured under the owner’s policy (now, less than the 
limits of liability under the owner’s policy). Provides that the limit of underinsured motorist cover- 
age applicable to any claim is based on the coverage applicable to the vehicle involved in the 
accident (now, based on total limits of owner’s underinsured coverages provided in multiple poli- 
cies of insurance). Provides that the limit applicable to a claim is based on the coverage applica- 
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ble to the one motor vehicle under the policy with the highest limit available if no vehicle 
described in the policy is involved in the accident. Provides further that the limits that apply to 
any one vehicle under a policy cannot be combined with the limits that apply to any other vehicle 
under that policy. Makes numerous stylistic and clarifying changes. Applies only to new and re- 
newal policies written on and after effective date. 


S 802. ENVIRONMENT TECH. CORRECTIONS. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/2. House committee 
substitute replaces original bill with "ACT TO CLARIFY THE STATE POLICY REGARDING 
WATER WITHDRAWALS AND TO PROVIDE REMEDIES FOR WATER WITHDRAWALS WHICH 
ARE CONTRARY TO PUBLIC POLICY.” Adds new GS 143-215.22A to make it against public 
policy to withdraw water from any major river or reservoir if (1) the withdrawal will cause the 
natural flow of water in river or a portion of the reservoir to be reversed and (2) substantial por- 
tions of water are not returned to the river system after use. Defines reversal of flow. Directs that 
all steps taken to facilitate that withdrawal be enjoined if State proves that public policy violated. 
Provides that if withdrawal occurs, the withdrawing party is liable to the State for damages equal 
to maximum value of water withdrawn. Gives state courts jurisdiction over parties impermissibly 
withdrawing water or seeking to do so, either within or outside the state, without regard to the 
location of the point of withdrawal. 


S 863. STANDARDS LAB FEES ESTABLISHED. Intro. 5/6. Senate amendment corrects bill to 
provide appropriation for installation of equipment, not inspection.

H 289. VALIDATE CONVEYANCES. Intro. 3/21. Senate committee substitute adds GS 45-20.3 to 


validate deeds executed by attorney-in-fact prior to Jan. 1, 1991 where seal omitted on power of 
attorney.

_ H 491. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 4/1. House amendment deletes following projects: 

_ Appalachian State University—Student Activities Center, communications network; East Carolina 
University—Center for Regional Advancement; Elizabeth City State University—dormitory; 
Fayetteville State University—residence hall renovation; NC Central University—Chidley Hall com- 
plex; NC State University—parking for Engineering Graduate Research Center, sports complex; 
UNC-Chapel Hill, Academic Affairs—parking deck and building for School of Business 
Administration; UNC-Chapel Hill, Health Affairs —addition to Lineburger Cancer Research Center; 
Winston-Salem State University—Student services/cafeteria/union complex; UNC-Chapel Hill 
Hospitals —renovation of Love Clinics, replacement of pneumatic tube system. Increases authori- 
zation for UNC-Chapel Hill Carolina Inn renovations to $9,124,200. 


H 493. LOW PERFORMING SCHOOL UNITS. Intro. 4/1; amended 5/15. Senate committee substi- 
tute adds expression of General Assembly goal to provide significant assistance to low-performing 
school units. 


H 667. NONSURFACE DISCHARGE NOTICE. Intro. 4/10; comm. sub. 5/7, Senate committee sub- 
stitute clarifies that applicants for permits to dispose of petroleum contaminated soil must give 
notice to local governments having jurisdiction over any portion of the proposed disposal site and 
changes effective date from date of ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 
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H 828. TEACHER INPUT, SCHOOL PLANS. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 5/15. Senate 
committee substitute completely rewrites House committee substitute as follows. Adds new GS 
116-11.2 to require the Board of Governors to direct constituent institutions with programs in edu- 


cation administration to evaluate the programs and take steps necessary to ensure adequate : 
management training for public school administrators. Urges private colleges with education ad- 7 
ministration programs to do the same. Amends GS 115C-238.2 to provide that local school units : 


that participate in the performance-based accountability program shall receive waivers with regard 
to state laws, regulations and policies in accord with GS 115C-238.6(a1). Deletes requirement 
that participating units continue to use the Teacher Performance Appraisal Instrument for evaluat- 
ing beginning teachers. Amends GS 115C-238.3 to provide that at least half of the staff members 
involved in developing the local plan must be teachers, and the teachers at each school must 
select the teachers who will participate. Provides that the improvement plan must include student 
performance goals established by the local board only if the unit is not meeting the highest level 
of accreditation for 95% or more of the student performance indicators adopted by the State 
Board of Education. Authorizes a unit that is exempt from including student performance goals in 
the improvement plan to include locally designed accountability goals. Requires a local unit to 
develop a new school improvement plan with student performance goals if at the end of any 
school year it has failed to meet the highest level for accreditation for 95% or more of the indica- 
tors. Further amends GS 115C-238.3 to require a local board that elects to participate in the 
performance =-based accountability program to present a proposed plan, including waiver 
requests, to its teachers and administrators for their review. Requires the same presentation for 
modifications to an existing plan. Requires survey of teachers in unit regarding their attitude 
about school improvement plan at the end of its first year of implementation or in Dec. 1991, 
whichever is later, and every three years thereafter. Directs the State Board to report the survey 
results to the Joint Education Oversight Committee and the Joint Comm’n of Governmental | 
Operations. Provides for implementaion of survey provisions with funds available to Board for aid I 
to local schools. Amends GS 115C-238.4 to permit units that include a differentiated pay plan in 
their improvement plan to use a unique plan designed by their administrators and teachers. ~ 
Provides further that a differentiated pay plan may authorize the use of up to one-third of state 
differentiated pay funds for staff development and planning activities and substitute teachers to 
provide time for staff development and planning activities. Permits differentiated plan to extend 
use of differentiated funds to include noncertified employees. Amends GS 115C-238.6 to provide 
that the State Superintendent reviews and makes recommendations to the State Board concern- 
ing school improvement plans, but the Board must approve or disapprove each plan (now, 
Superintendent responsible for approving plan). Lists those laws, regulations and policies that are 
waived if Board approves a local unit’s improvement plan, including but not limited to those deal- 
ing with student assistants, class size, employee certification, evaluation of career status teachers 
and administrators, use of staff development funds, offering of summer school, and the system 
for calculating graduation requirements. Amends GS 115C-238.6 to require the State Board to 
either grant or deny waivers requested pursuant to GS 115C-238.3(d) within 90 days after it is 
requested. Requires the Board to provide a written explanation if a waiver is denied. Direct the 
State Board to evaluate any policy or regulation for which 25% of local units request a waiver. 
Amends GS 115C-264 to provide that each school with board approval may sell soft drinks to 
students if they are not sold (1) during lunch period; (2) at elementary schools, or (3) contrary to 
requirements of the National School Lunch Program. 


H 925. PLUMBING/HTG. EXAM GRACE PERIOD. Intro. 4/19: comm. sub. 5/7. Senate committee 


substitute adds requirement that applicant has not engaged in contracting in violation of licensing 
law since July 6, 1971, and makes editorial changes. 
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H 953. AREA AUTHORITY SPA EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/19. Amended 5/9. Senate Committee substl- 
tute omits developmental disabilities and substance abuse authorities from the provisions of the 
bill. 


H 996. MEDICAID STATE/FEDERAL COORD. Intro. 4/19; amended 6/3. Conference report pro- 
vides that all aspects of establishing reimbursement amounts shall be made in accordance with 
the Administrative Procedures Act. 


H 1009. AMORTIZATION MORATORIUM/SIGN FEE UP. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/16. House com- 
mittee substitute completely rewrites bill and changes title to "TO SET A MORATORIUM ON THE 
ELIMINATION OF NON-CONFORMING USES OF PROPERTY BY THE METHOD OF 
AMORTIZATION, TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY 
AMORTIZATION, AND TO INCREASE THE OUTDOOR ADVERTISING PERMIT FEES.” Prohibits 
local governments from adopting any ordinance that makes a previously conforming use of prop- 
erty a non-conforming use and then phases out the non-conforming use through amortization. The 
prohibition takes effect July 1, 1991 and expires July 1, 1993. Provides that any amortization 
period affecting a non-conforming use of property under an ordinance adopted before July 1, 
1991 Is tolled and shall remain at the level reached on that date until July 1, 1993. The re- 
strictions described above do not affect a non-conforming use that is subject to an amortization 
provision that has expired as of July 1, 1991, and they do not apply to an ordinance that elimi- 
nates non-conforming signs located on the premises of the business or activity advertized by the 
sign. Authorizes Legislative Research Comm'n to study the method of amortization as a means of 
eliminating uses of property that have been declared non-conforming by local ordinance. 
Authorizes Comm'n to make interim report in 1992 and final report in 1993. Amends GS 136,133 
to increase the initial fee for outdoor advertising structures from $60 to $200. Effective July 1, 
1991. 


H 1017. CITY ISSUE SUBPOENA/STOP ORDER. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/9. Senate committee 
substitute adds to title "TO AMEND THE STATUTE RELATING TO VOTING REQUIREMENTS 
FOR ZONING DECISIONS.” Amends GS 160A-385(a) to provide that the voting requirements for 
zoning decisions after a protest (three-fourths of members) do not apply to an amendment to an 
adopted special use district or conditional use district if the amendment does not (1) change the 
types of uses permitted within the district; (2) increase the approved density for residential devel- 
opment; (3) increase the total approved size of nonresidential development; or (4) reduce the size 
of any buffers or screening approved for the special use or conditional use district. 


H 1108. PUBLIC BATHROOM EQUITY ACT. Intro. 4/24; amended 5/15. Senate committee substi- 
tute adds provision that unisex-disabled/handicapped bathrooms be labeled and provided so that 
spouses and other attendants may assist handicapped persons. 


H 1131. DEMOLITION ASPHALT AS FILL. Intro. 4/25; comm. sub. 5/9. Senate committee substi- 
tute provides that demolition debris may not be placed in state waters or at or below the 
seasonal high water table. 


H 1163. ASU POWER PLANT FINANCING. Intro. 5/4. House amendment deletes provision in 
original bill which had exempted Appalachian State University from the public contracts require- 
ments set forth in GS 143-128 and GS 143-129 for the purpose of contracting for the construction 
project authorized by this bill. 
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H 1210. HAZ. MATERIALS RESPONSE TEAMS. Intro 5/10. House committee substitute revises 
title to read "JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION 
TO STUDY THE CREATION OF A PROGRAM TO PROVIDE FOR REGIONAL RESPONSE TEAMS 
FOR HAZARDOUS MATERIALS EMERGENCIES IN NORTH CAROLINA AND TO STUDY 
HAZARDOUS MATERIALS CONTROL AND MANAGEMENT.” As title indicates. Interim report may 
be made to the 1992 Session of the 1991 General Assembly, final report to be made to 1993 
General Assembly. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 51. FUNERAL AND BURIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 2/7; comm. sub. 4/22. Senate committee sub- 
stitute #2 makes technical changes. 


S 183. STATE COORDINATION/HOMELESS STUDY. Intro. 2/25. House amendment designates 
the Department of Human Resources as the lead agency. 


S 225. SCHOOL BOARD REDISTRICTING. Intro. 3/13. House amendments: (1) incorporate refer- 
ence to General Assembly ratification of establishment of boundaries and limitation on frequency 
of revisions; and (2) add section allowing the Montgomery County Board of Education to be in- 
creased from five to seven members, with terms and process for change specified. 


S 373. SCIENCE TECHNOLOGY BOARD. Intro. 3/28. Amended 4/16, 5/9. House committee sub- 
stitute provides that of the four Board members appointed from private industry, one must be a 
professional engineer. Clarifies board members terms; continues to provide that members of the 
board appointed by the General Assembly shall serve two year terms and other board members 
will serve staggered four year terms. Explicitly provides that this bill does not require any state 
appropriation and changes effective date to July 1, 1991. 


S 424. INDIGENTS’ REPRESENTATION. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute deletes amend- 
ment to GS 7A-344 and substitutes a pilot program in three judicial district regarding engagement 
of particular attorneys to provide specialized representation for indigent persons. A written evalu- 
ation of the pilot program is to be filed by May 1, 1993 and the pilot program is to terminate on 
June 30, 1993. 


S 432. SPECIAL INDUSTRIAL COMM’N FUND. Intro. 4/1. Senate Committee substitute provides 
that 25.7% rather than 1% of the tax on insurance premiums will be deposited in the Special 
Industrial Commission Fund and 74.3% of this tax will be deposited in the General Fund. Further 
provides that the Special Industrial Commission Fund must refund the 1991-92 appropriation from 
the General Fund to the Industrial Commission. 


S 433. NASH SOLID WASTE FEES. Intro. 4/1. Senate Committee substitute replaces original bill 
with an act "TO AUTHORIZE NASH, SWAIN, GRAHAM AND CLAY COUNTIES TO IMPOSE AN 
AVAILABILITY FEE FOR SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITIES AND TO BILL AND COLLECT THE FEE 
IN THE SAME MANNER AS PROPERTY TAXES ANDTO AUTHORIZE CASWELL COUNTY TO HOLD A 
REFERENDUM ON LONG-TERM SOLID WASTE OPTIONS." Amends GS 153A-292 for Nash, Swain, 
Graham and Clay to (1) delete clause which lists the law enforcement officers who have jurisdic- 
tion to enforce ordinances regulating waste disposal facilities, and to allow those counties to 
impose an availability tax on all property in the county which benefits from the availability of a 
disposal facility and (2) delete authority for cited counties to levy taxes to carry out the purposes 
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of the section. Modifies GS 153A-293 to allow cited counties to bill and collect waste disposal 
fees in the same manner as property taxes and provides that waste disposal fees are a lien on 
real property subject to such fees, effective as to fees imposed on or after July 1, 1991. 

Authorizes Caswell County to hold a referendum on options for meeting the long-term solid 
waste disposal needs of the county. 


S 472. DRIVER’S LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 4/3; comm. sub. 6/13. Senate committee substitute 
#2 restores provisions of original bill deleted by Senate committee substitute #2 and revises the 
portion of the definition of “commercial motor vehicle” that includes Class A vehicles (GS 20- 
4.01(3d)) so that the definition incorporates only Class A vehicles having combined GVWR of at 
least 26,001 pounds and Including a towed unit with GVWR of at least 10,001 pounds. 


S 473. PROTECT CERTAIN JUDGMENTS. Intro. 4/3; comm. sub. 4/23; amended 4/24, 4/29. 
House committee substitute codifies Section 1.1 of the prior version of this bill as GS 47-8.1. 


S 516. MENTAL HEALTH INMATE SERVICES. Intro. 4/10. House amendment adds revisions to 
GS 143B-270 that specify qualifications of appointees to Substance Abuse Council and set terms 
of three of nine members at two rather than four years. 


S 522. TRAVEL AND TOURISM BOARD. Intro. 4/10; amended 6/19. House amendment provides 
that specified members (those not state employees or appointed by state officials) shall not re- 
ceive per diem, subsistence, or travel expenses. 


S 565. POPLAR TENT BEAUTIFICATION DIST. Intro. 4/11; comm. sub. 5/9. Senate committee 
substitute adds provision of infrastructure (including sidewalks, bike paths and greenways) to pur- 
pose of beautification plan, revises description of district, makes land use plan developed by ad- 
visory commission advisory to city and county (was binding), removes limitation on municipal 
zoning within district, adds provision for private sale of condemned property and extends potential 
effective period of county land use ordinances in Cabarrus County, and makes technical changes. 


S 694. SOCIAL WORKER CERTIFICATION. Intro. 4/18. Senate amendments make the following 
changes: (1) clarify definition of "clinical social work practice” and provide that it includes the 
use of psychotherapy and referrals to and collaboration with other health professionals when ap- 
propriate; (2) provide that a clinical social worker may practice without being certified if solely 
employed by a hospital or health care facility licensed pursuant to Art. 2 of GS Ch. 122C (men- 
tally ill, developmentally disabled, and substance abusers) or Art. 5 (Hospital Licensure Act) or 
Art. 6 (Health Care Facility Licensure Act) of GS Ch. 131E; (3) change effective date to Jan. 1, 
1993 (originally, Jan. 1, 1992), and provide that a clinical social worker may practice without certi- 
fication until Jan. 1, 1998 if employed solely by the State or a local government; (4) requires 
(originally, authorized) NC Certification Board for Social Work to adopt rules for implementation of 
act; (5) provide that GS Ch. 90B does not authorize or require direct third-party reimbursement to 
certified social worker; and (6) provide that any proposed substantive change to GS 90B-3, -4, -5, 
-7, or -10 must be reviewed and approved by the Legislative Committee on New Licensing 
Boards. 


S 778. CORPORATE INSTRUMENT EXECUTION. Intro. 4/24; amended 5/8. House committee sub- 
stitute explicitly lists the corporate officers who may execute deeds or other instruments. Those 
listed are the chairman, the president, the chief executive officer, the vice-president or an 
assistant vice-president, and the chief financial officer. 


S 956. MEMORIALIZING J. REID POOVEY, SR. Intro. 6/5. Senate amendment makes technical 
change.

S 961 CONTINUING BUDGET AUTHORIZATION APPROP 


BILL DIGESTS 


S 961. CONTINUING BUDGET AUTHORIZATION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DIRECTOR OF THE 
BUDGET TO CONTINUE EXPENDITURES FOR THE OPERATION OF GOVERNMENT AT THE LEVEL IN 
EFFECT ON JUNE 30, 1991." ; 

Budget continuation. Authorizes Governor to continue to allocate funds for current opera- — 
tions of state agencies, except funds for local inventory and other reimbursements, at level not to 
exceed 94% of total expenditure authorizations as of June 30, 1991. Forbids Governor to allocate 
funds for any purposes Identified as base budget reductions In both Senate and House versions 
of H 83 and that are not In controversy. Provides that this authorization is to remain in effect until 
1991 budget act is ratified, at which time Governor is to adjust allocations to give effect to that 
act from July 41, 1991. Except as otherwise provided, special provisions in 1989-91 budget acts 
(SL 1989, Ch. 500, 752, 754, 795, and 1066) remain in effect. 

Employee salaries and salary related contributions. Provides that state employee salaries 
and related employer contributions shall remain at 1990-91 level until budget act is ratified, and 
that teachers and other employeés shall not move up on salary schedules or receive automatic, 
annual, performance, merit, or other increments until authorized by General Assembly. 

Driver training funding. Directs that expenses of driver training program from beginning of 
1991-92 fiscal year until ratification of 1991 budget act shall be paid from Highway Fund. 

Medical Database Comm'n. Moves sunset date for Medical Database Comm'n to Aug. 1, 
1991 (now, July 1, 1991). 

Community penalties program. Provides that all contracts or grants under GS 7A-772 be- 
tween Dep't of Crime Control & Public Safety and community penalties programs are extended, 
unless programs object, for 30 days after ratification of this bill, or effective date of S 465, which- 
ever is sooner. Forbids Dep’t to restructure or reorganize community penalties programs. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 1991; expires Aug. 1, 1991.

H 455. CONFORM WAGE AND HOUR LAW. intro. 4/1. comm. sub. 5/2. Senate amendment pro- 
vides that employers of seasonal amusement or recreational establishment employees are only 
required to pay overtime for hours in excess of 45 per week. 


H 493. LOW PERFORMING SCHOOL UNITS. Intro. 4/1; amended 5/15; com. sub. 6/20. Senate 
amendment amends proposed GS 115C-64.3(a) to add to notification requirement that identified 
school unit must notify parents that State Board of Education has found that student performance 
measures in the unit are substantially below those reported by other units in NC; makes conform- 
ing change to proposed GS 115C-64.1. 


H 516. UNIFORM TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICES. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute changes 
proposed exception from uniformity requirement for private property owners placing traffic control 
devices on private property—allows such an owner to place on his or her property a sign desig- 
nating a parking space for persons qualifying as handicapped under GS 20-37.5 (prior bill in- 
cluded exception for parking by the visually impaired, who are not explicitly included in the GS 
20-37.5 definition). Such a sign may differ in material and color, but in no other feature, from the 
uniform sign. 


H 703. WAKE OCCUPANCY/MEALS TAX. House committee substitute replaces blank bill with 
"AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE WAKE COUNTY TO LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX AND A 
PREPARED FOOD AND BEVERAGE TAX.” Authorizes Wake County Comm'rs to levy room occu- 
pancy tax of up to 6% of gross receipts from rental of room, lodging, etc. furnished by hotel, 
motel, etc.; excludes specified nonprofit organizations. Authorizes county comm'rs to levy pre- 
pared food and beverage tax of up to 1% of sales price of prepared food and beverages sold at 
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retall for consumption on or off premises by retailer within county that is subject to state retail 
sales tax; sets out exemptions from tax. Neither tax may be enacted unless county and city of 
Raleigh enter Into Interlocal agreement under Art. 20, GS Ch. 160A, that contains type and gen- 
eral location of capital projects to be funded by tax proceeds. Sets out distribution and use of net 
proceeds of occupancy tax, including lump sum amounts for Wake Technical Community College 
and percentage monthly distributions to Raleigh (45.25%), Cary (5%), Wake County (34.75%), 
and Greater Raleigh Convention and Visitor Bureau (Bureau) (15%). Sets out distribution in speci- 
fied lump sum amounts if annual net proceeds of occupancy tax exceed $3,815,000. Sets out 
distribution of net proceeds of prepared food and beverage tax, including percentage monthly 
distributions to Raleigh (47.75%), Wake County (37.25%), and Bureau (15%). Sets out distribution 
in specified lump sum amounts if annual net proceeds of food and beverage tax exceed $4.5 
million. 


H 828. TEACHER INPUT, SCHOOL PLANS. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 5/15; comm. 
sub. 6/20. Senate amendment makes technical change. 


H 925. PLUMBING/HTG. EXAM GRACE PERIOD. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7, 6/20. Senate 
amendment makes technical changes. 


H 987. DRIVERS LICENSE SUPENSION PERIOD. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7. Senate committee 
substitute deletes provision In House committee substitute that would have provided that an of- 
fense that occurred before the period of revocation began cannot be used to extend the revoca- 
tlon period even If the conviction occurs during the period of revocation. Adds amendment to GS 
20-28(a) to permit issuance of license If applicant has not been convicted within revocation period 
of a motor vehicle offense (now, any provision of motor vehicle laws), or violation of alcoholic 
beverage laws or drug laws for violation that occurred during period of revocation. 


H 1002. VEHICLE DEALER LICENSING LAW. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/1; amended 5/7. Senate 
committee substitute deletes amendments to GS 20-286(10) and GS 20-288(e) that provided the 
definition of motor vehicle does not include mobile or manufactured-type housing or recreational 
trailers. Deletes repeal of GS 20-305(3) and GS 20-305.5. 


H 1060. HISTORIC BUILDINGS TIME DELAY. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendment makes this act ap- 
plicable to the relocation of designated structures as well as the demolition or destruction of such 
landmarks. Changes effective date from October 1, 1991 to date of ratification. 


H 1111. RECORD OF CONSIGNED GOODS. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/7. Senate committee sub- 
situte deletes clause requiring sellers of used property on consignment to record a description of 
the owner of the property. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 39. NO POINTS FOR FIRST ACCIDENT. Intro. 2/7; amended 4/11, 4/16. House amendment 
deletes requirement (for no points for first accident) that insured has been covered by liability 
insurance with same company or company group continuously for at least three years immediately 
preceding accident. 


S 51. FUNERAL AND BURIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 2/11; comm. sub. 4/22, 6/20. Senate amend- 
ment removes the $1,000 cap on the fine that may be imposed for violations of this act and 
increases the maximum period of imprisonment for violations of the act from six months to two 
years.

S 107. PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 2/20; com. sub. 4/25. House committee sub- 
stitute amends GS 105-74 (dry cleaners) and GS 105-85 (laundries) (a) to make clear that license 
must be obtained for each place of business, which is defined as a fixed place at which a busi- 
ness is maintained; and (b) to set license tax at $50 if place of business does not solicit outside 
the county where business is located and to set tax at $100 if business solicits outside county. 
Makes numerous technical and stylistic changes. 


S 141. FAMILY PRESERVATION SERVICES. Intro. 2/20; com. sub. 4/24; amended 6/3. House 
amendments rewrite: (1) proposed GS 143B-150.6(c)(1) to provide that each eligible family must 
receive intensive family preservation services, beginning with identification of imminent risk of out- 
of-home placement, typically for four to six weeks (was, for average of four weeks); and (2) pro- 
posed GS 143B-150.6(c)(4) to require that each family preservation caseworker must provide serv- 
ices to two, or at most, four families at a time (was, maximum of two families at a time). 


S 263 HISTORIC SITE TAX EXCLUSION. Intro. 3/25. Senate amendments provide that land held 
as a future site for a historic structure is only exempt from property tax for a period of five years 
and that if no historic structure has been moved onto the site at the end of the five-year period, 
taxes for the preceeding 5 years are due and payable with interest. Creates a lien on the land for 
the taxes that would be due which is extinguished when either a historic stucture is moved onto 
the land within the five-year period or when all taxes owed are paid. 


S 342. INSURER SOLVENCY PROGRAM. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute adds to per- 
mitted insurer investments in proposed GS 58-7-173 mortgage pass-through securities and their 
derivatives without limitation, including collateral mortgage obligations. Changes proposed GS 58- 
62-21 so that the proposed NC Life and Health Insurance Guaranty Ass’n may limit the benefits it 
pays out as follows: with respect to any individual, regardless of the number of policies, $300,000 
is the limit of all paid benefits (prior version of bill set out different limits for net cash surrender, 
present value of annuity benefits, as well as different limits for persons participating in govern- 
mental retirement plans and contract holders). 

Controlled insurers/controlling producer rules. Changes proposed statutory section ad- 
dressing business transacted with producer-controlled property or casualty insurers (substitutes 
GS 58-3-165 for GS 58-7-157) by deleting definitions for broker, qualified actuary, violation, and 
reinsurance intermediary. Adds definitions for (1) producer: any person who, for compensation, 
solicits, negotiates, or procurs—or aids in any of those activities—the making of any insurance 
contract; (2) accredited state: state where the insurance dep’t or regulator meets NAIC stan- 
dards; (3) controlled insurer: controlled by a producer; and (4) controlling producer: controls in- 
surers. Changes definition for insurer by removing exception that provided that a foreign or non- 
admitted insurer is not an insurer for purposes of this statutory section. 

. New GS 58-3-165 provides that business contracts between controlled insurers and control- 
ling producers must contain the following provisions at a minimum (in addition to those terms 
required by original bill): (1) the insurer may terminate the contract for cause, with written notice 
to the producer; during any dispute as to cause, the insurer must suspend the producer’s author- 
ity to write business; (2) the producer must provide the insurere with accounts describing all ma- 
terial transactions; (3) the producer must hold all funds collected for the insurer’s account in a 
fiduciary capacity; (4) the producer must maintain separately identifiable records of business writ- 
ten for the insurer; (5) the producer may not assign the contract; (6) the insurer must provide the 
producer with its underwriting standards, and the producer must comply with those standards; (7) 
the rates and terms of the producer’s commissions, charges, or other fees and their purposes 
must be included; (8) if the contract provides that a producer is to be compensated contingent on 
insurer’s profits, the compensation may not be determined and paid for at least five years; (9) a 
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limit on the producer’s writings in relation to the insurer’s surplus and total writings, by line of 
business if the insurer desires; 10) the producer may negotiate but cannot bind reinsurance on 
behalf of the insurer or business It places with the insurer; however, if allowed by underwriting 
guidelines and agreements, producers may bind facultative reinsurance. 

Provides that if the Comm’r believes that a controlling producer has not materially complied 
with this section or resulting rules, the Comm’r may order that controlling producer to stop plac- 
ing business with the controlled insurer (bill did not previously provide such authority). 

Provides that the new GS 58-3-165 applies to insurers domiciled in this State or domiciled 
in a state that is not an accredited state having in effect a similar law. Provides that Chapter 58, 
Article 19 provisions apply to all parties within holding company systems subject to the section. 
Provides that the section applies if in any calendar year, the aggregate amount of gross written 
premiums on business placed with a controlled insurer by a controlling producer is equal or 
greater than 5% of the admitted assets of the controlled insurer. Provides that the section will not 
apply (1) if the controlling producer places insurance only with the controlled insurer, members of 
that insurer's holding company, or its parent, affiliate, or subsidiary, and the controlling producer 
accepts insurance placement only from nonaffiliated subproducers, and not directly from in- 
sureds; and (2) the controlled insurer accepts insurance business only from a controlling pro- 
ducer, or a producer or subsidiary it controls (insurance written through the residual market is 
excepted). 

Requires that a controlled insurer annually report to the Comm’r of Insurance the amount 
of commission paid to the controlling producer, the percentage that amount represents of the 
insurer’s net premiums, and that amount’s relation to commissions and percentages paid to non- 
controlling producers. Provides that controlied insurers and controlled producers who do not 
comply with the required minimum provisions for contract on Oct. 1, 1991 have until Dec. 1, 1991 
to comply, and provides that all policies written or renewed after that date must comply. Provides 
that this section becomes effective Oct. 1, 1991 rather than Sept. 1, 1991. 


S 360. IMMINENT HAZARD REDEFINED. Intro. 3/28; comm. sub. 5/1. House committee substi- 
tute redefines “imminent hazard” to include immediate threat to human life, an immediate threat 
of serious physical injury, and an immediate threat of serious adverse health effects (was, a 
threat to human life, a threat of serious physical injury, or a threat of serious adverse health 
effects). 


S 398. AMEND BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/25. House committee 
substitute amends GS 55-7-02(a) to clarify that a special meeting of shareholders must be held by 
a corporation within 30 days after holders of at least 10% of all votes entitled to be cast make 
written demand for such a meeting [now, 30-day requirement appears in GS 55-7-03(a) (court- 
ordered meetings), but not in GS 55-7-02(a)}]. Makes conforming change in GS 55-7-03(a) con- 
cerning a GS 55-7-02(a) request for special meeting. Amends GS 55-10-07(d) to require that a 
restatement of articles of incorporation must state that shareholder approval was obtained for the 
restatement. Amends GS 55B-15 so that the Professional Corporation Act does not apply to cor- 
porate successors to corporations that were permitted by law to render professional services prior 
to June 5, 1969. Defines those corporate successors qualifying for the exception as those coming 
from merger or other operation of law, provided that there is not substantial change in the direct 
or indirect beneficial ownership of corporate shares as a result of the merger or other transaction. 
States that a change of 20% or less is not substantial. 

Amends GS 105-232 to allow a corporation whose articles of incorporation or certificate of 
authority to do business in the state has been suspended to be reinstated at any time upon 
compliance with present statutory requirements for reinstatement (now, must comply within 5 
years). Further, allows stockholders, bona fide creditors, or other interested parties to apply to 
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superior court for the appointment of a receiver for any property or future interest remaining in 
the name of a corporation whose articles of incorporation or certificate of authority were 
suspended and which has ceased to operate as a going concern (now, such application may not 
be made until the five-year period in which a suspended corporation may be reinstated has ex- 
pired). In a civil action concerning receivership, allows creditors, dealers, or other interested par- 
ties to be served by publication. 


S 400. ARCHAEOLOGICAL PERMIT CHANGES. Intro. 4/1. House amendment adds new Art. 4 to 
GS Ch. 70 to create archaeological record program in Div’n of Archives and History, Dep't of 
Cultural Resources, to assist private owners of archaeological resources (defined in bill) in pre- 
serving and protecting those resources; participation in program is voluntary. Provides that NC 
Archaeological Record to include list of archaeological resources owned privately by each person 
participating in program. Sets out procedure for person to obtain permit from Dep’t to conduct 
archaeological investigation on private land that is site of archaeological resource enrolled in 
record. 


S 450. WATER POLLUTION CONTROL OPERATORS. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following substantive changes: (1) adds new GS 90A-42(b) to establish within dep’t a 
separate nonreverting fund into which fees collected under section to be credited; subject to leg- 
islative appropriation, fund to be used to defray costs of administering article; (2) provides that 
members of Wastewater Treatment Plant Operators Certification Comm'n to be initial members of 
Water Pollution Control System Operators Certification Comm’n; each member to serve until June 
30 of year in which term on wastewater comm’n expires and until successor is appointed and 
qualified; other initial appointments to water pollution comm’n to be made for terms of two, three, 
or four years to achieve staggered terms as required by GS 143B-301(b); and (3) makes act 
effective July 1, 1991. 


S 723. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE EXAMS. Intro. 4/22; amended 4/30. House committee substi- 
tute restricts the definition of “examinee” to employees of the examiner, or applicants for employ- 
ment with the examiner. Adds GS 95-234 to create a civil penalty of up to $250 per employee not 
to exceed a maximum of $1,000, for violation of this act. Authorizes the Comm’r of Labor to 
investigate violations and assess penalties. Allows persons charged with a violation to obtain a 
hearing under the Administrative Procedure Act and creates a two-year statute of limitations for 
the assessment of penalties. 


S 816. CERTIFICATE OF NEED TECH. AMENDS. House committee substitute completely rewrites 
original bill and replaces title with "AN ACT TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CLARIFYING 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CERTIFICATE OF NEED STATUTES.” Adds new GS 131E-176(17a) to 
define “nursing care” as (i) skilled nursing care and related services for residents who require 
medical or nursing care; (ii) rehabilitation services for rehabilitation of injured, disabled, or sick 
persons; or (iii) health-related care and services provided on regular basis to persons who be- 
cause of their mental or physical condition require care and services above level of room and 
board, which can be made available to them only through institutional facilities; states that these 
services are not primarily for care and treatment of mental diseases. Amends GS 131E-176(4) to 
define "certified cost estimate” as estimate of total cost of a project certified by licensed archi- 
tect or engineer based on current specified factors. Deletes definitions of “health systems 
agency,” "intermediate nursing care,” and “skilled nursing care.” Adds to definition of “new in- 
stitutional health services” that it also means opening of additional office by existing home health 
agency within its service area as defined by rules adopted by dep’t; or opening of any office by 
existing home health agency outside its service area as defined by rules adopted by dep’t. 
Amends GS 131E-177 to authorize Dep’t of Human Resources to review all records of any person 
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or health service facility subject to agency review that pertain to construction and acquisition ac- 
tivities, staffing or costs and charges for patient care, etc. Amends GS 131E-179(b) to add pro- 
viso that any facility or service acquired or developed under exemption provided by section is not 
subject to restrictions on its use If facility or service could otherwise be offered or developed 
without certificate of need. Adds provision to GS 131E-183(b) that no dep’t rule shall require 
academic medical center teaching hospital, as defined by State Medical Facilities Plan, to dem- 
onstrate that any facility or service at another hospital is being appropriately utilized for that 
hospital to be approved for issuance of certificate of need to develop similar facility or service. 
Amends GS 131E-181(a) to provide that certificate of need shall not be transferred or assigned 
except as provided in GS 131E-189(c). Amends GS 131E-185(a1)(2) to provide that no more than 
20 days from conclusion of written comment period, dep’t to ensure that public hearing is con- 
ducted if one or more of following apply: (i) review to be conducted is competitive; (ii) proponent 
proposes to spend $5 million or more; (iii) written request for public hearing is received as speci- 
fled In bill; or (iv) agency determines that hearing is in public interest. Amends GS 131E-190(f) to 
make clear that civil penalty may be assessed for violation of conditions as well as terms of 
certificate of need. 


S 910. PRECINCT CHANGE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/13. Senate committee substitute changes 
bill’s proposed GS 163-132.5E so that the chairman of the county board of elections must file a 
list of precincts, along with the number of voters registered by race and party, with the Legislative 
Services Office each year (original bill provided for such filing with the Executive Secretary- 
Director of the State Board of Election, who, in turn, filed copies with the Legislative Services 
Office). Changes bill’s proposed amendment to GS 163-192 (State Board of Elections to prepare 
abstracts and declare results of primaries and elections) so that the Secretary of State, after 
receiving abstracts from the State Board of Elections, must submit copies of abstracts to the 
Legislative Services Office on request (was, State Board of Elections must provide abstracts to 
Legislative Services when it provided the same information to the Secretary of State).

H 1304 MODIFY PRISON CAP GS 148 


BILL DIGESTS 


H 1304, MODIFY PRISON CAP. "7O MODIFY THE PRISON POPULATION CAP.” Amends various 
Statutory provisions to set prison population cap: (1) effective June 30, 1991, at 98% of 19,646 
(now, 98% of 20,435) and requires reduction of population within 90 days to 97% of 19,646 (now, 
20,435); (2) effective Feb. 1, 1992, at 98% of 20,394 (now, 19,646) and requires reduction of 
population within 90 days to 97% of 20,394 (now, 19,646); and (3) effective May 1, 1992, at 98% 
of 20,594 (now, 20,394) and requires reduction of population within 90 days to 97% of 20,594 
(now, 20,394), Authorizes Sec’y of Correction to advance or to delay effective dates of act’s provi- 
sions by not more than 45 days, based on availability or lack of prison space. Requires Sec’y to 
report on progress of prison construction and capacity in 1991-93 biennium to chairmen of 
Senate and House appropriations committees and appropriations committees on justice and 
public safety during 1992 session. 
Introduced by Barnes. Passed 2nd & 3rd readings. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS . 


H 180. RAISE FELONY AMOUNTS. Intro. 2/27. Senate committee substitute: (1) amends GS 14- 
107 to make worthless check over $2,000 (original bill, over $1,000) a Class J felony; (2) amends 
GS 14-107(1) to make punishment provision (maximum 30 days’ imprisonment or $50 fine) apply 
to check not over $100 (current law, not over $50); (3) amends GS 14-107(2) to make punishment 
provision, which is changed to maximum $250 fine (current law, $500 fine) or six months’ impris- 
onment, apply to check over $100; (4) amends GS 14-107(1) and -107(2) to provide that person 
convicted of fourth offense must be ordered, as probation condition, to refrain from maintaining 
checking account for three years; (5) amends GS 14-86.1 to authorize forfeiture of conveyance 
when it is used in larceny of property whose value is over $2,000 (original bill, over $1,000); and 
(6) amends GS 108A-53(a) to make food stamp fraud a felony if amount taken is more than 
$2,000 (original bill, over $1,000). 


H 283. ASSAULT ON PUBLIC OFFICIAL. Intro. 3/21; comm. sub. 5/13. Senate committee substi- 
| tute amends GS 14-33(b) to make the crimes of assault, assault and battery, or affray misde- 
meanors punishable by a fine, imprisonment for not more than two years, or both fine and 
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imprisonment if the assault is against any officer or employee of the State or of any political 
subdivision of the State when that official is discharging or attempting to discharge official duties 
(now, penalties apply only to assault on certain classes of government employees, such as law 
enforcement officers and social workers). Amends GS 14-34.2 so that assault with a firearm or 
other deadly weapon on any officer or employee of the State or of any political subdivision of the 
State in the discharge of their duties is a Class | felony (now, only such assaults upon law en- 
forcement officers, firemen, or emergency medical personnel qualify for the Class | felony punish- 
ment). Amends title accordingly. 


H 330. MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER DEFINITION. Intro. 3/26; comm. sub. 4/11, 5/22; amended 
4/16, 4/17. Senate committee substitute makes clarifying changes. 


H 433. MEWA REGULATION. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub 5/9. Senate amendment changes the lan- 
guage required to appear on every contract or policy issued by a MEWA. Among the newly re- 
quired language is a statement that the MEWA trust fund is not subject to any insurance guaranty 
association, although it is monitored by the NC Dep’t of Insurance and a statement that more 
information Is available from employers or from the MEWA. Where applicable, language providing 
that participating employers will be responsible for funding all claims incurred by employees cov- 
ered under this trust must be included. Provides that required language need not appear on 
identification cards issued to covered persons. Deletes GS 58-49-30 provision that every MEWA 
must register with the Comm’r of Insurance, and renew registration annually, in order to do busi- 
ness in the state. 


H 488. WSSU CAPITAL PROJECT. Intro. 4/1. House amendments make clear that General Fund 
appropriations may not be used for project and clarify language concerning when Director of 
Budget may authorize increase or decrease in scope of or change in method of funding for 
project. 


H 490. ECU CAPITAL PROJECT. Intro. 4/1. House amendment makes technical correction. 


H 491. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 4/1; amended 6/20. House amendments make editorial 
change and reiterate that appropriations from the General Fund may not be used for authorized 
capital improvement projects. 


H 493. LOW-PERFORMING SCHOOL UNITS. Intro. 4/1; amended 5/15; comm. sub. 6/20; 
amended 6/25. Senate amendment #1, digested 6/25/91, was reconsidered and withdrawn. 
Senate amendment #3 provides that State Board of Education may "terminate the contract” of a 
local superintendent when it appoints a caretaker administrator (was, “dismiss” the superinten- 
dent), and provides that the Administrative Procedure Act applies to any such decision. Senate 
amendment #4 amends the standards for identifying low-performing school units to provide that 
student performance measures shall be compared with those reported by other NC school units 
(was, other units “with similar demographic characteristics”), and requires that parents be noti- 
fied when student performance is lower than either other units in the state or other units with 
similar demographic characteristics and dropout rates are substantially higher. 


H 556. HEARING AID DEALER FEES. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute specifies more ex- 
actly the fees which the North Carolina hearing aid dealers and fitters board may charge. 
Authorizes the board to charge a maximum fee of $50 per person per day for up to two days for 
continuing education make-up classes, a maximum fee of $50 per person per day for up to three 
days for licensing examination preparation classes, a $40 dollar fee for approvai as a continuing 
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education provider, a maximum fee of $15 per person for verifying attendance at continuing edu- 
cation programs, a maximum fee of $100 per person for a two-day apprentice training program 
and a maximum fee of $150 per person for a three-day training program, and a maximum exami- 
nation fee of $75. Requires the board to adopt a balanced budget annually. Changes the maxi- 
mum license fee, renewal license fee, application fee, and renewal of apprenticeship registration 
fee to $150. Changes the maximum late charge for license renewals to $50. 


H 604. MOTOR VEHICLE SURETY BONDS. Intro. 4/4; amended 5/9. Senate amendment amends 
GS 20-288(e) to change bill’s initial bond requirement for motor vehicle dealers from $30,000 to 
$25,000 and bond for each additional place of business from $15,000 to $10,000 (now, bond 
amounts are initially $15,000 and $5,000 for additional sites). Deletes bill’s language that explic- 
itly allowed motor vehicle dealers as purchasers to bring an action on the surety bond (now, "any 
purchaser of a motor vehicle” may bring such an action). 


H 605. JUVENILE COMMITMENT PROCEDURE. Intro. 4/4; comm. sub. 6/17; amended 6/18. 
Conference report makes clarifying change in GS 7A-651(e) (acceptance of juveniles by Div’n of 
Youth Services upon proper order of commitment). Amends GS 7A-652(a) (commitment of 
delinquent juveniles to Div’n of Youth Services) to provide that a juvenile may be committed to the 
Div’n only if a judge finds that alternatives to commitment have been attempted unsuccessfully or 
were considered and found to be inappropriate. Requires that such findings be supported by 
substantial evidence in the record showing that the judge considered the juvenile’s needs, the 
community resources needed to meet those needs, and that those resources were explored and 
exhausted or considered inappropriate before the juvenile is committed. 


H 624. BURKE/FORSYTH/MCDOWELL DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 4/9; amended 6/19. House amend- 
ment extends bill’s coverage to McDowell County. 


H 659. ONSLOW HUNTING SAFETY. Intro. 4/10; comm. sub. 4/24; amended 5/23, 6/3. 
Conference report states that House concurs in Senate amendments. 


H 828. TEACHER INPUT, SCHOOL PLANS. Intro. 4/16; com. sub. 5/13, 6/20; amended 6/25. 
Senate amendment revises amendment to GS 115C-238.6(a) to provide that immediately following 
plan approval by State Sup’t, and for any plans previously approved, State Board of Education 
must consider and may grant waivers of state laws, regulations, and policies pertaining to the 
matters set out in bill to enable local unit to reach its accountability goals; makes various con- 
forming changes. 


H 838. PENALTY FOR CROP DESTRUCTION. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/15. Senate committee 
substitute: (1) makes violation a misdemeanor if damage is $2,000 or less (original bill, $400 or 
less) and a Class | felony if damage is over $2,000 (original bili, over $400); and (2) changes 
effective date from July 1, 1991 to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 875. CORRECTIONS FISCAL NOTES. Intro. 4/18; amended 6/12, 6/13. Senate amendment 
changes effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 989. HOTEL GUEST ROOM CABINETS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7. Senate amendment sets a 


maximum price for non-alcholic beverages sold out of hotel liquor cabinets of ten cents per 
ounce. 
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6/10. Senate Committee substitute provides that the small employer carrier committee must com- 
plete its study of the effectiveness of this act within three years of Sept. 1, 1991 instead of within 
three years of Jan. 1, 1992. Further provides that this committee must file a progress report on 
the development of its recommended health benefit plans with the Commissioner of Insurance by 
Jan. 1, 1992. Requires the committee to give consideration to both cost-effectiveness and life- 
saving health care services in developing its recommended benefit plans and requires that the 
committee give reasons for its choice of coverage in its report to the Commissioner. Changes the 
effective date of GS 58-50-120, which creates the small employer carrier committee and GS 58-

H 1039. NATURAL GAS EXPANSION/COST. Intro. 4/22; comm. sub. 6/13; amended 6/18. House 
amendment amends GS 105-130.5(a) (additions to federal taxable income in determining state 
net income) by adding a new subdivision: the amount allowed under the tax code for depreciation 
or as an expense in lieu of depreciation for utility plant acquired by a natural gas local distribu- 
tion company, to the extent the plant is included in the company’s rate base at zero cost in 
accordance with GS 62-158 (proposed statute in the bill which would govern state funding of 
expansion of natural gas services). 


H 1073. CLARIFY BALLOT INSTRUCTIONS. Intro. 4/23; comm. sub. 5/6; amended 5/9. Senate 
amendment makes clarifying changes and deletes provision which stated that a separate ballot 
should be used for elections for members of the General Assembly unless this was impraciical. 


H 1109. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/24; com. sub. 5/10, 6/13. Senate amendment 
deletes amendment to GS 153A-427(a)(24) that would require that recyclable materials generated r 
within authority’s service area and transferred to authority be separated and delivered to specific 

locations, etc. 


H 1160. BEAR LICENSE REPEAL/RESTRICT FISHING. Intro. 5/6. House committee substitute 
adds provision, applicable only to Anson, Cabarrus, Montgomery, Richmond, and Stanly counties, 
to prohibit (1) using trap larger than two feet high, two feet wide, or five feet long as special 
device to take nongame fish from inland fishing waters; (2) using wing or lateral device with trap 
to guide, direct, or herd fish into trap; or (3) licensed person from using traps in taking nongame 
fish from inland waters for sale to place or maintain more than 10 traps in inland waters at a 
time, whether at one or several locations. Violation is misdemeanor punishable by maximum $500 
fine and six months’ imprisonment. Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 


H 1163. ASU CAPITAL PROJECT. Intro. 5/6; amended 6/20. House committee substitute makes 
clarifying and technical changes. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 17. SENATE REDISTRICTING. Intro. 2/6.Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill. 
Apportions the Senate among 34 single<.@ember and eight two-member districts, effective for the 
1992 primaries and general election. A map of the districts will appear in tomorrow’s Bulletin. 


S 20. DRIVER LICENSE EXEMPTIONS. Intro. 2/6; comm. sub. 3/19. House amendment adds vol- 

unteer rescue squad members and volunteer Emergency Medical Service (EMS) members to GS 

20-7(a)’s list of Class C licensees who are allowed to drive any fire-fighting vehicle, rescue ve- 

hicle, EMS vehicle, or combination of those vehicles, regardless of the vehicle’s gross vehicle ( 
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weight rating, when necessary in performance of duties (was, only an exception allowing volunteer 
firefighters with Class C licenses to drive fire-fighting vehicles in performance of duties). Amends 
title accordingly. 


S 320. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 3/27; amended 5/8. House 
amendment makes technical correction. 


S 336. MEDICAL DATABASE SUNSET. Intro. 3/28; comm. sub. 5/1; amended 5/2. House amend- 
ment amends GS 131E-211(f) by providing that before serving as chairman or vice-chairman of 
the NC Medical Database Comm'n, a person must have served as a member of the Comm'n for 
one year (now, two years). 


S 339. INSURANCE SUBSTANTIVE AMENDS. Intro. 3/28; comm. sub. 5/13. House committee 
substitute amends GS 58-8-35 (contingent liability printed on policy) to require specific language 
in bold type on each unlimited assessment policy (now, requires message but not specified lan- 
guage). Adds new GS 58-58-86 to provide that a charitable organization that purchases, or re- 
ceives by assignment, life Insurance on a consenting insured is deemed to have an insurable 
interest in the insured’s life. Changes the proposed new GS 58-3-102 (required response time for 
request for determination of coverage for transplants under health benefit payment mechanisms) 
by removing provision that the section applies only to health care treatments or procedures that 
are considered medically necessary by the person’s health care provider. Amends GS 58-71-186 
(penalties for violations) so that any person violating this article is guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punishable by a fine not less than $1,000 but not more than $5,000, or imprisoned for not more 
than two years, or both (was, fined and imprisoned in the court’s discretion). Amends proposed 
GS 58-71-167 (portion of bond premium payments deferred) by adding an additional required ele- 
ment of a memorandum of an agreement between a principal and surety allowing deferred pay- 
ment: memorandum must contain statement that the principal is, upon the principal’s request, 
entitled to a copy of the memorandum. Adds new GS 58-55-5, providing that no policy that condi- 
tions eligibility of benefits on prior hospitalization may be delivered in or issued for this state, 
unless the Insurer or offeror also offers a policy that does not condition eligibility of benefits on 
such a requirement. Amends GS 58-7-75 (capital and/or surplus requirement) by deleting provi- 
sion allowing Comm’r of Insurance to permit stock life insurance companies and stock casualty 
and fidelity and surety companies, under specified circumstances, to do business in the state 
even though they do not meet the basic capital/surplus requirements for organization of such 
corporations in the state: 

Amends GS 58-50-40 (willful failure to pay group insurance premiums and penalty) to pro- 
vide that insurers must give 45-day written notice (now, 30-day) to insureds that they intent to 
stop paying premiums; provides that all violations of this section are Class J felonies (now, tiered 
felony and misdemeanor penalties). Amends GS 58-50-45 to change the language of the notice 
group health and life insurers must provide insureds. New language reflects other changes in this 
bill as well as a shift from language of "named insurers” to “persons covered by the group 
policy.” Amends GS 58-36-10 (factors considered in rate setting) to provide that credits may be 
extended based on proximity to other water resources, in addition to proximity to fire hydrants 
(latter now allowed). Amends GS 58-21-65 to provide that a party may be licensed as a surplus 
lines licensee if so licensed in a bordering state, that state has substantially similar laws to this 
state in pertinent areas, and the potential licensee complies with this article. Amends GS 58-21- 
75 (records of surplus lines licensees) to provide that required records be kept open for examina- 
tion by the Comm’r for not less that three years (now, five years). Amends GS 58-1-20 (real prop- 
erty warranties) by removing warranties related to tangible personal property that is not a fixture 
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to real property from the scope of the statute. Allows parties to issue such warranties only if they 
post surety bonds of not less than $100,000 (now, surety amount is not less than $75,000). All 
changes in this paragraph, except for amendment to GS 58-21-75, are effective October 1, 1991. 

Changes effective date for changes in GS 58-51-30 (policies to cover newborn infants and 
adopted children) from Oct. 1, 1991 to Sept. 1, 1991. 


S 396. VOTING STOCK BY FIDUCIARY. Intro. 4/1. House amendment changes effective date 
from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 472. DRIVER’S LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 4/3; comm. sub. 6/13, 6/20. Senate amendment 
provides that the Div’n of Motor Vehicles may issue a new license to one whose license has been 
revoked upon satisfactory proof that former licénsee has not been convicted within the revocation 
period of a moving violation (underlined word added) or any alcohol or drug offense. 


S 585. DURHAM ASSESSMENTS/LOCAL ROOM TAXES. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute 
adds following provisions to original bill (Durham special assessments): (1) amends Ch. 296, SL 
1991 to delete 3% discount for business operator who collects Mooresville occupancy tax; (2) 
authorizes Rutherford County Comm'rs to levy occupancy tax up to 6% of gross receipts derived 
from rental of room, lodging, etc. by motel, tourist camp, etc.; exempts nonprofit organizations. 
Net proceeds to go to Rutherford Tourism Development Auth’y (created by act) to promote travel, 
tourism, retirement, and conventions in county. 


S 606. WAKE JAIL FEES. Intro. 4/15. Senate amendment increases daily jail fee in Wake County 
from $5 to $20 and deletes authority of county comm’rs or city council to set jail fee. 


S 640. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES-2. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 6/24. Senate amend- 
ment provides that the words “at Chapel Hill” or “UNC-CH” may not appear on a collegiate. 
license plate. 


S 716. GRAND JURY DRUG INVESTIGATIONS. Intro. 4/22. House committee substitute adds 
provision that amends GS 15A-623(h) to permit record of examination of grand jury witness to be 
used in trial to extent relevant and otherwise admissible (now, may be used only to corroborate or 
to impeach witness). 


S 774. PROBATE ACCOUNTING PERIOD. Intro. 4/24. House amendment changes effective date 
from ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 792. FALSE BOMB ALARM/FELONY. Intro. 4/24; amended 5/14. House committee substitute 
amends proposed GS 14-69.1(b) and GS 14-69.2(b) to make first offense a misdemeanor punish- 
able by minimum 100 hours of mandatory community service and second offense a Class | felony 
(original bill made first offense a Class | felony).

H 281. RAIL CORRIDOR PURCHASE. Intro. 3/21. Senate amendment amends GS 136-44.20(d) to 
authorize Dep’t of Transportation to develop economical transit alternatives to highway construc- 


tion, Including vehicle lanes, rail routes and railroad access to industrial facilities. Makes technical 
amendment to GS 136-17.2. 


H 308. LOCKBOX/CREDIT CARD TAX COLLECTION. Intro. 3/25; comm. sub. 4/23. Senate com- 
mittee substitute amends GS 105-357(b) to allow local tax collectors to accept tax payments by 
iz credit card and to add a fee to each such credit card transaction to offset any service charge. 
ke Amends title accordingly. 





H 450. CLARIFY TRADEMARK REGISTRATION. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/23; amended 6/10. 
Senate committee substitute amends GS 80-1 to include in definition of “use of a mark” services 
being offered and available to be rendered in this State. Amends GS 80-3 to require application 
a for registration of mark to include physical location at which services are being rendered or of- 
fered (underlined words added). Amends GS 80-5 to provide that registration of marks obtained 

| previously continue in force for 10-year term in effect Oct. 1, 1991 without need to submit evi- 

t dence of current use of mark during term. 





H 482. THIRD PARTY ADMIN. REWRITE. intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/26, 6/13. Senate amendment 
rewrites proposed GS 58-56-2(c.) to exempt from definition of third party administrator an insurer 
licensed under Articles 1-67 of GS Ch. 58 or who is acting as insurer for policy issued and deliv- 
ered by it and under laws of state in which insurer is licensed to write insurance, and makes 
other technical changes. 





H 512. SEDIMENTATION CONTROL COMMISSION. Intro. 4/1. Senate commitiee substitute: (1) 
adds new member to comm’n, a professional engineer registered under GS Ch. 89C nominated 
by Professional Engineers of NC, Inc.; (2) specifies staggered three-year terms of office for 
comm’n members; (3) requires that comm’n and Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources implement act’s provisions from appropriated or available funds; and (4) changes ef- 
fective date from ratification to July 1, 1991.

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H 542. CHILD SUPPORT REFORM. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute provides that by 
October 1, 1991, the Dep’t of Human Resources and the AOC must select up to six counties in 
which to implement a restructured state-supervised child support system on a demonstration 
basis. On or before August 15, 1992, these officials must report to the Child Support Oversight 
Commission concerning the demonstration project. Before July 1, 1994, the new. system may be 
implemented in any county with the approval of county commissioners. The new system must be 
implemented in the state’s remaining counties no later than July 1, 1994. 

Amends GS 110-141 to provide that the entity (county commissioners or DHR) providing 
child support administration prior to July 1, 1994, must continue to administer after that date. 
Adds new GS 50-40 (purposes), 50-41 (definitions), 50-42 (method of payment and enforcement in 
existing cases shall remain as previously implemented), and 50-43 (method of payment and en- 
forcement for new cases and modified orders in existing cases) to govern demonstration project. 
Provides that all child support cases shall be treated as IV-D cases. GS 50-33(a) (waiver of expe- 
dited process) and GS 50-13.9(a) and (b) (procedures for insuring child support payment) shall 
not apply in the demonstration counties. 

Proposed GS 50-43 provides that in new cases, or cases with modified orders, in which 
payment is through the clerk, child support payments must be made to the clerk of superior 
court, who transmits the payment to the DHR for disbursement. Provides that child support en- 
forcement agency has sole responsibility and authority for monitoring compliance with child sup- 
port orders. The clerk must maintain all official records, including the amount of payment and 
dates of receipt and transmittal to the DHR. The child support enforcement agency must maintain 
any other records needed to monitor compliance. A court may order direct payment of child sup- 
port with consent, in a written agreement, of the payor and waiver of immediate income withhold- 
ing. Agreement must be signed by each party and the attorney of record and filed with the clerk. 
A proceeding to enforce direct payment must be initiated by the obligee personally or through a 
private attorney until the obligee begins to receive child support sevices from as child support 
enforcement agency. If such services are provided, the clerk must be notified by the agency. The 
clerk must promptly enter without further notice and hearing an order for payment when: (1) a 
copy of a notice of obligation to withhold, with a copy of a certificate showing proper service on 
the named obligor, is filed with the clerk; (2) the records of the court show income withholding 
has been implemented; and (3) a child support enforcement agency notifies the clerk that any 
obligee is receiving child support services. 

Amends GS 52-3 to provide that a prosecuting attorney is any attorney who represents a 
child support enforcement agency under Title IV-D (now, provides that it is the district attorney). 
Makes conforming amendments in GS 52A-9 and GS 52A-10.1. Amends GS 14-322 (abandon- 
ment) by deleting section (d), which provided that willful neglect or refusal to provide adequate 
support for a parent’s child meant that parent was guilty of a misdemeanor. Amends GS 49-14 
(civil action to establish paternity) by providing that in a contested case the court must, on motion 
of any party, order that the allege-parent defendant, the known natural parent, and the child 
submit to any blood, DNA, genetic, or other similar tests for establishing or disproving parentage. 
Results of such tests must be admitted in evidence when offered by a duly qualified person. 

Adds new GS 7A-114 (clerk of superior court as child support hearing officer) and new GS 
7A-133.1 (magistrates designated as child support hearing officers). Latter section provides that 
magistrates designated as hearing officers shall not be considered in determining whether the 
county has the minimum or maximum number of magistrates, if the AOC determines that child 
support work requires, on average, half or mor of the magistrate’s time each month. Amends GS 
50-13.4 by providing that a court may order any obligor to make support payments after a child 
reaches 18 if payments are necessary to pay any child support arrearage that accrued prior to 
the child’s 18th birthday. Amends same section by providing that income withholding, as provided 
in GS Chapter 110, Article 9, is available for enforcement of child support either by motion in the 
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cause in the original child support case or by any independent proceeding provided by Article 9. 
Provides that listed remedies may be Imposed in addition to or in substitution for one another. 
Modifies definition of “mistake of fact” under GS 110-129 to include situations in which an obligor 
should have less withheld because the rate of withholding exceeds the amount of child support in 
the operative support order. Amends GS 110-136.3(d) (interstate cases) to provide that the sub- 
section does not preclude Chapter 52A remedies. 

Modifies prior version’s provision of a child support oversight commission by: (1) expanding 
membership from 16 to 19, (2) reducing by 3 the number of Senators and Representatives who 
are a part of the comm’'n, adding four members appointed by the AOC, adding four members 
appointed by DHR, and adding one member appointed by the NC Association of County 
Comm'rs, (3) requiring a report to the the General Assembly concerning proposed legislation on 
specified topics by February 1, 1993. Modifies proposed GS 120-70.87 by increasing comm’n 
quorum from 9 to 10. 

Amends the 1991 Sessions Laws by providing a section concerning financing this demon- 
stration project. Creates in the DHR a nonreverting child support reform implementation fund, in 
which federal and other matching funds available to match child support enforcement are to be 
collected. The fund may be used only to pay child support reform implementation expenses. 
Require that DHR and the AOC take steps to separate out and document all such expenses. 
Appropriates no new funds, but allows the DHR, with OMB approval, to use other appropriated 
funds to make up any difference between available funding from the child support reform imple- 
mentation fund and the costs of the project. 


H 564. DIETETICS/NUTRITION PRACTICE ACT. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute adds new 
GS 90, Art. 25 (was new GS Ch. 90D), "Dietetics/Nutrition.” Identical to proposed GS Ch. 90D, 
except (1) deletes requirement for licensure that applicant maintain membership in American 
Institute of Nutrition, American Society for Clinical Nutrition, or American Board of Nutrition; (2) 
adds to list of persons and practices not affected by the act, at GS 90-368, a person who does 
not hold himself out to be a dietitian or nutritionist when that person furnishes nutrition Informa- 
tion; and (2) adds GS 90-369 to bar third-party reimbursement to persons licenced under the act, 
and requires any proposed substantive change to act to be reviewed and approved by Legislative 
Committee on New Licensing Boards. 


H 621. CONTINUING INSURANCE EDUCATION. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. 5/2. Senate committee 
substitute increases the bill’s proposed number of minimum hours of continuing education for 
insurance agents holding more than one license under GS 58-33-25(c) from 12 to 18 hours. 
Deletes provision allowing some persons holding licenses under GS 58-33-25(c)(1) or (c)(2) to take 
course instruction rather than written examination covering principles of Medicare supplement and 
long-term care insurance. Deletes repeal of section 10 of Chapter 941 of the 1989 Session Laws 
(requiring that all life, accident, and health or accident and health agents duly licensed on Jan. 1, 
1991 comply with educational and examination requirements of the Chapter by June 30, 1991). 


H 662. UNCLAIMED PROPERTY CHANGES. Intro. 4/10; comm. sub. 5/30. Conference report 
concurs In Senate committee substitute except modifies the amendment to GS 66-67(a) so that 
certified mail, return receipt requested, must be sent to last known address of owner of garment 
stating that garment will be disposed of unless it is redeemed within 30 days of mailing of notice. 


H 895. MOTOR VEHICLE WARRANTY WORK. Intro. 4/18; amended 5/10. Senate amendment 


amends GS 20-305. 1(f) (auto dealer warranty obligations) to provide that the bill does not apply to 
manufacturers and dealers of motorcycles as defined in GS 20-4.01(27).

H 918. INSURANCE EMPLOYEES ACTIVITIES. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/9. Senate committee 
substitute amends GS 58-33-25(0) to permit agency office employees to accept applications per- 
sonally underwritten by the agent, provided activity does not constitute interpretation of policies, 
sale or negotiation of policies, underwriting, or verification of applications. Makes stylistic change 
to GS 58-37-35(g), and adds provision that designated agent who is disabled or retiring, or estate 
of agent, may transfer designation to other agent meeting requirements of this section. 


H 989. HOTEL GUEST ROOM CABINETS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7; amended 6/26. Senate 
amendments: (1) delete amendment adopted 6/26/91 providing that non-alcoholic beverage sold 
out of cabinet may not exceed price of ten cents per ounce; (2) provide that permitee must 
provide reasonable number of vending machines, coolers, or similar machines on premises for 
sale of soft drinks to hotel guests; and (3) provide that act also applies to those counties with 
population exceeding 150,000 by last federal census.

S 9. SUP’T CHAIR STATE EDUC. BOARD. Intro. 1/31. House committee substitute amends GS 


115C-11 (Board organization and procedures) so that the Sup’t of Public Instruction, as the chair- 
man of the State Board of Education, will determine the agenda at all Board meetings. Provides 


that the chairman may appoint from the Board’s membership committees as he deems necessary 


to facilitate its business (now, Board may create committees). 


S$ 12. APA RULE MAKING APPLICABILITY. Intro. 2/5; amended 5/9. House amendmeni #1 
changes effective date of act from July 1, 1991 to October 1, 1991. House amendment #2 
amends GS 150B-1(d)(4) to make the Dep’t of Revenue subject to the rulemaking procedures of 
the Administrative Procedure Act. Amends GS 150B-2(8a)f to exclude from definition of term 
"rule" requirements communicated to the public by use of signs or symbols concerning the use 
of public roads, bridges, ferries, buildings, or facilities (underlined words added). Makes conform- 
ing change to GS 105-262. Repeals SL 1991, Ch. 418, Sec. 15, which amended GS 148-11 to 
require Sec’y of Correction to file rules with Codifier of Rules. 


S 232. ELECT GOVERNOR EVEN-NUMBER YEAR-2. Intro. 3/14; comm. sub. 4/11; amended 5/9. 
House committee substitute revises proposed constitutional amendment to move election of 
Governor, Lt. Governor, and Council of State members to even-numbered years, beginning with 
1994 elections. Provides for transitional two-year term for Governor, Lt. Governor, and Council of 
State members elected in 1992. For purposes of constitutional provision limiting Governor and Lt. 
Governor to two successive terms, provides that the two-year transitional term is to be consecu- 
tive to the term that began Jan. 1, 1989, or the term that will begin Jan. 1, 1995. 


S 314. PRISON INDUSTRY FUNDS. Intro. 3/27. Senate amendment deletes $25,000 appropriation 
from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Correction and provides that Dep’t shall use funds avail- 
able to it, including the Prison Enterprises Fund. 


S 369. PERMANENT PLATES ON TRAILERS. Intro. 3/27. Senate amendment amends GS 20- 
88(c) to permit Dep’t of Motor Vehicles to issue multiyear plate to owner of animal, camping, boat 
or other utility trailer to be towed by private vehicle whose GVWR is 4,500 pounds or less. 


S 370. TAX ON TRADED-IN ITEMS. Senate material amendment effectively rewrites bill so it now 
provides as follows: Adds new GS 105-164.3(16)g. to provide that sales price of an article in- 

cludes amount of allowance given by seller for tangible personal property taken in trade as partial 
payment for purchased article; sales price of an article taken in trade is also subject to sales and 
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use tax. Amends GS 105-164.13(16) to provide that exemption from retail sales and use tax ap- 
plies to resale of articles repossessed by vendor to extent the tax has been paid on sales price in 
Original sale. Effective Aug. 1, 1991. 


S 376. MH/DD/SAS JAILS RECOMMENDATIONS. Intro. 3/28. House amendment states that 
adoption of recommendations shall not be considered to require additional appropriations or to 
create any additional right to services. 


S 449. COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS PERMITS. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/29. House committee 
substitute rewrites proposed GS 130A-328(b) to set fees for issuance or renewal of permit to 
operate community water system as follows: 


Number of persons served Fee 
100 or fewer $150 
Over 100 up to 500 175 
Over 3,300 up to 5,000 450 
Over 5,000 up to 10,000 550 
Over 10,000 up to 50,000 650 
More than 50,000 850 


S 688. UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE-2. Intro. 4/18; comm. sub. 6/19; amended 5/15. 
Senate amendment provides that the act will not affect claims arising before, nor litigation pend- 
ing on, the effective date of the substantive portions of the act (was, will not affect litigation 
pending on that effective date). 


S 721. VEHICLE EXTENDED WARRANTY ACT. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 6/6. Senate amendment 
modifies exemption from proposed GS 58-1-30 to make it apply to home dealer licensed in NC 
who makes or (was, and) administers its own service agreements without association with any 
other entity. 


S 732. PROJECT GENESIS ESTABLISHED. Intro. 4/22; comm. sub. 5/1. Senate amendment 
amends GS 115C-238.13(c) to provide local board to secure private funding for any additional 
nonstate and nonlocal funds required for project before awarding contract to team to operate 
selected school, and amends GS 115C-238.14 to provide that total amount of State funds for 
project not to exceed amount typically available for a school with that average daily membership. 


S 762. DRUG POSSESSION IN PRISON. Intro. 4/24; amended 5/9. House amendment makes it 
clear that a person convicted of possession of a controlled substance in prison or jail, under GS 
90-95(a)(3), must serve a minimum mandatory prison term of no less than two years. 


S 788. CLEAN AIR DEMONSTRATION. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute: (1) provides that 
Division of Motor Fleet Management of Dep’t of Administration to share act’s duties with Energy 
Division of Dept’ of Economic and Community Development; and (2) authorizes (original bill, re- 

quires) demonstration project using natural gas in state-owned vehicles. 


S 863. STANDARDS LAB FEES ESTABLISHED. Intro. 5/6; amended 6/19. Senate amendment 
makes technical correction and makes entire act effective October 1, 1991. 


S 893. ESC RESERVE FUND. Intro. 5/9; comm. sub. 5/27. Senate committee substitute amends 
GS 96-5(f) (employment security reserve fund) and GS 96-9(b)(3)j (unemployment insurance contri- 
butions) to change bill’s proposed date of reference for determining whether collection of tax is 
necessary under each provision from Aug. 1, 1986 to July 31, 1986. 
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S 934. SATELLITE JAIL COMMITMENT. Intro. 5/13. House amendment adds provision that 
amends GS 15A-1340.2(2) (definition of jail) to provide that for purposes of GS 15A-1355(c) (credit 
for good behavior), satellite jail/work release unit is considered a local confinement facility.

SENATOR, AND FAVORING CONTINUANCE OF THE LIMITED ANTITRUST EXEMPTION FOR THE 

BUSINESS OF INSURANCE AS PRESENTLY PROVIDED IN THE MCCARRAN-FERGUSON ACT OF 
) 1945." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Rules. 


S 963. RAISE STATE SALES TAX TO 4%. "TO INCREASE THE STATE SALES TAX BY ONE CENT.” 
Effective July 8, 1991, amends GS 105-164.4 to increase the general state sales tax to 4% (now, 
3%), and makes numerous conforming, editorial, and technical changes in the sales tax statutes. 
Makes no other substantive change in state or local sales tax rates or coverage. Provides that 
sales tax increase does not apply to construction materials purchased to fulfill lump sum or unit 
price contract entered into or awarded on basis of bid submitted before effective date of in- 
crease. Authorizes Dep't of Revenue to retain $450,000 from sales tax collections during July, 
1991, to offset additional costs of implementing tax increase.

However, two or more units may allocate 
among themselves the functions, duties, etc. for jointly operating such a system service in same 
area within county, provided only one unit may levy fee under act within joint service area.

S 42. BANKING TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 2/7; comm. sub. 3/26. House committee sub- 
stitute adds provisions in proposed GS 53-107.1(d) and GS 53-107.2 that all civil money penalties 
collected under those sections must be deposited in General Fund. 


S 70. FOREIGN BANK REGULATION. Intro. 2/13; comm. sub. 4/29; comm. sub. 5/15. House 
committee substitute makes numerous stylistic changes, and makes technical correction to GS 
53-232.2(a)(1). Deletes provision in GS 53-232.4(a) concering use of legal and financial terms. 
Adds new GS 53-232.8(e) to provide that no international banking corporation may be licensed to 
maintain both international bank branches and international bank agencies in the State. Deletes 
provision in GS 53-232.9(f) requiring Comm ’r of Banks to issue rules on permissible powers of 
international bank agencies. Makes technical corrections to GS 7A-29(a). 


S 227. FRATERNAL BENEFIT SOCIETIES. Intro. 3/13; comm. sub. 6/17. Conference report con- 
curs in House committee substitute with the following changes: (1) provides that, instead of taking 
supplemental written examination, persons holding licenses on Dec. 31, 1990 (was, Dec. 31, 
1991) under GS 58-33-25(c)(1) or (c)(2) may complete six credit hours in course instruction on 
Medicare supplement and long-term care insurance; and (2) repeals Sec. 10, Ch. 941, SL 1989 
(requires that life, accident, and health insurance agents licensed on Jan. 1, 1991 have until June 
30, 1991 to comply with chapter’s provisions in order to sell Medicare supplement or long-term 
care insurance policies). 
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S 230. DEATH BENEFIT DATE CHANGE. Intro. 3/13. Senate amendment deletes appropriation 
provisions. 


S 350. LIBRARY/HISTORY MUSEUM OPERATIONS. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute adds 
following provisions to original bill and amends title accordingly. Amends GS 143B-90 (State 
Library Comm'n powers) by deleting these functions: (1) suggest programs to aid in statewide 
library development, (2) evaluate and approve the state public library developments plan, (3) 
evaluate and approve the state multitype library cooperation plan, (4) evaluate and approve feder- 
ally funded library programs plan, (5) evaluate and approve library acquisition policies, and (6) 
serve as a search committee to select the Director of the Div’n of State Library. Adds the follow- 
ing functions: (1) work for the financial support of statewide and local public library services, (2) 
work for the financial support of statewide interlibrary services, (3) aid and advise Secretary of 
Cultural Resources, (4) aid and advise the Secretary on the recruitment and appointment of the 
State Librarian. 

Amends GS 143B-91 (State Library Comm'n membership, selection) by increasing from 11 
to 15 the number of members. Members will be appointed in the following manner: (1) eight (now 
six) to be chosen by the Governor, (2) one appointed by the Lieutenant Govenor, (3) one by the 
speaker of the House, (4) three members (now one) appointed by the NC Public Library Directors 
Ass'n. Two members must be officers of, or appointed by, the NC Library Ass’n’s Board of 
Directors. The State Librarian Is an ex officio member who acts as secretary to the comm’n. 
Appointment terms are for four years (now, six years), and no appointee shall serve more than 
two successive terms. Provides that the comm’n must meet at least twice a year. Establishes 
standing committees from the Comm'n’s membership to adviSe the Secretary. These include: 
public library development, interlibrary cooperation, and state gov’t information services. 

Amends GS 121-4 (powers and duties of the Dep’t of Cultural Resources) to allow the 
Dep’t to enter into an agreement with a private nonprofit corporation for the management of fa- 
cilities to provide food and beverages at the NC Museum of History. Net proceeds from the ar- 
rangement must be devoted to the work of the Dep’t. Allows for contracting with private person or 
corporations for operating the refreshment facilities. 


S 433. NASH SOLID WASTE FEES. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 6/20. Adds Pitt and Chatham Counties 
to the bill. Adds provision that property served by a private contractor who disposes of that prop- 
erty’s garbage, refuse, and solid waste in a facility provided by that contractor is not considered 
to benefit from any disposal facility provided by the county, and the property cannot be required 
to pay the fee Imposed by the county for the availability of a county-provided disposal facility. 
Provides that the provision that fees established under this section may only be imposed on those 
who use the facility does not apply in Pitt County. 


S 669. PORK PROMOTION ASSESSMENT. Intro. 4/11; amended 5/15. House committee substi- 
tute amends GS 106-792 to define buyer as any person engaged as commission merchant, auc- 
tion market, or livestock market receiving porcine animals for sale; to define market as selling, 
slaughtering for sale, or otherwise disposing of porcine animal in commerce; to define person as 
individual, partnership, firm or corporation; to define porcine animal as swine raised for seed 
stock, market hogs, or slaughter; and to define pork producer as person who resides in North 
Carolina, owns, manages, or has a financial interest in pork production, and is actively involved in 
production of porcine animals. Amends GS 106-793 to permit all pork producers to vote in refer- 
endum on assessment. 


S 935. INCREASE MARRIAGE LICENSE FEES. Intro. 5/13. Senate committee substitute makes 
technical corrections and stylistic changes. 
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S 943. WATER TRANSFER REGISTRATION. Intro. 5/14. Senate committee substitute modifies 
proposed GS 143-215.22B so it requires any person who withdraws 1 million gallons or more from 
the surface waters of the state or transfers 1 million gallons or more from one river basin to 
another to register the withdrawal or transfer with Environmental Management Comm'n. Person 
must provide comm’n with (1) maximum daily amount of water withdrawal or transfer expressed in 
million of gallons per day; and (2) location of points of withdrawal and discharge and capacity of 
each facility used to make withdrawal or transfer. Person planning to initiate new water withdrawal 
or transfer must register withdrawal or transfer with comm’n at least one year before submitting 
plans and specifications to dep’t. Requires that withdrawals and transfers of surface waters that 
are existing or planned on act's effective date (July 1, 1991) must be registered by Jan. 1, 1992. 
Amends title accordingly. 


S 961. CONTINUING BUDGET AUTHORIZATION. Intro. 6/25. House amendments: (1) make act 
effective July 1, 1991 and expire July 6, 1991; and (2) add provision, effective July 1, 1991, that 
Dep’t of Human Resources to operate Wake County Youth Detention Facility as a regional deten- 
tlon facility; available dep’t funds to be used for facility's operational expenses.

Exempts Alamance County from the requirements of GS 143-128, 143-129, 143-131 and 
143-132, which govern public contracts, for the purpose of entering into contracts to repair the 
Alamance County courthouse. Provides that in funding contracts to repair the courthouse, 
Alamance County must comply with the property tax rate limitations set forth in GS 153A-149(c).

Committee substitute replaces original bill with an "ACT TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN CITIES AND

Repeals 
GS 113A-37 which gave the Secretary authority to raise the classification of rivers within the 
scenic river system. Deletes provision in GS 113A-38 which directed the Department of 
Administration to acquire scenic easements rather than acquiring title in fee simple, when appro- 
priate. Amends GS 113A-45 to provide that land use rules established by the Department of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources, pursuant to this section, must be adopted by the 
Department before the Secretary may designate a river as part of the scenic river system under 
GS 113A-36(f). 


S 338. INSURANCE DEPARTMENT FEES. Intro. 3/28. House amendment changes the examina- 
tion fee for professional bondsman from $25 to $20. 


S 402. STUDENT ACCESS STATE TELEPHONE. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 5/8. Senate amendment 
makes technical change. 


S 465. TRANSFER COMMUNITY PENALTIES. Intro. 4/2. Amended 4/10. House Comm. Sub. 6/21. 
House amendment deletes the explicit appropriation for the 1991-93 biennium and deletes the 
requirement that the transfer be carried out within 45 days of ratification. Changes effective date 
from 30 days after ratification to July 1, 1991. 


S 531. CHEROKEE INDIANS SOLID WASTE. Intro. 4/10. House committee substitute recasts the 
bill as amendments to GS 153A-421(a) and GS 159l-(a)(13), defining the Eastern Band of the 
Cherokee Indians In North Carolina as a unlit of local government for purposes regional solid 
waste management authorities and loans from the Solid Waste Management Capital Projects 
Financing Authority. Adds GS 153A-430(c) and GS 1591-10(d) providing that a unit of local govern- 
ment that is exempt from compliance with federal or state laws concerning solid waste manage- 
ment or environmental protection must, as a condition to becoming a member of a regional solid 
waste authority or obtaining financing from the Financing Authority, agree to comply with and be 
bound by such laws. 


S 694. SOCIAL WORKER CERTIFICATION. Intro. 4/18; amended 6/20. Senate committee substi- 
tute amends proposed change in GS 90B-3 by adding definitions for certified clinical social 
worker, certified master social worker, certified social work manager, certified social worker, 
public practice of social work, and social worker. Deletes prior version’s allowance of temporary 
certification of social workers under GS 90B-4 (prohibitions against practice without certification). 
Amends GS 90B-7 (qualifications) by allowing the Board for Social Work to issue provisional 2- 
year certificates in clinical social work to persons holding masters’ or doctors’ degrees in social 
work from an approved program, provided that person practices under the supervision of a certi- 
fied Clinical Social Worker or approved alternate (was, can grant temporary certificate to persons 
who meet all certification requirements, except for two years of acceptable and appropriate clini- 
cal experience). Changes proposed amendment to GS 90B-10 (certification exemptions) by pro- 
viding that an employee engaged in clinical social work practice exclusively for one of the 
following need not meet certain certification requirements: employees of the state or a political 
subdivision or a local government, employees of a hospital or health care facility licensed under 
GS Ch. 122C or GS Ch. 131E (was, only exception for the hospital or health care facility em- 
ployees). Moves provision that act does not authorize third-party reimbursements from GS 90B-4 
to new GS 90B-14. Repeals GS 90B-10(b)(3)a, effective January 1, 1998. Otherwise, makes act 
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effective Jan. 1, 1993. 


S 935. INCREASE MARRIAGE LICENSE FEES. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. 6/28. Senate amendment 
requires the register of deeds to inform applicants for a marriage license that $20 of the fee will 
be used for a domestic violence program.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 20. MOTOR VEHICLE PROPERTY TAX. Intro. 2/5; comm. sub. 3/20. Senate committee substi- 
tute makes technical change, changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1993 (was, Jan. 1, 1992), and 
specifies that the new method of taxing motor vehicles will first apply to vehicles registered In — 
March 1993 and those whose registration expires in March 1993. 


H 80. TRANSIT AUTHORITY TAX. Intro. 2/18; comm. sub. 5/1; amended 5/8. Senate committee 

substitute replaces original bill with a bill "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE A REGIONAL 

TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY TO LEVY A VEHICLE REGISTRATION TAX.” Amends GS 160, 
| Article 26 (Regional Transit Authority) by providing that the Authority may levy an annual vehicle 
4 registration tax not to exceed $5 on any motor vehicle with a tax situs within its territorial jurisdic- 
| tion. No Authority may levy tax without a resolution approving the levy from the special tax board 
of that Authority and the board of county commissioners of each county organizing the Authority, 
unless the levy is necessary for debt service on bonds or notes that those boards have previously 
approved. 

Provides that motor vehicles subject to this levy must be taxable under GS 20-87(1), (2), (4), 
(5), (6), and (7) and GS 20-88. Provides that the fact that the county listed by the owner as the 
county where the vehicle is subject to ad valorem taxation is within the Authority’s territorial ju- 
risdiction is prima facie evidence that the vehicle may be taxed. The tax’s purpose is to raise 
revenue for capital and operating expenses associated with providing a public transportation 
system. Allows the Authority’s Board of Trustees to levy tax by passage of resolution, after at 
least ten days of public notice and a public hearing. Provides for collection, a process for modifi- 
cation and repeal of tax, a process of distribution, and a 2% limit on administrative expenditures 
of funds raised under the levy. , 

Amends GS 105-314(a) to require motor vehicle owners to specify the county in which 
owned vehicles are subject to ad valorem taxation when they apply for license tag renewal (now, 
provide county only at initial application). Makes it a misdemeanor to knowingly mis-state the 
county of ad valorem taxation. Adds new GS 160-624 (additional revenue sources), allowing that 
the Authority may recommend to the General Assembly additional revenue sources, including driv- 
ers license fees and sales tax on auto parts. However, the General Assembly must approve any 
new revenue source. Amends GS 160A-617 (bonds) to provide that the board of county com- 
missioners must approve by resolution any issuance of bonds under the Local Government Bond 
Act for the Authority. Amends GS 159-51 to also require approval by the board of county com- 
missioners for bond issuance for the Authority. 
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H 86. SOLID WASTE FEES. Intro 2/18; comm. sub. 6/12; amended 6/17,6/19. Senate committee 
substitute differs from amended House committee substitute in following ways: (1) limits regulatory 
authority of county to disposal facilities provided by the county; (2) prohibits city or county from 
imposing availability fee on property whose solid waste is collected by by a city, county, or private 
contractor if collection fee imposed includes a charge for the availability and use of a facility 
provided by the city or county; (3) authorizes a city or county to consider incidental costs of 
handling waste at a facility in determining costs for fee purposes and allows aggregation of costs 
of differnt county facilities in setting availability charge; and (4) makes various technical changes. 


H 124. WATERSHED PROGRAM AMENDMENTS-2. Intro. 2/21. Senate committee substitute 
changes title of bill to “AN ACT TO AMEND THE WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED PROTECTION 
STATUTES TO CLARIFY LOCAL AND STATE POWER AND DUTIES.” Comparable to S 448 but 
differs from that bill In following ways: (1) specifically authorizes the EMC to adopt rules requiring 
that any permit issued by a local gov’t for development conducted by local unit must be approved 
by EMC prior to issuance; (2) directs that any variance from statewide standards must be ap- 
proved by EMC prior to issuance of permit by local unit; (3) vests authority over development 
activities conducted by state in EMC except to extent they are subject to local zoning; (4) re- 
quires local governments that adopt watershed standards that exceed state’s to adopt them by 
ordinance only after complying with notice requirements applicable to zoning amendments; (5) 
allows the EMC to designate another state agency to administer watershed requirements applica- 
ble to agriculture and silviculture, but if designation made, local government regulations may not 
apply to such activities; (6) prohibits local governments from adopting requirements applicable to 
these activities that are more restrictive than those adopted by EMC, if EMC retains jurisdiction; 
(7) deletes authorization for EMC to void permit issued illegally by local government; anc (8) 
makes civil penalty imposed by EMC against local government applicable only to willful failure to 
administer or enforce program in substantial compliance with state requirements. 


H 134. REGIONAL WASTE AUTHORITY POWERS. Intro. 2/21; comm. sub. 4/4. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE POWER OF REGIONAL SOLID 
WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITIES TO REGULATE THE FLOW OF NONHAZARDOUS SOLID 
WASTE". Amends GS 153A-427(a)(24) to limit the power of regional authorities to require separa- 
tion and delivery of recyclable materials to those materials generated within the authority’s service 
area and transferred to the authority. Amends GS 153A-421(d) to define “transferred” to include 
placing at or delivering to a place used by, agreed to, or owned, operated, or designated by the 
authority. 


H 136. SOLID WASTE INCINERATOR BANS. Intro. 2/21; comm. sub. 5/2. Senate committee sub- 
stitute: (1) provides that restrictions on incineration of yard trash and wooden pallets do not apply 
to an incinerator for which a permit was issued before July 1, 1991, and (2) remove lead-acid 
batteries from bill’s coverage. 


H 165. LOW-INCOME HOUSING PRESERVATION. Intro. 2/25; amended 3/28,4/15. Senate 
amendment authorizes any organization that has filed a written request for notice to challenge the 
failure to mail such a notice (now, only a nonprofit organization that has filed such notice may do 
SO). 


H 233. STANLY AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 3/11. Senate amendment changes effective date 
from April 1, 1991 to date of ratification. 
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H 366. LGERS CREDITABLE SICK LEAVE. Intro. 3/28. Senate amendment adds to bill a provi- 
sion that no post-retirement increases will be granted for 1991 to state and local government 
employee retirees until the General Assembly gives this issue consideration in the 1992 Regular 
Session. 


H 370. ANNEXATION DOCUMENTS FILED. Intro. 3/28; comm. sub. 4/22; amended 7/1. Senate 
amendment adds provision that failure to file annexation documents within 30 days will not affect 
the validity of the annexation. 


H 413. INCREASE FINES FOR LITTERING. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/19, 6/28. Senate amendment 
changes the GS 14-399 littering violation resulting in a drivers license point from “use” to "opera- 
tion” of a motor vehicle. Deletes prior version’s requirement that in the event an adjudication on 
GS 14-399 is withheld against a defendant or imposition of a sentence Is withheld, deferred, or 
suspended a court must forward a record of a finding of guilt under that statute involving the 
operation of a motor vehicle to the DMV. 





H 419. REVIVAL OF WILL PROVISIONS. Intro. 4/1; amended 5/9. Senate committee substitute 
differs from original bill in following ways: (1) extends provisions of original bill to refer to "pur- 
ported former spouses” as well as former spouses; (2) deletes amendment to GS 31-5.8 that 
would have provided that revocation by subsequent writing or by burning, tearing, etc. of a will 
that itself revokes the prior will does not revive the prior will unless it is evident that testator 
intended to do so; and (3) makes technical changes. 


H 452. PUBLIC HEALTH FEES. Intro. 4/1. House amendment amends GS 130A-248(d) (public 
health regulation of restaurants and hotels) so that no more than one third of annual fees col- 
lected by the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to support public health pro- 
grams may be used to support State health programs and activities. The remainder is to be 
credited to the General Fund. 


H 491. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 4/1; amended 6/20,6/26. Senate amendment adds to list 
of authorized self-liquidating capital projects a parking deck for the new School of Business 
Administration at UNC-Chapel Hill, $5,239,300. 


H 544. NON-TAX-PAID FUEL CIVIL PENALTY. Intro. 4/1. Senate committee substitute recodifies 
penalties for dispensing non-tax-paid motor fuel as GS 105-441.1 and changes the amount of the 
penalties to $75 for dispensing less than 25 gallons, $150 for dispensing between 25 and 50 
gallons and $300 for dispensing more than 50 gallons. Provides that these penalties are payable 
to the Dep’t of Transportation, the Division of Motor Vehicles or the Dep’t of Revenue. Provides 
for a hearing within the Dep’t of Revenue for persons protesting the assessment of such penal- 
ties. 

Amends GS 105-449.24 to provide that the same penalties for dispensing non-tax-paid 
motor fuel apply to dispensing non-tax-paid special fuels used to power motor vehicles. Amends 
GS 20-88.1 to require the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles to suspend or revoke the registration of 
vehicles for nonpayment of penalties assessed under GS 105-441.1 or GS 105-449.24. Deletes 
amendment to GS 105-449.34 contained in original bill. 


H 597. SBI DAY CARE ABUSE TASK FORCE. Intro. 4/4; comm. sub. 5/7. Senate committee 
substitute changes proposed amendments to GS 7A-544 by requiring that the State Bureau of 
Investigation must (was, may), as expeditiously as possible, send a task force to investigate inci- 
dents of alleged day care center sexual abuse reported to the SBI by the Director of the Dep't of 
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Social Services. Makes same change in proposed amendment to GS 7A-548 (outlining DSS 
Director’s duties to report abuse). Changes the proposed GS 114-15.3 to similarly reflect that the 
SBI must, rather than may, investigate reports of sexual abuse from directors of county depart- 
ments of social services. 


H 740. BRUNSWICK CC SECURITY INTERESTS. Intro. 4/15; amended 5/9. Senate committee 
substitute replaces original bill with a bill "TO PERMIT THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
BRUNSWICK COMMUNITY COLLEGE TO GRANT SECURITY INTERESTS TO FEDERAL 
AGENCIES.” Amends Chapter 907, Section 2 of the 1987 Session Laws to include Brunswick 
Community College among institutions who may give security interests in purchased property to 
federal government agencies in order to receive grants for such purchases. 


H 757. DUNN FACILITY FEES. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 6/19; amended 5/1. Senate committee 
substitute deletes prior version’s amendment of Chapter 381 of the 1989 Session Laws (the 
Charter of the Town of Kernersville) allowing the Town of Kernersville to impose facility fees. 


H 765. DURHAM COUNTY IMPACT FEES. Intro. 4/15. House committee substitute differs from 
original bill as follows: (1) removes authorization for fees to be used for streets and related 
transportation facilities and public recreation facilities; (2) provides that no impact fee may be 
levied for any type of activity or facility until the county has adopted a program for the collection 
and expenditure of funds for that activity or facility; (3) prohibits the county from levying and 
collecting impact fees in an area in which a city has levied an impact fees for the same purpose; 
(4) deletes illustrative factors for apportioning costs of street and drainage improvements 1espec- 
tively; (5) authorizes the county to permit payment of an impact fee over a period of up to five 
years, interest to accrue on unpaid fees at 9% per annum; and (6) provides for the establisnment 
of a lien for amounts due under installment payments and for foreclosure in event of nonpayment. 


H 790. FAISON/BELMONT ZONING JURISDICTION. Intro. 4/15. Senate amendment adds new 
section authorizing City of Belmont to exercise extraterritorial land-use regulatory powers up to 
two miles beyond its corporate limits, and amends title accordingly. 


H 796. PENDER/SAMPSON VACANCIES. Intro. 4/15; amended 4/26; comm. sub. 6/12; amended 
6/18. Conference report adopts Senate committee substitute of 6/12 without the Senate floor 
amendment of 6/18. 


H $04. OFF-PREMISE VEHICLE SALES. Intro. 4/18; comm. sub. 5/13, 6/4. Senate amendment 
amends bill by conforming its changes in the definition of motor vehicle dealer in GS 20-286 with 
the modifications made in that GS 20-286 definition by H 330. Other substantive provisions of the 
bill are not affected. 


H 924. AIR PERMITS/LOCAL ORDINANCES. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/8. Senate committee sub- 
stitute replaces original bill with “AN ACT TO REQUIRE THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT 
COMMISSION TO DETERMINE WHETHER A PROPOSED AIR QUALITY PERMIT IS 
CONSISTENT WITH LOCAL ZONING AND SUBDIVISION ORDINANCES.” Amends the procedure 
for issuance of air contaminant emission permits by the Environmental Management Comm'n [GS 
143-215.108] to provide that an applicant for a permit covering a new facility or expansion of an 
existing permitted facility must request each local gov't having jurisdiction over the facility to issue 
a determination as to whether the proposed facility would be consistent with any applicable 
zoning or subdivision control ordinance, and must include in its application evidence that such 
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determination has been requested from the local gov't. Authorizes, but does not require, the 
Comm’n to disapprove a permit application for a facility that the Comm'n finds to be inconsistent 
with a local zoning or subdivision ordinance cited by the local gov’t with jurisdiction, unless the 
Comm'n finds the proposed facility to be “of statewide significance” or "In the best Interest of 
the State”. 


H 933. PRISON CONCESSION NOT TAX EXEMPT. Intro. 4/19. Senate amendment changes effec- 
tive date from July 1, 1991 to August 1, 1991. 


H 999. PURCHASE MATERNITY LEAVE. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/8. Senate amendments (1) 
change the bill title to refer to "MATERNITY AND PARENTAL LEAVE OR INVOLUNTARY 
ADMINISTRATIVE FURLOUGH” (now, "MATERNITY LEAVE”); (2) make conforming changes to 
bill to reflect expansion of scope of bill to apply to either parent; and (3) make technical change. 


H 1027. SUBCONTRACTOR PAYMENT. Intro. 4/19. Senate committee substitute renders an 
agreement contrary to provisions of original bill unenforceable. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 229. STUDY SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL FEE. Intro. 3/13. Senate committee substitute replaces 
original bill with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY 
THE USE OF ADVANCE DISPOSAL FEES AS A MEANS TO PROMOTE NONHAZARDOUS SOLID 
WASTE REDUCTION AND RECYCLING.” Authorizes study indicated by title. Requires the 
Legislative Research Commission to make an interim report to the 1992 Session of the General 
Assembly and a final report to the 1993 General Assembly. 


S 324. HOMELESS CHILDREN ASSIGNMENT. Intro. 3/28; amended 5/9. House committee substi- 
tute differs from amended bill as follows: (1) applies to students who have not been removed from 
school for cause or who have not obtained a high school diploma (original bill, no such require- 
ments); (2) provides that local board shall not charge the homeless child tuition for enrollment; 
and (3) provides that, except as otherwise provided by law, the authority of each board of educa- 
tion in matters of assigning children to the public schools is full and complete and its decisions 
regarding assignment are final. 


S 342. INSURER SOLVENCY PROGRAM. Intro. 3/28; comm. sub. 5/13, 6/25. House committee 
substitute #2 clarifies that the penalty for violating provisions of GS Ch. 58, Art. 34 is a civil 
penalty and that penalties collected shall be deposited in the General Fund. Deletes exemption 
for premiums in excess of $5 million on unallocated annuities contracts not issued under a gov- 
ernmental retirement pian from the definition of “premium” for purposes of GS Ch. 58, Art. 62. 
Deletes provision which required the North Carolina Life and Health Insurance Guaranty 
Association to maintain an unallocated annuity subaccount within its life-insurance and annuity 
account. 


S 397. RAISE CORPORATE COPYING FEE. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/25. House amendment 
amends GS 55-1-22(c) so that a person must pay $1 per page to the Sec’y of State for the 
copying of any document, instrument, or paper filed or recorded relating to a corporation (now, 
charge Is $1 for first page, and $.40 for each additional page). 


S 424. INDIGENTS REPRESENTATION. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 6/20. House amendment changes 
effective date from July 1, 1991 for entire act to October 1 for the proposed GS 7A-588 (payment 
of court appointed attorney or guardian ad litem) and ratification for the portion of the bill enact- 
ing a pilot program.

H 564. DIETETICS/NUTRITION PRACTICE ACT. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 6/27. House amendments 
make technical corrections. 


H 580. BANK SOUNDNESS INFORMATION. Intro. 4/3. House committee substitute transforms 
prior version’s requirement that the State Banking Comm'n develop a plan for providing the gen- 
eral public information about the financial health and stability of banks into a Legislative Research 
Comm’n study of the need for establishing such an information service concerning banks, credit 
unions, savings institutions, and other financial intermediaries. The study should consider the 
need for a rating system, development of written materials for dissemination, and requiring the 
State Banking Comm'n to report to the General Assembly concerning any such service imple- 
mented. If the study is conducted, the Comm’n may report to the 1992 Session of the General 
Assembly or the 1993 General Assembly. Appropriates from the General Fund to the LRC 
$15,000 in 1991-92 and $15,000 in 1992-93 to carry out this study. Effective July 1, 1991. 


3 July 1991 
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H 611. ALEXANDER/GUILFORD SCHOOL ELECTIONS. Intro. 4/8. Senate Committee substitute 
replaces original bill with an act "TO REQUIRE THAT ANY REDISTRICTING BY THE 
ALEXANDER COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION BE BY A TWO-THIRDS VOTE AND TO PROVIDE 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE FOR COTERMINOUS LINES IN THE GUILDFORD COUNTY SCHOOL 
MERGER REFERENDUM.” Amends GS 115C-37(k) to provide redistricting in Alexander county 
requires a 2/3 majority vote of the school board and amends 1991 Sess. Laws, Ch. 78 to make 
June 30, 1992 the effective date for establishing coterminous lines in the Guilford County School 
merger referendum. 


H 701. ROBESON SCHOOL BOARD. Intro. 4/11. Senate committee substitute changes title to 
read "AN ACT TO ELIMINATE LEGISLATIVE APPOINTMENTS TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF ROBESON COUNTY, TO PROVIDE FOR EIGHT SINGLE- 
MEMBER DISTRICTS, AND FOR THREE MEMBERS TO BE ELECTED AT LARGE WITH LIMITED 
VOTING.” Provides that board shall have 11 members from and after July 1, 1992 and amends 
SL 1987, Ch. 605, Sec. 51 to provide for elections by eight districts and three at-large seats, as 
title indicates. 


H 738. WILMINGTON/PENDER PROPERTY MATTERS. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF WILMINGTON TO IMPOSE 
CONDITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS ON THE SALE OF PROPERTY AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
CORRECTIONS TO THE CHARTER AND IN PENDER COUNTY.” Amends Wilmington Charter to 
authorize city to dispose of property subject to such covenants, conditions, and restrictions as 
council may deem to be in the public interest, and to make technical correction in SL 1991, Ch. 
119. Amends GS 153A-15(c) to delete Pender County from list of counties for which consent of 
county comm’rs is required before land may be condemned or acquired by a local gov’t unit 
outside the county. 


S 812. STATE BUY RECYCLED GOODS. Intro. 4/24. Senate committee substitute replaces blank 
bill. Amends GS 143-49 (powers and duties of Secretary of Adminstration) to include among 
duties: canvassing sources of supply of products made from recycled materials, establishing cri- 
terla for determining whether supplies qualify as products made from recycled material, consider- 
ing the use of recycled paper stock for state printing. Adds new GS 143-58.2 (state cooperation 
in promoting the purchase of products made from recycled materials), providing that the state’s 
policy is to encourage and promote the purchase of products made from recycled materials. 
Calls for inter-governmental cooperation in encouraging purchasing such material. Requires Dep’t 
of Administration to: (1) develop a plan to increase the purchase of materials made from recycled 
solid waste, and submit that plan to the General Assembly by January 1, 1993; (2) establish a list 
of acceptable products which contain recycled materials and publish this list for state agency use 
at least twice a year. Provides that recycled materials are not materials or byproducts generated 
from and commonly reused within the original manufacturing process. Adds new GS 143-135.7, 
providing that, to the extent economically feasible, all state agencies must require the use of 
supplies and materials made from recycled materials when purchasing goods and services. 


H 821. AMEND NATURAL DEATH ACT. Intro. 4/15. Senate committee substitute changes title to 
"AN ACT TO ESTABLISH AN ADDITIONAL METHOD FOR AN INDIVIDUAL TO DESIGNATE AN 
ATTORNEY-IN-FACT TO MAKE HEALTH CARE DECISIONS AND TO AMEND THE NATURAL 
DEATH ACT.” Adds new GS 32A, Art. 3, Health Care Powers of Attorney. Provides that any 
person 18 or over having understanding and capacity to make and communicate health care de- 
cisions may make a health care power of attorney, and that any competent person 18 or over not 
engaged in providing health care to principal for remuneration may act as health care agent. 
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Provides extent and limits of health care power of attorney, and for written revocation. Provides 
that health care power of attorney ceases to be effective upon appointment of guardian. 
Physicians and health care providers may rely upon authority of health care agent contained in 
signed and acknowledged health care power of attorney. Prescribes statutory form for health care 
power of attorney. 


H 825. DURHAM CITY MANAGER. Intro. 4/15. Senate amendment makes technical change. 


H 852. NO TOBACCO SALES UNDER 18. Intro. 4/17. Senate committee substitute, as amended, 
expands prior version of bill’s prohibition on sale of cigarettes to persons under 18 to a pro- 
hibition on knowingly selling cigarettes, cigarette wrapping papers, or smokeless tobacco prod- 
ucts to persons under 18. Defines smokeless tobacco product to include products used for 
chewing, holding in mouth, or inhaling. 


H 880. SOCIAL WORKER CERTIFICATION. Intro. 4/18. House committee substitute amends GS 

90B-3, 90B-4, 90B-5, 90B-7, 90B-10, and 90B-14 in a manner substantially identical to S 694, 

digested 1 July 1991. Amends GS 90B-3 by adding definitions for certified master social worker, 

certified social work manager, certified social worker, public practice of social work, and social 

worker. Deletes prior version’s allowance of temporary certification of social workers under GS 

90B-4 (prohibitions against practice without certification). Provides that nothing in GS 90B-4 

authorizes the practice of medicine or the practice of psychology. Amends GS 90B-7 (qualifica- 

tions) by allowing the Board of Social Work to issue provisional 2-year certificates in clinical social 

work to persons holding masters’ or doctors’ degrees in social work from an approved program, 

provided that person practices under the supervision of a certified Clinical Social Worker or ap- 

proved alternate (was, can grant temporary certificate to persons who meet all certification | 
requirements, except for two years of acceptable and appropriate clinical experience). Changes 
proposed amendments in GS 90B-10 (certification exemptions) by adding that an employee en- 

gaged in clinical social work practice exclusively for one of the following need not meet certain 

certification requirements: employees of the state or a political subdivision or a local government, 

employees of a hospital or health care facility licensed under GS Ch. 122C or GS Ch. 131E. 

Moves provision that act does not authorize third-party reimbursements from GS 90B-4 to new GS 

90B-14. Repeals Gs 90B-10(b)(3)a, effective January 1, 1997. Otherwise, makes act effective Jan. 

1, 1992. 


H 985. CITY REQUIRE GARBAGE SERVICE-2. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/15. comm. sub. 6/13. 
Senate committee substitute adds local provisions to this public bill and amends title accordingly. 
Authorizes the city of Statesville to exempt certain property within the city from special 
assessments for the construction of water lines. Amends GS 153A-292 to authorize Cleveland, 
Gaston, Iredell, Lincoln and Rutherford counties to impose use fees and availability fees for 
county disposal facilities. Provides that availability fees may be imposed on all improved property 
in the county that benefits from the availability of the disposal facility and states that property 
which is served by a private waste disposal contractor is not considered to benefit from the 
county facility and may not be assessed an availability fee. Authorizes the above counties to use 
and if necessary to acquire suitable land for waste disposal sites. Provides that the above use 
and availability fees may be collected in the same manner as property taxes. 


H 1010. WHOLESALE DRUG DISTRIB. LICENSE. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7, 6/4. Senate com- 

mittee substitute excludes from definition of wholesale distribution purchases or acquisition of pre- 

scription drugs by hospitals and health care entities that are members of group purchasing 

organizations and which purchase those drugs from the group or other hospitals or health care / 
entities that belong to such groups (was, did not specifically identify that such group members f 
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must be hospitals and health care entities). Amends GS 106-145.3 (wholesale distributor license) 
to allow wholesale distributors with no facilities in this state to register as wholesale distributors if 
they possess a valid license granted from another state requiring substantially similar qualifica- 
tlons. Amends proposed GS 106-145.5 (review of application and qualifications) to require that 
compliance with the licensing requirements under any previously granted license may be consid- 
ered in determining whether to grant this license (was, compliance with licenses concerning the 
manufacture or distribution of any controlled substance or prescription drug). Amends GS 106- 
140.1(h) to allow Comm’r to adopt rules to implement registration requirements (was, issue regu- 
lations) and increase annual registration fee from $100 to $500. 


H 1013. LOCAL WORKER POLITICAL ACTIVITY. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/3; comm. sub. 6/18. 
Senate committee substitute #2 clarifies that city and county employees are not barred by this act 
from supporting partisan or nonpartisan candidates of their choice. Deletes general prohibition 
against engaging in partisan political activity and clarifies that city and county employees may use 
county or city funds or equipment for political purposes where otherwise permitted by law. 


H 1037. SMALL EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH-2. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/13, 6/26; amended 
6/6, 6/10. Senate amendments amend proposed GS 58-50-125 (health care plan formation) to 
require that health care providers referred to in the section are those specified in GS 58-50-30. 


H 1084. COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT LENDING STUDY. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute 
replaces orignial bill with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY WAYS FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS, COMMUNITY ORGANIZATIONS, 
AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS CAN COOPERATIVELY WORK TO INCREASE DEVELOPMENTAL 
LENDING THAT STRENGTHENS LOW AND MODERATE INCOME COMMUNITIES IN NORTH 
CAROLINA.” Authorizes cited study to identify unmet credit needs in low and moderate income 
communities, as well as how financial institutions can have a greater role in those areas. Permits 
LRC to establish a steering committee madeup of representatives from the NC Bankers Ass'n, 
the NC Legal Services Resource Center, the Alliance of Community Financial Institutions, and the 
Community Reinvestment Ass’n of NC, if it undertakes the study. If the study is conducted, an 
interim report may be made to the 1992 Session, and a final report must be made to the 1993 
Session. 


H 1298. SAMPSON/CHARLOTTE/MECKLENBURG BOARDS. Intro. 6/5. Senate amendment adds 
provisions affecting Charlotte and Mecklenburg County. Modifies GS 160A-101(5), applicable to 
Charlotte only, to increase to 13 the maximum of number of council members that may be in- 
cluded in a restructuring plan adopted pursuant to the Municipal Home Rule Act. Effective for the 
1992 elections, expands the Mecklenburg County Board of Commissioners to nine members 
(now, seven members) with the additional two members to be elected at large (bringing to five 
the number of at-large members). Authorizes the Board of Comm'rs by resolution to provide for 
limited voting for all of the at-large seats, so that each voter may vote for not more than two 
candidates; such resolution may apply to the primary election, to the general election, or to both. 
Provides that the remaining four seats shall continue to be elected from existing districts. 
Continues present two-year terms for all nine seats. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 34. MOBILE HOME FINANCE CHARGES. Intro. 2/6; comm. sub. 3/21; comm. sub. 6/18. House 
amendment amends GS 25A-32.1 to provide that in a consumer credit installment sale with an 
amount financed of $5,000 or more secured by real estate or mobile home, buyer may satisfy the 
debt before maturity and credited with unearned finance charges (underlined words added). 
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S 91. SAVINGS BANK ACT. Intro. 2/15; comm. sub. 4/30. House committee substitute numerous ( 
stylistic changes not affecting the substance of the bill. Eliminates definitions of “Chapter” and | 
"State” from GS 54C-4. Adds as criterion for approval of stock savings bank at GS 54C-12(b) 

that all subscriptions for capital stock have been purchased with legal tender of the United 

States. Amends GS 54C-18 to provide that State savings bank shall maintain 60 percent of its 

assets in investments that qualify under section 7701(a)(19) of the Internal Revenue Code. 

Eliminates numerous provisions for promulgation of rules by Administrator. Changes effective date 

from July 1, 1991 to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 257. REST HOME APPEALS PROCESS. Intro. 3/21. Senate amendment clarifies that failure to 
comply with the provisions of this act or with rules promulgated by the Dep’t of Human 
Resources pursuant to this act may result in a provisional license being issued to a rest home. 


S 264. DIETETICS/NUTRITION PRACTICE ACT. Intro. 3/25. Senate committee substitute is iden- 
tical to House committee substitute for identical bill, H 564, digested on page 1153 of the 
Bulletin. Adds new GS 90, Art. 25 (was new GS 90D). Identical to proposed GS Ch. 90D, except 
(1) deletes requirement for licensure that applicant maintain membership in American Institute of 
Nutrition, American Society for Clinical Nutrition, or American Board of Nutrition; (2) adds to list of 
persons and practices not affected by the act a person who does not hold self out to be a 
dietition or nutritionist when that person furnishes nutrition information; and (3) adds GS 90-369 to 
bar third-party reimbursement to persons licensed under the act, and to require any proposed 
substantive changes to be reviewed and approved by Legislative Committee on New Licensing 
Boards. 


S 505. INCORPORATE WHITSETT. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. 6/11. Senate amendment adjusts town 
boundaries. 


S 642. SPECIAL PERMIT REGULATIONS. Intro. 4/16; amended 5/8. House amendment sets a 
fine of $500 for the misdemeanor of violating the terms of a special permit. Changes effective 
date from date of ratification to Oct. 1, 1991. 


S 670. WILDLIFE OFFICERS JURISDICTION. Intro. 4/17; amended 5/9. House amendment 
changes act’s effective date from ratification to October 1, 1991. 


S 700. CERTIFY INTERIOR DESIGNERS. Intro. 5/18. Senate committee substitute amends GS 
83B-3 to define certified interior designer as one performing services including the preparation of 
documents relative to space planning, furnishing, fixtures, and equipment who meets the criteria 
of education, experience and testing established by Chapter 83B. Amends GS 83B-5(d) to require 
architect member to be certified interior designer. Eliminates former GS 83B-11 providing for 
common seal to be adopted by Board of Certified Interior Designers, and renumbers old GS 
83B-12 as new -11. Eliminates provision that knowing and willful violation of the act constitutes 
unfair trade practice. 


S 802. WATER WITHDRAWAL REMEDIES. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/2; comm. sub. 6/19. 
Conference report deletes clause in House committee substitute which provided that flow speed 
and direction before and after withdrawal would be determined using average annual flow data. 


S 817. PROTECT BONA FIDE PURCHASERS. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 6/24; amended 5/8. House 


amendment changes proposed change in GS 1C-1604 so that the statute of limitations is not 
suspended as to exempt property unless the judgment creditor, prior to the expiration of the } 
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statute of limitations (was, "prior to that time”), records a copy of the order designating exempt 
property in the office of the register of deeds in the county where the exempt real property is 
located. 


S 943. WATER TRANSFER REGISTRATION. Intro. 5/14; comm. sub. 6/28; amended 7/2. Senate 
amendments change definition of transfer under the proposed GS 143-215.22A by deleting "the 
use of” water from one river basin in another as a covered transfer. Also changes activity which 
triggers the need for transfer registration: a person who withdraws one million galllons or more of 
water per day from the surface water of the state or who transfers one million gallons or more of 
water per day from one river basin to another must register the transfer (was, no per day limit on 
the withdrawal amount). Also changes requirement for registering such a transfer from registration 
at least one year before withdrawal to registration not later than six months after the initiation of 
the transfer.

Apportions the 120 House seats among 118 single-member districts and one two-member district 
(proposed district 69, part of Cumberland County). Effective for the 1992 primaries and general

H 18. LOCAL HEALTH BOARD RULES. Intro. 2/4; comm. sub. 5/6; amended 5/8. Senate amend- 
ment deletes provision at GS 87-96(c) that more stringent rules adopted by local boards of health 
prevail over the article and rules adopted by Environmental Health Comm'n. 


H 54. CREDIT UNION TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 2/7; comm. sub. 4/17, 5/7, 6/13. 
Conference report Increases the late penalty for semiannual reports from $50 to $75. Amends GS 
54-109.21 to provide that a member may be expelled for intemperance only if it disrupts the 
activities of the credit unlon and for habitual neglect of financial obligations (now, financial ir- 
responsibility) only if its reflects discredit upon the credit union. Deletes requirement that expul- 
sion occur only at regularly called meeting of board of directors. 


H 425. HEALTH CARE SAMARITANS. Intro. 4/1. Senate amendment amends GS 90-21.14 to 
provide that local health department facility or nonprofit community health center must use due 
care in selection of volunteer providers and that duty to use ordinary care not negated by act. 


H 564. DIETETICS/NUTRITION PRACTICE ACT. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 6/27; amended 7/3. 
Senate amendments make the following changes: (1) exempts from coverage any herbalist or 
other person who does not hold himself out to be a dietitian or nutritionist when furnishing non- 
fraudulent specific nutritional information and counseling about the reported or historical use of 
herbs, vitamins and other specified foods; (2) amends GS 90-368(5) to exempt from coverage any 
} employee of state, local government, or local school unit or any person who contracts with those 
entities while the employee or person is engaged in the practice of dietetics/nutrition and is 


J acting within the scope of their employment (originally, did_not include local school units and only 
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covered contractors for public health services); (3) deletes statement that nothing in the Act shall 
be construed to authorize (originally, authorize or require) direct third-party reimbursement to li- 
censed persons; and (4) makes technical change. 


H 601. RAILROAD CORRIDORS-INTERIM USE. Intro. 4/4; comm. sub. 5/9; amended 6/28. 
Senate amendment changes title to include the following: "TO CLARIFY WHEN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION PAYS FOR THE RELOCATION OF WATER AND SEWER 
LINES LOCATED WITHIN EXISTING STATE HIGHWAY RIGHT-OF-WAY.” Amends GS 136-27.1 to 
provide that DOT is not required to pay for utility relocations made necessary by highway work 
performed by state highway maintenance forces. Provides further that the payment requirement 
applies only to construction projects let to contract pursuant to GS 136-28.1(a) and funded by 
appropriations for highway construction. 


H 757. DUNN FACILITY FEES. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 6/19; amended 5/1; comm. sub. 7/2. 
Conference report provides that Dunn may impose facility fees on construction within its extrater- 
ritorial jurisdiction, as well as within corporate limits. 


H 770. ABC CATERING SERVICE PERMIT. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 6/13. Senate amendment 
changes definition of mixed beverage catering permit to specify that such a permit authorizes a 
hotel or restaurant with a mixed beverages permit to bring spirituous liquor onto the premises 
(was, onto the premises of a business) where the hotel or restaurant is catering food for an event 
and to serve the liquor to guests at the event. 


H 881. PASTORAL COUNSELORS CERTIFIED. Intro. 4/18; comm. sub. 5/22, 6/5, 6/24, 7/9. 

Senate amendment provides that one member of Board appointed upon recommendation of 

Speaker of House, and one upon recommendation of Speaker Pro Tempore of Senate, be a ( 
public member who has no direct affiliation with the practice of pastoral counseling (was, or- 

dained member of the clergy), and provides that applicant for certification be member of recog: 

nized denomination as defined in the Internal Revenue Code. 


H 888. LOBBYING FEES. House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
REQUIRE AN ANNUAL FEE FOR REGISTRATION AS A LEGISLATIVE AGENT.” Amends GS 120- 
47.2 (registration procedure for legislative lobbying) to require each legislative agent who ceases 
to engage in activities requiring registration to file a written statement with the Sec’y of State 
terminating registration; termination is effective when statement is filed. Agent terminating regis- 
tration must file reports required by GS Ch. 120, Art. 9A (Lobbying) for any reporting period 
during which registration was in effect. Amends GS 120-47.3 to make the $75 fee required for 
registering as a legislative agent an annual fee. Fee must be on or before Jan. 15 or at the time 
of registration, whichever occurs later. Continues to require a separate fee for each person, cor- 
poration, or association for which a person acts as legislative agent; these are also made annual 
fees. Makes technical change. 


H 890. NEWBORN SCREENING PROGRAM. Intro. 4/18; comm. sub. 6/5. Senate amendment pro- 
vides that non-reverting newborn screening fees collected by Dep’t of Environment, Health and 
Natural Resources are subject to appropriation by General Assembly. 


H 1010. WHOLESALE DRUG DISTRIB. LICENSE. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7, 6/4, 7/3. Senate

) directly affecting the state budget for 1992-93; (2) 1991 bills that passed third reading in the 
house of introduction and were still pending in the other house upon 1991 adjournment; (3) bills 
implementing recommendations of study commissions authorized to report to the 1992 session; 
(4) non-controversial local bills endorsed by all members of the appropriate delegation; (5) ap- 
pointments and confirmations; (6) any matter authorized by an enabling resolution adopted by 2/3 
vote of both houses; (7) bills affecting state or local retirement systems; (8) resolutions pertaining 
to executive reorganization plans; and (9) a sine die adjournment resolution. Establishes the fol- 
lowing deadlines for introduction of bills in the permitted categories: June 2 — budget bills, local 
bills, pension bills; June 3 — study commission bills; June 4 — budget bills submitted to Bill 
Drafting Div’n by 4:00 p.m. on June 2.

Requires 
questions on referendum ballot to be in a form approved by the county attorney. Provides that the 
results shall be for informational use and are not binding on the county comm'rs. 


S 472. DRIVER’S LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 4/3; comm. sub. 6/13, 6/20; amended 6/26. House 
amendment makes the following changes: (1) amends GS 20-7(a) to delete provision that author- 
izes Class C licensees who are volunteer members of a fire department, rescue squad or EMS to 
drive public safety vehicles In the performance of their duty regardless of gross vehicle weight 
rating; (2) amends GS 20-7(a) to add volunteer members of EMS to other public safety volunteers 
with a Class C license who are authorized to operate Class A or Class B fire-fighting or rescue 
motor vehicles; and (3) makes technical and conforming changes to GS 20-28 and GS 20-28.1.

#1 amends statutory reference, and makes clarifying change and technical corrections. House 
amendment #2 adds, as an additional eligibility requirement for receiving funds under new G.S. 
50B-9 (Domestic Violence Center Fund), that a domestic violence center must be a nonprofit 
corporation.

sub. 6/11. Conference Report makes base and expansion budget appropriations for the 1991-93 
biennium, provides for reform of the procedures for formulating and adopting the state budget, 
and provides for revenue reconciliation. Total General Fund appropriations are $7,657,972,809 for 
1991-92 and $7,922,965,058 for 1992-93. Highway Fund appropriations total $916,595,253 for 
1991-92 and $925,732,095 for 1992-93. Highway Trust Fund appropriations total $534,900,000 for 
1991-92 and $539,900,000 for 1992-93. The act also appropriates federal block grant funds in 
the usual categories. The act contains numerous special provisions. A detailed digest of the 
Conference Report will appear in tomorrow’s Bulletin. 
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H 382. NO STACKING OVERWEIGHT PENALTIES. Intro. 3/28. House committee substitute sub- 
stantially rewrites original bill as follows: (1) amends GS 20-118(e) to provide that the penalty for 
all specified weight limit violations may not exceed the amount computed on the highest axle- 
group weight that exceeds the allowable limit (now, penalties apply separately to each weight limit 
violated and the penalty is computed on each pound of weight in excess of the maximum per- 
mitted), and (2) makes various stylistic, technical and conforming changes. 


H 734. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 5/14 and 6/18. Senate 
committee substitute increases the fee for a collegiate insignia plate from $20 to $25. Provides 
that proceeds of the fee are to be distributed as follows: (1) $10 to the Personalized Registration 
Fund established under GS 20-81.3 (originally, one-half of the revenue),and (2) remainder to the 
Collegiate Plate Fund established in the State Treasurer’s Offfice to be transferred quarterly to 
colleges for academic enhancement in proportion to the number of collegiate plates sold repre- 
senting that institution (originally, one-half credited to Natural Heritage Trust Fund(). Provides that 
the phrase “at Chapel Hill” or “UNC-CH” may not appear on a collegiate plate. Provides that the 
Division must receive 300 (originally, 500) applications for a college before a plate may be devel- 
oped for that college, and deletes requirement that colleges must keep a file of applications 
recelved. 


H 985. CITY REQUIRE GARBAGE SERVICE-2. Intro. 4/19; amended 5/15; comm. sub. 6/13; 
comm. sub. 7/3. Senate committee substitute #2 makes following changes: Rewrites new GS 
160A-317(b)’s provision concerning solid waste collection fees to provide that a city may impose a 
fee for the solid waste collection service provided under GS 160A-317(b)(4), and that the fee may 
not exceed the costs of collection. Deletes local provisions of bill applicable to Gaston and 
Cleveland counties (local amendment to GS 153A-293) and to Cleveland, Gaston, Iredell, Lincoln, 
and Rutherford counties (local amendment to GS 153A-292 and new, locally applicable GS 153A- 
294).

Senate committee substitute changes 
tile to "AN ACT TO INCREASE THE CAREER LIMITATION FOR EMPLOYER-APPROVED 
EDUCATIONAL LEAVES OF ABSENCE” and amends GS 135-8(b)(5) to increase career total of 
six years for each member (was, four years). 


S 333. INSURANCE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 2/28; comm. sub. 5/2. House committee 
substitute makes the following changes: (1) amends GS 58-51-55 (insurance companies licensed 
under Art. 1-64 of GS Ch. 58), GS 58-65-90 (hospital, medical and dental service corporations) 
and GS 58-67-75 (health maintenance organizations), which all prohibit discrimination against the 
mentally ill and chemically dependent, to limit their application to group contracts covering 20 or 
more employees; (2) amends Sec. 7, Ch. 196, SL 1991 to change effective date of amendment 
to GS 58-64-20(a)(12) (disclosure statement) and new GS 58-64-33 (operating reserves) from ratifi- 
cation to March 1, 1992; (3) amends GS 58-36-75(c) to delete driving in excess of the speed limit 
established by the Dep't of Transportation under GS 20-141(d)(2) from violations that receive facil- 
ity recoupment surcharges, and makes it effective for offenses on or after Jan. 1, 1992; and (4) 
amends GS 58-71-90 to provide that a bail bondsman or runner may appeal a license suspension 
or revocation pursuant to Art. 4 (Judicial Review) of GS Ch. 150B (Administrative Procedures Act) 
(now, appeal to Wake County Superior Court).

S 640. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES-2. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 6/24; amended 6/26. 
House amendment deletes provision that words “at Chapel Hill” or “UNC-CH” may not appear 
on a collegiate license plate. 


S 649. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 6/12. House 
committee substitute provides for creation of Authority (new GS Ch. 63A) located in Dep’t of 
Transportation but subject to direction and supervision of Sec’y only with respect to the manage- 
ment functions of coordinating and reporting. Changes composition of board of directors to in- 
crease from two to three the number of members appointed upon recommendation of Speaker of 
House and President Pro Tempore of the Senate, respectively. Provides for two year terms, 
except for initial terms which begin on July 1. Adds power to issue obligations to finance pur- 
chase or acquisition of land or options on land without Local Gov’t Comm ’n approval to listed 
Authority powers. Adds GS 53A-5 to make property owned by Authority tax exempt. Adds GS 
63A-12 requiring public hearings on issuance of bonds to extent federal tax law requires. Adds 
GS 63A-18 giving Authority zoning jurisdiction within four miles of the boundaries of a cargo air- 
port complex site, and authority to restrict height of structures within six miles of site. Amends GS 
147-69.2 to authorize State Treasurer to invest up to $25 million in assets of Escheats Fund in Air 
Cargo Airport Authority revenue bonds maturing no later than Sept. 1, 1999; commitment to pur- 
chase such special obligations arises after Sept. 1, 1993 and expires Sept. 1, 1994. Exempts 
Authority from Administrative Procedure Act with respect to construction and operation of cargo 
airport complex, including fees or charges. Makes other stylistic changes and conforming 
amendments. 


S 694. SOCIAL WORKER CERTIFICATION. Intro. 4/18; amended 6/20; comm. sub. 7/1. House 
committee substitute makes following changes in prior version of bill: (1) Amends definition of 
clinical social work practice to include the use of psychotherapy. (2) Specifies that provisions do 
not authorize the practice of medicine or of psychology. (3) Provides that a person who has en- 
gaged in clinical social work practice for one year prior to act’s effective date must properly apply 
for and pay the required fees for a certificate as a certified clinical social worker prior to Jan. 1, 
1993 (was, 1994) in order to engage in clinical social work practice without meeting GS 90B- 
7(d)’s requirements (exam, experience, etc.). (4) Deletes out-of-date provision and makes clarify- 
ing and stylistic changes. (5) Changes effective date of act from Jan. 1, 1993 to Jan. 1, 1992. (6) 
Makes repeal of GS 90B-10(b)(3)a. (permission for specified government employees to engage in 
clinical social work practice without meeting GS 90B-7(d)’s requirements) effective Jan. 1, 1997 
(was, 1998). 


S 775. MODIFY MARITAL DEDUCTION TRUSTS. Intro. 4/24. House committee substitute adds 
GS 36A-66.2 to provide that a trustee (unless prohibited by the governing instrument) may invest 
trust assets in an open-end or closed-end investment company or investment trust to which the 
trustee or his affiliate provides services in exchange for reasonble remuneration under the follow- 
ing conditions: (1) the company or trust is registered under the Investment Company Act of 1940, 
and (2) the trustee has disclosed in writing to all current income beneficiaries of the trust whose 
assets are invested in the company or trust the method for determining the trustee’s or affiliate’s 
remuneration. Defines “services” as an investment advisor, custodian, transfer agent, registrar, 
sponsor, distributor, manager or another provider of services.

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GENERAL PROVISIONS 

State Agency Mailing Lists Purged. Requires each State agency, commission, institution, 
and university with mailing list of over 200 addressees to whom free printed material is mailed to 
determine continued desire of each addressee to remain on list by January 1, 1992, and purge 
lists within one month thereafter, with report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and Fiscal Research Division by March 1, 1992 on savings achieved. 

Seafood & Aquaculture Comm’n Membership. Comm’n to consist of 15 members: 4 
Senators appointed by President Pro Tempore of Senate, four Representatives appointed by 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, four appointed by Governor, and three by Comm’ of 
Agriculture. 

LRC Study Tuition and Enrollment at UNC System. Comm'n to conduct study as title indi- 
cates, with report and recommendations to 1992 Session or 1993 Session. 

SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

Teacher, State Employee, and Other Educational Personnel Compensation. States intent of 
General Assembly to implement third year of teacher salary schedule and to grant salary in- 
creases to other State employees in fiscal 1992-93 if funds available. 

State Employee Cost of Living Priority. States intent of General Assembly that cost of living 
increases of at least 2 percent be given priority over performance pay, and amends GS 126-7 
accordingly. 

Salary Related Contributions by Employers. Effective July 1, 1992, employer contribution 
rates for retirement and related benefits as a percentage of covered salaries are lowered as fol- 
lows: Teachers and State employees: 10.93% (was, 12.09%); State Law Enforcement Officers: 
15.93% (was, 17.09%); University Employees Optional Retirement Program: 8.66% (was, 8.76%); 
Consolidated Judicial Retirement System: 29.46% (was, 31.71%). Legislative Retirement System 
contribution remains unchanged at 32.30%.

Allocates $864,270 for each year of fiscal 1991-93 biennium for 
councils of governments, with each regional council allocated up to $48,015 each fiscal year, 
using same formula as in original Senate version of bill. 

Appalachian Regional Funds Subgrants. Requires at least 50 percent of federal funds re- 
ceived under Appalachian Regional Comm’n Consolidated Technical Assistance Grant to go to 
eligible applicants whose service area or jurisdiction is wholly or partially located within 
Appalachian Region counties. 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

Study Comm'n on Computer Services. Creates Computer Services Study Comm'n with 12 
members. Speaker of House to appoint 6 members, 4 of whom are House members and 2 with 
background in information systems or data communications, and President Pro Tempore of 
Senate to appoint 6 members, 4 of whom are members of the Senate and 2 with background in 
information systems or data communications. Allocates $10,000 from General Fund for fiscal

Senate Bill 2 Funds. New provision add requirements regarding use of funds appropriated 


to administer the School improvement and Accountability Act of 1989 (Senate Bill 2) for fiscal 
1991-92. Provides that $10 million must be used for staff development activities to assist local 
school units develop and implement local school improvement plans and $29,436,046 must be 
used for differentiated pay. Requires local school boards, within 30 days of the first teacher work- 
day in 1991-92, to present to affected employees two options for differentiated pay in 1991-92. 
Options must be (1) a proposal to continue or modify existing differentiated pay plan and (2) 
proposal for across-the-board bonuses for all affected employees. Requires vote by secret ballot 
of employees eligible to receive differentiated pay, and requires school board to submit option 
that receives majority vote to Superintendent of Public Instruction for approval.

Provides that these funds may 
be used only for instructional, instructional support, teacher assistant, and clerical positions, and 
instructional supplies and equipment. Prohibits use of funds to supplant existing State and local 
funds and requires Local Government Comm’n to review school unit budgets for compliance. 
Requires counties that receive this funding to maintain an effective county tax rate that is at least 
100% of the State average effective tax in the most recent year for which data are available; if 
county fails to do so, it must refund entire allocation to the State.

FTE Teaching Positions. Provides that for determining the number of full-time equivalent 
teaching positions, the total curriculum full-time equivalent (FTE) student enroliment is to be di- 
vided by “the appropriate number” for each year of the 1991-93 fiscal biennium pursuant to 
funds appropriated for this purpose (was, divided by 22 each year). 


Assistance for Hospital Nursing Funds/Distribution. Incorporates House version and adds 
expiration date of June 30, 1992.

Chinqua-Penn Plantation Plan. New provision requires Board of Governors, in conjunction 
with Dep't of Cultural Resources, to prepare a plan for use and management or disposition of 
Chinqua-Penn Plantation and to present plan to General Assembly by April 15, 1992. Permits 
NCSU to make agreements with local governments, private entities, or other agencies for planta- 
tion’s operations for fiscal 1991-92 and to use $60,000 in conjunction with agreement. 

Nurse Midwifery Funds. Incorporates House version with several changes: (1) specifies that 
nurse midwifery program be established at East Carolina University, (2) deletes requirement that 
applicants be licensed as registered nurses in North Carolina, (3) adds that advisory committee 
must promote recruitment of nurses who have a commitment to practice in obstetrically under- 
served areas. 

“Other” Category of Health Affairs Students Funding Limits. Incorporates House version. 

UNC Enrollment/Faculty. Incorporates House version but sets maximum of $500,000 per 
campus (was, “Sufficient resources”) to ensure that no campus has to reduce number of budg- 
eted teaching positions below number for 1990-91 academic year. Adds that section does not 
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apply to professional schools with separate budget codes or separate purposes within budget 
codes. 

UNC Fiscal Accountability. Adds that rules an institution must meet before it may be desig- 
nated a special responsibility constituent Institution (SRCI) may not be designed to prohibit par- 
ticipation by an institution because of its size. Deletes provision authorizing transfer between 
budget codes for one-time expenditures. Allows SRCI to carry forward current operations credit 
balance at close of a fiscal year, any amount greater than the percentage of the General Fund 
appropriation historically reverted over the preceding five fiscal years, multiplied by the General 
Fund appropriations for that budget code. Limits amount carried forward to 2 1/2% of General 
Fund appropriation. Provides that if an SRCI does not revert percentage of appropriations for the 
budget code equal to the five-year historic reversion rate, it ceases to be a SCRI unless Board of 
Governors finds that low reversion rate is due to adverse and unforeseen conditions. If finding is 
made, Board may allow institution to remain a SRCI for one year to comply; this exception may 
be made only once for any SRCI. Changes effective date of provision dealing with reversions 
from July 1, 1992, to upon ratification. 

Adds new section to GS 116-37 (University of North Carolina Hospitals at Chapel Hill). 
Authorizes Executive Director or designee to spend operating budget funds for the direct benefit 
of a patient when Director of designees believes that expenditure would result in a financial bene- 
fit to Hospitals. Provides that such expenditures create charges for which Hospitals may bill and 
pursue recovery in same way as allowed by recovery of other charges for unpaid services. Limits 
such expenditures to $7,500 per patient per admission and sets restrictions on when expenditures 
may be made. Requires State agency to withhold from "“backpay” award the amount advanced 
on patient’s behalf if (1) patient receives award from State agency and (2) applicable State pro- 
gram has notice of advancement by Hospitals before disbursement of the backpay. Expires June 
30, 1994. 

OTHER DEPARTMENTS 

Department of Transportation. Includes following provisions contained in House Committee 
Substitute (1) transfer of funds from DOT’s Equipment Fund; (2) expenses for chairmen of 
Transportation Subcommittee of House Appropriations Committee; (3) biennial billboard report; (4) 
maintenance of state highway bridges; and (5) DOT financial and operational audit. Transfers 
$400,000 appropriated for fiscal 1991-92 from the Highway Fund to the Air Cargo Authority to the 
Dep't of Economic and Community Development to promote and market the Global Air Cargo 
Industrial Complex. 

Department of Correction. Incorporates provisions on the inmate representation study con- 
tained in House Committee Substitute. 

Department of Crime Control and Public Safety. Deletes requirement that Dep't report on 
the Community Penalties Program to conform with transfer of the Program to the Administrative 
Office of the Courts (Ch. 566, SL 1991). Transfers appropriations for Community Penalties 
Program to the Judicial Department for establishment of new Program. Deletes $117,700 appro- 
priation for administrative costs and directs Judicial Dep’t to report annually on administrative 
expenditures to the Appropriations Base Budget Committees on Justice and Public Safety. 
Deletes amendment to GS 20-187.3 that applies GS 126-7 (compensation of state employees) to 
members of Highway Patrol and that makes other changes affecting pay and promotion. Reduces 
fiscal 1991-92 appropriation for Summit House from $250,00 to $165,000. 

Judicial Department. Makes changes regarding the Community Penalties Program as indi- 
cated in previous section. 

Department of Justice. Incorporates provisions transferring legal and support staff from the 
Dep’t of Insurance contained in House Committee Substitute. Adds provision that making over- 
time payments to supervisory personnel receiving overtime payments is another first priority for 
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funds appropriated to the State Bureau of Investigation for 1991-93 biennium for overtime pay- 
ments. Directs Office of State Personnel to study supervisory positions in SBI to determine their 
appropriate salary grade and classification and to report by March 1, 1992 to the Appropriations 
Committees on Justice and Public Safety and the Fiscal Research Division. Incorporates provi- 
sions on NC Drug Information System contained in House Committee Substitute. 

Department of Human Resources. Directs Division of Medical Assistance to adopt rules at 
the earliest possible date to make reductions and savings for 1991-93 biennium. Deletes provi- 
sions that rules must reflect reductions and savings for specified types of services. Provides that 
authority to use state funds from conversion of units at Murdoch Center for the expansion of 
community-based services expires on June 30, 1993. Incorporates following provisions contained 
in House Committee Substitute: (1) use of available funds to the recruitment of health care pro- 
fessionals; (2) early education funds for handicapped children; (3) state appropriations not sup- 
plant child protective services; (4) mental health, developmental disabilities and substance abuse 
funds for pregnant women; (5) state subsidy to county detention homes; (6) county protective 
services allocation; (7) DHR pharmacy study; (8) pharmacy dispensing fee increase; (9) purchase 
transportation services for pregnant women and children on Medicaid; and (10) Wake County de- 
tention facility allocation. 


Department of Agriculture. No changes. 


Department of Economic and Community Development. Reduces fiscal 1991-92 appro- 
priation from Worker Training Trust Fund to Employment Security Commission for the operation 


of local offices from $6,059,673 to $5,459,673. Increases fiscal 1991-92 appropriation from 
Worker Training Trust Fund to the Division of Employment and Training for their grant program 
from $2.4 million to $3 million. Incorporates provisions affecting the Rural and Economic 
Development Center contained in House Committee Substitute, except that it reduces the appro- 
priation for each year of 1991-93 biennium from $1,614,766 to $1.5 million. Deletes provisions 
authorizing the Employment Security Commission to deviate from state information processing 
services. Increases allocation from the “Personalized Registration Plate Fund” for fiscal 1991-92 
from $50,000 to $150,000. Changes appropriations as follows: (1) $50,000 for fiscal 1991-92 to: 
center in Brunswick County; (2) $25,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $25,000 for fiscal 1992-93 (was, 
$50,000) to center in Macon County; and (3) $25,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium for 
center in Watauga County. Directs Board of Transportation to see that construction of center in 
Brunswick County is completed by Sept. 1, 1991 if it is under construction at effective date of 
act. Incorporates provisions on economic development funds contained in House Committee 
Substitute, except it eliminates all appropriations for fiscal 1992-93 and makes the following 
changes: (1) provides that $1.4 million (originally, $1.5 million) of funds appropriated to the Rural 
Economic Development Center for fiscal 1991-92 shall be allocated to local community develop- 
ment corporations; (2) directs that $1,050,000 of those funds shall be used for direct grants to 
the 17 local corporations that have previously received state funds for that purpose, $150,000 for 
corporations that have not previously received funds, $50,000 for the Community Development 
Housing Counseling Demonstration Project, and $150,000 for the Association of Community 
Development Corporations on a one-to-one matching basis (completely rewritten from House ver- 
sion); (3) provides that if funds allocated to corporations that have not previously received funds 
are not committed by March 31, 1992 they shall be used for those corporations that have pre- 
viously received funds; (4) provides for allocation of $300,000 (originally, $500,000) to Land Loss 
Prevention Project for fiscal 1991-92; (5) provides for allocation of $250,000 (originally, $500,000) 
to Coalition of Farm and Rural Families for fiscal 1991-92 and deletes stated percentages on use 
of funds; (6) provides for allocation of $200,000 (originally, $300,000) to Institute for Minority 
Economic Development for fiscal 1991-92; (7) provides that $400,000 (originally, $325,000) of the 
funds appropriated to the Rural Economic Development Center for fiscal 1991-92 to expand the 
Microenterprise Loan Program shall be used as loan loss reserves and $250,000 (originally 
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$325,000) shall be used to cover operational costs; and (8) imposes other specified requirements 
on the allotment and distribution funds to the Minority Credit Union Support Center and the 
Microenterprise Loan Program. Incorporates provisions on the HOME Program funding limit con- 
tained in House Committee Substitute. 

Department of Labor. No changes. 


Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources. Changes effective date of 
authorized revision of parks fee schedule from July 1, 1991 to July 24, 1991. Deletes proposal to 


abolish Perinatal Council. Provides that an adolescent pregnancy prevention project shall maintain 
its original budget level, less the amount expended for start-up costs, as grant funds decrease. 
Directs the Dep’t to develop guidelines for determining start-up costs. Provides that the local 
match percentage may come from any in-kind source or newly-generated funds, public or private, 
that are available to the project. Provides that funds appropriated to the Division of Epidemiology 
for the Tuberculosis Control Hospitalization Program may be used for pharmaceuticals for the 
Sexually Transmitted Disease Control Program. Incorporates following provisions contained in 
House Committee Substitute: (1) soil and water conservation district supervisors’ expenses; (2) 
children’s special health services refunds, except it makes carry forward effective June 30, 1991; 
(3) exemption of eiderly from public health program fees; and (4) transfer of land records 
management; (5) appropriations for the Rural Obstetrical Care Incentive Program, except it re- 
duces amount for fiscal 1992-93 from $500,000 to $300,000; (6) NC Child Fatality Review Team 
and associated provisions; and (7) DWI test changes. Deletes appropriation of $210,000 for fiscal 
1991-92 for Milk Sanitation Inspection Program. 

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 

Makes following changes in capital improvements projects contained in Senate Committee 

Substitute. Total of $45 million remains unchanged. 

Adds $675,000 to Dep’t of Administration for mall improvements. 

Adds $1,600,000 to Dep’t of Human Resources for Headstart Bonds Account. 

Deletes $6,600,000 to Dep’t of EHNR for Clean Water Revolving Loan Grants. 

Adds $2,055,000 to Dep’t of EHNR for water resources development projects. 

Adds $2,000,000 to Dep’t of EHNR for park repair and maintenance. 

Reduces OSBM reserve for repairs and renovations to $8,299,600. 

Adds $14,300,000 to UNC Board of Gov. for repairs and renovations reserve. 

Adds $4,600,000 to General Assembly for building repair and renovation. 

Adds $250,000 to Dep't of Cultural Resources for Fort Fisher erosion control. 
Makes no changes in Highway Fund capital improvements. 

REVENUE RECONCILIATION 

Internal Revenue Code update. Updates reference to the Internal Revenue Code to the 
Code in effect as of Jan. 1, 1991, in statutes affecting the following taxes: inheritance tax, fran- 
chise tax, S corporation income tax, individual income tax, withholding tax, and intangibles tax. 

Corporate income tax. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991, in- 
creases the C corporation income tax to 7.5% (now, 7%). Imposes temporary surtax on C corpo- 
ration income tax as follows: 1991, 4%; 1992, 3%; 1993, 2%; 1994, 1%. Makes conforming 
change in statute creating Public School Building Capital Fund. 

Cigarette tax. Increases cigarette tax to 2.5 mills per cigarette (now, 1 miil). Effective Aug. 
1, 1991. 

Tobacco products tax. Levies 2% excise tax on tobacco products other than cigarettes, 
effective Jan. 1, 1992. Exempts products sold outside NC, products sold to federal government, 
and samples distributed without charge. Imposes $25 license fee on wholesale dealers and $10 
license fee on retailers. Allows 4% discount for wholesaler or retailer filing timely tax return. 

Soft drink tax. Adopts provisions of House committee substitute concerning soft drink tax. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1991. 
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Insurance tax changes and regulatory fee. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 
1, 1991, imposes regulatory fee on insurance companies at rate of 6.5% of premium tax liability. 


Exempts hospital, medical, or dental service corporations and health maintenance organizations. 
Otherwise, adopts provisions of Senate committee substitute with technical and editorial changes. 

Individual income tax. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1991, revises 
individual income tax to add 7.75% rate bracket as follows: Married individuals filing joint return 
— 7.75% on taxable income over $100,000; heads of households — 7.75% on taxable income 
over $80,000; unmarried individuals — 7.75% on taxable income over $60,000; married individ- 
uals not filing joint return — 7.75% on taxable income over $50,000. Makes conforming changes 
in S corporation income tax statutes and estate income tax statutes. 

Alcohol tax changes. Adopts provisions of House committee substitute concerning alcohol 
tax changes. Tax increases and change in course for sale and consumption effective Aug. 1, 
1991; increases in permit and license fees effective May 1, 1992. 

Sales tax. Increase general state sales tax to 4%. Increases sales tax on aircraft, boats, 
railway cars, and locomotives to 3% with $1,500 cap. Sales tax increase takes effect July 16, 
1991. 

Highway tax changes. Adds new GS 105-164.44D to direct State Treasurer to transfer $8.7 
million from Highway Fund to General Fund for fiscal 1991-92, and an amount in each succeed- 
ing year equal to $8.7 million plus or minus the percentage by which state sales tax collections 
increased or decreased during the previous fiscal year. States that the purpose of this transfer is 
to transfer an amount equal to the amount of tax revenue not realized by General Fund as a 
result of exempting Dep’t of Transportation purchases from sales tax. Amends GS 105-187.6 to 
grant full exemption from highway use tax for following vehicle transfers: (1) to same owner to 
reflect name change; (2) by will or intestacy, (3) by conveyance between husband and wife or 
parent and child, and (4) by distribution of marital property upon divorce (now, these transfers 
subject to minimum tax). Increases to $150 the maximum tax on issuance of title for vehicles that 
have been titled in another state for at least 90 days. Amends GS 20-85.1 to provide that the $50 
one-day title fee shall be credited to Highway Trust Fund (now, Highway Fund). Amends various: 
portions of GS Ch. 20 to increase fees as follows: learner’s permit — $10 (now, $5); duplicate 
license — $10 (now, $5); special identification card — $10 (now, $5); copy of license record — 
$5 (now, $4); single trip permit — $10 (now, $5); annual trip permit — $50 (now, $25); annual 
permit for oversize/overweight vehicles — fees in all brackets doubled; motor vehicle dealer li- 
cense — $50 (now, $30); motor vehicle manufacturer license — $100 (now, $75); sales repre- 
sentatives — $10 (now, $5); factory representatives — $10 (now, $6). 

Increase in fees for motor vehicle dealers, etc. effective July 1, 1992. Other fee increases effec- 
tive Aug. 1, 1991. 

Conveyance tax changes. Includes tax provisions in Senate committee substitute without 
change. Effective Aug. 1, 1991. Adds amendments to GS 113-77.9 to (1) require the Comm’r of 
Agriculture in proposing land for acquisition from the Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund 
to inform the trustees as to whether the site or structure is of such historical significance as to be 
essential to development of balanced state program of historic properties; (2) empower the 
trustees to acquire land that contributes to balance state program of historic properties; and (3) 
authorize expenditure of up to 25% of Fund’s revenue during each fiscal year for acquisition of 
historic properties. 

BUDGET REFORM 

Long-term fiscal notes. Adds new GS 120-36.7 and amends GS 143-3.5 to require every 
fiscal analysis of the state budget outlook to cover a five-year period. Provides that a fiscal note 
estimating the long-term fiscal impact must be attached to bills proposing new state buildings, 
new state programs, and any change in the law that could cause a net increase in the prison 
population. Provides that any member may request such notes, and specifies conditions under 
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which notes must be prepared. Effective for fiscal 1992-93. 

Budget to include state cost of local programs. Repeals GS 143-10.1 (section now requires 
State budget to show impact on local governments of expansion in state programs). 

Limit number of state employees. Provides that limitation on number of state employees 
contained in GS 143-10.1 does not apply to Dep’t of Transportation with respect to positions 
needed to implement projects funded by Highway Trust Fund. Requires Dep’t of report to Joint 
Legislative Highway Oversight Committee and Comm'n on Governmental Operations as to em- 
ployees hired in excess of the limitation. 

Maintenance reserve. Directs Office of State Budget & Management to report to 1993 
General Assembly by Feb. 15, 1993, its recommendations as to how to create a maintenance 
reserve and to assure continued availability of funds for repair, renovation, and maintenance of 
State bulldings. 

Appropriations Act limitations. Adds new GS 143-15.1 to require General Assembly to enact 
the Current Operations Appropriations Act by June 15 in odd-numbered years and June 30 in 
even-numbered years. Requires the Act to state amount of General Fund appropriations availabil- 
ity upon which the budget Is based. Availability statement must list separately beginning General 
Fund credit balance, General Fund revenues, and another other components. Provides that 
budget for second year of the biennium in an act that contains a biennial budget may not be 
more than 2% greater than budget for first year of the biennium. Effective for 1992-93 fiscal year. 

Savings Reserve Account. Adds new GS 143-15.3 and 143-15.2 to establish a Savings 
Reserve Account in the state treasury. Requires General Assembly to appropriate to the Account 
25% of any anticipated credit balance remaining in General Fund at the end of the fiscal year 
until the Account equals 5% of General Fund operating budget for the coming year, including 
local government tax reimbursements and tax-sharing funds. Prohibits Governor from using funds 
in Savings Reserve Account unless use is approved by act of the General Assembly. Effective for 
1992-93 fiscal year. 

Limit on General Fund budget. Effective for the 1993-94 budget, adds new GS 143-15.4 to 
provide that the General Fund operating budget for each fiscal year may not be greater than 7% 
of the projected total state personal income for that year. For purposes of this limitation, the 
budget includes iocal tax reimbursements and tax sharing, but does not include capital expendi- 
tures or one-time expenditures due to natural disasters, federal mandates, or emergencies. 
Provides that the budget cap shall be increased dollar-for-dollar to the extent that appropriations 
needed for Medicaid, operation of prisons, or health insurance for state employees exceeds the 
percent increase in state personal income growth for the same period. Provides that Office of 
State Budget & Management and Fiscal Research Div'n shall each submit tentative estimate of 
state personal income for the upcoming fiscal year no later than Feb. 1 and a final estimate no 
later than May 1 of each year. Requires General Assembly to use the lower of the two final 
projections to calculate budget limitation. 

State government performance audit. Directs Legislative Services Comm'n to contract for 
performance audit of executive and legislative branches of state government and to report results 
to the 1993 General Assembly on or before Feb. 1, 1993. Audit shall address following areas: 
planning, budgeting, and program evaluation policies and practices; personnel systems; pur- 
chasing; information processing and telecommunications; and organization and staffing patterns, 
especially as concerns ratio of managers to non-management personnel. Appropriates $3 million 
from General Fund to General Assembly for 1991-92 for this purpose; appropriation not to revert. 
Directs that appropriation shall be drawn from proceeds of corporation income tax. 

Budget reform study. Creates Joint Select Fiscal Trends and Reform Commission com- 
posed of 22 members appointed by speaker and president pro tem. Directs Comm'n to address 
following issues: implementation of budget reform measures included in Current Operations 
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Appropriation Act; analyzing options to address effect on state budget of federal mandates; re- 
viewing condition of programs directed at ensuring adequate work force; analyzing options to ad- 
dress future budget shortfalls; studying feasibility of modifying accounting practices to accrue 
sales and other taxes collected but not yet remitted to state; and reviewing fiscal relationship 
between state and local governments. 

Appropriation to Dep’t of Revenue. Authorizes Dep’t of Revenue to retain $700,000 from 
sales tax proceeds to pay for additional costs of implementing tax changes made by this Act. 


H 89. LOBBYIST REGULATION REVISED. Intro. 2/18; comm. sub. 5/2; amended 5/13. Senate 
committee substitute changes title to “AN ACT TO CHANGE THE REGISTRATION AND 
REPORTING REQUIREMENTS FOR LOBBYISTS AND THEIR PRINCIPALS; TO PROHIBIT 
CAMPAIGN FUND-RAISING FROM LOBBYISTS FOR LEGISLATORS AND COUNCIL OF STATE 
MEMBERS WHILE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS IN REGULAR SESSION; AND TO REQUIRE 
REPORTING BY GROUPS EXPENDING SUBSTANTIAL SUMS OF MONEY ON LEGISLATORS 
AND COUNCIL OF STATE MEMBERS.” Amends GS 120-47.1 to exclude from definition of "con- 
tribution, compensation, and expenditure” prizes, awards or compensation not exceeding $100 in 
‘a calendar year. Amends GS 120-47.2(a) to delete 30 day grace period to register as lobbyist. 
Amends GS 120-47.6(a) and-47.7(a) to require lobbyists and principals, respectively, to file ex- 
pense report within 60 days after last day of regular session (was, within 30 days), with supple- 
mental reports by Feb. 28 of the following year (was, Jan. 31). Amends GS 120-47.6(b) and - 
47.7(b) to provide that when more than 10 members (was, 25) of General Assembly benefit from 
expenditure, lobbyist or principal, respectively, not required to report names, but must report 
number of legislators or basis for selection. Adds GS 120-47.12 to provide that any person, com- 
pany, or group (excluding lobbyist or principal) that spends more than $1,000 in calendar year to 
cultivate goodwill shall file report with Sec’y of State. Amends GS 163A-278.13A to exempt from 
fund-raising while legislature in session contributions if member has filed notice of candidacy for 
elective office. Changes effective date of provisions concerning changes in registration and re- 
porting to Jan. 1, 1992, except for requirement that Sec’y of State make rules, which is effective 
upon ratification. Rest of act effective upon ratification. 


H 126. AIRPORT AUTHORITY SECURITY INTERESTS. Intro. 2/26; comm. sub. 3/25. Senate com- 
mittee substitute changes title to “AN ACT TO EXTEND TO CERTAIN AIRPORT AUTHORITIES 
AND CERTAIN SCHOOL DISTRICTS THE AUTHORITY TO PURCHASE PROPERTY SUBJECT 
TO A PURCHASE MONEY SECURITY INTEREST.” Amends GS 160A-20 to authorize following 
local government units to purchase property using security interest: counties, cities, water and 
sewer authorities, airport authority sited entirely within a county with a population over 120,000 in 
an area of less than 200 square miles, airport authority in county in which there are two incorpo- 
rated municipalities with population of over 65,000, and local school unit with authority to levy a 
school tax. 


H 1010. WHOLESALE DRUG DISTRIB. LICENSE. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 5/7, 6/4, 7/3; amended 
7/10, 7/11. Senate amendment provides that "wholesale distributor” does not include a person 
who acquires prescription drugs commingled with other goods as part of a recovery operation 
and who disposes of the drugs under the supervision of Dep’t of Agriculture. Changes effective 
date from August 1, 1992, to January 1, 1992.

S 17. SENATE REDISTRICTING. Intro. 2/6; comm. sub. 6/26. House amendment makes technical 
changes. 
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S 58. DENTISTS/GENERAL ANESTHESIA. Intro. 2/12; comm. sub. 5/1. House amendment 
amends GS 90-29(b)(6a) to include in definition of practice of dentistry one who administers 
anesthetics in an accredited hospital facility of not more than 144 beds (underlined words added). 


S 505. INCORPORATE WHITSETT. Intro. 4/8; comm. sub. 5/9; amended 5/16; comm. sub. 7/11. 
House amendment corrects typographical error. 


S 775. MODIFY MARITAL DEDUCTION TRUSTS. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 7/11. House amend- 
ment deletes proposed GS 36A-66.2 which allowed trustee to invest trust assets in a mutual fund 
from which trustee receives compensation. 


S 943. WATER TRANSFER REGISTRATION. Intro. 5/14; comm. sub. 6/28; amended 7/2, 7/3. 
House amendment makes technical correction. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES - EVENING SESSIONS 
HOUSE 


H 149. REGULATE PUBLIC SMOKING. Intro. 2/21; comm. sub. 4/15. Senate committee substitute 
replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO REGULATE SMOKING IN PUBLIC PLACES AND TO 
PROHIBIT EMPLOYMENT DISCRIMINATION BASED ON THE USE OF TOBACCO PRODUCTS.” 
Adds new Art. 61 (Smoking in Public Places) to GS Ch. 14 (Criminal Law). 

Smoking in Public Places. Makes it a misdemeanor punishable by a fine not to exceed $25 
to smoke in any of the following places if they are clearly designated by a no-smoking sign: (1) 
enclosed elevator used by or open to public; (2) public transportation vehicle; (3) public library; 
and (4) museum. Defines “smoke” as the use or possession of a lighted cigarette, cigar, pipe, or 
other tobacco product. 

Smoking in Nonsmoking Areas. Makes it a misdemeanor punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$25 to smoke in a nonsmoking area in a public building or at a public meeting. Provides that the 
person In charge of a building or meeting may establish a nonsmoking area. If such an area is 
established, at least 25% of interior space of equal quality to the nonsmoking area must be des- 
ignated as a smoking area. A designated area must be established in lobby areas for smoking if 
an auditorium, arena, or coliseum is designated as entirely nonsmoking. Requires person in 
charge of public building to conspicuously post signs in areas designated as smoking or non- 
smoking. Defines "public building” as the following indoor areas that are generally open to the 
public: (1) government buildings and place of employment in them; (2) public mass transportation 
terminals; and (3) restaurants. Defines “restaurant” as an area with a seating capacity of 50 or 
more where food is available for eating on the premises in return for payment, but excludes from 
capacity seats in bar or lounge area of restaurant and seats in separate area used exclusively for 
private functions. Exempts the following from the Art.: (1) primary or secondary schools; (2) hospi- 
tals, nursing homes, or rest homes; (3) nonprofit organization whose primary purpose is to 
discourage the use of tobacco by the public; and (4) tobacco manufacturing, processing, and 
administrative facilities. Indicates that Art. shall not be construed to permit smoking in area where 
it is prohibited by another law or rule relating to fire safety. 

Employment Discrimination based on use of Tobacco Product. Makes it a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine not to exceed $25 to discriminate between employees as to specified terms 
and conditions of employment on the basis of use or nonuse of tobacco products by an employee 
outside of the place of employment. Prohibits employer who is engaging in unlawful discrimination 
from reducing wages or benefits or altering any condition of employment if it would adversely 
affect any employee. Makes it unlawful to cause or attempt to cause an employer to discriminate 
on the basis of the use or nonuse of tobacco products. Prohibits retaliation by employer against 
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any person or employee for complaining about above discrimination. Excludes domestic em- 
ployees from definition of “employee.” Defines “use” as the actual practice of smoking or chew- 
ing as well as possession of lighted or unlighted tobacco products. Makes employer who violates 
above provisions liable to employee for the wages not paid due to the unlawful practice, and it 
require reinstatement if the employee has been terminated. Authorizes bringing action in the 
General Court of Justice and creates two-year statute of limitations. Provides that the discrimina- 
tion provisions supersede and prohibit the enactment of other local or state rules regulating the 
use of tobacco products. Effective Sept. 1, 1991. 


H 494. BUSINESS CONTRIBUTE TO EDUCATION. Intro. 4/1; amended 4/17, 4/23; comm. sub. 
6/13. Conference report provides that the House concurs in the Senate committee substitute 
adopted 6/13/91. 


H 776. W-S/FORSYTH SCHOOL ELECTIONS. Intro. 4/15; comm. sub. 7/8. Senate amendment 
provides that when new method is fully phased in (1994) and quadrennially thereafter two persons 
will be elected by and from District 1, four elected by and from District 2, and three elected at 
large (was, three elected at large and six members elected by and from single-member districts 
for four-year staggered terms). Specifies district boundaries. 


H 929. TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 7/11. Senate amendment makes 
technical corrections. 


H 1106. LEGISLATIVE ETHICS JURISDICTION-2. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. 5/8. Senate amend- 
ments (1) authorize Legislative Ethics Committee to inquire into alleged violations of rules adopted 
in accordance with GS 120-102(7)(rules of legislative ethics and conduct) and (2) deletes provi- 
sion that Committee shall take no further action after it dismisses a complaint. 


H 1287. OMNIBUS COURTS BILL. Intro. 5/10; comm. sub. 6/21. Senate amendment #1 amends 
GS 7A-142 to provide that if the Governor fails to appoint a district bar nominee within 60 days of 
nomination, then nominee who received most votes from bar fills the vacancy. Senate amendment 
#2 changes title to read "AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE

wholesale merchant license fee at $20. 


S 340. ALARM SYSTEMS LICENSING AMENDS. Intro. 3/28: amended 5/1. Senate amendment 
deletes sunset provision of June 30, 1993. 
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S 436. EXPAND/STAGGER PAROLE COMM'N. Intro. 4/1; amended 5/1. Senate amendment 
changes title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR STAGGERED TERMS FOR ALL MEMBERS OF THE 
PAROLE COMMISSION” and deletes proposed revision to GS 143B-267 increasing Parole 
Comm'n to seven members. 


S 649. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 6/12; comm. 
sub. 7/11. House amendment #1 increases the number of board members from 13 to 14 and 
provides that the State Treasurer shall serve as an ex officio non-voting membcr; makes conform- 
ing change in quorum. House amendment #2 provides that the Authority may not use the power 
of eminent domain to acquire property for exchange. House amendment #3 requires the Authority 
to submit quarterly reports to the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations. 
House amendment #4 provides that the positions on the board shall be considered vacant and 
filled according to GS 120-122 (vacancies in legislative appointments) if the General Assembly 
does not appoint the members by the end of the 1991 Reguiar Session. House amendment #5 
prohibits the Authority from beginning an eminent domain proceeding before it obtains the 
Council of State’s approval for the property to be condemned. House amendment #6 requires the 
Authority to try to achieve specified participation by minority business enterprises (10%), women’s 
business enterprises (5%) and disabled business enterprises (2%) in the total value of contracts 
awarded In the following categories: (1) capital construction or repair projects; (2) goods; and (3) 
professional and other services. Specifies methods for determining whether a contract counts as 
participation by required categories of enterprises and defines covered persons and enterprises. 
House amendment #7 provides that at least one of the board members appointed by the 
Governor must be a representative of environmental interests. House amendment #8 requires 
Authority to consider the following during the consideration of a site for a cargo airport complex: 
(1) local comprehensive plans; (2) local land use regulations; and (3) the capability of local 
governments to provide services and manage growth related to the establishment of a cargo air- 
port complex. House amendment #9 requires the Authority to reimburse the Highway Fund for 
amounts appropriated from the Fund to the Authority when revenue is available. Directs the 
Authority to make the reimbursement from fees and other charges imposed in connection with the 
complex. House amendment #10 provides that the board may not act until the six positions desig- 
nated for appointment by the General Assembly under GS 63A-3 are filled. House amendment 
#13 requires the Authority to keep the Interests of the state paramount when it is acting as agent 
for the United States. House amendment #15 provides that the General Assembly intends to hold 
the Escheat Fund harmless by appropriating funds equivalent to any loss caused by the in- 
vestment of Fund assets in obligations of the Authority. 


S 816. CERTIFICATE OF NEED TECH. AMENDS. Intro. 4/23; comm. sub. 6/25; amended 7/8. 
Conference report deletes proposed amendment to GS 131E-176(16)f (adding to definition of 
"new institutional health services”) and makes conforming change. 


S 828. CLARIFY STATE CLAIMS ASSIGNMENT. Intro. 4/25; amended 5/15; comm. sub. 6/26. 
Conference report amends GS 143-3.3’to provide that a payroll deduction plan is void if the 
employees’ association engages in collective bargaining with the State, eny political subdivision, 
or local school administrative school unit (originally, limited to bargaining about salaries or bene- 
fits of members.) 


S 930. NON-VOTED CAPITAL FACILITY BONDS. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. 6/3, 6/11; amended 
6/12. House amendment makes following changes in capital improvements. Total of $45 million 
remains unchanged. Adds $675,000 to Dep't of Administration for mall improvements. Adds 
$1,600,000 to Dep’t of Human Resources for Headstart Bonds Account. Deletes $6,600,000 to 
Dep't of EHNA for Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Program. Adds $2,055,000 to Dep’t of 
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EHNR for water resources development projects. Adds $2,000,000 to Dep’t of EHNR for park 
repair and maintenance. Reduces OSBM reserve for repairs and renovations to $8,299,600. Adds 
$14,300,000 to UNC Board of Gov. for repairs and renovations reserve. Adds $4,600,000 to 
General Assembly for building repair and renovation. Adds $250,000 to Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources for Fort Fisher erosion control. 

Provides that proceeds of bonds and notes issued to make Headstart grants shall be used 
to provide grants by the State to local private nonprofit corporations and public agencies admini- 
stering Headstart programs for costs associated with classroom facilities including acquisition of 
land. Provides that State may contribute only to nonprofit organizations and public agencies re- 
ceiving federal Headstart funds. Requires agreement between State and nonprofit corporation or 
public agencies and specifies certain requirements for agreements. Creates Headstart Bonds 
Account for proceeds of bonds and notes issued for Headstart purposes. 


S 935. INCREASE MARRIAGE LICENSE FEES. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. 6/26; amended 7/11. 
House amendment #3 requires Domestic Violence Center Fund to be administered in accordance 
with the provisions of the Executive Budget Act. Amendment #4 adds transportation services to 
those services that a domestic violence center must offer to be eligible for funds, and provides 
that it must fulfill other criteria established by the Department of Administration.

Changes effective date of 
amendments to GS 52A-3 and GS 52A-9 from April 30, 1992, to July 1, 1992. Specifies method 
of payment for expenses for legislative members of oversight comm’n and provides that Child 
Support Reform Implementation Fund pay all comm’n expenses. House amendment #2 permits 
use of Fund to help offset increased costs to IV-D agencies for ee of child support 
system and makes techical changes.

S 485. ELECTION LAW REFORM. Intro. 4/4; comm. sub. 5/14; amended 5/15. House amendment 
#2 provides that ballots, ballot boxes and voting machines may be stored in more than one loca- 
tion in the event of a recount, but that counties using voting machines or voting systems must 
store in one location the record on which the official vote is recorded. 


S 649. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 6/12; comm. 
sub. 7/11; amended 7/12. House amendment #16 provides that positions on the board shall be 
considered vacant and filled according to GS 120-122 if the General Assembly does not appoint 
the members by July 19, 1991 (was, by the end of the 1991 Session). House amendment #17 
provides that specified federal law on nondiscrimination supersedes the section on goals for par- 
ticipation by minorities, women and the disabled if compliance with those goals would mean that 
the Authority would not receive federal funds for a project. Makes clarifying change. House 
amendment #18 deletes provisions that authorize a county to secure its agreement to make pay- 
ments to the Authority by pledging property tax receipts. Declares that it is the intent of the 
General Assembly to authorize counties to create an airport district that includes all or part of a 
cargo airport complex site and to give such a district the power to support the cargo airport with 
property tax revenue. Makes conforming amendments. House amendment #19 authorizes the 
Legislative Research Comm'n to study laws concerning NC Air Cargo Airport Authority. 


House amend- 
ment #2 provides that the section shall not be construed to authorize any public entity, agency, or 
instrumentality to acquire an agricultural conservation easement by eminent domain. House 
amendment #3 makes technical change.

House amendment changes act’s statement of purpose to conform to act’s substantive 
provisions. 


S 943. WATER TRANSFER REGISTRATION. Intro. 5/14; comm. sub. 6/28; amended 7/2, 7/3, 
7/12. House amendment amends GS 143-215.22A(b) (Ch. 567, SL 1991, policy and remedies 
regarding water withdrawals) to provide that this section does not create an independent cause of 
action by State or any person and that section does not apply to project or facility for which a 
withdrawal of water began prior to effective date, which amendment makes retroactive to July 4, 
1991. Repeals GS 143-215.22A(c) (Ch. 567, SL 1991), giving courts jurisdiction over matters in- 
volving water withdrawals against public policy, effective July 4, 1991.

H 601. RAILROAD CORRIDOR INTERIM USE. Intro. 4/4; comm. sub. 5/9; amended 6/28, 7/10. In 
conference report, House concurs in senate amendment to provide adjacent property owners 
broad voting representation in organizations delegated to develop and manage rail-trails. Senate 
recedes from amendment which provided that DOT was not required to pay fe” utility relocations 
made necessary by highway work. 


H 929. TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 7/11; amended 7/12. Senate com- 
mittee substitute deletes provisions that would have changed statutory references to mental 
health, mental retardation, and substance abuse services.

Adds GS 130A-14 to allow Sec’y of 
EHNR to allow department employees to assist any private nonprofit foundation that works 
directly with departmental programs and whose sole purpose is to support such programs, pro- 
vided that department employee may not work more than 20 hours per month with any such 
foundation. Exempts assistance of services to such foundation from Administrative Procedure Act. 
Requires board of directors of any such foundation to have an annual financial audit and to 
transmit copy to Sec’y of EHNA. 

Repeal statute on information concerning tax situs of motor vehicles. Repeals GS 105-314, 
which now requires person obtaining motor vehicle registration, to supply information as to tax 
situs of the vehicle. This section is made obsolete by SL 1991, Ch. 624, which provides for a new 
method of taxing motor vehicles. 

Amend Charitable Trusts Administration Act. Amends GS 36A-53(b), which allows judicial 
amendment of certain charitable trusts created by will in order to qualify the trust for federal 
estate tax deduction, in order to make the subsection applicable to wills executed or trust created 
after Dec. 31, 1978, and to update reference to the Internal Revenue Code to Incorporate the 
Code of 1986. 

Pender local act repealed. Repeals Sec. 3 of SL 1991, Ch. 615 (H 738) which deleted 
Pender from list of counties subject to GS 153A-15(c) (cited section requires consent of board of 
county commissioners before land may be condemned or acquired by a unit of local government 
outside the county.) 

Medical Database Comm'n sunset. Senate amendment #2 repeals subsection (c) of Sec. 
189.1, SL 1989, Ch. 689, which would have repealed the July 1, 1991, sunset provision applica- 
ble to the Medical Database Comm'n [SL 1985, Ch. 757, Sec. 208(d)]. 

Dep’t of Insurance legal staff. Senate amendment #1 transfers from the Dep’t of Justice to 
the Dep't of Insurance, one agency legal specialist (position #0126) and one paralegal II (position 
#0133), together with the equipment supplies, records, and other property to support those 
positions. : 

Small school system supplemental funding. Senate amendment #3 amends the special pro- 
vision in the Current Operations Appropriation Act (SL 1991, Ch. 689) concerning supplemental 
funding for small school systems to make the section applicable only to county administrative 
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units in counties in which the total average daily membership of all school units in the county is 
from 3,000 to 4,000 students (now, applicable to counties in which the county administrative unit 
alone has from 3,000 to 4,000 ADM), and to provide that "average daily membership” shall be 
determined in accordance with the definition set out in the North Carolina Public Schools 
Allotment Policy Manual adopted by the State Board of Education. 


H 1014. RESTORE CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY. Intro. 4/22. Senate amendment makes it clear that 
State Personnel Comm’n may provide for 12 paid holidays per year (as opposed to 11) only in 
those years in which Christmas Day falls on Tuesday, Wednesday, or Thursday. 


H 1261. OMNIBUS STUDY ACT-2. Intro. 5/10. House committee substitute replaces original bill 
with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE STUDIES BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION, AND 
TO CREATE AND CONTINUE VARIOUS COMMITTEES AND COMMISSIONS, AND TO MAKE 
APPROPRIATIONS THEREFOR, TO DIRECT VARIOUS STATE AGENCIES TO STUDY 
SPECIFIED ISSUES, AND TO MAKE OTHER AMENDMENTS TO THE LAW.” 

Legislative Research Commission Studies. Authorizes the Legislative Research Commission 
to study the following topics: (1) revenue laws and the administration of those laws proposed in H 
7 introduced by Representative Lilley; (2) surface water issues proposed in H 127 introduced by 
Representative Payne and S 85 introduced by Senator Block; (3) state parks and recreation areas 
proposed in H 141 Introduced by Representative N. Crawford; (4) homeless persons proposed in 
H 164 introduced by Representative Lutz; (5) the worker training trust fund proposed in H 170 
introduced by Representative James and in S 203 introduced by Senator Raynor; (6) Department 
of Transportation condemnation practices proposed in H 261 introduced by Representative 
Gamble; (7) the education and training of nurses and the nursing shortage proposed in H 312 
introduced by Representative Nesbitt and in S 276 introduced by Senator Daniel; (8) personal

Authorizes the LRC to study child day care issues as proposed in H 1062 introduced by 
Representative Easterling. House amendment to this section makes technical change. 

Provides that the LRC may report it findings to the 1992 session of the 1991 General 
Assembly or the 1993 General Assembly or both. Authorizes the legislative services commission to 
allocate funds to conduct the LRC studies. 

Social Services Study Commission. Re-establishes the Social Services Study Commission 
as proposed in H 173 introduced by Representative Easterling. Provides that the commission 
shall consist of nine members, three of whom shall be appointed by the President Pro Tempore 
of the Senate, three by the Speaker of the House, and three by the Governor. The Commission is 
authorized to study the need for improvements in the state social services system and to develop 
legislation those needs. Directs the Commission to report its findings on or before the convening 
the the 1993 General Assembly. Appropriates $15,000 from the General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 
and $10,000 from the General Fund for fiscal 1992-93 to conduct this study. 

Commission on Access to Health Insurance. Creates the Commission on Access to Health 
Insurance as proposed in H 1077 introduced by Representative Gottovi and in S 595 introduced 
by Senator Perdue. House amendment provides that the commission shall consist of 26 mem- 
bers, including five members of the House, five Senators, representatives of health care industries 
and the insurance industry, the president of the State Employees Association, the President of 
the NC AFL-CIO and two members of the public. Authorizes this Commission to study the feasibil- 
ity of various options for providing health insurance to all state residents and to study the benefits 
that should be included in a basic health care package. Provides that this Commission shall hold 
three public hearings. Requires the Commission to submit an interim report on or before the first 
day of the 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly and a final report on or before the first 
day of the 1993 General Assembly. Appropriates $20,000 from the General Fund for each of 
fiscal 1991-92 and 1992-93 to conduct this study. 

Energy Assurance Study Commission. Amends 1989 Sess. Laws, Ch. 1078, Section 3.3 to 
provide that the Energy Assurance Study Commission shall makes its final report prior to the 
adjournment of the 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly and provides that this com- 
mission may retain funds allocated to it in fiscal 1990-91 to cover its expenses for the 1991-92 
fiscal year. 

Joint Select Fiscal Trends and Reform Comm'n. Allocates $50,000 for each year of 1991- 
93 biennium from funds appropriated to General Assembly for Comm ’n expenses. 
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Agriculture, Forestry, and Seafood Awareness Study Comm'n. Allocates $25,000 from 
Legislative Services Comm'n for fiscal 1991-92 for work of the Agriculture, Forestry, and Seafood 


Awareness Study Comm’n, proposed in H 1167 by Representative James. 

Privately operated landfills. Requires Environmental Review Comm'n to study the NC 
Environmental Policy Act of 1971, Art. 1, GS 113A, in relation to the permitting of privately oper- 
ated landfills, as proposed in H 1090 by Representative Privette. Authorizes Comm'n to report to 
either 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly or 1993 General Assembly. 

Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture. Requires Comm’n to study whether 
the State should require a license to sell fish taken from coastal fishing waters, as proposed in H 
1105 by Representative Payne. Requires report to 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly. 

Environmental Policy Act issues. Requires Environmental Review Comm'n to study specified 
issues concerning, NC Environmental Policy Act of 1971, Art. 1, GS Ch. 113A, as proposed in H 
1227 by Representative Gottovi. Authorizes report to 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly 
and, if more study is needed, to 1993 General Assembly. 

Motor Fuel Pricing Study Comm’n. Creates Motor Fuel Pricing Study Comm'n to (1) review 
methods used to market motor fuels to independent wholesalers and retailers, (2) determine 
whether these pricing systems are fair, (3) determine the most fair and equitable means to pre- 
vent subsidized and unfair pricing, and (4) study whether refiners of motor fuel should be prohib- 
ited from owning and operating retail motor fuel outlets in NC. Provides that Comm'n shall 
consist of 10 members, five appointed by President Pro Tempore of the Senate and five ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. Permits interim report on or before the 
first day of the 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly and requires final report on or before 
Jan. 15, 1993. Allocates $15,000 for each year of 1991-93 biennium from Legislative Services 
Comm'n to Comm'n for its work. 

Shellfish licenses. Requires Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture to study 
authority vested in the Marine Fisheries Comm'n to grant shellfish leases and whether that 
authority should be transferred to Sec’y of Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources, 
as proposed in H 1032 by Representative Grady. Permits report to 1992 session of 1991 General. 
Assembly; requires report on or before first day of 1993 General Assembly. 

State Personnel Comm'n. Creates Study Comm’n on the State Personnel System, as pro- 
posed in H 109 by Representative Fitch and in S 64 by Senator Sands. Provides that Comm’n 
shall consist of nine members; three members of Senate appointed by the President Pro 
Tempore of the Senate, three members of the House of Representatives appointed by the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, and three public members appointed by the Governor. 
Authorizes Comm'n to study all aspects of State Personnel System. Permits interim report on or 
before the first day of 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly; requires final report on or 
before start of the 1993 General Assembly. Allocates $25,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $20,000 for 
fiscal 1992-93 from Legislative Services Comm'n to Comm'n. 

Mental Health Study Comm'n. Provides that Mental Health Study Comm’n may continue in 
existence until July 1, 1993, to study mental health services and implementation of these serv- 
ices, as proposed in H 533 by Representative Isenhower and in S 408 by Representative Walker. 

Mountain Area Study Comm'n. Creates the Mountain Area Study Comm’n as proposed in H 
1261 by Representative Crawford. Provides that Comm’n shall consist of 15 members: four 
Senators appointed by the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, four Representatives appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, three members representing local government 
and the public sector appointed by the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, three members 
representing local government and the public sector appointed by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, and one member chosen by the other 14 members of the Comm'n. Requires 
Comm'n to (1) determine future consequences of present land-use practices; (2) determine 
whether increased management of land resources should be implemented in mountain areas, (3) 
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determine whether to create incentives to encourage management of land resources, (4) make 
efforts to receive comments from citizens on these issues, and (5) evaluate programs in other 
states that are designed to coordinate provision of infrastructure, protection of environment and 
natural resources, and efforts to accommodate growth. Requires final report on or before the first 
day of the 1993 session of the General Assembly. Allocates $20,000 for each year of 1991-93 
biennium to Comm'n from Legislative Services Comm'n. 

Birth-Related Neurological Impairment Study Comm'n. Provides that the .irth-Related 
Neurological Impairment Study Comm'n shall continue in existence until the adjournment of the 
1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly. Requires report to the 1992 session. Authorizes the 
President Pro Tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House to fill any vacancies on 
Comm'n. Allows Comm'n to retain its unexpended funds appropriated in 1990-91 to continue its 
work, 

Appropriation for studies. Appropriates from General Fund to Legislative Services Comm’n 
$300,000 for fiscal 1991-92 to fund studies, except as otherwise provided in act. 


H 1287. OMNIBUS COURTS BILL. Intro. 5/10; comm. sub. 6/21; amended 7/12. Conference 
report retains Senate amendment #1 which amends GS 7A-142 to provide that if the Governor 
fails to appoint a district bar nominee within 60 days of nomination, then nominee who received 
most votes from bar fills vacancy. Deletes Senate amendment #2 which created fifth judicial divi- 
sion by dividing previous fourth division and amends title accordingly. 


H 1309. JUDICIAL DISTRICT BOUNDARIES. Intro 7/4; comm. sub. 7/10. Senate amendment 
directs that the boundaries of superior court judicial districts shall be changed when such 
boundaries divide precincts that were not formerly divided, if the conditions listed in this act are 
met, rather than permitting county boards of election to change judicial districts in the same 
circumstances. Provides that the change in boundaries shall place the entire precinct in the supe- 
rior court judicial district where the majority of residents of the precinct reside. Adds as a condi- 
tion for changing judicial districts that the county board of elections where the precinct is located 
must approve the change.

Senate amendment 
makes conforming change to GS 143A-42. 


S 39. NO POINTS FOR FIRST ACCIDENT. Intro. 2/7; amended 4/11, 4/16, 6/25. Conference 
report adds requirement (for no points for first accident) that insured has been covered by liability 
insurance with the same company or company group continuously for at least the six months 
immediately preceding accident. Provides, however, if all other requirements for no points are met 
and if insured has been covered by liability insurance with the same company or company group 
for at least six continuous months, some or all of which were after the accident, the company 
must remove any premium surcharge or assessment of points. Provides that insurance company 
may choose not to assess premium surcharge or points against insured who has been covered 
with that company or company’s group for less than six months preceding accident, if other all 
requirements for no points are met. 


S 69. MONEY TRANSMITTERS ACT. Intro. 2/13; comm. sub. 4/9; 5/2. House amendments make 
technical changes. 
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S 141. FAMILY PRESERVATION ACT. Intro. 2/20; comm. sub. 4/24; amended 6/3, 6/25. House 
amendment #3 provides that an eligible family shall receive intensive family preservation services 
for no more than six weeks (was, no limit) and to provide that a caseworker’s case load shall not 
exceed four families at a given time (was, two). House amendment #2 makes technical correction. 
House amendment #5 adds language to the effect that the act does not obligate any county 
government to appropriate implementing funds. 


S 151. PROTECT NATURAL/SCENIC RIVERS. Intro. 2/20; comm. sub. 5/14; comm. sub. 7/1. 
House amendment requires county commissioners to hold a public hearing before recommending 
the designation of a river or segment as part of the state scenic river system. 


S 324. HOMELESS CHILDREN ASSIGNMENT. Intro. 3/28; amended 5/9; comm. sub. 7/2. House 
amendment amends GS 115C-366 to incorporate Ch. 407, SL 1991. Permits child residing in 
school administrative unit, other than unit of domicile, because of parent’s or guardian’s Service 
in the General Assembly to attend school in unit of residence, subject to payment of applicable 
fees. 


S 425. "JUST CAUSE” DEFINED BY RULE. Intro. 4/1; comm. sub. 4/24. House amendment de- 
letes language that would have authorized Comm’n to adopt “such other rules, policies, and 
procedures necessary to effect the purpose of” the statutes governing employee appeals of 
grievances and disciplinary actions. 


S 485. ELECTION LAW REFORM. Intro. 4/4; comm. sub. 5/14; amended 6/12, 7/13. House 
amendment retains provision allowing poll observer to obtain list of those who have voted from 
State Board of Elections at least three times during election day, but deletes requirement that 
first time must be after 11:00 a.m. Adds that counties that use “authorization to vote document” 
instead of poll books may comply with this requirement by permitting observer to inspect election 
records at least three times during election day. 


S 506. ADOPT STATE MILITARY ACADEMY. Intro. 4/8. House amendment provides that Oak 
Ridge Military Academy is the official military academy of the State "as long as it remains a 
military academy.” 


S 584. DURHAM PARKING FEES/SCHOOL MERGER VOTE. Intro. 4/11. House committee substi- 
tute amends GS 115C-68.1(c) to allow the Durham Board of County Commissioners to provide for 
a referendum on the merger plan it adopts. Changes title accordingly. 


S 665. CITY/COUNTY CLOSE PRIVATE STREET. Intro. 4/17; comm. sub. 7/9. House amendment 
adds amendment to GS 153A-241 to provide that a county may not close a road within a city’s 
extraterritorial jurisdiction. 


S 670. WILDLIFE OFFICERS JURISDICTION. Intro. 4/17; amended 5/9, 7/3. House amendment 
makes clarifying change. 


S 727. REGULATE BED & BREAKFAST INNS. Intro. 4/22; comm. sub. 5/13. House amendment 

adds amendment to GS 130A-250 providing that regulations of food and lodging facilities (Part 6, 
Art. 8, GS Ch. 130A) do not apply to private homes that occasionally offer lodging accommoda- 

tions for two weeks or less to persons attending special events, if those homes are not bed and 

breakfast homes or bed and breakfast inns. 


S 779. RENTAL HOUSING LISTING SERVICE. Intro. 4/24: comm. sub. 5/14. House amendment 
makes technical changes. 
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S 910. PRECINCT CHANGE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. 6/25. Senate amendment #1 
deletes $20,000 appropriation for each year of biennium and changes title accordingly; permits 
Legislative Service Comm'n to use funds otherwise available to implement act. Retains effective 
date of Jan. 2, 1992, for repeal of GS 163-132.2 and GS 163-132.5A and changes effective date 
of rest of act from July 1, 1991, to upon ratification. Senate amendment #2 makes technical 
changes. 


S 917. OMNIBUS STUDY BILL-1. Intro. 5/13. Senate Committee Substitute replaces original bill 
with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE STUDIES BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION, TO 
CREATE AND CONTINUE VARIOUS COMMITTEES AND COMMISSIONS, TO MAKE 
APPROPRIATIONS THEREFOR, TO DIRECT VARIOUS STATE AGENCIES TO STUDY

Legislative Research Comm’n studies. Authorizes the Legislative Research Commission to 
study the following topics: (1) surface water issues, proposed in S 85 introduced by Senator 
Block, and in H 127 introduced by Representative Payne; (2) the worker training trust fund, pro- 
posed in S 203 Introduced by Senator Raynor and in H 170 introduced by Representative James;

Plexico, and in H 1021 introduced by Representative Luebke; (4) railroads including the transfer 
of regulatory authority from the Utilities commission to the Dep’t of Transportation proposed in S 
906 introduced by Senator Block, and in H 1226 introduced by Representative Abernethy; (5) the 
protection of groundwater resources proposed in S 13 introduced by Senator Tally; (6) physical 
fitness among North Carolina youth proposed in S 15 introduced by Senator Tally; (7) solid waste

Authorizes the LRC to study the issue of development of a North Carolina Indian Cultural 
Center in Robeson County, proposed by Senators W. Martin and Parnell. 

Authorizes the LRC to study regulation of lobbyists and the implementation of H 89, pro- 
posed by Senator Odom. 

Authorizes the LRC to study the ethical conduct of state and local government officials and 
the advisability of adopting an ethical code, proposed in S 259 introduced by Senator Daniel. 
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Provides that the LRC may report its findings on any of the above topics it decides to study 
to either the 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly or to the 1993 General Assembly or 
both. Authorizes the Legislative Services Commission to allocate money to fund the above 
studies. 

Education Leadership Comm'n. Creates the Education Leadership Commission proposed in 
S 441 introduced by Senator Perdue to be composed of 14 members including two senators, two 
members of the House and representatives of public education, higher education and the public 
at large. Authorizes the Commission to study the evaluation of, certification requirements for, 
training programs for, and the recruitment and selection of public school administrators. Requires 
the Commission to report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee on or before 
March 1, 1992. Allocates $25,000 from the General Fund to fund this study. 

Public landfills study. Directs the Environmental Review Commission to study the North 
Carolina Environmental Policy Act of 1971 and the regulation of solid waste management facili- 
ties. Requires the Commission to report its findings to the 1992 session of the 1991 General 
Assembly and if more study is needed to report again to the 1993 General Assembly. Authorizes 
the Commission to direct other state commissions or agencies to conduct parts of the study 
authorized by this act using funds already available to that commission or agency. 

Birth-Related Neurological Impairment Study Comm'n. Provides that the Birth-Related 
Neurological Impairment Study Commission shall continue in existence until the adjournment of 
the 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly and authorizes the President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House to fill any vacancies on the commission. Allows this com- 
mission to retain its unexpended funds appropriated in 1990-1991 to continue its work. 

Study Commission on the State Personnel System. Creates a Study Commission on the 
State Personnel System proposed in S 64 introduced by Senator Sands and in H 109 introduced 
by Representative Fitch. Provides that this Commission shall be composed of 15 members: five 
Senators, five members of the House and five representatives of the public to be appointed by 
the governor. Authorizes this Commission to study the benefits available to state employees and 
the decentralization of the Office of State Personnel. Allows the Commission to submit an interim 
report on or before the first day of the 1992 session of the 1991 General Assembly and requires 
the Commission to submit a final report on or before the convening of the 1993 General 
Assembly. Allocates $25,000 for fiscal 1991-92 and $20,000 for fiscal 1992-93 from the General 
Fund to conduct this study. 

Railroad Advisory Commission. Creates the Railroad Advisory Commission proposed in S 86 
introduced by Senator Block and in H 57 introduced by Representative Abernethy. Provides that 
this Commission shall consist of 10 members including two senators, two members of the house, 
a representative from the Dept. of Transportation, a representative from the office of the State 
Treasurer, and two officers or directors of the North Carolina Railroad Company. Directs that a 
representative of the Attorney General should attend the Commission’s meetings. The 
Commission is authorized to advise the Governor and the General Assembly concerning proposed 
leases or other transactions involving the assets of the North Carolina Railroad Company. If the 
Commission is unable to determine what to do with the railroad company’s assets before June 
30, 1993 it shall report this to the General Assembly so that alternative action may be taken 
before the expiration of current leases on Dec. 31, 1994. Appropriates $20,000 for each of fiscal 
1991-92 and 1992-93 from the General Fund to conduct this study. Authorizes the Comm’n and 
its Executive Committee to meet in executive session. 

Mental Health Study Comm'n. Provides that the Mental Health Study Commission may con- 
tinue in existence until July 1, 1993 to study and evaluate mental health services and the imple- 
mentation of these services as proposed in S 408 introduced by Senator Walker and in H 533 
introduced by Representative Isenhower. 

Study Comm'n on Aging. Authorizes the North Carolina Study Commission on Aging to 
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study the need for expanding the membership of the Nursing Home/Rest Home Penalty Review 
Committee and to study the concept of “assisted living” as proposed in S 861 introduced by 
Senator Perdue. Directs the commission to report to the 1993 General Assembly. Amends GS 
120-182 to provide that the President Pro Tempore rather than the President of the Senate shail 
make the Senate's appointments to the Study Commission on Aging. Senate amendment makes 
change to GS 120-182 effective Jan. 1, 1993. 

Joint Legislative Comm'n on Seafood and Aquaculture. Appropriates $6C 000 from the 
General Fund for fiscal 1991-92 to hire professional legislative staff for the Joi:it Legislative 
Commission on Seafood and Aquaculture. 

Legislative Budget Comm'n. Adds GS Ch. 120 Art. 22, to create a Legislative Budget 
Comm’n composed of six senators appointed by the president pro tempore and six: representa- 
tives appointed by the speaker. Members are to serve two-year terms. President pro tem. and 
speaker shall each designate a cochair. Expenses of the Comm'n are to be borne by Legislative 
Services Comm'n. Appropriates $100,000 for each year of biennium to General Assembly for. 
Comm'n expenses. Confers on the Comm'n the following powers and duties: (1) to study state 
budgeting operations and procedures; (2) to review budget, expenditures, and future fiscal needs 
of state agencies; (3) to require an agency to submit any information the Comm'n desires in 
relation to the agency’s activities or fiscal affairs; (4) to require the Governor, State Auditor, and 
State Controller to furnish to the Comm'n any audits, financial statements, or program evaluations 
that the Comm’n may request; (5) to require all agencies that issue revenue bonds to report 
intent to issue and reissuance; (6) to require Sec’y of Revenue to submit to Comm'n a copy of 
the biennial state tax report, Dep’t proposed amendments to the tax laws, and the Dep’t esti- 
mates of revenues; (7) to require State Treasurer to report monthly investment earnings, to pro- 
vide an estimate of investment earnings for the upcoming fiscal year, and to provide any 
information requested on fund investments; (8) to require the UNC Board of Governors to submit 
Its long-range plans for coordinated system of higher education; (9) to require UNC Board to 
report before any allocation or reallocation of lump-sum appropriations and before any transfer of 
funds from one institution to another; (10) to require the Governor to report before authorizing the 
trustees of any endowment fund to satisfy any expense or financial obligation of the state from 
any source other than the fund; (11) to require an agency to report before closing a state institu- 
tlon funded in whole or part with state or federal funds; (12) to require the Low-Level Radioactive 
Waste Mgt. Auth. and the Hazardous Waste Mgt. Comm'n to report before increasing total debt 
to more than $500,000; (13) to require Energy Development Auth. to report before spending funds 
from Energy Fund and before pledging Fund assets as security for bonds; (14) to examine any 
state agency, inspect its property, and inquire into its method of operation and management; (15) 
to make a biennial inspection of any state physical facilities; (16) to require any agency seeking 
state funds to furnish Comm'n with all information, data, and estimates it may request with refer- 
ence to past, present, and future appropriations, expenditures, receipts, revenues, and income; 
(17) to require local governments spending state funds to operate local programs to provide nec- 
essary information to Comm'n to establish the necessary continuation and expansion costs; (18) 
to require Governor to report on requests to increase cost of or decrease scope of capital im- 
provement project before acting on the request; (19) to require Governor to report on requests to 
authorize construction of capital Improvement project not specially authorized by General 
Assembly before acting on the request; (20) to request Governor to report before taking any 
action to reduce appropriations pro rata under Executive Budget Act and on any actions taken to 
ensure that the current year’s budget Is balanced; (21) to review copies submitted to State 
Budget Office of applications and requests for non-state funds for projects and programs that do 
or may impose on the state any substantial financial obligation; (22) to review any preliminary 
studies and cost estimates for capital construction prepared by Dep’t of Administration for any 
state agency; (23) to review appropriations requests for grants-in-aid submitted by non-state 
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health and welfare agencies through Dep’t of Human Resources; (24) to prepare a report in the 
form of a proposed budget for the state; (25) to report results of its work at least biennially to 
General Assembly, beginning in 1993; (26) to request nay other information and perform any 
studies the Comm’n deems necessary to accomplish the act’s purpose. 


Joint Select Comm’n on Fiscal Trends and Budget Reform. Appropriates $50,000 for each 
year of 1991-93 biennium to General Assembly for Comm’n expenses.

H 274. SPEAKER’S APPOINTMENTS. House committee substitute replaces original bill with “AN 
ACT TO APPOINT PERSONS TO VARIOUS PUBLIC OFFICERS UPON THE RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, TO PROVIDE FOR ADDITIONAL 
MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE NORTH CAROLINA MUSEUM OF ART, 
AND TO MODIFY THE METHOD OF ELECTION OF CERTAIN OFFICERS OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY.” 

Terms of sergeants-at-arms and reading clerks. Amends GS 120-37(a) to provide that ‘the 
sergeant-at-arms and reading clerk of the Senate serve two-year terms, subject the condition that 
each serves at the pleasure of the Senate and until the officer’s successor is electd, and that the 
sergeant-at-arms and reading clerk of the House serve as provided in the rules of the House. 

Museum of Art trustees. Amends GS 140-5.13(b) to Increase the number of members of the 
Board of Trustees of the North Carolina Museum of Art to 28 (now, 25), with the Governor, 
Speaker, and President Pro Tempore each to appoint one additional member.

H 929. TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 4/19; comm. sub. 7/11; amended 7/12; comm. sub. 
7/15. Conference committee substitute adds several provisions making technical corrections and 
new sections making the following substantive changes. 

Condemnation of land in Pender County. Deletes section repealing portion of SL 1991, Ch. 
615, concerning condemnation of land in Pender County by units of local government outside the 
county, with the effect of reinstating the deletion of Pender from list of counties subject to GS 
153A-15(c). 

New Revenue Building. Directs Dep’t of Revenue to report to Information Technology 
Comm'n with respect to change orders necessary for equipment and furnishings of new Revenue 
Building. Upon recommendation from Comm'n that funds are needed to make such changes, 
authorizes Office of State Budget to use up to $1.6 million from reserve for repairs and renova- 
tions for this purpose. Requires report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations

before funds may be expended. 

Siting hazardous waste management facility. Directs Governor's Waste Management Board 
to examine burdens placed on local governments from proposed siting of commercial hazardous 
waste management facility, to assess resources available to units to address those burdens, to 
determine what additional resources such units may need, and to develop recommendations as to 
what financial assistance and other resources the state should make available to such units. 
Requires Board to report findings and recommendations to Governmental Operations Comm’n on 
or before March 1, 1992. 

Effective date of increased fines for violating wildlife rules. Changes effective date of SL 
1991, Ch. 176 to Jan. 1, 1992. Cited act increases fines in GS 113-135 for violation of rules of 
Marine Fisheries Comm’n and Wildlife Resources Comm'n. 

Private tags on state-owned vehicles. Amends Current Operations Appropriations Act to add 
special provision concerning use of private tags on state-owned vehicles used in law enforcement 
activities. 

Transfer for Clean Water Revolving Loan & Grant Fund. Directs State Budget Office to 
transfer $6.6 million from Reserve for Reimbursements to Local Governments and Shared Tax 
Revenues for 1991-92 to Clean Water Revolving Loan & Grant Fund. $5 million of this amount is 
to be withdrawn from franchise tax distribution to be allocated pro rata to shares of eligible mu- 
nicipalities; $1.6 million is to be withdrawn from beer/wine tax distributions to be allocated pro 
rata to shares of eligible counties and municipalities. 

State Personnel Study Comm'n. Adds to topics to be studied by cited Comm’n decentrali- 
zation and related needs of Office of State Personnel, with particular focus on Equal Employment 
Opportunity function, monitoring state departments, and training administrators as to responsibili- 
ties under decentralization. 


H 1312. 1991 ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTION. Intro. 7/11. House committee substitute, as 
amended by the Senate, fixes date and hour of adjournment as 11:20 p.m., Tuesday, July 16, 
1991. Revises first category of bills eligible for consideration in 1992 to refer to bills "directly and 
primarily affecting the State budget for fiscal year 1992-93” (underlined words added).

S 350. LIBRARY/HISTORY MUSEUM OPERATIONS. Intro. 3/28; comm. sub. 6/28; amended 7/13. 
Conference report rewrites amendment to GS 121-4 (powers and duties of Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources) to (1) require that any private nonprofit corporation entering into further agreements 
concerning operation of facilities do so consistent with rules adopted by Sec’y of Administration 
pursuant to GS 143-53, and (2) specify that Dep’t’s authority to enter into agreements regarding 
equipment, furniture and furnishing for covered facilities is subject to GS Ch. 143, Art. 3 (pur- 
chases and contracts). 


S 649. AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/16; comm. sub. 5/13; amended 6/12; comm. 
sub. 7/11; amended 7/12. Conference report rewrites new GS 63A-6(d), which sets out matters 
which Authority must consider in relation to site selection, to (1) require Authority to consider 
comprehensive plans and land-use regulations adopted by local governments and the capability of 
local governments to provide specified services, and (2) add statement that the subsection is not 
to be construed to require the Authority to comply with any local ordinance, regulation, or plan 
except as may be otherwise specifically provided by federal or State law, regulation, or rule. 


S 917. OMNIBUS STUDY BILL-1. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. and amended, 7/15. Senate amend- 
ment deletes proposed GS 120, Art. 22 concerning Legisative Budget Comm'n and adds to list of 
topics to be studied by Legislative Research Comm'n the Legislative Budget Comm’n Study. 
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S 917. OMNIBUS STUDY BILL-1. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. 7/15. House committee substitute 
merges provisions of Senate committee substitute and House committee substitute for H 1261 
(OMNIBUS STUDY BILL-2) with the following additions and deletions. 

Legislative Research Comm'n studies. Adds to list of studies authorized for LRC (1) impact 
of national developments within NC depository institutions industry [H 177, Rep. Brubaker]; (2) 
teacher leave (H 334, Rep. Bowman]; (3) NC Air Cargo Airport Authority [S 649]; Licensure of 
radiologic technologists as requested in assessment report on S 738; (4) sales iax impact on 
merchants, including effects of short notice time for implementation of 1991 sales tax increase; 
(5) methods to Improve voter participation. 

Comm'n on Access to Health Insurance. Increases membership of Comm'n to 26 by in- 
creasing speaker’s appointments to five members and president pro tem.’s appointments to nine 
members, and adding President of NC hospital Ass’n (or designee), Comm’r of Insurance (or 
designee), President of NC Citizens for Business & Industry, President of Merchants Ass'n, 
President of Foundation for Alternative Health Programs, President of State Employees Ass’n of 
NC, and President of NC AFL-CIO. Increases appropriation to General Assembly for Comm'n ex- 
penses to $50,000 for each year of the biennium. 

Railroad Advisory Comm'n. Increases Comm’n membership to 12 by giving the speaker and 
president pro tem. one additional appointment each. 

State Personnel Study Comm’n. Reduces Comm’n membership to nine by providing for 
speaker, president pro tem., and governor to appoint three members each rather than five. Adds 
to Comm'n charge the study of decentralization and related needs of Office of State Personnel, 
with particular focus on Equal Employment Opportunity function, monitoring departments, and 
training administrators with respect to responsibilities under decentralization. 

Education Leadership Comm'n. Deletes portion of Senate bill providing for this Comm'n. 

Aging Study. Deletes portion of Senate bill that would have amended GS 120-182 to pro- 
vide for appointment of Senate members of Aging Comm'n by president pro tem. rather than by 
Lt. Governor. 

Joint Legislative Comm'n on Seafood and Aquaculture. Deletes portion of Senate bill 
making an appropriation to Legislative Services Comm'n for hiring professional legislative staff for 
cited Comm'n. 

Joint Select Fiscal Trends Reform Comm'n. Deletes portion of Senate bill changing the 
name of this Comm'n. 


S 790. OCCUPATIONAL BOARD MEMBER PAY. Intro. 4/24. Senate amendment adds provision 
amending GS 89E-4(g) so that members of NC Board for Licensing of Geologists may receive 
compensation and reimbursement at rates prescribed in GS 93B-5 (formerly, GS 138-5, subject to 
availability of funds). 


§ 930. NON-VOTED CAPITAL FACILITY BONDS. Intro. 5/13; comm. sub. 6/3, 6/11; amended 
6/12, 7/12. Conference report (1) adds equipment and furnishings to designated uses of 
$4,600,000 to General Assembly; and (2) amends sec. 236, ch. 689, SL 1991, to make the same 
change.
